In the Reign of King Henry I. Anno 
1102, Robert * Beleſme Farl of Shrew- 
bury, who had been. turbulent and rebel · 
lious in William -Kufus's Reign, raiſed 
freſh Diſturbances. under a Pretence o 
ſetting up Robert Curthoſe his eldeſt Bro- 
ther on the Throne, and to that End for- 


tify'd the Caſtles of Shrewsþury and Arun- 


del, and mann'd the Town of Shrewsbury ; 
which having done, he gather'd an Army 
of Normans and Welchmen, with whom, and 
his Brother Arnold, he enter'd into this 
County forraging, and ſpoiling it excee- 
dingly, bringing alſo from thence a great 
Booty ol Beaſts and Cattle, with ſome 
Priſoners, whom they carry'd into Wales, 
where they kept themſe]ves, as in a Place 
of great Safety. King Henry was not un- 
ſenſible of theſe Proceedings, and having 
rais'd an Army with all convenient Speed, 
march'd againſt-them. His Caſtles he be- 
fieg'd and took; and having partly by 
Promiſes and Threats, and partly by Gifts, 
brought over the Welchmen to. his Side, 
ſubdu'd him entirely within 30 Days, 
and baniſh'd. him the Realm; but his 
Brother Arnold he kept Priſoner all his 
Time, for his traite?gus demeanour againſt 
him. | 

In the late Civil Wars between the 
King and Parliament, this County, with 


ſome of its Neighbours, aff.ciated under 


the Lord Brooke, for the Aſſiſtance of the 
Parliament, though the King's Party had 
never given the Inhabitants any Diſtur- 
bance, but by the March of Col. Haſtings, 
who attended the King from the Begin- 
ning of them; but the Aſſociation was 
not ſo general, but the King had ſome 
Friends in it; for after the Battle of Vor- 
cefier, when King Charles II's Army being 
routed, the King himſelf was obliged to 
fly for his Safety, after he had lain ſome 
Days in an Oak in Boſcobel Grove, was, by 
the prudent Management of Captain Care- 
leſs,” convey'd from Cottage to Cottage, 
till he was brought (by Mr. Huddleftone, a 
Romiſh Prieſt, or Jeſuit, and the Lord 
Wilmot's means) to Mr. Lane's Houſe in 
this Shire, where he repoſed himſelf qui- 
etly many Days. Here he ſaw the Pro- 


clamation for apprehending him, which 
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miſed a thouſand Pounds to any ſuch - 


Warmwick renders in

erſon as ſhould diſcover where he was; 


and.threaten'd the Penalty of High Trea- - 


ſon to any that ſhould conceal him. When 


f the King had been there awhile, he de- 
ſir'd to get nearer the Sea, that he might 
get out of the Nation, for the Parliament 


had their Spies in every Corner. From 
Mr. Lane's, the King rode to Briſtol be- 
fore Mr. Lane's Daughter, to Mr. Norton's, 
who had marry'd Mr. Lane's Kinſwoman, 
and from thence to Salisbury to Col, Phi- 
lips, by whoſe means, Dr. Hinchman's, 
(afterward Biſhop of London) and the Lord 


Wilmot's, he obtain'd a Veſſel, which car- 


ry'd him ſafe to Roan in Normandy, from 
Bright-Hempſtead in Suſſex. Col. Gunter 
procur'd it. 64 1 bogs 

Having thus laid down. ſo much of the 
General Hiſtory of this County, as is 
come to our Knowledge, we ſhall now paſs 


to the Literary, Hiſtory, and Topogra-

_ OFFLOW Hundred is. bounded ' on

of Seiſdon and Cuddleſtone; and on the 
North with the Hundred of | Totmanſioe. 
The Fee of this Hundred we ſuppoſe to 
be in the Crown, and under the Govern- 
ment of the High Sheriff and his Officers. 
The Chief Places in this Hundred are: 

Litchfield, a City, and Biſhop's See- 
Bede calls it Licidfeld, which Kous of 
gliſh, a Field of Car 
kaſſes, and tells us, that many Chriſtians 
ſuffer'4 Martyrdom there, under Dioclefian, 
who would not ſuffer their Bodies to be 
Buried. What Truth there is in this Re- 
lation, we ſhall endeavour to find out in 
our Ecclefiaſtical Hiſtory, not intending 
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ro deprive the City of the Glory of bear- 
ing for their Device, an Efcuteheon of 
Landskip with many Martyrs in it, maſ-

ſacred in ſeveral Manners. The City ſtands 
low, and is pretty large, the Country about 


It being very pleaſant and fruitful. On 
the South-weſt of it riſeth a little Brook, 

which paſling thro” it, divides it almoſt 
into two equal Parts, of which the South 
Part is the City, and the other is call'd 
the Cloſe, ' The Water is clear, and ſhal- 
low, but appears like a ſtanding Pool, and 
over it there are two Cauſeys, or Bridges, 
which ſerve for their Communication. 

1. The City, as we may -now call it, 
was (as Bede tells us) when S. Chad was 
Biſhop of it, a fmall Village, and in po- 
pulouſneſs far ſhort of a City. The Coun- 
trey about it was woody, and a little Ri- 
ver ran near it. The Church was but of 
mall Compaſs, according to the mean and 
humble Model of thoſe ancient Times. 
The ſmallneſs of it cauſed the Biſhop to 
remove his Seat from it, ſoon after the 
Year 1075, when it was decreed in a Sy- 
nod, that the Sees of Biſhops ſhould not 
be in obſcure Villages; whereupon, Peter 
Biſhop of Litchfield, transferr'd his See to 


- Cheſter, and Robert de Limſey, his Succeſ- 


ſor, carry'd it to Coventry; but Roger Clin- 
ven the next Biſhop but one, brought it 
back again to Litchfield, where he repair'd 
the Caſtle, and began a beautiful Church, 
in Honour to the Virgin Mary, and S. 
Ceada, Anno 1148. The Biſhop's Preſence 
brought many Inhabitants after him to it, 
and in ſome Vears it became a con ſiderable 
Town, but was not ſo much as incorpo- 
rated, much leſs dignify'd with the Title 
of a City, 'till the Reign of King Ed- 
ward VI. who put it into the Condition 
it now is, viz. Et 

It is incorporated under the Name of 
two Bailiffs, and 24 Burgeſſes, a Recorder, 
who is Judge upon Occafions, with a She- 
riff, an lather Officers, which ſerve for 
the Government of the. City. It ſends 


two Burgeſſes to Parliament. This South 


Part of it is much the greateſt, being di- 
vided into ſeveral Streets, in which is a 
Gaol for Felons and Debtors, apprehended 
within their Liberties, a Free- School, and

a pretty large Hoſpital, dedicated to S. 
John, for the Releif of the Poor! There: 


are two Markets every Week, wiz. upon 
«Tueſday and Friday, which are plenti- 


fully ſerved with all Sorts of Corn, and 
other Proviſions; and four Fairs yearly, 
viz, on the Feaſt of S. S. Philip and Jacob, 
May 1. on the Friday after Twelfth-Dav, 
on Aſh-Wedneſday, and on the Friday af- 
ter S. Simon and S. Jude, Oct. 28. The 
County of the City is ten or twelve Miles. 
in Compaſs, which is every M ear on Spt. 
8, ſurrounded by the Sheriff, as in Pro- 
ceſſion, who then feaſts the Corporation, 
and neighbouring Gentry. 5 

2. The Cloſe is ſo call'd, becauſe it is 
incloſed round with a Wall, and a go9d 
deep dry Trench on all Sides, except to- 


wards the City, where it is defended by a 


great Marſh, or Pool, which the above- 
mention'd Brook” maketh, either of its 
own Matter, or by reaſon it is ſtaid to 
raiſe a Pond where the Mill ſtands. In 
this Cloſe ſtands the Cathedral Church, a 
goodly and beautiful Fabrick, as it now 


appears; but is but juſt recover'd from 


its Ruins; for when this Town, in the 
late unhappy Wars, fell into a State of 
Suffering, Bacon-ſtreet, then reputed the 
Chief Street in the Town, from which 
one of the Bridges leads into the Cloſe, 
being burnt down, this Cathedral was a 
deep Sharer with it, and through the in- 
ſatiable Malice of ſome ill-wiſhers. to it, 
became a Sacrifice to their mercilefs Rage; 
but the happy Reſtoratjon of K. Charles II. 
hath brought the ſame-.to this Church, 
through the boundleſs Charity of Biſhop 
Hacket, and other Benefactors; for it. is 
now a noble, and admirable Pile, perhaps 
one of the faireſt and beſt repair'd in Eng- 
land. It ftands upon an Eminence, and 
is ſeen. ten Miles round. The Portico or 
Front of the Church can ſcarcely be pa- 
rallelFd in England. There are 26 Statues 
of the Kings of Juda on a Row, above 
the Portico, as big as the Life; and on 


the Top, at each Corner of the Portico, a 


ſtately Spire with a fine high Steeple on 
the Middle of the Church. There are 
alſo ſeveral other Statues on the Outſide 
of the Church, as well as within. The 
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Church "having been repair'd in King 


Charles II's Reign, is very beautiful, the 
Names and Arms of ſeveral of the Bene-- 
factors being painted on the Top of the 
Stalls. The Choir, which is in great Part 


paved Lozengy, Black and White; with 
Cannel Coal for the Black, and Alabaſter 
for the White (which are both plentifully 


found in this Country) and being kept 
clean, looks like Black and White Marble, 
is well ſerv'd with Choriſters, and Muſick, 
and behind the Choir is a Chapel dedica-- 


ted to the Virgin Mary. The Prebenda- 
ries Stalls (which perhaps are the beſt of 


their Kind in England) are an excellent good 
Side of the Choir in this Cathedral, near 
the Altar of S. Nicholas, to which he gave. | 


Piece of Work, being lately rebuilt, moſt 
of them at the Charge of the Gentry of 


the Country, each Stall bearing the Arms 


of the Benefactor that gave it. In the 
ſme Cloſe are the Palaces of the Biſhop 
and Dean, with the Houſes of the Preben- 
daries, in a Court on the Hill, all of them 
almoſt new, and very handſome. 
Plot, in his Hiſſory of this Shire, ſcruples 
not to ſay, that the Cathedral here is the 
moſt eminent publick Building, whether 
Eccleſiaſtical or Civil, in England; being 


adorn'd with three ſuch lofty Spires, as 


no Church in England can boatt of; as alſo 
with Studs and carved Works, not to men- 
tion the Glazing and Travery in the Stone- 
Work of the Weſt Window, given by the 


Duke of York, afterward King James II. 


The Dimenſions of this Cathedral in 
the Inſide, is in Length 450 Foot; of 
which, the Choir is 110; the Breadth- of 
the Body of the Church in the broadeſt 
Place is but eighty: Foot; and over the 
Gate, in the Inſide, is this Inſcription :

Pinions, was. burnt in this City of Litch-

Charge, viz.. thoſe of Ebion, Cerinthus, 
Falentinian, Arius, Macedonius, Simon Ma- 
gus, Manes, Manicheus, Photinus, and the 
Anabaptiſts. His puniſhment was eſteem'd 
a ſeaſonable Severity, well-pleafing to 
God, becauſe none was after it found to 
follow his Hzretical Doctrines. | 
In the Year 1642, when the Civil Wars 


N . the King and Parliament began, 


dme Gentlemen of Leiceſterſhire had ſeiz'd 
the Cloſe of this City for the King (Sir 
William Dugdale ſays, that the King had 
Cent them thither out of a pious Intention, 
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to preſerve this ſtately Cathedral) which 
when the Leaders of the Rebellion heard, 
they ſent the Lord Brook with a Body or 
Horſe and Foot, to beſiege and take it for 
the Parliament's Service, He rais'd Bat- 
teries gainſt it; but as if he went about 


the Attack with ſome Scruples (as well he 


might) he is ſaid to have pray'd, that 
God would cut: him off immediately,. if 
his Cauſe were bad; which accordingly 
happef'd; for before any Aſſault made 
againſt it, as he ſtood in a Door, where 
he was come to find the Occaſtan'of a ſud- 
den Shout made by the Soldiers, he was 
fhot in the Eye, and immediately dy'd of 
the Wound. This was the more taken 
Notice of by ſome thoughtful People, be- 
cauſe it happen'd upon S. Chad's Day, 
March 2, to whom the Church of Lit:hficld- 
is dedicated, as an Inſtance of the ſpecial 
Regard that God has to the Places dedica- 
ted to his Worſhip, and the Memory of 
his Saints. But this Lord's remarkable 
Death did not put an End to the Siege; 
for Sir Jon Gell, who commanded next 
under him, carry'd on the Siege, and ha- 
ving taken. the Cloſe, carry'd awav the 
Gentlemen Priſoners of War, and then 

departed to Stafford to reduce it. 
This City hath given the Title of Earl 
to theſe Families. | 
Bernard Steward, ſeventh Son of Eſme 
Steward. He was Captain of his Majeſty 
King Charles I's Horſe-Guards, and in ſe- 
ral Battles between that King's and the 
Parliament's Forces, behav'd himſelf with 
great Valour in Defence of his Maſter, 
viz. at Loftwithiel in Cornwall, at Newber- 
ry in Berk/hire, and Navesby in Northamp- 
tonſhire ; for which eminent Services, the 
Title and Dignity of Baron of Newbery, 
and Earl of Litchfield, were deſign'd and 
preparing for him; but before this could 
be accompliſh'd, he happen'd to be again 
engag'd with the Rebel Forces at Rowton 
Heath, near the City of Chefter, in Nöbru- 
ary 1645, and was there ſlain. He dy'd 
unmarry'd, but his elder- Brother George 
called Lord d' Aubigny, who was ſlain in 
the ſame Royal Cauſe in the Battle of 
Kineton, in 1642, leaving a Son Charleg 
Lord d' Aubigny, he (in conſideration'of his

by Letters Patents, bearing Date at Ox- 
ford, Dec. 10, 21 Car. 1, 1646, Lord Steww- 
art of Newbery, and Earl of Litchfield. 
He alfo, upon the Death of James his 
eldeft Brother, without Heir, affum'd 
the Honour of Duke of Richmond. He 
marry'd three Wives, but by none of them 
had any Iſſue, whereupon this Earldom 
for a Time became Extintt, He dy'd in 
his Embaſſy to Denmark, but was brought 
Home, and bury'd in King Henry VII's 
Cha ppel, Meſtminſter. | 
Sir - Edward-Henry. Lee of Ditchley in 
Oxfordſhire, Bart. being a Perſon of an 
ample Fortune, and great Hopes, was by 
Letters patent, bearing Date at Weſtmin- 
ſter, June 5, 1674, advanced to the Ho- 
nour and Degree of a Baron of this Realm, 
by the Title of Baron of Spellesbury in the 
ſaid County of Oxford, and alſo of Viſ- 
count Quarendon, and Earl of Litchfield, 
to hold to him and the Heirs Male of his 
Body. | Fi 
Henry, in great Favour with K. James 
the 2d, who made him Lord Lieutenant, 
and Cuftos Rotu'orum of the County of Ox- 
ford, Lord Lieutenant of Woodſtock Park, 
High Steward of the Borough of Woodſtock, 
one of the Lords of his Majeſty's Bed- 
chamber, Colonel of a Regiment of Foot, 
and afterwards of the Firſt Regiment of 
Foot-Guards. He marry'd the Lad Char- 
lotte Fitz. Roy, one of the natural Daugh- 
ters of King Charles IT. by the Dutcheſs 
of Cleveland, by whom he had 13 Sons, 
and five Daughters. Five of the eldeſt of 
Zis Sons dy'd in his Life-time, whereupon 
his Honour deſcended to 
George-Henry Lee, his fixth Son, who is 
the preſent Earl of Litchfield. He hath 
marry'd the Daughter of Sir John Hales 
of the County of. Kent, Bart. by whom 
he hath Iſſue one Son, if not more Chil- 
dren. : 
This City hath alſo had ſome Men of

After his there 


was found in his Study, three thouſand 


fourſcore and three Sermons of his on 
Writing. He dy'd Anro Dom. 1447, and 


was bury'd under a Monument in the 


Choir of his Church, which was burnt 

in 1666, and this, with other Monuments: 

deſtroy'd. 125 1 * 
Robert Whittington, a good Grammarian,, 


but being over conceited of his own Learn- 


ing and Skill, pretended to cope with 
William - Lilly, the greateſt Artiſt of his 
Age in that Art, William Horman, and 


Robert Aldreage, who ſo over. match 


him in the Conteſt, that though his Skill. 
was conſiderable, it appear'd ſo ſmall in: 
the Compariſon, that he loſt the Reputa-- 
tion of it, and fell into Diſgrace. He 


was Poet Laureat of Oxford, and Frotova - 


tes Anglice, as he ſtil'd himſelf in the 
Title Page of the Grammar which he put 
out in 1517. He wrote ſeveral other 


Books relating to School Learning, which. 


are in Bale and Pitz. be Landy 
Elias Aſhmole, Eſq; a Perfon critically 
skill'd in ancient Coins, Chymiſtry, He- 


raldry, Mathematics, and many other 


Parts of curious Learning; in which 
having made a great Proficiency, and col- 
lected many great Curioſities, he firſt pro- 
miſed to give them to the Univerſity of 
Oxford, if they would provide à conve- 
nient Repoſitory for them; which that 
Body gladly accepted of, and perform'd.. 


For in the Year 1679, they began a large 
and ſtately Building of ſquared: Stone at- 


the Weſt End of the Theatre, having a 
magnificent Portal on that Side, ſuſtained: 


by Pillars of the Corinthian Order, with: 


ſeveral Embelliſhments. The Front, 


which is about 60 Foot in Length, flands- 


to the Street Northward, having this 
Infcription over the Entrance, in gilt 
Letters, Muſæum Afhmoleanum, Schola Na- 
turalis: Hiftorie Officina Chymic 
finiſh'd March 20, 1683, at which Time 
this. learned and generous: Gentleman 
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ſity, upon the Account of his Merit, ſent 


him their Diploma for his Degree of 


Doctor of Phyſick, without his Know- 


ledge or Seeking, as did the Inns of Court 


with the Title and Degree of Bariſter of 
Law. Laſtly, the ſame King being ſen- 
-fible as well of his Fidelity as Learning, 


made him Comptroller of all the Exciſe 
in England and Wales. | 


Tame worth, in the Saxon Tongue Ta- 
8 mapop ð, in the Saxon Annals Taman- 


popDixe, and in Marianus Tamawordina. 
It takes its Name from the River Tame, 
- which runs by it, and the Saxon Word 


; Feop's, which ſignifies a Yard or Farm, 


as alſo a River, Iſland, or any Place ſur- 
rounded with Water, as Keyſer-waert in 
Germany, ſignifies :Ceſar's Iſland. It is a 


divided Town, being ſituate upon the 


Borders of two Shires, the one Part of it, 
which formerly belonged to the Marmions, 
wiz. the Caſtle, and a Part of the Town ad- 
joining in Warwickſhire, and the other Part, 
which belonged anciently to the Haſtings, 


-viz.. the Church, and the reſt of the Town | 


in this Shire. In the flouriſhing State of 
the Mercian Kingdom, this Town was a 
Royal Seat, or as it is call'd in the Ledger 
Book of Worceſter, a very eminent Place; 
particularly it appears, that in the Year 


781, it was the Palace of the Mercian 


King by a Grant of King O to the 
Monks of Vorceſter. A ſquare Trench is 
ſtill remaining, bearing the Name of the 
King's Dyke. and is very large. Of late 
Vears, a great many Bones of Men and 
Horſes, as alſo Spear-Heads have been 
found in it by Digging. It was deſtroy'd 
in the Daniſi Wars, but rebuilt by Ethel- 
Reda the Mercian Lady, and Editha the 


from Marriage, out of à Reverence to the

Virgin State, hath a Place in the Calen- 
dar among the Saints. She founded a ſmall 
Nunnery in this Town, which the Mar- 
mions, to whom: the Conqueror gave the 


Caſtle and Territories adjacent, removed 
ſome ſew Vears after, to Poleſworth, that 
they might build a Collegiate Church 
here. The Caſtle was enjoy'd ſome Suc- 
ceſſions by the Marmions, who much ftreng- 
then'd it, and adorn'd it; but it fell in 
the Reign of King Henry III. to the Heirs 
General, with other Eſtates. The Caſtle, 
upon the Diviſion, fell to the Frevils, and 
by their Heir Female, to the Ferrars, a 


Family deſcended of a younger Brother of 


the Family of the Barons Frrars of Groby. 
Theſe Marmions (as our Hiſtories inform 
us) were ' Hereditary Champions to the 
Kings of England For upon every Coro- 
nation of a new King of England, the 
Heir of this Family (according to the 
Cuſtom) was bound to ride arm'd in com- 
pleat Harneſs into the King's Hall, and in 
a ſet Form, Challenge any Man to Duel, 
that would dare to oppoſe the King's 


Title. And this is certain from the pub- 


lick Records, that Alexander Frevile, in 
the Reign of King Edward III. held this 
Caſtle by that Service. But yet the Fre- 
viles, at the Coronation of K. Richard II. 
Joſt this Honour, which went by Mar- 
riage to the Dimocks of Lincolnſhire. | 
The famous Princeſs Eifleda, who ſo 
ſtoutely carry'd on the Wars with the 
Danes, for the Defence of the Kingdom of 
Mercia, from the Vear 910, to the Vear 


922, in a long Series of Battles, dy'd at 


the latter End of that Time, at this Town 
of Tamworth, and was bury d in the Porch 
of the Monaftry of S. Peter, at Glouceſter, 
which her Husband and ſhe had built; 
ſhe leſt behind her an only Daughter nas 
med Elfavina, then marriageable. - - _ 


Tameworth is a very good Market Town, 
and ſends two Burgeſſes to Parliament; 


one for the Part in this County, and the 
other for the Part in Warwickſhire. It is 
incorporated and governed by a- Bailiff, 


an High- Steward, and Under-Steward, Re- 


corder, and ot her inferior Officers, ſo that 
| "tage 
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it is ſtill a Place of good Account. The 
Market is weekly on Saturday; and the 
Fairs yearly, on Aſl- Wedneſday, S. George's 
Day, April 23, and October 13. Divers 
Gentlemen have Houſes in this Town, as 
Sir Humphrey Ferrers, who is Lord of the 
Caſtle, which his Anceſtors have enjoy'd 
almoſt from the Conqueſt: In the Staf- 
ford/hire Side, the Bretons have a Seat, 
which they have held in a very long Suc- 
ceſſion from King Edward II. The Har- 
courts alſo have an Honſe here; they are 
deſcended of the Harcourts of Kaunton, 
who are a younger Branch of the Family 
of Sir Robert Harcourt of Ellenhall and 
Stauntan Harcourt, Kt. | 
Tutbury, a Borough with a Caſtle be- 
longing to it, which was given by Wril- 
liam the Conqueror, with ſeven other Ma- 
nors, of which, Clebſey was the moſt con- 
ſiderable, to Henry de Ferrers. He built 
a Monaſtery for Cluniac Monks near it, of 
which we ſhall ſpeak at large in our Ec- 
cleſiaſtical Hiſtory. His Poſterity enjoy'd 
both the Manor and Caſtle of this Town 
ſome Succeſſions; but Robert de Ferrers, 
19 Hen. 2. in that Conteſt for the Crown, 
which the Henries, Father and Son, had, 
joining with the Son againſt the Father, 
againſt whom he mann'd his Caſtles of 
Turbury and Duffield, was ſoon reduc'd to 
ſuch Streights by Rhe/e Prince of Wales, 
whom Henry the Father ſent to beſiege his 
Caſtle, that he found himſelf obliged to 
haſten to the King, and . begging his Par- 
don, ſubmit himſelf. and ſurrender his 
Caſtles to him. The King having taken 
Security for his future Fidelity, pardon'd 
him, and gave him his Eſtate 3 but not 
daring to truſt him any more, demoliſh'd 
oy Caſtles. His Pofterity ſucceeded him 
n his Eſtate, and William de Ferrers, 36 
Hen. 3. obtained a Charter for à free War- 
ren in this Town, and many other Lord- 
ſhips in this and other Counties; and we 
find that 7 Edw. 1; Eleanor the Wife of 
Robert de Ferrers ſu'd for her Dowry out 
of the Lands of this Town, and ether E- 
ſtates late belonging to her Husband, but 
could not obtain'd it, becauſe he had been 
fined 50,000 Pounds, for his Rebellion 
againſt King Henry IIL and his whole E- 
or 
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fate was made over to his Sureties, to in- 
dempnify them ; and becauſe the Fine 


was not paid to Ednund the King's Son, 


to whom the King had given it, the Sure - 
ties had made over the whole Eſtate to 
Edmund Earl of Lancafter. The Caſtle had 
been before ſurrendred; and when, wi 

the Town, it paſſed by Blanch, the Daugk- 
ter and Coheir of Henry Duke of Lanta- 
fter, to John of Gaunt, Earl of /Rickhmond, 
and after, in her Right, Duke of Lanta- 
ter. He built the Gatehouſe and Walls 
about it, It is now a+ goodly ancient 
Houſe, walled on all Sides but one, where 
the Hill is ſo fieep, that it needs no For- 
tification, and yet it is inclos'd there with 
a ſtrong Pale. It ſtands upon an bigh _ 
Hill, and afferds a brave Prof om all 
Sides, vix. on the North and North-weſt, 
over goodly Meadows and Paſtures in Ro- 

ceſter, Oc. Eaſtward over the Rivers Dove 
and Trent, as far as Nottingham; and on 
the South-Eaſt, towards Burton, Oc. on 
the South and South-Eaſt are all Wood- 
lands, in which are many Parks, moſt of 
which belong to the Caſtle and Honour of 
it, to which a great Part of the Inhabi- 
tants of the Country about it are Homa - 
gers, and hold of. it. e | . 
Some of the Tenures to this Caſtle are 
ſo odd, that we cannot paſs over two held 
by Sir Philip Somervile, when John of Gaunt 
Duke of Lancafter was Lord of that Ho- 


nour, viz, Sir Philip held of his Lord the 


Earl, the Manor of Briddeſha!l by theſe 
Services: That when his Lord keepeth his 
Chriſtmas at this his. Caſtle of Tutbury, Sir 
Philip (or ſome other Knight his Deputy) 
ſhall come to Tutbury the Eve before Chriſt- 
mas-day, and be lodged in the Town by 
the Marſhal of the Earl's Houſe, and on 
Chriſima/s-4ay ſhall go to the Dreſſer, and 
carrying his Lord's Meſs to his Table, 
ſhall carve the ſame Meat to his Lord, 
and this he ſhall do, as well at Supper as 
at Dinner; and when his Lord hath eaten, 
the ſaid Sir Philip ſhall fit down in the 
ſame Place where his Lord ſat, and ſhall 
be ſerved at the Table bv the Steward of 
the Earl's Houſe: And upon St. Stephen's 
Day, when he hath dined, he fliall take 
* of his Lord, and ſhall kiſs him; 
| and 
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and for this his Service he ſhall nothing 


take and nothing give. Theſe Services 


Sir Philip performed to the Earls of Lan- 


5 cafter 48 Years, for this his Manor of 


Briddeſhall. . 

Sir Philip alſo held the Manors of Taten- 
hall in this Hundred, and Drycot in Tot- 
manſloe Hundred in percenery by theſe 
Services; That he, or his Attorney, ſhould 
go the Caſtle of Tutbury, upon St. Peter's 


Day, in Auguſt, called Lammaſs-day, and 


ſhew the Steward, that he is come to hunt 
and catch his Lord's Greeſe (i. e. Wild 
Swine) at the Coſts of his Lord; and the 
faid Steward ſhall cauſe to be deliver'd to 
Sir Philip, an Horſe and Saddle worth 50 


Snhillings, or ſo much in Money to pro- 


vide one, and one Hound, and ſhall pay 
to the ſaid Sir Philip, for every Day to 
Holy-rood Day, (to which he is to conti- 
nue his Hunting) two Shillings and Six- 
pence for himſelf, and one Shilling for his 
Servant and Bercelet (or Hound). And 
the Woad-maſters of the Foreſts of Need- 
wood and Duffeitd, with all the Parkers 
and Foreſters, are to attend upon the ſaid 
Sir Philip, while their Lord's Greeſe is 
taking in the ſaid Foreſts, as upon their 
Maſter, during the ſaid Time; and at the 
End thereof, Sir Philip ſhall deliver up 
the ſaid Horſe and Barcelet to the Steward, 
with whom, when he has din'd on Holy- 
roa Day, at the Caſtle of Tutbury, he 
ſhall kiſs the Porter and depart. 

Here is a Market weekly, on Tueſday, 
and a Fair Yearly, on the Aſſumption of 
the Virgin Mary, Aug. 15. 

Walſhall, another Market-Town in this 
Hundred, and that (as Cambden ſays) none 
of the Meaneſt. The Market is weekly, 
on Tueſdav, and the Fair on 
This Lordſhip, Robert, Son of Aſculfus, 
held 20 Years aſter the Conqueſt ; and in 
Henry III's Time, one William Rufus held 
it in Fee Farm of the King, paying 261. 
195. In 9 Edward II. John Somery and 
Tiiomas Rouſe were joint Lords thereof; 
and 17 Edward III. Baſſet was Lord of it. 
It is a Corporation govern'd by a Mayor, 
and his under Officers, but by whom ſo 
made we find not. In later Times, this 
Manor was part of the Eſtate of Richard 


Beauchamp Earl of Warwick, by whoſe 
Heir, Anne Beauchamp, it paſſed, with 
many other Lordſhips, to Richard Newill 


Earl of Warwick, in her Right. This 


Earl was called the ſtout Earl of Warwick, 
and Richard Make-King ; becauſe, by his 


Valour and Intereſt, he had ſuch a Power 


in the Wars between King Henry VI. and 
King Edward IV. that he could pull 
down or ſet up either of them, as he 
pleaſed. In his Proſperity he was fo 
famed for his Hoſpitality, that our Hi- 
ſtorians tell us, he ſpent ſix Oxen every 
Day at his Table, beſides other Provi- 
ſions; but his Greatneſs at length had its 
downfall, for being ſlain by King Edward 
in Barnet Field, that King not only ſet- 
tled himſelf on the Throne, but ſeizing 
upon his great Eſtate, ( of which this 
Town was a Part) reduced his Counteſs to 
a miſerable Condition, being forced to 
take Sanctuary in the Abby of Beau-lieu 
in Hamp/hire, immediately after her Huſ- 
band's Death; and after ſome Time, to 
get ſecretly into the North, where ſhe 
liv'd privately,andendured manyStreights, 
*till King Henry VII. came to the Throne. 
This King reſtor'd her Inheritance to her; 
but it ſeems to have been with a Deſign to 
getfit for himſelf and Heirs ; for the ſame 
Year, ſhe, by a ſpecial Feoffment and 
Fine thereupon, convey'd it wholly to 
the King, by an Entail upon the Iſſue 
Male of his Body, with Remainder to 
herſelf and her Heirs 3 Queen Mary gave 
it to Richard Wilbraham, whoſe Son The- 
mas had it after him, Dr. Plot, in his 
Hiſtory of Staffordſhire, relates ſeveral 
Things worth our Notice of this Town, 


as 1ſt, That Iron Ore of ſeveral Sorts is 
found here, of which, that which the 


Miners or Diggers call'd M is the beſt, 
and contains in it a ſweet Liquor, which 
the Workmen greedily drink: It is of a 


ſharp Taſte, very cold and cutting, but 


being ſweet, pleaſerh. the Appetite, Sce 
more of this in Rufhall. 2dly, an un- 


uſual; but very good Cuſtom of d iſtribu- 


ting annually a certain Dole of one Pennv 
and no more, upon Twelfth Eve, to all 


Perſons then reſiding - in the Town or Bo- 
rough of Walſal/, and in all the Villages 


and 
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fhall-Wood,, Sheffield, Great and Little Bloc b 
wich, Harding Coſcot, Wood-End, Caldmore, 
Beſcot, the Pleck, and Burch-Hills, which 


- they call the Foreign, and not only to the 


Inhabitants, but all Strangers then ſo- 


journing there. This Benevolence is cal- 
led Moſeley's- Dole, becauſe it was given by 
one Thomas Moſeley, an Inhabitant of this 


Town, who hearing a Child ery for Bread, 
as he was walking the Streets on the Eve 
of the Epiphany, was ſo concern'd, that he 
vow'd, none ſhould want Bread upon that 
Day again for ever, in that Town, or the 
Liberties thereof, and thereupon imme- 
diately ſettled his Manor of Baſcot in 
Warwickſhire upon the Corporation, for 
the Maintenance of that Dole. This is 
the Account Tradition gives of it, but 
the Truth of it is, That it was ſettled by 
Feoffment, 30 Hen. 6. for the Mainte- 
nance, in part, of an Obit for his own and 
Wife Margaret's Souls, to be celebrated in 
the Pariſh Church here, and Abby of 
Hales Owen, Since the Diſſolution, this 
Corporation converted their Share into 


this Dole. 3dly, That the Ironworks of 


this Town are chiefly employ'd in making 
Things relating to Horſemanſhip, as Spurs, 
Bridle, Stirrups, Oc. of which they make 
ſeveral Sorts 3 as alſo Shoo and Garter- 
Buckles, with great Niceneſs and Accu- 
racy, by which the Inhabitants keep up 
a great Trade. 

Having thus accounted for the Market- 
Towns of this Hundred, we ſhall now 
paſs to the Villages, viz. 

Alderwas, or Alrewas, one of the Ma- 
nors which Algar Earl of Mercia was poſ- 
ſeſs'd of, when the Conqueror's Survey, 
Doomſday*Book, was made. He left it to 
Edwyn his eldeſt Son, with his other E- 
ſtates z which, upon Edwyn's Rebellion 
being forfeited into the Conqueror's Hands, 
were diſpoſed of among his Followers and 
Friends; and this Manor given to Walter 
Somervile, a Norman, who ſeated himſelf 
at Whichnover. In his Poſterity it conti- 
nued divers Succeſſions, for in the Reign 


of K. Henry III, it appears to have been 
the Lordſhip of Edward (or rather Roger) 


de Somer vile, whoſe Son Robert, 18 Edu. 1. 
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and Hamlets belonging thereunto, as Wal. 


obtain'd a Grant of a Market, to be kept 
here every Week upon Tueſday, and a 
Fair yearly, upon the Eve, Day, and Mor- 
row of St. Margaret the Virgin guy 20. 
He dy'd 25 Edu. t. leaving it, VS other 
Eſtates, to his Brother Sir PhiliF Somervile 
his Heir. He was Skeriff of Buckingham 
and Bedford, 1 Edu. 3. and one of the 
Knights of this Shire to ſerve in Parlia- 
ment, the 1oth of the fame Reign. He 
d y'd poſleſs'd of this Manor, 29 Edw. 3. 
leaving his Daughters, Joan and Mad, 
his Coheirs. Joan marry'd Rheſe ap Eri. 
fin, Kt. and to him, in her Right, this 
Manor, upon the Divifion, came. His 
Poſterity were Lords of this Manor many 
Succeſſions, and were in Poſſeſſion of it, 
and other Eſtates which came to them from 
the Somerviles, in 1597. 
Aldridge, in which Pariſh is a' Pool, 
called Drudemeer, which at other Times 
is generally dry, but upon the Approach 
of a Dearth of Corn, overflows in great 
Abundance ; which perhaps may be im- 
puted to the Rains, which uſually are the 
Cauſe of Dearth in England. > 
Alrewiche, a Manor, which one Robert 
held of William Fitz, Auſculf, 20 Cong, In 
King Henry III's Reign, *twas the Seat of 
Robert Stapleton 5, and in the Church is a 
fair croſs-legged Monument of the ſaid 
Robert Stapleton, as alſb of one Nicholas de 
Alrenzie, The Harecourts had Stapletor's' 
Lands here afterwards 3 and ſince, the 
Hillaries, and Lord Ferrers. It came at 
length to the Devereuxes, and the Earl of 
Eſſex ſold it to Robert Stamford, whoſe 
Heirs lately had it. There is a Family 
of Gentlemen of good Account in this 
Place, who bear the Name of the Town. 
It is in the Manor of Barr. . 
Aſton, a Manor, divided in K. Henry III's 
Days, between Sir Richard Venables, Kt. 
a younger Son of Sir William Venables, 
Baron of Kinderton, and a Race of Gen- 
tlemen call'd Marſhals, who had each of 
them a Moiety ; but at length was united 
in the Leigas of Knightly, from whom it 
paſſed by the Stanleys and Moyle, to the 
Heninghams, a Suffolk Family, who are or 
lately were the Owners of it.

. Armitage, the Seat of the Ridgleys, from 
Edward 11's Time, This Place is fa- 


mous for Tobacco- pipes. ; 
5 a Village belonging to Robert 


de Sta. 20 Cong. under whom Ivo de 
Panton Md it, or ſome Part of it, from 
whom it paſſed to the Bagnalls, or Bagen- 
ftials, who took their Name from this 
Place, and were then Lords of it, who 
were at that Time ſome of the chief Men 
of the County, for we find Stephen Bagon- 
nal, a Commiſſioner for the King, 12 Hen. 6. 
In later Times we. obſerve none of the 
Name but mean Plebeans, till in the laſt 
Age, two. Brethren were knighted for 
their Valour againſt the Scots, and rebel 
Iriſh, viz.. Ralph and Nicholas Bagnall, the 
Son of which laſt, treading in his Father's 
Steps, merited his Title, viz. Henry Bag- 
nall.

the former John continu'd Lord of Parva 
Barr. In the Reign of King Richard II. 
Thomas Beauchamp Earl of Warwick, had 
beth theſe Manors ; but being found guil- 
ty of Rebellion by Parliament, he was 
baniſh'd into the iy of Man, becauſe of 
Ris Age; and his Eſtate being confiſcated, 
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an ancient Family of Gentry, had a Seat, 


queror's Reign, by Drogo, under William 
Fitz.- Auſculf the ſupreme Lord, from 


two Manors, Magna Barr, and Parva Barr. 
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John de Beaufort Marqueſs of Somerſet, 
who was conſtituted the King's Lieutenant = 
in Aquitain, obtained a Grant to himſelf, 
and Margaret his Wife, and the Heirs of 
their Bodies lawfully begotten, of theſe 
Manors of Barr, and divers others in 
this and other Counties, 
Barton, a Village ſtanding upon the 
Foreſt of Needwood, and therefore bearing 
the Name of Barton under Needwood, was 
given by the Conqueror to Walter de So- 
mervile, a Norman, but upon ſome condi- 
tional Tenure ; for in the 2oth Year of 
the ſame King, it was in his Hands, and 
was by him granted then, or ſoon after, 
to Henry Ferrers, as a Member of his Ba- 
rony in Demeſne, His Poſterity were 
firſt created Earls Ferrers, and then of 
Darby, being- then in great Favour with 
their Princes; but Robert Earl of Darby, 
being left young, and. meeting with a 
diſcontented Nobility, who infuſed rebel- 


lious Principles into him, he, as ſoon as 


he aim'd at Man's Eſtate, engag'd with 

other Barons in a Civil War againſt King 

Henry III. who ſent Prince Edward againſt 
them, and by him they being ſubdu'd at 
Eveſham, this Earl was by Parliament 

condemn'd to a long Impriſonment, and 

diſinherited of his Eſtate, which was gi- 

ven to Edmund the King's Son, redeema- 

ble upon the Payment of 50,0001. which 

not being ever paid, it remain'd in the 

Hands of the ſaid Edmund and his Peſte- 

rity. In this Village dwelt one Tayler in 

a little Cottage, whoſe Wife had three 
Sons at one Birth ; which being preſented 

to King Henry VII. when he came to hunt 

at Needwood, he order'd them to be put 

to School, and they all came to be Doctors, 

as Tradition tells us. The eldeſt of them 

was a Doctor of Laws, Archdeacon of 
Darby and Bucks, and Maſter of the Rolls. 

He built the Chapel at Barton, upon or 

near the Place where they were born, and 

ſet theſe Inſcriptions on the Pillars.

ſent it. | ; 


Bentley, the Manor and Eſtate of John 
Lord. Dudley, granted to himſelf, and the 
Heirs Male of his Body, by K. Richard III. 
He had been Treaſurer of the Houſhold to 
King Henry VI. and upon the Acceſſion 
of King Edward IV. to the Throne, be- 


hav'd himſelf with that Submiſſion and 


Fidelity, that he not only obtain'd a Par- 
don for all ſuch Debts as upen Account 
were due from him to the Crown, by 
reaſon of the Exerciſe of his former Of- 
fice, but a Salary of an hundred Marks 


per Annum, out of the Revenues of the 


Dutchy of Cornwall, and as much out of 
the Port of Southampton for Life, beſides 
this and ſome other Manors in Fee. 
Bentley-Hall, or Manor, is now the Seat 
of Thomas Lane, Eſqz At Powke-Hill near 
His Seat, is found an hard black ſhining 
Stone, which upon. poliſhing, prov'd a 
tolerably fair black Marble; but the 
Workmen found in it an hard Pin (as they 
called it) that made it not worth their 
Labour; however, being burnt and pow- 
der'd, it makes a good Emery, which 
may turn to a better Account. Upon the 
ſame Hill is a Witch-Elm growing, that 
has lifted up with its Root a Stone of 200

Bloxwiche, the Lordſhip of Earl Roger 
de Montgomery, 20 Cong. It is called in 
the Record  Bleche/wworth. In 21 Ew. 1. 
One Richard Baſſet was Lord of it, and in 


the laſt Century, one of the Stanleys had a 
Seat here, 6 

Branteſton, or Braunſton, the Eſtate which 
the noble Lady Godeva, the Wife of Leo- 
fric, Earl of Mercia, dy'd poſſeſs'd of be- 
fore the Conqueſt, leaving it, with other 
Eſtates, to her Son Algar, whoſe Heir E- 
wyne having forfeited it by his Oppoſition 


to the Conqueror, it was diſpos'd of to his 
Followers. This Tewn is famous now 


for Grindſtones ; and before the Diſſolu- 
tion of the Abbeys, was held by the Ab. 
bots of Burton, from the Conqueſt. _ 
| Bremerton or Breverton, the Lordſhip 
of the Lord Chetwynd. = 
Bromley-Regis, or King's-Bromley, ſo-cal- 
led, becauſe at the Conqueſt it was in the 
King's Hands, and. was then ancient De- 
meſne, as it continu'd, *till the Reign of 
King Henry III. who paſs'd it Reg. 43. to 
Roger Corbet, to be held of him in Capite. 
His Poſterity, who were ſome of them 
Knights, and High Sheriffs of the Coun- 
ty, continu'd Owners of it 'til 320 Hen. 6. 
when it paſſed by Deftent, for want of 
Male Iſſue to the Family of Baddeligh of 
Che/hire 3 and from them to that of Patridge, 


ant Agard, who bought it; and it is now, 
or late was, in that Name. Here was an- 
ciently a Bridge over the Trent, but it is 


now decay'd. 


Bromwich Weſt, of which, one Richard - 


Baſſet was Lord, 21 Edu. 1. and now one 
of the Stanleys hath, or late had, a Seat 
here. Walter Parſons, Potter to King 
James I. was born in this Pariſh, He was 
famous for his unparallell'd Strength and 
Tallnefs ; for he would take up two of 
the talleſt Yeomen of the Guards under 
each Arm, and carry them as he 3 
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(do what they could) about the - Guard 


Room, and many ſuch like Feats he did. 


His Picture is now, or lately was, in the 
Guard-Room at Whitehall. 8 
Broughton is famous only for the chief 
Seat of the Family of Eroughton, which, 
that it might be compleat, as well for 
Spiritual as Temporal Matters, Thomas 
Broughton, Eſq; built an Oratory or Cha- 
pel near his Seat, for the Uſe of his Fa- 
mily, at his own Charge, (only an Hun- 
dred Pounds was left by Peter Broughton, 
Eſq; in order to it) who endow'd it with 
20 J. per Ann. towards the Maintenance of 
a Chaplain. Dr. Plot tells us, that he 
ſaw a Boar at Sir Brian Broughton's, Bart. 
here, between 12 and 13 Hands high. 
Burton upon Trent was the Eſtate of Al- 
gar Earl of Mercia, before the Conqueſt, 
as appears by Doomſday-Book, and was 
left by him to Edwin his Son, who ha- 
ving taken up Arms againſt the Conque- 
ror, and being flain. by the Treachery of 
ſome of his Followers, his great Eſtates 
fell into the Conqueror's Hands, (of which 
this Manor was a Part) who diſpoſed of 
them to his Norman Captains. Henry de 
Ferrers, one of them, had ſeven Manors, 
of which, this was one, as we probably 
judge, becauſe that Family in after Times 
had a Cafile here. Ulfric Spot and Ælui- 
tha his Wife, Saxons, built an Abbey here 
before the Conqueſt, and well endow'd it, 
as we ſhall ſhew at large in our Eccleſiaſti- 
cal Hiſtory, Here is a goodly Bridge, 
well wrought, and of very good Stone, of 


34 Arches, over the Trent, which ſome 


are of Opinion was buik by the Founder 
of the Monaſtry ; but that cannot be, be- 
cauſe it not only ſeems much newer, but 
there are Evidences yet Extant, which 

rove, that William de la Ward, in the 
Time of the Abbot Bernard, did give the 

Land of the Bridge of Burton, paying a 
early Rent to him and his Heirs for ever. 
He liv'd about King Henry III's Time, 
and his Arms are in the Church, being, 

Ferry, Argent and Sable, and very old. 
Robert de Berſingcoat, or Burſcote, gave 
one Acre of Land in Burſcote-Mead upon 
the Trent, for the repairing of the Bridge. 
This Bridge is, perhaps, the fineſt Piece 


of Workmanſhip of any civil publick 
Building in England : It is all of ſquared 
Free-ſtone, and contains in Length 515 
Yards, which is above a Quarter of a 
Mile; the River Trent running under it, 
thro' 34 Arches; and dividing itſelf there 


into three Channels, In Burton alſo is an 


Houſe of the Blounts, which hath been 
here for ſome Ages. Here is a Fair year- 
ly upon Aſcenſion-Day. The Town much 
follows the Cloathing Trade. S. Modmwin's 
Well in this Pariſh, is ſaid to work great 
Cures, Dr. Plot tells us, That Mary the 
Wife of one John Stone of this Place, fall- 
ing into a Well, was ſo frighted, that for 
a Fortnight ſhe ſlept but little; but at 


length fell into ſo ſound a Sleep, that ſhe 


waked not in 14 Days and Nights. | 

The Pariſh Church here joins with the 
decay'd Abby-Church. In it there lies 
a Monument cloſe to the Wall, much bro- 
ken and defac'd, which common 'Fame 
reports to have been the Tomb of the 
firſt Founder Ulfricus Spot; but that can't 
be, becauſe tis made of Alabaſter, and of 
a modern Faſhion, and therefore can't be 
older than Edward III's Time, if not in 
Edward IV's, or Henry VII's; whoſe it 
is we can't find, for there is no Inſcription 
viſible, | 

 Calveſheath, a Place through which the 
ancient Roman Way, called Vattling: ſtreet, 
paſſeth, where arg two Roman Barrows, as

Cannal, the Seat of Sir Francis Lawley, 
about which are lovely Plantations of 
Trees and Walks. S. Modwin's Well alſo 
in this Village is famous for unaccounta- 
ble Cures of divers Ails and Weakneſſes. 

Chalangwwode, or Calingwood, a Town 
which John of Gaunt Duke of Lancaſter, 
by Virtue of his Father, K. Edward III's 
Licence, obtain'd a Grant of, from John 
Biſhop of Lincoln, Richard Earl of Arun- 
del, and others, to himſelf, his Dutcheſs 
Blanch, and the Heirs of their two Bodies 
lawfully begotten. . PS. 7 | 

. Chartley, or Certley, the Manor and E. 
ſtate of Algar Earl of Mercia, whoſe Son 
Edwin forfeited it to the Conqueror by 

his 
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His Rebellion. After him the King held 
it awhile in his own Hands, but at length 

ave it with Sandon to Hugh Earl of Chefter, 
From whom it deſcended to Ralph Earl of 
Cheſter his Son. He built the Caſtle of 
this Place, of which nothing remains but 
the Ruins. By the Siſter of this laſt Earl, 
it came by Marriage to William Ferrars, 
Earl of Derby, in whoſe Family it conti- 
au'd, *till Agnes the Heir General, and 
Daughter of William Lord Ferrars, carry'd 
it into the Family of Devereux by her 
Marriage, the laſt of whom was the late 
Robert Devereux Earl of Eſſex, Here is a 
very large Park ſtock'd with Red and Fal- 
low-Deer, Wild Beaſts and Swine, The 

reſent Owner is a 

Chefter field, a Village ſituate on the Bank 
of the River Tame, of which, inthe Reign 
of King Richard I. Alan de Cumber ford 


was Lord. In a Ground belonging to this 


Place, there were ſeveral Antiquities 
found in digging ſome time fince ; and 
very lately they met with the Pedeſtal of an 
antique broken Pillar, very well wrought, 
which lay pretty deep, juſt on the Brink 
of the Way, and now remains at the Wi- 
dow Smith's in Cheſterfield, Dr. Plot has 

given us the Figure of it, p. 404. Tab. 33. 
Fiz. 4. 5 

Chadley, a Village given to the Barons 
Audleigh by King Henry III. 

Chilcot,, a Village ſituate on tne River 
Mee/e, ſo called becauſe it was one Child's 
Land, 41 Ed. 3. In 43 Ed. 3. one Richard 
Childcote was Owner thereof, and ſo con- 
tinu'd till 11 Rich. 2. but whoſe it was 
afterwards we know not. 

Clifton, the Seat and Lordſhip of the 
Camvils, from the Reign of King Fohn, 
who inherited it divers Succeſſions, till 
Maud, the Daughter and Heir, of Sir 
William Camvil, carry'd it by Marriage to 
Richard' Stafford, as his Daughter did to 
Sir John Arderne, and his Daughter did to 
Thomas Stanley, in whoſe Family having 
continu'd a while, it paſſed to the Hen- 


ninghams the fame way, who now or late 


late did inherit it. Earl Algarus held it 
in the Confeſſor's Time, and his Son Joſt 
it to the King. 

Clifton-Eamvil ReRory is worth 3 or 400 
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a Year, and of it Henry Gilbert was poſ- 
ſeſs'd in the late troublous Times. He 
had an Eftate of his own, of 2090. a Year; 
which was ſequeſtred with his Living at 
the ſame Time. He had a Wife and nine 


Children at the ſame Inſtant, which came - 
to great Want thereby. He underwent 


divers Impriſonments, and had the Plague 


in Coventry Gaol, but ſurviv'd it. His 


Loſſes in all, were computed at Ten 
Thouſand Pounds. 

Comber ford, ſtands on the Eaſt Side of 
the Tame, and tho' a Manor of itſelf, is a 
Member of Wigington. It hath long been 


the Eſtate and Seat of a very ancient Race 


of Gentlemen that have taken their Name 
from it, and have ſo proſper'd in the 
World, that tbey are now, or lately were 
Owners of the Head Manor of Wigington. 
Alanus de Comber ford was Lord of Comber- 
ford in Henry I's Reign; William Comber- 
ford was a Man of great Note in King Hen- 
ry VI's Reign, and 'tis yet a Family of 


Repute in this Place.. Dr Plot mentions 


it as a Thing extraordinary, if not miracu- 
Jous, that there are fignal Warnings of 


Death attending upon this Family of Com- 


berford, vix. Three Knocks being always 
heard at Comber ford- Hall before the De- 
ceaſe of any of that Family, tho” the Par- 
ty dying be at never ſogreat a Diſtance, 
In this Village is Part of'a Fee-farm 
Rent of 39 J. per Annum ſettled by King 
Henry VIII. upon Chrift.Church College, 
Oxford, among many other Eſtates. 
Darlaſton, or Darlaveſton, the Eſtate and 
Seat of William de Darlefton, about King 


Henry III's Time, and a Deſcendant from 


him nam'd Thomas de Darlefton, was Lord 
of it from the 34th of King Edward I. 
tothe gth of Edward II. 2 855 
Drayton- Baſſet, ſo called from the Ba/* 
ſets Lords ef it; but before the Conqueſt 
it bore the Name of Drayton only,and wag 
the Lordſhip of Algar Earl of Mercia, ag

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that Prince to | Hugh de Abrincis, his Si- 
ſler's Son, whom he had made Earl of 
Cheſter. He gave this Manor to his Daugh- 
ter Ce va, who became the Wife of Geffrey 
Ridel, an eminent Man in the Reign of 
King Henry I. being then Juſtice of Eng- 
land. He coming out of Normandy with 
Prince William and others of that King's 
Children, and divers of the Nobility, was 
caſt away ina ſudden Tempeſt with them, 
leaving Iſſue by Geva his Wife, one only 
Daughter and Heir, Maud, marry'd to 
Richard - Baſſet, the Son of Ralph Baſſet, 
who' had been Juſtice of England. He con- 
ſtituted many good Laws, as the Law of 
Frank-Pledge, and ſome others, and per- 
ſwaded the King to ſettle the Court of Ex- 
chequer in one certain Place. He was bu- 
ry'd at Abingdon, all his Sons honourably 
accompanying his Body to its Sepulture. 
Richard was alſo afterwards Juftice of Eng- 
land, and left by Maud his Wife, two Sons, 
viz. Geffrey,who aſſum'd the Name of Ridel 
from his Mother, and Ralph, who kept his 
Father's Name of Baſſet.and had this Town 
of Drayton, near Tamworth, which was his 
Mother's Eſtate, for his Inheritance. He 
underwent the Sheriff's Office for the Coun- 
ties of Warrick and Leiceſter, and flouriſh'd 
'till the Reign of King Henry III. when 
he dy'd in Arms againſt that King, but 
by the Intereſt of Prince Edward his E- 
ſtate was continu'd to his Widow Marga- 
ret, and from her paſs'd to Kalph her Son, 
who had his Seat in this Town, and de- 
parting this Life Dec. 31. 27 Edu. I. was 
bury'd in the Chancel of the Pariſh Church 


here, before the High Altar, under a fair

His Poſterity, many of them Ralphs, 
ſucceeded to this his Inheritance; but 


Iſſue Male failing in Ralph Lord Baſſet of 


Drayton, in the Reign of King Richard II. 
Thomas Earl of Stafford, Son of Margaret 
His Couſin and next Heir, obtained his great 
Eſtate, Part of which was this Lordſhip; 
but Joanna, the Siſter of the Duke of Pri- 
tanny, Widow of the laſt Ralph Lord Baſſet, 
held it in Dower for Life, and after 
her Death, which happened 4 Henry IV. 
it deſcended to Edmund Earl of Stafford his 
Son. In this Family of Stafford this Ma- 
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nor continu'd *till by the Attainder of EI. 


ward Stafford, the laſt Duke of Bucking- 
ham of that Name, it eſcheated to King 
Henry VIII. who made a Leaſe thereof 
for many Years to. one Robinſon, whoſe 
Son mortgaged, and after ſold the ſame to 
Richard Paramore, who having had much 
Trouble about it, paſſed over his Intereſt 
to the Earl of Leiceſter, who left it to the 
Counteſs his Wife, by whom it went to Sir 
Chriſtopher Blount by Marriage, who ſe- 
cured it to his Poſterity, either by. pur- 
chaſing the Inheritance, orat leaſt taking 
it in Fee-farm. But tho? the direct Line 
of the Baſſets of Drayton failed as is above 


ſhewed, ſeveral collateral Branches are de- 


ſcended from the ſame Stock; viz. the 
Baſſets of Weldone, Wiccomp, Sapcot, Che- 
dle, and others. [N. B. This Account of 
this Place is taken out of Dugdale's Baro. 
nage, and differs from Mr. Fardeſauick's 
becauſe we judge it the more probable. ] 
Ed dingal, or Edlinghall, one of thoſe Ma- 
nors which William Fitz- Auſculf had given 
him by the Conqueror, and was held of. 
him by one Robert, 20 Conqueſtoris ; whe- 
ther he had any Iſſue or not, or what be- 
came of him, Sir William Dugdale ſuys, he 
could never diſcover, nor do we find any 
thing more of this Manor 'till 18 Edu.

Sort of Earth without any Mixture of

Hamſtead, Part of the Poſſeſſions of Tlo- 
mas de Beauchamp, Earl of Warwick, Who 


being attainted, his Eſtate fell into the 


King's Hands, and this Manor, with ſome 
others in this County and elſewhere, was 
given by King Richard II. to John de Beau- 


fort, Marqueſs of Dort and Somerſer, then 


made the King's Lieutenant in Aquitaine in 
France. In later Times it hath been the

Further, theſe Lords of theſe Manors 
(who may be an Example of Piety and 
Charity to all others of the like Eſtates) 
have at their own Charge erected a Cha- 
rity-School in this Pariſh after this Man- 
ner, Henry Hinckley, Gent, gave towards it 
an Hundred Pounds, and the Family of 
George Birch, and others contributed ſo 
much, as that. Nine Pounds a Lear was 
purchaſed by it, and-it is ſettled upon the 
School for ever, to which ſo many Sub- 
ſcriptions are added, that all the Children 


in Harburne and Smeethwick, Boys and 


Girls, are taught to read and write with- 
out any Charge to their Parents, and learn 
the Church Catechiſm: There are ſeldony 
fewer Children thus taught than fifty, and 
there is a good Schoolmaſter to teach them. 
Thus far Mr. Hinckley goes. 

In this Pariſh Dr. Plot tells us, that he 
met with a red-Sort of Earth near Tennal- 
Hall, which diſcolours the Hands, and 
ſtrongly adheres to the Tongue like Bolus 
Armenus, which he conjeQures is as medi- 
cinal as that is found to be, but cannot aſ- 
ſert it ſo uſeful ' till further Tryal. 

Of this Pariſh one James Sands was an 
Inhabitant, who is remarkable for his na- 
tural Vigour, which upheld him to the 
Age of 140 Years, his Wife alſo living to 
the Age of 120, He outliv'd five Leaſes 
of 21 Years each, which were all mide ts 


him after he marry'd: So that it is evi- 


dent, that the Age of Man is not ſo uni- 
verſally contracted, but that Divine Pro- 
vidence doth now and then prolong it to 


ſo an extraordinary Length (as we have 


alſo obſerv'd in ſome other Inſtances be- 
fore) as for other Reaſons, ſo for this in 
particular, viz. to render the long Lives 
of the Primitive Patriarchs the more cre- 
dible.

_ Horecroſs is in the Pariſh of Bromley, 


but a different Manor. Here is a fair 
Gentleman's Seat, with a Park, ſome time 
ago belonging to Mr. Humphrey Wells, and 
after him, poſſeſs'd by a Nephew of his, 
of the ſame Sirname, in wheſe Deſcen- 
dents we ſuppoſe it lill is, or lately was.

_ It in its literal Order. It remains high 

and lofty, (as Watling-ftreet doth, which 
croſſes the County another Way) being 


but little decay'd, or any ways interrupt 
ed, either by Time or the Plough, It 


ſeems to be raiſed after a different Method 
from thoſe in ether Counties, not by dig- 
ging a deep Trench, to lay a firm Foun- 
dation, and then making an high Ridge 
upon it; but by caſting up the Gravel on 
each Side, as appears plainly at Lirtle- 
Afton. It enters this Shire at Aſiton, on

mentions the Iceni in both Places; and 
Dr. Plot ſays, he takes this Ikenild-ftreet 
to be one of the great Roman. Highways, 
and not that in Oxfordfhire:; becauſe this 
is paved in ſome Places, and very ſignal 
almoſt in all Places where it goes, which 
that in Oxfordfhire is not; which inti- 
mates, that the Iceni of theſe Parts were 
the moſt confiderable. - Ee 
 Longdon, a Village, in which are di- 
vers Gentlemens Seats, of ancient Fami- 
lies, tho' of no great Eſtates, as of Sir 
Edward Littleton, which in later Times 
became the Wrights, and after them the 
Ridleys, who marry'd into the Family of 
the Treffords ; of the Tickſalls and Aſtons 
of Haywoed, for the younger Brothers of 
thoſe Families; of: the Broughtons, call'd

and was lain there. He left behind him 
only two Daughters, which were his 
Heirs, Elizabeth and Margaret, who were 
after marry*d, the eldeſt to Sir John Cawar- 
den, Kt. and the younger to Sir William 
Hand ſacre, Kt. Son of the ſaid Sir William, 
that by the Moiety of her Father's Eſtate, 
ſhe might make her Husband amends for 
the Loſs of his Father; but to which of 
them this Manor fell in the Dividend, it 
doth not appear.

Rollefton, or Rolveſtune, the Lordſhip o 

Mor lar Earl of Northumberland, given 
him by Edward the Confeſſor, upon the 
Death of Earl Torti. This Earl was al- 
ways uneaſy under the Norman Yoke, and 
being kept in Priſon as a diſaffected Per- 
ſon, his Eſtate was ſeized, and was given 
'by the King to Henry Ferrers, to hold it 
of the Crown, as we find he did, 20 Cong. 
How long the Ferrers continu'd in Poſlef. 
fion of this Town, we have no Account, 
and can add no more to it than this, That 
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it is, and hath long been the Seat of a 
Gentleman, that takes his Name from the 
Place, being call'd de Rolleſton. Mr. Erd/- 
wick is of Opinion, that he was a younger 
Branch of the Family of Mutton, who 
chang'd his Name when he became Lord 


of the Town, becauſe' he bears the ſame 


Arms, only a Chief added, to diſtinguith 
him from the elder Houſe z yet he thinks 
this Family to be the firſt Owners of this 
Town of that Name. e ; 

 Ruſhall was held, 20 Cong. by one Ro-

Litchfield to Burton on the Trent, and fo 
into Darby and Nottinghamſhires. Dr. Plot 


is of Opinion, that this Village was a Mi- 
litary Station, ereRed for the convenient 
Repoſe of the Armies at Night, in their 
Marches.  Antonine (tis true). mentions 
no ſuch Manſions on this Way, but (he

Streeton, a Village, near Bur ton on Trent, 


taking its Name from Ickenild: ſtreet, on 


which it ſtands, and fignifies a Street- 
Town. Dr. Not is of Opinion, that this 
Place was alfo another Manſton for the 
Roman Soldiers in their March ; for this 
Reaſon, becauſe it is about as far d iſtant 
from Streethy above-mention'd on Ickenild- 
fireet, as Streeton and Wall are on Vatling- 
ftreet, as we ſhall ſhew afterwards. It 
was 17 Ed. 3. the Seat of one Champion, 


whoſe Heireſs marrying one Congreve,

Swinfen, a Village, near which is the

horn, 24 Edw. 1. of Jeffrey Greiſley, wo 
held it of the Taid Biſhop by the ſame 
Services. It continu'd in che ſaid Family 
divers Sueceſſons, till the Reign of King 
Henry IV. an.

Thickbroom, a Member of the Biſhop's

Tinmore, a Manor, held of the Biſhop of 
Litchfield, by Ranulpl, in the 20th of the 
Conqueror's Reign. In the Reign of K. 
Henry I. Simon ſtiled Clericus de Litchfield, 
was Lord of it, and left it to his only

In 
this Plat of Ground have been found two 
ancient Pavements, wherein there a 

pear'd Roman Bricks. To this Field, the 
Inhabitants of the Place, by conſtant Tra- 
dition, affirm, that an old City was join'd, 
ſtanding on the other Side of the Way, 
which was demoliſh'd before William the 
Conqueror's Time, and ſhew the Pla

14 Collieries at work, ſome of which af- 
ford from 2000 to 5000 Tons yearly ; ſo 
that an Acre of Ground hath been fold for 
T1007. 3. That the Coal-pits here do 
ſometimes take Fire of themſelves ; there 
is ſo much Sulphur, which ſublimes by 
the Heat of the Fire from the Pyrites in 
the Coal, inſomuch that there lies great 
Quantities of it upon the burnt Surface of 


the Earth, in its true Colour. When 


there is a due Proportion of Nitre mixed 
with it, a natural Gunpowder Is made, 
which being pent up in the Earth, puts 
it into thoſe Convulſions we call Earth- 
quakes. 4. That that Sort of Iron Ore, 
which in this County is call'd Blond-me- 
tal, is found heve. This Sort of Iron is 


uſed to make Nails, from three Shillings 


to ten Shillings per Thouſand, and all

This Place is render'd famous by the

of excellent Parts, attained great Prefer- 
ments by his great Abilities ; for from 
being one of the Clerks of the Signet, he 
became one of the Principal Secretaries of 
State to King Henry VIII. who lying on 
his Death-bed, made him one of his Exc- 
cutors, and appointed him one of the 
Council to his Son and Succeſſor, King 
Edward VI. In this King's Reign, he 
was made Knight of the Garter, Comp- 
troller of the King's Houſhold, Chancel- 
lor of the Dutchy of Lancaſter, and at 
length ſummon'd by Writ to Parliament, 
by the Name and Title of Lord Paget of 
Beaudeſert in this County ; but before the 
End of this King's Reign, he fell into 
Diſgrace thro” the Power of his Enemies, 
was depriv'd of his Garter, and fined fix 
thouſand Pounds, and all becauſe he was a

| Wednesfield, a Place of great Note in our 


iſtories, for a ſignal Victory which K. 
Ease obtain'd over the Danes, wha 
in divers Parties haraſs'd the Land. EAd- 
ward was no ſoaner ſettled on his Throne, 
but he provided an Army to ſubdue theſe 
his Enemies; and firſt meeting them 
at Theofen-Hall, now called Tatten-Hall, 
where they had ſettled their Habitation, 
(the Name importing, as Cambden tells us, 
The Habitation of Heathens) he encounter d 
their Army, and after a ſharp Fight, ob- 
tain'd a compleat Victory, and razed their 
City. This Deſtrutt ion of their Brethren 
was no ſooner heard by the Danes that 
poſſeſs d Northumber land, but they, not 
regarding the League which they had 
lately made with King Edward, rais'd an 
Army, and to revenge the Death of their 
Country men, . invaded Mercia, pillaging 
the Country all along as they marched, 
King Eduard, nat infenſible of their Mo- 
tions, brings a powerful Army, both of 
Weſt-Saxons and Mertians, againſt them; 
and overtaking them in their March near 
this Village, which is at a ſmall Diſtance 

from Theoten-Hall,, brought them to a Bat- 
tle, and overthrew them, killing Gvi/ls 
and Hailden, two of their Kings, divers 
of their Nobles, and an innumerable Mul- 
titude of their common Soldiers. Of this 
great Slaughter, there are here no other 
remains, but a Low in a Ground, call'd 
South-Low Field, which has lately had a 
Mill ſet upon it. There is a Field alſo, 
call'd North- Low Field, in which there is 
no Low now ; but doubtleſs there has 
been one if not more. The Daniſh or Saxon 
Nobles, flain in this Battle, are bury'd 
under them. |

ror's Reign, one Kal pù held this Lord{big

Odingſells held this Manor, and Thickbroom, - 


of the Biſhop, by the Service of one

mong other Ettates, this Manor of Weford ; 
and aſter her Death, left it to her Son ang

to dittinguiſh his Family from others 
that Name, as Grey of Groby, Rut hen, Oc. 
Whichnovre, the Lordſhip and Seat of 
Sir Walter Somer ve, a: Norman, given him 


by William the Conqueror. His Poſterity © 


inherited: it with his other Eſtates, and 
Robers de Somervile, Kt. obtain d 18. Ew. r. 
that King's Licenſe for free Warren in all 
his Demeſne Lands in this Manor of 
Whicknover, and ſeveral others in this and 
other Counties. Sir Philip de Somerwvile, 
a Deſcendant from Roger d Samer vile, 
inherited this Lordſhip, and the other E- 
ſtates of that Family, 10 Edu. 3. He 
had been High- Sheriff of the Counties of 
Buckinghaw and Bedford, and was in 1 
Favour with the Duke of Lancaſter, Lord 
of the Manor of Tutbury, that he was als 
low'd to pay but half a Relief, when other 
Tenants paid a whole one; and when Ef. 
cuage or Aid to make the Lord's eldeſt Son 
a Knight, and to marry the Lord's eldeſt 


Daughter were aſſeſs'd, he ſhould pay 


only. a Moiety of what others paid; but 
for this his Manor of Whichzover, he was

as alſo to every Prieſt, after a Year and 
Day of their Profeſſion finiſn'd, and their 
Dignity receiv'd, whenſvever they ſhall 
come to demand it; in their own Perſon, 
or by their Deputy. When any of them 
eome, they muſt make their Demand of 
the Porter, or Bailiff of the Lordſhip, 
who ſhall appoint them to return en 
and with two Freeholders of the Lordſhip, 
Having fummon'd a Jury of the Tenants 
to do Service to the Bacon, and be preſent 
en the Day aſſigned, to wait for him that 
fetcheth the Bacon.

in the Beginning of the laſt Century, Hen- 
ry Griffith being Lord of it. 

Whittington, a Manor, of which Roger 
Fewke and Rickard Puer were ſometime 
Lords, and which. Richard le Child held of 
the Biſhop of Litchfield, 24 Edu. 1. by the 
fifth Part of a Knight's Fee, and now or 


lately one of the Family of the Everards - 


hath an Houſethere, which deſcended to him 
from his Mother, Mr. Le Clerk's Daughter 
and Heir, who was firſt marry'd to Hum- 
phrey Everard, and then to Capt. Vildſon. 
In this Pariſh, South of the Church, is a 
Well, which never wants Water at any 
Time whatever, yet (as the Inhabitants 
obſerve) overflows extreamly againſt a 
Dearth of Corn. How many concurrent 
Cauſes, and Circumſtances attending them, 
mult unite in producing that Effe&, tho? it 


be very hard poſitively to determine; yet 
thus much (ſay our Naturaliſts) we may 


pronounce for certain, that it muſt needs 
be done by the Mediation of Springs. In 
the Church-Field alſo, not far from the 
former Well, in a Piece of Ground, called 
Hunger-Moor-$/ade, belonging to one Mr. 
Nicholas Harvey of this Place, there is a 
Spring that breaks forth (according to the 
Account the People give of it) only be- 


fore a Time of great Dearth, being at all 


other Times dry, even in the wetteſt Sea · 
fons (as Dr. Plot ſays, he found it in Au- 
tumn in 1686, after a full Month's Rain) 
and when it doth break forth (which for 
the moſt part happens not in ſeveral Years) 
it ſeldom runs above 30 Poles, and then 
Anks into the Earth again. 
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Wigginton, a large Pariſh, in which is 
the Manor of Comberford, which has long 
been the Seat of a Family of Gentlemen 


of that Name. This Manor, about the 


Reign of King Henry I, was the Eſtate of 
Thomas Fitz- Robert, as appears from the 
Copy of an ancient Deed in Mr, Erdefwick's - 
Survey of this Shire, pag. 158. How long 
it remain'd in his Family we find not, nor 


any thing of it, till the. Reign of King 
Henry, when Ranultph Earl of Cheſter dy- 


ing poſſeſs'd of the Palatinate of Cheſter, 
and leaving only Daughters, the King took 
the Earldem into his own Hands, and 


gave his Heireſſes other Eſtates of equal 
or greater Value; and among them. to A- 
da his fourth Daughter, the Wife of Hen- 
ry Haſtings, the Manor of Wizgington. Bald- 
win Frevile had fome Lands in this Town 


in the Reign of King Richard II. which 


after his Deceaſe fell to his Siſter Eliza- 


beth, who marry'd William Lord Ferrers of 


Groby ; but the Manor remain'd in the Fa- 
mily of Haſtings 3 for John Haſtings, Lord 


Abergavenny was Lord thereof in 9 Edu. 2 


His Deſcendant John Haſtings was made 


Earl of Pembroke, and having no Heir, ſet- 


tled his Eſtate (of which this Manor was 
a Part) upon William Beauchamp, ſecond 
Son.to Richard Beauchamp, Earl of Worce- 


ſter, whoſe ſole Daughter and Heir Eliza- 


beth marry'd Edward Nevuil, fourth Son of 
Ralph Earl of Weſtmoreland, and wp oh 
this Manor into his Family, wheſe De- 
fcendant ſold it to Thomas Cumberford, who 
was living in the Begining of the laſt 
Century, and was Lord of Cumzerford and 
Viggington. Out of this Manor and Cum- 
ber ford, there is a Fee-farm Rent going 
out of 297. per Annum, which King Hen- 
ry VIII. ſettled upon Chrift-Church in Ox- 
ford, when he finiſh'd it. Ip ; 

Near this Place are certain Ecws, which 
muſt be reckon'd among the Roman Tumuli, 
becauſe being digged up and epen'd, there 


was found Aſhes and Charcoal in their 


true Colours, and ſeveral Pieces of Bones, 
ſo friable, that they would crumble be- 
twixt the Fingers, whence it muſt be con- 
cluded, that they are Roman (tho' there 
were no Coins, or Pieces of Urns or Arms 
found in them) becauſe Bodies bury'd 5 
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der them were certsinly burnt, and we do 
not find, that the Saxons or Danes ever did 
JJ 
Dr. Plot in his Natural Hiſtory of Stef- 
ardfhire gives us an Inſlance of one Mary 
aughton, who (as he ſpeaks) Kept a per- 
petual Faſt, for from her Cradle the liv'd 
with ſo ſmall a Quantity of Meats and 
Drinks, that all People admire, how Na- 
ture could be ſo ſuſtain'd without any ſen- 
fible Decay, ſhe not cating in a Day any 
Food above. the Size of Half a Crown in 


Bread and Butter, and if ſhe eats Meat, 


not above the Quantity of a Pigeon's Leg 
at moſt; She drinks neither Wine, Ale, 
nor Beer, but either Water or Milk, alone 
or mixt, any of them ſcarce a Spoonful in 
a Day: And yet ſhe is a Maiden of a freſh 
Complexion and healthy, and very piouſly 
diſpoſed, and therefore the leſs likely to 
put a Trick upon the World; Beſides tis 


very well known to divers Perſons with 


whom ſhe has liv'd, that greater Quanti- 
ties of Food and other Liquors make her 
ſick. The Reaſon the Doctor gives for ſuch 
long Abſlinence-is this: The Caſe is the 
ſame in them as in Leeches, Toads, Li- 
zards, Oc. in which the natural Heat and 
Moiſture is ſo exactly counterpoiſed, or 
their viſcid Juices do ſo over-ballance and 
reſtrain the Activity of their Heat, that it 
is unable to rarify or ſeparate the Parts of 
their Moiſture, whence there cannot fol- 
low any. Perſpiration or Conſumption 3 
and ſo no Need of Reparation by Meats or 
Drinks, for what is frequently ſeen in a 
whole Species, may fall out in the Indi- 
viduals of other-Species, though not com- 
monly, 18 . 

Willenhall, or Vilnlall, a Manor, which 
in the 2oth of Villlam the Conqueror be- 
Jonged to the Canons of Hampton. In this 
Pariſh, in Chriftmas Time, in 1677, about 
Eleven a-Clock at Night, there was an 
Earthquake, which came with a Noiſe 
before it was felt; it was ſhort, giving 
the Earth but one Shock, and moving, as 
the People thought, from South to North. 
The ſame Earthquake (as was thought) 
was, felt at Hanbury upon the Confines of 
Derbyſhire, but there it happen'd about 
Eight a-Glock in the Evening, which 
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ſhews, that the Motion of it was ſlow. 
The Cauſe of this and other Earthquakes, 
Pr. Plot ſuppeſeth, is a Mixture of Sul- 
phur and Nitre ſet on Fire by the Heat af 
the Pyrites, (which is a natural Gunpow- 
der of greater Force than artificial) which 
being pent up in the Caverns of the 
Earth, puts it into theſe Convulſio 
which we call Earthquakes, E 
Yoxall, a Manor, which Thomas Earl 
of Lancaſter inherited from his Father 
Edmund, the younger Son of King Heu- 
ry III. He obtained of King Edward I. 
Reg. 28. a Licence to have a Market every 
Week on Saturday at this his Manor of . 
Yoxhall; and a Fair yearly upon the Eve, 
Day, and Morrow of St. Swithin, July 15. 
He forfeited it by rebelling againſt King 
Edward II. who ſeizing it with his other 
great Eſtates, gave it to Robert Holland his 
Secretary, who by deſerting him, had ren- 
der'd his Attempt ineffedtual, for we find 
his Son Sir Robert Holland was Lord of it 
the gth of Edward III. In this Family it 
continu'd divers Succeſſions; for Thomas 
Holland, who in Right of his Wife aflum'd 
the Title of Earl of Kent, dy'd poſfeſs'd 
of it the latter End of King Eduard III's 
Reign, how much longer it was in this 
Family we know not, nor any thing more 


of it, till it came to be the Eſtate of Sir 


William Holles, whoſe Son Sir John Holles 
was Lord in the Beginning of the laft Cen- 
tury, and his Peſterity may (till be ſo. 

Dr. Plot . of ſuch Perſons in 
theſe later Times, long ſince Man's Life 
hath been abreviated to feventy Years, as 
have lived to an extream old Age; men- 
tions one Mrs. Swinbourn of this Place, 
who was upwards of 100 Years old when 
the Doctor was here about the Year 1680, 
and was then living. ©» 

IT. The Hundred of Seiſdon. 

This Hundred is bounded on the Eaſt, 
with the Hundred of Off; on the South, 
with Worceſter /hire; on the Weſt, with 
Shropſhire and on the North, with the 
Hundred of Cuddleſton The Fee of it we 


ſuppoſe to. be in the Crown, and under 
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the Government of the High Sheriff and 
His Officers. The Chief Towns are, 


Wolverhampton, anciently called 28 
rs 


ton, being then only a large Pariſh, in C 
cuit near 30 Miles, containing in it 17 
reat Villages; but having only 3 ſmall 
apels of Eaſe, not capable to receive 
a Quarter of the Inhabitants, we meet 
with nothing remarkable in it or about 
it in any ancient Writing or Record, till 
the Priory Wulfruna, Reli& of Althelm, 
Duke of Northampton, in the Days of 
King Ethelred, in the Year 996 (Sir Vi- 
liam Dugdale ſays, it was King Edgar, at 
the Requeſt of his dying Siſter Vulphru- 
na, Anno 970, that) built and endow'd 
here a Church or Monaftry, in Regard to 
which pious Action of hers, it was ever 
after called Wulfrune's-Hampton, which is 


now vulgarly corrupted to Wolverhampton, 


In this new Foundation ſhe plac'd eight 
ſiecular Canons, or Portionaries, of whom 
by Incorporation, ſhe made the Rector of 
the Pariſh to receive the Tythes in com- 

mon, and divide them yearly by Lot; the 
Head or Chief of theſe ſhe conſtituted Pa- 


tron to them all, and ſole ordinary to the

And the Sacriſt hath alſo to attend theſe in Capitulo, 


The Foundation of this Church being 
thus conſtituted , was confirmed by the 
Conqueror's Charter, in theſe Words, De- 
di Sampſoni Cappellano meo, &c. I have gi- 
ven and granted to Sampſon my Chaplain 
(then Cuflos of this Church) all the Lands 
belonging to the Church of Wolverhampton, 
with all its Liberties, Franchiſes, Im- 


munities, Oc. to which King Henry 1. and 


King Henry II. added their Grant. But in 
the Reign of King John, this Foundation 


was in Danger of a total Subverſion ; for 


the Canons grew ſo enormous in their 
Lives, that they were not aſhamed of pub- 
"lick Fornicarion, of which their Dean 
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whole Pariſh, cum omninoda Furi/dietione ; 
and thereby made fhis Pariſh exempt-not 
only from the Viſitation of the Biſhop of 
Coventry and Litchfield, by an expreſs Com- 
poſition, but alſo by the Pa pal Bull from 


all Juriſdiction of his Legates and Dele- 


gates for ever, In which Condition it hath 
continu'd from her Time to thefe our Days 
ſubject to no Earthly Power, but the ſu- 
pream Majeſty of Exgland, and under it 
to the perpetual Viſitation of the Keeper 
of the Great Seal for the Time being. 
Within this 1 are nine ſeve- 
ral Leets, of which, eight belong to the 
Church. The Cuſtos, or Head, who hath © 
been lately call'd Dean, is Lord of the Bo- 
rough. of any bag op Cod ſall, Hather- 
ton, and Pel/fhall in t is County, and Lud- 
oy in Voreęſterſtire, in all which he hath 
all Manner of Priviledges belonging to 
the View of Frank-Pledge, Felons, Goods, * 
Deodands, Eſcheats, Marriage of Ward: 
and Clerks of the Weekly Market d 
at 1501. per Annum, and in the Total is 
reckon'd worth near 300 J. a Year, Each 
of the Cannons have their ſeveral Leet,

(who was Petrus Bleſcenfis) admoniſh' - 
them with all Imaginable Mildneſs, but 
they proved as deaf as Adders to his 
Reproofs : Whereupon he obtained Letters 
from the King and Archbiſliop of Canter- 
bury, threatning, that unleſs they re- 
form'd their Manners, they would per- 
ſwade the Pope to diſolve them, and turn- 
ing them out, place Cifterfian Monks in 
their Room ; but all to-little Purpoſe, for. 
they grew more and more contumacious 3 
whereupon the good Dean, tired out with 
their Incorrigibleneſs, reſigned his Deana- 
ry into the Archbiſhop's Hands, An. 1200, 
and wrote a Letter to the Pope, to 4 

: im 
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him to confirm what the Archbiſhop 
ſhould further do in this Matter, Inno- 


cent III. was then Pope. The Archbiſhop 


had begin the Reformation of the Canons, 


and had put in ſome Ciſterſians; but tis 


ſuppoſed, that the Pope interpoſed, or 
ſome other Inconvenience not then tore- 
ſeen, prevented the Execution, and ſo the 
fundamental Conſtitution was preſeved. 

The Church being again thus ſettled, was 
con fi med by King Henry III. Edward II. 
Edward III. and Richard II. All which 


the Charter of King Edward IV. alledges 


by a ſeveral Iuſpeximus, and in the Con- 
cluſion ratifies for himſelf his Heirs and 
Succeſſors for ever; and afterwards the 
ſame King, Anno Reg. 19. united the Cu- 
ſtody and Deanary of this Church to the 


Cuſtos and Dean of Windſor, and his Suc- 


ceſſors for ever, the two Colleges till 
remaining diſtin as before, having two 
ſeveral Books of Statutes, and two diſtin 
Seals, and Revenues proper to their ſeve- 
ral Bodies. The Cuſtody of this Church 
in this. Period, was in the Hands of di- 
vers famous Men, whoſe Names are upon 
Record, as abovemention'd, Sampſon, Pe- 
trus Bleſenſis, ÆAgidius de Erdington (whom 
King Henry III. honours with the Title of 
His Cappellanus Domeſticus) Tediſius de Ca- 
milla, who liv'd 2 Edw. 1. and Richard 


| Beauchamp, Biſhop of Sarum, Chancellor 


of the Order of the Garter; and Chancel- 
lor of E:gland in the Reign of King Hen- 
ry IV. 

Of the Manor or Leet, which did not 


belong to the Church, we have this Ac- 


count in our Hiſtories : That when Ka- 


mul ph Earl of Cheſter dy'd without Heirs. 


Male, and his Earldom was to deſcend to 
his Heirs General, K. Henry III. not think- 
ing it fit that Women ſhould inherit an 
Eſtate which had Regal Prerogatives an- 
nexedto it, aſſumed it into his own Hands, 


and gave unto his Heirs Lands of equal or 


greater Value, among which this Manor 
of Wolverhampton was one, at the ſame 
Time granting to it a Charter for a Week- 
ly Market on Wedneſday, anda Fair Year- 


iy on the Eve and Day of St. Peter and 


St. Paul, June 29. Ada, the youngel! had 
this Manor, who was marry'd to Henry de 
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Haſtings, of whom, or his Heirs, Robert 
Bur nel, Biſhop of Bath and Veils bought it, 
and left it to his Nephew Filip Burnel, 
whoſe Son Edward leaving no Child, Maud, 
the Wife of John Handle, was found to be 


his Heir; and ſo the Eſtate of the Burnels 


paſs'd into that Family, and this with 
other Lordſhips,being inveſted in him, he, 
in her Right, became Lofd Burnel, His 
Poſterity enjoy'd their Eſtate but one Suc- 
ceſſion or two, before by the Heir Geneial 
it paſſed to the Hungerfords, who having 
forfeited it to the Crown, it was granted 
in Special Tail to Thomas Howard, Duke

ſo liable to Winds, that what noxious 
Fumes come from the Mines, are ſoon diſ- 
pers'd ; whence it is, that the Plague was 
ſcarce ever known to have been in this 
Place; but the Small Pox often, for that is 

a Sign of the Wholeſomeneſs of the Air 
as Experience proves. = 
Dr. Pot tells us, that in the Church of

The Lockſmiths of this Town are ſuch 
expert Artiſts in making Locks for Doors, 
that they are much to be preferr'd before 
all others in any Part of England, as will 
appear by theſe Inſtances, which indeed 
are wonderful. When they make fix, 
eight, or more Locks in a Suit, as their 
Chapmen ſpeak for them, they'}1 order 
the Key fo, that neither of them ſhall 
open each other's Lock, but one Maſter 
Key ſhall open them all. So that theſe 
Locks being ſet upon the Doors of an Houſe, 
and the inferior Keys kept by diſtin& Ser- 
vants, tho' neither of them can come at 
each other's Charge, yet the Maſter can 
come at them all. Beſides, the Maſter 
turning his Key in any of the Servants 
Locks but once extraordinary, the Servants 
themſelves can't come at their Charge. 
Neither ſhall the Servant ſpoil his Key, 


or the Lock, by endeaveuring it ; for his 


Key will only run round, and hurt no- 
thing. Nay, fo curious are they in Lock- 
work, (indeed beyond all Preference) that 
they can contrive a Lock, which ſhalt ſhew 
(if the Maſter or Miftreſs ſend a Servant 
into their Cloſet with the Maſter-Key, or 
their own) how many Times that Servant 
has gone in at any Diftance of Time, and 
how many Times the Lock has been ſhot 
for a whole, Year, ſome of them being 
made to diſcover it 500 or 1000 Times. 
Further, there was a very fine Lock made 
in this Town, ſold for 20 Pounds, that 
had a Set of Chimes in it, that would go 
at any Hour the Owner ſhould think fit. 
Theſe Locks they make in Braſs or Iron 


Boxes, curiouſly pol iſh'd, and their Keys

. "when Leproſies were frequent in this Na- 


tion, was accounted a ſovereign Remedy 
for ſuch as were troubled with that foul 
Diftemper (for whoſe Accommodation ſome 
pious Perſon built an Houſe, ſtill called, 
the Leper-Houſe) and it is in Uſe at pre- 


Cent againſt Scabs and Itch, both in Man 


and Beaſt, purging both by Stool and U- 


5 rine, and effectually carrying off all ill 


Humours. Many of the Inhabitants brew 
and boil their Meat with the Water of this 
Well, and 'tis obſerv'd, that none of them 
are evgr troubled either with Scabs or Itch, 


or ſuch like Cuticular Diſeafes. 


- Compton, a Village in the Pariſh of Kin- 
fare, where hath long been the Seat of the 
Family of Horewood, but not higher than 
King Edward IV's. Time, when John 
Horewood was Owner of it. His Grand- 
ſon William was Attorney-General to King 
Henry VIII. They were in Poſſeſſion of it 
in 1597. They have a fair Park about their 
Manſion-Houſe.

Dudley - Cuſtle, which is in this County, 
but ſtands ſo near the Edge of Vorceſter- 
ſhire, that the Town of Dudley, from 
which the Caſtle is called, is in Worcefter- 
Hire; ſo that we mutt now treat only of 
the Cattle. It is a goodly ancient Building, 
and of large Extent, with great Trenches 
about it, hewn out of the hard Rock, and 
hath afair Tower in it, on the South Side. 
It ftands loftily on an high Mountain, 
and hath a large ProſpeR into five Shires, 


and a great Part of Vales. It was built 


by Dado, or Dodo, a Saxon, about the 
Vear 700, and was called trom him Dodo's- 
Caſtle.

48, to make a Caſtle of his Manor-Houſe 
at Dudley; Which we ſuppoſe, is the Ca- 
ſtle mentioned in our Hiſtories of the lat- 
ter Ages: For the Family of Somery became 
extinct, 15 Edu. 2. and Margaret, one of 
the Heirs General, marrying John de Sut- 
ton, brought this Caſtle into that Family, 
who, were created thereupon Lords Dudley.

Af- 
ter the Dudleys, who were extinct in the 
Death of Sir Ferdinando Dudley (Son and 
Heir of the laſt Lord Dudley) this Manor 
paſſed to Humphrey Lord Vard, who mar- 
ry'd the Daughter and Heir of the ſaid 
erdinando.

In the Town of Dudley was a fair Church 
dedicated to St. Edmund, in which Sir 
Ferdinando Sutton, the laſt Heir Male of 
the Suttons Lords Dudley, was bury'd, in 
1643; but it was pulled down in the 
Times of the late Troubles, by Reaſon 
of its Nearneſs to the Caſtle. . 

This Caſtle lies a great Part of it in 
Ruins (which yet ſhew the ancient Gran- 
1 deur 
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dur end Megnificenes of it) the other 
Part gp repaired, and made a noble Seat 
' for the ſaid Lord's Family, which is now 


the Seat of the Right Honourable Edward 


Lord Dudley and Wart of Bermicham. This 
Caſtle rs 6 built on a lofty Rock, ſur- 
mounts the Tops or all the Trees, and ſo 


is expoſed to the Ventilations df the Air, 


which makes it not only exceeding heal- 
thy, but affords it a delightful Profpett 
over all the Country below it. In the Hall 
of the Caſtle is à Table, all of one Plank, 
which at firſt! before it was fitted to the 
Hall, was 25 Yards three Inches long, and 
wanted but, two Inches of a Yard in 
Breadth for the whole Length ; but being 


too long for the Hall, ſeven Yards and 


nine Inches were cut off, and made a Ta- 
ble for Mr. Corbin's Hall, whoſe Seat is 
juſt by. Now, what a prodigious Tree 
muſt that be, that could bear a Yard Dia- 
meter at 75 Foot high ? It cannot bepre- 


ſum'd to be Jeſs in Boughs, tho' of a great 


Bigneſs, than 340 Foot higher. This Oak 
grew in the New Park at Dudley, and juſt- 
ly deſerveth our Admiration for its Big- 
_ neſs, containing in it by a modeſt com pu- 
tation, an hundred Ton of neat Timber, 
if not more. | ; ; 
The Lords of this Caſtle named Dudley, 
had ſeveral Perſons deſcended from them, 
of fome Note in their Times, viz. ' 
William Dudley, Son of Fohn Dudley, the 
Eighth Baron Dudley of Dudley-Caſtle He 
was by his Perents deſign'd for a Scholar, 
and bred in Univer fity-College in Oxford, 
from whence he was preterred to the Dea- 
nary of Windſor, and at length raiſed to 
the Biſhoprick of Durham, the Temporali- 
ties of which were reſtored to him by King 
Edward IV. Oct. 14, 1476, Reg. 16: He 
ſat about ſix Years, and dying Ano 1483, 
was burv'd in St. Peter's, Weſtminſter, on 
the South Side of St. Nickolas's Chapel, 
under a Monument, containing the Pedi- 


gree abovementioned. .

This Family is famous in our Hiſtories 
For the Valour of one John Aſtley, ho

Maſſey, a Freuchman, in the Preſence of 
Charles VH. then King of France. He 
pierc'd Maſſey thro' the Head, and there- 
upon had (as was agreed upon by the Ar- 
ticles made for the Victor) the Helmet of 
the ſaid Maſſey, ſo vanquiſhed, to preſent 
to his Lady. A few Years after, (viz, 
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Jan. 30, 20 Hen. 6.) he undertook another 
ight in Smithfield, in the Preſence of 

King Henry, with Sir Philip Boyle, an A- 

ragonian, Kt. who finding none in France 


hardy enough to encbunter him, came 


into England, and was undertaken by this 
Gentleman, The Combat between them 
was perform'd on Foot with Battle-Axes, 
Spears, Swords, and Daggers, in all which 
he demean'd himſelf ſo gallantly, that 
the King knighted him on the Spot, and 
ſoon after gave him an hundred Marks 
per Annum, during Life. After this, he 
grew. ſo famous for his Valour, that he 
was elected Knight of the Garter ; and 
being deſcended from the Harecourts, bore 
for his Arms the Coats of Aſtley and Hare- 
court, quarter'd, with a Label of three 
Points, Ermine. _ e I: 
The Seat of the AfHeys of this Place 
E which Sir Richard Aftley, Bart. was 
wner and Poſſeſſor in 1680) is the moſt 
delicious Manſion in this County. The 
Houſe is built of ſquared Stone quite 
through; the Gardens about it have deli. 
cate Viſta's opening quite through them, 
with many ſtately Gates of Iron-work, cu- 
riouſly painted and gilt, leading into them, 
with Mounts and Places of Repoſe at the 
Ends, In them are moſt curious Water- 
Works, and great Variety of them, viz. 
within a large Rotundo, fenced about 
with an high Brick Wall, opening with 
fair Iron Gates over againſt the Front of 
the Houſe, there is a curious large Foun- 
tain, that throws up a Column of Water 
near an Inch diameter a great Height, 
which falls into a Baſon underneath, pro- 
portionably large, yielding a moſt grate - 
ful Proſpect, not only toward the ſe, 
but in the Walks about it. In another 
Garden on the left Side of the Houſe 
is a Cock, to which there belongs an 
Inſtrument, which may be put on or 
taken of at Pleaſure, which will caſt 
Water any Way, according to the Diſcre- 
tion of him that governs it. In a Garden 
on the North Side of the Houſe, the Wa- 
ter pafſeth thro? a Barrel into a Ciſtern in 
the Rieden ; and Eaſtward of the Houſe

About the | Houſe are extraordinary 


Plantations of Trecs, and admirable Walks, 


to which, tho? there are other fine ongs at 
other Gentlemens Seats, yet none are 
comparable, ęither for Breadth or Length, 
ſome of them being eleven, and others 
fourteen Yards broad, and an hundred for- 
ty eight, or an hundred and fifty Yards 
long, curiouſly planted on each Side, with 
double Rows of Elms. 1 | 


Dr. Plet, among ſuck Pieces of excel- 


lent Art, which is found among the Peo- 
ple of this County, mentions a moſt cu- 
rious and ingenious Inftrument, invented. 
by the aboveſaid Sir Richard Aftley, to 
match Game Cocks, both as to Length 
and Girth, with ſo great Accuracy, that 
there can't be eafily the leaſt Miſtake. 
The Inſtrument is call'd a Collzſtrigium, or 
Pillory for a Cock, who is ſtretched out at 
his full Length upon three Pillars, which 


. ſtand upon a Braſs Plate 24 Inches long, 


figured and divided, his Head being en- 
cloſed in that at the one End, and his 
Feet at the other, the middle one bearing 
up his Body, by which the Length of his 
Body is known to the 83th Part of an Inch. 
As to the Girth of it, that is meaſur'd by 
a Braſs Ring, made for that Purpoſe, with 
the like Exactneſs; it being to be taken 
in or let out at Pleaſurez both which 
have been much approv'd of by the beſt 
Maſters of that Sport. n e 
Pattingham, in the z0th Year of the 
Conqueror, was Part of the Royal De- 
meſne; but aſter it came to be the Fee of 
the Earl of Cheſter, Hugh de Abrincis. It 
had been the Demeſne of Algar Earl of 
Mercia, in King Edward the Confeſſor's 


Reign; but was forfeited into the Con- 


queror's Hand, by the Rebel of Edwyn 
Earl of Mercia, and by him was firſt gi- 
ven to Gerbod a Norman; and upon his 


France, it was given by the ſaid King to 
Hugh de Abrincis aforeſaid. The Baſſets, 
who had held it a long Time of the Earls- 
of Cheſter, at length, in Eduard II's 
Reign, Anno g. became the Proprietors of 
it; for we find that, by a Fine levy'd in 
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King Edward HF's Time, this Lordſhip, 
with divers others in this and other Coun» 
ties, were ſettled: upon Kalph Lord Baſſet, 
the Grandfather, tor Life, with Remain- 
der to Ralph the Grandſon, (.Ralph the 


Son being dead) and Joan the Wiſe of the 


faid Ralph, and the Heirs of their Bodies; 
and for want of ſuch Iſſue, to Ralph de 
Stafford for Liſe, and other Remainders to 
his Family; and for want of ſuch, to 
Thomas Beaucliamp, Son of Thomas Earl of 
Warwick, his Heirs, Oc. e EN 
Ralph the Grandfather, and Joan his 
Wife, ſurvived his Grandſon Ralph, and. 
Joan his Wiſe; and by Virtue of the fore- 
mention'd Fines, enter'd into thoſe Lord- 
ſhips, and dy'd ſeiſed of them; but Joan 
the Grand mother, 'who was the Daughter 
of John Duke of Britany, ſurviving, had 
this Manor, and divers other Eſtates, for 
her Dowry ; which, after her Deceaſe, _ 
by Virtue of the before. mentioned Fines, 
ſhould have come to Thomas Beaucham 
Earl-of Warwick, the ſaid Ralph Steffort? 
and the Remainders of his Line, dying 
without Iſſue Male of their Bodies; ie

In the Year 1700, there was found in 
this Village, a large Torgues of fine Gold, 
of three Pounds and two Oances Weight, 
the Length about two Feet, curiouſly 
twiſted and wreath'd, with two Hooks at 
each End, cut even, but not twiſted. The 
Metal fine and very bright, and ſo flexible, 
that it would wrap round the Hat or Arm, 
and eaſily, extend again to-its own Shape, 
which reſembled the Bow of a Kettle.

rery, for 9 Edu. 2. we find John de Somery 
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dy*d poſſeſs d of it, and leaving no Iſſue, 
this Manor with his other Eſtates deſcen- 
ded to his two Sitters, Margaret the Wife 
of John de Sutton Lord of Dudley, and 
Joan the Wife of Thomas Botetourt, and 
upon the Diviſion became the Eſtate of 
John de Sutton, who in her Right was. 
created Baron of Dudley. From this Time 
this Village was called Rowley-Somery. Be- 
ing now in the Poſſeſion of John de Sutton, 
Hugh de Spencer, Son of Hugh Earl of Win- 
chefier, ( both great Favourites of King 

ward II.) forc'd him to paſs over all 
his Right and Title to his Caſtle of Dud- 
tey, this Manor, and-diverſe other Eſtates, 
by a Deed dated 12 Ofob. 19 Ed. 2. to him 


and his Heirs for ever, under a Pretence 


that he had forfeited them by his Adhe- 
rence to Thomas Earl of Lancaſter. But 
the Deſpencers falling into Diſgrace, and 
King Edward being depos'd, Fohn de Sut- 
fon, being then in Priſon, made his Caſe 
known; and it appearing to King E4- 
ward III. and his Parliament, that his 
Eftate was extorted from him by Force, 
he obtained the Reſtitution of it in the 
firſt Year of King Edward III's Reign, 
and left it to his Heir of the ſame Name, 
12 Edu. 3. In his Family it continu'd 
many Succeſſions, till Iſſue Male failing 
in Sir Ferdinando Sutton, his Daugbter 
and Heir Frances carry'd what Eſtate her 
Father had left (ſor he ſold much of it, 
and encumber'd the reſt) to Humble Ward, 


a rich Goldſmith's Son in London, who 


was after created Lord Ward. 


- Rowley Regis, a Village, where-in the 


Corner of a Ground formerly a Part of 
the lower Moors, there is ſuppoſed to be 
that Miracle in Nature, the Loadſtone; 
for one Mr, Deeley being appointed to mea- 
ſure Lands there, for the Lord Vard, 
found in that Place his Needle vary'd ſo 
very much, that his Work became out ef 
Order, and for the preſent put him to 
ſome confiderable Trouble, *till he began 
to ſuſpect what muſt needs be the Matter.

Sedgley, or Seggeſtey, the Lordſhip of 


Algar Earl of Mercia, in the Reign of K.

ror, who gave it, with other Manors in 
this County, to William N 
who was in Poſſeſſion of it the 20th Year 
of that King's Reign. After him. we find 
not who were Lords of it. till it was in 
the Family of Somery, who, by marryin 

the Heireſs. of the Paganels, Barons of 
Dudley, became entitled to. that Barony. 
The Somerics were poſſeſs'd of it in Ed- 


ward Il's Reign, when John de Somery dy- 


ing without Heirs, his two Siſters, Mar- 


garet Wife. of John de Sutton, and Joan 


the Wife of Thomas Bazetourt, were found 
his next Heirs, and upon the Diviſion of 
his Eftate, this Manor was the Part of 


Margaret, and ſo came to the Suttons, who. 


in her Right became Lords Dudley, in 
which Family it continu'd till it reſted 
in the Lord Ward, as Rowley Somery above. 
Here is a large and goodly Park, (or lately 
was) anciently belonging to the Lords 
Dudleys, which is now the Lord Ward's, 
if kept up; and in the Lordſhip. is an 
ancient Seat of the Family of Dudleys, 
which is ſuppoſed to deſcend from the 
Somery's Lords Dudley, becauſe. they bear 


for their Arms, a Chevron between three 


Lions Heads eras'd, Or. 


In this Town, there is a prodig icus 


Trade carry'd on by the Blackſmiths, in 
working Plow, Cart, and Fire- Irons, Horſe- 
Locks, and Shoes, Bolts and Hinges for 
Doors, Bars for Windows, Squares for 
Trunks and Coffins, Staff- Heads, Buckles 
and Nails; in which ſuch great Numbers 
are employ'd, that there are thought to 
be no Jeſs of the Trade in this Pariſh, than 
two thouſand, reckoning Boys as well as 
Men. 3 | 

In this Pariſh, is found, a certain Sort 
of Coal for Firing, which ſome ſtick not 
to preſer before Cannel itſelf; it is a fat 
ſhining Coal, and burns away with a ſecret 
bright Flame, and into white Aſhes, leav- 
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Armour, or other old Iron, hid there-, | 
ohe upon Tyne. Of this Sort of Coal, there is

Acre was ſold for an Hundred and Fifty 
Pounds, and might be no hard Penny- 
worth, ſince out of one ſingle Shaft there 
have been drawn up five Hundred Pounds 


worth of Coal; but this is not commonly

Seiſdon, now a ſmall. Village, but ſure- 
ly the moſt conſiderable in the Hundred, 
when it gave the Name to it. One Wal- 
bertus was Lord of it in the 20th Year of 
the Conqueror, but he held it of Mliam 
Htz- Auſculph.

to the Family of Petid, or Peget, by the 
Marriage of the Heir of William Heckſtall, 
Margaret. with Richard Paget. 


_ Swindon, the Lordſhip of Edward Lora 


Suttonz which his Anceſtors. had long in 
Poſſeſſion, but being purchaſed, or other- 
wiſe artfully gain'd of his Father John 
Lord Sutton, a weak and unthrifty Man, 
by John Dudley, Duke of Northumberland, 
was out of his Family for a Time, till

In this Pariſh, is a Blade Mill, at which- 


the White-Smiths, (as they are called 
here) having firſt forg'd their foften'd 
Iron into Scythes.

About King Kichard I. or King John's 


Time, the Earl of Salisbury held this Ma- 
nor by Reaſon of the Minority of Ralph 
Somery, whoſe Guardianſhip was granted 
ted to that Earl. In King Hen, IIT's Days 
Roger Somery, upon the Collection, for mar- 
rying the King's Daughter paid his Part 
of a Knight's Fee for this Lordſhip. It 
continu'd in this Family divers Succeſ- 
ſions after this, till Jon de Somery, Lord 
Dudley, dying 15 Edw. 2. without Iſſue, 
his Siſter Margaret, Wife of John de Sut- 
ton, was his Heir of this Manor, and car- 
ry'd it into his Family, from which it 
paſſed as in Swindon, * 

Upon Aſkwood-Heath in this Pariſh, is a 
large Entrenchment, meaſuring about an

Antiquity, All then that we can add to 
it is, that Reginald Pole, Deacon-Cardi- 
nal of St. Mary in Coſmodin, was born in 
it, Anno 1500: He was 2d Son of Sir Ri- 


chard Pole, Knight of the Garter, and Mar- 
garet Counteſs of Salisbury, Neice to King 
Edward IV. and Daughter of George Duke 


of Clarence. He was bred in Corpus-Chrift# 
College, Oxford, and being made Dean of 
Exeter, was ſent beyond Sea by King Hen- 
ry VIII. He ftudy'd at Padua, and going 
to Rome, had an Hat given him by Pope 
Paul III. He was one of the three Prefi- 
dents of the Council of Trent, and fa- 


vouring the Lutheran Doctrine of Juſtifi- 


cation by Faith, endeavoured (but in 


_ vain) to have had it eflabliſhed by that 


Council. He was choſen Pope after the 
Death of Pope Paul III. but refuſed that 


great Station, yet not long after accepted 


of the See of Canterbury, and ſo was, al- 
terius orbis Papa, He was in Perſon Riff 
and majeſtick, but free from Paſſion. He 
wrote many Things which were Rheto- 
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Age. He dy'd a few Hours after Queen

Robert the Son of Reginald Lord Grey of 


Ruthin, and Joan his Wife, the only Daugh- 
ter and Heir of William Lord Aſtley. This 
Robert, by Eleanor his Wife, had Iſſue 
Humphrey Grey, one of whoſe Daughters, 
by Marriage with one Sainbark, was Grand- 
mother, or Mother, to the Wife of Sir 
Francis Walſingham, the Great Stateſman 
in Queen Elizabeth's Days. John Grey, 
-the Great-Grandſon of the aboveſaid Hum- 
"phrey, ſold this Manor, and ſeveral other 
Eſtates, to Sir Henry Crey of Pergoe and 
Groby, Kt. and dy'd without Iſſue. This 


= Sir Henry was ſecond Son of Thomas Mar- 


quels of Darſet, deſcended from Sir John 
rey, whole Widow EJ/izabeth, Daughter 
of Airkard Woodvile, Earl of Rivers, was 
marry'd to King Edward IV. and was 
Mother of his Children, He was of the 
Groby Family, |

of the Conqueror. About K. Henry II's 
Time, they were William Dunſtan's

In Little Worley, which is in the Pariſh 
of Cannock. Dr. Plot tells us, he ſaw. one

ſides what her. Child ſucked, which was 


five Months old: She ſaid ſhe could have 
made two Pounds of Butter a Week, of 
the Cream, if ſhe could ſell it; ſome ſhe 
did make, and ſold it to the Apothecaries 
at a good Rate; who uſed it for all-Sorts 
of Swellings, Aches of the Head, ſore 


Eyes, Oc. She put no Salt to it, becauſe, 


ſhe ſaid it needed none ; but the Doctor 


found the contrary'; for ſne gave him 


ſome, which. in a little Time grew frowy, 

and ſtunk. 98 FO e 
Wrotteſley, a Village, ſituate on the ut- 

moſt Confines of the County next Shrop- 


ſhire. One Goldene held it of Robert e 
Stafford, 20 Cong. . *Tis probable, that 


his Poſterity aſſum'd the Name of de Wrot- 
tefley z for it appears, that it has been a 


Seat of Gentlemen, which: have born the 


Name of the Place, and were Owners of 
it almoſt ever ſince the Conqueror's Time; 
but we have no particular Account of 
them, *till King Henry III's Reign, and 
after; for in that King's Reign, we find 
Hugh de Wrotteſley held it, and in 9 Edu. 2. 
that William de Wrotteſley was Lord of it. 
In King Edward III's Reign, Hugh de 
Wrotteſley, who is ſaid to have been one of 
the firſt- Founders of the Knighthood of 
the Garter (as it is vulgarly call'd) was 
the Owner of this Manor, and Seat at 
Frottefl:y, as after him were divers of his 

Foſterity, 
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Poſterity, of whom Hugh de Wrotteſley was 


- in Poſſeſſion of this Manor, and Seat, in 


the Beginning of the laſt Century, and 
his Poſterity ſtill are Lords of it; Sir 
Walter Wrotteſley having a Magnificent 
Seat here, in 1680. Whether the Wris- 
zheſleys, of whom the Lord Chancellor 
Wriotheſley was deſcended, was of this Fa- 
mily, may be diſputed, becauſe of tho 
different Way of writing their Names; 


but ſuch Variations are ſo common in 


our Records, and Hiſtories, that if there 
be probable Reaſons to the contrary, that 
can be of no Worth; and this we take to 
be one, That in the Family of Wriotheſley, 
we find a continued Succeſſion of Perſons 
officiating in the Heralds Office, as John 
Wriotheſley was Principal Herald of the 
Moſt Noble Order of the Garter, 18 Edu. 

. His Son Thomas, 20 Hen. 7. was con- 
ſtituted Garter Principal King of Arms; 
and William his ſecond Son betaking him- 
ſelf to the ſame Study, was made York 
Herald. He was the Father of the Lord 
Chancellor. Now we take this to be pro- 
bable, that ſince the Vrotteſleys were one 
of the Founders of the Order of the Gar- 
ter, his Poſterity might have all the En- 
couragement poſſible, to go on in that 
Study, and have the Chief Offices in it. 
The Arms of the Vrotteſteys are Gold, a 
Bend engrail'd, Gules; but they uſe, 
Gold, three Piles Sable, with a Canton 
Ermine, and a Garter about it, and for 


the Creſt, a Boar's Head Ermine ; but 


this Coat of Right belongs to the Family 
of Baſſets in Warwickſhire. | 

As to Antiquities, we have nothing to 
add here, ſave that of the Ruins of ſome 
ancient City, or Fortification, of which 
we have ſpoken at large in Tettenhall a- 
bove. One Moiety is included in this 
Pariſh, and particularly in the Park are 
evident Remains of them. The only 
Things elſe that are remarkable, are, 1. 
That at Cranmoor, near this Town, are 
found Trunks of Trees at a conſiderable 
Depth under Ground, and at a great Di- 
ſtance from the Sea, which poſſibly might 
bury thoſe that are found in Places near 
it, as in Holland, the Fens of Lincolnſtire, 
Oc. but how they came to be lodg'd at

ſuch a Depth in the Midland Parts, is a 
Difficulty which our Amntiquaries and 
Naturaliſts have taken great Pains to ac- 
count for ; but their Reaſons are not ge- 
nerally ſatisfactory. Dr. Plot, in his Hi- 
ſtory of this County, hath given the beſt - 
Solution he can of it, but perhaps hath 
better enervated others Opinions, than 
eſtabliſh'd his own, and ſo it remains in 
Debate, Near Wrotteſley-houſe. is found a 
greyiſh Sort of Clay, of which they make 
Tobacco-pipes at Armifage and Litchfield, 
for it burns very white. This is all we 
meet with conſiderable, about the Towns 
and Villages of this Hundred, and. there- 
fore we ſhall proceed to the next above it

III. The Hundred of Cuddleſtone. 


This Hundred. lies in the Midſt of the 
County, being encompaſs'd on the Eaſt 
with the Hundred of Wow, on the South 
with the Hundred of Seiſdon, on the Weſt 
with Shropſhire, and on the North with 
the Hundred of Pyrehill, The Fee of 
this Hundred is in the Crown, and the 
Government of it under the Sheriff, and 
his Officers, The Chief Towns are, 

Brewood, a Lordſhip held of the King, 
20 Conqueſt. by the Biſhop of Litchfield, 
whoſe Succeſſors are at this Day Lords of 
of it. It is a pretty Country Town, and 
hath a Market weekly on Tueſday, and a 
Fair yearly, on the Nativity of the Vir- 
gin Mary, Sept. 8. The Family of Tom- 
lines have a Seat here, In this Pariſh, in 
a Ground called The Laches, near Fether- 
ſtone, was found the Braſs Head of a Cata- 
pul ta, and preſented by the Finder to Sir 
William Dugdale. 

In the Gardens and Orchards of Brewoo# 
Hall, the Seat of the Fowks of this Coun- 
ty, Dr. Plot gives us ſome Examples of 
exquiſite Art uſed in cutting and mana- 
ging of Hedges and Trees; for in the 
White-Thorne Hedge between the Gar- 
den and Court before the Houſe, thers 
are the Figures of ſeveral Animals, Ca- 
ſtles, Oc. formed arte topiaria; and in 
the Orchard, there is the Figure of 2 
3 Neſt, big enough to bold a Man. 

In 


zn Lambard's Collection. 
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In the Garden there is a Lew - tree, which 
forms a fair ſpacious Arbor, meaſuring 
five Yards ſquare without, and about three 
and an half within, cut on the Top with 
Loop and Creſt, like the Battlements of a 
Town, adorn'd. with a Pinnacle at each 
Corner, over which is a Canopy two 


Vards diameter, which is carry'd up gra- 


dually to a ſmall Pinnacle; and near the 
Pale of the Orchard is a Vew- tree, cut up 
gradually in Rounds, each leſſer than that 
below it, to the Number of twenty. 

In this Pariſh, the Cuſtom of adorning 
Wells with. Boughs and Flowers, which 
is touch'd upon above at Bilbrook, is ſtill 
uſed; and ſo long as it goes no farther, 
may be efteem'd innocent enough. In 
Popiſh Times, this Reſpect was paid to 
Tuch Wells as were eminent for curing di- 
ſtempers upon the Saints Days whoſe 
Name the Well bore ; the People then 
diverting themſelves with Cakes and Ale, 
a little Muſick and Dancing; which was 
tollerable in Compariſon of what had 
been formerly uſed, and was not forborn 
in ſome Places ; for the People, and thoſe 


not of the Meaner Sort only, placed a 


SanQity in them, brought Alms and Of- 
ferings to them, and made Vows at them. 
This Superſtitions Devotion, which was 


calPd WilPeonpunga, .. e. Well-worſhip, 
was not approv'd of by the Heads of the 
Church, tho? uſed by the People; for it 
das ſtrictly prohibited by many Engliſt 
Councils, 1. Under King Edgar. Can. 6. 
2. Under King 
Canute, in Spelman's Councils, om. 1. pt. 2. 
c. 5. 3. In a Council at London, under 
Archbiſhop Anſelm, Anno 1102, Labbe's 
Councils, tom. 10. i 
In 1678, November 4. there happen'd 
a dreadful Earthquake about this Town. 
It came with a rumbling Noiſe, like a 
diſtant, Thunder, ſo great, that it awak- 
ened the People in their Beds. It began 
about Eleven a-clock in the Night, and 
continu'd till two in the Morning, the 
Earth moving very ſenfibly three Times, 
each Motion being diſtant from the other 
about half an Hour. The Night follow- 
ing there happen'd another, not ſo great, 
but not without Noiſe, which accompa- 
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Cauſe being the Exploſion of the 
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ny'd alſo. the Earthquake a little before, 
in this Shire, as alſo that in Oxford in 
1683, which ſhews that no Earthquakes. 
are without a Noiſe” going before, the 
| Fire- 
damps, which. are never unheard, unleſs 
when they lie ſo low in the Earth, that 
they cauſe a Shaking without Vent. 
Penkridge, or Pancixæ, as it is called in 
Doomſday-Book, or de Penocure, as Mr. 
Cambden would have it, or Penkrich, as it 
is vulgarly call'd; taking its Name from 
the. River Penke, which runs by it, and 
may be thought to give it the Name, and 
the more, becauſe there is a Stone Bridge 
built over it here, which will both toge- 
ther make up the Name of Penkridge, or 
Penk-bridge, Mr. Cambden will have it the 
old Pennocrucium mention'd by Antonine, 
and ſo much the more, becauſe it anſwers 
the Diſtance. from. Uxocona or ſocona in 
the Ttinerary, and retains ſtill a Part of 
the Name, the Roman Military Way re- 
maining very fair and plain, and almoſt 
without Breach, paſling by it at a, little 
Diſtance, and crofling the Penk; but Dr. 
Plot will by no means come into Cambden's 
Sentiments, becauſe, tho* the Names be 
more agreeable than any other Place, yet 
not lying upon the Street, but two Miles 
from it, nor at the Diſtance exactly aſlign'd 
by the Itinerary, he cannot but rather ſup- 
poſe it to be at Streeton, ſo called by the 
Saxons, (as much as to ſay, The Town 
upon the Street) after it came into their 
Poſſeſſion ; for that Town lies upon the 
Way, and anſwers the: Diſtance very ex- 
actly ; for tho? in Stafford/hire tis counted 
but eleven Miles, they may well enough 
be accounted twelve Ita ian Miles, which 
is the Diſtance in the Itinerary#® It may 
be objected, indeed, againſt this Conjec- 
ture, that no Roman Coins, or other Anti- 
quities are found in this Place ; but it. 
may be replied to that, that neither have 
there been at Penkridge, either where it 
now ſtands, or where it ſtood anciently on 
the other Side of the River, further from 
the Street Way, and then it is the moſt 
probable, that Szreeton ſhould. be the Pen- 
nocrucium. The Objection which Dr. Plot 
could not anſwer to Satisfaction, Mr, Con- 
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greve (in a Letter to us) has fully an- 
ſwer'd, telling us, that about four or five 
Vears ſince, his Servants, in ploughing 
his Grounds at Streeton, (where his Fami- 
ly has liv'd for many Ages) found a very 
remarkable Piece of Roman Antiquity, 
viz. a Braſs Head of the Bolt of a Cata- 
pulta ; and another of the ſame Metal 
and Shape, was found about a Fortnight 
after, at Wall, or Etocetum. For the Shape, 
ſee Dr. Plot, Tab. 33. Fig. 5. 3 

The Manor of this Town was, in the 
20th Year of the Conqueror's Reign, held 
of that King by one Sampſon, and by Ea- 
wyn, and Elice, Prieſt to him; but in the 
Reign of K ing Edward I. Andreu Blount 
was Lord of it; and in the following 
Reign, Anno 9. Hugh de Blount was in Poſ- 
ſeſſion of it. In King Henry VIT's Reign, 
Robert Willoughby Lord Brooke was Owner 
of it, from whoſe Family, in King Hen- 
ry VIIPs Reign, it paſſed, with divers 
other Eſtates, by the Female Heir, Elizabeth, 
eldeſt Daughter of Robert Lord Brook, to 
Fulle 'Grevil, a younger Son of Sir Edward 
Grevil, by Marriage. His Grandſon Fulk, 
who was conſtituted by King James I. Un- 
der-Treafurer ant Chancellor of the Ex- 


chequer, and one of his Majeſty's Privy 


Council, Reg. 12. was advanced by that 
Prince, Jan. g. 18 Jac. 1. to the Dignity 
of a Baron, by the Title of Lord Brook of 
Beauchamp-Court in Warwickſhire, where 
his Seat was, This Lord purchaſed this

The Advowſon of this Church was ſet- 
tled by King Stephen, upon the Cathedral

the Archbiſhops of Dublin, in whoſe Dio- 
ceſe it remains to this Day. The Charter 
of Donation is in Dr, Plot's Hiſtory of 
Staffordſhire, p. 445. It had in it four 
Chapels, one of which, (viz. lla de 
Canoto, five Cannock) was flrangely loſt, 


when Hugo de Novant was Biſhop, in the 
Time of Henry II. and not recover'd till 


2 Edu. 1. In the mean Time, it being a 
free Chapel of the King's, it was ſettled, 
as is aboveſaid, upon the Archhiſhops of 
Dublin, by King John, and confirmed to 
them by Pope Alexander IV. in the ſame 
King Edward T's Reign. By Virtue of 
this Grant the Archbiſhops of Dublin col - 
lated the Prebends, as oft as they fell; 
but held the Deanery themſelves, becauſe 
there was no Revenue particularly annex- 
ed to it, *till the ſame Pope Alexanier 
annexed it to the Archbiſhoprick, ahd 
then it had the Benefit of a Prebend al- 
loted it.

carving; becaufe that has no Grain, and 
this will cleave ; tho' K. Charles IP's Head, 
at Litchfield, is cut in it, and reſembles 
him well; but the common Uſe of it is 


for Firing; and when they would have it 


burn ſlow, they lay it on flat; and when 
quick, Edge-ways, and then it will eaſily ' 
admit the Fire at the Clefts, and burn as 


bright as a Candle. 


Beſcote, a Village, where Dr. Plot tells : | 


us, was found a Sort of Earth, or Mud, 
which being ſtirred upon this Occaſion, 
ſeemed to ſhine like Fire. One Mr. Jones 


riding with Captain Thomas Lane in the 


Night-Time, happen'd to fall into a Ditch 
caſually in this Pariſh, and Mr. Lane en- 
deavouring to help him out, they ſtirred 
the Mud and Dirt pretty much, and 


therewith fouled their Gloves, Bridles, 
and Horſes : Having recover'd their Hor- 


ſes, they obſerved, that upon all thoſe 
Things that the Water and Mud had

tinu'd upon them for a Mile's Riding. 

Billington, a Village, where there is the 

Footſteps of a large old Fortificatian, 300 


Vards Diameter,doubly entrenched, as may 


be. ſeen in divers Places, tho' the out- 
moſt be filled in ſome. Dr. Plot tells us, 
that he could willingly believe it to have 
been the Place of Battle between Duke 
Fada, who with his Aſſociates, murder'd 
King Etlelred and King Eardulf his Suc- 
ceſſor; which our, Antient Hiſtorians a- 
. gree, was at a Place called Billingako, or 
Billingahoth, near Wallalega, called by the 
Saxons Wall, the Old Etocetum in the Itine- 
rary; but upon more mature Thoughts, 


he changed his Opinion, and thus deter- 


min'd. That by our beſt Relations of 
the Antiquities of Staffordſhire, the Lady 
Elfleda, Daughter of King Alfred, built 


a Caſtle in this. Town, on the North Side 


of the River Sw, of which he could find 
no Remains: But afterwards upon the 
Hill aboye the Town, at near a Mile's 
Diſtance, Ralph Earl of Stafford built ano- 
ther Caſtile, ſome think they are both the 
ſame, Ralph only rebuilding the old one ; 
but Dr. Plot conjectures, that they were 
two different Building, and {lood in diffe- 
rent Places, and particulary that the firſt 
Caſtile ftood within this Intrenchment at 
Billington ; in which Opinion he ſays he 
is: much confirmed, becauſe -the Lands 
wherein theſe Intrenchments are, are not 
far diſtant, and ſtill remain a Part of the 
Demeſne Lands of the Barony of Staf- 
ord. f 
The Lordſhip of this Village was in 
King Edward The Confeſſors Time, the 
Eſtate of Ed uin Earl of Mercia, as ap- 
rs by the Conqueror's Survey; but was 
forfeited with his other Eſtates to that 
King by his Rebellion, and was given to 
his Followers, but to whom we do not 
certainly know, probably to Robert de 
Stafford, who had 81 Manors given him 
in this County, and whoſe Deſcendant 
Ralph built Stafford Town. 
A little below this Fortification, near 
Billington, is a Pool, called, Hungry-Pit, 
which forcſhews Scarcity, as the People 
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believe; for they ſet up Sticks in the 
Mud, and forejudge the Riſe and Fall of 
Corn in the Markets, by the Riſe and Fall 
of the Water upon thoſe Sticks, and ſo 
keep or ſell their Corn accordingly. And 
indeed the Motions of the Waters are 
ſomething ſtrange, for it little regards the 
Quality of the Weather; for it overflows 
ſometimes in the greateit Droughts, and 
as often hath nothing in it after great Falls 
of Rain; and as to the Prediction, whe- 
ther it be by Caſualty or not, is hard to 
ſay, but divers ſober Perſons in it have 
teſtify'd, that the Remarks made upon it, 
have been ſo profitable to ſome, that they 
have advanced their Fortunes conſidera- 
bly by them. F 

Blimkill, a Lordſhip, of which, one

 Chartley, was 20 Conqueſt. in the King's 
Hands, whoſe Succeflor, William Rufus, 
ſoon after his Death gave it to Hugh Earl 
of Cheſter,who was one of the Chief Coun- 
cellors of King Henry I. In this Family 
it continu'd ſeveral Succeſhons, and Ka- 
nulph Earl of Cheſter, built the Caſtle in 
King Henry III's Reign; but dying with- 
out Heirs, his great Eſtate deſcended to 
his four Siſters and Heirs, Maud, Mabel, 
* Agnes, and Haniſe; of whom Agnes, upon 
the Diviſion of it, had this Manor and 
Caſtle, and being then marry'd to William 
de Ferrers, Earl of Derby brought it into 
his Family. His Son and Succeſſor Vil- 
liam obtain'd a Charter for Free Warren 
for all his Demeſne Lands in this his 
Lordſhip of Certelege, 36 Hen. III. but Ag- 
nes, his Mother having given the Caſtle 
and Manor of Chartley to his Brother The- 
mas, that King, upon the Complaint of 
Thomas, who was kept out of them by 
Force, ſent his Letter to William, figni- 
fying, that if he did not deliver the ſaid 
Caſtle and Manor of Chartley, according to 


his Mother's Will, whoſe Inheritance they 


were, the Sheriff of Stafford/hire ſhould 
compell him to it; but it ſeems, as if 
they had return'd again to his Family; 
for tho* Robert Earl of Derby his Son, was 
ſtript of all his Eſtate and Honour, for 
His taking up Arms with Earl Monfort 
againſt that King, he retained. Chartley 

and his Son Fokn became Lord Ferrers of | 
Chartley ; in which Honour his Poſterity 
continu'd, *till William Lord F:rrers of 
Chartley leaving only one Daughter and 
Heir, who marry'd Walter Devereux, Eſqz. 
carry'd it into his Family, and her Son 
John Devereux, in her Right, became L. 
Ferrers of Chartley. His Poſterity ſuc- 
ceeded in his Honour *till the Reign of 
King Charles I. but with theſe Additions 
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of greater Honour, of Viſcount, Hereford, 
and Earl of Eſſex ; He the aforemention d 
John had marry*d Cicel), Siſter and Heir 


to Henry Bourchier, Ear of Eſſex, whoſe © 


Son Walter Devereux, being ſerviceable to 
Queen Elizabeth, in quelling the Rebel- 
lion cf the Earls of Northumberland and 
Weſtmoreland, was by that Queen raiſed to 
thoſe Honours. His only Son Pain 
of Eſſex, was a great Man, and a bra\ 

Warriour, whoſe Loyalty King Charles 1. 
ſo much confided in, that he made him 
Lieutenant-General in the Expedition a- 
ga inſt the Scots, in 1639, and Lord Cham - 
berlain of his Houſhold ; but thro* ſome 
Diſcontents he revolted to the Parlia- 
ment, and led their Forces, againſt the 
King and his Friends, and that with ſo 


much Succeſs and Approbation, that in 


1646, he was conſtituted General of all 
their Forces; ſoon after which he dy'd, 
(not without à vehement Suſpicion of 
Poiſon) without Iſſue: His two Siſters, 
Frances and Dorothy, thereupon became 
his Heirs; the former marry'd William 
Earl of Hertford, afterward Duke of So- 
merſet, and the younger to Sir Henry 
Shirley of Stanton-Harold in Leicęſter- 
ſhire, Bart. whoſe Son Robert being Maſter 
of the Horſe to Catharine, Queen Dowa- 
ger of King Charles II. and Steward of 


her Houſhold, was created Lord Ferrers off 


Chartley, in 1682, He continu'd in Fa- 
vour with King William III. and Queen 
ANNE, being one of the Privy Coun- 
cil to them both; and by the latter was 


created Viſcount Tamworth, and Earl Fer- 


rers, Sept. 3, 1711 3 which continues now 

in the Family, Waſkirgton Shirley being at 
this Time Earl Ferrers. He -marry'd the 
Daughter of Sir Richard Leving of the 
Kingdom of Ireland, but whether he hath 
any Children by her, we are not certain- 
ly inform'd. | | 

Dr. Plot mentions it as a Thing very re- 
markable, that in the Hall of Chartley-

and among other Places, he poſſeſs'd him- 
ſelf of this Foreſt, calld ſtill by his 
"Name, Cang-Wood. Upon the Edge of it 
there ſtill remains a large Fortification, 
called the Caſtle-Hill, encompaſs'd with a 
double Bank and Trench, which are in 
a Manner circular, except on the South- 
Eaſt Side, which runs pretty ſtreight, ſo 
that it ſeems to hold the Figure of a Thea- 
tre of about 270 Paces Diameter; tho' for 


the Name Sake, becauſe it is in the Verge + 


of Canutuss Wood, may be preſumed to 


be caſt up by him; but if we ſhould ſup- 


poſe that it was caſt up by the Mercians 
Hereabouts,; to defend themſelves againſt 
Canutus*'s Incurſions into their Country, 


hen he made ſuch horrible Devaſtati- 


ons mention'd by Hiſtorians we can ſee no 
,Abſurdity in giving it that Name, becauſe 
Canutus was the Cauſe of its making.

He marry'd Margaret, the 
Daughter of Ralph Lord Baſſet of Draiton, 
by reaſon of whom, her Deſcendants be- 
came, after her Death, Heirs of that Lord's 
great Eſtate, and by her had PERS 
Ralph Lord Stafford, his Son and Heir. 
He became a brave and aftive Perſon in 
the Wars of that heroic Prince, King Ed. 
ward III. againſt Scotland and France, and 
having been an Ambaſſador to France, and 


a Commiſſioner, with others, in making a 
Peace with the Scots, was advanced to the 


Title of Earl of Stafford, and conſtituted 
the King's Captain-General in Aquitain.

This Town is eminent alſo for the 
Birth or Habitation of ſeveral Perſons of 
Note, as S. Bentelim, a Britain of a noble 
Birth, and religious Diſpoſition, who led 
an Bremitical Liſe in the Woods near this 
Town. It was antiently, call'd Betheny, 
which is contracted, as ſome Learned 
Men ſuppoſe, from Berliliney, as taking 
Its Name from that Saint.) Dr. Fuller ſays, 
there is ſomething of Solitarineſs in his 
Name, nothing remaining memorable of 


Men. But Dr. Plot hath given us a more 
full Account of him, iz. That he was 
the Son of a King of this Country, and a 
Scholar of S. Gutlilac, with whom he tar- 
ry'd 'till his Death; after which, he 
 begg'd the Iſland where the Town of Staf- 
ford now ſtands, called Bethnei, and there 
led an Hermit's Life for divers Vears;

ly upon ſome fignal Occaſion, ſuch as 
happen'd Anno 1386, when a wonderful 
Miracle was wrought at this Saint's Altar 
in Stafford, as Capgrave tells us, which 
might move the Devout of that Age to 


rebuild: his Tomb, then thro' Age almoſt 


demoliſhed. ee F 
Ed mund Stafford, Brother to Ralph, the 
firſt Earl of Stafford, and Son of Edmund 
Lord Stafford, born at his Father's Seat, 
the Caſtle of this Town. He was pre- 
ferr'd to the See of Exeter, by King Ri- 
chard II. and in King Henry IV's Reign, 
was for a Time Lord High Chancellor of 
England. He was a great Benefactor to 
Stapleton's-Inn in Oxford, in divers re- 
ſpects; for he changed the Name into 
Exeter- College, whereby he put, as it were, 
an Obligation upon his Succeſſors the Bi- 
ſhops of Exeter, to be the unchangeable 
Patrons of it, as his Predeceſſor Walter 
Stapleton had been the Founder; adding 
two Fellowſhips, and ſettling Lands to 
maintain thein ; the Fellows to be choſe 
out of the Dioceſe- of Salisbury; and ha- 
ving corrected the former Statutes made 
by Dr. Stapleton, obtain'd of Pope Inno- 
cent VII. the Confirmation of them. He 
alſo beſtowed upon the College in gene- 
ral, in Money 200 Marks, beſides Books 
and Ornaments; for which Benefactions, 
the Fellows, in the Year 1430, decreed 
him an Aniverſary to be for ever after 
celebrated for the Reſt of his Soul. He 
ſat 24 Years, and dying in 1419, was 
bury'd under an Alabaſter Tomb in his 
own Cathedral. | 
John Stafford, of the ſame Family, was 
born alſo in this Town. He was bred a 
Franciſcan Frvar, and was no contempti- 
ble Phileſopher and Divine, but was a 
more con ſiderable Hiſtorian, and wrote an 
Hiſtory 
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Hiſtory of the Affairs of England in Latin. 
It is not certain when he flouriſhed, and 
therefore, becauſe John Roſs, who wrote 


about the Year 1480, in the Reign of 


King Edward IV. makes honourable men- 
tion of him, it is collected 8 
Lear 1380. 

Henry Lord Stafford, Son of Edward 
Duke of Buckingham, be headed for High 
Treaſon, by the Accuſation of Knevet his 
Steward, as is above obſerv'd. By this 
his paternal Misfortune, he loſt his Titles 
of Duke and Earl, but thereby gained 
Things of a greater Value, Learning and 
a true Honour; for having but a ſmall 
Eſtate, and a diminitive Title, he betook 
himſelf to his Studies, and became one of 
the molt accompliſh'd Perfons of his Time, 
for true Vertue, Learning, and Piety. 
He was ſo great a Maſter of the Latin 


Tongue, that he wrote ſeveral Things in 


that Language, as well in Verſe as Proſe, 
He tranſlated into Engliſi a Book written 
by Edward Fox, Biſhop of Hereford,.en- 
titled, De vera differentia, Oc. i. e. Of 
the true Difference of the Eccleſiaſtical 
and Civil Power, and what is the Extent of 
both; a Book thought well and ſea ſonably 


- written, and no leſs neceſſary in our Times, 


wherein the Civil hath almoſt ſwallow'd 
up the Eccleſiaſtical Authority, contrary 
to the uſurped Power of the Church over 
the Civil Juriſdiftion in Popiſh Times. 
If this, or any other Book, could ſertle 
the Balance, and ſo both God and Cæſar 
have their Due, *twould much contribute 


to the Eſtabliſhment of Publick Peace, 


which hath been often broken, in this 
and other Nations, by the Struggle of 
thoſe two Powers, which neither of them 
can endure to be kept under the Uſur- 


pation of the other long. 


Mertin Neel, who Wag bdra in Mis. 


Town, was bred a Scrivener in London, 
and being a Perſon of Devotion, built a 
tair Hoſpital in this his Native Place, 
and bountifully endow'd it. This Gen- 
tleman's Charity is the more to be re- 
member'd, becauſe *tis ſaid, his Founda- 
tion was the firſt conſiderable Fabrick of 
that Nature in this County; but *tis 
hoped his Zeal may provoke many, not 
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only here, but in other Counties. He 


was living in 1660, and ſaw the Fruits of 


his Goodneſs with Comfort. 3 


Hugh Hamerſley, the Son of Hugh, H. 
merfley of this Town, being bred an Ha- 
berdaſher in London, ſo profper'd in kis 
Trade, that he was choſen Lord Mayor 
of London, and ſerv'd in that Office for 
that City, in the Year 162. 

Dr. Plot, in his Natural Hiftory of 
Staffordſhire, ſpeaking of Mens Statures, 
and producing Inſtances of Mens Bones of 


an extraordinary Size, tells us, that he 


receiv'd a certain Proof of this from an 
Alderman of this Town, who gave hi

The Manor is not mention'd in Doomſ- 
day Book, we ſuppoſe becauſe it was then 
in the King's Hands, as it had been from 
the Time of King Wulphere. The Con- 
queror gave it to one Enaſmus, who held 
It *till the Reign of King Henry I. and 
then it being forfeited, to the King by 
his Son Eny/an de Walton, who had kill'd 
two Nuns and a Prieſt, who had been ſet- 
tled in a ſmall Oratory here, in Honour 
of S. Walfade, before murder'd there, was 
given to Robert de Stafford, who, out of 
great Devotion to that Saint, founded a 
Priory for Canons regular of S. Auguſtine, 
and after him, the Family made it their 
Burial-Place for Robert the Founder, and 
Avice his Wiſe; Nicholas I. who made it 

a Cell to Kenilworth, and Maud his Wife ; 


Wife; Hervey Bagot, and Miliſent the Heir 
of the Staffords his Wife, and their Son 
Hervey, who chang'd his Name to Staf- 

ard, and Petronilla his Wife; Robert, who 
obtained the Freedom of the Houſe from 
"Kenilaworth., and Alice his Wife; Nicholas 
his Son ; the Heart of Hugh the 2d Earl 
of Stafford, who dy'd at Rhodes, and Phi- 


Robert the third Baron, and Anaſtaſia his 
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lippa his Wiſe, were all bury'd in this 


Abby; but Edmund the 4th, was bury'd 


in the Choir of the Auguſtine Fryars at 
Stafford, unto, which .Place, when the 


Priory at Stone was diſſol ved, all the for- 


mer Lords were removed, and there, in- 


terr'd, in Hopes that that Houſe being 


not 'endow*d, but ſupported only by the 
Charity of Good People, might have been 
ſpared, and ſo their Bodies have reſted 
there undiſturbed ; but at length their 
Plate, rich Shrines, and other Things of 
Value, brought Deſtruction on the Men- 


dicants, and with others, that of this 


Priory, when the fair and coltly Tombs 
of this Noble Family were torn to Pieces, 
and bury'd in an Heap of Ruins. Now 
the Priories of Stone and Stafford, together 
with the Deanery of Stafford, are in the

F Adbaſton, a Manor, 20 Cong. hetd of the 
King by the Biſhop of Litchfield, but not 
of his Barony.

Walls of an old Caſtle and Town. Mr. 
"Erdefawick ſays, that by the Remiining 
Rubbiſh of Stone and Lime, it might be 
perceiv'd, that the Walls had been of a 
marvellous Thickneſs ; but Dr. Plot ſays, 
there were but ſmall Footſteps of them, 
when he was there, in 1680. It ſeems to 
ha ve been a Place of Note before the Con- 
queſt, it going to decay ſo long ago as the 
Reign of King Henry III. King Jon, 
Reg. 17. granted it to Randal Earl of 
Chefter, under whom it flouriſhed, *till 
King Henry having granted Newcaſtle un- 
der Lime to his younger Son Edmund Earl 
of Lancaſter, that Earl built a Caſtle 
there (from whence the Town was called 
Newcaſtle, in Oppoſition to the old one at 
Cheſterton) and then this Caſtle fell into 
decay, and is now quite deſtroy'd ; nor is 
there much more remaining of the New 
at this Time, than of the Old Caſtle. 
"Coats, a Village or Hamlet in the great 
Manor of Eccleſlall. It is the ancient 
Seat of the Family of Coats of Woodwaite 
in Shropſhire ; for in the Reign of King 
Henry III. Robert de Coths, or Coats, was 
Lord of this Village. It ſeems, the Coats 
labour to derive themſelves from the 
Knightleys ; which, unleſs they fairly can, 
they injure the latter by making Uſe of 
their Arms.

Darlaſton, a Village ſituate on the Weſt 
Side of the Trent, where, on a good ly 


large ſteep Hill, be the Ruins of a very 


large Houſe, or rather, as is moſt proba- 
ble, of a ſmall Town. The common O- 
pinion amongſt the People is, that this 
Place was ſome Time the Habitation of 
Wolpherus, King of Mercia, and not at all 
im probably, becauſe that Stone, where he 
maſſacred his Son Wolfradus, is but about 
a Mile off. The preſent Owner of it is 
Mr. James Collier, whoſe Grandfather was 
firſt a Taylor, then a Draper, and laſt of 
all a Wooll-ſtapler, ( in which Buſineſs 
many Men got conſiderable Eſtates) by 
which he got ſo much, as to purchaſe this 
Manor, almoſt all Stone, a pretty Market 
'Town, and a goodly Farm two Miles from 
it, call'd Earls-hyde, being a Grange be- 
longing to the Abby of Combermere in Che- 
ſhire, but was given to it by Earl Roger 
Montgomery, ſoon after the Conqueſt, and 
contained only one Hyde of Land, and 
therefore went always by his Title. 


Ellenhall was about Henry I's Time, the 


Eſtate of William de Nowell or Noel, whoſe 
Heir was Robert de Noel. He founded the 
Monaſtry of Ronton, near this his Seat at 
Ellenhall, for Canons regular of S8. Augu- 
ſtine. He left two Sons, Thomas and Phi- 
lip ; but Thomas, who was his Heir, and 
had the Main of his Eſtate, left only a 
Daughter and Heir Alice, who marrying 
Sir William Harcourt, Kt. carry'd her In- 
heritance to his Family in the Reign of 
King John.

for Roger de Molend, alias Longeſpe, Biſhop 
of Litchfield and Coventry, in the Reign of 
King Henry III. gave it to Roger de Afton, 
his Valet, or Servant. He was the Son 
of Ralph Afton, and Father of Sir- Join 
Afton, Kt. whoſe Poſterity enjoy'd this 
Manor and Seat till the latter End of the 
ſixteenth Century, or Beginning of the 
ſeventeenth, Sir Edward Aſton then being 
in Poffeſſion of it.

Suinerton, a goodly and large Manor, 
polleſs'd by a Race of Gentlemen, who 
take their Name from it, many of whom 
were Knights, and Owners of this Ma- 
nor. They were deſcended of one Aſian, 


and at length took their Name from it. 
The firſt of the Swinertons as we read of, 
was Roger de Swinerton, who, in 34 Ed. i. 
obtain'd a Charter of free Warren in all 
his Demefne Lands in this Manor; and 
for keeping a Market here upon Wedneſ- 
day every Week, anda Fair yearly, upon 
the Feſtival of our Lady's Aſſumption.

Nicholas Lord Audley, Joan, paſſed in Mar- 
riage to Thomas Tuchet, who in her Right 
became Lord Audley z but in another Ca- 
talogue of the Benefiftors to Henry Audley, 
this Manor is ſaid to be given him by

In Turftall Field, in the Royalty of 
Digby Lord Gerfard, in digging for Iron- 
ſtone, the Earth thus turns up : The 
Workmen firſt meet with a ſmall Baſs, 
then a ſtrong Baſs, then a Sort of Stone 
called from its Colour, Blue-Cap, which 
is good for nothing; but under it is found 
the Iron-ſtone, of a darkiſh Blue Colour, 
which ordinarily lies here not above two 
Foot in Thickneſs. | 
Wefton-Cuny, or Coyney, as it is common- 
ly called, anciently bore the Name of We- 


fon ſub Carſmount ; but becauſe a Family 


of the Cuny's were Owners of it at the 
Conqueſt, and almoſt ever ſince, it chan- 


ged its Name to that of Cuney, from the 


Lords of it, as was common in other 
Towns, They have continu'd a long 
Succeſſion here, and marry'd info ſeveral 
good Families; for in King Henry IVs 
Reign, Robert Cuny was Lord of it, and 


His Deſcendant John marry'd the Daugh- 


ter of William de Erdington.

and their Poſterity inherited this Eſtate in

In this Pariſh of Wefton, the moſt con- 
fiderable Things are the Brine-Pits be- 


longing to the Lord Ferrers of Chartley, 


whoſe Seat is at a little Diſtance. Theſe 
Brine-pits are made by a Mineral Salt 
there, that their Waters paſs thro? not 
long before they riſe ; which, tho” not 
very ſtrong, (by reaſon of the Poverty or 


paſſeth over the Trent there. 
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Hardnefs of the Glebe of Salt; or per- 
haps, becauſe it is at too great a Diſtance 
from the Pits) yet they make as good Salt 
for all Uſes as any is in England, tho” not 
with ſo great Advantage as in other Pla- 
ces, viz, in Cleſire, or Worceſterſhire, 
where the Brine, was -at Upwich, 
and Middlewich, is ſo ſtrong, as to yield 
a 4th Part fully in Salt. 2 a6 
Walton, was in the Reign of King Hen- 
ry II. the Eftate of Eutropius de Haſting, 
as Heir to his Mother Maud, who, we 
ſuppoſe, was the Heir of Humphredus, 
who held the ſame of Henry de Ferrers, - 
when the Conqueror's Survey was taken; 
but it ſeems to have been ſoon alienated, 
becauſe we find, that in the ſame Reign, 
Walton was held of one Alicia de Walton, 
who was marry'd to Peter Giffard, a De- 
ſcendant from the Giffards Dukes of Buck- - 
ingham, whoſe Poſterity had their Seat at 
Chillington, and John Giffard, Eſq; was 
living in 1596, Heir of the Family. 
Veverſton, the Manor and Eſtate of the 
Lukemores, whoſe Heir Eleanor was ſecond 
Wife to Sir Robert Harcourt, by whom 
ſhe had John Harcourt, who, as Heir to 
his Mother, inherited this Manor, and 
ſome other Eſtates. v5 
Molſey, is famous for a Bridge, which 
It is the 
Seat and Eſtate of a Gentleman, who bears 
the Name of the Place. -It is a Member 
of Heywood, and in the 20th of the Con- 
queror's Reign, Nigeltus de ts bo pa- 
ternal Anceſtor held it of the Bithop of 
Litchfield and Coventry. | 
Whitmore, a Village and Manor lying 
on the Banks of the River Sow. It was 
ſome Time Foreſt Lands, and was ancient- 
ly the Seat of a Family, who took its 
Name from. it, being called, De Whitmore. 
The Boluns had afterwards their Seat here, 
but in theſe laſt Centuries, the Manurings 
were Owners of it, by the Marriage of a 
Daughter and Heir of the Bohuns alias 
Bonghyes. 

Mol ſtanton, a Member of the Manor of 
Newcaſtle under Lime, which having been 
the Lordſhip of the Earls of Lancaſter, de- 
ſcended to the Heirs of the laſt of that 
Family, Blanch and Maud; and upon the

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Diviſion paſſed to the latter, who marry'd 
to William Duke of Bavaria; but having 
no Child by him, and outliving him, left 
it, with many other great Eſtates to her 
Siſter Blanch, who being marry'd to John 
of Gaunt, Earl of Richmond, and at length 
Duke of Lancaſter, from whom it deſcen- 
died to their Son and Heir Henry Duke of 
. Lantafter, who was afterward choſen King, 
and by the Depoſition of King Richard II. 
was crown'd by the Name of K. Henry IV. 
_ Wringford, an Hamlet in the Pariſh of 
Madely, which is the Inheritance and 
Seat of a Branch of the Family of the 
Egertons, who poſſeſs the ſame as Heirs 
to Hellen, one of the Daughters and Heirs 
of Sir John Hawkeſtone, Kt. and Jeffrey 
the Son of Hugh Betley. She was the 
Wiſe of William Egerton, deſcended.from 
the Egertons. of Calwate in Cheſhire. Her 
Poſterity liv'd at Betley in this County in 
the laſt Century. | 
Far let, a Village, near which was found 
the Braſs Head of a Roman Venabulum, or 
Hunting-Spear, from whence one may

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Sapcote in Leiceſterſhire, who was the laſt 
Heir- male of this Family, dy'd poſſeſs'q 
of it, 2 Richard II. leaving this Manor, 


and his other Eſtates to Alice the Wife of 


Sir, Laurence Dutton, Kt. and Eliz.a5eth the 
Wife of Richard de Grey of Codnovre, his 
Siſters and next Heirs, to which laſt this 
Manor came, upon the Partition. He 
was a very active Man in the Wars with 
France, in the Reigns of King Henry LV. 
and K. Henry V. anddy'd about 6 Hen. 5. 
leaving his Wife Elizabeth ſurviving, and 


Fokn his Heir, in whoſe Poſterity Iſſue- 


male failing, their Eſtate came to the 
Lord Zouc h, deſcended of the Female Heir. 
But this Manor being of her Inheritance, 
was with all her other Lands, before her 
Death, ſettled upon John Duke of Somer- 
ſet, and ſome others, to the Intent that 
out of the Revenues thereof they ſhould 
diſcharge her Debts, and Funeral Expen- 
ces, which ſhe appointed to be at Ayle/- 
ford in Kent, by her Husband, and to find 
a Prieſt to fing there for the Soul of her 
faid Husband, herſelf, and Children, for 
ſeven Years, and to pay to the Fryars, 
Preachers at Stamford, ten Pounds per 
Ann. for the like Services; which being 
perform'd, ſhe ſettled this Manor upon 
John the Son of William Lord Zouch.

Leeke, or Leike, noted (ſays Mr. Cam#- 
den) for its Market, which now is on 
Wedneſday weekly, but hath nothing ex- 
traordinary, ſo far as we can ind; and the 
Fair is on April 3, yearly. "The Manor 
was the Eſtate of one Algarus Ca, before 
the Conqueſt; and in the Conqueror's 
Hands, Reg. 20. but it was, 6 Steph, the 
Eſtate of TRY ae Gernohs, Earl of Che- 
ter, a Great Man in King Ste plus Time, 
in whoſe Reign, Anno 18, he dy'd. He 
was a Perſon of ſingular Piety in his 
Days; and among miny other Benefac- 
tions to divers Monaſtries in other Coun- 
ties, as, to the Nuns of Cheſter, Monks of 
Geroudon. in Leiceſterſhire, Oc. he gave the 
Tythes of his Mill in this Place, to the 
Monks of S. Werberge at Cheſter. + His 
Heir and Succeſſor in his Earldom, was 
Hugh, ſurnamed Kevelioc, a Town in Powis 
in 
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in Merionethſhire, where he was born. 
He dy'd at his Seat in this Town, in the 
Vear 1181, 27 Hen. 2. and was ſucceeded 
by Ranulph his Son and Heir, who gave 
this Manor to the Monks of the Abby of 
Dieu le Creyſe adjoining. 17 | 

In the Church-yard of this Town is a 
Pyramidal Stone of a good Height, which 
hath much Fretwork, and ſome Imagery 
upon it. Dr. Plot ſays, he found ſeveral 
of theſe Pillars in other Churchyards, as 
at Draycot, Chebſey, Ham, and Checkley, 
which he took at firſt to be only the Stan- 
dards of ſo many Croſſes (which in Po- 
piſh Times were erected often in Church- 
yards, and in Highways) till finding 
ſometimes two and ſometimes three in 


one Churchyard, not far diſtant from one 


another, he alter'd his Opinion, and upon 
Enquiry, found them moſt probably to be 
Funeral Monuments of the Dead, brought 
into this Nation by the Danes, whoſe Cu- 
ſtom it was (and it ſtill continues in Den- 
mark, as Olaus Nor mius tells us) to erect 
over the Graves of all Perſons of Quality 
and Note, tall Pyramidal Stones; and the 
Inhabitants of Checkley have a Tradition, 
that thoſe in their Churchyard, were for 
three Biſhops, lain in a Battle fought in 
a Field called Naked Field, (fo called, be- 
cauſe the Slain lay ſome Time there, na- 
ked and unbury'd) at a little Diſtance 
from their Church EN E. a 

Between Blue-Hills and Clufterberry- 


Edge, in this Pariſh, is a Stream coming 


out of a Sough, belonging to the Coal- 
Mine in Blue-Hills, as ſalt as 'the Salt- 
Springs found in Ingeftre-Marſh, or New- 


bold Grounds, which tinges the Stones 


and Earth all along as it runs, of a ruſty 
Colour, and dyes the Button-moulds of 


the poor People (who much employ them- 


felves in making Buttons) black in half 
an Hour's Time, eſpecially if they are 
made of Oak, and with the leaſt Infuſion 
of Galls, turns as black as Ink, which 


ſhews it to be a ſtrong Vitriolic Water.

great an Height, and afford ſuch ſtu pen - 


dous Proſpects, that one could hardly be-

but in Picture. They are ſo bare, that 
they have no Turf upon them, nor in- 
deed any Earth 10 Pape 3 which, 
whether they were ſo from the Creation, 

or were uncover'd by the general Flood, 
or waſhed clean by Rain, it is not poſſible 
to account for, unleſs we may ſuppoſe 
that the Turf being taken off to burn, (a

Poveriſh the Inhabitants, at leaſt, for the 


preſent, yet hath imptov'd the Town. 
It hath a good Market weekly on Wedneſ- 
day, and a Fair on the Eve, Day, and 
Morrow of S. Mary Magdalene, yearly. 
The Market is-ſaid to be one of the great- 
eſt in theſe Parts of England, for Cattle, 


Sheep, Swine, Butter, -Cheeſe, Corn, and 


all Praviſions. The Buildings are but 
ordinary, but' the Town is pretty large, 
and the Market-place is very neat and 
convenient. Mr. Cambden was once of O- 


pinion, that this Place was the Efocetum 


in Antoninus's Itinerary, being induced 


thereto by the Affinity of the two Names, 


but he was afterwards. better inform d. 
The Lordſhip of this Town was in the 
Conqueror's Hands, Reg.

forfeited, after the Battle of Eveſham, it 
was given to Edmund. Earl of Lancafter, 
that King's younger Son, redemable upon 
the Payment of 50,000 l. at one Payment 
upon a certain Day; which the Earl not 
being able to do, his Eſtate was made over 
to the ſaid Edmund. . 

Eduund being thus in Poſſeſſion of that 


| Earl's Eflate, Elearor the Daughter of 


Ralph Lord Baſſet, his Widow, commen- 
ced a Suit againſt Edmund Earl of Lanca- 
fer, 7 Edu. 1. for her Dowry in her 
 Husband's Lands, mentioning this, and 
many other Manors in this County in her 
Bill; but finding that ſhe ſhould gain no- 
thing by her Suit, more than Edmund 

freely grant her, ſat down content · 
ec with Spondone and Chateſden in Derby- 
Hire, and Godmanchefter in Huntingtonſhire. 
Edmund having at length attain'd quiet 
Poſſeſſion of this Manor, and the other 
Eſtates of Robert then Earl of Derby, left 


It to his Son and Heir Thomas Earl of 
Lancafter, This Earl procured the Wed-

weekly, and a Fair on the Eve, Day, and 


Morrow of S. Mary Magdalene's Day, Ju- 
1y 213 but ſince, either the Fair is remo- 
ved, or there are two other Fairs yearly, 
v, one on St, Mark's Day, April 25, 
and the other on the Nativity of the Vir- 
gin Mary, Sept. 3. 
"The Male Line failing in the Line of 
Edmund Earl of * Fay Maud and 
Blanch, the Daughters of Henry Earl of 


'Lantafter, were Heirs to his Eſtate ; and 


this Manor, with the Honour, fell to 
John of Gaunt,” the gth Son of King Ed- 
ward III. by his Marriage with the youn-

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In Urceſter is an Houſe of the My; | es, 


a very ancient Family of Gentlemen, for 


they were "Truſtees to a Deed in King 


Henry III's or King John's Time, and 


were Teftes to another in King Henry T's 


Reign; and one Sir John Myneres was a 


Knight, 6 Edu. 3. by which it appears, 
that the Myneres are both a very ancient 
Houſe, and have been of goed Eſteem in 
this County. This Family of Mineres of 
Hollingbury-Hall in this Pariſh, | ſeems to 
have been peculiarly addicted to the Sea; 
for William Mineres is ſaid to have ſailed 
to the Eat · Indies 11 Times, whitherhe hath 
been follow'd by Captain Richard Mineres, 


the Proprietor of: the ſame Seat in the lat- 
ter End of the laſt Century. He alſo ſig- 


nalized himfelf in our Engagements a- 
gainſt the Dutch, and at Land againſt the 
Rebels, at the Siege of Colcheſter. Near 
Utceſter is an Houſe of the Bloants, called 
Blount's-Hall, of which, one Mr. Blunt 
of Leiceſterſhire is Owner ; but it is an 
Houſe of no great Account, becauſe it is 
but lately built, though called ſo by the 
Builder. Foy: | 


In this Pariſh of Utoxeter, at the Houſe 


of Thomas Kinnerſley, Eſq; in 1678, it 
then thundering and lightening, a Bolt 
falling, pierc'd the Roof of his new Sta- 
ble, and cleaving the Timber in ſeveral 
Places, paſſed thro* two Floors, and thro” a 
Saddle that hung by the Walls into the 
Pavement ; and though it never touch'd 
the Horſe of a Gentleman then in the Sta- 
ble (that could be perceiv'd by any Mark 
upon him) kill'd him outright. This Ef- 
fett might indeed be produced by the 
Bolt falling near the Horſe, tho“ it did 


not touch him; but it is a greater Mira- 


cle, that Thunder ſhould be mortal to 


to ſome Animals, even where no Bolt 


hath fallen, or can be ſupoſed to fall; 
as it is to Lobſters, and Crevices by long 
Experience found to be by the Fiſhermen 
in Queenbcrough and other Places. 7 
This Town is deſervediy famous for 
the Birth of Mr. Thomas Allen, a Perſon 
ſo admirable for his Learning, that he is 
called the Father of Knowledge and vir- 
tuous Induſtry, and an unfeigned Lover 
and Furtherer of all good Arts and Scien- 
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ces: His Father was Lord of the Manor 


d Buckenhall in this County: Being choſen 


Fellow of Trinity-College, Oxford, and not 
willing to enter into Orders, he remov'd 
Tom thence to Glouceſter- Hall, where by a 
cloſe Application to his Study, he became 
an eminent Antiquary, Philoſopher, and 
Mathematician. He was courted by Prin- 


ces and Nobles, offered Preferments of 


many Kinds, as many, and great as he 
would deſire, but could not be drawn out 
of his beloved Retirement, ſave that he 
liv'd a little Time with the great Patron 
of Mathematicians, the Earl of Northum- 
berland, He was highly reſpected by the 
moſt learned Men of his Time, as Bod ley, 
Campden, Savile, Selden, Oe. He was ve- 
ry induſtrious to collect MSS. of every 
Science, but 'chiefly of Hiſtory, Antiqui- 
ties, Mathematicks, Oc. He liv'd to a 
great Age, and dy'd in Gloucefter- Hall, Sept. 
30, 1632; but was bury'd in Trinity-Col- 
lege Chapel, His incomparable Library 


Was given to Sir Kenelm Digby, and by 


him the next Vear depoſited in the Bod- 
leian Library, where it ſtill remaineth 
but ſome of the valuable MSS. wage got- 
ten from him for the Cofton-Library, by 
Mr. James and others, by Sir Thomas Ay- 
lesbury, Maſter of Requeſts, Oc: | 

The Villages of this Hundred in which 
is any thing remarkable, are, 

Abetone, the Lordſhip of Edwin, the 
laſt Earl of Mercia, as appears from the 


Conqueror's Survey ; but being forfeited 


by his Rebellion, was diſpoſed of by that 
King among his Followers, probably gi- 
ven to Robert de Stafford, who had 81 Ma- 
nors in this Shire. | 

Alton, Alveton, or Elveton, was held be- 
fore the Conqueſt by one Lunar, but was 
in the Conqueror's own Hands, Reg. 20. 
In the Reign of King Henry II. Anno 22, 
Bertram de Verdon was Lord of it ; and 
having founded the Abby of Croxden for 
Ciſtercian Monks, Anno 1176, among other 
Eſtates, endow'l it with the Church of 
— (now called Alton) his chief Seat 
being in the Caflle here, Hedy'd at Jop- 
pa in the Holy-Land, 4 Rich. 1. and was 
bury'd at Afon, leaving Thomas de Verdon, 
* T Me by Roli fia, or Roj/a, his 
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ſecond Wife : This Thowas being a Minor 
at his Father's Death,William Fitz-Richard 
(a Great Man at that Time in Warwick- 
ire) had the Cuſtody of his-Lands, and 
Rich. x. brought in among other Dif- 
urſements an Account of Ten Pounds for 
the Maintenance of Soldiers and Servants 
in the Caſtle of Alveton for the preceding 
Half Year. His Poſterity continu'd their 
Seat here divers Succeſhons 3 and Joln de 
Verdon, 3 Edw. 2. dying at the Caſtle 
as bury'd with great Honour in 
the Abby of Croxden, the common Burial 
Place of the Family; as was alſo Theo- 
bald de Verdon, who dy'd in the ſame Ca- 
ſtle. He left only three Daughters and 
Heirs, among whom, when his Eſtate was 
divided, this Manor and Caftle fell to 
Joan the eldeſt, the Wife of Thomas the 
Son and Heir of Thomas Lord Furnival, 
called then Lord Furnival Junior. | 
This Manor and Caſtle, when it came 
into the Family of the Furnivals, had 
theſe Villages belonging to it, gs Mem- 
bers of it, viz. Bredeley, Faru, Coten, 
Wooton, Denſfton, Taunton, Streinge/tnd, 
Buckenhall, Fenton, and Balterdelyer, as al- 
ſo (as is ſaid in another Catalogue of them) 
Rammeſover, Spenne, Shene, Witſton, and 
Bedulf. It continu'd two Succeſſions in 
this Family, and then falling to the Fe- 
male Heir Joan, marryed to Thomas Newvil, 
Brother of Ralf Earl of Weſtmoreland : 
He was thereupon in her Right, crea 
Lord Furneval, and inherited this Caſtle 
and Manor with her other Eſtates, He 
left by her only one Daughter and Heir, 
named Joan, who being marry'd to the, 
famous John Talbot, afterwards made Earl 
of Shrewsbury, brought this Manor and 
Caſtle with her other Inheritance into his 
Family, in which it continu'd till the 
laſt Century, if it be not ſtill in it. 
Aldrich, or Alvidelege, the Lordſhip of 
Algar Earl of Mercia, in King Edward 
the Confeſſor's Reign, as appears from the 
Conqueror's Survey. Edwin his eldeſt 
Son ſacceeded him in his Honour and 
Eſtate, but forfeiting it by his Oppoſition 
to the Conqueror, that King diſpoſed of 
it to his Attendants. Alverdefton, a Lord- 
ſhip of the aforeſaid Edwin Earl of Mer- 
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cia, in the Confeſſor's Time, and forfeited 
to the Conquerour, as his other Manors 
before mentioned were. F 
Anneſley, but properly Hound ſtey a Vil- 
lage, a Mile diſtant from the River Dove, 
the Eſtate of Edward Manwaring of Whit- 
more in this County. oh 
; Aﬀtonefield, or Ailſtonefield, was held by 
William de Malbane, 20 Cong. of Roger de 
Montgomery, Earl of Arundel and Shrews- 
pury; his Poſterity enjoyed it ſome Suc- 
ceſſions, and leaving it to Daughters, it 
came by Marriage to Henry de Aldithley, 
11 Hen. 3. He left it with his other great 
Eſtates, 31 Hen. 3. to his Son and Heir 
Fa who obtained a Charter of Free- 
arren of that King for all his Demeſne 
Lands in this Manor, and ſeveral others 
in this County. He left it to his Son 
and Heir James, who was marry'd, but 
dying without Iſſue, his Widow Maud had 
this Manor with divers other-Lordſhips for 
her Dowry, which deſcended to Hen. de 
Aldithley, his Brother at her Deceaſe: His 
Heirs enjoy'd it ſeveral Succeſſions, till 
Nicholasdying without Iſſue, his Eſtate was 
divided between his Siſters ; Joan, marry'd 
to John Tuchet, and Margaret. This Ma- 
nor came to the eldeſt Siſter, and John 
Tuchet her Son and Heir, who in her Right 
was made Lord Audley,inherited it. While 
the Lords Audley were chief Lords of 
this Manor, Hug: de Spencer, and di- 
vers others had petty Lordſhips under 
them; for this Place is a very large Seig- 
niory, and hath many Hamlets belonging 
to it, which having of old been Foreſt 
Lands, have many Privileges belonging 
to them. The Dove runs three or four 
Miles together by the Side of this Pariſh. 
Moſt of the petty Lordſhips of this Place 
are come by Purchaſe to Mr. Harper of 
Swarefton in Derbyſhire; but the Head 
Manor is flill the Lord Audley's. 
Beresford, a ſmall Village, ſituate upon 
the Dove, near Narrowdale, ſo call'd from 
the Mountains which pent up the River 
into a ſmall Stream, famous for nothing 
but a Gentleman's Family, that bears the 
Name of the Place, and have had their 
Seat here ever ſince K. Henry VI's Reign. 
Bel ſton- Jor, a Place about half a Mile 
North of Throwley, where the Rivers Ma-

Succeſſions; and tho' Iſſue Male failed in 
Nicholas de Verdon, who dying 15 Hen. 3. 
left only a Daughter and Heir Roiſia, who 
marry'd at the King's Requeſt Theobald 
Butiller (a Branch of the noble Family of 
Butillers in Ireland) yet ſhe did not change 
her Sirname, out retain'd her own, and 


called John de Verdon, and his Poſterity 
had the Chriſtian Name of Theobald from 
his Father. The Burial-Place of the Fa- 

mily of Yerdons was in this Monaſtry. 
After the Suppreſſion of the Abbeys, a 
younger Brother of the Fuljambes of Wal- 
ton in Derby/hire, obtain'd the Site of this 
Monaſtry, and left it to Godfrey Fuljambe, 
His Baſtard Son, who hath ſold it, and all 
the other Eſtates his Father leſt him. The 
Grange belonging to this Monaſtry, called 
Muſden- 
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Muſden-Crange, was given by King Hen- 
ry VIII. _ Earl of Shrewsbury for 
nis Life, and from and after his Deceaſe, 
it was given 1 Edw. 6. to Sir Richard Cot- 
zon, Kt. for Term of his Life. 

Cunſal, the Lordſhip of the Cheteltons, 
of whom William de Chetelton, in the Reign 
of King John gave it to Philip Dracote, in 
whoſe Poſterity it was the laſt Century, 
John Dracot being then Owner of it. 

Denſton, held before the Conqueſt by one 
Lunar, and by the Conqueror himſelf, 
Reg. 20. It being a Member-of the great 
Manor of Aſton, went along with it, both 
when it was the Yerdons and Furnivals 
Eſtate. One Mr. Madeley has a pretty 
Houſe here. | 

Dieu le Creyſe, or rather Dieu Eneres, 
now commonly called, Deulacres, where 
was an Abby built by Ranulf, the laſt 
Earl of Cheſter (of which we. ſhall 1 8 
more largely hereafter) and at the Di 
tion, given with moſt of its Appurtenan- 
ces, to Sir Ralph Baggenlolt, by King 
Edward VI. for his Advancement ; but 
Sir Ralph (Goodfellow-like, as our Author 
ſays) diſpers'd it abroad, and gave it part- 
ly to the Poor, for he ſold it almoſt all to 
the Tenants, who 'held it, to every one 
his own, at ſo ſmall a Price, that they 
were able to make the Purchaſe, and then 
ſpent the Money Gentleman-like, leaving 
his Son nothing, but his natural Endow- 
ments, which prov'd ſufficient to raiſe 
him to an equal Dignity with his Father ; 
and *tis likely to as good or better an E- 
Nate; for he was for his Valour knighted 
at Cales, Anno 1596. 

Dillorn, or Dulverne, was held 20 Cong. 
of Robert de Stafford, by one Wulbertus : 
In King Henry III's Time, Ralph de Dul- 
verne was Lord of it; and 9 Edu. 2. Ri- 
chard de Caverſwall was poſſeſs'd of it, 
and from him it paſſed to the Montg ome- 
ries, ut ſupra. . 


Dracot, or Draycot, a Manor, held 20 


Cong. of the King, by Nicholas de Fer- 
rers, but ſoon after the Conqueſt by Hugh 
the Son of Nicholas de Draycot, who was 


the Son of Philip, Brother of the firſt 


William Baron of Malbanc; for Hugh the 
Son of the ſaid Baron, confirmed it to kim 
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to hold of him by half a Quarter of z 
Knight's Fee: Plilip, Son of Hugh de Drac 
was Juſtice of Chefter, 23 Hen. 3. Richax 
Dracot, 16 Edu. 3. was Lord of this Town. 
He was a Foreſter in Needawoad, as ap- 
pears by his Seal, which had about jt en- 
graven, S. Ricardi de Draycote, having on 
it his Arms, a Feſs between three Billets ; 
yet in Cheadle Church, his Arms, with 
his Name over it, are, Gold, three Piles, 
and over it a Bend Ermine, to ſhew he was 
a Lawyer. The Family of Dracots were 
Owners of this Lordſhip in the Beginning 
of the laſt Century. Mr. Erde/wick ſets 
down two Dracots, the one in the More- . 
lands, and the other in this Hundred, and 
wakes two Families of Dracots Lords of 
them; but we find no ſuch Diſtinction 
in our Villares, and therefore we treat of 
them as one Family. 

In the Churchyard of this Place is 
one of- thoſe Pyramidal Stones, which 
are ſuppoſed to be ſet up over. the Graves 
of Great Men, after the Manner of the 
Danes, of which we have ſpoken at Leek, 
Chebſey, and Checkley, and need ſay no more 
here. 5 | 

E:clefton, hath nothing remarkable, but 
that William Tayler, Son of John Tayler 
of this Place, of the Company of Grocers, 
London, was Lord Mayor of that City, in 
1468. 

Ela gon, a Village, fituate on the River 
Dove, whoſe Manor was given by the 
Conqueror among others, to Robert ds 
Stafford, and held of him by Woodman, 
and Alfi, 20 Cong. but about the latter 
End of King John's Reign William de Aud- 
ley cum perticibus ſuis, held it with other 
Eftates of the ſaid Robert de Stafford; and 


in King Henry III's Time, Nigellus de 


Longford held it of the then Baron of Staf- 
ford ; his Deſcendant Nickolas de Long- 
ford continu'd Lord af Part of it, the 
gth of Edward II. but Part of it was 
alienated to Theobald de Verdon, from 
whom by Joan his eldeſt Daughter, it 


paſſed in Marriage to Thomas Lord Furni- 


val, and his Heirs. _. 
Endon, Enedone, or Horton, is ſaid in

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Erendon, a Lordſhip poſſeſſed by Robert 
3 20 Cong. but held under him, 
as his other Manors were, by divers Te- 
nants, of Which we have no certain Ac- 
count 'till King Henry II's Reign, when 
we find it, held, with Blore, by William 
Audley, of the Baron of Stafford, But in 
the gth of Edw. 3. Joanna le Strange was 
Lady of it, whom we ſuppoſe a Widow- 
Daughter, or Siſter of Hugh 2 mar- 
ry'd to Sir Henry Brailiford, whoſe augh- 
ter and Heir Joan, marry'd Sir John Baſ- 
ſet, deſcended from the Baſſets of Chedle. 


In this Family it hath continu'd almoſt 
ever ſince, William Baſſet being poſſeſs'd 


of it and Blore, in the Beginning of the 
Jaſt Century; but in the End of the ſame 
Century it belonged to Chriſtopher Duke 
of Albemarle, in whoſe Lady's Dowry, or 
his Heirs, we ſuppoſe it to be now. 
In this Pariſh, Dr. Plot tells us, there 
is a Sort of Marble, exceeding any of its 
Species (as Artiſts informed him) which 
have been brought into England from be- 
yond Sea, and that in ſo great Quantities, 
as whole Mountains of it. It is a Rance 
Marble, 3, e. of a white, hard, and ſhining 
Grit, ſtriped red, which will receive ſo 
good a Poliſh, that it is fit for Chimney- 
Pieces, Monuments, Oc. a 
' Heiley, Hethleg, or Heleigh, the Eſtate 
of Henry Lord Audley, given him by Wil. 
liam de Betteley, and confirmed to him by 
King Henry III. Reg. 11. He. built the 
Caſtle here, and made it his Seat; where 
upon his Poſterity were called Lords Aud- 
ley of Heleigh. This Town and Caſtle, by 
Reaſon of the Minority of James Lord 
Audley, was under the Care and Guardian- 
ſhip of Ralph Lord Camois, 18 Eday. 2. but 
returning to him at Age, his Poſterity 


enjoy'd it, till Iſſue- male failing in Nicho- 


las Lord Audley, it deſcended with the 
Honour to John Touchet his eldeſt Siſter 
Joan's Son, in whoſe Family .it till re- 
mains; but they are now Earls of Caftle- 
haven in Ireland alfo. . 
Horton, as to the Manor, is the ſame 
with Enedon above; but it being the 
common Name of the Place, we meet 
with ſome Things memorable in it, which 
we thought not fit to paſs over, viz. 
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1. That at Mr. Edge's Houſe in this Place, 
there was found a live Toad included in a 
Stone, when clove by the Maſon; to repair 
his Barn Wall; but it dy'd quickly aftar 
it came out. 2. That one John. Bet, a 
Man of 104 Years of Age, having mar- 
ry'd a Woman of 56 Years old, had a 
Child by her ſo like him, that Nobody 
did or could doubt but he was the Father. 
of it. 3. That at Horton-hay, an Hamlet 
in this Pariſh, there was, at one Goodman. 
Stanton's, four Generations, all living-in 
the ſame Houſe, and all eating at the 
ſame Table, MW . 
Heracles, the Seat of Mr. John Wedg-_ 
wood, who from a Freeholder's Eſtate, 
hath adyanc'd himſelf to the Quality of 
a Gentleman. But Mr. Erdeſwick ſays, 
that his Son, ſeeking further to advance 
himſelf, hath enter'd into a, gontentious 
Courſe of Living, which he fear'd would 
not prove commendable, if ſucceſsful. 
Hondbury, or Handbury, a Lordſhip, of 
which, in King Henry III's Time, Sir 
Henry. de Hondbury was Owner, He mar- 
x bn the Daughter and Heir of Houndkhill 
8 4 a . 
Houndhill, the adjoining Pariſh, and 


had by her Sir Henry Handbury, Kt. who 


thereby became Lord of both theſe Ma- 
nors. He dy'd without Iſſue, and Agnes 
his Siſter became his Coheir, and marry'd 
William Bowles of Ruſhall, by whoſe- 
Daughter and Heir, it deſcended to the 
Family of Leighs,' who are now, or late 
were, in Poſſeſſion of the Moiety of them, 
the other Moiety being the Eſtate of the 
Vernons, who marry'd her Siſter, and Co- 
heir with Sir Henry Handbury's Wife, .. 
Ham, ſometime the Eſtate of the Fami- 
ly of Ir/tones, from whom it deſcended to 
the Walkers, in which Name it cuntinu'd 
many Succeſſions; but was in the laſt 
Century ſold to Lawrence Wright, in whoſe 
Poſterity it is, or lately was. 
This Place is famous for” the Tomb, 
Well, and Aſh, of S. Bertram, or S. Ber- 
telline, the Son of a King of this Coun- 
trey, and Scholar to S. Cuthlac, who led 
an Hermit's Life hereabout, and lies bu- 
ry'd here. It may be objected againſt 


the Tomb, that it can't be his, becauſe it 
| | ſeems 
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ſeems not to be above 300 Years old, 
which is much too late a Date for his 
Death. This muſt be granted, but then 
it can't be deny'd but the Tombs of ſuch 
Men as were eminent for Piety and Cha- 
rity in their Generations, were often re- 
built, if there were any great Occaſion 
adminiftred to do it; as there was for this 
Saint in 1386, when there was a wonder - 


ful Miracſe wrought at his Altar in Staf- 


ford, as Capgrave aſſures, which might 
potkbly incline the People of Stafford to 
build his Monument anew, in the Form 
it now appears, as is obſerv'd in Stafford. 


In this Pariſh alſv, near the Spring 


called S. Bertram's Well, was found, not 
long fince, an Inftrument of Braſs, ſome- 
what like, but larger than a Lath-ham- 


mer at the Edge End, but not ſo on the 


other; Men our Antiquary took to have 
been the Head of a Roman Securis, with 
which the Pope, or Prieſts ſlew their Sa- 
erifices, notwithſtanding it hath no Eye 
for the Manubium or Helve to paſs thro”, 
the Securis or Ax itſelf, being fometimes 
only ſtuck through it, as may be ſeen in 
the Roman Antiquities of, Bartolus and 
Bellorius. Dr. Plot alſo mentions another 
Braſs Inſtrument, fent him by Mr. Cotton, 
which he ſuppoſeth to be a Roman Reſt, 
uſed to. ſupport the Roman Lituus, i. e. 
Crooked Trumpet, or Horn-pipe, uſed in 
the Roman Armies, which, he ſays, is a 
firong Argument, that the Romans did 
advance their Arms into theſe Northern 
Parts. | 
_ The Rivers Manifold and Hamps, after 
they have run under Ground ſome Miles, 
break out at one Mouth, a little below 
Mr. Port's Houſe near Ilan Church. 
. Ipftones, held of the King by Robert 4 
ord, 20 Cong. About K. Edward I. 
or his Son and ucceſſor, K. Edward IT's 
Time, one Sir John de Ipſtones, Kt. was 
Lord of it. His Mother was a Creſwall. 
Sir John had Iſſue William, whoſe Daugh- 
ter and Heir Alice, marrying to Sir Ralph 
Brereton, brought this Manor into his 
Family, which they held with Creſwall. 
In this Pariſh, Ruddle, or Red-Oker, 
very good, is dug, and the Inhabitants 
obſerve, that it lies chiefly in their beſt 


Lands. At Gaſton, an Hamlet of this Pa- 


riſh, they have a Sort of Sand, which 
being firſt wathed from the Dirt, and then 


dry'd and fifted from the ſmaller Sand, 
and in another Sie ve from the Peebles it 
hath among it; they uſe it, being ſtrew'd 
upon a greaſy Board, as an excellent Sand 
to whet their Scythes, from thence called 
Scythe-Sand. , | 
Kinſton, famous for nothing but a Sort 
of Blue-marl, much like Fullers-Earth, 
found here by the learned Sir Simon Deg. 

' Longnoye, a Village of ſome Note now, 
but being in ſo wild a Part of this Shire, 
is ſuppoſed to lie waſte at the Conqueſt, 
and not to have been inhabited a confide- 
rable Time after; for it is never men- 
tion'd in Doomſday-Book, nor in the Re- 
cord called Nomina Villarum, taken in the 
Time of King Edward II. 

Loxley, or Lockſley, the Lordſhip of the 
Ferrers of Tutbury, one of whom gave it 
his younger Son; for in King Henry III's 


Reign, one Robert Ferrers had his Seat in 


this Place. *Tis ſuppoſed, that the Kin- 
nardſleys, who now have their Seat at Loy- 
ley, came into this Eftate by marrying the 
Heir General of the ſaid Robert Ferrers, 
or his Son; for John Kirardſly was Owner 
of Loxley, 18 Edw. 3. and they have a 
Seal of the like Date of the ſame Arms of 
the Ferrers, iz. a Fefs Verre, Gold and 
Red; but the three Eagles dif! play'd, do 


not appear to be Ferrers, but added by 
the Kinardſieys. The Kinardſleys continue 


Owners of this Lordſhip te this Day, or 

lately were. PET 
Madeley, or Mateley-Alphore, or pro- 

perly Ulfac, becaufe one Ulfac held it of 


Robert de Stafford; 20 Cong. and his Name 


was annexed to it ever aftet his Time, to 
diſtinguiſh it from the other Madeley, 
mention'd in Pyrekill Hundred. In the 
Beginning of King Henry III's Reign, 
Ralph Baſſet held it of Robert Lord Staf- 
ford; and not long after him, another 
Ralph, of the ſame Lord. But in the gth 
of Edward II. it was in the King's Hands, 
by reaſon of the Minority of Richard Baſ- 
ſet, to whom paſſing when he was at Age, 
it was, after ſome Succeſſions in his Fa- 
mi ly, alienated to the Blounts Lords Moni- 
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; from whoſe Deſcendants it came to 
the Lord Windſor, who are, or lately were, 
Lords of it. „„ 
Marbrook, a ſmall Village, where they 
have an Art of burning Fern green, which 
they do commonly on. the Side of an Hill, 
lving to a freſk Gale'of Wind, for which 


they alledge it as a Reaſon, that the Aſhes 


might not fly away, as they certainly 
would, if it was burnt dry; but the true 
Reaſon is, (ſays Dr. Plot) that there is 
an Oilineſs in green Fern, which remains 
in the Aſhes, when it is ſo burnt, which 
makes them fit for the Uſe they put them 
to, which is to waſh their Buckings with, 
becauſe Wood - Aſhes are not commonly to 
be had in this County, where Coal is the 
general Fuel for their Fires. oy 
Mayfield, Mathfield, Mather field, or (as 
it is call'd in Doomſday-Book) Medeveld, 
was before the Conqueſt, in the Confeſſor's 
Reign, the Demeſne of Algar Earl of 
Mercia, who left it to his Son Edwin, by 
whoſe Rebellion it came into the Conque- 
ror's Hands, ſoon. after his Settlement on 
the Throne. That King gave it to Henry 
de Ferrers, by whoſe Heirs it was given 
to the Monaſtty of Tithury, in liberam Elee- 
moſinam, and in their Poſſeſhon it conti- 
nu'd to the Diſſolution of that Houſe ; 
when it coming into King Henry VIIT's 
Hands, that Prince exchanged it for other 
Lands with Sir Edward Afton, for ſome 
of his Hereditary Eſtates, which had 
been given his Anceſtors ſoon after the

Camerarii, to William de Mara, whoſe Heir

Near this Place, in a Field call'd Dale- 
cloſe, there hath been found ſometimes 
Roman Money; and in Church-town-Field, 
in Upper Mathfield, about 50 Years ago, 
was dug 2 * man Urn. There are alſo 
near this Town, particularly in Harlow- 
greave, and near Colwich Common, two 
Lows, which may be eſteemed * Roman, 
eſpecially the largeſt, called Rowlorw,

But as barren as theſe Morlands natu- 
rally are for Corn and Graſs, their Pro- 
duct for other neceſſary Uſes is not much 
inferior to that of the richeſt Soil ; for 
they yield Plenty of Coal, Lead, Copper, 
Rance Marble, and Millſtones; and for 
the Breed ef Oxen, it vields as goodly and 

O fair 
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as the Grafters ſay, will feed better, the 
warm Limettone Hills bringing forth a

theſe northern Parts, but not in any ſuch 
great Quantities as in the ſouthern. _ 


The Water and Air of theſe Moorlands 


are reputed generally unwholeſome, and 
that with no ſmall Reaſon ; for the Inha- 
bitants burning much Peet, their Pits are 
uſually f11'd by the frequent Rains brought 
by the Tropzan Winds from the Iriſi Seas; 


and the Water, thereby being ſated with. 
a crude Sulphur, and ſtagnating beſides, 


emit ſuch contageous Vapours, as infect 
the Air with unhealthy Steams. Of theſe 
the Black Meer of Morridge is ſaid to be 


ſo bad, that no Cattle will drink of it, 


nor any Bird light on it, or drink of it; 
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Song 12. 


but this having been found a falſe Report 


of it, we muſt look upon, the Waters no 


worſe than that in other Peat-Pits. Theſe 
would certainly. render the Air in theſe 


Moorlands very unwholeſome, but that it 
is an open Country, lying high, and the 
Hills not being cover'd with Woods, or 
Buſhes, it is ſo liable. to the ſmalleſt Bree- 
zes of Wind, that the noxious Exhalations, 
wheneverthey ariſe, (except in deepCalms) 
are always diſpers'd z which render the 
Moorlands, tho' full of Boggs, as health- 


ful as any other Part of the County, as 
the Age and conſtant Health of the Inha - 


bitants may prove; for in 1680, Mr. Bid. 


Aulpl of Biddulph in theſe Moorlands, had 
12 Tenants, , whoſe Ages together made 
a thouſand Vears; and Mr.

Near the Park pale here, a quarter of a 
Mile Southward of Okeouer Church, is a 
deep Intrenchment, of a ſquare Figure, 


call'd the Hall ſteds, which is ſuppoſed to 
be ſome Caſtellated Manſion made in the 
Barons Wars, there being a Tradition here, 
that it was anciently the Seat of the Fami- 


ly of Cockainy but our Antiquaries not 
allowing them the Honour of being rank'd 


among Antiquities, we ſhall not inſiſt fur- 
ther on it, but paſs to thoſe which they 
give it to, with an unanimous Conſent ; 
and they are the Lows, or Barrows, found 
in Arbour-Cloſe, two or three Bows Shoot 
North weſterly from the ſaid Church, 
which is undoubtedly Roman. It is made, 
as divers others in this County, not of 
Gravel or Earth; but of Stones, which 
Wormius, Mon.

when they would fall at any Diſtance. ot 
Years to come.

fake; into Caſualty and Credulity, rather 


than betray their own Ignorance. 
Nouceſter, or Rowcefire, the Demeſne 
of Algar Earl of Mercia, in the Confeſ- 
for's Time. He leſt it to his Son Edwin, 
"who forfeited it by his Rebellion to the 
Conqueror, who gave it to Robert de 
Stafford, one of his Captains. One Her- 
vey held it of Robert de Stafford, 20 Cong. 
Some of the Staffords of Sandon either 
Sundet the Priory here, or were great 
Benefactors to it, as we ſhall ſhew in our 
Ecclefiaſtical Hiſtory. The Site of the 
Houfe and Demeſne was very pleaſant, 
and profitable, for it ftands between the 
Duve and CHarnet. It is now the Seat of 
the Family of Trentham, whoſe Anceſtor 
Fhomas Trentham, being a Favourite of 
King Henry VIII. obtained this Monaſtry 
at that Time, and made it his Seat, which 
Die Poſterity enjoy. They derive them- 

ves from the Trenthams of Shropſhire, 
who in King Henry VI's Time, were Men 
of good Account there, as this Family 
was after their Settlement here; for Tho- 
mas Trentham was High Sheriff, 13 and 21 
Years of Queen Elizabeth's Reign, and 
Francis Trentham, 34 Eliz,, and 9 Fac. 1. 
and they ſtill continue flouriſhing, tho 
the Name is quite extinguiſh'd in.

It was originally the Eftate of the Aud-.

It is 
true, that there are divers Papers and 


Grants, fign'd by this Council, which 


have Higibert's Name put to them, with 
the Title of Archbiſhop ;, but *tis by the 
Forgery of the Monks, for Higibert dy'd 
before he was confirm'd in his Arch jiepiſ- 
copal Dignity by Pope Adrian, or the 
Pall was ſent him an.

This See made an Archbiſtoprick. 


E N whom Pope Adrian created 
Archbiſhop, at the Requeſt of King Offa, 
whether out of Fear or Gratitude, ( for 
Offa made him many rich Preſents): is not 


* 


determinable; but certain it is, that the 


Pope confirmed him, and ſent him the 
Pall; after which, he was conſecrated by 
Eanbald Archbiſhop of York, Tylbert Bi- 
ſhop of Hagulſtadt, and Higbald Biſhop of 
4 1h he Suffragan Biſhops aſlign- 
ed to him were, Worceſter, Hereford, Lei- 


ceſter, Sidnaceſter, and the Biſhops, of the 
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Eaſt Angles, Elmham and Dunuich; and 
ſo Aldulph was called Archbiſhop: of Litch- 


field. Canterbury was thus much eclipſed, 


tho* not altogether changed from an Arch- 
biſhop's See ; four Biſhopricks were ſtill 


ſubject to it, viz.. London, Vincheſter, Ro- 
cheſter, and Salisbury. But during Gas 


Life, all Things continu'd in this Settle- 
ment, and Aldulph had his Metropolitical 
Seat at Litchfield, 5 

But after Ofa's Death, Fgbert his Suc- 
ceſſor, deſigned to reſtore the Metropoli- 
tical Dignity-to Canterbury, but was pre- 
vented by Death, which happen'd the 
ſame Year. Kenulf ſucceeded him, and. 
ſoon after the Year 795, ſent his Letters. 
to Pope Leo, Adrian's Succeſſor, earneſtly. 
deſiring him to vacate the new Dignity of 
the See of Litchfield, and reſtore it entire 
to the See of Canterbury. The Pope re- 
turn'd an Anſwer, that the Dignity of a 
Metropolitan was conferr'd upon the See 
of Litchfigld by his Predeceſſor Adrian, by 


the Conſent, and at the Requeſt of the 


Kings and Biſhops of England; and, he 
could nat ſee any preſent Reaſon to reverſe 
it. This Anſwer ſeemed delatory, rather 
than poſitive; whereupon, Archbiſhop- 
Ethelard undertovk to make a Journey to, 
Rome about it, an. 799, and the King 
ſending other Letters by him to the Pope, 
with a bountiful Preſent, deſired earneſt- 


ly the ſame Thing. The Pope being thus 


prevail'd with, by the King's Gifts, and 
Ethelard's Repreſentations, abrogated for- 
ever the Metropolitical Dignity of the 
See of Litchfield, and reſtored it entirely 
to the See of Canterbury. Alcuin, in a 
Letter to Archbiſhop Ethelard, congratu- 
lates his Succeſs ; but begs of him, that 
Aldulfus, ſo pious a Father, ſhould not 
be ſtripp'd of his Pall, ſo long as he liv'd; 
but Ethelard would. take nr Notice of Al- 
cuin's Requeſt, but in a ſhort Time after 
his Return into England,” took away his 
Archiepiſcopal Croſier, and made all the 


Dioceſes in Mercia 12 to himſelf. 


Hence it is, that in the Acts of the Synod. 


of Cliveſhoo, held an. 803, Aldulph ſub- 

ſcribes himſelf Biſhop of Litchfield. 
In this Synod, Ezhelard took Care to. 
rivet the Archbiſhoprick ſo faſt * 
| ity.

remove it. In this Council alfo, a Con- 
troverſy between Biſhop Aldulf and Were- 
bert, Biſhop of Leiceſter, * about the Ex- 
tent of their Dioceſes was put to an End. 


How long this Biſhop. lived after this Sy- 


nod, we do-not nd, but conjecture that 
he dy'd about the Year 812, becauſe His 
Succeflor, who ſat five Years, dy'd in 
817. | 

Herenth ſucceeded Aldulf in this See of 
Litchfield ; where having fat five Years, 
he dyed, Anno 8179. He was conſecrated 
byWilfred, Archbiſhop of Canterbury, and 


was preſent at the Synod of Celichyth, An- 


no 8 16, as the Acts of the Council ſhew. 
The Canons of it are moſt of them ſo 


ſlight and ſuperſtitious, that we forbear 


to ſet them down ſave theſe two: 1. That 
the Catholick Faith be kept, and ancient 
Canons obſerv'd. 2. That all in Chriſtian 
Charity mutually love one another. What 
is decreed about baptizing of Infants, viz.. 
That the Priefts/pour not Water upon the 
Heads of Infants, but immerge them in 
the Font in Imitation of Chriſt, who was 
thrice ſo waſhed in Jordan, might have 
been mentioned as a Precedent for bapti- 
zing Infants,” had not the Synod alledged, 
without any Warrant from - Scripture, 
that Chriſt was immerged thrice in Jor- 


dan; for though our Criticks ſeem to 


prove that Baptizing fignifies Dipping, 
as well as plunging the whole Body in 
Water; yet ſince our own Church enjoyns' 
the laſt, except in Caſe of Illneſs, and the 


Scripture is moſt clear for it, it ought to

and Prebendaries of Litchfield, into his 
Place in 1185, but was not conſecrated

of Canterbury. Between his Election and 
Conſecration, he was appointed by the 

Pope, to bear the Office of his Legate, and 

being endow'd with that Power; he went 

with his Mitre on, into the Church of 

Canterbury, the Archbiſhop himſelf being 

preſent. He was an inceſſant Ad verſary 
to the Monks, whom he oppos'd with all 

His Might, all the Time he was Biſhop, 

and that deſervedly ; for the Monks, 

who had got into moſt of the Cathedrals, 
vexed the Biſhops with their continual - 
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contrary, the Seculars agreed very well 


with their Biſhops, Anno 1190; this Hugh 


having firſt obtain'd Leave of King Xi. 
chard I. of diſpoſing of the Monaſtry of 
Coventry as he would, reſolved to remove 
the Monks, and put Secular Prieſts fn 
their Place there; which Purpoſe, to put 
in Execution, he went to the Monaſtry, 
with a Company of armed Men ; and 
when the Monks refuſed to obey his Or- 
der, made Way by the Sword to effect his 
Deſign, wounding ſome of the 


having got the Monaſtry into his Power, 
he placed Secular Prieſts in it; but it 
coſt him ſome Blood ; for Bale ſays, he 


was wounded in the Conflict, as he was 


in the Church, ſtanding by the Altar. 

_ Anna 1191, King Richard, who had 
been in the 
great Things againſt the Turks and Sara- 
Zens, was, in his Return Home, taken 
by Leopold Duke of Auſtria, and kept 
Prifoner above a Year in Germany. Join 
Earl of Morton, the King's Brother, in 
the mean Time, ſought to eſtabliſh him- 
ſelf King, and this Biſhop joining. with 


him, Robert de Nonant this Biſhop's Bro- 
ther, was ſent to Henry the Emperor, who 
then kept King Richard Priſoner, with 


Letters from the King of France, and 


John Earl of Morton, to hinder the King's 


Releaſe. King Richard not knowing the 
Cauſe of his Coming, asked him to be an 


Hoſtage for him; which he denying to 


be, anger'd the King. After ſome Time, 


King Richard obtain'd his Freedom, and 
being return'd Home, immediately order'd 


this Biſhop Huzh to be depriv'd of his 
Biſhoprick, and his Brother Rozert to be 
kept in Priſon as long as he liv'd. Hug, 
alſo was baniſh*d ; but partly by Friends, 
but more by his Money, ( for he gave 
5000 Marks) he was within a Year re- 


call'd and reſtored to his Biſhoprick ; but 


hardly gain'd the King's Favour again, 
Anno 1197. The Monks, who had been 
ejected by this Biſhop, were not all this 
while idle, to regain the Poſſeſſion of the

nuance of the Seculars ; yet after his Re- 
turn, in 1198, he til] ſhew'd his Aver- 
fion to the Monks, in aſſiſting Baldwin 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury, ſtrenuouſly in 
repreſling their Inſults, crying out in a 
ſolemn Con vention, That the Monks 
© ſhould be ſent to the Devil; and if 
© they would follew his Advice, in a lit- 
© tle Time there ſhould not be one Monk 
left in England, | 
But as heavy a Scourge as he was to the 


Monks, yet in their Writings (and they 


only were the Hiſtorians of thoſe: Times) 
they declare he made a very pious and re- 
ligious End; and the Reaſon of it was 
this: As he was going to Rome, he fell 
into a dangerous diſeaſe in Normandy, and 
ſuppoſing himſelf near Death, he ſent for 
many religious Men, to whom he confeſt 
with much Sorrow, and many Tears, the 
Iniquities of his paſt Life, praying them 
to intercede with God for him in their 
Prayers.

By this Biſhop, a Moicty of 
the Church of Wolvey, was made a Pre- 
bend in the Church of Litchfield, He 
dy'd October 5, 1208, and was hury'd: ab 
Litchfield, in the Time of the Interdi& 
which the Pope had laid on the Nation, 
becauſe King John would not admit Ste- 
en Langton to the See of Canterbury, whom 
the Pope had ſet up in Oppoſition to the

Norwich, He governd. this Dioceſe ten. 
Years. After his Death, the Monks of 
Coventry alone, in the Time of the Inter- 
dict, choſe Joihert their Prior, Biſhop of 


Coventry. and Litchfield, and ſent over their 


Deed of EleQion to, Stephan Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury,, 


a 
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which hen King John underſtood, he 
cauſed the Ports to be ſtopt up, and ſei- 
zed the Prior's Bareny: But he recover'd 
that again, upon the Payment of three 
hundred Marks. While the Election of 
Joibert was thus depending, the Canons 
of Litchfield, by the Command of the 
King, choſe by themſelves Walter Gray 
their Biſhop. Biſhop Godwin placeth him 
in the Catalogue of the Canons of this 
See, from an. 1210 to 1214, when he was 
removed to Voreeſter. But the Right of 


electing a-Biſhop to this See, being in the 


Monks of Coventry and Biſhops of Litch- 
Feld, and neither of them having an Au- 
thority to ele& a Biſhop fingly, both the 
former Elections were in themſelves void; 
and to prevent any further Controverſy 
about either of them, Pandulf the Pope's 
Legate then in England, the Archbiſhop 
being beyond Sea, adviſed both Parties to 
to a new Election, which they 
accordingly did, and by an unanimous 
Vote choſe wats EEG: S 
William de Cornhyll, Archdeacon of Hun- 
kington, Biſhop of Coventry and Litchfield, 
and he was conſecrated, 1 23, 1215, 
King John then reigning. He granted 
the Chapter of Litchfield a free Power of 
choofing themſelves a Dean of the Church 
of Lithfield, out of their own oe 3 and 
this Privilege was confirmed to them by 
Pope Honorius III. Before this, the Bi- 
ſhop was wont to ele& the Dean, as he 
did the Canons. 


John had made Dean of Litchfield, in the 
Time of the Interdi&, the See being then 
Void, the Canons of Litchfield call'd a 
Chapter to proceed to the Election of a 
Dean, and choſe canonically William de 


Mancheſter their Dean, whom William their 


Biſhop confirm'd, anno 1222. 

This Biſhop. dy'd Sept. 14, 1223, and 
was bury'd at Litchfield, when he had held 
this Biſhoprick eight Years. After his 
Death, there aroſe a Diſpute between 
the Churches of Coventry and Litchfield, 
about the EleQion of a Biſhop to ſucceei 
him; and Jeffrey the Prior of Coventry, 
and William the Dean of Litchfield, were 


Upon this Grant, after 
the Death of Ralph Nevil, whom King

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ſent to the King by their reſpective Bos 
dies, to obtain Leave to chooſe their Bi- 


ſhop. The King readily granted their 


Requeſt, which was deliver'd to them by 
Hugh de Burgh, then ee of England, 
in theſe Words: Our Lord the King.(Hen- 
ry III.) doth give Liberty to chooſe a Biſhop 
of Coventry, to thoſe that ought, and have 
been accuſtomed to chooſe him. With which 
Words both Parties ſeemed to be content, 
This Grant being obtain'd, Dean William 
in the King's Preſence ſpoke to the Prior 
of Coventry, That if he believed that he 
himſelf or the Church of Coventry had 
any Share in electing the Biſhop, that both 
Churches would agree upon a certain 
Day and Place to treat about the faid E- 
lection. But the Prior rejected the Pro- 
poſal altogether. Whereupon the Dean 
having begged of the King, Nobles, and 
Stephan Archbiſhop of Canterbury, who 


were all then preſent, to bear Witneſs of 


the Propoſal” he had made to him, inter- 
poſed an Appeal before the Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury, that he ſhould not admit, con- 
firm, or conſecrate any Biſhop eleQ, cho- 
fen by the Monks of Coventry only. Both 
Parties, after this, returned to their re- 
ſpective Church; and the Convent of Co- 
ventry, without any Regard to the Cha p- 
ter of Litchfield, choſe Feffrey their Prior 
above mention'd, Biſhop 3; and having 
publiſh'd his Election in the Church of 

oventry, preſented him, as by them elect- 
ed, to be confirmed by the Archbiſhop, 
who deferr'd it, becauſe the Canons of 
Litchfield had appeal'd, and becauſe they 
had not obtained the King's Conſent. 
However, the Archbiſhop wrote to the 


King, to know, whether he would agree 


to the Election, or no. But the King, 
not being willing to meddle with the Con- 
teſt, referr'd it to the Pope, that the Arch - 
biſhop might not confirm the Elect; but 


he nevertheleſs ſummon'd both Parties 


before him at Lamberh ; and being ſatiſ- 
fy'd, that the Canons of Litchfield ought 
to have been preſent at the Election of 
their Biſhop, the Archbiſhop proceeded to 
make void the Election, by Mr. Alexander 
de Maltham, his Official, in this Manner:

a Paſtor for both Churches, he deſir'd the 
Election might be left to him 3 which was 
at length conſented to, not without much 
Oppoſition from both Sides, and ſo the 
Pope aſſigned | : | 

Alexander de Stavenby, or Savensby, Bi- 
ſhop of Coventry and itchſield; and ha- 
ving ordained him a Prieſt on Eaſter Eve, 
conſecrated him with the Biſhop of Paris, 
upon Eaſter Day, an. 1224. | He was a 
very learned Man, having, by his tra- 
velling to divers Univerſities, gather'd ſo 
much Knowledge that he was thought to 
excel, not only moſt of the Philoſophers, 
bur of the Divines of his Age. He ſtu- 
dy'd ſeveral Years in Bononia, and was 
Rector of the Divinity School at Thou- 
louſe. He is ſaid to have had many Vi- 
ſions, and ſtrange Dreams, with which he 
was ſo much affected, that in his Sermons 
he much approv'd the growing Sets of 
Friers. He increaſed the Number of 
Prebends in the Church of Litchfie/d, by 
adding to them the Prebends of Terven and 
Welington, and enrich'd it in many Things 
profitable. While he ſat, the Controverſy 
about electing Biſhops for this See for the 
future, was depending in the Court of 
Kome, *till after Honorius's Death; which 
after Gregory IX. became Pope, all Par- 
ties being weary of the Touble and Ex- 
pence, was by that Pope, with the Ad- 
vice of his Cardinals, ended in this Man- 
ner: That the Election of their Biſhop 
for the Future, ſhould be one Turn made 
in the Church of Coventry, the Chapter 
of Lithfield being preſent ; and another 
Turn in the Church of Litchfield, the 
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being preſent ;'-but in both Places, the N 
Prior of Coventry ſhould have the firſt 
Vote. He had a great Intimacy with be 


Earl Marſhal, who creating diſturbances 


in the Nation, the King ſuſpected that 


the Biſhop was a Eonfederate with him; 


which, when the Biſhop knew, he (to free 
himfelf from any Sufpicion of fo great 4 


Crime) excommunicated all thoſe” whe 


had any Deſign of betraying the King, in 
the ſolemneft Manner ; by which he fully 
ſatisfy the King of his Fidelity. He 
built a Monaftry at Litchfield, on the Weft 


* 


Side of the City, for Fryars Minorites, or 


Franciſcans, and dy'd at Andover, Decem- 
ber 26, 1238, but was bury'd in his Church 
at Litchfield, Aſter his Death, the Monks 
of Coventry, and Canons of Litchfield, una- 
nimouſty choſe William de Raleigh, the 
King's Chaplain ; but before his Conſent 
was had, he was alſo choſen by the Monks 
of Norwich, which See he choſe to be B. 
ſhop of. The firſt Election to this See 
being thus fruſtrate, the Electors were 


obliged to come to a ſecond, which bred 


another Controverſy between the two 
Churches; for the firſt having been made 
at Coventry, the Chapter of Litchfield claim'd 
this, according to the Papal Accord made 
between them. The Monks, on the other 
Side, alledged, that their Turn ſtill con- 


tinu'd, and that the Biſhop ought to be 


choſen again in their Convent at Coventry, 
*till a Perſon elected by them, was ſettled 
in the Biſhoprick. The Chapters thusd if- 
fering, departed aſunder, and the Monks 
of Coventry choſe Nicholas de Farnham, a 
very excellent Man, and the Canons of 


Litchfield, William of Mancheſter, their 


Dean, who ſeeing the Monks to have 
elected ſo famous a Perſon, not only re- 


nounced his Title, but perſuaded his Ca- 


nons to agree with the Monks, their 
Right being ſecur'd; and ſo both Parties 
fixed their Choice on Nicholas ;5 but when 
they went to deſire his Conſent, were de- 
ny'd, with this Anſwer, That he found the 
Prieſt's Office ſo great a Burthen, that he 
could never think of taking upon him 
the Place of a Biſhop.

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—_ 45 Pateſhull, Treaſurer of S. Paul's 

Church, and of England, was unnnimouſ- 
ly choſen their Biſhop, and with much 
Intreaty accepted of it.

Jearn'd ; but of no great Reputation with 
the Hiſtorians of thoſe Times, becauſe in 
that little Time he prefided over them, 
he ſhew'd more Favour to the Canons of 
Litchfield, than the Monks of Coventry. 
He was bury'd at Litchfield, before the 
Altar of S. Stephan. This See being thus 
wacant, the King became earneſt with the 
Monks of Coventry to chooſe Richard Ab- 
dot of Eveſham, the Keeper of his Great 
Seal, their:Biſhop; and ſome of the Monks 
did give their Vote for him, but the 
greater Number choſe a certain Monk, the 
Precentor of their Church, William de 
Monte Peſſulano, a very pious and Jearned 


Man. But the Abbot, partly in Favour 


to the King, and partly thro' his own Li- 
berality, ſo far prevail'd, that the Pope 
order'd him to be conſecrated z but it was 
not his good Luck to obtain a Biſhoprick, 
for he dy'd at Rola, a City in —— 
before he was con firmed.

ſtone, his Favourite, and Copartner with. 


him in all his Miſdemeanors, whom he 
had. more freely reprov'd, for leading the 
Prince into ſ many Irregularities, was 
by him put upon it, to lay all Manner of 
Hardſhips and Troubles upon him, which 
he did in this Courſe : He kept him long 
in Priſon, firſt at London, then at Walling- 
ford, and laſtly at York, ſeized all his 
Goods, call'd him to an Account for his 
Office, as Treaſurer, having Accuſers 
ready, who being corrupted with Gifts, 
laid many and grieyous Accuſations to, 
his Charge. But upon his Trial, he was 
not found guilty of any Crimes. objeQted

But notwithſtanding this, the King's Wrath 
towards him was not pacify'd, but he was 
kept in Priſon fill, neither. was there 
any Perſon that dare mediate with the 
King for him, fo unremoveable was the 
King's Anger. At length a Synod of the 
Clergy met, and petition'd, that the Bi- 
ſhop might be releaſed, poſitively reſol- 
ving not to determine any Thing till the 
Biſhop was reftored te his Liberty. Upon 
this, the Biſhop was let out of Priſon, 
and ſo far receiv'd into the King's Favour, 
that his Goods were reſtored to him. 

Not long this Calm happen'd to the Bi- 
ſhop. Peter de Gaveſtone, his greateſt E- 
nemy, who put the King upon theſe. 
Dealings with the Biſhop, and render'd 
him ſo inexorable, was call'd in Queſtion 
by the Clergy and Nobles in Parliament 
aſſembled, for evil adviſing the King, to.

In 
his Time John de Derby, Dean of Litel- 
feld, dy*d, and Stephen Segrave being cho- 
ſen into his Place, was confirmed by this 
Biſhop. He dy'd at London, November 16, 
1321, and was bury'd in St. Mary's Cha-+ 
pel, of his own Erection. | 

After his Death, there happen'd ano- 
ther Diſpute between the Monks of Co- 
ventry and Canons of Litchfield, about the 
Election, notwithſtanding the Agreement 
made when Roger de Neſeham was Biſhop, 
that there ſhould be an equal Number of 
Monks and Canons at every Election of a 
Biſhop ; for the Monks refuſing to ſtand to 
it, tho' it was drawn up in Writing, and 


ſeal'd, proceeded to an Election alone, and 


choſe Henry their Prior, Biſhop of Coven- 
?ry. The Canons of Litchfield ſeeing this, 
appealed to the Apoſtolick See, both a- 
gainſt the Elect, and the Monks. John XXII. 
was then Pope; and to put an End to this 
Controverſy, did not ſtay to hear the Ap- 
peal, but by his own Apoſtolic Power, 
conferr'd this Biſhoprick on

1337. This Richard was elected Archbi-. 
ſhop of Armagh in 1347, and conſecrated 
the ſame Year at Exeter, by John de Eran- 
diſon, Biſhop of that See, and three other 
Biſhops z after which, was put into his 
Clement II. Simon de Boriſ- 
ley. All theſe Changes happen'd in this 
Bithop's Time, for he ſat 38 Years, and 
did nothing memorable, ſave that he cau- 
ſed the Body of his Predeceſſor Valter 
Langton, to be depoſited in a more magni- 
ficent Tomb, in Gratitude: for the many :

In the Year 1390, after the Re- 
ſignation of Dean Packington, Mr. Thomas 
Stretton was elected Dean of Litchfield, 
and his Election was confirmed by this 
Biſhop. About this Time, a Breaſt-plate 
of the Value of one Mark was forfeited 
to the Chapter, for the ſpilling of Blood 
in the Church-yard. 4 
In the Vear 1394, all the Canens met 
in the Chapter-houſe, the Friday after 
Lady- day, by the Conſent of this Biſhop, 
and the Reſidentiaries; and becauſe the 
Church was burthen'd with The Expence 
of two hundred Marks, for the Appro- 
priation of the Church of Worfield, to the 
Commons of the Chapter, by the Autho- 
rity of the Biſhop of Rome, for the De- 
fence of their Incomes and Revenues, and 
for the mending of their Caps and Hoods, 
it was unanimouſly agreed, concerning 
a Tenth to be paid two Years, viz. That 
every Prebendary ſhould pay each of theſe 
two Years, two Shillings for every Pound, 
according to the Value of their Prebend, 

In the Year 1395, the Executors of 
the laſt Will of Richard de Berniclam, one 
of the Canons lately deceas'd, founded a 
Chantry at the Altar of S. Andrea, with 
a Yearly Stipend of four Pounds, to the 
Chantry-Prieſt, In the Year 1397, Biſhop 
Scrope viſiting the Cathedral Church, did 
in the Chapter-houſe, with the Conſent. 
of the Chapter, decree, That out of the 
Money left by Biſhop Walter Langton, two 
hundred Marks ſhould, be employ'd for 
the Relief of the Canons Reſidentiaries, 
and Vicars, under the Name of a Gift. 
The ſame Year this Biſhop was tranſlated 


_ from this See of Litchfield and Coventry, to 
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the Metropolitical Church of Fork. He 
_ ſat here ten Years, and at length came to 
a tragical End, as will be hereafter ſhew'd 
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in the Catalogue of the Archbiſhops of

and Prebendary of Ternim dy d. Dr. Ri. 
chard Salter alſo, Prebendary of Hondeſ- 
acre, and afterwards of Abr , having 
paid an hundred Marks, began to reſide, 
at he Feaſt of S. John Baptift, an. 1436. 
This Biſhop dy'd upon the Lord's ay, 
October 3, 1490. He was a Perſon that 
deſerved well of Chriſtians of all Degrees, 
and was bury'd in'the Cathedral of Litch- 
field. To this See we 7 
William Smith, Archdeacon of Surry, and 
Dean, of S. Stephan's Chappel in the King's 
Palace at Weſtminſter, was preferr'd, thry* 
the Solicitations of Prince Arthur, by K. 
_ VII. and in the Year 1492, about 
the 
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the Beginning of Afril, was conſecrated 
' Biſhop of Litchfield and Coventry. Pope 
Alexander VI. added his Proviſion to his 
Election. This good Biſhop erected in the 
City of Litchfield an Hoſpital for poor 
ple, conſiſting of a Maiter, two Preſ- 
yter Chaplains, and ten poor Men; and 
2 Grammar-School, with uſeful Buildings 
about it, on which King Henry VII. ſet- 
tled the Revenues of the Hofpital of Den- 
hall at Wyrehall in Cheſhire, together with 
the Profits of the Impropriate Church of 
Barton for ever. After he had ſat four 
Years at Litchfield, he was tranſlated to 
the Biſhoprick of Lincoln, where, after he 
| kad ſome Years govern'd, and finding him- 
ſelf grown old, he built a noble College 
at Oxford, which (from the Hall he erec- 
ted it upon) he called Brazen:Noſe. He 
alſo gave an annual Penſion. of ten Pounds 
Ann. to be paid for ever- to the Maſter 
of the Grammar-School in the Pariſh of 
Preſcot, and Village of Tamworth there 
in the County of Lancafter, where both 
his Parents and himſelf were born. 
In the Year 1492, on Thurſday. Oct. 25. 
Mr. Thomas He „ who ſucceeded John 
Ferney in the Deanery of Litchfield, ha- 
ving conſtituted Mr. Thomas Mille, Thomas 
| Reynauld, and Packflon the Sacriſt, his 
ecutors, dy'd. He had three Years be- 
fore, given to the Chapter 407. towards 
the Building of a Library of Brick near 
the Dean's Houſe. He bequeathed many 


other Legacies. Mille, Strangeways, and 


Halſe, were then the Refidentiaries. In 
1493, Mr. John Yortan, Doctor of Divi- 
nity, became Dean of Litchfield after him, 
and when he began to refide, gave an 
hundred Marks towards the Fabrick of 


the Library, and ſo finiſh'd it. This Bi- 
ſhop gave a Licence for the Building of 


Manchefier College. 


John Arundel, deſcended of the Noble 


Family of Arundels, obtained this See, 
after his Death. He was educated in Exe- 
ter College, Oxford x and was conſecrated 
to this See of Litchfield and Coventry, An- 
1 1496. In his Time, the Library of 
Brick was finiſh'd. He fat about fix Years, 
and was then tranilated to Exeter, an. 1502, 
"Zune. 29. He was taken with a ſudden. 
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Diſeaſe, of which he 'dy'd, at London, 
ſoon aſter his Conſecration to Exeter, and 
was bury'd in St. Clement's Church in the 
Strand. In this See he was fucceeried by 
. Feffrey Blithe. He was (as he writes of 
himſelf) admitted a Scholar of King's 
College, Cambridge, Anno 1486; and two 
Years after he was Maſler of Arts, he 
became Archdeacon of Cleveland, and Pre. 


bendary af Strenſtall in the Church of 


Fork, and was not long after created Dean 
of the ſame Church. Wkile he continu'd 
in this Station, he was ſent Embaſſidor 
by King Henry VII. into Hungary, King 
Ladiſlaus then reigning. Upon his Re- 
turn from thence, Anno 1503, being then 
a Doctor of Laws, he was conſecrated Bi- 
ſhop. of Litchfield and Coventry; Sept. 27. 
Anno 1512, he was made. Preſident of 
Wales by King Henry VIII. which he held 
twenty Years, when he dy'd. He built 
an Houfe for the Choriſters z and the 
Church happening to be repair'd in his 
Time, he gave 50 Oaks from his Lands, 


and twenty Pounds towards the Repara- 


tions; beſides which, he beftow'd twenty 
Pounds in Tapeſtry Hangings, to adorn 
the Church with, and ſet up in it the 
Images of S. Cedda, and S. Catharine, in 
Silver. The whole 32 Years that he go- 
vern'd this Church, it ſuffer'd no Detri- 
ment, either in letting the Lands, or 
granting Advowſons of the Prebends. He 
built a Chappel at Norton in the County 
of Derby, where he erected over his Pa- 
rents an Alabaſter Tomb, and appointed 
a Chantry for them. He held the rrovoit- 
ſhip of King's College, Cambridge, with 
his Biſhoprick; and tho? he was accuſed: 
of Treaſon, when he was Preſident of 


Wales, yet he was acquitted by the Judg- 


ment of the King's Counſellors, 14 Hen. 8. 
Man famous Men liv'd in his Time of 
ſitting here, viz. 1. James Denton, educa- 
ted in King's College, Cambridge, Doctor 
of both Laws, who open'd the Aq uaduct 
for the Vicars and Chantry-Prieſts; and. 


having aſſiſted the Biſhop in building the 


Houſe for the Choriſters, procur'd an Ad- 
dition of four new ones to the former, 
and ſuitable Revenues to maintain them. 
2. Dean Fotton dy'd, and Mr. Ra!pi Col. 
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ing · od was choſen Dean the ſame Year. 
He zan his Reſidence, Jan. 1. He is 
3 being the firſt Man among the 
Deans; that preach'd a Sermon of half an 
Hour every Sunday to the People. 3. Mr. 
Jacob Denton, Doctor of both Laws, was 
collated by this Biſhop to the Prebend of 
Stotfield, by his Proxy Mr. Fſalter, Anno 
1509; and a little aſter, Dr. Collingwood

4. The Reverend Arthur Sutton, alias Dud- 


ley, was admitted to the Prebend of Little 
Pipe, which was vacant by the Death of 
Janes Berford, a Refidentiary,' Dec. 19, 
1521, by his Proxy. 5. Mr. Thomas Milt, 
a reſidenſiary Prebendary of the Prebend

Rowland Lee obtained this See. He was 
a Perſon of great Eminency and; Prefer. 
ments before ; for he was Archdeacon of 
Cornwall, Profeſſor of the Civil and Ca- 
non Law, in the Hoſpital of S. Nicholas at 
Cambridge, Commiſfary-general to Cardi- 
nal Wolſey, in his Viſitation of the whole 
Church of Englard, in 1529, and Chan- 
cellor of Feffrey Biſhop of ' Litchfield and 
Coventry, and Prebendary ef 'Corburgh ; 
but that which made Way for him to this 
Biſhoprick was, that he marry'd King 
Henry VIII. to Lady Ann Bolein, Mother of 
Queen Eliz.abeth, tho? Catharine of Spain 
was yet living, and the Pope would not 
allow of the King's Divorce from her. 
He was conſecrated Biſhop of this See at 
Croydon, April 19, 1534, and being high- 
ly in King Henry VIIT's Favour. he was 
made Governor of the Marches of Wales, 
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and ſo remained nine Years, while he g6- 


vern'd this Dioceſe. His Name is ah

He preſided not long 
before he was made Biſhop of Chicheſter , 
and Richard Williams, one of the King's 
Chaplains, who was much valu'd by the 
King, for his Skill in Archite&ure, was 
put in his Place. Anno 30 Hen. 8. when

Sampſon, after his Death, was 
pſlated from | @hichefter hither. ' He was 
a Doctor of Law, of the Hoſtel of S. Cle- 
ment, in the Univerſity of Cambridge, and 
Dean of the King's Chappel z from whence 
he was preferred to the See of Chicheſter, 
and conſecrated to it, Amo 1537. He 
Vas Biſhop there about fix Mears, and 
was removed to the See of Litchfield, Mar. 
12, 1543. He was a learned Man, and 
wrote manv Books, among which was one, 
in which he maintained the Sypremacy, 
of King Henry VIII. and thereby aire 
up Coclæus to write againſt: him. He was 
atſo made by King Henry VIII.

Biſhop. Samp/on's Death, was promoted to 
this See of Litchfield and Coventry, and 
conſecrated the ſame Year. He liv'd in 
difficult Times, when the Church, as well. 
as the Monaftries, had been miſerably 
ſpoil'd and plunder'd, which this See did 
not eſcape z but this Biſhop uſed his utmoit 
Endeavours to reſcue it from former In- 
juries, -and recover its loſt Poſſeſſions. He 
being appointed by Ad of Parliament to 
give the Sacrament to Queen E'izabeth, 
refuſed to do it, and was thereupon, if/o

wards murder'd him. In this See 
: Thomas. Bentham; ſuceeeded Dr. Bane, 
Anno 1559, 2 Elix. He was born at Shire- 
Bourne, a Market- Town. in Yorkſhire, and 
being educated in Magdalene College, Ox- 
ford, was admitted perpetual Fellow there- 
of, Nov. 16, 1546 3 after which, he ad- 
dicted himſelf. to the Study of Divinity, 
and the Hezrew Tongue, in which. laſt he 
became eminent. In Queen Mary's Reign, 
he was turn'd out of his Fellowſhip, for 
His Zeal againſt Popery in K. Edward VI's 
Reign. He thereupon fled into Switzer- 
land, and became Preacher to the Exiles 
at Baſil: But before that Queen's Death, 
returned to.

George Abbot, Doctor of Divinity, and 
Dean of Winehefter, was, after his Death, 
proven. this See. He had been Fel- 
ow. of Baliol College, and being enter d 
into Orders, became a celebrated Preacher 
in the Univerſity... In 1597, having com- 
menced NoAor-of Divinity, he was elect- 
ed Maſter of Univerſity College, Oxford, 
from whence he was removed to this See. 
He was conſecrated to it, Dec. 3, 1609, 
and had the Reſtitution of the Temporal- 
ties the 2gth Day of the ſame Month; 
but hardly ſtaid to receive any of them; 
for he was remov'd in February following, 
to London, and from thence to Canterbury, 
in the latter End of March. He was a 
pious Man, and of an exemplary Conver- 
ſation, learned and eloquent; but had the 
il Luck to be accounted no good Church- 
man, becauſe he favour d Diffenters, if 
good, and valu'd not Church-men, if bad.

Richard Neile was his Succeſſor in this 
See. He was of mean Parenfage, but of 
admirable Parts from his Child bood. He. 
was bred in Weſtminſter. School, from 
whence going to S. Fohn's College, Cam- 
bridge, he made great Proficiency in Aca- 
demical, Learning. Being enter'd into 
Holy Orders, he ſerv'd the Church in all 
Offices; for he was a School - maſter, Cu · 
rate, Vicar, Parſon, Maſter of the Savoy, 
Dean of Weſtminſter, and Clerk of the 
Cloſer to the Kings James I. and Charles I. 
In this laſt Station he did great Service to 
the Church and Churchmen, croſſing the 
Scots in moſt: of their Suits. for Prefer- 
ment, which drew on him the Hatred of 
the Scots and their. Friends ; but by the 
Aſſiſtance of the Lord Burghley, and his: 
Son the Earl of Salisbury, to whom he 
was Chaplain, he gain'd many and t 
Preferments ; being made Biſhop of Ro- 
chefter in 1608, holding his Deanary in 
Commendam ; Litchfield and Coventry two- 
Years after. wiz. in 1610; of Lincoln in 
1613 3 of Durham in 1617 ; of Winckefier 
in 1628; and of York in 1631; dying in 
1640, but three Days before the long Par- 
liament began, and. was bury'd in S. Fe- 
ter & Church, Weſtminſter. His Character 
was, that in all theſe Stations, he was an.

He remain'd 
in this See but four Years, and then was 
tranſlated to Norwich, upon the Death of 
Dr. John Parkhurſt, where he ſat not more 
than one Year, dying May 12, 1619, and 
was bury'd in the Cathedral Church of 
Wornic!, After King Charles II's Reſto- 
ration, Dr. Cofin, Biſhop of Durham, in 
Honour to his Memory, erected a Monu- 
ment upon the Pillar over his Grave. 

Tuomas Morton, upon his Tranſlation, 
was raiſed to this See by King Fames I. 
He was educated in S. John's College in 
Cambridge; and having paſſed thro' infe- 
rior Degrees, was created Doctor of Di- 
vinity about the Year 1605, and incorpo- 
rated at Oxford the next Vear. Some 
time before this, viz. Anno 1603, he went 
Chaplain to the Lord Evers, Ambaſſador 
Extraordinary to the Emperor of Germany, 
where he very much advantiged - himſelf 
dy converfing with learned Men of other 
 Perſuiſions, and viſiting ſeveral Univer- 
Aties and Libraries. Being return'd home, 
he arrived at divers Promotions ; but the

Mr. Cambden ſays it was 
founded by Theobald de Verdon, but by 
Miſtake, for he lived in King Henry III's, 
or Edward I's Reign, much after this 
Houſe was built; and Mr. Erdeſwick 
makes Aoifia the Foundreſs alone, tho' 


he pretends not to know who ſhe was. 


We ſhalt then hold to our Opinion,

Ranul ph, (as Dugdale relates.) Upon this 
Occaſion, the Gheſt of Earl Ranw/ph his 
Grandfather appeared to him one Night 
when he was in Bed, and bid him © Go to

Farwell, or Faurwelle, a Benedifline 
Nunnery, built by Roger de Clinton, then 
Biſhop of Chefter, becauſe Peter his Pre. 
deceffor, had removed the See of Litchfield 
to Cheſter, were it ſtaiĩd but a little Time, 
before it was again tranſlated to Litch- 
field. He gave to it the Church of 8. Mary 
at Farnell, for the Uſe of the Nuns and 
devout Women there. This he did at the 
Requeſts of three Hermits inhabiting at 
Farwell, and endowed the ſame with Lands 


to hold as freely as he himſelf did from 


God and the King. All which King 
Henry II. confirmed to the ſaid Nuns, 
and alſo gave out of his own Bounty, 
divers other Lands and Liberties. Since 
the Diſſolution, it has been made the 
Seat of the Family of Bagnalls. We find 
not the Value of it. | 
Dudley, a Monaſtery of Clumack Monks, 
dedicated to 8. James, founded and en- 
dowed by Ger vaſe Paganell, or Paynell, in 
purſuance of the pious Intent of Ralpl 
his Father. Pope Lucius An. 1190, did 
confer and appropriate to this Priory di- 
vers Churches and Lands, and in the fame 
Deed granted divers great Privileges and 
Immunities to this Monaſtery. Gerva/e 
Paganel alſo granted to the Monks here, 
that in whatſoever Paſtures his own Cattle 
fed, there alſo the Cattle of the Monks of 
this Monaſtery might freely feed, except 
in his Parks, with Tythes of his Bread, 
Hunting and Fiſhing, while he remained 
at Dudley. His Deed bears Date the ſame 
Year. Gervaſe dying without Iſſue, this

Soul, and the Souls of all the Faithful de- 
ceas'd, bury'd in this Monaſtery. 

Iſſue Male failing in this Family of 
Someri, this Monaſtery, Caſtle and Ma- 
nor came to Margaret, one of the Heirs 
General, who marry'd Jon de Sutton, 
whoſe Heirs became Patrons of this Mo- 
naſlery thereby, and had their Seat in the 
Caſile of Dudley. John de Sutton, 2 Hen. 7. 
Anno 1487, by his Teſtament bearing 
Date Aug. 17, bequeathed his Body to be 
burPd within this Priory of S. James, 
appointing that a Tomb ſhould be ſet over 
the Grave. John Dudley, Duke of Nor- 
thumberland, being ſomethir g related to 
this Family, which was in a low Condi- 
tion, bought this Eſtate of John Lord 
Dudley, but being put to Death by Queen 
Mary, his Eſtate was ſeiz d into her Hands, 
and given by that Queen to Edward Lord 
Dudley, the Son of John that fold it, and 
with it the whole Priory of Dudley, with 
the Tythes of Norfield and &dgley, and 
divers Meſſuages and Lands lying in Dud- 
ley, Treſſel, and Cradle, Parcels of the 
Poſſeſhons belonging to the faid Priory. 
In the Church df this Priory were divers 
goodly Monuments of the Somery's and 


Sutton's, one of which is troſs-legg'd, and 


a very old and large one, the Effi gies on 
the Tomb, and the Stone Coffin cut in 
the Shape of the Body, was full eight 
Foot long, but ſo defac'd, that no Con- 
jecture could be made whoſe it was, but 
by ſome Rewnants of the Arms, viz.

3. near his Caſtle 
ot Hcleigh, and by him endow'd with ma- 
ny Lands, to be held in pure and perpe- 
tval Alms, as alſo with divers Liberties. 
While this Abby was in the Patronage 
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of the Audley's, the Monks had often fre 
Donations from them, but the moſt - 
tiful Benefactor was Miizabeth;" the Re- 
lit of Nicholas the laſt Lord Audley of 
His Line, for ſhe' being a devout Woman, 
and having obtain'd 2 Licence of King 
Richard II. Reg. 19. for the Abbot and 
Convent of Blanchland in Normandy to 
transfer to her, purchaſed of them the 
Lordſhip of Cameringham, and the Priory 
alien ſtanding there and belonging to their 
Houſe, which ſhe immediately ſettled 
upon the Monks of this Abby in pure 
Alms for ever. Moreover, by her Teſta- 
ment, dated the laſt of Sept. 1400, ſhe 
bequeathed her Body to be bury'd in the 
Quire of Hilton Abby in her Husband's 
Tomb, and gave to the Monks of this 
Abby 400 Marks to purchaſe Lands for 
their own Uſe, and forty Shillings a- piece 
to every Monk to pray for her Soul, and 
her Husband's, and all Chriftians Souls.

Rowcefter,a Monaſtery of Canons Regular 
of S. Auguſtine, founded and endow'd with 
large Pofſeſhons and Liberties by Richard 
Bacun, Nephew. to Ranulph, Earl of Cheſter, 
who confirmed them all to the ſaid Ca- 
nons, to hold in pure and perpetual Alms: 
They were alſo confirm'd to them by 
King Henry IIT. in the 3oth Year of his 
Reign. It is probable, that ſome of the 
Staffords of Sandon were great Benefactors 
to this Houſe, becauſe in that Part of 
the Church which did formerly belong 
to the Monaſtery, but is now the Pariſh 
Church, . there are Monuments yet re- 
maining of the Staffords, and very few 
of any others.

Stone, a Monaſtery founded by Vulferus 


King of Mercia, for Canons Regular of 
S. Auguſtine upon this Occaſion. This 
King was the Son and Succeſſor of Penda, 
the Pagan King of Mercia, who had been 
a great Perſecutor of the Chriſtians. He, 
after his Fathers Death, became a Chriſti- 
an, and marry'd Hermenilda, a Chriſtian. 
Lady, Daughter of Egbert King of Kent, 


by whom he had two Sons, 72 * and 


Ruffin, and a Daughter nam'd Verburg. 
Wulfer was a zealous Chriſtian for a Time, 
and being ſucceſsful in his Arms, took 
the Ifle of Wight, cauſed the Inhabitants 
to be baptized, and gave the Iſland to 
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Church to be erected in the very Place 
where they were martyr'd.  Wulfer ha- 
ving thus loſt his Sons, began ſdon to 
reflect upon his. own Barb.rity,-and be- 
ing. horribly tormented in Mind, could 
find no Eaſe, 'till he repaired to S. Chadde, 


to whom confeſling his Sin with great 


Sorrow and Lamentation, he was abſol ved 
by him, and for Penance was enjoined to 
ſuppreſs Idolatry through all the King- 
dom of Mercia, and eſtabliſh the Chriſtian 
Religion. King Wulfer being thus again 
converted, became very Devout and Zea- 
lous, and gave many Proofs of his Sin- 
cerity, by building Churches and Mo- 
naſteries, and among others Peterborough 
Abbey; and in the Place where he mar- 
tyr'd his two Sons, his Queen Ermanilda 
founded a Nunnery of the Order of 
S. Benedict, as it continued, tho? in great 


Decay, *'till the Conqueror's coming. 


Ethelwald, King of the South-Saxons, whom 


he had alſo brought to Baptiſm, being 
himſelf his Godfather ; but he again apo- 
ſtatized to his Pagan Worſhip, in which 


ne was more zealous than ever, and had 


his Children brought up in it. S. Cedda, 
the Hermit's Cell, happen'd to be not far 
from Wulfer's Palace, in which his Ho- 
lineſs being much talked of, the two 
voung Princes went privately to be in- 
ſtructed by him in Chriſtianity. This 
their Father being informed of, was ſo 
offended at it, that going to S. Cedda's 
Cell, and finding them with him at 
Prayer, he killed both of them with his 
own Hands, July 22. This ſad News be- 
ing carried to the Queen, ſhe cauſed 
their Bodies to be incloſed in a Stone 
Monument, and in Proceſs of Time, a

After the Conqueſt, one Enyſane de Wal- 
fon, who came into England with the Nor- 
mans, and found in this Houſe, only two 
Nuns, and a Prieſt, who lived theggunale» od - - 
brating Divine Service in Honour of S. Val- 
fade and S. Ruffin, who had been ſlain there 
by Wulfer their Father, kill'd them, and 


took Poſſeſſion of their Demeſnes, which 


he left to his Son. But being ill got, 
it was ſoon loſt; for his Son having for- 


feited it to the King, it was given to 


Robert de Stafford, with ſeveral other 
Manors in this Shire. This Robert under- 
ſtanding that there had been a Nunnery in 
this Place, and how it had been deſtroy d, 
and that it was dedicated to S. Valfade, 
out of great Veneration to that Saint, 
founded a Priory in the ſame. Place for 
Canons Regular of S. Auguſtine, and re- 
ſtoring to them the Endowments of the 


Nunnery, increaſed their Revenues with 


other Lands, He was interr'd here with 
Awvice de Clare his Wife, juſt in the En- 
trance of the Cloiſter. Nicholas his Son 
and Heir confirmed te theſe Canons alli 
that his Father had given them, and be- 
ſtow'd on them other Lands of good Va- 
jue, Part whereof Jay in Stone, and Part 
in Walton, juxta Stone, making this Priory

He with his Wiſe Maud, was bury'd near 
the Chapter-houſe Door in the Cloiſter. 
Robert de Stafford was his Son and Heir: 
He bore a great Devotion to St. Valfade, 
and gave bis Lands at Horton and Eratton 
to theſe Canons: He was alſo bury'd in 
the Cloiſter of this Abby, and Anaſtaſia 
his Wife. From the Staffords the Barony 
paſs'd to the Bagots, by the Marriage of 
Millicent, the Heir of Robert her Brother, 
who dy'd without Ifſue: This Family 
alſo made this Monaſtery their Burying- 
Place *till the Diſſolution, when it was 
purchaſed with all its Demeſnes, of King

 Tuthury, a Monaſtry of Benedictine (Clu- 


niac) Monks, built by Henry de Ferrarjis, 
who having the Caſtle of Tutbury (or 
Stukesbury as it was then called) given him 
the Conqueror, founded a goodly Priory 
near it, andamply endowed it with Lands 
and other Revenues by the Grant of King 
William Rufus, for the Souls of King Wil- 
liam I. and Maud his Queen, and for the 
Health of his Father's Mother's Wife 


Bertas, and their Sons Eugenulf William, 


Robert, and their Daughters. It was de- 
dicated to the Virgin Mary : His Wife 
Berta.gave the whole Tewn of Dubzridge 
at firſt, and afterwards the Manor of Eſtan- 
fort to it. Earl Robert de Ferrariis the 
younger, Grandſon of the Founder, gave 
to theſe, Monks all his Tythes in New- 
borough, and in the Grant mentions Ha- 
Wiſe, his Mother; and moreover confirm- 
ed to them all that Henry his Grandfa- 
ther, Robert his Father, and Eugenulph his 
Uncle, had given them. William 


firmed the Donations of his Anceſtors, 
further gave ta theſe Canons one Ox- 


ſtor Henry Ferrers, into the Church there, 


and bury'd on the Right Hand of the Al- 


tar, as alſo the Tythes of all his Foreſt 
of Duffield, viz. of Paunage, of Hunting, 
of Honey, of Money, (i. e.) Rents. Se- 
veral others of this Noble Family of Fer- 


rars were BenefaQtors to this Houſe, as 


appears from a Charter of Confirmation 
made to' theſe Canons by the laſt Robert 
Earl of Derby, wherein he mentions be-

Wolverhampton, a Monaſtery, erected by 
one Welfruna, s Religious Matron, to the 
Honour of God, the Virgin Mary (then 
term'd, Stella maris & Domina gentium) and 
of All Saints, and endowed the ſame with 
divers Lands, all which wore ratify'd and 
eſtabliſnhed by Sigeric, Archbiſhop of Can- 
terpury, in the Year 996, by the Conſent 
of King Ethelred. The Eſtate of this 
Houſe was afterwards confirmed by King

In this Monaftry, there was anciently 
a Cuſtom, that the Stage-Players that 
came to Mattins, on the Fsaſt of the A 
ſumption of the Tirgin Mary, Auguſt 15, 
ſhould have from the Prior of Tutbury a 
Bull, in caſe they can-catch him before he 
gets over the River there, or elſe the 
Prior is to give them forty Pence in 
Money. , 
In this Monaſtery, there was a Monu- 
ment eretted for Henry de Ferrariis, the 
Founder, with this Inſcription upon it. 


who gave the Monks ſome Timber out

Here was alſo an Hoſpital founded with 
the Licence of King Richard II. Reg. 16. 
by Clement Luſone, and William Waterſall, 
for one Chaplain, and ſix poor People. a 
Of the Collegiate Church here, ſee the. : ah 
Town in the Hundred of Seiſdon above. _ 
IWhitladyes, a Nunnery, founded by Her- —_— 
bert Walters, Archbiſhop of Canterbury, in 
the Reign of King John; but he not 
living to ſiniſh it, we do not find it of 
any Account in after Ages, 
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HE thouſind Martyrs maſſacred in 
the Place where now Litchfield ſtand- 
eth, in the bloody Perſecution under the 
Emperor Maximian; of which, though 
our Hiſtorians differ, as to the Number, 
yet all agree in the Fact itſelf, that many 
fuffer'd then for their Chriſtian Profeſſion. 
The Account they give of this Perſecu- 
tion is this, That in a Ground called, 
Criſtianſield, near Stitchbrooke in this Coun- 
5, S. Amphibalus taught the - Briti/h 
Chriſtians, who were many of them con- 
verted by the Martyrdom of St. Alban; 
which, when the Officers of Maximian, 
who had raiſed a bloody Perſecution in 
Britain, heard of, Anno 286, they were 
ſent to aꝑprehend them; Amphibalus being 
aware of their coming, fled, and his Hea- 
rers follow'd him 84 Miles from the Place 


of their Converſion ; but the Romans, who 


were ſent after them (ſome'ſay from Je- 
rulam, others from Etocetum, now Wall, a 
Village in this County) finding them in 


the Exerciſe of their Religion, took them 
and carry'd them to the Place where Li#ch- 


field now ſtands, and martyr'd a thouſand 
of them there, leaving their Bodies un- 
bury'd, to be devourd by Beaſts, and 
zirds ; whence it is, that the Place retains 
the Name of . Litchfield, or Cadaverum Cam- 
Fus, i. e. the Field of dead Bodies, to this 
very Day; which may receive ſome Con- 
firmation ſrom the Arms of the City, born 
at this Day, viz. an Eſcutcheon of Land- 
skip with many Martyrs in it, in feveral 
Manners maſſacred, But Amphibalus, their 
Holy Paſtor, was none of them, for they 
carry'd him away with them to Verulam, 
and martyr'd him at Redburr, a Place 
between that and Annable, which is 
thought to take its Name from him, as 
Litchfield did from his Diſciples. Some 
think that Litchfield was afterwards made 


a Biſhops See by King Ofwy, after he 
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The MARTYRS of this County. 


had conquer'd and lain Penda, King of 


Mercia, in Memory of theſe Martyrs. 


S. Bertelline, the Son of a King of this 


Country, but a Scholar of S. Guthlac, 
with whom having lived till his Death, 
he begg'd an Iſland than call'd Berhiney, 
to which he retir'd, and there led an 


Hermit's Life for divers Years, till be. 


ing diſturbed by ſcme that envied his 
Religion and Retirement, he was forced 
to remove into ſome deſart mountainous 
Places, where in divers Hardſhips he 
ended his Liſe; leaving Bethiney to others, 
who afterwards built the Town of Staf- 
ford in that Place, as we have ſhewed 
in our Deſcription of that Town. 

8. Wolfade and Ruffinus his Brother, 
who having been converted to Chriſtia- 


nity by S. Ceadda, were lain by their 


own Father Wulfere, King of Mercia, 
The Legend relates divers Circumſtances 
of the Converſion and Martyrdom of theſe 
Perſons not before mentioned, which we 
"ſhall- briefly , lay. down here. 8. Ceadda 


came firſt in this County as into a pri- 


vate Place, where he lived ſome Time 
upon the Milk of a Doe, which being 


'« Hunted” by Wulfade, Son'of , Wulfere King 


of Mercia, brought him to' the Cell of 
S. Ceadda, who' firſt converted him, and 
then his Brother Ruffin to the Faith of 
Chrifl,' yet living the ſame Hermitical 
Life.- But this Place being too remote for 
Wulferceſter, the Seat of their Father, they 
intreated the Holy Man to remove nearer 
them, for their more convenient Atten- 
dance on him, to receive further Inſtruc- 
tion, and performing their Devotions 
together with him; which S. Ceadda wil- 
lingly conſented to. 

- The young Princes having thus gotten 
their Teacher near them, (but til] keeping 


himſelf in a ſecret Place) did often un- 


der a Pretence of Hunting, and other 
| Diverſions 
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Diverſions in the Field, fetort to A frre, the Place of his Nativity, and 


dut were very cautious in doing it, that 
their Father, who was a zealous Pagan, 
might not know it. This they conti- 
nued ſome Time, and by conſtantly go- 
ing to him, became well-grounded Chriſti- 
ans. But at length being found out by 
one Werebod, one of their Father's Coun- 
ſellors, they were - accuſed of Chriſtianit 
to him, and ever after watched whic 

Way they bent their Courſe. It was 
ſoon diſcovered they went to S. Ceadda's 
Cell, which Wulfere their Father being 


informed of, he went to it in Perſon, 


and in his Rage and Fury ſtew them 
both, while they were at their Devo- 
tions. In this Conjuncture, S. Ceadda fled 
from the Fury of this bloody- minded 
King, and returned to his former. Cell, 
where he had not been long, before King 
Vu fer was ſtruck with ſuch Remorſe 
for his wicked Fact, that he could not 
be quiet till he went to S. Ceadda, and 
declaring his Repentance for his Sin in 
murdering his Sons, became a Chriſtian, 
and obliged himſelf to baniſh all idola- 
trous Worſhip out of his Dominions, 
which he did accordingly ; and upon the 
Death of Jarummannus, which happen'd 
quickly after, Ann. 667, made S. Ceadda 
Biſhop of Lichfield, 
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To theſe Martyrs we may add the Suf- 


ſerers of this Church of Lichſield, for 


there ſpent the Remainder of his Liſe 


in great Piety and Devotion, of which 


he gave a ſignat Proof by divers Lega - 


cies given to Charitable Uſes, as Five 
Pounds to the Church of Stoke, an Hun- 
dred Pounds to buy Lands for the Poor 
of that Town, and Six Hundred Pounds 
to purchaſe a Maintenance for a School- 
Matter there. 
Merton College, but they could not ever 
get it, becauſe it was lodged in the Li- 
brary of Stafford by the Rebels, who were 
very bountiful with ſtolen Goods, and 
ſome Books to the publick Library, Ox- 
ford. He was alſo a Benefactor to S. John's 
College in the ſame Univerſity. 

William Higgins, the Canon-Reſident and 
Chanter of this Cathedral, a Perſon of 
great Worth. He was in the Beginning 
of the War between King and Parliament, 
driven from his Houſe in the Cloſe, and 
forced to fly to the King's Army. After 
Edgehill Battle he was taken Priſoner, 


and kept in clofe Confinement a Quarter 


of a Year, till he purchas'd his Liberty 
at a dear Rate. Soon after, all his Books 
and Goods at Litchfield were ſeized, and 
nothing of his Revenue leſt him but 
Stoke Parſonage, at which he was not 
permitted to abide, but putting in a Cu- 
rate, made ſmall Advantage of it. At 


length he was turned out of that alſo,. 
and his Wife and Children muſt have 


lain abroad, had not a poor Man taken 


the Conſtitution ofthe. Church of them into his Cottage. After wards the 


© Evrgland in the late Times, beſides 
the Biſhops Wright and Frewen men- 
tioned among the Biſhops, vix. 


Griffith Higgs, who having been Fellow 
of Merton College, Oxford, the Queen of 
Bokemia's Chaplain twelve Years, and pre- 
ferred to the Rich Rectory of Cliff in 


Kent, and Chantery of S. David's by 


Archbiſhop Lan4, came at length to be 
Dean of this Church. Upon the break- 
ing out of the Rebellion, he was ftript 
of all his Preferments, and plundered of 
all his Goods, particularly of a very va- 
hiable Library. After his Sequeſtrat ion, 
he retir'd to Stoke, near Henley in Oxfor ds 


Parliament ordered, that the ſequeſtred 
Miniſters ſhould be allowed the Fifths 
of their Livings, if they would go to 
London and ſue for them. Mr. Higgins 
and his Wife went accordingly, and ob- 
tained them, but never could get a Se- 


venth Part, i.e. about 15 Pounds per An. 


He after this taught a School, but was 
ſoon prohibited from that, and fo. was 
forced to depend upon the Benevolence 
of good People, as he continued to the 
Reltoration, when he returned to his Pre- 
ferments, but lived not long enough to 
provide for his Family. 


John Arnway, Prebendary of Woolvey,

Hod net: He was educated in 8. Edmund s 
Hall, aud was very carly. perſecuted. by. 


the Rebels, for he was driven from his 
Living at Hodnet by the Garriſon at 
Hemm, and ſorced to fly to the King at 
Oxford. All his Preierments. were taken 
from him, and his Goods and Books car- 
-ried away. Nor did this ſatisfy the Re- 
bels, for they impriſoned him, and there 
uſed him ſo very ill, that as ſoon as 
he got his Liberty he fled. to the Hague, 
and from thence to Virginia, to be out 
of their Reach. He was, while he was 
in England, urged with drawn Swords 
and bloody Halberts to take the Cove- 
nant, but when they could not prevail 
with him that Way, they offer'd him the 
Reſtitution of His Preferments, of the 
yearly Value of 400 Pounds; bat when 
neither Threatnings nor Rewards would 
prevail, they dealt the more ſeverely 
with him, and took from him every 
Thing they could, leaving him (as he 
ſpeaks) Not a Bible out of his Library to 
comfort him, nor a Sheaf of his Corn to 
.ouriſh him, nor a Suit of his Cloaths to 
cover him, ner the Uſe of the common Air 
to refreſh him, but baniſled him out of his 
Country into foreign Parts, as a Papiſt. 
He dy'd in Virginia in 1653. 

James Fleetwood, Prebendary of Eccle/- 
hall, Rector of Sutton-Coldfield in Warwick- 
Ares and Prees in Shroꝑſbire. He was the 

eventh Son of Sir George Fleetwood in 
Buckinghamſhire, and having been Chaplain 
to Dr. Wright, the firſt Suffragan Engliſh 
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Billiop)of this See, he was forced ſiom 
his Vicarage at Prees, and never ch. 
joyed the xeſt. He fled to his Majeliy 
at Oxford, and being made \Chaplain 40 
the Earl of Rivers's Regiment, fo con- 
tinued unto the End of the War. He 
did his Majeſty ſuch good Service at 
Edgenill, that his Majeſty commanded he 
thould be made a Doctor of Divinity in 
that Univerſity. Soon after this, he be. 
came Chaplain to Prince Charles, Tutor 
to the Earls of Litchfield, Kildare and 
Sterling, and to Eſme and Charles, fuc- 
ceſhvely Dukes of Richmond. Upon the 
Reſtoration he wis the firſt Perſon that 
was ſworn the King's Chaplain in Or— 
dinary, when he was alſo made Provoſt 
of King's College, Cambridge, and Rector 
of Anſtey in Hertfordſhire, and Denen 
in Bucks. He was Conſecrated Bithop of 
Worceſter in 1675, and dy'd in 1083,

John Gilbert, A. M. Prebendary of Uf. 
ton, ex parte Cantoui, and Rector of Bere. 
ton upon Dunſnore. He was ſequeſter'd 
with eight Children, the Eldeſt of which 
Was not above 16 Years of Age, and 
muſt have been expoſed to extream Mi 
ſery, had not a Neighbouring Gentleman 
offer'd him an Houſe, in which Mr. Gi.

-'Inhabitants, and ſome other Charitable 
| Perſon, gave ſuch Additions, as purcha- 
fed a convenient Dwelling and School- 
Houſe, and an Annuity of about 30“. 
-a Year for the Maſter. This School now 
*foariſhes under the Care of Mr. Drift, 
to whem moſt of the Neighbouring Gentry 
Lend their Sons. 3. For binding out Ap- 
, 333 for which Purpoſe, Robert Rice, 
Gent. hath given 5 J. a Year for ever, 
for binding out two poor Boys of Preſton, 
Where he lived; and for want of ſuch 
there, of Lavenham, to ſuch Maſters as the 

. Juſtices of Peace ſhall approve of; and 
Edward Colman, Eſq; aforeſaid, 200 l. to 
be laid out in Land, for binding one poor 
Boy yearly of 14 Years of Age, born and 
brought up in Mildin, Brent, Ely, or La- 
venham, which laſt is like to have all 
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very ſmall, and not likely yearly to 
furniſh ſuch a Lad. 

Here is alſo a large Bridewel, and 
Houſe of Correction, Part whereof, by an 
Order of the Juſtices of the Peace, held 
at Bury S. Edmund's, April 30, 1655, was 
made a Work-houſe to employ poor Chil- 
Aren, and others of this Pariſh, in ſpin- 
ning Hemp, Flax or Yarn, which Order 
conſifts of 13 excellent Articles for that 
"Purpoſe. | 

This Town is famous for the Births 
of ſeveraleminent Men in their Times, viz. 
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Benefits, the other two Pariſhes being 
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Nice d ur Lankam, bo being bred u Er. 


meltte Frier at Tp/wich, obtain d Leave of 


the Prefect, or Head of his Convent, to 


ſiudy at Oxford, where he employed his 


Time fo well, that he proceeded there 
Doctor of Divinity with publick Ap. 
plauſe. Leland gives him the Character 
of Pious and Learned, but Bale will not 
allow it him, becauſe he was a Favourer 
of the Wicklevites, whom that Hiſtorian 
had an Antipathy to., However, his Learn.

From this Clothier are deſcended the 
Family of Springs in this County, of 
whom Sir William Spring, Knt. was High 
Sheriff for the County, 19 Eliz, and 
18 of King James I. But we are not 
certain it was the ſame Perſon, but if 
not, probably his Son, and then Villian 
Spring, Eſq; his Grandſon, executed the 
ſame Office, 16 Car. 1. with ſo much 
Fidelity, that he was created a Baronet 
Aug. 11, of the ſame Year, viz. Anno 
1641. | 

Thomas Cooke, Draper, who was Lord- 
Mayor of London in 1462, was the Son 
of Robert Cooke of this Town, He was 
a Knight, and for many Things memo- 
rable : His Deſcendants built GiAdN- Hul 
near Rumford in Eſſex, and his Poſterity 
flouriſhed in . Eſtate for ſome Suc- 
ceſlions there, having received a large 
Patrimony from him. He met with ſome 
Moleſtations while he lived, being ar- 
raigned for lending -Money to the Houſe 
of Lancaſter, in the Reign of King E4- 
ward IV. and hardly eſcaped with his

Life, (through God's Goodneſs, a juſt 
Judge, and a ſiout Jury) but was grie- 
voully fined, and long impriſoned. He 
dy'd peaceably in Age and Honour, and 
was bury'd in the Church of the Au- 
guſtine Fryars, London. His Daughter 
Mildred, marry'd William Cecil, Lord Bur- 
lcigh, Lord Treaſurer of England, and had 
a great Fortune with her. _ | 
Neyland, a ſmall Market Town, ha- 
ving its Market weekly on Friday, and 
a Fair yearly on Ihe Situa- 
tion of this Town is in a Bottom, which 
makes it much ſubje&t to the Inunda- 
tions of the River Stour, yet with this 
Convenience to it, that Coal for Firing, 
and other Commodities, are brought to 
it plentifully by Water, which muſt 0.

This Manor was one of thoſe which 

King Henry III. gave to Hubert de Burgh, 
when he made him Earl of Kent, with 

the Knight's Fees thereunto belonging, 
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for his many and great Services ; but he 
after fell into Difgrace- with the King, 
and was forc'd to part with ſeveral of 
his Caftles and Lands (of which we find 
not the Particulars) to ſecure to himſtif 
the quiet Enjoyment of the Reſt, which 
he left to his Sons John and Hubert. 
This Town hath. had the Honour of 
giving a Title of Honour to Sir Richard 
Weſton, Son and Heir of Sir Jerom Weſton 
of Roxwell in Eſſex, who being a Perſon 


of great Abilities, and having diſcharg'd 


divers Embaſſies into Bohemia and Bruſſels, 
and Offices of Truſt with great Wiſdom 
and Integrity, in the Reigns of K. James I. 
and King Charles I. was by the latter, 
Reg. 4. advanced to the Dignity of » 
Baron, by. the Title of Lord Weſton of 
N:yland ;, and being ſoon after conſtituted 
Lord Treaſurer of England, and elected 
Knight of the Garter, was by the ſame 
King created, Reg. 8. Earl of Portland. 
His Poſterity enjoyed both Honours ſome 
Succeſſions, but they are now extin& in

Ing, ſtanding near the Middle of the Town, 
but hath nothing Remarkable in it, fave

Burgh, or Village. The common Opinion 


is, that it was once the chief Town in 
this County, and indeed at preſent it is 
. but little inferior to any of the greateft 
Towns or Cities; for it is Populous and 
. Wealthy, being enrich'd by the Clothing- 
Trade, butchiefly by making of Says. 
This Town was one of the firſt Places 
where King Edward III. plac'd the Dutch- 
wen, whom he had allur'd by his Emiſſa- 
ries to come into England out of the Ne- 
therlands, to teach the Engliſh to manu- 
' fature their own Wooll, which they were 
- wholly ignorant of before, and here it 
bath continued ever fince in a flouriſhing 
Condition. It is an indifferent large 
Town, and well built, being governed 
by a Mayor, Recorder, ſeven Aldermen, 
one Bailiff, twenty four Burgeſſes, and 
_ other inferior Officers uſual in Corpora- 
tions. It ſends Burgeſſes to Parliament, 
but is none of thoſe Towns who anci- 
ently. enjoy'd that Privilege, being ad- 
mitted to it in King Edward IV's Reign; 
hath a plentiful Market weekly on Sa- 


2urday, and two Fairs yearly, viz. on the 
fifth Sunday in Lent, as it was originally 


granted; dut it being thought a Profa- 


nation of the Lord's Day, tis now or- 


dered to be kept on the Monday after, 
and on S. Peter and S. Paul's Day, June 29. 
In the gth Year of King Edward I's

Mr, Weaver giving an Account of the 
Antiquity of this Family of Wa/grawes, 
tells us, That they were a Rich Family 
in Northamptorſhire before the Conqueſt, 
and that John Walgrave there living at 
that Time, one Walgrave a German, who 
came over with the Conqueror, met with 
him, and propounded to him, That if he 
avould . that he ſhould marry his 
only Daughter and Heir, he would procure 
him a Litence and Grant from the Con- 


. queror, for the quiet enjoying of all his 


Lands and Livings. Mr. Walgrave thus 
agreeing to the Propoſal of the German 
Walgrave, this laſt obtain'd the Conque- 
ror's Grant under his own Hand and Seal, 
to confirm to him- and his Poſterity all 
his Lands, which Grant was remaining 
in the Hands of the Lords of this Ma- 
nor, An. 1612, but in the French Tongue. 

The Church of Buers is a very neat 
Building, and well kept. The moſt re- 
markable Monuments in it are, 1. For.

bable, *twas well done, becauſe it put 
an End to the Commotions in thoſe Parts. 
But as yet this Family remained among

After her Deceaſe, it paſ-, 
ſed with her other Eſtates to her Huſ--

Oxford, who dy'd in Poſleſſion of it, 


33 Edw. 3. in whoſe Poſterity it con- 


tinued, "till John Earl of, Oxford. taking 


Part with the Lancaſtrians, againſt King 


Edward IV. forfeited his Eſtates to the 


Victor ious Edward, who ſeiz'd ** and 


gave this Manor, with ſome other of his 
Eſtates, to his Brother Richard Duke of 
Fork; but in a few Years he was refſto- 
red to all his Poſſeſſions by K. Herry VII. 
whom he aſſiſted in his Conqueſt of King 
Richard in Boſworth-Field. He was after 
this in great Favour all his Days, and 
left this Manor and other great Eſtates 


to his Poſterity, who ſa alienated it, that 


it was quite conſumed and ſpent, when 
the laſt Alberic de Vere, Earl of Oxford, 
dy'd about twenty Years ſince. 

In this Village was ſetup one of t 
firſt Meetings of ſuch Diſſenters, as 


nouncing the Communion of the Church 


of England, adhered to the Presbyterian 
Model of Government in the Reign of 
Queen Elizabeth Mr. Knewſtubbs was 
then Miniſter there, who being of their 
Principles, encourag'd them to have a 
great Aﬀembly of Miniſters of about 60, 
out of Suffolk, Norfolk, and Cambridgeſhire, 
to confer about the Common-Prayer-Book, 
what might be tolerated, and what to- 
tally rejected; but their Reſolution was 


not then known, nor hath ſince been 


diſcovered. 

Edwardſton, a Village of little Repute 
at preſent, but ancientiy had Lords of 
great Honour inhabiting in it, called 4e 


Monte Canifio, commonly engliſhed Mont, 
or — Of this Family was Guarin 


de Munchenſy, who marry'd Joan the ſe- 
cond Daughter, and one of the Coheirs of 
that moſt powerful Earl of Pembroke, 
William Marſhall, and by her had a Daugh- 
ter nam'd Joanna, who marrying to Wil- 


liam de Valentia, of the Family of Lnfigny 


in France, brought him the Title of E. 
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he had great Honours, ſo he was ſo wealthy, 
that he was called for ſome Time the Craſſus 
of England, his Will amounting to above 
two Hundred Thouſand ſay ſome] Thou- 
ſand Tſays Dugdale, Bar. 561.] marks the 
laſt a great Sum for the Age he lived in, 
and how much more the firſt. But 'twas 
a younger Branch of the Munchenſys that 
were Lords of this Town, viz. Villiam de 


Munthenſy, the younger Brother of Cuarin, 


_ who augmented his Eſtate, by marrying 

one of the Daughters and Heirs of Wil- 
iam de Beauchamp of Bedford; but Iſſue 
Male failing in his Grandſon Thomas, who. 
left only one Danghter his ſole Heir, 
Joanna, marry*d to Sir Richard Walgrave, 
Kant. this Manor, with her other Eſtates, 
Þdecame veſted in his Family. This Town 
3s of Reputation for the Birth of 

© Thomas de Edward ſton, who took his 
Name from it. He was bred firſt in 
Oxford, and then a Monk of the Order 


f S. Auguſtine at Clare. He was a great 


Scholar, as his Works make it appear, 
and being Conſeſſor to Lionel Duke of 
Clarence, attended him into Italy, when 
he marry'd Foland, Daughter to John 
Caleacius Duke of Milan. Jolin Pitt ſeems 
to tell us, that he was Archbiſhop in 
Treland, becauſe Bale ſays, that Cuju/dam 
Archi - Epiſcopatus curam . accepit, i. e. 
He took Care of ſome Archbiſhoprick. 
He might in fome Vacancy have the Care 
of ſome Archbiſhoprick in Ireland, or Italy, 
but he never was an Archbiſhop. He dy'd 
at Clare, Anno 1996. There was a Mona- 
ſtery in this Town, of which we ſhall 
Fpeak in its Place. | 
Glemsford, or Guthelnesford, one of thoſe 
Manors which Odo Earl of Champaigne, a 
near Kniſman of Miliam the Conqueror, 
was found poſſeſs'd of, when the general 
Survey of England, call'd Doom/day-Book, 
was taken, but in 9 Edu. 1. it belong'd to 
the Biſhop of Ely. | 
Robert Tinley, Miniſter of this Place, is 
an Honour te it: He was bred a Commo- 
ner of Magdalen-Hall. Oxford, and conti- 
nuing there, had the Reputation of a 
Man of Parts, and an excellent Preacher. 
Ne was Proctor of that Univerſity in 1595, 


and removing to this Place took the higher 


Degrees in Divinity, and became Arch. 


Deacon of Ely. He was look'd upon as a 
Perſon well read in the Fathers, but withal 
à bitter Enemy of Papiſts, which he 


ſhew'd in two Treatiſes, entituled, The 
miſchievous Subtilty, and barbarous Cruelty 
of the Romiſh Synagogue, on Pf, cxxiv. 1.8, 
printed at London, Anno 1609. And, The 
falſe Doctrines and the refined Hereſies of 


the Romiſh Synagogue, printed the ſame 


Year. He dy'd in 1616, and was buried at 
Wytham in Eſſex, where he was then Vicar. 

Long Melford, one of the biggeſt Towns 
in England, that is not a Market-Town. 
It ſtands upon the Stour, in the Road to 
Bury, In 9 Edu. 3. it belong'd to the 


Abbey of S. Edmund's Bury, as their 
Demeſne. The Lady Rivers had an Houſe 


in this Town in the Times of the late Re- 
bellion, which Fuller ſays, was the firſt 
Fruits of Plundering in England; and 


Floyd, that ſhe loſt the Value of twenty 


Thoufand Pounds : Where it was we know 
not, ſure we are, that Sir William Cordall. 
had a great Kindneſs to this Town, and 
as he ſettled his Poſterity at the Hall of 
it, ſo he built an Hoſpital to the Poor : 
He was Maſter of the Rolls in the Reigns 
of Queen Mary and Queen Elizabeth. His 
Deſcendant, Robert Cordall, Eſq; reſiding 
then at Melford-Hall, was made Baronet, 
June 22, 1660. This Place alſo deſerves 
our Remark for this, that it ſupplied the 
City of Londpn with two Lord Mayors, 
Natives of this Town, within leſs then 
the Space of 50 Years, viz. John Milbourn, 
Draper, Son of Join Milbourn of this 
Place, Anno 1521, and Roger Martin, 
Mercer, Son of Lawrence Martia of this 
Town, Anno 1567. 3 
The Church here is an handſome Build- 
ing, having upon the Outſde of it theſe 
Words engraven, Pray for the Souls of 
John Clopton and Richard Boteler, of 
whoſe Goods this Chapel was built. In the 
ſaid Chapel many of the ancient Fami- 
ly of the Cloptons lye. entomb'd, viz.

but this Monks-Ely, He was a Carmelite 
Fryar of Ipſwich, and was ſo great a Pro- 
ficient in Learning in Cambridge, that he, 
though a Fryar, was admitted Doctor of 
both Divinities, viz. Scholaſſ ick, and In- 
terpretative, or Scriptural; for it ſeems, 
that in thoſe Days they were diſtin& Fa- 
culties, though they are now united in 
one Profeſſion, as the Civil and Canon 
Law now are. Leaving his native Coun- 
try, he travell'd with ſome of his own 
Order over the Seas to Bruges in Flanders, 
and there open'd a School for Lectures and 
Diſputations, which he held to his Death, 
which happen'd about the Year of our 
Lord 1320, Dr. Cattesford, Rector of this 
Place and Hadley, fuffer'd much by Se- 
queſtrations in the late Troubles, for his 
Adherence to the Canons and Conſtitutions 
of the Eſtabliſh'd Church. LF 
Preſton, the Lordſhip and Eſtate of the 
Hoſpital of S. Jaun of Feru/alem, g Ed. 1. 
but afterward of John de Vere E. of Oxford, 
forfeited by his Siding with the Houſe of 
Lancaſter againſt King Edward IV. who 
ſeiz'd it, with his other Lands, as ſoon 
as he was ſettled on his Throne, and gave 


it, with many other Eſtates, to his Bro- 


ther Richard Duke of Gloceſter, on' whom 
he ſettled them ſoon after in ſpecial Tail; 
but the Earl paſſing over into Flanders, 


and Coheir of John de Mohun 


anor was aſſigned to her, as part of her 
Dowry, with a Licence for her to marry 
John de Wayland. Walter, her Grandſon, 
the Son of John her Son, who dy'd in her 


_ Life-time, inherited this Manor after her 


Death. He marry'd Philippa, Daughter 

| Lord of Dun- 
ter, who ſurviving him, had this Manor 
alſo aſſigned for her Dower. After her 
Deceaſe, this Manor fell to her Son and 
Heir Valter, who marry'd Joan, the 
Daughter of Sir John Devereux, Knt. Heir 


to John her Brother, by whom he had 


two Sons, Humphrey and Valter, who in- 
herited ſucceſſively their Father's Honour 
and Eſtate, but left no Children ; ſo that 


after Elizabeth, the Widow of Walter, had 


enjoy'd this Manor, as part of her Dower, 
for Life, it paſſed, with his other Eſtates,

In King Edward III's Reign, it was re-

Sir William Capel, Draper, and Lord 


Mayor of London in 1503, was a Native 


of this Pariſh, being the Son of John Ca- 
tel of this Place. Of him theſe Things 
extraordinary are related by our Hiſto- 
rians: That after a large Entertainment 
made for King Henry VII. he concluded 
all with a Fire, in which he burnt many 
Bonds, whereby the King, who was a Bor- 
rower of great Sums of Money. in the 
Beginning of his Reign, ſtood bound to 
nim; which certainly to ſuch a thrifty 
(not to ſay covetous) Prince, was a more 
pleaſant Repaſt than all the foregoing 
Dainties. Another Time, to ſhew his 
great Aflection to the ſame King, he 


diſſolv'd a 


to drink the King's Health, which it 
ſeems he valued above Gold and preci- 
ous Stones. But notwithſtanding his Loy- 
alty ſo well atteſted to the King, he let 
looſe his Blood-Hounds, Emp/on and Dud- 
ley upon him, who, tho' they ſpared his 
Life, yet they ſucked. out many Thou- 


| ſands of Pounds from him to fill the 


King's Treaſury, if not their own Pur- 
and Trade retrieved 
much of his Wealth, 
Wealthy in Age and Honour, leaving 
great Eſtates to his Poſterity, who being 
Settled at Hadham in Hartfordfhire, have 
£ver fince enjoyed it; William Capel, now 
Earl of Eſſex, being deſcended from him. 


This Sir Villiam Capel it was, that built

Culforth, or Culfurth, cum Ingham, the 
Demeſne of the Abbey of S. Eqdmuni's 
Bury, 9 Edu. 1. and now a Village adorn- 
ed with a neat Seat, built by Sir Nicholas 
Bacon, Son of that Nicholas Bacon, who was 
Keeper of the Great Seal of Englard, 
who, for his ſingular Wiſdom and TJudg. 
ment, was, while he liv'd, worthily ac. 
counted one of the great Supports of this 
Kingdom. *Tis now the Seat of the Lord 
Cornwalis, who is for the moſt Part reſi- 
dent at it, for the Conveniency of Hunt- 
ing, tho' he has a larger Seat at Brom. 
This Nobleman keeps up the Hafpitality

and Grandeur of the ancient Nobility of 


England as much as any Man. His Fa- 
ther was very Inſtrumental at the Revo- 
lution, and the preſent Lord his Son, is 
zealous for the preſent Conſtitution. This 
Sir Nicholas, was elder Brother to Sir Fal- 
cis Bacon, Lord Chancellor of England in 
King James IT's Time; was High Sheriff 
of this County, 23 42 Eliz, OI J. i. 
and was made the firſt Baronet of E/aid, 
9 Fac. 1, May 22. 5 
_ Ewſton, a Village pleaſantly ſituatel 
upon the River Ouſe the leſs, whoſe Ma. 
nor- formerly belonged to a Family of 
the ſame Name, which is long fince te. 


moved from it; and 'fince was the De. 


meſne of Walter Pattifhall, and Eleaur 
Cnarlet, Lady Cnatſhall. It lyes on a Flat, 
and by a fair pleaſant Champion Country, 
which induced Sir Henry Bennet, when 
the Civil Wars were over, and he received 
the Reward of his Valour and Loyalty 
to King Charles I. from his Song __ 
| Es | Charlt 
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Charles II. who made him Secretaty of 
State, Lord Arlington, Viſcount Thetford; 
and Earl of Arlimton, to raiſe a Noble 
Structure there, called Euſton Houſe or 
Hall, adorning it with a large Nurſery, 
containing great Quantities of Fruits of 
ſeveral. Sorts, with artificial ' Fountains, 
a Canal and pleaſant Grove, a large War- 
ren, Oc. He left only one Daughter 1/a- 
bella, who being marry'd to Henry Fitz- 
Roy, one of King Charles II's Natural 
Sons by the Dutcheſs of Cleveland, he 
was created by his Father Earl of Ewfton, 
and Duke of Grafton, and in his Son 
Charles Fitz.- Roy, Son of the ſaid Iſabella, 
it remains. 

Fakenham, or Faukenham magna, a ſmall 
Village lying South of Euſton, and wa- 
tered with a Rivulet, which having paſs'd 
them, falls into the Ouſe. The Lordſhip 
of this Place belonged anciently to Gun- 
dred de Warren, deſcended from the Earls 
of Surrey; and for want of Male Iſſue, 
paſs'd to his Daughters Joan the Wife of 
Hugh de Newill, who, 8 Henry 3. was 
Principal Warden of all the King's Fo- 
reſts throughout England , and her Siſter 
Margaret de Riparys.. In' his Family it 


remain'd ſome Deſcents, but in King Ed- 


ward III's Time, Anno q, it was in the 
King's Hands; and afterward in King 
Henry VI's Reign, it was become the 
Eſtate of Reginald de Weſte, and inherited 
by Richard his Son, a great Favourite of

polleſs'd of it, 23 Ed. 5 
i Iigham, the Lordſhip of John de Ingeham, 
: Joh, It was Part of his Barony, for 


which he paid to that King ſixty Marks, 
and a Palfrey. His Poſterity enjoy'd it 
for ſeveral Deſcents, and Oliver his great 
Grandſon, dy'd poſſeſs'd of it, 18 Edu. 3+ 
but leaving no Iſfue Male, his Eſtate 
was divided between his two Daughters 
and Coheirs, Joan the Wife of Roger le 
Strange of Knokin, and Mary the Daughter 
of John Curſon, by Elizabeth his Daugh- 
ter, deceas'd, This Manor in the Divi- 
ſion fell to Joan, and ſo paſs'd into the 
Family of the Le Stranges, who having 
the Manor-Houſe, made it their Seat. The.

Criketot. {4 ' 
 Lophamford, a Village remarkable only 
for a marſhy Ground, out of which the 
Rivers Ouſe the leſs and Waveney riſe, at a 
little Diſtance one from another, dividing 
this County from Norfolk by their run- 
ning two contrary Ways, viz. the Ouſe 
Weſtward by Thetford and Brandon into 
Cambridgeſhire, and the Waveney Eaſtward, 
by Harleſton, Bungay and Beckles, into the 
Sea at Great Yarmouth © 
Norton, a Village where K. Henry VIII. 
was induced by a credulous Kind of Ava- 
rice, upon what Information or Suggeſtion. 
we know not, todig for Gold. His Hopes 
proved vain, if they were net groundleſs 
altogether ; and were it not that the Dig- 
gings yet remain to ſhew the Probability 
of the Attempt, we ſhould not have dared 
to mention it. It was the Lordſhip of 
John de Pakenham, 9 Edu. 3. 

Rickinghall, or as it is in ancient Re- 
cords, Kigenhale, was the Lordſhip and 
Eſtate of Hf ketell, Earl of the Eaſt- Angles 
and Norfolk. He was kill'd in the Battle 
of Aſſendon in Eſſex, fought between King 
Ethelred and Canute the Dane. He left no 
Child, and ſo his pious Acts muſt per- 
petuate his Memory; for he was very 
munificent to the Monks of S. Edmunds 
Bury, to whom he gave this Manor and 
divers other Lordſhips in this County. 
Stoa Langtoft, fo called to diſtinguiſh 
it from other Towns named Stow in this 
County, of which the Hall, or Manor- 


Houſe, was the Seat of Jeffrey Fecher | 
BY Fo Frey anci- 
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anciently; viz. Ed. 3. but of late of 
Sir Se D'Eues, got iv curious An- 
tiquary of his Time, and moft famous for 
His ſearching into Records, and Krow- 
ledge of Coin and Coinage, but very hu- 
morous. He was muck reſpected by Mr. 
Selden on that Account, who dedicated 
his Books, De Nummis, to him. He.dy'd 
in 1650, and lyes bury'd in the Chancel

Walfham in tht Willows, the Lordſhip and 
Eſtate of Edmund de Pakenham, 9 Edu. 3. 
but afterwards of William de la Pole Earl 
of Suffolk, who dy*d ſeiz'd of it 28 Hen. 6. 
leaving it to his Son John de la Pole and his 
Heirs. This John marrying Elizabeth the 
Sifler of K. Edward IV. tho? he increafed 
in Honour fo long as the Fork Family 
reign'd, and was made Earl of Lincoln, but 
Not at all favouring the Succeſſion of the 
Lancaftrian Family, he engag'd himfelf in 
ſetting up Lambert Simnel, by the Name 
of Edward Plantagenet, Son of George Duke 


of Clarence, as right Heir to the Throne, 
and was ſlain at the Battle of Stoke, 2 Hen.

III. The Hundred of Blithing. 


This Hundred lyes upon the German 
Ocean, which waſhes it upon all the 
Eaftern Side, and is bounded on the South 
with the Hundred of Plome/gate ; on the

Market Towns are 


Dunwich, in Saxon, Dunmoc ; or as it is 
in the Saxon Annals, Damuc; and in 
Bede, Dommuc; anſwerable to which, in 
King Alfred's Tranſlation, it is written 
Dommoc- ca Rep. This Town is of more 
early Note than any Town in this County, 
S. Edmund's Bury (tho* now, and of a long 
Time more conſiderable,) having not been 
of any great Reputation, *till ſome Ages 
after it. The Antiquity of this Place is 
rendred very probable by this, That Ho- 
man Coins are often found here, from 

| - whence

how conſiderable a Place it was, viz. 
That in it were one Hundred and thirty 
ſix Burgeſſes, and one Hundred Poor; and 


that it was valued at (4, e. paid Geld, or 


Tax to the King) fifty Pounds, and fixty 
Thouſand Herrings by Gift. In the fix- 
teenth Century it was very Populous, and 
fam'd for the Mint that was kept in it. 
Mr. Weaver tells us concerning this Mint, 
That one Mr. Holiday told him, That he 


had a Groat whoſe Super/cription on the one 
Sie was, CIVITAS DONWIC. In the 


Reign of King Henry II. it was (as William 
of Neawborow tells us) a famous Village, 
well ſtored with Riches of all Sorts. At 
which Time, when the Peace of England 
was diſturb'd with freſh Commotions, it 
was fortify'd on purpoſe toawe that Arch- 
Rebel, Robert Earl of Leiceſter, who in- 
ſulted and over-ran all theſe Parts; ſome 
Remains of which are a ſquare Ditch- 
Pank, or Town-Wall. While it was in its 
Proſperity, it was made a Biſhop's See, 
and continued ſome Time fo, but at length 
it was removed to Elmham in Norfolk, as 
we ſhall more fully ſhew in our Eccle- 
fiaſtical Hiſtory, to which we refer the 
Reader, But whatever this Town, or 
City (as the Inhabitants are willing ta 
have it called) was, the greedy and in- 
ſatiable Sea hath devoured ſo great a 
Part of it, that it is well, if it deſerves 
the Name of a Town; of which indeed 
it keeps up ſome probable Shew, by its 
Weekly Market on Saturday, and Fair 
Yearly,on And being a Town 
Corporate, governed by two Pailiffs, and 
their inferior Officers, and fending Bur- 
geſſes to Parliament, as it hath done from 
the firſt Settlement of that Conſtitution, 


in the Reign of King Edward I. 


The Pariſh-Churches here were many. 
The common Fame and Report of the In- 
habitants is, That before the Town came 
to Decav, there belonged to it two and 
fifty Religious Houſes, as Pariſh-Churches 
and Chapels, Hoſpitals and Priorics, of 


: or 
whence *tis not 'unteaſonable to inſer, 
that it was a Roman Station while that 
People had an Abode here. In the Reign 
of King William I. commonly called the 

Conqueror, we are told by Doomſday-Book 
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which, the two. laſt we ſhall. reſer to our 


Hiſtory of Monaſteries in this County. 
Six of the Churches we have the Names, 


and ſome little Account of, viz. 1. S. Leo- 


nard's, which is now ſwallow'd u 


the Waves. 2. S. John's, devour'd by the 


Sea; but it being taken down upon the 


Reflux, to ſave the Materials, there was 
found a fair plain Grave-Stone in the 
Chancel, which being rais'd up, there 


was diſcover'd next to it a great Stone, 
hollowed after the Faſhion of a Man, and 
in it a Man lying with a Pair of Roots 
upon his Legs, the Toes of them being 
piqued after a ſtrange Faſhion, and a Pair 
of Chalices of courſe Metal ſtanding on 
his Breaſt. It was thought to be the Corpſe 
of ſome Biſhop of Dunmwich, but being itir- 
red, it mouldred all to Duſt. 3. S. Mar- 
tin's covered alſo with the Waves, as is 
alſo, 4. S. Nicholas, the Form of which, 
as alſo of S. John's Church above-men- 
tioned, was this, they were incloſed both 
on the North and South, and the Steeples 
ſtood in the Midit, like Cathedral-Churches 
now in Uſe, and as the Manner of old Ca- 
thedrals was. With theſe Churches, the 
Inhabitants ſay, That there was alſo a 
Foreſt nigh this Tools which the Sea hath 
devour'd a great Piece of, 

| The twe only Churches now ſtanding, 
are, 5. S. Peter's, and, 6. All Saints. Ba- 


ſides theſe, there are ſaid to have been 


two other Churches, tho* we do not find 
that there is any Thing remaining of 


them beſides Tradition, viz. 1. The 


Church of S. F#lix, the Cathedral of the 
Biſhop's See, dedicated to the Perſon who 
was the Reſtorer of the Chriſtian Religion 
among the Eaſt-Angles, Felix the Burgun- 


dian; but the Uncertainty of this Church 


obliges the Authors of the Story to ſay, 
That this, or the Churches of S. John and 
S. Nicholas, was the Biſhop's Cathedral, 
(they being built Cathedral -w iſe) if they 


were not all ſo one after another, as the 


Sea hath overwhelmed them. 2. The 
Temple of Our Lady, a very old Church, 
which, according to Report, ſtood in the 
Fews Time, and was Vaulted over. The 
Roof of this Church and of the Iſles was 


covered with Lead, It was a Church of 


great 
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great Privileges for Pardons in thoſe Days, 


and was endowed with divers Rents, Te- 
nements, Houſes, Lands, and other Pro- 


fits, and Commodities both Free and Copy, 


as well in Weſtleton, Dyngle, &c. as Dun- 
wich. And there was a Court commonly 


kept in it, called Dunwich-Temple Court, 


on the Day of All Souls, Nov. 2, for the 
levying, and gathering up the yearly Re- 
venues of the ſame. There were alſo in 
this Town three Chapels dedicated, 1. 
To S. Anthony. 2. To S. Francis. 3. To 
8. Katharine, but they were put down 
when the Religious Houſes of this Town 
were diſſolv'd, and ſo there remain but 
two Churches in uſe. bk. 

* Haleſworth is another Market-Town in 
this Hundred. The Saxons call it Heal/- 


eworda, It is an ancient Town, whoſe. 


Manor belonged to the Argentons, and 
having then a Market on Tueſday week- 
ly, procured by Richard de Argenton of 


King Henry III. Reginald ds Argenton ob- 


tain'd for it a yearly Fair upon the Eve, 
Day, and Morrow after the Feaſt of S. 
Luke the Evangelift, Octob. 18, and one 
Day following. From this Family of 
Argentons, this Lordſhip paſs'd to the 
Alingtons, but they alſo have ſold it long 
ſince. William de Argenton was Knight 
of the Shire for this County of Suffolk, 


in the firſt Year of King Henry IV. The 


Town is populous, and the Market good, 
occaſion'd chiefly by its. Plenty of Linen- 
Varn, which the Women of this Country 
ſpin, partly for the Uſe of Families, and 
partly for Sale z which being readily 
bought up here, is eſteem'd a good Com- 
_ modity for Trade. | 
Mr. John Argal, a Man of Learning 
and Worth, was Miniſter of this Town : 
He was bred in Oxford, and while he 
reſided there, was a noted Diſputant, and 
a very ingenious Actor of Plays, (parti- 
cularly when Queen Elizabeth was there 
in 1566.) Being call'd to this Town, he 
was had in great Reputeamong the Neigh- 
bouring Miniſters for his Learning ; but 
being ſo much devoted to his Studies, that 
he was unmindful of his worldly Con- 
cerns, he liv'd and dy'd poor; on which 
he us'd to make this pious Reflection, 
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That whereas the Great God lad raid 
many of his Cronies and Cotemporaries to 
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high Dignities in the Church, as Dr. Bilſon, 
_ of Wincheſter; Toby Matthews 70 
the See of Durham, Oc. He was detain'd 
in the Chains of Poverty by his great Sins, 
that he mizht repent with the Prodigal, and 
at length by God's Favour obtain Salvation, 
He dy'd ſuddenly at a Feaſt at Cheſton, 
and was bury'd in the Church here, Oct. 8, 
1606. He wrote a Book, De Vera Poni- 
tentia, printed at London in 1604, and In- 


troductio ad Artem Dialectican, printed at 


London, 1605. | 

Southwold, a Market-Town fituate on 
the Eaſtern- Shore, making an Haven of 
great Note in this County. The Mar- 
ket is on Thur/day weekly, and Fair yearly, 
on —, It lyes ſome Miles North 


from . Dunwich, and ſtands upon a Clift, - 


the Harboyr on the South, the River 
Blith with a Draw-Bridge on the Weſt, 


and a ſmall Neck of Land on the North; 


ſo that it is in {a manner ſurrounded with 
Water, eſpecially at High Tide, which 
makes it look like an Iſland, and would 
make one fear that it ſhall be overflow- 
ed. Tully thought theſe Tides aſtoniſh- 
ing Things, and thus reflects on them.: 
What fhall we think of the Tides in Spain 
and Britain, and their Ehbing and Flou- 
ing at Set-times ? Without a God they could 
not be; a God who hath ſet Bounds to the 
Sea, that it can't paſs, 
. The Bay here called Southwold-Bay, but 
commonly. pronounced Sowl-Bay, is chietly 
made by the ſhooting forth of the Pro- 
montory above it, call'd Eaſton- neſſe, which 
lyes North-Eaſt from it, and covers it 
from the Northerly-Winds. Some think 
it to be further Eait than any other Part 
of Britain, but the Seamen hereabouts 
tell you, that the moſt Eafterly Part is 
at Lefteſß; but however that be, it makes 
ſo commodious a Place for Anchorage, 
that many Ships lye continually in it, 
or near it; by Reaſon of which, the Ma- 
riners become good BenefaQors to the 
Town, and contribute exceedingly to its 
Trade and Commerce. *Tis alſo very 
famous for the Rendevouze of our Royal 
Fleet; and near it the Engliſh and 3 
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have ſo frequently diſputed their Privi- 


leges in the Ocean with Pewder and Ball, 


that they thereby. are become a . Terror 
N as 44 as the Ad miration of the 
Neighbouring Nations, for their undaunt - 
ed Courage, tho to the DeſtruRtion of each 


: other. 


The Lordſhip of this Town, in the 
Reign of King Henry III. belong d to 
Richard Earl of Clare, who obtain'd a 
Licence of that King, Reg. 44. to make 
a Caſtle of his Houſe in this Town, 
and ſo left it to his Son Gilbert two Years 
after. He reſign'd it with all his other 


| Lordſhips into King Edward's Hands, that 


e might obtain Joan de Acres that King's 
— to be his Wife; which being 
conſummated, the King reſtored him all 
his Lands; but with an Entail upon the 
Ifue of his Body by her the ſaid Joan, 
and in Default of ſuch Iſſue, to her Heirs 
and Aſſigns, if ſhe ſurviv'd him. But this 
Entail was of his Lands in England only, 
his Eſtates in Ireland being for want o 
Iſſue ſettled upon his own Heirs, 

Benacre, the Lordſhip of Simon de Pier- 
point, &c. 9 Ed. 1. 

Blithborough, or Bliburgh, a Place of great 
Antiquity, of which the Word Burgh, 
PShich ſignifies a Borough or Caſtle, is an 
Evidence; but- there are other Things 
that confirm it, viz. that not many Years 
ago there were Koman Urns dug up here 
among old Buildings; as alſo that in the 
Saxon Times it was of good Note, as moſt 
of thoſe Places were that the Romans had 
left; which appears in Part ſrom its ha- 
ving the Goal for the Diviſion of Beckles, 
Beſides which, it is memorable for being 
the Burying-Place of Anna King of the 
Eaft- Angles, and Firminus his eldeſt Son, 
flain by Penda King of Mercia, in a 
pitch'd Battle. The Mancr of this Town 
was the Eſtate of the ancient Family of 
Clavering, of whom Kobert de Clavering, 
call'd Fitz.- Roger, engag'd this Manor to 
make up his Daughter Haniſe's Portion 
to John de Tibetot, if his Manor of Aynhoe 
in Northamptonſhire were not worth 600 


Marks. He. dy'd poſſeſs'd of it, leaving 


it to his Son and Heir Jon de Clavering, 
(fo called by King Edward I's Order.) 
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This Joln obtain'd that King's Charter, 
Keg. 17, for a weekly Market every Mon- 
day at this Manor, and two Fairs yearly, 
the one upon the Eve and Feaſt-Day of 
the Bleſſed Virgin's Annunciation, and the 
other upon the Eve and Day of her Na- 
tivity, Sept. 8. but the Market is diſ- 
continu'd, if not the Fairs. This John 
having no Iſſue. Male, ſettled all his Eſtate- 
upon King Edward I. and his Heirs after 
his Deceaſe, and accordingly it came to 
King Edward III. Reg. 2. who gave this 


Manor to Edmund Clavering, Brother of 


the ſaid John for Life ; the Remainder 
to Ralph Nevill, who had marry'd Eu- 
Fhemia, the Daughter of Sir John de Cla- 
vering, This Ralph, 14 Edu. 3. obtain'd 
a Charter of Free Warren in this his Lord- 
ſhip of Bliburgh, which it ſeems was then 
deſcended to him. as 

Bramfield, or Branfield, the Manor of 
Nicholas de Segane, g Edu. 1. but ſoon 


after of Walter de Norwich, who 5 Edw. 2, 


was made one of the Barons of the King's 
Exchequer. He obtain'd a Charter of 
Free Warren for his Demeſne Lands in 
this Place. He dy'd 2 Edu. 3. and left 
this Lordſhip with his other Eſtates, to 


Sir John de Norwich, Knt. He alſo ob- 


tain'd a Charter of Free Warren for this 
Manor, and other Parts of his Eſtate;

3. when Iſſue Male 
failing, Alice, the ſole Heir of Villiam 
Lord Huntingfield, marrying to Sir John 
Norwich, Kant. transferr'd it with other 
Eſtates of the Huntingfields into his Fa- 
mily.

Hubert de Burgh, Earl of Kent, which 
he obtain'd in Exchange for the Manor 
of Camel in Somerſerſhire, which he had 
of the Gift of King John; but g Edw. 1. 
was poſſeſs'd by Robert de Aſpal as Lord of 
it. He was a Man of vaft Poſſeſſions, 
but being ſtript of moſt of them by King 
Henry III. for ſome enormous Crimes laid 
to his Charge, we can't diſcover which 
of them deſcended to his Heirs. 

In this Village was the Reſidence of 
Edmund Bohun, Eſq, he being at that 
Time Lord of the Manor, as his Anceſ- 
tors had been from 25 Hen. 8. a very 
Voluminous Writer in the laſt Century. 
He was put into the Commiſſion of the 
Peace by King Charles IT. turn'd out of 
it by Kiog James II. and reſtor'd by 
King William III. and Queen Mary. The 
Works that he is moſt noted for, are his 
Geagraphical Dictionary, and his Hiſtory of 
Kiig James II's Deſeition z in Anſwer to 
a Rook entitled, The Deſertion diſcuſs'd, 
written by Jeremiah Collier of Cambridge.

This Hundred is ſituate in the Middle 
of the County, and is incloſed on the Eaſt 
with the Hundred of Carlefort, on the 


South, with the Hundreds of Samford and 


22 ; on the Weſt, with this laſt Hun- 
dred, and the Hundred of Stow ; and on 


the North with the Hundred of Horte/- - 


mere, and Tredling. It was called before 
the Conqueror's Time, as we find it in 
his Survey, the Hundred of Gepes. The 
Fee of this Hundred was in Gur?! Earl 
of Kent, in the Saxon Times, and when 
the Conqueror's Survey was made, but 
now is in the King, and the Government 
in the High Sheriff and his Officers. The 
Market-Towns of this Hundred are 
Ipſich, formerly Gippeſwich, in Saxon 
L:yperpic, fo called probably from its 
Situation upon the River Gippin, or Or- 
well, the firſt of which Names it takes 


from its crooked and winding Streams, 


in Saxon, Ceap. The Site of it is low, 
and in a Bottom, but the Town is pretty 
large, extending from S. Matthew's to 
S. Hellen's, near a Mile upon the Road, 


- and as much from North to South. The 


River, over which it has a Bridge lead- 
ing to the Hamlet belonging to it, called 
Stoke, renders it exceeding pleaſant, Mr. 


. Cambden calls it, The Eye of this County. 


It had about an hundred Years ago a 
commodious Haven, a great Trade, and 
was very Populous, having an abundance

of rich Merchants in it, but at preſent 
it is much decay'd as to its Trade and 
People, which hath caus'd a Decreaſe of 
its Shipping. The preſent Condition of 
this Town is this: It is divided into 
four Wards, containing in them twelve 
Pariſhes, but ſo thinly inhabited, that 
there are hardly any People to be ſeen in 
the Streets, which are large, and there- 
fore the more expoſed to the Eye. How- 
ever, the Town is neat and commodious ; 
the' Houſes are built after the ancient 
Manner; the Market-Place is ſpacious 3 
the Butchery, which was built by Car- 
dinal Wolſey, very fine. The Inns are 
good, and all Manner of Proviſions are 
plentiful and cheap. In the Midft of the 
Market-Place, which is ſurrounded with 
Shops of rich Goods, ſtands a curieus 
Croſs, with the Effgies of Aſtrea, the 
Goddeſs of Juſtice, bearing a Pair of 
Scales in the one Hand, and a Sword in 
the other, intended for an Emblem to put 


the Magiſtrates in Mind of doing exact 


Juſtice, and-diſcountenancing and puniſh- 
ing cheating Oppreſſion, and Knavery of 
all Sorts, 

It is a Corporation governed by two 
Bailiffs, ten Portmen, twenty four Com- 
mon-Council- Men, two Chamberlains, a 
Recorder, and a Town- Clerk; and as ſuch 
enjoy ſeveral Privileges, as ſending gur- 
geſſes to Parliament, as it hath done 
from the firit Settlement of that Conſti- 
tution, 26 Edu. r. holding Pleas for all 


Actions, Oc. It ſtill drives a good Ma- 


ritime Trade, and has fix Markets a Week 
for Fiſh, Butchers-Meat, Oc. But the 
three chief for all Sorts of Goods brought 
out of the Country, are on Wednefilay, 
Friday and Saturday, weekly ; and three

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Fairs yearly, viz., on Good-Friday, 8. 
George's Day, April 23, and S. James's 
Day, July 25. The moſt conſiderable 


Buildings are, the Lord Viſcount Here- 


ford's Houſe, and another built by John 
Sackvil, ſome Time Maſter of Requeſts ; 


a fair Guild-Hall, wherein the Seſſions for 


Ip/avick Diviſion are commonly kept; a 
Palace belonging to the Biſhop of Nor- 
wich, in whoſe Dioceſe it is; ſome Re- 
mains of the College which Cardinal Wol- 
fey began to build, but never finiſh'd, yet 
bears his Name. It was founded upon 
the Ruins of a ſmall College of Black 
Canons; a good Free-School, with a good 
Library; a Cuſtom-Houſe by the Key, 
and two Hoſpitals ; beſides ſeveral Almſ- 
houſes in the ſeveral Pariſhes. 

As to the Antiquities of this Place we 
obſerve, that it was anciently encompaſs'd 


with a Ditch and a Rampire, which were 


demoliſh'd when the Danes, Anno gg1, 
invaded this Town (which is the firſt 
Time we find it mentioned in our Hi- 
ſtories) and plundered not enly the In- 


 Habitants here, but ravaged the whole 


Coaſt with ſo much Cruelty and Barba- 


rity, that the Nobles and Biſhops of thoſe 


Times thought it moſt adviſable. to pur- 
chaſe a Peace of them, at the Expence 
of Fen Thouſand Pounds. It was at 


this Time, that the Rampire about the 


Town was demoliſh'd, yet not ſo, but 
that there are ſume Remains of it. But 
that did not ſecure the Nation above 
nine Years; for they then again re- 


turn'd, and plunder'd this Town, and 


all the Counties of Norfolk and Suffolk; 
which ſo prevok'd the Engliſi, that they 
united in a Body, and engag'd them with 


great Reſolution. Turkill the Dane, was 


then in King Ethelred's Pay, and had 
ſworn Allegiance to him, whereupon the 
King made him their Leader againſt his 
Country-Men; but he prov'd falſe, and 


© betray'd the Engliſh into the Danes Hands, 


who might otherwiſe have been van- 
uiſh'd. Sware at this Time led the Danes, 
ad by this Vidory made Way for the 
. of Daniſh Kings, which ſoon 
owed. | 


In King Edward the Confeſſor's Reign 
as we find it in Doomſday- Book, Queen 
Editha had two Parts of this Town, and 
Earl Euert the third; and there were in 
it eight Hundred Burgeſſes, who paid 
Cuſtoms to the King. But when the Rur. 


mans had poſſeſs d themſelves of Englary 


the Conqueror, to awe the People into 
Subjection, built, among other Caſiles 
one here at Jp/avich, which Hugh Bigod, 
Earl of Norfolk, maintain'd for ſome Time 
againſt ' King Stephen, in the Behalf of 
Henry Fitz.-Empreſſe, but was oblig'd to 
ſurrender it. This Caſtle is ſo entirely 
demoliſh'd, that there is not ſo much 33 
any Rubbiſh of it to be found. Some 
are of Opinion, that it ſtood in the ad- 
joying Pariſh of Veſter field, becauſe there 
appears ſome Remains of a Caſtle ; and 
to make Good their Con jectures, they ſay, 
the Old Gip/wic ſtood there. But 'tis more 
probable it was deſtroy'd, when King 
Henry IT. levelled Waleton a Neighbour- 
ing Caſtle to the Ground, becauſe it hat- 
boured the three Thouſand Flemings who 
were invited over by ſome of the Nobi. 
lity to afliſt his Son againſt him, when 
that young Prince not content to ſhare 
the Government with his Father, ſougbt 


utterly to deprive him of any Part of it, 


So dangerous is it to let Children into their 
Inheritance before their Time. | 

In the Conqueror's Reign, Richard d: 
Tonebrugo, Karl of Clare, had thirteen 
Burgages in this Town ; and the Duke 
of Erafton, King Charles II's Natural Son, 
was, by his Father, dignify'd with the 
Title of Viſcount Ip/avich, among other 
Honours. 

The Churches of this Town are faid 
to have been of old one and twenty, 
twelve of which do ſtill remain with 
S. George's Chapel. The Ruins of fix of 
ſeven others are ſhewn, but now con- 
verted to common Uſes, viz, one of them, 
which was call'd Chrift's Church, is con- 
verted into a Manfion-Houſe ; another is 
employ'd for a Place of Judicature, with 
a Gaol, where the Quarter-Seſſions are 
held; and another is turned into a Free-

Mr. Weaver tells us, that when he ſeach:

Cardinal Thomas Wolſey muſt have the 
firſt Place, as being the Miracle not of 
his own Time only, but of almoſt all 
Ages, if it be true, that from a Butcher's 
Son (in this Town, which is not yet- 
owned by the Writer of his Life, Mr. 
Cavendiſh, his Gentleman-Uſher, who cer- 
tainly knew his Pedigree well) he roſe 
to be the King of one of the greateſt 
Kings of the World, King Henry VIII. 
He was from his Childhood a Perſon of 
a great Capacity and Diligence, whereby 
he became very early expert in many 
Parts of Learning, and was ſoon prefer- 
red to ſeveral Livings, Biſhopricks, and 
at length was made Archbiſhop of York, 
having a Licenſe to hold the Abbacy of S. 
Albans, and other Eccleſiaſtical Preferments 
in commendam with it. In fine, he was 
ſo much in Favour with K. Henry VIII. 
that he might have whatever he deſir'd, 
and had many Times more; for he knew 
fo well how to pleaſe that King, whom 
hardly any Body elſe could, that he ob- 
tain'd all he defir'd, not as ſought for, 
but as proceeding from the King's Free- 
Will. His Intereſt with the King, pro- 
cured him Favour from abroad, for the 
Pope created him Cardinal of S. Cecilin, -

Lord Chancellor of England abrut the ſume 


Time. In this his Grandeur, he had a 
vaſt Mind ſuitable to his Place, and a 
great Senſe of Regulation and Glory. He 
livd always with very great Splendor 
and Magnificence, not much inferior to 
the greateſt Princes; but yet left the 
moſt laſting and noble Monuments of his 
Bounty, in Wis building of Palaces and 
Colleges; ſſo that he may ſeem to have 
been rais'd to do good to future Gene- 
rations, witneſs Whitehall, Chrift-Church in 
Oxford, and, his! College in this Town. 
*Tis' true, his Ambition was ſo great, 
that nothing in England would ſatisfy 


him, and therefore he ſought the Papacy 


at the Death of Pope Leo X. but was 
diſappointed, and perhaps ruined himſelf 
by it; for while he was buſied to com- 
paſs that, he neglected the Divorce which 


the King was ſo eager to have effected, 
and ſhew'd himſelf not Latisfy'd with 
the King's Favours; which ſo alienated 


the King's Mind from him, that he com- 


manded him to depart his Preſence, and 


live in his Dioceſe of Fork. In Obedi- 
dience to this Order, he retir'd An. 1530, 


to tbe Archbiſhop's Palace at Cawood, 
where he ſpent. that Summer in great 


Hoſpitality; but being arrefted for High 
Treaſon about the Beginning of October, 
as he was Carrying to London he dy'd 
in the Way at Leicefter, and was bury'd 
in S. Mary's Chapel belonging to the Ab- 
bey-Church there, without any Monu- 
ment.

His Poſterity for three Succeſſions, were 
Men of Note, and were in conſiderable 
Poſts in the Reigns of King Edward VI. 
Queen Mary, and Queen Elizabeth ; but 
none of them were created Barons, till 


King James I. made Thomas Wentworth 


Knight of the Bath, Lord Wentworth of 
Nertleſted; to which Honour, K. Charles l. 
added Earl of Cleveland, and made him 
Captain of his Guards. He ſhew'd an un- 
ſhaken an unexemplary Loyalty to his 
Maſter all the Time of his Troubles, 
fighting many Buttles for him, and ſuf- 
fering many Impriſonments for his Cauſe ; 
but liv'd to ſee King Charles II's Reſto- 
ration, under whom he enjoy'd his Com- 
mand to his Death. 

The only Stain of the Honour of this 
Family was, and ſtill is in our Hiſtories, 
that the ſecond Thomas Lord Wentworth,

And well was it for him, that he was 


abſent, for otherwiſe, 'tis probable, he 
had been executed as in ſuch Caſes is 
uſual, But after Queen Mary's Death he 
hid a fair Trial, and was, acquitted by 
his Peers; who, upon hearing of ſull 
Evidence, found it no Treachery, Cow- 
ardice, or Careteſsneſs in him; but in 
Sir John Harleſton, who was Governor of 
the Rice-Bank, and Sir Ralph Chamberlain, 


the Governor of the Caſtle of Calais; and 


for it they were both condemn'd to dye, 
but their Judgment was remitted. The 
Truth of the Caſe ſeems to be this: The 
Engliſh having had Succeſs before S. Quiz» 
tin's, and the Vear being far advanc'd, 
the Garriſon of Calais giew very careleſs 
and ſecure, which being diſcover'd to the 
Duke of Guiſe, Commander of the French 
Army, he ſat down before it upon New- 
YVear's-Day, and the next Day took the 
two Forts, the Rice-Bank and Newnham- 
Bridge, which were the main Defence of 
the City. Within three Days the Caſtle 
was taken, and on Twelfth. Day the French 
enter'd the Town. The Lord Wentworth 
ſeeing the French now grown irreſiſtable, 
ſound it to no Purpoſe to make any Re- 
ſiſtance, and therefore deſired a Parley, 
wherein it was concluded, that the Town 
ſhould be yielded upon theſe Conditions, 
viz, That the Inhabitants ſhould depart

Natton, a {mall Village, eminent not 
in it ſelf, but for two of its Natives, Sir 
Robert Brooke, and Sir Robert Hicham, 
both eminent Lawyers: Sir Robert Brookes 
Skill in the Laws of the Nation, rais'd 
him to the high Dignity of Lord Chief 
Juſtice of the Common-Pleas in the Reign 
of Queen Mary I. and enabled him to 
compoſe an Abridgment of the Common Laws 
of England; which is to well done, that 
it hath been of great Account ever ſince. 
His Poſterity (till flouriſh, or lately did 
at this Place, upon the Eſtate purchas'd 
by him near his Native Town. Sir Ko- 
Bert Hicham, Knt. and Serjeant at Law, 
got an Eſtate by his Practice, being very 
Skilful in the Engliſh Laws, and pur- 
chas'd the fair Manor of Framlingham of 
the Earl of Suffolk ; but the Title was 
ſo perplex'd, that had not he had a ſtrong 
Brain, and powerful Purſe, he could ne- 
ver have clear'd it ; which he was fo 
ſenſible of, that in Thankfulneſs to God 
for his wonderful Succeſs, he ſettled i 
for, pious Uſes upon Pembroke-Hall in 
Cambridge, as we ſhall ſthew at large in 
our Deſcription af Framlingham in the 
Hundred of Loes. | 


rwell-Haven is a ſpactous Harbour, at 


the Mouth of the River Orwell, or Gip- 
WEE Pig. 
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ing. Landguard- Fort is built and main- 
tain'd for the Defence of this Port, where 
not only Merchant's Ships conſtantly lye, 
and the Packet · Boat for Holland goes off, 
but his Majeſty's great Ships of War et- 
ten ride, eſpecially when there is any 
Panger of an Enemy. 

. Trimley, or Tremley, the Lordſhip and 
Demeſne of John Duke of Norfolk in 
the Reigns of King Edward IV. and 
Richard III. he being a firm Adherent 
to the York Family; but the Duke of 
Rickmond having obtain'd the Crown aſter 
the Battle of Boſwort h- Field, by the Name 
of King Henry VII. John de Vere, Earl 
of Oxford, whoſe Eftate had been confiſ- 
cated in the former Reigns, was reſtor'd 
to his own, anda great Part of the Duke 
of Norfolk's Eſtate was given him, and, 
among others, this Manor of Trimley, 
which he left to his Poſterity. | 

But that which makes this Place moſt 
famous, is the Birth of Thomas Cavendiſh, 
Eſqz who, out of a generous Inclination 
to make foreign Diſcoveries for the Be- 
nefit, as well as Honour of his Nation, 
furniſh'd out three Ships at his own 
Charge, with a Deſign of ſailing round 
the World, which he perform'd after this 
Manner : He ſet out irom Plymouth, July 
21, 1586, and having a proſperous Wind, 
Came to the South of Africa, Aug. 26. 
Then bending his Courſe South-Wett, en- 
tred the Magellan-Straits, Fan. 7, which 
having paſs'd with ſome Difficulties, for 
want of Proviſion (for which Reaſon he 
named a Town where he ſtay'd, Port- 
Famine ) he got into the South-Sra, Fb. 24. 


| Here he had many Conflicts with the 


Natives and Spaniards, and loſt thereby 
fo many Men, that he purpoſely ſunk 
one of hig Ships for want of Hands to 
manage her; but to make fome Amends for 
this Loſs, he took the Spaniſh Admiral 
of the Sauth-Sea, worth in Gold 48800 J. 
befides other rich Commodities. Sur- 
mwunding the Indies, in order to his Re- 
turn for England, one of his remaining 
Ships left him, and he never ſaw it af. 
ter; but he proceeding on his Voyage, 
landed ſafely at Plymouth, Sept. 9, 1588, 
having ſail'd round the whole Earth in 
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little more than Two Years. He began 
another Voyage with the ſame Intent 
Aug. 26, 1591; but being caſually ſe. 
vered from his Company in the Straits 
of Magellan, in Nove mbi v loilcwing, he Was 
never ſeen nor heard of mo 

Walton, or Waleton, a Village? ftanding 
on the Sea-Shore, with a liron;, Cafile 
ſituate on an high Hill. In the War be. 
tween King Herry II. ai! bis Sen Her), 
whom he had made Half- Ring, for the 
whole Kingdom, Robert Blanchmaincs, Earl 
of Leicefter, who was engaged {or the 
young King, attempted this Caille/at his 
firſt landing here, with a great Body of 
Normans and Flemings 5, and though he 
was aſſiſted by Hugh Bigod, Ear! of Mr. 
folk, whoſe Demeſne it then was, could 
not win it, but marched off to S. Ed. 
mund's Bury, in which March bcing en- 
countred by the King's Forces, his Ar. 
my was totally routed, and himſelt and 
Lady taken Priſoners, It was at this 
Time that King Henry totally demcliſh'd 
the Caſtle, that it ſhould not be an Har. 
bour of Rebels. The Manor atter this, 
remaining in the Crown, was given by 
King Edward I. to his fifth Son, Thomas 
de Brotherton, Earl of Norfolk, who les. 
ving only Heirs general, viz.. Margaret 
and Joan, this Manor, upon the Diviſion, 
fell to Margaret, then the Wife of Walter 
de Manny, and ſo became the Eſtate of his 
Family, but did not long continue in it, 
ſor we find it in the Poſſeſſion of the 
Dukes of Norfolk, in the Reign of King 
Edward IV. and being forfeited to the 
Crown by his Attainder, was given by 
King Henry VII. to John de Vere Earl 
of Oxford; but whether it was reſtor d to 
the Norfolk Family, when their Attain- 
der was revers'd by Parliament, 4 Hen.) 
we find not, and ſo can add no more of 
it. Here was anciently a ſmall Monaſtery 
of Black Monks, of which we ſhall give 
an Account afterwards.

1. but ſince the Dit- 
ſolution of the Abbeys, hath been, and 
now is in the Crown, and the Govern- 
ment in the High Sheriff and his Officers. 
The Market Towns of this Hundred, are 
Bilſton, or Bildeſton, as we find it in 
our Records, the Demeſne of Henry Bour- 
chier, Earl of Ee, who dy'd poſſeſsd 
of it, 23 Edw. 4. and left it to his Son 
Henry Bourchier, Knt. It is a Market- 


Town, and hath its Market weekly on % 


Wedneſday, and Fair yearly on S. George's 
Day, April 23. It is noted for the Clo- 
thing Trade. | 

Hadley, or Headlega (as the Saxons cal- 
led it) is a large Town Corporate, go- 
verned by a Mayor, Aldermen, Council, 
Oc. and hath two Markets weekly, viz. 
on Monday, for all Sorts of Proviſions, 


.. eſpecially Meat, and a ſmaller on Safur- 


days. It is grac'd with a ſumptuous 
Church, and tho' not ſo much, as anci- 
ently, yet pretty well peopled, and Fair 
yearly, on . *Tis famous at this 
Time for making of Woollen Cloth, bur 
our Antiquaries have a greater Reſpe& 
for it, becauſe it is by our Hiſtorians 
ſaid to be the Burial-Place of Euthrum, 
or Gormo the Dane, though the Tomb 
that is ſhew'd for his Monument, bears 
not ſuch a Face of Antiquity as to have 
been of above 700 Years Continuance or 
more. This Guthrum, the Pagan King of 
Denmark, aſter he had harraſs'd the King- 
dom of Aifred many Years, and put him 
to great Straits, was at length overcome 
by him in Battle, and coming to Terms 
of Agreement to ſettle a Peace, Alfred 
oblig'd him to be baptiz'd, which being 
comply'd with by Cuthrum and thirty of 
his Nobles who accompany'd him, Al- 
fred gave him freely the Country of the 
Eaft. Angles to govern, which he did 12 
Years; and dying in the Fear 889, was 
bury'd in the Church here among the 
Kings of the Eaſt-Angles of the Saxon 
Race, it being the Seat of theſe Kings. 
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The Lordſhip, 9 Edu. 1. was in the Prior 

of Canterbury. The Villages are | 
Aldham, the Manor and Eſtate of Robert 

de Vere, Earl of Oxford, of which, after 


his Death, his Widow, Alice, was af- 


fign'd as Part of her Dowry, and left it 


to her Son and Heir Robert de Vere, Earl 


of Oxford. He left this Manor with ma- 
ny other Eſtates, 33 Edw. 3. to his Son 
and Heir Sir Thomas de Vere, who alſo 
left it to his Son Robert ; but Maud his 
Wife, the Daughter of Ralph Uford, Earl 
of Suffolk, ſurviving him, this Manor 
was aſſign'd to her out of her Son Ko- 


Sert's Eſtate for her Dowry, In this Fa- 


mily it continued divers Succeſſions after 
his, *till the Conteſt between the Houſes 
of Lancaſter and York for the Crown hap- 

en'd ; and fot Earl of Oxford, ſtanding 

rm to the Lantaftrians, was forc'd to fly 
after Barnet-Field Battle; and his Eſtate 
being ſeiz'd, this Manor, with many 


more, was given by King EAward IV. 


to his Brother Richard Duke of Glouceſter, 
1 Edau. 4. and afterward, when that Duke 
was made Chamberlain of the King's 
Houſhold, 11 Edw. 4. this Manor, with 
divers other forfeited Eſtates of the Earl 
of Oxford's, as well as others, was ſettled 
upon him by a ſpecial Entail, for his 
many ſpecial Services done, and. to be 
done, 

Bretenham, a little inconſiderable Town, 


without any Appearance almoſt of a City, 


ſituate at the Head of the River Breton, 
yet that it is the Compretonium of Anto- 
ninus in theſe Parts, is evident both from 
the Sound and Signification of the Name ;. 
for as Bretenham in Engliſh implies a Town 
or Manſion on the Breton, ſo doth Combrc-- 
tonium in Welch, a Valley, or Low-place 
upon the Breton. But this in the Peu- 
tegerian Tables is falſely called Comve- 
tronum Q ad Convecin, In the Reign of 
Edward I. An. g. it was the Lordſhip of

Note, but for the Nativity of John Boyſe,. 
Son of Mr. Boyſe, Miniſter. of that Place. 
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He was bred in Hadley School, and be- 
ing from thence removed to S. ohn's 
College in Cambridge, became Fellow of 
it. He was well skill'd in the Greek 
Tongue, and, as while he was in the 
College, he upheld a Lecture to ſome 
young Scholars in his College, which 
they came to beſore Day, for their Im- 
provement in that Language; ſo aiter- 
ward he was choſen an Aſſiſtant to Sir 
Heury Savil, in puiting out his Chry/oftome 
in Greek, and wrote ſome Obſervations 
u pon it, which Sir Henry calls Doc iſſi- 
mas, He was known by the Name of 


Tngeniofiſſimus Q Dodd iſſimus Beyſius, and ag 
ſuth was not only preferr'd to a Prebend in 
the Church of Ely, and made Parſon of 
Boxworth, but was made Choice of to be 
One of the Tranſlators of the laſt Veriin 
of the Bible in 1604. He dy'd a little 
before the Troubles began in K. Charles 1's 
Reign. c . 

Hicham, a little Village, ſtand ing near 
a Rivulet that falls into the Breton, 
whoſe.

Scrope of Maſiam, in the Reign of King 


Henry VI. but he being attainted for ad- 
Hering to the York Family, his Eſtate was 


confiſcated, and being in the Crown, was 


given to Sir John Phelip, and Alice his 
Wife, and the Heirs of their Bodies ; 
but Sir. John dying Childleſs, and Alice 
his Widow marrying to Sir William de la 
Pole, it was granted to him and Alice 
his Wife, and the Heirs of their Bodies. 
This William, in Conſideration of his great 
Merits, was, 23 Hen. 6. advanc'd to the 
Title and Honourof Duke of Suffolk, and 
to the Heirs Male of his Body; and at 
the ſame Time obtain'd a Grant to him- 
ſelf, and the ſaid Alice his Wife, and the 
Heirs of their Bodies, as Lord of this 
Manor of Kertelberſton, to hold, by the 
Service of carrying a Golden Scepter with 
aA Dove on the Head on it, upon the 
Coronation-Day of the King's Heirs and 
Succeſſors.

This is that good Earl, who being charge d 
with Treaſon in pretending to reſlore his 
Brother, King Edward II. was condemn'd 
to dye; but when he came upon the Scat- 
fad, none was found who would behead 
him, *till they procur'd a condemn'd 
Wretch out of the Mar/ha'/ea, to cut off 
his Head to ſave his own Life.

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This Town for whereas there was be- 
fore a Market, and a Park, he founded 
an Abbey for Monks of the Benedictine 
Order, and amply endowed it. i 
While he thus flouriſh'd, Robert Cur- 


thoſe appear'd in Arms with ſome Noble- 


men his Confederates, to recover from 
King Henry the Kingdom, which he cal- 
led his: Rightful Inheritance 3 and this Ro- 
sort was ſome Way an Abettor with 
him in it; which, when King Henry 
got ſufficient Proofs of, he difinherited 
Him of his Eſtate (viz. this Honour) and 
baniſh'd him the Realm. Aye being thus 
come into the King's Hands, this Honour 
was by him beſtow'd upon Stephen Earl 
of Boulogne, (who afterwards became King 
of England) and he at length left it to 


nis Natural Son William, who fliled -him- 


felf Earl of 'Bologne, Warren and Moreton, 
but dy'd without Heirs, in the Expe- 
dition to Tholoſe, Ann. 1160, and ſo this 
Honour return'd again into the King's 
Hands, where it remain'd a While, till 
King Richard I. gave it to Henry V. of 
that Name, Duke of Brabant and Loraine, 
with x'Grandchild of King Stephen, by a 
Daughter who had been a Nun. 
How "long it 'remain'd in his Family 
we find not, but it appears that it wes 
in the King's Hands, 9 Edw. 1. and fo 
continu'd; for King Edward III. Rey. 4. 


granted to John of Eltham, Earl of 


Cornwall, his next Brother, certain Rents 
Fenn to this Honour of Eye, but he 
dy'd in the roth Year of K. Edward IP's 
Reign without Iſſue; wherefore, 11 Edw.3. 
when Robert de Ufford, in Conſideration 
of his good Services done the Kingdom, 
was rais'd te the Dignity of an Earl, 
King Edward III. made him a Grant 
in ſpecial Tail of the Caſtle, Town and 
Manor of Eye, with the Manors depen- 
dant of that Honour, viz.

Having no Iffue, this Honour again re- 
turned to the Crown, and was given to

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of the Lord Cornwallis, who hath the 
Title of Baron from this Place, being in 
his Patent ſtiled Lord. Cornwallis of Ey 
This Town was a Borough before the 
Reign of King John, and is called com. 
monly in Writing, the Town and Borough 
of Aye. *Tis now governed by two Bai- 
liffs and a Common-Council. The Wo. 
men employ themſelves chiefly in ma- 
king Bone-Lace. The Borough ſends two 
Members to Parliament, but hath ſo done 
in ſome latter Reigns only, ſince King 
Edward IV.

Mendleſham, a Town fituate near the 


Riſe of the River Deben, to which the 
Lord of it, Hugh Fitz.

of Otho, the Mint-Maſter, procured the 


Privilege of a Market and Fair of King 
Edward I. The Market is weekly on 
Tueſday, and a pitiful one it is, not likely 
to mend; becauſe it is ſituate in the 
midſt of deep and dirty Roads, and the 
Fair yearly, is on — Maud Fitz- 
Otho was the ſole Heir of Hugh, and ſhe 
marrying John de Botetourt, Lord of V 
in Morceſterſſire, earry'd this Manor and 
her other Paternal Eſtates into his Fa- 
mily; from which, by the Heirs Gene:

New-Market, a Town of late Erection, 
ks the very Name imports; but the 
Market is very good, being furniſh'd 
withall Commodities in great Abundance.

Fair was by Charter to be kept on the 
Eve, Day and Morrow of the ſaid Feaſt, 
and four Days following.

of Norfolk, and the Feaſt of S. Michael. 


The Market-piace is very ſpacious, in 
the Form of a Triangle, almoſt of equal 
Sides. Between the Market-place and the 
Church, ſtood the Hall of the Guild, or 
Fraternity, called The Guild of the Bleſſed 
Virgin in Framlingham. | 
The greateſt Ornament of this Town 
is the Church, which is indeed a lately 
Edifice, built (as is ſuppoſed) by ſome 
of the Mowbreys, Earls of Norfolk, as 
appears by their Arms at the Bottom, 
and on the Middle of the Steeple, but 
being not compleatly finiſh'd, was re- 
pair'd and perfected by K. Edward VI. 
The Steeple is an hundred Feet high ; 
the Body of the Church is forty-four 


Feet high, ſixty - three Feet long, and forty - 
eight Feet broad. The Chancel is thirty- 


ſeven Feet high, fixty Feet long, and 
twenty-ſeven Feet broad. The Iſles are 


the ſame Length with the Church, and 


but twenty Feet broad. The Whole is 


built of black Flint. The Ifles were 


erected chiefly for Burying · places for the 


Earls and Dukes of Norfolk, who then 


dwelt in the Caftle.

1 + Framlingham is a Townof River; the one erected by the Will, and 


at the Charge of Sir Robert Hicham, Kt. 
who left the Maſter and Fellows of Pen- 
broke-Hall, in Cambridge, in Truft with a 
great Eſtate in Fram'ingham and Saxted, 
for this Uſe among others, viz. That 
they ſhould ere ane or two Alms-houſes 
for twelve of the pooreſt and molt de- 
crepit in the Town of Framlingham, and 
for their Maintenance, allow them Two 
Shillings a Week, and Forty Shillings 4 
Year for their Gown and Firing, which 
ſhall be continue to them during their 


Lives; obliging thera to attend the Pray- 


ers of the Church daily at Eight a-Clock 
in the Morning, and Four in the After- 
non ; which if they negtet to do, their 
weekly Allowance ſhall! be abated, ex- 
cept they can plead ſuch an Excuſe as 
ſhall be allowed by the Miniſter of Fram- 
lingham, and certain others in the Town 
appointed by his ſaid Will. And that 
Yrayers may be read conſtantly every 
Morning and Evening, he fettled for eve 
upon the Reader or Curate, 20 J. a Year, 
and 5 J. a Year upon the Clerk orSexton. 
This Alms-houſe was built by the Maſter . 
and Fellows of Pembroke-Hall, An. 1654. 
The other Alms-houſe was built filty 
Years after the former, by the Truftees 
of Thomas Mills, who had been a Wheel- 
right, but in the late Times of Diſorder 
turn'd Teacher, or Holder-forth among 
the 1 at Saxtead, an Hamlet be- 
longing te Framlingham, in which Perſua- 
ſion he dy'd in 1703, or thereabouts.

a Maſter, to whom they ſhould give 
forty Pounds a Year during- his Life, to 


teach thirty, forty, or more of the pooreſt 


Children in Framlingham, Debenham, and 
Coggeſhall, to. Write, Read, and Caft Ac- 
count; and when they were perfect in 


them, to give to each of them Ten Pounds 


to put them out Apprentices, at the 
Diſcretion of 'the four Senior Fellows of 
Pembroke-Hall, which Scholars were alſo 
obliged to attend the Prayers in the 
Church daily, as the Alms-Men above- 
mention d of his Foundation were; but 
whether ſuch a School was ever erected, 
we are not told in either of our MS. 
Accounts, and fo have nothing more to 
add of it. 


As to the Antiquities of this Town, 


we are probably aſſured it was of a 
Britiſh Original, and was conquered by 
the - Romans, when they defeated Boadicea 
the Britiſh Amazon. In the Times of the 
Romans, this County and Norfolk were 
inhabited by the Iceni, who were diſ- 


ſſeſſed by the Saxons, who changed them 


to a Petty Kingdom, which they cal- 
led, The Kingdom of the Eaft-Angles. The 
Caſtle, which is the moſt remarkable Piece 
of Antiquity in. this Town, was built, 
as we ſuppoſe, by ſome of the firſt Eaſt- 


Anglian Kings, but which, of them our. 


Hiſtories. do not mention. .Redwald, the 
greateſt-of the Eaſft- Anglian Kings, kept 
His Court at a Village, called from him 
Redwaldeſham,now contracted into Kendles- 
ham, which is but ſeven Miles from this 
Caſtle; and tis not improbable that he 
built it, (becauſe he was the third Eaft- 
Anglian King, and being at Wars with his 
Neighbouring Kings) that he might have 


' a ſafe Place to retire to from his Ene- 
mies upon Occaſions, as we are ſure one 


ef. his Succeſſors, King Edmund, one of 
whoſe principal Seats it was, did, after 
his. Defeat at Thetford by the Danes in 
$70, againſt whom, he. defended himſelf 
for ſome Time; but not being able to 
hold out longer againſt them, he betook 


himſeif to Flight; but - was-overtaken by 


his Enemies, who beheaded him, and 
cafting his Head under a Buſh, left his

- As to the Caftle itſelf, it is certain that 


it was a large, beautiful, and very ſtrong 
Building, containing in Land an Acre, , 
Rood, and eleven Perches within the 
Walls now ſtanding, but formerly a greater 
Quantity. Theſe Walls are forty-four Feet 
high, and eight thick. There are thir. 
teen ſquare Towers in them, fourteen 
Foet higher than the Walls, two of which 
are Watch- Towers, called Barbicans, but 
now by the People Bur gany, it may be ſup. 
poſed for Birganum, a Word derived from 
the Savon Word Bip ene, which ſigniſies 
a Burying- place, probably put to that 
Uſe by ſuch as kept the Caſtle. On the 
Weſt-Side it was inacceſſible, becauſe of 
the Meer adjoyning, and on the other 
2 it was fortified with a double Ditch, 

"A 

It was inwardly furniſhed with many 
Rooms, fit. to receive great Numbers of 
Men. In the firſt Court was a deep Well, 
compaſſed with Pillars, curiouſly carve, 
which ſupported a Leaden Roof, of which 
ſome Parts were in Being in 1651, In 
the ſame Court was a Chapel, now quite 
demoliſh'd, and the Materials uſed to re- 
pair the Highways in 1657. In divers 
Places of the Buildings, were the Arms 
of S. Edmund, Bigots, Segraves, Brother- 
tons and Mowbrays, carved or painted ; 
and the Ring of a great Iron Door was 
garniſh'd with Ducal Crowns. It had a 
a Draw-Bridge and Portcullis over the 
Gate, which was the ſtrongeſt Tower, and 
beyond the Bridge without, an Half. Moon 
about a Man's Height, ſtanding in 1647. 
There was alſo on the Eaſt-Side a Poſtern 
with an Iron over a private Bridge into 
the Park where it ſtood, and which was 
not long fince well wooded. 
Of all the inward Buildings, there is 
nothing remaining but two Chambers 
turn'd into an Engliſh School-houſe, and 
a Part repaired with Brick for a Work- 
houſe ; but yet of the Ruins there are 
ſo many Parts left, as to give Reaſon te 


believe it a very ſtrong Fortreſs; and 


that it was built by Redwald as above-

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been (as far as we can diſcover) under 


the Juriſdiction of the Lords of this 


Caſlle in all their Changes, as will more 
fully appear afterwards, This Caſtle and 
Town, by the Death of King Edmund, 
who was beſieg'd in it, fell into the 
Danes Hands, who kept Poſſeſſion of it 
fifty Years, and mightily harraſs'd the 
Country round about, *till they were 


brought under the Obedience of the Weſt- 
Saxons; yet was not this Country free 


from the Daniſh Invaſions, till the Con- 
queſt, This Town having thus been 
ſubje& to Britains, Romans, Saxons and 


Danes, was inhabited by a great Mixture 


of divers Nations, and from thence took 


the Name of Framlingham, which ſignifies 


an Houſe, or Habitation of Strangers, 
Friendling ſignifying in the Saxon Lan- 
guage, a Stranger, and Ham, a Dwelling 
er Houſe, and ſo it was called Friend- 
lingham, or Framlingham, i. e. an Habita- 
tion of Strangers, which Name was given 
it by the Danes, or later Saxons. The 
Lake now called. the Meer, is reported 
to have been navigable of Old, but is 
now much leſſen'd by Earth and Sand 
every Day almoſt wafthed into it by 
great Rains. The River Ore, above- 
mention'd, is ſaid to have its Origin 
from it, but if not, is increafed by its 
Waters falling into it. | 

William the Norman having obtain'd the 
Crown of England, Roger Bigod, his Couſin 


and Steward, was rewarded for his faith- 


ful Services with an hundred and ſeven- 
teen Manors; yet in the Reign of King 
Henry I. being one of thoſe that ſtood 
firm to the King againſt the Partiſans 
of William Curtloſe, he had this Caſtle and 
Manor of Framlingham given him by that 
King. His Grandſon Hugh, was conſtituted 
by King Stephen Earl of Norfolk, becauſe 


he attefled that King Henry on his Death- 


Bed, declared that Stephen his Nephew, 
and not Maud his Daughter, ſhould ſuc- 
ceed him in this Kingdom of England ; 
and in his Family this Caſtle and Manor 
continued, *till 25 Edu. 1. when Roger 
Bigod, Earl of Nerfolk, dy'd poſſeſs'd of 
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mention'd, it may be a good Argument, 
that Rendleſham is ſtill as it hath ever 


them; for. though Hg Bigod, by adhe- 
ring to Henry the Son, againft his Father 
King Henry II. kad forfeited his Eſtate, 
and was forced to yield up this Caſtle, 
(from which Robert Earl of Leiceſter, his 
Amazonian Lady, and their Flemiſh Soldi- 
ers had much harraſs'd the Country and 
robbed the People) to-theKing's Pleaſure ; 
yet it was reſtor d to his Poſterity upon 
their Loyal Behaviour to that Prince, and 
was inherited ſucceſſively to the Time 
above - mention d; yet upon Condition, 
that if at any Time thereafter, Heirs of 
the Bigods ſhould fail, all his Caſtles and 
Manors ſhould return to the King and 
his Heirs, which accordingly happen'd, 
25 Edu. 1. 83 | . 

This Caſtle and Lordſhip remain'd ſome 
Years after in the King's Hands, who- 
put Governors into the Caſtle, of whom. 


we find John Botetourt the Governor in 


King Edward II's Reign; but he con- 
Federating with Guy de Beauchamp, Earl 
of Warwick, to take Piers de Cavęſtone, 
ſo offended King Edward II. that he 
diſplac'd him, and gave this Caſtle and- 
all Earl Bigod's Eſtate to his Brother-in- 
Law, Thomas de Brotherton, Earl of Nor- 
folk, and his Heirs,” Reg. 6. This Thomas, 
who was Marſhal of England, repaired it, 
as appears from his Arms in divers Places 
in it, and ſoon after procured a Charter 
of Free Warren for all his Demeſne Lands- 
here. He dy'd 12 Edu. 3. poſſeſs d of 
this Caſtle and Lordſhip, and left it to- 
his two Daughters and Coheirs, Margaret 
and Alice; the firſt being marry'd to Wal- © 
ter Manny, and the other to Edward de 
Montacute ; who upon the Diviſion of the 
Eſtate obtain'dithis Caſtle and: Demeſne 
with other Eſtates. He left it 35 Edu. 3, 
to his only Daughter and Heir Joan, 
who being marry'd to-William de Ufford 
(who was afterwards created Earl of Suf- 
folk) brought them into his Family. He 
dy'd poſſeſs'd of it 5 Rich. 2. leaving his: 
three Siſters his Heirs, but to which of 
them this Caſtle and Manor. fel}, we can't 
diſcover, nor how it: came: to | 
Thomas Mowbrey, - who being Earl of 
Nottingham, and conſtituted Earl-Marſhal, 
by Reaſon of his Deſcent from Thomas de 
Brother ton, 


of . 
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Brot herton, Earl of Norfolk, was for fome 
more acceptable Services, particularly his 
being a principal Inſtrument in the Mur- 
der of the Duke of Gloucefter, created 
Duke of Norfolk. Him we find dying 
feiz'd of this Caſtle and Manor, 1 Hen. 4. 
leaving Elizabeth, Sifter and Cobeir of 
Tlomas Fitz- Alan, Earl of Arundel, his 
Wife, furviving him, who had them aſ- 
fen'd for her Dowry, which ſhe held to 
Ker Death, which happen'd Jul) 8, 3 H. 6. 
Ouzdale's Bar. p. 130, v. 1. And out of 
bim one of our MSS. tells us, that this 
Elizabeth made over this Caſtle and Lord- 
ip te King Henry IV. in Exchange for 
other Lands, and that the King gave them 
firſt to Sir Thomas Erpinham, and then ta 
Nis Son Henry the Prince of Vales; but 
then it was in her Life-time only, for 
after her Deceaſe, we find that they then 
paſs'd to the Heirs Male of the Family 
of Thomas firſt, and then John de Mow- 


prey; who dying ſeiz'd of them, and lea- 


wing Catharine, the Daughter of Ralph 
Nevil, Earl of Weftmoreland, his Wife fur- 
viving, ſhe had this Caſtle and Manor for 
her Dowry, which ſhe left to her Son 
John, whoſe Son John dy'd poſſeſs'd of 
it, and at that Time was dwelling in the 
Caſtle, 14 Edu. 4. He dy'd without Iſſue 
Male, leaving only one Daughter Anne, 
who dying Childieſs, the great Eſtate of 
this Family paſsd to the Families of 
Berkley and Howard, by their Marriage 
of Habe! and Margaret, the Daughters 
of Thomas Mowbrey the firſt Duke of Nor- 
Fol above-mention'd. IP 3-5 
We Have no particular Information to 
which of theſe Families this Caſtle: and 
Manor fell upon the Partition, but that 
it came to the Howards, Earls of Nor- 
folk, (and ſoon after Dukes.) We gather 
from hence, that in King Henry VII's 
Reign, this Caſtle and Lordſhip, with 
divers other great Eſtates, were given by 
that King ts John de Vere Earl of Ox- 
Ford, being ſaid to be Part of the Poſ- 


Teffions of John Duke of Nor folk attainted ; 


but it ſeems that the Earl of Oxford 
Keld/ then not long, for Thomas Son and 
Heir of the aforemention'd 7ohn Duke of 


Nerfvik, being a Perſon. of fingular Pru- 
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dence, recover d the Favour of King 
Henry VII. and was reſtor'd to his Ho. 
nour, and the Eſtates of his Anceſtors , 
and after the great Victory obtain'd by 
him over the Scots in Flodden-Field, he 
was Created Duke of Norfolk. In his 
Family we ſuppoſe this Caſtle and Ma. 
nor do yet continue, unleſs our Con. 
3 prove right, that it was exempted 
y that cunning Prince, and ſo remain'd 
in the Crown ſome Time aſter, for which 
we have this probable Reaſon. | 
When the Crown of England became 
in Diſpute by the Death of King Eg. 
ward VI. the Lady Mary his Siſter, claim. 
ing it as her Birthright, as well as by 
her Father's Will, and the Lady Jane, 
Paughter of the Duke of Suffolk, by 
King Henry's youngeſt Daughter, claim- 
ing by King Edward's Will, and ob- 
jecting the Princeſs Mary's Illegitimacy 
as 4 Bar to all Sovereignty, this Caſtle 
of Framlingham was made the Retreat of 
the former, as her ſureſt Defence againſt 
her Enemies. She was at her Houſe at 
Kenirgal in Norfolk, when King Edward 


dy'd, but that being a Place eaſy to be 


approach'd, ſhe removed to this her Caſtile 
at Framlingham, as ſtanding in a woody 
Country, and. on that Account difficult 
to be attacked by her Enemies. Here 
ſhe gathered: an Army of all ſuch Noble- 
men, and other her Friends, as this Coun- 
try could help her to, as the Earls of 
Suſſex, Bath, and Oxford, Lord Wentworth, 
and many Knights and Gentlemen, whoſe 
Example had ſuch an Influence upon the 
Common People, that they came in plen- 
tifully. to her Aſſiſtance z yet having ſome 
Fears of her changing the preſent Eſta 
bliſhment, they engaged her to make no 
Alterations in Religion, but continue the 
Reform'd DoQrines and Worſhip as they 
were taught and exercis'd in her Bro- 
ther's Reign, which ſhe ſeem'd ſo hear- 
tily to promiſe as no Man could doubt 
her Word. 

By theſe Means her Army ſo increaſed, 
that Queen Janes Party much decreaſed; 
and the Army ſent againſt her under the 
Command of the Duke of Northumber- 
land, fell every Day from him ; * 
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„ken the Couneiſ at London heard, they 
2 2 Conſequence of their At- 
and laimed the Princeſs Mary 
Queen of England, France and Ireland; 
h 
8 Calls of Framlingham, and repair'd 
to London, where ſhe was ſoon after 
crown'd. But it ſeems to have been in 
the Crown, by the Forfeiture of Henry 
Howard, Duke of Norfolk, who was be- 
headed 38 Hen. 8. but his Son being re- 
gor'd in Blood, this Caſtle and Lordſhip 
returned to his Family, and was given 
by him to Thomas Howard his eldeſt Son, 
by Margaret ſole Daughter and Heir of 
Thomas Lord Aud ey, afterward made Ea rl 
of Suffolk, whoſe Deſcendant Theophilus 
cold them to Sir Robert Hicham, who ſet- 
tled them and other Eftates for Charita- 
ble Uſes, as is above ſhewn. 

Wodbridze, or Wodbrig, a large Market- 
Town, ſtanding on the River Deben, at 
about ſix Miles Diſtance from the Ocean. 
The River being navigable up to the 
Town, the Inhabitants carry on a good 
Frade by Sea in their Ships, Pinks and 
Hoys, in which they tranſport into di- 
vers Countries, ſeveral Kinds of Mer- 
chandize, as Sack- cloth, Salt, (which they 
have an Art of refining here) Plank, 
Cheeſe, Butter, Oe. The Market is here 
weekly on Wedneſday, and is very conſi- 
derable for moſt Neceſſaries of Life, but 
eſpecially for Hemp, and Goods made of 
it, The Fair is yearly on The 
old Houſes are low, but the chief Streets 
are well paved. It hath four or five 
Docks for building of Ships. The Quar- 
ter-Seſhons for the Liberty of S. Etheldred 
and Audry, are held uſually in this Town. 
In the midſt of the Market-Place is an 
handſome Pile of Buildings, in which is 
a convenient Chamber where the Seſſions 
above-mentiond are kept, Here is alſo 
a good Grammar-School, The Manor of 
this Town was in the Reign of King 
Richard II. the Eſtate of William de Uf- 
ford, Earl of Suffolk, who leaving his 
Siſters his Heirs, Cicely the eldeſt, mar- 
ry'd Sir Robert Willoughby, and after her 
Mother Iſabel's Death, who had it as 
Part ef her Dowry, brought it into his 
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Family, and his Son Nobert, who was 
Lord Willoughty of Eresby, inherited h, 


with the Key and Pool thereunto be- 
longing, 4 Hen. 5. In this Family it re- 
main'd, till 18 Hen, 8. when William Lord 
Wittoughby leaving only one Daughter his 
Heir, named Katharine, ſhe, by marrying 
Richard Bertue, Eſq; carry'd not only her 
Eſtate, of which this Manor was a Part, 
but Honour into his Family, and fo he 
became Lord Willoughby of 22 and his 
Deſcendants ſtill enjoy that Honour. 
In the Church, which is ſaid to have 


twen built by John Lord Segrave, who 


marry'd Margaret Counteſs of Norfolk, the 
Eldeſt of the Coheirs of Thomas de Brother- 
ton, Earl of Norfolk, and dedicated to the 
Virgin Mary, there are ſome remarkable 
Monuments, viz. for John Albred, hereto- 


fore an Inhabitant of this Town, and Agnes 


his Wife, Upon his Tomb it is faid, 


That he was at the Charge ( ing. 
to the Piety of his Age) of Cutting,

Norwick, was found to be her next Heir, 
and fo it paſs'd into his Family with 
her other Eſtates. ' 5 | 
Hachkęſton, the Lordſhip of Roger de 
Bigod, Earl of Norfolk, and Ear! Mar- 
ſhal, who having no Iſſue, ſurrender'd 
his whole Eſtate, Honour and Marſhal's 
Staff, into the Hands of King Edward I. 
and being enfeoffed of them for Life, on 
Condition that they ſhould be reſtored to 
him if he had any Iſſue by Alice his 
Wife. Jeſt them all to the King at his 
Death, which happen'd 25 Edw. 1. 
when he was found poſſeſs'd of this Ma- 
nor, John his Brother was his next Heir, 
but enjoy'd nothing of his Eſtate or Ho- 
Nour, = Reaſon of the aforeſaid Settle- 
ment. 5 * 
_ Hoo was a Part of the Eſtate of the 
laid Roger de Bigod, Earl of Norfolk, 
which being transferr'd to the Crown, 
as is before-mention'd, was given by 
King Edward II. to his Half. Brother, 
Thomas de Brotherton, Earl of Norfolk. 
He procur'd a Charter for Free Warren 
in all his Demeſne-Lands here. He dy'd 
poſſeſs'd of it 12 Edw. 3. leaving this 
and all other his Eftates to his two 
Daughters, Margaret and Alice, the Chil- 
Aren of Alice his firſt Wife; but his ſe- 
cond Wife Mary, the Daughter of Ni- 
diam Lord Roos ſurviving him, ſhe had 
this Manor of Hoo for Part of her Dowry; 
but dying 36 Edu. 3. upon the Divi- 


ſign, this Manor and her other Eſtates 
fell. to Joan, the Daughter and Heir of 
Edward Montacute, by Alice the Coheir 
of the ſaid Earl of Norfolk. - 

Kettleborough, Ketelberg, or Ketilburgh, 
the Lordſhip and Eſtate of Peter Eari 
of Britany and Richmond, but not from 
his Father Conan, for it was then in the 
Hands of .Rannlph Earl of Cheſter, but at 
length King Henry III. Reg. 14. order'd 
that. Livery ſhould be given him of itz 
but it ſeems he was to enjoy it only for 
Life; for tho* his Son Fokn had the Title 
of Earl continued to him, the ſame King, 
Keg. 25. by his ſpecial Charter, ſettled 
this Manor and Soke of Kettleborough up- 
on Peter de Savoy, his Queen's Uncle, 
with divers other great Eſtates. How it 
deſcended. we find not, till 5 Edu. 4. 
po Sir Robert Willoughby dy'd poſſeſs d 
of it. . | 

Letheringham, anciently the Seat and 
Eſtate of the Family of Nauntons, which 
came over with the Conqueror, and gave 
Name to a Manor in the Neighbourhood 
called to this Day Naunton-Hall. Con- 
cerning this Family, Mr. Weaver faith, 
That he had a Relation from Mr. W- 
liam Smart, that he had ſeen an ancient 
Evidence dated before the Conqueſt, where 
they were named, but written Naaunton. 
As alſo that Roger Awfton told him, that 
one Nawnton came in with the Congue- 
ror, who for ſome ſpecial Services done 
by him, gave him in Marriage a great 
Heireſs, and that he had Records of the 
ſame. They had then Lands worth 700 
Marks per Annum. From them it paſſed 
to the Bovils, of whom we have no o- 
ther Account but the Name, and then 
to the Family of Wingfields, who were 
Men of Reputation in this County; for 
William de Wingfield was Knight of this 
Shire in the ſecond, ſixth and ſeventh 
Years of King Richard II. Joln de Wing- 
field ſucceeded him in that Place the 
laſt Year, and Robert de Wing field offi- 
ciated in the ſame Poſt, 6 Hen. 6. After 
this, they were High Sheriffs of this 
County often; for Sir John Wing field, Knt. 
ſerved in that Office 12 Edu. 4. John 
Wingfield, Eſq; 1 Rich. 3. Sir John % 4

The Shrie- 
valty of this County to this Time, went 
along with that of Norfolk, and after the 
Counties had different Sheriffs. Anthony 
Ving field, Eſq; was High Sheriff of this 
Shire only: The Family ſtill reſiding 
in this Town, and flouriſhing, inſomuch 
that Anthony Wingfield, Eſq; was created 
a Baronet, May 17, 1627, 2 Car. 1. 
The Pariſh-Church, which was for- 
merly the Church belonging to the Pri- 
ory, (of which we ſhall ſpeak more in 
our Deſcription of the Monaſteries) hath 
many Monuments and Tomb-Srones, as 
firſt of the Nawntons, but without In- 
ſcriptions, but moſt of them for the 
Wing fields, viz. For three Sir Roberts, 
the laſt of which died Anno 1409, Sir 
John Wingfield, and Thomas Wiryg field, Eſq; 
without Date; for Sir William Wingfield, 
who died July 1. 1398. and Sir Robert, 
who died May 3. 1409. Here is alſo 
an antient fair Tomb, but much de- 
faced; for Elizabeth Dutcheſs of Norfolk, 
and Sir John Paulet, which John died May 
10, 148 1. and Mrs. Elizabeth Wingfield 
Be Wife of the aforeſaid John, Daughter 


Moneden, or Mungaden, as it is writ- 
ten in ancient Records, one of the Lord- 
thips which Odo de Campania was poſſeſſ- 
ed of, when the Conquerar's Survey was 
taken, which deſcended to his Poſterity, 
as is aboveſaid in Brandeſton. 

Rendleſham, or as Bede calls it Rendilis- 
ham, i. e. as he interprets it, the Home 
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or Manſien of Rendilas, Here Radmald 
King of the Eaſt-Angles, commonly kept, 
his Court. He was the firſt of that Peo- 
ple that was baptized, and became a Chri- 
itian, but afterwards being ſeduced by 
his Wife, he had (as Bede ex preſſes it) in 
the ſelf-ſame Church, Altare © Arulam, 
i.e. One Altar for the Chriſtian Religi- 
on, and another little one for Sacrifices 
to the Devil. Here alſo it was that 
Suidhelmus King of the Eaft-Angles, was 
afterwards baptized by Biſhop Cedda. It 
was the Lordſhip of Philip de Colvill in 
Edward I's. Reign, Anno g. Dr. Leonard 
Maw, Biſhop of Bath and Wells was born 
in this Pariſh. He was bred. in Cam- 
bridge in -Peter-Houſe, where he was 
Fellow (and while ſuch, Procter of the 
Univerſity) and Maſter, from whence ho 
was choſen Maſter of Trinity College, where 
with his good Husbandry he. freed the 
College of a great Debt by kis wiſe 
Management of their Revenues. Being 
made a Chaplain to Prince Charles (af- 
terward King Charles I.) he waited on 


him into Spain, when he went to court 


the Infanta, and by his Means was pre- 
ſerred to the See of Bath and Wells, up- 
on his Return home; but enjoying that 
Dignity ſcarce two Years, he died at 
Chiſwick in Middleſex, Sept. 2. 1629. 
and was there buried Sept. 16. He was 
the Son of Samuel Maw of this Place, 


and had the Reputation, living and dy- 


ing, of a good Scholar and a gravePreacher, 
a mild Man and one of a gentle Deport- 
ment. : F 


Soham- Earls, ſo called to diſtinguiſh it 
from another Soham, called Monks-Soham, 
the firſt probably the Demeſne of the Earls 
of Suffolk, and the other of ſome Order 
of Monks.

Hen. 5. of Michael de la 
Pole, Earl of Suffolk, who died that Year 
poſſeſſed of it, and left it to his Son Michael, 


| who was ſlain the ſame Year in the Battle 


of Agincourt in France It deſcended with 
the other Eſtates of this Family to his 
Pofterity for ſeveral Succeſſions, till by 
the Death of Edmund de la Pole, who 
was beheaded April 30. 5 Hen. 8. in the 
Tower, as aiming at the Crown, it be- 
came veſted in the Royal Family, as we 
ſuppoſe it continues, and is governed by 
the High Sheriff, and bis Officers, as other 
Hundreds uſually are. In old Writings it 
is called Loding-Land. The Market-

Leftock, but in Records, and Inquiſi- 
tions Lowiftoke and Loviſtoke, a little nar- 
row Town which ſtands ſo near the Sea, 
that it ſeems to hang over it.

It was the Eſtate of Michael de la Pole, 
Ear] of Suffolk in the Reigns of K. Hen- 
Ty 4, and 5, and paſſed to his Succeſſors, 


as the Hundred above did, till it became 


veſted in the Crown, This Town is chiefly 
famous for the Burial Place of Tho. Scroop, 
alias Bradley, ſo called from the Town in 
mas County of that Name. He was de- 
ended of the noble Family of Scroops, 
and *tis faid of him, that he adorned his 
Parentage with Learning and Virtues. 
He was. a Monk, and aſpiring after great:

er Perfection in that Way, from a Be- 


nedictine he became a Carmelite at Nor- 

iet, and. at length an. Anchorite, living 
in the Dungeon of the Carmelite Priſon 
this Time he went up and 
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down the Country, and preached” in 


Hair and Sack- cloth. But after this he 
came abroad again, and was advanced 
by the Pope to the Biſhoprick of Dyum- 
more in Ireland, where while he ſat, the 
ſame Pope (Eugenius IV.) ſent him Am- 


baſſador to Rhodes, (of which he wrote a 


Book) and after his Return from thence 
he reſigned his Biſhoprick, and going in- 
to the Eaſt Countries went up and down 


barefooted, teaching in the Towns the 


Ten Commandments, and preaching the 


glad Tidings of the Goſpel. Whatever he 


got, either of his own Revenues, or from 
the richer Sort, he beſtowed it all upon 
the Poor or in pious Uſes. He once + 
mtg in an odd Habit, cloathed with 
ack-cloth, and girt with an Iron Chain, 
crying in the Streets, That the New Jeru- 
ſulem, the Bride of the Lamb, was ſhortly 
to come from Heaven prepared for her 
Spouſe, Rev. 21. 2. and that with great 
Joy he ſaw the ſame in the Spirit. Thomus 
aldenſis was much offended at him, and 
proteſted, that it was a great Scandal and 
Diſgrace to the Church to ſuffer him; but 
Scroop outlived him, and met with no ill 


_ Uſage, beingadmired for his ſingular Piety. 


He was near an 100 Years old at his Death, 
which happening in 1491. 7 Hey, 7. he 
was buried in this Town Fan. 15, of that 
Year. On his Monument was an Epitaph 
engraven, of which theſe- Lines were a 
Part in'Engli/h :

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the Eaſt Coafts of England was reverently 
received by King Sigihert who governed 
thoſe Parts, where preaching the Word of 
God, he not only converted many Infidels, 
and confirmed the Faithful by his Ser- 
mons and Example, but was ſo Suceſs- 
ful as to bring over Sigizert himſelf to 
the Faith, and having built a Monaſtery 
upon certain Grounds which that King 
had given him, by his Perſwaſions he 
induced him to quit his Throne, and 
betake himſelf to a Monaſtick Life there. 
Mr. Canbden is thought to have been miſ- 
taken in making this Monaſtery that into 
which Sigibert retired, becauſe Thomas 
Elienſis, and others name Bury or Betrich- 
eſwerde to be it, but *till that be more 
fully cleared, we ſhall follow our Anti- 
quary. Here he reſted ſome Time quiet- 
ly, while Egrick his Kinſman, to whom 
he had reſigned his Government, ruled in 
his ſtead 3 but-at length Penda the Mercian 
King much moleſting the Eaſt-Angles 
with his barbarous In vaſions, which Eg- 
rick in vain oppoſed, they beſought Sigi- 
bert, that he would ſhew himſelf at the 
Head of his People, to encourage them 
the more againſt their Enemies, which 
becauſe he refuſed to grant, they drew 
him forth by Force, and coming to a Bat- 
tle, he was cut off with all his Company; 
Egrick alſo being flain. | 
They have a Tradition here, that this 
Monaſtery was in After-times inhabited 
by Jeaus, and an old Way leading to the 
Entrance, called the Jess Way, may ſeem 
to give it ſome Colour of Truth: Now 
there is nothing in the Place either of the 
Caſtle or Monaſtery, but broken Walls, 
almoſt ſquare, built of Flints and Bri- 
% Bricks, which laſt are nigh a Foot and 
half in length, and almoſt a Foot broad, and 
ſo agree pretty exactly with the Account 
of Roman Brick, given by Yetruvius and 
Pliny. The Wall of the Caſtle on the Eaſt 
is ſtanding, in length 220 Yards, being 
17 or 18 Foot high, with four round Tow- 


ers, each of them about 14 Foot diameter, 


and of equal Height with the Wall. They 
are joined to the Wall, but jut out ſo 
much, that a ſmall Part of the Circle is 
within only: They are ſolid, and not hol - 
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low, The North and South Walls are n 
above 120 Yards long; all the reſt is 
Ruins, as is the Weſt Wall, if ever there 
were any, All of them are found among 
Briars and Thorns, but upon digging, ſome- 
times Roman Coins are found. oz what 
Uſe the Caſtle was, is not certain, but it 
ſeems to have been ene of thoſe Forts, 
which the Romans built upon the River 
Carienis againſt the Saxon Piracies, or ra- 
ther indeed the very Gariononum, where 
the Stableſian Horſe had their Station, if 
the Rivers and Marſh Grounds about it 
may be ſuppoſed fit to fix a Station in. 
Ralph, the Son of Roger de Burgh held this 
Caſtle by Sergeanty, and after him Gilbert 
de Veſelam; but at laſt, when it was ſur» 
rendred into the Hands of King Henry III. 
He, April 20, about the ng of his 
Reign gave it with all the Appurtenances 
to the Monaſtery of Brornholm, a Cell to 
Caftle- Acre in Norfolk, to which he had 
before granted ſome Privileges. What 
we find of the Monaſtery we ſhall relate 
in our Church Hiſtory following.

Of this Family was Sir Richard Jerne- 
yan, Kt. who for his great Wiſdom was cho- 
ſen to be one of the Privy Chamber, 
to King Henry VIII. upon this Occaſion. 
Certain Gentlemen of that King's Privy 
Chamber, forgetting their Duty to his Ma- 
Jeſty, in being too familiar with him, and 


not reſpecting his high Degree, were re- 


moved by Order of Council, to whom the 


King had given Authority to uſe their 


Diſcretion in that Behalf, and thereupon 
four grave and ancient Knights were put

The Fee of this Hundred was in the 
Hands of Edward de Hemegne, the King's 
Servant, but 21 Hen. 6. was in Sir Join 
Tiptoft, (whoſe oF wn was ſoon after 
created Earl of Worceſter ) for he dy'd poſ- 
feſs'd of it in that Year, but it doth not 
appear that his Heir enjoyed it, for 
23 Hen. 6. William de la Fote, Duke of

his Brother Edmund inherited his Eſtate.

Heirs, in all his 
Demeſne Lands in. this Manor, . and di- 
vers other their Lordſhips in this County. 
He dy'd poſſeſs'd of it, leaving them and 
all his other Eſtates to his Daughter 
Elizabeth, the Wife then of Edward de 
Spencer. [222] 

Kiſſingland, or Keſlam, the Lordſhip of 
Robert de Montault, now memorable for 
this, That the Learned Mr. William Whiſton, 
late Mathematical Profeſſor in the Uni- 
verſity of Cambridge, was Vicar of it; 
and while he was ſuch, did by Con- 
tributions induftrionſly gathered from 
ſeveral worthy Perſons, buy in the im- 
propriated Tithes of the Pariſh, with a 
declared Intention to ſettle them on the 
Vicarage for ever. He thought himſelf 
obliged to keep them in his Hands, till 
he was reimburſed the Money which he 
had laid out above the Sums contribu- 
ted: But as ſoon as that is done, he

 Aldborough, or Aldburgh, a Town firong- 
ly, and yet pleaſantly. ſituated in the 
Valley of Slaughden, which extends from 
Thorp to the Haven of Orford, having the 
Sea on the Eaſt, and the River Ald on th 
Weſt-Side, which waſhes, this Town, I 
ſignifies in Saxon an old Borough, but 
becauſe it ſtands upon. the River Ald, 
ſome will have it to im pd a Borough 
on the River Ald, an wy ous Deriva- 
tion, tho' only accidental, and not a 
true one. It hath three Streets all of a 
Row, and affords an Harbour pretty com- 
mod ious for Sailors and Fiſhermen, which 
makes the Town Populous With fach In- 
habitants, and is much favoured by the 
Sea itſelf, which is unkind to ſeveral o- 
ther Towns upon the Sea-Coaſls of this 
County, but is not ſo to this. It is a 
Town Corporate, governed by two Bai- 
liffs, ten capital Burgeſſes, and twenty- 
four inferior Officers. The Key, which 
is in the Valley of Slaughden, is very 
convenient, having Ware-houſes and Fiſh- 
houſes for drying their North-Sea Fiſh, 


which Trade with a little, in Coal, is 


the ſole Employment of their Shipping, 
and other Veſſels. It enjoys divers anci- 


ent Privileges, and among others, that 


of ſending Burgeſſes to the Parliament; 
but that Privilege hath been ſo lately 
granted, that we find no Returns of it 


in the Clauſe-Rolls down to King EA- 


ward IV. For the Defence of the Town 
to the Sea-ward, there are planted about 
twenty great Guns. Near this Harbour, 
in the Vear 1555, when all the Corn 


was blaſted throughout England, the In- 
habitants tell us, that in the Beginning 


of Autumn, there grew Peaſe miracu- 


' loufly among the Rocks, without any 
Earth about them, and that they re- 


lieved the Dearth in thoſe Parts. 2 
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ne tors thinking People affirm, that 
Ut caſt upon the Shore by pu rocks, 
3d to grow there now and then, and 
Ok iracle is loft. But that ſuch 
as theſe grow every Year among the 
Pebbles, on the Conſt of Kent, hath been 

fore obſer ved in that County. And a 

te Writer faith, that at the South- part 
of the Meer- Single, there till come up 
yearly certain Warte Grey. Peaſe, and 
very gdod Coleworts, out of the ſiony 
Heaps. The Market of this Town is on 
Saturtay weekly, and the Fair yearly on 
the 26th Day of April. The Lordſhip 
was g EAuu. 1. the Eſtate of the Abbey of 
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Or ford, another Port in this County, 
which being fituate at the Mouth of the 
River Ore, where it empties itſelf into 
the River Ald, making a Ford and Paſ- 
ſage through it, is therefore called Or- 
ford. It was anciently a large and popu- 
ous Town, much frequented by Sea- 
Farting Men, but the Sea withdrawing it 
ſelf from it in thefe latter Times, where- 
by the Harbour is ſcarcely of Uſe, it is 
become but a, poor Town, yet hath a 
Market weekly on Monday, and a Fair 
yearly on and ſends Members to 

arliament, but hath had that Privilege 
not very long; for though it ſent Bur- 
geſſes to Parliament, 26 Edu. 1. yet it 
had no more Elections of many Reigns, 
biz. till King Eduard IV's. What 
is yet remarkable of this Town, is, 
(1.) That the Deſcendants of Peter de 
Valoines, who had fix Lordſhips in this 
County, had the Caſtle of Orford the 
Head and Capital Seat of his Barony. 
His Poſterity for ſome Succeſſions had 
their Reſidence in it, but Iſſue Male 
Failing in Robert de Paloines,\ his two 
Daughters, Roſe and Cicely were his Heirs ; 
which laſt marrying to Robert de Ufford, 
tranſlated this Caſtle and Manor into his 
Family; but it ſeems as if they were 
then in the King's Diſpofal, becauſe 
158 EA ward III. notwithſtanding his 
1 Martge wth the Heir of the Valoines, 
4s ſaid, in Confideration of his accepta- 
ble Services, and for his better* Sup-

The / moſt Eminent of the Natives of 
this Town, is Herbert de Loſinga, the 
firſt Biſhop. of Norwich. His Father's 
Name was Robert de Loſinga. He, from 
his Youth, was much addicted to Virtue 
and good Learning, in which he became 
ſo eminent, that he was. made Prior of 
Feſcamp in Normandy. William Rufus invi- 
ted him into England,” and for his good 
Behaviour heaped great Preferwents up- 
on him, by which he was ſo enriched, 


that he bought the Abbacy of Winchefter 


for his Father, and the See of Thetford 
for himſelf z which having removed to 
Norwich, he built the Cathedral, and 
endowed it with as many Lands as would 
ſuſtain ſixty Monks. See more of him 
among the Biſhops of Norwich. He dy'd 
July 22, 1120. Bet 

t is no ſmall Honour to this Town, 
that it gives the Title of Earl to Edward 
Ruſſel, ſo well known by. the Name of 
Admiral  Raſſe], created for his Valour 
and Merit by King William III. Baron 
of Shingey, Viſcount Barfleur, and Earl 
of Orford, Anno 1697. . This brave Man 


was the Son of Edward Ruſſel, Eſq; fourth 


Son of Francis Earl of Bedford. and ha- 
ving been bred up in Naval Affairs, firſt 
became Admiral of the Blue Squadron, 
and then was ad vanced to the Command 
of the whole Navy, in which high Sta- 
tion he rendered himſelf famous, and 


"worthy of the Honour beſtowed on him, 


by deſtroying the French Fleet (the fineſt 
ever they had) at La Hogue, whither the

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wet under his Command, after it had 
_ them fly, purſued them, and be- 
ſides ſix conſiderable Ships burnt by Vice- 
Admiral de la Val near Cape de Wick, de- 
ſtroyed thirteen of their Men of War be- 
ſides ſeveral Tranſports, fix of which were 
z deck'd Ships, and the reſt carried from 
tixty to ſeventy- ſix Guns: But among the 
learned Churchmen, this Town is famous 
for its incompatable Miniſter Mr. Francis 
Maſon, by them honoured as the Vindex 
Eccleſie Anglicanæ, and by King James I. 
whoſe Chaplain he was, uſually ſtiled, 
a wiſe Builder in God's Houſe, The 
Books of moſt Note by him written were 
entiled, The Authority of the Church in 
making Canons and Conſtitutions concerning 
Things indifferent, in a Sermon on 1 Cor. 
xiv. 40. 'Printed at London, Anno 1607, 
anſwered by the Nonconformiſls of his 
Time; The Vindication of the Church of 
England concerning the Conſecration and Or- 
dination of Biſhops, Prieſts, and Deacons; 
wherein he ſhews himſelf a general Scho- 
hr, well verſed in all Hiſtories, Coun. 
cils, Oc. Printed at London in 1613; an- 
ſwered by Anth. Champuey, a Romiſh Prieſt : 
He tranſlated it into Latin; And, The Va- 
lidity of the Ordination of the Miniſters of 
the Reformed Churches, Printed at Oxford 
in 1641. | | by 
This is al} we find memorable and cer- 
tain of this Place, unleſs it may be warth 
eur while to take Notice. of a Paſſage of 
Ralph de Coggeſhall, an ancient Writer con- 
cerning it, viz. That in the Time of 
King Henry I. when Bartholomew de Glan- 
vill was Governour of the Caſtle of Orford, 
ſome Fiſhermen happened to catch a wild 
Man in their Nets; all the Parts of his 
Body reſembled thoſe of a Man; he had 
H1ir on his Head, and a long picked 
Beard, and about the Breaſt was exceeding 
hairy and rough; But at length he made 
his Eſcape privately into the Sea, and was 
never ſeen more. This Relation might 
be accounted Fabulous, becauſe not a 
Thing commonly obſerved ; but fince 
not only Pliny mentions the Triton about 
Pertugal, and there hath of late appeared 
in the Straits of Gibraltar, and Medi- 
terranean, Fiſhes of an humane Shape, it is 
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paſt Doubt, that there may have always 


been ſuch Sort of Fith, nd that there 
is ſcarce any Creature upon Land, thst 
Hath not ſome Fiſh in the Sea of like

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and this County, or of Suffolk alone; yet 
in the laſt Century, two of this Family 
gave a bright Example both in Church and 
State, viz. Dr. Henry Glemham, who be- 
ing a firm Churchman, and on that Ac- 
count ſuffering with his Majeſty King 
Charles I. in his Time of Troubles, was 
created by Charles IT. Biſhop of St. Aſaph. 
' He was the younger Son of Sir Henry 
Clemham of this Place, Knt, * Anne the 
Daughter of Thomas Sackvile, Earl of Dor- 
ſet, and being educated a Commoner in 
Trinity College, Oxford, where he took his 
Degrees in Arts, he entered into Orders, 
and was well beneficed before the Rebel - 
lion broke out, but adhering to the Church 
and King, was deprived of all, till King 
Charles II. regained his Throne, when he 
was further dignify'd by being made firſt 
Dean of Briſtol, and then Biſhop of S. A- 
ſaph. He departed this Life, Jan. 17, 
1669, and was bury'd in the Vault be- 
Jonging to his Family in the Pariſh-Church 
of Little Glemham. Of like Eminency in 
the State was his Brother 
Sir Thomas Glemham, who was educated 
in the ſame College and Univerfity with 
his Brother Dr. H. Glemham abovemen- 
tion'd, and of the ſame Parents, but left 
the College in a few Years, and went into 
the German Wars, which at that Time 
were the Nurſery of Soldiers for England. 
Here he gained great Military Skill, as 
well in muſtering an Army, as Fortifica- 
tion; and returning into England at the 
Beginning of the War, between the King 
and his rebellious Parliament, did his 
Majeſty, with whom he took Part, moſt 
admirable Service. He being a Lieute- 
nant Colonel in 1639, went with the Earl 
of Arundel againſt the Scots that Year, 
and the next. When the. War came into 
the Nation, he reduced York, which then 
appeared for the Parliament, to his Ma- 
jelty's Service, and being made Governor 
for his Reward, and Commander in Chief 
of his Majeſty's Forces upon the Borders, 
he held out that City againſt the Engiif 
and Scots Forces eighteen Weeks, in which 
Time he withflood gallantly 22 Storms, 
tour Countermines, and flew 4 or 5000 
of his Enemies; yet, after the Battle of 
VOL VT: VNV 
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Mar ſton-Moor (which he would not have 
ſought) he was forced to ſurrender up the 
City, July 16, 1644, but upon honour- 
able Terms to himſelf, and advantageous 
to the Citizens and Country thereabouts. 
After this Surrender, he was ſent to head 
the Garriſon of Carliſle, which he main- 
tained nine Months to Aſtoniſhment a+ 
gainſt Peſtilence, Famine, (for they cat 
Dogs and Cats) and the Power of the 
Scots, *till he obtain'd as honourable 
Terms to reſign it, as he had done at York. 
Aſter this his Majeſty placed him over 
the Garriſon at Oxford, where he was 
created Doctor of Law, Nov. 23, 1645, 
the Vice-Chancellor giving him, ina ſhort 
Speech, nut only the Commendation of 
an invincible Courage, but ofan holy Con- 
verſation, Here he augmented the Works, 
and made it almoſt inacceſſible by the Par- 
liament Forces; and though he muſt have 
perhaps been obliged to ſurrender at laſt, 
yet it would have been with a great Ex- 
pence of Blood, had not his Majeſty com- 
manded him to yield it up, upon Hopes 
of ſome great Advantages to himſelf and 
Friends; yet Sir Thomas before he would 
do it, inſiſted upon and obtained the no- 
bleſt Terms from Sir. Thomas Fairfax, and 
his Army, that ever City was delivered 
up on. He was indeed, contrary to the 
Articles, ſoon after arreſted, and impri- 
ſoned ſome Time in the Fleet, but being 
releaſed, he fled into Holland, and there 
dy'd, in the Year 1649, or thereabout. 
His Brother, Dr. Glemham, who was ap- 
pointed his Executor, had his Body 
brought over and bury'd at Clemlam, with 
this Superſeri ption on his Monument:

try, (underſtand it accoraing to the Age 
he lived in, which was in the Reign of 
King Herry VI.) He was a Benedictine 
Monk, of the Abbey of S. Edmund's Bury, 
and thirſting after Knowledge, he travel- 
led through France and Italy to learn the 
Languages and Arts there profeſs'd, in 
which he grew ſo expert, that as Pitzeus 
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tells us, he was not only an elegant Poet 
and eloquent Orator, but an expert Ma- 
thematician, acute Philoſopher, and no 
mean Divine. Mr. Wever hath given 
us a large Spectmen of his Poetry in 
his Funeral Monuments of this County 
p. 728, and 729. He wrote (ſaith the 
ſame Pits) many exquiſite and learned 
Books in Engliſi and Latin, ſome in Proſe 
and ſome in Verſe, of which he and Bale 
give us a Catalogue. He departed this 
Life Anno Domini 1440, Atat. ſue 60.

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XVI. The HUnDRED of SAMFORD- 


This Hundred lies on the South-ſide of 
the County, and is bounded on the Eaſt 
by the River Orwell, which divides it 
from the Hundred of Colnes 3 on the 
South, with the River Stour, which di- 
vides it from Eſſex 3 on the Weſt, with 
the Hundred of Bader ; and on the North 
with the Hundred of Boſmere. The Fee 
of this Hundred was, 5 Ed. 4. in Sir 
Robert Willoughby, Knt. who dy'd poſſeſs'd 
of it, leaving it to his Son Sir Robert, 
whoſe Poſterity enjoy'd it, till Male Iſſue - 
failing, the Heir General, Catharine, car- 
ry'd it into the Suffolk Family, 20 H. 8. 
or Bertues afterward, We ſuppoſe it now 
to be in the Crown, and govern'd as other 
Hundreds, There is no Market-Town in 
this Hundred, being near Ip/wich on the 
Eaſt-ſide, and Hadley on the Welt, The 
Villages of Note, ſo far as they are come 
to our Knowledge, are i 

Arwerton, or Erwerton, a ſmall Vil- 
lage, near which the Orwell and Stour 
unite, In this Village a famous Family 
of the Bacons had their Seat, and held 
the Manor with that of Brome, a Village 
in Harteſmere Hundred, by the Service 
of leading all the Footmen of gag and 
Suffolk from S. Edmund's Dyke in the Wars 
of Wales, Now the Manor belongs to the 
Parkers, who by the Mother's Side are 
deſcended from the Calthrops, a Family 
of great Account in thoſe Parts; and 
on the Father's Side, from the Barons 
Morley, Sir William Parker marrying Alice 
the Daughter and Heir of William Lovel, 
whoſe Mother was the. Heir of Robert 
Lord Morley. | 

Beleftede, or Belſted, Part of the Eſtate, 
and Lordſhip of Odo de Campania, Earl of 
of Champaign in France; and being nearly 
related to the Conqueror by Conſangui- 
nity, was made by him Earl of Albemarle 
and Holderneſſe, as appears by the Conque- 
ror's Survey, He left his large Eſtates to 
his Son Stephen and his Heirs, ſome of 
whom gave this Manor to the Abbey 
of Albemarle, for we find that Abbot 
poKeſs'd of it in Right of his Houſe, 
9 Edu. 1. 
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Belſted parva was the Lordſhip of Join 
de Goldingham, 9 Edlw. . 
Bentley, the Seat of a famous and an- 
cient Family of Talmaches, who have 
flouriſhed a long Time in this County 
and many of them have been Men of 
Note, as is to be ſeen at Helmingham in 
Boſmere Hundred, which was another of 
their Seats, | 
Harkftead, or Hercheſtede, the Lordſhip 
of Odo de Campania, Earl of Albemarle 
and Holderneſſe, found in the Conqueror's 
Survey, and deſcending as Beleſtede a- 
bove. In King Edward T's Reign, An. g. 
it was the Lordſhip of . William Britton. 
Higham, the Lordſhip of John de Reims, 
9 Edu. 1. but in later Times of Michael 
de la Pole, who being conſtituted Chan- 
cellor and Keeper of the Great Seal, pro- 
cured of King Richard IT. Reg. 7. a ſpe- 
cial Charter to hold a Court-Leet in this 
his Lordſhip of Higham. He was ſoon 
after created Earl of Suffolk. From this 


Place, it is ſuppoſed, that the Family 


of Highams did take their Name at firſt, 
of whom ſome have been Men of Note, 
viz. Sir Clement Higham was a potent 


Knight in his Generation. He lies bu- 


ried under a fair Tomb in Thorning 
Church in Norfolk, He was the Father 
of John Higham, Eſqz who was High 
Sheriff in this County, 18 Elix. Mon- 
taign in his Eſſay of Glory, tells us, That 
his Anceſtors bore the Sirname of Heigham, 
or Hiquern, a Sirname which belongs to 
an Houſe well known in England. The 
Family hereabout is extinct, but hath 
been long in Eſſex, and ſtill continues 
there Men of an Eſtate. The Church 
here was wholly impropriate, and ſerved 
only by a Stipendiary Curate, till about 


the Year 1656, when the Impropriation 


being bought in, was ſettled in the Hands 
of Truſtees for the better Maintenance of 
the Miniſter. Mr. Gi, an Alderman o 

London, was the chief Contributor 3 but 
one Mr, Smith did ſomething conſiderable 
towards it.

XVII. The HunprEp of STOwEvY. 


This Hundred is bounded with the Hun- 
dred of Tredling on the Eaſt z with the 
Hundreds of Boſmere and Cosford on the 
South; with the Hundred of Thedwaſtre 
on the Weſt; and with the Hundred of 
Hartſmere on the North. It is but a ſmall 
Hundred, but the Fee of it was in the 
Crown, till Jon of Eltham, Earl of Corn- 
axal, obtained a Grant of his Brother King 
Edward III. of it. He held it for Life, 
and dying without Iſſue, 10 Eda. 3. it 
was given to Robert de Ufford, and ſet- 
tled on him by ſpecial Tail, with other 
Eſtates, for his good Services. He left it 
with them to his Grandſon William, who 
dy'd poſſeſs'd of it, 5 Rich. 2. but having 
no Ifſue Male, his Eſtate paſs'd to his 
three Siſters, and Heirs; but to which of 
them upon the Partition it was aſſigned, 
we have no Knowledge ; but we find it 
3 Hen. 5. in the Poſſeſſion of Michael de 
la Pole, Earl of Suffolk, who dy'd at the 
Siege of Harflew that Year of a Flux, 
and left it to William his Brother and next 
Heir, who dy'd pofſeſs'd of it, and left 
it to John his Son and Heir, and his De- 
ſcendants. There is one Market-Town in 
this Hundred, viz. 

Stow-Market, ſo called to diſtinguiſh it 
from ſeveral Places named Stow in other 
Hundreds, as Stow-Langtoft, and Storw- 
Weſt, in Blackbourn Hundred, Stow-Uplane, 
&c. It is a good large Town, ſituate in 
the Center of the County, and hath a 
well-ſtored Market weekly on Thur ſd ay, 
and a Fair yearly on S. Peter's Day, June 
29. Its chief Trade is making Tammies, 


and. other Norwich Stuffs, and. hath in it 
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ſeveral good Inns. It is probable, that 
the Lordſhip of the Town went along 
with the Fee of the Hundred, from whence 
it took its Name; but we find it in the 
Hands of the — 8. Ohytle, ꝙ Edu. 1. 
It hath a large and beautiful Church, 
adorned with ſuch a large Steeple, and 
Jofty Pinacle, as is not eaſy to parallel 
in the County. In later Times, it was 
famous for being the Habitation of Sir 
Simonds Dews, Knt. whoſe Seat was at 
Stow - Hall, He was the Grandchild of 
Adrian Denwes, deſcended of the ancient 
Family of Des Eues, Dynaſts, or Lords 
of the Dominion of Keſſel, in the Dutchy 
of Gelderland, who came firſt into England 
when that Province was waſted with Civil 
Wars in the Beginning of K. Henry VIII. 's. 
Reign. He was bred in Cambridge, and 
having a Genius leading him to the Study 
of Antiquities, he was ſo covetous of 
Roman Coins, that he cared not what Price 
he gave to procure any choice Ones; 
which he was as careful to keep, as he was 
skilful to diſcriminate true Ones from 
ſuch as were caſt and counterfeit, Nor 
was he leſs inquiſitive about any ancient 
Books and Records, of which he gathered: 
many rare ones, He had ſuch Plenty of 
Medals, that a skilful Antiquary might 


have compoſed an Hiſtory out of them, 


very beneficial to Poſterity. But his Trea- 
ſury contained Things New as, well as Old, 
and he was wont to ſpeak with Admira- 
tion, That the Ordinances of the Long Par-- 
liament were more numerous and bulky, than 
all the Statutes fince the Conqueſt, He was 
very kind to Learned Men, and was al- 
ways ready to do them good Offices, He 
dy'd in the Yearof our Lord 1653. The 
Villages are 

Buxhall, or Blakeſale, the Lordſhip and 
Eſtate of Richard Weyland, Roger Sturmy, 
Robert Cockrell, and Johu Tendring, g E. 1. 
but afterward of Bartholomew. Lord Berg- 


herſh, who, 23 Edw. 3. obtained a Char- 


ter of Free Warren to himſelf, Cicely his 
Wife, and their Heirs, in all his Demeſne 
Lands in. this Place, and divers others in 
this County and Norfolk. He leſt it ſo 
Pri vileg'd to his Daughter and Heir Eliza- 
ber, Wife of Edward de Spencer.

looks an open, fine Country, and being 
in a very healthful Air, is inhabited by, 
as well as much reſorted to by the Gen- 
try: It is governed by an Alderman, Re- 
corder, Common Council-Men, Oc. as 
other Corporations are, and ſends Bur- 
geſſes to Parliament, but had not that 
Privilege anciently; for though it had a 
Writ ſent to it to ele& Burgeſſes, 30 Edu. 1. 
the Bailiff thereof made no Return, and 
ſo it remained, *till of late the Aſſizes for 
the County, and the Quarter-Seffions for 
the Liberty of S. Edmund are uſually 
kept here. The moſt remarkable Build- 
ings in this Town, are the Lord Harvey's 
Houſe, made Earl of Briſtol by his late 
Majeſty King George I. the Earl of Or- 
ford's, who, from Admiral Ruſſel was 
created an Earl, becauſe he burnt the 
French Fleet at la Hogue, and made the 
Mediterranean to tremble; a good Gram- 
mar-School, founded by King Edward VI. 
in Eaftgate-Street, but that Place being 
found inconvenient, it hath lately been

removed into Northgate-Street, and rebuilt 
by Contributions; but King Edward bears 
the Name of the Founder fill, and his 
Statue ſtands in the Front of it, and 
under his Arms at the upper End of it 
theſe Verſes : | |

A ſpacious Market-Hill, on which the 
Fairs are kept, a fine Fairſted and Corn- 
Croſs, two very large noble Churches, 
yet too few for the numerous Inhabi- 
rants: They anciently belonged to the 
Abby, of which now there are many 
Ruins only, though it was once one of 
the moſt famous and large in England (but 

of that more hereafter). a 
There are a great many good Inns in 
this Town, but are only made uſe of for 
the Equipage and Attendance of the neigh- 
bouring Nobility and Gentry, when they 
come to Town, their Maſters eſteeming 
it beneath them ro lodge in them. There 
are two very good Coffee-houſes, and only 
one Tavern for the Burghers, It hath but 
one Market weekly for Corn, Fiſh, Fowl, 
and other Commodities, but it is a very 
great one. It is kept on Wedneſday, and 
three Fairs yearly, viz.. on S. Matthew's 
Day, and a Fortnight after, which is 
Sept. 21, on S. Martin's and S. Brice s Days, 
11, and 13, and S. Edmund the King, 
Oct. 20. The greateſt of theſe Fairs is on 
S. Matthew's Day, and is famous all over 
England, not ſo much for Merchandizes, 
as for the Company, of which we ſhall 
give a ſhort Account preſently: It is 
kept upon the Angel-Hill, which is a 
large and ſpacious Plain, encompaſſed 
with the beſt of the Gentlemens Houſes, 
before which, in the Fair-Time, are e- 
rected Tents and Booths for the Tra- 
ders. | 
All the neighbouring Nobility and 
Gentry come to it every Afternoon, as 
the Duke and Dutcheſs of Grafton, the 
Lord and Lady Cornwallis, the Family of 
the late Lord Jermin, many Knights, and 
Gentlemen of Eſtates, and with them an 
infinite Number of Knights and Gentle- 
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mens Daughters from Norfolk, Cambridg- 
Hire and Suffolk, who come here to Mar- 
et, and that not in vain, for this Fair 
ſeldom concludes (as our Author tells us) 
without ſome conſiderable Matches, or 
Intreagues, very advantageous to the 


Knights-Errant, who venture themſelves, 


The Diverſions of this Fair are Raffling, 


Till it is Time to go to the Comedy, 


which is acted every Night, which being 
ended, the Company goes to the Aſſem- 
blies, which are always in fome Gentle- 


man's Houſe or other, during the Fair. 


We ſhall now give an Acccunt of the 
ancient State of this Town; it was built 
in the Roman Times; and though Mr. 
Cambden will not poſitively aſſert that 
it” is Villa Fauflini, yet our Antiquaries, 
who have made a ftri& Search after it 
fince his Time, find no other Place to 
fix it in. It certainly was a Roman Sta- 
tion, and of good Note, when the Saxons 


got Footing in this Iſland. For as Ab- 


bo Floriacenſis tells us, it became ſoon 
after their Coming, Villa Regis, i. e. a Roy- 
al Vill, or Town, which Sort of Vills the 
Saxons always placed where the moſt emi- 
nent Stations of the Romans had been. In 
the Saxon Times this Town was much in- 
creaſed by the Favour of the Eaſt-Anglian 
Kings. Sigibert, the fifth King of the Eaſt- 
Angles, who brought Chriſtianity firſt in- 
to his Dominions, built a Church here; 
it remained in a flouriſhing Condition 
during the Reigns of his Succeſſors, tho? 
the Danes miſerably harraſs'd the other 
Parts of this County, and at length came 
to be Maſlers of it by theſe Means. 

Hergar and Hubba, two Daniſh Captains 
entering the Iſle with an innumerable 
Multitude of their Countrymen, at length 
came into this Kingdom of the Eaſt- 
Angles: Edmund was then the King, and 


finding himſelf unable to withſtand their 


Force, fled into his Caſtle of Framlingham, 
and there for ſome Time ſuſtained a 


Siege, but being in Danger of being ta- 


ken, thought to fave himſelf by Flight, 
and ſo left the Caſtle, and retired into a 
Wood, named HegHirdune, where the 
Danes finding him, put him to a moſt 
cruet Death, not only as an Enemy, but 
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Chriſtian, which Profeſſion they morta}ly 
hated ; for they firſt beat him with Baits 
then ſcourged him with Whips, and at 
laſt bound him to a Stake, and ſhot him 
to Death with their Arrows; after which 
they cut off his Head, and threw it into a 
Buſh. His Head and his Body being foung 
after the Departure of the Danes, was car. 
ried to this Town, and buried in the 
Church built there by his Predeceſſor $;. 
gibert, and from that Time it was called 
S. Edmund's Bury, not from his Burial 

but from its being made his Burg, or 
Town,and put under his ſpecialPatronage, 
The Eaſt-Anglian Kings after this ſeem 
to have had a ſpecial Regard to this 
Church; for Anna and his eldeſt Son Fix. 
minus, who were ſlain in a Battle with 

Pendo the King of Mercia, and at fri} 

buried at Bliburgh, were from thence re. 
moved, and buried in this Church. 

The Daves after King Ed4mund's Death, 
became abſolute Lords of this Part of the 
Ille, and held their Dominion fifty Years, 
in which Space Swein, the Danih King 
coming. over, took upon him the Regal 
Power, and to maintain his Dignity and 


Army, impoſed: heavy Taxes upon the 


Engliſh, which if they refuſed to pay, 
he burnt their Fowns, This Town being 
then famous for its Church and People, 
he required a great Sum of it for its Pre- 
ſervation, which, becauſe the People re- 
fuſed to pay, in his Fury he ſet it on Fire, 
and conſumed both the Church and Houſes 
to Aſhes; but he ſoon paid dearly for his 
Impiety and Barbarity; for being in the 
midſt of his Nobles and Commanders, 
triumphing in his Power, he ſuddenly 
cried out, that he was ſtricken by S. El- 
mund with a Sword, though no Man ſaw 
the Hand that wielded it, and languiſh- 
ing three Days in great Torments of Body 
and Horror of Mind, died. Canute, his 
Son ſucceeded him in his Kingdom, 
and being ſettled ſome Time in his 
Throne, is ſaid to have had a Viſion of 5. 
Edmund, with which he was ſo affrighted, 
that to pacify the angry Saint, he te- 
built his Church, and reſtored the Town 
to greater Splendor than ever, but chang:

Bury being thus reſtored, many things 
of Note were done there in the Ages 
after the Conqueſt. vx. King Henry I. 

| having met Pope Innocent III. at Charters, 
where he promiſed the Pope his Aſſiſtance 
ainſt his Enemies, and returning into 
nd, was in great Danger of being 
drowned by a Tempeſt at Sea, which he 
taking to be brought upon him for his 
Sins, and was a Warning that he ſhould 
mend his Lite, made many "Vows, and 
after his landing went immediately to 
S. Edmund's Bury in this County to per- 
ſor mhis De vot ions to that King, S. Edmund, 
and at his coming from thence, being well- 
diſpoſed towards the Relief of his People, 
he leſſened their Tribute and Impoſitions, 
and did Juſtice as well to the Poor as 
Rich. 

In the Conteſt for the Crown between 
King Henry II. and his Son King Henry, 
this Town was twice made the Rendez- 
vouz of King Henry the Father's Army. 
For before the Battle of Fornham, of 
which we have given an Account above, 
Richard Lucy Lord Chief Juſtice, Humphrey 
de Bohun High Conſtable of England, Regi- 
nald Earl of Cornwall, the King's Uncle, 
Robert Earl of Glocefter, and William 
Earl of Arundel, aſſembled bere with the 
King's Army, to watch the Motions of the 
Earl of Leiceſter, who having received a 
good Body of Flemings at Orford, was. 
paſſing into Leiceſterſhire; and as the Earl 
paſſed by this Place, encountered him at 
Fornham and vanquiſhed him; but the 

Friends of the young King were not 
hereby utterly ſubdued, Hugh Bigot Earl 
of Norfolk, and Robert Ferrers Earl of 
Darby were ſtill powerful, and being aſ- 
- filled by the French King his Father. in- 
Law, young King Henry did not deſpair 
of Succeſs, and ſo renewed the War againſt 
his Father; who being ſenſible of his De- 
4ign, aſſembled his People on. all Sides, 
and made his general Muſters at this 
Town, determining to beſiege the Ca- 
ſtles of Bungay and. Framlinglam, which 
Earl Bigot held againſt him; but that 


to defend bimſelf and thoſe, Places a gain

Upon this the Flemings were diſmiſſed, 
and the other Nobles, on the King's Side, 
following his Example, the Father obtain-' 


ed his Deſires, and all Things became 


quiet, 6 


In the ſecond Vear of King Richard I. 


the Jeus, who by their unmerciful Uſury 
had undone many Families, began to be ſo 
odious to the People, that upon the Co- 
ronation-Day of that King, the People 
roſe up in a tumultuous Manner to de. 
ſtroy them, but the King having ap- 
peaſed that Riot, gave ſpecial Order, 
that they ſſiculd remain under his Pro- 
tect ion, and no Man ſhould preſume to 
moleſt them, and then paſſed into Nor man- 
dy, but as ſoon as he was gone, the Peo- 
ple almoſt with one Accord through the 
whole Nation (as if they had been ſum- 
moned by a Bell) fell upon the Zews, and 
flew many of them, and among other 
Places ſuch Jews as inhabited this Town 
were ſet upon March 17, 1190, and many 
of them ſlain, and the Reſidue that eſca- 
ped, through the Procurement of the Ab- 
bot, named Sampſon, were expelled the. 
Town, and were never permitted to re- 
turn again. This Maſſacre began at Lon- 
don, proceeded to Lynn in Norfolk, but 
was. moſt cruelly executed at York, which. 
when the King heard of, he ſeverely fined. 


the City for their Diſobedience to his 


Orders, and cauſed the Bithop of Ely his 
Chancellor to levy it upon them. 

17 Joan. the Barons, who had, by that 
King's arbitrary Uſage, being provoked to. 
rebel againſt him, having reduced him to 
ſuch Straights, that he ſubmitted to their 


Terms, viz. That he ſhould give the Ci- 


ty of London up to them, and Liberty to. 
them to chuſe twenty-five Barons, by 
whom the whole Realm ſhould be govern- 
ed, to eſtabliſh their Authority more, 
aſſembled at this Town, and took ſolemn. 
Oaths at the High Altar there, That if 
the King would not confirm the Laws and. 
Liberties anciently eſtabliſhed by King EA. 
ward the Confeſſor, they would withdraw 

their 
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their Allegiance from him, and ſeize his 
Caſtle. The King finding the Confede- 
racy of his Lords ſtrong againſt him, con- 
firmed King Edward's Laws, but not 
thinking himſelf obliged to make good 
what he had done, becauſe he was forced 
to it, procured the Pope ts excommuni- 
cate them, and having an Army in the 
Southern Parts of the Nation, under the 
Command of the Earl of Salisbury, order- 
ed him to ſcour the Countries thereabouts, 
and to go to this Town, where having In- 
tetligence that divers Knights, Ladies and 
Gentlewomen were fled into the -Ifle of 
Ely from thence, he followed them, be- 
ſieged the Iſle, and plundered it. 


* 56 Hen. 3. The King was vexed with a 


grievous Sickneſs, which he had fcarcely 
recovered from, but hearing of a great Ri- 
ot at Norwich between the Citizens and 
Monks, who had great Damages done to 
their Houſe, rode to Norwich, and cauſing 
Enquiry to be made into it, condemned 
thirty young Men of the City to be hang- 

and burnt, to the great Grief of the 
City, becauſe they thought the Prior 
was the Cauſe of all the Miſchief. The 
King having thus ended the Controverſy, 
returned by this Town home, that he 
might pay his Devotions to the Shrine 
of S. Edmund, and ſo proceeded to London, 
Where relapſing into his Diſeaſe, he died 
Nov. 16. 1272. tat. 65. and was ſuc- 
ceeded in his Throne by Prince (then 
King) Edward I. | 

25 Edu. 1. King Edward being return- 
ed from his Expedition againſt Scotland, in 
which the Scots King and Nobles ſubmit- 
ted themſelves and the Realm of Scotland, 
ſimply and entirely into the Hands of 
the King of England, (as by the Inſtru-

300, doth appear) called a Parliament at 
S. Edmund's Bury, which beginning the 
Morrow after the Feaſt of All- Saints, the 
Citizens and Burgeſſes then preſent, 
N him an eighth Part of their 

ods, and the Reſidite of the People a 
twelfth: But the Clergy, by Reaſon of a 
Conſtitution made the ſame Vear by Pope 
Boniface, prohibiting under the Pain of 
Excommunication, that any Taxes or 
Toll ſhould be levied or exacted of the 


Clergy in any Manner by ular Princes, 


or be paid to them out of Things per- » 


taining to the Church, utterly refuſed to 
grant any Aid to the King, towards the 
Maintenance of his Wars. The King, 
though greatly difpleaſed with this De- 
nial, gave them fome longer Time, for 


a better Anſwer, and thereupon pro- 


rogued the Parliament for two Mont 

and appointed the next Meeting at Lon. 
don, where when the Clergy perſiſted in 
their Denial to grant him any Subſidy, 
he excluded them out of his Protection, 
and the Lord Chief Juſtice had Order to 
tell them, That they ſhould have no Re- 
dreſs for any manner of Wrong in the 
King's Courts, though never ſo great, 
and that Juſtice ſhould be done upon them 
for every one that ſhould complain againſt 
them. The Clergy thus abandoned, ſuf- 
fered many Injuries and Wrongs, were 
robbed and plundered, and could have no 


Redreſs; Parſons and Vicars durſt not 


travel in their own Garb; the Archbiſhop 
loft all he had; the King ſeized the Re- 
venues of the Biſhops and Monaſteries, 
which being at length forced to redeem 
with a fiſth of their Goods and Rents, ' 
they were reſtored to the King's Pro- 
tection, and ſettled in their Rights. 

The Laity in the mean Time did not 
peremptorily deny to pay the Tax laid 
on them, but being headed by Roger 
Bigot, Earl. of Norfolk, Humphrey Bohun 
Earl of Hereford and Eſſex, and Fohn Fer- 


rers Earl of Darby, prohibited the Trea- 


ſurer, and Barons of the Exchequer to 
gather the Subſidy granted at this Par- 
liament; and having allured the London- 
ers to join with them for the Recovery 
of their Liberties, reſolved not to pay it, 
*till the King had confirmed to them 
Magna Charta, Charta de Foreſta G Arti- 
culi ſuper Char tas, which laſt are an Ex- 
planation of the formers and further a- 
greed, That no Tax ſhould be impoſed 
upon the Subject but by Confent of Par- 
lament; and that their Offences, and their 
Adherents, ſhould be pardoned, and par- 
ticularly he ſhould remit his Diſpleaſure 
towards them for not attending him in- 
to Flanders, as they were commanded. 
Prince Edward was at that Time Cuftos

Regni, and ſeeing this Oppoſition of the 
Nobles would tend to the great Diſtur- 
bance of the Kingdom interceded with 
his Father to grant their Demands, to 
which the Archbiſhop of Canterbury join- 
ing his Petition, the King condeſcended 
to their Requeſts, and the Tax being paid, 
all Things were compoſed. N 

In the Reignof King Edward II. Queen 
e with the Prince, being ſent into 
rance about Matters of State, was, by 
the Procurement of the Spencers, who 
at that Time had the principal Stroke 
in that King's Councils, baniſhed out of 
France, and forced to fly into Henault, 
where ſhe remaining, entered into a Con- 
federacy with certain diſaffected Lords, 
vix. Edmund of Nood ſtock, Earl of Kent, 
Roger Mortimer of Wigmore, and divers 
others, to remove the Spencers from a- 
bout the King, and place the Prince of 
Wales on the Throne, which to effect, 
they obtained of the Prince of Henault 
an armed Force of 2757 Men, and failing 
with them into England, landed at Orwell 
Haven in this County, and from thence 
marched to this Town, and having re- 
freſhed themſelves here, ſet forth to ſeek 


the Enemies of the King and Realm, as 


the gave it out, by her Proclamation, in 
which ſhe will'd all Men to hope for 


Peace, except the Spencers, who were the 


publick Enemies of the Nation, and the 
Lord Chancellor Baldock, with their Ac- 
complices, who were the Cauſes of the 
preſent Troubles. The Nation was at 
that Time generally , diſguſted at the 


Management of State-Affairs, and as ſoon 


as the Queen landed ſhe was joined with 
many Lords and Knights, who getting 
the Concurrence of the Londoners brought 
about their Deſign, and depoſing the 
King, ſet his Son, the Prince, on the 
Throne. | | 
In the firſt Year of this King, Edav. III. 
the Inhabitants of this Town, under the 
Conduct of Richard Draiton, Robert Fox- 
ton, and others, maliciouſly affected towards 
the Abbot and Monks of it, made an Aſ- 
fault upon the Abbey, and having broken 
down the Gates, Doors, and Windows, 
beat and weunded certain Monks and 
Servants belonging to it, broke open their 
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Cheſts and  Coffers, out of Which they 
took great Quantities of rich Plate both 
Gold and Silver, Books, Veſtments, Ar- 
mour, and many other Things, beſides 
5001, in ready Money, and 3000 Fo- 
rens of Gold, carried away their Char- 
ters, Writings and Muniments, among 
which were three Charters of King Ca- 
nute their Founder, four of King Hardi- 
canute, one of Edward the Confeffor, two 
of King Henry I. and three of King Hen- 
ry III. ten Bulls containing ſeveral Ex- 
emptions and Immunities granted by 
the Popes, and divers Writings obliga- - 
tory for the Payment of ſome great 

Sums of Money; and not therewith con- 
tented, forced the Prior, Peter Clopton, 

and ſome of the Monks to feal a Writing, 
where in they declared the Abbot and Con- 
vent to be bound in the Sum of ten 

thouſand Pounds to be paid to- Oliver 

Kemp and others therein named, and that 

they releaſed the ſaid Oliver, and others 

from all Actions, Quarrels, Suits and 
Demands whatſoever, which the Abbot 
and Convent had or might have againſt 
them, or any of them: Beſides all this, 
the ſame Perſons. not long after broke a-. 
gain into the Abbey, and took the Abbot 
himſelf, and. certain Monks, and kept 
them Prifoners *'till they had ſealed cer- 
tain Writings, and among them a Char- 
ter, containing a Grant to the Town of 
Bury to be a Corporation of themſelves, 
and have a common Seal with a Guild: 
of Merchants and Aldermen; as alſo to 
have the Cuſtody of the Town Gates, and 


the Wardſhip of all Pupils and Orphans 


in the ſaid Town. They alſo burnt and 
pulled down. the Houſes and Barns be- 
longing to the Abbey, and committed 
many other Outrages to the great De- 
triment of the ſaid Abbot and Monks. 

The King and his Council being fully 
informed of theſe riotous Diſorders and 


Outrages, directed a Commiſhon to Thy» 


mas Farl of Norfolk, Marſhal of Eng- 
land, Thomas Bardolfe and others, autho- 
rizing them with the Powers of Norfolk 
and Suffolk, to apprehend, try and punith 
thoſe diſorderly Perſons, who had ſo 
much broken the Peace of his People; 
but they indicting the Rioters of a Tref- 
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paſs only, contrary to what the Juſtices 
of the Peace had done, who found them 
guilty of Felony, the King ſent down 
four of his Judges to enquire into the Na- 
ture of their Crimes; and they ſitting at 
this Town, and proceeding upon the In- 
dic ment of Felony, found them guilty 
by the Verdict of a Jury, and nineteen 
were executed for the "ſaid Felony ; di- 
vers fled, and coming in afterward were 
fined; one was preſſed to Death, becauſe 
he refuſed to put himſelf on his Trial. 
The Town was | fined fixty thouſand 
Pounds, but at laſt two thouſand Marks 
were: accepted; all Writings were made 
void, which had been extorted from the 
Abbot and Monks; and to make the A- 
greement valid, the King was pleaſed to 
put his own Seal to it. 
In October 1 394, 17 Rich. 2. there happen- 
ed great Innundations'in divers Parts of 
England, which did much Hurt at Bury and 
New- Markt in this County, overthrowing 
Walls of Houſes, and putting Men and 
Women in great Danger of drowning. 
Anno 1446, 25 Hen. 6. A Parliament 
met at this Town, and Humphrey Duke 
of Glouceſter, with the reſt of the Nobles 
appearing there, accord ing to Summons, 
he was on the ſecond Day of the Seſſion, 
arreſted, apprehended, and impriſoned by 
the Lord Beaumont, then High Conſtable 
of England, accompanied with the Duke 
of Buckingham, all his Servants ſequeſtred 
from him, and thirty two of the chiefeſt 
of his Retinue ſent to divers Priſons. 
This Duke of Glouceſter was (as he ſtiled 
himſelf) the Son, Brother, and Uncle of 
Kings, and as the People generally called 
him for his wife Management of the 
Aﬀairs of the Kingdom in the Mino- 
rity of his Nephew, King Henry VI. 
The good Duke, he being the Protector 
of the Kingdom, *till King Henry came 
to Age, governed the Nation with ſo much 
Wifdom and Uprightneſs, that he became 
the Darling of the People; and becauſe, 
after the King was of Age to govern, he 
would not ſuffer the King (being of a ſoſt 
Diſpoſition) to be impoſed upon, the Na- 
tion abuſed, and ſome Mens ſiniſter De- 
figns for their own (not the Publick) 
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Adoantage; he created himſelf many Ene. 
mies, of which the Chief were, Henry de 
Beaufort, Cardinal and Biſhop of Minche- 
fter, William de la Pole, Marquis of Suffo!k 
and Humphrey Stafford Duke of Bucking. 
ham, who ſtirring up the Queen's Ambi- 
tion to govern all by them as her chief 
Miniſters, contrived with her to work the 
Duke of Glouceſter's Deſtruction. Firſt, 
they began with articling againſt him in 
open Council; but he being a Perſon of 
great Learning in the Law, and a dextrous 
Wit, anſwered them with ſo much Clear- 
neſs, that his Accuſers got nothing but 
Shame to' themſelves; but having re- 
fol ved upon his Deſtruction, they pro- 
cured this Parliament to be called, that 
they might get him into their Power; 
they feared that if they ſhould bring him 
to a publick Execution, the People in 
general ſo loved him, that they would 
riſe to reſcue him, wherefore having 
got him into their Cuſtodv, they ſoon 
executed their Deſign, for the ſame Night 
that they committed him to Priſon, he 
was found dead in his Bed, and though his 
Body was preſently ſhewed to the Lords 
and Commons, as though he had died 
of an Apoplexy or Palſy, vet all indiffe- 
rent Perſons could not think any other, 
than that he died of ſome violent Death, 
though of what was never certainly 
known ; his Corps was conveyed to St. Al- 
bans, and there buried; but the Vulgar 
will have it that he was buried in St. 
PauPs, from the Proverb uſed of ſuch as 
knew not where to.get a Dinner, and 
therefore ſpent that Time in walking 
there, To dine with Duke Humphrey. 
i. e. To want a Dinner. None of his Ser- 
vants that were impriſoned were put to 
Death. He had two Wives, but left no 
Iſſue. The Deſtruction of this Duke ru- 
ined the Intereſts of the Houſe of Lancaſter, 
which the Queen, who was the chief 
Inſtrument of it, ſaw, when it was too 
late, the Duke of York ſetting up a Ti- 
tle to the Crown, which Ke would not 
dare to have done if the Duke of Glou- 
cefter had been living. 

Anno 1553, 1 Mar, 1. John Dudiey 
Duke of Northumberland, having by his 
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Artifces procured the Lady Jane Erey 
to be appointed, by King Edward VI.'s 
Will, his Succeſſor on the Throne of theſe 
Realms, contrary to the Order of King 
Henry VIII. 's Will, by which the Lady 
Mary, his eldeſt Daughter, was to inhe- 
rit the Crown after his Son Edward, if 
he dy'd without Heirs, was employed 
by the Lords of the Council, who were 
come into his Meaſures, to ſupport her 
Right, and to that End he marched with 
an Army into Suffolk, where the Lady 
Mary's Intereſt chiefly lay, to ſuppreſs 
any Kiſing there; for being at Framling- 
ham Caitle, much of the Gentry and Com- 
monalty of thoſe Parts flocked to her. 
In this his March, he made the Rendez- 
vous of his Army at Bury, where he 
waited for ſome greater Augmentation of 
his Forces, but in vain, for the Lords 
of the Council hearing how the Populace 
were wholly in Queen Mary's Intereſt, 
and that even the Noblemens Tenants 
refuſed to ſerve their Lords againſt Queen 
Mary, thought it high Time to provide 
for their own Safety; and thereupon, 
without any Reſpett to the Duke, put 
out a Proclamation at London, in the 
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Name of the Lady Mary, declaring her 
Queen of England, France and Ireland, 
Defender of the Faith, and of the Church 
of England and Ireland, Supream Head. 
When the Duke heard of this at Bury, he 
returned from thence, as he was ordered 
by the Council, to Cambridge, but in the 
Way was deſerted by moſt of his Army, 
and ſo his Enterprize came to an End. 
Anno 1583, 25 Elix. one Elias Thackar, 
a Taylor, was hanged , in this Town, 
and John Coping, a Shoemaker, for ſpread- 
ing and maintaining certain Books ſedi- 
tiouſly penned by one Robert Brown, a- 
gainſt the Book of Common Prayer then 
eſtabliſh'd in the Realm, and fo many of 
their Books as could be gotten, . were 
burnt before them. 1 125 
Here are two Churches of curious Ar- 
chitecture, dedicated the one to 8. James, 
and the other to S. Mary : They both 
ſtand in one Yard, parted only with a 
decorous Walk of Trees, There are di- 
vers Monuments diſperſed all over it, 
with various ancient Inſcriptions, but 
our Author took Notice in a more eſpe- 
cial Manner of theſe three, viz.

Richard Axgervile, Son of Richard An- 
gervile, Rnt. commonly called Richard de 
Burgo, or of Fury, becauſe he was born 
in that Town in Suffolk, He was edu- 
cated in Oxford by the Care of his Uncle, 
one Willoughby a Prieſt, and arrived there 
by his Induſtry, to a great Eminency in 
Learning, both Human and Divine; for 
which, as well as for his ſignal Piety, he 
grew ſo famous at length, that he was 
choſen Governor to Prince Edward, (af- 
terward King Edward III.) Being thus 
placed in the Court, and growing in Fa- 


vour with the Prince, he was preferred 


by his Royal Pupil, when he became 


King, to be ſucceffively his Cofferer, 


Treaſurer of his Wardrobe, Dean of Wells, 
Biſhop of Durham, (where we have alrea- 
dy ſpoken of him, and ſhall avoid Re- 
tition) Lord Chancellor, and laſtly Trea- 
urer of England. He was ſignally boun- 
titul to the Poor, beſtowing weekly upon 


them eight Quarters of Wheat baked into 
Bread; and when he removed from one 


of his Palaces to another, he ordered a 


Diſtribution of Money to them thus. In 


the Way from Durham to Newcaſtle, eight 
e een 1

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Pounds; from Durham to Stocton, five 
Pounds; from Durham to Aukland, five 
Marks, and from Durham to Middle han 
five Pounds, He was a great Lover of 
Books, and heaped ſo miny together, that 
he was ſaid to have more Books than all 
the Biſhops of England beſides at that 
Time, all which at his Death he ga ve to 
the Univerſity of Oxford. He wrote ſome 
Books himſelf, of which his PAHIIOSI Slug 
was the chief. He dy'd in 1345. 
Ste pen Gardiner, the perſecuting, cun. 
ning Biſhop of Mincheſter in King Henry 
the VIII th's and Queen Mary's Reigns, 
was born in this Town. He was à Per. 
fon of admirable natural Parts, and par. 
"ticularly of a moſt tenacious Memory, 
He was bred a Doctor of Laws in Trinity. 
Hall, Cambridge, and having been employ- 
ed in divers Embaſſes by King Henry, 
was at length made Biſhop of Wincheſter, 
He was the Contriver of the fix Articles 
which caus'd the Death of many Pro- 
teſtants, but the Trouble of more. He 
comply'd with King Henry in whatever 
he deſir'd, oppos'd the Reformation in 
King Edward VI's Days as much as he 
could, and for that Reaſon was depriv'd 
and impriſon'd ; but being reſtored to his 
See by Queen Mary, and being made Lord 
Chancellor, he did all he could to eſti- 
blith Popery, and deſtroy Proteſtants, yet 
with ſo much Cunning, that though he 
made many Martyrs, he uſually made Bor- 
ner, Biſhop of London, the Executioner. He 
dy'd at Whitehall, Novemb. 12, 1555. He 
is reported to have left Forty Thouſand 
Marks in ready Money behind him, and 
done much Service to the depreſſed Fami- 
lies of Howard, Stanhope, Arundels of 
Warder and Hunyerfords, to whom he cau- 
fed ſome Part of their Patrimony, which 
had been ſeized by the Crown, to be re- 
ſtored, _ | 
Sir Nicholas Bacon, whoſe Father was 
an Officer belonging to the famous Abby 
here, was doubtleſs born in this Town. 
He was deſcended of a Family of as an- 
cient Gentry as any this County affords. 
He was bred in Bennet-College, Cambridgt, 
and was afterward a great Benefactor to it 
in building them a beautiful _ 
| | r 
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the College he went to ſtudy the 
Ling yang the Inns of Court, 
where he was ſo great a Proficient, that 
he was firſt made Attorney to the Court 
of Wards, and from thence was raiſed to 
be Lord-Keeper of the Great Seal in Queen 
Flizabeth's Reign, An. 1. He held that 
Office eighteen Years, being a Perſon of 
a rare Wit, and great Experience. He 
grew very corpulent in his Old Ape. 
His Motto was Mediocria firma, i. e. Mo- 
derate Things are laſting ; which he ob- 
ſerved in his Practice, for he never at- 
tained to, becauſe he never affected a 
great Eſtate 3 and being good, tho* ſmall, 
Time hath ſhewed it to be laſting. He 
dy'd Feb. 20, 1578. and lyeth buried in 
the Choir of 8. Paul's. His eldeft Son, 
Sir Nicholas Bacon, of Redgrave, Kt. was 
created the firſt Baronet of England by 
King James I. His younger Son, Sir 
Francis Bacon, was in the ſame Reign 
created Lord Verulam, and Lord Chan- 
cellor. e | 
John of Bury, ſo called from his being 
born there : He was an Auguſtinian Monk 
in the Abbey of Clare, Doctor of Divi- 
nity in Cambridge, Provincial of his Or- 
der throughout England and Ireland, no 
mean Scholar, but an Oppoſer of Regi- 
nald Peacocke, and all the Followers of 
Wickliffe, with great Zeal. He flourithed 
An, 14606. | „ | 
John Paddeſley, the Son of Simon Pad- 
deſly of this Town, being bred up a 
Goldſmith in London, grew to that Emi- 
nency in Wealth and Reputation, that he 
executed the Office of Lord Mayor of that 
great City for the Year 1440. Ska 
Mr. Dickenſon, Dr. Stephans, and Mr. 
Leeds, three ſucceſſive School-Maſters in 
this Place, are worthy of our Remem- 
brance, not only for their Perſonal Learn- 
ing and Worth, but for their excellent 
Way of Teaching, and Inſtructing Youth, 
for which they in their Times were fo 
famous all over the Nation, that many 
have ſent their Children from ſome of 
the remoteſt Parts of the Nation to be 
educated under them. The laſt of them, 
Mr. Leeds, hath ſignalized himſelf to Po- 
ſlerity, by ſeveral uſeful and learned

Books, which he hath written and pub - 
liſhed, He was living ſince this Century 
began. Tra nicks 1-5 
Barrow, or Bareme, the Lordſhip and 
Eſtate of the Counteſs of Cloucefter , 
9 Edu. 1. but afterward of Bartholomew 
Lord Badleſmere, who adhering to Thomas 
Earl of Lancaſter, and the other diſcon- 
tented Barons, who had raiſed a Rebel- 
lion againſt King Edward II. was taken 
Priſoner at Burrowbrig and hanged.

Family of Drurys, which long flouriſhed 
in this Place, produced many Men famous 
in their Generation, as Roger Drury, who 
was one of the Knights for this Shire, 
I5 Rich, 2. and his Sow Roger, (as we 
conjeQure, for *tis not likely he could be 
himſelf, ſo long after, as) 8 Henry 5. but 
the moſt famous of the Name that we 
meet with is, Sir William Drury, whe 
atchieved ſo great Things in | ireland; 
His Name ſignifies (ſays Fuller) a Pearl, 
in the Saxon Language, to which he 
might fitly be compared for Preciouſneſs, 
being hard, innocent, and valiant. His 
Youth he. ſpent in the French Wars ; his 
"KS Middle 
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Middle Age in $.otland 3 his Old Age 
in Ireland. In the Minority of King 
James I. when the French had poſſeſs'd 
themſelves of the Caſtle of Edenborough, 
he was Knight-Marſhal of Berwick, and 
being employed by Queen Elizabeth with 
fifteen Hundred Men to reduce the Caſtle, 
he performed that Service worthily, and 
m a few Days reſtored it to the right 
Owner. Anno 1575, he was made Lord 
Prefident of Munſter in Ireland, and go- 
ing thither with competent Forces, exe- 
cuted impartial Juſtice in Spite of the 
Oppoſers of it. e Earl of Deſmond at 
his Entrance upon his Office, forbad him 
meddling with the County of Kerry, pre- 
tending it was a Palatinate, peculiarly 
appropriated to himfelf z and being thus 
under his Protection, it became a Sanctu- 
ary of Sin, and a Refuge of Rebels (as 
our Author calls it) as exempt from the 
Engli/h Juriſdiction. Sir William was no 
. Whit terrify'd with the Earl's Menaces, 
but entring Kerry with a competent Train, 
and having diſpenſed Juſtice to all Per- 
ſons, as Occaſion required, returned ſafely 
with ſeven-ſcore Men, through. ſeven 
Hundred of the Earl's Men, who ſought 
to ſur prize him. In the laſt Year of his 
Life, he was ſworn Lord Juſtice of Ire- 
land, in Chrift-Church, Dublin, Sept. 14, 
1578. and no doubt had done great: Things 
there, had he lived long in it; but be- 
ing afl icted with much Sickneſs, he dy'd 
at Waterford as he was going againſt De/- 
mond, the ſame Year. The Cullums are 
now in Poſſ ſſion of this Manor and Seat.

XXI. The HUNDRED of WANGFORD. 


This Hundred is bounded on the Eaſt a 


by the Hundred of Mut ford; on the South 
with the Hundreds of Blithixg and Hoxon ; 
and on the Weſt and North, by the County 
of Norfolk, from which it is parted by the 
Waveney. The Fee of this Hundred being 
in the Crown in the Reign of King Ed- 
ward I. was made over by the ſaid King, 
with other Eltates, to the Value of 4001. 
per Annum, to John de Clavering for Life, 
in Conſider..tion of the Settlement made 
by the ſaid Fohn, upon the ſaid King, 
and his Heirs, of the Inheritance of his 
Caſtle and Manor of Werkworth, and his 
Manors of Roubirie, Newbern, Corbrige, 
and Evre, which at his Death returned 
to the Crown, as it now remains. The 
Market-Town of this Hundred, is Beck- 
les, a large populous Market-Town ſitu- 
ate on the River Waveney, having its Mar- 
ket weekly on Saturday, and Fair yearly 
on The Buildings of it are very or- 
dinary, being many. of them thatched, 
The Lordſhip before the Diſſolution be- 
longed to the Abbey of S. Edmund's Bury, 
but whoſe it is now we know not. From 


hence there is a Paſſage by Water on the 


River Waveney to Yarmouth, which is a 
great Increaſe of its Trade. The Quarter- 
Seſſions for the Liberty of Blithing are uſu- 
ally kept here. 

The Church is a very fair Edifice, 
great and tall, but ſtanding on a conveni- 
ent Hill at a little Diſtance from the Bo- 
dy of the Church makes a goodly Shew. 
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 Bungey. is alſo fituate upon the Wave- 
ney, which almoft encom paſſeth it. The 
Market is kept here weekly on Thurſday, 
and is much reſorted to by the People of 
Nor folk; and Fair yearly on . It 
was a Burrough, and the Manor of it be- 
longed to the Family of Bizods, Earls of 
Norfolk, one or more of, whom built the 
Caſtle, In the Barons Wars Hugh Bigod 
was a conſiderable Leader, and to ſecure 
himſelf, fortified this his Caſtle ſo ſtrongly, 
that having beſides an advantageous Si- 
tuation, he was wont to boaſt of it, as 

impregnable, ſaying, in the Wars of 
King Stephen and the Empreſs, | 


Were I in my Caftle of Bungey Kr 
Upon the River Waveney, 7 
I would not value the King of Cockney, 


But notwithſtanding his great Confidence 
in his Caſtle, when King Henry II. came 
to the Throne; he having always. ſided 
with King Stephen, he was forced to com- 
pound with that King for a great Sum of 


Money, and give ſufficient. Hoſtages to 


ſave it from being demoliſhed. After 
this he became much in the King's Fa- 
vour, and was made by him Steward of 
his Houſhold, and Earl of Norfolk, as his 
Anceſtors had been, which kept him in 
Subjection a while; but after King Hen- 
ry had admitted his Son Henry into a 
Participation-of his Royal Authority, he 
joined with the Earl of Leicefter to de- 
throne him, and ſet up His Son on the 
Throne alone, in which Enterpize, not 
ſucceeding King Henny the Father, de- 
moliſhed his Caſtle of Walton, and took his 
Caſtles. of Framlingham and Bungey, not 
admitting him again into his Prefence, 
*till he had made his Peace, by paying a 


Fine of a thouſand Marks; which Re- 


conciliation may ſeem not to be firm, be- 
cauſe he ſoon after went to the Holy War, 


and died there; which when the King 


knew, he ſeized upon all his Treaſure, 


and kept it in his Hands a while, but 
at length reſtored all to his Son and Heir, 


Hugh, in whoſe Poſterity they remained 
for divers Succeſſions. In the Reign of 
King Henry III. this Caftle was demoliſh- 
ed, and Roger Bigod, Earl of Norfolk, ob- 

tained

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tained a Licence of King Edward I. Reg. 


10. to embattle his Houſe in the Place 
where the Caftle had ſtood. He endowed 
his ſecond Wife Alice with this Manor, 
and many others, and having no Iſſue, 
ſettled all his Caſtles, Towns, Manors, 


Lands and Tenements upon King Edward 


and his Heirs, either to attone for ſome 
Offence committed againſt that King, or 
out of ſome Difguſt he had taken at his 
Brother John, who after his Deceaſe 25 
Edmw. 1. was found to be his next Heir, 
but never enjoy'd his Honour, nor any 
Part of his Eſtate. In 4 Rich. 2. we find 
that William de Ufford, Earl of Suffolk 
died poſſeſſed of the Caſtle, Burrough, 
and Manor of Bungey. He married Joan, 
the Daughter of Edward Montacute by 
Alice his Wife, Daughter and Coheir of 
Thomas Brotherton, Earl of Norfolk, and 
fifth Son of King Edward I. on whom *tis 
probable that King ſettled them. It hath 
two Pariſh - Churches, anſwering to the 
Largeneſs of the Town; one of them is 
very fair, and between them in the Midft 
of the Town is to be ſeen the Ruins of a 
famous Nunnery, of which we ſhall ſpeak 
more largely hereafter. 

Hinton, or Felix-Town, ſtands upon the 
Waveney, but hath nothingMemorable init, 
but that it bears the Name of Felix, the firſt 
Eaft- Anglian Biſhop, as doth Flixton in the 
Hundred of Lothingland. 

Mettingham, the Eſtate and Demeſne of 
John, ſirnamed de Norwich, who having 
obtained a Licence of King Edward III. 
Keg. 17. to make Caſtles of his Houſes in 
this Town, built a ſquare Caſtle with a 


College in it, (of which laſt we ſhall 


ſpeak more in our Ecclefiaſtical Hiftory) 
and in the 31ſt Year of the ſame King's 
Reign procured a Charter of Free Warren 
for all his Demeſne Lands here. He de- 
parted this Life, 36 Ed. 3. and left all 
His Eftates to John his Grandſon, the Son 


of Walter his Son, who died before him. 
Joln died poſſeſſed of this Manor, and left 
it to his Couſin and next Heir Katherine de 
- Brews, but ſhe taking upon her the Ha- 


bit of a Nun ſoon after, Robert de U Ford, 


Earl of Suffolk, and Son of Margaret de 


Norwich, inherited her Lands as the next

John de Mettingham, Lord Chief Juſtice 
of the Common Pleas, in the Reign of 
King Edward III. was deſcended of this 
Family, who being the Lords of this

and Elias de Beckingham were continued in 
their Places, as having retained their In- 
tegrity, and Proof againſt all Accuſations. 
This was done, 18 Edaw, 3. and when two 
Years after there was a new Set of ſudges; 
the ſame King directed his Writ to this 
_ and his Aſſociates ordering him to 
imit the Number of the Apprentices and 
Attornies at Law, as to them ſhould 
ſeem moſt convenient in their reſpective 
Courts, and for the Good of the People, 
The King and his Council. gave their 
Opinion, that ſeven-ſcore would be e- 
nough for the whole Realm, but left it 


to them to add or diminiſh, as they 
thought fit.

Red ſuam, or Reddeſham, the Lordſhip 
and Eſtate of a Family that took their 
Name from it, Roes de Redſiam, being.

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Sotterley, or Saterley, the Lordſhi p of 
the Family of Saterley, who took their 
Name from it, 5 Edu. 1. of Plaifers, 
who were alſo Patrons of the Church. 
They were an ancient Family of Gentry, 
but we have no Account of them, but 
that Thomas Plaifers, Eſq; of this Place, 
was High Sheriff of this County, 3 Fac. r. 
unleſs what may be taken from their 
Monuments in the Church, where ſeve- 
ral of the Family lie buried, viz, at the 
upper End of the Chance] under a large 
Graveſtone, which hath two full propor- 
tioned Figures in Braſs, are buried, Tho- 
mas Playfers, who died Sept. 21. 1479, 
and Anne his Wife, the Sitter and Heir of 
Roger Henays of Tadington, Eſq; who died 
Oct. 10, immediately following. 

In the ſame Chancel is a Tomb of Free- 
ſtone covered with a fair MarbleStone, with 
an Inſcription in Braſs about it, ſignifying, 
that under it lieth the Body of William 
Plaifers Eſq; Son and Heir of Thomas 
and Anne his Wife, who by Fane his 
Wife had Iffue, divers Children, and di- 
ed, Nov. 11. Anno Dom. 1512. 

Adjoining to this is another Tomb, 
with the Efhgies of a Man cut in Braſs, 
and this Inſcription at his Feet, Here 
ly:th the Body of Chriſtopher Plaifers Eſq; 
true Patron of this Church, and Heir to 
William and ſane, who by to Wives had 
eight Sons and four Daughters, He died in 
the Year of our Lord 1547. 

There are alſo buried in the Chancel 
Thomas Plaifers, Eſq; Patron of the Church, 
and William Plaifers, Eſq; of which the 
former died, Sept. 19, 1572, and the other 
June 1. 1584, There is alſo a Tomb for 
Mr. Robert Bumpſted, who died April 15. 
Arno Dom. 1482. By theſe Monuments 
it appears that the Plaifers were an 
ancient Family of Gentry, and dwelt 
> in good Repute in King James I's

Hang ford, a ſmall Village at preſent 
may be mentioned becauſe it certainly 
gave Name to the whole Hundred, which 
thews that it was at that Time the chief 
Place in it, which is rendred the more 
probable, becauſe it had in it a Mona- 
ſtery of Cluniac Monks, of which we ſhall.

This Hundred is bounded on the South- 
Faſt, by the German Ocean ;, and on the 
South ends in a Point, where is Bawd/ey 
Haven at the Mouth of the River Deben, 
which bounds it on the South-Weſt; and 
on the North it borders on Plomeſgate Hun- 
dred. The Fee of this Hundred is in the 
Crown, and the Government is in the She- 
riff and his Officers. There is no Mar- 
ket-Town in this Hundred at preſent, 
but Orford on the Eaſt, and Woodbridge 
on the Weſt almoſt Join to it. Of the 
Villages, we ſhall begin with 

Baudſey, written in ancient Records 
Bawdreſey, becauſe it was anciently a 
Market-Town, though 'tis not at preſent 


fo, for we find that Robert de Uford, after 


he had been twice Juſtice of Ireland, ob- 
tained a Licence of King Edward I. Reg. 11. 
to hold a Market every Week upon Friday 
at this his Manor of Baudreſey, as alſo a 
Fair there yearly upon the Eve, Day, 
and Morrow of the Nativity of the Bleſ- 
ſed Virgin, Se pt. 8. | The Manor con- 
tinued in the Family of Ufora's ſo long as 
the Heir Males remained, but how long 
the Market was continued we know not, 
for Cicely, the Widow of Robert de Uford, 
had for her Dowry an Aſſignation of this 
Manor 
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ford Earl of Suffolk, died poſſeſſed of it, 
s Rich. 2. but leaving no Iſſue his Siſters 
became his Heirs, of whom Cicely the 
eldeit being married to Sir John Willoughby, 
Knt. whoſe Poſterity became Lords Vil- 
loughby of Eresby, her Son Robert, upon 


the Partition of his Eſtate with the other 


two Siſters, inherited this Manor, and 
Fome others of her Right. His Son Wil- 
liam died poſſeſſed of it, and left it to his 
Son Robert, who leaving no Iſſue Male, 
the Honour, and great Part of his Eſtate, 
and amongſt others, this Manor deſcend- 
ed to his Couſin and Heir Sir Robert 
Willoughby, Knt. his Brother Thomas's Son; 
in his Poſlerity it continued divers Suc- 
ceſſions, till Iſſue Male failing in Villi- 
am Lord Willoughby, his only Daughter 
and Heir Katharine marrying firſt to 
Charles Brandon Duke of Suffolk, by whom 
ſhe had no Children, and then to Richard 
Bartue, Eſq; carried this Manor, and di- 
vers other Eſtates into the Family of the 
Jatter : But it ſeems that his Brother 
' George Willoughby and Anaſtace his Wife 
had their Lives in this Manor, ſo that 


the ſaid Katharine, *till after their Death, 


Had not the Poſſeſſion of it. 

Alder ton, the Lorſhip and Eſtate of John 
of Eltham, ſecond Son of King Edward II. 
ſettled upon him by his Brother King 
Edward III. Reg. 4. he was about that 
Time made Earl of Cornwall, and had 
other Eſtates given him, as the Caſtle and 
Manor of Eye, to which in the Grant 
this Plice is faid to be a Hamlet, This 
Earl attended the King in his Wars with 
Scotland, and falling ſick at S. Johnſton's, 
died without Wife or Iſſue, and was 
buried in S. Edmund's Chapel, in the 
Abbey of Weſtminſter, and his Eſtate, 
which was all, or moſt of it, the Gift of 
his Father or Brother, returned to the 
Crown. 

The Family of the Nauntons had their 
Seat Here, and being Patrons of the 
Church, *tis almoſt certain they were 
Lords of the Manor. Many of that Fa- 
mily were Men of Renown, wiz. one of 
the Nawntons came in with the Conque- 
rer into England, and deſerved ſo well of 
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Manor of Bawdreſey, and William de Uf- 


him, that for Services done, he gave. him 
a great Heireſs; but the moſt eminent of 


them was Sir Robert Nawnton ; he was bred 


Fellow Commoner in Trinity-College, which 
ſhews that his Parents were wealthy, and 
if ſo, their Eſtate was very laſting, for 
they had 700 Marks per Ann. in the Con- 
queror's Reign. From the College he 
was Choſen Fellow of Trinity-Hall, and 
happened to be Proctor of the Univerſity 
in 1609-10, in the Turn of that College, 
which came to that College but once 
in forty Years. He bent his Studies, in 
which he was very aſſiduous, to accom- 
pliſh himſelf for ſome Publick Employ- 
ment, as his Fragmenta Regalia, which he 
compoſed in his Youth, ſhewed. He was 
afterwards ſworn Secretary of State to 
K. James I. in 1617, one of his Majeſty's 
Privy Council, and Maſter of the Court 
of Wards and Liveries, in all which 
Places he ſhewed great Abilities and Dex- 
terity. He died Anno One thouſand ſix 
hundred thirty and odd, leaving only one 
Daughter and Heir, who was married firſt 
to Paul Vifcount Banning, and after ward 
to the Lord Herbert, eldeſt Son to Philip 
Earl of Pembroke. 

In the Church of this Village are inter- 


red divers of the Family of Nawnton, 


viz. Henry Nawnton, Eſq; Patron of it, 
and Elizabeth his Wife, Triſtram Naaunton, 
Eſq; and Elizabeth, Daughter of the ſaid 
Henry. Robert Nawnton of this Place 
erected a Monument to the Memory of 
his Father, Uncle, Mother, and little 
Siſter in 1650: He was the Son of the 
ſaid Henry. 

Bulges, or Bulge, one of the Lordſhips 
which Odo de Campania Earl of Albemarle 
and Holderne/s was poſſeſſed of, when the 
great Survey of England, called Domes-day 
Book, was taken by the Conqueror, and 
we ſuppoſe, paſſed after him with his 
other Eſtates, to his Heirs and Succel- 
ſors, but in the Inquiſitions taken 
their Lands, it is not mentioned, but 
few, or none of them are compleat. Ing 
Edw.

England; which having performed, he re- 
mained ever- after highly in Favour 
with the Queen, and was by her Means 
made Lord Chamberlain,, Lord High Ad- 
miral of England, and Duke of Suffolk; 
but ſoon after, all the national Concerns, 
both at Home and Abroad, falling out 
unproſperouſly, which by his Enemies, 
who envied his Grandeur, being charged 
upon him; and being ſentenced to Baniſh+ 
ment, he was ſeized in his: Voyage to 
France, and being brought into Dover 
Road, had his Head ſtricken off on the 
Side of a Coek-boat,.

ors, eſpecially in long Voyages. We have 
heard, that tho? it be a lean, hard Sort 
of Cheeſe, yet the Sea ſo mellows it, 
that it becomes very good and palatable, 
and thereby is ſo defirable, that it hath 
been ſold for Twelve Pence per Pound. 
But tho* the Cheeſe is not ſo valuable 
in general as thoſe of other Counties of 
England, eſpecially the Midland, as Glou- 
"cefter/hire, Warwickſhire, &c. yet, 2. The 


Butter, which is here made in great 


Quantities, and conveyed to many Parts 
of England, is incomparable z it is pack- 
ed up in Firkins, according to the Sta- 
"tute, and fo being made both marketable 
and portable, is ſold in Markets and 
Fairs for all Uſes at Sea and Land, but 
more particularly by the Cheeſemongers 
of London. TI 4 
4. Firing in this County is very plen- 

tiful, though they have no Coal-Mines, 
as the Northern Counties have, Nature 
providing moſt for ſuch Places where 
Fire is wanted. High Suffolk being at 
the greateft Diſtance from the Sea, is 
Woody, and generally ſupplies the Inha- 
bitants with Fuel thereby, though even 


the Midland Towns are alſo ſupplied. 


with Coal by their navigable Rivers. 
"Low Suffolk, which runs along by the Sea 
Side, quite through the County, hath a 
conſtant and ſufficient Supply of C al

to govern that Kingdom. Red wald, while 


he was Vice-Roy of Kent under King 
Ethelbert, was converted to Chriſtianity, 
and baptized, but ſucceeding} his Father 
Titulus in the Kingdom of the Eaſt- 
Arges, he was perſwaded by his Wife to 
return again to his former Idolatry; 
yet that he might not ſeem wholly to 
renounce Chriſtianity, he erected in the 
ſame Temple an Altar for the Service 
of Chriſt, and another for Burnt-Sacri- 
tices to his Idols, which Bede ſays were 
ſtanding in his Time; ſo that Chriſti- 
anity was baniſhed his Kingdom for his 
Reign, which was thirty· one Years.

Able RecwalZ's groundlefs Jealouſy had 
driven out of: the Kingdom, end there- 
fore ſent to Him, that he would come 
and reign over them. Sigibert in his 
Exite ſpent his Time in the Study of 
good Literature, and contemplative Ex- 


rciſes, and being fully inftruaed in the 
Atk of Crit, received Baptiſm, and 
tived in Profeffion of ft there fome Years. 
Having received this Invitation, Sigibert 
returned into his own Country, and re- 
ſolving to plant Chriſtianity in his Do- 
minions, carry'd with him Felix a Bur- 
gundian, an eminent and Religious Di- 
vine, with whom he had contracted an 
Intimacy in his Exile, to preach the 3 
to- his Subjects.

Falix was conftitnted Biſhop of it: 
e made Durwich in this County His 
See, and having erected Schools in pro- 
per Places for the Education of Youth, 
took other effectual Means for the Edi- 
fication of his People, and the Continu- 
ance of the Chriſtian Faith among them. 
He governed his See ſeventeen Years, 
and dying Anno 1647, was bury'd in his 
Church at Dunwich.

| UNWICH having been a Biſhop's 
See, we place it in the Front of the 

© Monaſteries, of which we have a 
ſhort Account of two, the one of Franci/- 
cans,” or Friers Minors, They had a very 
fair Church, and their Houſe, which was 


a good Building, was incompaſſed round 


with a Stone-Wall, as was alſo that of 
the - Dominicans, or Black Friers. 
laſt Religious Structure was founded by 
Sir Roger Holiſhe, Knt. who was bury'd 
in the Church there, as was the firſt by 
Richard Fitz- John and Alice his Wife, to 
whoſe Benefactions King Henry III. made 
ſome conſiderable Additions. But of theſe 
Monaſteries we find nothing more, ſave 
that ſeveral Perſons of Note were bury'd 
in them, as Sir Ralph Uford and Joan 
His Wife, Sir Robert Valence, the Lady 
Hamwiſe Poynings, &c. 85 

S. Zames's Hoſpital, which had a large 

Church, and divers Tenements, Houſes 
and Lands belonging to it, appropriated 
to the Uſe and Suſtentation of ſick, poor, 
and impotent People, but is now greatly 
decay'd, the Lands and Tene ments being 
ſold, or otherwiſe alienated by evil. Ma- 
ſters, and other covetous Perſons, to the 
great Prejudice and Detriment of the 
Poor of the ſaid Hoſpital. 

Maiſon Dieu, another Hoſpital dedicated 
to the Holy Trinity, which like the for- 
mer is much decay'd, and abuſed by the 
Matters of it. The Church is quite de- 

moliſh'd, but there are yet divers Te- 

nements, Houſes, Lands .and. Rents re- 
maining for the Uſe of the Poor. This 
Houſe had many Privileges granted it, 
and the Maſters for the Time being, had 
very good Lodgings to dwell in, which 
invited ſome Men of Character to accept 
the Place, for one was an Eſquire, ano- 
ther a Maſter of Arts, Go. 

Ipſwich, as it is called the Eye of this 

Shire, and was really the moſt eminent 
- For Trade and Buildings, ſo when the

remarkable for its Devotion that Way; 


for we obſerve ſeveral Monaſteries in and

The Holy Trinity, ſo called from its De- 


dication to the Triune God, a Priory

founded by Norman Gaſtrode, the Son of 
Epott and John de Oxford, Biſhop of Nor- 
wich, in the Reign of King Heury II. 
King John, in the fifth Vear of his Reign, 
confirmed to the Canons Regular of this 
Houſe, the ſeveral Lands, Churches and 
Poſſeſſions given them by many Benefact- 
ors, and among others, a Fair to laſt for 
three Days, on the Feaſt of the Holy Croſs, 
on Sept. 14. One John Thel ford was Prior 
of this Houſe, Anno 1533. This was one 
of the Monaſteries ſuppreſſed by Cardinal 
Molſey, who obtained a Bull of Pope Cle- 
ment VII. in order to the founding his 
two intended Colleges at Oxford and Ip/- 
wich, It was valued at the Diſſolution 
of it, by the Cardinal, at 88 J. 6s. gd. 
Weaver, Speed, ex Lel. 

Auſtin Friers, or Canons Regular of 
S. Auguftin, a Monaſtery dedicated to that 
Saint, founded by Henry de Manesby, 
Henry Redred, and Henry de Landham. In 
this Monaſtery were bury'd Dame Maud 
Boerell, Edmund Saxham, Eſq; John Faſ- 
tolf, and Agnes his Wife, Oc. We find 
nothing of the Surrender nor Value of 
it when it was ſuppreſs'd. 


Carmelites, or White Friers, a Religious

founded by Sir Thomas Londham, Kant.

In this State it remained for near Two 
Hundred Years, till the Body of S. Ed. 
mund, the laſt King of the Eaft- Angles, 
whom the Danes under Inguar and Hubba 
had with exquiſite Torments put to Death, 
being found by a Miracle, was carry'd 
thither, and being bury'd there, the 
Chriftians built a ſmall Church over 
his Tomb, and out of a great Venera- 
tion to his Name, called the Town, 
S. Edmundi Burgus, i. e. the Borough of 
S. Edmund. King Edmund the Elder, 
much reſpected this Saint of his own 
Name, and gave ſeveral Lands to this 
Church, Anno 942. | 
The Danes ſtill continuing to ravage 
and plunder England, Swain their King, 
came over with a great Hoſt, and among 
ether Places fell with great Fury upon 
this Town, and in his Pagan Zeal razed 
this Church to the Ground; but did 
not long ſurvive this profane and facri- 
legious Action; for while he was tri- 
umphing in his uncontrouPd Succeſs, in 
the midſt of his Nobles, he ſuddenly 
cry'd out, That 8. Edmund had run 4 
Sword through his Heart; and within the 
Space of three Days dy'd in great Hor- 
ror and Torment.

Nor was Canute contented to make Re- 
ſtitution of the Buildings of this Church, 
but out of his Devotion he enriched it 

with 
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with many Gifts and Privileges; confirm · 
ed all its former Grants; gave it his 
Tribute of all Sea-Fiſh brought into the 
Town, and the Fiſhery'about it; offered 
his Crown to the Holy Martyr, and made 
the Abbot and Monks abſolute Lords of 
the Town : For by the Advice of his 
Biſhops and Barons, he changed the Secu- 
lar Clergy anciently belonging to this 
Church, into Monks, Anno 1020. 

+ Theſe Gifts were ſettled. on this Abbey 
with a fearful Curſe on ſuch as ſhould 
any Ways alienate them, and a Blefling to 
ſuch as ſhould preſerve or improve them: 
And the Charter being ſigned by the 
King, was atteſted by above Thirty of 
his Nobles, who every one for the greater 
Solemnity put a Croſs before their Names. 
This Abbey being thus eſtabliſhed, the 
Biſhop of Rowe endowed it with very 
great Immunities, and among other Things 
granted, That this Abbey ſhould not be 
ſubje to any Biſhop in any Matter, but 
in all Things of Controverſy, or Order, 


ſhould depend upon the Pleaſure and Di- 


rection of the Archbiſhop only. | 

In_the Year 1010, this Part of the 
County being again much infeſted by the 
Danes, the Body of S. Edmund, was tranſla- 
ted to London, to ſecure it from their 
Hands, where being kept three Years, 
it was again returned to this Abbey. 
In the Year 1021, ſoon after King Ca- 
mite had brought in the Monks into it, 
Alduinus, Biſhop of the Eaft-Angles, be- 
gan to build a ſtately New Church, to 
which Work, and the Maintenance of the 
Fabrick, the Inhabitants of Norfolk and 
Suffotk did freely give yearly four Pence 
out of every Carucate of Land in their 
Counties. This Church was in the Vear 
1032, dedicated to the Honour of Chriſt, 
the Bleſſed Mary, and S. Edmund; and 


much about the ſame Time, or before, 


the Abbot Newport walled in the Abbey, 
as Harvey the Saecr iſt had done the Town. 


. This Abbey, endowed with ſuch Pri- 


vileges, flouriſhed for ſome Time in 


Wealth and Power, Multitudes of Giſts 


and Oblations being hung upon the Tomb 
of S. Edmund ; and the Townſmen, and &1l 
within Bauna Leuca, i, e. within the Bounds 


of a Mile round the Town, being fo ſubj 
to the Abbot and Convent, that by _ 


Steward they. impoſed an Oath upon the 
- Alderman' at the Entrance upon his Of. 


fice, That he ſhould maintain and up. 
hold the Peace and Order ot the Borough, 
and in nothing damage or hurt the Ab. 
bot or Convent in any of their Rights 
and Privileges. But notwithſtanding this 
Oath, the Townſmen now and then fell 
foul upon the Abbot and his Monks, im- 
priſcning the Abbot, beating the Monks, 


and the Officers belonging, to the Abbey, 


breaking down their Gates, and burning 
their Houſes adjoining, with the Barns 
and Granaries belonging to their Granges 
and Manors near the Town, carrying away 
their Chalices of Gold and Silver, with 
other rich Plate, plundering their Trea- 
ſury, and taking away their Charters 
and Writings. And though by the Picty 


of the preſent Kings and Nobles, many 


of theſe Things were reſtorcd, and ſome 
Satisfaction made to the Alibot and Con- 
vent, yet the Townſmen never bore 
their Subjection to the Monks eaſily, and 
ſo could not much regret the Diſſolution 
of the Abbey in the main, though in 
many Reſpedts it was a great Advantage 
to the Town, eſpecially in relieving their 
Poor. Nor was the Eccleſiaſtical Exemp- 
tion of this Abbey Jong free from Diſ- 
pute; for in the Conqueror's Reign, there 
aroſe a Controverſy between the Biſhop 
of the Dioceſe and the Abbot, but the 


Juriſdiction of the former, which the 


latter would not yield to. The Abbot to 
confirm his Privilege went to Rome, and 
found ſuch Favour with Pope Alexar- 
der II. that he granted to him and his 
Succeſſors Epiſcopal Juriſdiction, and this 
further Advantage, viz. That ſo long as 
they kept a Porphyry-Altar, which he 
then gave him, tho' the whole Kingdom 
ſhould lye under an Excommunication, 
yet the Divine Offices ſhould not ceaſe 
in this Abbey, unleſs it be ſpecially in- 
terdicted by Name. This Bull bears 
Date Ann Domini 1071, and by it the 
Conteſt was laid aſleep a little While, 
but was again revived in 1081, when 
it was reſerred to the Judgment and De- 
. | termination

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ination of the Conqueror, who, up- 
2 of both Sides, did declare the 
Church of 8. Edmund, and the Town in 
which it ſtands, to be exempt from the 


Biſhop's Juriſdiction; and at the ſame. 


Time gave the Abbot and Monks a Char- 
ter of Confirmation, whereby he ratify'd 
to their Monaſtery, all the Conceſſions of 
the Kings Edmund, Canute, Hardicanute, 
and Edward the Confeſſor, which were 
many and great; beſides the Lands and 
Eſtates given them by private Benefact- 
ors, as Ulfkete! Earl of the Eaſt-Anglcs, 
who gave the Lordſhips and Manors of 


 Hildercle, Redgrave, Kigenhale, Wulfpit, 


Kougham, and Part of Bradfield, Fulſham, 
and Hegiſetoe in this County; and Ste- 
phen Earl of 1 Richmond, who 
gave them certain Lands in Cambridge- 
ire, for the Health of the Soul of his 
Brother Alan Niger, with many others, 
both Perſons of Quality of both Sexes, 
and ſeveral Biſhops, whoſe Gifts ſo en- 
riched this Monaſtery, that as while it 
flouriſhed, its Abbots were Parliamentary 
Barons; ſo when it was ſurrendred to 
King Henry VIII. by John Reeve, alias 
Melford, the laſt Abbot, it was found to 
be worth 1659 J. 13 s. 114. f. per An. 
Dugd. 23361. 16 6. Stev. Speed ex Lel. 
Dugdale hath a Liſt of the Abbots and 
Sacriſtans, which we omit. I 
At the Diſſolution of this Abbey, theſe 
Reliques, which the Monks had, in great 
Eſteem, were found, viz., The Sacred Re- 
mains of King Edmund, enſhrined 3 the 
ſame King's Shirt entire ; certain Drops 
of 8. ——_ Blood, which were ſhed out 
of his Body when he was ſtoned; ſome 
of the Coals on which S. Lawrence was 
broiled 3 certain Parings of the Fleſh of 
divers Holy Virgins; a Sinew of S. Ed- 
nund in a Box; ſeveral Skulls of ancient 
Saints and Martyrs; among which was 
that of 8. Petronill, which the People 
believed would cure all the Diſeaſes of 
the Head, by applying it to it. S. E4- 
mund's Sword, and S. Thomas of Canter- 
bury's Boots; S. Botolph's Bones ina Coffin, 
which the Monks made the People be- 
lieve, that it procured Rain, when it 
was carry'd in Proceſhon in a Time of 
VSS. | 
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Drought; certain Wax-Cundles, which 
being carry'd light round their Corn- 
Fields in Seed- Time, no Darnel, Tares, 
or any noifom Weeds would grow among 
the Corn that Year, with many others, 
which by the Relations of the Monks, 
would work wonderful Effects. 

There were many Noble Perſons bury'd 
in the Abbey-Church here, viz. Alan, 
ſirnamed Fergaunt, Earl of Kichmand ; 
Thamas, firnamed De Brothertan, Earl af 
Norfolk, Half-Brother to King Eduard II. 
Thomas Beaufort, Son of John of Gaunt, by 
the Lady Katharine Suinford, Duke of 
Exeter in King Henry V.'s Reign; Mar 
Queen of France, Widow of Lewis XII. 
and Siſter of King Henry VIII. Jaun Boon, 
Abbot of this Monaſtery, who dy'd'g Edu. 
4+ Kobert the Martyr, a Child crucified 
by the Jews, about June 8, 1179. Sir 
William Elmham, Sir William Spenſey, Sir 
William. Trefil, Knights; John Lidgate, 
the famous Poet, and many others, whoſe 


Monuments became a Prey with the 


great Eſtates of this Monaſtery, to thoſe 
Deſtroyers of Religious Houſes, who nei- 
ther feared God, nor regarded Men, in 
Compariſon of the Advantage they made 
by their Ruins, 

This Monaſtery bred many famous Men 
for all Parts of good Learning, viz. John 
de Norwold, educated firſt a Monk in 
this Abbey, and at length choſen Abbor 
of it. Leland tells us, he was a Man of 
ſignal Piety, and no ſmall Learning. He 
went to Rome, to be confirmed in that 
Dignity by the Pope. He wrote much 
about other Points, but was principally 
concerned in the great Controverſy whick 
happened between Kobert Grofteft and Pope 
Innocent IV. But none of his Writings 
are now remaining, but his Anzals 
England. He dy'd, and was bury'd in his 
Monaſtery, Anno 1280. 

John Euerſden, a Monk of it, who ex- 
celled much in Humane Learning, and 
ever ſhewed great Elegancy in his Wrie 
tings, being a good Poet and Orator, and 
a faithful Hiſtorian. He wrote: ſeveral 
Things, which made his Name Honours 
able to Poſterity for ſome Ages, viz. Gon- 
cordances of Divine Hiſtory; A Concord of

of the Kings and e of England, and 
te Series of Times. He dy'd, and was bu- 
ried in his Monaſtery, Anno 1336. 

Walter Bederickworth, Doctor of Divi- 
nity, famous for Piety and Learning, as 
appears by his Works, which are, Morar 
 lities on the Pſalter, Commentaries on the 
Maſter of the Sentences; Scholaſtick Lectures; 
Monaſtical Collation, and Common Sermons. 
He died, and was buried in his Monaſtery 
in 1350. 

Jeffrey Waterton, a Perſon of admirable 
Diligence, who ſpent all his Time in 
Reading, unleſs his Preſence was requi- 
red at monaſtical Duties, ſinging in the 
Choir, or Divine Contemplations : He 
thus attained to the Degree of Doctor of 
Divinity, and then apply'd himſelf to 
'Writing, which produced theſe Books; 
The Morality of the Pſalter; On the Evan- 
gelical · Salutation; Mariale ; Sunday Homi- 
lies; Monafterial Collations. He flouriſhed 
in the Year 1350. 

Roger the Computiſt, who being educated 
in this Monaſtery from his Youth, be- 
came a Perſon of great Piety, ſingular 
Humility , incredible Modeſty, Tempe- 
rance and Chaſtity, and uncommon Learn- 
ing; and ſpent the Remainder of his 
Life in the Exerciſe of Virtue and Study 
of good Letters. In his more advanced 
Age he was ſo reſpected by his Brethren, 
that he was choſen their Prior; after 
which he employed all the Time he 
could ſpare from the Government of the 
Houſe, in meditating upen the Holy 
Scripture; and for the Benefit of Poſterity, 
he wrote An Expoſition of all the difficult 
Words through the Bible; Comments on the 
Goſpels; Of the greater Excommunication, 
and Canterbury Conflitutions, He flou- 
riſhed in 1360. | |

Cnobersburge near the Caſtle, and being 
quickened by a Viſton foreſhewing his 
Death, haſtened the Finiſhing of it, which 


was done about the Vear 636. Furſeus 
perſwaded King Sigibert to reſign his Re- 


gal Power, and retire into his Monaſtery, 


which he accordingly did, but being ſome 
Time after drawn out of his Monaſtery, 


againſt his Will, to head his People in a 


War againſt the Mercians, he loſt his Life, 


with great Part of his Army. But by his 
Death this Monaſtery did not loſe the 
Favour of the Eaſt-Anglians, for Anna, 
the Succeſſor of Sigibert, and many Noble - 
men of that Province, enriched it with 
many fair Houſes and Lands, and with 
divers Ornaments. This Monaſtery was

Henrys, the IVth and Vth, did all they 
could to ſuppreſs them, by the moſt cruel 
Uſage not only of ſuch. as were proved 
either by Witneſſes, or their own Con- 
feſfion- to hold them, but fuch as were 
ſuſpected to believe them, yet ſpread like 
Lightning into all Parts of the Kingdom, 
and among others, came. early into this 
Dioceſe, and particularly into this Coun- 


ty. William Waite, Prieſt, who was burnt. 


at Norwich, Sept. 1424, is ſuppoſed to 
have been the chief Teacher of them in 
theſe Parts; and as he confirmed his 
Doctrine with his Death, ſo in his Life · 
time he made ſo. many Converts, that 


no County affords more Martyrs for, and 


Confeſſors of them, than this County. We 
ſhall give a ſhort. Abſtract of theſe Suf- 
ferers, in the Order of Time, as follows. 


Fohn Nad don, Bartholomew Monke, and 


four others, were apprehended by John 
Exeter, Regiſter of Norwich, at Bungay, 
and ſent to the Caſtle: of \Framlingham, to 
be: kept in cloſe Cuſtody by the Officers 
of the Duke of Norfolk; and about the 


fine Time; an hundred and twenty Men 


and Women about Beckles. underwent 
many vexatious Troubles, for not obſer- 
ving Vigils, eating forbidden Meats, and 
neglefting their Popiſh Faſts, being for- 
ced to abjbre and do Penanee by the 
Biſhop, William Spenſer, and Dr. William 
Ber aham,; his Chancellor. i 
» ' Thomas Pye, and John Mendham of Ald- 
borough, who being convicted of the hold- 
ing of ſuch Doftrines as the Biſhop and 
his Chancellor called Heretical, viz. That 
- Forgiveneſs of Sin is only to be ſought 
of God ; that the Pope is Antichriſt, and 
an Enemy to. Chriſt's Truth; that Ima- 
ges, and idolatrous Paintings, are not to 
be worſhipped, nor Holy Men that are 
dead, Oc. contrary to the Determination 
of the Holy Church of Rome, and Catho- 
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lick Faith, were condemned to ſuffer this 
open Penance, viz. Six Fuſtigations (or 
Scourgings) about the Pariſh - Church of 
Aldborouzh, before a ſolemn Proceſſion, fix 
ſeveral Sundays; and three Diſplings (or 
Whippings) about the Market-Place of 
Herelefton, three principal Market-Days, 


their Necks, Legs and Feet bare, and 


their Bodies covered with their Shirt and 
Breeches only, both of them carrying a 


Taper in his Hand of a Pound-Weight, 


as well round about the Church, as a. 
bout the Market-Place, on every the ſaid 
appointed Days; which Tapers, when 
this their_Penance is finiſhed, they ſhall 
humbly and devoutly offer upon the High 
Altar of the Pariſh-Church of Alaboroigi 
aforeſaid, at the Offertory of the High 
Maſs. Others for holding the ſame Doc- 
trines, and not eonfeſſing their Sins in 
Lent, and Receiving the Sacrament at 
Eafter, were impriſon'd in Monaſteries, 
as Jahn Skilley, Miller of Flixton, Nicholas 
Canon of Eye, and many others. 

Tomas B 

was compleated at Londen, and many of 
the Articles brought againſt him were 


taken out of ſome Sermons preached by 


him in the Church of S. Magnus there, 
yet his Sufferings beginning at Ipſwich, 
in this County, we have thought it ne- 


ceſſary to give a ſhort Account of them. 


His Fame being. every where known for 
his Converſions made in the Univerſity 
of Cambridge, viz. of Thomas Arthur, Hugh 
Latimer, and many of his Fellow-Colle- 
gians and other Scholars, and that he had 
left the Univerſity to preach the Gol peb 
in other Parts of the Nation; Cardinal 
Wolſey, who feared no Power of Kings, 
but was jealous, leaſt the Goſpel being 
received in its Purity, ſhould make be 
Hypocriſy and Pride of the Pope and his 
Prelates ſo manifeſt, that all Men ſhould 
deteſt and abhor them, lai& Wait to ap- 
prehend him; and having an Intereſt in

all that is called God; for he that breaks 


God's Commandments, is by him highly

He 
preached there in 8. George's Chapel, and 
ſo enraged the Rabble of Monks, that 
they twice plucked him out of the Pulpit 
there; but he eſcaped out of their Hands, 
and ſtill held on his ching, *till in 
a Sermon at Chriſt's Church in that Town, 
he gave ſo great an Offence to the Po- 
piſh Clergy and People, that they took 
and impriſon'd him, and ſet up Witneſ- 
ſes to depoſe, That he delivered theſe 
Heretical Doftrines to the People, wiz. 
That our Saviour CRHRIST is the only 


Mediator between us and his Father, and. 


we need not to ſeek to any Saint ; nor 


can we, without a great Injury to our 


Saviour's Blood; That Man is ſo imper- 
fet in himſelf, that he can in no wiſe 
merit by his own Deeds; That our Sa- 
viour being the Lamb of God, that takes 
away the Sins of the World, it is an In- 


jury to our Lord Chriſt, to hold, or be- 


lieve, that to be bury'd in S. Francis's, 
or any Monk's Cowl, will ſave us from 
the Puniſhment of our Sins ; That it is 
a great Folly to go on Pilgrimages; That 
Preachers in Time paſt have been Anti- 
chriſts, but now their Falſhood is diſco- 
vered; That the Miracles ſaid to be done 
at Valſingham, Canterbury, or here in 1p/- 

uich, are done by the Devil, (through 
God's Permiſſion) to blind the poor People; 
That the Pope hath not S. Peter's Keys, 
except he lives like Peter; That he ex- 
horted the People to put away their 
Gods of Silver and Gold, and leave off 
to offer to them, becauſe their Offerings 
were given often to Whores; That Jews 
and Saracens would long ago have- be- 
come Chriſtians, were it not for the Ido- 
latry of the Church of Rome. At this 


Place alſo it was, that he had a Diſpu- 


tation with Frier Bruſierd, about 1. The 
Mediation of Saints, which he proved a 
falſe Doctrine from S. Paul's Words, There 
is hut One Mediator, 1 Tim. ii. 5. then 
our Lady, or any Saint is none; and 
John xvi. 23, 24, Mhatſoever ye ask the 
Father in my Name, not of the Virgin 
Mary, S. Peter, or S. Paul. 2. That the 
Pope is Antichriſt, and fitteth in the 
Temple as God, and is worſhipped above 


Conſtitutions, which are the Sanctions cf 
Men, is counted guilty of Death. 3. Con- 


cerning the Merits of Saints, contrary to 


which he had aſſerted, That no Saint, 


though his Sufferings were never ſo great, 
and his Life moſt Pure, can merit for 


others with God, either: by his Death or 
Life; and proved it from the Parable of 
the Ten Virgins, of whom | Five were 
Wiſe, and Five Fooliſh, by the Wiſe, mean- 
ing the Saints; and by the Fooliſh, the 
Wicked, who wanted the Oy of Good Works, 
but the Saints could ſpare none, leaſt they 
had not ſufficient for themſelves. Where 


then are the Merits of the Saints ? From I.

Kic hard Bayfield, a Monk of Berry, be- 
ing converted from his Popiſh Errors by 
Dr. Barnes, who ſometimes viſited that 
Monaſtery, to converſe with one Dr. Ruf- 
fam, who had ſtudied with him at Lovaine, 
and gave him a New Teſtament in Latin, 
and fome other Books, grew ſo zealous 
and knowing in WVicklif*'s Doctrines, that 
he was noted for an Heretick by his Bre- 
thren, and for his Opinions caſt into the 
Priſon of their Houſe,” where he was ſore 
whipped with a Gag in his Mouth, and 
then put in the Stocks, continuing in that 
Torment three Quarters of a Year, be- 
fore Dr. Barnes, by the Means of his 
Acquaintance with Dr. Kuffam, could pro- 
cure his Releaſe. Having his Liberty, 
he went to Cambridge, and having been 
there a While, he removed to London, 
and from thence paſſed over Sea to Mr. 
Tindall and Mr. Frith, - to whom he pro- 
ved a great Help in ſelling their Bocke 
in France and Englund. After ſome Time 


ſpent in Foreign Parts, he returned to 
London, and being betrayed into the Hands 
. of the Enemies of the Goſpel-Trushs, he 
was firſt ſent to the Zollard's Tower, 


and from thence to the Biſhop of London's 


Cole-houſe, where he was cruelly bound 
and manicled, that he might accuſe others,

Altar in it, procured the Parſon of 
Aldham to come and celebrate there: Dr. 
Tayler was unacquainted with the Deſign, 
but hearing the Bells ring as he ſat in 
his Study, haſtened to the Church to 
know what was the Matter, and there 
finding the Parſon of Aldham with a ſha- 
ven Crown and Popiſh Veſtments, re&y 
to ſacrifice, burſt out into a Paſſion, and 
ſaid, Thou Devil! How dareſt thou to 
enter into this Church of Chriſt, to deſile 
it with Idolatry? I am the Shepherd 
that God and Chrift have appointed over 
this Flock; and I command thee, O Po- 
fiſh Wolf , in the Name of God, to de- 
port 
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art hence, and not poiſon this F lock with 
Popiſh Idolatry. The Parſon was afraid 
to proceed, and ſeemed ready to retreat; 
but Fuſter and his Adherents having 
turned the Doctor by Force out of his 
Church, bad him go on without Fear 
in his Office, and ſo finiſhed the Romi/h 
Service. Foſter and Clarke ſoon after this 


«Conteſt, ſent up a Complaint to Dr. Gar- 


dier, then Lord Chancellor and Biſhop 


of Winchefter , againſt the Doctor, who 
was thereupon by the Biſhop's Letters 
ordered to appear before him. His Friends 
knowing that Impriſonment and Death 
would be the Conſequence of his At- 
tendance, adviſed him to fly, and re- 
ſerve himſelf to a Time when ſuch Pa- 
flors would be wanted; but he would 
not be perſwaded, and ſo went. The 
Biſhop at his Appcarance received him 
roughly, calling him Knave, Traitor, 
Heretick, and many other reproachſul 
Names, which the Doctor denied due to 
him, and after ſome Arguings, was ſent 
to the King's Bench Priſon, where, to his 
great Comfort, he met with Mr. Brad- 
ford, whom he eſteemed an Angelical 
Companion in his Troubles. 

When the Doctor had laid in Priſon 
a While, he' was fummoned to appear 
in the Arches in Bow Church, to anſwer to 
ſuch Articles as ſhould be then and there 
objected againſt him, which he accor- 
dingly did. The chief Matter produced 
againſt him at that Time was, That be- 
ing a Prieſt in Holy Orders he was mar- 
ried, cohabited with his Wife, and had 
many Children by her. To which he 
anſwered, That by the Scriptures of the 


Old and New Teſtiment, the Judgment of 


the Doctors of the Primitive Church, and by 
both Canon and Civil Laws, which he readi- 
Iy alledged, it is lawful for Prieſts to mar- 
ry ; farther aſſerting, that ſuch as have not 
the Gift of Continency, are bound on Pain 
of Damnation to marry. This he ſo fully 
proved, that the Judge, who had a De- 
ſign to divorce him, waved it, and only 
gave Sentence, that he ſhould be de- 
prived of his Benefices, becauſe he was 
married; whereupon his Livings were 
preſently taken from him and given to 
others, and he remanded to Priſon, 
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5 After he had been a Priſoner more 


than a Year after-this, in which Time 


the Queen and Parliament were buſy in 
receiving alhthe Popiſh Ordinances, which 
had been aboliſhed' by King Edward VI. 
and his Father, King Henry VIII. and 
reſtoring the Romiſk Worlhip in all Paro- 
chial Churches through the Realm, Dr, 
Tayler was again ſummoned to appear 
before the Lord Chancellor Gardiner, and 
other Commitſioners,* with a Deſign to 
bring him to a Recantation, or condemn 


him for an Heretick. At their firit 


Meeting the Lord Chancellor ſpike thus 
to him: You are ſent for to receive and 
partake of the King and Queen's Mercy, 
if you will with us riſe from the gene- 
ral Fall of this Nation, as we have done, 
if not, you muſt have Judgment ac- 
cording to your Demerits. To which 
the Doctor anſwered; So to riſe would 
be the greateſt Fall I can ever re- 
ceive, for 1 ſhould fall from Ciitift to 
Antichriſt; for I believe the Religion 
eftabliſhed by King Edward was accor- 
ding to the Holy Scripture, the only Rule 
of the Chriſtian Religion, and from it 1 
will not depart as long as I live, 

Having received this Anſwer, they 
proceeded to examine him upon divers 
other Articles, and after long arguing, 
condemned him as an Heretick, 

1. For holding and maintaining the 
Marriage of Prieſis lawful, though he 
proved it from St. Paul's Epiſtles to Tino- 
thy and Titus, and ſhewed, that to hinder 
and forbid Marriage to any Order or De- 
gree of Men is a Doctrine of Devils, 1 Tin. 
iv. 3. and that the four General Councils, 


which in his Time were ſaid to have the 


ſame Authority as the four Evangeliſts, 
allow it, eſpecially the Nicene. 

2. For denying their Doctrines of Tran- 
ſubſtantiation and Concommitation , two 
juggling Words of Papiſts, (as he calls 
them) by which they do believe, and 
would compel others to believe, that 
Chriſt's natural Body is by the Conſe- 
cration of the Prieſt made of Bread and 
Wine, and the Godhead is preſently join- 
ed to it, ſo that the ſame being entire 
Chriſt, both God and Man ought to be 
worſhipped with godly Honour, * — 
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fered to God both for the Quick and 
dead, as a Propitiatory Sacrifice. This 
Doctrine he declared his Abhorrence of, 
a5 moſt wicked Idolatry, Blaſphemy, and 


ly. : | 
* For affirming the Pope to be Anti- 


iſt. and Popery Antichriſtianity. 
—I__ — the Doctrine of the 
Bible to be a ſufficient Doctrine, touching 
all and ſingular Matters of the Chriſtian 
Religion, neceſſary to Salvation. 

5. For alledging, that the Oath againſt 
the Supremacy of the Biſhop of Rome, was 
2 lawful Oath, as was alſo the Oath made 
by the People of this Realm, touching 
the King and Queen's Pre-eminence z for 
Chry/oftom ſaith, That Apoſtles, Evange- 
liſts, and all Men in every Realm, 
ought to live in Subjection to the Au- 
thority of Kings, as God's Officers and 
Deputies, He received the Sentence of 
Death paſſed upon him with great Joy; 
and told the Biſhops, who pronounced 
it upon him, That he doubted not but God 
would require his Blood at their Hands, 
and that the proudeſt of them would 
one day repent of receiving Antichriſt, 
and thus tyrannizing over C hrift®s Flock. 
Having thus ſaid, he was ordered to be 
carried to the Clinke, and from thence in 
a Week's Time, was removed to the 
Poultry Compter, whither Biſhop Bonner 
.came in a few Days to degrade him 
in order to his Suffering. Soon after 
this the Doctor was taken by the Sheriffs 
of Londom, and being convey'd to an Inn 
without Aldgate, he was delivered to the 
Sheriff of Eſſex, who conducted him to 
. Chelmeford in that County, where the She- 
riff of Suffolk recei ved him, and carried 
him through Hadley to Aldham Common, 
where he was burnt, as is aboveſaid. 

James Abbet, burnt at S. Edmund 's 
Bury, Aug. 2. 1555. He was a young 
Man, and having a full Perſwaſion of the 
Truths of the Doctrines taught in King 
Eduard VI.'s Reign, fled for Safety to 
eſcape the cruel] Perſecutions of the 
Times, ſet on Foot by the Biſhops. 
He wandered ſome Months from Place 
to Place, and at length coming into this 
County, was apprehended by the Setters 


of that Reign, and carried before Dr. 
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Hopton, Biſhop of Norwich ; being examin- 
ed concerning his Religion, and charged 


with Principles called Heretical, he had 


not Art enough to conceal them, but be- 
ing timorous and unſettled in them, the 
Biſhop with Threatnings and fair Pro- 
miſes, over perſwaded him to recant, al- 
though much againſt his Conſcience; and 
to encourage him to perſevere, gave 
him a Piece of Money at their Parting, 
Abbes received the Money, but was no 
ſooner gone from the Biſhop, but his 
Conſcience began to return upon him 
with crue] Laſhes, and bitterly accuſe 
him for this Fact, telling him, That 
he had highly diſpeaſed God by conſent - 
ing to his fawning Deluſions, and de- 
ſerting the Truth for ſuch petty Gains 
through Fear. He remained ſome Time 
in this Anguiſh of Soul, but at laſt 
took up a Reſolution to go to the Biſhop, 
and returning him his Money, telling 
him, That it repented him that he had 
given Conſent to his wicked Perſwaſions, 


and had accepted his Money. The Bi- 
ſhop was a little ſurprized at the young 


Man's Reſolution, but laboured himfelf 
and his Chaplains, to win him over to 
their Faith, but all in vain z he flood 
firm to his own Belief, and was burnt at 
Bury, as is aboveſaid. GG 
Kobert Samuel, burnt at Ipſwich, Aug. 
31. 1555. He was Miniſter of Barfold in 
this County, and ſo long as he was ſuf- 
fered to enjoy his Cure peaceably, was 
a very diligent and careful Paſtor of 
his Peoples Souls; and when he was 
removed from his Benefice for being mar- 
ried, he ſent away his Wife to Ip/wick, and 
continued in and about his Pariſh preach- 
ing to his People privately, and confirm - 
ing them in the ſound Doctrine, yet now 
and then viſiting his Wife, as an Hus- 
band ought to do. This was not un- 
known to one Juſtice Foſt-y of Cobdock 
near Ip/avich, a furious Zealot for the 
Popiſh Superſtitions, and one who ſought 
all Ways to entrap the Profeſſors of the/ 
Reformed Church; he ſet ſome Perſons 
in Ipſwich to find him out when Mr. 
Samuel was at home with his Wife, and 
give him Notice of it, that he might ri 
prehend him. *Twas not long before Sa- 
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malt was diſcovered and taken, and car- 
ry'd tp. Ieh Gaol, where he met with 
many of his Brethren, with whom he 
paſfed his- Time pleaſantly, but was ſoon 
removed to Noravick Priſon, where the 
Biſhpp and his Chancellor Dunnings cauſ- 
ed him to be loaded with Chains, and al- 
- moſt ſtar ved, thinking by ſuch hard U- 
ſage to bring him to a Recantation, as he 
had dene many others; but they found 
themſelves miſtaken, and therefore re- 
ſol ved to bring him to the Stake with all 
Speed. While he lay in Priſon in his pi- 
ning Condition, before he knew any thing 
of his Death, he happen'd t» fall aſleep, 
and falling into a Dream ſeemed to ſee one 


ſaid, Samuel, Samuel, Be of good cheer, for 
after this Day thou ſhalt never more be an 
hungred, or athirft, which came to paſs 
ta: his great Comfort z for from that 
Time to, his Suffering, which. was ſome 
Days after, he neither deſired Meat or 
Drink. It is reported by ſome that 


were preſent at his Death, that his Bo- 


dy when jt was burning, did ſhine as 
bright and as white as new tried Silver, 
in the Eyes of thoſe that ſtood by. Two 
Women, viz. Anne Fotten, a Brewer's 
Wife, and Joan Trunchfield, a Shoemaker's 
Wife, were about the ſame Time appre- 
hended and impriſoned, and were both 
of them burat at {p/wich, Feb. 19. 1556. 
Reger Coo, of Melford in Suffolk, an 
old Man, and by Trade a Shereman, burnt 
at Vox ford in September, 1555. He having 
been in Priſon ſome Time, to which he 
was committed by the neighbouring 
Juſtices, was at length brought to an 
Examination before the Biſhop of Nor- 
wich, where his Accuſer charged him 
with neglecting to receive the Sacrament; 


which when the Biſhop heard, he asked 


him, Coo, why will you not Receive? Cao 


then anſwered, Becauſe the Biſhop of Rome 


hath chaxged God's Ordinances, and given 


the People Bread and Wine inftead of the 


Goſpel, and the Belief of the ſame, How 
prove you that, ſaid the Biſhop ? Coo re- 
plied, Our Saviour ſaid, He that eateth 
my Fleſh and drinketh my Blood, dwelleth 
in me and I in him, and Bread ard Wine 
doth not ſo. The Biſhop then asked him,

clad in white ſtanding before him, who

If the'' Church is not td be belkved. Ca 
anſwered, Lea, if it be built on the Wor 
of God. Again the Biſhop told him, He 
had the Care of his Soul. Coo ſaid, Have 
you ſo my Lord? then if you go to the De. 
vil for your Sins, where ſhall I become? 
The Biſhop then asked him, Whether he 
would not obey the King's. Laws? Cog 
anſwered, So far as they agree nith 
the Nord of God, I will To which the 
Biſhop reply'd, That whether they agree 
with the Word of God, or 10, we aught 
10 obey them, if the King be an Infidel, 
Coo thereupon reply'd, If Shadrach, Me. 
ſach and Abednego had done fo, Nebu- 
chadnezzar had not confeſſed the Living 
God. Coo was after this continued in 
Priſon, and endured many Troubles and 
Hardſhips, and at length was burnt, as 
above. 3 7 | 

Thomas Cobb, of Haverhill, Butcher, who %. 
was put to Death in the like Fire, Sep. 
tember 1, 1555: He was examined by 
Dr. Dunnings, the Chancellor of Noraich, 
whe. put to. him the common enſnaring 
Queſtion, Whether | he belicved that Chriſt 
is really and ſubſtantially in the Sacrament 
of the Altar ? To which he gravely an- 
ſwered, The Body of Chriſt, born of the 
Virgin Mary, was in Heaven, and other- 
wiſe he did not, or could believe, becauſe 
he read in the Scripture, That Chriſt did 
thither aſcend, and cannot ind that he ever 
deſcended, and fo cannot - be bodily in the 
Sacrament. The Chancellor again asked 
him, Whether he would obey the Laws of 
the Realm of England, made for the Unity 
of the Faith ? He anſwered, That his Body 
ſhould be at the King and Queen's Con- 
mandment, ſo far as the Law of Gid 
oil allow, but his Faith ſhould be ruled 
by the Word of God, the only Center of 
Chriſtian Unity, for there is but ore Faith. 
Theſe Anſwers were reported Heretical, 
and he was condemn'd with ſome others, 
Arg. 12, 1555. He was burnt at Thetford. 
Tomas Spicer, Labourer, John Denny, 
and Edmund Poole, burnt at Beckles in 
one Fire, May 21, *1556, Their Crime 
was, That they would not go to the 
Popiſh Church of their Pariſh to hear 
Maſs, and (as they called it) receive their 
Idol, the Breaden God, They were ta- 
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| the Commandment of Sir Joln 
i Gipping-Hall, and ſent to Aye 
Dungeon in Suffolk, where they lay, till 
they were brought before Dr. Dunnings 
aforeſaid, and Mr. Minge, Regiſter of Vor- 
wich, ſitting in Judgment at Bec kles. The 
Doctor -perſwaded them all he could, to 
turn to their Holy Mother the Church, 
for they were deceived, and out of the 
Truth, and not willfully caſt away them- 
ſelves ; but not being able to prevail, 
he unwillingly proceeded to give Sen- 
tence, which he read to them with Tears 
in his Eyes, and being committed to the 
cecular Power, were executed, as above- 
ſaid. The Articles of Doctrine for which 
they ſuffer'd, were, That they did not 
believe the Pope to be the Supream Head 
of the Catholick Church, immediately 
under Chriſt 5 nor that Holy Water, 
Bread, Oc. were good to ſtir up the Peo- 
ple's Devotion; nor that Chritt's Natu- 
ral Body was in the Sacrament 3 but it 
was Idolatry to worſhip Chriſt as really 
preſent there, becauſe the Sacrament is 
only a Memorial of Chriſt's Paſſion 3 That 
they would not follow the Croſs in Pro- 


ceſſion, nor be confeſſed to a Prieſt; and ft 


afirm'd, That no Man hath a Free Will 
to do Good or Evil. When theſe Men 
were brought to the Stake the next Day, 
after other Preparations for Death, they 
recited their Creed openly ; anddeclaring 
their Belief of the Holy Catholick 
Church, Sir John Silliard, the High She- 
riff, ſaid, He was glad to hear them ſay 
fo; *twas the beft Word he heard them 
ſpeak. Poole preſently anſwered, That tho? 
they believed a Catholich Church, yet they 
alſo believed the Romiſh Church to be no 
Dart of , , | 

The Inhabitants of VNinſon and Mendles- 
ham, againſt whom the ſaid Sir John 
Tirrzll and his Fellow Juſtices raiſed 
many and great Troubles, cauſing them 
to fly for their Lives, to avoid their 
Perſecution, vix. From 'Winſon, Mrs. 
Thwaits, an ancient Gentlewoman, and 
her two Servants; Humphrey Smith, Wil- 
liam Catchpole, John Mauling, Nitholas 
Burlingham, and one Rought and their 
Wives; and from Mendleſham, Simon Ha- 
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leſton, his Wife and five Children ; Wilk- 
am Whiting, Thomas Dobſon, Thomas Hus. 
bard, and their Wives; Join Dunzon, 
his Wife and Maid; William Duncan; 
Thomas Woodward, the Elder; a poor 
Widow, and two Maid-Servants ;: and moſt 
of thoſe that remain'd, were forced to 
recant againſt their Conſciences,' by Means 
of their Pariſh-Prieſt, Mr. John Brodiſh. 
The Doctrines for which they ſitffered, 
were, That they believed: the Word of 
God ſufficient for Salvation ; that the 
Pope's Authority was uſurped; that the 
Church of Rome was Antichriſt; that 
they defy*'d the Maſs and all Popilh Ce · 
remonies; that Priefts might marry ; that 
the Queen was Head of the Church z 


and that they denied Man's Free Will, 


and rebuked the Popiſh Confidence in 
their good Works. Many of theſe that 
were thus perſecuted, were Perſons of 
great Subſtance. 5 
Roger Bernard, Adam Fuſter, and Robert 
Lawſon, all burnt at S. Ednwd's B 
June 30, 15 56, in one Fire. X. — 
was a ſingle Man, and by his Vocation 
a Labourer, dwelling in Franſden in Suf- 
. He was taken by Maſter Farnage's 
Men, and impriſon'd, becauſe he would 
not go to Church to hear the Popiſh Ser» 
vice then ſet up; and after being brought 


before Biſhop Hopton, was examined in 


theſe Particulars. (r.) Whether he hall 
confeſs'd himſelf to a. Prieft, and received 
the Sacrament of the Altar, or no He an- 
ſwered, That he had confeſſed his Sins to 
Cod, who (as he hoped) had forgiven him, 
and ſhould not need to yo to a Prieft for 
ſuch Matters, in which he can't help him- 
ſelf. Then the Biſhop went to the Altar, 
and kneeled down before the Sacrament 
in a Pix, under ſome Coverings. Ber- 
nard followed, but not kneeling, the Bi- 
ſhop asked him, Why he did not do as 
he did Doſt not thou ſee thy Maker yon» 
der? Bernard reply'd, My Maker ! Nb, 
I fee only ſome Clouts hanging on an Heap. 
At which the Biſhop was ſo angry, that 
he commanded the Gaoler to take him 
away, and lay Irons enough on him. 
Bernard was brought again to another 
Hearing, and much Art was made uſe 
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of by Promiſes and Threatnings to re- 
lent. and yieldz but not prevailing,” he 
was condemned, and delivered to the Se- 
cular: Power, which led him to Berry 
with his Contpanions, to ſuffer ſoon after. 
Adam Fofter, aged about 26 Years, an 


Husband man, dwelling at Mend eſham, was 


taken in his own. Houſe by the Conſta- 
bles of the Town, George Rivet and Tho- 
mas Mouſe, at the Appointment of Sir 
Fohn Tirrel aforeſaid, becauſe he would 
not go to hear Maſs, and receive at 
Eaſter. He contentedly reſign'd himſelf 
to them for Chriſt's Sake, and was by 


them carry'd direaly to Juſtice Tirrel, 


who ſent him to Ays Dungeon, from 
whence he was removed ſoon after to 
Norwich, to appear before the Biſhop, 
who condemned him. Providence ſecms 
to have appeared much in the Behalf 
of this innocent Lamb. Mouſe, one of 
the Conſtables, was ſtricken with great 
Fear, and Sickneſs, of which he pined 


away, and died, though a young luſty 


Man. Rivet had been a great Reader of 
Scripture, and accounted a Goſpeller, 
but fell in with the Times, and permit- 
ted his Son ta be the Church-Cierk, to 
aſſiſt the Prieſt to ſay Maſs, which gave 

reat Offence to his Friends; but for 

ucre's Sake he ſuffered him to hold 


that Office ſtill, yet praying that if it 


diſpleaſed God, he would give him a 
Sign. This God ſoon did, for having an 
Horſe in which he much delighted, a 
Bull broke into the Pafture where he 
was, and gored him ſo that he died. 
Rivet looked upon this Fact as a Judg- 
ment upon him, but let his Son fill 
go on in that Vocation; whereupon he 
was taken with a Swelling in his Legs, 
which getting up to his Belly, he dy'd 
in Horrible Pains. | 

Robert Lawſon, a fingle Man, aged 30 
Years, a Linen-Weaver, was apprehend- 
ed by the Order of Sir Jon Tirrel, Knt. 
above-mention'd, and by him ſent to Aye 
Dungeon, for the ſame Cauſe as Bernard 
and 'Fofter, and with them was burnt at 


Gon Fortune of Hintleſiam, Blackſmith, 
dy'd for the Doctrine of the Goſpel, but 
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whether in Priſon with hard Uſage, or 
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at the Stake, (as is moſt probable) doth 
not clearly appear. He was a Man of 
a mean Education, but in Spirit Zealous; 
in the Scriptures rei dy; in Chriſt's Cauſe 
Valiant; in his Anſwers acute, yea, mar- 
vellous; and in Sufferings patient, He 
was ſeveral Times examined by the Bi. 
ſhop of Norwich, and after other Quetii. 
ons, was asked, Whether doft thou believe 


the Sacrament of the Altar ? He anſwered 


No; He believed only the Sacrament of the 
Body and Blood of Chrift. He was then 
asked, Vay he did not? Heanſwered, Be. 
cauſe tis not written in God's Book. Then 
the Biſhop ſaid, You will not believe un- 
written Verities. He reply'd, No, unleſs 
they agree with the written Verities of 
Scripture ; for yours ave the Inventions 
of Men. Again, the Biſhop asked him, 
'f he did not believe in the Citholick Church: 
He anſwered, I Believe that Church of which 
Chrift is Head, and not that of which the 
Pope pretends to be Head; for he is Anti- 
chriſt. Then the Biſhop asked him, Wiat 
he thought of the Ceremonies of the Church? 
He reply'd, They are weak and beggarly 
Elements, the Commandments of Men, and 
fo uſed in vain in God's Worſhip. Being 
again preſſed to anſwer, Whether Chriſt is 
not ſubſtantially preſent in the Sacrament 
after the Conſecration; he reply'd, Chrift 
is God, and if he be not in the Sacra. 
ment before Conſecration, he can't be after, 
becauſe God is without Beginning and End- 
ing. By theſe Anſwers he angred the 
Biſhop ſo, that he told him, He /hould 
be burned for an Heretick. Fortune re- 


ply'd, Who hall give Judgment; for you 


are all per jured, and ſuch Perſons by Lau 
can't fit in Judgment. The Biſhop hear- 
ing this, commanded the Gaoler to take 
him away, and what became of him af- 
terward we know not; but tis probable 
the Biſhop was as good as his Word, to 

cauſe him to be burnt for an Heretick. 
Agnes Wardall of Ipſwich, and her Huſ- 
band, were forced to flo from their Ha- 
bitation, and leave their Children under 
the Care of a Servant, that they might 
preſerve their Lives from the Hands of 
their perſecuting Neighbours. He went 
1 to 
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ta Sea, and tho* lame in on Foot, God 
enabled him to good Service, there to get 
his Bread. His Wiſe, though under Con- 
cealment; yet could not but now and 
then viſit her Children, which being 
known to the Popiſh Zealots of the 
Town, ſhe was once ſought. for, while 
in the Houſe. but being locked up in 
a Cup-board, eſcaped their Search there; 
and after hiding herſelf in an Heap of 
Nettles, though eſpy'd by one Manning, 
who was ſent to find her, but would not 
diſcover her, ſhe got away ſafe. ; 
Peter Moon, a Taylor, and Agnes his Wife, 
with many more, at the Viſitation of the 
Biſhop of Norwich, Dr. Hopton, held at 
Ipjwich about Whitſontide 1556, were put 
to great Troubles by the Preſentation of 
their evil Neighbours; Moon and his 
Wife through Fear, anſwered his Que- 
ſions as the Biſhop would have them; 
they cared not who was Head of the 
Church, nor whether Chriſt's Body were 
preſent really in the Sacrament or no, 
ſo that they were ſafe, and out of their 
Enemies Power: But they had no ſoon- 
er got free, but they were wounded in 
their Conſciences, and ſo aſhamed of their 
Doings, that they were at the Brink of 
Deſpair. He was tempted to ſtab him- 
ſelf, but God had Mercy on him as a Fe- 
nitent, and comforted him. : 

| John Noyes of Laxfield, Shoemaker, 
who was burnt at Laxfield, Sept. 21, 
1557. He was apprehended on this Oc- 
cafion. Certain Fuſtices of Peace fitting 
at Hoxton, gave Commandment to the 
High Conſtables and Petty Conſtables to 
inquire in their Towns, if there were 
any that refuſed to come to the Maſs, 
and other Popiſh Services, and bring, 
them a Certificate of them, with- 
in fourteen Davs. The Conſtables ha- 
ving received ſuch a Charge, Thomas 
Lovell the High Conftable, Wo!/fren Dow- 
iz, and Nicholas Stannard, two zealous 
Catholicks of Laxfield, went the next 
Day. and having taken John Noyes, car- 
ry'd him before the ſaid Juſtices, Mr. 


Thurflvn, Sir John Tirrel, and Mr. Keene, 


Sir Jonn Silliard being then High High 
Sheriff, before whom he being accuſed of 
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many Things, was by them caſt into 
Aye Dungeon, where having lain ſome 
Time, he was carried to Norwich, to be 
examined by the Biſhop. The Quettions 
upon which he was examined, were, 
1. Whether he thought the Ceremonies 
— Church were goed, and helped Devo- 
tion. | 
2. Whether he believed the Pope to 
be the ſupream Head of the Church up- 
on Earth. 55 
3. Whether he believed the Body of 
Chriſt to be in the Sacrament under 
the Form of Bread. 
We have only his Anſwer to the laſt, 
which was This ; That he believed the 
natural Body of Chriſt to be in Heaven 
only, and not in the Sacrament, for that 
is a Remembrance only of Chrif's Death, 
and ſo is a ſpiritual Food to God's Peo- 
ple. The Biſhop then ſaid, The Sacra- - 
ment is God: But Noyes anſwered, He 
could not believe that, Theſe Anſwers 
being judg'd Heretical, The Biſhop pro- 
ceeded to condemn him, and remanded 
him to Norawick Priſon, and from thence - 
to Aye Gaol, or Dungeon, out of which 
he was carried to Laxfield, and there 
burnt, as is aboveſaid. 5 1 
Jokn Jarvis, a plain Fellow, a Ma 
Servant in the Town of Laxfield, being 


preſent at his Execution, and pitying his 


Torments, ſaid, Good Lord, how the' Si. 
news of his Arms ſhrink up. When he 
ſpake theſe Words, two of the Sheriff's 
Men ſtood behind him, who going pre- 
ſently to their Maſter told him that Far- 
vis ſaid, What Villain Wretches are theſe! 
Their Maſter bad them lay hold on Far- 
vis, which they accordingly did, and 
carried him before the Juſtices Thurftan 
and Kene, who ſat then at Freſingfield, 
and ordered, that Jarvis ſhould be ſet in 
the Stocks the next Market-Day, and 
whipped about the Market afterward, 
but through his Maſter's Friendſhip with 
the Conſtables, he ſuffered the Puniſh- 
ment on Sunday, and ſo they let him

Richard Yeoman, Dr. Tayler's Curate at 
Hadley, burnt at Norwich, July 10. 1558. 
He was left by the Doctor to take Care of 
2 his 
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his People in his Abſence, being a godly 
devout Man, and well read in the Scrip- 
tures, and very a le to the In- 
habitants of the Town. He held the 
Cure till the Doctor was depri ved, and 
one Mr. Newall had gotten the Benefice ; 
for then this latter turned him out, and 
put in a Popiſh Curate, who ſhould 
maintain and continue the Romi/h Reli- 


gion, which was thought now fully eſta - 


bliſhed. Mr. Yeoman being thus diſmiſ- 


ſed from his Cure was forced to fly, that 


he might not fall into the Hands of the 


Popiſh Zealots of the Town, and wander- 


ing from Place to Place, exhorted all 
Men as he had Opportunity, to be ſtead- 
faſt to the Truth; and not be moved by 


the prefent Troubles, brought now up- 


on them for the Trial of their Faith, to 
forſake it, knowing that they ſhall for 


their Conſtancy receive a juſt Recom- 


pence of Reward. This when his Ad ver- 
ſaries got Knowledge of, they laid wait 
for him, and to eſcape their Hands he 
came: again to Hadley ſecretly, truſting 
to his Wife to conceal him, which ſhe 
did for ſome Months. But at length 
Parſon Newall had Intelligence that he 
was at home, and having gotten the 
Bailiffs and their Servants, entered his 
Houſe in the Night, and found him in 
Bed with his Wife, whom Newal! called 
his Whore; but Yeoman defended the Law- 
 fulneſs of his Matrimony. Him they 
took and carried to. the Cage, to keep 
him *till Day. He found there one. John 
Dale, whom, having ſpoken againſt the 
Parſon's ſuperſtitious Worſhip, Mr. Newall 
had cauſed to be put in the Stocks, in 
which he had ſat three or four Hours, 
When it was Day they were both brought 
before Sir Henry Doiley, who conſidering 
they were both poor and aged Men, per- 
DOwaded the Parſon to puniſh them with a 
Day or two's Confinement, and releaſe 
them. But he calling them peſtilent He- 
reticks, defired him to do his Office, and 
ſd he made their Mittimus to Berry Goal, 
where they inveighing againſt Popery, 
were loaded with Irons, and thruſt into 
2 naſty Dungeon. Dale died there, and 
Feoman- was ſoon after removed to Vor- 
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John Cooke, a Sawyer, Robert Miles 
alias Plummer, a Shtreman, Aleuander 
Lane, a Wheelwright, and Fames Aſhley 
a Bachelor, burnt in one Fire at 8. Ez. 
mund's Bury, a little before the Sickneſy 
of Queen Mary. They were ſeverally 
examined by Biſhop Hopton, Sir Edward 
Walgrave, and ſeveral others. The Que. 
ſtion, which was put to them as they 
appeared, was, What was the Cauſe they 
did not go to Church in thefe Days, as they 
did formerly in King Edward's ? Cooke an- 
ſwered, Becauſe they have made the Sacra. 
ment of the Altar. an abominable Idol, and 
the Vengeance of God is come upon all them 
That maintain it. Sir Edward at theſe 
Words called him rank Traitor, and 
ſaid, He deſerved to have his Tongue cut 
out, Miles anſwered, Becauſe he would fol. 
low. no falſe Gods. The Biſhop reply'd, 
Who told thee that the Sacrament is Gad. 
Miles anſwered, Even you, and ſuch as you 
are. Lane anſwered, His Conſcience wou'd 
not fuffer him ſo to do. Aſhley gave the 
like Anſwer, and ſo they were ſent again 
to Prifon, and within a few Days ap- 
p_ again to receive the Sentence of 

ndemnation, and were burnt, as above. 

Alexander Gouche, and Alice Driver, 
burnt together at Ipſwich, Nov. 4, 
1558. Gouche lived at Woodbridge, and 
Driver at Gronsbororgh, but happening to 
be together at this laſt Place, Juſtice 
Noon of Martleſtam, a buſy Man in thoſe 
Times, having Information of them, took 
his Servants. and others, and went to Dri- 


ver's Houſe, and having taken them, ſent 


them together to Meltan Gaol, where they 
were kept to the Afſizes at Bury, and 
examined before Chief Juſtice Higham. 
They boldly afferted the Truth of the 
Goſpel, and defy'd the Pope, and all 
Papiſtical Traſbz and Driver likened the 
Queen to Jexebel, for her perſecuting, - 
which fo angered the Judge, that he or- 
dered both her Ears to be cut off preſent- 
ly, which was accordingly done, and ſhe 
as joyfully bore it. After the Aſſizes 
they were carried back to Melton Gaol, 
and within a ſhort Time removed to 
Ipfawich, 
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wich, to be examined by the Biſhop's 
e Dr. Spenſer, and others: 


They were chiefly examined about the 


Sacrament of the Altar, Refuſing Maſs, 
and the Pope's Supremacy. As to the 
Firſt, Driver ſaid, She found no ſuch Sa- 
crament in the Scripture, yet the granted 
there was a Sacrament of the Lord's Sup- 
per, and deſired of the Doctor to ſhew 
her what a Sacrament is. He anſwered, 
isa Sign + Taen, ſaid the, It is not the 
Thing ſignified. At which Dr. Gaſcoine 
asked her, whether ſhe believed God's 
Omnipotency; which ſhe owning, he in- 


ferred that as Chriſt had ſaid of the 


Bread, It is his Body, he could make it 
ſo. Then ſaid ſhe, it was his Body that 
his Diſciples eat the Night before Chriſt 
ſuffered ; Yea ſays the Doctor. What Bo- 
dy then was it that was crucified, ſince 
the Diſciples had eaten it the Night before; 
Had Chrift two Bodies? Are you not 
aſham'd of ſuch Doctrines? Upon this 
the was taken away, and Couche being 
examined, concerning the Sacrament , 
ſaid, Chrift was in Heaven, and the Sa- 
crament mas the Remembrance of his Death 
and Paſſion, and refuſing to go to Maſs, 
or acknowledge the Pope fupream Head 
of the Church, was with Driver, con- 
demned and delivered t& the Secular 
Power, and burnt. 80 - 

John Alcock, who was a Shearman by 
Trade, came. to Hadley in Dr. Tayler's 
Time, to get Work, and being a devout 
young Man, after the Doctor and his 
Curate, Mr. Yeoman were carried away, 
he read the Engliſh Service in the Church 
to the People, When Mr. Newal! came 
to be Parſon, he ſtill remained in the 
Town; and being in Hadley Church, up- 
on a Sunday, when the Parſon came by 
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the Truth and Laws of the Realm

and charged the Conſtable with Hitt 

till he could examine him. When he 
was brought before him, he asked 
him what he thought of the Sacrament

trous Prieſts. Nenwwall then ſaid, he was 


a ftout Heretick, and ſoon after taking 
him with him to London, he was put in- 
to a Dungeon at Newgate, where, after 
many Examinations and Troubles, and 
naſty keeping, he died, His Body was 
bury'd in a Dunghil, for the Papiſts 


would not ſuffer ſuch as they called 
Hereticks, when they had killed them, 


to have a decent Burial. 

_ "Philip Humphrey, John and Henry Da-

He was the firſt 
Monk that entered into the Monaſtery 
built by Philip Warin of Cowgate, who in 
a Fit of Sorrow for his Wife, endowed it 
with his whole Eſtate. He was the firſt 
Carmelite who in Camiridge took the De- 
gree of Doctor of Divinity, which be- 
ing at that Time unuſual, was thought 
abſurd, becauſe it could not be thought 
that a Doctor's Hood could fit well upon 
a Frier's Coul.

The Tower of the Church of this Place 
is about 110 Foot high; and being ſituated 
upon an Hill, the Steeple of it is ſaid ti 
be a Sea-Mark to the Mariners that 
by the Mouth of the River Arwell, at 
15 or 16 Miles Diſtance.

Mr. Burrough having mixed his Account 
of the Abbey and Town together, diſagree- 
ing to our Method, as we have ſingled out 
what we thought neceſſary and new to 
us in our Topography. ſo we ſhall concern- 
ing the Abbey, not willingly omitting 
any thing Material, nor repeating more 
than what is unavoidable. 

This Convent continued under the Go- 
vernment of 29 Abbots from Urius the 
Firſt (written alſo Mus) unto John Reeve, 
alias Me/ford, who ſurrendred it at the 
Diſſolution to King Henry VIII. all which 
Time the Abbey continually increaſed in 
Power, Wealth, and Beauty, and kept up 
the Character of one of the beſt regulated 
Monaſteries in the Kingdom. The Ab- 
bot was one of the great Mitred Abbots, 
that by their Place ſ{t among the Peers 
in Parliament, held $ Knights Fees and 
an half, had a Grant of a ſuperior Juriſ- 


diction over eight Hundreds and an half, 
and was exempt from all Viſitation, Epiſ- 
copal, Archiepiſcopal, and Legantine, ex- 
cept that of a Legate de Latre, and in moſt 
Caſes afted as Epiſcopus Loci. King Edward 


the Confeſſor did give to Abbot Baldwin 


Liberty of Coinage. King Richard I. gave 
15 Marks per Annum, to find Wax Tapers, 
and afterwards doubled. them, and gave 
10 Oxgangs of Lands at Ailſham to main- 
tain them continually burning about 
S. Edmund's Shrine z at which, afterwards 
in 1193, when he was returned from the 
Holy War, he offered the rich Standard and 
Banner of Iſaac King of Cyprus.

The Abbey Revenue was valued at the

While the Romans remained in this 


Part of Britain, this County and Suſſex, 
with the Sea-coaſt of Hamp/hire, was in- 
habited by the Regui, called by Ptolemy 
in his Geography, PN; for what Rea- 
Ton is not certainly known. Mr. Camb- 
den unwillingly offers his Opinion, that 


it comes from Regnum, a Kingdom, be- 


cauſe the Romans granted them the Pri- 
vilege of continuing under a Regal Go- 
vernment, for Tacitus tells us, that Cogi- 


dunus King of the Britains had certain Ci- 
ties put under his Government, according 
to the Cuſtom of the Romans, who gloried 
in having Kings their Vaſſals and Slavesz 
but he adds, that this Derivation doth 
not ſeem probable, and ſo he diſmiſſed it; 
yet ſome others. have eſpouſed it, if not 
as true, yet as the beſt. =P =" 
In the Times of the Saxons this County 
was under the Government of the South- 
Saxon Kings, of whom we ſhall' ſpeak 
more at large when we come to Suſſex, 
which ſeems: by the Name to have been 
the Seat of that Kingdom, and this Coun- 
ty only a Province of it. While the Sa 
on Monarchs lived peaceably together 


(which was not long) this County had 


its Share in their Proſperity; but when 
Ambition ſtirred them up one againſt 
another, this County with Suſſex, after 
a ſhort Succeſſion of Kings, was by Con-

This County had its own High Sheriff 
till about the Beginning of the Reign of 
King John, when it was joined with Suſ 


ſex; and though in ſome After-Reigns, 
it was ſeparated from it for a Time once 
or twice, yet it was not totally divided 
from it, tin the Reign of King James I. 
Anno 1615, and being confirmed by King 
Charles I. it continues to have its own pro- 
per High Sheriff to this Day. In the 
Reign of King Edward III. John Rother- 
awick, Abbot of Chertſey, was a great Be- 
nefactor to this County in many Part icu- 
lars, for he buflt the Chancel of the 
Church at Fgham He deviſed many Ways 
to ſet the Poor on Work; he encloſed a 
Piece of Ground, called, the Haſſocks, 
and erected two Mills for publick Uſe, 
the one at Cobham, the other at Windles- 
ham, called Hook-My1: He alſo planted 
a Coppice, called South Moor at Cobham, and 
made the Pond, called Graceous Pond on 
Coblam Heat. \ | 
Ano 1537. 29 Hen. VIII. when the 
Pope's Supremacy was laid aſide, and that 
King was inveſted by Act of Parliament 
with the Title, of Head of the Churth, in 
His Dominions of England and Ireland, 
there was a new Valuation of the Tenths 
and Firſt-fruits of the. Clergy all over 
Exgland, tis ſuppoſed ſomewhat higher 
than they had been before, by ſuch Com- 
miſſioners as the King appointed, of 
"whom the Biſhop of the Dioceſe was 
always one. Theſe Commiſſioners were 
ſome of the chiefeſt' Perſons of every 
County under the Degree of Barons. Their 
"Names for moſt of the Counties are loſt,

Hands, and another to the Houfe of Lords, 
wherein they congratulated the Lords, for 
joining with the Commons in ſettling the 
Militia, Oc. and having complained of 
the Delays in relieving of Ireland, and the 
Diſtractions of the Nation, which could 
not be redreſſed ſo long as there were evil 
Counſellors about the King, and Popiſh 
Lords in the Houſe, prayed them to con- 
enr with the Commons to remove them. 
This Petition within a Day or two pro- 
duced” the Bills againſt Biſhops Votes, 
Preſſing Soldiers, Oc. This is all we 
meet with, as to the general Hiſtory of 
this County, and ſo. we proceed to the 
Chorography. :

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| I. The HUNDRED of BLAckHEATH- 


This Hundred is bounded on the Eaſt 


| by the Hundred of Darking, on the South 


by the County of Suſſex, on the Weſt by 
the Hundred of Godalming, and on the 
North by the Hundred of Woking. The 


Fee of this Hundred is in the .Crown, 


and the Government in'the High Sheriff, 
There is no Maket-Town in this Hun- 
dred, Guilford, Godalming, and Darking 
being ſituate conveniently for it. The 
Villages of Note in it, are theſe, 
Albury , or Alderbury, which Name 
ſome ſuppoſe to be taken from the Al- 
ders growing plentifully about it, but 
our Antiquaries rather believe its true 
Name to be Aldbury, that is, Oldbury, it 
being a Place of very ancient Note, as 
al! Places beginning with Ald, which 
in the Saxon Language ſignifies Old, are. 
The moſt ancient Lords of it were, fo 
far as we can find, the Family of Gre- 
am, from which it paſſed to the Ran- 
dills, and from them to the Duncombs, of 
whom it was purchaſed by Thomas How- 


ard, Lord High Marſhal of England, in 


1638, and Earl of Arundel, a great Lo- 
ver of Antiquities, who made it his Seat. 
His Grandſon Henry, Duke of Norfolk, 
was equally delighted with it, and very 
much improved it, pulling down the 
old Buildings, and erecting a noble - Pile 
on its Foundation, cutting a Canal abaut 
a Quarter of a Mile long, and fixty Feet 
broad, and planting a Vineyard aboveit of 
twelve Acres, and the ſame Length, adorn- 
ing it with fine Gardens, through which 
the River Wye runneth, Variety of Fiſh- 
Ponds, and a fine Park, in which the 


Houſe ſtands: But that which is moſt ad- 


mirable in this Seat, is the Hypogæum, be- 
ing a Paſſage or Perforation dug quite 
through the Bottom of a mighty Hill, a 
Furlong or more in Length, and leading 
into an agreeable and pleaſant Vally. 
Tt was at firſt intended for a Way to the 
Houſe, but a Rock at the South-end hin- 
dred that Deſign ; yet it is ſtill preſerved, 


'as a pleaſant and admired Grotta. 
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This Henry, Duke of Norfolk, upon the 
Death of his Lady, fell 150 A deb! Me- 


lancholy, and not caring to perfect what 


he had begun, left many 
niſhed, which ſo” diſcouraged his Son 
and Succeſſor Henry, that he left it al- 
moſt in Ruins to his Son Thomas, 


the prefent Duke of Norfolk, who hath - 


ſold it to Hineage Finch, Earl of Ailes- 
ford, who is daily adding to the Beauty 
of it. But though this Earl be the Chief 
Lord, George Duncomb, Eſq; hath a ſmall 
Manor in this Pariſh, called Weſton, for 
his Seat, which is a fair Houſe, and hath 
neat Gardens, | 

In this Pariſh is Part of Blackheath, 
upon which is a Toft, (as the Lawyers 


call it) or Platform of a Roman Temple, 


on the Plain, a little diſtant from the 
Road leading to Cranley, Eaſtward. In 
the Year 1636 there were plain Appear- 
ances of the Foundation, both of the 
Square and Circle, which in ſome Places 
were as high as the Top of the Banks 
are now; but ſince they have been ſo dig- 


ged up for the Stone and Brick, by ſuch - 


as valued their own Gain more than Anti- 
quit ies or Temples, that there is little of it 
remaining beſides ſome Roman Tiles with 
eight Angles, ſome Pieces of Roman Bricks 
and Lumps of Stone, with Roman Mortar: 


The People here have a Tradition, that 


heretofore the River ran in the Bottony 
below the Roman Temple. Upon the 
Heath adjoining there have been digged 
up, and ſometimes caſt up by Moles, ſe- 
veral Roman Coins. There are alſo in this 
Pariſh ſome Gunpowder Mills, where 
they uſe Charcoal made of the Alders 
that grow here, to blacken the Powder, 
but Mr. Evelin is of Opinion, that the 
{trongeſt Powder is made of Dog-wood. 
Coals. 

The Church here is a ReQtory worth 
about 1601, a Year, and in the Gift of 


the Earl of Aylsford. Mr. Hanſtey, Cha- 


plain to Biſhop Juxon, and Archdeacon 
of Colcheſter, was Miniſter of this Pariſh 
when the Rebellion begun in 1642, and 
being a meek Man, was forced from it. 
The Parſonage Houſe ſtands in Veſton, 
which is a Tithing in this Pariſh, and is

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In the Church and Chancel are many 
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Monuments for the Dead depoſited there,

24 Hiſtory of this County, to which we 
Thall refer our Reader, that we may not 
make ours Voluminous, contenting our- 
ſelves only with their bare Names, viz. 
Fohn Weſton, William Weſton, Judith George, 
Henry and William Duncomb, Henry Wicks, 
Elizabeth Merry, and that famous Mathe- 
matician, Mr. William Oughtred, who was 
Rector of this Pariſh many Years. His 


Body lies on the North-fide of the Chancel, 


but without any Memorial of him. Mr. 
Smith gave to the Poor of this Pariſh ſix 
Pounds a Year for ever to be paid out 
of the Manor of Warberton in Suſſex. 
Arwfold, hath nothing memorable 
in it. but an Hamlet, called Sydney,

Church is nothing remarkable, but in the

ſet up an Houſe in this Place for ma- 

king Glaſs, and were there bury'd. 
Bramley, the Lordſhip of the Lord Berk- 


3 ley, if not wholly, yet at leaſt in Part; 
for Maurice Lord Berkley, 22 Hen. 7. dy'd 
ſeiz'd of four Pounds yearly Rent out of 


this_Manor, and he was diſinherited of 
great Part of the Eſtate of his Family 
by his Brother George Lord Berkley, for 


not marrying a Wife of noble Paren- 


tage. 

The Benefice here is a Chapel of Eafe 
to Shalford, and is dedicated to' the Holy 
Trinity. In the Chancel Window are ſe- 
veral Eſcutcheons, but to what Families 


they belong is not known. The Font 


which is made of ſpeckled Marble, was 
erefted at the Charge of Henry Ludlow, 
Gent. whoſe Seat is here, in 1708. The 
Monuments in this Chapel are for Ri- 


chard Bridger, ond Joan his Wife ; in the 
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Chancel ſeveral of the Name and Fami- 
ly of Ludlow, who are interred in the 
South Croſs-Iſie. They have long floy. 
riſhed in this Place. Mr. Smith gave to 
the poor of this Place, fix Pounds a Year 
to be paid out of the Manor of Warburton 
in, Suſſex. | | | 
Chilworth, the Lordſhip and Eſlate of 
the Randills for ſome Ages, and now ig 


the Poſſeſſion of Morgan Kandill, Eſq; one 


of the Repreſentatives in Parliament for 


the Town of Guilford. This Tlace is fa- 


mous for the Gun-powder Works, which 
are here, till upheld by the Encourage. 
ment of Mr. Randill. The Powder-Mills 
here were the firſt erected in England, for 
before all our Gun-powder was imported 
at great Expence from foreign Parts, but 
fince they have been wonderfully in- 
creaſed; for in a little Valley adjoining to 
it, where there is Plenty of Water from 
the Springs there ariſing, there are no 


leſs than eighteen Powder-Mills, which 


are driven by it, ſo that we may call it, 
a little Common-wealth of Powder-makers, 
who are as black as Negroes, The Mills 
are farmed out to divers Perſons. The 
Art of making this Powder. and preparing 
Materials for it deſerve well the Obſerva- 
tion of the Curious and Ingenious. For, 
firſt, They have a Nurſery of Earth {or 
the making of Salt-Petre, as alſo a Boil- 
ing houſe where the Salt-Petre is made, 
and Shoots, as alſo a Corning-houſe and 
ſeparating, and finiſhing Houſes, and like- 
wiſe a Brimſtone-mill, and an Engine to 
ſearch it, with other Implements, Here 
are alſo a great many Fiſh-ponds, wherein 
are excellent good Carps, as bright and 


ſweet as River Carps; and Mr. Randill 


is ſaid to have the beſt Hop-Gardens in 
England. | 

This Hamlet, or Tithing is in the Pa- 
riſh of St. Nicholas of Guilford, though 
near two Miles diſtant from it. It is 
no Place for a Market, yet hath a great 
Fair once a Year ſeven Days before Mi- 
chaelmas, vix. On the Feaſt of St. Mat- 
thew, for Cattle, Cheeſe, Fiſh, and many 
other Things. The Londoners come to it 
to furniſh themſelves with divers Sorts of

Vachery is a Seat in this Pariſh belong- 
ing anciently to James Boteler , Earl of 
Wilthire, and being forfeited to the Crown 
in the Conteſt between the Yorkiſts and 
Lancaſtrians, when Edward IV. was ſeat- 
ed on the Throne, was given by that 
King to John Tuchet Lord Audley, from 
whoſe Family it hath ſince paſſed to the 
Onſluws, and from them to the Baynards, 
and then to the Evelins of Wotton, who are, 
or lately were poſſeſſed of it. It was ſur- 


rounded by a Park, but it is now diſpark- - 


ed. The Manor of Kxoll in this Pariſh be- 
longs to Thomas Lord O»ſlow, whole Anceſ- 
tor Arthur Onſlou of Clandon, Eſq; ſettled 
here ſoon after he came out of Shrophire. 
The Church here is a ReQtory in the 
Deanary of Stoke, and. in the Patronage of 
the Family of Cheynells. It is a large 
and handſome Edifice, ws probably Col- 
legiate, and the Architecture of it ſhews 
it to be as old as the Reigns of King Rich. 
IT. or King Hen. IV. The Monuments in 
this Church and Chancel, are for William 


Sidney, Eſq; Robert Harding, Alderman 


and Goldſmith of London, and Agas his 
Wife, Walter Knoll, Michael Pike Rector 
of it, and Elizabeth his Wife, Henry Chey- 


nell, D. D. Rector of it, Sir Arthur On- 


ſlaw, Sir Richard Onſlow and Dame Eli. 


zabeth his Wife; James Whitfield, who 


gave a Bell and Chimes to the Fariſh, and 
twenty Pounds to the Poor, and Ri-hard 
Muer. On the South-ſide of the Chancel 
are three Seats in Stone for the Biſhop, 
Prieſt and Deacon, The Benefice hath 
been let for 3300. a Year. „ 
Thomas Cranley, who takes his Name 
from this Pariſh, and is thought to have 
been born in it, is a great Ornament to 
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it. He was educated in Oxford, and be- 
came the firſt Warden of New College, 
from whence he was removed to the Arch- 
biſhoprick of Dublin in Ireland He went 
thither in 1398, in the Retinue of Thomas 
Holland, Duke of Surrey, and Lord Lieute- 
nant of Ireland. Being in that Kingdom, 
and behaving himſelf with due Subjection 
and Prudence, he was made Chancellor of 
that Nation, by King Henry IV, and 
Chief Juſtice by King Henry V. If he 
anſwered the Character Marlburgenſis gives 
him, viz. That he was clear in Com- 
plexion, proper in Stature,- bountiful in 
Houſe keeping, and Houſe-repairing, a 
great Clerk, a deep Divine, and an- ex- 
cellent Preacher, he was one of the moſt 
admirable of the Sons of Men; being 
eighty Years of Age he returned into 
England, and dying in 1417 at Faring- 
don, was bury'd in Neau-College Chapel, 
and not at Dublin, as ſome have ſaid. 
Henry Smith, Citizen and Alderman of 
London , commonly called Dog-Smith , 
becauſe he in an Humour went about 
begging with a Dog, left 81. a year to 
this Pariſh for ever, for the Relief of 
the Poor, to be paid as in Albury. 
Dunsfold , the Lordſhip and Seat of 
the Family of Strudiwicks, who are Pa- 
trors of the Living, In this Pariſh are 
an Iron-mill and two Corn-mills. The 
ſame Mr. Smith hath given 61. a Year 
to the Poor of this Pariſh for ever, to 
be paid as before. | ENF 
The Charch is a Rectory in the Dea- 
nary of Stoke + It is built in the Form 
of a Croſs like a Cathedral, and valued 
at 1500. per Annum. Mr. Henry Strud- 
wick is, or lately was the Incumbent, 
On the South-ſide of it in the Wall, are 
three Niches, or Seats for the Biſhop, Prieſt 
and Deacon. In the Chancel is a Monu- 
ment for Dr. John &i Hay, Rector of this 
Pariſh, and Chaplain to King Charles J. 
Enwhurſt, ſo called from the vaſt Quan- 
tities of Ew, or Yew-frees, which for- 
merly abounded there, but are much 
diminiſhed within theſe few Years. It

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Anceſtor Sir Reginald Bray, the Manor 
of Shere, and other Eſtates of James Lord 
Audley were given, as will more at large 
be ſhewn in the Pariſh of Shere, in the 
Concluſion of this Hundred. 
The Church here is a Rectory in the 
Deanary of Stoke, worth about 120 Pounds 
4 Year, It is built all of Stone in the 
Form of a Croſs, ſtands pleaſantly on a 
riſing Ground in the Vale, and from it 
is a good Proſpect. In it (faith Mr. Au- 
Sery) there is nothing worthy of Notice

.  Eumfhall, or as it is written in Domes- 
day- Book. Gomesfelle was Part of the large 
Poſſeſſions of Harold, Earl of the Weſt 
Saxons, when that Survey was taken ;

Hale-louſe, the Seat anciently of Ed- 
ward de la Hale, who had a large Eſtate 
then in theſe Parts, but it belongs now, 
or lately did, to Mr. John Hayne, who 
not finding among his Writings any Deed 
of Bargain and Sale made to his Anceſ- 
tors, ſuppoſeth, That it came to his Fa- 
mily by an Inter-marriage of one of his 
Name with the Coheireſs of the Family 
of de la Hale. 1 | 
Haſcomb, the Lordſhip and Eſtate for- 
merly of the Covetts, an ancient Family 
who inhabited in this Place. Captain 
Covett was the laſt Heir Male of this Fa- 
mily. He was a zealous Man for King 
William III. and having raiſed a Troop for 
His Service. carried it into Ireland, and was 
made Governor of Carlingford Town and 
Caſtle. From thence he was ordered to 
go into Scotland, and in the Voyage was 
almoſt ſtarved by the Maſter of the Tranſ- 
port for Lucre ſake, by which he was ſo 
much weakened, that he died ſoon after 
He was ſet on Shore. He left a Son nam'd 
Anthony; but his laſt Wife Mary having 
this Lordſhip for her Dowry, his Son ſold 
the Reverſion to Mr. John Fox of Guilford, 
who left it to his Son, but it was lately 
upon Sale, and may have at this Time 
ſome other Owner. The Manor is about 
200 Pounds:a Year. = 
The Church is a Rectory in the Dea- 
nary of Stoke, worth about an 100 Pounds

In this Pariſh on an Hill called Caſtle. 
Hill, are the Remains of a Roman Camp;

of the Ground. The Works are not great, 
which are manifeſt Signs of a Roman 
Camp. From it is a large Proſpe& over 
the whole County of Surrey. 

Loſeley, or Loxley, the Seat of the Fami- 
ly of Mores, Knights, encompaſſed with 
a Park in a delicate and pleaſant Situ- 
ation. 


Top of a ſteep round Hill; there is a 
lingle Houſe below it, to which it is a 
Burial-place. Here is a Tradition, that 
this Chapel, and another about a Mile 
diſtant, and exactly ſituate like this, de- 
dicated to St. Katharine, were built by 


two Siſters named Martha and Katharine. . 


In it lie bury'd William Morgan of Chil- 
worth, Eſq; whoſe Son, Sir John Morgan 
was knighted at Cadiz in Spain, in 1596, 
and Mr. Fincent Cutter, a Captain of a 
Man of War in King William III's and 
Queen Anne's Reign, againſt the French. 
From this Chapel opens a large View 
over the Level, which is in the Weald 
of this County and Suſſex, to the Flats 
and Meadows of Godalming, Hills in Hamp- 
ſhire, over all the North Parts of this 
County, and a thin blue Landskip of Ox. 


ford/tire, The Elms by the Villages and 


Hedges, and the Meadows being of dit- 
ferent Greens, look like tufted Velvet. 
Below it all the Country round about it 
South and Weſt are encloſed, and are gene- 
rally green Paſtures and Meadows.

nor of Chilworth. It is ſituated upon the

them, which overſpread all this Part of 
the Country. The prgſent Lord of the.

Here is a aſe te 
Churches of Wotton, Abingen, and Ockley 


in this County, and two in Suſſex, found- 
ed — 3 la Hale, Eſqz who alſo 
liberally endowed it out of his own Eſtate, 
for the Benefit of thoſe adjoining Pariſhes 
abovementioned, becauſe they lay at too 
great a Diſtance from their own Church. 
The Tradition is, That he ſettled a Re- 
venue of 2001. per Annum (ſome! ay 400) 
for the Maintenance of an able Miniſter. 
He did not ſo much as eſtabliſh a Chantry 
for his Soul, and ſo the Eſtate ſo ſettled 
could not be charged with any ſuperſti- 
tious Deſign, yet in the Reign of Queen 
Elizabeth, by Virtue of an Inquiſition, un- 
juſtly taken out upon the Pretence, that 
it was endowed for the» Maintenance of 
a Maſs-Prieſt, to pray for the Soul of the 
Founder, it was alienated from its facred 
Uſe, and given to ſome Lay Perſon. It 
belongs now to one Mrs. Harvey, or lately 
did, a Woman of that .covetous Temper, 
that ſhe will allow nothing to the Prieſt 
that officiates, ſo that he has no other 
Maintenance than five Marks yearly out 
of the Exchequer, and twenty Nobles out 
of the Eſtate given by Mr. Hale, and the 
Generolity of Mr. George Evelin, with 
whom he lives. There were not Jong 
ſince three Bells belonging to it, but the 
whole Edifice being ſo much out of Re- 
pair that it was ready to fall, two Neigh- 
bouring Gentlemen ſold them, and with 
the Money, and an Addition of about 8 
Pounds apicce of their own Money built 
Buttreſſes about it in divers Places to 
ſupport it, and ſo put it again into a to- 
lerable Condition for the*pivus.

This Lordſhip upon the Partition 27

feited, was veſted in the Crown. King 
Henry VII. being thus in Poſſeſſion of this 
Manor, and his other Lands, gave it to 
Sir Reginald Bray, who having been a Ser- 
vant to Margaret, Ducheſs of Richmond, 
that King's Mother, was very inſtrumen- 
tal in advancing him to the Threne, by 
his ſecret Correſpondence with H- x 
Duke of Bucks, Morton, Biſhop of Eh, 
and many others, to whom King &Ki. 
chard III. was odious. Sir Reginald di- 
ed without Iſſue, and left this and his 
other Eſtates to Sir Edward Bray his Ne. 
phew, Son of John his Brother, who was 
called to Parliament by King Henry VIII, 
in 1530, and took Place as Lord 
Bray. He died May 1539, and left his 
Eſtate and Honour to his only Son John 
Lord Bray. He was an aQtive Stateſman 
in the Reign ſof King Henry VIII. King 
Edward VI. and King Philip and Queen 
Mary, in whoſe Reign he died without 
Iſſue, whereby his Eſtates deſcendel to 
his ſeven Sifters, and their Iſſue, but to 
which of them this Manor paſſed upon 
the Diviſion, we find not, but ſuppoſe 
it was given or went by Marriage to 
a collateral Branch of the Family of the 
Brays, becauſe it now is, or lately was 
in the Hands of Edward Bray, Eſq; 
who has an Eſtate of 200 J. per Arnun 
in this Pariſh, and had the Advowſon 
of the Church *till he ſold it to Dr.

Writings, that the Manor-Houſe was a 
Royal Palace, all the Conqueror's, and his 
Son, King Mi. liam Rufus's Reigns; but 
King Henry I. gave the Manor and Pa- 
lace to the Priory of Bermond/cy, which 
was ſoon after tranſlated thither, and a 
Church therein built, not only for the 
Uſe of the Monks, but the Pariſhioners. 
Of the Priory we ſhall treat more at 
large, in our Ecclefiaftical Hiftory of this 
County. King Henry III. gave to the 
Prior. of this Houſe a Grant of a weekly 
Market every Mond, and a Fair yearly, 
to continue three Days, vix. on the Eve, 
Day, and Morrow of the Feaſt of the 
Holy Trinity; which, tho” it always hap- 
pens upon a Sunday, was no Impediment 
to. keeping the Fair then, nor many Ages 
aſter, being not forbidden till the Refor- 
mation. The Manor of Bermondſey being 
the ancient Demeſne of the Crown, all 
the Lands and Tenements cum pertinen- 
tiis in the Manor, are impleadable in the 
Court of this Manor only, by the King's 
Writ, according to the Cuſtom of the ſaid 
Manor, and not at common Law. 
The Church here is a Reftory, and is 
| ſuppoſed to be worth, with all Perqui- 
|” fites, to the Incumbent, about 1507. a 
Year, It is in the Partronage of Mr. 
Traps, and being very old, and Part of it 
fallen down, was pulled down, and re- 
built in 1680.

A 
large Stone Houſe with an arched En- 14 
trance, which anciently belonged to the 
Prior of Suſſex, and was his Manfion when 
his Buſineſs called him to London, but 
hath been fince converted into a common 
Inn, being known by the Sign of the 
Walnut. Tree. (2.) A Key, or Wharf, built 
by I/abel, Wife of Hamon Goodcheap in 
1330, then a Widow, by the Permiſſion 
of Richard Swandland, Lord Mayor of 
London, (3.) A large Houſe, built part- 7 
ly of Timber, and partly of Brick, which © - 
belonged to the Abbot of 8. Auguftihi's 
near Canterbury; and ſeems. to have beer | 
built one of the firſt Houſes on this Side 
the Thames, over-againſt the City. It was 
called Abbot's Inn, and was held of John 
Earl of Warren and Surrey, at the annual 
Rent of five Shillings, which was paid 
by the Abbot, till Willam Craſpeis paid 
the Obligatory Suit, and acquirted the 
Abbey. (4.) A Free School founded by 
Queen. Elizabeth, who incorporated fix- 
teen Pariſhioners as Governors, The Re- 
venues that maintain it, were purcha- 
ſed by the Pariſh, and confiſt chiefly of 
Ground-Rents in Horeſtey- Doms; but they

There is alſo 
one on. Cuttſwold Hill. 
The Church: here is a Rectory, repu- 
ted worth three Hundred Pounds per An. 
It is dedicated to S. Olave, and ſtands in 
S. Olawe's Street, (corruptly called Tooly- 
Street,) but the exaft Time of the Foun- 
dation is nat known. On the Cornice of 
the Altar-Piece are placed Queen Anne's 
Arms, adorned with Cartouches between 
two neat Lamps, or V aſes.. In the Church 
are theſe Monuments, for Anne the Wife 
of Captain Wiſe z Mrs. Elizabeth Weſt, 
late Wiſe of George Weft, of White-Chapel ; 
Mr. Richard Alcock, and fix Children; 
William Blank, an ancient Tomb; Thomas 
Maledgez Chriſtian, the Wife of John Ni- 
chols ; Mr. John Eſton, Juſtice of Peace, 
. 4kd of Southwark z and Robert 
Fairſord, a Servant of King Henry IV. and 
Coroner of the Mar/halſea, in the Reigns 
of that terrible Prince King Henry V. 
and his Son King Henry VI. with Agnes 
his Wife, but without Date. 

S. Mary Overrees, or S. Saviours, which 
laſt ſeems to be the proper Name, tho' 
it is uſually called by the former, which 
it takes from its Situation over the Ree, 
or River Thames. Before the Norman Con- 
queſt here was a Religious Houſe of Si- 
ſters firſt, then of Canons Regular, Oc. 
of which we ſhall ſpeak in its Place. 
Other remarkable Buildings in this Pariſh, 
which is very large, are (1.) A Seſſions 
Houſe, or. Court of Juitice, heretofore a 
Pariſh-Church, dedicated to S. Margaret, 
Qanding on the Hill called by her Name, 
given to S8. Saviours by King Henry I. to 
Which it ſtill belongs, tho' not uſed for 
. the Worſhip of God. On the South - ſide 
of it, in a beautiful Niche, adorned with 
£«ifpthian Columns, Oc. flands a Statue 
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of King James IT. in his Royal Roben 
and with a Scepter in his Right Hand 
It was burnt down in 1677, and rebuilt 
by the Pariſh in 1686. (2.) An Inn for 
the Entertainment of Strangers, diſtinguiſh. 


ed by the Sign of the Tapard, which was 


a Coat without Sleeves, ſuch as the He- 
ralds of Arms now wear. It was much 
frequented by the Nobility and Gentry, 
for the Sake of the Sign, or rather good 
Entertainment. The Name is now quite 


Joſt, except in Queen's College, Oxford, 


where a certain Number of Scholars of 
the Foundation, are called Tabarders, we 
ſuppoſe from that Habit once worn by 
them, but now out of Uſe, and unknown 
to the Society, who call them at this 
Time Pauperes Pueri. This Houſe, tho' 
mentioned by Jeffrey Chaucer, was in Be- 
Ing till 1676, when being an old Timber 
Houſe, it was burnt down with the Seſſions 
Houſe and other Buildings above ſpoken 
of. It was again rebuilt, but the igno- 
rant Landlord or Tenant, hath put up the 
Sign of the Talbot, or Dog fo called, in- 
ſtead of the Tabard, which they thought 
the ſame ; and on the Beam have cauſed 
this Inſcription to be ſet, viz. This is the 
Jan where Sir Jeffery Chaucer and the 
Twenty-Nine Pilgrims lay in their Journey 
to Canterbury, Anno 1383. In this Inn 
the Abbot of Hyde in Hampſhire had an 
Apartment appropriated to his Uſe, when 
either his Buſinefs called him to London, 
ar he was ſummoned to Parliament. (z.) 
A Seat belonging to the Biſhops of Vin. 
cheſter, built in 1107 by William Giffard, 
Biſhop of that See, upon a Piece of Land 
belanging, to the Priory of Bermond[.y, to 
which the Biſhops that - ſucceeded him 
paid an AcknowJedgment, or Quit-Rent 
yearly, In the Times of the grand Re- 
bellion this Houſe' was turned into a 
Prifon for the Royaliſts, of whom was Sir 
Francis Dodington, and Sir Kenelm Digby, 
who wrote His Book of Bodies, and divert- 
ed himſelf in Chymiſtry there. It was 
fold in 1649 to Thomas Walker of Camber- 
wel in this County, Gent. by the Com- 
miſſioners appointed by Parliament for 
ſelling the Archbiſhops and Biſhops Lands 
far 43801, Bs. 34. for the Uſe of the 
Common- 


common-Wealth: There was alſo a Park 
ſold with it, but both returning to the 
Biſhop at the Reſtoration, the Houſe is 
demoliſhed, and the Site of it, with the 
Park being let out-upon Leaſe, and built 
upon, doth much increaſe the Revenues 
of the See of Wincheſter, Part of whoſe De- 
means it yet continues. (4.) A Pile of 
Buildings on the South-ſide of Minc heſter- 
Houſe and joining to it, ſet apart for the

A Theatre 
known by the Name of the Globe 
Play-houſe, to which Beaumont, Fletcher, 
and Philip Maſſinger belonged, and wrote 
for it, yet though it was in its Time a 
moſt eminent Place for Traged ies, Co- 
medies, and Interludes, was becauſe of 
its Situation on the Thames-Banks, uſed 
only in the hot Summer Months. (7.) 
The A/paragus-Gardens, and Pimblico-Path, 
which having the Accommodations of fine 
Walks and cool Arbours were much uſed 
by the Citizens, their Wives and Chil- 
dren 1500, and becauſe none went inte 
them, but in the fineſt Dreſs, it became 
a Proverb, To go in Pimblico, to lignify to 
put on a fine Dreſs. The Bear-Gardens 
and Bordeſto's are ſpoken to in the City 
of London.

This Church fs 4 Rectory, and the Pa -

2 Edward VI. was the Foun- 
der of both. The Church being old and 
gecay'd, was pulled down in 1702 and 
rebuilt at the Expence of 3000 J. allowed 
out of the Coal Duty, and compleated with 
the Ornaments and Decorations 'by the 
Afſiſtance of the Governors of the Hoſpi-. 
tal, and other Benefactors. The Monu- 
ments in this Church are for Mr. Wil- 
liam Pantale, and Mr. Thomas Cole. The 
Benefice is an Impropriation under the 
Patronage of St. Thomas's Hoſpital, whoſe 
Governors pay the Preacher 60/1. x 
Amum, and allow him an Houſe. The 
Pariſh contains about 300 Houſes. As 
to the Hoſpital we refer you to our 
Hiſtory of London, N“. 35. P. 217. 
Rotherhith, or Red Roſe Haven, vulgar- 
ly Redriff, which lies upon the outmoſt 
Bounds of this County Eaſtward, It is 
inhabited chiefly by Seafaring Men in 
General, and Watermen , who are very 
numerous in this Place. Nothing further 
remarkable occurs to us in it, but that 
the Manor of this Place was the De- 
meſne of Hugh Lord Burnell, 8 Hen. 5. 
when he died poſſeſſed of it, and left it 
with his other Eſtates to his Couſins 
Joyce, Katharine, and Margery the Daugh- 
ters of Sir John Ratcliff” In our Hifſto- 
ries this Place is noted for a great Navy 
prepared here, and well manned under 
the Black Prince, then but 24 Years of 
Age, and the Duke of Lancafter, to in- 
vade France 29 Edw, 3. and in the Re- 
bellion of the Commons of Kent and E/- 
ſex about the Poll-Tax, that King Ki. 
chard II. came in his Barge to this Place 
to treat with thoſe diſcontented. People 
and their Leaders John Tyler, who called 
himſelf Jack Straw, and Wat his Brother, 
but becauſe the King would not venture 
himſelf among them, but kept himſelf 
in his Barge, they were ſo enraged that 
they marched haſtily towards the City, 
and ſpoiling the Borough of Southwark, 
broke open the Priſons of the Mar/hal/ea 
and King's Bench, and admitted the Pri- 
ſoners into their Company. This was 
done on Cor pus Chrifti Day, 4 Rich, 2. and 
— _— chief Spite was at the Duke 
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of Lancaſter, they marched directly to his 


Houſe in the Savoy, and ſet it om Fire 


with all the rich Furniture and Jewels, 


and ſuffered no Man to take any thing. 


This is all we find in Antiquity ,about 
this Place. As to its preſent Condition 
we obſerve no more than that here is a 
Free- School founded by Mr. Bellard and 


Mr. Rich, two Mariners, for the Educa- 
tion of eight Sons of Seamen, to which 


they gave 3 l. per Annum, and a School- 

Houſe, Here is alſo another School ſup- 

proved by the Contributions of the Pari- 
ioners for poor Boys. | 


The Church here ſtanding low, and 


near the Banks of the Thames, was often 
overflow'd by high Tides, and thereby the 
Foundation of it was fo rotted and de- 
cay'd, that notwithſtanding the Charge, 
that the Pariſnioners were at to uphold 
it, particularly in 1687. when they laid 
out 12001. for that End, it became ſo ru- 
inous in the Beginning of this Century, 
that it was in' great Danger of Falling, 
and if not ſpeedily rebuilt, would be- 
come uſeleſs: The Inhabitants ſeeing this, 
and being unable through the great Char 


of a numerous Poor, occaſioned by the 


Wars, wherein the Seamen being killed, 


their Widows and Children came to be 


maintained by the Pariſh, could find na 
Way. to reſtore their Church, but by a 
Petition to the Parliament to let them 
come in for a Share in the Tax on Coal, 
which had built St. Paul's Cathedral, 
Wherefore they conſidering that the old 
Church was not capacious enough to hold 
Half the Inhabitants, reſolved to build a 


new one larger, if they could procure a 


Sum great enough, and to that End got a 
Surveyor to compute the Charge, which he 
laid at 4000 J. and repreſented, it to the 
Parliament. They could not obtain a part 
of the Coal-Tax, but had a Brief grant- 
ed them, by which they got 13787. 6s.

It hath been of 
late purchaſed by one Mr. Emwers, who 
hath ſo exceedingly improved it by plant: 
ing Trees about it, that it is much alter- 


ed for the better. The Rooms and Apart- 


ments both above and below are on the 
Sides of a long Gallery, Mr. Ewers is 
dead, and hath left the greateſt Part of 
His large Eftate to Ewers Edgley, the Son 
of Mr. Edgley, late V icar of Wandſworth, 
who thereupon changed his Name, by 
Virtue of an Act of Parliament, to Ewers, 
In this Houſe is, or lately was, a vaſt Col- 
lection of Curioſities ;z as (1.) An Hifory 
of our Maritime Affairs, and the Power 
and Conſtitution of the Admiralty and Ss. 
Laws (2.) The fineſt Models of Ships of 
all Sorts, (3.) Several rare Books of Ma- 

thematicks 
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rematicks and Muſick. (4.) Matters of 
* relating to the City of London, 
and Draugbts to illuftrate it. (f.) Many 
Heads of eminent Men, F oreign and Do- 
meſtick. (6,) Frontiſpieces of all the 
Gravers of Europe. (7.) Several origi- 
nal Paintings, and many ſcarce and valu- 
able Books, diſpoſed into a proper Order 
m 12 Caſes. Upon this Common, called 
Batterſey-Firldare three Windmills, which 
ire the firſt Mills near London, and lying 
on the Thamzs-ſide are of great Service for 
ginding Corn for the City. 8 

This Village hath the Honour of giving 
the Title of Baron to Henry St. John, 
who was created by his late Majeſty 
King George, July 2, 1716, Lord Vit 
count S. John, and Baron of Batterſea. 
He marry'd the Lady Mary, ſecond Daugh- 
ter of Robert, and Coheir of Charles, Earl 
of Warwick, by whom he had Iſſue Henry 
late Lord Viſcount Bolingbroke. This 
Manor of Batterſea was granted to this 
Family of S. John by King Charles I. with 
that of Vanſworti, and paſſed to their 
Heirs, and the preſent Lord S. Jom is 
Lord of it, and hath his Seat there. Se- 
veral of this noble Family have been 
Benefactors to the Poor of this Pariſh, viz. 
Sir Valter S. John hath founded a Free- 
School in it for twenty poor Boys of the 
Inhabitants, and given 200 Pounds, that 
by the yearly Intereſt of it one or more 
Boys of his School may be put out Ap- 
prentice, and the Lady S. John gave alfo 
100 Pounds; appointing that with the 
Intereſt ef it a poor Boy or Girl be put 
out an Apprentice every Lear.

He lived to 
change his Mind, and would upon his ſe. 
cond Marriage have revoked this his Cha- 
rity, but he was not permitted to do it, yet 
was Maſter of it himſelf ſeveral Years, 
and died in that Office, In his original 


Endowment he has excluded all further 
Augmentations of it by ſuture Benefactors, 


and conſtituted the Church-wardens of St, 


 Giles's Cripplegate, and St. Mary Overees, 


and St. Bozolph's Biſhop/zate, Viſitors of it; 
and in Caſe of any Difference. which they 
cannot compromize among themſelves,

Balduin, Archbiſhop of Canterbury having 
obtained it by Exchange, brought hither 
the Materials he had provided for the 
Building of a College at St. Stephen's near 
Canterbury, and began this Palace, which 
being increaſed by his Sueceſſors, is come 
to the Condition it is now in. Some of 
the Chief of them were, 1. Biſhop More- 
ton, who rut upon the Repairs of this 
Palace, and others belonging to the See of 
Canterbury a very great Sum. 2. Cardi- 


nal Pool, who beſides a Gallery on the 


Eaſt Part of the Palace, with ſome Rooms 
adjoining to it, built a Magnificent Gate- 
Houſe, which Archbiſhop Parker his Suc- 
ceſſor conceiving. to be too Majeſtick for. 
the Revenue brought His Action againſt 
the Cardinal's Executors for Dilapida- 
tions, but we know not the Event of it. 


In 1571 Archbiſhop Parker much repair- 


ed and beautified this Palace, covering the 
great Hall with Shingles, making the 
long Bridge reaching into the Thames, 
reſtoring the Summer-houſe to its firſt 
Glory, repairing the Aquedudis of the 
Gardens and Cloiſters, and erecting Con- 
veyances under Ground to carry the Filth 
of the Houſe into the River by the Tides, 
The ſucceeding Archbiſhops made ſeve- 
ral other Additions of leſs Charge partly 
for Ornament, and partly for Conveni- 
ENCE. 11888 | 

In the Civil Wars of England from 
1642 to the Reſtoration, this Palace had its 
Share of Calamities, being given into the 
Hands of Thomas Scot one of the Regicides, 
and one Harding, to order as they ſaw good. 
Theſe Men divided tit into ſeveral Tene- 
ments, which they let out for annual

ter his Death Archbiſhop Sheldon, his 
Succeſſor in this See brought a Cauſe 
in the Court of Arches againſt Sir V. 
liam Juxon, his Executor for Dilapida- 
tions, by which at length a ſpecial Com- 
miſſion of Delegates was obtained, and ap- 
pointed, and the Judges Delegates having 
heard the Pleas on both Sides came to give 
Sentence, May 24, 1667. in which it ha- 
ving been recited, that Archbiſhop Juxon, 
and his Executor had laid out, and ex- 
pended in building and repairing Lambeth 
Palace and Croydon Houſe, 148471. 7s. 
od. (which notwithſtanding) the ſame 
Delegates by that very Sentence condem- 
ned Sir William Juxon in 800 J. more to be 
expended in repairing the ſaid Buildings. 
By this Archbiſhop was the new Library 
built, deſigned by Mr. Stafford Tindale. 
It is placed over the Cloiſter, and is well 
furniſhed with Books for the Uſe of ſuch 
learned Men, as for their Worth are raiſed 
to this Archiepiſcopal Chair. It was be- 


gun with the Books of Robert Dudley, 


Earl of Leiceſter, the great Favourite of 
een Elixabeth, and hath received many 
conſiderable Augmentations by Archbi- 
ſhop Lawd, and other Archbiſhops fince. 
(5.), Archbiſhop Sancroft built a new 
Kitchin, and ſome other Things, and 
had he dy'd poſſeſſed of the See would 
doubtleſs have been a great Benefactor 
to it. (6.) Archbiſhop Tillotſon, who 
ſuceeeded Archbifhop Sancroft upon his

On William III. and Queen Mary II. 
was in Poſſeſhon of this See little mor 
than three Years, but in that little Time 
ſpent between 7 and 8000 J. in Reparations. 
(.) To him ſucceeded Dr. Ieniſon in 1694, 
and ſat 22 Years in this See. His Exe- 


cutors were alſo ſued for Dilapidat ions, 


and though they alledged for their De- 
ſence, That he had expended in Repairs 

4211, 12s. 04. and the Fact was not 
abſolutely deny'& yet it ſeems not fully 


to be believed, for when the Controverſy 


was referred to Sir Peter King, and Dr. 
Betteſaworth. to be determined, they al- 
lowed the preſent Archbiſhop Dr. Wake, 
14001. for Dilapidations. 

8. In the Chapel belonging to this Pa- 
lace was interred Archbiſhop Parker's 
Body (his Bowels being put in an Urn, 
and laid in Howard's Chapel in Lambeth 
Church) and there reſted quietly, *till 
his Aſhes were diſturbed by Scot above- 
mentioned, when he had the Houſe. He 
deſpoil'd the Body of the leaden Coffin, 
and ſold it ta a Plummer, and then pri- 
vately tumbled it into an Out- -houſe where 
Poultry had been kept, and bury'd it in 
an Hole. Sir William Dugdale had ſome 
Information given him of this inhumane 
Treatment of ſo venerable a Perſon's Re- 
liques, with which he acquainted Arch- 
biſhop Sancroft, who having gotten an 
Order from the Houſe of Lords to exa- 
mine the Fellow who had done it, at 
length found it out, and bringing it 
again into the Chapel, bury'd it near the 
Steps going up to the Altar, the Place 
near which it formerly lay, and placed 
this Inſcription over it: 


Cor pus Matthei Archie piſcopi lic tan- 
dem Requieſcit. 


In the Marſi belonging to this Pariſh, 
St. Ceorge's Fields, and a little beyond 
the Bridge. houſe, are Ditches, that were 
made when London was befieged by Ca- 
nute the Dane, who turned the Courſe of 
the Thames from about the King's Barge- 
houſe to a Place beyond the Bridge. He 
was afterward King of Ergland, Here is 


alſo an Houſe with 4 piqued Turret, where 
one Mr. Buſtel, an ingenious, and con» 
templative Man, and an Intimate with 


the Lord Chancellor Bacon, lay hid above 


a Year, becauſe he had incurred the Pro-

2. At South-Lambeth was a noble Houſe 
built by Noel Caron, Embaſſador from 
Holland, reſident in England 28 Vears, 
in the Figure of Half a Roman H, on the 
Gate whereof was written, One: Solum 
Forti Patria. It was pulled down in 
1687. Near it by the Road ſide from 

Vaux-hall to King ſton 5s a fair Als · hau ſe 
for 7 poor Women on the Gate of which 
is an Inſcription, importing that it was 
built by the ſaid Noel Caron, Anna 1618, 

and thus ſubſcribed. ty

3. In this Pariſh was erefted a Saw- 
Mill during the Uſurpation of Oliver 
Cromwell, which was then ſuch a Rarity 
in England (being perhaps the firſt of the 
Kind) that Cromwell, tho' Protector, often 
went to ſee it, and was fo much pleaſed 


with the Contrivance, that notwithſtand- 


ing the Clamours of ſeveral Artificers a- 


bout it, he got it confirmed by Ac of 
Parliament. It ſtood in Belisderes Gar- 
dens. 


4. Near King's Arms Stairs in Colleges 


Street was found May 2. 1694 aftet a 
great Flood of the Thames, a Gold Ring 
in Value about 4os. left in the Sand 
near the Bank: It was of ſo curious a 
Make, that many Virtuoſo's went to ſee 
it, and gave the Owner ſo much, as to 


repair her Loſs by the Waters, which 
had ſpoiled great Quantities of Beer. Ie 


had a Seal, on which was graven a Dove 
with an Olive: branch in its Mouth; and 
round it this Inſcription Wenci de mor, 
i. e. Think on me, and in the Circle of the 
Ring de bon Coz. i, e. With good Heart. 

It is, or lately was in the Hands of Mr. 

Prudkam at the Croun in this Place. 

"= op? 5. Near 
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21. Near this Bank · ſide alſo in this Pariſh 
4 à very pleaſant Garden, with fine Walks, 
Well kept, called Cupid's Gardens. They 
are the Eſtate of Jeſus · College in Oxford, and 
rented by one that keeps a Publick Houſe, 
- which with the Conveniency of its Ar- 
bours, Walks, and ſeveral Remains of 
Greek and Roman Antiquities have made 
them much frequented. The laſt are 
thought to be Part of the Collection of the 
Earl of Arundel, but being broken and 
defaced, were not thought good enough to 
be preſented to the Univeſity of 2 
and put among the Marmora Arundeliana, 
and were therefore removed hither when 
Arundel-Houſe was turned into a Street. 
They are ſo disfigured by Time and bad 
Uſage, that no true Account can be given 
of them, and Conjectures can't be depend- 
ed on. | 
6. At South-Lambeth were formerly kept 
the Rarities of the Tradescants, Father 
and Son, and by whom they were col- 
lected, and afterwards ſold to Elias Afa- 
mole, Eſq, who preſented them to the 
Univerfity « of Oxford, where they are 
carefully preſerved. An Account of them 


is publiſhed in a Book, entitled, Muſeum 


Tradeſcantianum, Printed at London, Anno 
- 1656, which ſhews that whatever almoſt 
is rare and extraordinary in the Nature 
of Birds, Beaſts, Fiſhes, Minerals and 
Fruits; or in Art, as Mechanicks, ScuJp- 
ture, Painting, Oc. Inſtruments of War, 
Garments, Houſhold-Stuff, and Coins an- 
cient or modern, was there with won- 
derful Diligence and Charge gathered to- 
gether, to be at one Sight exhibited to the 
Curious. 

In the Reign of King Richard I. Bald- 
*win Archbiſhop of Canterbury began to 
build a College here for Secular Canons, 
but dying before it was finiſhed, Hubert 
his Succeſſor compleated it, and intended 
to have gone on with his Predeceſſor's De- 
fign; but the Monks of Canter bury, fearing 
that ſuch a Foundation ſhould greatly 
prejudice their Rights and Liberties, par- 
ticularly their Ele&ion of the Archbi- 
ſhop, complained of it to the Pope, and 
never left purſuing their Suit *till they 
obtained Pope Innocent's Letters to the 
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Archbiſhop and Biſhops to rave it utterly 


as derogatory to the'See of Canterbury, and 


8 to the Eſtate of the Church. 
King Richard was much difpleaſed with 
the Monks for applying themſelves to 
the Pope without his Conſent, and com. 
manded them not to proceed in their De. 
ſign by Virtue of the Pope's Letters; 
ordering the Archbiſhop not to break 
down the Church he had built. This 
Oppoſition prevented the Execution of 
what the Monks had reſolved on for the 
preſent, but did not make them give over 


their Purpoſe, which they ſo eagerly fol- 


lowed, that they prevailed with the Pope 
to ſend his Nuncio with Letters to the 
King himſelf, the Archbiſhop and Ri- 
ſhops of England, to ſignify to them his 
reſolute Decree touching the Church and 
College of Lambeth, that it ſhall be broken 
down and utterly ſuppreſſed. The King 
and Archbiſhop now ſeeing no Way to 
ſhift off the Matter any longer, yielded 
ſore againſt their Wills to have it done, 
and by the Archbiſhop's Order it was ef- 
fected, Jan. 27, 1199, and the Canons 
that had been placed in it, commanded 
to depart without Delay : But the Monks 


brought upon themſelves many Vexati- 


ons thereby from the King and Archhi- 
ſhop, who took it very ill that their Au- 
thority was ſo baffled by the Monks.. 

Anno 1280, John Peckham Archbiſhop 
of Canterbury held a Synod at this Place, 
in which he received and confirmed the 


Orders and Conſtitutions, decreed and 


eſtabiſned by the Legates Otho and Otto- 
bone in the Councils by them held in 
this Reilm, adding divers of his own: 
Further in the ſame Council he went 
about to annihilate certain Liberties be- 
longing to the Crown, as the Taking 
Knowledge of the Right of Patronages, 
and the King's Prohibition in Placitis de 
Catallis, and ſuch like, which ſeemed to 
him to belong properly to the Clergy. 
But the King ( viz. Edward I.) had 
ſome Friends in the Council which with- 
ſtood the Archbiſhop openly, and with 
Menaces hindred him from concluding 
any thing that might prejudice his Royal 
Prerogative,  - 5 5

the Zealots of the late Times of Rebelli- 
onz ſo that what we have of them is 
chiefly from the MS. of Mr, Aug. V. incent, 
and others, viz. For Cuthbert Tunſtall, Bi- 
ſhop of Durkam, Dr. Utting, Chaplain to

Merton, Mereton, Meranton, or Merandim, 
a ſmall Village about a Mile from Tows 
ting, a Place of great Antiquity, and ha- 
ving ſeveral Things remarkable in it viz. 
That Kenulph one of the Veſt-Savon Kings, 
was flain here at the Houſe of his Favou- 
rite Miftreſs.; by his Predeceffor's Bro- 
ther Kindard, whom he had baniſhed: as 
ſoon as he came to the Throne; but ſchis 
Murder was ſoon revenged by the Prince's 
Followers, who ſurprized him and de- 
ſtroy'd him. As alfo that Valtar de Mer- 
ton, Lord Chancellor of England, and then 
Biſhop of Rocheſter, began his College here; 
and being perſuaded to remove it to Ox» 
ford, became there the Founder of Merton- 
College. Here was alſo a magnificent Ab- 
bey founded by King Henry I. but our 


Place; and ſo ſhall proceed to ano- 
ther Pious Foundation, vix. The Alms- 
houſe at Merton, founded by Rowland 
Wilfon, Eſq; in July 1656, for ſix> Wo- 
men, who are to receive 41. fer Amum 
each, and half a Chaldron of Coal; there 
is annexed to it a Parcel of: Land which 
lies behind it, and pays ſo much Rents 
as all the Women are to receive. He 
was at firſt a Vintner, and afterwards 
turned Merchant. His Coat of Arms 
was in the Abbey in 1624. On a Bridge

for Mary his Wife, There is alſo di- 
fiributed every Sunday Morning a Dole of 
twelve Penny Loaves given by the above- 
mentioned Rowland Wilfon, Eſqz 
Walter de Merton above-mentioned was 
born here, and flouriſhed in the Reign of 
King Henry III. when the Barons being 
ſometimes too for that Prince, took 
upon them the Adminiſtration of the 
Rexlm; and fo this Perſon whom the 
King had made Chancellor, was in and 
out of that great Office three Times: For 
(1.) being made Chancellor by the King 
in 1260 he was difplaced by the Barons 
to make room for Nicholas de Ely of their 
chooſing.” ' >; He was not removed long, 
but the King, counting it neither Rea ; 
en nor Equity, for the Lords to obtrudle 
a Chancellor upon him, reſtored him to 
His" Place the next Year, and he kept it 
three Years;z but then the Barons got the 
Better again, and kept him out all that 
King's Reign, which ended in 12723 Ed- 
ward his Son, ſtiled King Edward I. ſuc- 
ceeded him; he replaced him in the Chan · 
cellorſhi p for a ſhort Time, and then pre- 
ferred him to the See of Rocheſter, that a 
rich Prelate might maintain the Honour 
of n poor Biſhoprick. He died in the 
Year'1 273, 5 Edu.

© 'Mortlae, à ſmall Village fituate on the 
Bank of the Thames. We find nothing of 
it in Antiquity, and little of late Date, 
ſive that in the Reign of King Charles I. 
there was a Manufacture ſet up here of 
weaving Tapeſtry Hangings, firft brought 
thither by Sir Crane, Knt. which 
is ſtil] continued: And that the fa- 
mous Dr, John Dee, one of the Ornaments 


of his Age for Learning of many Kinds, 


lived here; he was by the Ignorant 
Vulgar efleeemed a Conjurer, becauſe by 
Art he could do many Things, which 
were wonderful to them, and beyond the 
Attainments of the Scholars of thoſe 
Times. He is ſaid to have been bu- 
yd in the Chancel of this Church under 
a Stone called commonly, Dr. Dee's Stone;

Putney, a ſmall Village of this County 
oppoſite to Fulham in Middleſex, famous 
only for being the Birth-Place of two 
eminent Perſons, vix. Thomas Cromwell, 
Earl of Effex, and Nicholas Weſt, Biſhop 
of Ely. Cromwell was the Son of a Black- 
ſmith of this Place, who dying in his 
Minority, his Mother marry'd again to 
a Shearman, not much mending her Con- 
dition, which being at beſt but mean, if 
not poor, he had but an illiterate Educa- 
tion, yet growing up through a a, 
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lar | Ingenuity , and  indefatigable Dili- - 


| he arrived at ſuch an Eminency 
I el in State, and other Affairs 
of Life, that he was qualified for any Bu- 
ſineſs or Employment. Cardinal Vol ſey, 
Archbiſhop of York, no ſooner heard 
kis Character, but he took him into his 
Service and made bim his Solicitor, em- 
loying him in Matters of the greateſt 
mportance, in which he behaved him - 
ſelf with ſo much Dexterity and Fide- 
lity, that he gained Credit to his Maſter, 
as well as to himſelf, While he was 
in the Cardinal's Service, he was choſe a 
\ Burgeſs in Parliament, and it chanced, 
that the Cardinal, whoſe Greatneſs was 
much envy'd by the Nobility, was im- 
peached of High-Treaſon under 44 Ar- 
ticles, the Chief of which was, That he 
had exerciſed his Legatine Power with- 
out Leave, to the Prejudice of the King's 
Crown and Dignity. Cromwell was much 
concerned for his Maſter, and undertook 
his Defence, which he managed with 
ſo much Wit and Eloquence, that even 
thoſe that hated his Maſter praiſed him, 
as an Advocate, His Maſter indeed was 
condemned to Loſs of Goods and Prefer- 
ments, but Cromwell was admired, and 
every where applauded for his eminent 
Parts. After the Cardinal's Fall, Crom- 
wel! was taken into the King's Service, 
in which he behaved himſelf ſo pru - 
dently and wiſely in every thing he took 
in Hand, that he was ſoon raiſed to great 
Dignity and Places, for he was made 
Prime Secretary, one of his Majeſty's Pri- 
vy Council, and bore the chief Sway in 
Matters of State under the King: He is 
blamed chiefly for theſe two Things in 
nis high Poſt. 1. That being a Laick, 
he preſumed to exerciſe Eccleſiaſtical 
Authority over the Clergy, being made 
the King's Vicar General: And, 2. That 
he adviſed the King to diſſol ve the Mo- 
naſteries z both ſacrilegious Actions, for 
which ſoane ſay, he deſervedly fell under 
the King's Diſpleaſure, and ſuffered the 
Loſs of Life, Honour and Eſtate, which it 
is true he did, but it was for a paſſionate 
Expreſſion uttered againſt one who ac- 
cuſed him of Want of Fidelity to the 
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King, That if he were there he'd ſlab 
him to the Heart, which being inter- 
preted as if ſpoken of the King, he was 
Attainted and Beheaded July 28, 1540 
How juſtly he ſuffered let the Reader

ſtorians give him which is this, v. 
That he was grateful and liberal, a Fa- 
vourer of the Poor in their Suits, and 
always ready to relieve the Oppreſſed, a 
Fayourer of the Goſpel, and an Enemy 
to the Pride of Prelates, and Luxury of 
Monks, very ſtout and courageous, and 
not able to put up any Injurics; all which 
together got him many potent Enemies, 
who ne yer ceaſed to procure his Deſtruc- 
tion by any Means, till they had ffecteil 
it, 3s is above mentioned. | 
Nicholas Weſt, Biſhop of Ely. He was 
bred at Eaton School, and from. thence 
went to King's College in Cambridge 
where in his Youth he was a Rake-He 
in grain, i. e. deſperately Vicious, of 
which we have this Inſtance. Having 
ſet the whole College at Variance about 
obtaining the Proforſhip, when he could 
not effect his Deſires, he ſet Fire to the 
Provoſt's Lodgings in Revengez but ſo 
privately, that though he was ſuſpected, 
yet. no Body daring to charge him poſi- 
tively with it, he ftill continued in the 
College; but ſoon after ſtealing ſome Sil» 
ver Spoons, he ran away from the College, 
and remained for a Time in the Country, 
ſtill following his Debaucheries: But as 
we ſay, He muſt go far that never turns 3 


he at Length ſaw his own Folly, and re- 


ſolving to become a new Man, repaired to 

the Univerſity, ſhewed much Sorrow for 
what he had done in his College, and to 

make amends for the Miſchief he had done 

to the Provoſt's Lodgings, rebuilt them 
anew, and became a Benefactor to the Col - 
lege. Some Time after this, he repaired 
to the Univerſity, and obtained his Doc- 
tor of Divinity's. Degree, being well 
approv'd of for his excellent Learning, 
for he was well skilled in the Civil 
and Canon Law, and had a peculiar Art 


of Opening dark Places of Scripture. In 


1510 he was made Dean of Wind/or, and 
Regiſtrary of the Moſt Noble Order of the 
| Z z 2 | Garter 
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Carter; oon after which King Henry the 
Eighth ſent him on ſeveral Embaffies, and 
as a Reward of his wiſe Management 
made him Biſhop of Ely, in 1515, but he 
afterwards fell under that King's Diſplea- 
ſure by being choſe Queen Katherine's 
Advocate in the Cauſe of his Divorce. 
He is ſaid to have been very well at- 
tended by good Servants, and have kept 
fo bountiful an Houſe, that at his Death 
he was much lamented by the Poor , 
which happened April 6, 1533. f 

In the Church which ſtands near the 
Thames, and is built of Brick and Stone 
are ſeveral very handſome Monuments, 
wviz;'for' Richard Luſher, Eſq; with a long

fome Years. * We do not find it famous 
for any thing but for the Dwelling of 
the Citizens, 'and the medicated Springs, 

which canſe it in their proper Seaton 
to be much frequented. They were ac- 
cidentally diſcovered in this Manner. The 
Ground wherein they are being arable, is 
the Owner was ploughing it, Anno 1660, 
or thereabouts, the Horſes flipped into a 

boggy Place, where a Spring preſently 

diſcovered itſelfand became a Well.

The Nature of theſe Springs is; they 

have a maukiſh Taſte; they turn Milk 

into a Poſſet, and work by Urine, as well 

as ſeige, five or ſix Cups is the molt that 

any drink, though of never fo flrong Bo- 

dies, the common Doſe is but three, 

which are held to be equivalent to nine 

of Epſom Waters. Divers Cures have 

been wrought by them, which makes 

them famous. A Lockſmith, who had 

a great Wafte upon him, and was. very 

ill, by drinking of the hithermoſt Well 


(for there are three of them, and the 


middlemoſt vomits) voided four Worms 
of a great Length, and grew well upon 
it; a Taylor here, who had an Indiſpo- 
ſition in his Eyes, found much Good by 
drinking and waffi ing with them, and ſe- 
veral have had the ſame Benefit by them.

Wimbledon, or as it is written in our 
Hiſtories, Wiphandune, Wilbandune , and 
Wibbandune, a Village ſituate upon the 
Banks of the River Vandal, famous chiefly 
(1.) For the Battle fought here by Cheau- 
lin, King of the Weſt-Saxons, with the 
Forces of Ethelbert, King of Kent (then 
a Child). ſed by his two Captains Oflan 
and Cneben. This was the firft War that 
was moved by the Saxons againſt each 
other. By whoſe Ambition it was ſtir- 
red up our Hiſtorians do nat agree, ſome 
fay it was Cheawlin's, others Ethelbert's, 
but all agree, that the firſt Battle was 
fought here, and that King Ethelbert's 
Army was happily defeated, his two Ge- 
nerals being both ſlain. Here is a mili- 
tary Fortification' of a circular Form, 
which is thought to take its Name from 
Cneben, one of the Kentiſh Generals, for

to ſuppoſe. it came into the Hands of 
that eminent Stateſman, and Lord Trea- 
ſurer William Cecil, Lord Buzleigh, who on 
the Side of the Common here built him 
2 noble Seat in the wonderful Year (as it 
was long after called) 1588, as appears 
from an Inſcription upon the Gate, viz.

1t is adorned with Treſto of tuo Colours, 


yellow and burnt Oker. The Treaſurer 
left it with his other Eſtates to his eld- 


eſt Son Thomas, who: was created by King 
James I. Earl of Exeter, and he to his 
youngeſt Son Sir Edmard Cecil, who was 
dignified by King Charles I, with the Ho- 
nourfof Baron of Putney, and Viſcount 
Minbledon: Mary the Queen Mother bought 
it of the Lord Wimbledon before the Civil 
Wars begun; whereby being in the Pof- 
ſeſlon of the Crown, it was alienated with 
other the Royal Eftate, and given to Ge- 
neral Lambert, who being in Love with 
its pleaſant Situation, preſerved it entire, 
and fo improved the Gardens, that they 
were the fineſt for Flowers in Exgland. 
At the Reſtoration it came again into the 
Queen's Hand, but then ſmelt ſo ſtrong 
of a Rebel, that ſhe ſold it preſently to 
George Digby, Earl of Briſtol, who for ſome 
Time had his Reſidence in it. The Hall 
here hath a moſt elegant and curious. Pave- 
ment of black and white Marble, and 
the Park is large, but an a low Marſhy 
Ground. The Bartl of Briftol ſold it 
to Thomas Osborn, Earl of Dandy, and 
Duke of Leeds, who by Will leſt it to 
his Grandſon the Marquis of Carmarthen, 
who in the Year 1717, fold it to Sir 
Theodore Janſſen, Bart. who is now poſ* 
ſellor of it, and Lord of the Town. (3:) 
The Common, or Heath here is in Ex: 
tent a Mile every Way, which makes the 
Houſe and Town exceeding pleaſant, For- 
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merly there ſtood a Windm ill upon it near 
the Road, which was an eminent Land 
Mark; but now tis removed nearer the 
Thames, and ſlands in Wand/worth Pariſh. ©

Mr. Janes 
Fienes, Son and Heir of the Lord Viſcount 
Fienes ; Sir * who married 
the Lady Mbanil Cecil; Francis Ellis, Wife 
of Andrew Ellis, Eſq; youngeſt Daughter 
of Fames Fiennes, Viſcount, Say and Seat, 


and Francis Cecil his Wife, one of the

don . Richard Hetenſon, Efq; Son of Sir

The; Court for 
it is kept at Hardwick," a Sub- Manor in 
the Pariſh * Chertſey, always on Whit- 
ſun-Tue/day by Cuſtom, and never at any 
other Time in the Lear. In the Times 
When the Abbey was ſtanding it had this 
Privilege, which it ſtill retains, That it 
Has à particular Bayliff of its own, made 
by Letters Patents out of the Exchequer 
for Life, ſo that the Sheriff hath no Ju- 
riſdiction here, but direQs his Writs to 
the Bailiff. The Fee of it now is, we 
ſuppoſe, in the Crown. The chief 
Town of it is N. f in 
Cbertſey, from which it takes its Name. 
The ' Saxons called it Leopcerige and 
Bede, Ceroti Inſula, i. e. the Ifland of Ce 
Yotus, it being probably encompaſſed quite 
round with the Thames Water in his Time, 
though now it hardly makes a Penin- 
ſula, except in Winter Time, and that 
but rarely, for the Bank or Cauſeway 
from Egham Tower to Stanes Bridge keeps 
off the Water from it, which otherwiſe 


by Reaſon of its low Situation, would 


often be overſlown by the Thames, tho? 
by the Ruins of the Abby the Streets 
are ſomething raiſed. ' Here is a Bridge 
over the Tlames to Sheperton in Middle- 
ſex. The whole Pariſh, which is large, 
is divided into ſeveral Tythings, viz. 
Chertſey, Ham, Woodham, Aldeſtone, Lynne, 
Brocks, Beſhles and Lotaworth, in which 
are divers Manors of Note, viz. ky 

1. Chertſey Beaumont, and Hardwick, 
both not long ſince belonging to Katharine, 
the Queen Dowager of King Charles II. 
and by her granted by Leaſe (according. 
to the Power given her) to George Say- 
er, Eſq; her Vice-chamberlain, but the 
Reverſion was to return to the Crown at 
- the Expiration of the Leaſe. 
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which now or lately did belong to Sir 
chalas Wait, a Governout of the Eaſt-ladia 
Company in ſome of their Factories in 
thoſe Parts, or his Heirs, but whether 
by Gift or Purchaſe we know not. 
3. The Manors of Woodham and Wal. 
ton- Lee, which now, or lately did belong 
to Deuzil Onſlow of Pitford, Eſq; for. 
merly one of the | Repreſentatives in 
Parliament for this County, or his Heirs 
being the Inheritance of that Family, : 
4. The Manor of Boxleys, belonging to 
the Crown, but farmed out by Queen 
Elizabeth, Sept. 20, Reg. 23, to divers 
Perſons, viz. To Roger Cholmley, Gent. 
and the Ducheſs of Somerſet for her Life 
after whom by the Queen's Letters Pa. 
tents, her Part was granted to Matthery 
Alley, Gent.. for 21 Years, keeping the 
Houſes in Repair, and paying 4 Pounds 
a Year by equal Parts at Michaelmas, 
and our Lady; but after this, in 160g, 
this Manor of | Boxlcys was paſſed away 
in--Fce-Simple by Indenture of Bargain 
and Sale to William Garnway of London, 


Eſq; as by a Counter-part of the Deed 


of Conveyance appeareth. 

In this Pariſh are ſome Houſes which 

deſerve our Notice, viz. 
1. In Ham- lau, where the new River 
empties it ſelf into the Thames, is a fair 
Houſe, encompaſſed with a large Moat, 
and defended with many high Trees, It 
is a Leaſe belonging now to the Dean and 
Chapter of Wind/or, but anciently to a 
Religious Houſe diſſol ved. It was the 
Habitation of Sir George Acker, the fa- 
mous Seaman; but was purchaſed of his 
Heirs, by the eminent Phyſician Dr. 
Thomas Willis, and is now the Poſſeſſion 
of Mr. Donwglas, as it had been alſo of 
Mr. Sheldon, Brother to the Archbiſhop 
of the ſame Name, before him. 

2. Ampner's Barnes, an Eſtate of about 
an 100 Pounds a Year. given as the Name 
ſeems to imply in Alms full of Corn to 
the Poor; but ſince the Diſſolution of the 
Abbies, it is come into pri vate Hands, 
but whoſe we find not. | 
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An Houfe called the Porck-houſe, 
ſanding at the End of the Street go- 
ing out of the Town Weſtwards. It is 
built with Brick, and has a convenient 
Garden, where Mr. Abraham Cowley the 
renouned Poet retired and ended his 
Days, Aug. 3, 16673 but was 'remov d 
from hence, and bury'd in Weſtminfter 
Athy, near the Monument of Sir effery 
(Chaucer, in whoſe Grave Sir John Dc naam, 
his Friend and Admirer lies by him. 

4. A fair Houſe of Sir Nicholas Ca- 
reu's, Maſter of the Buck-haunds in King 
Charics Il's Days. It was built out of the 
Ruins of the great Abbey, of which no- 
thing then remained ſtand ing, but ſome of 
the Out-walls. In the Front of the Houſe 
are placed two old Eſcutcheons of Stone. 
Ragg Stones make a great Part of the 
old Wall, Here alſo lives Sir William 
Perkins in a fair Seat, : 

Weſtwardof this Town, on a ſteep Hill, 
Nood in the Times of Popery, a Chapel 
called S. Anne's Chapel; where, while 
the Abbots ruled here, was Maſs ſaid 
every Morning. It affords a Proſpect o- 
ver all Middleſex and Surrey, as far as 
Hertfordſhire and S. Albans, as alſo over 
Barkſhire, Buc kinghamſhire and Oxfordſhire, 
, as far as Windſor Caſtle, Hampſhire, &c. 
Near the Top of the Hill is a clear Spring, 
lined on the Sides with ſquare Stone, 
within a little of which is an huge 
Stone, compofed of Gravel and Sand, 
which the [nhabitants call the Devil's 
Stone, and believe it can't be removed, 


but think there is great "Treaſure un- 


derneath it. Sir John Denham in his Poem 
of Cooper's Hill, mentions this Hill, and 
the Chapel once ſtanding on it. 
On the Eaſt-Part of this Hill, is a 
Coppice called Monks Grove, wherein was 
a Spring much celebrated in Old Times 
for its Virtues, but was loſt for a long 
Time, being covered with Earth.. It was 
again diſcovered a few Years ago, and 


becauſe it was at firſt lined on the Sides 


with Stone, when it was again diſcove- 
red, it was known to be the ſame by 
one ſquare Stone which till remained 
in if, The Market of this Town was 
Sranted by King James I. and ſettled on

While the 
Abbey ftood, the Abbot had the Prosit 
of the Fairs, which were then but tway 
but King Janes I. added two Fairs more;

The Church ſtands about the Middle 
of the Town, and by ſome Stalls ſtill re- 


maining in the Chancel, there ſeems to 
have been anciently a Chauntry. In it 


are divers Monuments worth our No- 
tice, viz. for Mr. Lawrence «Thompſon, 
deſcended of the Thompſons of Northamps 
tonſhire, a moſt exquiſitely learned Man, 
skilled in twelve Tongues, and: publick

lent Divine, and well skilled in the Com- 
mon and Civil Law, and all other Scien- 
ces; 4 ſbarp Wit, a ſubtle Difputant; 
very Eloquent and Pious; a great Tra- 
veller, Writer, Oe.

Bey, a [mall Village, whoſe Manor 
is the Poſſeſſon of James Louen, Eſq; In 
it is a Spring near the Church, called 
S. Jun Baptift*s Well, the Water whereof is

_ warmer in Winter. Mr. Aubrey tells us, 
that on that Account he had the Curio- 
fity to try ie with Gals, which turn- 
ed it to a, Purple Colour. 
The Pariſh isa Rectory, and the Church 
is dedicated to St. John Baptift, which is 
the Reaſun, that the Well near it has the 
fame Name. There are no. Monuments 
of Note in it. | 
. Byfleet, or Byflet, the Lordſhip of Piers 
die Gaveſtan, the great Favourite of King 
Edward IL who immediately upon his 
Acceſſion to the Throne, contrary to his 
Father King Edward I's Command, heap- 
ed great Riches upon him, and among 
many other Things, gave him a Charter 
of Free Warren for this Manor. Theſe 
great Favours of the King ſo puffed him 
p with Pride, that he inſulted the No- 
pility, and ſo provoked them, that they 
entred into a Confederacy to deſtroy him, 
and at Length effected it, though the 
King protected him as long as he could. 
He was beheaded at a Place called Black- 
low near Warwick, and being charged with 
Treaſon, his great Eſtates fell to the 
Crown, but remained undiſpoſed -of *till 
King Edward III. by the Depoſition. of 
his Father, obtained the Throne. This 
King foon after his Acceſſion having crea- 
ed John of Elthaw his Brother, Earl of 
orm made a Grant to him of many 
Eſtates, Lordſhips, and Caſtles, and a- 
mong them of this Manor of Byflet, to 
xold in Tail General. He died without 
ife or Iffue, and ſo. his Eſtates: return - 
ed to the Crown. 

The old Manor-houſe of this Fown was 
pulled down at the Diſſolution of the 
Abbey of Newark juſt by; it ſtood be- 
tween the Abbey and the Mill of the

Monument in it, which is in the Chance 
for Mr. Thomas Tayler, Rector of this Pz. 
riſh, and a Prebendary of Lincoln, who 
died in the Year of our Lord 1480. 
Cobham, or Chabham, anciently called 
Chatham , from Chab, Chaffe, and Han x 
Dwelling, is a Village ſituate near a Ri- 
vulet, the Manor of which was Part of 
the Poſſeſſions of the Abbey of Chert/cy 
but at the Diſſolution was by the Poll. 
cy of Cromwell, the chief Inſtrument in 
that Work, purchaſed by K. Henry VIII. 
with ſome other Lands of which he made 
a Park. From this King it deſcended to 
kis Daughter Queen Mary, who ſold it to 
Dr. Nie holas Heath, Archbiſhop of Yark, 
for 3000 Pounds. He upon the Decciſe 
of Gardiner Biſhop of Wincheſter was made 
Lord Chancellor, in which Poſt he con- 
tinued, *till Queen, Mary died; but being 
a ſound Papiſt, as he left his See of Ver. 
cefter in King Edward VI's Reign, fo 
he relinquiſhed his Chancellorſhip and 
Archbiſhoprick, upon the aſcending of 
Queen Elizabeth to the Throne. Af- 
ter his Ceſion he lived at large ſome 
Years, ſometimes in one Place and ſome- 
times in another. But in the Year 1564 
went down to his Seat (the Manor-houſlc) 
at Cobham, where, (ſays Cambden in Vita 
Eliz.. ) he lived peaceably in Pious Ex. 
erciſes and Studies ſeveral Years, and 
though a deprived. Popiſh Biſhop, was ſo 


much in the Queen's Bon-graces, that ſhe 
wiſited him once a Year during his Liſe, 


believing his-miſtaken Piety ſincere. 

_ Biſhop Gvodwin in his Life calls this 
Manor Prediolum, i. e. a little Farm, 
which ſhall induce us to deſcribe it. 


Cobham is ſituate ag Miles from _—

While 
he lived here, he kept an Hoſpitable 
Houſe, and was Javed living, and la- 
mented dying, being a Perſon of great 
Moderation and admirable Integrity. He 
was bury'd in the Middle of the Chan- 
cel of this Church as we ſhall anon 
ſhew. | | We 

After his Death ſome few Montbs, one 
Mr. Thomas Heath, next Kinſman of the 
Archbiſhop, inherited this Manor, and 
had a Commiſſion granted him from the 
Prerogative Court of Canterbury to admi- 
niſter the Goods, Debts, and Chattels of 
the ſaid Nicholas Heath, ſometime Arch- 
biſhop of York, lately deceaſed How 
long Mr. Heath kept this Manor we know 
not, nor how it came into King James I's 
Hands again; but it appears, that that 
King granted this Eſtate to Sir Edward 
Zauch in Tail Male, with Remainder over 
to ſeveral others of the Family of Zouck 
in Tail Male, of which Limitation James 
Zouch, of Woking, Eſq ; was the laſt Heir 
Male, and as ſuch, Lord of this Manor, 
and Patron of the Vicarage. The Re- 
verſion of it to the Crown was in King 
Charles II's Days, granted in Truſt to 
the Ducheſs of Cleveland, and her Iſſue 
by him; but whether ſhe, or her Iſſue did 
ever inherit it, we find not. It is now, 
or late was, the Eſtate of Sir Francis Lee : 
At the Manor Houſe here, which ſtands 
in Cobham Park, there was a conſecrated 
Chapel in the Archbiſhop's Time, which 
he uſed to his Death. To this Manor 
there is in this Pariſh a petty ſubordinate 
Manor poſſeſſed by one Mr. Cox. 

In this Pariſh, on an Hill, is a pleaſant 
Seat, a neat Houſe built of Brick, belong- 
ing to Mr. Anthony Thomas, called Radi- 
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um by the Vulgar, but in odd 


comes from Rhedun, à Veleh Word, fg- 
nify ing a fearny Hill, which agrees weil 


to the Nature of the Place. From the 


Top of this Houſe is a large Proſp tt over 
all the Flat of Surrey, Middleſex, and 
ſeveral other Counties. The Air is 've- 
ry wholſome, being above the Fogs that 
riſe from the Meadows and Valleys. be- 
neath it. This Family of Thomas, as it 
hath been of long Continuance in this 
Place, ſo it is the moſt Noted and Gentile. 
It is a Vicarage, and hath an ill Cuſtory 
prejudicial to it uſed in the Pariſh, viz. 
That the Inhabitants pay no Tithe Hay, 
but a Com poſition only, of a Penny an 
Acre, which is called Mead Silver in lieu 
of it, which 'tis ſaid was at firſt ſettled 
in Conſideration of feeding the Abbot's 
Deer. E «6. 

In the Heath in this Pariſh (to let 
paſs for the future the Multitudes of 
Heaths and Commons in this Counts) } 
is a great Pond, called Gracious Pond, 
ſtocked with excellent Carp, above a Mile 
in Compaſs, which was made by Jolas 
Rutherwike Abbot of Chertſey in the Reign 
of King Edward III. It is now in the 
Poſſeſſion of Mr. Azthony Thomas, Here are 
alſo two great Ditches, ten Foot deep at 
leaſt, which extend croſs the Road, both 
at the Eaſt and Weſt End of the Town 
from one Part of the Encloſures to the 
other. They are imagined toe be made in 
ancient Times for the Defence of ſome 
Army, that lay here. Weſtward of the 
Town there is a Barrow, ſuch as was 
caſt over dead Commanders of Armies 
of old Time. Here is a ſmall Fair kept 
yearly upon Aſcention- Day.

.. | Egham, a Town ſituate upon the River 
Thames, juſt oppoſite to Stanes in Middle- 
ex. It was formerly Parcel of the De- 
meſnes of the Abbey of Chertſey, but one 


Part of it called Ankerwyke, was a Ma- 


nor belonging to the Abbey of Anker- 
avyhe in Buckinghamſhire. The Pariſh is 
divided into four Tithings, viz. Egham, 
Hythe, Enfield and Strode. The preſent 
Lord of it is Mr. Adrian Moor, an At- 
torney at Law, who hath his Reſidence 
here, and purchaſed it of Mrs. Thynne, 
Reli of John Thynne, E/q; who alſo 
owned the Impropriation, and was Patron 
of the Vicarage. The former of theſe is 
in the Hands of Sir William Scawen, and 
the next Preſentation of the Jatter was 
siven by Mr. Thynne, for the Benefit of 
ſome poor Relation, but the perpetual Ad- 
vowſon returns at his Death to Mr. Moor. 
This Town being a Thorough - fair 


from London into the Weſt hath feveral 


as fair Inns, as any Town upon that 
Road, and in the Pariſh Southwards, a 
Mile from the Town is a fair Brick 
Houſe called Great Foſters, where the 
Lord Chief Juſtice Fofter had his Coun- 
trey Seat, and left it to his Son and Heir 
Sir Thomas Foſter, Knt. who, or his Heirs, 
now enjoy it. It was formerly the Ha- 
bitation of the famous Sir John Denham, 
Knt. one of the Judges of the King's 
Bench, a Learned Writer of the Law. 
It has received feveral additional Im- 
provements from the Marqueſs of Vintore 
and Sir John Dodderige. The Houſe is ſo 
obſcured with Trees, that it affords the 
Traveller no Proſpect. In this Pariſh al- 
fo is Mi ton place late belonging to Adrian 
Moor, Eſq; and ShrubZ's Hill near Windſor 
Fark, in the high Weſlern Road, ſo infa- 
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mous for frequent Robberies, that 
Hundred has paid more 33 
in England upon that Account. 

In this Town is an Alms-houſe. yn 
the Gate of which is written in Ci. 
tals, DONUM DEI ET p 
1624. It was built and endowed by Ba. 
ron Denham, and Surveyor of the Works 
to King Charles II. It was erected for the 
Maintenance of five poor old Women of 
this Pariſh (one at leaſt, if not two of 
them being added at the Birth of his 
Son John) By his Will they were to 
have new | Gowns every Chriſtmas, and 
Stockings and Shoes of 14 4. Price twice 
a Year; Cloth for the Gowns 14 Groats 
a Yard, but the old Truſtees are all dead 
and the poor Women are ſo ill uſed by 
the new ones, that they are ready to 
ſtarve, and by the Foundation they muſt 
not receive any Relief from the Pariſh, 
It is a neat Alms-houſe built of Brick, 


and every Woman hath an Orchard to her 


ſelf alone. 

In this Pariſh Weſtward are Canon! 
Hill, ſo called becauſe Camomil grow; 
naturally on it, and Prunewell Hill (for- 
merly the Poſſeſſion of Sir John Denhan 
the Poet) where was a fine Tuft of Trees, 
a clear Spring, and a pleafant ProſpeR to 
the Eaſt, over the Level of Middliſex and 
Surrey. In this Place Sir John took much 
Delight, and was wont to ſay, he would 
there build a retiring Place to entertain 


nis Muſes; but the Civil Wars forced 


him to ſell it, and Cowper's Hill, which 
he has ſo highly celebrated in his Po- 
etry for its pleaſant and noble Proſpect 
On the Backſide of this Town North- 
wards lies Riumney Mead, (commonly 
called by our Hiſtorians Ranning Mead, and 
ſometimes Council Mead) where K. Join 
frighted with the numerous Army of his 
Barons, who met him there, found himfelf 
neceſſitated to grant them their utmolt 
Dckires, not only in confirming their Li 
berties by figning. the two Charters, 
viz. Charta de Magna, and Charta at

and Ralph Warwick, with ſeven Children, 
The Parſonage Houſe, commonly called 
the Place or Palace (which Name the 
Vulgar give commonly to the chief Houſe 
of a Town) was the Seat of Sir John Den- 
ham, and rebuilt by him. It is a very con- 
venient Habitation, but not great, yet 
pleaſantly and healthfully fituated, in 
which his Son Sir John the Poet took 
great Delight. It was late in the Poſ- 
eſhon of John Thynne, Eſq; but is now 
Sir William Scauen's. It is admirably well 
furniſhed with Variety of choice Paiht- 
ings, worthy the Sight of the Curious 
skilled that Way. On the Eaſt-fide of it. 
is a large Moat, and beyond it a Campain 
with a good Proſpect. In the Orchard, 


(which is well ſtored with choice Fruit- 
trees) is an eight-ſquare Summer-houſe, 
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raiſed on a” 
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Frim ey, or Frymley, à ſmall Village in 
the utmoſt Weiftryn Angle of this Hun- 
dred: It is a Tithing belonging to the 
Pariſh of Ae in Woking Hundred, and 
hath a Chapel of Eaſe belonging ta it 
for the Service of God. It is a diſtinct 
Manor in itſelf, and James Tichbourn,” 
Eſq; is Lord of it, and hath the Seat 
there. In this Tithing on Collingley Ridge 
is a very high Barrow about it is a large 
round Ditch, in which Water is common- 
ly found notwithſtanding it is an high 
Mountain; not far from it is a very 
great Pond called Fleet Pond.

The Chapel here is of the Flemiſh Man- 
ner of Building, i. e. a Mixture of Tim- 
ber and Brick ; it was conſecrated in the 
Beginning of the laſt Century, when we 
ſuppoſe it 'was rebuilt, for we find in 
the Church-yard a very old Ewe-tree from 
which it may be probably conjeQured; 
that the Ground was ſet apart to the 
ſame Uſe that now it is, and that there 
was a Church previous to this Chapel. In 
it there is a Vault for Mr. Tichburn's Fa- 
mily, and over it hang their Atchieve- 
ments, and in the Chancel are two Grave- 
ſtones for Mr. Richard Beard of Suſſex, and 
Margaret his Daughter.

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Man of good Senſe, and a large Ellate, 
yet unha pn abetting a Part of En- 
thuſtafis, who pretended te Prophecy, 
fo, embarrafyd” his Eflate by ſu 364 
them, that his Heirs were conſtrained 
Nell this Parfonage to Sir William Lewen, 
Knt. Lord Mayor of London, Anno 1718. 
who is, or late was, the Impropriator, of 
whom we ſhall ſpeak more hereafter. 
In this Place, Mr. Aubrey out of John 
Tayler the Water Poet gives us a long Ac-- 
count of 'an unnatural Murder committed. 
by John Rowſe, a Fiſhmonger of London 
by Trade, upon two of his own young. 
hildren. It ſeems he had gotten a com- 
petent Eſtate in this Town, and leav- 
ing off his Trade, lived with his Wife, 
and two Children comfortably upon it 
awhile, being in good Reputation with 
his Neighbours; but happening to en- 
tertain in their Service a lewd Woman, 
he grew ina little Time ſo familiar with 
her, that his Wife, as ſoon as ſhe diſco- 
vered it, fell into ſuch DiſſatisſaQion: 
that ſhe died. He now had his full Ufe 
of his wicked Wench, but not content 
without a Wife, married again a fuitable 


Woman, who not being able to bear a Ri- 


val, lived ſo uneaſy with him, that he 
abandoned her Company, and living in- 
Lewdneſs, Drunkenneſs, and all Man- 
ner of Extravagancies, run himſelf ſo 
much in Debt, that he dare not ſhew 
his Head, and ſo went firſt into 1re- 
land, and then into Holland, having 'firſt: 
put his Eſtate into the Hands of a 
truſty Friend, (as he thought) to ſecure 
it againſt his Creditors, and to that End, 
ſealed and. ſigned Conveyances, and all 
Writings, as if he had really ſold it, 
his Friend promiſing that no Writings 
ſhould be the leaſt Prejudice to him. 
Being returned from Hollard, (where 
he was very uneaſy): he went to his 
Friend for his Writings, but was as flat- 
ly deny'd. them as if his Lands had been 
really bought, which caſt him into ſuch: 
a Fit of Madneſs'and Melancholy, that 
he knew not what to do; but at length 
returning home to his Wife and Children, 
which he foreſaw muſt go begg ing, he 


contrived in his Wiſe's Abſence to put 


tbem- 
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them to Death, and accordingly. effected 
it, He might have eſcaped eaſily, but 
would not, and therefore being carried be- 
fore a Juſtice,,. was impriſoned upon his

Mutton, though ſmall. The Soil is whi- 
tiſh, of a kind of Chalk mixed with 
Flints and Sand, Juni pers flowriſh well 
there. The Manor of this Town (fo far 
as we can. trace it) was anciently the 
Eſtate of Gilbert Earl of Clare, who gave 
it in Portion with his Daughter Mabel 
to Roger de Moubray, who with the Con- 
ſent of his Wife, gave the whole Tithes 
to the Priory of St. Mary Overees in 
Southwark. The Manor ſtill remained 
in the Mowbray's Family, but was about 
the Reign of King John, or his Son King 
Henry III. alienated: to that great Man, 
Hubert de Burgh Earl of Kent, who died 
at his Seat here, 27 Hen.

Sir Fokn Leake one of the greateſt Sea 


Ofcers that this Ifland ever produced 
had his Reſidenee and Country Seat here. 
He was eminent for many ſignal Services 
done for his Country in the late Wars with 
France, viz. 1. He relieved Londonderry 
in Ireland, when 'twas brought to the 
greateſt Extremities by King James II. 
2. He ſignalized himſelf againft the French 
at the Battles of Bantry and la Hogue. 3. 
He defiroyed the Settlements of the French 
in Newfound Land, for which he was 
knighted, and made a Flag-Officer. 4. He

Noneſuch, formerly called Cuddington, 
*till King Henry VIII. built himſelf a 
Palace there to retire a little from pub- 
lick Buſineſs, and take his Pleaſure and 
Diverſion, it being in a very wholeſome 
Air. It was fo magnificent and beauti- 
Ful that it eclipſed all the neighbour- 
ing Buildings, and arrived at the higheſt 
Pitch of Oftentation; ſo that one would 
think that the whole Art of Architecture 
was crouded into this ſingle Edifice. 
So many Images to the Life were upon 
all Sides of it, ſo many Wonders of 
Workmanſhip, that it might vie with 
the moſt curious Remains of Roman An- 
tiquity, which was the Reaſon it had the 
Name of, Nulla eju/modi, or Noneſuch, 
which Lelard has prettily expreſſed in two 
Latin Verſes thus: „ af 

Hanc, quia non habeant fimilem” laudare 

Britanus ME | 
Sæpe ſolent; Nullique parem, cognomi 
dicunt. „

This Houſe the Britons praiſe much above

And tlerefore rightly do it Noneſuch call, 
This Royal Palace, when in its Prime, 
was ſo ſurrounded with Parks ſull of Deer, 
delicate 
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delicate Orchards and Gardens, Groves 


adorned with Arbours, little Borders and 
Beds, and Walks ſhaded with Trees, that 
Pleaſme and Health might juſtly ſeem 
to have made Choice of this place to 
dwell together; but it continued not 
long in the Poſſeſſion of the Crown, for 
Queen Mary I. exchanged it with Henry 
Htz- alan, Earl of Arundel for other E- 
ſlates. He made ſeveral Additions to the 
Euildings, and particularly enlarged it 
with a well-ſurniſhed Library, and other 
new Works, all which at his Death he 
leſt to George Lord Lumley, Lord of this 
Manor, and that of Cheame, who had mar- 
ry'd his eldett Daughter and Coheir Joan. 
He was a Perſon whoſe whole Life was 
anſwerable to-his high Station. He left 
this fine Seat to his Poſterity, but they all 
dying Childleſs it reverted to the Crown, 
in which it was in the Reign of King 
Charles I. but every thing belonging to 
that unhappy Prince being abuſed and de- 
ſtroyed, as well as his Perſon, by the Po- 
pulace, then in Rebellion againſt him; 
"this noble and curious Struture, was fo 
entirely de moliſhed, that there is now 
hardly one Stone remaining upon another. 
The Reverend Mr. Lumley Lloyd, an emi- 
nent Floriſt, and now Miniſter of Covent- 
Garden, is preſent Lord of this Manor, 
having not long ſince recovered his Right 
to the great Tithes of this Place, and 
Worcefter Park, as Impropriator and Heir 
to John Lord Lumley, above mentioned. 
Sanderſted, the Lordſhip of the Family 
of At woods in the Beginning of the 6th 
Century, as it now is, or late was. Of 
this Family was Herman Atwood, who 
was a fingular Benefactor to this Church, 
and ſome other of which he was Patron, 
tby building Houſes for the Incumbents, 
and reſtoring the impropiated Tithes.

Moodcote, or Woodcote Warren , now a

1. A very conſiderable Piece of Anti- 
quity, the famous Roman Way called, Stone- 
Street, which in this County is viſible in 
ſeveral Parts of it. It begins in this Town, 
and paſſeth through the Churchyard, as 
it appears in digging the Graves. Be- 
tween this Place and Stanſted it is again 
diſcovered among the Hills in making 
of Ditches : Afterwards in the Pariſh of 
Okeley, or Ockley, (which in Winter is ex- 
treamly wet) it is very plainly traced, 
lying clearly to be ſeen in the ploughed 
Fields. in a Farm called Monks, about 
two Miles from thence South. By what 
is already known of it, it appears to be 
made of Flints and Pebbles, of which, 
becauſe there are none nearer than ſeven 


* 
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the Beeches of Suſſex, the common Peo 
ſay, The Devil made the Cauſe way, and 
brought the Materials from thence ; for 
indeed it is a prodigious Work, being ten 
Yards broad in ſome Places, and ſeven 
in moſt, a Vard and an half deep in Stones, 
and twe-Miles and an half, or three Miles 
long. Thomas, Earl of Arundel and Sur- 
rey, had a little before the Civil Wars 
made ſome Attempts towards a full'Dif- 
covery of its Remains, by tracing it from 
Arundel, through all the deep Country 
of Suſſex 3 but the Wars coming on, ſtop- 
ped his Progrefs, or we' had had as full 
an Account as could be given of it he- 
fore this Time long. nt 
2. Three Caſtles, viz. Benham, Eutont, 
and Betchworth Caſtles,” of. the Former is 
no more remaining (the Fortreſs itſelf 
being demoliſhed by the Danes before the 
Conqueſt) than the Name in a Meadow, 
called Benham - Caſtle Mead, and à large

Ditch, which is ſuppoſed to have en- 


compaſſed it; the other is ſuppoſed to 
have ſtood in one of the ſhady Coppices 
of this Place, called Black Haws, and is ſaid 
to have belonged to the Eutons, It was 
demoliſhed at the ſame Time as the for- 
mer was, and there are now no other 
Footſteps of it, but the Moat and ſome 
few Bricks. Betchworth Caſtle is ſituate 

leaſantly on a Knoll not far from the 

oot of Boxley Hill. The Word Betck in 
Welch, ſignifies a riſing Ground or Ridge, 
which agrees well with the Pofition of 
this Caſtle. In 1316 John Earl of Warren 
was 'Lord of the Manor, and 'had the 
Caſtle, which he granted to King Ed- 
ward II. with his other Eſtates, as is 
above ſhewed. About forty-five Years 
after Roger Huſe is found to be ſeized of 
this Manor, at his Death, 3 E4w. 3. and 
about fifty five Years after this, Thomas 
Fitz-Alan, Earl of Arundel died pofſ-ffed 
of it.

_ Wotton, or as it is written in ancient 
Records, Wodeton, ſo called from the great 
Quantity of Wood growing in and about 
it, 7. e. the Mood - ton. The Manor of 
this Town belonged in King Henry IIl's 
Reign to Ralph de Camois, Senior, who 
died ſeized of it in the 43d Year of 
that Reign. How it was alienated from 
that Family we can't diſcover, but find 
by a Charter of the 30 Edu. 1. that it 
was then in the Poſſeſſion of William de 
Latimer, to whom there was a Grant then 
made for two Fairs to be kept here, one 
on the Eve, Day, and Morrow of S. Fe- 
ter and S. Paul, June 29; and the other 
on the 24th, 25th, and 26th Days of De- 
cember yearly. His Son and Grandſon 
inherited this Lordſhip after him, both 
named Williams, but of the farther De- 


ſcent of it we have no Account elder 


than this, that George Evelyn, Eſq; pur- 
chaſed it of one Owen in Queen Eliza. 
beth's Reign, He had many Sons and 


keep up the Grave many Years at their Daughters, but left this Eſtate to Richard 


oon Coſt. This Cuſtom'is the more re- 
makable, becauſe it was uſed both by the 
Creeks-and Romans, who, as Anacreon and 
. Ovid ſeem to teſtify, thought Roſes, ei- 
ther planted or ſtrewed upon the Graves 
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the youngeſt, who increaſed it very much 
by his Marriage with Eleanor Stanfield an 
Heireſs, and his own good Management. 
He died in 1640, and was ſucceeded in 
this Seat and Eſtate by his Son _ 

who 
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by the Directions of Captain George 
Mt be and his Brother John made a new 
Garden, and adorned it with ſeveral Foun- 
tains. He lived hoſpitably, and was ſe- 


veral Times Knight of the Shire for Sur- 


rey, but leaving nv Iſſue Male, gave the 
greateſt Part of his Eſtate" to his Brother 
John He being in his Travels through 
Holland, Flanders, France and Italy, mar- 
ried at Paris, Mary the Daughter and 
Heir of Sir Richard Brown, Kant. and 
Bart. then a Reſident in the Court of 
France, for King' Charles IT. He ſettled 
at Say's Court in Deptford, his Father-in- 


Law's Seat, and much improved it by 


his Skill in Gardening and Planting. 
He was much employ'd in divers State- 
Offices aſter the Refloration, and being a 
great Lover and Encourager of Archi- 
teQure, Painting, Graving, and Garden- 
ing, publiſhed divers Books upon thoſe 
Subjects. He was one of the firſt Fel- 
lows of the Royal Society, to which he 
was a ſingular BenefaQor in giving the 
Tables of the Veins and Arteries, which 
he brought from Padua, and procuring 
them the Arundel Library, by his Inte- 
reſt with the Duke of Norfolk, the Heir 
of the Earl of Arundel. He alſo obtained 
of his Grace for the Univerſity of Oxford 
the famous Marbles, for which Service 
he had the Thanks of the Univerſity ; 
had a Copy of Dr. Prideaux's Deſcription 
of them given him, and was made a Doc- 
tor of Law at the Opening of the Theatre. 
His Son John Evelyn, who was a Perſon 
of great Parts and Learning, Witneſs his 
Tranſlation of Alexander's Liſe in Plu- 
rarch, Wc. died before him; and ſo having 
lived 86 Years, he was ſucceeded in his 
Eſtates here and at Deptford'by his Grand- 
fon John Evelyn, Eſq; who was created a 
Baronet, July 30, 1713. He has made 
ſome Alterations and Additions to his 
Family Seat here, the Chief of which 
is a Library 45 Feet long, and 14 broad, 
which he has furniſhed with the Books 
collected by bis Grandfather, Father, 
_ himſelf, which are no ſmall Num-

In this Pariſh is a Thing remarkable, 
though but little taken Notice of by 
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Writers, becauſe it lies out of any Road 
and that is Lith-Hill,” which' from” this 
Village riſes almoſt inſenſibly for two or 
three Miles Southward, and then hath 4 
clivity of about eight Miles, almoſt as 
far as Horſham in Suſſex. From the Top 
of it one may fee in u clear Day the 
whole County of er even down to

In the Opening of the Ground of this

Labourers found the Skeleton of a Man 
which was nine Feet and three Inches 
Jong, as Mr. Evelyn had it atteſted by an 
underſtanding Man then preſent (ſeveral 
being Eye-Witneſſes to it) who accurate- 


ly meaſured it and marked the Length 


on a Pole. It was diſcovered lying at its 
full Length between two Boards of a 
Coffin, and meaſured immediately before 


the Bones were diſturbed, for when they 


attempted to take it up to remove it, it 
fell to pieces; whereupon Mr. Evelyn 
finding that it could not be preſerved 
entire, cauſed it to be carefully buried 
near the Vault.

The Living is a Parſonage or Rectory, 
ſettled by a Deed enrolled in Chancery, 
Aug. 16, 1714, upon Wadkham College in 
Oxford, for ever, by Mr. John Latton. 
The Church, which is ſeated upon the 
Hill, is a low and mean Building. In 
the Steeple is a Bell, brought from S.

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This Hundred is very ſmall,” and lies 
on the utmoſt Borders of the: Count 

Weſtward, being bounded. on the E 

and South by the Hundred of Godats 
ming, on the Weſt by Hampſſure, and on 
the North by the Hundred of Woking, 
The Fee of it is in the Crown, and th 
Government in the Sheriff and his Of. 
ficers. The chief Town is 
. Farnham, or Feornham, and Fernhan, 
and has ſo been for many Ages, becatiſe 
it gives Name to the Hundred, It 
probable it took its Name at firſt from 
the Plant Fern, which then grew about 


it in great Quantities. The Town is off 


no very large Extent, but is ſituate in 
an healthful Soil and pleaſant Country, 
by the Banks of the River Lodden, not 
far from its Riſe. It was given by Ethel- 
bald King of the Veſt avons to the Biſhop 
and Congregat ion of Winckefter. About this 
Place it was that K. Alfred put a Stop 
to the Progreſs of the plundering Danes, 
whom, with a very ſmall Number, he de- 
ſtroy'd or put to flight, Anno 893. After- 
ward, when K.Stephen had given Licenceto 
all that ſided with him againſt Maud the 
Empreſs to build Caſtles upon their De- 
meſnes, Henry of Blois his Brother being 
then Biſhop of Wincheſter, built a Caſtle 


upon the Hill that hangs over this Town, 


which. proving in after Reigns to be an 
Harbour of ſeditious Male-contents, was 
demoliſhed by King Henry III. againſt 
whoſe Father King Jon, Lewis the Dau- 
Phine, and the rebellious Barons, who join- 


ed with him, had held it; but ſome Ages 


after, the Biſhops of Mincheſt r, hoſe now 
it is, rebuilt it; but it hioing met with 


divers Misfortues of late, is but a ruinous 


Building. In the Vear 1642 John Den- 
ham of Egham, Efq; being then High She- 


riff of this County, ſecured it for King 
Charles I. but was ſoon d ſpoſſeſſed of it 


by Sir Villiam Waller, who gariſoned it 
for the Parliament. It was much da- 


maged by this Siege, and vas ſo left when 


King Charles II. vas reſtored. Biſhop! 
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185 found it in that bad Condition, 


when, he came to the See, af Wincheſter, 
and in ſome Meaſure repaired it; but not 
regarding the Rules of good Architecture, 
Jeft it neither ſtrong nor handſome. 
The Market here was anciently kept 
upon Sundayt z but in the Reign of King 
Jolm it was removed to Thurſday, as it is 
now kept weekly, and made over by that

Near this Town is a Seat called Moor 
Park, a pleaſant Retirement belonging to 
the Family of Temple, where Sir William 
Temple, Bart. died towards the End of 
the Year 1700, and (which caufed a Sur- 
prize in moſt, and a Wonder in ſome) 
ordered by his Wilt that his Heart ſhould 
be buried in a Silver Box under the Sun- 
dial in his Garden, over againſt a Window 
from whence he uſed to contemplate and 
admire the Works of God, after he had 
retired from worldly Bufineſs, in which 
he with great Wiſdom and Goodneſs acted 
the Part of a great Stateſman, ſubtle Po- 
litician, and great Scholar, as the Works 
printed at London in 1714, under the Ti. 
tle of Memoirs of his Negociations, and 
Life, will abundantly prove. -

| m_ 2 it is advanced to 200 l. a Year 
at leaſt, beſides the Benefact ions given by 


a perſons, among whom Mr. Henry 
— common y calld Dog Smith, is the 
principal, for he gave 1000 J. to this 
Town, to purchaſe 30 J. per Annum in 
Land, which was accordingly perform'd 
by the Truſtees of his Will. 

Near this Town, there are Hops grows 
ing yearly in as plentiful a Manner as 
in any Parts of England, if not more. 
They were brought hither firſt out of 
Suffolk, and being once planted, and thro ve 
ſo much in a few Years, that the Inha- 
bitants have been encouraged to plant 
larger Quantities yearly z inſomuch, that 
now about this Town are no leſs than 
200 Acres of Hop-Gardening, from which 
the People have reaped ſo. great Profit, 
that whereas it was a great Cloathing 
Town formerly, there is not now one 
Cloathier in it, Hop-trade having crowd- 
ed the Cloathing out of the Town; which 
may be one great Reaſon of the increaſe 
of the Poor; for as that Trade emp. ys 
Multitudes of Hands, where it flourithes, 
in Spinning, Weaving, Combing, Oe. 
fo it it be diminiſh'd, or wholly baniſh'd, 
it leaves many Poor upon the Pariſhes 
and Towns which are ſo unfortunate. 

The Living here is a Vicarage, in the 
Gift of the Biſhop of Vincheſter, who hath 
the impropriate ReQory, which was for- 
merly appropriated to the Abby of Va- 
verley, to which the Church here was then 
but a Chapel of Eaſe. It is rated indeed 
high in the King's Books, but ſeems to be 
really but of a ſmall Revenue by the 
Augmentation, which Dr. George Morley, 
late Biſhop of Wincheſter, made to it by 
his Will, proved July 26, 1684, wherein 
he gave Twenty Pounds per Annum to the 
Vicars for ever, to be paid every half 
Year upon theſe Conditions: 1. That the 
Vicar ſhall be always Refident, and not 
accept of a Diſpenſation to the contrary, 


2. That he, or his Curate, read Prayers 


according to the Liturgy of the Church 
of England every Day in the Week, both 
Morning and Evening, at convenient 


Hours, 3. That he, or his Curate, ſhall 
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Catechize the Children and Servants of 


the Pariſh every Sunday. The ſame Aug- 
mentation was made by this pious Pre- 


late to the two Pariſhes of the Town of 


Guilford after they ſhall be united (as he 
hoped they would ſhortly be) upon the 
ſame Conditions, R | 

In the Church and Chancel of this 
Place are divers Monuments, ſome of thera 
ancient, as for Harry Horneby, and Alice 
his Wife; Robert Quinby, Gent.

Place; Sir George Vernon, Knt. Elizabetk 
late Wife of James Afton, Gent. and 
Daughter of Sir George Vernon; Walter 
Vernon, Gent. and his two-Sons Walter and 
Henry; William Piggot, Gent. and Anne 
his Wife; John Byworth of Kent; Capt. 
William Lampard, with Dulcibella his Wiſe, 
his three Sons, William, Charles, and Tho- 
mas, and Mary his youngeſt Daughter ; 
Elixabeth, the late Wife of Mr. Thomas 
Roffey, Citizen, and Daughter of Capt. 
William 7 — and Eliza- 
beth his Wife; James Marſon, Lockſmith, 
who gave 208. a Year to the Poor, to be 
diſtributed to them in Bread upon S. Mar- 
thias's Day, Feb. 24, yearly ; and Kobert 
Mar ſon of the ſame Trade, who gave the 
faid Sum to be given yearly as his Bro- 
ther's; John Lavender, Gent. Robert Bick. 
nell, Gent. and Suſanna his Wife; Sibilla, 
late Wife of Francis Fay, Eſq; Richard 
White z Heſter the Daughter of Richard 
Burbridge of Maiden-Newton in Dorſet- 
fire, and Couſin to Peter Biſhop of Vin- 
cheſter; and William Iſles, Gentleman to 
Dr. G. Morley, Biſhop of Wincheſter. 

Mr. Samuel Stileman, Miniſter of this 
Place, was a Perſon zealous for Morality 
as well as Piety,, of which he gave this 
Inſtance : A Gentleman in his Neighbour- 
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Hood (while he held this Living) return- 
ing from a Drinking Bout, fell from his 
Horſe and broke his Neck; which fad Ac- 
cident Mr. Stileman thought might be a 
Warning to others to avoid Drinking ex- 
ceſſively, and to that End took Occafion 
to preach againſt Drunkenneſs the next 
Sunday with ſome Sharpneſs. Several 
Gentlemen took Offence at his Sermon, 
and a Juſtice of Peace ſoon after came in. 
to his Church, and as he was going to 
preach, commanded him in the King's 
Name to come down, which for Peace- 
ſake he did at that Time; but till went 
on in his Office, till he was filenc'd ; and 
the ſame Juſtice came again another Sun- 
day, and commanding him as before to 
come down, he went up into the Pulpit 
and thruſt him down, becauſe Mr. Stile- 
man refus d, and Nobody elſe would pull 
him down. Mr. Stileman, by the Ad ve 
of Friends, ſued the Juſtice, and recover'd 
confiderable Damages. 4 
This Town is further memorable, by 
giving Name and Birth to Nicholas de 
Fernham, or Filiceto. He was bred a Phy- 
fician in Oxford, and becauſe the Engliſh 
ſcarce value a Phyſician unleſs he Tra- 
vels, as they imagine, to pick up more 
Knowledge and Experience, he went firſt 
to Paris, where he gain'd the Name of 
Famous Anglicus for his great Skill in that 
Science; hence he remov'd to Bononia, 
and tarry'd there ſome Years before he re- 
turn'd Home, where his Fame ſoon grew 
ſo great, that he became Phyſician to King 
Henry III. whoſe Health and Vivacity 
was imputed to his Care. The King won- 
derfully pleas'd with him, conferr'd on 
Him many Gifts, and at length made him 
Biſhop of Cheſter, (and no Wonder) for 
He was a general Scholar, and as great a 
Divine as a Phyſician, From Cheſter he 
was remov'd to Durham, where having 
late nine Years, he ſurrender'd it, and 


Having reſerv'd to himſelf three Manors 


for his Maintenance for Life, betook him- 
ſelf to a private contemplative Life, and 
dy'd in 1257. He wrote ſeveral Books 
about the Practice of Phyſick and Nature 
of Herbs, much eſteem'd in that Age.

Peterſham, a ſmall Village, but ap- 
pears from Records to be more ancient 
than King fton. The Manor belongs to the 
Crown, and was anciently a privileg'd 
Place, as is manifeſted by ſome Records 
in the Tower of London, which ſhews, 
that no Man could be arreſted here, nor 
could any Perſon, who was arreſted in an- 
other Place, be brought through this; 
but thro' long Neglect this Privilege is 
loſt, There is ſaid to have been a religi- 
ous Houſe here behind the Church, a lit- 
tle Northward, but there are now no Foot- 
ſteps of it to be found.

Richmond, anciently call'd Shene or Shine, 
from the Beauty of it. It was a Seat of 
our Kings, and for the wholeſomeneſs of 
the Air, was chiefly made Uſe of as a 
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Smith's Charity to-this Village is-1. 10 5, 
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Nurſery, for our Princes and Princefles 
when they were Children. In this Pa- 
lace it was, that King Eduard III. dy'd 
of Grief for the Loſs of his warlike Son, 
Edward, firnam'd The Black Prince, the 
Darling of his Affections, and Terror of 
his Enemies. Here alſo dy'd the. beauti- 
ful Anne, the entirely beloved Queen of 
King Richard II. Daughter of the Empe- 


ror Charles IV. and Siſter to Wenciſlaus - 


King of Bokemia, and afterwards Emperor. 
Her Death wrought ſo immoderately up- 
on the King, that for Grief he cauſed the 
Palace to be demoliſh'd, and laid level 
with the Ground, but King Henry V. in 
ſome Meaſure reſtor'd it, by erecting ſe- 


veral new Buildings, and on the North- 
Part of the Palace in the adjoining Vil- 


lage founded a Monaſtery of Carthuſians, 
which he call'd Bethlehem. About the 


Year 1500, in the Reign of K. Henry VII, 


this Royal Seat was quite deſtroyed by an 
accidental Fire; but ſoon after, like a Phae- 
nix, ſprung out of its own Aſhes with 
greater Beauty, by the Care and at the 
Expence of the ſame King, who cauſed 
it to be rebuilt after the moſt exquiſite 
Way of Architecture of that Age, and 
gave it the Name of Richmond from that 
Country, of which he had been Earl 
when he was a private Perſon. He had 
ſcarce compleated his Work here, but he 
dy'd, and left his Throne to King Hen- 
ry VIII, Here alſo it was that Queen 
Elizabeth, ninety Years after, reſign'd 
her magnanimous Soul to the Almighty. 

Other Things memorable of this Place 


are, (f.) A delightful Park belonging to 


the King, incloſed chiefly for the Diver- 
ſion of Hunting; adjoyning to which 
ſtands Ham and Peter/ham abovemaention'd. 
(2.) Thar the Tide of the Thames riſes as 
far as this Place, about 60 Italian Miles 
from the Mouth, which, *tis ſaid, it 
doth not in any other River in Europe. 
(3.) An Alms-houſe built: upon the Hilt 
above the Town by Dr. Brian Duppa, Bi- 
ſhop of Wincheſter, in the Performance of 


a Vow made in the Time of his Majeſty 
King Charles I's Exile, as is mention'd 


in the Inſcription over the Gate. It is 


intended for the Suſtentation of ten poor 
| Widoxs, 
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"Widows, who are allow'd five Groats a 
Week a-piece, 20 f. yearly to buy Coals, 
and a Gown once in two Years. The Mi- 
nifter and Churchwardens of the Pariſh 
are the Overſeers of it; and that they 
may depend entirely upon his Charity 
and their own Labour, they are not al- 
low'd to have any Help from the Pariſh, 
and fo live in a poor Condition. A ſorry 
Way (faith our Author) of performing 
Vows! But this Cenſure might have been 
ſpared, if the ſolid Piety of the Biſhop 
had been conſider d, together with his 
great Sufferings, and the Time when theſe 
Alms-houſes were erected, viz. when he 
was newly made Biſhop, had Firſl Fruits 
to pay, and a Palace to repair to make it 
fit for his Dwelling ; and beſides theſe 
Things, even common Prudence as well 
as Goodneſs inſtructs us, not to ſuſtain 
the Poor otherwiſe than as Poor, in all 

fible Abſtinence and Temperance ſui- 
table to their Condition, which doubt» 
leſs were the Biſhop's Thoughts, or if he 
could have ſpared more, he would have. 
given more. „

Steresburgh was Lord: He was a great 
Stateſman in his Time, and was not only 
an Embaſſador to Rome and France, but 
Admiral of the King's Navy, and-in the 
Wars of France attended the Black Prince 
at the Battle of Poictiers, in which the 
Engliſh obtain'd ſo glorious a ViRQory, 
30 Edw. 3. The War with France fill 
continuing, he was again ſent thither, 
and 35 Edu. 3. dy'd of the Plague there, 
Oftob. 5. being ſeiz'd of this Manor, and 
divers other Eſtates. His Lady Joan, the 
Daughter of Sir Maurice Berkley, ſur- 
vived him, and had this Lordſhip and 
ſome others appointed her for her Dowry, 
which at her Death, which happen'd 
Anno 1369, deſcended to her Son Reginald 
Lord Cobham, being then juſt of Age. He 
enjoy*d. it above 30 Years, and dy'd 

en. 4. 1402, and left it to his Son Re- 
ginald, and his Poſterity. The Family of 


the Hoskins are now Lords of this Manor, 
but intermediate Lords from the Lords 
— to them we have no Information 

The Living here is a ReQory, in the 
Patronage of Mr. Hoskins, Lord of the 
Manor. 


The Church, which hath an 
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handſome Spire, ſtands at ſome Diſtance 


from the Town, and hath in it theſe Mo- 


numents. (1.) Ancient, for John Fuge 
Rector of this Church, and Joan Ha 1 
den. (2.) Modern, for John Hoskins, ath 
Son of Sir Thomas Hoskins, Knt. Thomas 
Hoskins 2d Son of the ſame Knight, of 
whom it is remark'd upon the Grave- 
Stone, that the laſt Words he ſaid were, 
And lead us not into Temptation, but deli- 
ver us from Evil; and Thomas his 5th Son, 
born after the Death of the former Tho- 
mas; Joan the firſt Wiſe of Ralph Rand, 
ReQtor of this Church, and Mary his 2d

Alderſey, Haberdaſher, of Landon; Do- 
rothy Lady Capel, but Wife firſt to Sir The- 
mas Hoskins, Knt. and afterward to.

Church of S. Peter at Wingfield, then by 
him newly founded, and the Prieſts there- 
of, and their Succeſſors for ever. The 
Manor however and Caſtle continued ſe- 
veral Succeſſions in the Family of Cobham, 
*till Thomas, the laft Lord Cobham, leav- 
ing only one Daughter . and Heir Anne, 
who marry'd to Edward Burgh, a Perſon 
deſcended front the Piercy's Earls of Athol, 
and thereby tranflated this Lordſhip and 
Eſtate to his Family, whoſe Son Thomas 
rejided at this Cattle, and was created by 
King Henry VII. Reg. 3. Baron Burgh. 
His Poſterity.Wi/liam, and Thomas, who was 
Governor of Briel, and a great Encoura- 
ger of Learning, enjoy'd it in Queen E-

This geperous and worthy Family of 
the Atuaods have been fingular Bene- 
factors to the Church and Clergy, and 
rticujarly to this Vicarage, and Chet. 
= the Chapelry thereunto belonging. 
For Mr. Herman Atwood in the Year 1655, 
confidering the ſmall Revenues and an- 
nual Profits of this Vicarage, did then 
by his Deed freely ſettle and convey all 
Manner of Tythes of Corn and Grain 
whatſoever of all the Lands and Tene. 
ments lying and being in Warlingham and 
Chel/ham, or either of them, heretofore be. 
longing to the Impropriate Rettories of 
both, together with an Annuity of 10 /. 
to be iſſued out of the Manor of Warling- 
ham in Satisfaction for the Tythes there- 
of, G in the Settlement; as alſo 
10 1, a V ear out of the Manor of Chel/ham- 
Court, upon the Account of the like Ex- 
cept ion, upon certain Truſtees, for the 
Benefit of the Vicar of the Church, and 
Curate of the Chapelry, and their Suc- 
ceſſors for ever. 
The Parfonage-Houſe was rebuilt by 
Mr. Atwood in 1674, and on the Com- 
mon near it there ſtands an Alms. houſe, 
built by the Family of Atwoods, for the 
Maintenance of four aged Widows, or 
Widowers, with 207. a Year, which is 
paid them every Month, and the Houſe 
is kept in Repair by the Heirs of the 
fame Family. The Middle Part of it is 
appointed for a Dwelling of the Curate, 
who is to teach the poor Children of the 
Pariſh, and read Prayers in the Liturgy 
of the Church of England. as often as the 
Vicar or his Truſtees think fit.

- The pleaſant Situation of this Place in- 
vited many of our Kings, while they had 
a Palace here, to paſs the Feſtival Times 
- in. Jollity and Feaſting at it, viz. King 
Henry II. Anno 1187, Keg. 33. kept his 
Chriſtmas in this Place, ſoon after which 
Cardinal Oftovianus and Hugh Novant came 
to him, as Legates from Pope Urban to 
crown John the King's Son King of Ireland; 
alſo in the Year 1201, King John kept his 
Chriſtmas in his Palace here; and that his 
Court might appear with the greater 
Splendor, gave his Attendants and Ser- 
vants many fine Suits of Aparel and Li- 
veries; which, when the Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury endeavour'd to equal, if not 
outvie, the King was much diſpleaſed 
with him, though he concealed it for.the 
preſent; alſo in the Year 1339, King Ed- 
award III. held his Chriſtmas here, and 
within the Octa ves of the ſame Feaſt ſent 
the Earls of Salisbury, Glouceſter, Darby 
and Angus, with the Lords Piercy, Newill 
and Stafford, to beſiege the Caſtle of Dun- 
Sar, but with no Succeſs. | 

. Amo 1258, 42 Hen. 3. John Fitz.-Fokn 
Fitz. Feffery, a great Man in his Time, 
and much in Favour with his Prince, hap- 
pened to die near this Towns which when 
the King, who was then at St. Albans, 
heard, he cauſed Maſs to be celebrated 
for his Soul by the whole Convent there, 
and forthwith ſent his Precept to his 
Treaſurer John de Crakhill, to provide a 
Cloth of Gold to lay over his Corps, 
when it was carry'd through London. 

Anno 1267, 51 Hen. 3. William Aguillon, 
who was high Sheriff that Year for the 

Counties of Surrey and Suſſex, was made 
made Governor. of the Caſtle here. 
In 1491, William, Marqueſs of Berkley, 
Had the fourth Part of the Moicty of the 
Toll of this Town at his Death, which 
with many other Eſtates and Manors, he 
left (having firſt for ſome Diſtaſte againſt 
his Brother Maurice, who was his right 
Heir) the greateft Part of them to his So- 
vereign K. Henry VII. and the reſt to Thomas

Part of his Lands to Richard Willoughby,

, TheTown is governed by a Corporation, 
conſiſting of a Mayor, Aldermen, Re- 
corder, and other inferior Officers, as is 
uſual in ſuch Bodies. It hath the Pri- 
vilege of ſending two Burgeſſes to Par- 
liament, and hath enjoy'd it from the 
Original of that Conſtitution, 26 Edu. 1. 
The Market, though furniſhed with all 
Neceſſaries for Life almoſt, yet is chiefly 
famous for Corn: It is kept weekly on 
Saturdays, and the Fairs three Times a 
Year, viz. on Good Friday, St. George's 
Day, April 23, and 8. Martin's Day, 
Now. 11. This Town has always been 
famous for good Inns, and excellent Ac- 
commodations for Paſſengers, ' the belt 
perhaps in England, the Red Lion par- 
ticularly (as *tis ſaid) cam make 50 Beds, 
and White Hart, though it be not quite 
ſo.big, hath more noble Rooms, The 
Aſſizes for this County are often kept 
there. The Manufacture of this Place 
was formerly the Cloathing-Trade, by 
which many conſiderable Eftates, as well

Here is a School founded by King Ed- 
award VI. where have been educated ſeve- 
ral excellent Scholars, who as they had, ſo 
they well deſerved the many great Pre- 
ferments in Church and State, which 
were heaped upon them, viz. Henry 
Cotton, Biſhop of. Salighury, and William 
Cotton, Biſhop of Exeter, George Abbot, 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury, and Robert 
Abbot Biſhop of Sarum, who had at the 
ſame Time a Brother, Sir Maurice Abbot 
a Woollen-Draper Lord Mayor of London, 
in 1638, and John Parkhurſt, Biſhop of 
Norwick, whoſe Brother was alſo Lord

Harbinger to his Royal Highneſs James 


Duke of York, in 1664, and John Mar- 
tin, Gent. twice Mayor of Guilford, and 
his Daughter Fane, the Wife of Henry 
Staples, Clerk. Theſe two Pariſhes were 
united by Act of Parliament in the Year 
1698-9, according to the Inention and De- 
ſign of Dr. George Morley, late Biſhop of 
Winchefter, who gave 20 /. Annum to 
them as an Encouragment for the Union 
of the ſaid Churches, and an Augmen- 
tation of the Miniſter's Maintenance there- 
of, towhich, when it was done, Sir Kichard 
Onſlow of Weſt-Clandon in this County, 
Bart. (late Lord Onſlow) added 200 J. to 
purchaſe Lands for a further Augmenta- 
tion of the Revenues of the Incumbent ; 
they alſa have a Part in Dr. Clark's Cha- 
rity. BK 

On the other Side of the Bridge, over 
the River Vey is an old Church dedicated 
to S. Nicholas, in which are feveral Mo- 


numenta]} Inſcriptions, ſome ancient, as 


for Mr. Thomas Calcot, Miniſter of this 
Church; one dated 1368, but the Name 
utterly defaced, and not legible; Mr.Ralph 
Lepton, Prebendary of Wells, and Rector 
of this Church; Jane the Wife of John 
Cooke; Arnold Brocas, LL. B. Prebendary 
of Lincoln and Wells, and Rector of this 
Place; others modern, as for Caleb the 
Son of Philip Lovejoy horn in this Pariſh, 
and educated in the Free-School here, 
who gave 221. per Annum Ground-Rents 
in preſent, which when the Leaſes were 
expired would vield 701. per Annum to 
the Poor of this Pariſh for ever, he died

| Lotheſley is a Seat of the ancient Family 
of Moors, ſituate near this Town, and in 
the Pariſh: It is at preſent a large Houſe, 
though anciently much more ſpacious, 
and ſtands in the Middle of a fine Park, 
well ſtocked with Deer. By the Archi- 
tecture, it ſeems to have been built about 
King Henry VIT's Time. In it is an 
handſome conſecrated Chapel, and a long 
Gallery furniſhed with many excellent 
Pictures. In the Hall alſo is an Armoury 


of ancient Furniture, as Targets, Culli- 


vers, Pikes, Swords, Oe. The Wheat 
that grows in the Lands hereabouts, ha- 
ving a red Stalk is very good, much of 


the ſame Nature with the Suſſex Wheat, 


ſo famous, and bears as good a Price. A 
little Way from hence, about a Mile aſun- 
der are two round Knaps or Hillocks 
called Robin Hood's Butts, where it is be» 
lieved, the Bodies of ſeveral Men lain 
in Battle were interred; for 'tis ſaid, 
that thoſe 4000 French, who landing at 
Southampton laid that Town in Aſhes, and 
beſieged Odiham-Caftle (in which were but 
15 Men, yet by their Valour kept them 
out a Week) marched from thence towards 
this Town, near which this whole Coun- 
ty in Arms met them, fought and killed 
ſome, and forced the reſt either to fly, or 
leave their dead Bodies here, or in the 
Places adjacent. 2 

This Place hath given a Title to many 
of our Nobility, viz. - 

Elizabeth, V iſcounteſs of Keymelmeaky 
in Ireland, created by King Charles II. 
in the Year 1660, Counteſs of Guilford 
for Life, which being expired, 

John Duke of Lauderdale in Scotland of 
the ancient Family of Maitland, Lords of 
Thirleftane, deſcended from James II. King 
of Scotland, having been inferior to none 
of his Anceſtors for noble Atchievements, 
was created bv the ſame King Charles II. 
Baron of Peterſtam, as is aboveſaid, and 
Earl of Guilford, He particularly re, 

To WT] commended 
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commended hi mſelf to that King's Fa vour, 
by raiſing Forces to reſcue his Father from 
his Impriſonment fome Time before he 
was martyred, and afterward marching . 
with him to the Battle of Worceſter, where 


he was taken Priſoner, and his, Eſtate be- 
ing ſeized by the then ruling Powers, he 
was kept in Cuſtody, and hardly uſed for 
near nine Years, till his Majeſty was re- 
ſtored to his Throne. He was raiſed to 
theſe Honours Anno 1674, but leaving no 
Iſſue Male, this honourable Title was 
conferred by the ſame King in 1683, 
on 
git Francis North, made then Baron of 
Guilford : He was the ſecond Son of Dudley 
Lord North, and being bred up to the Law, 
became ſucceſſivly Sollicitor and Attorney 
General, then Lord Chief Juſtice of the 
Common-Pleas; and laſtly, Lord-Kee per 
of the Great Seal of Exgland; all which 


great Poſts he managed with ſo much 


Learning and Judgment, that he was 
further dignify'd with this Honour. He 
died September 5, 168 5, and left his Eſtate 
and Honour to | 
Francis his Son, who is the preſent 
Lord Guilford. - He hath by his ſecond 
Wife, Alice one of the Daughters, and 


Coheirs of Sir John Brownlow of Betton 


in Lincolnſhire, Bart. and Lord Tyrconnel 
in Ireland, two Sons and one Daughter 
living, viz. Francis, Peregrine and Alice. 


His Seat in this County is at Durdans 


near Epſom. 
This Town was the native Place of 
three very eminent Men in their Time, 
George Abbot, Lord Archbiſhop of Can- 
terbury, of whom we have ſaid fo much 
already, that we ſhall obſerve only that 


what is ſaid of him in Diſgrace, that he 


never had any Cure of Souls, and ſo was 
not acquainted with the Moleſtations of 
Country Parſons in -taking Tithes, and 
in the Troubles attending the Cures of 
Souls, but from a Lecturer became a Dig- 
nitary of the Church, as firſt a Dean, 
then a Biſhop, and laſtly an Archbiſhop, 
was therefore alwavs moroſe and harſh to 
ſuch Miniſters as came before him upon 
| any Buſineſs, may be eaſily turned to 
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his great Commendation; his gredt:Wortlys 
ſetting him above the inferior Offices of: 
the Clergy, and his ſeeming Severity to 
the Clergy proceeding from his Gravity: 
and Impartiality, in chuſing to ſeem ra- 
ther rugged to them of his own Coat, 
that it might be evident that the Suſ-⸗ 
picions, that the World always have had 
of the Clergy's favouring one another, 
may be rendred Groundleſs, for '*twas 
plain none loved good Men of the Clergy 
better; though that alſo was turned to 
his Diſpraiſe, by calling them Puritans, 
and Men diſaffected to the Conſtitutions 
of the Church, becauſe he diſguſted Sis + 
* Manwaring, &c. 2 
obert Abbot, his elder Brother, who 
being bred in Baliol College, Oxford, be - 
came Principal of that Houſe, and King's 
Profeſſor of Divinity in the Univerſity, 
in which laſt Station he ſhewed ſo much 
Learning and Accuteneſs of Wit, that in 
Reading, Preaching, and Moderating, he 
could clearly diſentangle the Truth, tho“ 
complicated with Sophiſms and Errors on 
all Sides. He routed Biſhop the Romiſi 
Champion ſo entirely, that he never dare 
appear more, But Preferment, which 
ruſhed in violently upon his Brother, 
crept ſlowly towards him; ſome ſay, 
for his Humility, becauſe he never ſought 


it; others - becauſe he was a Puritan, 


which was then, and is ſtill a Name put 
upon the moſt conformable Churchmen - 


that are more devoutly pious and zealous ' 


than others; but his Friends ſay, *Twas 
becauſe the State was unwilling to adorn - 
the Church with the Spoils of the Uni- 
verſity: At length, however, he was 
raiſed to the See of Salisbury; but fo much 
in his declining Age, that he was ſcarce 
warm in his See before he was cold in. 
His Coffin; his Character nevertheleſs was, 
that though his Brother was the moſt 
elegant Preacher, he was the greateſt 
Scholar; and though the Archbiſiop was 
an abler Stateſman, he was the bel Di. 
vine. : L 

John Parkhurſt, bred in Oxford, where 
he was Tutor to John Jewel, afterward 
Biſhop of Salisbury. He had di continu- 
ed ſome Time from that Univerſity, and

rich Living, equal in Revenue to ſome 
of the ſmaller Biſhopricks. Here he lived 
in great Hoſpitality and Charity, being 
moſt dountitul to ſuch Oxford Scholars, 
as he knew indigent, not toreſeeing, or 
not con ſider ing what afterward happened. 
King Edward VI. died and Queen Mary 
came to the Throne. The rich Parſon 
that fed others, of a ſudden wanted Bread, 
being forced fecretly to get away to ſave 
his Life. He fled beyond Sea, and there 
remained till Queen Mary's Death, when 
returning, he was robbed of that little he 
had. Being come again into England, 
Queen Elizabeth preferred him to. the 
Bithoprick of: Norwich in 1560, where 
he fat 14 Years, and died in 1574. 
_ Woking is alſo a Market- Town in this 
Hundred, and doubtlefs was once a more 
conhderable Place than Gui ford, becauſe 
the Hundred takes its Name from it. The 
Market is weekly on Tue/day, and for the 
Conveniency of the People that bring 
Corn to it, James Zouch, Eſq, Lord of 
the Town, built a neat Market-houſe at 
His own Charge in 1665: Here are alſo 
kept two Fairs yearly, one on Whit/on- 
ä Tze/diy, procured by Edmund Duke of 
5 Samer/et, Anno 27 Hen.

In this Pariſh are ſome other

Bagſhot, or Bageſhot, formerly called 
Holy Hull, anciently the Lordſhip and 
Eſtate of the Kings of England, who 
have an Houſe here, with a Park-adjoin- 
ing, but diſparked in the Times of, the 
Rebellion; yet King James and Charles I. 
often came down to it becauſe it ſtood 
convenient for hunting, in which they 
much delighted. But the Manor was 
alienated by King Edward III. and given

_ Clandon Eaſt, the Lordſhip and Eſtate 
of Gerard Lord, Angier. of Longford in 
Ireland.

Clandon Weſt, a Village about two Miles 
from Guilford, where at the Manor-houſe, 
called Clandon Place, the Lord Onſlow hath 
his Seat. This Family of Onſlow is ori- 
ginally deſcended of the Onſlow's of On- 
ſlow-Hall in Shropſhire, an ancient Fami- 
ly of Gentlemen. Their firſt Settlement 
was at Knowle in Cranley, from whence 


they removed to Clandon Place, an Houſe 


pleaſantly fituated on the Side of Clandon 
Downs, from whence there is a fine Pro- 
ſpe into ten Counties. It is well ſhaded 
with Wood, and plentifully ſupply'd with 
Water. Sir Richard Onſlow was the firſt 
Lord of the Family : He was the Son 
of Sir Arthar Onſlow, Knt. and Speaker 
of the Houfe of Commons in the 8th 


Year of Queen Anne, as one of his An- 
ceſtors of the ſame Name was in the 8th 


of Queen Eliz.abeth. From the Revolu- 


tion and Settlement of the Crown by 


Parliament, he was a firm Adherent to 


the Proteſtant Succeſſion in the Houſe of 
Hanover, and as an Acknowledgment of 
his faithful Services to his Country, Oc. 


he was advanced by his late Majeſty 
King George 1 to the Honour of a Baron

This Town is famous for two great 
Scholars, who took their Name from Ni- 
cholas Ockham, a Franciſcan Fryar, bred in 
Oxford, who was the eighteenth publick 


| LeQurer of his Convent in that Univer- 


ſity. He is highly extolled by the Wri- 
ters of his own Order for his Learning, 
and was much beloved for his ſweet De- 
portment. Bale ſpeaks bitterly againſt 
him, but the former are rather to be be- 
lieved, He lived in the Reign of King 
Richard IT, and was in his greateſt Repute 
about 1320. | 

William de Ockham, a great Philoſopher, 
and Founder of a new Se& in the Philo- 
ſophy Schools, called the Nominals. He 
was bred under Joannes Duns Scotus, but 
dilliking his Principles, ſet himſelf to 


oppoſe and diſprove them, which cauſed 
V.OL-Y 
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who named themſelves the Reals, and the 


Ockhamifts called the Nominals, amounting 
to little more than Railing on both Sides 3 
Religion was not at all advanced by ei- 
ther, tho' Ockham is ſaid to have got the 
better. However, this Victory encou- 
raged him to undertake a greater Cham- 
pion, a Son of Anak, Pope John XXIII. 
and he gave a mortal Wound to his Tem- 
poral Authority over Princes. Lewis of 
Bavaria the Emperor, in whoſe Court he 


was harboured, back'd him in this bold 


Attempt, which the Pope, fearing leaſt 
one of St. Peter's Keys ſhould be wrung 
out of his Hands, highly reſented, but 
could no farther help himſelf, but by 
Excommunicating him, and procuring 
the Doctors of Paris to condemn. him for 
an Heretick, and cauſe his Books to be 
burnt. This Severity ſo ſharpen'd Ock- 
ham's Pen, that the Pope repented of his 
raſh Proceedings, and, without a Recan- 
tation, abſolved him, and gave him the 
Repute of Doctor acutus. Luther admired 
and read him more than all the. other 
Schoolmen, as moſt for his Purpoſe. He 
flouriſh'd under King Edward III. and 
dying in 1330, was bury'd at Munich in 
Bavaria. ; 
Purbright, Piribriht,  Purifrith, or Per- 
fright, as it is written in ancient Re- 
cords, is an Hamlet in the Pariſh of Vo- 
king, and the Manor was in the Poſſeſſion 
of the Crown when King Edward III. 
came to it, That Prince having a great 
ReſpeR for his Uncle Edmund of Woodftock, 
Earl of Kent, gave him the Inheritance 
of this Manor of Purifrith, and ſome o- 
thers in this County; but this did not 
wean his Affections from his Brother King 
Edward II. lately depos'd, for being in- 
formed he was alive, (tho' falſely) he 
joined with ſome others like-minded to 
reſtore him to his Throne, of which be- 
ing convitted, he was beheaded, and his 
Eſtate forfeited for his Treaſon.

This County hath given Titles to di- 
vers noble Families, viz. 

Wada the Saxon was Earl of this Coun- 
ty in 854, he joining with Ealhere, Earl 
of Kent in oppoſing the Danes, who in- 
vaded the Iite of Thanet, engaged in a 
ſharp Fight with them, and there loſt 
his Life: Who ſucceeded him in this

William de Warren was created Earl of 


Surrey, by King William Rufus, as ſoon as 


he was ſettled on the Throne by the Peers 
met in Council at Wincheſter. Dugdale 
and Heylin reckon him Earl of this County, 
from his coming in with the Conqueror, 
He going with his Lady Cundred on a 
Pilgrimage to Rome, was ſo kindly en- 
tertained by the Monks of Cluni in Bur- 
gund y, that upon his Return home he 
tounded an Abbey of that Order at his 
Caſtle of Lewes in Suſſex, by King Wil- 
liam's Licence, and well endowed it for 
12 Monks.

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The NATURAL HISTORY of this County. 


HE general Deſcription of this 
County is this, That on the out- 
ward Parts thereof it is very rich and 
fruitful, eſpecially on that Side which 
borders on the Thames, and ſo in many 
Places near London, for there it yields 
both Plenty of Corn and Grafs, lying 
convenient for good Improvements from 
the City;; nor is it barren in other Places, 
ſor where it is an open Champion, it is 
tolerably ſruitful in Corn, but more fo 
in Hay, eſpecially in the Southern Parts, 
where a continued low Vale runs along, 
(called Holmeſdale, becauſe it formerly 
abounded in Holme-trees ) though now it 
contains only a Mixture of Wood, Fields, 
and Meadows, Here and there there are 
long Ridges of Hills in the more in- 
land Parts, which are barren. Some con- 
ſidering this Variety of Soils, have com- 
pared this County to a courle Piece of 
Cloth with a fine Liſt, the inner Parts of 
the County being barren,and the outward, 
as it were, the Hem, being fruitful. But 
we ſhall inſiſt no longer on Generals, but 
come to treat of theſe Particulars, in our 


uſual Method, 


1. Air, 2. Earth, and Soils. 3. Water, 
and 4. Fire. 


1. There are many Downs and Com- 
mons in this County, where the Air is 
exceeding wholeſome and healthy. Many 


vf the Nobility and Gentry, as well as 


the rich Citizens chuſe ſor that Reaſon 
to build themſelves Country Seats on 
or near them, where alſo they divert 
themſelves with Horſe-Races, and Hunt- 
ing, and make themſelves often Parks to 
them, becauſe the Lands near them are 
800d for little elſe. The little Common 
above Derking, called Cotman-Dene, and at 
the Bowling-Green, the Air hath the Re- 
putation of being ſweet above any in Eng- 
_ 72 _y ſaid that handſome Wamen, 
or a ſanguine and ruddy Complexion 
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ſuch as are in Berkſhire, Oxford ire, anl 
Somer/ſetſhire, are rare at this Market, for 
they have generally hereabouts a mea 
Complexion and ſomething pale, like 
the French Picards, and are light Grey- 
ey'd; and the Kine hereabout are of 4 
ſandy Colour like thoſe in Pitaray ; none 
eſpecially above the Hill have ruddy 
Cheeks, nor are either the Men or Wo- 
men fo ſtrong, or of ſo warm a Com- 
plexion, as in Wiltfhire, Gloucefterſhire, or 
Hereford ſhire, and the Cattle are weak, 
Theſe Things, we conceive, muſt be 
imputed to the Air, and not to their 
Food, or natural Conſtitution 5 though 
we do not preſume to aſſign the particu- 
lar Temperament of it, but thus tar only, 
thit there are no Marſhes or Salt Waters, 
that ſend forth unwholeſome Fogs and 
Vapours, and therefore the Air muſt 
be in General not very wholeſome upon 
the Account of Emiſſions from the Earth, 
which will be better diſcovered from our 
Obſervation concerning it, to which we 
now proceed. 5 
2. The Earth, or Soil of this County 
is of ſeveral Sorts, ſome profitable for 
Corn, others for Paſture, others barren, 
profitable for little or nothing. To de- 
ſcribe it therefore we muſt thus diſtin- 
guiſh the ſeveral Kinds, Darling Downs, 
and Sammer Leaſe yield Store of Chalk, 
which is very beneficial to the Neighs 
bours, as well as the Inhabitants, to 
manure their Grounds aloft of any Sort, 
Stony Land, Ship Land, and the reſt of 
the Land on the North-ſide of the Pi- 
brook, are of a loamy fat Nature, and the 
Meadows adjacent to the ſaid Brook pro- 
duce yearly a plentiful Burden of excel- 
lent Graſs, of great Eſteem at Darking. 
From the Pip-brook to the Tops of the 


high Land, Claygate-Hill and Nower-Hiii, 
the Soil is altogether an hot, dry Sand, 


and from thefe Hills Southward, the 
Ground is a Mixture of Sand and Loam,

by Chymiſts, Bakers, and Glaſs-houſes..

Chalk is plentiful in this County, eſpe- 
cially in and about Chaldon, as much 
as to ſay, Chalk-Down, ſo called from 
the great Quantities of Chalk found 
there. At White-Donwn alſo there is, and 
hath been for many Years, a vaſt Delf 
of Chalk, which in Summer Time is car- 
ry'd with vaſt Labour as far as the Mid- 
dle of Suſſex, and with another Sort fetch'd 
from their; Sea-Coaſts, burnt into Lime 
for the enriching of their Grounds. Here 
are likewiſe dug up Cockleſhells, and 
other Luſus Nature, with Pyrites bedded

_ Waverley, the firſt Monaſtery of Ciſter- 
tian Monks in England, built in the Year 
1129, by William Giffard Biſhop of Min- 
3 Theſe Monks followed the Rule 
of S. Benedict, but were not called by the 
Engliſh Bendittines, but White Monks. They 
took their Name from Cifterce in Bur gundy, 
and were the Third of that Order in the 
Chriſtian World. In England it became 
very Fruitful after its Eſtabliſhment, 
for in little more than 100 Years, there 
is a Catalogue taken in King Edward I's 
Reign of near 70 Monaſteries in England 
of this Order, of which this Monaſtery 


was called the Mother. or Grandmother, 


for ſo the Religious Orders in England 
uſed to count, as it were their Pedigrees. 
The firſt Monks of this Houſe, being an 


Abbot and twelve others, came to it from 


a foreign Abbey called Eleemoſyna + Biſhop 
 Eiffard endowed this Hou'e with divers

Woods, by the Conſent of King Henry J. 
and the Convent of VMincheſter, which alſo 
his Succeſſors in that See confirmed. In 


1147, Pope Eugenius III. by his Bull dated 


at Paris, granted to the Monks of this 
Houſe and their Succeſſors among other 
Things, that no Tithes ſhould be by any 
exacted of them for their Lands or Cattle in 
their own Hands, or Occupation. Dr, Gale 
in his Hiſtorians of England, Vol 2. hath 
printed the' Annals of Waverley, in which 
are theſe Things remarkable relating to 
this Abbey. Anno 1176 William Earl of 
Arundel, died in this Abbey, October 10. 
In 1201 there was ſo furious a Storm of 
Hail and Rain, July 12. That this Abbey 
was in Danger of "os Part of itcarryed 
away with the Torrent of the River ey. 
In 1203 William de Brawatre Rector of 
the Church of Bradwater, (as itwas call- 
ed from him after his Death, which 


happened in 1222) laid the firſt Stone of 


the Church here, March 17, which was 
finiſhed and conſecrated by Nicholas Eli. 
enſis Biſhop of Wincheſter in 123 1, and the 
Converts entered it with great Solemnity, 
on the Feaſt of S. Thomas that Year. 

In 1203 a Famine raged ſo in England, 
that the Monks of this Houſe were forced 
to diſperſe themſelves into ſeveral other 
Religious Houſes for Subliſtance. In 1210, 
King John raiſed ſo ſevere a Perſecution 
againſt the Monks of this Order in gene- 
ral, as well as more particularly againſt 
this Convent, that he ſeized their Eſtates 
and Goods, and forced the Abbot to fly 
privately away by Night to ſave his 
Life about St. Martin's-tide, and diſperſ- 
ed the Monks. In 1222 William Brawaire 
the Founder of the new Church was in- 
terred in it by the North-Wall. In 1223 
there was a mighty Flood in the Southern 
Parts of England, which in divers Places 
demoliſhed Walls, and carried away 
Bridges, and particularly ran through 


this Abbey, and was within the Build- 


ings ſeven Foot deep. In 1238, the 
Heart and Bowels of Peter de Rupibus 
Biſhop of Wincheſter, who died at Farr 
ham, were. buried here, In 1239, the

nag'd it for ſome Time, viz. till Cead- 
wald had gotten the Kingdom of the Vaſt- 
Saxons. This Prince having now gotten 
that Power in his Hands, reſolved to re- 
new the War with theſe South-Saxon Dukes, 
partly to revenge his late Defeat, but 
chiefly w enlarge his Kingdom by adding 
the a Na Country to it; and ac- 
cordingly Ygvaded it with a ſtrong Army. 
Berthun and Authun made the beſt Oppo- 
ſition they could, and join'd in Battle a- 
ga inſt him, but Berthun being lain, his 
Army fled, and Cead wald miſerably har- 
raſs'd the whole Province; but being em- 
ploy'd in other Wars with Kent, he _ 
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leat Subjection to the Weſt-Saxon 
Green which he did ſo effectuall 75 
that it never recover'd its former State, 
but continu'd under all his Succeſſors a 
Part of the Weſt-Saxon I” OH having 
ſtood alone not above 113 Years. 

About A. C. 800, Egbert, King of the 
Weſt-Saxons, having reduced the other 
Saxon Kingdoms under his Government, 
became the firſt Saxon Monarch; yet for 
the peaceable Order of his Kingdom, ap- 
pointed under him certain Earls to be 
Governors of the feveral Counties, to 
whom he gave a kind of Palatine Juriſ- 
dition z but we do not find any ſuch 
Earl preſiding over this, and therefore 
ſuppoſe, that it was ſubject either to the 
Earls of Surrey, (which we conceive moſt 
probable, becauſe in after Ages, both 
theſe Counties were under the juriſ- 
dition of the ſame Sheriff) or the Earls 
ol the Meſt-Saxons. But however that be, 
we meet with divers other Earls who had 
large Poſſeſſions in this County before the 
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Conqueſt, . viz... Codwine, Earl of Kent, 
who wis alſo Earl of th& Weft-Saxons f 


he had, as the Conqueror's Sürvey tells 
us, and names the Towns, 46 Manors, 
beſides ſix Manors which Gyr, the ſaid  - 
Earl's ſecond Wife, held in Dower ; all 
which, with ſome others, deſcended from 
them to their Sons Leofwine, and Harold, 
who was afterwards King of England. 

The Norman Invaſion happen'd in the 
Reign of this latter, and by their Victory 
over him, transferred the Crown to the 
Conqueror, William Duke 6f Normandy, 


who indeed pretended an Hereditary Right 


to the Throne of England, as Heir to 
King Edward the Confeſſor ; but his Sword 
ſeems to have cut him out a Title, fince 
he ſo arbitrarily . diſpoſed of the Saxons 
Eſtates among the Great Commanders of 
his Army, and his own Kindred ; as tho 
no other had any Title to any Thing 
they had, becauſe he had vanquiſhed 
their King, and by Right of Conqueſt 
all was his. On this Account it was that

This County doth not follow the Di- 
viſion of other Counties into Hundreds, 
but is firſt divided into Rapes, which are 
ſubdivided into ſmall Hungreds. The 
Ra pes are ſix, viz.

2. Bramber Rape. 3. Chichefter Rape. 4. 
Haſtings Rape. 5. Lewes Rape. And 6. 
Pevenſey Rape; which have ſeveral Hun- 
dreds included in them, but ſo ſmall that 
they contain not above five or ſix Towns

actly known by us, we ſhall treat of the

out any Regard to the Hudreds they ſtand

I. ArRunDEL Rape; 
Which hath in it the Hundreds of Avys- 


ford, Rotherbridge, Bury, Poling, and 
'Weſt-Afanrieth, of which Richard Fitz.- 


alan, Earl of Arundel, had the Privilege 
granted to himſelf and Heirs, 11 Edu. 3. 
to have the Return of Writs within the 
Precincts of the three laſt. This Rape 
extends itſelf, as all the reft do, croſs the 
County from North to South; being 
bounded on the Eaſt with Bramber Rape, 
on the South with the Engli//h Channel, 
on the Weſt with Chicheſter Rape, and on 
| e 
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the 9 with Surrey, The chief Town 
in this Rape, which gives it its Name 
is r | 
Arundel, a Town pleaſantly ſeated up- 
n the Side of an Hill, at a convenient 
Diſtance from the Sea, and watered by the 
River Arun, from whence its Name 
ſeems to be taken; Arundel being the 
ſame as Arunſdale, Aruntina vallis, as if 
the Town had riſen by Degrees from the 
Riyer-ſide up to the Hill. e find no 
reat Evidence of its Antiquity ; the firſt 
Time we meet with it is in King Alfred's 
Will, in which ke gives it to Athe/m his 
rother's Son; but if we believe it to be 
ortus Adurni, as a little Tranſpoſition 
of the Letters may be apt to perſwade 
us, and is not unuſual in ancient Records, 
and ſo we read it, Portus Arundi, it will 
rove this Place to be built or inhabited 
£ the Romans z but ſince the Name of 
the River is controverted, and the Word 
Dale is faid not to be uſed in this Coun- 
ty for a Valley, we ſhall not wade far- 
ther in the Matter, but proceed to the 
Deſcription of the Town, and then ſhew 
what in it is moſt worthy our Obſerva- 
tion, It is an ancient Borough-Town, 
the Manor of which has conſtantly gone 
along with the Caſtle, of which we ſhall 
ſpeak preſently. Its Situation upon the 
Kiver Arun, over which there is a Bridge, 
where Ships of 100 Tuns may ride, ren- 
ders the Trade fo conſiderable, that there 
are ſeveral Ships built there for that End. 
It is govern'd by a Mayor, 12 Burgeſſes, 
a Steward, and the other uſual Officers in 
Corporations. It hath two Markets week- 
ly, the one on Thar/day, which is a very 
plentiful one, and the other on Saturday, 
but this is but ſmall z and four Fairs 
yearly, vi. On the Invention of the H. 
Croſs, May 3; on St. Lawrence's Day, 
Aug. 10 ; on the Exaltation of the K 
Croſs, Sept. 14; and on St. Nicholas's 
Day, Decemb. 6. The firſt of theſe Fairs 
was procured 13 Edw. 1. by Richard 
Fitz.-alan, Earl of Arundel, in whoſe 
Grant it is allow'd to be kept on the Eve, 
and Morrow, as well as Day of the ſaid 
Feaſt. 
This Town is chiefly famous for its 
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bly annexed, and which is more, the Ti. 
tle and Honour of an Earl, inſymuch 
that whoever zhath the Caſtle becomes 
thereby an Earl, without any other Crea. 


tion, as we ſhall hereafter ſnew. The 
current Opinion concerning the Founda- 


tion of it, is, That it was built by one 
evis, and named Arundel from his Horſe 
ſo called, which the Followers of this 


radition think may be proved from this 


Argument, viz. That there is a Tower 
in it, now or lately known by the Name 
of Bevis's Tower, which, they ſay, was 
his Apartment; and as to the Name, they 
ſay, tis natural to believe, that his 


Horſe might be called Arundel from his 


Swiftneſs, and for that Reaſon much plea- 
ling his Maſter : He might as well give 
Name to the Caſtle and Town he built 
from his Horſe, as Alexander the Great 
named a City Bucephalus from his Horſe, 
in whoſe Qualities he was ſo much de- 
lighted. But however this be, (for it 
ſmells of a Fable) *tis certain, that the 
Caſtle was in a flouriſhing Condition un- 
der the Saxon Government, and preſently 
after the coming in of the Normans was 
given to *; 3 
Roger de Montgomery his Kinſman, by 
the Conqueror, who made Him at the 
ſame Time Earl of Arundel and Shrews- 
bury, in the firſt of which having his Re- 
fidence, he had his Title from it, (as was 
uſual in thoſe Times) tho' he was really 
Earl of Suſſex, under that Title. He had 
Teveral Children by Mabel, the Heir of 
William Talvace, who brought him + lirge 
Inheritance in Beleſme in Nermandy, from 
which Place his eldeſt Son took his Sir- 
name, Robert de Beleſme. He inherited 
his Father's and Mother's Eſtates in Nor- 


mandy, but his Father gave his Ellate in 


this County to | | 
Hugh his younger Brother, who was 
therefore called Earl of Arundel and 
Shrewsbury, as his Father had been. This 
Earl joining with Rozert de Mosbray, and 
other Great Men, in their Deſign to kill 
William Rufus, was forc'd to redcem his 
Life by paying a Fine of 3000 J. and be- 
ing thus reſtor'd to the King's Favour, 
was 
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Has reinſtated in his Earldom, but fur- 
vived not long, for the Welch being grown 
powerful, 0 
Shropſhire, and at the Tame Time the Nor- 
aeg ians hovered about the Coaſts, threat- 
ning an Invaſion, the former of which 
while he was buſy*d with the Earl of 
Cheſter to ſuppreſs, and yet not to ne- 
glett the Guard of the Coaſts, he was 
lain; but whether by the Welch or Nor- 
avegians, is uncertain to us, becauſe ſome 
of our Hiſtorians aſſert the one, and ſome 
the other. 

Robert de Beleſme his elder Brother was 
his Aeir, and bein 5 then General of all the 
Military Forces of King William Rufus in 


Normandy, and his chief Architect in build- 


ing of the Caſtle of Gizors, found no great 
Difficulty after his Brother's Death upon 
his Petition accompany'd with 30001. in 
Money to obtain the Earldoms of Arundel 
and Shrewsbury, He continued in Favour 


with that King during his Reign; but 
when his Brother, King Henry I. came to 


the Throne, he conſpired with W:/liam de 
Warren Earl of Surrey, his two Brothers, 


Roger of Pietou and Arnolph, and divers 


others, to ſet up Robert de 2 Duke 
of Normandy, that King's elder Brother, 
to be their King, and to that End manned 


the Caſtle of this Place and Bridgenorth; 


but neither of them held out long againſt 
King Henry's Arms, who yet offered him 
fair Terms of Reconciliation z which not 
prevailing, the King having gotten him 
into his Power, confiſcated his Eſtate, de- 
graded him of his Honour, and impriſon- 
ed him at Warham, where he was kept in 
continual Tortures *till he died. He left 
a Son, to whom by the Entreaty of Maud 
the Empreſs, the King reſtored his Fa- 
ther's Eſtate in Normandy; but he never 
was allowed to take on him his Father's 
Honours, which thereupon ceaſed in his 
Family, and was kept in theKing's Hands 
ſome Time, and after him not conferred 
upon any, *till the Conteſt between Maud 
the Empreſs and King Stephan for the 
Crown, when the Former created, 
William de Albini, ſurnamed Frito, Son 
and Heir to Robert de Talenei Earl of Arun- 
del, becauſe he aſſiſted her in recovering 
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much infeſted his Country of 
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the Crown from King Fee plan. He had 
ſuffered much for her ſake, while King 
Stephan was in Powerz for that King. 
ſeized of his Caſtle of Belvoir, and his 
Barony, with all his other Lands, and 
diſpoſed of them to Ranulph Earl of Cheſter z 
but upon the Pacification between the Em- 
— and King Stephan all his Lands and 
onours were reſtored, and the Caſtle and 
Earldom of Arundel ſettled on him by the 


former, which he enjoy'd under her Son's: 


King Henry II's Reign, and left it to 
William de Albini, ſurnamed de Meſchines; 
he was found 12 Hen. 2. to be poſſeſſed of 
a very great Eſtate in Lands, viz, Thirty 
two Lordſhips held by his Anceſtors in the 
Rei gn of King Henry I. and therefore call- 
ed de Veteri Feoffmento, and fix Knights 
Fees, of which he was enfeoffed after the 
Beginning of King Henry IT's Reign, who - 
beſides gave him the whole Rape of Arun- 
del to hold of him by the Service of 84 
Knights Fees and an Half, all which he 

left to 

William de Albini his Son, and the 3d 
of that Name. He being a Minor at his 
Father's Death, was taken to the King 
himſelf in Ward, 14 Hen. 2. being arrival 
at Age, he proved an active Man, and 
eminent Stateſeman, both in the Reign of 
King Richard I. whom he accompany'd' 
into Normandy, Reg. 6. and who for his 
Valour granted him Arundel Caſtle, toge- 
ther with the whole Honour of Arunde! 
and the third Penny of the Pleas out of 
Suſſex, of which he was Earlz and King 
John his Brother whom he ſerved, till 
the King denying to reſtore the Barons 
their Rights, he revolted from him with 
the Barons; but being at length taken Pri- 
ſoner with ſeveral others, he purchaſed ' 
his Liberty of that King by a harge Fine, 
ſubmitting himſelf peaceably to King 
Henry III. ſoon after grew much in Fa- 
vour, and died in Honour, leaving his 


Eſtates and Honour to 


William de Belvoir his eldeſt Son, ſo call- 
ed while 55 Father lived, but de Albini 
after his Death, being the ath of that 
Name. He was the chief Commander of 
the King's Army againſt Richard Marſhal 
Earl of Pembroke, and his Adherents, _ 

role 
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roſe up in Arms aga inſt the King, becauſe 
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He took the Poiftovins and other Strangers 


into his Council, and beſtowed on them 
the chief Places of Truſt and Profit about 
him; in which Place, though he was 
faithful, yet Earl Mar ſhall was ſo ſucceſs- 
ful, that he obliged the King to baniſh the 
Poiftovins, and ſo Peice was reſtored. He 
died 32 Hen. 3. and was buried before the 
High Altar in the Priory of Belvoir, 
leaving Iſſue one Daughter and Heir 
T/abel, who being married in her Father's 
Life-time to John Fitz-Alan Lord of Clun, 
- His Son by her named | ; 
Juoln Fitz-Alan became Earl of Arundel 
in her Right, without any farther Crea- 
tion, and had the Caſtle of Arundel aſſign- 
ed him for his principal Seat. He being 
one of the Barons Marchers for the Prin- 
cipality of Wales, was made the Captain 
General of all the Forces ſent to guard the 
Borders againſt the hoſtile Incurſions of the 
Welch, who, 42 Hen. 3. much infeſted the 
Borders of England adjoining, in Hereford- 
Hire and Shropſhire. After this he was in 
the Battle of Lewes in Arms for the King, 
48 Hen. 3: and was taken Priſoner with 
him, . but was ſoon releaſed, and died in 
the 52d Year of Henry III. leaving for his 
Heir and Succeſſor | 
John Fitz-Alan his Son, who ſurviving 
His Father but two Years, left 


Richard Fitz,-Alan his Heir and Suc- 


ceſſor, then but five Years old. He was 
put in Ward to Roger de Mortimes, and the 
Care of his Lands was committed to John 
de Oxenden, but [/atel his Mother, 8 Edu. 1. 
obtained of that Prince the Honour and 
Caſtle of Arundelgluring his Nonage. Be- 
ing out of Ward he had Livery of his Fa- 
ther's Eſtate, and Feing on that Account 
ſeized of the Caſtle, Honour, and Lord- 
ip of Arundel in his own Demeſne as of 
Fee, was in that Regard, and without any 
other Confideration or Creation, Ear] of 
Arundel, and accordingly was ſo ſtiled in 
all Letters, Protections, and Inquiſitions 
ordered by the King concerning him du- 


ring his Life. He died 30 Edw. 1. and 


Jeſt his Honour and Eſtates to his Son 
and Heir | | 
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_ Edmund Fitz-Alan : He was much in 
Favour with King Edward II. and having 


- diſcharged divers Offices and Emploments 


under that King well and faithfully, had 
by that Prince's Grant the forfeited E. 
ſtates of Bartholomew Lord Badleſmere, and 
wy Lord Moubray, beſtowed upon him: 

ut the high Efteem his King had of him 
proved his Ruin, for in that furious In. 
ſurrection againſt the King for harbour. 
ing the Deſpenſers for his Favourites 
headed by the Queen, Roger Earl of Myr. 
timer, Thomas Earl of Lancaſter, and other 
Nobles; he was apprehended at Hereford, 
and there beheaded, and thereby his Ho- 
nour and Eſtate was forfeited. . But King 
Edward III. ſenſible that this hard Fate 
purſued his Family upon the Account of 
his Father, granted Alice his Wife an Aſ. 
ſignment of 3201. a Year for her Liſe to 
maintain herſelf and Children, Reg. 2. and 
two Years after cauſed her Husband's At- 
tainder to be reverſed, by which Means 
though 

Edmund of Woodftock Earl of Kent, that 
King's Uncle had in that Interval the 


Caſtle of Arundel given him (and on that 


Account was alſo Earl of Arundel) yet 

Richard Fitz-Alan being reſtored in 
Blood by Parliament, 4 Edw. 3. had the 
Caſtle of Arundel ſurrendred to him, and 
ſo became Earl of Arundel, as Heir to his 
Father, it having been determin'd, 1 Ed- 
ward 3. by Parliament, that Edmund his 
Father was unjuſily put to Death, and 
afterwards confirmed, 25 Edav. 3. He was 
Steward of Scotland by Inheritance, but 
having given up his entire Title to King 
Edward III. he was ſent ſeveral Times 
againſt that Nation with an Army to op- 

ſe their Incurſions, and much employ'd 
in publick Affairs. He departed this 
Life, 49 Edu. 3. and was ſucceeded in 
his Honour and Eſtates by 

Richard Fitz- Alan his eldeſt Son: He 
was the Admiral of the Engliſi Fleet firſt 
Weſtwards, then Southwards, and laſtly 
Northwards ; and going againſt the French, 
gained a Victory, in which he took an 
Hundred Ships laden with Wines, in Quan- 
tity 19,000 Tuns, and deſtroy'd the F 12

eſt raiſed againſt the Caſtle. Theſe 
| 22 rendred him admired by the 
Engliſi in general, but made him extream- 
ly envy'd at Court, aud principally by 
the Duke of Ireland, who then governed 
all, and thought there was no Way to 
ſecure himſelf but by removing this 
Farl and ſome others out of the Way; 
which he ſoon effected, for the King 


calling a Parliament, diſplaced divers 
reat Officers, and among them, removed 


this Earl from being the Admiral, and 
ſoon after having gotten him into their 
Power, beheaded him in Cheap-ſide, and 
confiſcated his Eſlate, giving it to Earl 
Marſhal Earl of Kent, &c. | 
Thomas his Son was his Heir, being next 
in Blood, but remained without Honour 
er Eſtate during King Richard II's Reign, 


which was ſix Years, When K. Henry IV. 


came to the Crown he was reſtored in 
Blood, his Father's Judgment being re- 
verſed, and ſo became. Earl of Arundel. 
He was made Conſtable of Dover Caſtle, 
Warden of the Cinque-Ports, and Trea- 
ſurer of England, 1 Hen. 5. and not long 
after, growing infirm, departed this Life 
October 13, 1415, 3 Hen. 5. without If- 
ſue; whereupon this Earldom by the 
Right of an Entail of the Caſtle and the 
Lands thereunto belonging made by the 
abovementioned Richard Fitx-Alan, 21 Ed- 
ward 3, paſſed to | | 

Sir John Fitz.-Alan, commonly called 
Sir John Arundel, Couſin and next Heir to 
the Jaſt Earl Thomas, deſcended from the 
ſaid Richard Earl of Arundel by a younger 
Son John, who was his Grandfather. This 
John was ſcarcely ſettled in his Earldom, 
when he was retained by King Henry VI. 
to ſerve the King in his Wars with France, 
where ſlaying ſome Years, he for the bet- 
ter Confirmation of his Title and Preroga- 
tives of his Earldom exhibited a Petition 
in Parliament, that he might be accepted 
there in his proper Place, and in all pub- 
lick Councils as his Anceſtors Earls of A- 
runde]! had been. Upon reading of this 
Petition, John Duke of Norfolk made 
Claim of the Caſtle, Seignory and Honour 
of Arundel, and petitioned for them as his 
Right. The King being thus obliged to 
take both Petitions into his Conſideration, 
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and finding, that Richard Earl of Arundel, 
26 Edu. 1. in certain Letters of Pro- 
tection granted him by that Prince was 
fliled Ricardus Filius Alani, Comes Arun- 
del, as he was alſo in a certain Precept 
directed to him by the ſame King, Reg. 29. 
and in the Inquiſition taken after his 
Death the next Year. As alſo that John 
his Anceſtor had the ſame Title and Ho- 
nour, as alſo' Thomas his Predeceſſor had. 
The King weighing the Premiſes, and 
conſidering the great Services done by this 
John in theRealm of France-and Dutchy of 
Normardy.* did, by and with the Advice of 
the whole Houſe of Lords then aſſembled, 
admit him to the ſame Place in Parlia- 
ment, which his Anceſtors had enjoy'd 
from the Time that Richard Fitz-Alan had 
marry'd one of the Heirs of Hugh de Albini 
the laſt Earl of Arundel of that Fami- 
ly, and thereupon an Aﬀ of Parliament 
was palled, 11 Hen. 6. wherein it was de- 
clared. That all that had been poſſeſſed 
of the Caſtle and Honour of Arundel, were 
Earls thereof without any other Creation. 
This Earl after this Deciſion remained 
fill in France, taking Towns, and bearing 
down all Oppoſition, till at laſt having 
his Leg broken by a Culverine Shot, and 
being carry'd Priſoner to Beauvais, he dy'd 
there, and was buried in the Houſe of 
the Friers-Minors. | 

Humphrey Fitz Alan his Son ſucceeded 
him, being then a Child of about ſix Years 
old, but died in his Minority; and ſo this 
Caſtle and Honour devolved to TY 

William Ftx- Alan his Father's younger 


Brother, 18 Hen. 6. This Earl had a great 


Diſpute in Parliament with Thomas Earl 
of Devon, about their Precedency, 23 Hen- 
ry 6. but it was not much regarded, till 
about four Years after, it was revived 
with greater Heat in the Parliament- 
Houſe; the Judges being then preſent, 
the Lords referred the Deciſion of it to 
them; but they refuſed. to meddle in it, 
becauſe they ſaid it belonged ſolely to the 
King, and that his great Council ; where- 
upon the Queſtion was put, which of them 
ſhould have the Precedence, it being gl- 
ledged, that in the Act of 11 Hen. 6. the 
Heirs of John Earl of Arundel was not 
mentioned, on the Part of the Ear} of De- 
8 von. 
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von. It was upon hearing of the Argu- 
ments of both Sides, reſolved by the King 
and Lords, That the Earls of Arundel 


ſhould have their Place in Parliament 
above the Earls of Devon for evermore. 


He was a very active Perſon for the Pub- 
lick Good, and did many great Services 
for King Edward IV. who on that Ac- 


count conſtituted him Juſtitiary of all his 


Foreſts South of Trent, Conſtable of Dover 


Caſtle, and Warden of the Cinque-Ports, 


in which Places he continued *till the 
Reign of King Henry VII. Anno 3, and 


then departing this Life, left his Honour 


and Eſtates to 

Thomas Fitz.= Alan, Lord Matravers his 
eldeſt Son. He was ſent with divers other 
Engliſh Noble-men, 5 Hen. 7. into Flan- 


ders to aid Maximilian the Emperor againſt 
the French. He lived ſome Years in King 


Henry VIII's Reign, and dying 16 Hen. 8. 
was buried in the Chancel of the Colle- 
giate Church of Arundel by his Lady, 


leaving for his Succeſſor 


Sir William Arundel, Lord Matraves his 
Son and Heir. He was one of thoſe Lords 
in Parliament who ſubſcribed that Letter 


to Pope Clement VII. in which it was in- 


timated, That if he did not comply with 
King Henry VIII. in the Matter of his 
Divorce, his Supremacy was in Danger to 
be loſt in this Kingdom, 22 Hen. 8. And 
when afterwards the ſame King diſſol ved 
the Monaſteries, and obtruded many of 
their Lands upon the Nobles in Exchange 
for Lands of their own, he was forced in 
lieu of divers Manors of his Inheritance 


to accept the Site of the Priory of Mickel- ! 


ham, and the Lands thereunto belonging, 
and ſome other Eſtates belonging t) the 
Monaſtery of Lewes. This Earl departed 
this Life, 25 Hen. 8. 1543, at Singleton 
in this County, and was buried at A- 
rundel. | : 
Henry Fitz.-Alan his Son and Heir ſuc- 
ceeded him, 36 Hen 8. He was Field- 
Marſhal of the King's Army at the Siege 
of Boloigne, and was by that King, Keg. 38. 
conſtituted one of the Aſſiſtants to his Exe- 
cutors. In the Reign of King Edward VI. 
he was one of the Hoſtages for Ratification 
of the Articles of Peace concluded with 
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Death of the Duke of Somerſet, when John 
Dudley Earl of Warwick preſided in all Pub. 
lick Affairs, he could not by all that Earl's 
Artifices be brought into his Deſigns, and 
was thereupon diſcharged from the Pri- 
vy Council, and committed to the Tower, 


the Scots and French, but aſter the Tragici! 


where he lay *till King Edward's Death. 


The Earl of Warwick, then Duke of Nor- 
thumberland, having marry'd his Son Ga“. 
frid to Jane Lady Grey, whom King Ed. 
ward by his Will had appointed his Suc- 
ceſſor, beſtirred himſelf todet her on the 
Throne, and to that End got her pro- 
claimed Queen of England: But this Earl 
cordially efpouſing the Right of Mary, 
King Henry's eldeſt Daughter, in a Meet- 
ing of divers Lords at Baynard's Caſtle, 
London, inveighed ſo zealouſly againſt Nor- 
thumberland's Injuſtice in diſinheriting 
Mary, and fo encouraged the Lords pre- 
ſent to maintain her Right, that they 
cauſed her to be forthwith proclaimed in 
Cheap-fide, which he rid away to acquaint 
her with, and accordingly ſo tranſacted 
Matters, that he ſet her on the Throne, 


and brought Northumberland and Q. Jane 


to the Block. For theſe Services Q Mary 
made him High Conſtable of England for 
the Day of her Coronation, and the 
Morrow after, authorizing him to make 
Knights of the Bath, and Knights Bache- 
lors of all ſuch Perſons as ſhe ſhould call 
and nominate for that Purpoſe. He was 
alſo made Conſtable of Ergland for the 
Day preceeding Queen Elizabeth's Coro- 
nation, High Steward-on the Day ſhe was 
crowned, and from thence one of her Pri- 


vy Council; but being diſappointed of 


ſome aſpiring Hopes he. had of marrying 
the Queen, 'he grew troubled in Mind 
and though he was emplay'd in ſome 
State Matters of Importance, as an En- 
quiry into the Murder of Henry Lord 
Darnley, Husband to Mary Queen of Scots, 
how he came to his End; and into the 
Deſigns of the Duke of Norfolk to mar- 
ry the Queen of Scots He acted ſo coldly 
and ſo indifferently as if he had loſt his 
Judgment, and fo died, 22 Elix. leaving 
only one Daughter Mary, who marrying 


Thomas Duke of Norfolk, carricd this Ho- 
nour 
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nout ind Calile into his Family, in which 
it continueth to this Day, which ſee in 
'Norfoik. The Duke of Norfolk, to whom 
this Caſtle and Town have belonged from 
Queen Elizabeth's Reign, hath here an 


old Caſtle, which may be thought wor- 


thy of his Care and keeping up; if not 
for its noble Situation, yet for the Ho- 
nour annexed to it; yet is much neglected. 
What makes this Town moſt famous next 
to the Earldom is, that it retains the Pri- 
vilege of ſending Burgeſſes to Parliament, 
which it hath enjoy'd ever ſince the zoth 
Year of King Edward I. which was ſoon 
after the Conſtitution of it. It is hardly 
worth the mentioning, that this Place is 
famous for Mullets, both ſor the Plenty, 
Largeneſs, and Goodneſs of them; but 
our Hiſtorians think not fit to omit 
them. * 

In the late Troubles of England the 
Caſtle of Arundel was thought of . ſuch 
Advantage to the Party in Poſſeſſion of it 
toawe the adjacent County into Obedience, 
that there was great ſtriving between the 


King's Friends and Parliament's Adhe- 


rents who ſhould have it. The Conteſt 
began thus: The Lord Hopton, who was 

for the King, having obliged Waller, who 
was for the Parliament, to retire in his 


March into the Weſt, was invited by ſome 


Gentlemen of Suſſex to ſend a Party to 
them, and they would raiſe more, and 
take Arundel Cafile, then in the Parlia- 
ment's Power. The King being acquaint- 
ed with the Offer, conſented to it, hoping 
thereby to gain Kent; and ſo Waller being 
retired to London to get ſome Recruits, 
the Lord Hopton marched into Suſſex, and 
upon Summons: had the Caſtle ſurrendred 
to him within three Days, and gave the 
Government of it to Sir Edward Ford, 
being himſelf forced to leave it, becauſe 
Waller was returned from London with an 
additional Reinforcement of Two thou- 
ſand; with theſe he beat up the Lord 
Hopton's Quarters, killed him 500 Men 
at Alton, among whom was Colonel Boles, 
and then marched to Arundel Caſtle, which 
finding ill provided, he took it by Sur- 
w—_ upon Quarter. Mr. Chillingworth 
our learned Champion againſt Poper 
VOL v. 8 Foperꝙ, 
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having ſuffered much in the King's Cauſe, 


happened to be in this Caſtle when it was 
recovered, in Quality of an Engineer to 


the Gariſon, and * taken Priſoner 


was carry? to Chicheſter, and kept in the 


Biſhop's Houſe, which was then put to 


that Uſe. Mr. Cheynell, the famous Preſ: 
byterian Miniſter was then Rector of Per- 


worth, and had been ſome Means of his 
being carry'd thither, becauſe he was fo fick 


as not to be thought able to bear aJourne 
to London, whither ſome of the other Pri- 


ſoners were carry'd; but his Tenderneſs 


is ſaid to have proved his Ruin, forth- 
with ſome of his Brethren troubled him 
ſo much with their Diſputes, that the 
loyal Party of that City thought they 
ſhortened his Days, for he died ſoon after, 
though otherwiſe civilly uſed. Mr. Chey- 
nell behaved himſelf with great Inſolence 


over the good Man's Grave, and flung his 


excellent Book, the Religion of Proteſt- 
ants, Oc. into it, to rot with him, as he 
expreſſed himſelf, expoſing it afterwards 
as Heretical and Prophane. 


Petrworth is another Market Town in 


this Rape, and hath its Market weekly

This Manor being an Appendant to the 
Honour of Arundel, was given to William 


de Alpini zd. ſurnamed With the Strong 
Hand, becauſe he had plucked out the 
Heart of a Lion, to which he was expoſed 
at Paris, He married Queen Adeliza, the 
Reli& of King Henry I. and was about that 
Time made Earl of Arundel. Joſceline of 
Lovaine, younger Son of Godfrey Duke of 
Brabant, Queen Adelixa's Brother, was at 
the ſame Time in England; and being up- 
on his Marriage with Agnes, the ſole Heir 
of William de Percy, a great Baron, on Con- 
dition that he ſhould aſſume the Name 
of Percy, William de Albini was prevail- 


ed with, by the Queen, to ſettle this Lord- 


ſhip of Petworth upon him. From that 


Time his Poſterity bore the Name of 


Percy, and this Manor, with the Advow- 
ſon of the Church, hath till of late conti- 
nued in his Family, which is very an- 
cient and noble, deriving their Deſcent 
from the Emperor Charlemain. In the 


Time of William de Percy his Grandſon,

At the Coronation of King Richard II. 


Henry Lord Percy, then being Marſhal of 


England, made ſuch by King Edward III.

lemnity, was advanced to the Title and 


Dignity of Earl of Northumberland, as 


His Poſterity continued; till Iſſue Male 
fafling in Joſcelin the laſt Earl, this Lord- 
Thip with other great Eſtates deſcended to 
the ſole Heir Elizabeth his Daughter, who 
by Marriage transferred them all to the 
Duke of Somerſet, who now enjoys them. 
In this Town the. Percys for many Ge- 


nerations had a very noble Seat, which be- 


Ing deſcended by Marriage to the preſent 
Duke of Somerſet, whoſe Family ever ſince 
the Reign of King Henry VIII. hath made 
one of the moſt ſplendid Figures in the 


Engliſh Court. He hath pulled down the 


old Houſe all but the Chapel and Library, 


zin the Windows of which laſt the Arms of 


the Families into which the Percys mar- 


ried, are depicted, and built a new one, 


no leſs ſuitable to his own than the For- 


mer was to the Greatneſs of his Dutcheſs's 


Family. The old Houſe was particular- 


1y. remarkable for its large and ſtately 


Stables, with a Riding Houſe of Free- 
Kone, as big as a Cloyſter. They afforded 
a Standing for 50 Horſes with all Accom- 
modat ions neceſſary. The Duke of Somer- 
Fet hath pulled. them down to enlarge the 
"Avenues to his Palace, of which this is 
a ſhort Deſcription. It conſiſts of a large 
Front of Free-ftone, with Statues on the 
Top, and in the Court entering into it 


Is a curious Collection of Evergreens of 


an extraordinary Bigneſs. The great Stairs 


are noble, the Apartments magnificent, 


the Begnioand Offices very nice, and there 
is one Vault near 400 Foot long: Near it 
Is a fine old Grove of Frees, from whence 
there is an open Proſpett of the Neigh- 
bouring Country. In ſhort, take it all 
fogether with its Ornaments and Accom- 
modations (too many to be here mention'd) 
there is ſew, if any Subſects in Europe, 
. have ſuch Palaces; and though this be 
this Duke's fineſt, yet all of them excel 
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in this Particular, that they are compleat. 
ly furniſhed, ſo that By he rs 
to any of them, he needs to remove no- 
thing for his Uſe. I 

In the Church here, which was in the 
Patronage of the Percys, they had a By- 
rial Place, in which many of the Earls of 
Northumberland of. that. Name all inter- 
red : Some of them our Hiſtories take par- 
ticular Notice of, as Henry Percy, Earl of 
Northumberland, who was kept 15 Yearg 
Priſoner in the Tower for preterring and 
correſponding with Thomas Percy his Kinſ- 
man and others of the Gunpawer-Treaſon 
Traitors; Algernen his Son and Heir, 
Lord High Admiral of England, 13 Car. i. 
who though he was thought to have feign- 
ed himſelf ſick, when he was appointed 
Capt. General of the Army that was ſent a- 
gainſt the Scots, becauſe he would not fight 
againſt them, and afterwards did fide with 
the Parliament againſt the ſaid King ; yet 


| behaved himſelf ſo cooly in their Cauſe, 


that he was. ever on the Pacifick Part, 
and did all he could to bring Things to 
.an Accommodation : And Joſcelin his Son 
and Heir, the laſt Earl of the Family, 
whodied at Turin in Savoy, and was bury'd 
—_— 1670, 5 

Brian Duppa, or de Uppauzh, D. D. 
Dean of Ge hurch, 0d, and Tutor 
to Prince Charles (afterwards Charles II.) 
was Miniſter of this rich Parſonage, com- 
puted worth 6 or 700 J. a Year, and he 
was elected to the See of Chicheſter ſoon 
after, yet held this Living in Commendam, 
*till be was ejected out of both by the 
long Anti- Epiſcopal Parliament. He liv- 
ed to the Reſtoration, and was made Bi- 
ſhop of Wincheſter, Theſe are all the Mar- 
ket Towns of this Rape. The Villages are, 

Amberley, a Thorough- fare, in Length 
above a Quarter of a Mile, and about 12 
Miles diſtant from Chicheſter. It ſtands 
on the Eatt Side of the River Arun, and 
we ſuppoſe the Manor hath for a- long 
Time, as now it doth, belonged to the 
Biſhop of Chicheſter, becauſe William Read 
Biſhop of that See built a Caſtle here for 


his Succeffors in the Reign of King Ed.

Richard III. was rewarded with ſeveral

Climplivg, the Lordſhip and Eſtate of 
Savaric de Bohun the ad, in the Reign of 
King Henry I. who leaving it to Franco de 
Bohun, his Son, it was confirmed' to him 
1 Rich. 1. with divers other Lordſhips in 

this County, and the Liberties thereunts 
belonging, to hold to him the ſaid Franco, 
and his Heirs, as freely and peaceably as 
Savaric his Father had done. Franco left 
John his Son and Heir, who was Serjeant 
of the King's Chapel in the Reign of 
King Edward I. and held the Office. of 
Spigurnel (i.e. Sealer of the Writs) under 
that King. His Grandſon John de Bolus 
render'd himſelf famous by his great Ser · 
vices in Flanders and France, when King 
Edward III. claimed the Crown of France, 
and particularly at the Battle of Greſſey, 
19 Edu.

He left ſeveral Sons, of which 
King Harold, who loſt the Crown to the 
Conqueror, was the eldeſt, and loſt his 
Eſtates with his Life at Lewes in this 
County. It is probable, it was given by 
the Conqueror to William de Warren, not 
only his Kinſman by Blood, but one wha 
valiantly fought for him againſt Harold, 
and much contributed to his Victory;

this Rape takes its Name, and doubtleſs 
wis once the chief Place in it, is now 
none of them, we ſhall give it the firſt 
Place among the Villages, and treat firſt 
of the Murttet Towns, —π＋ |; 
1 Horſham, 4 good Borough, taking its 
Name from Hora, Brother to Hengift the 
Saxon, and govern'd by two Bayliffs, e: 
lecting Burgeſſes to ſerve in Parliament, 
as it hath done from 30 Edw. 1. to this 
Time, and being the Place where the 
County Gaol is kept. The. Market is 
weekly on Saturdays, and the Fairs on 
Midſummer Day and Nov. 19. It was moſt 
anciently the Lordſhip of the Howards 
Dukes of Norfolk, but was forfeited to 
the Crown by John Duke of Nor folk, at- 
tainted after his Death in the. firſt Par- 
liament of King Henry VII. whom he 
had oppoſed in Bo/aworth-Field, fighting for 
King Richard III. but being fo forfeited 
to the Crown, was given by that King to 
Thomas Weſt Lord de la Warr, and ſettled 
on him by a Special Tail, as is ſaid con- 
cerning this Rape before. 

Nicholas Hoftreſham, whoſe Name is 
. contraſted to Hor/ham, may juſtly be pla- 
ced in this Town, as deſcended from it, 
Families of Note often taking their Names 
from the Places of their Reſidence, and 
if that be admitted, he will give ſome 
Luſtre to it, for he was a very learned 
Man, and ſo famous a Phyſician, that 
the Nobility coveted his Company on any 


Conditions, ſo high an Eſteem had they 


for him. It ſeems, it was ſomething of 
a peculiar Art in him to cure and yet 
pleaſe his Patient, which he would not 
do nevertheleſs, unleſs it was conſiſtent 
with the Diſeaſe, for his Aim was to 
cure and pleafe, if poſſible, but diſpleaſe 
$f unavoidable.

which. is above 7a; Years before. 
Stenixx, or Steyning, a ſmall Market 
Town, the Market on Friday weekly; 
but here is a monthly Market alſo on the 
ſecond Wedneſday of every Month for fat 
and Jean; Cattle, which is pretty large, 
and three Fairs yearly, vx, one on the 
agth of May, which. has not been kept 
long, but is now pretty large for all Sorts 
of fat and lean Cattle, and moſt Sorts of 
Traders; another on the Nativity of the 
Virgin Mary, Sept. 8, which is an ancient 


Fair, and pretty large for all Sorts of fit 


and lean: Cattle, Seed Wheat, and other 
Goods ; but the Michaelmas Fair is much 
the greateſt, for there have been 2 or 
3000 Welch Cattle ſold at it on a Day, 
beſides an Abundance of other Cattle, both 
fat and lean Sheep, Hogs and Horſecs, 
Seed Wheat, and all Sorts of Traders; fo 
that it is counted one of the greateſt Fairs 
of Sen. Mr. Cambden ſavs, that the 
Market was well frequented in his Time 
(i. e. Anno 1607) In King Alfred's Will, 
(if he miſtakes not) it is called Stening- 
ham.

III. for Ralph de Camois, who had ſided 

with the Rebellious Barons againſt King 

John, returning to his Obedience to his 
Son, had his Lands in Huntingtonſhire re- 
ſtored to him, and was entruſted with the

*till the Reign of King Edward I. at the 

ſooneſt. The moſt Memorable Thing of 
this Family is the AQ of John de Camois, 
Grandſon of the former Ralph, not to be 
precedented, viz. That by a formal Deed 
out of his own Free Will, he gave and de- 

miſed his own Wife Margaret, Daughter 

and Heir to Sir John Gateſden, Knt. to 
Sir William Paynell, Knt. on this Occaſion. 
Tt ſeems Margaret better affecting Sir Wil- 
iam Paynell, departed from her Husband, 
and, lived in Adultery with Paynell; Mr. 
Camois finding this, went voluntarily to 
Sir Wiltiam, and came to this Accord, in 
Form, and ſealed it before many Witneſſes, 
That he would releaſe all his Right and 
Title to her, the ſaid Margaret, and to 
that End, by the ſame Deed voluntarily 
gave, granted, and for ever quit-claimed 
unto Sir William Paynell, all the Goods and

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Chattels which flic had, or hereafter might 
have, as alſo whatever was in his' Hands 
of the aforeſaid Margaret's Goods and 
Chattels with their Appurtenances, ſo as 
neither himſelf, nor any other in hisName, 
might, or for ever ought to claim or chal- 
lenge any Intereſt in the ſaid Margaret, or 
in her Goods and Chattels from thenceforth.

ſet down at length, tranſcribed out of the 
Parliament Rolls, to which the Agree- 
ment was afterward referred. FLO 
Mr. Camois lived ſome Years after this 
Compact, but died before his Wife, who 
thereupon, 28 Edw. 1. got herſelf legally 


marry'd to Sir William, and by a Petition 


in Farliament laid Claim to a third Part of 
the Eſtate, of which Mr. Camois died ſeiz- 
ed for her Dowry, To this Claim it was 
anſwered by the King's Attorney, that 
there was no Dowry due to her, becauſe 
ſhe had voluntarily forſaken her Husband 
long before his Death, and lived in Adul- 
tery with Sir William Paynel, and never 
was reconciled to her Husband, To which 
Sir William and the reply'd, That they 
did not live together adulterouſly, but by 
Virtue of the former Grant; whereupon 
the Deciſion was referred. to the Parlia- 
ment began at Lincoln, 29 Edw. 1. and 
ending at Weſtminſter, 30 Edw. 1. in which 
the King's Council alledging the Statute 
whereby it was enacted, That if a Wife 
do of her own Accord forſake her Hus- 
band and live adulterouſly with another 
Man, ſhe ſhall for ever be debarred of her 
Dowry, unleſs her Husband without Ec- 
cleſiaſtical Coertion be reconciled to her, 
and cohabit with her; Judgment was 
given againſt her, that ſhe ſhould have no 
Dowry out of her Husband Camois's Lands. 
This Suit was famous in its Time, and 
tis probable that it might occaſion the 
Letter ſent by Pope Gregory to Archbiſhop 
Lanfrank, in which he blames him for a 
Practice in this Ifle not only of Mens for- 
ſaking their Wives, but giving and de- 


miſing them. Cambden and Dugdale taking. 


Notice of this Cafe, as rare, we cbuld not 
paſs it by, though ſomething long. 
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To this Sir Join fueceeded Sir Ralph 
Comois, Knt. his Son and Heir by the fait 
Margaret, who at her Death left him the 
Manor of Eling in Northamptonſhire, which 
was of her Inheritance, He attended the 
King in the Wars with the French and 
Scots, and on that Account obtained ſeve- 
ral Grants of the Kings Edward I. and II. 
among which was this, a Charter for a 
Market every Monday at this Town, and a 
Fair yearly on the Eve, Day, and Morrow 


after the Feaſt of St. Barnabas the Apoſtle, 


June 11, as they both continued ſome 
Succeſſions in that Family: But Thomns 
Camots, for what Reaſons is not known, 
obtained a Grant to change the 'Market 
from Monday to Saturday, as it continued 
to 7 Rich. 2. when he procured another 
Charter to reſtore it to Monday again, but 
in both fixing the Fair on 1 as 
before; and in the 11th Year of the ſame 
King getting à Grant of another Fair in 
this Town, upon the Eve, Day, and Mor- 
row of the Feaſt of St. Luke, Of. 18. He 
was a Favourite of King Richard I's, and 
was removed from the Court by the No- 
bles who pretended to rectify that King's 
Government, but after he was depoſed, 
this Lord (for he had ſat among the Ba- 
rons from 7 Rich. 2.) was received in- 
to Favour by King Henry IV. 'who.em- 
ploy'd him in his French Affairs. He dy'd 
9 Hen. 5. being then ſeiſed of this Ma- 
nor and divers other Eſtates, which de- 
ſcended to Hugh Camois his Couſin and 
Heir; but he dying within Age, and with- 
out Iſſue, they paſſed to His two'Siſters, 
who were then married, Margaret the 
Eldeſt tv Ralph de Rademille, and Eleanor 
the Youngeſt to Roger Lewknere, who had 
Livery of them, as of their Wives Inhe- 
ritance, 5 Hen. 6. and their Poſterity en- 
joy'd them, though ſome of the Family 
of Camois were yet in Being, og 
In the Chancel of this Church of Broad 
water we find that Thomas Lord de la Warr, 
a Perſon of great Eminency and Employ- 
ments in the Reigns of the Kings Hen- 
ry VII. and VIII. did by his laſt WIL.

eated, this Manor, and the Hundred fb 
called, with many other Ellates of that 
Duke, were ſettled in ſpecial Tail upon 
Thomas Lortl de la Warr, who, though not 
of full Age, was ſo much in Favour with 
that King, that he ſettled them upon him.

Sir Kobert Dudley, Son of Robert Dudley 
Earl of Leiceſter, a moſt compleat Gen- 
tleman, though not legitimate, may grace 
this Town for his Education, though not 
His Birth, inaſmuch as good Geniaſes are 
more beholding to a good Education than 


their Birth, He was the Son of one Duz- 
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tas Sheffield, who brought him up here 


out of his Father's Reach, in all good 
Accotnpliſhments; he proved an extraor- 
dinary Perſon, but endeavouring to prove 
his Legitimacy in the Reign of K. James I. 
met with ſuch Oppoſition from the Court, 
that in diſguſt he left England and fled 
into Italy, where he became a great Fa- 
vourite of the Duke of Florence for his 
great Worth and Abilities, for he was an 
excellent Mathematician, eſpecially for 
Architecture, in which he did great Ser. 
vice at the Building of Leghorn z Phyſician, 
his Cat holicon being of Eſteem among 
thoſe of that Science; and Navigator, eſpe. 
cially in the Weſtern Seas, where he ſunk 
and took nine Spaniſh Ships, of which 
one was an Armada. He was alſo famous 
in Germany, where Ferdinand II. Empe. 
ror, made him a Duke of the Empire, 
Of his Death we know nothing. 
Seaford, or Sefford, the Lordſhip of John 
/ Earl of Warren and Surrey, who having 
no Iſſue by his Wife, made over by a 
ſpecial Grant all his Inheritance to the 
King, who then was King Edward II. 
and among other great Eſtates in this 
and other Counties this Manor of Seaford; 
in Recompence for which Settlement the

Shermanbury, to be noted for nothing 
by us, but the Birth of Dr. Thomas Com- 
ber, Son of Comber, Clarencieux 
King at Arms, the 12th Child of his Fa- 
ther, and Dean of Carliſle, He had his 
School Learning at Horſham, and his Uni- 
verſity in Trinity College, Cambridge, 
where he was, for his early Proficiency 
in many Parts of the moſt uſeful Learn- 
ing, choſen, by Dr. Nevil, Scholar, and 
Fellow, and after him was Maſter of the 
ſaid College, He was eminent for his 
Skill in the Oriental, Greek, Latin, and 
many Modern Languages, his great In- 
duſtry being feconded with a quick Un- 
derſfanding and tenacious Memory.

his Example was highly commendaile, 
fo by his Authority he chiefly aimed at + 
theſe three Things, viz.

2. That Elections ſhould be ſincere, and 
Worth reſpeSed in the meaneſt Perſon. 
3. That the Stud ies of the Scholars ſnould 
be methodical and uſeful, and their Ex- 
erciſes regularly performꝰ d. 

Being choſen Vice-Chancellor in his 
Courſe, Anno 1631, he was very tri in 
obſerving the Statutes of the Univerſity;

But the Old Town is by little and lit- 
tle dwindled into a poor Village, retain- 
ing the Name of Old Shorcham, to diſtin- 
guiſh it from another Town riſen up hard 
by of late Years, call'd, Neaw Shoreham, 
a Corporation ſending Burgeſſes to Parlia- 
ment, as it hath done from 26 E4v. 1. to 
this Day, but hath no Market. It is 
probable, that the Conveniency of a Port 
gave Riſe to the Town, and it would be 
certainly well Sequented till, if the 


Harbour were better, but the greateſt - 


Part of it js of late ruined, and under 
# - 1 
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Water, and Banks of Sand, which are tat 
up at the Mouth of the River, take away 
almoſt all the Ad vantage of a Port; where. 
as in former Ages it was wont to carry 
Ships under Sail as high as Bramber, which 
is at leaſt two or three Miles Diſtance 
from the Sea. Both theſe Towns are fi 
tuate upon the River Adur, at whoſe 
Mouth is the ancient Portus Adurnt. 


. «Warminghurſt, James Butler, Eſq; hath 


a Seat in this Place, which was lately 
the Eſtate of William Pen, Eſq; He has 
a very great Eſtate. . 7 
Waſhington, or Waſingtune, the Lordſhip 
of Godwin Earl of Kent, as appears to us 
from the Conqueror's Survey, which re- 
cites many of his Demeſne Lands, but 
not all z he diſpos'd of them to his five 
Sons, of whom Gurth the youngeſt hed 
this Townſhip. After the Conqueſt we 
find nothing of it, *till the Reign of King 
Richard III. when John Dake of Norfolk 
was ſlain fighting for his Maſter in B/ 
worth-Field againſt Henry Duke of Kich- 


mond, who being by the Victory there 


obtain'd ſet on the Throne of Exgland, 
the Duke was attainted, and his Eſtates 
being confifcated, this Manor was given 
to Thomas Weſt Lord dela Warr, his Fa- 
vourite, and in his Family we ſuppoſe 
it continues, 

Viſton, or as it is call'd in ancient Re- 
cords,Wiſtneſton,Wiſtaneſtune,and Weſtmeſton, 
the Manor and Eſtate of Godwin Earl of 
Kent, who gave it, with ſeveral other 
Eſtates, to his ſecond Wife Gytha, Siſter of 
Swane King of Denmark. She, after the 
Death of King Harold her Son, fled pri- 
vately into France, for fear of the Con- 
queror, carrying great Riches with her, 
and never return'd. She had four Sons, 
but we do not find any of them inheriting 
her Lands, | = 

Anthony Shirley, ſecond Son of Sir Tho- 
mas Shirley of this Place, Knt. is a Repu- 
tation to this his Native Village, He had 
ſome Education both at the Univerſity 
and Inns of Court, from which laſt he 
went, and ſpent ſome Time in 'Travel- 
ling, but after he became known to that 
popular Count Robert Earl of Eſſex, he 


ſo admired bis Heroick Spirit and Vir- 
— tues,

tues, that he reſolved to be his conſtant 
Adherent, and accordingly was employ'd 
by him in warlike Voyages, Embaſſies, 
and other Aﬀairs of Importance in all 
which he behaved himſelf with that Pru- 

lence and Fidelity, that every where he 
bore Marks of his Eſteem ; for the Earl 
knizhted him in Ireland, the King of 
Spain made him Admiral of the Levant 
Sea, and allow'd him a Salary of 200 Du- 
cats a Year, and the Emperor of Germany 
created him an Earl of the Sacred Em- 


pire. He wrote ſeveral Hiſtories of his 


Voyages and Travels, and dy'd in Spain 
for tho' King James I. was jealous of 
him for his Greatneſs with the King of 
Spain, and commanded him to return to 
his Native Country, he refuſed to obey, 
and liv'd and dy'd in Spain after the Year 


1630. 

"Robert Shirley, his younger Brother, 
was born alſo here, and was equally fa- 
mous in Foreign Parts, for he was ſo 
highly valued by the Emperor of Perfia, 
that he ſent him an Embaſſador firſt to 
Sgiſnond King of Poland, and to James I. 
King of England in 1612, which Truſts 
he diſcharged ſo much to the Satisfaction 
of that Emperor, that he gave him his 
Niece in Marriage, and conferred upon 
him much Honour and great Riches. 
Their eldeſt Brother | 

Thomas Shirley, aſham'd to ſee the Tro- 
phies of his two younger Brothers, left 
his aged Father and Eſtate to merit the 
ſame Lawrels, and accordingly undertook 
ſeveral Voyages to the Honour of his 
Country, but. not to ſuch an Advantage 


as the Adventures of his Brethren ; but 


this laſt had a Son Sir Thomas, who was a 
great Sufferer for King Charles I. and a 
Grandſon, a famous Doctor of Phy ſick, 
and in the Service of King Charles II. 
which may more than equal his Brethrens 
Fame. *Tis ſaid the Doctor dy'd of Grief 
for his being defeated of an Eſtate of 30001. 
a Year by Sir John Fagge, Bart. Sir Ko- 
bert Fagge, Bart. hath a Seat at this Place. 
He is of no ancient Family, but has a 


very plentiful Eſtate. | 


Voad mancote, or Wodecote, the Lordſhip 
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of Hugh St. John of Baſing, -who leaving 


his Son and Heir Edmund, but four Years 


of Age, made Jabel his Wife a Dowry of 
this Manor, and many other his "Eſtates 
during his Minority; but he dying before 


he became of full Age, his Lands were 


diy ided between his two Siſters Margaret 
and Jſabel his Right Heirs. This Manor 
upon the Partition fell to I/abel's Share, 
who was at that Time the Wife of Luke 
de Poinings. Iſabel ſurvived her Husband, 
and enjoy'd her own Lands during her 
Life, and at her Death left this an her 
other Eſtates to her Son and Heir Sir 


Thomas Poinings Lord St. Johns. This Ma- 


nor we find in the Reign of K. Henry VIII. 
to have been the Eſtate of Thomas Weſt 
Lord de ia Warr, who exchanged it with 
that King for Lands belonging to Wher- 
well Abbey; but by what Means it came 
into that Family we know not, nor any 
more of it. | | 

Worting, or Wourtling, the Manor and 
Eſtate of Sir Thomas Hoo, Knt, whoſe 
Seat was at Hoo in Bedford/hire., He ob- 
tain'd 11 Edu. 3. a Grant for a Market 


every Week, on Tueſday, to be kept at 


this Manor of Wortling, and a Fair there 
yearly, on the Eve, Day, and Morrow of 
St. Mary Magdalen, July 21; but it ſeems 
that the Market is now aboliſh'd, if the 
Fair doth till continue. Sir William Hoo 

a Deſcendant of this Family, deſerved 
ſo well of King Henry VI. in ſuppreſſing 
a Rebellion in Normandy, and in the 
Wars with France, that that King, in 
Conſideration of theſe his good Services, 
advanced him to the Dignity of a Baron 
of this Realm, by the Title of Lord Hoo, 
and Haſtings in this County, and to the 
Heirs Male of his Body lawfully begot- 
ten; whereupon he was ſummon'd to Par- 
liament among the Barons the next Year, 
and fo continued to be to 31 Hen. 6. when 
tis ſuppos'd he dy*d, leaving to the Ab- 
bot and Convent of Battail in this Coun- 


ty 20 Marks per Annum, and their Suc- 
ceſſors, to ſing for his Soul and the SouJs 
of his Anceſtors at the Altar of St. Benigni 
perpetually by two Monks, 
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III. CHICHESTER Rape. 


This Rape lies on the Weſtern Side of 
the County, and is bounded on the Eaſt 
with the Rape of Arundel, on the South 
by the Engli/h Channel, on the Weſt by the 


County of Southampton, and on the North, 


by Surrey. It includes in it theſe Hun- 
dreds, viz. Weſthourn, Eaftbourne, Dum p- 

rd, Beſiam, Manhood, Box, and Sock- 
bridge, and Alſweck; among which Ki- 


chard Fitz- Alan, Earl of Arundel had a 


Privilege granted him of returning Writs 
in the Hundreds of Veſtbourne, Eaſtbhourn, 
and Sockbridge, 11 Edw. 3. The Fee of 
this Ra pe we ſuppoſe to be in the Crown, 
and to be govern'd by the Sheriff and his 
Officers, becauſe we find no Subject enti- 


tled to it. It takes its Name from the 
chief Place of it, the City of 
_ « Chicheſter, which by the Britons was 


called Caercei, by the Saxons Cirran- 
ceafrdep, and by the Latins, Ciceſtria. 
Tt flands in a Plain not far from the Arm 
of the Sea, on which Boſeham is ſituate, 
and it ſeems to have been of ſome Note 
and Strength in the. Times of the Britons, 
for we find, that when Careticus was King 
of the Britons, having provoked his Peo- 
ple by his Miſmanagement, to hate and 
febel againſt him, certain Saxons and 
Norwegians under the Condudt of Gurmund 
an Arch-Pirate, their Captain, made uſe 
of that Opportunity to invade and ravage 
his Kingdom, which he not being able to 
reſiſt, fled into this Town for Safety, which 
was ſo ftrong that his Enemies had no 
Way left to take him, but by this Stra- 
tagem deſtroy'd- the City, in Hopes of 
overwhelming him in the Ruins, viz. 
They caught ſeveral Sparrows, and faſten- 
ing ſmall Firebrands to their Feet, let 
them fly into the Towr., where lighting 
upon the Straw, in which they uſally 
karboured, ſet it on Fire, and in a ſhort 
Time burnt down the whole Town. Ca- 
veticus narrowly eſcaped, and flying be- 
rg the Severn, ſecured himſelf among 
Mountains of Wales. 

In this State it continued *till the 
South-Saxan Kingdom was erected by King 
Ela, whoſe Son Ciſſa being of an unwar- 
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like Femper, 'choſe to devolve all tron. 


bleſome State Affairs upon Cherdik 
Weſt- Saxon Monarch, nll paving him an 
annual Contribution, enjoy'd a long Reign 
in Peace, in which he rebuilt this City 
and gave it the Name of Ciſſa's Ceſter, or 
Ciſſa's City. Our Hiſtories tell us, that King 
Ciga reſided in this City himſelf, and for its 
Defence fortify'd it with a ſtrong Trench; 
but the South-Saxon Kingdom ſoon after 
his Death being united to the Veſt-Saxon. 
this Town fell ingo fo great Decay, that 
about the Time of the Norman Conqueſt 
it was of little or no Reputation, for by 
Domeſday Book there was but an hundred 
Houſes in it; but being given to Roger de 


Montgomery, one of the Conqueror's Ca p- 


tains, he cauſed ſixty Houſes more to be 
built in it, and being created Earl of it, 
made it fo conſiderable a Place that it 
paid 15 Pounds to the King, and 10 to 
the Earl. | 


This Earl's Bounty to this Town was an 
Invitation to the Biſhop of Silſey upon the 
Order of King William I. that the Epiſ. 
copal Sees, which before were ſettled in 
private Villages, ſhould remove into great 
Towns, to tranilate his See hither ; after 
which it began to flouriſh mightily, both 
in Building and Trade. Biſhop Ral/h, 
who was the ſecond Biſhop from Stigand 
who brought the See hither, built a Ca- 
thedral Church, but it was ſcarcely finiſh- 
ed before it was demoliſh'd by a caſual 
Fire; but this Misfortune did not defeat 
his good Deſign, for being encouraged by 
King Henry I. who liberally contributed 
to the reſtoring it, he ſet about it again, 
and compleatly rebuilt it, as it continued 
to three of his Succeffors; but in the 
Reign of King Richard I. Seffrid the 2d. 
being then Biſhop, it fell under the ſame 
Misfortune, and was burnt, together with 
the greateſt Part of the City, the Biſhop's 
Palace and Prebendary's Houſes not eſca- 
ping the Flames. Seffrid was a Perſon of 
great Intereſt as well as Wealth, and by 


his vigorous and zealous Endeavours re- 


ſtored the Church and City to its former 
Splendor. From his Time the City bath 


grown more and more flouriſhing, and 


would have been much more. conſidera- 


ble 
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ble than now it is, had the Haven been 
near the City, and commodious z how- 
ever, taking it as it now is, it is a Place 
of good Reputation, as the following De- 
ſcription will ſhew. a 77 

This City ſtands in a Plain, and is 
waſhed on every Side but the North by 
the little River Lavant. It is indiffe- 
rently large, and walled about in a circu- 
lar Form, in which are four Gates open- 
ing towards the four Points of the Hea- 
vens: From them the Streets go directly 
to one another, and croſſing in the Mid- 


dle leave an open Space, where the Mar- 


kets and Fairs are kept; for the Conve- 


niency of which, Biſhop Robert Read 
erected a fair Stone Market-houſe, ſup- 
ported with Pillars of the ſame Materials 
round about. The Buildings are pretty 


neat and uniform. All the Space between 


the Weſt and South Gates is taken up with 
the Cathedral, Biſhop's Palace, and the 
Dean and Prebendaries Houſes. The Bi- 
ſhop's Palace hath been lately new built, 
and in the Month of October, 1727, as 
certain Workmen were putting the Gar- 
dens in Order, they found ſome very 
valuable ancient Coins, and a curious 
Piece of Roman Pavement. The Streets 
take their Names from the Gates they 
begin at, and are called Eaſt, Weſt, North, 
and South Streets, It is a Corporation go- 
verned by a Mayor, Recorder, Aldermen, 
and other inferior Officers, and ſends two 
Burgeſſes to Parliament, as it has done from 
that Conſtitution about 10 Years, 2 Edu. 2. 
It hath two good weekly Markets, viz. 
on Wedneſday and Saturday, which laſt is 
the greateſt for Fiſh in the County; and 
five Fairs yearly, viz. on St. George's Day, 
April 23, on Whitſun Monday, on St. James's 
Day, Fuly 25, and on Michaelmas Day, 
which continues nine Days after, and is 
called Slow Fair. Dr. Fuller tells us, That 
the Toll of the Wheat, other Grain, and 
Malt fold in the Markets of this City 
yearly, did in his Time amount at an 
Half-penny a Quarter, to threeſcore Pounds 
a Year, as Mr. Peckham the Recorder in- 
formed him from the Account of the Ga- 
therers, which he ſays proved as well the 
Plenty of the adjacent County, as the 
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Greatneſs of the Markets. There *wa# 
anciently a Caſtle in it, which ſtood at a 
little Diſtance from the North Gate, and 
was the Seat anciently of the Earls of A 
rundel, who ttiled themſelves from thence 
Earls of Chicheſter, but it was long before 
the Reformation, turned into a Convent of 
Franciſcan Fries. „ 9118 

Within the Walls are 5 ſmall Churches 
beſides the Cathedral, and before the Ci- 
vil Wars of Evglard againſt K. Charles I. 
there were two. Churches without the 
Walls in the Suburbs, the one near the 
Eaſt Gate, and the other near the' Weſt 
Gate; but theſe were demoliſhed in thoſe 
Times of Confuſion. The Cathedral, which 
is dedicated to the Bleſſed Virgin Mary, 
is not large, but very curious and beau- 
tiful, having a Spire Steeple of Stone of 
a great Heigth, and a noble Tower ſtand- 
ing by the Weſt Door, which the People 
ſay, was built by Robert Riman, with 
thoſe very Stones he had provided to ere& 
a Caſtle at Aplederham, where he then 
lived, but was by the Royal Command 
forbid to go on with it. On the South 
Croſs Iſle of this Church was formerly 
on the one Side artificially painted the 
Hiſtory of its Foundation, with the Images 
of the Kings of England, and on the other 
Side the Pourtraitures of the Biſhops, as 
well of Selſey, as of this Place, at the 


Charge of Biſhop Robert Sherbourne, who 


beautify'd the Church otherwiſez and 
every where ſets up for his Motto, Cre- 
dite Operibus, i. e. Believe of Men accor= 
ding to their Deeds And, Dilexi decorum 
Domns tuæ, Domine, i. e. I have loved the 


Beauty and Decency of thy Houſe, O Lord, 


But all theſe Ornaments were utterly de- 


faced, or very much disfigured in the late 


Times of Rebellion, ſo that there is lit» 
tle elſe remaining of them now, but the 
Memory of ſome Aged Men, or Tradition 
from them. There belong to this Church 
beſides the Biſhop, a Dean, a Chanter, 
a Chancellor, a Treaſurer, two Archdea- 
cons, vix. of Chicheſter and Lewes, thirty 
Prebendaries, and twelve Vicars Choral. 
Of the other Pariſh Churches of this City, 
we have nothing but the Names, viz. 
St. Peter the Great, St. Peter the Little, 
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8, Pangrar, J. Martin, 5. Otave, Fiſhbern 
and Nye, of whoſb Valuation we hall 
ſpeak afterward, 
The Lordſhip of this City was after the 
Conqueſt at rn given to Nager de Mont:

Bohn in = Henry Ie, From: them 
it defcended by two or three Siiteefi ons 
to James" de Bohnn, who died poſſeſſed et 
it and many other Eftates in 4 Faw. g 
leaving Hue a Son J,, who was never 
ſumwen'd te Parliament, and leaving on- 
ly two Daughters, His Fitate paſſed into 
other Families, but to which Midherſt 


went; we know not. 


In the Pariſh Church of this Town 
William Fitz-Williams Easl of Southampton 
| bequeathed 
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Fir abe. by his Teſtament bearing 
Date Sept. 10, 34 Hen 8. his Body to be 
bury'd, appointing that a new Chapel 
 hould be built by his Executors adjoin- 
ing to it, and in it the Tomb for himſelf 
and the Lady Mabel his Wife, for which 
Purpoſe he aſſigned 500 Marks. Whether 
this Chapel were built, and if ſo the 
Tombs are yet remaining, we have no 
Information. _ + 1 
Akkesbourne, or Aldingbourne, the Lord- 
Thip and Eſtate of Thomas Lord Camois, 
who died poſſeſſed of it, 9 Hen. 5. leaving 
At, with his other Eſtates, to Hugh de Ca- 
mois his Nephew and Heir; but he dying 
within Age, and without Iſſue, left it to 
His two Siſters, Margaret the Wife of Ralph 
Rademilde, and Eleanor the Wife of Lew- 
Fenore-; but to which of them in the Par- 
tition this Manor went, we find not. 


Apoldrum, or  Aplederham, a Seat of 


R. Riman, who had provided Stones to 
build a Caſtle near his Houſe; but being 
prohibited to do it, he built with them 
the great Tower which ſtands on the Weſt 
Side of the Cathedral of Chicheſter. 

.  Boſenham, or Boſeham, the Lordſhip of the 
Archbiſhops of Canterbury, till by a Wile 
and Force Godwin Earl of Kent got, and 
kept it from them. His Device was this, 
Godwin then Earl of Kent having a Deſire 
to obtain this Manor, met the Archbiſhop 
in a certain Place with a feigned Counte- 
nance, faid to him, Da mii Baſium, i. e. 
Cive me a. Kiſs, which. when the Archbi- 
Mop had done, he interpreted it Boſelam, 
and immediately with his Dependants 
took Poſſeſſion of it, thanking the Arch- 
diſhop for his generous Gift, and ſo kept 
it peaceably. Harald his Son inherited 
it after him, but as it was gotten unlaw- 
fully, it proved fatal to him and his Fa- 
mily, for retreating hither upon a Time, 
as he uſed to do for Privacy, becauſe it 
ſituated between Woods and Arms of the 
Sea; he in a Pinnace put to Sea for his 
Pleaſure, and the Wind turning of a ſud- 
den, he was driven aſhore at Ponthieu in 
France, where being taken Priſoner, he 
was ferc'd to pretend that was ſent of a 
private Meſſage to the Duke of Normandy, 
waich he could not deliver to him, unleſs 
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that Duke would get his Releaſe, which 
he ſoon did, and Harold was catry'd into 
Normandy, where he behaved himſelf fo 
well, that the Duke was in Eove with 
him. Harold "tis probable had then no 
Thoughes of being King, but being de- 
ſirous to ingratiate himſelf as much as 


he could with the Duke, promiſed him 


to deliver the Caſtle of Dover (which was 
then his own Eſtate) to him, and contri- 
bute his Afiſtance to make him King of 
England after Edward the Confeſſor's Death, 
which laſt Promiſe he confirmed by Oath, 
and ſo was diſmiſſed into England. King 
Edward died a little after, and Harold 
mg himſelf of the Throne, which 
iam Duke of Normandy being enraged 
at, not ſo much for Harold's Breach of 
Oath, as for his own” Diſappointment, 
raiſed an Army, and having conquered 
Harold, made himſelf King. This Ma- 
nor upon this Revolution was given by 
the Conqueror to William Fitz- Aucher and 
his Heirs in Fee-farm, paying out of 
it yearly into the Exchequer 40 Pounds 
of Silver, try'd and weigh'd. After him 
it was the Inheritance of William Marſhall, 
and from him it paſſed to the Family 
of Berkleys, for Maurice Lord Berkley ha- 
ving recovered it from thoſe to whom his 
Brother William had given it, died poſ- 
ſed of it and other Eſtates, 22 Hen. 7. 

Herbert de Boſham was a Native of this 
Place; he was a good Scholar, and Ama- 
nuenſis to Thomas Becket , Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury. He was preſent at the Mur- 
der of his Maſter, but had that Diſcre- 
tion as to make no Reſiſtance, leſt he ſhou'd 
ſuffer the ſame Fate. He wrote many 
Books, and among the reſt, one of his 
Maſter's Sufferings and Death; after which 
going over into Italy, the Pope made him 
Biſhop of Beneventum, and afterward a Car- 
dinal. His Death is not known as to the 
Time. : 

Boxgrave, the Lordſhip of Thomas Lord 
de la Warr, which, with divers others he 
exchanged (becauſe he dare not refuſe) 
with King Henry VIII. Reg. 31. for the 
Site and Circuit of the Abby of Wherwel 
in Hampſhire, and the Lands thereunto 
belonging, as in Halfnaked. 
Burdhamy 
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Burdhan; or Byrdham-was another of 


the ſaid Lord's Manors ſo exchanged. 
Cimen-ſhore, a Place where Cimen the eld- 
eſt Son of Ella, landed with a conſiderable 
Body of Saxons, and by their Aſſiſtance 
driving the Britons up higher into the 
Country, eſtabliſhed his Father in the 


South-Saxon Kingdom. We keep up the 


Name in our Maps, but are not certain 
of the Place, but that it was near Wit- 
tering in the Ifland of Sel/ey, King Ced- 
valla's Charter of Donation made to the 
Church of Sel/ey is a convincing Proof. 

Compton was another of the Lord de la 
Warr's Manors, which he exchanged with 
King Henry VIII. for the Site and Poſ- 
ſeſſions of the Abbey of Wherawell, as is 
be ſoreſaid. 8 

Drayton, the Lordſhip of John le Strange, 
after whoſe Death it paſſed to Bart holo- 
mew Lord Badleſmere, who left it to Giles 
his Son and Heir, who leaving no Iſſue, 
his four Siſters were Coheirs of his Lands. 
Elizabeth his Wife ſurvived him, and had 
this Manor and other Lands for her Dow- 
ry; Elizabeth the ſecond of theſe Coheirs 
upon the Partition had this Manor Part 
of her Share, and being married to Ed- 
mund Mortimer Earl of March, by whom 
the had Roger her Son and Heir, this Ma- 
nor deſcended to him after her Death, 
though ſhe was then the Wife of Wil- 
liam de Bohun Earl of Northampton, and 
continued in the Poſſeſhon of his Pofterity 
to 3 Hen. 6. when Edmund Mortimer dying 
without Heirs, this, and his other Eſtates 
deſcended to Richard Duke of York, his 
Siſter Anne's Son, who after contended for 
the Crown with King Henry VI. | 

Eaſtbourn, or Esbourne, a pretty Vil- 
lage, anciently the Lordſhip of the Fa- 
mily of the Bohuns. of Mid hurſt, confirm'd 
to Franco de Bohun, with other Eſtates, 
Rich. 1. From this Family in Proceſs 
of Time it paſſed to the Family of Bad- 
leſmere, of whom Giles Lord Badleſmere 
died poſſeſſed of it, 12 Faw. 3. leaving 
his Lands to his four Siſters, of whom 
Margaret the third being married 'to Sir 
John Tiptoft, had this Manor for Part of 


her Diviſion, and carry'd into his Family, 


who inherited it after the Death of Eliza-

beth, the Widow of the faid Gili, ho- 


had it for Part of her Dowry. Sir Jos 


gave it with his Daughter Philippa to 
Thomas Lord Roſs, or Roos of Hamlake, 
who being a Stickler for the York Family | 
againſt King Henry VI. was upon the Suc- 
ceſs of this laſt by the Conduct of the 
great Earl of Warwick, taken and behead-- 
ed on Tower-hill for Treaſon ; but Fokn 
Tiptoft her Nephew, then Earl of Worceſter, 
had ſo great an Intereſt with King Henry, 


that he obtained this, and ſome other 
Parts of her Husband's Eſtate in Dower, 


for her Life ;- how it paſſed afterward we

This Place is the chief Town where the 

little Birds, called Wheat-ears, which ſo- 
much reſemble Ortelans, are taken. The 
Manner of catching is- very particular, 
which is this, they cut a Turf about a 
Foot long, and half a Foot deep, and turn 
it down again to cover the Hole, in which- 
they put a Snare of Horſe-hair, which» 
done, they ſeek for the Birds, which are 
ſo very ſhy, that as ſoon as they ſee them 
they run into theſe Holes for Shelter, and 

there are taken, many of them at once. 
This Village ſtands under the Promon- 
tory ſo famous for the Loſs of Ships, cal - 
led Beachy-Head, in which are ſeveral Ca- 
verns like great Vaults made, as is gene- 
rally ſuppoſed by the Sea.

Cood wood, and as we find it written in 
ancient Records, Godixe wod, was the Lord- 
ſhip and Eſtate of Robert Lord St. John 
of Baſing, who 38 Hen. 3. obtained a Char- 
ter of Free-warren in all his Demeſne 
Lands here, and ſeveral other of his Lord- 
ſhips, . and left it ſo privileged to his 
Heir John. The Duke of Richmond hath: 

a Seat here,

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Halnae, Halnaker, or Halnaked, an Ho- 
Nour. given, by King Henry I. to Rubert 


de Haye, or Haya, whoſe Sons Richard 


and Ralph dying without Heirs, Cicely 


his Daughter inherited this Honour and 
His other Eſtates.

from whom this their Son took his Name, 
and carry'd it into his Family, in which it 
continued to 3 Edw.

Godwin's Widow before the Conqueſt, but 
after of Henry Hoeſe, who had his Seat 
Here, 4 Hen. 3. and left it to his Poſteri- 
ty, of whom Henry Hoeſe his Grandſon 
died poſſeſſed of it, 18 Edu. 1. leaving 
it to his Son and Heir of the ſame Name. 
He had Summons to Parliament among 
the Barons from 23 Edw, 1. all that 
King's and his Son's Reign, and dying 
6 Edu. 3. left his Eſtates to Henry his 
Son ; but Iſabel his Wife ſurviving him, 
a third Part of this, and ſeveral other 


Lordſhips were aſſigned to her for her 


Dowry, which after her Deceaſe deſcend- 
ed to her Son, who died poſſeſſed of it. 
In this Pariſh is a Lordſhip and Seat 
called Up-Park, ſo called from its Situa- 
tion upon an high Ground, and a Park 
Snclofing it. It was the Eſtate and Dwel- 
ling of Sir Edward Ford, and his Family 
before him; but Iſſue Male failing, his 
Daughter and Heir Katharine marrying 
10 Ralph Lord Grey of Werke, it became 
his Seat, and his Son Ford Lord Erey af- 
terward made Earl of Tankeryil, inherited 


it from his Mother. This Earl left only 


one Daughter; the Lady Mary, who mar- 


rying to Charles Lord Oſſulton, carry'd her 
Paternal Eſtate and Honour into his Fa- 
mily, her Husband being made Earl of 


Tankervil, as her Father was. Ralph Lord 
Grey was bury'd at this Place in June,

Edward Ford the Son of Sir John Fyrd 


was born at Up-park in this Village, and 
educated a Gentleman Commoner in Tei. 
- nity College, Oxford. | He was pricked for 


High Sheriff of Suſſex in the Beginning of 
the Civil Wars, and afterward adhering 
to the King, then at Oxford, he was 
knighted by him, Oct. 4, 1643, and had 
a Commithon . given him to be a Colonel 
in the Army led againſt the Rebels, for 
which he was a great Sufferer, with other 
Royaliſts, when the King's Party was 


_ ſubdued. He was a moſt ingenious Me- 
Hamptonet, the Lordſhip of Sir Ralph 


chaniſt, and being encouraged by Oliver, 
and invited by the Citizens of London, he 
raiſed the Thames Water into all the high- 
eſt Streets of the City, 93 Foot high in 
four Eight-Inch Pipes, to the Wonder of 
all Men, and Honour of the Nation, with 
an Engine of his own Invention. He alſo 
built the great Water Engine near Somer- 
fet Houſe, which ſupplieth the Inhabitants 
of the Strand, and adjacent Parts, with 
Water. He made divers other Propoſals 
for the Advantage of the Nation, and 
would certainly have done great Matters 
for the Publick Good, had he not been 
difcouraged for what he had done, and 
thwarted by the great Ones in his further 
Defigns, which Death put an End to. 
He died in Ireland, Sept. 3, 1670, and 
his Body being brought into England, 
was bury'd in the Church of this Place 
by his Anceſtors. He printed ſome Books 
containing his Projects, in 1641, 1666, 
and. 1663, which have never been re- 
garded ſince his Death. |

which Godwin Earl of Kent was poſſeſs'd 
of in the Confeſſor's Days, as we learn 
from Doomſday-Book, which Harold bis 
eldeſt Son had the greateſt Part, Oc.

Bo- 
wer, a Gentleman endowed with many 
other Virtues, but ſingularly eminent for 
his Humility and Loyalty, for which laſt 
being ſequeſter'd in the late Rebellious 
Times, and forc'd to pay a Fine for the 
Uſe of the Commonwealth of 2033 J. he 
ſaid chearfully, when he had paid, That 
he had gotten a cheap Pennyworth to pre- 
ſerve Peace of Conſcience. 

Merden, or Meredone, the Eſtate of Gy- 
tha, Earl Godwin's Widow, before the 
Conqueſt, but ſhe left it and her other 
Eſtates, and fled into France for fear of 
the Conqueror, and never returned again 
into England. | 

Mundliam, or Mundreham, a Manor of 
the aforeſaid Lady Githa's. 

Nuthourn, or Nortbourne, the Lordſhip 
of Alan de Zouch of Mortimer, for which 
he procured a Charter of Free-warren 
18 Edi. 3. and left it ſo privileged to his 
Son Hugh. He was deſcended of Robert 
de Mortimer, but took the Name of Zouch, 
which his Poſterity continued to bear. 
from his Manor of A/kby de la Zouch in 
Leiceſterſhire. Hugh dy'd without Heirs, 
and Joyce his Siſter inherited his Lands, 
and by Marriage carry'd them into the 
Family of Sir John Botetout of Weoly-Caftle 
in Worceſterſhire, Knt. whoſe Poſterity in- 
herited them. . 

Raton, or Radeton, one of the Lord- 
ſhips of Godwin Earl of Kent, in the Con- 
feſſor's Days, as we find in Doomeſday- 
Book, which he left to Earl Harold, and 
his other Sons. 

Rogate, the Lordſhip and Eſtate of Ralph 
de Camois, who 20 Edw. 2. procured a 
Charter for a Fair yearly upon his Ma- 
nor here, and for Free-warren upon all 
the Demeſne Lands of it. 

Selſey, in Saxon Sealr- ey, that is, ac- 
cording to Bede's Interpretation, The Ile 
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of Sea-Calves, now. call'd Seals, a Creßture 
that always makes to Iſlands and Shores 
to bring forth its Young, It is a Penin- 
ſula, or Spot of Land. encompaſſed with 
the Sea on all Sides but the Weſt, (as Bede 
ſays) where it has an Entry into it by a 

Neck of Land, which joins it to the. 


County, and is about a Stones-caſt over. 


The Street of the Town ſtands on a dry 
gravelly Soil, and is not ſo unhealthful 
as many Places ſituate ſo low and fo near 
the Sea uſually are, It contained eighty. 
ſeven Tenements within the Demeſne, 


when Edelwach, King of the South. Saxons, - 
gave it to Wilfrid Biſhop of York, Who 


was then in Exile, and had converted, if 
not the King himſelf, yet many of his 
People, of which Bede gives this Ac- 
count: That Wilfrid firſt preached the 
Goſpel here, and not only ſaved from - 
the Bondage of the Devil 250 Bondmen 
by Baptiſm, but alſo by obtaining their 
Freedom, deliver'd them from being 
Slaves to Men. Againſt this King Edel- 
wal:h, Ceadnwell, a valiant young Prince 
of the Blood-Royal of Weſt-Saxons, made 
War, with ap impetuous Current, and. 
having ſlain him as he made Reſiſtance, 
became Vitor of the Country, which, a 
little Time after, was made a Province 
of the Weſt-Saxon Kingdom. He founded 
a Monaſtery here, and honour'd it with 
an Epiſcopal See, which Stigand, the 224 
Biſhop, removed to Chicheſter, where it 
now flouriſhes, and owns Ceadwall for the 
Founder. Of the Biſhops of both Sees, 
we ſhall give the beſt Account, we can 
find, in our Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtory of this 
County. There are ſome obſcure Re- 
mains of this ancient little City, in whick* 
the firſt Biſhops reſided, cover'd indeed at 
High-Water, but plainly viſible at low 
Tide. The Ifle is famous for its excel- 
lent Cockles gather'd on the Shores about 
it, and for producing the fineſt Wheat. 
Singleton, the Hundred and Manor were 
both the Fee of the Fitz-alans, Earls of 
Arundel and Suſſex. Richard Fitz-alan, 
11 Edu. 3. obtain'd a Privilege for him- 


ſelf and Heirs to have the Return of 


Writs within this Hundred; and Thomes 


Fitz.-alan, who dy'd 3 Hen, 5, was then 
888 poſſeſſed 
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fleſſed. both of the Manor and Hundred 
1 privileg d, leaving it to John his Son 
and Heir. Tneir Seat in this Pariſh was 
call'd Downley, where William Fitz-alan 
dying, 35 Hen. 8. his Executors bury'd 
his Body at Arundel, Jan. 23, 1543, and 
Henry his only Son and Heir ſucceeded 
him in his Eſtates and Honours, but had 
no Male Iſſue. | 

Stanſted is the Seat of the Right Hon, 
Richard Lumley Earl of Scarborough. 

Stoughton, or Storghton, the Lordſhip of 
Thomas Fitz.-alan Earl of Arundel and Suſ- 
ſex, who obtain'd of King Henry IV. a 
Charter for a weekly Market upon Wed- 
neſday upon this his Manor, and three 
Fairs yearly, viz. On the Feaſt of St. Phi- 
_ and Jacob, on Wellneſday in Whitſun- 

eek, and upon St. Martin's Day in Win- 
tl November 11, but the Market is diſ- 
uſed. | 
Tratton, or Traiton, one of thoſe Ma- 
nors of which Gizha the Widow and laſt 
Wife of Earl Godwin was found poſſeſſed 
at the Conqueſt ; but when her Son Ha- 
rold, then King of England, was ſlain, ſhe 


Med into France, and never returning a- 


gain, it fell iuto the Conqueror's Hands ; 
but how it was diſpos'd of. afterwards, 
we can't diſcover. This Village ſtands 
upon a little Brook, which runs quite 
croſs this Rape into the River Arun, and 
hath a Stone-Bridge over it. 

Thomas Otway the Poet was born here, 
tho' his Father Humphrey Otway was 


Rector of Wolbeding. He was educated at 


Wickham's School near Winchefter, and was 
a Commoner in Chriſt's Church, Oxford, 
but took no Degree. He had a Poetick 
Genius, and being entertained in the 
Play-houſe, he not only got himſelf a 
comfortable Subſiſtance, but became him- 
ſelf a Writer of Plays, as Alcibiades, Ti- 
tus and Berenice, Don Carlos Prince of 
Spain, Oc. which laſt, tis ſuppos'd, he 


. wrote in Honour of Don Carlos Earl of 


Plimouth, one of King Charles IT's natural 


Sons, whoſe Favour he had gain'd by his 
Ingenuity. In 1677, he went in the Qua- 


lity of a Cornet into Flanders, but re- 
turn'd in a poor Condition, which the 


thoſe Enfigns of Pride. 
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Poetick Earl of Rocheſter pitying, brought 
him into the ae A 7 7 
Station he maintain'd with conſiderable 
Reputation, living at London, and wri- 
ting Plays and Poetical Eſſays to the Day 
of his Death, which happen'd April 14, 
1685, t. 33. and was bury'd in the 
Vault of St. Clement's Danes. In his Sick-

Walſham, famous in Hiſtory (Hol. Chron. 


P. 1315.) for one William Withers, who 


lay in a Trance ten Days, and took no Su- 
ſtenance 3 but at length coming to him- 


ſelf, utter'd many ſtrange Speeches, en- 


veighing. againſt Pride, Covetouſneſs, 
coldneſs of Charity, and other outrageous 
Sins at that Time practiſed, Anno 1580. 
Many Miniſters, Gentlemen, and others, 
went to ſee him, and wonder'd at the 
Things ſpoken by him; among them was 
one mightily ruffled and dreſs'd, whom 
having eſpy'd, he ſo ſmartly reproved 
him for his Pride, telling him, it would 
better become him to be cloathed in Sack - 
cloth, and mourn for his Sins, than be 
dreſſed up like a Child of the Devil in 
Theſe Words ſo 
pricked the Conſcience of the Serving- 
man, that he wept for his Offence, cut 
his Ruffle in pieces, and vow'd never t)

IV. The Rape of HASTINGS. 


This Rape lies on the Eaſt- Side of the 
County, and on the Eaſt- Side is encom- 
paſſed by the Sea, as it is alſo on the 
South, the Weſt-Side borders on the Rape 
of Pevenſey, and the North on the Coun- 
ty of Kent. In it are theſe Hundreds 
contain'd, viz, Battel, Faxenal, Gold/pure, 
Hawkesborough, Boxhill, Balſloe, Geſsling, 
Goftrow, Henhurſt, Nenvil, Staple, Ne- 
thersfield, and Shewſ/well. The Fee of 
this Rape we ſuppoſe to be in the Crown, 
becauſe we find no private Owner of it, 
and ſo the Government is in the High- 
Sheriff and his Officers. There are three, 
if not four Market Towns in this Rape, 
VL. | 

Battel, ſo call'd from the decifive Bat- 
tle fought on or near the Place between 
King Harold and William the Norman, 
who under a pretence of claiming his In- 
| Heritance deſcended to him by the Death 
of King Edward the Confeſſor, came into 
England with an Army, and landing at 
Haſtings in this County, march'd up high- 
er into it. Harold had News of his Inva- 


ſion, and haſten'd with all Speed towards 


him, and tho? his Forces were much di- 
miniſh'd by a late Fight he had with the 
Dares in the North, and as much fatigu'd 
by long Marches to oppoſe the Normans, 
yet meeting them at a ſmall Diſtance 
from Haſtings, at a Village call'd Epiton, 
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he gave him Battle, October 14, 1068. 


The Normans no ſooner ſaw his Approach, 


but they gave the Signal for the Fig 


the Encounter began with Flights of Ar- 


rows from both Armies, which keld for 
ſome Time, but coming to a cloſe En- 
gagement, they maintain'd the Battle a 
long while; the Englih, who with ad- 
mirable Courage and Bravery receiv'd the 
firſt Attack, were furiouſly charg'd by 
the Horſe of the Normans, but with no 
Succeſs, wherefore when they ſaw they 
could not preeail, they, as they had be- 
fore agreed, retreated, but kept- their 
Ranks, which the Engliſi not obſerving, but 
thinking they fled, broke their Ranks, and 
without any Order purſu'd the Enemy, 
who rallying their Forces, charged the Enz- 


_ liſh on every Side afreſh, and made a great 


Slaughter of them, yet not without as 
brave an Oppoſition as could be expected: 
For the Engliſh having got the higher 
Ground, ſtood it out a long Time, till Ha- 
rold their King and Leader being ſhot thro? 
the Head with an Arrow, fell down dead, 
upon which his Army being quite diſ- 
heartned, turn'd their Backs and betook 
themſelves to flight. Our Hiſtorians tell 
us, that there were threeſcore thouſand 
Men lain in this Battle, which ſhews the 
Greatneſs and Populouſneſs of England ſo 
long ago, that Harold could gather ſo 
great an Army. 

The victorious Norman, after he had 
partly by fair Promiſes, and partly by 
Terror, ſettled himſelf on the Throne of 
England, began to reflect thro' what a Sea 
of Blood he had waded to it, and to make 
ſome Atonement for the vaſt Effufion of 
Blood that he had made in this Place, 
erected an Abby on the very Ground 
where the aforeſaid Battle was fought, 
and having dedicated it to St. Martin, 
call'd it Battle- Abby, placing in it a Con- 
vent of Benediftine Monks to pray for the 
Souls of the Slain z thus at once ſetting 
up a Monument of his Glory and Piety, 
as was thought. About the Abby there 
ſoon grew up a Town of the ſame Name, 
conſiſting of 115 Houſes, to which more 
have been added ſince, In the Town, *tis 
ſaid, there is a Place, which after a

"granted a Market to be kept in this Town 


upon every Lord's-Day, (as was uſed in 
ſeveral other Places in his Time) free 
from all Duties whatſoever, but Anthony 
Viſcount Montague, who about the Year 
1600, built himſelf a beautiful Houſe 
Here, obtain'd a Power by an Act of Par- 
liament to remove the Market to Thur /- 
day, as it now continues; and the Fairs

was the Eſtate of William de Echingham, 
who then obtain'd a Charter of Free-war- 


ren for this his Lordſhip and divers others 
zn this County, and ſo privileg'd, left 


them to his Heirs, but of his Children 
we find no mention. 
The Abbot of Battel, tho' in all our 


Hiſtories nameleſs, yet muſt be of eternal 
Memory for his Courage and Bravery on 


this Occaſion ; The French, in the Nonage 


of King Richard II. obſerving England 


taken up in Quarrels'at Home, and re- 
gardleſs of their Defence againſt Foreign 
Enemies, invaded this County, and ha- 
ving plunder'd the People, carry'd away 
the Prior of Lewes Captive. This Abbot 
ſeeing this, thought it high Time to pro- 
vide for his own Safety, got together as 
good a Body of Men as the Time would 
give Leave, and marching to Winchel/cy, 
fort ify'd it, thinking it moſt proper for 
him, being a Spiritual Perſon, to be on 
the Defenfive Part; the French follow'd 


him and beſieged the Town, and ſince 


their Endeavours: to draw him out to a 


Field - Battle prov'd ineffectual, they plant- 
ed their Guns to batter it down, but be- 
fore they could effet that, the Country- 


Gentlemen and their Tenants took Cou- 
rage, and came in ſo faſt upon them, that 
they ſuſpecting they ſhould be ſurround- 
ed on alt Sides, thought it their beſt way 
to make for France as faſt as they could, 
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and ſb left Vinchelſey not in a much worſe 
Condition than they found it. Thus 
this Abbot ſaved Suſſex, and by Confe. 
quence all Exgland, for h:d they been 
ſucceſsful here, *tis probable they would 
have gone on, and made the whole Iſland 
a Prey. | 
Haſtings, called by the Saxons, Hay. 


cinda-ccar cen, is the chief Town of 


this Rape, which takes its Name from it. 
It is one of the Cinque-Ports, and ſends: 
Members to Parliament, as it hath done 
from 42 Ev. 3. but otherwiſe is at pre- 
ſent a poor indifferent Place, yet hath 
two Markets weekly, viz, on Wedneſday 
and Saturday, and Fairs on 

It ſeems to have ten its Name from 
Haſtings, the famous Daniſi Pyrate, who 
uſually built ſome little Fortreſſes in 
ſuch Places as he landed, for Prey, as he 
did at Beamfleet in Eſſex, and Middleton 
in Kent. In the Reign of King Athelſtan, 
Anno 924, here was a Mint. This Town, 
with the other Cinque-Ports, Winchel/ca, 
Rye, &c. enjoys very great Immunities, 
but upon theſe Conditions, as appears 
from the Record in the Exchequer, Ha- 
ſtings, with its Members, ought to find 
21 Ships at the King's Summons, and 
there ought to be in each of the Ships 21 
Men, able, fitly qualify*d, well arm'd, 
and well furniſh'd for the King's Ser- 
vice, yet ſo, that the Summons be made 
on the King's Behalf forty Days before; 
and when the aforeſaid Ships and Men 
are come to the Place to which they were 
ſummon'd, they ſhall remain in the King's 
Service. 15 Days at their own Coſis and 
Charges; but if the King hath further 
Occaſion for them, and will keep them 
any longer, they ſhall be ar the King's 
Charges as long as he pleaſes z the Maſter 
of each Ship ſhall have Six-pence a Day, 


and the Conttable as much, but all the 


reſt of the Men but Three-pence a Day. 
This whole Rape of Haſtings, together 
with the Honour, was held by the Earls 
of Ew in Normandy, a Family deſcended 
from a Natural Son of Richard I. Duke 
of Normandy. Robert the firſt Earl, to 
whom it was given, was one of the Con- 


queror's chief Counſellors, and had many 
other. 
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other large Eſtates ſettled on him by the 
ſaid King. He left this Honour to his 
gon William, whoſe Son Henry upon levy- 
ing the Aid for marrying King Henry II's 
Daughter, certify'd, that his Father in 
King Henry I's Reign was enfeoffed with 
65 Knights Fees, of which he then had 
56 in this Rape of Haſtings, and for them 
be paid 40 7. He left only one Daugh- 
ter and Heir, who marrying to Ralph de 
Vendon, had by him a Son and Heir Wil- 
liam, who, after his Father's Death, ad- 
hereing to the King of France, and Alice 
otherwiſe having forfeited her Eſtate to 
the Crown, in King Henry III's Days, 
that King ſeiz'd it, and gave it to Prince 
Edward his Son, Reg. 29. Peter de Sa- 
voy, Queen Eleanor's Uncle, was then in 
great Favour, and to him the King, Fey. 
31. committed the keeping of the Caſtle 
and Honour of this Place. After this 
Peter's Death, the ſame King cauſing his 
Son the Prince to releaſe and quit- claim 
to him all his Intereſt to the Honour and 
Rape, gave it to John de Dreux, Earl of 
Richmond, in lieu of certain Lands be- 
longing to the Honour of Richmond, which 
Peter de Savoy had paſſed to the King, 
which being done, the King granted him 
Letters Mandatory to all the Tenants of 
the ſaid Honour and Rape to do him-Ho- 
mage, as his Poſterity for ſome Succeſſions 
enjoy'd it. In the Reign of King Hen- 
ry VI. Sir Thomas Hoo, having by his Va- 
lour and Conduct ſuppreſs'd a Rebellion 
about Caux in Normandy, and merited 
highly of that Prince in his Wars with 
France, was in Conſideration of his great 
Services advanced to the Dignity of a 
Baron of this Realm, by the Title of 
Lord Hoo, his Seat in Bedfordſhire, and 
Haſtings this Place, and to the Heirs Male 
of his Body; but tho' he had three 
Wives, he left no Son, but three Daugh- 
ters only, among whom his Eſtate was 
divided; but the Honour became extinct, 
and was after conferred on the Family 
of De Haſtings in Manner following: 
From this Town there was an ancient 
Family, as old as the Norman Times, that 
took its Name, being call'd De Haſtings, 
and one of them named Matthew Ha- 
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ſtings held the Manor of Crenocle by this 
Tenure, ' That he ſhould find at this Ha- 


ven an Oar, whenever the King would 


croſs the Seas. From them is the Fami- 
ly of the Earls of Huntington deſcended, 
and have their Name and Part of their 
Barony from it. William de Haſlings,, 


Lord Chamberlain of the King's Houſ- 


hold, and of North PVales, was the firſt 
that had the Title of Lord Haſtings con- 
ferr'd on him by K. Edward IV. to whom, 
as well as to his Father the Duke of York, 
he had been a faithful Servant, as he con- 
tinued all his Reign, and being much in 


Favour with him, obtain'd many large E- 
ſtates and very beneficial Places from him; 


but after his Death, not complying with 
the Duke of Gloucefter's Deſign in ma- 
king away or baſtardizing his Children, 
King Edward V. and his Brother the 
Duke of York, he was baſely, without 
Trial, murder'd in the Tower by that 
Duke's Order, who made his Way to the 
Throne thereby, and became King by the 
Name of Richard III. He dy'd poſſeſs'd 
of the Caſtle, Lordſhip, and Rape of Ha- 
ſtings, which were all ſeiz'd of, as for- 
feited by a forg'd. Treaſon laid to his 


Charge, and ſo detain'd both from his 


Widow and Heir Edward Lord Haſtings 
for a Time, yet he was permitted to be 
bury'd, according to his Teſtament, in: 
the Chapel of St. George within the Ca- 
ſtle of Wind/or, near the Tomb of King 
Edward IV. where his Monument is ſtill 
to be ſeen, Edward Lord Haſtings re- 
main'd without Honour or Lands for a 
while, but King Henry VII. having con- 
quer'd. and flain Richard in * 


Field, and poſſeſs'd himſelf of the Throne, hes

had ſuch a Reſpect for him in Conſidera- 
tion of his Father's Sufferings, that he 
reſtor'd him to his Honour and Lands, 


Reg. 1. which he left to his Son George, 


created Earl of Huntington by King Hen- 
ry VIII. as his Poſterity continue, wri- 
ting themſelves Earls of Huntington, and 
Lords Haſtings, Hungerford, Botreaux, and 
Moles. 

This Town, in the Reign of King Ri- 
chard IT. and about the Year 1377, was 


burnt by: the French, who taking the Op- 
| portunity. 
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portunity of ſome Diſcontents in the Be- 
ginning of that King's Reign, thruſt in- 
to the Haven of Kye with 50 Ships, and 
rifled and burnt that Town, and from 


thence proceeded to Minchelſea, but be- 


ing beaten off there, did the ſame to this 
Place. After its rebuilding, it was di- 
vided into two Parithes, as it now re- 
mains. Near this Town in 1263, there 
was a Battle fought between the Armies 
of King Edward III. lead by Prince Ed- 
ward his Son, and Simon de Montfort Earl 
of Leiceſter, who headed the Barons, 
fighting tor the Obſervation of the Sta- 

tutes of Oxford, which the King, though 
ſworn to keep them, had refuſed to do. 
The Barons had the better, and taking the 
King and Prince Priſoners, reſol ved to 
oblige them to a fecond Confirmation of 
them; but while this was doing, there 
Happened a Quarrel among the Barons 
themſelves, and Prince Edward eſcaping, 
reduced them to his Terms by the Battle 
of Eveſham, and ſo Peace, after ſome 
Time, was reſtored. 

Rye, or Rhie, one of the ancient Towns, 
who have long enjoy'd equal Privileges 
with the Cinque-Ports, in Latin Ripa, and 
in French Rive, ſtands on the very Edge of 
this County towards Kent. It is a fair 
well-built Town, pleaſantly ſituated upon 
the North-ſide on an Hill, which affords 
a delightful Proſpe& towards the Sea, for- 
tify'd and walled about in King Ed-w. III's 
Reign. It is at preſent govern'd by a 
Mayor and Jurats, and is furniſhed with 
a commodious Haven, and two Markets, 
on Wedneſday and Saturday weekly, but 
the former is almoſt quite diſuſed, and 


> the latter affords little, but Proviſions. 


It was anciently in great Reputation, be- 
ing well fortify'd by William d' Ipres, Earl 
of Kent; (there being a Tower yet ſtand- 
ing bearing his Name, which is now made 
the Priſon of the Town) and enjoying 
the great Immunities and Privileges of 
the Cinque-Ports, as ſending Burgeſſes 
to Parliament, which it hath done from 
42 Edw. 3. but in the following Times 
it was inconfiderable, either upon the 
Account of the Nearneſs of Winchel/ea, or 
the Receſs of the Sea from it, and ſo con- 
| I 
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ward III. walled it about, and Winchelſea 
decay'd, it began again to recover, and by 


a lucky Accident flouriſhed as much ag 


ever : For the Ocean ſwelled with an ex. 
traordinary Tempeſt, broke in fo violent] 

(yet much to the Ad vantage of the Town) 
that it made a convenient Port, which an- 


other Tempeſt ſome Time after improy'd 5 


after which the Town much increaſed in 
Inhabitants, Buildings, Fiſhing and Na- 
vigation, and became more proſperous 
than it had ever been before. But the 
Favours of the Sea are very inconſtant, 
and ſeldom laſt long: The impetuous 
Tides which made them an Haven, have 
now caſt the Sands ſo much into it, that 
it is almoſt quite choaked up, ſo that 
there is ſcarcely a Paſſage left for the 
ſmalleſt Sort of Veſſels; and were it not 
for its Fiſhing Trade, and the Conve- 
niency of the moſt ready Paſſage here 
from England to Normandy, it is to be 
feared, it would fall into a worſe Condi- 
tion than ever, in a ſmall Time, unleſs 
ſome other Privileges can be found out to 
ſupport the Corporation. We having re- 
ceived a more particular and full Account 
of this Town and Port from a Perſon un- 
known, have thought fit to ſubjoin ſo 
much of it as anſwers our Deſign, viz, 
The Town is encompaſſed by the Tides 
about two Parts in three, and on the Eaſt- 
Side is waſhed by the River Rother. The 
South-ſide is waſhed by a Branch of the 
Tide called Tillinglam- Water, over which 
was formerly a Ferry, but now there is 


a Bridge. About 50 or 60 Years ago here 


was a good Tide-Harbour, while the Tide 
had its free Courſe up the Rother, which 
being then ſtopp'd by a Sluice about fix 
Miles above the Town, and another about 
three Miles; it is now almoſt ruin'd by the 
great Quantities of Mud and Sand brought 
into it by the Spring Tides, and ſtopp'd 
from running out by thoſe Sluices. 

The Fiſhing Trade, which is the prin- 
cipal Support of this Town, conſiſts in 
taking Mackarel and Herring in their 
proper Seaſons (the firſt of which the 
Fiſhermen call Shotting, and the other 


Flewing) which are accounted the beſt of 
their 
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their Kind, which are caught upon theſe 
Coaſts, All the reſt of the Year they 
catch Flat-fiſh by trawling, viz. Soles, 
Plaiſe, Rates, Turbets, Brills, &c. which 
are carry*d up every Day by the Rippiers. 
: e. Fiſhermen of this Place, ſo called 
from Ripa, the Bank it ſtands upon) to 
London Market, which though 63 Miles 
diſtant, they perform ſoon by three Stages. 

The Corporation, which hath Preſcrip- 
tion only to plead for its being ſo, and 
conſiſis of a Mayor, Jurats and Freemen, 
is thus order'd: The Mayor is choſen 
annually upon the Monday next after the 


| Feaſt of St. Bar tholomeau, out of the Jurats, 


by a Majority of the Votes of the Free- 
men, at a Court called the Hundred-Court. 
The Jurats, who are not to exceed the 
Number of Twelve, are choſen by the 
Mayor on his Election Day, if there be 
any Vacancy, or at the General Seſſions, 


Monies, chuſe Freemen, and do all other 
Acts relating to the Government of the 


Town and Corporation, and no Man ought © 


to appear at either of them, but ſuch as 
are qualify*d according to the Corporation 
Act, which excludes al} Diſſenters, and 
was obſerved *till 1697, or 8, when the 
Mayor, contrary to the former Rules, 
brought in Diſſenters to vote both for 
Freemen and Parliament Men, and in- 
volved the Corporation in many and long 
Troubles, which the Gentleman gives a 
large Account of, too tedious for our Hi- 
ſtory. This Corporation ſends alſo two 
Barons to every Coronation to ſupport 
the Canopy of State. ;

of Lewes, Eſq; The Vicarage Houſe is a 
Brick Building erected about the Year 
1701, | 
Bryan Tyne, though not born here, yet 
may render this Place famous for having 
been the Vicar of it, though he was ſel- 
dom reſident. He was educated in Corpus 
Chriſti College, Oxford, where he took his 
Degrees, was made Fellow and Greek 
Reader, which Place he diſcharged well. 
His Genius muck inclining him to Hiſto- 
ry and Antiquities, he dwelt in Lodgings 


at Oxford, and being an Affectionate Lover 


of that Univerſity, he publiſhed a Book in 
V indication of the Dignity and Antiqui- 
ty of it, againſt ſuch Matters as John 
Caius had ſaid againſt it in his Anti- 
quities of Cambridge, in which he ſhewed 
ſufficient Judgment, but greater Reading. 
He was of a melancholy Temper, and 
wholly ſpent his Time in Reading, Wri- 
ting, and Contemplation. He made vaſt 
Collections out of the Libraries of Oxford, 


which might have ſeen the Light, and 


been of great Uſe to Antiquaries, but the 
Wars coming on, and Oxford being made 
the Seat of them, his Books and MSS. 
fell into Soldiers Hands, who ſold them 
for little or nothing. Archbiſhop Laud 
Had a particular Reſpe&t for him, and 
employ'd him to draw up the Statutes 
now in Uſe in that Univerſity, for which 
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he rewarded him with the Place of Keen 
of their Archives, which he RE 
Years to his Death, which happened 
Anno 1644. His Body was bury'd in the 
inner Chapel of Corpus Chriſti College, to 
which he gave by his Will many choice 
Books and Manuſcripts of his own Wri.

In the Beginning of the Reign of King 
Richard II. certain Frenchmen, who were 


hovering about the Exgliſi Shoar, and ſeek- 


ing for Prey, knowing that the Lion 

King Edward III. was unable to oppoſe 
them, and his Grandſon Richard, who 
was to ſucceed him, was in his Minority 

and the Nation was conſequently in Con- 
fuſion, within ſix or ſeven Days after the 
former died, landed and burnt this Town 

and from thence coaſted to the Ifle of 
Wight, and burnt divers Towns in the 
ſame; as alſo at Plimouth, Port/muuth, and 
Dartmouth, Certain Noblemen were ſent 
in Purſuit of them, but found them not, 
their Buſineſs being not to fight, but fly: 
But the People of Rye, and ſome others, 
did not quietly put up this Wrong, but 


with certain Ships put to Sea, and mect- 


ing theſe Pyratical French, fought them 
and overcame them, taking ſeven Ships 
with 300 Men in them, of which one of 
them called the Falcon, had been taken not 
long before from the Lord William Latimer. 
They. were all richly laden with Wine, 
Wax, and other Merchandize, by which 
the People of Rye gained ſome Compenſa- 
tion for the Damages they had ſuffered 
from them. | 
Winchelſea, in Saxon Wincely-ea, which 
ſignifies a Wateriſh Place, ſeated in a Cor- 
ner, which Interpetation anſwers exactly 
the Situation of the Town, lying at the 
Corner of Kent and Suſſex. 
in the Time of King Edward I. when a 
more ancient Town of the ſame Name was 
ſwallowed up by the Sea in a terrible 
Tempeſt, Anno 1250, at which Time the 
Surface of the Earth both here and in the 
Kentiſh Shoar, was much alter'd. It was 
then encompaſſed with a Rampart, and 
afterward with a ſtrong Wall; but no ſooner 
it began to flouriſh, but it was ſacked by 


the French and Spaniards, and by the Re- 
tirement 


It was built 
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firetiudus Oppoſer of Vaveſton and the Splu- 
cirs; that King's Favourites, lived and di- 
ed in Peace, abounding in Charity and Ho- 


ſpitality. He was a worthy Prelate, an 


excellent Preacher, and being learned him- 


MF, loved and preferred learned Men. 
His Benefice was prodigious, for he is ſaid 


to have relieved” weekly on Sundays and 


Fridays 4000 Men when Corn was cheap, 
and 5000 when it was dear, and to ſuch 
as could not come to receive his Alms, 
he ſent it to their Houſes: After his 
Death, which ha ppen'd 13 13, he was ho- 
noured by the Poor, as a Saint, though 
not eanon ined by the Pope.

John Winchelſey, probably a Kinſman 
of the Archbiſhop's, becauſe a Native of 
the ſame Place, and bearing the ſame 
Name. He was bred in Oxford, and was 


eminent there for his great Learning. He 


3s ſaid to have made both Poets and Phi- 
loſophers harmonize with Goſpel] Divi- 
nity, as far as Nature could ſymbolize 
with Grace. In his old Age he turned a 
Franciſcan, and enter'd himſelf into their 
Convent at Salisbury, as thinking Monkery 
a more direct Way to Heaven, than a ſe- 
cular Way of Living, ſo much doth Pre- 


judice and Superſtition ſometime triumph 


over Learning; but he died before the 
Vear of his Probation was ended, and 
was bury'd in his Convent, An. Dom. 1326. 
This Town | hath given the Title of Earl 
to a Noble Family of the Finches, of whom 
Elizabeth the Widow. of Sir Moyle Finch, 
and Daughter and Heir of Sir Thomas 
Hineage, Knt. was created a Counteſs, 
4 Car. 1. by the Name and Title of 
_ Elizabeth Counteſs of Vinchelſea, with 
a Limitation of that Honour to the Heirs 
of her Body, lawfully begotten; Her 
Father had been Treaſurer of the Cham- 
ber, Nc. to Queen Elizabeth, and her 
Husband was a Man of that great Pru- 
dence. that King James I. created him a 
Baronet, and intended, had he lived, to 
Have raiſed him to greater Honour; 
wherefore his Widow being a Lady of 
excellent Endowments, King Charles I. 
Mewed this Reſpect to his Merits, tho? 
dead, to make her Counteſs of Vinchelſea.

ceeded him in his Honour, Oc. The Vil- 
lages of Note in this Rape are, 
Aſhburnham, which hath given a Name 
to as ancient a Family as any in theſe 
Parts, though they have but of late been 
admitted into the Peerage. They are 
deſcended from Bertram de Ajtburnham, 
who was Sheriff of Surry, Suſſex, and Kent, 
when William the Conqueror invaded Eng- 
land, and is ſaid by ſome of our Hiſtorians 
to have been ſlain in the Fight at Battel 
with King Harold, who had made him 
Governor of Dover Caſtle z but by others 
to have been beheaded by the Conqueror 
for not refigning Dover Caſtile to him after 
Harold was ſlain ; but however that be, 
the Conqueror looked upen the Family 
as His Enemies, and' though they kept 
their Seat, they appeared not in Publick 
a ling Time. For the firſt we find in any 
Civil Office is John Aftburnham, who was 
Knight of the Shire for Suſſex, and Sheriff 
of Surry and Suſſex in the Reigns of King 
Richard II. and Henry IV. His Son and 


Grandſon Thomas bore the ſame Office in 


King Henry IV. and King Henry VIT's 
Reign, as alſo did John the Son of the laſt 
Thomas, 5 Phil. Q Mar. 1. In later Times 
William Aſiburnlam was a Gentleman of

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neular Loyalty: and Affection to King 
— I. and was one of the firſt that took 
up Arms for his Majeſty againſt his re- 
bellious Subjects. He was Governor of 
Weymouth, and Major General of that 


King's Forces in the Weſt, and after the 


King's Pary was wholly ſubdued; though 
he was guilty of a Miſtake in condutting 
the King to Col. Hammond, Brother of the 
learned and loyal Dr. Hammond, Gover- 
nor of the Iſle of Wight, who delivered 
him into the Power of the Army; his 
Loyalty was never ſuſpetted either by 
King Charles I. or II. which rewarded it 
after his Reſtoration with the Place of be- 
ing his Cufferer, His elder Brother Sir 

on Aſhburnham was one of the Grooms 
of the Bedchamber to King Charles I. and 
his Son ohn was Heir to his Uncle, as 
well as his Father. Sir John built here an 
handſome Church, with three Chancels. 
His Son John was created Lord Aſbur nham, 
1 Cul. 3. Q Mar. 2. Anno 1689, which Ho- 
nour William his Son did, and John his 
Grandſon doth now enjoy. Theſe Noble- 


men have in this Place a noble Seat, which 


for ſtately Buildings and convenient Gar- 
dens, is ſaid to be one of the beſt in this 
County; but the preſent Lord hath no 
Heir Male. | 
Beckley, may be of ſome Note for its 
Rector Richard Foſter, M. A. of Brazen- 


noſe College, Oxford, who is the Author of 


a Sermon entitled, Prerogative and Privi- 
lege, Preached in the Cathedral Church 
of Rocheſter in Kent, March 18, 1683, on 
Prov. xvii. 26. and Printed in 1684 at 
the Requeſt of Archibald (linkard, Eſq; in 
the third Year of his Sheriffalty of Kent. 
Beding, from whence tis ſuppoſed there 
was anctently a great Battle fought as far 
as Lewes, which is 13 Miles, becauſe 
there are found many Graves in and 
near the Road, and have been many 
Bones of dead Men dug up. Near this

Richard Lewknore,' 6 and 11 Hen. 3. Ed- 
ward Lewknore 2, and Roger Lewknore 3 
Hen. 8. and 23, &c. 8 

Bor ſelle, the Manor and Eſtate of NI. 
liam de Echingham, who obtained, 23 Ed. 1. 
a Charter of Free- warren for this Lord 
ſnip, and the Lands thereunto belonging, 
with 8 others in this County. To 
whom they paſed from him, we have no 
Account; yet the Family was of good 
Repute in this County, for William de 
Echingham and Roger de Echingham were 
Knights of the Shire for this County in 
1, 15 and 16 Eda. 2. and Robert de Eching- 
ham High Sheriff for this County, 14 Ki- 
chard 2. and Thomas de Echingham, 15 E- 
ward 4. See more in Echingham. 

Breede, or Brede, the Lordſhip of Wil- 
liam de Echingham, for which he procured 
a Charter of Free-warren, 23 Edu. 1. with 
many other of his Eſtates in this County. 
The Court of this Manor is a Branch of 
that of Battle, and hath the ſame Pri- 
vileges and Proceſs, The Lands of this 
Place, though at ſome Diſtance from Kent, 
deſcend according to the Cuſtom of Gavel- 
kind uſed in that County. Here is a kind 
of Court kept every three Weeks to try 
Actions between Man and Man, and the 
Officers of it are exempted from Atten- 


dance at the Aſſzes and Quarter-Seſſions. 


Buß wa, or us it is in ancient Record 
Berglenſi, is ſituate on the River Rorher, 
and had anciently Lords of its own Name: 

The firſt of the Name was Robert de Berg- 
eri, who being Conſtable of Dover Caſtle, 

and Warden of the Cinque Ports, was 

ſummon'd to Parliament among the Ba- 
rons, 32 and 33 Edu. 1. and died ſeiſed 
of this Manor, 34 Edw. 1. His Heir 

Stephen Lord Bergherth, who ſucceeded bin, 

obtained a Charter of Free-warren for all 

His Manors in this Lordſhip, and left them 

ſo privileged to his Son and Heir Bartho- 

lomew Lord Bergherſh, a mighty Man in 
his Time; he having approved himſelf 
in the moſt ſolemn Embaſſies, and in the 

Wars of Acquitain, to be a Perſon of fingu- 

lar Prudence and undaunted Valour, was 

created a Baron of England, and admitted 
into the Order of the Garter at the firſt 
Eftabliſhment of it, and was made Con- 
ſtable of Dover Caſtle, and Warden of 
the Cinque Ports. His Son Bartholomew 
no way degenerating from his Father's 
Virtues, lived in great Splendor and Ho- 
nour, but left only one Daughter, who 


marrying intd the Family of Deſpencer, 


became the Mother of many noble Fami- 
ties, which continues to this Day. Sir Ro- 
ger de Swillington, Knight, 20 Rich. 2. 
founded a Chantry for five Prieſts, one 
Clerk, and fix Children in the Cathedral 
of Lincoln, for the Health of the Souls of 


King Eduard III. and this laſt Bartlolo- 


mew Lord Bergler. 

- \Crawhurft,' or Crohurft one of thoſe many 
'Lordſhips which Harold Earl of Kent was 
poſſeſſed of in King Edward the Confeſ- 
Jor's Days, as appears by the Conque- 
'ror's Survey, but with the Throne was 
loſt to the Conqueror. Villiam, as we ſup- 
Poſe, gave this Lordſhip with divers 
other Eſtates, to Alan FergantEarl of Brit- 
Fany and Richmond, as a Reward of his 
Conduct and Courage in the viRtorious 
Battle, by which he, by his Aſſiſtance 
and other Normans won the Crown; for 
we find, that after divers Succeſſions of 
"His Poſterity, John Duke of Brittany and 
Richmond, the laſt Earl of that Family, 
in Conſideration of his acceptable Services, 
granted to SirFohnDevereux, Captain of Ca- 
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lait, 100 Marks per Annum for Life; to be 
receivett ycarly but of this and ſome other 
Manors in this Rape; the Fee of it yet 
remaining in him, and after his Deceaſe 
without Heirs, paſling to his Siſter ik 
then Widow of Ralph Lord Baſſet of — 
fon, who obtained the Livery of the Caſtle, 
County, and Honour of Richmonl. 

. Crawle, or Crowelle, the Lordſhip and 
Eſtate of Thomas Lord Poinings, which by 
his Will he ſettled upon certain Feoffees 
to the Uſe of Blanch de Moubray his Wife, 


during her Life; ſhe marry'd after his 


Death to Sir John de North, and upon the 
Pre valency of ſome great Lords, among 
divers other eminent Perſons, was expel- 
led the Court, 10 Rick. 2. 

Eaton, a ſmall Village ſtanding a little 
above Steyning, to which the Tide comes 
up every 12 Hours, and every new and 
full Noon they have a Spring-Tide, which 
ſometimes overflows the Banks. The River 
is Navigable as far as this Town for Barges, 
which carry Timber and other Commo- 
dities as far as Shoreham, for the Build- 
ing Ships; and other neceſſary Uſes. 

Echingham, or Etchingham, noted for its 
Barons of the ſame Name, of which Si- 
mon de Echingham was High Sheriff for the 
Counties of Suſſex and Surrey, 18 Hen. 3. 
as alſo the 19th and 2oth of the ſame 
King. To him ſucceeded William his Son, 
who obtained a Charter of Free-warren 


-for all his Demeſne Lands here, and in 


his other Lordſhips in this County, 23 Ed- 
ward 1. and left them ſo privileged to 
his Heir Robert de Echingham. Hitherto 


we do not find that any of theſe Perſons 


were ſummoned to Parliament as Barons, 
as William and Robert his Succeſſors were, 
which laſt died poſſeſſed of this Manor 
with its Member Ocham, Mundefeld and 
Odimer, which he held by the Service of 
five Knights Fees, and a third Part. Si- 
mon his Brother was his Heir ; but Iflue 
Male ſoon after failing, the Inheritance 
came by the Heirs General to be divided 


between the Barons of Windſor and the 


Family of Fhirwits, 24 
Epiton, the Place where the Battle was 
fought between King Harold and the Nor- 


man Duke, who having conquer'd and 
e lain 
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fain his Ad verfary became King in his 
Room, and building an Abby in the Place, 
the Village loft its Name, and is now 
called Battel. ; 

Gate, one of thoſe many Lordſhips 
which Harold, Earl of the Weſt-Saxons 
held in the Time of King Edward the 
Confeſſor, as appears from the Conque- 
ror's Survey. He was after that Prince's 
Death made King of England, but loſt all 
to the Conqueror at the Battle of Haſtirgs. 

Herft-Monceux, a Village Situate among 
the Woods, being from its woody Situ- 
ation called at firſt Herſt, for the Saxons 


called a Wood Hyrſt. This Place ſoon 


after the coming in of the Normas was the 


| Seat of a Family of Gentlemen, who took 


their Name from the Place, and were cal- 
Jed de Herſt for ſome Succeſſions, till 
William the Son of Walleran de Herſt (for 
what Reaſon is not known) took the Name 
of Monceaux, which was at length an- 
nexed for Diſtinction ſake, to the Village 
itſelf, and ſo it hath been long called Herſt- 
Monceanx from its Lords, Male Iflue 
failing in this Family of Monceaur, John 
de Fiennes marry'd the Female Heir, who 
brought this Manor and ſeveral other E- 
ſtates of her Anceſtors into his Family, and 
their Heir Robert inherited them. Koger 
the Great Grandſon of John made the 
Manor Houſe here his Seat, and obtain'd 
a Licence of King Henry VI. to make a 
Caſtle of it, and enlarge his Park there 
with 600 Acres of Land, and left it at 
his Death to his Son Richard de Fiennes, 
Fenes, Fienes, or Fienles. 

Theſe Fiennes are deſcended from Ingel- 


ram de Fienes, who took to Wife Sibil de 


Tyrgrie, Daughter and Heir of Phara- 
muſe de Boloigne, who was deſcended of the 
Earls of Botogne, and Nephew to Maud 
the Wife of King Stephen. Richard de 
Fiennes abovementioned, being thus nobly 
deſcended, was knighted, and made the 
Chamberlain to King Edward IV. and 
having before marry'd Joan the Daughter 


and ſole Heir of Thomas Lord Dacre, was 


by Reaſon thereof created by Letters Pa- 
tents, 37 Hen, 6. accepted, declared, and 
ſummoned to Parliament as a Baron of this 
Realm, under the Name and Title of Lord 


Dacre: But this Lord did not enjoy her 
Inheritance without Diſturbance for ſome 
Time; for Humphrey Dacre, ſecond Son to 
Thomas Lord Dacre ſued this Lord for ſome 


Part of her Lands and the Honour itſelf, - 


but King Edward IV. who was choſe Ho- 
norary Arbitrator between them, having 
heard their ſeveral Pleas, confirmed the 


Honour and Eſtate to him the ſaid Richard, 


Joan his Wife, and the Heirs of their Bo- 


dies lawfully begoiten, becauſe ſhe was: 
the next and right Heir of Thomas Lord. 
Dacre abovementioned; and ſo the Family 


of Fiennes continued Lords Dacres as long 
as Iſſue Male in their direct Line conti- 
nued, as we ſhall ſhew anon. | 
Richard de Fiennes the firſt Lord Dacres, 
having been made Conſtable of the Tower, 
one of King Edward IV's Privy Coun- 
cil, and attended the Parliament as a Ba- 


ron, from 38 Hen. 6. to 22 Edu. 4. de- 
parted this Life, 2 Rich. 3. in Poſſeſlion of 


this Manor, and was bury'd in the Pariſh 
Church there, dedicated to All- Saints, as 
was Joan his Wife, who died 1 Hen. 7. 
and were ſucceeded by their Son and Heir 
Thomas de Fiennes: He was a ſtout De- 


fender of the Lancaſtrian Title in King 


Henry VII's Reign, both againſt the 
Corniſhmen and Scots, and having been 
ſummoned to Parliament from 11 Hen, 7. 


to 21 Hen. 8. died in the ſame Reign, and 


was bury'd in this Pariſh Church on the 
North Side of the High Altar, appointing 
by his Teſtament that a Tomb ſhould be 
made there for him and our Lord's Sepul- 
chre placed thereon, with Tapers of 107. 
Weight burning about it, and that an ho- 
neft Prieſt ſhould ſing ſor his Soul 7 Years, 
and have yearly 12 Marks ſterling for his 
Salary, and to find Bread for the Sacra- 
ment, Wine, and Wax, This Family of 


Fenys failed, 36 Elix. in the Iſſue Male, 


and Margaret Siſter of Gregory Fenys mar- 
rying to Sampſon Lennard, Eſq; cary'd 
their Eſtate and Honour into his Family, 
which thereupon became Lords Dacres, 
whoſe Son Richard ſucceeded him and 
dy'd in this Place. His Grandſon To- 

mas was created Earl of Suſſex, 26 Car. 2. 
Her tfield, the Lordſhip of Reginald Lord 
Cobham, who, 14 Edw. 3. procured a 
I Charter 
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meſne Lands in this and ſeveral others 
of his Manors. This Place is deſervedly 
famous for its Miniſter Dr. George Morley, 
who having n Chaplain to 
Nobert Earl of Caer nar von and his Lady, 
was at length preferred to this ReQory, 
which being a Sine -Cure he did not much 
like, and ſo was about to change, but 
the Wars coming on between the King 
and Parliament, he did not, and fo con- 
tinued Minifter here. He in that Time 


commenced Doctor of Divinity, was cho- 


ſen one of the Aſſembly of Divines (as 
were alſo Dr. Prideaux, Hammond, &c.) 
but never appeared among them, and was 
at length deprived, but always adhered to 
King Charles, and did him all the Service 
He could while he lived, and attended his 
Son King Charles II. *till his Reſtoration, 
when he was made firſt Biſhop of Worceſter, 
and then of Winchefter, where he ſat 29 
Years or more. | 8 
Hoo, the Manor and Eſtate of the fa- 
mous John Duke of Bedford, Uncle of 
King Henry VI. and under him Gover- 
nor of France, who died at Roan in Nor- 
mandy the 14th of that King, poſſeſſed 
of it, without lawful Iſſue, and leaving 
King Henry his Heir, was bury'd in the 
Church of Notre-Dame in that City ; 
Jaquer his Wife, and Daughter of Peter 
Earl of S. Paul, ſurviving him, to whom 
He gave all his Lands to be enjoy'd by her 
during her Life. She marry'd Sir Richard 
Wodvile, &c. 

Ickleſham, the Lordſhip of William de 
Echingham. for which 23 Edu. 1. he ob- 
tained a Charter of Free-warren, with 
divers other his Manors in this County. 

Iden, or Idenne, the Manor of William 
de Grandiſon and Sibilla his Wife, to whom 
and their Heirs King Edward II. gave a 
Rent of 46/7. 66. 3 d. out of his Lord- 
Mips of Dertford and Cranſted in Kent, 
In exchange for this Lordſhip and Ihamme, 
another Manor in this County. See Iham 
above in Arundel Rape. 
 Maoksfield, or Maxfield, famous for the 
Nativity of Gregory Martin, who being 
put into St. John's Cellege, Oxford, by 
Sir Thomas White the Founder, proved ſo 
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eminent a Linguiſt and Philoſopher that 
ſoon after he had taken his Maſter of Arts 
8 he was made by Thomas the great 
Duke of Nor folk, Tutor to Philip his Son 
afterwards Earl of Surrey, and his other 
Sons, After he had educated this noble 
Progeny, and was diſmiſſed the Duke's 
Family, he went beyond Sea, and there 
openly profeſſed (what -: he had before 
kept to himſelf) the Romi Religion, 
Before he ſettled he travelled to Doway, 


where he was made a Licenciat in Divi. 


nity in 1575, and from thence to Rome 
to pay his Devotion to the Churches of 
the Apoſtles, which having done in a 
little Time, he returned into France and 
fixed at Rheimes, where he was made the 
Profeſſor of Divinity in the Engliſi Col- 
lege there. He was an excellent Linguiſt, 
and had the chiefeſt Hand in tranſlating 
the New Teſtament made and printed there, 
Anno 1582. He wrote ſeveral Books, and in 
many of them levell'd his Arguments a- 
gainſt the Engliſi Church, charging it with 
Schiſm, and corrupting the H. Scriptures, 
ſome of which were anſwered, and others 
diſregarded, as proceeding from Prejudice, 
not Truth, He is famous among the Ro- 
man Catholicks for his Works to this Day, 
but with us he is an Apoſtate the more 


infamous, becauſe he was a Perſon of great 


Learning, and ſo muſt act againſt Con- 
ſcience for ſome By-ends, He dy'd in 
1582, and was bury'd in the Pariſh 
Church of St. Stephen's at Rheimes. 
Munfield, or Mundfield, a Member of 
the Manor of Echingham, the Eſtate of Ro- 
bert de Echingham, who died poſſeſſed of 
it, 2 Edu. 3. See Echirgham above. 
Nerthey, or Nordey, the Lordſhip of 
Reginald ; Cobham Lord Stereborough, who 
dying poſſeſſed of it by the Peſtilence, 
35 Edu. 3. left it to his Son and Heir 
eginald; but Joan his Wife, Daughter 
of Maurice Lord Berkley ſurviving him, 
it was allotted to her for her Dower to be 
enjoy'd by her for Life, after which it 


return'd to her Son Reginald and his De- 


ſcendants.

He was very hoſpitable 
in his Houſe-keeping here, and always 
gave the Tenth of his Income to the 


Poor. He taught as well by his Example 


as Doctrine, his People ſo to love one an- 
other, that there never happen'd among 
them any Difference whieh he could not 


compoſe, and when it lay in his Power, he 


never failed to do it; by which Means 


| he was ſo heartily beloved by his People, 


thab when he was forced from hence and 
plunder'd, his Books and Eſtate were re- 
deemed and reſerved for him, by his Peo- 
ple, to the End of the War. | 

Robertsbridge, or Rotherbridge, ſo call'd 


from a Bridge there laid over the River 


Roter, which being thereabout divided 
into three Chanels paſſeth by it. Alured 
de. St, Martin in the Reign of King Hen- 
ry II. founded here a Monaſtery of Cifter- 
cian Monks, which. he dedicated to S. Mary 
(of which we ſhall give a more large 
Account in our Church Hiſtory) 

Saleſhurft, one of thoſe Lordſhips which 
William de Echingham procured a Charter 
of Free-warren of King Edward I. Reg. 23, 
for, with ſome others in this County, Oc. 

Saleſcome, or Selleſcomb, one of thoſe Ma- 
nors which Godwin Earl of Kent and Weſt 
Saxon, was poſſeſſed of at his Death, and 
left to his Son Harold, as appears from the 
Conqueror's Survey, Here (as alſo in di- 
vers other Places of this County) are Mi- 
neral Waters, of the ſame Nature with 
thoſe at Tunbridge, and altogether as ſtrong- 
ly impregnated. 

Tiſnurſt, the Native Place of Barnard 
Randolph, Eſq; who was Common Sarjeant 
of the City of London, and dying Aug. 7, 
1583, gave to this his native Town, 4/. 
every Year towards the mending of the 
High-ways belonging to it, and a third 
Part of certain Lands, and Annuities which 
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he gave 1000 J. to purchaſe, for the Re- 


lief of the Poor yearly in the ſaid' Pariſn, 
which Monies and other Sums given for 
Charitable Uſes, he depoſited in the Hands 


of the Company of Fiſhmongers, London - 


Fhe other two Parts were given for the 


ſame Purpoſe to the Wards of Queenhith 


and Caftlebaynard. 


: Tufton, anciently called Toketon, an Ham- 
let in the Pariſh of Northjam, noted for a 


Family of Lords, who took their Name 
from it, of whom aſter divers Succeſſions 
from Roger de Toketon, or Tufton, who lived 
in King Edward I's Reign, was deſcended 
Nitholas de Tufton, who at the coming of 
King James I. into England, Anno 1603, 
had. been knighted. at New-caſtle upon

The State of the Fortifications and 
Town is this: There is a Tradition, that 
, F/izabeth thought this Town wor- 
thy of her Regard, and built four ſtrong 
Gates of Free-ſtone, and arched three of 
them very copious, being tz of 14 Foot 
High, but the moſt notable of them was 
the Faſt-Gate, to which ſhe Joyn'd « Wall 
t4 Or 16 Foot high, extending itſelf a- 
bout 400 Foot to the Weſtward, There 
is alſv another Wall three Foot thick, fa- 
cing the Sea, and in it are many Port- 
holes for Cannon.

6. that a Fair ſhould be 
kept yearly upon this Manor on the Feaſt 
Day of St. Nicholas, Dec. 6. From the 
Warrens this Lordſhip paſſed by Beatriy 
Warren to Hubert de Burgh Earl of Kent, 
to whom ſhe was firſt Wife, His De. 
ſcendent ohn de Burghdy'd without Heirs 
Male, and his Eſtate being divided be- 
tween his two Daughters Hawy/e, then 
the Wife of Robert de Greilly and Der- 
vorgild of Robert Fitx· Falter, this Manor 
with ſome other Eſtates upon the Divi- 
ſion, fell to the latter; and for want of 
Heirs it returned to the eldeſt Siſter and 
her Heirs, for we obſerve that John 
Lord de la Warr by marrying Joan, Sitter 
and Heir of Thomas Lord Grelle carry'd 
this Lordſhip into his Family, in which 


it continued divers Succeſſions, *till by

3. and by his Will bear- 
ing Date on St. Matthew's Day, 1368, 

| 42 Edu. 3. 
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ay. 2. bequeathed his Body to be 
25 in this Church near his Mother, 
and 200 Marks towards the Building of a 
new Church here, and to his Heir (with 
an Order that it ſhould always go along 
bitt the Heirs of his Family) a Ring ſet 
with a Ruby, thence called The Charter of 
Poynings, appointing that an Annet ſhould 
be ſaid for his Soul in this Church. Joan 
his Wife ſurvived him, and had for her 
Dowry an Aſſignation of this Manor. She 
dy'd May 16, 44 Edw. 3. and by her Will 
order'd her Body to be bury'd in the 
Church here near her Husband. Thomas 
their Son and Heir ſucceeded his Father 
in Honour and Eſtate, and marry'd Blanc 
die Mowbray, but had no Child by her, and 
therefore left his Brother Richard his Heir. 
His Wife ſurvived him, and to her he gave 
one third Part of his Goods, and ſettled on 
Feoffees this and ſome other Lordſhips to 
the Uſe of his Wife for Life.

Trentals for his and 
all Chriſtians Souls ſhould be ſaid in it 
within one Year after his Death, for the 
Celebration of which he gave ten Marks, 
Robert Lord Poynings was his Heir.

or it is reckoned one of the Sea-ports 
which Gi Earl of Kent ravaged in 


Edward the Confeſſor's Time, and took a- 


way miny Ships, but now it js dcceſlible 
only by fmall Boats, which crowd up 4 
little Rill to it. What is ſpoken Me— 
morable of it in our Hiſtorians, we (hill 
ſet down in the Order of Time in which 
it happened: viz. In 1049 Shane, Earl 
of oo Glourefter, Hereford, Sumer ſt 
and Berks, Son of Godwin Earl of Ken, 
being forced to fly into Denmark, becauſe 
he hid envelgled FA Abbe/y of Lev 
minſter out of her Houſe, with an In- 
tent to marry her, contrury to the Laws 
of thoſe Times, returned with eight Ships, 
and landed at this Town ; where having 
obtained of his Couſin Beorn to mediate 
for him to the King, upon his Promiſe, 
thut for the future he would become « 
faithful Subjc ; he took Beorne into his 
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$hip to carr kim to the Ing, who was 
then at Sandwich, under Pretence of ma- 
king hie Peace, but Suane having, thus, 
gotten him Into his Power, carry'd him 
to Dort In Holland, where he inhumanly 
murder'd him, and caſt his Body into a 

cep Ditch, An it with Mud.  Al- 
4005 eue 0 11 obtain'd-his Par- 
don for alluring _Edglva, but his Cons 
ſcience could not, pardon his treacherous 
Cruelty in murdering Beorn his Kinſman, 
till he underwent the Penance of going 
to Jeruſalem, barefoot, in which Journey 
he got ſo much Cold, that he dy'd there- 
of at Lela in his Return home. 

VU pon the Death of Edward the Confeſſor 
the Crown of England, was thought to be- 
long either to Edgar-Etheling, or William 
Puke. of Normandy, but Harold Earl of 
Kent being then « leading Man in the 
Engliſh Council, and very powerful, per- 
ſuaded the Nobles, that Delays would be 
of a very Ill Conſequence, and ſo got him- 
ſelf elefted and crowned King. Of the 
Competitors the Duke of Normandy only 
wis able to diſpute the Right, and ac- 
cordingly having gotten Pope Alexander's 
Approbation and a good Army, he piſſed 
in goo Ships, and landed them at this 
Town, from whence marching higher 
into the Country, he came to 4 Battle 
with Harold, whom having ſlain fighting 
vallantly, the Norman poſſeſſed himſelf of 
the Throne, which deſcended to his Po- 
ſterity. 

King William ſirnamed The Conqueror, 
being ſettled on the Throne, gave this 
Town and Caſlle to Robert Earl of More- 
ton in Normandy, his Brother by Mother- 
ſide, and, made him Earl of Cornwall, 
which he&njoy'd with divers other Ho- 
nours during that King's Reign; but in 
the Reign of William Rufus he took Part 
with his Brother Odo Earl of Kent, in an 
Inſurreftion upon the Account of Kobert 
Curthoſe, and held out this Caſtle againſt 
that King z but as ſoon as the King's Ar- 
my came to beſiege it, he ſurrendred it to 
the King, and made his Peace, He was 
a very devout Perſon after the Mode of 
thoſe Times, and beſides what he did for 
other Monaflcrics, gave to the Abby of 


E — 
(ereiſtein in Normandy, the Houſe of one 
Engeler in this Town, and granted to them 
in his Foreſt of Fevenſel, Paunage and 
Herbage, with Timber for Repair of their 
Churches and Houſes, and Fuel for Fire. 
When he died we know not, but are cer- 
tain that his Heir and Succeſſor was Wit. 
liam Earl of Moreton and Cornwall, He 
was a Man of a malicious and arrogant 
Spirit ; and becauſe King Henry I. did not 

ratify his e in yield- 
ng to him the Furldom of Kent, he join- 
ing with Robert de Beleſme Earl of Shrews- 
bury, (tirred up a Rebellion againſt him, 
which ſo provoked the King that he 
ſeized upon all his Poſſeſſions, razed his 
Caſtles to the Ground, and baniſh'd him 
the Realm. 

King Henry being thus poſſeſſed of this 
Town and Caſtle, gave them to Gilbert 
de Aquila, with all the Lands thereunto 
belonging, which thereupon were called, 
The Honour of the Eagle, the Caſtle be- 
ing the Head of it, He was ſucceeded 
in this Honour by Kicher, or Richard his 
Son, who proving Rebellious in taking 
up Arms againſt that King to reſtore Wil- 
liam the Son of Rob nt Curthoſe to his Fa- 
ther's Honours, his Eſtate was alſo for- 
feited, and this Caſtle and Town came a- 
gain into the King's Hands z but Richer, 
by the Interceſſion of his Uncle Rotro, be- 
ing reconciled to the. King, obtain'd them 
againg yet being of an unquiet Spirit, 
he again engaged in the ſame Rebellion, 
and the King being repoſſeſſed of them, 
ſettled them upon Henry Hig Bayes 
who after long Wars with King Stephen 
to recover his Right, compounded for hls 
Succeſſion, und aſſigned this Town and 
Caſtle of Peven/ey to William Son of King 
Stephen, who held them "till Henry attain- 
cd to the Throne by the Name and Title 
of King Henry II. and in 4 Hen. 2. fur- 
render'd them again to the King upon 
Conditicn, that he ſhould have and enjoy 
by Hereditary Right all the Lands that 
were his Father King Stephen's belore be 
was King of Ergland, This Honour be- 
ing, thus put into the King's Hands, he 
reſlored them to Richard de Aquila, whoſe 
Poſterity ſome Time cnjoy'd them quietly, 
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In the Reign of King Henry III. Gi!- 
vert de Aquila the 3d, held this Honeur; 
and being a reſolute Perſon, was guilty 
of many Diforders, and among others, 
paſſed into Nermandy without the King's 
Licenſe, which was a Crime ſo great at 
that Time, as that he forfeited all his 
Eſtates for it, and this Honour being thus 
in the King's Hands, was granted by him, 
Reg. 19. to Gilbert Mar/nal' Earl of Pem- 
broke, during Pleaſure, we ſuppoſe, be- 
cauſe the fame King, Reg. 25, beſtow'd 
it on Peter de Savoy his r Uncle, 
for his better Support on the ſame Terms. 
Tho” afterwards, Reg. 30. he gave him the 
I heritance, together with the Caſtle and 
al] the Appurtenances, yet afterwards the 

fame King, Reg. 53. gave this whole Ho- 
nour to Prince Eduard, and his Heirs 
Kings cf Erglard, ſo that it ſhould never 
te ſevered from the Crown. et when 
John of Gaunt Duke of Lancaſter, and 4th 
Son of K. Edward III. marry'd Corftance 
the fole Daughter and Heir of Don Pedro 
King of Caſtile, in whoſe Right he af: 
ſumed the Title of King of Caftite; he, 


u pon ſurrendring of his Earldom of Kich- 


mord, and all the Caſtles and Lands 
thereunto belonging, had a Grant in Ge- 
neral Tail of the Caſtle and Leucate of 
Fevenſey as alſo of the free Chapel within 
the ſaid Caſtle, which upon his Death 
returned to the Crawn by the Acceſſion of 
his Son and Heir Henry IV. who ſucceeded 
King Richard II. ſoon after his Father's 
Death. But now there are no Remains 
of the Caſtle, but ſomething of the old 
Walls. Some Part of this Honour of the 
Eagle King Henry FV. gave to the Fa- 
mils of the Pethams, for their Loyalty 
and Valour, which they Nil! . 
Mr. Somner is inclined to think that the 
ancient Andarida, where was the Band of 
the Abu æ, was here, and not at Newenden 
in Kent; grounding his ConjeQture on 
Eildas's Words, which expreſs the Situa- 
tion of this Gariſon to be, In littore 
Occaui ad Meridien, i. e. On the Sea- 
Shoar to the South; as alſo upon the 
De ſign of them, which was to ken and 
ſpy out the invading Enemy; and laſily 
upon the Antiquity of the Place, which 
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Archbiſhop Uſer makes the old Caer Pen. 
ſavel-Coit of Brittany; the Syllable Coit, 
wich ſigniſies Wood, implying the an- 
cient state and Condition of the County, 
which was very woody. n 

Andrew Borde, in Latin, Andreas Per- 
foratus, as he wrote himſelf, was a Na- 
tive of this Town; che was educated at 
Wickham's School and Oxford; but before 
he took any Degree enter'd himſelf among 
the Carthufians at or near Lindon, but 
was ſoon weary of their Severities, and re. 
turning to his Univerſity, apply'd himſelf 
to Phylick awhile, and then travelled al- 
moſt through all Chriſtendom, and ſome 
Parts of Africa. Being come into Exg- 
land, he practiſed Phyfick a little Time 
at Wincheſter, and then went into France 
where he commenced DoQor of Phyſick 
at Montpelier, and being incorporated into 
the ſame Degree at Oxford, lived in this 
Place, and afterward at Wincheſter as 4 
Phyſician ; yet not wholy forgetting his 
Religious Profeſſion, he drank Water three 
Times a Week, wore Sack cloth, and 
every Night hung his Burial Sheet at his 
Bed's Feet. He profeſſed Celibacy, and 
wrote againſt ſuch Prieſts and Monks as 
married after the Monaſteries were dif- 
ſol ved. Biſhop Poynet tells us, he kept 
three Whores, and ſo ſlained his Virginity, 
as did ſome others; but ſome ſay, they 
were three Women Patients: But be 
that as it will, he muſt be acknowledged 
a learned Man, a good Poet, and an ex- 
cellent Phyſician ; and as ſych was Phyſi- 
cian to King Henry VIII. and a Member 
of. the College of Phyſicians, London. 


He wrote ſeveral Books, as well in Phy- 


fick, as a Breviary and Dietary of Health, 
of Prognoſticks and Urines, as in other 
Matters, an Introduction to Knowledge, 
and an Hiſtory of all the Regions and 
Countries of the World, beſides ſome 
for Diverſion and Mirth, as the Tales of 
the Men of Gotham, and Milner of Aling- 
tor, He dy'd a Priſoner in the Fleet, A- 
pril, 1549, yet *tis probable not for Debt, 
becauſe he left in his Will two Houſes at 
Lynn in Norfolk, and his Goods and Chat- 
tels in his Houſe at Wincheſter, to one Ri- 
chard Matthew, whom he pp his 

Jeir, 
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Heir, without any Mention of Kindred 
at all. 


nothing but giving the Title of Earl to 


that loyal Gentleman Sir Henry Bennet, 
Kant. who for his eminent Service done for 


the Kings Charles I, and II. was created 
by the latter Viſcount Thetford and Earl of 
Ar ington. He left a Daughter only, who 


being married to the late Duke of Grafton, . 


carry'd his Eſtate to him. | 
As alſo for the Nativity of William 


Knight, A. M. of Cambridge, who wrote 


an Axiomatical Concordance of Scripture, 
London, 1610, and publithed Biſhop Hall's 
Mundus alter & idem. 

Berewike, or Berewick, the Lordſhip, and 
Eſtate of Robert de Marmion, who depart- 


ing this Life in the. Beginning of the 


Reign of King Herry III left two Sons by 
two Wives, both of them named Robert, 
and bequeathed this Manor to the young- 


eſt of them, but upon Condition that he 


ſhould pay 101 a Year to William his 
own younger Brother our of it. He left 


a Son and Heir William, who inhcrited this 


Lordſhip, as did John his Son, who, 
20 Eda. 1. obtained the King's Charter 
of Free-warren in all his Demeſne Lands 
here, as well as in his other Eſtates. 
He died ſeiſed of this Manor, 16 Edw. 2. 
and leſt his Lands to Robert his Son, who 
having no Iſſue, ſettled the Reverſion of 
all his Eſtates upon Advice his Siſter, and 
by the Advice of his Friends married 
her to Sir John Grey of Rother ſield, 
Knight, upon Condition that the Iſſue 
of their two Bodies ſhould bear the Name 
of Marmion; and fo this Lordſhip paſſed to 


his Family, and John Marmion their Son 


inherited it, and other her Eſtates as well 


as his Father's, which at length by Heirs 


General paſſed to the Families of Deyn- 
court and Lords Lovel, or Cromwel. 
Bedingham, Bedington, and Bevenongton. 
We are not certain that theſe are the ſame 
Villages; but finding the former only 
in our Villare, and the other two faid 
in our Records to be in this County, 
we have put them together. Bedingham 


was the Lordſhip of Richard Lord Poy- 


nings, 17 Rich. 2. who died then poſſeſſed 
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Arlirgton, a ſmall Village famous for 
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of it, and leſt it to Robert Lord Poynings 
his:Son. Bedington was the Eſtate of Wit- 
liam Lord Echingham, 23 Edw. 1. who 
then obtained of that Prince a Charter of 
Free-warren for this, and many other . 
of his Lands, in this and other Counties, 
but how it paſſed aſter his Death we 
can't diſcover. Bevenington, the Lordſhip 
of Roger Lord de la Warr, who 13 Edu. 1. 
procured the like Charter of Free-warren 
for this and other his Manors in this. 


County, and left it ſo privileged to John 


de la Warr and his Heirs, 14 Edw 2. 
Buckhur ſt, a Village ſituate under Aſ.- 
down Foreſt, and the Seat of the ancient 
Family of the Sackvills, now Earls of 
Dorſet, to whom it deſcended after this 
Manner: Ralph de Dene, Lord of this Ma- 
nor leaving only Daughters and Cohe irs, 
Ela one of them marry'd Jordan de Sackvulle, 
and had for her Purparty upon a Diviſizn 
of their Father's Eſtate this Manor of Buck- 
hurſt, which deſcending to her Poficrity 
Feffrey, he and his Succeſſois made it 
their chief Seat; and Tomas, deſcended: 
from him, being a Perſon of great Ex- 
cellencies, was advanced by Queen El. xa- 
beth, Reg. 9. to the Dignity of a Baron 
of this Realm, by the Title of Lord Buck- 


| hurſt, and though afterwards created Earl 


of Dor ſet by King James I. Reg. 1. yet 
the eldeſt Sons and Heirs of the Family 
have all along bore the Name and Title- 


of Lords Euckhurſt, as they ſlill continue 


to do. 
Richard Sackvile, eldeſt Son of the above- 


ſaid Thomas the firſt Baron and Earl of this 
Family, was as f:mous for his Worth, as 
Birth. He had his Birth (to be ſure his 
Title) from this Place, and was a Gen- 
tleman of ſingular Learning in many 
Sciences and Languages, and particularly 
the Greek and Latin were as familiar to 
him as his own Tongue. He ſucceeded 
his Father in his Earldom, but enjoy'd 
it not a whole Yearz yet to keep up 
the Succeſion, left two Sons Richard and 
Edward, and dy'd in 1608, Dr. Filler 
ſays, this Richard built the Hoſpital at. 
Eaſt Erinſtead abovementioned, but I choſe 
rather to fix it upon Robert, from Sir iI. 
liam Dugdale's Authority, becauſe Dr. Her 
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is in his Catalogues of the Earls of Dorſet, 


mentions no ſuch Earl, as Richard the 

Son of Thomas the firſt Ea, Cc. 
Haclſtend, a ſmall Village, famous for 

nothing but this, that the firſt caſt Pieces 


of Iron made in England, were run here, 


by Ralph Hoge, and Peter Baude, Hol. 960. 
Changleton, or Chaunton, the Manor of 
Thomas Lord Poynings, who being. ſlain at 
a great Sea-fight near Suice with the 
French, left this Lordſhip, and divers 
other Eſtates in this County to his Son 
Michael Lord Poynings, and his Poſterity. 
Chittingle, written in ancient Records 


Chettingley, the Lordſhip and Eſtate of Ni- 


cholas de la Beche, who, 12 Eda. 2. ob- 
tain'd a Charter for Free-warren in this 
and ſeveral of his Lands in this County, 
and left them ſo privileged to his Son 
Phili p, and his Heirs. 


Claverham had the ſame Lord, the ſame 


Privileges procured for it, and was left jn 
the ſame Manner to his Poſterity. 
Crowbery-Hill, a pleaſant mountainous 
Riſe of Ground, from whence there is 
a full View of what they call, The Wild of 


Suſſex, lying like a Sea flat beneath it, 


and here and there a Gentleman's Sear, or 
a Church, which ſeem like ſo many Ships, 
with the hilly Downs, like a bold Shoar 
at 20 Miles Diſtance from the other Side. 


Cukmere- Haven, à pretty good Harbour 


at the Mouth of the River, that run- 
ning from the Bottom of Crowtery-Hill, 
paſſeth by Haylſham, and empties itſelf 
into the Sea between Sutton and Excete, 
an Hamlet of Eaft- Dean Pariſh. 

Dean Eaſt and Veſt, of which the firſt

She out- 
lived her Earl, and had for her Purparty 
of the Inheritance deſcended to her, this 
and ſome other Minors, and left them to 
her Son and Heir, whoſe Poſterity inhe- 
rited it. 
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Erlington, the Lordſhip of Nicholas de 


Beche, who 12 Edu. 2, procured a Char- 
ter ſor Free-warren for this and many 
other of his Eſtates in this County, and 
left it ſo privileged to his Son and Heir 
Philip de Becke, of ' whoſe Family we 
read no more. |

left it ſo privileg'd to his Son Jon, who de- 
parted this Life 24 Edu. 3. leaving it, 
with many other Ettatcs in this Counts, 
to Roger his Grandſon, (his eldeſt Son 
John dying in his Life-time, and leaving 
him for) his Heir, who alſo dy'd pol- 
ſeffed of it 44 Edæw.

Guilford Eaſt, a Pariſh near the Port 
of Rye, which is on the fartheſt Bounds 
of this County Eaſtward, hath a peculiar 
Way of Tything their Marſh-Lands wor- 
thy our Notice; the Tenants pay only 
Three · pence an Acre to the Rector, while 
they continue Paſture; but if they plough 
them, they muſt then pay for the Tythe 
Five r Acre. 

Laghton, or Laughton, the Lordſhip of 
Giles Lord Badleſmere, 12 Edu. 3. who 
dy'd then poſſeſſed of it without Iſſue, 
and left his great Eſtates to his four Si- 
ſters, of whom Maud the eldeſt, and then 
Wife to John de Vere Earl of Oxford, had 
this Manor aſſign'd her for her Purparty 
in the Diviſion, who after -her Deceaſe 
and her Husband's, left it with their Ho- 
nour and Eſtates to Thomas de Vere their 
Son and Heir. He dy'd ſeiz'd of it 
45 Edu. 3. leaving them to Alberic his 
Son and Heir. How, or when this Ma- 
nor was alienated from the Oxſord Fami- 
ly we do not find; but oberve from our 
Hiſtories, that the Family of Pelham have 
flouriſh'd here for many Ages in the De- 
gree of Knights, tho' they have but late- 
ly been admitted among the Nobility, Sir 
Thomas Pelham being made a Baron of this 
Realm by Queen Anne, Reg. 5. by the 
Title of Lord Pelham of Laughton, Arno 
1706. His Son Thomas Hollis Pelham is 
now Duke of Newcaſtle. 

To evince the Antiquity of the Fa- 
mily of Pelhams, and their long Settle- 
ment in this Place, we obſerve, that John 
Pelham of Laughton, Eſq; was High She- 
riff of the Counties of Suſſex and Surrey, 
2 Hen, 4. and had been Knight of the 
Shire in the Parliament the foregoing 
Vear; and either the ſame, or his Son, 
ſerved in the ſame Poſt, 8 Hen.

The 
Lord Dacre was thereupon indicted for 
Murder, and being try'd by his Peers was 
found Guilty of It, and being kept a lit- 
tle while after in the Tower, was carry'd 
to Tyburn and executed, June 29, the 
ſame Year. It is ſaid, that the Murder 
could not have been charged upon him 
if he had pleaded Not Guilty, for he was 
not in the Fray, but ſome Courtiers who 
gaped after his Eſtate, perſwaded him to 
plead Guilty, and ſubmit himſelf to the 
King's Mercy, which they took Care 
that he ſhould not have, and ſo he loſt his 
Life, Honour, and Eſtate at once.

2 Elix. wherein the Acts for reſtoring to 
the Crown all Eccleſtaſtical JurifdiQion, 
and. aboliſhing all foreign Power, and U- 


niformity of Common Prayer, and con- 


ſecrating Biſhops, and the Queen's Title 
to the Crown of Ireland, were eſtabliſhed, 
with ſome others of like Importance. 
He alſo in 1562, being again Lord Lieu- 
tenant, reduced the Irj/h Countries into 
Shires, and placed over them Sheriffs and 
other Miniſters of Law, For theſe great 
Services, and others which he had donc 
to the Queen, as a Stateſman, in going an 
Ambaſſador to Vienna, and as a Soldier fn 
ſubduing the Scots, the Queen by a ger- 
tain Feoffment bearing Date December 20, 
22 Flix. ſettled the Manor of Beaulieu, 


alias New-Hall; in Boreham, with divers 


other Lordſhips in Eſſex and elſewhere, 
u pon his Iſſue Male te the 10th Son, and 
for want of ſuch Heirs, to his Brothers 
and their Heirs, and for want of them, to 


his Siſter Frances, Wife of Sir Thomas 


Mildmay, and her Heirs, He dy'd with- 
out Iſſue, June 9, 1563, and was bury'd 
in Boreham Church, where his Monu- 
ment ſtill remains. 

His ſecond Wife Frances the Daughter 
of William Sidney, Knt. ſurvived him, and 
by her Will appointed her Burial in the 
Collegiate Church of Weſtminſter ; and two 
ſignal Pieces of Charity ſhould be com- 

| pleated, 
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pleated, if not perfefted in her Liſe · time, 


vz. That her Executors ſhould purchaſe 


an Annuity of 201. per Annum for the 
Uſe of a godly and learned Preacher, who 
in her Name ſhould read Lectures in Di- 
vinity twice a Week for ever on ſuch 
Days as no other Sermons or Lectures 


were made; The Dean for the Time be- 


ing to admit the ſaid Preacher, The 
other was, That they ſhould beſtow 
the Sum of Five Thouſand Pounds over 
and above all her Goods unbequeathed, 
for the erecting a new College in Cam- 
bridge, to be called, The Lady Prances 
Sidney Suſſex College, and purchaſing cer- 
tain Lands to be thereto annexed tor the 
Maintenance of a Maſter and ten Fellows, 
and twenty Scholars Students there. She 
dy'd March 9, 1589, and lies buried un- 
der a Monument in St. Paul's Chapel in 
Weſtminſter Abbey, 

Herry his Brother and next Heir ſuc- 
ceeded him in his Honour and Eſtate. 
He was Captain and chief Governor of 
the Town and Iſle of Portſmouth, and 
Knight of the Moſt Noble Order of the 
Garter, He marry'd Hunora, the Daugh- 


ter and Heir of Anthony Pound, Eſqy and 
dying April 10, 1593, leſt INue by her 


one only Child, and was bury'd by his 
Brother and Wife at Boreham aforeſaid, 
May 8, following. His Son and only 
Child, 

Robert Ratcliffe ſucceeded him in his 
Honour and Eſtate. He was ſent by Q. 
Elizabeth, Reg. 7, into Scotland, to ſtand in 
her Stead as Godfather to Prince Henry, 
Son of James, King of that Nation; and 
two Years after, attended Robert Earl of 
Fſſex in his Voyage to Kades, He lived 
ſeveral Years after King James became 
King of Frglard, and was in(talled Knight 
of the Garter, 21 Jar. 1. He had two 
Wives, and ſeveral Children- by them, 
but all of them dy'd in his Life-time, 
and ſo he dy'd Childleſs, and was bury'd 
t Boreham with his Anceſtors. The 


Heirs Male of Robert the firſt Earl of Suj- 


/cx of this Line being thus extinct, 

Sir Edward Ratcliffe, Knt. Grandſon, 
and next Heir Male of the ſaid Robert, 
and Son of Sir Humphrey Ratcliffe of El- 


neftow in Bedford/hire, ſucceeded him; 
but dying alſo without Iſſue Male, this 
Earldom became again vacant, though 
the Barony of Fitz, walter, after ſome 
Conteſt between Sir Henry Mi/dmay, Knut. 
of Mould/ham aboveſaid, and Robert Cheek, 
Eſq; paſſed tv the former, as we have 
ſhew'd in our Deſcription of Eſſex, in the 
Town of Chelmsfcrd, to which we reſer 
our Reader. The Earldom was vacant 
but a few Years before King Charles I. 
Keg. 20. created by his Letters Patent, 
Dated May 25, 1644. 

Thomas $avil, Baron Pontefraft, and 
Viſcount Caftle- Barr in Ireland, Earl of 
Suſſex, He was deſcended of an ancient 
Family of Gentlemen of that Name in 
York/hire, ſome of whom had burn con- 
ſiderable Poſts in the State, as Eſcheators, 
High Sheriffs, and Parliament Men, from 
the Reign of King Edward III. John the 
Father of this Earl was High Steward 
for the Honour of Poitefrat in that 
County, and ſerved in Farliament for 
divers Seſlions in King James I's Reign, 
whereupon he was at length made, by 
Letters Patents bearing Date 4 Car 1. a 
Baron of this Reilm, by the Title of 
Lord Savile of Pontefract. To which Ho- 
nour this Thomas ſucceeded in 1630, and 
was ſoon aſter made Viſcount Caſie-Harr, 
and Comptroller of his Majeſty's Houſe- 
hold when the Wars broke out between 
the King and his Parliament, He ad- 
hered io his Majeſty, and being with him 
at the Siege of Oxfurd, wat, by Eetters 
Patents, bearing Date May 25, 20 Car.

OHN HOLT, the fimous School maſter 
of Magdalen College School, Oxford 1 
where, though he took his Degrees of 
Batchelor and Maſter of Arts, he carry'd 
on his Profeſſiony and by his admirable 
Way of teaching Grammat, ſent many of 
his Scholars to — Colleges and Halls 


in that Univerſity, that became after- 


wards eminent in the Nation. He was 
accounted the moſt eminent Erammarian 
of his Time; and the Grammar which 
he compoſed, and which he called Lac 
Pucrorum, dediented to Archbiſhop More- 
ton, was much valued, and uſed by all 
Sorts of learned Men of his Time, tho” 
Dean Colet, William Lilly, and Eraſmus 
brought that Sort of Learning to greater 
Perfection, 

oma Wilks, Fellow of All-Souls Col- 
Jege, Oxford, was Secretary to Dr, Ja. 
lentine Date, Embiaſſidor from Queen E/. 
eth to the King of France, in which 
Place he continued two Years, While 
he was there he ſo diſobliged the Queen» 
Mother, who was then Regent, that he 

ws forced to fly home to avoid her Dif: 
pleaſure ; but not being protected from 
hey Complaints by his Miltreſs, he was 
lorced to go back again and beg Pardon; 
alter which Queen E//zabeth ſent him 
her Embaſſador into ain, and upon his 
Return in 1578 to Don John of Ayſtria, 
In 1593 he was ſent again into France, to 
know if the then French King win tre- 
conciled tothe Church of Rome and five 
Years after he attended Sir Robert Cecil, 
veeretary of State, thither, but as ſoon 
as he pot there he dy'd. 

George | a Goring, Earl of Norwich, 
bred in Sidney College, Cambridge, and de-

He left his Country young, and went 
into the Low-Cotntry Wars with Sir 
Francis and Sir Horatio Vere, where by 
his reſ»lute Attempts, and projecting Fa- 
culty, he got the Command of a good 
Kegiwent of Foot, in which he contt- 
nucd 'til he was called by bis Majeily 
King Charles 1, to lead his Army againit 
the Scores in 1640, In the Beginning of 
the Warts between that King and his Par. 
liament he was made Guvernont of Portf- 
month, and after wardg undertook and went 
throgh with miny hazardons Exploits 
for his Majeity from the Battle of Mar- 
ſton«mooy to the Siege at Colchefter, which 
though an old unwalled Town, was held 
out by his Courage and Diredtions an 
eleven Months againſt the Parliament's 
Army under General Ff After this 
he was impenched by the High Court of 
aſtice, in which he pleaded fo well for 
imſelf, that by the Interceſſion of 
Friends, and his plauſible Arguments, 
he wag condemned only to Baniſhment, 
which he efleemed no Puniſhment, be- 
canſe it gave him a fair NA th 
ſerve King charles II. which he did e 
effeQually, that he metited the Honour 
of Baron of Hurſt Pier point, and Far! of 
Norwich, He dy'd ſuddenly in 1663. 

Sir John 7effrey, Knt, who being edu-

The Natural Hiſtory of this County. 


HIS County being placed by Na- 
ture in the moſt Southerly Part of 
Britain, and by the Sea-Side, which from 
the Salt Waters ſends warm Breezes, 
muſt of Neceſſity be one of the pleaſant- 
eſt and fruitfulleſt Counties of England ; 
- but vet it has this Diſadvantage, that it 
is extreamly Dirty, inſomuch that it is 
better meaſured by Days Journies than 
by Miles. Hence it is, that in the Or- 
der for regulating the Wages of Stage- 
Coachmen at ſuch a Price and Diſtance 
from London, Suſſex was excepted, as de- 
ſerving better Pay for ſhorter Way; but 
yet the Gentry content themſelves with 
their bad Roads, and are not very folli- 
citous to make them better, becauſe it 
keeps down thePrizes of Proviſions, which 
would be carry'd to London in greater 
Abundance, if Higglers found the Ways 
for their Turn. 
The common Product of this County 
agrees with the molt plentiful of England, 


for Corn, Graſs, and Wood, nav, per- 


ha ps. miy excel them, if what is ſaid of 
the Markets of Clichiſter hold true, That 
the Toll of Wheat, Barley, Malt and 
Oats ſold there, amounts yearly to Sixty 
Pounds and upwards, at an Half-penny 
per Quarter; and doubtleſs, other Mar- 
kets want not ſuitable Quantities of Grain. 
The Cattle alſo are the ſame with thoſe 
of other Countics, for the Plough, and 
Pail, and Wooll. Two Things ſeem ad- 
mirable in this County, and are not found 
in others, at leaſt in that Perfection, and 


they are the Downs and Wild. The 
Downs lie parallel to the Sea, on the 
Top of the Promontory, and are dry, 
bear good Graſs, and are exceeding plea- 
ſant, both for Travelling and Hunting ; 
they are ſo large as to take up four Hours 
riding over them. The Wild, or Low- 
Lands, bear Oats incredibly, being of a 
rich and deep Soil. This is the General 
Deſcription of this County. We ſhall 
now come to ſay ſomething of what is 
ſingular in it, according to our uſual 
Method. | 

1. The Air on the Downs is very 
good, becauſe they are raiſed above the 
Sea, and are 50 Miles long and 20 broad. 
We have nothing more but a peculiar 
Sort of Bird, which is proper to this 
County, call'd, Wheat-Ear. It is ſo cal- 
led, becauſe they are fatteſt when the 
Wheat is ripe, which they feed on. They 
are no bigger than a Lark, but far cxcel 
it in Fatneſs and Delicacy of the Fleſh ; 
we may rightly call them, our Engli/: 
Ortelans. It is a great Hindrance to the 


Uſe of them to dainty Palates, that they 


are not in full Seaſon *till the midſt of 
Summer, when by reaſon of the Heat and 
their Fatneſs they are ſo apt to corrupt, 
that the London Poulterers dare not med- 
dle with them, all the Care that can be 
uſed not being able to keep them from 
Putrefaction. 

2. The Earth, in the Bowels of it, be · 
ſides the Fertility of the Surface above- 
mention'd, contains many rich Trea- 

ſures, 
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ſures, which the Inhabitants dig up to 


their great Profit; but the Chief of 
them is the Lron-Mines found in many 
Places of this County, for the ſorming 
of which into Bars and Guns there are 


many Furnaces, Forges and Mills up and 


down the County, by which the People 
find ſo great an Advantage from their 
Trade both at Home and Abroad, that 
they are at the Charge of cutting their 
Ri vulets and Brooks into one Channel, 
yea, and turn a great deal of their Mea- 
dow Ground into Ponds and Pools, for 
the driving of their Mills by their 
Flaſhes, which moving the great Ham- 
mers which beat upon the Iron, fill the 
Neighbourhood Night and Day with con- 
tinual Noiſe. But the Iron that is 
wrought here, is not every where of the 
ſame Goodneſs, yet generally more brit- 
tle than the Spaniſh, whether it be from 
its Nature, or TinQure, and Temper, 
yet the Proprietors of the Mines, all 
Things conſider'd, do make a very great 
Advantage of them, X's. nt 

But whether or no the private Profit 
of theſe Mines will in the Iſſue coun- 
tervail the publick Loſs, by the great 
Deſtruction it makes of the Woods thro? 
the County, ſome think, deſerves a due 
Conſideration in Time. It was ancient- 
ly almoſt all over-run with Foreſts and 
Thickets, for the Wood Andrad/wald, in 
Britiſh, Coid-Andred, ſo called from the 
adjoining City Anderida, (now common- 
ly call'd the Weild, or Wild) being 120 
Miles in Length, and zo in Breadth, 
paſſing thro* this County ta Hampfhire, 
took up no ſmall Tract of it; but now 
the Woods are mnch thinned, and unleſs 
there be a Way found out to Charr Sea- 
Coal for the Uſe of the Iron Furnaces, 
tis to be fear'd, that the County will be 
quite ſtripp'd of Wood, Tis true, there 
are ſtill ſome Remains of the famous 
Wood Anderida diſperſed in little Par- 
cels up and down the County, as the Fo- 
reſts of Arundel and 5. Leonard's Wood, 
and Afhdown, Waterdown and Dallington ; 
but they are like to follow. the ſame 
as 5 their Mother, if not timely pre- 

ented. : | 
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Talk alſo, which is a cheap Sort of Mi- 


neral, in Latin, Talchum, is found plen- 


tifully in this County, tho' nothing ſo 
fine as that which is brought from Ve- 
nice. It is white and tranſparent like 
Chryſtal, full of Streaks and Veins, 
which are ſcatter'd very prettily thro? 
it. Being calcin'd, ang variouſly: pre-. 
par'd, it maketh a curious Fucus for the: 
Ladies Faces, which they juſtify to be 
lawful, becauſe it only clears, does not. 
change the Complexion. It is a good 
Aftringent, but we do not find it uſed 
medicinally by our Doctors. Some con- 
jecture, that it could not appear ſo well 
to the Eye, unleſs there were ſome hid - 
den Virtue concealed in it; and therefore 
conclude, that the Nature, and conſe- 
quently the Worth of it, is not found 
out. a 

Quarries of Freeſtone are found in di- 
vers Places in this County, as between 
Foreſt Row and Sheffield Green in Peven- 
ſey Rape, and another near Lamberher ft 
in the ſame: Rape. Here were Glaſs- 
houſes anciently, but the Glaſſes not be- 
ing ſo clear and tranſparent as came from 
Venice and other Places, they at firtt came 
to be uſed only by the meaner People, 
and at length were out of Requeſt, ſo 
that there are now no Glaſs-houſes at all 
in the County; but near Haſtings there 
are two Powder-Mills, where is made 
very good Gunpowder ; and in that End 
of the County where the Iron-Works 
are, namely, on the Eaſt-Parts, there is 
an abundance of Charcoal made; which 
two laſt we refer to this Head, becauſe 
they are made of Earth and Wood. Near 
the Bottom of Rooks-Hill is a Marle-Pit, 
and on it is a Beacon. 

3. The Waters, which are neceſſary 
for the common Uſes of the Inhabitants, 
are very plentiful in this County. Every 
Ra pe hath its River running almoſt quite 
thro' it, and all of them have this pe- 
culiar to it, that they riſe, are reple- 
niſh'd by Torrents in their Courſe, and 
at length fall into the Sea, and all in 
this County. We ſhall give a ſhort Ac- 
count of each of them, i 


1. The 
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1. The River Lavart, a ſmall River, 


which ſupplies the City of Chicheſter,” 
which it circles about on all Sides, ex- 
cept the North, with Plenty of Water. 
The Stream of this River is almoſt un- 


Accountable, being ſometimes very low, 
and near dry, when other Riversare full; 
but at other Times (and that almoſt in 
the Midſt of Summer) ſo full as to run 
with ſome Violence. It is Navigable at 
a little Diftance from the Mouth, but 
not deep enough near the City to make a 
good Haven, which is ſome Inconveni- 
ence to it. In theſe Waters are bred and 
fed the fineſt Lobſters in England, famed 
by the Name of Chicheſter Lobſters, and 
Cockles about S/ ey. This River riſes 
about Weſt Dean, which is not half Way 
up the Rape, and therefore the upper 
Parts of it are watered by two conſi- 
ecrableRivulets, which riſe on the Weſt 
Side of the Rape, the one of them paſ- 
ſeth by Midhurſt, and runs croſs the 


Hundred, the other by Temhurſt, Luger- 
ſhall, and through Shilliug- Park, and empty 


themſelves into, | 

2. The River Arun, which riſing in 
St. Leonard Forreſt in Bramber Rape, en- 
ters near Kudgwick, and ſo paſſeth thro” 
the Rape of Arundel from North to South 
to the Sea : It runs by Arundel, where it 
hath a fair wooden Bridge over it; and is 
there fo deep, that Ships of an Hun- 
dred Ton may ride in it. The Town of 
Arundel ſeems to: have taken its Name 
from it as ſtand ing in the Vale, or Dale 
where the River Arun runs. It is true, 
our Antiquaries argue much againſt this 
Derivation, 1. Becauſe they ſay that it 
is not certain, that the River had that 
Name ſo early as the Building of the 
Town, being of old called High-ftream, 
becauſe all the ſmall. Rivulets of this 
Rape'unſte in it to carry them to. the 
Sea, And agreeably to this Name we find 
it by the Saxons calted Hault-Rey, and in 
Latin, Alta-Kipa, and to this Day the 
ſeveral Breakings of it out are termed by 
the Inhabitants, Ripes, or Rifes. To this 
they add, that it is no where written 
Arundale, or Aruntina-vallis, or if it 
were, 'twill not agree with the Language 


of this Country, who never call a Valley 
a Dale, but a Level; and therefore in the 
Commiſſions of Sewers the Impoſit ion laid 
upon Meadows and low Grounds adjoin- 
ing to Rivers, for repairing Banks, anq 
clearing their Courſe, is called a Level 
Tax. We ſhall not undertake the Deter- 
mination of this Controverſy, but let it 


be called. Arun, or High-ftream,-as Men 


will; it is ſufficient tor-us that it ſup- 
plies this Rape plentifully with Water 

and is famous for the Mullets which are 
bred. in it, called Arundel Mullets, as well 
as other Fith, particularly Trouts about 
Amberley.

3. The River Adur, as Draiton calls 
it, (but by an Account of it, which we 


have from Mr. Dendy, and Mr. Hayler, 
Inhabitants of Steyning or Bramber, it is 


called Seeding) ſupplies the Rape of 
Bramber with Water, It rifes alſo in 
St. Leonard's Forreſt, and holding on its 
Courſe towards the Sea, runs on the Eaſt 
Side of Bramber Caſtile, very near the 
Wall, and empties itſelf into the Sea 
near Shoreham Haven. It produceth very 
good Mullets, Pykes, Plaiſe, Eels, &c. 
The Tide comes up every twelve Hours, 
and flows about ſeven Miles up the 
Country as far as Eaton; and every 
New and Fuil Moon they have a Spring 
Tide, which ſometimes overflows 1ts: 
Banks. The River is Navigable as far 
as Eaton aforeſaid for Barges, which car- 
ry Timber and Wood to Shoreham for 
Building Ships. The ancient Portus A- 
durni (which we ſuppoſe gives Ground 
for the ConjeQure, that the River, whoſe 
Mouth is near it, is called Adur) is in 
our Maps, and by ſome Antiquaries fixed 
at Aldrington, or Ederington, a Village 
near it. | 

4. The River Owſe, as Mr. Ogilby au- 
thorizes us to call it, though (as he ſays) 
that Name of this River is now obſolete, 
waters the Rape of Lewes, ſpreading in- 
to divers Branches on the North Side of 
the Rape, one of them riſing in St. Leo- 
rard's Forreſt, (as the two former Rivers 
do) and the other out of the Forreſt of 
Worth,beſides ſeveral other littleRivulets, 


which uniting with another Branch that

at Vi 
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tomes out of Pevenſey Rape, make a large 
Torrent at Iſield, and ſo goes on to Lewes, 
and falls into the Sea at New Haven, where 
it makes a ſafe and good Harbour for Ships 
in full Weather. Lewes is about eight 
Miles up the.River, by which they carry 
Goods in Boats and Barges to that Town. 
We ha ve no Account of any particular Sort 
of Fiſh that this River is famous for, and 
leave it in common with the reſt, and par- 
ticularly the Adur or Beeding, for being 
larger than any of the former, tis probably 
detter ſtored with Fiſh of all Kinds. 

5. A nameleſs River, which waters 
Pevenſey Rape, and riſing at the Foot of 
Crowberry Hill, is augmented with ſe- 
veral ſmaller Streams, which uniting 
near Hayl/ham, paſs in a full, but wind- 
ing Current to the Engliſh Channel, where 
it makes an Haven called Creekmere Ha- 
ven. Pevenſey, two or three Miles up the 
Stream, was anciently a good Haven ; but 
now the River is ſlopped up ſo much by 
the Sand caſt in by the Sea, that no Ship 
can come up to it, and ſo it is acceſſible 
only by Beats, as Hay/ſham is. This River 
afords the ſame Fiſh as the former. 

6. The Rother, or Rither, is the prin- 
cipal River of the Rape of Haſtings, wa- 
tering all the northern Parts of it next 
Kent, It riſeth in Pevenſey Hundred at 
Rothirfield near Waterdown Forreſt, and 
paſſeth quite through Haſtings Rape to 
the Sea, making an Iſland called Oxney 
Iſland, before it falls into the Channel 
near Rye, having kept a Courſe of about 
30 Miles. At a Place called Robertsbridge 
it is remarkable, not only that it is 
joined by divers little Rivulets, but 

that the Waters have three different 
Currents, and unite again a little beyond 
it, There are many other Rivulets in 
this Rape, as one that falls into the Sea 
at Winchelſea, two or three at Haſtings, 
and one at Nord, Chapel ; but-notwith- 
ſtanding the Sea encompaſſes ſo great a 
Part of this County, there is hardly one 
good Haven, becauſe of the Sands caſt up 
into them by the Sea. The Carps of 
this County are famous all over Eng- 
land; but becauſe we find not them ap- 
Propriated to any of the Rivers above- 


mentioned, we place them here as com: 
mon to them all. Beſides theſe River 
Waters there are Mineral Waters at Cel/- 
comb of the ſame Nature as thoſe at Tun- 
bridge, and as ſtrongly impregnated,

THE South-Saxons were accidentally 
converted to the Chriftian Religion, 

by Wilfrid Archbiſhop of York, who had 
been ſome Years before ejetted out of his 
gee by Fgfrid, King of Northumberland. 
Wilfrid had before wandered in Foreign 
Parts ſome Time, and been at Rome, 
hoping by the Papal Power to have been 
reſtored to his See; but having waited long 
in vain, he refol ved to retuim into his 
own Country, but dare not again appear 
in the Northern Parts, where Fgfrid had 
Power ; and therefore conſidering that the 
S1th-Saxon Kingdom was yet unconverted, 
he determined with himſelf to go and 
French the Goſpel there. Providence that 
put the Deſign into his Head, Had made 
way a little before fot. his welcome Re- 
ception, which was a Means. of his ſuc- 
cefsful Preaching. Edelwalch was then 
King of the Sſuth-Saxons, and being in a 
Viſit to fur, the King of the Mercians, 
was perſitaded by him to be baptized into 
the Chriſtian Faith, and endeavour the 
promoting of it in his Kingdom. Wilfrid's 
coming was at this Time very N 
and his Preaching being encouraged by the 
the King, he, with the Aſiſtance of ſome 
others, ſoon converted his People to the 
Goſpel. It happened, (as Bede tells us) 
that three Years before Wilfrid's Ar- 
rival, there had no Rain fallen in this 
Province, which eguſed ſo terrible a 
Famine, that the People, forty or fifty 
in a Company, joined Hand in Hand and 
flung themſelves into the Sea, that they 
might eſcape a lingering Death by ſuf- 
fering a ſudden one. The People were no 
ſooner baptized; but there came a calm 


and plentiful Rain, which cauſed the 


Earth to return to its former Fruitful— 
neſs; and in the mean Time, that the 
People might not want Food *till the Corn 
was ripe, Wilfrid and his Companions 
ſeeing their preſent Wants, taught them 
the Art of Fiſhing, which they were ig- 
norant of before, unleſs for catching of 


* 
Eels, and fo introduced Plenty among 


them; for their Rivers and the Sea ad“ 


joining abounded with Fiſli; and there 
was none that knew how tb catch them. 
The People being thus made ſerfible bf 
the Beneficence of their Teachers, were 
the more willing to truſt them with their 
Souls, who had ſo wonderfully ſupported 
their Bodies; and being thus brought to 
Chriſtianity, King Edelwalch, with the 
general Conciltretice of his People, ap- 
pointed | | 

Wilfrid to be their Biſhop, and gave 
him the Peninſula of Selſte to be his See: 
It contained at that Time 87 Families; 
but before he cbuld ſettle Himſelf there, 
Ceadwall a valiant young Prince of the 
Blood Royal of the Weſt-Saxons, being b4- 
niſhed his own Country, mide Head by 
the A ſſiſtance of his Friends and Followers 
againſt King Fdilualeh, who, in oppoſing 
the Force of his Enemies, was hifelt 
lain, and Ceadwail poſſeſſed His Throne. 


This Prince was no Hindratice to Wilfrid's: 


Purpoſe, but fouhded & Monatfery for him 
in the ſaid Ie, and fixed his Epiſcopal 
See there, Wilfrid remained five Yeats 
in this Place preaching the Goſpel, and 
uſing the beſt Methods he could to eſtabliſh 
a Chriſtian Church among them; but be- 
ing at length recalled to the Archiepiſ. 
copal See of York, from whence he hid 


been unjuſtly removed, the Cate of this 


Kingdom was leſt to the Biſhop of Win- 


cheſter, who govern'd it ſeveral Years, 
without any Biſhop of its owh. In this 


Time Nothelmus was choſen Archbiſhop 
bf Canterbury, and knowing that the Sonth- 
Saxons had formerly a Biſſiop to govern. 
them, diflinet from the _ of Win- 
cheſter, to whom it belonged only as a fy- 
reign ſuriſtliction, he appointed, An. 711, 

2. Fadbert, or Fdbrith, Abbot of Selſce, 
Biſhop of this Kingdom of the Hut h- 
Saxons, to which he was conſecrated the 


ſame Year. How long he ſat, we find 


not, but that,

Pikenden-hoath, 
that is to ſay, Pikenden-Heath) whither 
a great Number of the People of his Pro- 
vince were gathered together to give 
their Teſtimony for their Archbiſhop, for 
whom Judgment was given, as is ſaid in 
the Hiſtory of Biſhops of Canterbury, Fo- 
rence of Worcefter ſays, that this Biſhop 
was afterwards deprived in the Synod 
held at Windſor, but, as is thought, un- 
juſtly, and imprifoned in Malmsbury 
Gaol, Anno 1070; ſoon after which, if 
he did not die, another was put into his 
See, viz 

Stigand, the Conqueror's Chaplain, but 
not the ſame with him of the ſame 
Name, who was made by the ſame King 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury, and Biſhop of 
Winchefter. He ſat in this See at Selſee, 
when that King put out an Order, that 
the Biſhops Sees ſhould no longer remain 
in Villages, as many of them did, but be 
removed to ſome of the biggeſt Towns 
in their Dioceſe; in Obedience to which 
this Stigand removed this See to Chicheſter, 
where (as Malmsbury tells us) there was 
anciently a Monaſtery dedicated to St. 
Peter, and a Society of Nuns, He there- 
fore became the firſt Biſhop of Chicheſter, 
and dy'd Anno 1087. One 

William ſuccededghim, but we have 
no Account of him in our Books. 

Ranulph, or Ralph was his Succeſſor, 
as William of Malmsbury aſſures us, who 
gives us this Deſcription of him: To 
William ſucceeded Ralph, who was famous, 
not only for the Tallneſs of his Body, 
but the Vigour of his Mind. He, out 
of a conſciencious Regard to his Office, 
as a Prieſt, oppoſed William Rufus'to his 
Face, in Behalf of Archbiſhop Anſelm, 


whom that King had troubled without 


Cauſe, and whereas moſt of the Biſhops 
favoured the King's Side, and refufed 
to ſtand for Anſelm, he rebuked thoſe Bi- 


ſhops, 


ſhops, as well as blamed the King, who 
was ſo provoked thereby, that he doubled 
his Threatnings; but this Biſhop was not 
at all terrified by them, but ſtretching 
out his Croſier, and putting off his Ring, 
offered them the King, if he would take 
them; which Reſblution had certainly 


prevailed, had not Anfelm himſelf cut off. 


all Hopes of Reconciliation by his Flighr, 
which weakened his Cauſe, and tended 
afterwards to his great Damage. 

Some Years after this, in the Reign 
of King Henry I. he ſhewed as great Re- 


folution in Behalf of Religon, in oppoſing 


that Prinee's Commands, in requiring all 
the marry'd Clergy to pay him a Fine 
throughout all England. "The reit of the 
Biſhops either approved of this Exaction, 
or by their Silence ſeemed ſo to do, as not 
daring to oppoſe the King; but nothing 
could bring this Biſhop to a Compliance, 
for he prohibited Divine Service to be 
read in his Dioceſe, and ordered the 
Church-Doors to be filled up with Thorns, 
not intending thereby to hinder the Monks 
finging, but to keep out the Laity. Theſe 
rigorous Dealings ſo prevailed upon the 
King, that he allowed him alone, as a 
Man of a difturbed Mind; to receive the 
Fines of the Priefts. Nevertheleſs, the 
Religion and Courage of the Biſhop be- 
gat ſo good an Opinion of him, in the 


King's Mind, that he forgave all that he 


had done, ſaving now and then, His Bi- 
ſhoprick is ſmall, and his Church (which 


had been lately burnt down, viz. May 5, 


1114) ought not to be impoverithed with 
Taxes, but rather to be enriched with 
Offerings. 
cency of the Biſhop beget ſo great a Vene - 
ration for him, that the King, who took 
zway from others, gave to him freely 
and willingly, as if directed by him. 


For whereas his Church, which he had 


almoſt built new, was, by an accidental 
Fire almoſt quite deſtroy'd (as is before 
mentioned) he, in a ſmall Time, rebuilt 
it by the King's Liberality. He died in 
a moſt Chriſtian Manner; having given 
all his Goods to the Poor, to whom he 
cauſed before his Death Cloaths to be di- 
fiributed, even to the Bed he Jay on. A 
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fully related in the Life of Beckett. 


Thus did the conftant Inno- 
was choſen Biſhop of this See, Anno 1183, 


and conſecrated to it the next Year, and 
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Perſon he was who by his good Actions 
gained an eternal Remembrance to him- 
ſelf, having raiſed his See from à miſera- 
ble and low Condition to the” higheſt 
Pitch of Grandeur, So many of the Clergy 
as the Revenues of his Biſhoprick could 
maintain, he kept with him. He furniſh'd 
his Church with Ornaments of all Sorts, 
which were ſo few before, that we are 
aſham'd to mention them. He went round 
his Dioceſe three Times a Vear purely to 
preach the Goſpel, requiring nothing .of 
his Clergy or Pariſhes by his Epiſcopal 
Authority, and if they made him any 
Preſent, grateſully receiving it. Such as 
had offended he reproved, and if Admo- 
nition did not prevail, he ſhamed the 
Guilty by ſome ingenious, Reflections 
into a Reformation, He died in the Year 
1124, 24 Hen. 1. And %

While he 
Cat in this See, it happen'd that the See 
of Canterbury became vacant by the Death 
of Richard Wether/hed, and the Monks, 
without the leaſt Solicitation on his Part, 
choſe him their Archbiſhop ; which Dig- 
nity he was ſo little defirous of, that 
when the Monks, according to Cuſtom, 
were about to ſend one or two of their 
Body to the Pope, to notify to him their 
Election, he was ſo afraid of being ſuſ- 
pected any ways guilty of Simony, that 
he would not give them any Money to 
bear the Charges of ſo long a Journey, 
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tho? it was neceſſary for his Confirmation, 
However, the Monks were ſo zealous for 
him, that they went to the Pope at their 


own Charge to requeſt his Confirmation, 


Simon Langton was then at Rome, and be- 
ing required to give the Character of 
Ralph, repreſented him an unlearned 

an, a great Courtier, and one that 
might be juſtly fear'd would reſcue: the 
Kingdom out of the Power of the Pope, 
to whom King John had ſo lately re- 
fign'd it. The Pope no ſooner heard this, 
but he diſannull'd his Election, and gave 
the Monks Liberty to chuſe another, yer 
ſo wrought Matters, that he brought in 
a Creature of his own, viz. Edmund, 
Treaſurer of the Church of Salisbury, 
whom he immediately conſecrated into it 
and confirm'd. He proved both a pious 
and learned Man, and tho' he pleaſed 
neither the King nor Pope, whoſe cor- 
rupt Practiſes he oppoſed, he was Sainted 
in leſs than ſix Years after his Death by 
Pope Innocent IV. 200% 


Ralph being thus rejected from being 


Biſhop, contrary: to the Deſire of the 


King and Election of the Monks, grew 
not the leſs in the good Opinion of ei- 
ther, but in the Vear 1237 was choſen 


Biſhop of Vincheſter; and tho' he was 


highly in favour with the King, yet be. 


cauſe the King was eagerly bent upon 
having William Valentine, his Queen's Un- 


cle, placed in that See, he was ſo angry 
with him, that he deprived him of his 
Chancellorſhip, and ſo weary'd the Monks 


with his Conteſts, that they choſe Villi- 


am Raley Biſhop of Norwich by the King's 


Conſent, and ſo Ralph was again laid a- 


fide ; however, the King reſtored the 
Chancellorſhip to him again, and he held 
it to his Death. He dy'd at London, F- 
bruary 1, 1244, in the Buildings, now 
call'd Lincoln's- Inn, which he had ereQ- 


ed from the Foundation, that he and his 
Succeſſors might have a convenient Houſe 


to retire to, whenever they ſhould hap- 


pen to be called to London. Theſe Buil- 
dings ſome Way or other came to Henry 


Lacy Earl of Lincoln, from whom they 
have taken their Modern Name. Fur-

diſdained his Company, — uſed their 
Endeavouts to make his Election void, 
and put into his Place 3 

Richard de Wich. He was born (as is 
faid) at Wick in the County of Worceſter, 
(chere there were Salt-Pits) and took 
his Name from thence. After his School- 
Education, he ſtudy*d Logick and Philo- 
ſophy at Oxford, and Paris,” and going 
afterwards to Bononia, he became ſo great 
a Proficient in. the Canon Law, that after 
ſeven Years abode there, he was choſen 
the Publick Reader of that Science. In 
his return Home, he tarry'd at Orleans 
alittle Time; and as ſoon' as he came 
Home, was firft made the Archbiſhop's 
Chancellor, and then Chancellor of the 
Univerſity of Oxford.

ſo order'd his Con verſation, that He was 
accounted as well moſt Holy as moſt 
Learned, while he lived, and after his 
Death was canoniz'd, He dy'd (as Mat- 

thew Paris tells us, April 25. 12334; 'but 

according tothe Martyroligiſts April 3.)

and 56th Vear of his Age, and was bu- 

ry'd in his own Church, where he was

He was a Lancaſhire Man 
by Birth, and educated in St. John's Col- 
lege, Cambridge. He was a truly learned 
Man, who, among other of his numerous 
Works, publiſned as well in. the Latin 
Tongue as the Engliſi, tranſlated ſeveral 
Treatiſes of Euſebius and Philo, moſt faith - 
fully into the Latin Tongue, for the 'Uſe 
of the Chriſtian Church. He, with ſe- 
veral others of his Order, was-depriv'd 
of this See by Authority of Parliament 
in the Beginning of Queen Elixabeth's 
Reign, after he had built new Lodgings 


in his ſaid College for the Preſident, and 


enriched the Library with many Books, 
Greek, | Latin, and Hebrew. In. Queen 
Mary's Reign he was a great Zealot for the 
Popiſh Religion, and perſecuted the Pro- 
teſtants with ſo much Fury, that more 


| ſuffered for their Religon in his Dioceſe 


than in divers others put together. In 
his Youth he tranſlated Euſebius's Hiſtory 
into Latin, wherein the Perſecutions of 
the Chriſtian Church for the three- firſt 
Centuries. are related, and as if he, had 
learned the Arts of Cruelty from the 
Heathens, he practiſed it upon the; Peo- 
ple of his Dioceſe, and like a Tyrant, re- 
Joiced at their Sufferings. Our Method 
obliges us to ſpeak of the Martyrs of this 
County in another Place, to which we 
reſer our Reader. 297 
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Milliam Barluu, upon the Deprivation 
of Chriſtopher ſon, was promoted by the 
Queen to this See.

See. He was a Lincolnſhire Man, ſome 
time Fellow of St. John's College, Cam- 
bridge, and Proctor of that Univerſity. 
Being Chaplain to Matthew Archbiſhop 
of Canterbury, and DoQor of Divinity, 
he was raiſed to this See, and conſecrated 
by the Archbiſhop gratis in 1570. He 
hath written ſeveral Treatiſes and Ser- 
mons in Print. We ſuppoſe he ſit 15 
Years, becauſe we find that in the Begins 
ning of the Year 1585 e | 

. Thomas Bickiey, Doctor of Divinity, 
and, Warden of Merton College, Oxford; 
was conſecrated to this See. He was born 
at Stoa in Buckinghamſhire, but being edu- 
cated at Magdalen School, Oxford, while 
he was Chor iſter there, became at length 
a Scholar and Fellow of the Houſe. In 
the Beginning of King Edward VI's 
Reign, he was made the King's Chaps

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lain, and recommemied dy the Univer- 
fity to be one of that King's Preachers

at Minor, where he ſlie wed himfelf for- 
ward aud zealous for the Reformation 
then beginning. The Roman Catholicks 
hated Him much. upon that Account, and 
| thoſe that were not againſt a Reforma- 
tion, were not much : pleaſed with his 
over Haſtineſs z whereupon, when Queen 
Mary came toe the Throne, he found it 
neceſſary for him to leave his College, 
and go into a voluntary Exile. He fled 
into France, and there ſpent moſt of that 
's Reign in Study at Paris, and Or- 
trans, Where he improved himſelf much 
in Learning, and the French Tongue. He 
returned into England a little after the 
Queen's Death, and being made Chap- 
Jain to Archbiſhop Parker, he ſoon after 
was preferred by Dr. Bentham, Biſhop of 
Licdſield, to the Archdeaconry of Staf- 
ford, and a Prebend of Lie eld, and at 
length by the &rchbiſhop's Means was 
put into the Maſterſhip of Merton Col- 
tege, which he govern'd moſt commenda- 
bly 20 Vears. Being then near 80 Years 
of Age, he was offer'd this See, and not 
very willingly accepted of it by Reaſon 
of his Age, yet being over-perſwaded (for 
he was not Covetous of Honours) he was 
enſtall'd Marck 3, 1585, and held it 11 
Years, much beloved and honoured in 
nis Dioceſe. He dy'd at Adinghurn, A- 
pril 30, 1596, Kt. go, and was bury'd 
in his Cathedral, under a decent Monu- 
anent, with a large Inſcription, in Wood's 
Athens, JV. r. p. 614. By his Laſt Will 
he gave 40 J. for the Ceiling and Pa- 
wing of Magdalen School, and 100 J. to 
Merton College, to buy Lands of 5 J. 
Annum, to be given to one of the Fellows 
that ſtudy' d Divinity to preach a pub- 
lick Sermon, which after his Death was 
order'd to be given to a Preacher in Mer- 
ton College Church on May Day yearly, 
as it ſill continues, before the Uni ver- 
fity-; and ſome other Legacies for pious 
Uſes. To him ſucceeded e F201 
Anthony Watſon, who had been Fellow 


of Bennet College, Cambridge, and was at 


the Time of his Election to this See 
Chancellor of the Church of Wells, ar 
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Dean of Briſtatl. He was conſecrated Aa- 
guſt 15, 1596; but! was allowed! for fome 
Time to keep his Deanary with his Bi- 
ſhoprick. Queen Elixabeti being offend- 
ed with Dr. Fletcher, made him her Al- 
moner, - as he continued Part of King 
Famer I's Reign. He dy*d at his Houſe 
at Cheam in Sur rey, and was bury'd in the 
Church there, Sept. 1605. He lived a 
ſingle Life, as his Predeceſſor had done, 
and by his Will gave 100 J. to Chrift's 
College in Cambridge, and ſome other Le- 
gacies. | * 
Lancelot Andrews, Doctor of Divini- 
ty, and Dean of Weſtminfter, ſucceeded 
him, and was conſecrated November 3, 
1605. He was the moſt eminent Divine 
of his Time, and on that Account was 
ſoon more highly preferr'd, being re- 
moved to Ely four Years after, yet while 
he ſat in this See he was ſingled out by 
King James I. to be one of thoſe eminent 
Preachers, and found Churchmen, who 
were to preach before that King at Hamp- 
ton-Court, for the Convittion of the two 
Melvin's, and other Presbyterian Scors, in 
the Truth of the Doctrine and Diſcipline 
of the Church of England. 
Samuel Harſnet, Doctor of Divinity, 
and Archdeacon of Colchefter, ſucceeded 
him. He was educated in Pembroke-Hall, 
Cambridge, of which he was Fellow, and 
at length Maſter, and from thence pre- 
ferred to this See, where, uſter ten Vears 
Stay, he was removed to Norwich, and 
then to York, in which we ſhall ſpeak 
more of him. He was ſucceeded by | 
George Charleton, born at Norham in 
Northumberland, and being a Boy of preg- 
nant Parts, was educated in Learning by 
the Care of the Northern Apoftle, Ber- 
nard Gilpin, who placed him the Univer- 
ſity of Oxford, and ſupported him there. 
After he had taken his Degree in Arts, 
he was eleted Fellow of Merton College, 
in which while he remained, he had the 
Reputation of an excellent Orator and 
Poet; and after applying himſelf to Di- 
vinity, became fo bent a Divine, 
that Cambden extols him above all in his 
Time, for his ſingular Knowledge in that

Henry King was mude Biſhop of Chi-

Having taken his De- 
grees,, and enter d into Holy Orders, he 


became a florid Preacher, and was ſucceſ- 


fively preferr'd to be Chaplain to King 
James I. Archdeacon of Cokchefler, Reſi- 
dentiary of St. Zaul's, and at length Dean 
of Rockeſter in 1638. In 1641 he was” 
made Biſhopof this See, where he conti- 
nued to his Death, ſaving that the Long 
Parliament gave him, as it did the other 
Biſhops, a Quieſus from 19 Years, He 
lived to King Chartes IT's Reſtoration, 
and recover'd his See again, which he go- 
vern'd nine Years to his Death, which

Warry'd His Siſtef, and wid maintained 
by him in a Manner. He ie ſuid to have 
been always Puritanically affected, and 
Fr that Reaſon to have at firſt been pre- 
$*rred to this Dioseſe ; but however that 
de, he Was certainly a Perſon of an un- 
blemiſh'd Repiitation, and from the Time 
f his Return to his Dioteſe, highly e-

His Tenants and the Poor. He preach 
the Funeral Sermon of Dr. Difppa with 
feat Applauſe, and Hath leſt miny va- 
ſuable Books of his Writing in Print. He 
was bury'd in his Cathedral of Chicheſter, 
on the South-Side of the Quire near the 
Altar, and an handſome Monument ſoon 
aſter fet over his Grave by his Widow, 
ho mitry'd Dr. Millington, the King's 
Phoſician. 32 
Peter Gunning ſucceeded Dr. King, and 
was conſecrated to this See March 6, 1669. 
He had his School Education at Canter- 
bury, and at the Univerſity he was firſt 
placed at C/are-Hall, Cambridge, where he 
was made Fellow 5 and being Maſter bf 
Arts, took upon him the Cure of Little 
Ft. Mary's by Peterhouſe. About this 
Time the Grand Rebellion began, and he 
in Zeal to the Church, openly declared 
againſt that prevailing Faction 3 and was 
not aſraid in a Sermon in Great St. Mary's 
Church to urge the Univerſity to proteſt 
againſt the Rebellious League then ma- 
king. When the Covenant was put to 
him, he reſblutely refuſed to take it, 
and ſo was thrown out of his Fellow- 
ſhip, yet not without ſuch Oppoſition as 
he was able to give, viz. An Antidote 
againſt Taking the Covenant, which was 
ſoon aſter publiſh'd. From Cambridge, 
he and ſome other ejected Fellows fled to 
Oxford, his Majeſty's chief Quarters at 
that Time, and was entertain'd by Dr.

Jachſon, Preſident of 
Chriſtchurch College (hoſt Bobks were 
then printing,) ſo well, that he preferr'd 
him to be Scfool maſter of Mardhefter Free- 
School. | Here he got into the Earl of 
Darby's Favour, and was made his Cha- 
plain, to the great Satisfaftion of himſelf 
and Family, When Latham Houſe was 
beſieged by the Parliament Forces, he 


was in it all the Time, and did good Ser- 


vice; and when the King's Cauſe declin'd 


he ſtuck cloſe to the Earl and his Family, 


and minaged their Eflate, When his 
Lord, James Earl of Darby, was taken by

When the King came in, he, by his artful 
Induſtry got to be one of his Chaplains, 
and a Canon of Wind/or, after which he 
became Doctor of Divinity, Rector of 
Standiſh in Lancaſhire, Dean of Salis bury, 
and at length, by the Intereſt of the 
Dutcheſs of Portſnouth, Biſhop of this 
See, to which he was conſecrated April 18, 

1675, He held bis Canonry of Wind/or 
with his-Biſhoprick, to his Death, which 
happened as he was viſiting his Dioceſe, 
0 5, 1678. He was bury'd in Bray's 
Chapel in Windſor Caſtle, and an handſome 
Monument was put over him ſoon after 
by his Wife. 

Guy Carleton ſucceeded him; born at 
Hrampton- Foot in Gilſland, educated in 
Grammar at Carliſle, and in higher Learn- 
ing in Queen's College, Oxford, where he 
was choſen Fellow; and in 1635 bore the 
Office of one of the Proftors of the Uni- 
verſity, Before the Civil Wars he was 
Vicar of Bucklesbury near Newbery in 
Ferk/hirez, but upon the open Rupture 
between the King and Parliament he 
took Part with the King, and ſo had his 
Share in Sufferings with other Royaliſts. 
Aﬀter King Charles TI's Reſtoration, he 
became Docter of Divinity, Dean of Car- 
liſle, and Prebendary of Durham, all 
which, but the laſt, he left when he was 
made Biſhop of Briſtol in 1671, where 
having remained ſeven Years, he wis 
tranſlated to this See of Chicheſter, in 
which he continned about the ſame Space 
of Time. He died in the City of /. 
minſter, during his Attendance in the Par- 
liament, July 6, 1685, and was ſucceeded 
in this See by 

John Lake, Doftor of Divinity, in Au 
guſt, 1685 + born in Yorkſhire, and edu— 
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cated in St. John's College, Cambridge, 
from whence removing, he went thro' 
divers Preferments before he came to this 
See; for he was Rector of St. Botolph's 
Church near Bi/ſhopſzate, London; Rettor 
lire, to which he was 
inſtituted October 17, 1668, Prebendary 
of Friday thor p in the Church of York, in 
which City he was a Preacher for ſome 
Time, and there obtained the Archdea- 
conry of Clieveland, Oct. 13, 1680. Two 
Years after this, viz. in 1682, he was 
nominated by William Earl of Darby, to 
the See of Man, and in December conſe- 
crated to itz but before he had conti- 
nued two Years in it he was elefted to the 
See of Briſtol, to which he was conſecrated 
in Bow Church, London, Sept. 1, 1634, 
but was ſcarce well ſettled, when, by 
the Death of Dr, Carleton, he was called 
to the Succeſſion of this See. While he 
reſided here Zu. James II. put out his 
eclarat ion of Liberty of Conſcience for 
all Sorts of Diſſenters to the eſtabliſhed 
Church; and order'd it, that it ſhould 
be publiſhed by the Incumbents of all 
Pariſhes throughout Exgland; which the 
Biſhops were generally averſe to, and a- 
greed to put up a Petition to that King, 
to recall the Order; and to avoid giving 
Offence, ſubſcribed it only with ſeven 
Hands, of which this Biſhop was one. 
The King was much diſpleaſed with this 
Action, and having conſulted ſuch as told 
him, 'twas a ſtandalbus Libel againſt his 
Majeſty and his Government, impriſbn'd 
him, with the fix other Biſhops, in the 
Tower, June 8, 1688. They ſoon pro- 
cured their Releaſe, but *twas not Jong 
before they fell under other Hardſhips 
for the Prince of Orange being invited 
over to reſtrain the violent Proceedings 
of King James to bring in Popery, and 
for that End ſettled on the Throne; 
when the Oath of Allegiance to him was 
tender'd them, this Biſhop refuſtd it as 
did moſt of the reſt, and was deprived, 
He dy'd Auguſt 1689, and his $:e before 
his Death was given to 
Simon Patrick, Doctor of Divinity, Dean 
of Peterborovgh, and Miniſter of Covent- 
Garden, London; he was bred in Queen's

for the Support of poor People, and there» 
fore of a larger Revenue, being valued 
at the Suppreſſion, at 114/, tis, and 6 4+ 
per Ainum, but by whom they were 
founded, our Author gives us no Ace- 
hunt, 

Arundel, a Collegiate Church, founded 
by Kichard, Earl of Arundel, of which we 
have no other Account but this, , that 


John Earl of Arundel, * about to (et 
out to ſerve King Henry VI. in his Wars 
with France, declared in his Teſtament, 
dated April 8, Reg, 8, that in Cafe he 
ſhould die in that Expedition, he would 
have his Body bury'd in the Collegiate 
Chureh of the Holy Trinity at Arundel, 


in the Wall between the Choir and the 


Altar of aur Lady's Chapel, but it ſeems 
his Sepulchre was prevented fome way 
or other there z but Thomas Lord Fitz, Alas, 
Earl of om" and his Father, with 
divers of that Family, had their Burial 
in that Church, of whom Eleanor Coun» 
tefy of Arundel, is the moft Memorable, 
This Lady by her Teſtament beartn; 

Date Fuly 29, 1445, 3 Het 6, bequeath' 

her Body to be bury'd in the Chapel of 
our Lady within this Collegiate Church, 
and gave ta the Maſtey and Fellows, 
of the College, a Crofs of Silver gilt, to 
remain perpetually in the ſaſd Church for 
Religious Uſes, and 1 * in ** upon 
Condition that the Maſter and Fellows 
with all the Priefis and Officers of the 


College, and their Sueceffors, ſhall year» 


ly keep the Obits of John Earl of Arun» 
Ael, her late Husband, and her own, with 
Maſh and Office of Keulen for their Souls, 
and thoſe of their Parents and Ancettors, 
and all the faithful z the alſo ordained, 
that her Executors, out of her Goods, 
ſhauld found a perpetual Chantry at the 
Altar of the Bleffed Mary in the fame 
Chapel, for one Prieſt to celebrate Maſy 
ever Day for the Healih of her Huf- 
band's and her own Saul, and have ten 
Marks a Year for ſo doing, Thewas Earl 
of Arundel alfo, and Margaret his Wife 
were bury'd in the Chancel of this Col- 
legiate Church, What the Revenues of 
this College were, and when it was ſup» 
preſſed we find not, nor can we receive 
any Help from modern Antiquaries, as 
Willis, Tanner, Stevens, Fac, 

Here was alſü 4 Priory of Monks of 
the Order of St, Henedift, or Black Monks, 
ſome Time belonging, and fubſett to the 
Abby of eee In France, but it never, 
ar very ſeldom had in it more than one 
Prior, and three, (or at moſt four) Monks, 
It was dedicated to St, Nicholas, and food 
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without the Walls of the Caſtle. In Con- 
ſideration of the Meanneſs of this Houſe, 
King Richard II. Reg. 3. granted his Li- 
cence to Richard Earl of Arundel, to found 
a Chantry or College in the Pariſh Church 


of St. Nicholas, with Licence to the ſaid. 


Prior and Monks, to grant and alienate 
their Priory, and all the Lands thereunto 
belonging, to the ſaid Earl, to the Intent 
that he ſhould confer the ſame on 13 ſe- 
cular Chaplains, of whom one to be Chief, 
and called Maſter, therein to be eſtabl iſh'd, 
which the ſaid Earl accordingly did, and 
ſo well endow'd it for their Maintenance, 
that with ſome ſmall Donations of others, 
It was, valued .at the Diſſolution at 
168 71.

An Hoſpital called, Maiſon Dieu, or 
God's Houſe, founded by Thomas Earl of 
Arundel, and Beatrix his Wife, who by 
His laſt Will appointed, that all the Lands 
and Tenements in the Poſſeſſion of Robert 
Pozellow and Thomas Harling, Prieſts, by 
Virtue of his Fathers Feoffment, (which 
were four Meſſuages and two Tofts) 
ſhould be amortized for the Benefit of this 
his Hoſpital in Arundel, for the Main- 
tenance of ſo many poor People, as the 
yearly Rents would ſupport. The Pa- 
tronage of this Hoſpital remained in the 
Earl's Heirs, *till the Diſſolution, when 
it was valued |

Acceale, a Monaſtery dedicated to St. 
Peter for Benediftine Monks, mentioned

Battell, or Battail- Abby, a Monaſtery 
of Benedictine Monks, founded by William 
rie Conqueror, in the ſame Place where 
he overcame Harold, and his Army, firſt 
to give God Praiſe for the Victory, and 
next for making Prayers for the Souls of 
the Slain that Day there, which are ſaid 
to be above 10, 00 Men on the Conque- 
ror's Side, and many more of the Engli/h. 
It was dedicated to St. Martin by that 
King, who deſign'd to have endow'd it 
with Lands ſufficient for the Maintainance

of ſeven Score Monks, but he was pre- 
vented by Death. However, he granted 
it divers Privileges and Liberties, viz, 
To be free from the Biſhop's Juriſdiction; 
to have Sanctuary and Treaſure-Trove, 
with Free-warren in all their Lands, and 
divers other Immunities and Exemptions, 
and gave to it the Manor of Wy in Kent, 
and ſeveral other Lordſhips in Suſſex, Sur- 
rey, Eſſex, Berkſhire, Oxfordſhire, and 
Devonſhire, This Abby in after Times 
found other Benefactors, as. Thomas Lord 
Hoo, who by his Laſt Will, dated Febry- 
wy 12, 33 Hen. 6. appointed, that Lands 
of 20 Marks per Annum ſhould be ſettled 
upon, this Abbot and Convent, and their 
Succeſſors, to find two Monks to ling per- 
petually at St. Benigni's Altar, for his own 
and Anceſtor's Souls; as alſo King Willi 
am Rufus, and King Henry I. The Monks 
which he ſettled in this Abby, he brought 
from the Abbey of Marmonſtier in Mr. 
mandy, and of them he deſign'd to have 
made one Robert Blankard the Abbot, but 


he going back into Normandy to ſettle his- 


Affairs, was drown'd in his Return, and 
ſo one Gausbertus was made the firſt Ab- 
bot. Mr. Brown Willis, a moſt inquiſi- 
tive Antiquary, hath given us a Liſt of 
all the Abbots after him to the Diſſolu- 
tion, but there being found nothing re- 
markable done by any of them but two, 
tho* they are in all 31, we take Notice 
of them only, viz. Haymo of Offington, 
who fo bravely repuls'd the French from 
Rye, and Jan Holland, who with the 
Conſent of his Monks, ſurrender'd it to 
King Henry VIII. when the Lands were 
found worth 8807. 14s. 74 d. per An- 
num, Dugd. 987 l. Os. 112 4. Speed ex 


Lell. This Abbey in its flouriſhing Con- 


dition was a ſtately Pile of Buildings, as 


may be judged by what Remains of 


them, and the Extent ef the whole. The 


Hall was near 50 Yards long, cover'd 


with Lead ; the Kitchen hath five Fire- 
places; and the Gate-houſe (which ſtands 
almoſt entire) is made a Place for the Seſ- 
fions, and other Meetings for the pecu- 


liar Juriſdiction of the Town. Many of | 


the Buildings are quite demoliſh'd, but 


by the Foundations of the Walls Rill 
| found, 
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fond, the whole Extent of the Abbey 
is judged to be a Mile in Compaſs, King 
Henry VIII. upon the Diſſolution of the 
Abbey, beſtowed the Site of it, and ſe- 
veral of the Lands, upon one Gilmer, 
who pulled down molt of it, and ſold the 
Materials firſt, and then the Lands to Sir 
Anthony Brown. The Poſterity of Gilmer 


live ſtill in this Place, but in a poor Con- 


dition. The Deſcendents of Sir Anthony 
endeavour'd to raiſe themſelves a Seat out 
of the Materials left, but never finiſh- 
ing it, what was by them begun lies in 
Ruins with the Abby itſelf. | 
Begeham, or Benlin, an Abbey of Monks 


of the Order of Premorftratenſes, found- 


ed at firſt at Hotteham, by Ralph de Dena, 
and Robert de Dena his Son and Heir, 
who endowed it with Lands for their 
Maintenance. Wiltiam de Burgelle gave 
certain Marſh-Lands to theſe Canons, ſa- 
ving to the Lord of the Soil the Service of 
half a Pound of Pepper to be paid yearly 
on the Vigil of Chriſtmas, for all Cuſtoms 
and ExaRions. Ela de Sackville, or Saukvile, 
the Daughter and Coheir of Ralph de Dexe, 
and Widow of Jordan de Sackville, Lord of 
the Manor of Buckhurſt in this County, tran- 
lated this Monaſtery to this Place, and 
Zeftrey her Son confirmed all the Eſtates 


of theſe Canons hitherto given them. 


From the Sackvilles the Patronage of this 
Houſe by the Heir General paſſed to the 
Family of de Aquila, of whom Gilbert de 
Aquila, 8 Rich. 1. confirmed to the Ca- 
nons of Begeham all the Lands given them 
by Ralph and Robert de Dena the Foun- 
ders, for the Health of the Souls of Ki- 
cher his Father, Edeline his Mother, and 
Kicker his Brother, unto which Grant 
Eugenulph (an Eccleſiaſtick Perſon) his 
Brother was a Witneſs. Nobert de Turn- 


ham ga ve to theſe Canons the whole Lord - 


thip of Begeham, and all his Lands in 
Brokeley and other Places, and for the 
Confirmation of his Grants and others to 
this Houſe, he gave King John, Reg. 10. 


two. Horſes of Price. Walke/in de Mai- 


menot, and Rlchard Earl of Clare and He- 
reford, were alſo BenefaQors to theſe Ca- 
nons, and King John confirm'd their 
Gifts, King Henry III. Reg. 35. granted 


to theſe Canons a weekly Market on Thur 
day at their Manor of Rokeland, and a 

Fair there for three Days at Mid ſummer, 
which, with their other Poſſeſſions, were 


confirmed by King Edward II. Reg. 6.

Bidlington, a ſmall Hoſpital, dedicated 
to St. Mary, valued at the Suppreſſion at 
r J. per Annum. | 

Boſeham, a Monaſtery founded by Dicul, 
a Scottiſh Monk, mention'd by Mr. Speed 
out of Leland, but without any Founder, 
Dedication, or Valuation. 
Boxgrave, a Benedictine Monaſtery, 
founded by Robert de Haya in the Reign 
of King Henry I. and dedicated it to the: 


- Bleſſed Virgin and St. Blaſe. He placed 


but three Monks in it ; but having made 
it a Cell to the Abbey of Eſſay in Nor- 
mandy, liberally endowed it for their Uſe, 
for he gave to it two Hides and an half 
in Land in this Pariſh, and lying about 
the Church there, with all the Tythes 
of the Pariſh, and all the Tythes of their 
Rents at Chriſimas, and the Fythes of his 
Woods for Maſt, and Sale; Firebont, and 
Houfeboot, to be Food for their Swinc, 
and Paſturage for their other Cattle: 
Moreover, he gave them the Church of 
St. Peter at Huunconefte, with the Glebe 
and Tythes thereto belong ing; as alſo the 
Church of St. Lodegar at Honeſtan, the 
Church of Budeham, the Church of Our 
Lady at Wolborgotone, and that of Our Lady 
at Berneliam; as alſo the Churches of St. 
Catharine by the Thames-Side, St, George 
at Banton, and Cade, with the Glebe aud 
Tythes to them belonging, and likewite 
all that Meaſure of Wheat called Chercher, 
iſfuing out of his Lordſhips, Churches, 
and Fythes. 

Po this Houſe William Earl of Warren 
and Surrey gave Part of his Wood call'c 
Beſſefo'e, all his Lordſhips of Winkirgs, 
and in Recompence for thoſe Tythes in 
Stotitune, which were granted to ſind one 
Monk to celebrate Divine Service there 
continually for all the Faithſul deceas'd, 
he gave forty Acres of Land, and one 
Meſſuage, as alſo Common of Paſture for 
150 Sheep, ten Oxen, two Horſes; and

20. Hogs, And ſurviving Gundred his 
Lady, (whoſe Corps was bury'd there) 
he give for the Health of her, his own, 
and Poſterities Souls, his Manor of He- 
cham in Norfolk, commanding that his 
Heirs thould confirm the ſame,. and his 
Lordſhip at Waltane. 3 Tr 
William de Albini Pincerna was alſo a 
Benefactor to theſe Monks. (He was a 
Deſcendent of the Earis of Warren.) He 
ſettled by his Grant upon theſe Monks 
Part of his Wood call'd Beſſeſo e, (adjoin- 
ing to the Woods of Hannac) and 40 Acres 
of Land in Stockton, with Common of Pa- 
ſtare there for 50 Sheep, 10 Oxen, two 
Horſes, . and 20 Hogs, and Land of 7 s. 
per Annum Value, at Mildenton, for the 
Maintenance of a Lamp in the Chapter- 
houſe. = | | 
Roger de St. John, who marry'd Cicely, 
the Daughter and Heir of Robert de Haya, 
doubled the Number of Monks, making 
them Six, and his Sons William and Ro- 
bert increaſed them to Fifteen, William 
adding Seven, and Robert Two, confer- 
ring; on them divers Revenues for their 
Maintenance, out of which he reſerved 
only an Annual Penſion of three Marks 
to the Abbey of Eſſay, Thomas Abbat of 
the Monaſtery of the Holy Trinity at Eſſay, 
granted to the Prior of this Houſe and 
His Succellors, that they might conſtantly 
have Fifteen Monks in their Priory, and 
that upon the Deceaſe of any of them, 
they might ſupply their Number with 
whom they pleaſed to elect. William Earl 
of Arundel endowed theſe Monks with 
great Poſſeſſions, and confirmed them to 
the Abbey of the Holy Trinity at Eſſay. 
King Edward III. Keg. 13. diſcharged 
this Priory of all Seizures, as an Alien- 
Priory in Time of War, and made it De- 
niſon. The Revenues of this Monaſtery 
at the Diſſolution was found to be 
145 J. 10s. 2 f d. per Ann. Speed ex Lel. 
Dur ford, an Abbey of Canons Regular 
of the Præmonſtratentian Order, founded 
and endowed with Lands, Oc. by Henry 
Hoeſe, or Hoſatus, Lord of Herting in 
this Countv, and dedicated to St. John 
Baptiſt, King Henry II. confirmed their 
Lands and Privileges, and granted them 
2 Fair for three Days yearly at their Ma- 


nor of Heyting, vix. on the Nati vity of 
St. Fohn Baptiſt, and two Days preceding 


it. The Patronage of this Monaſtery con- 


tinued ſeveral Kings Reigns in this Fa. 
mil, for Henry de Hoeſe, or Huſe, dy'd 
ſeized of the Patronage of his Priory 
23 Edu. 3. and in that Time it found 
ſeveral Beneſactors, whoſe Lands and Te. 
nements were confirmed to the Canons of 
it by Hillary and Seffrid Biſhops of Chiche- 
fter, and by William de Percy, &c. At the 
Diſſolution of the Abbies this Priory was 
found to be worth 98 J. 4s. 5 d. per An 
num, Dugd. 108 1. 13 8. gd. per Amun, 
Speed ex Lel. 
Eaſ- Bourne, or Esburne, a ſmall Nun- 
nery founded by John de Bohun of Mid 
ler. ſt, and valued at the Suppreſſion at 
471. 3s. od. per Annum, Speed ex Lel, 
Haſtings, a Priory of Canons Regular of 
St. Auguſtine, founded there by ane Sir 
Walter Bricet, or Briſel, Knt. and dedi- 
cated to the Holy Trinity; Henry Earl 
of Eue being poſſeſſed of this Honour of 
Haſtings, gave to the Canons of this Houſe 
divers Prebends belonging to the Church 
of Haſtings, all which Henry his Grandſon 
confirmed to them, and further granted 
unto them divers Lands, Rents, and 
Tythes, which lay in ſundry other Places; 
but by Reaſon of the Innundations of the 
Sea, which gradually broke in upon the 
Town, they were not able to remain there, 
whereupon Sir John Pelham, Knt. by a 
Licence obtained of K. Henry IV. found- 
ed for them another Habitation or Church 


at Varbilton. King Henry IV. Reg. 14. 


granted them toward their Support the 
Manor of Withiham, then valued at 25“.

Hardham, a Priory founded by one of 
the Family of Goring for Canons Regular 
of St. Auguſtine, mentioned by Mr. Speed, 
without any further Account. 
Heringham, a Priory of Canons Regular 
of St, Auguſtine, of which the F Ou,

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and Dedication is not known; but we find 
that King Edward I. granted his Licence 
to William Puganell or Paynell, to grant 
to the Prior and Canons of this. Houſe 
his Manor of -Cokeham, and 32 Acres of 
Land in Lanucyng, with the“ Ferry at 
Nas Shoreham, for the Support of four 
Secular Chaplains to celebrate for his Soul 
in their Church, (the Statute forbidding 
the Aſkgnment of Lands in Mortmain 
notwithſtanding Y Afterward, upon the 
Petition of Maud the Niece and Heir of 
the ſaid William, exhibited to King Ed- 
ward II. in Parliament, that King grant- 
ed inſtead of the four Secular Chaplains, 
the ſaid Prior might for the future ap- 
point four Regular Canons of his own 
Houſe for that Office. King Edward III, 
granted his Licence to appriate the Hof 
pital of St. Anthony at Cokeham to this 
Houſe when it was diffolved, or what 
the Revenues were we don't find. _ 
1 Leveminſter, or as Speed 
has it, Lulminſter, a Benediftine Cell for 
Nuns, ſubje& to the Benediftine Nuns of 
the Abbey of St. Mary Almeneſches in 
France, who was the Founder of this 
Houſe, and how great the Revenues we 
have no Informations but find that all 


their Poſſeſſions, as well in England as 


France, were confirmed to them by Pope 
Alexander, and their Lands in their own 
Hands exempted from Tithes, by his Bull 
Dated 1178, 22 Hen. 2. and further, that 
about 7 Rich. 2. 1384, Richard Fitz- Alan 


Earl of Arundel, procured a Licence of 


that King to employ ſuch Agents as he 
thought fit, to go to the Abbeſs and Con- 
vent of the alien Monaſtery of Almeneſches, 
to treat and conclude with them for the 
Purchaſe of certain Lands, Part of the 
Poſſeſſions of the Priory of Leveminſter 
belonging to thoſe Nuns; but what Effect 
that Treaty had is not ſaid. | 
L:wes, a Monaſtery of Cluniac Monks, 
dedicated to St. Pancrace, and founded by 
William Farl of Warren and Surrey, and 
Cundreda his Ladv, in theTime of William 
the Conqueror, They had before deter- 
min'd to build ſome religious Houſe for 
the Good of their Souls, and being in their 


Pilgrimage to Rome, entertained very re - 
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ſpectfully by the Monks of Clan? in 


their Revenue. 
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Burgundy, and admitted · into their Frater- 
nity, reſol ved that they would build an 
Houſe for Cluniars before any other; and 
to that End, requeſting of the Abbot and 
Convent, three or four of their Monks, 
promiſed to give them the Church of St.. 
Pancras, ſtanding under his Caſtle of Lewes, 
which he had lately rebuilt of Stone, and 
to endow it with Lands and Poſſeſſions for 
the Maintenance of twelve Monks; which 
he accordingly performed by the Licence 
and Confirmation of the ſaid King, ac- 


ding a Curſe to the Violators of his Gift, 


and a Blefling, to the Defenders of it. 


He made ita Cell to the Abbey of Clunt, 


as it contluned to 47 Edu. 3. who made 
it Indigena and Independent. This Earl 
before his Death, beſides the Lands and 
Poſſeſſions he gave theſe Monks at firſt, 
added ten Churches with four Chapels to 
He alſo founded the Pri- 
ory of Caflle- acre in Norfolk, and having 
liberally endowed it with Churches and 
Tithes, made it a Cell to the Priory of 
Lewes; in which laſt he crder'd his Body 
and Lady's to be bury'd in the Curch of 
St. Pancras, appointing his Heir to in- 
creaſe the Number of the Monks there 
In after Reigns this Priory found many 
Benefactors, of which theſe are the moſt 
noted, viz. Humphrey de Bohtm, called, 
The Great, bearing a great Regatd' to the 
Order of Clunias Monks, gave to this 
Houſe the Church of Biſhopftreet, with 
the Conſent of Mabel his Wife 5 upon 
Condition, nevertheleſs, that if he gave 
the Monks the Church of Farleigh, ang 
they made it their Cell, then the Monks: 
of Farleigh (which is in Wiltfizre) ſhould 
wholly enjoy it. His Son Humphrey, and.

Gilbert Earl of Clare gave alſo to theſe

Alan Baſſet alſo in the Reign of King 
Henry III. confirmed to the Monks of this 
Priory the Grant of the Church of Vin- 
terbourne in Com Wiltſhire, which Walter 
Durſtarvill had formerly given to them,

Ralph de Cheney alſo in the Days of

Richard Fitz» Alan Earl of Arundel and 
Surrey, 'by his Teſtament bearing Date 
Dec. 5, 49 Edward 3. bequeathed his Bo- 
dy to be bury'd in the Chapter-houſe of 
this Priory, near to the Tomb of Eleanor

Michelham, a Monaſtery of Canons Re- 
gular of St. Auguſtin, founded by Gilbert 
de Aquila the 4th, in the Reign of King 
Henry III. in Honour of the Holy Tri- 
nity, and endowed by him with divers 
Lands, free Paſtures, and Privileges in his 
Wood-grounds in this County, for the 
Health of his Soul, and the Soul of I/abel 
his Wife, as alſo for the Souls of his Chil- 
dren, Brothers and Siſters. This Houſe 
found many BenefaQtors ; inſomuch, that 
after the Diſſolution, K. Henry 8. Reg. 33. 
exchanging it with William Fitz-Alan

Houſes, viz. a Priory founded by King 
Edward II. the other a Monaſtery, foung. 
ed by William de Buckingham, and confirm'd 
by K. Edward III. it was dedicated to the 
Virgin Mary, this isall we know of them. 
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Rue Peacock, Biſhop of Chicheſter, 
who being a Perſon truly learned, 
and having the Favour of Humphrey the 
good Duke of Glouceſter, who in the Mi- 
mority of King Henr VI. and ſome Years 
after, governed the Kingdom, freely and 
openly preached and wrote againſt the 
corrupt Doctrines and Practice of the then 
eſtabliſn'd Church, and that for 20 Years 
together, without Oppoſition. Our Hiſto- 
rians report the DoQrines that he taught 
divers Ways, yet all conſent in his openly 
contraditing ſuch Points as the Church 
was moſt tender of, viz. 1. That Annets, 
Peter Pence, and other Juriſdictions and 
Authorities of the See of Rome, were un- 
ſcriptural and unlawful. 2. That the Office 
of a Chriſtian Biſhop, above all other 

Things, is to preach the Word of God. 
3. That Human Reaſon is not to be pre- 
ſerr'd before the Scriptures of the Old 
and New Teſtament. 4. That the Uſe of the 


Sacraments, as they were then admini- 


fired, was not agreeable to the Law of 


Nature. 5. That no Man was bound to 


believe and obey theDeterminations of the 
Church of Rome. 6. That the Apoſtles them- 
ſelves did not frame the Creed that goes 
under their Name, and that in it it was not 
mentioned, That Chriſt deſcended into 
Hell. 5. That of the four Senſes of Scrip- 
ture, the firſt and proper is only to be 
taken Notice of. 8. That he little eſteem- 
ed the Authority of the Fathers in ſome 
Points: And 9. Condemned the wilful 


begging of Friers, as a Thing Idle and 
Needleſs. 
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For theſe, and ſome other Doctrines, 
which he was ſaid to teach, as ſoon ag 
Duke Humphrey was dead, he was called 
in Queſtion. by the Hierarchy then in 
Being, wiz. Thomas Bourchier, Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury, and his Brethren the 
Biſhops of Rocheſter, Lincoln, and Winche- 
fer, with other Divines, and ſp wrought 
upon by Fears and Flattery, that he was 
brought to an openRecantation in St.Pau!'s 


Church for theſe Errors and Hereſtes, (as 


they called them) which he held and 


* maintain'd by Preaching and Writing for 


20 Years paſt and more, viz.. That we are 
not bound by Neceſlity of Faith to be- 
lieve that Chriſt after his Death de- 
ſcended into Hell. That it is not neceſ- 
ſary to Salvation to believe in Ithe Holy 
Catholick Church, the Communion of 
Saints, and the Body of Chriſt to be 
materially in the Sacrament, That 
the univerſal Church may err in Mat- 
ters of Faith, and that it is not neceſ- 
ſary to Salvation to believe, that what 
every General Council doth ordain for the 
Help of our Faith and Salvation of Mens 
Souls, ſhould be holden by all faithful 
Chriſtians. All which. being ready drawn 
up in Form, he read, and declared his 
Renunciation of as Erroneous and He- 
retical, his Books being burnt before his 
Face at the ſame Time, What became 
of him after this, we find not; if, he 
were ſet at Liberty, as we may rea- 
ſonably ſuppoſe he was, he ſoon repented 
of his Recantation, for he was ſoon after 


taken up again and impriſoned, where 
- ſome 
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me fay he was privily made away 
r killed, and fo obtained the Crown of 
Martyrdom. _ 

Thomas Harland, Carpenter, and John 
Oſwald, Husbandman, both of Woodman- 
gte in the Riding of Bramber, Thomas 
Avington of Ardingh, in the Riding of 


Lewes, Turner, and Thomas Read, all 


burnt together in one Fire at Lewes after 
long Impriſonment in the King's Bench 
at London. Thomas Harland's Crime was, 
that ſince Queen Mary arrived at the 
Throne he had not been at Church, 
whereunto he anſwered, That aſter the 
Maſs was reſtofed he had no Will to 
hear the ſame, becauſe it was read in 
Latin, which he did not underſtand, and 
therefore he thought he had as good not 
go at all, as not be better. John Oſwald 
refuſed to anſwer any thing objected to 
him, *till his Accuſers came Face to Face, 
which obſtinately adhering to, they threat- 
ped to burn him for an Heretick, to which 
he reply'd, That Fire and Faggots could 
not make him afraid; but as the good 
Preachers in King Edward's Time had 
fuffered and gone before him, ſo was he 
ready to ſuffer and go after them, and 
would be glad ſo to do, There remains 
nothing of the Examination or Anſwers 
of the two others, ſive that Thomas 
Read, before he was ſent to Priſon had de- 
termined with himſelf to go to Church 
and conform to the Popiſh Doftrines 
and Service, but the Night following he 
ſaw a in Viſion a Company of tall young 
Men in White very pleaſant to behold, to 


whom he would have joined himſelf, but 


could not, whereupon he looked on him- 
ſelf, and was full of Spots, and then waked, 
and reſolved to ſtand to the Truth, which 
he accordingly did, and ſo in June 1556, 


they were all burnt together in one Fire 


at Lewes, In the ſame Month at about 
a Fortnight's Diſtance, | 
Thomas Wood, a Miniſter, and Thomas 
Mil's were burnt together at the ſame 
Town of Lewes, for oppoſing the erro- 


neous and Heretical Doctrines of the Ro- 


man Church then eſtabliſned. 
Henry Adlington, a Sawyer of Greenſtead 
in this County, aged 30 Years, going to 
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Newgate to ſpeak with one Cratanike, who 
was there a Prifoner for the Teſtimony of 
Jeſus Chriſt, was apprehended and brought 
before Dr. Story, and by him ſent to the 
Biſhop of London, to be farther examined ; 
for which End being with divers others 
brought before Dr. Derby/hire, the Bi- 
ſhop's Chancellor, and examined upon 
divers Articles, in their Anſwers to which 
they all agreed, except that being in- 
terrogated about the Maſs, Sacrament of 
the Altar, and Catholick Church, Ad- 
lington anſwered, That for nine or ten 
Years before, he had diſliked the Maſs, 
and alſo the Sacrament of the Altar, be- 
cauſe they can't be proved by Scripture. 
And as touching the Authority of the See 
of Rome, he being but 14 Years of Age, 
took an Oath againſt the ſame, which 
Oath (ſaid he) I intend to keep by God's 
Grace, Being by the Examination con- 
victed of Hereſy (as thetr Opinions were 
called) they were all condemned to be 
burnt, and accordingly being delivered 
to the Secular Power, ſuffered at two 
Stakes at Stratford le Bow, June 27, 1556. 
Thomas Dungate, John Foreman, and Mo- 
ther Tree, ſuffered at Greenſtead in this 
County, July 18, 1556, for Righteouf- 
neſs Sake, giving themſelves up to Death 
and the Torments of the Fire, and pa- 
tiently abiding what the furious Rage of 
Man could ſay or work againſt them. 

John Hart, Thomas Ravenſdale, a Shoe- 
maker and a Currier (of which two laſt 
we have not their Names) were all burnt 
together in Pevenſey Rape, in one Fire. 
Of theſe it is remarked, that being at 
the Stake and ready to be put into the 
Fire, they chearfully and joyfully yield- 
ed up their Lives for the Teſtimony of 
the Goſpel of Jeſus Chriſt. They ſuffer- 
ed Sept.24, 1556. | 

Three Godly Men, Confeſſors or Mar- 
tyrs ſhall we call them, ler the Reader 
judge; they died in the Caſtle of Chiche- 
ſter in the Month of October, 1556, be- 
ing there in Bonds for the Cauſe of Chriſt's 
Goſpel ; had they lived they ſhould have 
ſuffered the like Martyrdom as others had 
done; but Death prevented the Deſigns 
of the Enemies of Truth, whether natu- 
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ral or violent, is dubious, for though 
they ſuffer d no viſible outward Force, 
it is probable fince they all three dy'd. 
ſo near together, that *twas from ſame 
crue] Handling of their Enemies (who 
bury'd them in an adjoining Field) that 
they came to their End about the ſame 
Time; but we leave the Determination 
to God. | | 

Rickard Woodman, George Stevens, Wil- 


liam Maynard, and Alexander Hoffman, 


his Servant, Thomaſin Wood, his Maid, 
Margery Morris and James Morris her 
Son, Denis Burgeſſe, Aſidon's Wite, and 
Eroves's Wife, ten Godly Martyrs of 
Chriſt burnt at Lewes, June 22, 1557. Of 
theſe the firſt and chief was Richard Wood- 
man, an Ironmaker by Trade, dwelling in 
the Pariſh of Warzleton, in the Rape of 
Haſtings in this County and Dioceſe, a 
Perſon of good Reputation, who did much 
Good in the Country by ſetting many 
poor Men to work. He being a godly Man, 
and reading the Scriptures much, was 
firmlv eſtabliſhed in the DoQtrines preach- 
edin King Edward VI's Days, for which 
he was apprehended on this Occaſion. 
One Fairebanke, a mirried Man and Mi- 
niſter of the Town, who had in King 
Edward's Days taught the Doctrines ſet 
forth by Authority, zealouſly perſwading 
his People never to embrace or hold any 
ether, turned upon the Acceſſion of Queen 
Mary, and preached clean contrary to what 
he hid before delivered. Woodman hearing 
him fo to preach in their Pariſh Church, 
admoniſhed him of his Inconſtancy in 
teaching formerly one Thing, and now 
another; and deſired him to preach the 
Truth and hold to it. By this Reproof 
Fairbank was fo provoked, that he cauſed 
Woodman to be apprehended, and being 
carried before ſeveral Juſtices of the Coun- 
ty, was by them committed to the King's 
Ber.ch Priſon, where he was kept about 
a Year and an half, and then was ſent to- 


the Biſhop of Lordon's Colehouſe, and 


there remained a Month before he wes- 
brought upon his Examination; after 
which he was releaſed by Biſhop Bonner, 
who had examined him. ſeveral Times 
u pon the very Day that Mr. Philpot was 
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burnt, only, upon: his Promise to be an 


honeſt Man, Having bis Liberty he con- 
verſed ſome Time among his Neighbours 
and Friends, and for Information ſought 
Inſtruction of ſeveral Prieſts, and other 


underſtanding Men, but received no Sa- 


tisfaction. Bonner, and the Lord Cham- 
berlain Gage hearing of his Actions, that 


he preach'd, baptiz d, and marry'd (tho! 


he was of thoſe, Things falſly accuſed) 
ſent out four. or five Warrants to ap- 
prehend him again, which by Means of 
his Father and Brother, who had his 
Eſtate in their Hands, and c:red not to 
come to an Acconnt, they effected; and 
he being taken, was ſent to London, 4- 
pril 12, 1557, and within two Dis

Chriftopher/on Biſhop. of Chicheſter, and 
others. His Examinations are ſet down 
at length in Mr. Fox's Martyrology, and 
being upon the uſual Points, the Catho-

ſame Anſwers as the Martyrs of other 
Counties dic: We ſhall paſs them over, 
and come to his Execution at Lewes, 
June 22, 1557. His judicial Sentence 
was pronounced by Dr. White Biſhop of 
Wincheſter, in Company with Dr. Ckriſts- 
Pherſon his Ordinary, and other Divines;

Bruno Ryves, Dean of Chicheſter, Rector 
of St. Martin's in the Vintry, London, and 
Vicar of Stan well in Middleſex. Next to 
the Biſhop of this See Dr. Henry King, 
Dr. Ryves came under the Severity of 
the then uſurping Powers, who not only 
ſequeſtred his Livings, and deprived him 
of his Deanry, but plunder'd him of his 
Goods, and forced him to fly and ſhift 
from Place to Place to eſcape Impriſon- 
ment, and other Abuſes: His Wife, four 
Children, and Family, were taken out of 
their Beds at Midnight, and turned out of 
Doors, and- all that Night lay in the open 
Air. The next Morning the Lord Arun- 
del hearing of this barbarous Uſage of 
ſo pious a Perſon and his Family, ſent 
his Coach with Men and Horſes for them, 
and bringing them to his Houſe, enter- 


tained them kindly for ſome Time. He 
lived tothe Reſtoration of King Charles IT. 


when he was made Chaplain to that King, 


and reſtored! to this Deanry, but ſoon re- 
ned it, being made Dean of Vindſor, 


and Scribe of the Noble Order of the Gar- 
ter, which he enjov'd with the Rettories 
of Achn in Middleſex, and Haſely in Ox- 
fordſtire to his Death. He was the Au- 
thor of the celebrated Mercur ius Kuſhcus,

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Jon Gregory, M. A. that Prodigy of 
Learning, made by Dr. Duppa, when 
Dean of Chrift-churck, Chaplain of that 
Houſe, and when Biſhop made by him 
Prebendary of this Church. Upon the 
breaking out of the Rebellion in 1642, 
he ſuffered in Common with the loyal 
Clergy the Sequeſtration of all his Pre- 
ſerments; and being, as is uſual with 
ſuch great Scholars, ſhiftleſs in the World, 
was reduced to ſuch Poverty, that he was 
forced to retire to an obſcure Alchouſe on 
Kidlington Green near Oxford, and after 
ſome Years dy'd in that Obſcurity ; but by 
the Contributions of. ſome Friends was 
convey'd to Oxford and there interred in 
the Quire at. Chriſt-church, March 1646. 
LEt. 39. Pity it was that ſo great a Light 
was ſo ſoon eclipſed, and a Perſon ſo well 
accompliſhed in all Parts of abſtruſe 
Learning ſhould be allotted fo ſhort a 
Time to benefit the World; but more, 
that he dy'd. Heart-broken with Grief, 
unpitied by infolent Faction and blind 
Prejudice; to ſee that Church diſhonour'd, 
the Holy Order of Biſhops dethron'd, the 
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Royal Dignity.trampled' upon, and the 
Peace of Church and State turned into 
Confuſion. But of him the Nation was 
not worthy, and therefore Providence per- 
mitted him to be carry*d down the com- 
mon Stream without any ſignal Marks of 
Excellency 5 which were ſo great, that it 
is a Wonder. otherwiſe how they could 
have eſcaped Admiration, and ſuch a ve. 
nerable Regard as to have made him an 
Exception from all bad Treatment, even 
for the Perſecutor's own ſake ; for beſides 
his immenſe Learning in almoſt all Lan- 
ages and Arts, there was no commen- 
dable Quality becoming a Man, but what 
was eminent in him, a good Nature pro- 
fuſely communicative of his wonderful 
Attainment, a downright plain and ho- 
neſt Temper, and a ſerious and holy 
Frame of Spirit, which procured him a 
great Reſpett from the beſt and moſt va- 
luable Men of his Time, Archbiſhop 
Laud, Biſhop Lind/ey, Seiden, &c. Above 
twenty more of the. Prebendaries of this 
Church were like Sufferers in thoſe 
Times. x 2 | 
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Perſon's of Eminency for Divinity known to have been of 


this County, but not where born, or inhabiting. 


Aurence Somercote, a Canon of Chiche- 
Ly fter, who after his Rudimental Learn- 
ing under his careful Parents, and skilful 
Maſter, and Tutor, who taught him Lo- 
gick and Rhetorick, apply'd himſelf to 
the Study of the Civil Law, and attain'd 
to great Skill therein. Leaving the King- 
dom he went to Rome, to his Kinſman (if 
Not his Brother) Robert Somercote Cardinal, 
who procured him to be Sub-deacon to 
the Pope. He wrote ſome Books in Latin 
and French; and flouriſhed in the Year 
of our Lord 1240. BY | 
William Pemöble, born in this County of 
Parents of a ſmall Fortune, and there- 
fore ſupported in his Education by the 
Bounty of John Barker of Mayfield in 
this County, Eſq; He was bred in 


Magdalen College, Oxford, where having 


continued *till he had taken his Batche- 


lor of Arts Degree, he retired to Mada- 


len Hall, where he became a noted Read- 
er and Tutor; and having taken his Ma- 
ſters Degree, and entered into Holy Or- 
ders, was made Divinity Reader of that 
Houſe, which Place he adorned ſo well, 
that the greateſt Men of the Univer- 
ſity coveted to hear his Learned Lectures; 
continuing ſtill a ſevere Student, he be- 


came an admired. Preacher, a profound 


Divine, a well-ſludy'd Artiſt, a skilful 
Linguiſt, an eloquent Orator, an expert 
Mathematician, a truly godly Miniſter 3 
and in Conſequence of this, an Ornament 
not only to the Society wherein he lived, 
but to the whole Univerſity, OE 
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theſs Accompliſuments meeting together 
in a Perſon but 32 Years of Age, what a 
Prodigy: of Learning and Goodneſs may 
we believe he would have been, had he 
jived to the full Age of Man. He wrote 
many Books, Sermons, and Comments; 
but his Vindicia Fidei, or his Treatiſe of 
Juſtification by Faith, was fo firmly fixed 
in his Heart, that on his Death-bed. he 
faid, that he would die'in the Peſuaſion 
of Juſtification by the Righteouſneſs of 


' Chriſt only. He died a zealous Calvi- 


nift, at Eaton near Glouceſter, Anno 1623, 
and lies bury*d-in the Yard belonging to 
the Church there, on the North · ſide, under 
the Vew· tre. Eri 22 

Philip Me, the famous Independent 
Minifter in the late Times of Confuſion, 
was born of a genteel Family in this 
County. He is ſuppoſed to have been 
ſome Years before thoſe Troubles began, 
Miniſter of St. MichaePs, Cornhill, London, 
and after Pr. Featley was ſequeſter'd he 
obtained the ReRory. of Acton in Middle- 
ſex. * He was à voluminous Writer, but 
being a moderate Man in his latter Vears, 
though he wrote to prove the Excellency 
of the ſolemn League and Covenant, 
Anno 1643, and a Vindication of the Diſ- 


ſenters, yet he alſo vindicated the Law- 


fulneſs of hearing the Miniſters of the 
Church of Exgland, London Printed 1683. 
He dy'd in the Pariſh of St. „Michael's 
Cornhill, or thereabouts, in London, Sept. 
1672, and was bury'd in the upper Vault 


of the ſaid Church. His Sons John and 


Henry publiſhed ſome of his Writings 


after his Death. 


— 
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Joſepl Henſhaw, Son of Thomas, Son of 
John Henfhaw of this County, was edu- 


cated at Merchant Taylor's School, and 
ſtudy'd in Magdalen College, Oxford, where 


having taken his Degrees, and entered 
into Holy Orders, he, though very young, 


became Chaplain to John Digdby Earl of 
Briſtol. In 1634, he was made Parſon of 


Stedham cum Harſhot in this County, and 
at the ſame Time was Preacher at the 
Charter-houſe, and Vicar of Little St. Bar- 
tholomeww's, London. In 1639, he com- 
menced Doctor of Divinity, and being 
made a Prebendary of Chicheſter, was had. 


in great Eſteem from his admirable Way 
of Preaching. But when the Epiſcopal 


Church came under a Cloud' in the late 
Civil Wars, he fuffered much for his Loy- 
alty, and the Ecclefiaſtical Conſtitution ;, 
being deſpoiled of all he had, not only 
in Church Preferments, but forced to- 
componnd for his Temporals, for which 


he paid 1971. yet found ſo much Favour 


with the Lady Pawler., who then lived at 
Chiſwick, as to have a Maintenance in her 
Family. He ſurvived all his Troubles, 


and ſaw King Charles II. reſtored, which 


brought him into the Way of Preferments, 
for he was in July 1660, a Chanter of this 
Church, and ſome few Months after, Dean, 


which he enjoy'd but about three Years, 
when he was inſtaHed Biſhop of Peter- 
borough, which See he held to his Death, 


which happened March 9, 1678-9; He 


vas bury*d at Eaft Lavant, near Chicheſter, 


where he had been Miniſter before his Se- 


queſtration, by his Wife Fane, and a Son.

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HE County of Warwick, called 
ſo anciently by the Saxont, as 
it ſtill is, but in the Saxon An- 
nals Fæpingycipe, is an In- 

land Country, bounded on the Eaſt by 

Northamptonſhire and Leiceſterſhire, and 


the Military Way called Watling-ftreet, on 


the South with Oxfordſhire and Glouceſter- 
ſhire, on the Weſt, for the greateſt Part, 
with Worceſterſhire, and the reſt with Staf- 
fordſhire, which alſo is the Boundary of 
the whole Northern Side. It lies in the 
Dioceſes of Worceſter, and Lichfield and 
Coventry; and is in Circumference 110 
(tho* others ſay 135) Miles, not Circu- 
lar (tho' in the Map it feems ſo almoſt 


at firſt Sight) but of ſomething an Oblong 


Figure, being in Length 33 Miles from 
South to North, and in Breadth from Eaſt 
to Weſt 26 Miles, in which Space are 
contain'd 670,000 Acres of Ground, 17 
Market Towns, 158 Pariſhes, in which 
are many Villages and Hamlets, and 
21,973 Houſes. | | 

In the Times of the Britains this Coun- 
ty was one of thoſe Countries (as Mr, 
Camõden tells us) that belong'd to the Cor- 
nabii or Cornarii, (of whom we have gi- 
ven the beſt Account we can find in Che- 
n he confeſſes, that there is not

the leaſt Footſtep of the Name remaining 
at this Day in any of the Towns; and 
therefore, ſince Mr. Speed makes this Coun- 
ty to belong to the Catieuchlani, it may 
very well be the Subject of our Antiqua- 
ries Searches to ſettle this Diverſity of 
Opinions mere enadtil ß. 
When the Saxons poſſeſſed this Part of 


Britain, and having expelled the Natives, 


ſettled themſelves in their Room, and 


divided it into ſeven Kingdoms, this 
County became Part of the Mertian King- 
dom, which was much the largeſt of them, 
containing 17 of thoſe Shires into which 
this Nation was afterwards divided. We 
do not find, that there was in thoſe Times, 
nor afterward, any Earls of this County 
under the Saxon Monarchs, but the Earls 
of Mercia preſided over the whole Pro- 
vince,” What particularly concern'd this 
County under them may be referred to 
the Acts of the two celebrated Ladies, E- 
thelfreda, the Wife of Ethelred Earl of 
Mercia, and Godiva, the incomparable 
Wife of good Earl Ledfrick, who were 
conſiderable Benefactors to ſome Parts of 
it; for Ethelfreda governing the Province 
of Mercia after her Husband's deceaſe, 
exercis'd herſelf in conducting Armies, 
and building Towns, of which laſt ſhe 

Fiff creed 
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erected in this County Tamworth, Staf- 
ford, Warwick, Monkskirby, and Warde- 
birk, And Godiva having an extraordi- 
nary Affection to the City of Coventry, 
purchaſed a Grant to the Inhabitants of 


her Husband, to be free from Servitude, 


many evil Cuſtoms and Exactions, upon 
theſe hard Conditions, (if the Story be 
true, for ſome call it a Legend) That ſhe 
ſhould ride on Horſeback. Naked, from 
one End of the Town to the other, in 
the Sight of all the People, She ask'd 
him, Whether he would give her Leave ſo 
ro do ? To which be reply'd, Yes, yet 
doubtleſs thinking her Modeſty was a 
ſufficient Reſtraint to ſo ſhameful an Ac- 
tion. However, for the Good of the 
Town, ſhe did it, and the Inhabitants at 
this Day believe themſelves ſo much be- 
holden to this Lady for moſt of their 
Privileges, that they ſtill keep up an an- 
nual Memorial of the Action, ſo advan- 
tageous to their City. | 
We meet with nothing memorable of 
this County in General under the Saxon 
Monarchs, *till William the Norman poſ- 
ſeſſed himſelf of the Crown by the Con- 
queſt of King Harold I. at the Battle of 
Haſtings in Suſſex ; after which that victo- 
rious Prince knowing himſelf obliged to 
the Valour of his great Captains, was 
forced to diſpoiſeſs moſt of the Saxons of 
their Lands and Eſtates to Reward: his 
Normans, which, as he did in other Coun- 
ties, ſo he did in this, and gave to

When this County was divided into 
Hundreds by King Alfred, for the Secu- 
rity of the Inhabitants and Travellers, 
there ſeems to have been Ten at leaſt ap- 
pointed, if not more, for we find ſo many 
in Dome ſday- Book particularly mention'd, 
vx. Fox hole Hundred, Hanesbury, Treme- 
laus, Berriceſton, Mereton, Stanley, Bome- 
laau, Pathlau, Furnecumbe, and Coleſill 


Hundreds; but they continued not diſtinct 


long, for our Records in the following, 
Reigns mention no more Hundreds but 


Fi ve at moſt, which are ſtill in Uſe, viz. 


Barlichway. Coventry Liberty. 


Hemlingford. Kineton, or Kington, 


Knightlow, 
Of the Hundred of BARI Hr YA. 


This Hundred, which was anciently 
called the Hundred of. Furnecumbe, is. 
bounded on. the Eaſt with.the Hundred of 
Knightlow, on the South with Part of Glo- 
cefter ſhire, on the Weſt with Worceſter/hire, 
and on the North: with the Hundred of 


Hiemling- 
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Hemlingford. Tt is thought to take its 
Name from a little Plot of Ground about 
eight Yards ſquare, incloſed with a Hedge, 
and ſituate upon the Top of a Hill, where 
there is a Court kept twice a Year, by 
the Name of Barlichwway-Greve, Parcel of 
the Hundreds de Barlichway. The Fee of 
this Hundred hath long been (as we ſup- 
poſe it now is) in the Crown, as appears 
from the Sheriffs Accounts in King Hen- 
ry II's and King John's Time, for the 
Profits of the Court Leet, Fines for Mur- 
der, and Warth-Money, which laſt our 
Antiquaries ſcarce know what it is. The 
Towns and Villages of this Hundred 
are | 
Alcefter, a Market-Town, whoſe Mar- 
ket is weekly on Tueſday, and Fair yearly 
on the Eve of S. Giles, and ſeven Days 
after. - It is a Place of great Antiquity, 
which is fully proved by the old Foun- 
dations of Buildings, Roman Bricks, and 
Coins both of Gold, Silver, and Braſs, fre- 
quently found there, and one of the old 
Roman Ways called Ickenild-ftreet, (fill 
known by the Name of [ckle-ftreet) which 
paſſeth thro* the Town. The Lordſhip of 
this Place (then reputed a Borough) was 
in the Crown from the Conqueſt, and the 
Kings had a Manſion here, at which they 
ſometimes reſided. But King Henry J. 
who was a Lover of Concubines, gave it 
to Sir Robert Corbet, whoſe Daughter was 
one of them, by whom he had a Son 
named Reginald, whom he made Earl of 
Cornwall. This Daughter marry'd Henry 
Fitz-herbert afterwards, and his other 
Daughter marry'd William Boterell, or 
Botreux, After Sir Robert's Death, the 
Legitimate Iſſue of his two Daughters 
ought to have inherited this Manor as Co- 
heirs, but Reginald, the King's Natural 
Son by the Eldeſt, kept out Peter Fitz- 
ler bert, her lawful Heir, from the Poſ- 
ſeſſion of her Moiety; but Henry, Regi- 
nald's Son, being found Guilty of adhe- 


ring to the King's Enemies in Normandy, 


his Eſtates eſcheated to the King, and ſo 
the Moiety of this Manor was reſtored to 
Peter Fitz.-herbert the right Heir. His 
Fon Reginald ſold his Moiety to Walter de 

Beauchamp, Brother of William de Beau- 
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champ, firſt Earl of Warwick of that Name. 
He took upon him the Crofs to go to the 
Holy Land, 53 Hen. 3. obtained the Fair 
above-mention'd in this Place, and a Char- 
ter of Free-warren for all his Demeſne 
Lands here. He wrote himſelf Lord of 
Alceſter, and procured that the Fair up- 
on S. Giles's Day, being found inconve- 
nient, ſhould be removed to the Eve of 
S. Faith, and ſeven Days after, His Son 
Walter, 10 Edu. 2. obtained a Charter for 
another Fair in this Place upon the Eve 
of S. Barnabas, and ſeven Days after. 
His Brothers William and Giles ſucceeded 
him for want of Iſſue; which laſt, after 
the Eſtate was come to him, obtained 
14 Edw. 3. a Charter to fortify his Ma- 
nor Houſe (called Beauchamp's- Court) in 
this Town, with a Wall of Lime and 
Stone, and embattle it for his Poſterity. 
His Great Grandſon Sir Richard Beau- 
champ purchaſed of Thomas Botreaux the 
other Moiety of this Manor; and having 
performed many good and acceptable Ser- 
vices to King Henry VI. and his Father 
King Henry V. he obtained a Charter of 
many ample Immunities and Privileges, 
and among them, another Fair yearly on 
the Eve of S. Dunſtan, and two Days fol- 
lowing, in this Town, He was alſo the 
ſame Year advanced to the Dignity and 
Title of Lord Beauchamp of Powike, and 
fo bore the Name of both Places, He left 
three Daughters Coheirs of his Eſtates, 
of which the eldeſt, Elizabeth, marrying 
to Sir Robert Willoughby, had for her Part 
this Manor of Alceſter, and other Lands, 
and left it to his Daughter and Coheir 
Elizabeth, who marrying Fulk Grevill, 
ſhe not only carry'd this Lordſhip to him, 
but was the Means of his being created 
Lord Brooke of Beauchamp's-Court. He 
left it to his Brother Robert. This Ma- 
nor was held of the King by Sargeanty, 
by the Service of finding half an Horſe 
with a Rider well accoutred. 
The Church was firſt given by Ralph 
Boteler to the Monks of Alceſter upon his 
founding a Monaſtry there, but it after- 
wards came to the Nuns of Cokehil] in 
Worceſterſhire, Peter Fitz-herbert, and 
William de Botreux, Lords of the Town,

Reg, 30, by John Hy- 
ley Abbot z and the Convent of Bordeſley,

Alne Magna, anciently written Kuen 
Ane, and therefore, now corruptly call'd 
Kound Alne it is fo called from the Ri- 
ver Alne, upon whoſe Banks it flands, 
The Manor was given to the Monks of 
Winchecombe in Glouceſterſhire about the 
Vear 80g, by Kenulph King of Mercia, 
the Founder of that Abbey, When the 
Conqueror's Survey was drawn up, it 
wis certified to contain fix Hirles, one 
Mill, and certain Woods half a Mile in 
length, and four Furlongs in breadth, 
The Monks of IWinchecombe 35 Heiry III. 
obtained a Charter of Free Warren for all 
the Demeſne Lands in this Manor, which 
it enjoyed *till the Diſfolution of their 
Monattery, when it came to the Crown, 
and therein remained *till 42 El/z,, who 
then granted it to one Mrs, Sone and 
Gryaford, to hold in Capite of her and 
her Succefſors, The Reftory was aticient- 
ly appertaining to that of Kinewarton, 
Part of whoſe Glebe lies in the Pariſh, 
but 26 Henry VIII. the Profits of it were 
computed alone at 74, Bs, 

Alue Parva, a (mall Village, reputed 
originally to have been a Member of 
Aſtoii-Cantelupe, and poſſeſſed as ſuch by 
the Lords of that Manor, The Cantelupes 
gave a great Part of the Lands of this 
Village to the Canons of Studely in this 
County, and in the Grant they are faid 
tobe in Aſton-Cantelupe, which ſhews that 
this Village was a Part of that Farifh, 
Queen Mary I. Reg, 1, paſſed the ſaid 
Lands out of the Crown by Grant to 
Anthony Skinner, by the Name of the Ma- 
nor of Little Alue, five Tenements, a 
Water-Mill, and a Meadow, Parcel of the 
Poſſeffions of the Monaftery of Studel:y, 
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in whoſe Poſterity they remain'd in King 
Charles TId's Reign, 

Av a 1 belonging to the 
Church of Warcefter, ong before the Vor- 
man Conqueſt z for Oſwald Biſhop of that 
See granted to Eadric his Godfather, three 
Meſſuages in that Place for his Life, and 
that of two others, and then to return 


to the Church of Worceſter, This Grant 


was dated Aimo 966, and in it is written, 
Ear nulfeſtune, taken from one Earnulf as 
we ſuppoſe, the antient Poſſeſſor of it. 
After this it was injuriouſly taken away 
and with-held from the Riſhops by certain 
Great Men for many Years, till $, Wol- 
ſtan who ſucceeded O/wald in that See, 

urchaſed it again for a large Sum of 

oney of the Conqueror, and having got 
it confirm'd by William Rufus, ſettled it 
on the Monks of Worceſter again, It con- 
tained then fifteen Hides of Lands and 
three Mills ; five Hides of which King 
Henry 1, for the Health of his own Soul, 
and Queen Maud's, did make free from 
all Payments and ExaQions whatſoever, 
and King Henry III. added his Grant of 
Free-Warren in all the Demeſne Lands 
here, Upon the Diſſolution of the Mo- 
naſtry of Worcefter 30 Henry VIII. when 
that King placed a Dean and Canons in- 
ſtead of the Monks: This Manor inter 
alia was granted to them and their Succeſ- 
fors in pure and perpetual Almsz but it 
ſeems afterwards to have again reverted 
to the Crown, for Queen Fix abeth, Reg, 2, 
convey' it to one Mr, Gerard and others, 
and two Years after to Edward Williams, 
from whom it came to Lewis Grevil, who 


fold it to 7a Hey, whoſe Heirs now or 


late did enjoy it, The Church is dedi- 
cated to 8, James, and was a Member of 
Hampton Epiſ/copi, whoſe Rettor hath all 
along prefented to it, In it is one Monu- 
ment for Vic holas Lane, w hod y'd Anna 1595. 

Ardens Grafton, anciently call'd Litt/z 
Grafton, but in the Conqueror's Time 
not being diftinguiſh'd by any additio- 
nal Name, was then certified to contain 
three Hides and one V irpate of Land, poſ- 
ſellſed by Miiam Filius Cor bucionts of whom 
eie and Filewa held it, In Henry Ild's 
Keign, Kalph de Grafton was Lord of it; 
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and leaving it to Margaret de Grafton 


his Niece, ſhe ſold it to William de Arden, 


ro Joh. from whoſe Poſterity's holding it 

long, it was called Ardens-Erafton. He 
is ſaid to have held it of the Earl of 
Warwick by the Service of half a Knight's 
Fee; and being aſſign'd to Agatha his Wi- 
dow as her Dower, the Extent of it was 
then thus Recorded. Viz, A Manor 
Houſe with a Garden, and 160 Acres of 
Land and Paſture, four Yard Lands held 
in Villanage, anda Pound of Pepper from 
the Freeholders; yet Alanus de Grafton 
Held one of the Yard Lands in Villanage. 
From the Ardens Heirs, this Hamlet came 
to the Hands of King Edward I. by Way 
of Exchange, who gave it to the Monks 
of Weſtminſter, for the Celebration of his 
Queen Eleanor's Anniverſary ; and to them 
it belong'd to the Diſſolution, when King 
Henry VIII. ſold it with Temple-Crafton, 
{of which hereafter) to William Shelden, 
Eſq; and Joln _ In this Village 
the Monks of Eveſham had a Portion of 
Land given them by one Wegeat a Saxon 
Earl of Varauic k before the Conqueſt, and 
confirm'd to them by U/a his Succeſſor. 
In King Edward the VIth's Days, one Ro- 
ger Swift dy'd, ſeiz'd of a Capital Meſ- 
ſuage called Allens Land in this Hamlet, 
containing 500 Acres of Land, 300 Acres 
of Mead, 4 Acres of Paſture, 20 of Wood, 
and 200 of Heath and Furs, which he 
teaving to Frances his Daughter and Heir, 
ſhe by her Marriage carry'd it into the 
Family of Rempſons. 

Arrow, a Village which takes its Name 
from the River Arrow, upon which it 
is ſituated, was before the Norman Con- 
queſt the Lordſhip of one Lewinus, but 
being then at his Diſpoſal, he gave it 
to his half Brother Odo, Biſhop of Ba- 
J ux, whoſe Under-Tenant was One Ste- 
fanus. After the Conqueror's Death Odo 
adhered to Robert Curtoſe, as right Heir 
to the Crown, which anger'd Rufus ſo 
much, that Odo was forc'd to quit Eng- 
land, and Rufus having ſeiz'd his Lands, 
gave this Manor to Roger Marmion, in 
whoſe Family it continu'd 'till Iſſue- 
Male failing in Tefry de Marmion, Al- 

Freda his Daughter and Heir marrying

William de Camvill, carry'd it into his 
Family, in which it continu'd divers Suc- 
ceſſions, till Elizabeth the Heir of Gerard 
de Camville marrying Robert de Burdet, 
brought this and other Eſtates of the 
Camvill's into his Family, which made it 
their Seat for divers following Ages. Se. 
veral of this Family were famous in their 


Generation, as William, who founded a 


Cell at Aucote, Sir William a Commiſſioner 
for aſſeſſing a Tallage upon all the King's 
Demeſnes in Lancaſhire, Robert a Judge, 
and Robert his Nephew, who procur'd 
a Charter of Free-Warren for all his De- 
meſnes here, and was Knight of this 
Shire in a Parliament held at York, 2 Ed.z. 
Oc. But at Length this Manor was 
after ſome Suits in Law veſted in Any 
the Female Heir of Richard Burger, who 
was marry'd to Edward Conway, a younger 
Son of John Conway, Eſqz a Gentleman 
Huiſher to the Chambers of King Henry 
VIII. He dy'd on St. Bartholomew's Day, 
38 Henry VIII. and was bury'd in the 
Church here, leaving John his Son and 
Heir, afterwards knighted. 

The Church of this Place was granted 
by Robert Earl of Leiceſter to the Monks 
of Alceſter in King Henry IId's Time; but 
they did not long enjoy it, if ever at all. 
In the Church lyes buried Edward Viſ- 
count Conway, who dy'd in 1630, and in 
the South Window is a Portraiture of a 
Man in Armour, ſuppos'd to be a Beau- 
champ, In the Chancel are two Coats 
of Arms with Inſcriptions under them, 
in Memory of John Conway and Eleanor 
his Wife. 

Aſpley, or as it is written in ancient 
Records Apſele, the Lordſhip of Robert 
de Chaſecumbe, 15 Henry III. who gave it 
to his Daughter Anabil in Marriage with 
Gilbert de Segrave, who. afterward obtain- 


ed a Charter of Free-Warren for his De- 


meſne Lands here, which had an ancient 
Manor Houſe on it, and a Park. By him 
ſhe had a Son Nicholas, but he did not 
inherit this Part of her Eſtate, becauſe 
ſurviving him ſhe marry'd again to Sir 
Roger de Somery, whom ſhe alſo ſurviv 43 


and having a Son by him named John de 


Somery, gave this Lordſhip to him to be 


held 
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held of her, and her Heirs, paying to 
her, and Nicholas Segrave, her Son above 


mention'd, a Pair of Gilt Spurs, or Six- 


ence, at the Nativity of John the Ba p- 
tiſt, yearly, for all Services. John de So- 
mery claim'd a Court-Leet, 13 Edw. 1. 
with the Aſſize of Bread and Beer therein 
by Preſcription, and was allow'd them; 
but lived not long to enjoy them; for 
18 Edw. 3. this Lordſhip and other E- 
ſtates fell to the Segraves, and were en- 
tail'd by Sir Jolin Segrave, Kt. upon the 


Iſſue of his Body by Margaret his Wife, 


and for want of ſuch Iſſue, to his right 
Heirs. Margaret his Wife had it in 
Dower, and after her Deceaſe, it paſſed 
by Virtue of the ſaid Entail, thro' the 
Female Heir, to the Family of Monsb ray, 
afterwards Dukes of Norfolk; from which. 
by the like Deſcent, it went to the Ber k- 
es, 26 Hen. 8. Thomas Lord Berkley dying 
ſciſed of it, and leaving it to Henry his 
Son, a Minor. 

Aſpley Wickford, a depopulated Place, 
but anciently the Eſtate of Gilbert Chaſtel- 
en, who in 18 Edu. is found to releaſe 
it to Sir Fowke de Birmingham, Kt. with 
all his Right and Title therein, from 
whom it paſſed to Thomas Crew, who held 
it during Life, by the Aſſignation of Sir 
William Clopton, Kt. with Wicksford and 
Morehall (hereafter treated of) from whoſe 
Time it hath accompany'd thoſe Places, 
in Point of Property and Succeſſion, and 
is now, or was lately, part of the Eſtate 
of the Throkmortons of Coughton, of whom 
more in its Place. | 

Afton, Cantlow, or Cantilupe, was before 
the Conqueſt, the Eſtate of Algar Earl of 


Mercia; but upon the Acceſſion of the 


Conqueror to the Throne, when he libe- 
rally diſtributed the Saxons Eſtates to his 
Followers, it was given, with many 
other Lands, to one Richard, a Noble 
Norman, whoſe Son Osbern Fitx- Richard, 
was in Poſſeſſion of it, when the Conque- 
ror's Survey was taken in the Year 1080, 
Keg. 14. He had his principal Seat at 
Kicards - Caſtle in Herefordſhire. In that 
Record it is called Eſtone, or Eaſt-Town, 
from its Situation in reſpect to Alceſter, a 
more ancient and noted Place, The Va- 
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lue of it then was Six Pounds per Ann. 
containing five Hides of Land, a Mill, 
and Woods a Mile long, and as broad. 
Osbern's Deſcendents enjoy'd it but a lit- 
tle while; for 15 Hen, 2. it was in the 
King's Hands, and farm'd by one Tanker- 
vile, called Cammerarius Normanniæ in 
ſome Records. In the Reign of K. John, 
Anno 6. it was given to William de Cante- 
lupe, to whom the Sheriff, after he had 
had the Corn and Stock on it valu'd at a 


juſt Price, was commanded to deliver 


them; and from his Deſcendents the 


Town had the Name of Cantelupe added to 
it to diſtinguiſh it from other Aſtons in 


this County. He by adhering to the Earl 
of Cheſter and the diſaffected Barons againſt 
the King, was like to have loſt this Ma- 
nor upon the Claim of Ralph Tankervile ; 
but ſubmitting in Time, the King con- 
firm'd it to him during Pleaſure. He 
procured a Market and a Fair here, by 
giving King Henry III. a Fine of 15 
Marks; and a little after, a Confirmation 
of it to him and his Heirs; with a ſpe- 
cial Proviſo, that if the King or his Heirs 
ſhould ever-think- fit to reſlore it to the 
Tankerviles, he. ſhould have other Lands 
given him of equal Value. His Son and 
Heir William was a martial Man, and in 
ſpecial Favour with the ſame King, but 
did nothing memorable relating to this 
Manor; and ſo we paſs to his Son and 
Succeſſor William, who gave the Church 
of this Town to the Hoſpital built by his 
Grandfather at the Gates of the Monaſtry 


of Studeley. George his Son and Heir dy'd 


without Ifſue, and his Siſters became his 
Heirs, of whom, Joan marry'd to Henry 
Haſtings, being the eldeſt, ſhe, upon the 
Partition, obtain'd this Lordſhip, and left 
it to her Son John de Haſtings, His Poſte- 
rity long enjoy'd it; but at length Iſſue 
Male failing, it paſſed by the Heirs Fe- 
male to the Beaucham ps, and Nevills Lords 
Berzavenny. 

Ihe Church here was dedicated to John 
the Ba ptiſt; and tho' given to the Canons 
of Studeley, as is above mention'd, yet 
was repoſſeſſed by the Heirs of the Canti- 
Iupcs, and ſo deſcended to the Haſtins, who 
by Way of Exchange for 13 J. per Annum 
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Lands, let the Canons have it again. This 
was done by John de Haſtings, 24 Edu. 1. 
dut not ſo firmly, but that his Heirs re- 
cover'd it from the Canons; and it coming 
into the Hands of Villiam de Clinton, by 
Marriage with John de Haſtings's Widow, 
he gave it to the Canons of Mackſtoke, 
then newly by him founded, and appro- 
priated it to them by the King's Licence, 
a Vicarage being at that Time appointed. 


The Canons of Studeley did not give over 


their Claim all this while, but by ſome 
Means got into Poſſeſſion of it, which be- 
gat a long Suit at Law, between them 
and the Canons of Mackftoke z who at laſt 
prevail'd, by reaſon of their Royal Con- 
firmation above mention'd ; but for it 
they paid a Fine of 711. 11s. to eſtabliſh 
themſelves in the Enjoyment for the fu- 
ture. : 


In this Church there was a certain. 


Gild or Fraternity, conſiſting of the Pa- 
riſhioners only, being founded to the Ho- 


nour of God, and the bleſſed Virgin; 


but it had no legal Eſtabliſhment, till 
9 Edu. 4, when upon the humble Peti- 


tion of the Inhabitants, a Licence was 


granted to Sir Edward Newvill, Kt. then 
Lord of the Manor, that he ſhould ſettle 
and order the ſame ſo as there might be a 
__ certain Prieft maintain'd there, to. cele- 
brate Divine Service daily at the Altar 
of the Bleſſed Virgin, in the ſaid Church, 
for the good Eſtate of the King and Queen, 
as alſo the Brethren and Siſters of their 
Fraternity. during this Life, and for their 


Souls after their Departure hence, and 


the Souls of all the Faithful deceas'd, 
which accordingly was effected, and Lands 
fettled for that Purpoſe, as they continu'd 
to the Diſſolution, when they were va- 
lu'd at 71. gs. 24:5 per Ann. 37 Hen. 8. 
Barton, or Berton, a Village or Hamlet 
anciently belonging to the Town of Bid- 
ford, and paſſed with the Manor of that 
Place, to Llewellin Prince of Wales; for 
tho* it is not particularly mention'd in 
King John's Grant, it plainly appears ſo 
to be, by the Fine rais'd by Baldwin Wake 
and Hawiſe his Wife, 8 Edw. 1. wherein 
they paſſed this Manor to Robert Burnel, 
Biihop- of Bath and Wells, by the Name 


Berton, as an Hamlet of Bidford. As it 
was afterwards held by Aliva or Eva Bur. 
nel in Dower, We find nothing more of 
this Hamlet, *till 21 Eliz. when it ap- 
peareth, that Richard Copley, upon the 
Performance of certain Conditions requi. 
red of John Copley, his Nephew, gave 
him the ſaid John, this Manor, and to 
the Heirs Male of his Body for ever. 
Bearley, or as it is written in the Con- 
queror's Survey Burlei, was at that Time 
held of Robert de Stafford by one Aibric, 
a Saxon, whoſe Freehold it had been be- 


— — 


fore the Norman Invaſion. It was then 


valu'd at one Hide only, which was but 
half of what it had been rated at in Ed. 
ward the Confeſſor's Time. The Deſcen- 
dent of 87 7051 enfeoffed one Cumin, (then 
Lord of Snitfield) with it, who paſſed it 
to one Nicholas, who aſſum'd the Name 
of the Place, and was called de Bearley, or 
Burley. This Nicholas and his Son William 
de Burley, gave all their Intereſt in the 
Chapel here, with one Vard Land, a 
Croft, and Meſſuage, to the Church of 
Mooton and Monks of Conchis, which John 
the Son of William, confirmed to them by 
Fine, 5 Hen. 3. Hugh. de Bearley, the 
Grandſon of John, gave to the Monks of 


Borde ſley, one Yard. Land, lying in this 


Hamlet; but being within the Fee of 
Snitfield, he was forced to get it confirm'd 
by the Cantilupes, then Lords of Sritfield, 
after Cumin, F rom the Family of Bearley 
(but when.or how, we find not) it paſſed 
to Nicholas de Warwick, and William his 
Son, after him, who ſold it to Robert 
Moryn, an Inhabitant of Snitfield. His 
Son John, by a Fine levy'd 8 Edu. 3. 
ſettled it upon Margaret his Mother, and 
John Compton her ſecond Husband, for 
Life, with Remainder to himſelf and his 
Heirs. After this, this Manor was uni- 
ted to Snitfield, and ſo continu'd to the 
Reign of King Henry VIIT. when the 
Priory of Bordeſley being d iſſol ved, it was. 


granted by that King with the Lands in 


this Place given to that Monaſtry, 19 Ed. i. 
to Clent, Throkmorton, and Avenon, and 
their Heirs, by the Names of the Manors 
Erange and Fern, -(tho' eſtimated at two 
Carucates) of Byrley, or Buryley, and fince 

purchaſed. 


ear 
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urchaſed of Clement Throckmorton, by 
William Walter, from whom it is come to 
Mr. Fanſhaw, in whoſe Family it now is, 
or lately was. | 

Beauchamp court : See in Alceſter above. 

Beauſale, a Lordſhip containing half an 
Hide, and two Furlongs in Woods, as 
appears from the Conqueror's Survey, 
(where it is written Beoſſelle) when it 
was poſſeſſed by Odo Biſhop of Baieuæ, 
and held of him by one Wadardus, and un- 
der him by one Geraldus. But ſhortly af- 
ter this, it came into the Hands of Hugh 
Fitz-Richard, Lord of Hatton, and ſo be- 
came a Member of that Pariſh. The 
Male Iſſue of his Family failing, Marge- 
ry his Grandchild and Heir, carry'd it by 
her Marriage to Osbert de Clinton, by 
whoſe Poſterity, after two or three Suc- 
ceſſions, it was paſſed by John de Clinton, 
(with Hatton the head Manor) to William 
de Beauchamp, Earl of Warwick, and his 
Heirs ; but it ſeems as if Sir Hamon Le 
Strange, Kt. had ſome Right therein, 
which Maud, the Relict of the ſaid Earl, 
purchaſed, and ſo left it to the ſucceeding 
Earls, her Poſterity. | 

In this Lordſhip was anciently a Cha- 
pel dedicated to St. John the Evangeliſt, 
and endow'd with a Glebe and Tythes by 
Margery Clinton, Reli& of the above men- 
tion'd Osbert, and confirm'd by her ſecond 
Husband Jon D'Abetot. In the Deed, 
theſe Particulars (among others) are men- 
tion'd, viz, The Tythes of all the Fowl 
caught in the Park, and the Fiſhes taken 
out of the Pool, a Shoulder of all the 
Deer therein kill'd, and Tith of the Pau- 
nage, (Maſt to feed Hogs) as alſo Paſture 
for ſix Beaſts, ſeven Hogs, one Sow, a 


Mare and Colt, with two Loads of Wood 


at Chriſtmas yearly. All which were uni- 
ted to the Collegiate Church of our Lady 
at Warwick, after the Manor of Beauſale 
came into the Poſſeſſion of the ſaid Earl 
of Warwick, But the Park here is now 
included in Wedgnock Park, and the Cha- 
pel has of late had the Name of Cuckow 
Church. 

Beldeſert; an hilly Tract among Woods, 
where the diſinherited Engli/h for a while 


encamꝑed, to ſecure themſelves from the 
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Norman Yoke. In the Conqueror's Sur. 
vey, *tis called Donnele (Don or- Dun fig.. 


- nifying an Hill) and was then in the Poſ- 


ſeſhon of the Earl of Mallent; but if it 
were ſo, there was much more Land added 


to it; for then it was certify'd to have 


but one Hyde of Ground in it, and a kind 
of Park half a Mile in Breadth and Length, 
having been the Inheritance of one Ald- 
woldus, in the Confeſſor's Days. From 
the Earl of Mallent it came to Henry de 
Newburgh his Brother, the firſt Earl of 
Warwick of the Norman Line, who en- 
feoffed Thurſtane de Montfort his Kinſman, 
with it. This Man finding it capable-of. 
Fortification, built a Caſtle upon it, to 
which, by reaſon of its pleaſant Situation, 
he gave the Name of Beldeſert, and made: 
it his Seat, as it continu'd to his Poſterity 
for many Ages. This Thurſtane, in King 
Stephen's. Time, obtain'd a Charter fron» 
the Empreſs Maud, for a Market at his 


Caſtle of Beldeſert, upon Sunday weekly. 


But his Grandſon Peter, either becauſe he 
diſliked the Sunday Market, or becauſe 
it became diſuſed, obtain'd another Char- 
ter for a Market on Monday every Week, 
and a Fair yearly, on the Eve, Day, and 
Morrow of S. Giles, Sept. 1. as alſo a Char- 
ter of Free Warren for all his Demeſne 
Lands here. Iſſue Male failing in Guy. 
de Montfort, this Caſtle, Lordſhip, and 
their other Eſtates, fell to Thomas de 
Beauchamp, Earl of Warawick ; whoſe Bro- 
ther Villiam enjoying it for Term of Life, 
the Inheritance paſſed to Sir Thomas Bote-- 
ler, by the Name of the Caſtle of Belde- 
ſert; which included the Park, and other 
Lands, with the Advowſon of the Church, 
and Manor of Henley, Parcel of the Ma- 
nor of Beldeſert. Ralph Boteler was: the 
next Heir to Sir Thomas; but dying with-- 
out Iffue, Sir Jon Norbury, and Henry 
Belknap, Eſq; were found his next Heirs 3: 
who. being indebted to King Edward IV. 
in the Sum of 2000 Pounds, releaſed all. 
their Right and Title to this Caſtle and 
Manor to the ſaid King, in Satisfaction of 
the ſaid' Debt. From this Time it re- 
mained in the Crown *till K. Edward VI. 
gave it to John Dudley, Earl of Warwick, 
and his Heirs, by the. Name. of Henley: 
Beldeſert, 
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Beldeſert, with two Parks thereunto be- 
longing ; but he being attainted in Queen 
Mary's Reign, it returned to the Crown 
again, and was given by Queen Elizabeth 
to Ambroſe Dudley, Earl of Warwick, his 
Son; but he dying without Ifſue, it again 


went to the Crown, from which it was 


bought by Alderman Cawdmwell a Londoner. 
Sir Baldwin Trevill, and his Poſterity, had 
ſome Lands in the Manor of Beldeſert, 
which were late the Poſſeſſion of Charles 
Smith, Lord Carinzton. The Church of 
this Place is dedicated to St. Nicholas, 
but had none, or very little Revenue 
belonging to it. | 

Betlesworth, the Lordſhip and Eſtate of 
William de Beauchamp Earl of Warwick, in 
the Reign of King Henry II. who near 
that Time granted it to Roger de Ulehale, 
in whoſe Family we find not how long it 
continued; but obſerve, that it wasgrant- 
ed in the Beginning of Henry III's Reign 
by Ralph de Wilinton to Roger Durevaſſal, 


who making it his Reſidence, did by Rea- 


. ſon of its Diſtance from Tanworth the Mo- 
ther-Church, to which the Ways in Win- 
ter, were, by Reaſon of their Badneſs hard 
to paſs, obtain a Licence from Pope Alex- 
ander IV. and the Concurrence of the Re- 
Eor of Tamworth, to build a Chapel, and 
to have a Prieſt to celebrate Divine Service 
therein, for the Uſe of the People of this 
Hamlet, on Condition that they ſhould 
pay a Wax-Candle of a Pound to the Mo- 
ther-Church yearly on St. Mary Magdalen's 
Day, July 21. From Roger Durvaſſal, de- 
ſcended Nicholas his Son; who was joint- 
Iy ſeiz'd of this Manor with Roſe his Wife. 
She ſurviving him, became ſole Owner of 
it; and marrying Richard de Mont fort, 


entitled him to it; yet after Nicholas's 


Death, William de Spernore enter'd upon it 
and diſſeiz'd both Richard, and Roſe his 
Wife, which cauſed a tedious Law Suit; 
but at length Monfort recover'd it, and 
fiom him it paſſed to the Catesby's, and 
aſter ſome Deſcents in that Family, was 
ſold to Thomas Green, whoſe Poſterity now 
do, or lately did enjoy it. 

Billeſley, called in Domeſday- Boo Bil- 
keſlei, one of thoſe Manors which William 
the Conqueror gave Hugh de Grentemai/nill 


in this County, as a Reward of his va- 


lourous Aſſiſtance in obtaining the Crown 


of England. It was certify'd at that Time 


to contain five Hides of Land, a Church, 
and divers Inhabitants, ank had a Houſe 
belonging to it in Warwick; but now 
the Church is almoſt down, and nothing 
left but the Manor-Houſe, the reſt of the 
Town being long ago depopulated. Hugh 
de Grentemaiſiil had ſeveral Sons, but none 
of them inherited this Lordſhip ; becauſe 
Henry de Newburgh, being made Earl of 
Warwick, obtained this Lordſhip among 
other Eſtates hereabout, Osbert de Truſſel, 
held itof that Earl by the Service of one 
Knight's Fee, as de Veteri feofmento, which 
ſhews *twas his in Henry II's Days. He 
was Grandfather to O/bert, who took on 
him the Name of Truſſel, from whom 
the Truſſels of this and the neighbouring 
Shires are deſcended, Richard, the Grand- 
ſon of this Osbert, was ſlain at the Battle of 
Eveſham, fighting on the Barons Part ; and 
this Manor with divers of his other Lands, 
ſeiz'd as forfeited by his Rebellion. But 
it ſeems, that William his Brother, be. 
ing a Man of great Account in his 
Time, recovered it again, and he and his 


' Deſcendants reſided here, yet his Son 


Sir William was forced to pay Scutage for 
it to Sir Andrew Aſey, at the Rate of 
40s. pro quolibet Scuto, After this it 
continued ſeveral Succeſſions in the Truſſc!s 
Family, of whom ſeveral were Men of 
Note; as Sir William, who was 7 Edu. z. 


conſtituted Governor of the Caſtle of RBeau- 


mans in Neorth-IWales, and Eſcheator of all 
the Counties on the South Side of Trent. 
Sir Warine, who was allow'd a private 
Chapel for Divine Service to be celebrated 
by a fitting Prieſt, by TWo!ſtan Biſhop of 
Worcefter. Sir William Truſſel, one of the 
Knights of King Edward IV's Budy, and 
made Reg. 15. Sheriff of this County and 
Leiceſterſhire; Sir Edmund Truſſell, who 
aſſiſted Guy de Beauchamp in killing Pierce 
de Gaveſlon : Another Sir William Truſſel, 
who was employed by the Parliament 
to pronounce the Words of Depoſition 
on that unhappy Prince King Edward II. 
and Sir Shured Truſſel, one of theſe emi- 
nent Men of this Shire, who ſerved as 

Knight

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Knight in Parliament for it divers Times, 
and was Sheriff Eſcheator, and a Juſtice 
of the Peace. He was bury'd in the 
Church of this Place 7 Hen. 8. Thomas, 
the laſt Heir Male was Sheriff. of this 
County, but ſold this his ancient Patri- 
mony to Sir Robert Lee, Knight, who 
built a great Part of the Manor Houſe 


new, and made it his chief Seat, being a 


Juſlice of the Peace in King James I's 
Reign many Years, and High Sheriff in 
the 17th Year of the ſame King's Reign. 

Bickmerſh, a Village belonging to the 
Pariſh of Welford in Glouceſterſhire, yet is 
in this County. Before the Conqueſt, 
King Edgar A. C. 967, conferr'd it upon 
Hrithnothus his Servant for Life, and he 
tranſmitted his Right to the Moneſtry 
of Worceſter, when he put a Son into 
that Houſe, In the King's Grant it is 
written Bicanmer/ce, The Church of Wor- 
ceſter afterwards ſeems to have been poſ- 
ſeſſed of the whole Village, but ſoon 
loſt it, Edwin, Earl Leofrick's Brother 
unjuſtly ſeizing it. In the Conqueror's 
Survey, this Lordſhip is reckoned among 
the Eleemo/yne Regis, by the Name of Bi- 
chemerſe, and then contained five Hides 
of Land, held by one Eddid, a Woman 
who had been Owner of it in the Con- 
feſſer's Days. In the Reign of King John, 
one Robert Foliot was Lord of it, but 
leaving only one Daughter and Heir Joan, 
the marrying to Richard de Williameſcote, 
brought it into his Family, and their Son 
Henry inherited it, but ſold it 35 Ed. 1. 
to John de Bloxham, who paſſed it 18 Ed. 2. 
to William de Beresford, in whoſe Family 
it continu'd ſeveral Deſcents; for Mar- 
garet his Widow had it in Dower. Sir 
Balduin de Beresford procured a Charter 
of Free-Warren for his Demeſne here, and 
his Wife had it in Dower alſo. He dy'd 
without Iſſue, and Thomas the Son of 
Philip St. Clere, was found his next Heir, 
but of his Poſterity we have no Ac- 
count, and ſo find nothing more of this 
Eſtate *till Queen Elizabeth's Reign, 
when the Lady St. John, Widow of Sir 
Edward Griffith, purchaſed it and ſettled 
it on her Son Sir Rice Griffith, whoſe Po- 
"erity enjoy'd it for ſome Time, if they 
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are not now in Poſfeſſon. of it. The Fa- 
mily of Morehalls of Morehall near Vick- 
ford in this County, had ſome Lands here, 
which devolved in the following Times to 
the Cloptons, and from them to the Crews 


and Burghs tor Life, 


The Chapel here was founded by Vil- 
liam Foliot, in King Henry II's Days, and 


his Poſterity had the Advowſon of it; but 


it ſeems to have been upon a diſputable 
Title; for when Robert Foliot was Lord 
of this Manor, he had a Suit with the 
Parſon of Welneford, 14 Hen. 3. for the 
Ad vowſon of the Chapel, then called Bike- 
mer/h-Foliot, as belonging to him; and 
in the Pleadings a Writing was produc'd, 
manifeſting, That the Tithes with the 
Parochial Rights of the Manor Houſe, did 
belong to the Mother Church of Welne- 
ford. In King John's Reign one Robert 
Foliot was Parſon here, and between him 
and the Monks of Tewskbury there grew 
a Diſpute about the Tithes of the Ma- 
nor ; and it was agreed, That the Monks 
ſhould have two Parts of the Tithes of 
the Corn, and the Parſon one; and that the 
ſmall Tithes ſhould be divided equally, yet 
that the Parſon ſhould have all the Tithe- 
Hay of the Demeſne, and all the Lands: 
and Goods of William Foliot's Gift, who 
was the pious Founder of it. This Agree- 
ment was confirm'd by Malgert, Biſhop of 
Worceſter. 

Binton, or as it is written in Domesday- 
Book, Beninton, and in other Records 
Burintone, was one of the Towns which 
S. Egwyn gave to the Abby of Eveſham, 
A. C. 709, when he founded it; but in 
the Time of King Edward the Martyr, 
one Alferus, a Potent Man in theſe Parts, 
wreſted it from them, and gave it to ſome 
of his Knights, of whom the Conqueror 
had it, and gave it to ſome of the Nor- 
mans; for when Domesday- Book was made, 
it was divided between William Son of Cor- 
bucion, Gerinus, Uffo D' Abitot, and / 
born Fiz,- Richard. In King John's Reign, 
Henry de Burinton held two Parts of a 
Knights Fee in this Place, of the Earl 
of Warwick, His Family held them ſome 
Succeſſions, 'til! Henry de Burintons leav- 
ing only a Daughter and Heir Ace, —

by Marriage transferr'd it with other 
Eſtates to Elias de Wyncote of Wilmecote near 
Stratford upon Avon, In his Family it 
continu'd *till Thomas Wyncote, 23 Hen. 8. 
ſold this Manor with the Ad vowſon of the 
Church, to Sir George Throkmorton, Knt. 
by whoſe Son Sir Nicholas, it paſs'd to 
Milliam Walter, from whoſe Heir it paſs'd 
to Mr. Ferrers, and afterwards to Mr. Fan- 
ſhawn, by the Marriage of Female Heirs. 
The Abby of Bordeſley had a Carucate of 
Land in this Place, and a Dove-houſe, 
which after the Diſſolution were granted 
out of the Crown by the Name of Bin- 
ton Grange. to Francis Sheldon, Gent. and 
His Heirs, who paſſed them to Sir George 
Throkmorton, who parted with it among his 


other Eſtates to Mr. Walter, from whoſe 


Heirs they came to Ferrers and Fanſhaw, 
as che head Manor did. Osborn Fitx-Ri- 
charũ's Part was afterwards poſſeſſed by 
the Family of Hubard, who held it *till 
about King Edward II's Time, when we 
And it in the Family of the Haſtings, which 
afterward were Earls of Pembroke. In the 
Chancel of this Church is a Monument 
for Mr. John Salmon, formerly Rector of 
it, who dy'd April 12, 1473, and in the 
Window thereof the Portraiture of Richard 
'Grevill, and Maud the Wife of John Ere- 
_ will, in the Glaſs well painted. 
Biſhopftone, or Biſhopſdone, or dune, ſo 
called from its being appropriated to 
the See of Worceſter, and its Situation at 
the Foot of an Hill, which the Syllable 
Done or Dune imports. It is not men- 
tioned in the Conqueror's Survey, be- 
cauſe it was then, as it ſtill continues 
to be, an Hamlet belonging to Stratford 
upon Avon, In King Henry T's Days, 
one Fretherick, Frederec, or Frarick de Bi- 
ſhopſtone, was enfeoft of it by Sampſon then 
Biſhop of Worcefter, He liv'd to the 
gth Rich, 1. and left Iſſue William his 
Son, who joining with the Barons againſt 
King John, had his Eſtates ſeiz'd into 
that King's Hands; but returning ſoon 
to his Obedience, had them reſtored. His 
Son Viliam was a Man of great Note, 
and was of ſeveral Employments of Truſt 
in this County, as Juſtice of Aſſize, Eſ- 
Cheator, and a Judge for the Gaol-deli- 
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very at Warwick, His Deſcendents were 
ſeveral of them Knights, but the molt. 
famous of them was Sir John de Biſhop: 
don, who ferved in the Parliament at 
York, 12 Edu 2. and other Places after- 
wards, as one of the Knights of the Shire 
for this County, He was very rich, and 
had a Charter of Free-Warren granted 
him for this and many other of his Eſtates 
13 Ed. 2. and in the following Reign of K. 
Edward III. was one of the Juſtices or 
Conſervators of the Peace for this Coun- 
ty. He bore a ſpecial Affection to the 
Hoſpital of St. John Baptiſt at Warwick, 
and gave to it one Moiety of the Ad- 
vowſon of the Church of Mortun-Merkull 
in this County. He dy'd 14 Edu. z. 
leaving Roger his Son and Heir, He left 
one Daughter, Alice, but by Reaſon of 
an Entail made by Sir John de Biſhop- 
ton upon the Male Line, John the Bro- 
ther of Roger inherited this Manor, and 
other Lands ſo ſettled. He was a Perſon 
of great Eminency, and on that Account 
conſtituted Chancellor of King Edw. III's 
Exchequer. His Grandſon Sir William 
Biſhopſtone, Kt. was Sheriff of this Coun- 
ty and Leiceſterſhire, He refided for the 
moſt Part at A/cote in Glouceſterſhire, and 
having entail'd 17 Hen. 6. this and divers 
other Lordſhips on his Iſſue, by Philippa his 
Wiſe; by whom he had only two Daugh- 
ters, Elizabeth and Philippa; this laſt 
being marry'd to Sir William Catesby, Kt. 
brought this Lordſhip into his Family, 
as it continued (with a ſmall Interruption 
while it was in the King's Hands 1 Hen. 7.) 
till William Catesby 24 Elix. ſold the Ma- 
nor Houſe to William Askew of Lap- 
worth, who again ſold it to Andrew Ar- 
cher, at Tanworth, as his Succeſſor Sir 
Simon Archer did to ohn and Thomas Green, 
who are, or lately were Owners it. 

The Chapel here, dedicated to St. Pe- 


fer, is very ancient, eredted in King 


John's Time by the Licenſe of Mauge- 
rius Biſhop of Worceſter, by Sir William de 
Biſhopdone, Kt. who gave it in pure 
Alms of his own Demeſne 14 Acres of 
Land in one Field, and as many in ano- 
ther, four Acres of a ſervile Tenure, and 


Paſturage for eight Oxen with his own, 
in 
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in any of his Lands but his Meadows, He 
| alſo covenanted with Maurice then Par- 
fon of Stratford, to ſuſtain all the Char- 


ges of the ſaid Chapel in Repaits, Veſt- 
ments, Books, Utenſils of the Altar, Oc. 
And that the Parſon of Strat ford ſhould 
have all the Corn-Tithes and Flax-Tithes 
with the Obventions of the Altar, Mor- 
tuaries, Burials, and Oblations of the Mo- 
ther Church, and the Prieſt ſerving the 


Chapel, ſhould have all the ſmall Tithes 


given by the ſaid Knight and his Te- 


nants; which Prieſt and his Succeffors 


ſhould for ever after be appointed by the 
Parſon of Stratford for the Time being, 


as it ſtood 37 Hen. 8. 
Botley, originally a Member of Wooton, 


is not taken Notice of in the Conqueror's 


Survey for that Reaſon, but its Name 
ſhews its Antiquitv, for Botle in Saxon is 
an Houfe, In King Henry II's Reign, 


Robert de Stadford, Lord of Vooton, gave 


to the Canons of Keni/worth certain Lands, 
with the Homage and Services of ſeveral 
Perfons, as alfo to Jeffrey Malore and his 
Heirs, all thoſe Lands, Homages, and 


Services which he held of him here, upon 
Condition of paying him and his Heirs a 
Sparrow-hawk yearly. This Jeffrey re- 


fided at Tachbroke in this County, and 


trom him deſcended John Malore, who. 
9 Eda. 3. obtained a Grant of Free-War- 


ren in all his Demeſne Lands here. Af- 
ter him, John Malore, and Anketell his Son 
and Heir, came to the Inheritance of. it; 
but 22 Hen. 6. by their Deed dated that 
Year, aliened it to Richard Archer, Eſq; 
and his Heirs, whoſe Poſterity have ever 
ſince enjoy'd it, unleſs lately ſold. 

. Bridgtowwn, which takes its Name from 
its Situation near Stratford-Bridge, is 
chiefly memorable for an. Hermitage, to 
which the Chapel of St. Mary Magdalen 
in this Village belonged. It was anciently 
endow'd with ſome Lands by the Powers 
of Rien. Clifford for the Reparation of the 


Bridge, which Thomas Powey, Eſq; con- 


lirm'd 22 Hen. 6. and at the ſame Time 
conſtituted John Rawlins to be Hermite 
during Life; appointing him to celebrate 
an Obit in the Pariſh Church of Stratford 
tor the Souls of the Parents and Anceſtors 
. 
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of him the ſaid Thomas. Chriſtopher Power 
5 Hen. 8. aliened the Donation of the 
ſaid Hermitage to William Clopton, with 
the Grant of Ayen-Clifford in this County, 
and his Heirs, From that Time this 
Place hath been reputed a Manor, of which 
the ſaid William Clopton was certified 1 Elix. 
to die ſeized, and from him it is deſcended - 
to Thomas Clopton, that hath the like Right at 
this Day, but the Site of the Hermitage 
was before in the zd and 4th of Philip 
and Mary.1. granted to the Hoſpital of 
Savoy, London. He 

Bud brooke, the Lordſhip of Ralph de 
Limeſi, a great Man in the Conqueror's 
Days, containing five Hides of Land. It 
was the Inheritance of Eduyne Earl of 
Mercia, before the Normans coming. In 
Domeſd ay-Book it is written Budebrock, i. e. 
a Muddy Brook, From the Heirs of 
Ralph de Limeſi it ſoon . paſs'd to Henry 
Newburgh Earl of Warwick, ſor his Son 
Roger was in Poſſeſſion of it, 23 Hen: 1. 
This Roger founded the Collegiate Church 
of Warwick, and thereupon gave this 
Church of Budbroke, and the Tithes of 
the Town to it; but the Manor he paſſed 
over to Jeffrey de Clinton, the Founder of 
Kenilworth Caſtle and Monaftry. He gave 
th is Church to the ſaid Monaſtry, but 


upon Condition, that the Canons of Re- 


nilworth ſhould pay a Mark of Silver 
yearly to the Collegiate Church of Var- 
wick. To Jeffrey ſucceeded Henry de 
Clinton, who gave two Knights Fees in 
this Place to Hugh de Bardulf, who pre- 
ſently parted with them to John de Curl? 
and his Heirs. His Grandſon John de 
Curli, adhering to King John's Enemies,” 
had all his Lands ſeized ; but his Ero- 
ther William recover'd them 33 Hen. 3 
for an hundred Marks. This William was 
an eminent Perſon, and was conſtituted 
a Judge of Aſſize and Gaol-delivery, Oc. 
He left William his Son and Heir, but he 
leaving twoDaughters only, his Heirs, Joan 
the youngeſt marrying. Robert de Haſtang, 
had this Lordſhip allotteg her, with other 
Eſtates, in the Partition. She joining with 
her Husband, made it over in Exchange 
for other Lands to Tomas Beauchamp Earl 
of Warwick, in whoſe Poſterity it conti-

nued *till it came to the Crown, 3 Hen. 7. 
In King Eduard vVI's Time it was granted 


by that King to John Dudley, Earl of 


Warwick z but in Queen Mary's Days was 


him forfeited to the Crown, and at 
firſt Leaſed to John Kitley for Twenty one 
Years; and the next Year given to Ed- 
ward Sutton, Lord Dudley, and his Heirs 
Male, who ſold it to Serjeant Puckering, 
whoſe Poſterity now, or lately did en- 
joy it. a 
The Church dedicated to St. Michael, 
with all the Tithes thereunto belonging, 
was given by Roger Earl of Warwick, to 
the Canons of the Collegiate Church 
there, as is aboveſaid; but their Right and 
Title was diſputed by Robert de Curli, Lord 
of the Manor, who claimed the Paronage 
of it, which at length was yielded to the 
Collegiate Church of Warwick and the Ca- 
nons thereof, as their only Right, by the 
ſaid Robert: So that they preſented the 
Vicar in future Times, yet with the Ap- 
probation of the Family of Curli, till 
12 Hen. 3. when William de Curli quitted 
all his Right to them; whereupon it was 
made a Præbend, and the Præbendary 
of it being the Parſon, preſented the Vicar 
to ſerve the Cure, who had a competent 
Proviſion aſſign'd him by the Biſhop. 
There was ſome Flaw it ſeems in the 
Appropriation at firſt, and therefore Ti- 
derman, Biſhop of Worcefter procured a 
new one, whereby the Church was better 
ſettled. on the Canons, and the Vicars 
Rights better ſecured to him. This was 
done 27 Eliz. FETP | 
Burnels Brome, a Manor ſo called from 
the Burnels, Lords of it. It had been 
the Eſtate of Baldwin Wake, but was pur- 


chaſed of him and Hawiſe his Wife by 


Robert Burnell, Biſhop of Bath and Wells, 
who having obtained a Charter of Free- 
Warren for all his Demeſne Lands here, 
left it ſo privileged to Sir Philip Burnell, 
His Nephew. It paſs'd all along hither- 
to with Bid ford. Sir Hugh Burnell lived 
here, and executed the Office of a Fuſtice 
of the Peace, from 1 Hen. 4. to 6 Hen. 5. 
Sir Edward, Sir Nicholas, and Sir Hugh 
Burnells, were ſummoned to Parliament 
with the Barons in their Times. When the 
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Iffue Male of the Burnells fail'd, Maut 
by her Marriage carry'd it into the Ly. 
vel's Family; and fo by the Attainder of 
Francis Viſcount Lovel, 1 Henry. 5. it 
eſcheated to the Crown with id ford, 
and. by King Henry VIII. was given to 
Gerard. Danet, one of the Eſquires of his 
Body, and Mary his Wife, in whoſe Fa- 
mily it continu'd two or three Succeſſion ; 
but at length being alienated to the Lady 
S. John's, Sir Rice Griffin, Kt. Sir John 
Sidley, Kt. Thomas Nurſe, Ferd. Dodſwell, 
and Francis Poulton, it became veſted, in 
1640, in Sir Simon Clarke, in whoſe Po- 
ſterity we ſuppoſe it ſtill to be, or late- 
ly was. 

Cheſwyke, an old Fortification, which, 
by the Form of it, and Depth of the 
Works (tho* the Circuit is not large) 
ſeems to have been Roman, The Family 
of Broughtons in Oxford/hire, were the moſt 
ancient Owners of it; for John Broughton, 
29 Edw. I. obtained a Charter of Free- 

arren for all his Demeſne Lands here; 
but Sir Thomas Broughton, Kt. 42 Edu. 3. 
ſold it to John Waryn and Richard Gower, 
which laſt had the greateſt Part of it. 
His Heir ſold it about the middle of the 
laſt Century to William Bache. 

Claverdon, the Eſtate of the Earl of 
Mallent, in the Conqueror's Time. It con- 
tained three Hides, and ſome Woods, a Mile 
in Extent, and had been in Edward the 
Confeſſor's Days the Freehold of one 
Bovi. From the Earl, as moſt of his other 
Lands did, it came to Henry de Newburgh, 
Earl of Warwick, his Brother; and in 
9 John, it was among other Things aſ- 
ſigned for the Dower of Alice, the Widow. 
of Waleran Earl of Warwick. And again 
26 Hen. 3. the like to Ela, the Widow of 
FThomas Earl of Warwick. She obtained a 
Charter of Free-Warren in all her De- 
meſne Lands here: And having purchaſed 
certain other Lands in this Place of Sir 
Henry de Lodbroke, Kt. ſhe gave them to 
the Priory of Warwick. After her de- 
ceaſe, this Lordſhip paſſed to the Beau- 
champs, of whom William de Beauchamp 
13 Edu. 1. claimed a Gallows, with the 
Aſſize of Bread and Beer in this Manor 
by Preſcription, and was. allow'd om 
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part of the Dowry of Alice, the Widow 
of Guy de Beauchamp, Earl of Warwick, 
In this Family it continu'd 'till 3 Hen. 7. 
-when it came to the Crown, and was at 


Roger Mal ford, for twenty one Years, but 
aſterward was given by King Edward VI. 
to John Dudley, Earl of Warwick, who 
being attainted 1 Mary 1. that Queen 
leaſed it out to Clement Throkmorton for 
40 Years, but Queen Elizabeth, Reg. 4. 


Earl of Warwick, and his Heirs Male, for 
want of which it return'd to the Crown, 
which fold it to Thomas Spenſer, Eſq; who 
builded a fair Houſe here, and having 
lived ſome Years with great Hoſpitality 
in it, died without Iſſue Male, and left 
it to Sir Thomas Spenſer his Heir, in whoſe 
Poſterity it is, or lately was, 

The Church of this Place, dedicated to 
St. Michael, hath' but' a fmall Revenue 
belonging to it, becauſe it appears, that 
Roger Earl of Warwick, 23 Hen. 1. gave 
to his Collegiate-Church at Warwick, 
then newly by him founded, two Parts 
of the Tithes iſſuing out of the Inclo- 


ſures of this Pariſh, and Iikewiſe of the 


Paunage of all the Woods belonging 
theretoz ſo. that the Vicars Portion was 
but ſix Marks and an half, 

Cley-Hall, of old called Fulawood, gave 
the Sirname unto an 'ancient Family, 
which deſcending by a younger Son from 
the Offords of Offord in this County, had 
their Reſidence here. Of theſe Jo Ful- 
"wood obtained a Licenſe 19 Rich. 2. of 
Tideman Biſhop of Worceſter, for a private 
Oratory at it, and Richard Clifford bis 
Succeſſor renewed it 4 Hen. 4. His Heir 
Ric hard was Eſcheator for this County 
and Leiceſterſhire, 37 Hen. 6. and Robert 
his Son was a Juſtice of the Peace for this 


Time for Gaol-deliverv. From the Ful- 
woods of this Place deſcended the Ful- 
woods late of Ford Hall in this Cuunty, 
and of Little Alne in the fame. Robert 
the eldeſt Son of the above mentioned 
Richard, ſold it to Thomas Greſwould, 35 El. 
whoſe Executors, about nine Years after,

'fo to be continued to his Heirs. The 
younger Brother of this Thomas, named 
Hugh Clopton, who being a wealthy Mer- 
cer of London, was Lord Mayor, and a 
great Benefactor to the Town of Stratford 
| — 4 Avon, (as is ſhewed above) by His 
Will bequeath'd many ſmall Legacies 
'to the Poor, certain Scholars at Oxford 
and Cambridge, divers Hoſpſtals, the Pri- 
foners in Newgate, Ludgate, Oc. He 
dy'd a Batchelor 12 Henry 7. and was bu- 
ried in the Church of St. Margaret in Loth- 
bury, where he order'd his Executors to 
provide an honeſt Prieſt for the Space 
of twenty Years after his Deceaſe, to 
pray for his Soul, and the Souls of his Fa- 
ther, Mother, and all Chriſtians; and 
Ha ve for his Salary eleven Marks, He 
bought this Manor of his elder Brother, 
and having no Hue, left it to William 
Clopton his Coufin and Heir, who alſo was 
the Owner of Cockfield. His Son William 
left only Daughters for his Heirs, of 
whom the Eldeſt Foyce marry'd Sir George 
Carew, afterward Lord Clopton; and Ann 
to William Clopton of Sledwick in the Bi- 
thoprick of Durham, a diſtant Relation, 
who inherited the Eſtates. of her Siſter 
alſo, for want of an Heir. Oo 
Cock-Bevinton, an Hamlet of Sabford, 
with which it has gone all along to the 
fame Lords, and is at this Time, or late- 
Iy was the Eſtate of Sir Simon Cler ke, Bart. 
or his Heirs. 
_  Coddbarow, a very ancient Seat belonging 
to the Montforts of Lapworth, Richard de 
Montfort, and Roſe his. Wife, being poſ- 
feſſed of it, in 37 Edw. 3. The Name 
imports a Place of Defence in a Wood, 
which is probable from the Moat round it.

liam at the Conqueror's Entrance into 


England. At the General Survey taken 
fourteen Years after, it is written Coctune, 
and certified to contain three Hides of 
Land, a Mill, ten Acres of Meadow and 
Woods ſix Furlongs in length and four 
in breadth, in which was feeding for 
fifty Hogs; all which had been before 
the Freehold of one Utonius, in the Con- 


feſſor's Days. From Tirchil it was 


taken by the Conqueror, and given to 
Henry. de Newburgh, the firſt Earl of War- 
wick His Poſterity enjoy'd it a while 
but not long; for Peter de Stadely (ſome- 


times written Peter Corbicon) was in Poſ- 


ſeſſion of it, when he founded the Priory 
of Stadeley in King Stephen's Reign, and 


gave the Church of this Place to it; 


yet a little after, a Family. that aſſum'd 
their - Sirname from this Town, were 
Owners of it; as Ranulph de Cofton, 
whoſe Son Simon gave to the Canons. of 
Alceſter a certain Place in his Woods 


here, to ere a Houſe for Hogs, and a 
Load of Wood every Week throughout 
the Year. His Son. Simon. who was a 


Knight, confirmed. to the Canons of Stude- 
ly the Advowſon of the Church of this 
Place; but leaving no Iſſue Male, this 


Manor paſſed in Marriage with his Daugh- 


ter Joan to: William de Spineto, upon a 
Partition with Cicely her Siſter ; but be-

Of this 
Family was William de Spine, who held

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voernment ſor a great Part of the Reign of 
Eduard III. when he was a Commiſſioner 


of Array, a Collector of Fifteens and 


Tenths, a Conſervator of the Peace, Oc. 


and Grey de Spine, who being a Knight, 
for this Shire in ſeveral Parlia- 
ments in King Richard II's Reign, and 
was a Commiſſioner of Array, and Eſ- 
cheator in this County in the Reign of 
King Henry IV. He left two Daughters 
for his Heirs, the youngeſt of which, 
Eleanor, marrying John Throkmorton, Eſq; 
carried this Lordſhip of Coughton into that 
Family, where it has continu'd ever 
fot K 
This Family of Throkmorton is ancient, 


having taken their Name from their Ori- 


ginal Seat in Throkmorton in the Pariſh of 
Flatbury in Worceſterſhire ; but fince this 
Manor came not into this Family but by 

on the Son of Thomas's Marriage with 


Eleanor de la Spine, we muſt begin our Ac- 


count of the Family from him, yet 


mentioning them no more than particu- 


larly concerns this Place, He was bred 


up in the Study of the Law, and was 


not only entruſted, in many important 
Affairs by the Earls of Warwick, but 


was in the Commiſſion of the Peace, and 
one of the Chamberlains of the Exche- 
quer to the King, i. e. Under Treaſurer, 
Oe. in which Station he dy'd 23 Hen. 6. 
leaving Thomas his Son and Heir, and 
John a younger Son. *Till the Time of 
this Thomas, this Family was not wholly 
poſſeſſed of Coughton, becauſe the Tracyes 
who married Alice the eldeſt Siſter, had 
a Moiety, which John Tracy her Heir 
granted by Deed to this Thomas. He 
was Sheriff of this County and Leiceſter- 
ſhire, and dying 12 Edw. 4. left Robert 
his Son and Heir, He was a Juſtice of the 
Peace the greateſt Part of his Life; made 
a Park at Coughton, incloſing therein a Com- 


mon called Wikewooad, Oc. He was a 
Perſon of great Devotion, and according 


to the Cuſtom of the Zealots of his 
Time, went on a Pilgrimage to the Holy 
Land about 10 Hen. 8. and therein dy'd. 
By his Will (which he made before he 
went) he order'd his Burial to be in the 
Church of Coughton, if he dy'd an where

in this Realm; the Eaſt Window of the 
Chancel to be glazed by his Executors, 


with the Story of the Dome, and twenty 
Shillings to be given fowards the glazing 


of the Eaft Window in the North Iſle, 
with a Repreſentation of the ſeven Sa- 
craments, and as much to that in the 
South Ifle, with a Draught of the ſeven: 


Works of Mercy; that his Feoffees to

Alms-Houſe. George his Son and Heir 
ſucceeded him in his Eſtate: He was a 
Knight, and built the ſtately Caſtle- like 


Gatehouſe of Free-Stone before his Houſe 


here, and had made the Houſe ſuitable if 


he had liv'd, but he dy'd before it was 


begun, 1 Phil. and Mar. 1. and was bu- 
ried under a Monument he had erected 
for himſelf in his Life-time towards the 
North Side of the Chancel here. He had 
ſeven Sons, but none proved of Notice but 
the Youngeſt, John, who in Queen Mary's 


Reign, was her Maſter of . 


of Cheſter, Vice Preſident of Wales, Or. He 
was knighted by Queen Elizabeth, and 
left Francis his Son and Heir, who being 
attainted for High Treaſon for corre- 
ſponding with the Queen of Scots, was 
executed for the ſame, and ſo this Line 
came to an End; but the eldeſt Son of Sir 
George's. Line named Robert, who was 
alſoa Knight, continued; for his Son and 
Heir Thomas ſucceeded him, as did alſo 
his Son Join him, whoſe Son Robert was 
created a Baronet by King Charles I. and 
ſucceeded by his Son Francis, who was 
living near the Reſtoration of King 
Charles IT. 

The Church, which is dedicated to

Hands of King Henry VIII, the Vica- 
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the Church of this Pariſh are divers Monu- 
ments for the Family of Throkmorton, viz. 


In the Body of the Church, a fair one -of 


Marble, but without Arms or Epitaph, 
for Sir Robert Throkmorton, Kt. who 


' dy'd in his Pilgrimage to the Holy 


Land : In the Cancel, one on the North 
Side for Sir George Throkmarton and Ka- 


Ztherine his Wife; and another on the 


South Side for Sir Robert Throkmorton, Kt. 
Heir of Sir George , and another for Sir 
Fokn above mentioned, whody'din 1580. 
Another on a Plate on the North Wall 
of the Chancel for Dame Elizabeth Throk- 
morion, laſt Abbeſs of Denye, and Aunt 
to Sir George, who dy'd January 13, 1547, 
and at the Bottom, Vivit Loft funera Virtus. 
In the Window of the C 

of the Houſe, are divers Arms of the 
Turokmortons, empaling thoſe of other Fa- 
milies. 

Crewenhale, a Lordſhip from whence 
a Family took its Sirname, 'as . anciently 
as: King Henry III's Time, of which, 
after five Deſcents in the Male Line, 


Jon de Crewenhale was the laſt. He left 


only one Daughter, who by Marriage 
carry'd this Eſlate in Henry VI's Time 
to William Parker of Chartley in Stafford- 
faire, whoſe Family after two Deſcents, 
ended in a Female Heir, Alice, who 
wedded Thomas Greſwould, ſecond Son to 
Sir Richard Greſwould of Solihull in this 
County, and brought this Eſtate into his 


Family. His Deſcendents, who have their 
Seat at Cobington, now are, or lately were 


the Lords of it. h a 
Dodwell, an Hamlet in the Pariſh of 
Draiton, belonging to the Family of the 
Peito's. 
Dor ſfington parva, an Hamlet belonging 
to the Pariſh of Welford in Glouceſter- 


Hire, but lying in this County, and ha- 


ving its own Lord. For in the Conque- 


ror's Time it was poſſeſſed by one 


Stephanus Lord of Melcote, and was 
then certified to contain one Hide of 
Land, which one Ordric held before the 


Normans coming. With Milcote it paſſed 
to Jeffrey Martell, and after him, firſt to 


Hayvil, and then to Langley, 4 Edward 3. 


hurch, and Hall 
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After that we find no more of it till 
9 Hen. 8. when Maud Rous Widow, wag 
certified to have converted 200 Acres of 
Land lying in this Place, from Tillage to 
Paſture, thereby laying. aſide three 
Ploughs. She was poſſeſſed of the Ca- 
pital Meſſuage, and from her it deſcended 
to Sir John Brome of Ragley, Kt. who 
held it in 3 Edw. 6. | 

Drayton, a 3 belonging to the 
Biſhops of Worceſter, long before the Con- 
queſt ; but in the Reign of King Canutus, 
it was taken from them by the Danes, 
then written Draiton. It is not men- 
tioned in Domeſday-Book, nor do we find 
any other mention of it till K. Henry II's 
Reign, when Je Frey Clinton gave it to Ro- 


bert de Lucerna, who left it to Jeffrey 


de Lucerna for an Inheritance, to reward 


him for ſome ſpecial Services he had done 


him at his Caftle of Simile, and elſe- 
where; yet to hold of him by the Service 
of one Knight's Fee, allowing his Son 
Herbert, and his Heirs, to hold it of his 


Father by the ſame Tenure. In 20 Hen. 3, 
Simon de Drayton held half a Knight's Fee 


here of the Earl of Warwick, and in 1 Ed. l. 


Ralph de Lodington was ſeized of four Yard 


Lands and an half here, which he held of 
the King at the Rent of 20s. per Ann, 
but ſoon after, he held them of Ralph the 


Son of William Beauchamp Earl of Warwick, 


by the Service of the eighth Part of a 
Knight's Fee, and 20s. a Year Rent to 
the King. Shortly after this, Richard de 
Payto is found to have, had two Yard 


Lands here, given to him and his Heirs 
by Roy/e Truſſel, who purchaſed them of 
Walter de Lodington; but Amati! the 


Daughter of Walter de Lodingtou diſputed 
Richard's. Right, but to no Purpoſe, for 
his Deſcendants held a conſiderable Part 
of this Village of Sir William Truſſel, by 
the tenth Part of a Knight's Fee many 
Ages after. 

Dunnington, a Member of Priors Sal- 
ford (of which hereafter) and compri- 
zed in all Grants with it, and ſo is now, 
or late was poſſeſſed by the Deſcendents 
of Sir Simon Clarke. | 

Eaſton, or Edriceſtone, ſo called from 
ſome ancient Poſſeſſor of it in the Saxon 

Times, 
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Times, was before the Conqueror's Time 
the Freehold, of Aibric and Uluyinus, but 
after the Normans Settlement it was poſ- 
ſefſed by Robert de Stratford, who gave it 
to the Monks in Conchis in Normandy, but 
was reſum'd by his Grandſon Robert in 
exchange for other Lands, How it paſ- 


ſed from that Family doth not appear, 


but it is found 6 John, to be the Eſtate of 
Ralph de Rupery's, which that King then 
ſeiz d for his Diſloyalty, and granted it 
to Godfrey Crawcumbe, who having for- 
ſeited it ſoon after, it eſcheated to the 
Crown again, and therein continued *till 
King Henry III. Reg. 31. granted it to 
Peter de Montfort, of whom William de 
Edricheſton held it by the Rent of half a 
a Knight's Fee, yet by the,Grant of the 
ſaid Peter, the Monks of Bordeſley, and 
the Freeholders of Burley and Edricheſton 


| had a Right of Commonage upon the bar- 


ren Grounds, Fallows, and plough'd Lands 
after the Crop was off, From the Fami- 
ly of Edricheſton, it paſſed to Sir Nicho- 
las Cyfrewaſt, Kt. and from his Heirs to 
Henry de Bray, who conveyed it to Walter 
de Aylesbury, and his Heirs, in whom it 


continu'd divers Ages, and was by them 


much improved; for Walter de Ayleſ- 
bury, 13 Edward 1. obtained a Char- 
ter of Free-Warren in all his Demeſne 


Lands here, Roger his ſecond Son ſuc- 


ceeded him in this Manor, and his Poſteri- 
ty, many of them Men of Note, continu'd 
in. Poſſeſſion of it *till 30 Hen. 6. when 
2. de Aylesbury, dying without Ifſue- 

ale, Jaan his only Daughter and, Heir 
marrying Thomas Somervile of Somervile- 


Aſton in Glouceſterſhire, brought this Lord- 


ſhip and many other Eftates into his Fa- 
mily, which made it their Principal Seat. 


Several of this Family were Knights, and 


one of them, viz. John Somervile, Eſq; 
an hot ſpirited Man, and a furious Zea- 


lot for the Popiſh Religion, undertook, 


thro* the Inſtigation of one. Hall a Ro- 
miſh Prieſt, to kill Queen Elizabeth, as he 
confeſſed at his Apprehenſion; and tho” 
he was condemned for the Treaſon, the 
Forfeiture of his Eſtate was prevented by 
his being found ſtrangled in the Priſon, 
and ſo his Poſterity continued Lords of 
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this Place, and were ſo not long fince, if 


they are not now. 
Exhall, or as it is called in Domesday- 


Book Ecoleſhele, where it is ſaid to be cer- 
tified to contain one Hide and an half. 


It was in Edward the Confeſſor's Days 


the Freehold of one Swain, but by the 


Norman Conqueror given with many other 
Lands to William the Son of Corbuc#on, of 


whom one Tunkill held it.

Peter de Lei- 
cefter held 80 Acres of Land here, and 


leaving them to Julian his Siſter and Heir, 


ſhe by her Marriage transferr'd them to 


Walter de Bernthorp and his Heirs: Alſo 
10 Hen. 6. John Ippernell, Yeoman, poſ- 


ſeſſed two Meſſuages and three Yard 
Lands here, which he held by the fifth 


Part of a Knight's Fee ; and Elizabeth. 
Walfngham, Widow, died ſeized of two 


Meſſuages and 62 Acres of Land here, 
leavingFohnWalfingham her Coulin and next 
Heir. All this while the Heirs of Cor- 
uc ion held the fourth Part of a Knight's 
Fee here of the Earl of Warwick, It is: 
now reputed a Member ef Overſley, be- 


cauſe the Lord of that Place enjoys the 


Royalty of it. 


The Church of this Place was origi- | 


nally a Chapel belonging to Salt ford, and 


with it given to the Canons of Kenilworth, 


to whom it was confirm'd by the Biſhop 
of Worceſter, Ralph de Budiford, and Sir 
Richard de Eccleſtall, Kt. refigning their 
Right in the Ad vowſon at the ſame Time. 
It was dedicated to S. Giles by the ſame 
Biſhop, and endow'd. with a Glebe and 
Tithes, but they were never appropri- 
ated to the Monaſtery, but always con- 
tinu'd to the Parſon ſerving the Cure, 
paying to the Canons of Keni/worth year- 
ly 135. and 4 d. as a Penſion. On a 
Plate of Braſs fixed on a raiſed Monu- 
ment of Freeſtone, near the North 
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of this Church, is. an Inſcription for 
John Walſingham, Eſq; and Eleanor his Wife, 
which Johndy'd Jan. 20, 1566. 

Forde- Hall, a Manor in the PrecinAs of 
Aſpley, but granted in the Reign of King 
Edward I. by Sir Fohn de Somery, to one 
Roger de Ford, of Aſpley, (or Aſpele) and 
" Agatha his Wife, and their Heirs, at the 
yearly Rent of 12 d. as alſo Foreign Ser- 
vice, and Suit to the Court of him the 
faid John and his Heirs. - From him in 
ſucceeding Times, it was called Ford- Hall, 
and 5 Rich. 2. paſſed by the Name of a 
Manor from Nicholas Prylle of Ludlow, 
to Henry Bonnebury and his Heirs, and from 
them in after Times to John Fulwood, in 
King Henry VIII's Reign, in Marriage 
with Joan the Daughter of Nicholas Heath. 
His Grandſon John having no Heirs Male, 
and leaving ſix Daughters and Coheirs, 
this Lordſhip, upon the Partition, became 
the Inheritance of Grace the youngeſt but 


One, who was marry'd to Angel Gray of 
King fton in Dorſetſhire, Eſq; and brought 


it into his Family. | 
For -wood, a Member originally of Whit- 
ley, though 14 Edw. 1. it was entail'd by 


Peter de Montfort, with Haſelholt, here- 


after mentioned, From the aboveſaid 
Peter deſcended John de Montfort, who 
24 Ed. 1. dy'd ſeiz'd of a certain Meſ- 
ſuage here, with a ſmall Park and three 
Carucates of Land, held in Demeſne of 
the Lord Stafford, by the Service of three 
Shillings,, and Suit to his three Weeks 
Court at Wotton z but afterwards it be- 
aame a Member of Beldeſert. 

Fulbroke, a Village fituate upon the 
River Avon, which being deep here, 
probably gave Name to the Town, In 
the Conqueror's Time it was the Eſtate of 


the Earl of Mallent, and contained two 


Hides and a Mill. It was held by one 
Alfled a Woman, in the Confeſſor's Days. 
The Earl left it to Henry de Newburgh his 
Brother, as he did his other Lands, and 
Roger Earl of Warwick, his Son, gave 
to his Collegiate Church of Warmwi k, 
then newly founded, half an Hide of 
Land, and two Parts of the Tithcs of his 
Demeſne here, and the Mill, and enfeoft 
Jeffrey de Turvile with it, For Earl Wil- 


liam certified, that the ſaid Jeffrey held of 
him one Knight's Fee Je Viterf Refa, | 


to, which his Son William inherited; but 
his Son Simon had but half ef it 36 Hen. z. 


and had alienated that 52 Hen. 3. ſo that 
it was in the Hands of Henry Hubard. 
Many were the Owners of it in after 


Time; as Jabel the Wife of William Ger- 
nux, who fold it to William Hinkellee, 


from whom it was ſoon paſſed to Nicho- 
las de Warwick and Joan his Wife, by Alice 
Widow of William de. Hinkellee. He pur- 


chaſed 34 Edw. 1. a Court Leet here, of 
that King, to himſelf and his Heirs; as 
alſo Aſſize of Bread, Infangthef, Gallows, 


Weyfs, and other Privileges, obliging - 
- himſelf to pay a Rent yearly into the Ex- 
chequer for the ſame. This Nicholas was 
a learned Man in the Laws of this King- 
dom; and on that Account, was made the 


King's Attorney General, Oc. He left 
two Sons, which ſucceſſively inherited 


his Eſtates, viz. Nicholas and William, 


which Jaſt had this, and parted with it 
to John de Haſtings, Lord Bergavenny, who 
dy'd ſeiz'd of it, leaving it to 7% his 


Son, but Julian his Widow had it for her 
Dowry. The laſt of the Haſting Family 


that enjoy'd it, was John de Haſtings, Son 


of John Earl of Pembroke, who dying 
without Iſſue, left it to Reginald Lord 


Grey of Ruthin, his Couſin and next Heir, 
13 Kich. 2. From him, by Reaſon of an 
Entail made by Jon de Haſtings, it 
paſſed to William Beauchamp, Lord Berga- 


ven, younger Brother to the Earl of War- . 
wich, whoſe Lady Joan built a ſumptuous 
Gatehouſe Here, as alſo a Lodge, which 


laſt was ſtanding *till the latter end of 
K. Henry VIII's Reign; but the Gatchouſe 


was demoliſhed before. In the Reign of 


King Henry VI. John Duke of Bedford, 
third Son of King Henry IV. held it of 
the Crown by the third Part of a Knight's 
Fee. He made the Park, and built a 
little Caſtle of Brick and Stone within it. 
He dy'd ſeiz'd of it, 14 Hen. VI. and lett 


the Knight's Nephew his Heir, who 


who granted the Cuſtody of it to Jh 
Talbot, Lord Liſle, to hold during Lite, 
but whether he enjoy'd it ſo long is not 


certain; for King Edward IV. Keg. 2. 
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gave it to Richard Newill, Earl of War- 


wick, who being kill'd in Barnet-Field, 


fighting againſt him, he ſeiz'd it, and 
' ſettled it on his Brother George, Duke of 
Clarence, and his Heirs z who being at- 
' tainted 18 Edu. 4. it came tothe Crown 
again, but the Caſtle, Lodge, and Gate- 
houſe, were then very ruinous, as alſo a 
Chapel, which had been a Church, It 


remain'd in the King's Hands, *till King 


Henry VIII. gave the Cuſtody of the Park 
to 5 Lucy, Reg. 2. during Pleaſure; 
and ſoon aſter to Sir William Compton, Kt. 
who pull'd down the Caſtle, and with the 
Materials built his Houſe at Compton Wy- 
neate in The Church 
wasalſo demoliſhed with the Caſtle and 
other Buildings, ſo that 6 Hen. 6. there 
was but four Inhabitants in the Place, 
Nous our Countryman complains ſadly 
of the Duke of Bedford tor this De popu- 
lation. 

Hampton upon Avon, of old call'd Bi- 
ſhops: Hampton, becauſe it belong'd to the 
See of Worceſter in the Saxon Times, 
The Name of Hampton is taken from its 
high Situation, Hean in Saxon, being the 
ſame with Altus in Latin, and ſo it ought 
to be called as originally it was, Heantone, 
tho' it now be corruptly called and written 
Hamtone or Hampton. The addition upon 
Avon, is to diſtinguiſh it from other 


Hamptons in this County. It was then 


a Hamlet belonging to Stratford, and by 
the Conqueror's Survey, it was certified 


to contain twelve Hides, a Church, a 


Mill, and Woods a Mile in Length and as 
much in Breadth. Walter de Cantilupe held 
it of the Biſhops, and 39 Hen. 3. obtained 
of that Prince a Charter of Free-Warren in 
all hisDemeſneLands here, for himſelf and 
Succeſſors. It continu'd in the Biſhop's 
Poſſeſſion' till 3 Edw. 6. when John Dud- 
ley, Earl of Warwick, obtained it in 
exchange for other Lands of Nicholas Heath, 
then Biſhop of Worceſter ; but being at- 
tainted in Queen Mary's Reign, that 
Queen granted the Inheritance thereof, 
with the Advowſon of the Rectory, 
Reg 3. and 4. to Thomas Lucy of Charlecote, 
Eſq; whoſe Poſterity now, or lately did 
enjoy its 
VOL 


The Church is dedicated to S. Peter ad 
Vincula, but there was a Portion of 20 s. 
per Annum, iſſuing out of it, to be paid 
to the Monks of Coventry, while thar 
Houſe was ſlanding. : 

Hatton upon Avon, is a Member of this 


Place, and with it paſſed to John Dudley 
Earl of Warwick z and after his Attainder, 


paſſed with it to the Lucys of Clerlecote. 
It hath long been depopulated, and hath 
ſcarce any Remembrance of it but in 
Rous's Hiſtory. 

Hampton-Curli, takes its Addition from 
the Curli's, anciently Lords of it, for Di- 
ſtintion Sake, In the Conqueror's Sur- 


vey it is not mentioned, becauſe it was 
then, as it ſtill continues, an Hamlet of 


Budbroke. It had a Chapel in King Ste- 
phen's Time belonging to that Mother- 
Church, which Chapel was built by Ro- 
bert de Curli; for 'tis manifeſt, that in his 
Time, and by him partly, it was en- 
dowed with a Glebe at the Dedication of 
the Church-Yard, viz. Three Parts of 
one Yard Land incloſed, and two Acres 
of every Yard Land in the Field by each 
of his Tenants, to which one Auskitel 
added two Acres on each Side of the 
Field, the Prieſt having by ancientCuſlom 
out of the Town-Woods, Houſe-bote, Hey- 
bote, and Fire-bote. With Budbrołe it 
hath always had the ſame Lord and Poſ- 
ſeſſors, as the Lord Haſtivgs, and his Fa- 
mily, and in Exchange with the Beau- 
champs Earls of Warwick in Edward III's 
Time; after whom it was poſſeſſed, as 
is ſaid in Budbroke above. 2g 
Hatton, by contraction from Heathton, 
from its Situation near an Heath, is not 
mentioned in Domeſday-Boob. Hugh Fitz.- 
Richard, in the beginning of King Stephen's 
Reign, gave the Church and Lands of this 
Place to the Monaſlry of Wroxiall, of 
which he was the Founder. Henry de 
Newburgh, the firſt Earl of Warwick of 
the Norman Line, was the chief Lord, 
and Hugh Fitz. Richard held it of him, 
and from it afterwards took his Sirname. 
Iſſue Male failing in his Family, Mar- 


gery one of the Coheirs marrying into the 


Family of Clintons, carried all the Lands 
of this Hamlet, ſave what the Nuns of 
1111 | Wrox. 
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Wroxhall and Canons of Studely had, into 
his Family. Sir Thomas Clinton, Grand- 
child of the ſaid Margery, gave her Part 
of this Manor to his youngeſt Son Fames 
and his Heirs ; but he ſoon after quitted 
it to his elder Brother Jon, who com- 
menced a Suit againſt William de Beauchamp 


Earl of Warwick, for the whole Manor ; 
but the Earl pleading that he held but a 


third Part of it, had the better of him 
in the Suit; fo that he was obliged to 
quit his whole Claim to the Manor, and 
the Earl and his Poſterity enjoy'd it *till 
Ann, Counteſs of Warwick, gave up all 
the Lands of that Earldom to the King, 
3 Hen. 7. That Part which the Nuns of 
Wroxhall had in this Hamlet, was re- 
9 a Manor in King Edward VI's 

ime, when it was in the King's Hands. 
The Church was dedicated to the Holy 


Trinity, but was not Preſentative in 


King Edward III's Reign. There was 
a Portion of 4 s. per Annum iſſuing out 
of it to the Canons of Warwick, *till that 
Monaſtry was diſſolved. 

Haſeley, or Haſele, was in the Conque.« 
ror's Time poſſeſſed by Haſculf Muſard, 
but held of him by Humfridus, the Pro- 
genitor of the Family of Haſtings, and 
then certified to contain three Hides, and 


Half a Virgate of Land, a Church, a Mill, 


and Woods a Mile in Length and two 
Furlongs in Breadth. It was the Free- 
Hold of one Azur before the Norman In- 
vaſion. Aytrope Haſtang, Grandchild to 
the faid Humfridus, fold it to William Tur- 
pin, a Gentleman of the King's Bed- 
chamber, for 80 Marks; reſerving from 
the ſaid William and his Heirs, the half 
and tenth Part of a Knight's Fee, which 
Humfridus paid to his Lord for the ſame. 


From William Turpin, it was convey'd to 


Roger de Cherlecote, and Osbert de Turpin 
confirmed it by a Fine to Thomas de Cher- 
lecote, Roger's Son, 7 Hen. III. This 
Thomas was ftrangled by three of his Ser- 
vants, and caſt into a Pool in this Place. 
Twas thought at firſt that he killed 
himſelf, and ſo his Goods were ſeized into 
the King's Hands; but the Murder being 
found out, the Actors were puniſh'd ac- 
cording to their Demerits, and his 
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Goods reſtored to his Heirs, Thomas his 
Son inherited this Manor, and procured a 
Charter of Free-Warren for all its De- 
meſne Lands. He was Sheriff of this 
County, one of the Juſtices for the Gaol. 
delivery at Warwick, Oc. In the Com- 


miſſions he was ſtiled Thomas de Haſele, 


as well as Thomas de Cherlecote, Robert 
his Son, paſſed away his Title to this 
Manor, to Guy de Beauchamp, Earl of 
Warwick, 30 Ed. 1. and in his Poſterity 
it continu'd, fave a fmall Space that 
Thomas Holland, Earl of Kent had in 
Richard IT's Reign, *till the Lands of 
this Earl were given to King Henry VII. 
Rez. 3. But in King Edward VI's Days, 
John Dudley Earl of Warwick, obtained 
it for himſelf and Heirs ; but upon his 
Attainder, 1 Mar. 1. it was by that Prin- 
ceſs granted to Michael Throkmorton and 
his Heirs, in whom it is, or late was. 
The Church, dedicated to the Viſi- 
tation of the Bleſſed Virgin, was given 
to the Monaftry of S. Oſwald at Noftell in 
Yorkſhire, by Anfride Haſtang, in King 
Henry I's Time ; but they had it not 
long, if at all, for the Canons of War- 
wick had it afterwards. Thomas de Cher- 
tecote contended a while for the Right of 
Patronage to it, but at length releaſed it 
to them. It paid a Penſion of 45. year- 
ly, to the Canons of Warwick. 
Haſeler, a Lordſhip, poſſeſſed by U!- 
viet and Aluric, before the coming of 
the Nor mans; but after the Conqueror's 
Settlement, by Nicholas Baliſtarius, and 
at the making of his Survey, was cer- 
tified to contain five Hides of Land, a 
Mill, and a Salt-Houfe, In that Record 
it is written Haſelov, for Haſelowere, ſo 
called from the Haſels growing by it, 
and the Word Over, fignifying an High 
Ground, for it ſtands upon a notable 
Aſcent. From Baliſtarias, it paſſed to 
Nicholas de Pole, one of King Henry I's 


Juſtices; but his Poſterity ſoon after con- 


vey'd it to William de Haſtings, of whom 
Robert Lyvet, who took from it the 
Name Haſelovere, held it by the Ser- 
vice of a Pair of White Spurs, 9 £4. 2. 
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with the Advowſon of the Church, to 
John de Trillow and his Heirs, 3 Ed. 3. 
OF both theſe, wiz. Lyvet and Chiltenham, 
Robert de Stratford, Parſon of Stratford, 
purchaſed the whale Manor, with the Ad- 
yowſon of the Church, but kept them 
not long 3 for 20 Edward III. William de 
Meldon accounted for it as half a Knight's 
Fee, and preſented to the Church as Pa- 
tron ; but within a few Years it was 
ſold to Sir A!/maric S. Anand, Kt. who 
convey'd it to William de Stoke and Tho- 
mas Stkindon, who paſſed it ſoon aſter 
to Thomas de Beauchamp, Earl of War- 
wick, This Earl, by his Special Charter, 
beſtowed it the ſame Year upon the 
Canons of the Collegiate Church of War. 
wick, and their Succeſſors for ever. But 
the Earl being ſoon after attainted, King 
Richard II. ſeiz'd it with the Earl's 
other Lands, and gave it Robert Gow/ell, 
Eſq; but that King being depos'd a 
little after, the Earl was reſtored to his 
Poſſeſſions, and the Canons of Warnvick 
to this Manor; but upon the Diſſolu- 
tion of the College, it was given by 
King Edward VI. to Sir Ralph Sadler, 
Kt Maſter of the Wardrobe, and his 
ers. 

The Church and Church-Yard was 
founded by the King, to the Honour of 
Chriſt, the Bleſſed Virgin, 8. Laurence, 
and All Saints; and was originally en- 
dowed with an Houſe ſor the Parſon, two 
Yard Lands, lying in the Fields of Haſe- 


ore and Walcote, and ſomePaſture Grounds, 


with a certain Place and Croft lying op- 
polite thereunto. To theſe Nicholas de 
Pile added eleven Acres of Wood, Com- 
mon of Paſture for eight Oxen, ſour 
Kine, and a Bullock; ſix Buſhels of 
Oats, the Law Griſt of his Mill, and 
Liberty of Fiſhing with the Shuf-Net, 
but not dragg. While the Canons of 
Varuick were in Poſſeſſion of the Appro- 


priation, the Vicars Penſion was only 


6/. 135. 44. per Annum, the Reftory 
being then valued at 217. a Year. 
Haſelholt, if it were ever a Place of 


Habitation, bath now no Appearance-of 


it. Tt isonly a certain Number of Fields, 


having their Name from an Holt or 


Grove of Haſels z however it ſeems to 
have been a kind of Hamlet of old, for 
50 Hen. 3. Peter de Montfort had four 
Marks of Rent iſſuing out of this Place, 

and afterward, 14 Edu. 1. it was en- 
tail'd by his Son Peter upon the Iſſue of 
his Son John, when it is ſaid to con- 
tain half a Knight's Fee, and to be held 
of Roger de Mowbray, But in 13 Hen. 4. 
William de Beauchamp, Lord Bergavenny, 
dy'd ſeized of it, as a Member of the 
Caſtle and Manor of Beldeſert; but the 
Reverſion of it belonged to William Bo- 
teler of Suydley, and Baldwin the Son of 
Sir Baldwin evil, Kt. as Heirs entail. 

Heel. Grange, an Eſtate belonging to 
the Monaſlry of Bordeſley in Worceftcr- 
fire, given to it by Maud the Empreſs, 
upon her Foundation of that Monaſtry. 
It was rated with Lee, (called in the 
Record Lega) 19 Edu. 1. at ſeven Ca- 
racutes of Land, and was with the Mo- 
naftry paſſed to King Henry VIII. 
Reg. 30. by John Biley, and the Convent 
to the uſe of the ſaid King, his Heirs 
and Succeſſors. That King being thus 
poſſeſſed of it, granted it with the whole 
Abbey, four Years after, to Sir Andrew 
Windſor, Kt. Lord Windſor, in exchange 
for the Manor of Stanwell in Middleſex, 
with. its Appurtenances in ſeveral other 
Counties. The ſucceeding Lords Wind- 
for, have ſince made it one of their 
principal! Seats, and ſome of them have 
been bury'd in the Chancel of Tar#ick, 
which is in this County, tho? the Church 
and Pariſh: are in Worceſterſhirxes There 
are two very magnificent Monuments, 
one on the North Side for Katherine, Ba- 
roneſs Wind/or, Daughter of Join Earl 
of Oxford, and Widow of Edward Lord 
Windſor 3; and the other for Henry Lord. 
Windfor, Son of the aboveſaid Edward, 
on the South Side of the Chancel. He 
dy'd in 1605. 

Hilborough, a Lordſhip anciently given 
by | together with Grafton, 
to the Monks of Eveſiam; but having 
been wreſted from them by ſome Potent 
Men in the Saxon Times, was ſoon after: 
the Norman Conqueſt given to Ur/o D' 
Abitot, and Osborn Son of Richard, as 

L144 6 appears 
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appears by Domeſday Book, wherein it is 
written, Hildeborde, and Hildebereud. 
What Ur/o held was then certify'd to con- 
tain one Hide and an Half, having been 
in the Confeſſor's Time, the Freehold of 
one Ernvi; but Osborn's Proportion is not 
known. Whether the Monks of Eveſlam 
were ever aſter repoſſeſſed of it, is not 
known; yet we find, that Abbot Robert, 
who liv'd in the Beginning of King Wil- 
liam Rufus's Reign, made a Grant thereof 
to William de Sevecurte ; but if he held it 
at all, *twas not long; for in King Ste- 
Phen's Reign, Peter de Stodleg, the Pro- 

enitor of the Family of Coròixon, and 
5 — Mont fort, were Owners of great 
Part of it; and that immediately upon 
the Foundation of Bordſley Abby, the 
ſame Peter gave to that Monaſtry ten 
Acres of Land ly ing here, in whoſe Grant 
it was written Hilburgworth, Fiſhing in 
the River Avon, and free Paſſage thro” 
his Flood-gates here. Peter Corbizon and 
William Cantilupe, had ſome Intereſts in 
the Lordſhip, in King John's Reign; 
but in the Reign of King Henry III. it 
was veſted wholly in Henry Hubaut, tho' 
Montfort laid claim to ſome Part of it, 
and a Suit was commenced in the King's 
Court about it; but it was recover'd by 
Hubaut. It was then accounted half a 
Knight's Fee, and was held of Haſtings 
Earl of Pembroke by John Hubard, the 
Heir of Henry, whoſe Poſterity have en- 
joy'd it ever ſince, unleſs they have lately 
aliened it. 

Honiley, the Lordſhip and Eſtate of Ri- 
chard Peache, in the Reign of K. Henry III. 
part of which he obtain'd of Henry de 
Bereford, viz. certain Lands, wherewith 
Ralph de Grafton was enfeoffed by Valeran, 
Earl of Warwick ; and another Part, which 
he the ſaid Ralph had by the Grant of 
Hugh Fitz.-Williams, Lord of Hatton, both 
Parts being deſcribed by certain Metes 
and Bounds, viz. burdering on the Earl 
of Warwick's Park, called Wedgnock, as 
alſo upon the Park of Kenilworth, and 
ſo extending to a Torrent call'd Merebrook, 
Oc. all which the ſaid Richard Peche, was 
to hold for himſelf and his Heirs, of the 
faremention'd Henry de Bereford, and his 


Heirs, by the yearly Rent of 12 penco 
and a Pair of Gloves. Theſe Lands were 
confirmed to him by Margery, the Siſter 
of the ſaid Ralph Grafton, and Falicia her 
Daughter; but the Reſidue of this Lord- 
ſhip (then written Hunilegh) with the 
Ad vowſon of the Church, did William de 
Arden give to Richard Peche in frank Mar. 
riage with Hawi/e his Daughter, in whoſe 


Family it continu'd till King Henry IV's 


Time, when Margaret the Daughter and 
Heir of Sir John Peche, carry'd it with 
divers other Eſtates, in Marriage to Sir 
William Montfort of Col/hill, Kt. whoſe 
Grandfon, Sir Simon Montfort, Kt. being 
attainted 11 Hen. 7. this Lordſhip, with 
many other of his Poſſeſſions, came to the 
Crown, and was the next Year granted by 
the ſaid King to Gerald Earl of Kildare, 
and Elizabeth his Wife, and the Heirs 
Male of their Bodies lawfully begotten, 
They obtain'd of the ſame King, Reg. 18. 
a Charter of Free Warren in all their De- 
meſn Lands here, and left Iffue Sir Janes 
Fitz,-Gerald, Kt. who being attainted 28 
Hen. 8. it eſcheated to the Crown, and 
was granted to Sir Thomas Palmer, a mar- 
tial Man; but adhering to the Duke of 
Northumberland, 1 Mar. 1. he loſt his Life 
and Eſtate, which being in that Queen's 
Hands, ſhe gave it to Michael Throkmorton, 
Eſq; and his Heirs ; who dy'd ſeiſed of 
it, and left it to his Son Francis, then 
but Seven Years of Age. One Hil! was 
then in Poſſeſſion of it, and held it by a 
long Leaſe from Sir Thomas Palmer, which 
Robert Earl of Leiceſter knowing, under 


the Colour of a Title from Francis, one 


of his younger Sons, poſſeſſed himſelf of 
it, and kept it to his Death; after which, 
Thomas Hill, the eldeſt Son, getting it 
again, ſold it to Roger Burgoigne of Wrox- 
hall, Eſq; 
The Church of this Place, dedicated to 
S. John Baptiſt, was never valu'd propter 
paupertatem ; for it appears, that 26 H.6. 
all the Profits thereto belonging, were ſo 
ſmall, that they ſufficed not to maintain 4 
Prieſt, but that the Cure was uſually 
ſerved by ſome Fryar, that came from 
Warwick, and received the ſame, with 
other Offerings, from the nv

Hunſcote, is an Hamlet in the Pariſh of 
Hampton upon Avon, but long fince depo- 
pulated z but while it flouriſhed, Walter 
Fitz-Ralph had half an Hide of Land 
lying in it, which he paſſed to Thomas de 


Erdington. From this Thomas deſcended 


Henry his Grandchild, who was certify'd 
to be the Lord thereof by the 3d Part of 
a Knight's Fee, yet held one Carucate of 
it of William Stafford, to whom he did 
Homage 23 Edv. 3. and ſo held of him 


one Meſſuage, four Yard Lands in De- 


weſne, and two- in Villainage, by the 
12th Part of a Knight's Fee. All theſe 
continu'd in the Family of Erdington di- 


vers Ages. But this ſeems not to have 


been the whole Manor ; for one Thomas 
Muſton had the Refidue, which was ſo 
great a Part, that he, in the Record, is 
ſtiled Dominus de Hunteſcote; but both 


Parts were at length united about King 


Edward IV's Time, when Sir William 
Lucy of Charlecote, Kt. purchaſed them, 
and dy'd ſeiſed of them 7 Hen. 7. leaving 
Edmund his Son and Heir, in whoſe Po- 
ſterity it now is, or lately was. 

Inge, originally a Member of Old Strat- 
ford, and ſignifieth in the Saxon Language 
a Meadow or low Ground, which agrees 
well to its Situation. It was firſt a Mem- 
ber of Hampton 2 Avon, and granted 
in Fee by ſome of the Biſhops of Vorce- 
ſter, to Adam de Crombe, who is faid in 
the Regiſter, to hold five Hides of that 
Manor. His Son Simon de Crombe inhe- 
rited it after his Father, in K. Edward T's 
Reign; but ſold it to Robert de Stratford, 
Parſon» of Stratford, 2 Edu. 3. who at 
that Time purchaſed an Eſtate of William 
Harewcll, which he held here for the 
Life of his Wife Joan. It ſeems, that 
this Robert de Stratford purchaſed the 
whole for the Uſe of his Brother John de 
Stratford, Biſhop of Winchefter, to whom 
in the next Vear, he paſſed all his Title ; 
and the Biſhop, by Licence from the Bi- 


| ſhop of Worceſter, (of whoſe Fee it was) 


granted it to the Chantry which he had 
newly founded at the Altar of S. Thomas 
the Martyr, in the South Iſle of Strat ford 
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Church, from which Time it was repu- 
ted a Member of Stratford upon Avon. 
This Manor continu'd for the Uſe of the 
Chantry, *till the Diffolution of it in 
the Reign of King Edward VI. Anno 2. 
when being in the Crown, it was granted 
to Richard Pallady, Gent. and Francis Foxe- 
all, Citizen of London, to be held in Ca- 
ite, by the 11th Part of a Knight's Fee; 
but they paſſed it over to Thomas Hawkins 
of Warwick ſoon after, as he alſo did, the 

Iſt of Queen Mary I. to Vill. Clapton, Eſq; 
Kinewarton, a Village, which takes its 
Name from one Kineward, the Poſſeſſor of 
it in the Saxon Times. Egwin Bifhyp of 
Worcefter, when he founded the Abby of 
Eveſham, in the Year 714, gave it to the 
Monks there. In the Conqueror's Survey 
it is certify'd to contain three Hides of 
Land and a Mill, which were at that 
Time held by one Ranulph, whoſe Son 
Ranulph ſucceeded him in the Leafe, and 
aſſumed the Name of Kinewarton, from 
the Place; but it was then called Chene- 
vertone, as that Record ſhews. He had a 
Brother at that Time, Abbot of Eveſham, 
named William. Ranulph held thoſe Hides 
in Demeſne, as under the Monks, and 
left them to his Son Robert, who endow'd 
Joan the Wife of Richard de Bruiley (his 
aughter) with one of them, which laid 
the Foundation of a Controverſy between 
the Deſcendants of the ſaid Richard and 
Joan; for Robert their Son ſued the Monke 
for five Yard Lands here ; but they ſoon 
put an End to it by buying Robert's In- 
tereft z which having gain'd, they claim'd 
by Preſcription a Court Leet, with the 
Aſſize of Bread and Beer, Weifs, and di- 
vers other Privileges, and were allow'd 
them. After this, in the Reign of Ed- 
ward II. Walter Beauchamp granted the 
ſaid Monks one Meſſuage, three Acres of 
Meadow, and 4os. Rent, which he had 
held of them by the Service of 104. a 
Year. Thus this Manor continu'd to the 
Monks of Eveſham, till the Diffolution 
of their Abby by K. Henry VIII. Reg. 32. 
a little after which it was granted out of 
the Crown to Anthony Skinner of London, 
Gent. from whom it deſcended to his two 
Sons, George and William ſucceſſively; __ 
ter 
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after the Death of the laſt, to William his 
Grandſon, who ſold it to Fulk Lord Gre- 
vile, ſome Time in the laſt Century. 
The Church of this Place, with the 
Chapels of Alne and Witheley, thereunto 
elonging, was given to the Monks of 


Eveſham, in King Henry II's Time, by. 


Ranulph de Kinewarton, with the Conſent 
of Alexander his Son, for the Health of 
his own, and Chriſtian his Wife's Soul, 


by a Deed, which he preſented upon the. 


Altar of that Monaſtery, giving them. 
Seiſin thereof. It was new built about 
9 Edu. 2. and Walter de Maidftone, Biſhop 
of Worceſter, conſecrated it, and the High 
Altar, to which it belong'd, and had. fo 
done Time out of Mind, a certain Meſ- 
ſuage, and one Yard Land in Aln, as part 
of the Glebe. To this Place belongs 

Kingle, a ſmall Hamlet, or Manor, the 
Eſtate of Stephan de ebe who 5 fen. 3. 
granted it to Ranulph. Abbot of Eueſlam, 
and his Succeſſors, containing at that 
Time 150 Acres of Land lying: there. 
The Abbot afterwards, 13 Edw. 1. made 
a Claim to a Court Leet here, and divers 


- Other Privileges by Preſcription, as. he 
had done at Kinewarton, and obtain'd 


them. It is not mention'd in the.Conque- 
ror's Survey, but is ſuppoſed to be then 
Involved in the Manor of Witheley, (writ- 
ten in that Record Wilelei.) In 43 Edu. 3. 
Fohn Rous of Ragley, exchanged for this 
Lordſhip, certain Lands elſewhere. ; fo 
that we do nat find, that the Monks of 
Eveſham had ever after, any Thing to do 
Here. The Extent of the Lands he had, 
were 90 Acres, and ſeven Acres of Mea- 
dow, as appears by an Inquiſition taken 
3 Hen. 6. after the Death of William Rous. 
Whether it remained in that Family lon- 
ger, we know not, for we find no Men- 
tion of it, *till 3 Rich. 3. when Richard 
Burdet of Arrow, Eſq; was the Poſſeſſor 
of it, and left it to his Iſſue by Joyce his 
Wife, according to the Entail he had made 
of it, by which Means it is now come to 
the Lord Conway, to whoſe Anceſtor, Aune, 
the Daughter and Heir of the ſaid Richard 
Burdet, was marry'd; as was alſo Joyce 
Her Mother, to another of them. 

Kirg's Brome, now a Village, diſtin 


from Burnell's Brome, (above mention'd) 
was not ſo moſt anciently ; but probably 
was firſt ſo called, when Ceolred, King of 
Mercia, Anno 711, gave it to the Monks 
of Eveſham, They held it 'till after the 


Norman Conqeuſt, when Odo, Biſhop of 
Baieux, half Brother to King William I. 


wreſted it from them; and then it was 


certify'd to contain four Hides of Land, 


held by one Stephanus, as appears from 
his Survey, in which it is ſaid, that five 
Freemen were Owners of it beſore the 
Conqueſt; but then it muſt be ſuppos'd, 
that they held it of the Monks of Eve- 
ſham. Odo gave it to Osborn Fitz.-Richard, 
who mortgaged it to Egelwine Abbot of 


| Eve/ham, for four Marks of Gold; and 


becauſe he would not repay them, reſign'd 
the Fee to the Abbots but when the Ab- 
bot was dead, ſeiz'd upon it without pay- 
ing the Money. But notwithſtanding this 
Donation to the Abby, it ſeems Ralph de 
Boteler had a Title to ſomething in it; 


for upon his Foundation of the Monaſtry 


at Alceſter, he gave, 5 Steph. the Tithes 
hereof to it; but what he held was un- 
der the King, as his Tenant, as did di- 
vers others, who had Parcels of Lands in 
it, viz, Jeffrey Martell, William de Crick- 
lade, Robert de Brome, Oc. who, in later 


Time, paſſed over their Shares to William 


de Boteler, Walter Pickerell, Peter Leice- 
ter, and Richard Stand ford, by the Mar- 
riage of whoſe Heirs, his Part came to 
the Families of Harewell and Morehall. 
Kington, in the Conqueror's Survey 
written Cinfon, when it was held by the 
Earl of Mallent, and was certify'd td con- 
tain one Hide and Half, then waſte, with 
fome Woods, which before. the Conqueſt 
had been the Freehold of Britnod. The 
Abby of Bordeſley had very anciently two 
Carucates of Land here, for which the 
Abbot was preſented to have withdrawn 
his Service twenty Years, 4 Edw.1. By 
whom, or when it was given to the Abby, 
we find not. After the Diſſolution of the 
ſaid Monaſtry, their Lands here were 
granted by the Name of the Grange, Ma- 
nor, and Ferm. of Kington, to Clement Throk- 
norton, Eſq; and Alexander Avenon, and 
their Heirs, in 37 Hex. 8, who dy'd . 
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of it, by the Name of Kington Grange, 
16 Eliz. | 
Kingſwood, a Village or Manor, partly 
in the Pariſh of Lapworth, and partly 
in that of Rowington, It was anciently 
a Wood, and is not mentioned in any Re- 
cord as a Manor, till King Henry V's 
Time, when it was found to be a Part of 
the Poſſeſſions of that great Family of 
Mont forts, Lords of Beldeſert in this Coun- 
ty, as Part of the Manor of Vilesburn; 
and tho' it be a good Way diſtant from 
it, is ſtill accounted to be Part of the 


Sir Henry de Lodbroke, Kt. and William 
Vaughan, two Years after, Sir Baldwin 
Trevill for his Life, 10 Hen. 6. Richard 
Beauchamp, Earl. of Warwick, John Arden. 
of Parkhall, Eſq, and Thomas his Son 
and Heir. 1 and 2 Phil. and Mar. 1. 

The Chapel here anciently belonged 
to the Church of Wotton-Wawen, but by 
an Agreement made between the Prior 
of Wotton, and the Rector of Claverdon, 
it was concluded, that it ſhould belong. 
to the Church of Claverdon with all the 
Tithes within its PrecinQs, and that they 


Conſtablery. From theſe Montforts, by a #ſhould bury their dead, and receive the 


Daughter and Coheir, it eame'to the But- 
lers with Wellesburn, from whom, by the 
failure of Iſſue Male in Sir Ralph Boze- 
ler, Kt. it paſſed to Sir John Norbury, Kt. 
and William Belknap, Eſq; as his Coheirs, 
being the Deſcendents of Elizabeth and 
Joan, his Daughters; and upon the Di- 
viſion, fell to Sir Eduard, who ſold 
it 13 Hen. 7. to Nicholas Brome of Bad- 
ey - Clinton, Eſq; from whom it devolved 
with Vellesburn to the Family of Ferrers, 
which now, or late did poſſeſs it. 


Langley, a Lordſhip in the Conqueror's 


Time, poſſeſſed by Robert de Stadford, 
but held of him by one Jwudichel, When 
the Conqueror's Survey was taken, it 
was certified 'to contain one Hide and an 
half, and to have Woods belonging 


thereto, of one Mile in length and half 


a Mile in breadth 5 all which had been 
the Freehold of Ernvi, in Edward the 
Confeſſor's Days. In the 13th Year of 
King John, it was with Norton, Part of 
the Honour of Harvey de Stafford in this 
County, and anfwered to two Knights 
Fees, but the Staffords kept it not long 
after; for one of the Curlcys, Lords of 
Norton-Curley, is found to be enfeoffed 
of it, if not in the ſame Reign, in the 
Beginning of King Henry III's; for in 
the 23d, of that Reign, Viliam de Curley 
confirmed to the Monks of Bordeſley, all the 
Lands in the Territories of this Place of 
his Fee, which had been granted to his An- 
ceſtors; and the36th of the ſame King, held 
one Knight's Fee here and in Norton, of 
Robert de Stafford, The Lords of the 
whole Village were many, as. 17 Edu. 2. 


Sacraments there. In Conſideration where- 
of, the Rector of Cla ver don agreed to pay 
to the Prior of Wotton and his Succeſ- 
ſors for ever, five Marks and eight Shil- 


lings yearly, but this Agreement was. 


afferwards broken, for about 22 Hen. 7. 
the Archdeacon of Vorceſter, as Rector 
of Claverdon, and the Provoſt and Fellows: 
of King's College in Cambridge, Succeſ- 


ſors to the Prior of Wotton, came to a 


new Agreement, viz. That the Rector 
of Claverdon, and his Succeſſors, ſhould 
themſelves: pay to the ſaid Provoſt and 
Fellows, and their Succeſſors, a Penſion. 
of 40 5. yearly at Eaſter and Michael mas, 
by even and equal Portions, in Right of 
the Rectory of Vans - Not ton, which 
Agreement bears Date, Feb. 1. 1506. 
22 Hen. 7. and we ſuppoſe ſtill conti- 
nues in Force. | 
Lodtroke, anciently a Lordſhip belong- 
ing toa Family of that Name, but we 
meet with no Lord of it by Name 'till 
Richard II's Reign, when Thomas Beau- 
champ Earl of Warwick, was in Pofſeſ- 


ſion of it, and held it of the King, as 


of the Manor of Peverell, From him 
it devolv'd to the ſucceeding Earls of 
that Family, *till it came to the Crown 
with many other of their Lands, and 
continu'd therein *till 36 Hen. 8. when 
Sir George Throkmorton purchaſed it, with 
the Manor of Tanworth, which Lordſhip. 
it hath accompany'd ever ſince. 

Loxley, a Lordſhip, which V the 
Mercian King gave to the Church of 
Worceſter, 250 Years before the Normas 
Invaſion, and ſo continu'd 'til Canutise 

the 
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the Dane, who having laid a grievous Tax 


upon the Nation, which the People were 


unwilling to pay, made a Conſtitution, 
That if any Place did fail in Payment of 
it, by the Space of three Days aſter it 
was demanded, whoever did lay down the 
Money to the Sheriff, might poſſeſs him- 
, ſelf of the Lands on which'it was laid; 
whereupon this Lordſhip, with divers 
others in this County, and others, were 
injuriouſly taken away from the true 
Owners: But the Monk of Worceſter ſays, 
God infl icted the exemplary Puniſhments 
of Blindneſs, Palſy, and Madneſs, upon 
the Inſtruments of it, and ſome flew 
themſelves. King Edward the Confeſſor 
reſcued the Lands, ſo ſeized, out of the 
Danes Hands ; and at the Normans coming, 
one Eatſtanus had the greateſt Part of 
them in his Hands, as Freehold, which 
the Conqueror took from him, and gave 
to the Earl of Mallent, as appears by 
 Domeſday-Book,, where tis written Loche/- 
dey, and was certified then to contain 
four Hides, all which, excepting one 
Virgate, was held by Hugh Fitz: Conftan- 
tiis, of Hugh de Grantmaiſnil : Here was 
then a Church. What the Earl of Mal- 
lent had here, deſcended to Henry de 
Newburgh, Earl of Warwick, his Brother, 
and in his Poſterity continu'd : Bur Ro- 
Bert the Son of Odo, who liv'd in King 
Henry II's Time, had it firſt of the Earl 
of Warmwick's Grant, and made it the Place 
of his' Reſidence, as appears from his 
Grant, of 120 Acres of his Demeſne 
Lands, to the Canons of Kenilworth, in 
which he writes himſelf, Robert Fitz- 
Odo de Lockeſley, beſides which Lands ſo 
ſold, he gave them for the Health of 
His Father's Soul, who was bury'd in 
their Monaſtry; and for the good State 
of himſelf and his Poſterity, Paſturage for 
ten Oxen, and an hundred Sheep in his 
Demeſne Lands here. He left only three 
Daughters and Heirs, of which, Baſilia 
marry'd Peter de Mora, who obtained 
this Lordſhip in the Partition, and gave 
the Manor Houſe, and all the Poſſeſſions 
thereunto belonging, to the Canons of 
Kenilyzorth, who had alſo here, one Ca- 
rucate of Land, and inveſted the Lord 


Walton D*Eivile to hold of them by 
Knights Service, the greateſt Part of 


them; yet John de Peto alſo fold the four- 


teen Meſſuages, two Carucates of Land 
five Yard Lands, three Acres of Meadow. 
and Ten | Shillings Rent, which they 
purchaſed, that they might have the 
whole Demeſne, and kept them *'till the 
Diffolution of that Monaſtry; when 
coming to the Crown, they were granted 
by King Henry VIII. Reg. 33. to Thomas 
Cawarden, Eſq; and Elizabeth his Wife, 
and their Heirs; from whom they paſſed 
to Lodowick Ereaoill, and Francis Gill, who 
ſold them to Edward Nevill, Eſq; from 
whom William Underhill, Eſq; had them, 
and dy'd ſeiz'd of them 12 Eliz. leav- 
ing them to William his Infant Son. 

The Church which was given to the 
Monaſtry of Stone in Stafford/hire, (which 
was a Cell to the Priory of Kenilworth ) 
by Robert Fitz Odo, above mentioned, 
and confirm'd to them by Baſilia Mora, 
1 Joh. was in King Edward I's Time 
rebuilt, and conſecrated a-new upon the 
Sunday next after Thomas of Becket, Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury 1286, by Godfrey 
Giffard, then Biſhop of Worceſter, who 


preach'd on this Text; Sanfificate do- 


mum hanc quam ædiſicaſti. 

Ludington, a Lordſhip belonging to 
the Biſhoprick of Morceſter, but injuri- 
ouſly wreſted from it by the Daves in 
Canutus's Reign; yet being reſtored in the 
Confeſſor's Time, was reputed two Ma- 
nors held by 4 Thanes. After the Nor- 
man Conqueſt, it was given to Earl Mal- 
lent, and eſteem'd at twelve Hides, held 
of him as four Knight's Fees in the 
Conqueror's Survey, in which it is called 
Luditone. From Earl Mallent it paſſed 
to Henry de Newburgh, Earl of Warwick, 
his Brother, whoſe Son Roger granted it 
to Robert de Valle or Vaal, in Henry 1's 
Time. This Family of Yalle had many 
Men of Note in it, as Robert, a Juſtice 
of Aſſizes, 17 and 20 Henry III. and his 
Son Robert a Knight, 21 Edw. 1. ano- 
ther Robert, one of the Juſtices for Gaol- 
delivery at Warwick 1 Edu. 3. and John 
a Commiſſioner for levying a Fifteenth 


and Tenth in this County. He dy'd 


without 
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without Iſſue, leaving this Lordſhip to 
his Couſin and Heir, John Burdet; but 
ſome other Perſons had an Eſtate in it 
for a while, as John Wyard, who had the 
fourth Part of a Knight's Fee here, 
which he held of the Earl of Warwick 
Robert Caſtle, who had Free Warren 
granted in all his Demeſme Lands here; 


John Walch of Sheldeſtey, held a Meſſuage 


and one Yard Land, by an eighth Part of 
a Knight's Fee; but at length the whole 
Right of the Manor came to Sir Thomas 
Burdet, and ſo deſcended at length to Ri- 
chard Burdet, whoſe only Daughter and 
Heir marrying to Edward Conway, Eſq; 
the Inheritance devolved to their Poſte- 
rity z Edward Lord Conway, or his Heirs, 
being now, or late were in the Poſſeſſion 
of it. They were created Earls of Con- 
way by King Charles IT. but the Family 
is now extin, tho' the Title of Lord 
Conuay remains. i 
The Chapel of this Place was in the 
Preſentat ion of the Warden of the Chan- 
try in the Collegiate Church of Stratford 
upon Avon, who ſerved at the Altar of 
S8. Thomas the Martyr there; and the 
Prieſt ſo preſented, was to have for his 
Stipend, 5 J. 6s. 8 4. per Annum, paid 
unto him by the Warden of that Colle- 
giate Church, One John Peb worth, Prieſt, 
was preſented to his Chapel in that 
Manner in 1420, but none elſe. 
Maplehborough, the Inheritance of one 


Leviet, before the Norman Invaſion, but 


was after it, with the greateſt Part of 
Studeley, poſſeſſed by William Filius Cor- 
bucionis, but held by one Gosfridus, for one 
Hide of Land beſides Woods of one Furlong 
in Length and as much in Breadth. 
It was then a Village, but in ſome Ages 
after, viz. 19 Rich 2. was reckoned a Part 
of Studley ; Thomas Middlemore of Edgba- 
Non being then certified to hold two Meſ- 
ſuages, 50 Acres of Land, 60 Acres of 
Meadow, and twenty eight Shillings Rent 
of Aﬀize in it; which Lands were 
10 Hen. 6. found to be in the Poſſeſhon-of 
Join Middlemore of Edgbaſton, Eſq; his 
Deſcendent, who held them by the fourth 
Part of a Knight's Fee, which to this 
Time, or lately were enjoy'd by his Po- 
11 
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ſterity, and lye contiguous to that large 
Parcel of Waſte called Mapleborough Green, 


which is the only Place in it that re- 
tains any Thing of the ancient Name. 
It was anciently called Haywood, as ap- 
pears from an Endorſement of the Deed, 
by which Peter the Son of William Cor- 
bucion of Studley, confirm'd to the Free- 
holders there, the Grant ſor the Common 
of Paſture granted them 2 Joln, in that 
Place by Peter his Anceſtor, 13 Edu. 2 

Marclive, which takes its Name from 
a Marly Cliff or Defcent on the Southern 
Side of the Avon, was at firſt a Member 
of Bidford, and therewith paſſed from 
Baldwintake, and Hawiſe his Wife, to 
Robert Burnell, Biſhop of Bath and Wells, 
in 8 Edu. 1. (being then written Cli- 


veonelly) and was in the next Reign, 


9 Edw. 2. held as an Hamlet in Dower 
by Aliva Burnell. The Family of Bur- 
nells afterwards ſold it by Parcels to or- 
dinary Perſons, which made it ever aſter 
to be taken very little Notice of in any 
Records; for in 29 Edw. 3. Walter Lench 
purchaſed here one Yard Land, two Meſ- 
ſuages, one Acre of Meadow, and twenty 
five Shillings yearly Rent in this Place, 
of Alice the Widow of Edward Burnell' 
and Nicholas Burnel her Husband's Ne- 
phew. John Rous of Ragley, dy'd ſeized of 
ſome Part of it, 20 Rich. 2. which not- 
withſtanding William Harewel! of Wotton- 
Wawen, in 16 Hen, 7. dy'd ſeiz'd of the 
whole Manor. 

Milcote, an Hamlet within the Pariſh 
of Weſton ſuper Avon in Glouceſterſhire. 
In the Saxons Time it belonged to the 
Biſhoprick of Worceſter, but was violently 
taken away from it in the Reign of Ca- 
nutus the Dane; yet being recovered in the 
Confeſſor's Reign, was enjoy'd by Elſtan 
and Wulſtan, to the Normans coming, but 
no longer; for Agelwine, Abbot of Eve- 
ſham, being a powerful Man with the Con- 
queror, and a Judze in theſe Parts, got 
it into his Hands by a colluſive Bargain 
with the Biſhop, and held it for Life; 
after which, Odo, Biſhop of Bajeux (the 
Conqueror's half Brother) got it with the 
reſt of the Lands belonging to that Abby, 
and was in Pofleſſion of it at the Time 
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of the general Survey, when it was eet⸗ 
tified to contain. three Hides of Lani

From this Ralph, deſcended the Botelers_ 
of Overſley, who were afterwards Barons: 
Robert his Son ſucceeded him in this Ma- 
nor, and was written Robert Pincerna of 


Overſley. His Son, who was his Heir, 
joined with the Barons againſt King 


John, for which his Lands were ſeiz'd ; 
but 1 Hen. 3. he was allow'd to redeem 
them upon the Payment of 40 Marks, 


which having done, he grew into ſuch 


Favour with the King, that he was after- 
wards employed in many Affairs of 
Truit by him. Maurice, was his Heir 
and Succeſſor: He was in the ſame Reign 
a Juſtice of Aſſize, and Gaol-delivery, 
and had Iſſue Ralph, who wedding the 
Daughter and Heir of Villiam de Pantoff, 
He had the Lordſhip of Wemme, with 
many other Poſſeſſions in Shropfhire, with 
her. His Poſterity remov'd from hence, 
and had their Reſidence at Wemme, but 
held 'this Manor ; for William his Son and 
Heir, is certified 12 Ed. 1. to have held 
at his Death, this Manor, of divers Lords, 
by ſeveral Services; and there was then 
a Manor -Houſe, two Gardens, two Water- 
Mills, twelve Acres of Arable Land, 
and as much Meadow, four Cottages, 
and three Meſſuages held by Tenants, 
in Villanage, by the Service of half a 
Knight's Fee, and doing Scutage to the 
Earl of Leicefterz a Dove-houſe, 126 
Acres of Lands in two Fields, and ten 
Yard Lands held by ten Villains, beſides 
ſix Acres .of Meadow of the Abbot Eve- 
ſham's Fee, and ſeven Yard Lands of the 
Abbot of Bordeſley's Fee, with a Park 
and two Gardens, and a Rent of 20 4. per 
Annum out of a Mill of the Eart of War- 
awick's Fee. Unto this Will:am, ſncceeded 
John, who dy'd 15 Edw. 1. Unto him 
ſucceeded ſucceſſively, three Pilliams, 
the laſt of which marrying the Siſter and 
Coheir of Sir John Sudley, Kt. was the 


Original of the Butlers, Lords Sudley. 


His Son William left Elixabeth his only 
Daughter and Heir, who being wedded 
to Robert de Ferrers, a younger Son of 


the Lord Ferrers of Clartley, brought this 


Place with Wemme and other Lands to 
ber Husband, who. was thereupon ſum- 
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moned to Parliament by the Name of 


Robert de Ferrers, Baron of Wemme, but 


entail'd them on the Heirs of their two 
Bodies, with a Remainder to her right 


Elizabeth, who ſurvived him, though 
ſhe married twice after his Death, yet 
ſtiled herſelf Elizabetha Ferrers, Bar. 
niſſa de Wemme, had by him two Daygh. 
ters, who, after the Death of her Son Ro- 
bert, who dy'd without Iſſue) were her 
Coheirs.

Elizabeth, to Ralph Lord Greyſtoke, ani 
the youngeſt, Mary, to Ralph Nevill, a 


younger Son of Ralpk Earl of Weſtmor- 
land, This Manor, upon the Diviſion, 
was afſlign'd to the youngeſt, and ſo pal- 


ſed to Ralph Nevill, whoſe Son and 


Heir John inherited it, and dyi . 
ſeſſed of it, left it to his ow Kita 
Sir William Gaſcoigne, whoſe Son Willian, 


29 Hen. 8. paſſed it over to the Lord Cron. 


well; but eſcheating to the Crown by 
that Lord's Attainder, 31 Hen. 8. was 
exchang'd with Sir George Throkmortou 
by that King, for certain Lands in Beg- 
ford/hire, whoſe Son Sir Robert, 7 Car. I. 
obtained a ſpecial Charter for himſelf and 
his Heirs, to hold a Court Leet here, 
and have Free-Warren, with ſeveral 
other Pivileges. A 

The Chapel of this Hamlet, and Tithes 
thereof, were given to the Monaſtry of 
Alcefter by Ralph de Boteler, the Founder 
of that Monaſtry; but whether they en- 


joy'd it is uncertain 5 for 26 Hen. 8. they 


had them not; but the Church of Ar- 
row (within whoſe Percin& this Hamlet 
is) was in the Poſſeſſion of them, and ſo 
eontinu'd *till Queen Elizabeti's Time, 
when Michael Clarke, Parſon there, made 
an Agreement with Sir Rchert Throkmor- 
ton, then Lord of Owverſicy, his Heirs 
pong Lords of this Man:+, That they

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Parſon of Arrow for the Time being, 
Sir Thomas Wentworth, Earl of Strafford, 
deſcended of the Gaſcoigns of this Place, 
was Baron of Overſley. 

Padongre, anciently a Member of that 


part of Studley, that belonged to Corbicion, 
and from his Deſcendents paſſed to Canti- 


lupe. In 6 Rich. 2. Richard Fitz Ric hard 
held the 16th Part of a Knight's Fee of 
John de Haſtings here, which is all we 
know of this Hamlet. | 
Packwood, a Village ſituate on the out- 
moſt Bounds of this Hundred, anciently 
a Member of Waſperton in Kineton Hun- 
dred, and with it given to the Monks of 
Coventry, by Leofrick the Founder of their 
Houſe, and confirmed to them by S. Eq- 
ward the King. In 7 Rich. 1. it was in 
the Poſſeſſion of Philip de Kingtone, who 
levy*d a Fine thereof to Roger de Cherle- 
cote ; but it ſeems to have been by ſome 
Grant from the Monks; for in 41 Hen. 3. 
thoſe Monks obtain'd a Grant of Free 
Warren for divers of their Lordſhips, and 


in it this Place is mention'd; and again, 
in the 44th of the ſame King, this Place 


is reckon'd among their Appropriations of 
Churches, and Tythes. In 7 Edu. 1. it 


is certify'd, that the Monks had here two 


Carucates of Land in Demeſne, one Yard 
Land held by two Tenants, performing 
ſervile Labours, and ſubjeR to all Taxes 
the Prior would put upon them ; two 
Vard Lands and an Half, held by fix Free- 
holders, under ſeveral Rents, and Suit of 
Court twice a Lear, and a Park incloſed 
with an Outwood, not in the Precinas of 


any Pariſh, beſides Return. of Aſſize, and 


a Watermill. But coming to the Crown, 
at the Diſſolution of the Abby of Coven- 
try, it was given by King Henry VIII. 
Reg. 35. to William- Willington of Barche- 
ſton, Eſq; and William Sheldon of Berley, 
who had marry'd one of his Daughters, 
and his Heirs, with the Advowſon of the 


Church, to be held in Capite. William 
Sheldon, when it came to him, made it 


over to. Robert Burdet of Bramcote, Eſq; 
whoſe Grandſon Robert ſold it to Thomas 
Spenſer of Claverdon, Eſq; from whom it 
deſcended to. Sir William Spenſer of Yarn- 
ton, in whoſe Poſterity we ſuppoſe it re- 
mains. 


The Church dedicated to S. Gies, ap 
propriated to the Monks of Coventry, as is 
aboveſaid, was in King Henry VI's Time 
reputed no more than a Chapel to Waſper- 
ton, and therefore not preſentative, the 
Curate being allow'd for his annual Salary 
the ſmall Tithes, with the Alterage; but 
the Monks receiving the Tithe-Corn, and 
all living Mortuaries, which alſo, after 
the Diſſolution, were annexed to the Cu- 
racy. In the zoth of Queen. Elizabeth's 
Reign, there was a Grant made by that 
Princeſs, of this Chapel, among other 
Things, to one Edward Wymerke, by the 
Name of Libera Capella de Packwood, cum 
Pertinentiis, as concealed Land. 

Pathloau, or Patelau, an Hundred in the 
Conqueror's Time, but now only a Liber- 
ty, in which are included ſeveril Towns: 
and Pariſhes, The Biſhops of Worcefter 
had anciently the Benefit of it granted 
them by the Crown, becauſe great Part 
of the Lands within it were of their Fee. 
Theſe Biſhops, 4 Edw. 1. had the Return. 
of Writs, Aſſize of Bread and Beer, and 
other Royal Cuſtoms therein. When God-- 
Frey Gifford was Biſhop, 13 Edu. 1. he 
was called in Queſtion for thoſe Privileges, 
which the King's Attorney pleaded to be 
not alienable- from. the Crown. The Bi- 
ſhop could alledge no other Title to them: 
but Preſcription ; which being found true, 


his Predeceſſors having enjoy'd them 


Timeout of Mind, the Biſhop was ſtill, 
and allow'd them; and in g Edu. 2. it 
was found, that the Biſhop: of Worceſter 
was Lord of this Hundred, (as it was 
then called) and that it comprehended in 
it Stratford upon Avon, with all its Ham- 
lets; Hampton upon Avon, and its Ham- 
lets; Biſhopfton, Clopton, Henley, Beldeſert, 
and the Town of .Lapworth, In the 
13 Edu. 3. Fohn de Peyto, jun. obtain'd a 
Grant of it for Life, together with the 
Manor of Stratford upon Avon, from Vol- 
ſtan Biſnop of Worceſter, for a Rent of 
60 J. a Year; but the Leaſe being made 


without the King's Licence, became upon 
that Account void, and Peyto was forced: 


to regrant it to the Biſhop, who agreed to 
pay him 30. a Year for Life. By an In- 
quiſition taken about this Time it did ap- 

| Peary, 
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ear, that there did belong to the ſaid 
as, or Liberty, a certain Court 
call'd Gi put, held every three Weeks, 
Return of Writs, and the Execution of 
them, Fines and Amerciaments, with the 
Goods and Chattels of all Felons and Fu- 
gitives therein, It continu'd in the Poſ- 
ſeſſion of the Biſhop of Worceſter, *till 
3 Edu. 6. when it was granted in Ex- 
' change for divers Lands in Worcefter/hire 
by Nicholas Heath, then Biſhop, to John 
Dudley, Earl of Warwick, and his Heirs, 
who being attainted 1 Mar. 1. it eſchcated 
to the Crown ; and coming into the Hands 
of Queen E/izab:th, ſhe gave it, Reg. 4. 
to Am3roſe Dudley, Earl of Warwick, and 
his Heirs Male; which leaving none of, 
it return'd to the Crown, and was by 
King James I. granted to Sir Fraucis Smith 


of Wotton Wawen, Kt. and his Heirs, Who 


now, or late did, enjoy it ; Sir Charles 
Smith being in Poſſeſſion of it in 1640. 
The Place that gives Name to this Hun- 


dred, is an heap of Earth {ſtanding in the 


Road between Warwick and Al:efter, near 
which are certain enclos'd Grounds call'd 
Pathlows, where there is a Court-Lect and 
Court-Baron kept twice a Year. The 
Stile of which Court is, Hundredum ſive 
Libertas de Pathlow. There did anciently 
belong to this Liberty divers Towns ; but 
at this Day, only theſe Places do Suit 
there, viz, Wotton-wawen, Ullenhall, or 
| Oulnall, Loxley, Biſhopfton, Ludington, Dray- 
ton, and Wilnccote par va; the reſt being 
almoſt loſt by Neglect, or the Corruption 
of Bailiffs, who anſwer for them. 

Paulines- Heath, a pretty large Extent 
of Land, given to the Canons of S. Se pul- 
chre, in the Town of Warwick, whereof 
they were ſeized, 42 Hen. 3. 

Preſton-Bagot, held in the Conqueror's 
Time by Robert Earl of Mallent, and by 
the general Survey then made, in which 
it is call'd Preſtetone, it is certify'd to 
be of large Extent, viz. Ten Hides of 
Land; five of which, witha Mill, and 
Words of a Mile in Length, and half a 
Mile in Breadth, were in his own Hands. 
Theſe had been the Freehuld of one Tur- 
sern, before the Norman Invaſion ; the 
other five were held of the Earl, by one 


Hugh, but had been the Poſſeſſion of one 


Britnod, in the Confeſſor's Days. But 
Preſton-Bagot is now, and hath for a long 
Time been, of a much narrower Extent, 


 Beldeſert and Henley being taken out of it. 


Earl Mallent left this and his other Eſtates 
to Henry de Newhurgh, Earl of Warwick; 
whoſe Son Williamipaſled it to Ingeram Ba- 
got, from whoſe Family it took the pre- 
ſent Name. Simon the Succeſſor of Inge- 
ram, 20 Hen. 3. anſwer'd for Part of a 
Knight's Fee here, held of the Earl of 


Warwick. He gave the Monks of Rea. 


ding two Mills, lying within this his 
Lordſhip, and the Lordſhip to the Knights 


 Hoſpitalers, of whom Simon Stoke held it 


by the Service of a Knight's Fee. 'Tis 
now, and hath long been, a ſmall Vil- 
lage, as appears from.a Certificate of it, 
given in 6 Hen. 6. wherein 'tis ſaid, That 
there was but nine Houſholders in it, 
Upon the Diſſolution of the Monaſtrics, 
30 Hen. 8, it being in the Crown, was 
granted to EA Aglionby of Bal/hall, Eſq; and 


Henry Hug ford of Solihull, Gent. who ſold 


it to Clement Throkmorton of Haſeley, Eſq; 
whoſe Pollerity now do, or lately did, cn- 
Joy it, 

The Ad vowſon of the Church (dedica- 
ted to All Saints) hath been long ſepara- 
ted from the Manor ; for 16 Hen. 3. The 
Hoſpitalers being then in Poſſeſſion of it, 
their Prior granted it to Pauline Peyvre, 


and confirmed it to Jo his Son, 47 H. 3. 


who paſs'd it over to the Montforts ſoon 
after z for Peter de Montfort preſented to 
it, Anno 1274, 2 Edw. 1. From the Mont- 
forts it deſcended to the Trevils and l. 
loughbys as their Heirs. In the Church 
was a Chantry founded by Peter de Mont- 
fort of Beldeſert, who gave, 20 Edu. 2. 
30 Acres of Land, a Piece of Meadow, 
five Strikes of Muncorn, and one of Oats, 
to be paid yearly by certain Feoffees and 
their Heirs, therewith entruſted, for the 
finding of a Prieſt to celebrate Divine 


Service daily at the Altar of our Lady, 


within this Pariſh Church, for the Health 
of his Soul, and of all his Anceſtors, and 
Succeſſors, In the Church alſo is a Tomb 
fer John Randall, by Birth a Somer/ct/hire 
Man, a Student of the Law, who dy'd

deſert, the Beauchumps, and Henry Eurl of

Ragley, a Village in the Pariſh of Ar- 
row; of which there is nothing left now, 
It is not men- 
tion'd in the Conqueror's Survey, becauſe” 


but the Manor Houſe. 


it was included in Arrow, and ſo was 
with it the Poſſeſſion of the Marmions 
firſt, and then of the Camvills, Ralph Bo- 


teler of Overſley, when he founded the 
Priory of Alceſter, gave two Sheafs of 
(i. e. two third Parts of the) Tithes of 


this Place, to the Monks there, de Domi- 


nio ſuo de Raggeley z but the Monks had 


little or no Benefit of that Grant, becauſe 
the Lords. of Arrow were the true Lords. 
In the 5 Hen. 3. Stephan de Raggeleg paſ- 
ſed over a Mefſuage lying therein to the 
Monks of Eveſham, with 150 Acres of 
Land. In the ſame Reign, this Manor 


came into the Family of Rous; for John 


Rufus, or Rous, was then Lord of it, and 
Thomas his Son, had his Seat here. His 
Son John was a Perſon of a ſuperior Rank, 
one of the Knights of this Shire, 3 Ric. 2. 
and a Juſtice of Peace for this County, 
He built. a ſtately Gatchouſe of Stone to 
his Houſe here, and embattled it like a 
Caſtle, and afterward had a Commiſſion 
to build the reſt of his Dwelling-houſe 
anſwerable, and fortify it with ſtrong 
Walls. His Son John was Eſcheator for 
this County and Leiceſterſhire, and a fu- 
ſlice of Peace for this County. He dy'd 
46 Edw. 4. leaving his Son Thomas his 
Succeſſor and Heir; as he did another 
Thomas, who dying without Iſſue, Mar- 
garet his Siſter and Heir, who marry'd 
Sir John Brome of Oxfordſhire, carry'd 
this and other Eſtates into his Family ; 
but it continued not long in it; for George 
Brome his Grandſon, ſold it, 33 Elix. to 
Sir John Conway of Arrow, Kt. whoſe Po- 
ſierity were made Lords Conway of Ragley, 
22 Jac, 1. then Viſcounts Conway, 3 Car. i. 
and laſtly, Earl of Conway, by King 
Charles II. did lately, if they do not at 
preſent, enjoy it. : 
Rowington, vulgarly call'd - Rownton, a 
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Town ſtanding on a rocky Ground, and 
therefore originally call'd Rockingron in 
the Conqueror's Survey, where it is cer- 
tify*d'to contain three Hides' of Land, a 
Church, and Woods belonging to it, e- 
Neem'd then at one Mile in Length, and 
Half a Mile and eight Furlongs in Breadth. 
All which had been the Freeh6td of Old 
Baldwin, in Edward the Confeſſor's Time; 
but after the Conqueſt were given to Hugh 
de Grenmaiſnill, and held by one Roger his 
Under Tenant; but from Grentmai/nil it 
ſoon! returned to the Crown; for King 
Henry I. having it in his Hands, when 
he founded the Abby of Reading, gave it 
to that Monaſtry, with the Church, and 
King Henry II, confirm'd it. In the fol- 
lowing Times it was written divers Ways, 
viz, Richinton, Ruchinton, Rokintone, and. 
Rowintone, (as many other Places were) 
and in 1291, 19 Edu. 1. the Extent of 
what the Monks of Reading poſſeſſed here, 
was three Carucates of Land, two Water- 
mills, and one Windmill, and 111. Rent 
of Aſſize. To this their Revenue, Tho- 
mas de Riviere, and Richard, made an Ad- 


dition, by giving one Meſſuage, and 6g 


Acres of Land, and eight Acres and an 
Half of Meadow, for the Maintenance of 
one Monk, being a Prieſt, to celebrate 
Divine Service every Day in the Abby- 
Church of Reading, for the good Eſtate 
of him the ſaid Thomas, during his Life, 
and after his Death for his Soul, and the 
Souls of His Anceſtors, and Heirs, all 
which Lands he held of the Barons of 
Stafford. 

After the DiſſyJution of the greater 
Monaſtries, 30 Hen. 3. John Oldnall ob- 
tained a Leaſe of 21 Years, to hold it of 
that King; but he was by ſome Means 
obliged to ſurrender it ſoon to that Prince, 
who ſettled it in Part of a Jointure on 
Katharine Parr, his laſt Wife, She dy'd 
2 Edw.6. and it return'd to the Crown, 
from which John Dudley, Duke of Nor- 
thumberland, obtained, by an Exchange 
with other Lands. By that Duke's At- 
tainder, it came into the Hands of Queen 


Mary, who reſtor'd it to Mr. Oldnall, and 


gave him a Leaſe in it for 21 Years; but 
| Queer 
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Queen Elizabeth reſum'd it, and gave 


it to Ambroſe Dudley, Earl of Warwick, * 


and the Heir Males of his Body; but 
he leaving no Ifſne, it return'd to the- 
Crown, where it hath remain'd eyer 
ſince. | = 
The Church is dedicated to S. Law-' 
rence, and the Living a ſmall Vicarage. 
Ruin-Clifford, the Lordſhip of Robert de 
Stad ford, who poſſeſſed one Hide and one 
Virgate of Land here, then held of him 
by one Hugh, but before the Conqueſt, 


it was the Freehold of one Saward. The 


Poſterity of Hugh reſiding here, aſſum'd 
the Sirname of Clifford from it. His Fa- 
mily enjoy'd it *till King Henry III's 
Reign, when John de Clifford, the laſt 
Heir Male of that Family paſſed it over 
to Ralph de Power, the Son of Margery 
his Siſter, by Hugh Power, who had 
been an Aſſiſtant of the Barons againſt 
King Henry III. For this Hugh was 
ſeiz'd of two Carucates of Land in this 
Place, and Stephen le Power held two 
Hides and an half of Land in this Place 
in King Henry I's Time, of Margery le 
Bohun, then called Cliford-Minor, The 
Powers after this, held this Manor ma- 
ny Deſcents; for Chrifiopher Power, the 
laſt Heir Male, fold it to William Clopton 
of Clopton, in this County, and Heirs, 
5 Hen, 8. From the Cloptor's it paſſed 
7 Elix. to John Combes, whoſe Son Ed- 
ward, leaving only Daughters, it went 
into other Families. 

Salford-Priors, ſo called from a Salt- 


Spring that anciently hath been here, tho 


now it be landed up, which the Inhabi- 
tants are yet perſwaded of fully, from 
an Acceſs which they obſerve Pigeons to 
have to it conſtantly, It hath three Ham- 
lets belonging to it, as Cock-Bevington, 
Dunnington, and Wood- Bevinton. This Place, 
when the Abby of Eveſham was founded 
in 714, by Egwyn Biſhop of Worceſter, 
was given by him to that Monaſtry, by 
the Name of Salford-Major, but thoſe 
Monks kept it not long ; for in King 
Edward the Conſeſſor's Reign, Godeva 
the Wife of Earl Leofrick was Poſſeſſor of 
it. After the Conqueſt, Levitha the Nun 
obtained it of the Conqueror, and it 


was in her Hands at the Time of the 


General Survey; when it was certified to 


contain three Hides, a Church, a Mill 
and Woods two Furlongs in Length, and 
half an one in Breadth, then called 5a“. 
ford; but upon the Advancement of Hen- 
ry de Newburgh, to the Earldom of War. 
wick, this Lordſhip, with others, was 
given to him; and his Son Roger enfeoffed 
Jeffrey de Clinton with it, to hold of him 
by the Service of a Knights Fee. Levitha 
the Nun, tho' outed for the peſent, never 
gave up her Right; but commencing 
a Suit in the King's Court, recover'd 
it; whereupon Jeffrey de Clinton came 
to an Agreement with her, and by her, 
and the Earl's Approbation, ſettled it up- 
on the Canons of Kenilworth, which he 


then founded, and the Earl acquitted to 
them the Knight's Fee. The Canons be- 


ing thus poſſeſſed, obtained divers Pri- 
vileges for it; as Court Leets, Aſſize of 
Bread and Beer, Gallows, and Weyfs, 
which they pleaded Preſcription for, 
and were allow'd them, having alſo there- 
in, four Carucates of Land, Rent of Af. 
ſize, the Farm of a Mill and Free War- 
ren, 11 Kick. 2, After the Diſſolution, 


it continued in the Crown, *till King 


James I. paſſed it with other Things to 
certain Perſons in Truſt, for the Pay- 
ment of his Debts; who ſold it to Sir 


Simon Clerke, Bart. who was the Owner 


of it about the midſt of the laſt Century, 
and probably his Heir is now, or late 
was. | 

The Church being confirm'd to the 
Canons of Kenilworth, by Simon Biſhop of 
Worceſter, in King Henry T's Time, and 
ſaid to be of the ſame King Henry's Grant, 
was ratified by Thomas, Archbiſhop of 
of Canterbury, in King Henry II's Time, 
by whoſe Inſtrument, there is mention 
made of a Chapel at Little Salford (called 
alſo Abbots Salford) belonging to it. and 
a Meadow, being a Piece of the Glebe 
named Littleham, with the Tithe of Salt, 


which ſhews that there had been a Salt-

14, by S. Egwyne, It was poſſeſſed by 
Rose Monks in the Conqueror's Time; 


and at the drawing up of his Survey, 


was certified to contain two Hides and 


a Mill, from which they were to have 
| 20 Sticks of Eels. They claimed, 
11 Edu. 1. a Court Leet, and divers 
other Privileges by Preſcription, which 
were allow'd. After the Diſſolution of 
the Monaſtries, this Lordſhip coming to 
the Crown, was given by K. Henry VIIT, 
Reg. 38. to Sir Philip Holly, Kt. and his 
Heirs, Sir Philip ſold it to Anthony Lit- 
| fleton, Gent. who alſo ſold it to John 
Alderford, Eſq; whoſe Coheir marrying 
to Charles Stamford, Grandchild of Sir 
William Stamford, Kt. one of the Judges 
of the King's Bench, brought it into his 
Family, where we ſuppoſe it continues. 
As concerning the Chapel, there was 
fome Difference between the Monks of 
Eveſham and Canons of Kenilworth, about 
the Preſentation to it; and at length 
it was agreed, that the Monks ſhould 
have all the Lands given to maintain 
Divine Service in it; ſaving a Part of 
a Mead, which lyes between the Water 
and the Foot-path leading from Salford - 
Mill to Clive-Mill, which it was agreed

Samburn, ſo called from a little Sandy 
Bourn or Brooke, upon which it ſtands, 
is a very ancient Place, being given Anno 
714, to the Monaſtry of Eveſham, by Eg- 
win, Biſhop of Worceſter, when he found- 
edit, At the drawing up the Conque- 
ror's Survey, it was certified to be Part 
of the Lands belonging to that Monaſtry, 
and to contain three Hides of Land and 
Woods one Mile in Length, and half a

Here was a Park belonging to the Lords 
of Afton, in which were incloſed, all, 
or the greateſt Part of thoſe Woods, which 
in the Conqueror's Survey, are ſaid to 
belong to Aſton for their Pleaſure in Hunt- 
ing, it being a mountainous Land, moſt 
proper for Deer and Conies; but the 
the Manor extended much farther than 
this Park, for 6 Edu. 2. it appears, that 
William Walſh held the ſixth Part of a 
Knights Fee, lying in this Place, of John 
de Haſtings, Lord of Afton, then lately dead. 
In 14 Hen. 6. Joan Beauchamp, Lad y Ber- 
gavenny, dy'd poſſeſſed of this Manor, and 
to her Poſterity it ſtill doth, or did late- 
ly belong, but is reputed as a Member of 
Aſton. Cantilu pe. | | 
Shirburne, a Village ſo called from the 
little Brook, &c1pebupne, which in 
the Saxon Language ſignifieth a clear run- 
ing Stream, as this is. In the Conque- 
ror's Survey, this Village is certified to 
contain two Hides and an half, and was in 
the Poſſeſſion of the Earl of Mallent, but 
before the Conqueſt, had been the Free- 
hold of Edricus and Levegot. From that 
Earl it came to Henry Newturzh, Earl of 
Warwick, with many of his other Lands, 
and his Son Roger, his Succeſſor, in his 
Earldom, gave half an Hide, and two 
Parts of the Tithes of the Incloſure in 
this Place, to his Collegiate Church at 
Warwick, which he had founded 23 H. r. 
But the Reſidue of this Lordſhip, with 
the Mill he beſtow'd upon the Knights 


Templers, which Part was by the Sur- 


vey taken 31 Hen. 2. valu'dat 31. 8s.5 d. 
per Ann, beſides that, the Tenants were 
to mow and reap their Corn, and Graſs 
in their Meadow, and to make their Hay 
at their own Charge. The Templars, 
while they had it, obtained a Charter 
of Free-Warren in all theirDemeſne Lands 
here, 32 Hen. 3. but they being ſuppreſs'd 
in King Edward II's Reign, Guy de 
Beauchamp, Earl of Warwick, ſeiz'd upon 
this Manor, as eſcheated to him (as did 
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divers others of the Donor's Poſterity 


in other Places) though the Pope and 


his Council had order'd their Lands to 
be annex'd to the Knights Hoſpitallers 


but they enjoy'd them not long, becauſe the 
Parliament confirm'd the Pope's Decree, 
and ſo this Lordſhip was given to them, 


and by that Means, at the Diſſolution, 
came into King Henry VIII's Hands, 
as they continu'd in his Son's King Ed- 


award VI's, who paſſed it away Reg. 7. to 


Thomas Lucy of Cherlecote, Eſqz and his 
Heirs, who .now, or lately enjoy'd it. 
The Church dedicated to All Saints, 
was anciently appropriated to the Knights 
Templers, who yet paid 6s. 84. yearly 
to the Canons of the Collegiate Church 
of Warwick. In the South Window of 
it, are the Arms of the Lucys, with Quar- 
tering -impaling Actons; and in the 
Eaſt Window of the Chancel are the: 
Arms of King Edward III. the Beau-. 
champs, Earls of Warwick, Clintons, Earls 
of Huntington, Mac Cartymaur, and Long- 
Spe, Earl of Salisbury. 9 5 | 
Shotery, a Village given to the Church 
of Worceſter, by King Offa, about the Year, 
9oo, and then contained 33 Houſes, as ap- 
ears by his Charter, in which it is called 
Feotrgrit, and the River Avon is ſaid to 
run through it. There is no mention of 
it in the Conqueror's Survey, becauſe it 
belong'd to the See of Worceſter, and ſo 
was involy'd in Stratford. Adam de Sce- 
2yiva held here one Hide and an Half of 
Land of the Biſhop in King Henry I's 
Time, and in King Edward [IT's Reign 
Richard, the Son and Heir of Richard Ba- 
ginden, granted to- Robert de Stratford, 
Parſon of Stratford, his whole Right and 
Title to all his Lands in thisPlace, which 
deſcended to him by Inheritance from. his 
Father. This Robert was afterwards Bi- 
ſhop of Chicheſter 3; and while he was ſuch, 
he entail'd this Manor of Shoterithe (as it 
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doing it without Licence from the R 

it was forfeited to the Crown, and given 
by the King to Sir Wm, Arundel, Kt. to hold 
and enjoy as long as it continu'd in the 


Crown, but that was not long; for in the 
4th of H. IV. John Harewell, Eſq; had a Li. 
cenſe granted him from John Clifford, Bi. 
hop of Vorcęſten, to have Divine Service 
celebrated by a fitting Prieſt in his Oratory 
within his Manor. Houſe here, at Shotrech, 
which Licence is dated 1402. And it may 
be obſerv'd, that none could have a private 


Chapel in their Houſes, but by the Bj. 


ſhop's Licenſe, and an Appointment of 
a fitting Prieſt, by a Conſtitution ag an- 
cient as the Emperor's 7uſtinian ; leaſt by 
ſuch Means, Hereticks ſhould corrupt Fa- 
milies of Note, which moſtly deſired 
them. In the Deſcendent of Fohn Hare- 
well, this Manor continu'd, till Iſſue 
Male failing in Thomas Harewell, his 
Siſters and Heirs inherited his Eſtates, 
and this Lordſhip was upon the Partition 
aſſigned to Agnes, the Wife of John Smith, 


one of the Barons of the Exchequer, in 


whoſe Line, together with Wottan-Waven, 
it ſti} continueth, unleſs lately alienated, 

Shre-wlcy, or Shrewele, a Village in the 
Pariſh of Hatton, the Lordſhip of Hugh 
de Grentemaiſnill, in the Conqueror's 
Time, when. it was certified to. contain 
three Hides of Land, and Woods a Mile 
in Length and half.a Mile in Breadth, 
which before the Norman Invaſion, were 
all the Freehold of one Toli, but after: 
were given to. the Earl Mallent; and 
Leiceſter, who enfeoff d Ernold de Bois 
with it, as appears from a Grant made

ceſter, Wherein he complains of Thomar 
Beuul the preſent Prior, for keeping a 
Concubine, which to maintain, he wrong'd 
the Houſe. After the Diſſolution of the 
Monaſtries, one Knightly was Owner of ity 
and leaving only Daughters for his Heirs, 
it upon the Partition fell to Janes Duffield, 
in Right of Frances his Wife, one of them. 
James ſold it to William Eaſt, and others, 
who 2 Elix. ſoldiit to William Sheldon, Eſq;ʒ 
by the Name of two Meſſuages, 6d cres 
of Land, 60 Acres of Meadow, 600 Acres 
of Paſture, 120 Acres of Wood, and 100 
Acres of Heath and Furs; all which he 
imparked for Deer, and on the South Side 
of it built a very fair Brick Houſe, of 
which his Poſterity are, or lately were 
poſſeſſetn. 4191 b 
Snitſield, ſo called. originally, as is 
thought from the Saxon Word Dnide, 
which ſignifies, Cutting, or Inciſion, as 
probably here was, when it began to be 
inhabited, by dividing the Grounds among 
ſuch as were about to build and ſettle here. 
In the Conqueror's Time it was the Poſ- 
ſeſſion of the Earl of Mallent's and Leice- 
fter, and contained then four Hides and 
a Church. In the General Survey it is 
written Snitefeld, and was the Freehold of 
one Sexi, before the coming of the Nor- 
mans. After the Earl of Mallent's Death, 
it came to Henry de Newburgh,” Earl of 
Warwick, his Brother, and deſcended to 
his Son Roger, Earl of Warwick, who gave 
one Hide of the Lands lying here, with 
two Parts of the Tithes of the Incloſures, 
to the Collegiate Church of Varwick, as 
alſo the Paunage of the Woods here. Earl 
Roger enfeoffed Hugh Fitz-Richard with 
the Manor, who gave it to the Church of 
St. Sepulchres at Warwick, and then granted 
it over to William Cummin, wha in K. Hen- 
s Time, wrote himſelf, Dominus de 
Snitenesfeld, to whom ſucceeded Walter, 
his Brother's Son.

dt Cantilupe, brought her Eſtate into 
Family. He had his Seat here, and 
Is certificd to have had one Knight's Fee 
in this Place, but held'it of Thomas de 
Clinton, under the Earl of Warwick, This 
= procur'd a Weekly Market in this 
Town upon Wedneſday, and a Fair Yearly 
on the Eve, _ and Morrow of S. Ke- 
aclm, July 16. To this John and Margery, 
fucceeded Fohn their Son, who was a Per- 
fon of Eminency, both as a Soldier and a 
Stateſman 3 for he was in the memorable 
Battle of Fawkirk, 26 Edu. 1. and one 
of the Juſtices for Gaol-delivery, Oc. He 
had a Son named Fohn, who was knighted, 
but dying before his Father, Sir John the 
elder entail'd this Manor upon Eleanor his 
Daughter, then the Wife of Thomas Weſt, 
and the Heirs of their Bodies, paying him 
and Maud his Wife, 401, Sterling per Ann. 
during their Lives, with Remainder 


to his right Heirs. Thomas and Eleanor, 


being thus brought into Poſſeſſion of it, 
procured a Charter for a Change of the 
Marker from Wedneſday to Tue/day, and 


to enlarge the Fair five Days more after 


S. Kenelm, as alſo for Free-Warren, to 
them and their Heirs, in all their De- 
meſne Lands here. Their Son and Heir 
Thomas, was a Knight, and paſſed away 
this Manor to Sir William Beauchamp, Kt. 
and his Heirs, in exchange for the Manors 
of Newenton-Tony and Stretford-Tony in 
Wilthire, reſerving 10 J. per Ann. out of it 
to himſelf and his Heirs. This Sir Wil- 
liam, was afterwards Lord Bergavenny, and 
at his Death, left it his Son and Heir 
Richard, then but fourteen Years of Age. 
His ReliQ Joan, had it in Dowry for Life, 
and after her, Richard enjoyed it awhile; 
but from him it became Edward Plan- 
#aginet®s, Earl of Warwick, who being at- 
tainted 1 Hen. 7. it was ſeized by the 
Crown, and coming into Henry VIIT's 


Hands, was by that King granted out_to_ 
eirs, 


Richard Moriſon, Eſq; and his 
Reg. 37. who ſold it to John Hales, a 
wealthy Man of Coventry, in whoſe Heirs 
it was in King Charles I's Reign, and is 
probably ſtill. 

The Church, dedicated to St. James, 
was given to the Canons of St, Sepulchres 


above ſaid z but a Controverſy growing 
between the Canons and William Cummin 
the Rector, about the Right of Preſon. 
tation; Roger, Biſhop of Worcefter, and 
Adam, Abbot of Evckaw: determined it 
thus, vx. That William ſhould pay the 
Canons a Mark yearly, and when the Re. 
Qory happened to be void, ſhould preſent 
thereunto, either himſelf or his Heirs ;but 
the Parſon fo choſen, ſhould promiſe to 
the Canons to make a juſt Payment year. 
Iy of the ſaid Sum. Walter Stapleton, 
Biſhop of Exeter, obtained afterwards 
the perpetual Patronage of this Church 
from Walter Cantelupe, and in exchange 
for it, gave them certain Meſſuages and 
Lands in St. Clement Danes, London, with 
the Advowſon of St. Clement's Church, 
for which the Canons got K. EdwardTl's 
Licence to appropriate it to them, The. 
mas Cobham being then Biſhop of Vor. 
cefter. In the North Window of the 
Church, is the Effigies of Thomas de Can- 
telupe, Biſhop of ＋ * in his Ponti- 
ficalss and in the Eaſt Window of the 
North Ile, are the Arms of the Clintons 
Earls of Huntington, and Cantelupes of 
this Place. | | 

Spernall, anciently written Spernoure, 
was in the Conqueror's Reign the Eſtate 
of William Buenvaſleth, and held of him 
by one Hugh, and was certified to coniain 
two Hides of Land, and a Mill, with 
Woeds three Furlongs in Length and one 
in Breadth. From him, but by what 
Means we cannot find, it paſſed to Hen- 
ry de Newburgh, the firſt Earl of War- 
wick, of the Norman Line, and his Po- 
ſterity continu'd' for ſome Time Lords 
of it; but the Durvaſſals had a Grant 
thereof from one of them to hold of him 
in- Sargeanty by the Service of attend- 
ing upon that Earl and his Heirs, at 
the Caſtle of Warwick, or any other of 
his Seats, where he or they did reſide, 
at Chriſtmas, Eafter, and Whit/untide, then 
and there to perform the Office of his 
chief Butler at thoſe Times, for which 


they were to receive a certain Fee. This 


Family of Durvaſſal, was very ancient, 


and held this Manor many Succeſſions, 
| | from 
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from King Henry IT's Time, to the latter 
End of King Edward III's Reign; for 
William Durvaſſal liv'd in King Henry Il's 
Time, and left a San named John, who 
was a Man of Note in his Country, viz. 
a Juſtice of Aſlize, and Gaok-Delivery, 
a Conſervator of the Peace, a Knight, Oc. 
His Heir and Succeſſor was Sir Roger Dur- 
vaſſal, Kt. whoſe Son was Philip, the Fa- 
the Father of Thomas, who was one of the 
Coroners, (an Office at this Time of great 
Repute) for this County, about the. Be- 
ginning of King Edward II's Reign. 
His Heir and Succeſſor was John Durvaſſal, 
whoſe Son was Nicholas Durvaſſal, who 
leaving no Iſſue Male, Eleanor his Daugh- 
ter, inherited this and his other Eſtates; 


and marrying to John Holt of Yardley, 


brought them into his Family, and his 
Son Walter Holt inherited them. He en- 
ſeoffed John Re ve, Vicar of Coughton with 
it; who dying before it was paſs'd out of 
him, Thomas Reve, his Brother, inherited 
it as his Heir. This Thomas, not long 
after, quitted all his Right in it to Vil- 
tiam Wybbe, Eſq; and his Heirs, 7 Hen. 6. 
who being invited to it by the Affection 
John Throkmorton, Eſq; had to it, becauſe 
of its Nearneſs to his other Lands, ſold it 
to him at the greater Price. It ſeems, 
when this Purchaſe was made, that Henry 
Beaumont, in the Right of Joan his Wife, 
one of the Coheirs of William Durvaſſal, 
Brother to the above mentioned Nicholas, 
had ſome Title to certain Lands in this 
Manor, which Mr. Throkmorton, to- make 
his Purchaſe compleat, bought; and ſo 
now, the whole is poſſeſſed by the De- 
ſcendents of the ſaid Mr. Throkmorton, 
unleſs lately alienated. 

The Church here was formerly a Cha- 
pel unto Coughton, which belonged to the 
Canons of Studley; to whom therefore, 
Henry Biſhop of Worceſter order'd, that the 
Profits of the Burials of ſuch of the In- 
| habitants as were not of a free Conditfon, 
ſhould accrue, and ſhortly after happen'd 
a violent Peſtilence, which ſwept away 
moſt of the Tenants which held by Bond 
Service; ſo that the Lords were forced to 
fupply their Places with orhers of another 
Quality, In the miean Time, the. Nuns. 


of Cokekull had obtain'd the Advowſon of 
the Chapel; and when it became preſen” 
able, there aroſe a Controverſy between 
the Nuns, and Canons of Studley, touch- 


| Ing the Right of Sepulture, 11 Henry III. 
which laſted ſome Mears; but at laſt, Re- 


ginald Brian, Biſhop of Worceſter, com- 


poſed the Difference, by ordering, that the 


Canons of Studley, in the Right of the 


Church of Conghton, ſhould have the Bu- 


rials of ſuch Inhabitants as dwelt on the 

Lands held in Villanage, and the Nuns 
of Cokehull the reſt. In 19 Edu. 1. It 
was certify'd concerning this Church, that 
the Portion that the Canons of Studley 
had out of it was 253. a Year, and that 
of the Nuns of Cokehull 20s. a Year; but 
the Nuns having yet ſome Pretenſions to 
part of the Tithes, William Wittleſey, Bi- 


ſhop of Worcefter, was forced to take the 
_ Controverfy between them and the Parſon 


into his Hands; but how he determin'd 
it, we find not, In the Church is a Mar- 
ble Monument for one William Par/ons, 
Vir quondam magne honeſtatis, as is ſaid 
in the Inſcription, who dy'd December 28, 
1482, and Joan his Wife; and in the 
Windows of it are the Arms of: the old 
Earls of Warwick, viz. The Newburghs 


and the Throkmortons, empaling_ thoſe of 


Family of Spine. 

Sunger, a Manor given to the Monks of 
Bordeſley in King Stephen's Reign, by Wil- 
liam Giffard, and confirm'd by Roger Earb 
of Warwick, It is not particularly men- 
tion'd in the Conqueror's Survey, becauſe: 
it was then: included in Brailes, of which 
Manor it was accounted to contain half 
an Hide, as the Charter of Confirmation. 
of it to thoſe Monks, made to them by 
William Earl of Warwick, (the Son of Ro- 
ger) doth teſtify. Aſter the Diſſolut ion 
of the. Menafiry of Bordeſley, it was 
(among dther Things) granted out of the 
Crown to Clement Throkmorton, Eſq; and 
Alemander Avenon, and their Heirs, by 
the Name of the Manor, Farm, and Grange 
of Songer-Grange, and is now, or lately 
was, poſſeſſed by the Family of Throk- 
mortors of Haſeley in this County, deſcen- 
dents of the aboveſaid Clement.

Studley, a Lordſhip, within which were 


four Hamlets, Mapleborough, Skilts, Ho't, 


and Padliongre, (of which we have ſpoken 
above.) In the Conqueror's Time, the 
greateſt Part of it, viz. four Hides (in 
-which ſtood the Church, and a Mill) vas 
the Eſtate of William the Son of Corbucion, 
and in them was a Furnace for making 
Salt; and Woods in Length a Mile, and 


Half a Mile in Breadth : All which, be- 


fore the Conqueſt, were the Freehold of 
one Swain, But the other Part, in the 
Confeſſor's Time, belonged to one Godric, 
from whom being taken by the Normans, 
it was given to William Buenvaſleth, This 
Part containeth but one Hide, and ſome 


Woods three Furlongs in Length, and two 


in Breadth. Will:am the Son of Corbucion, 


Was at this Time a Man of large Poſleſ- 


ſucceeded him in his great 


ſions in this and other Counties; and he, 
or ſome of his Deſcendants, had a Caſtle 
Here, (of which there are ſtill ſome Re- 
mains ) in which was their principal 
Seat. He is thought to have been Sheriff 
of this County, ſome part of the Conque- 
ror's Reign. Robert Corbuſceon his Son, 
ſtate 3 but it 
ſeems that when Henry de Newburgh was 
made Earl of Warwick, it was taken from 
Him, and given to that Earl; for Peter 


His Brother, ( who is written ſometimes 


Peter Fit Milliam, ſometimes Peter Cor- 
Be xon, and at other Times Peter de Stud- 
tey) tho he is ſaid to have held ten Knights 
Fees, de Veteri Feofmento, (which was his 
Father's Eſtate doubtleſs ) yet he held 
them of that Ear], and was obliged to 
reſtore them to Waleran Earl of Warwick, 
Henry's Grandſon. This Peter was a de- 


vout Man, according to his Time; and 


beſides what he gave to other Religious 
Houſes, gave to the Knights Templars a 
Mill, and certain Lands here, and foun- 


ded the Monaſtry in this Town, of which 


we ſhall ſpeak hereafter. His Son Peter 
ſucceeded him, but alienated ſo many 
Parcels of it, ſome to the Tenants of the 


Manor, and others to the Montforts, into 


which Family he marry'd his Daughter 
Emme, as alſo the Homage and Services 
of ſome of the Tenants of the Manor, to 
Milliam de Cantilupe, ſo that he left him- 
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ſelf little more than the bare Name of Loi 
of it, John de Montfort had the Park, 
and the fourth Part of a Knight's Fee in 
this Place, but held of the Earl of War. 


wick, which came at length to William 
- Beauchamp 
. Caſtle of Beldeſert; who, upon the Sup- 
Preſſion of the Templars, ſeiz'd on their 


Lord Bergavenny, with the 


Part, which was one Meſſuage, one Ca- 
rucate of Lands, 10 Acres of Meadow, 
and two Mills, and held them during his 
Life; but after his Deceaſe, they were 


given to the Hoſpitalers. Cantilupe's Part, 


which was the third Part of a Knight's 
Fee, was held by them awhile of John de 
Haſtings, Lord Bergavenny, and came at 
length, with Haſtings Lands, to William 
Beauchamp, who afterward, was made Lord 
Bergavenny. As to the Manor, Peter Cor- 


-beſon aforeſaid, enfeoffed the Vicar of Stud- 


ley with it, and ſome Lands thereunto 
belonging; but it ſeems to have been 
only in Truſt for his Heirs; for when 
his only Daughter Felicia, marry'd to 


John Barret of Shelf hull, the Vicar paſſed 


the Premiſſes to them, 9 Rich. 2. and by 
their Heirs Female, it paſſed to one Mr. 
Hunt, in King Henry VIIT's Time, whoſe 
Poſterity do now, or lately did, poſſeſs 
it, with the Site of the above mention'd 
Caſtle. | 

The Church here, upon the Founda- 
tion of the Monaſtry of this Place, was 
appropriated to the Canons of it, and% 
Vicarage appointed, yet not endow'd with 


any Tithes, but only a Stipend of eight 


Pounds a Lear, to be paid to the Incum- 


bent for the Time being. In the Church 


was a Chantry, founded 7 Hen. 4. by Tlo- 
mas Middlemore of Edgbaſton, for one 


Prieſt to ſing Maſs daily at the Altar of 


the Bleſſed Virgin, on the South Part of 
it, for the Good Eſtate of him the ſaid 
Thomas, during his Liſe, and the Health 
of his Soul after His Departure hence, as 
alſo for the Souls of his Father and Mo- 
ther, and all the Faithful deceas'd. He 


endow'd it with 80 Acres of Land, 10 


Acres of Meadow, and 13 Shillings yearly 
Rent, all lying in this Pariſh, and va- 


lu'd at 41. 13s. 44. a Year; which Rent 
was. paid to the Prieſt thereunto belong- 


ing, 


ing, 37 Hen. 8. by Mr. Robert Middle- 
more, the then preſent Owner of them. 
In the Belfry Window of this Church, 
ge the Arms of the Montforts. and At- 
awoods, empaling the Mont forts; and in 
the Eaſt Window of the South Iſle are the 
Arms of the Edgbaftons, Middlemores, 
and Middlemores quartering the Edgba- 
ons. . 
Tanwortk, anciently a Member of 
Brailes, a Town in Kineton Hundred, but 
long ſince ſeparated from it, and become 
an independent Manor, Before the Nor- 
man Conqueſt, Edwin, Earl of Mercia, 
was Lord of it, as a Part of Brailes, in 
which becauſe it was involved, it is not 
particularly mention'd in the Conque- 
ror's Survey; tho? there is no doubt but 
that it contained a great Part of the 
46 Hides, which were then certified to 
be in Brailes, beſides the Woods which 
were then given in to be no leſs than 
three Miles in Length and two in Breadth, 
all which ſeems to be included in this 
Town, which is moſtly Wood Land. At 
the Conqueſt, William the Norman ſeiz'd.on 
Earl Edwin's Lands, and gave Brailes with 
this Lordſhip appendant, to Henry New- 
burgh, when he advanc'd him- to the 
Earldom of Warwick. This Earl, or his 
Succeſſor Roger (who is moſt likely) gave 
the Church here (then called the Chapel 
of Tanworth) to the Canons of Kenil- 
"worth, and Simon Biſhop of Worceſter 
confirmed it to them. The Manor con- 
tinuing in the Poſſeſſion. of the ſucceed- 
ing Earls, was g. John, aſſign'd with other 
Eſtates to Alice the Widew of Earl Wale- 
ran, to hold in. Dower during her Life, 
and ſo again to Ela the Widow of Earl 
Thomas, 26 Hen, 3. And though upon an 
Agreement between William Mauduit, and 
Alice his Wife, and John de Pleſſets, Coun- 
teſs of Warwick his Wife, it was ſettled 
upon John de Pleſſets, for Life, in. cafe 
he ſurviv'd Margery 5 yet Ela ſtill en- 
joy'd it, and had a Charter of Free-War- 
ren granted her for Life here, 36 Hen. 3. 
and having married Phillip: Baſſet, ob- 


tained of Villiam Mauduit, then Earl of 


Warwick, not only a Confirmation of it 
as her Dower, for her on. Life, but for 
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her Husband's, in caſe he ſhould ſurvive 
her. How long it continu'd thus ſettled 

we find not; but are ſure that Milian 
Beauchamp, who by Marriage of the Hei - 

reſs of the Mauduits became Earl of Var- 
wick, did, 13 Edw. i. claim a Court Leet, 

Afﬀize of Bread and Beer, Free Warren, 

Gallows, Infangthef, Tumbrell, and 

Weifs, within this Lordſhip by Preſcrip« 

tion, and was allowed them all, though 

Ela had not as yet reſign'd her Intereſt in 

it, as ſhe did afterwards, 17 Edaw. 1. In 

9 Edu. 2. it was in the King's Hands, 

by Reaſon of the Minority of Tomas, 

the Heir of Guy de Beauchamp, Earl of 
Warwick 5 but was ſoon after aſſigned 

with his other Eſtates, to Hugh Deſpenſer 

the elder. to hold 'till Thomas came of 
Age. He entailed it upon his Iſſue Male, 

and in his Poſterity it continu'd *tilÞ 

3 Hen. 7. when it came to the Crown, 

where it remain'd *tiH King Henry VIII. 

Keg. 36, ſold it to- Sir George Throkmor-- 
ton, to hold in Capite, by the 20th Part 

of a Knight's Fee. In his Family it con- 
tinu'd, *till his Deſcendent Thomas Throk- 
morton Eſq; by virtue of an Ad of Par- 

liament, 2: Fac. 1. fold it to Andrew Ar- 
cher, Eſqz in whoſe Poſterity it doth: 
ſtill continue, or lately was. 

The Church of this Place, dedicated t 
S. Mary Magdalene, was originally a Chapel 
belonging to HBrailes, and therewith grant- 
ed. to the Canons of Kenilworth, in King 
H. I's Time, but hath had the Reputation: 
of a Church from King John's Time 5: 
for then it was agreed between them and 
Waleran,. Earl of Warwick, that at every 
Preſentation the Earl ſhould have the No- 
mination of a Clerk, and the Canons pre- 
ſent him to the Biſhop, upon. Condition, 
that the Canons ſhould be paid yearly two» 
Marks of Silver by the Incumbent;. The 
Glebe, was given by Walter de Walwarding-- 
ton, about the Beginning of K. Henry III's 
Time, and conſiſted of a Meſſuage, with 
the Appurtenances in this Town. In 
14 Eds. 3. all the Intereſts of the EarF of- 
Warwick,and the Canons, were paſſed over 
to William de Clinton, Earl of Huntington, 
the two Marks above mentioned: being: 
reſeryek to the Canons; and a Vicarage 

ordained! 
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ordained by the Biſhop of Worceſter, who 
beſtowed the Advowſon, with all its 
Appurtenances, on the Priory of Max- 
ficke, the Canons of which procured the 
Appropriation of the great Tithes to them 
at the ſame Time. In 30 Hen. 8. when 
the Priory of Maxſtoke was diſſolv'd, the 
Advowſon of the Vicarage, with the Site 
of the Monaſtry, was given to Charles 
Brandon, Duke of Suffolk, from whom 
they buth came in Queen Elizabeth's 
Reign, to Andrew Archer, Eſq; in whoſe 
Deſcendents they remain ill, or not 
long ſince did. In the Church is a Mo- 
nument, the Effigies being in full Big- 
neſs, for Margaret the Wife of Andrew 
Archer, an eminent Benefattrix to the 
Poor and Sick, who died Auguſt 13, 1614, 
and ſeveral monumental Inſcriptions for 
Richard Folwode, and Agnes his Wife, 
which Richard, dy'd in 1502. Robert 
Fol-yode, and Margaret his Wife; which 
Robert, was a Perſon excellently well 
skilled in our Common Law, and dy'd 
October 20, 1531. Edward Archer, Gent. 
a Friend to the Poor, who dy'd Februa- 
ry 18, 1592. Richard Dulfin, and Eliza- 
beth the Daughter of Edward Griffin, Eſq; 
who dy'd October 7, 1608. And in the 
Windows of it are the Arms of Moubray, 
Montfort, Tuchet, Haſlang, Creuenlale; 
and in the Chancel Windows, Beauchamps, 
Clinton, Archer, and Waring, 

In this Church were antiently two 
Chantries, one of them at the Altar of 
the Bleſſed Virgin, founded by XKobert Fol- 
-wode, firſt Vicarof it. After the Church 
becameappropriated to the Canons of Max- 
ole, he granted to one Ranulph de Ful- 
awood, and the Heirs of his Body, two 
Meſſuages, with all the Lands and Tene- 
ments thereunto belonging, both in this 
Pariſh, to find a competent Prieſt, of good 
Converſation, choſen by twelve of the 
Principal Inhabitants of the Town, to 
celebrate Divine Service daily in this 
Church, at the Altar of the Bleſſed Vir- 
gin, fur all the Living and dead of this 
Pariſh x as alſo for all the Beneſa&ors to 
this Church and Chantry, and ſay a 
Placebo und Dirige, daily, with a ſpecial 
Commendation of him the ſaid Robert, 


und his Heirsz and if the fald Ramwph 
Folwode ſhould happen to die without 
Iſſue, then the ſaid Meſſuages ſhould re- 
main to John Lodbroke, and his Heirs, up 
on the like Terms, and ſo to others. The 
other Chantry, at the Altar of S. Kathe- 
rine, was founded by one Thomas Collins, 
14 Rich. 2, who gave divers Lands to 
Thomas Archer, John Folwode, and others, 
in Truſt, to find two Prieſts to celebrate 
Divine Service here for ever; but not 
having the King's Licenfe for his fo do- 
ing, they were ſeized by that King, 
viz. Rich. 2. and given to one John Swet, 
who aſſign'd them over, by Patent granted 
by King Henry IV. to one Roſe Montfort 


a greatWoman in this Ae to the Intent 


that She, or her Heirs, ſhould provide and 
maintain two Chantry Prieſts, to celebrate 
Divine Service daily in this Church, at 
the Altar of our Lady, for King Herry, 
his Mothers Queen, her the ſaid Roſe, and 
her Anceſtors and Heirs, and all other 
Benefactors to the ſaid Chantry. The Ad- 
vowſon of this Chantry deſcended from 
the ſaid Roſe Mont furt, to the Catesbyes; 


but Sir William Catesby being attainted 


1 Hen, 7. the Ad vowſon was granted by 
that King, to Sir James Blount, and the 
Heirs Male of his Body. At the Diſſo- 
lution ot the Religious Houſes, 37 Hen. 8. 
the Lands of both theſe Chantries were 
granted (after they had remain'd in the 
Crown ſome Years) 7 Edu 6, to Kenelm 
Clement, and John Throkmorton, Eſq; and 
their Heirs, by Patent, 5 


Temple Grafton, or as it was before it had 


that Name, called Grafton-Superior, as Ar- 
dens- Grafton, before mention'd, was called 
Graf ton-Inferior, was one of thoſe Towns 
that was given to the Abby of Eveſham, 
ſhortly after the Foundation of it ; but 
thro' the Coveteouſneſs of certain Potent 
Men, was taken away from thoſe Monks, 


with divers other Lands, long before the 


Conqueſt z and ſo being in Lav-Hands, 
was taken away from them by King Hil- 
liam I. and given to ſome of his Followers, 
who at the making of the genera] Sur- 
vey, certified, that it contain'd five Hides 
of Land, and a Church, and was then poſ- 


ſclled by Osborn Fitz-Richard, whoſe Te- 
nant 


nant for it was one Gilebert ; but it was 
in the Confeſſor's Days held by Mervin 
Scotin, Toti, and Taſti, being written in 
that Record by Miſtake Grafton, for doubt- 
leſs the original Name was Greavefone, 
from Greaves, i. e. Buſhes, We do not 
find any certain Greunds to believe, that 
the Monks of Eveſham were ever in Poſ- 
ſeſſion of itz for in the Time of King 
Henry I. or ſoon after, Bernard de Graf- 
ton, was the Owner of it. When it had 
the Name of Temple-Grafton firſt, we can- 
not diſcover. The Name ſeems to import, 
that it did then belong to the Templers; 
but we do not find it mentioned in the Sur- 
veys of their Lands taken 31 Hen. 2, or 
1 Edu. 2. and. yet it is certain, that af- 
terwards it belonged to the Knights Hoſ- 
pitallers, upon whom the Templers Lands 
were beſtowed, and ſaid to be given them 
by Henry, the Son of Bernard de Grafton, 
1 Rich. 1. but he was not the Heir ot the 


ſaid Bernard, but Ralph, who dying with- 


out Iſſue, and poſſeſſed of an Hide of Land 
here, Ralph Boteler of Over ſley, ſeized upon 
it, and had aTrial with Henry de Beresford, 
about the Title, to whom he loſt it, and 
Henry enjoy'd it; but to ſecure his Right, 
obtained the Intereſt of Margaret the 
Daughter of William de Grafton. This 
Henry dying without Iſſue, all he had de- 
ſcended to Henry de Nasford, his Siſter's 
Son, who 36 Hen. 3. was certified to hold 
it of the Earls of Warwick, by the Ser- 
vice of half a Knight's Fee. But this 
Henry did not enjoy it long, for the Ho/- 
fitallers got Poſſeſſion of it ſoon after; 
and further, having in 31 Hen. 3. ob- 
tained two Meſſuages and ten Acres of 
Land, and one of Meadow, from one Tho« 
mas Salopesbury, and Idonea his Wife, they 
became ſole Lords of Grafton, but held it 
of the Earl of Warwick, by the Service of 
one Knight's Fee. At the Diſſolution, 
this Lordſhi , with the other Lands of 
the Hoſpitallers, came to the Crown, 
30 Hen. 8, and by that King was ſold to 
William Sheldon, Eſqz and John Draper, 
Gent. by the Name of the Manor of Temple- 
Crafton, with the Reftory and Advowſon 
of the Vicarage ; which being purchaſed 


with other Lands, was, upon the Diviſion 
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allotted to Mr. Draper, who gave the Ma- 
nor to Kobert his younger Son; but diſ- 
pos'd of the Rectory, with the Ad vow- 
ſon of the Vicarage, to his Son Richard, 
who having no Iſſue, left them to his two 
Siſters, Ann, and 1/abel, and their Heirs 3 
but Robert left the Manor to his Son Wil- 
liam, who having no Iſſue, ſettled it upon 
Brace Sheldon, his Wife's Brother, 

Of the Church dedicated to St. Andrew, 
we find nothing, but that upon the Col- 
lection of the Nones of Sheafe, Wool, and 
Lamb, 14 Edw. 3. it was rated at 61. 13s. 
and 44. and 26 Henry 8. certified to be 
appropriated to the Knights Hoſpitallers, 
who found ſome ſtipendiary Prieſt to 


. ſerve the Cure for ſuch an Allowance as 


they pleaſed, for there was none ſettled. 
Tidington, an Hamlet belonging to the 
Church of Worceſter in the Saxons Time, 


but involv'd (as our Antiquaries think) 


in the Manor of Alveſton;z becauſe in the 
Year 985, Biſhop Oſwald, by the Conſent 
of King Ethelred, and Alfrix, Earl of 
Mercia, paſſed a Leaſe of it to Eadric 
his Servant, for three Lives, it conſiſt- 
ing then of five Dwellings ;z but in the 
Conqueror's Survey there is no particular 
mention of it, neither is there found any 
other Account of it, 'till 8 Edu. 3. 
when upon a Taxation of a Fifteenth 
and a Tenth, it was certified to bear 
ſomewhat a greater Proportion than Al- 
veſton it ſelf; yet it was not a diſtin Ma- 
nor from it, tho' a Member of it, and 
as ſuch paſſed from the Crown in 33 H. 8. 
to the Dean and Chapter of Worceſter, 
and is at this Day reputed a Parcel 

thereof, | 
Ullenhale, the Poſſeſſion of Waga the 
Saxon, in King Edward the Confeſſor's 
Days; but after the Conqueror's Settle- 
ment, was held by Robert de Stafford, 
and when the general Survey was taken, 
wherein it is written Holehale, it was 
certified to contain one Hide, with Woods 
half a Mile in Length, and one Furlong 
in Breadth. From this Robert, or his 
Son Nicholas, did Roger, Earl of Warwick 
obtain it, who enfeoffed one Roger with 
it, and he reſiding here, took upon him 
the Name of Ulehale, From him deſcend- 
M m m m ed 
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ed certain Male Branches, who continu'd 
*till King Edward I's Time, if not 
longer; and of them, Robert, Grandchild 
to the ſaid Roger, wrote himſelf Domi- 
nus de Holenhale, and was certified 36 H. 3. 
to hold the fourth Part of a Knight's 
Fee here of the Earl of Warwick. But 
| ſoon after this, we find the Family of 
Montforts in Poſſeſſion of it; for Peter 
de Montfort did about that Time confirm 
the Grant of ſeveral particular Parcels of 
Land, lying here, and given by ſome 


petty Freeholders, to the Monks of Vot- 


ton. In this Family of Montforts it con- 
tinued *till 10 Henry 7. when by the 
Attainder of Sir Simon Mont fort, it came to 
the Crown, and was by that King, Reg. 12. 
granted with divers other Lordſhips in 
this County, to Gerald, Earl of Kildare, 
and Elizabeth his Wife, and their Heirs 
Male; which Grant, King Henry 
confirmed, Reg. 2. Sir James Fitz. Gerald 
Kt. their Son, inherited it; but by his 
Attainder, in King Henry VIII's Days, it 
returned again to the Crown, and was 
by Queen Mary, Reg. 1. granted to Michael 
Throkmorton, Eſq; à younger Son of Sir 
Robert Throkmorton of Coughton, Kt. who 
dying ſeiz'd thereof, 5 and 6 Phil. and 
Mar. 1. left Francis his Son and Heir, 
whoſe Son John ſold it to Mr. Bolton, a 
Citizen of London. "6 | 

Here is a fair Chapel, dedicated to the 
Bleſſed Virgin, to which the Vicars of 
Wotton, for the Time being, have from 
ancient Times uſed to find a Prieſt at 


their own proper Charge, to celebrate 


Divine Service. In it is a ſplendid Mo- 
nument on the North Side, for Francis 
Throkmorton, Eſqz who dy'd in the Year 
1617, 15 Fac. 1. | 

Umberſlade, an ancient Manor-Houſe, 
which was in King Henry IT's Time 
given partly by Henry Vilers, Sewer to 
William Earl of Warwick, ( in which 
Grant it is called Ombreſlade) and partly 
by Roger de Hulehale, to Robert Archer, 
and Scliit his Wife. William their Son in- 
herited this Houſe, and obtained a Bull 
from Pope Gregory IX. dated 19 Hen. 3. 
for a peculiar Chapel at this Flace. In 
the Windows of it were lately ſtanding 
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the Arms of Beauchamp Earl of Warqy;h 
Clinton Earl of Huntington, as alſo of this 
Family, as they were ſetup in the Glaſs 

as ancient as King Edward IIT's Time. 
This William, left Join his Heir, who 
being Champion to Thomas Earl of War. 
wick, obtained a ſpecial Charter from the 
faid Earl, fo himſelf and his Heirs, for 
a Freedom to Hawk and Hunt every 
where within the Territories of Tanwort 

(except the Park) Monk/path, and On- 
berſlade, paying therefore to him and his 
Heirs, twelve Broad Arrow-Heads, and a 
couple of Capons, yearly. Thomas his Son 
fucceeded him, and his Son Thomas did 
him. He was one of the Squires to Tho- 
mas Beauchamp, Earl of Warwick, and 
gave Licence to Kichard de Montfort, to 
amortize certain Lands lying in Tanworth, 
for the Founding of a Chantry in the 
Chapel of our Lady and St. Thomas the 
Martyr, in the Church of Lapwortl. 
He had a ſpecial Grant from Pope Boni- 


Face IX. for making Choice of a Confeſ- 


for that might pronounce a Plenary In- 
dulgence to himfelf, and Agnes his Wife, 
of all their Sins, whereof with contrite 
Hearts they ſhould make Confeſſion at 
the Time of their Death, To him ſuc- 
ceeded Richard his Son, who was Sheriff 
of Staffordſhire ; and having marry'd Alice 
the Daughter of William Lee of Stotfold in 
that County, dy'd there, but was bury'd 
in the Church of St. Mary Magdalen at 
Tanworth, in which Pariſh this Houſe is. 
To him ſucceeded three Johns, and after 
them a Richard, one of the Eſquires of 
the Body to King Henry VIII. whoſe 
great Grandchild Sir Simon Archer, Kt. 
being a Perſon well verſed in Antiqui- 
ties, did Dugdale great Service in com- 
poſing his Hiftory of this County. 

' Upton, a Village ftanding upon an 
Aſcent, as the Name imports, was the 
Eſtate of William Buenfvaſteth, and held of 
him by Roger his Tenant. In the Conque- 
ror's Survey it is certified to contain four 
Hides and an half, and is there written 


Optone, beſides the Woods to it belonging, 


being ten Furlongs and eight Perches 
in Length, and one Furlong in Breadth, 
which before the Normans coming, = 
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the Eſtate of three Freeholders I. Earl 
Leurick. After this, it came tothe Tarls 
of Warwick, who enfeoffed Boteler of: er- 

with it, whoſe Suceeſſor Maut de 
Boteler, held one Knight's Fee here of the 
ſaid Earls. From him it paſſed to Hugl 
Azuilien, who dy ing ſeiz' d thereof, left it 
to his Siſters, by one of which it came 
to Sir William Whitenton, who in ſeveral 
Grants, wrote himfelf Dominus de Upton. 
From him it deſcended to Cuy Whitenton, 
and from him to Thomas, who leaving on- 
ly Daughters and Coheirs, it doth not ap- 
pear to whom it fell, if it were divided. 
Near this Village is a notable Hill and 
Coppice, called by the Common People, 
Alcocks Arbour, of which, they tell as 
notable a Story, but ſo fabulous, that we 


+ ſhall paſs it over ; as alſo Grove · Hill, from 


which iſſueth a very pleaſant Spring, 
anciently calledCaldnyell, being remarkable 
for an Hermitage that ſtood by it, and was 
given by Ralph de Boteler of Over ſtey, to

Malcote, an Hamlet belonging to the 
Manor of Haſeler, in which, Part of 
Glebe, and ſome of the Tithes, with other 
Profits, were in the Reign'of King Hen- 


ry VI. and ancienty had been belonging 


to the Church of that Pariſh. 
Warwens-Moor, mentioned in certain 
Writings, dated 9 Ew. 2. and 8 Hen. 8. 
wherein it is reckoned a Member of the 
Manor of Wotton. | 
Welcomb, an Hamiet belonging to Strat- 


ford upon Avon. Tt had its Name origi- 


mlly from the Spring riſing in that deep 
Valley, which now beareth the Name of 
Welcomb, It is not mention'd in any 
Records, but in the Tax-Rolls of 8 Ed. 3. 
and 20 Hen. 6. and in the Survey of 
26 Hen. 8. where it is ſaid to be a Member 
of Old Stratford. 2 | 
Withele, a Lordſhip, wherewith the Ab- 
by of Eveſham was at its Foundation en- 


dowed by S. Egwin, and of which the 
Monks of that Houſe were poſſeſſed in 


the Conqueror's Reign, as appears by 
the general Survey then made, wherein 
it is written Wilelei, and certified to con- 
tain three Hides of Land, which were 
held in King Henry II's Time of thoſe 
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Monks, by Ranulph de Kinewarton, The 
Abbot of Eveſham afterwards, viz. 13F4.1. 
challenged a Court Leet, with the Aflize 
of Bread and Beer, and ſome other Privi- 
leges here, and they were allow'd him. 
About the ſame Time, Malculine Muſard, 
or ſome of his Anceſtors, obtained an 
Eftate, in Fee of this Manor of thoſe . 
Monks, which upon Malculine's Outlawry, 
in King Edward IT's Reign, eſcheated 
to the Monks again, with a Releafe of 
all his Right therein to them; but he 
ſoon got a Pardon, and notwithſtanding 
Malculine's Releaſe, John Muſard, his Son 
and Heir, made ſo good a Claim to it, 
that the Abbot was forced to come to 
an Agreement with him, in 23 Edw. 3. 
by which, Muſard, for ſome Confidera- 
tion, wholly quitted his Claim to it. 
After this, the Monks of Eveſham, 13 Ri. 2. 
purchaſed two Meſſuages, one Yard Land 
and an half, and three Acres of Meadow 
in this Place, of one Thomas Patty, a 
Freeholder, and added to the Manor, 
which they enjoy'd *tillthe Diſſolution 
of their Abby, 35 Hen. 8. when coming 
to the Crown, they were granted by that 
King's Letters Patent, to Maud Lane, 
and her Heirs, to be held in Capite by 
the 2eth Part of a Knight's Fee. Maud 
the ſame Year fold them to Nicholas Fr. 
teſcue, Eſq; Groom Porter then to the 
King, whody'd ſeiz'd thereof, 3 Ed. 6. 
leaving them to his Son William, whoſe 
Deſcendents at Cokehill in Worceſterſhire 
do, or lately did inherit it. 3 
Whitley, a Lordſhip, poſſeſſed in the 
Conqueror's Time by Robert de Stadford, 
and then certified to contain three Hides 
of Land, held of him by one Drogo (now 
call'd Drew) with a Mill, and Woods ex- 
tending half a Mile in Length and two 
Furlongs in Breadth, being before the 
Conqueſt the Inheritance of three Bro- 
thers. Drogo is ſuppoſed to have been a 
Norman, and Servant to Robert de Stad- 
ford, and having fix'd his Reſidence here, 
his Poſterity aſſum'd the Name of Mit- 
ley, from the Place; and, ſome of them 
removing to Offord, and Fi wood, in the 
Pariſh of Tanworth, (now called Ciey- 
Hall) took their Denomination from thence « 
Mmmm 2 Of 
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Of this Family was one Thomas Whitley, 
whoſe Son Robert, in Conſideration of ten 
Marks in Silver, paſſed away all his In- 
tereſt in this Lordſhip, to Peter de Mont- 
fort, in King Henry III's Reign. This 
Peter, (Lord alſo of Beldeſert) not long 


after, granted to Roger the Sen of Henry 
_ de Whitley (who alſo took his Name from 


the Place, and was not deſcended of the 
above mentioned Thomas de Whitley ) and 
his Heirs, all thoſe Lands and Rents which 
He the ſaid Roger held of him within the 
Precin&s of this Place, reſerving to him- 
ſelf and his Heirs, a yearly Rent of two 


Pair of White Gloves, certain Aids, Suit 


of Court, Oc. In the Reign of King John, 
Anno 13. this Lordſhip being certified as 
Part of the Honour of Stafford, anſwer'd 


for three Parts of a Knight's Fee; but in 


36 Hen. 3. for no more than two Parts, 
William Durevaſſal and Roger de Whitley 
at that Time holding it of Peter Mont- 
Fort, who, tho' he held it of Robert de 
Stafford, yet was the only known Lord at 
that Time, as his Poſterity continued for 
Tome Deſents ; for in 13 Edu, r. the ſame 
Peter claimed Free-Warren, Se. and was 
allowed them here; and 24 Ed. 1. his 
Son John de Montfort, dy'd ſeiz'd of it, 
and then there was certified to be ſeven 
Freeholders in it, who paid 30 s. a Year 
Rent. But this, notwithſtanding John de 
Whitley, 38 Edw. 3. and 5 Rich. 2. wrote 
Himſelf Dominus de Whitley, we ſuppoſe 
as Meſne-Lord under Montfort. This John 
had Iſſue Richard de Whitley, who quitted 
all the Intereſt he had here to Joan Beau- 
champ, Lady Bergavenny, and other Feof- 
Fees in Truſt, for John Harewel, then a 
Minor; who 7 Hen. 5. being come to 
Man's Eſtate, wrote himſelf Lord of 
Whitley. His Poſterity continued Owners 
of it ſome Time; but 17 Hen. 7. John 
Haremwell paſſed it by the Name of the 
Manor of Whitley, to John Grevil, Thomas 
Truſſel, and other Feoffees; and after- 
wards 17 Hen. 8. Roger Harewell, in Con- 
ſideration of 601. ſold it abſolutely to 
John Smith, one of the Remembrancers in 
the Exchequer, and at length a Baron of 
that Court, in whoſe Poſterity it is, or 
lately was, 


© Wiln--ae, the Lordſhip and Eſtate of 
Osho Ritz Richard, in the Conqueror's 
Reiga pv hen it wascertified to contain three 
Hide of Land, which were then held by 


one Ur ſo, but before the Normans coming, 
were the Freehold of Leurinus Doda. The 


Name is thought to have been taken from 
ſome ancient Inhabitant in the Saxon 
Times. In King John's Reign, Anno 6. 
it is written, Nilmundecote, and certified 
to be Part of thoſe Lands, which certain 
Normans (of whom Brifto Camerarius was 
Lord) had in England, but were ſeiz'd for 
their adhering to the King of France. In 
after Times, one William de Wilmecote was 
Owner of it : He took his Name doubtleſs 
from it, becauſe it was his Reſidence, 
as was uſual in thoſe Times. In 12 H. z. 
he brought an Aſſize againſt Maurice, 
Archdeacon of Gloucefter, about the Ad- 
vowſon of the Chapel belonging to this 
Village, but what the Iſſue was, we find 
not. In the Reign of King Edward I. 
Ralph de Lodington had a good Proportion 
of Land here, viz, Two Yard Lands in 
Demeſne, with a Water-Mill, and five 
Yard Lands in Villanage, which he held 
of Sir Thomas Camvil, by the fourth Part 
of a Knight's Fee; but in the ſame 
Reign, Anno 25, it was Certified, that 
it was held by the fame Rent, of Ed- 
mund Earl of Lancafter, that King's Bro- 
ther, by one Robert de Vale; yet it ap- 
pears, that at the ſame Time, one John 
de Wilmecote was Lord of it, but he dy- 
ing without Iſſue, Joan his Daughter or 
Sifter, was found to be his next Heir; 
and being marry'd to Henry de Liſt, 
of Moxhull, in this County, carry'd it 
into his Family, who was thereupon 
found to hold half a Knight's Fee here, 
as of her Inheritance of the Earl of 
Warwick. This Henry was ſucceeded by 
John his Son. and Heir, who 10 Edu. 3. 
entail'd this Manor with the Advowſon 
of the Chapel, upon the Iſſue of his Bo- 
dy, by Maud his then Wife, with Re- 
mainder to his right Heirs; and by 
that Means it was continu'd in his Poſte- 
rity *till 8 Hen. 7. when it was paſſed 
away by Henry Liſle, Eſq; and Eliza- 


* beth his Wife, to William Purcaſe and 
f others 
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others, in Truſt for Hugh Clopton, an Al- 


derman of London, who left it to his 
Poſterity. . 

The Chapel here dedicated to S. Mary 
Magdalen, was given to the Gild of the 
Holy Croſs in Stratford upon Avon, in 
the Reign of King Edward IV. by the 
aboveſaid Henry Liſle, and Elizabeth his 
Wife, one Thomas Clopton being then Ma- 

ſter of the ſame. = | 
Wixford, or Wicksford, and Morehall, 
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and in 2 Rick. 2, was made over to John 
de Morehall, who took his Name from it; 
and after him, for want of Iſſue, to Tho- 
mas Morehall, with Remainder to John de 
Clopton, in right of Fulian his Wite, who 


at length inherited it, as did her Heirs, 


for ſome Succeſſions; *till Iſſue Male 
failing in Sir William Clopton, his youngeſt - 
Daughter and Coheir Joan marry'd to 
John Burgh, obtain'd it in the Diviſion 


with her Siſter Agnes, to whoſe Poſterity 


a Lordſhip, part of the Poſſeſſions of thoſe it remain'd. 


who were reputed Earls of Warwick in 
the Saxon Times, was by Ufa, one of that 
Number, (call'd Potens Homo, and Vice- 
comes ſuper Warwickſhire, in the Regiſter 
of Eveſham ) given to the Monaſtry of 
Eveſham, together with his Body there to 
be bury'd, about the Year of Chriſt 974, 
17 Edgar. Godwin Earl of Kent, a power- 
ful Man in his Time, having purchafed 
this Abby of King Ethelred, for 300 
Marks, put out the Monks, and put in 
ſecular Prieſts, who granted this Manor 
to Wulfgeat, the Son and Succeſſor of the 
above mention'd Ufa for Life, upon Con- 
dition that it ſhouſd afterwards return to 


The Chapel dedicated to S. Milburge, 
now reputed and uſed as a Pariſh Church, 
originally belonged to Saltford, and ſo was 


given by King Henry I. to the Canons of 


Kenilworth, ſoon after the Foundation of 
that Monaſtry, and confirmed to them by 
ſeyeral Archbiſhops of Canterbury; yet 
after this, Ralph Boteler, 5 Steph. at his 


founding of the Priory of Alceſter, gave 


the Tithes of this Place to that Houſe, 
but by what Right and Title we know 
not; but however that be, this Grant 
rouſed the Monks of Eveſham ſo much, 


that being Lords of the Manor, they put 


in their Claim for the Patronage of the 
Chapel, as of Right belonging to them; 
but the Canons of Kenilworth not yielding 
it to them, the Monks came to this A- 
greement with them, viz. That the Ca- 
nons ſhould yearly have 8s. for the 
Tithes of this Village, and all other Be- 
nefits which they have been accuſtomed 
to receive therein ; except the Tithes of 
the Lands belonging to the Monks ; and 
in Conſideration thereof, the Canons ſhould 
pay the Monks yearly ten Shillings, and 
cauſe Divine Service to be celebrated on 


them, with all the Stock upon it ; but 
notwithſtanding -this plain Agreement, 
the Succeſſors of Wulfgeat detained it *till 
the Time of King Edward the Confeſſor 3 
when Agelwine the Abbot, purchac'd it 
again of Wygod, the Succeſſor of Vulfgeat, 
for a valuable Price. Being thus repoſ- 
ſeſſed by the Monks, it was certified at 
the Time of the Survey's being taken, to 
contain 5 Hides of Land, a Mill, and 
Woods one Furlong in Length, and half a 
one in Breadth. In that Record it is 


written Witelavesford, from one Witelaff, 
the ancient Poſſeſſor. In William Rufus's 
Reign, Abbot Robert, without the Con- 
ſent of his Covent, paſſed 'it away in 
Fee Farm, to Ralph Boteler of Overſley, 
at whoſe Death, the Extent of this Lord- 
ſhip, 15 Edw. 1. was found to be, viz. 
a Manor-Houte and Dove-Houſe, 60 Acres 
of Lind, 12 Acres of Meadow. two Groves 
of Wood, and 30 8. Rent of the Freehol- 
ders, 12 Yard-Lands held in Villenage 3 
all held of the Abbot of Eveſham, in 


Sundays, Wedneſdays, and Fridays, week- 
ly. This Agreement was confirm'd by 
Roger Biſhop of Worceſter, temp. Hen. 2. 
But the Monks of Alceſter, not being at all 
concern'd in this Agreement, they inſiſted 
upon their Right in this Chapel, and at 
length came to this Agreement with the 
Canons of Kenilworth, in the Preſence of 
John de Conftantiis, Biſhop of Worceſt-r, 
and others, at the Appointment of the 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury, That the Monks 
ſhould have the whole Tithes of the De- 


Free Socage, It is now call'd Morehall yz meſne, and Morehall, and the Canons 


thoſe: 
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thoſe of ſuch as held in Villanage, and 
the Parochial Dues. In the Church Win- 
dow of the South Iſle at the Eaſt End, are 
the Arms of the Beauchamps, Earls of 
Warwick, Ferrers of Groby, Creus, and 
Earls of Cheſter ; and in the Midſt of the 
Tame Iſle is a Monument for Thomas de 
Crew, Eſqz Anno 1400, and Julian his 
Wife, Anno 1411. 

In this Church was anciently a Chan- 
try, founded 26 Hen. 6, by one Milian 
*Wolaſhull, by that King's Licence for one 
Prieſt perpetually, to celebrate Divine 
Service to the Honour of our Lady, and 
S. John Baptiſt, in the Chapel annexed to 
it, for the good Eſtate of King Henry, 
Queen Margaret, and the ſaid William, 
during their Lives in this World, and for 
their Souls after their Departure out of 
it z with the Souls of Thomas Crew, Eſq; 
and Julian his Wife, Sir William Clapton, 
and Joan his Wife, their Parents and 
Friends z to the Maintenance of which, 
he gave in pure Alms, a certain Dwel- 
Iing-houſe call'd Prieſts-Place, in this 
Village, with a Cloſe adjoining to it, of 
two Acres ; but in the Survey taken 
37 Hen, 8, it is ſaid that it had no Foun- 
dation ; but the Prieſt was Chaplain to 
one Dame Shi Mitton, who procured of 
her Son and Heir Richard, to allow him 
51. 6s, 8 d. for Term of Life, and no 
longer. 

olverton, a Village, of which, in 
the Conqueror's Time, Robert de Stadford 
was poſſeſſed of one Hide, one Virgate, 
and a third Part, then held of him by 
one Urſer, which, before the Norman In- 
vaſion, was the Eſtate of one Simund, a 
Dane ; The reſt of it, viz. Two Hides 
and an Half, and two Parts of a Vir- 
gate, William the Son of Corbuclon held, 
with the Woods thereunto belonging, 
which were one Furlong in Length, and 
half a Furlong in Breadth, and had been 
the Freehold of one Ernuin in Edward 
te Confeſſor's Days. In the Conqueror's 
Survey 'tis written Ulwarditone, a Name 
taken from ſome ancient Poſſeſſor of it in 
the Saxon Times. Kobert de Stadford's 
Part is never anciently mention'd by 
tlie Name of Volverton, which makes 


Dugdale think it was Norton-Lineſt. NI. 
liam Son of Corbuclon, left his Part to hie 
Son Peter, who granted it to William Son 
of Remfred, and his Heirs, by the Name 
of Wolfordinton, to hold of him the iq 
Peter, by the third Part a Knight's Fee 
or 205. a Year, in lieu of that Service, 
To him ſucceeded Peter his Son, who re- 


ſiding here, aſſumed his Sirname from 


hence, He 2 with the Barons in 
their Rebellion againſt King John, had 
his Lands ſeized z but returning to his 
Allegiance, 1 Hen, 3, had a Reſtitution 
of them again ; and in the 18th of the 
ſame King, had for one Mark, a Liberty 
granted him to courſe in the King's Fo. 
reſls, His Son and Succeſſor was Valter, 
who made a Journey to the Holy Land, 
as our Antiquaries judge by his Seal, 
which was u Creſcent between two Stars. 
His Son Peter ſucceeded him, and being a 
Knight, and one of the Juſtices of Gaol- 
Delivery at Warwick, was, 33 Edu. i. 
one of the Knights for this Shire in Par- 
lament, He had ſeveral Sons, but all 
dying without Iſſue Male, Elizabeth, the 
—_— of one of the youngeſt, was 
his Heir ; and marrying to her fir(t Huſ- 
band Jon Brome, had by him a Son na- 
med lian, upon whom ſhe entail'd this 
Lordſhip, 10 Edu. 3. He was within 
Age at the Death of his Father, and be- 
came a Ward to Sir Thomas Weſt, who quited 
the Cuſtody of him at the Requeſt of ſome 
of his Friends; but who aſſum'd it, we find 


not, nor how this Lordſhip was order'd ; 


but 'tis plain he kept it not long, for 
35 Edu. 3. William Bretown was Owner 
of it, who in ſome Deeds is (ti1'd a Knight. 
From him it paſſed to John Boteler, 8 
Hen, 4. who ſold it to the Earl of War- 
wick, Richard Beauchamp, whoſe Daugh- 
and Heir Anne, Wife to Richird Nevill, 
Earl of Salisbury, brought this, and many 
other Eſtates to him, with the Farldom 
of Warwick, This Richard and Anne, ac- 
cording to the Appointment of her Father, 
Earl Richard, by his Will, ſettled it up- 
on the Dean and Canors of the Collegiate 
Church of Warwick, and their Succeſſors; 
by which Means, coming to the Crown 
at. the Diſſolution of the Abbics, King

The Church here is dedicated to the 


Bleſſed Virgin, and was Rebuilt in EA-

the High Altar, 9 Edw. 2, In the Win- 
dows of it are the Arms of Richard Ne- 
will, Earl of Warwick, Verney, and Wol-

Wood-Bevington, a ſmall Hamlet, ori- 
ginally Ws to Salford Priors, and 
included in it, both in the Conqueror's 
Survey, and in the Grant to the Canons 
of Kenilworth, wherein it is called By- 
vington-Major. The ſaid Canons, in King 
Henry VII's Time, made a Leaſe of it to 
William Grey the elder, ho, in the 21ſt 
of that King's Reign, depopulated ſix Meſ- 
ſuages, and one Cottage, 30 Acres of Arable 
Land belonging to each Meſſuage, and con- 
verted them into Paſture. His Son and Suc- 
ceſſor William, ſurrendering his Father's 


Leaſe, purchaſed the Inheritance of it 


from the Canons, for a Fee-Farm Rent of 
131.138. 4d. per Ann, and in 10 Hen. 8. 
when the Statute of Inclofures was look'd 
into, rebuilt four of the Meſſuages. This 
William had Iſſue only one Daughter and 
Heir; who marrying to Edward Ferrers, 
ſecond Son to Sir Edward Ferrers of Bad- 
ſley-Clinton in this County, Kt. left only 
Daughters by him; of whom, Elizabeth, 
the eldeſt, marry'd to Thomas Randolph, 
who purchaſing the Intereſt of the other 
Silters, became entirely the Lord of this 
Manor, and left it to Ferrers Randolph 
their Son, one of whoſe Poſterity, we 
ſuppoſe, is the Owner of it. 
Wotton-Warwen, a Pariſh of a very large 
Extent, the Town being ſituate on the 
Rivulet Sillshurn, and divers Villages 
ſcatter'd up and down in it, of which we 
have taken Notice in their Place. The 
Name of it ſeems to be taken from the 


Woods, among which it/ ſtood originally, 


being from thence called Wood-Town, an 
tor Brevity Sake, Wotton, or Wootton, ha- 


ving the Addition of Wawen, to diſtin» 
guilh it from another Village of that 
Name in this County; from one Wagen (or 
Wawen) the Lord of it before the Vor. 
mans coming, who had his Seat here. He 
was a Man of great Quality in his Time, 
and had not only Lands of a great Ex- 
tent in this County; but in Earl Leofrick's 
Foundation-Charter of Coventry Monaſtry, 
1 Edu. Conf. he is reckon'd among the 
Primates Anglia, who were Witneſſes to 
it, But he, as great as he was, was the 
more liable to the Normans Depredations, 
when they became Maſters of all, as were 
all the wealthy Saxons z and ſo this Waga 
for ſo his Name is written in Domeſtlay- 

ook) or Wagen, was outed of all his fair 
Lordſhips in this and other Counties z and 
they were beſtow'd by the Conqueror on 
Robert de Stadford, who, with ſeveral 
other noble Normans, attended Duke Wit- 
liam into England, and by their Valour, 
ſeated him on the Throne 3 for which he 
rewarded him with Poſſeſſions of à vaſt 
Extent, He was deſcended from that 
great and noble Family of Tone} ; being 
the Son of Roger de Tonei, totlus Norman= 
nia ſignifer, and Brother of Ralph de Tonet, 
who came over alſo at the ſame Time, 
and was engag'd in the ſhme Battle, He 
made Choice of the Town of Stafford ſor 
his Seat, and from thence. took his Sir- 
name. But this Town of Wootton was 
none of his ſmalleſt Lordſhips z for when 


Domeſday-Book was made, it was certi- 


fy'd to contain ſeven Hides of Land, u 
Church, two Mills, and Woods extending 
two Miles in Length, and one in Breadth, 
It continu'd in the Line of the Staffords, 


till the Death and Attainder of Edward 


Stafford, Duke of Buckingham, in the 
Reign of King Herry VIII. While they 
had this Lordſhip, they were Beneſattors 
to it: For Nicholas Lord Stafford, 13 Ed. i. 
obtain'd a Charter of Free-warren for him- 
ſelf and his Heirs, in all his Demeſne 
Lands here ; and Fdmund his Son, 2 E4.2. 
was certify'd to hold this Manor of the 
King, in Capite, by Barony, and was the 
firſt of his Family that was ſummon'd to 
Parliament among the Barons, William 
his Son and Heir, dy'd poſleſled of it, = 
ai 
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did alſo his Succeſſors, Humphrey and Hen- 
ry; which laſt leaving his Wife ſurviving, 
ſhe was aligned this Lordſhip among other 
Eſtates, for her Dowrv. 
ceaſe, it returned to her Grandſon Henry; 
and ſo continu'd in the Family, *till Ed- 
ward Duke of Buckingham, being attaint- 
ed and beheaded, 13 Hen. 8. and his E- 
ſlates thereupon ſeized, this Lordſhip was 
given by that King, to Thomas Grey, Mar- 
queſs of Doy/et, and his Heirs z; but his 
Son Henry, ( who was created Duke of 
Suffolk) 20 alſo attainted, 1 Mar. 1. 
this Lordſhip was given by that Queen to 
Sir John Grey, Kt. and Mary his Wife, 
and their Heirs ; of whom Dame Agnes, 
the Relict of Sir John Smith, Kt. one of 
the Barons of the Exchequer, and Francis 
Smith, her Son and Heir, wy it, 
1 Eliz, and left it to their Poſter ity; of 
whom, Sir Francis Smith, Kt. obtain'd a 
Charter of Free-Warren in all his De- 
meſne Lands here, 15 Zac. 1, and his Son 
Francis was made Lord Carrington, who 
was Owner of it in 1640, or thereabouts. 
Beſides, this Manor of Wotton, there 
were other Lands in this Pariſh, poſſeſſed 
by one Richard Stanford, and Idonea his 
Wife, which had not then the Reputation 
of a Manor z but being increaſed by the 
Purchaſe of divers little Parcels of Lands, 
became at length a noted Lordſhip. This 
Richard left Iſſue John, who was, 27 Ed. z. 
Coroner of the Shire, and had Iſſue Fohn 
and Maud, who being marry'd to Roger 
Harewell, Brother of John Harewell, Bi- 
ſhop of Bath and Vells, became her Bro- 
ther's Heir, and poſſeſſed all his Lands, 
to which her Deſcendents made after- 
wards ſo great Additions by Marriages 
and otherwiſe, that they were ranked 
among the ſuperior Gentry of this Shire. 
John Harenwell was their Son and Succeſſor g 
who being elected Coroner for the County, 
16 Rich. 2, complained to the King, that 
not being a Knight, he was not qualiſy'd 
according to the Statute, 3 Edu. 1. c. 10. 
and ſo an Order was iſſued out to the 
Sheriff to chuſe another, Yet he was 
Eſcheater for this County, and a Juſtice 
of Peace to his Death. His Son William 
was a zealous Abettor of the Houſe of 
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Lancaſter, and taken Prifoner in Barnet- 
Field, and his Eſtate was thereby forfeited ; 
but thro' the Mediation of Friends and 
Money, he recover'd both his Liberty 
and Lands, John his Son ſucceeded him, 
and had no other Heirs but his Siſters, of 
whom, Agnes the youngeſt, being mar- 
ry'd to Sir John Smith, one of the Barons 
of the Exchequer, this Lordſhip, with other 
Eſtates, upon the Diviſion, came to him, 
and the Lord Carrington above mention'd, 
had his Seat upon it. His Deſcendents 
are, or lately were, Lords of it. | 

The Church here, dedicated to S. Peter, 
was given to the Monks of Conchis in 
in Normandy, by Robert de Stadford, ſoon 
after the Conqueſt, and appropriated to 
them by Roger Biſhop of Worceſter, 25 
Hen, 2. 1178. In it are ſeveral Chapels, 
and the Vicarage was of a good Value, 
26 Hen. 8. In the Church are three ſump- 
tuous Monuments, viz, In the South Ie, 
for Francis Smith, Eſqz who dy'd Sept. z, 
1626; and two in the North Ifle, adjoin- 
ing to the Wall, One of them a Man in 
Armour, lying on an Altar-Tomb, with- 
out Name or Inſcription z the other for 
John Harewell, Eſu; and Anna his Wife, 
who dy'd in 1500. In the Windows of 
the Church and Chancel are many Coats 
of Arms, and in the North Window in 
the Chancel is this Inſcription : Pray for 
the good Hſtate of Mr. Robert Wood, Pro- 
voſt 4 King's College in Cambridge, and 
the Fellows of the ſaid College, who made 
this Window, In the South Ifle js a Mo- 
numental Inſcription for Agnes the Wife 
of Sir John Smith, one of the Barons of 
the Exchequer, who dy'd Anno 1562, and 
for John Aylesbury, without Date, but 
old. | 

Wroxhall, a Village, not mention'd in 
the Conqueror's Survey, becauſe it was 
a Member of Hatton juxta Haſeley, and ſo 
included in that Manor, It was the E- 
ſtate of Henry de Newburgh, the firſt Earl 
of Warwick after the Conqueſt, and hold- 
ing of him with Hatton, by one Richard, 
whoſe Son Hugh, being a Perſon of great cordir 
_ went in the Expedition into the Canor 

oly Land, and was there taken Priſoner, 3. 


in which Condition he remained ſeven For t 
Years, 
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Vers, and underwent great Hardſhips; 
but at length, calling to Mind that their 
Pariſh Church was dedicated to S. Leonard, 
he mide his Prayers to him for Deli- 
verance, which he attain'd upon his Vow 
to build a Nunnery of the Order of St.“ 
Benedift, in this Place, (but of that aſter- 
wards.) To this his Nunnerv, thus built, 
he gave this whole Manor, the Church of 
Hatton, and no inconſiderable Part of his 
Royalty there. To it at firſt there was 
doubtleſs a Church eredted ; but being af- 
terwards rebuilt, was conſecrated by Wal- 
ter de Maiderſtone, Biſhop of Worceſter ; 
And here, becauſe Dugdale delivers lome 
Things about the Nedications of Churches 
worth our Notice, we have thought it 
convenient to give our Reader a ſhort Ab- 
ſlract of it, under theſe Heads, viz. 

1. The Original Cauſe of the Dedica- 
tion of Churches, proceeded from God's 
Appointment to Moſes to conſecrate the 
Tabernacle he had made, with the Table, 
Altar, and all the Utenſils uſed in the Ser- 
vice of God, with Prayers, annointing 
with Ovl, Ec. which Order Solomon fol- 
low'd, in conſecrating the Temple he had 
built, And if they that liv'd under the 
Shadow of the Law, did thus, how much 
more ſhould Chriſtians, to whom Grace is 
given by Jeſus Chriſt, build Churches to 
God, adorn them the beſt we can, and 
conſecrate them, and all Things in them, 
to God's Service! 

2. By whom a Church muſt be dedi- 
cated; and that is, by a Biſhop only, 
who in the Church beareth the Image of 
Chriſt, the chief Biſhop ; who alone ſpe- 
cially dedicates, and without whom, we 
cannot be ellabliſh'd in Grace: For he 
ſaith, Without me ye can do nothing, And 
the Pſulmiſt adds, Except the Lord builds 
the Houſe, Oc. On which Account it is, 
that the Council of Carthage prohibits any 
Prieſt, and other Perſon of an inferior 
Order, to do it: But here it ought to be 
obſerv'd, That a Church not endow'd, or 
endow'd with what is not lawfully ac- 
quir'd, ought not to be conſecrated, ac- 
cording to divers Conſtitutions and ſacred 
Canons. | 

3. Wherefore are Churches dedicated ? 
For this, many Reaſons are given, viz. 
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1. To offer Pravers and Praiſes to God. 
2. That Prayers mav there be heard, where 
God hath promiſed a ſpecial Preſence. 
3. That the Holy Sacraments may there - 


be adminiſter'd : To which Durand us 
adds, 4, That the Devil and his Power 
may be expell'd: And 5. All Perſons fly- 
ing thereto for Refuge, may have Safety. 
But what Mr. Hooker ſaith upon this Heal, 
ſeems moſt pious and reaſonable z The 
ſolemn Dedication of Churches, ſerves 
not only to make them publick, but fur- 
ther, to ſurrender up that Right, which 
otherwiſe their Founders might have in 
them, and to make God himſelf the pro- 
per Owner; for which Reaſon it was, 
that at the Dedication of the Tabernacle 
and Temple of the Jens, God gave a ma- 
nifeſt Sign of his Preſence, as taking Poſ- 
ſeſſion of them; and beſides, it notihes in 
a ſolemn Manner, the Holy and Religious 
Uſe, to which ſuch Places are deſign'd, 


and ought only to be put; whence it 


was, that Chriſt would not ſuffer any 
Man to carry a Veſſel thro' the Temple, 
Mar. 11. 16. and the Law requir'd a pe- 
culiar Reverence to be given to them, 
Lev. 26. 2. Our own Houſes are deſign'd 
for common Uſes ; but the Church for Di- 
vine Service onlv, the Food of our Souls, 
as they are for our Bodies, 1 Cor. 11. 22, 

g. After what Manner is a Church to 
be conſecrated ? Of this, the ancient Pra- 
ice is the beit Pattern, which is this: 
When the firit Chriſtian Emperor, Con- 
ſtantine, had built a Temple at Jeruſalem, 
tor the Service of God, he aſſembled the 
greateſt Part of the Biſhops of Chriſtendom, 
to the Delication of it, which they did 
readilv at his Requeſt, each of them ſet- 
ting forth that Act ion according to their 
Power ; ſome with Orations, others with 
Sermons ; ſume with the Sacrifice of Prav- 
er unto God for the Peace of the World, 
the Churches Safety, and the Emperor's 
and his Childrens Proſperity, 

5. Why our Chriſtians, at their Dedi- 
cation, have the Name of ſome Saint put 
upon them, when the Confecrat ion is 
really intended to none but God ? S. An- 
guſtin gives us a ſufficient Reaſon, ſaving, 
* We appoint no Churches to Angels, or 
Saints, becauſe they arc not to us as

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© Godsz but we make Memorials of 
© ſuch dead Men, whoſe Spirits are living 
© with God; and that, becauſe by the 
« Miniflry of Angels and Saints, God is 
© pleaſed ſometimes to ſhew ſome rare Ef- 
© fedts of his Power ; or becauſe thoſe 
© Saints, by which the Temples are called, 
/ © ſuffered Death there, and ſo made the 
© Places venerable; or becauſe it plea- 
© ſed Good Men to have frequent Occaſion 
© of mentioning them, that they might 
© be thereby induced tę meditate upon, 
© and imitate their Virtues.” Hence it 
was, that Biſhop Minchelſea made a Decree, 
That the Pariſhioners of every Church, 
ſhould take Care, that the Image of the 
Saint to whoſe Memory their Church was 
dedicated, ſhould be erected in the Chan- 
cel. | 

After the Diſſolution of the Nunnery, 
this Manor, with the Church, and Site 
of the Nunnery, as alſo the Rettory and 
Tithes of the Place, were granted, 36 H.8, 
to Robert Burgoigne, and John Scudamore, 
and their Heirs ; to the former of which, 
Sir John Burgolgne of Sutton in Bedford- 
ſhire, Bart. was Heir, and his Deſcen- 
dents are, or lately were, Poſſeſſots of it. 

In the Church is a Tomb for Mrs. Jo- 
coſa Brome, Daughter of John Brome, and 
Prioreſs of Wroxhall, who dy'd June 21 
1528 3; and in theWindows are the Arms of 
Louch, Beauchamps, Say of Ricards-Caſtle, 
Latimer, Lodbroke,and Mont fort of Beideſert. 

Wyche, an Hamlet belonging to Belde- 
fert, in 2 Hen. 5, 4 

Wyle, an Hamlet anciently belonging 
to Conghton, of which we find no Mention, 
*till the Reign of King Henry III. when 
it 7 ode that N the Daughter 
of William de Parco, had Lands here given 
with her, by her Father, in Frink Mar- 
riage unto Simon de Cotton, after which, 
there was a Fine levy'd, 6 Hen. 3. be- 
tween them and Robert de Verdun, At- 
terward we obſerve no more than this, 
That 32 Vn. 3. Willlam de Peto releaſed 
to Nicholas Litchficld, Clerk, and his Heirs, 
all his Right to the Manor of Wyke, lying 
in the Town aid Fee of Cofton z but now 
this Manor is depopulated, and ſuppoſed 
to be included within the Park, but that 
is not certainly known, 


CovenTRY Hundred or Liber, 


This Part of Warwick/hire being in our 
Villarls reckon'd as a diflintt Hundred 
though Dugdale makes it à Part of Knight. 
low Hundred, yet becauſe in his Map of it 
he ſeparates it as diſtin from the Ref 
for ome particular Reaſon, we hall 
venture to gueſs at it, viz. Becauſe the 
Juriſdictlon of the City of Coventry ex. 
tends ſo far round it, as to take in thoſe 
Towns, which are therefore called the 
Liberty of Coventry, becauſe they enjoy 
many of the Immunities and Privileyes 
of that City. We ſhall begin with 

Coventry, the chief Place in this Hun- 
drcd, and the only City in this County, 
The Learned conſecture, that the Name 
is taken from Covern, ſignilying a Co- 
vent or Convent, and the Brit Word 
Tre villa, as if it aroſe from the building 
of a religious Houſe here, and the ga. 
thering of Tradeſmen and Inhabitants 
about it to ſupply it with Neceſſaries. 
This ſeems the more probable, becauſe 
here was a Monaſtry of Nuns of a very 
ancient Ere&Qion, though we find nothing 
of Certainty about it 'till the Year of 
Chriſt 1016, when Canute King of Den- 
mark, and that infamous Traitor Edric in- 
vading Mercia with an Army, burnt and 
deſtroy'd divers Towns in this Shire, and 
with them this Nunnery, of which 5. 
Osburg the holy Virgin was Abbeſle, 
Edric at this Time was Earl of Mercia, 
and having done many Things to as 4 
tiate himſelf with King Canute, expetted 
a proportionable Reward from him, which, 
becauſe he did not receive us ſoon as he 
thought, he upbraided the King with it, 
and thereby 10 provok'd him, that call- 
ing to Mind Fadric's Treachery to his 


own Kings, Ethelred and Edmund, he 


feared the like from him, and cauſed him 
to be put to Neath z ſome ſuy drowned 
in the amet, others Behended, and his 
Heid fet upon « Pole on the higheſt 
Gate in London, and his Body caſt without 
the Walls of it. 

King Canute, ſoon aſter the Death of Ed. 
ric, made Leofric Earl of Cheſter, Earl - 
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fb of Mercla, by which, he alſo became Lord 
of this City of Coventry, to which he was 
x great Patron and Benefittor, Muny 
Changes in the Government happen'd in 
his Time, over which, (ſo great wis his 
Power) he had a mighty Influence ; for 
aſter the Death of K ng Canute, when 
there was a great Debate about his Suc- 
ceſſor ; He ſo prevail'd with the Nobles, 
that they advanc'd Harold, Sirnam'd 
Haresfoot, Son of Canute, to the Throne; 
and when Hardl Canute his Succeſſor was 
dead, he was one of the Chief who rals'd 
King Fd1ward the Confeſſor to the Throne, 
and afterwards, with an entire Affection, 
defended him from the Malice and Am- 
bition of Earl Godwin, who in the Year 
1061 raiſed a Rebellion againſt him. 

Earl Leoſric hitherto had been bounti- 
ful, and indulgent to this Town, but 
at length being incens'd at their Beha- 
viour to him, he laid heavy Taxes upon 
them, which he would not, by all the 
Means the Citizens could uſe, be induc'd 
to relax, The Earl had marry'd a moſt 
beautiful and devout Lady, Godiva, 
D»ughter of Thorold, Sheriff of Lincoln» 
ſhire, who had a great Aﬀettion for the 
Town, and pitying the hard Uſage of the 
People by her Husband, often and enr- 


neſily beſought him, for the Love of God 


ond the bleſſed Virgin, to free them 
ſrom the grievous Servitude they lay 
under, The Earl knowing how incon- 
ſiſtent her Petition was to his Right us 
well as Profit, commanded her not to 
move him any further therein ; but ſhe 
not forbearing, he offer'd to do it on theſe 
Terms, viz. 17 ſhe would ride on Horſe- 
back naked, from one End of the Town 
to the other, in the Sight of all the 
People, She return'd Anſwer, And will 
you give me leave (6 to do? He reply'd, 

& 4 whereupon, this noble Lady upon 
certain Day, before appointed, got on 
Horſ#back naked, with Foe looſe Huir 
about her, which cover'd her whole Body 
all but her Legs, and rode through the 
Town, none but one Mun ſeeing her 
which having done, ſhe return'd with 
Joy to her Husband, who immediately 
Ireed the Inhabitants from all ſervile 
Tenures by his Charter, In Memory of 


this ARlon, not only the PiAtures of 
Leofric and Godiva are ſet up in the 
Church-Windows, dedicated to the Holy 
Trinity on the South-ſlde, with this In- 
ſcription, 


IJ, Lurick, for the Lowe of thee 
Do make Coventry Tull 49 : 


But the People at this Day make a Pro- 
ceſſion yearly with a naked Figure (Wo- 
man) repreſenting her riding on Horſe- 
back thorough the City. This Earl alſo, 
by the Inſtigation of his Wife Godiva, 
ſounded a 3 Monaſtry in the Place 
where the Nunnery had been, and boun- 
tifully endow'd it, as we ſhall ſhew af. 
terwards, He was ſucceeded in his 
Honour and Eſtate by A/gar his Son, who 
was bury'd in the Monaſtry of Coventry, 
leaving Lucia his ſole Daughter and Heir, 
who marrving to Ranulph Enrl of Cheſter, 
had brought her Eſlates into his Family, 
had not William the Norman's Sword made 
Way for another Settlement both of her 
Husband's and her Eſtates and Honours, 
This Ranulph had a Caſtle in this 
Place, which was his Seat, and being a 
Perſin plouſly inclin'd, caus'd Chapels 
to be built at Allefley, Any, Shulton, 
and Wykin Hamlets, within the PrecinQs 
of this Town. Ranulph his Son ſucceeded 
him; and being an aAive Perſon in the 
turbulent Reign of King Stephen, on the 
Part of the Empreſs, lolt this Caſile to 
the King and dy'd excommunicated 
but His Son Hugh recover'd it, and held 
it, 'til falling in with King Henry the Son, 
againſt King King Henry II. his Father, 
and animating the *Coventry-men to join 
with him, their Liberties were all ſeiz'd 
for their Diſſoyalty, and not reſtored 't ill 
alter the Death of Hugh, when they 
were forc'd to give 20 Marks to the 
King for the Confirmation of them. To 
Hugh ſucceeded Ranulph, the liſt of his 
Line: He confirm'd the Charter of his 
Anceſtors to this Town, granting them 
to hold a'l their Poſſeſſions in free Bur- 
gage, cſtabliſh'd a Portmote (J. e. a Town 
Court) to hold all Pleas in, and procur'd 
a Charter 2 Hen, 4, from that King for 
a yearly Fair, on Trinity Sunday and 
Nnnn 2 cight 
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eight Days after. He dy'd without 
Iſſue, and left his Eſtates to his Siſters, 
of whom Mabel who was marry'd to 
William de Albany Earl of Arundel had 
this Town for Part of her Share. He 
left alſo his Siſters Heirs, of which 
Cicely the youngeſt, marrying to Roger 
de Monte alto, had this Caſtle and Ma- 
nor for her Part. 

This Roger de Montalt, was one of the 
Earl of Chefter's Barons, and Seneſchal 
of Cheſter. He had a Charter of Free- 
Warren granted him by King Hen. III. 
Reg. 30. in all his Demeſne Lands, among 
which was this Town. Four Years after, 
he reſolving upon a Voyage to the Holy 
Land, which then was look'd upon as a 
great Act of Devotion; and wanting 
Money to bear his Charges thither, he 
with his Wife, whoſe the Inheritance 
was, ſold this fair Lordſhip and the Ad- 
vowſon of the Church of. St. Michael! to 
the Monks of Coventry for a large Sum, 
with all the Chapels thereunto belonging 
in Fee- Farm; but reſerv'd to themſelves 
and their Heirs, their Manor - Houſe at 
Cheyleſmore (or Chilmore) with the inclos'd 
Park and Religious Houſe of the Friers- 
Minors, ſituate near the ſaid Park, with 
free Liberty to him or his Heirs to 
Hunt and Hawk within the Precincts of 
the ſaid Manor of Coventry, Oc. In Con- 
ſiderat ion of all which, the ſaid Prior 
and Covent were oblig'd to pay Yearly 
to the ſaid Roger and Cicely, at their 
Manor- Houſe of Chilmore, the Sum of 1007. 
by four equal Portions at certain ſet 
Times. Here it was that the famous 
Statute call'd Dictum de Kenilworth, a p- 
pointing upon what Terms the diſinhe- 
rited Lords, and others, might redeem 
their Lands forfeited by their Rebellion 
againſt King Henry III. was made; fo 
called, becauſe it was publiſh'd in the 
Camp before that Caſtle. Not long after 
this, viz. 3 Edward 1. the Burgeſſes and 
Inhabitants of the Town obtained that 
King's Letters, giving them Authority 
to take Toll of all vendible Goods ſold 
in their Fairs or Markets for three Years, 


towards the Charge of Paving the Town. 


From this Time, the Prior of Coventry, 
and the Heirs of Roger de Montalt, were 


— 


certified to be Lords of this Place with 
its Members, 9 Edu. 2. . 
The Manor of Cheyleſmore is ſituate 
upon the Southern Side of the Town, and 
for ſome Succeſſions continu'd in the Fa. 
mily of Montalt; but Iſſue Male failing 


in Robert de Montalt, he levy'd a Fine of 


all his Intereſt in it with the Conſent 
of Emme his Wife, thereby entailing 
the ſame upon the Heirs Male of his own 
Body, and for want of ſuch, on Queen 
I/abel, Mother of King Edward III. for 
Life, and after her, on John of Elthay, 
Earl of Cornwall, and his Heirs-Male ; 
and for Want of ſuch Iſſue, on King 
Edward III. who ſettled it after John 
of Eltham's Death on his eldeſt Son Ed. 
ward the Black Prince, whom he created 
Duke of Cornwall, annexing it inſepa- 
rably to that Dukedom. Being thus in 
the Royal Family, it was endow'd with 
many great Privileges: As to be free from 
all Sorts of Toll, to have Returns of 
Writs, Felons, Goods, Fines, Oc. with a 
Court-Leet and Gaol. While it thus re- 
main'd, One William Galeys, 21 Edu. 1, 
obtained a Licenſe to found a Chantry 
here for three Prieſts, of whom, one to be 
the Warden; as alſo to build a Chapel 
and Houſe for them, and amortize five 
Meſſuages in Coventry for their Mainte- 
nance; 0 pray daily for the good Eſtate 
of King Edward III. Queen I/abel his 
Mother, Edward Prince of Wales, and 
himſelf, during their Lives, and the Souls 
of King Edward II. John of Eltham, and 
all the faithful deceas'd. After the 
Death of Queen 1/ahel and the Black 
Prince, it came into King Edward III's 
Hands, who gave out of it 23 Meſſuages 
two Gardens and fix Cottages to the Abby 
of Vale Royal in Cheſhire, founded by the 
King his Father, and left it to his 
Grandſon King Richard II. from whom, 


it paſſed through many Hands to Jo 


Earl of Warwick, who Leaſed it far 99: 
Years to the Mayor, Bailiffs, and Com- 
monalty of the City of Coventry for the 
uſe of the Poor Inhabitants, which Queen 
Elizabeth confirm'd to them to hold to 
them and their Succeſſors in Fee-Farm 
for ever, at the Rent of g/. per Annun, 
to be paid into the Exchequer, 

| Coventry, 
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- Coventry, during the former Settlement, 
rew up to a very flouriſhing Condition 
in King Edward III's Reign; for by the 
Intereſt of John of Eltham, the Monks and 
Inhabitants obtain'd the Toll of the Fair 
and Markets for eight Years, towards the 
building of the Wall about their Town, as 
alſo a Licenſe to erect a Conduit for the 
Conveniency of Water, and a Freedom 
from Toll for all their Merchandize 


throughout the Kingdom, for a Fine of 


ten Marks. But all this while, it had not 
the Reputation of a City or Borough, 
but aſter it came to Queen I/abel, 18 Ed. 3. 
ſhe, by her earneſt Addreſs, obtained 
Letters Patent of the King, making it a 
Corporation, conſiſting of a Mayor and Bai- 
liffs (annually choſen by the Inhabitants) 
who ſhould have Power to hold Plea of 
Treſpaſſes, Contracts, and all other Things 
happening within the Town; and to 


that End they were allowed a Common 
Seal, conſiſting of two Parts, the Greater 


to remain in the Mayor's Cuſtody, and 
the Leſſer in the Town-Clerk's, and a 
Priſn for the chaſtizing of Malefactors, 
to be under the Charge of the Mayors 
and Bailiffs, In 21 Edw. 3. the firſt 
Mayor, John Ward, was choſen, and after 


him there was a continual Election year- 


ly to that Office, under which, the In- 
habitants chearfully concurred to beautify 
and enlarge their Town; for they built 
great and coſtly Walls, Gates, and Towers 
about it, and erected a magnificent Steeple 


on St. Michael's Church, with ſeveral 


other Improvements; which were ſo. 
pleaſing to the Kings, that they not 
only confirm'd their Charters and Privi- 
leges, but allow'd them Stone out of 
Chiimore Park towards their Buildings, 
and ſome other Advantages towards their 
Charge in. ſo doing. h 

Coventry was now grown ſo conſide- 


rable a Place, that King Henry IV. Reg. 6. 


held a Parliament here; and becauſe by. 
the Writs directed to the Sheriffs, it was 
order'd, That no Lawyer, or any one 
skill'd in the Law ſhould: be elected, or 
come to it, it hath ever ſince been called 
Parliamentum Indoftorum. In it, it was 
concluded to diveſt the Church of all 
its Temporal Poſſeſſions, which cauſed 
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an hot Diſpute between the Clergy and 
Laity. | 
for their Reſolution, That they ſerv'd 
the King againſt his Enemies with their 
Perſons and Eſtates, while the Clergy 
ſat at Home and did him no Service. To 
which the ſtout Archbiſhop Arundel an- 
ſwer'd, That the Clergy aſſiſted the King 


as much as they; for the Clergy paid 


Tenths as oft as they did Fifteens, and 
their Tenants ſerv'd in the Wars as well 
as theirs; to which the Clergy added 


their inceſſant Prayers for God's Bleſſing. 


To this, the Speaker of the Commons re- 
ply'd, He valu'd not the Prayers of the 
Church. Whereupon the Archbiſhop ſaid, 
It may be ſeen what will become of the 
Kingdom, when Prayers are ſo lightly 
eſteem'd. Much more was ſaid; and the 
Effect was, The Archbiſhop's Zeal for the 


Church, preſerv'd it from the impending, 


Storm for that Time. 

'To promote the Glory and Intereſt of 
the Corporation of Coventry, thus eſta- 
bliſh'd, ſeveral of the Inhabitants be- 
came Benefactors to it, viz. John Leder 
and John Eſterton, gave 20 Meſſuages; John 
Preſton, one Meſſuage and 20s. yearly 
Rent; Richard Southam, Lawrence Cooke, 
and William Dalcock, 25 Meſſuages, 27 
Acres of Land, and 13 s. yearly Rent, to 
the Mayor and Commonalty, and their 
Succeſſors, towards the Support of ſuck 
Charges as they were like to undergo» 
for the Publick Affairs of the Place. In- 
the Reign of King Henry V. and in the 
ſucceeding Reign, William Babington and 
William Botoner, being ſenſible how great” 
a Charge the Corporation muſt be at 
for repiiring the Walls, and other-neceſ”- 
ſary Disburſements for the general Ad- 
vantage of the Town, beſtow'd another 
Meſſuage upon the Mayor and Com- 
monalty for the aboveſaid Uſes. King 
Henry VI. about the ſame Time alſo con- 
firm'd the Charter of King Edward III. 
to them; and to it, beſides other Pri- 
vileges and Juriſdiftions, added (as the 
Charter words it, Ob ſpecialem affectionem 
erga Civitatem de Coventry Q Majorem, Rc.) 
this ſignal Favour, That the ſaid City, 
with the Villages and Hamlets of Rad- 


ford, Kereſtey, Folkfhul, Eecleſnale, Anfty,- 


Calwedon,. 


The Knights of Shires alledg'>t 
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Calwedon, Wyken, Henley, La Wode-End, 
Stoke, Bigging, Whitteley, Pinley, Afhull, 
Horewell, Harnlcy, and Whaberley;, as alſo 
Part of Sow and Stirichale, lying within 
the Liberties of Coventry, ſhould from 
the Feaſt of St. Nicholas, December 6, 
Reg. 30. be an entire County of it ſelf, 
incorporated both in Deed and Name, 
diſtin, and altogether ſeparate from the 
County of Warwick for ever; and that 
the Bailiffs of the ſaid City ſhall be She- 
riffs of the County of the City for ever, 
vet ſtill continuing to execute the Office 
of. Bailiffs in the City, and ſhall hold a 
Monthly Court within their Liberties, 
as the Sheriffs of other Counties do, Oc. 
as alſo, that the Coroner for the City 
ſhall be from thenceforth Coroner of the 
County of the ſuid City for ever, and 
Clerk for taking Recognizances of Debts, 
and always have for that End the leſſer Seal 
in his Cuſtody; as alſo, that the Mayor 
and his Succeſſors in the ſaid Hamlets 
ſhall exerciſe the Office of Clerk of the Mar- 
ket, and Steward and Marſhal of the King's 
Houſhold, and with all the Inhabitants 
ſhall be free from Toll for all their Goods 
and Merchandize throughout England and 
Ireland. 

In our Hiſtories we find divers other 
Things related of this City, which we 
think not fit to paſs over altogether, viz. 
A Parliament held here 38 Hen. 6. where- 
in Richard Duke of York, Richard Earl 
of Salisbury, and Richard Earl of War- 
wick, with Edward Earl of March (after- 
wards King Edward IV.) and many of 
their Adherents were attainted, the Lords 
ſitting in the Chapter-houſe of the Pri- 
ory, This Parliament, in ſome of our 
Hiftories is. called, Par/iamentum Diabo- 
licum, becauſe of the Ruin that ſeem'd 
to be intened to ſo many great Fami- 


lies ; and indeed it appear'd ſo horrible 


to King Henry VI. himſelf, that he would 
not paſs the Act without a Reſervation 
of a Power to himſelf that he might: at 
his Pleaſure reverſe it; which if he did 
not, by Reaſon of the Turbulency of the 
Times, the next Parliament did. Ihe 
Earl of Marck being, after this, ſettled on 
the Throne, he and his Queen kept their 
Chriſtmas in this. Town; but the Lan-

caſtrlane, and Friends of King Henry vl. 
again prevailing, King Edward was 
forc'd to fly beyond Sea, and Richard 
Woodrill, Earl of Rivers, and his Son 
— falling into their Hands, were Be. 

eaded upon Gofford & nn on the Eaſt Side 
of this City. King Eduard in the mean 
Time was gathering an Army in Foreign 


Parts, and in about a Years Time landed 


with it at Hulderneſſe in Yorkſhire, Anno 


1470. Richard Earl of Warwick in the 


mean Time had poſſeſſed himſelf of this 
City for the Lancaſtrians, which when 
King Eduard found, he paſſed by it to 
Warwick, on his Way to London, from 
whence, he ſoon after met his Enemies 
at Barnet - Field, wherein, by the Slaugh- 
ter of the Earl of Warwick, and other 
Lancaſtrian Leaders, he obtained ſo great 


a Victory, that he ſettled himſelf firm 


ly upon the Throne everaſter ; but re- 
tained ſuch Diſpleaſure to this City, 
that he took the Sword from the Mavor, 
and ſeized the Franchiſes of it, which 
they were forc'd to redeem by a Fine of 
500 Marks, King Edward being thus 
reconcil'd to this City, went about four 
Yeurs after to Coventry with his Queen, 
and kept St. George's Feaſt there, An 
1474, and the Prince going a little before, 
was preſented with an Hundred Pounds 
in Money, and a Cup by the Citizens, 
which was ſo well accepted by the King, 


that he wes pleas'd to ſtand Godfather 


to the Mayor's Child. In like Manner 


was K. Henry VII. returning from Poſwworth- 


Field, receiv'd ahd preſented bythis Citv. 
What other Things worthy of Remem- 
rance, relating to this City, may be 
comprized in theſe Particulars, viz. 
1. The ſtately Croſs which for Work- 
manſhip and Beauty was inferior to none 
in England, even in thoſe Ages when it 
was thought a kind of Merit to build 
ſuch Sort of Monuments. It was erected 
at the Charge and Expence of Sir l- 
liam Hollis, Kt. Lord Mayor of London, 
who deviſed by his laſt Will, 200 /. 
to be employed to that End, He was 
the Anceſtor of the Hollis's Earls of 
Clare, and Duke of Newcaſtle, whoſe Fa- 
milv is now extint, His Wife F/ixabeth, 


by her Te{tawent alſo, order'd her Exe- 
Cutors 
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eutors to build out of her Goods and 
Chattels, ſix Alms-houſes in St, Helens, 
London, and endow'd them with 10 /. 
a Year each, for ſix poor People, which 
was accordingly done, but was a long 


Time thought to be Sir Andrew Jud's 


Charity, whereas he was her Executor 
only, and ereRed them out of her Eſtate, 
2. When the Monaſtries of the Town 
were diſſolved, 34 Hen. 8. this City pur- 
chaſed ſeveral Parcels of Lands belong- 
in to them, of that King, for the Sum 
of 13781. 10s. which were granted to 
the Mayor, Bailiffs, and Commonalty, 
and their Succeſſors, to hold of the Crown 
in Capite, by the tyentieth Part of a 
Knight's Fee, and paying 71. 13s. 2 4. 
yearly to the King and his Succeſſors, 
Alſo when the Gilds and Chantries were 
put down in King Edward VI's Reign, 
they purchaſed ſo many Lands belonging 
to them, as coſt the Citizens 1315 J. 18. 8d. 
which were ſettled as the former. 3. Be- 
cauſe by the Suppreſſion of the Abbies 
of this City, the Trade of the Town 
was much decay'd for want of that Con- 
courſe of People that came daily thither 
upon their Account; therefore in 
6 Edw. 6, they had a Charter granted 
them for another Fair to be held Octo- 
ber 21, and two Days after: But that 
which was the Foundation of the greateſt 
Proſperity of this City, was the Grant 
of King James I. made to it by him 
Reg. 19. by which, all their former Char- 
ters, Rents, Privileges, and Liberties, 
were confirm'd to them; That they ſhould 
have ten Aldermen over the ten Wards 
of the City, who ſhould be Juſtices of 
the Peace within it, and the County 
thereof; that they ſhould have two new 
Fairs, viz, on April 1. and Auguſt 16. 
yearly, Wc. Having thus brought down 
the Hiſtory of this City to theſe later 
Times, we ſhall givea brief Deſcription 
of it as it now ſtands, viz. 

It is a City commodiouſl y ſeated, large, 
ſweet, and neat, formerly walled in, but 
in that Particular now much negledted: 
The Buildings are generally old, but 
many of them lirge and ſtately. The 
Market Place (in the Middle of which 


ſtands the ſtately Croſs abovemention'd) 
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is ſpaceous, and in it is a plentiful Mar- 


ket kept weekly on Fridays, and a 
Fair on October 21. The Town enjoys 


a good Inland Trade of making and ſel- 
ing Cloth, which makes it p»pulous 


and rich. There are ſeveral Churches 
but the two Chief are, | | 

1. St. Michael's Church, which is the 
Cathedral; large, well lighted, but not 
handſome. The greateſt Beauty of this 
Church is its tall Steeple, of excellent 
Workmanſhip, and all of Stone: It is 
ſaid to have been more than 22 Years 
in Building, It was appropriated to the 
Abby, and aV icarage being appointed, was 
the only Subſiſlence of the Miniſter of it. 
In it were ſeveral Monuments for the Lady 
Katharine Howard, Sir Thomas Barkley, Kt. 
Julian Nethermill, 1 of the Town, and 
8 his Wife, Elizabeth Smwillington, 

ife of Ralph Swillington, Attorney Ge- 
neral to King Hen VIII. Oe. In this 
Church were diverſe Chantries, founded 
by the Pious Men of Popiſh Times, and 
endow'd with ſufficient Rents to main- 
tain one or more Prieſts, to pray for the 
Souls of the Founders and others, viz, 
Merinton's Chantry, founded 17 Edu. 2. 
Shepey's, founded 4 Ed. 3. Hay's, founded 
12 Rich. 2. Preſton's, founded 13. Hen, 4. 
Cro/s's, founded the ſame Year Py/eford's, 
the Time of its Foundation is not known, 
no more than of the Tayler's and Sher- 
man's, Tate's and Marler's. 

2. Trinity Church, appropriated to the 
Priory and a Vicarage appointed, which 
at the Diſſolution was valued at 261 5s, 64. 
per Annum, deduQting all Reprizes. In 
this Church are divers Monumental In- 
ſcriptions, for Dr. Holland and his Wiſe, 
and Mr. John Whitchead, divers Arms of 
the Kings and Noblemen, and the Chan- 
tries of Percy, founded 23 Edw. 3. the 
Holy Croſs 30 Edw. 3. Lodington, 16 K. 2. 
Alleſley, in King Edward II's Time, 
Cellet's and Corpus Chriſti, the Time un- 
known, beſides Lecefter's and Cop(ton's 
Chantries adj ining to the Priory. 

In the Town alſo were divers Gilds or 
Fraternities, founded and erefted for the 
promoting of Charity, Religion, or Mer- 
chandize. "They were called Gilds from 


Gild or Geld, Money, becauſe ſuch as af- 
ſociated

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firſt, Earl, and the next Vear, Marqueſs 
of Buckingham; and till. increafing in 


Fociated in them did contribute Money, 
Goods, and ſometimes Land for the Sup- 


port of their common Charge; as St. John 


Bapriſt's Gild, founded 1) Edu. 3. who 
granted the Brethren a Licenſe to pur- 
chaſe Lands, Tenements, and Rents of 
the Value of 201. per Annmm, lying with- 
in the Liberties of Coventry, for the found- 
ing of a Chantry of fix Prieſts to ſing 


Maſs every Day in the Churches of Tri- - 


nity and St. Michael, for the Souls of the 
King, Aueen, and all the Benefactors 
to it; and Queen Jabel afterwards gave 
them a Piece of Land to build a Chapel 
on for that uſe: Trinity Gild, founded 
30 Edw. 3. and united to St. Fohn's Giid, 
16 Richard 2. and St. Katharine's Gild, 
founded 17 Edu. 3. Theſe Gilds were 
For ſome Time in ſuch great Reputation, 
that King. Henry IV. and King Henry VI. 
with divers of the Nobility, Biſhops, and 
other eminent Perſons, thought it no 
Diſhonour te be admitted into them, tho? 
the Admiſſion was always begg'd with 
great Reverence, and an Oath taken, to 
be good and true to the Maſters of the 
Gilds, and to all the Brethren of them; 
but Cor pus Chriſti, and the Sher mans and 
Taylers Gilds, were not of ſo great Eſteem, 
though Prince Edward, the Son of King 
Edward IV. was alſo admitted into the 
firſt of theſe 18 Edw. 4. From theſe Giles 
there is no Doubt to be made, but the 
Gompanies in Cities and Corporations, 
which are ſtill kept up (though now 
indeed chiefly for: Trade Sake) had their 
Original z and in Imitation of them, ob- 
taned divers Imwunities and Privileges, 
with ſome neceſſary Endowments. 

This Citv hath given Title to divers 
noble Families; as | | 

George Pillars, fourth Son of Sir George 
Pillars of Brokesby, Kt. who having had 
a good Education in France, and being a 
Perſon of a grateful Mien and Preſence, 
King Zames I. in his Progreſs, was at firſt 
Sight fo taken with him, that by Means 
of Sir John Graham, one of the Gentle- 
men of his Red-Chamber, the King him- 
ſelf directed him how to get into his Fa- 
vour, which he ſoon did, and wes made, 
after ſome lower Preferments, Maſter of 
the Horſe, Oc. and at Length, Keg. 14. 
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that King's Favour, eſpecially after he 
had brought his Son Prince Charles Cafe 
out of Spain, was. by another Patent, 
21 Fac. 1. created Earl of Coventry and 
Duke of Bnckirgham, He was kill'd by 
one John Felton, a Melancholly difon- 
tented Perſon, 3 Car. 1. barbarouſlv. And 
George Villars, his eldeſt Son then Ii. 
ving, ſucceeded him in his Honours and 
Eſtates, He was a' Perſon of great Emi. 
nency for Learning and Wit, and enjoy'd 
gre:t Preferments in Court in the Reigrs 
of King Charles I. and II. but being a 
profuſe and vicious Man; ſpent the great 
Eſtate his Father left him, and dy'd 
Childleſs. In the flouriſhing Condition 
of this laſt Duke, Thomas Coventry de- 
ſcended of William Coventry, of this City, 
but Grandſon ef John Coventry of London, 
Mercer, and Lord Mavor there, having 


been educated in the Study of the Com- 


mon Law of England, in the Inner- Temple, 
where he was Autumn Reader, and from 
thence promoted at length to be Lord 
Keeper of the Great Seal of Englard, was 
4Car. i. dignified:with the Honour and De- 


gree of a Baron of Fygland, by the Title of 
Thomas Coventry, L ord Coventry of Ailes- 


bury, He' held this great Office with 
much Reputation fifteen Years, and de- 


parting this Life at Durham Houſe in 


the Strand, left 

| Thomas his Son, Heir of his Honour 

and Eſtate. He marry'd Mary, the Daugh- 

ter of Sir William Craven, Lord Mayor of 

London, g Fac. I. and at his Death, left 
George his Son and Heir to inherit his 


Honour, He, by Margaret, Daughter of 


John Tufton, Earl of Thanet, had 3 Sons, 
John, Thomas, and Wil'iam, of whom, 
John was his Succeſſor in this Honour 
and Eftate ; but dying unmarry'd in the 
Year 1687 AÆtat. 33, and his Brothers 
being alſo dead, this Honour paſſed to 
Tuomas Coventry of Spitfield in the Coun- 
ty of Warwick, Unkle to John, the laſt 
Lord, and only Brother of George . his Fa- 
ther. This Lord, by the ſpecial Grace 
and Favour of the late King Wi'liam III. 
was advanc'd to the Title and Dignity 


of Viſcount Deerhurſ#, and Earl of G- 


wentry, 
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by Letters Patent dated April 26. 
pls Ae left two Sons, Gilbirs and 
Thomas who ſucceeded him, | 

Thomas, Earl of Coventry ſucceeded him, 
He marry'd the Lady Ann Somer/et, the 
youngeſt Daughter of Henry Duke of 
Beaufort, by whom he had two Sons, 
Thomus Viſcount Deerhurft, born April 7, 
1702, and John, born Auguſt 23, 1705, 
whcih laſt died in the enſuing Year, but 

Thomas ſurviv'd his Father, and ſuc- 
ceeded him in his Honour, Auguſt, 1710, 
but did not outlivehim long, dying in Ja- 
nury17+5,whereupon 7 od; paſs'd to 

Gilbert his Unkle, as Brother and 
Heir to Thomas his Father. He hath been 
twice marry'd, but has yet only one 
Daughter by his firſt Wife, named Ann, 
married to Sir William Carew of Anthony 
in Cornwall, Bart. 


Perſons eminent, but of an inferior 
Rank, born or inhabiting here, viz. 


William Maklesfield., Cardinal of S. Sabine, 
made by Pope Benedict XI. He was cre- 
ated Batchelor of Divinity at Paris, and 
Doctor at Oxford. He being a Dominican 
Frier, was made General of his Order, 
and then Cardinal ; but before his Cardi- 
nal's Cap could come to him, he was 


dead, and buried at London; yet, that he 


might not altogether be deſtitute of ſo 
great an Honour, his Cap was ſet with 
great Magnificence upon his Tomb, un- 
der which he was bury'd, and perhaps, 
did him as much good as it would have 
done had he been alive. 

John Bird, a Carmelite of Oxford, de- 
ſcended of a Family of that Name in 
Cleſtire, He having taken bis Degrees 
in Divinity in Oxford, became the 31ſt 
and laſt Provincial of his Order in Eng- 
land, When King Henry VIII. was 
about to eſtabliſh the Regal Supremacy 
in England, he preach'd ſome ſmart 
Sermons before that King, againſt the 
Popes; which ſo pleas'd that Prince, 
that he preferr'd him firſt to the See of 
Bangor in Wales, and then to Cheſter in 
England, in which he continu'd to the 
Reign of Queen Mary, by whom he was 
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deprived, though he comply'd with the 
Change of Religion, for being married. 
He was employ'd after that, by Biſhop 


Bonner, to convert Mr. Hawks of Coxall 


in Eſſex, and ſave him from the Flames, 
but ſeems to have ſpoken ſo coldly to 


him, as if he did not deſire him to ſave 


himſelf, by changing his Opinions, but . 
by a diſſembled Compliance. He liv'd 
fome Years aſter his Deprivation, in 
Chefter with his Wife; and dying there 
in a mean Condition, was buried in the 
Cathedral, He was a learned Man, and 
hath left ſome Comments on St. Paul, 
and learned Homilies. He was a little 
Man, had a Blemiſh in his Eyes, and dy'd 
in 1556, BY 

Walter of Coventry, born here, and bred 
a Benedictine Monk. Bale tells us, That 
he was Immortali Vir dignus memoria, i. e. 
A Perſon worthy ever to be remembered. 
He wrote a Hiſtory from the Beginning 
of the Biſhops to his own Time, and he 
flouriſh'd ,about 1217. His Excellency 
as an Hiſtorian, was, That he wrote the 
Truth in a good Method; though "tis 
not to be deny'd, that his Latin is but 
courſe; but a fine Stile is not requir'd 
in Hiſtory ſo much as Truth; which 
laſt, ſince he attained, the Want of Elo- 
quence may be pardoned. 

Vincent of Coventry, born here, and bred 
a Franciſcan in Cambridge. 

Philemon Holland, Doctor of Phyſick, 
bred in Trinity College, Cambridge, re- 
ferred hither, not for the Place of his 
Nativity, (for that we know not) but for 
his ſettled Habitation. He was a general 
Tranſlator of Books in his Time, and 
might furniſh a Country Gentleman's 
Library well with Hiſtorians of his tran- 
ſlating. Of this Kind, his Tranſlation of 
Cambden's Britannia is thought to de- 
ſerve moſt Commendation, not only for 
the Fidelity of the Verſion, but for the 
many excellent Additions made to it, 
which are not found in the Latin of 
the Author. It was tranſlated in Mr. 
Cambden's Life timez and ſome believe 
by his Conſent and Approbation, which 


may juſtly render his Work as authentick 


as the Original, and as much Cambden's 
Oooo own. 


* 
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own, Dr. Holland died ſome Time in 
the Beginning of the laſt Century. 
James Cranford, Son of James Cranford, 
Maſter of the Free- School of this City, 
was born here. He was educated in Ba- 
ligl College, Oxford; and having taken 
his Degrees there, became Rector of 
Brookold in Northamptonſhire, from whence, 
after ſome Years, he removed to St. Chri- 
fopler's Le Stocks in London. He is ſaid 
to have been a painful Preacher, an exact 
Linguiſt, Orthodox in Judgment, and 
well acquainted with the Fathers, hum- 
ble in his own Sight, and very charitable 
and pitiful to all that differ'd from him, 
if he found them erring in Judgment, 
not in Manners. He hath written A Con- 
futation of the Anabaptiſts, an Expoſition 
of Daniel's Prophecies, and a Book which 
he calls Hereſo-machia, ſhewing the Miſ- 
chief that Here ſies do in the Church, and 
the Means to prevent them : All printed 
at London. He was in the Beginning of 
the late Rebellion, a Licenſer of the 
Preſs, and is ſaid to have written ſeve- 
ral Epiſtles before ſuch Books as were 
publiſh'd with his Approbation, and par- 
ticularly that, call'd, The Tears of Ire- 
land, wherein is a Lift of the Cruelties 
then uſed by the Papiſts, which he is 
thought to have collected. He dy'd in 
1657, and was bury'd in St. Chriſtopher's 
Church, Londůon. 

John Hales, Eſq; who being Clerk of 
the Haniper (an Office of great Profit in 
thoſe Pays) and having accumulated 
great Wealth thereby; when the Religi- 
ous Houſes of this Kingdom were diſ- 
folv'd, purchaſed many Lands, and large 
Poſſeſſions out of the Eſtates belonging 
to the Monaſtries and Hoſpitals of this 

Town; and being unmarry'd, deſign'd 
to employ ſome Part of it in ſome 
laſling Monument, beneficial to Poſteri- 
ty, which was a Free-School; for which, 
having obtained a Licenſe to amortize 
Lands to ſettle on it, he converted the 
Euildings of St. John's Hoſpital, which 
' Fe had purchas'd, to that Uſe; yet gi- 
ving the King his Maſter the Honour of 
it, he cauſed this Inſcription to be ſet 
on the Front of it, 
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Schola Regis Henrici offavi a Joanne 


Hales, Fundata ut bonis litteris inbuantur 
Pueri in eternum. 


But however, he did not endow this 


School in his Life Time, but left to his 
Executors to convey the ſaid Hoſpital 
and ſo many of the Lands, to the Mayor, 
Bailiffs, and Commonalty of the City, 
as ſhould yield an annual Sallary of 20 / 
to the head Maſter, and 10 J. 
to the Uſher, with Houſes for their 
dwellings in the ſaid Hoſpital, and 2 ;, 
per Annum to a Muſick Maſter to teach 
ſo many of the Boys to Sing, as would, 
Oc. This School, we are inform'd, hath 


produc'd many excellent Scholars, through 


the Diligence of the Maſter and Ulher, 
not to be equal'd by any Schools, except 
the three great ones of London, He dy'4 
December 26, 1572, and was bury'd in 
St. Peters Poor in Broadſireet, London, ha- 
ving upon his Tomb a large comment 
tory Epitaph. | - EC 
Richard Tilleſtey, educated in Oxford 
in Baliol College and St. John's, where 
having taken his Degrees in Arts, and 
enter'd into Holy Orders, he became 
Chaplain to Dr. Buckeridge, Biſhop of 
Rocheſter,and marrying his Niece, brought 
himſelf into the Way of Preferment ; for 
ſoon after he became Rector of Kuckſtor 
in Kent, Archdeacon and Prebendary of 
Roc heſter, and would have been promo- 
ted much higher had he not met with 
an untimely Death. He was a Perſon of 
great Reading and Learning, and was 


one of thoſe Perſons who undertook an 


Anſwer to Selden's Hiſtory of Tithes, 
which he entitles, Animadverſions on Mr. 


Selden's Hiftory of Titles, and his Review 


of it. Printed in 1619, and 1621, at 
London in 470. *Tis thought a learned and 
judiciory Treatiſe, and ſufficiently con- 
futing Selden's Obje&ions againſt them, 
he dy'd in 1621, much lamented by 


the Learned, and was buried in the Choir 
in the Cathedral Church of Rochefter, 


leaving a Son, an Infant, named Join. 
Chriftopher Davenport, Son of John, and 
Grandſon of Henry Davenport, —_—

ef this City, was born here: He was a 
ctudent at Merton College, Oxford, two 
Years, but not being ſuffer'd to continue 
longer by Sir Henry Savile, he was ſe- 
duc'd away by ſome Romiſh Prieſts, and 
went to Doway, and ſoon after became a 
Franciſcan at Ypres, but ſtaid not long there 
before he return'd to Doway, where at 
length he became chief Reader of Divi- 
nity in the College of S. Bonaventure. 
Being ſent a Miſſionary into England, he 
took on him the Name of Francis a S. 
clara, and was made Chaplain to Queen 
Henrietta Maria, Conſort of K. Charles I. 
He did great Service to the Catholick 
Cauſe in England, by gaining Diſciples, 
and writing Books; but in the Civil 


Wars between the King and Parliament 


he abſconded, and did not appear pub- 
lickly 'till the Reſtoration, when he was 
made Queen Katharine's Chaplain, He 
was a learned Man, free in Converſation, 
and by Reaſon of his Relation to the 
Queen, acceptable Company to many wor- 
thy Proteſtants. He was a greatWriter, and 
particularly wrote. an Expoſition upon 
the 39 Articles of the Church of England, 
with Deſign to bring the Church of Rome 
into ſome liking with the Church of 
England Men, but he was diſappointed ; 
for he pieaſed neither Parties in fo do- 
ing, though he got it licens'd at Rome. 
He continu'd coming and going into Eng- 
land 50 Years or more, and at length died 
at Some r ſet-houſe in the Strand, May 31, 
1680, and was bury'd (not in the Vault 
of Somer/et-houſe, as he deſired, but) in 
the Church belonging to the. Savoy Hoſ- 
pital in the Strand, hard by. 


Having ſnewed above, that Coventry, 
with the adjacent Villages, was made a 
County of it ſelf, I ſhall come to give a 
brief Account of the Villages, viz. 


Anfty, Ancſty, or more truly Heanſtige, 
which ſignifies, an high Path-way, a Vil- 
lage in the fartheſt Nooke of the Liber- 
ties of Coventry, reckon'd with Tolk/jhil 
in Domeſday-Book, at nine Hides. One 
Nicholas then farm'd it of the Crown, 
but they came ſoon after to the Earls of 
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cheſter, from whom they were granted to 
Roger de Buſcher vill, and held by him 
for half a Knight's Fee, whoſe Poſterity 
held them two or three Succeſſions, and 
then they paſſed to Thomas de Ireys by his 
Marriage with the Heir of Buſchervill. 
Hugh de Albany Earl of Arundel, by his 
Marriage with one of the Siſters and Co- 
heirs of Ranulph Earl of Cheſter, was be- 
come chief Proprietor of them in the mean 
Time. The Iſſue Male of ITreys failing 
in a few Deſcents, they came by the 
Females to the Families of Culy, Dein- 
Court, and Stanhopes, which laſt, fold them 
to George Earl of Shrewsbury, 22 Hen. 7. 
The Chapel, with the Tithes of them, 
were appropriated to the Monks of C- 
ventry by the Earl of Cheſter, and the 
Prior found a Vicar or Curate to ſupply 
the Cure, removeable at Pleaſure, to 
whom he allow'd 5 J. per Annum. | 
Arnelale, a Member of Coventry, once 
a Village or Hamlet, but now reduced to 
one Houſe, was given by Earl Leofrick to 
the Monaſtry of Coventry founded by him, 
and continued in their Poſſeſſion *till the 
Diſſolution, when it was granted (inter 
alia) to John Hales, abovementioned, and 
his Heirs, by the Name of Harnall-Grange, 
with the Paſtures thereunto belonging, 
and the Pool call'd Harnall or Swanſawwell- 
Pool, lying within thoſe Grounds. Mr. 
Hales died ſeized of them 15, Eliz. and 
left them to his Nephew and Heir John 
the Son of Chriftopher Hales. 

Aſthull, a Place now utterly depopu- 
lated, and known only by a Thicket of 
Trees, call'd Afthull-Grove, Roger de 
Montalt, and Cicely his Wife, gave it to 
the Monks of Coventry, 34 Hen, 3. and 
Oliver D' Auberry, afterward, 3 Edu, 1. 
was certified to hold half a Knight's 
Fee here, of the Manor of Coventry, It 
continued in the Family of D' Auberry 
ſome Succeſſions by virtue of an Entail, 
but was at length piſſed away to Millium 
Barret of Paſſenham in Northamptonſhire, 
by Ralyh D' Auberry,which Villiam, granted 
it to Henry Earl of Lancaſter, 22 Edu. 3. 
who dying in the fame Reign, Anm 35, 
left it to his two Daughters, Mau and 
Blanch, which laſt, marrying John of 
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_ Gaunt, Earl of Richmond, was Heir to the 
whole after the Death of her Siſter with- 


out Heirs, and then her Husband was 


made Duke of Lancaſter. 

Bigging, ee er more anciently 
Bugging, a Village of old within the Li- 
berties of Coventry, but now only a Farm- 
Houſe, called Biggin-Hall. In 7 Edu. 1. 
the Prior of Coventry, who was then Owner 


Morgan of Weſton ſubter Wethelty, Eſq; in 
whoſe Family it remains, 

The Chapel here, now very ruinous, if 
not quite demoliſhed, was Preſentative 
ſo long as the Szgraves had the Manor 
but not ſince, ſo far as we can find. 

Careſley, or Kereſley, originally a Mem. 
ber of the Manor of Coventry, while it 
was in the Poſſeſſion of the Earls of Che, 


of it, had eight Servants, who held ſo ma- ſter, who in King Stephen's Time render'g 


ny Carucats of Land here, by the Perfor- 


mance of certain ſervile Labours. After 


the Diſſolution of the Priory of Coventry, 
the Lands belonging to- it were given 
(inter alia) to the Mayor, Bailiffs, and 
Commonalty of that City. , 
Biſſeley, a Village ſo long depopulated, 


that ſince King Stephen's Time, when 


Ranulph Earl of Cheſter acknowledged the 
Chapel then here, to belong to the Monks 
of Coventry, there is no mention at all 
of it in our Records or Hiſtories, fo far 
as we obſerve. | 
Calcedon, or Calwedon, an ancient Vil- 
lage, as the Name ſhews, being com- 
pounded of the Britiſh or Saxon Words 
Callod, ſignifying Moſs, and Dune or Don 
an Hill, the Ground being Moſſy, where 
*tis ſeated near an Hill. It was origi- 
nally a Member of Coventry, and poſſeſſed 
by the Earls of Cheſter, who granted it to 
Stelen de Segrave, and his Heirs, to hold 
by the Service of a Sore-Spar-Hawk. 
In this Family it continued as long as 
the Male Line laſted, and feveral of them 
improv'd it by making a Park, procu- 
ring Free-Warren for their Lands here, 
27 Edu. 3. and embattling their Seat 
but Iſſue Male failing in John de Segrave, 
his only Daughter and Heir by her Mar- 
riage with John de Moubrey of Axholm 
in Lincolnſhire, carry'd it into his Fa- 
_ mily, It continu'd in his Poſterity but 
three Deſcents, and then by the like 
Marriage of a Daughter, paſſed to John 
Howard Duke of Norfolk, who enjoy'd it 
no longer than a Partition was made 
with his Wife's Siſter abel, marry'd to 
Sir James Berkley, for then it became the 
Inheritance of Maurice Berkley their Heir, 
from whom it deſcended to George Lord 
Berkley, who ſold. it 7 Car, 1. to Thomas 


the Chapel to the Monks of Coventry, 
From them it came to the Montalts, and 
under them was held, Part of it by Ro- 
gert Tuſchet, and Widow Fitz- Robert, but 


it feems, that their Part was not conſide. 


rable, for Roger de Montalt, and Cicely his 
Wife, having granted away the Manor of 
Coventry in Fee-Farm to the Monks, the 
Subſtance of this Village paſſed to them, 
and they had thereupon Free Warren 
in it, and Heriots of all the Tenants, 
with the Tithes appropriated to them, 
as belonging to St. Michael's Church. 
Ecclefhale, or Exhall, a Member of (o- 
vent ry, the Lordſhip of Ranulph Earl of 
Chefler, who enfeoffed Maurice de Boteler 
with it in the Reign of King Henry III. 
but before, viz. in King Stephen's Reign, 
had granted to the Monks of Coventry, 
a certain Part of the Waſte, lying here 
and in Kereſley, by Eſtimation 80 Acres, 
This Manor was, 27 Hen. 3. certified to 
contain half a Knight's Fee, and to be- 
long to the Heirs of the ſaid Earl, as 
held of the Manor of Coventry. William 
de Boteler, who had his Seat at War- 
rington in Lancaſhire, obtained a Charter of 
Free Warren for his Demeſne here. His 
Poſterity held it *rill 26 Henry 8. when 
Sir Thomas Butler of Warrington, ſold it 
to Julius Nethermill, an Alderman of (o- 
ventrey, whoſe Grandchild John, ſold it to 
Sir Joun Garret, Alderman of London, in 


_ whoſe Family we ſuppoſe it to be. 


The Chapel here belong'd to the Con- 
ventual Church of Coventry, and was ap- 
propriated to it in 1260, by R. Molend, 
Biſhop of Coventry, and Litchfield, where- 
upon, the Cure belonging to that Houſe, 
the Prior put in a Curate to ſerve there, 
but removeable at Pleaſure, and allow- 
ed him out of theſma}l Tithes 5 J. a Year 
for his Stipend,

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Folke/ſhul, or Focheſ-nell, Part of the Lands 
of the Counteſs Godewa, which after the 
onqueſt, came to Ranulph Earl of Chefter, 
in «hoſe Time the Chapel belong'd to the 
Monks of Coventry, in Rightof their Con- 
ventual Church. From the Earl of Cheſter 
it paſſed to the Family of Montalt, of 
whom, Roger de Montalt, and Cicely his 
Wife granted it with the Manor of Co- 
ventry to the Monks there, yet we find 
that William de Boys, and Eudo de Zouch, 
were ſucceſſively poſſeſſed of this Ham- 
Jet, but by what Title we know not; but 
notwithſtanding their Intereſt, the Prior 
of Coventry was Certified to be Lord of it, 
Edav. 2. yet without Interruption tothe 
Deſcent of it by Stansfield, Stoke, Willough- 
by, and Cotton, to Mr. Hopkins, whoſe 
Heirs now are, or late were the Lords of 
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The Chapel here was alſo appropriated 
to the Prior of Coventry by the ſame Bi- 
ſhop of Coventry and Litchfield, as Exhall 
was, and unto the Curate, tho' put in by 
the Prior, and removable at Pleaſure, be- 
longed for his Salary the ſmall Tithes and 
Oblations, with all dead Mortuaries, as 
a Member of St. Michael's Church in Co- 
ventry; but 26 Hen. 8. the Curate ſerving 
therein, had only ſo much of the ſmall 
Tythes as amounted to 5 J. a Year. 
 Hawksbury, an Hamlet in the Pariſh of 
Soww,, belonging to the Priory of Coventry. 
It had the Reputation of a Manor in the 
Reign of King Henry VIII. and was by 
that King, Keg. 34. granted out of the 
Crown by the Name of the Manor, Meſ- 
ſuage and Farm of Hawksbury and Hawks- 
bury-Grove, to the Mayor, Bailiffs, and 
Commonalty of the City of Coventry and 
their Succeſſors, who are ſtill Owners of 
it, 

Henley, an Hamlet in the Pariſh of 
Folkſhul, of which now there is no more 
left, but a Mill called Heney-Mill. In 
34 Edw.3. it was the Lordſhip of Sir 
| Robert Greſeley, and Helen his Wife, who 
that Vear granted it by the Name of the 
Manor of Henley, juxta Coventry, to Sir 
Baldwin Frevil, and Ida his Wife, and his 
Heirs. He had other Lands and Eſtates of 
good Value near it, and 'tis probable, that 
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being invelv'd in them, it grew inconſi- 
derable, and being negleRed, was de po- 
pulated; for we do not find that it paſſed 
by that Name out of their Hands at any 
Time, but the Monks of Coventry had 
ſomething here, tho' not much. 
Horewell, an Hamlet included in the 
County of the City of Coventry by King 
Henry VT's, Charter. It was anciently, 
7 Edu. 1. the Lordſhip and Eſtate of. Oli- 
ver de Aubeny, held by him of Roger de 
Montalt, containing at that Time, one 
Carucate of Land, and an half, in De- 
meſne, and Suit of Court twice a Year, 
with ſeven Freeholders, who held twenty 
nine Acres of Land, paying a Rent, and 


doing a Suit to his Three-Weeks-Court. 


But it ſeems, the Monks of Stonely were 
in Poſſeſſion of it ſoon aſter, for in 12 Eg- 
ward 1. they obtained a Charter of Free- 
Warren in all their Demeſne Lands here, 
as well as other Places, and then it was 
ſaid to contain two Carucates of Land, 
on which they had a Cell. It appears, 
that about this Time thoſe petty Cells 
were made uſe of by the Abbots of 
greater Priories as Places of Penance or 
Puniſhment to ſuch Monks, as either for 
any Offence committed, or ſome Diſplea- 
ſure of their Superior were ſent thither, 
which is all we find of this Place. 

Pinley, a pretty Village with a Chapel 
to it, the Seat and Eſtate of Jeffrey de 
Langley, a Man of great Note in King 
Henry III's Time. He built his Seat 
here, and being in Favour with that 
King, was allowed by him to take cer- 
tain Timber-Trees out of Kenilworth Woods 
for that Purpoſe. He was Marſhal of the 
King's Houſhold under the Earl Mar- 
ſhal of England, to whom he was Deputy, 


in whichPlace he behav'd himſelf fo thrif- 


tily, that the King took Notice of him, 
and for that Cauſe ſhewed him much Re- 
ſpet and Favour, by granting him a 
Charter of Free-Warren in all his De- 
meſne Lands, making him a ſuſtice of 
all his Foreſts South of Trent, and Go- 
vernor of Rockingham Caſtle in Northamp- 
ton/hire, His Office of Juſtice of the Fo- 
reſts he managed with that Rigour, that: 
at the ſame Time that he amaſſed to mm | 
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ſelf vaſt Sums of Money, he render'd him- 
ſelf fo odious to the People, that the King 
was forced to remove him from that Place 
and ſend him into Scotland and Wales, in 
which Places he caus'd as great Diſcon- 
tents as at Home, for the Welch roſe up in 
Rebellion, and Simon Montford Earl of 
Leiceſter, and the Barons, put themſelves 
in Arms to reſcue that People from his 
Tyrannical Oppreſſions. He ſtood ſtoutly 


indeed to the King againſt the Barons, 


but was forced to ſubmit to his diſhonou- 
rable Terms. He dy'd in an ad vanc'd 
Age 2 Edu. t. leaving Valter his Son and 
Heir. He had his Name from Walter 
Marſha! Earl of Pembroke, under whom 


his Father ſerv'd as Marſhal of the King's - 


HUuuſhold. In 7 Ex. 1. being certified 
Lord of this Place, he had ten Cottagers 
who paid him ſeveral yearly Rents, did 
work in Harveſt, and gather'd Nuts for 
him one Day. He had then here three 
. Carucates of Land and three Acres, with 
a Water-Mill in Demeſne, and kept a 
certain Out-wood, containing five Acres 
inclos'd as a Park, which was before Com- 
mon. He was one of the Juſlices of Gaol 
Delivery at Warwick, and attending the 
King in his Wars into Wales and Caſcoign, 
he died 8 Edw. 1. leaving John his Son 
and Heir. He was a Perſon much em- 
ploy'd by the Kings both in War and 
Peace, living in the Reigns of the three 
Edwards, 1, 2, and 3. attending the two 
firſt in the Scotch Wars, and acting under 


the laſt as a Juſlice of Gaol-delivery. In 


the 18th Year of the laſt, he entailed this 
Lordſhip upon his Son Feffrey, and his 
Heirs, which after ſome Succeſſions con- 
cluding in the Femile Heir Joan, who 
marry'd to John the Son of Sir Alan 
Charlton of Apley, Kt. but being forcibly 
taken from him by Sir John Trillew, jun. 
and living with him ſome Years as his 
Wife, ſhe joined with the ſaid Sir Yon 
and fold this Minor to Sir Balduin Fre- 
wil the Elder. She was reconciled after- 
ward to her Husband, and dy'd without 
Iſſue, The Frevi! Family ended in, the 
Heir general, and this Manor, upon the 
Partition of their Lands fell to Robert 
Aſton, Son and Heir to Joyce, one of the 


Siſters and Coheirs of the laſt Sir-Ba?yiy, 
The Aſtons held it divers Succeſſions, *ti11 
Sir Edward Afton, 39 E'iz. leaving it to 
Valter his Son and Heir, he about 1 Car. 1. 
fold it to ſeveral Coventry Men, who were 
Tenants to the ſeveral Parcels of it. 
1 one of the Hamlets given to 
the Monks of Coventry, by Earl Leofrick, 
and held by them *till the Diſſolution, 
when the Lands were ſold to ſundry Per- 
ſons of no Note. 
. Shortley, a Member of Coventry, and 
held of the Earls of Chefter, by the Service 
of 21. 17 s. per Annum, a Pound of Pep- 


per, and Heriots, In 17 Edu. 1. it was 


in the Poſſeſſion of Jeffrey de Langley, a 
younger Son of rg ts Langley, Thien 
tioned above, as Lord of Pinley. He leſt 
it to Edmund his Son, who gave it in 
Marriage with his Daughter Joan, to E4- 
mund de Cheſterton, but it ſeems he was ſome 
Way ejected from it, and it came into the 
Poſſeſſion of Sir Baldwin Frevil, and others, 
and at laſt came again to William Larg- 
ley, who left it to his Son John, in whoſe 
Time the Proportion of Land which he 
had here, was certified to be an hundred 
Acres of Paſture, whereon formerly a Ma- 
nor-Houſe ſtood, but was then demoliſhed, 
It was in the Crown in the Reign of K. 
Henry VIII. who, Reg. 12. granted it to 
Edward Langley, Eſq; and his Heirs, who 
died ſeized of it, leaving it to Roger Wig- 
ſton, and William his Son and Heir, who 
was knighted 1 Mar. 1. He ſold it to Ed- 
ward Ag'ionby of Balſhall, Eſq; and Ka- 
tharine his Wife, Siſter of Sir William, 
from whom, it after paſſed to James 


and Richard Fitz-Herbert., Brothers, who, 


33 Elix. aliened it to Edward Brabaxon 
of Eftwell in the County of Leiceſter, 
and Mary his Wife. of 

Within the Precin&s of this Pariſh ſtood 
a very fair Monaſtry of Carthuſian Monks, 
intended to have been erected by William 
Lord Zouch, upon fourteen Acres of Land, 
obtained by him for that End, of Sir 
Baldwin Frevill, but the Lord Zouch 
being prevented by Deith from execu- 
ting his Intention, King Richard II. and 
other Benefactors, ereQed it, as I ſhall 
ſhew in its proper Place. The ſtrictneſs 


of 


of the Order ſaved it from a Diſſolution 
by the Act of 27 Hen. 8. but it could 
not eſca pe that of 30 Hen. 8. when it was 


ſurrendered into that King's Hands, and 


was 34 Hen 8. given to Richard Andrews, 
and Leonard Chamberlain, and the Heirs 
of Andrews; but as if it made every 
one uneaſy that had it, it never reſted 
long in any Owner, but through waver, 
Robert Earl of Leiceſter, Riley, Baker, 
Holt, Butler, and Lodge, came at length 
in little more than forty Years Time by 
Purchaſe, to Edward Hill, whoſe Poſte- 
rity do now, or lately did enjoy it, 
i, e. the Site of the Monaſtry, but not the 
Lands otherwiſe belonging to it. 

Sow was Part of it, given by Earl Leo- 
frike to the Monks of Coventry in the 
Confeſſor's Time, and was certified, when 
the Conqueror's Survey was made, to 
contain three Hides and an half, in which 
were Woods half a Mile in Length, and 
four Furlongs in Breadth, and Part in 
the King's Hands, held by Richard Ve- 
nator, or Foreſtarius, containing one Hide 
and large Woods, The Monks Part had 
belonging to it Free-Warren, a Mill, 
13 Freeholders, who had 12 Yard Lands, 
for which they paid a certain Rent, and 
did Suit of Court twice a Year, a Ma- 
nor-Houſe, Court-Leet, Gallows, Oc. The 
great Tithes, and a Chapel appropriate, 
for the ſerving of which, they allowed a 
Prieſt, Wooll, Lamb, and the other ſmall 
Tithes, with an Houſe for his Dwel- 


ling, and ten Acres of Glebe, but he was . 
Coventry, and as ſuch, comes to the Earl 


removable at the Prior's Pleaſure. After 
the Diſſolution of the Monaſtry, the 
Prior's Part was paſſed with other Lands 
to Sir John Harrington (afterwards Lord 
Harrington) and confirmed to him and his 


| Heirs by Queen Elixabeth, Reg. 32. but 


it ſeems to have been in Order to Sale, 
for it appears, That the Manor-Houſe 
and divers Lands thereunto belonging, 
were paſſed over the ſame Year to E4- 
ward Lapworth and his Son, whoſe Heirs 
were in Poſſeſſion of it in the Year 1640, 
and probably are ſo ſtill. The Royalty 
which Sir John reſerv'd to himſelf, af-

The King's Part of this Manor, held 
by Richard Foreſftarius by Serjeanty, a 
Keeper of the Foreſt of Kaſick, was 
given by him, with his only Daughter 
and Heir Margery, to William Crock, who 
leit it to his Sn William, who being 
hang'd for Felony, it eſcheated to the 
Crown; but by Favour of the King, Ro- 
bert Brok, who marry'd Margery his 
Siſter, recovered it, and leaving it to his 
only Daughter and Heir, who marry'd 
went to Peto, in whoſe Family it was 
in the laſt Century, Loges, beſides held 
five Tenements in this Manor of the Earl 
of Cheſter, by the Service of, conducting 
the Earl through the Foreſt of Caxke to- 
wards the King's Court and back again, 
as oft as there was Occaſton, for which, 
he was to have of the Earl a barbed 
Arrow.

Stivichall, or Stivinghale, a Member of 


of Cheſter, for in King Stephen's Time 
Ranulph Earl of Cheſter was poſſeſſed of 
it, but he having done ſome Injury to 


Walter Durdent, Biſhop of Coventry, died 


excommunicate, and his Son, Earl Hugh, 
for his Father's Abſolution, paſſed this 
Manor over to the Biſhop and his Suc- 
ceſſors. The Biſhop granted it ſoon after 
to Stephen Nerborne and his Heirs, whoſe 
Daughter and Heir Margery's Son, who 
took the Name of Ranu'ph de Stivichale, 
paſſed it fo Walter Langley, Lord of Bin- 
ley, in whoſe Poſterity it remained, *till 
by their Heireſs Joan it paſſed by Char- 
ton and Trillow to Sir Baldwin ane 
| * 
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by whoſe Daughter Elizabeth it went to 
Birrers, and from him to Eregory, in 
whoſe Poſterity it is or lately was. 
The Church, which was appropriated to 
the- Monks of Coventry, was ſupply'd by 
their Care, three Days in a Week with 
Divine Service, but the Dead were all 
carried to Coventry for their Burial at St. 
Michael's Church. : 

Stoke, (which in our old Englih ſigni- 
fies a Village) in the Conqueror's Time 
was a Member of Coventry, poſſeſſed by 
the Earl of Chefter, of which Family 
Earl Ranulph appropriated it with the 
Chapel, to the Monks of that City. From 
theſe Earls it paſſed to Roger de Mon- 
talt, by his Marriage with Cicely, one of 
the Coheirs of Hugh Earl of Arundel, 
who becoming thereby Lord of the Ma- 
nor of Coventry, 7 Edu. 1. He had there 
two Frecholders, who occupied one Ca- 
rucate of Land, beſides what Nicholas de 
Segrave and Thomas de Arden had; the 
former of whom had two Yard Lands 
held by Freeholders, and the other one, 
in the Tenyre of three Cottagers. Here 
was alſo a Family that took their Name 
from hence, wiz. Seherus de Stoke, the 
Son of Hugh de Harper, who gave to 
the Monks of Combe a Wood called Har- 
per's-Wood, with a Meſſuage or Garden 
here. In King John's Time William de 
Stoke his Deſcendents fold this Manor 
to one Horn, who reſerving to himſelf 
Part of the Demeſne, ſold it to the Mayor, 
Bailiffs, and Commonalty of the City of 
Coventry, and their Succeſſors, who are 
now the Owners of it. But all this 
while the Monks of Coventry had the 
largeſt Portion, viz. four Carucates, half 
a Yard Land, two Acres and an half, 
and a Meadow, and the Hoſpital of St. 
John had a ſmall' Part, paying 12 4. 
per Annum chief Rent to the Manor of 
Stoke, all which have long ſince been 
purchaſed by ſundry Citizens of Coven- 
try, who have built Houſes on them. 

The Chapel, to which the Inhabitants 
of Binley anciently reſorted, had then 
Divine Service perform'd therein three 
Times a Week at the Charge of the Pri- 
or of Coventry, who out of the Tithes 
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appropriated to the Monks of his Houſt, 
allowed a Prieſt to ſerve the Cure therein, 


in Tithes, as was certified 26 Hen, 8 
but ever fince the latter End of Queen 


51. 125. a Year in Money, or the Value 


Elizabeth's Reign it hath been made Pre. 
ſentative, and the Incumbents have taken 
Inſtitution to it, as we ſuppoſe it ſtill

| Whaberley, is now no more than a ſingle 
Houſe, but in King Stephen's Time was 
Part of the Earl of Cheſter's Fee with Co- 


- venfry, and being in the Poſſeſſion of 


Roger Gopil, in 7 Edu. 1. he was certified 
to have here then two Yard Lands in De. 
meſne and ten Freeholders, who occupy'd 


two Yard Lands and an half, with an Acre 
and an half, paving a certain Rent to 
him, and doing Suit to his three Weeks

of Cheſfter's Fee coming to Montalt, from 


whom, Queen I/abel,* Conſort of King 


Edward II. and Mother of King Ed- 


ward III. had an Eſtate for Life in it, 


and after her Deceaſe, John of Elthay, 


Earl of Cornwall and his Heirs for ever, 


were to inherit it ; it was by the ſaid 


Queen included in that Charter, which

Return of Writs, Goods of Felons and 
Fugitives, with Cognizance of all Pleas 
in Coventry, and the Hamlets adjoining z 


which Privileges were alſo confirm'd by 


King Henry VI's Charter, wherein (o- 
ventry, with the Villages about it were 
made a County in it ſelf, diſtine&t from 
Warwick/iire, It had in theſe Times a 
Chapel of its own, appropriated to the 


Monks of Coventry, as the other Ham- 


lets had. . ; 
Whitley, now only a Manor-Houſe with 
an old Chapel and Mill, but anciently 


a Village with divers Inhabitants. It is 


not mention'd in Domeſday-Book, nor in 
any Records that we have ſeen before 
King Stephen's Time, when Ranulph Earl 
of Chefter, in whoſe Fee it was, as a 
Member of Coventry, rendering up the 
Chapel to the Monks there. From the 


Earl of Cheſter it paſſed to Roger de _ 
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þ ho et the Manor .of Coventry in 
700 arm ta the Monks, yet reſerving 
wle the Homage and Services of 
alter D' Eyvil, and Milo Gerbold, for their 
Lands here ; yet the King at the ſame 
Time had four Frecholders, who, held 
one Cottage, two Yard Lands, and five. 
Acres under ſeveral Rents ; Roger al 
had one Freeholder, who held one Yard 


Land, the other fix, Freeholders belong'd * 


to the Prior, with a Water-Mill. Ra/ph 
de Whitley was one of them, Hitherto 
it hath not been called a Manor, but in 
3 Rich. 2. Thomas Freherne is ſaid to have 
died ſeized of this Hamlet by that Name, 
and afterward his Son or other Heirs 
' fold it, 6 Kick. 2. to one Thomas Whitley, 
who ſold it to Jon Botoner, after whom 
it had divers Owners ſucceſlively, as 
Schipley, Starky, and Tate, who bought 
it of Starky's Heirs, 2 Mar, 1. or there- 
abouts. His Poſterity were in Poſſeſſion 
of it, 43 EHlix. for William Tate was then 
wo of it. His Dwelling was then in 
orthamptonfhire, and his Poſterity pro- 
bably now enjoy it, 

' Whitmore, a woody, mooriſh Ground, 
which being by divers devout People 
15 to, or purchaſed by the Monks of 
oventry 3 they obtained a Licenſe from 
King Edward III. Reg. 6. to make a 
Park of it, it containing accord ing to the 
Meaſure in thoſe Days, 436 Acres of 
Vaſte and Wood. U pon the Diſſolution 
of their Monaſtry, it remained awhile 
in the King's Hands, but was 1 Edu. 6. 
granted among other Things to Sir Ralph 
Sadler, by the Name of Whitmore Grange 
in the Pariſh of the Holy Trinity at 
(oventry. From him it was ſoon aſter 
conveyed to John Hales above-mention'd, 
who dying ſeized of it, 15 Elix. left it 
to his Nephew Join, who built a fair 
Houſe upon it, called New Houſe, and 
lived in it to his Death; when leaving 
it to his Son and Heir John, he ſold 
It to Sir Richard Burnaby, Kt. who paſſed 
it to one Cooke, as he did to Sir Chriflo- 
Pier Yelverton of Eſton-Mauduit in Nor- 
thamptorſhire, Knight of the Bath, the 
Poſſeſſor of it about the Year 1640. 
#liz, Wike, or Wickey, an Hamlct in- 
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volv'd. in Coventry, whick the Earl! of, 
Chefler enjoy'd with the other Lands be- 
longing to the Counteſs of @odeva, and 
Ranulph a Deſcendent of thut Family 
reflored to the Monks of Coventry the 
Chapel of it, as of their Right, being 
a Member of their Conventual Church, 
It is probable, that Walter Briton was 
enfeoffed of it by one of thoſe Earls, 
becauſe Alice his Wife, for the good of 
his Soul and her own, gave to the Monks 


of Combe, a Mill in this Village, and a 


Meſſuage ſtanding: near it, which their 
Son James confirmed. But the Monks 
did not keep the Mill long before they 
granted it to Stephen de Segrave and his 

Heirs, in Conſideration of a Pound of 
white Incenſe to be paid yearly to their 
Monaſtry at Eaſter; but as tv the Manor, 
we find none poſſeſſed of it 'till Hen. II's: 
Reign, when Walter de Langley was the 
Lord of it. He obtained a Charter of 
Free · Warren of the ſame King, Reg. 41. 
and though Roger de Montalt pa ſſed 
over the Manor of Coventry to the Monks 
there afterwards, yet he reſerved to him- 
ſelf and his Heirs the Homage and Ser- 
vice of the ſaid Falter, which was the 
eighth Part of a Knight's Fee, as by 
ſeveral Records it appeareth. This Wal- 
ter, 7 Edw.-1, held one Carucate of 
Land, and a Water-Mill in Demeſne, 
and had alſo 18 Servants, who held five 
Yard Lands and two Acres at Will, to 
1 divers ſervile Labours for the 
ame, as alſo Aſſize of Bread and Beer 

in this Place. Nicholas de Segrave alſo, 

at the ſame Time, had one Carucate of 
Land and a Water-Mill in Demeſne 

here, with two Crops which certain 

Frecholders held. 

But the Manor all the while was in 
the Family of Langley, and ſo continu'd 
as long as the Male Line laſted, which 
was *till the Reign of King Edward III. 
when Sir John Trillow, jun. and Joan 
his Wife, Daughter and Heir to Jeffrey 
de Langley, ſold it to Sir Baldwin Frevil 
and his Heirs; who, toſecure their Title, 
were obliged to get a Releaſe from Sir 
Peter Careſel, upon whom the foremen-

The Hundred of HEMLINGFORD. 


This Hundred in ancient Records is 
called Humeli ford, or Humiliford, but at 


preſent Hemlingford, In the Conqueror's 


Survey it goes by the Name of Col/hill- 
Hundred, from the Town of Colſbill, 
which is ſituate in the Middle of the 
County; but ſo long ago as King Hen. II's 
Reign, it has had the Name of Humileford. 
Dugdale tells us, it takes that Name 
from a Ford over the Tame, ſomewhat 
more than a Bowſhot from Kingsbury 


Church, near which ſtands a Mill %alj'q 
Hemlingford-Mill. The Fee of this Hun. 
dred was moſt anciently in the King's 
Hands, but the Bailiwiek was in the 
diſpoſal of the Sheriff, till King Ed. II. 
Reg. 11. committed it to one VII 
Raymond, to hold during the King's 
Pleaſure, paying yearly to the Sheriff of 
this County for the Time being, as much 
as others had uſed to do, and on that 
Condition he ſhould hold the Bailiwick 
according to the Form of the Statute of 
Lincoln. Queen Elizabeth was the firſt 
who alienated it from the Crown, þ 


| granting it with all its Rights and Pri. 
The Chapel here was built and dedi- 


vileges to Brian Cave, Efq; and Eduard 


Williams, and their Heirs, to hold in $0. 


cage of the Manor of Eaſt Greenwich. 
Sir Ambroſe Cave, Heir to Brian enjov'd 
it; and dying poſſeſſed of it, 10 Fiz, 
left it to his Daughter, then marry'd 
to Henry Knolls, Eſq; who having Iflue 
two Daughters only, Mary and Elixabetl, 
this laſt, who was marry'd to Sir Henry 
Willoughby of Riſley in Derbyſhire, obtain- 
ed it in the Partition, and her Poſterity, 
ſo far as we know, enjoy it. This Hun- 
dred is boundef1 on the Eaſt by Leiceſter· 
ſhire and the Hundred of Knizhtlow ; 
which, with Part of Barlickway Hundred, 
bounds the South, as Worceſter hire and 
Stafford/hire do the Weſt and North. The 
Market Towns of it are | 
Atherſton, called in the Conqueror's 
Survey Adereſtone, and in other ancient 
Records Edredeſtone and Aldredſtone, no 


doubt from ſome ancient Poſſeſſor of it, 


named Edred or Aldred, common Names 
among the Saxons. It was, before the 
Conqueſt, Part of the Lands of the Lady 
Godeva, from whom the Conqueror took 
it, and farmed it out to Hugh Earl of 
Chefter. It was then rated at three Hides, 
and had Woods belonging to it two Miles 
in Length and as much in Breadth, by 
common Eſtimation, Ear} Hugh gave it 


to the Monks of Bee in Normandy, who 
in 30 Hen. 3. obtained a Fair to be kept 
here yearly, three Days, beginning on 
the Eve of the Virgin Mary's Nativity, 
September 7. and laſting that and the Day

About the Beginningof K. Edward I's 
Reign, Ra ph de Culy laid Claim to this 
Manor, and commenced a Suit againſt the 


Monks for it; but the Monks recover'd 


it ; and in the ſame Reign challenged di- 
vers Liberties and Privileges, as Gallows, 
pillory, Aſſize of Bread and Beer, Market, 
Fair, and Toll, according to their Charter 
granted in King Henry II's Time, and 
proved, that from that Time they had 
enjoy'd them without Interruption, and 
were allow'd them. After this, the Mar- 
ket encreaſing, and the Town being dirty, 
in Winter eſpecially, they procured a Pa- 
tent of King Edward II. to take Toll of 
all vendible Goods, towards the Paving of 
the Streets; but Wars happening with 


France, 7 Hen, 4. when the Lands belong- 


ing to Foreign Monaſleries were given the. 
King to bear the Charge of the War, this 
Lordſbip was ſeiz'd, and given to John 
Duke of Bedford, that King's Son, and 
after his Death to Humphrey Earl of Staf- 


ford for Life 3 after whom K. Henry VI. 


gave it to his Half-Brother Edmund Earl 
of Richmond, and his Heirs; but K. Ed- 
ward IV. took it from him, and gave it 
to the Carthufians of Mont-Grate in York- 
Hire, who enjoy'd it 'till their Houſe was 
diſſolved by King Henry VIII. in whoſe 
Hands it being, was given to Henry Mar- 
queſs of Dorſet by that Prince, but he be- 
ing attainted in Queen Mary's Reign, ſhe 
gave it to William Devereux, Eſq; and his 
Heirs, who dv'd ſeiz'd of it, 21 Eliz. 
leaving two Daughters and Heirs, who 
ſold it to Sir John Repirgton, Knt. whoſe 
Son and Heir Sir John Repington of Aming- 
ton,Knt. enjoy'd it in 1640, or thereabouts. 
Sir William Deverexx. while he was in Poſ- 
ſeſion of this Lordſhip, founded a Free- 
School here, and obtain'd a Licenſe, 15 Eliz. 
to purchaſe Lands, and ſettle upon it, 
which he accordingly did in Doſthi/ll near 
Kingsbury, He then refided at Merevale. 
Within the Precincts of this Town was 
anciently a Chapel, to which the Monks 
of Bec in King Henry II's Time gave 12 
Acres of Land, agreeing then with the 


Parſon of Manceter, that he and his Sue. 
ceſſors ſhould cauſe Divine Service to be 
celebrated therein three Days every Week, 
viz. Sunday, Wedneſday, and Friday, all 
Holidays to be accounted as one of them, 
but on St. Peter's Day to have Maſs cele- 
brate l; and on theſe Conditions all the 
T ythes and Oblations arifing out of this 
Hamlet to be paid to Manceter ; yet Buri- 
als and Baptiſms ſhall be performed here 
for the Inhabitants, except anv particu- 
lar Perſon on his Death-bed ſhall rather 
defire his Sepulture at Manceter than in 
this Chapel-vard; which Agreement was 
ratify'd by R. Peche, Biſhop of Coventry 
and Lichfield. | 
This Town may derive ſome Honour 
from Michael Drayton, one of our famous 
Engliſh Poets, whoſe: Praiſe it deſervedly 
is, that he was not only Witty but Pious, 
never ſuffering his Fancy to entrench up- 
on his Conſcience, He was very tempe- 
rate in his Life, ſlow in Speech, and in- 
offenſive in Company. He was one of 
the Eſquires who attended Sir Valter A.- 
fon, Knt. when he was made a Knight 
of the Bath at the Coronation of King 
James I. He dy'd in the Year 1631, and 
lies bury'd in Veſtminſter- Abby near the 
South-Door, at a little Diſtance from his 
Brethren Poets, Jeffrey Chaucer and Ed- 
mund Spenſer . | 
At the further Side of this Town North- 
ward is a Bridge over the River Anker, 
call'd Feldon- Bridge, which being ruinous, 
5 Edw. 3. a Licenſe was granted to Ed- 
mund de Shireford to take Toll of all ven- 
dible Goods that were carry'd over it, to- 
ward the Charge of Repairing it. 
 Bermincham, or Bermingham, the Free- 
hold of one Ulwine in Edward the Confeſ- 
ſor's Days, but after the Conqueſt it was 
poſſeſs'd by William Fitx.-Auſcul ph (whoſe 
Seat was at Dudley-Caftle) with divers o- 
ther Lands hereabouts. It is rated in the 
Conqueror's Survevat four Hides, beſides 
the Woods, eſteemed half a Mile in Length, 
and four Furlongs in Breadth, held of him 
by one Richard, at the yearly Rent of 20. 
Full Paganel ſucceeded V. Fitz- Au/culph 
in the Enjovment of Dudley-Caſtle and all 
other his Lands, and his Son Gerva/e paſ- 
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ſed this and fome other of his Lordſhips 
over to be held by Military Service to 
Peter de Bermingham, : who is certify'd 
12 Hen. 2. to have held nine Knights Fees 
de veteri Feoffmento of him. This Peter 
being Sewer to Gervaſe Paganel, had a Ca- 
file ſtanding: near the Church here, and 
by the Grant of the ſame. King had a 
weekly Market here upon Thur/day, with 
the Privileges of Thol, Theam, Cc. to 


him and his Heirs. All which were con- 


firm'd to William his Son, by K. Richard I. 
Out of this Family came the Birmic hams 
of Ireland, of whom was John de Berni - 
cham, who by his ſingular Valour and 
Conduct, when Edward de Brus raiſed a 
Rebellion there, and cauſed himſelf to be 


crown'd King of it, ſuppreſſed it, flay- 


ing the ſaid Edward, and routing all his 
Party, for which ſignal Service he was 
created by K. Edward II. Earl of Loveth, 
as his Poſterity continues. 2 ä 
Of this Family of Birmichams, who 


continued long Lords of this Town, we 


muſt not paſs over what they have done 


to advance its Ad vantage, wiz.

beth held this Lordſhip in Dower, tho' 
his Brother Sir Thomas had his Reſidence 
here, and was as often Repreſentative of 
this County in divers Parliaments at Vet. 
minſter and Glouceſter as his Anceſtors had 
been, and ſo were William and Thomas his 
Succeſſors. Edward de Birmicham, the 
laſt of the Male Line of this Family, was 
but three Years old at his Father's Death, 
and was therefore in Ward to King Hen- 
ry VII. who granted the Care of his Per. 
ſon and Lands to Edward Lord Dudley, 
of whom his Mother bought it, and ſold 
it to Serjeant Coningsby. Being of Age, he 
happen'd unfortunately to live under the 
Inſpettion of Sir John Dudley (afterwards 
Earl of Warwick, and Duke of Northun- 
berland) who having got into the Inhe- 
ritance of Dadley-Caſtle, had a great Mind 
to this Lordſhip, which he knew would 
not be ſold by the preſent Owner, becauſe 
it had been the Seat of his Family ſome 
hundreds of Years, whereupon he con- 


triv'd with ſome of his Servants to watch 


when Mr. Birmicham rode out, and having 
ſent one of them before, came up with 
him, and riding a-while with him, 'till 
they. overtook their Confederate, whom 


they pretended to rob, and ride w__ 
. 
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Mr. Bermicham being in their Company, 
was taken. and proſecuted for the Rob- 
bery, and Veing in Danger of Death, was 
adviſed by ſome ſet on Work, to make Sir 
John Dudley his Friend to ſave his Life, 
which was at length agreed on and done, 
by giving. up this Manor of Bermicham to 
him, upon Condition, that Mr. Bermi- 
cham and his Wife ſhould have an Annuit 
of 40 La Year. paid them for Life, and 15 
Sir John was put in Poſſeſſion of it, tho? 
he had not the Grant fully made to him 
"till nine Years after, viz. 37 Hen. 8. be- 
fore which Time he was made' Viſcount 
Liſle ; but he did not long enjoy this and 
his other unlawful Acqueſts, for being at- 
tainted and beheaded, 1 Mary t. that 
Queen gave the Inheritance of this Lord- 
ſhip thereby eſcheated to her, to Thomas 
Marrow, Eſq; whoſe Poſterity were Lords 
of it in 1640, or thereabouts. 
Ihe preſent State of this Town is this: 
Tt is very populcus, and ſwarms with 
Inhabitants, but moſt of them of the 
meaner Sort, which ſerve for carrying on 
the Trade of Iron-Works, for which they 
are ſuch ingenious Artificers, that their 
Performances in Iron and Steel are ad- 
mir*d not only at Home, but in Foreign 
5 We hear nothing here but the 
doiſe of Hammers and Anvils, which 
Gain makes the ſweeteſt Muſick to the 
People of it. The lower Part of the 
Town is very Watery, but the upper is 
flored with many handſome Buildings. 
The Market and Fair are above accounted 
for. | 
In the Reign of King Henry VIII. An. 
37. here was a Gild (eredted 16 Rich. 2. 
by the Inhabitants of the Town, under 
the Name of the Bailiffs and Commonal- 
ty of Birmicham to the Holy Croſs) con- 
fiſting of Men and Women of that Town 
and the neighbouring Villages, under a 
Maſter and Wardens, with a Chantry of 
Prieſts, to celebrate Divine Service in 
the Church of St. Martin, for the Souls 
of the Founders and all the Fraternity, 
then valued at 31 J. 2s. 10 d. per Ann. 
which being diflolved 5 Edu. 6. was at 
the Suit of the Inhabitants aſſigned by 
that King to William Simons, Gent, and 
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divers others of this Place, and their Suc- 
ceſſors, to be chofen at the Death or De- 
parture of any of them out of the Town, 


for the Maintenance of a Free Grammar 


School, to be call'd, The Free Grammar 
School of King Edward VI. for the Educa- 
tion and Initruction of Children in Gram- 
mar for ever, by a School-maſter and U- 
ſher under him, to be held of the King 
his Heirs and Succeſſors, as of his Caſtle 
of Kenilworth, in free and common So- 


cage, paying 208. yearly into the Court 


of Augmentations at Michaelmas. 

The Church of this Place, dedicated 
to St. Martin, was a Rectory, and was all 
along in the Patronage of the Bir nichams, 
till it was extorted from them by Sir 
John Dudley, as is above- related. In it 
was a Chantry, calFd Ciodſhale's Chantry, 
founded by Walter de Clodſhale, 4 Edu. 3. 
(who for that End obtain'd a Licenſe from 
William de Birmicham, their. chief Lord of 
the Fee, and the King) at the Altar of 
Our Lady in this Church, giving to it 4 
Meſſuages, 20 Acres of Land, and 18 4. 
Rent, all lying in this Town, for the 
Maintenance of one Prieſt to celebrate 
Maſs for him the faid Walter, and Agnes 
his Wife, their Anceſtors, and all the 


Faithful deceas'd. And again in 21 Edu. 3. 


Richard Clod ſhale, their Son and Hefr, gave 
5 Meſſuages, 10 Acres of Land, and 10s. 
in Money yearly Rent, lying alſo in this 
Town, for the Support of another Prieſt, 
to celebrate Divine Service at the ſame 
Altar, for the good Eſtate of him the ſaid 
Richard, and Alice his Wife, in this World 
during their Lives, and for their Souls 
after their Departure from hence; as alſo 
for the Souls of his Father and Mother, 
Fouke de Bermicham and Joan his Wife, 
and all the Faithful, deceas'd, Upon the 
Diſſolution of theſe Chantries, 1 Ed. 6. 
they were divided, and the Lands of the 
firſt, then valued at 61. per Ann. fold to 
Kenelmand John Throkmorton, Eſqrs · and 
the latter, valued at 51. 15s. 11 4 4. per 
Ann. granted out of the Crown to Villiam 
Morice of Cheping-Onger in Eſſex, Oc. In 
this Church are three large Monuments 
of the Bermichams with their Efhgies up- 
on them, one of which is Croſs-legg'd and 
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in Armour; and in the Windows are ma- 
ny. Arms of divers Families. 
This Town hath, the Honour of giving 
the Title of Baron to 
Humble, Lord Ward, of Birmicham. He 
was the Son of Sir William Ward, a weal- 
thy Goldſmith and Jeweller to Queen 
Mary, Conſart of King Charles I. who 
ſent that King conſiderable Supplies of 
Money in his Troubles, and having mar- 
ried Frances, Siſter and Heir to Edward 
Lord Dudley, was created Lord Ward of 
this Place, Marci 23, 1643. He dy'd in 
1670, and left Iſſue by his ſaid Wit 
Frances, | ; 
Edward his Son and Succeſſor, who af- 
ter his Mother's Death in 1791, ſucceeded 
alſo to the Barony of Dudley, and ſo be- 
came Lord Dudley and Ward. who by his 
Wife Frances, Daughter of Sir William 
Brereton, left 
William his Son and Heir, who by Frances 
the Daughter of V!/liam Dylke of Maxtock 
Caſtle in this County, Eſq; left, | 
Eduard his Son and Heir, who dv'd in 
1704, under Age, leaving his Wife, Diana, 
Daughter of Sir Thomas Howard of Alſted 
in Surrey, bigs with Child of the pre- 
Lent -._; 
Edward Lord Dudley and Ward. She 
dy'd in 170g, much lamented. 
| Coleſhil, ſo called from its Situation 
u pon an Hill on the South- ſide of the Ri- 
ver Cole. It was one of thoſe Towns 
which we call Ancient Demeſne, becauſe 
Edward the Confeſſor, and King William 
the Conqueror held it in their own Hands 
at the Time that Domeſday-Book was 
made, wherein it is rated at three Hides, 
with a Church and Mill, ten Burgeſſes 
in Tamworth, and Woods three Miles in 
Length and two in Breadth. How it was 
alienated from the Crown, we find not; 
- but that it was ſo, appears in this, That 
it was bought by Zeffrey Clinton, of ſome 
Perſon to whom it was given. His Son 
I Frey left it to Osbert his Kinſman, in 
whoſe Family it continu'd from King 
Henry II's Time to King Edward III's. 
This Osbrt, who is ſometimes called Os- 
Bert de Col/hill, left it to Osbert his Son, 
who obtained a Charter of King Jolx, 
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Reg. 9. for a weekly Market on Sunday, 
anda Fair yearly for two Days, viz. on 
the Eve and Feaſt of St. Peter and St. Paul, 
June 29, He was in Arms againſt King 
John, but returning to his Loyalty, 
i Hen, 2. had his Lands reſtor'd to him. 
His Heir was Thomas de Clinton, a Man of 
fair Poſſeſſions, and of great Reputation 
in his Country, for he was Juſtice of 
Aſſize and Gaol-delivery in this County, 
Eſcheator, Oc. He obtained a Charter of 
Free-Warren in all his Demeſne Lands 
here, 38 Hen, 3. His Son John inherited 
this Lordſhip after him. He adher'd to 
the rebellious Barons againſt King Henry, 
and held out the Caſtle of Kenilawrth 
againſt him, for which his Lands were 
ſeized ; but ſoon recover'd by the Statute 
called Dictum de Kenilworth, and afterward 


was in ſuch Eſteem for his Fidelity, that 


he was put in Commiſſion for Gaol deli- 
very at Warwick, Oc. 20 Edw. 1. He was 
intomb'd in an Arch of the Wall in Co!- 
il Church, of which he had the Advow- 
ſon, and there lieth croſs Legg'd, becauſe 
he had taken upon him the Crofs to ſerve 
in the Holy Land. His Succeſſor in this 
Manor, was his Son John, who was aſter- 
wards made a Knight, and was conſtituted 
one of the Conſervators of the Peace in 
this County, and was more than once in 
the Scotch Wars with King Edward l. 
He left John his Son and Heir, who was 
alſo knighted; but dying, left only «ne 
Daughter and Heir Joan, "who was with- 
in Age at her Father's Death, and after 
marry.'d to EE > 
Sir John Montfort, and ſo brought this 


Lordſhip into his Family; upon which 


Account he made it his Seat and Reſi- 
dence. He was the illegitimate Son of 
Peter de Montfort of Beldeſert in this 
County; but being a Perſon of Worth 
and Courage, was one of the Knights of 
Shire for this County, in the Parliament 
at Weſtminſter, 35 Edw. 3. and afterward 
being ſent a Commander into France with 
a few Engliſh, encounter'd Charles de Blois, 
witk near thrice his Number, flew him, 


and near a Thouſand more, and took 


many Priſoners. His Heir and Succeſſor 
was Sir Baldwin de Montfort, but his Wi- 
2 | dow 
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dow Joan held this Lordſhip in Dower 
for Life, and did what ſhe c uld to ſettle 
it upon her Iſſue by two other Husbands, 
Sir Henry Griffith and Sir John Sutton; 
but that notwithſtanding, it return'd to Sir 
Baldwin, or his Son and Heir William, 
who had two Wives, Margaret, by whom 
he had Sir Ba/dwin Montfort, and other 
Sons, and Joan, by whom he had Sir Ed- 
mund Montfort, on whom, ſhe, by much 
Importunity, prevail'd to ſettle thisLord- 
ſhip, and diſinherit Sir Baldwin; and te 
make it the more ſecure, the Duke of 
Buc kinglum was enfeoff'd with it for her 
and her Son's Uſe. Sir Baldwin believing 
it his Right, enter'd a Suit of Law for 
it, but was kept out of it by the Duke 
of Buckingham's Intereſt, and made to give 
Bond of 1000 1. not to moleſt them. Sir 
Baldwin, thus depriv'd of a great Part of 
his Eſtate, and becoming in the mean 
Time a Widower, betook himſelf to a Re- 
ligious Life, and made over the reſt of his 
Eltate to his Son Simon, reſerving an Al- 
lowance for himſelf during Life. Simon his 
Son was a Servant in the Court to Queen 
Katharine, Wife of King Henry V. and re- 
tained in Counſel to Richard Newill Earl of 
Warwick, 35 Hen. 6. He finding that 
this Manor was kept from him by a Feoff- 
ment made to the Duke of Bucks, made 
the like Feoffment to the Earl of March, 
who coming to the Throne after the 
Battle of Northampton, in which the Duke 
of Bucks was ſlain, Simon obtained a Re- 
leaſe from that King of this Manor, which 
was forfeited by the Duke's Attainder, 
and ſo came into Poſſeſſion of it. Simon 
was in great Eſteem all King Edward IV's 
Reign, was Sheriff of this County, and 
Leiceſterſhire, ſerved the King in France 
with five Spears and ſixty Archers, was 
Lieutenant of the Ie of Wight, in Com- 
miſſion for the Peace; but being execu- 
ted 10 Hen, 7. for ſkiing Perkin Mar- 
beck with Money, his Eſtates were con- 
hſcated, and this Manor was given by 
that King to | 

Simon Digby, Deputy to John Earl of 
Oxford, who then-brought that unhappy 
Gentleman to his Trial, in which he de- 
ny'd not the FaQ, being perſwaded that 
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Familv he was a firm Friend. This 
Simon Dighy was the Son of Sir Everard 
Digby of Tilton in Leicefterſhire, Kt. whoſe 
Family had flouriſhed” there from King 
Henry II's Time; and in the Conteſt for 
the Crown, between the Houſes of York 
and Lancaſter, adhered to the latter, but 
this Simon ſeeing that the Houſe of York 
prevail'd, carry'd himſelf ſo loyally to 
King Edward IV. that he gave him Ten 
Pounds a Year out of Retford Mills in 
Nottinghamſhire,” and the Foreſterſhip of 
Thor navood for his faithful Services; but 
no ſooner did the Earl of Richmond appear, 
but he with his fix Brethren came into 
his Intereſts, and fought ſtoutly for him 
in Boſworth Field againſt King Rich, III. 
The Earl of Richmond being by this Vi- 
Rory raiſed to the Throne by the Name of 
King Henry VII. as all his Brethren ob- 
tained a ſuitable Reward, ſo more eſpe- 
cially did this Simon, who was made 
Steward of all the Lands in Rutland- 


ire, lately belonging to the Duke of 


Clarence, and of Bedale in Yorkfhire z and 
among other Things was granted the Fo- 
reſterſhip of Thornwood, and Manors of 
Rarysbury in Micham in Surrey, and this 
of Col/hil, After this, he was in Commiſ- 
ſion for the Peace for this County, and 
for Gaol- delivery in Warwick, and was 
Sheriff for this County and Leiceſterſſire, 
and dying 12 Hen. VIII. was bury'd in 
the Chancel of this Church, in a Tomb 
which he had made for himſelf in his 
Life time. Reginald Dighy was his Son 
and Heir; Alice his Widow ſurviv'd him, 
and by her Will, gave a Meſſuage in Col-

The Child muſt be 
ene of the Houſholders of the Pariſh, 
and under nine Years of Age, and the 
Houſes taken in their Order: And to the 
Dean for hearing them, himſelf ſaying at 
the ſume Time a Pater Muſter, Ave, and 
Creed, for the ſame Souls, 65. 8 4. year- 
ly, Ge. But this Bequeſt being accounted 
Superftitious, was diſanull'd, and falling 
to the Crown, was purchaſed by the In- 
habitants of the Town, and ſettled to 
maintain a School, and give to ſuch Chil- 
dren (a Penny a Piece) as ſhould repair to 
the Church, and ſay the Lord's Prayer 
tothe Clerk every Morning at 10 of Clock,

Reginald Dighy, abovemention'd, John 
his Son and Heir, and George Dighy his 
Son, have nothing peculiar to them to 
be taken Notice of, but that being Gen- 
tlemen of a ſuperior Rank in this County, 
they bore the publick Employments 
of Sheriffs, Juſtices of Peace, and Com- 
miſſioners upon great Occaſions, George 
began to riſe, being made a Knight by 
the Earl of Lelegſter at the Sſege of Zut- 
Phen in Flanders, 28 Eljzabethe, us wis 
his Son Robert at Dublin, W Robert Earl 
of Eſſex, 38 Elisabeth. He marry'd La- 
tice, Daughter and Heir of Gera/d Earl 
of Kildare in Ireland, whoſe Son and 
Heir Robert, having a great Eſtate in 
that Kingdom of his Mother's Inheri- 
tance, Was by King James I. created Lord 
Dighy of Geaſhill, where he hid a Caſtle, 
and his Poſterity enjoy that Honour, 
John alfv, the fourth Son of the ſid 
George, and Letice, being a Perſon of ex- 
tgraordinary Parts, was employ'd by the 
fame King in the Embaſſy into Spain, 
to promote a Marriage between Prince 
Char let and the Infanta ; for which End, 
He was created Lord Digby of Sher hurne 


in Dor/etſhire, and four Years after, Earl 


of Byi/ts/, He is ſaid to have underſtood 
Embaifador-Craft better thin an Min in 
His Time but his Quarrel with the 
Duke of Auckingham loſt him King 
Charles I's Favour, ſo that he war forced 
to leave the Court, and ſeat himſelf in 
the Country, where he grow vero po— 
pular. King Char/es in his Diſtreſs 


thought fit to take his Advice, but it 
did neither of them any Good. Robert 
Lord Dighy obtained 20 Fac. I. a new 
Charter for a weekly Market upon Wed. 
neſday, and two Fairy yearly, one upon 
St. Mark's Dny, Aprit 25, and the other 
on St. Matthew, Sept, 11, bechufe the 
Market and Falr granted by King John 
were diſcontinu'd, | 
Dugdale, from an ancient Writing, 
laving out the Bounds of a certain Wood, 
wherein are theſe Words, A quercu, qui 
vocatur Qutreus Caflellt, obſerves, that 
there had been anciently a Caſtle in this 
Town, which he ſuppoſtth to have ſtood 
in a Field on the North-fite of the Town 
call 'd Grlmeſhill-Fleld, becnuſe there have 
of late Times been dug up there Foinda- 


tions of Buildings, among which a Piece 


of Roman Copper Coin was found, having 
on the one Side the Head of the Emperor 
Trajan, with a Laurel about it, and on the 
other Side Piety, with her Head vail'd, 
and her Right Hand ftreteh'd out, with 
an Altar" before her, which is Sign that 
there hath been ſome notable Fort or 
Caſtle there; and the more, becauſe of 
its high Situation, e 

The Church here, dedicated to St. Peter, 
was anciently given to the Nuns of Mer— 
gate in Bedfordſhire, and a Vicar was en- 
dowed out of it in King Henry II's Time; 
but in Kd. I's Reign 55% Clinton, ſen, 
claimed the Advowſbn, and commenced 
a Suit alout it with the Nuns, who by 
giving him an hundred Marks, put an End 
to the Suit, and ſtcur'd it to themſeſves. 
The Vicars of this Place were uſually 
the Rural Deans for this Part of the Coun- 
ty, They were made by the Archbishop 
or Biſhop, and their Buſineſs was to be 
Confeſſors to the Parſons and inferior Cler- 

v, who were aſham'd to confeſs to the 

eany, The Steeple of this Church was 
much hurt with Lightening, 4 Ed. 6. and 
though it was repair'd by the . babltante, 
who fold a Bell to do it, vet it wanted 
15 Foot of the Height and much of the 
Beauty of the former. 

In the Church are divers remarkable 
Monuments. 1. For ſome of the Family 
of Clintons, viz One under an Arch M 
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the South - ſide of the Church, the Statue 
in Its full Proportion, in a Coat of Mall, or 
other Armour, Crofs-legg'd ; and another 
under an Arch on the North - ſide, in the 
like Poſture, and ſo accoutred. 2. Four 
fine Altar Monuments, with large Efh- 
gies upon them, of Simon Dighy, Elſqz and 
Altce his Wife, who dy'd in 1519 z John 
Digby, Eſqy and Anne his Wiſe, who dy'd 
in 1558 z Reginald Digby, Eſqz and Anne 
his Wife, who dy'd in! 549 z and George Dig- 
by, Eſqy whody'd in 1386, all in the Chan- 
cel; and many Arms of divers Families 
both in the Church and Chancel Windows, 

| Several Monumental Inſcriptions upon 
the Walls of the Church, for Simon Dighy, 
* hi Grevil, and William Riddel, Grace 
Strelly, and John her Son, Iſabel Riddel, 
and Jane Blithe ; and in the Chancel, for 
William Abel, Vicar of the Church, who 
dy'd in 1500, and John Fenton, LL. B. Vi- 
car of this Church, and Official of Coven- 
try, who dy'd 1566. 

Nun-Faton, ſo call'd after the Erection 
of the Nunnery, (of which by and by) 
but before onl y Eaton, from Ea, ſignity- 
ing Water in old Englih, becauſe it is ſi- 
tuato on a Rivulet, and Ton, or Town. 
It was the Lordſhip and Eſtate of one 
Harding before the Norman Invaſion, but 
aſter the Conqueſt it was given to Earl 
Albertc, (the Progenitor of the Yeres Earls 
of Oxford.) He dy'd before the General 
Survey was made by that King, and 
therefore being ſeiz'd with his other E. 
ſlates into the King's Hands, was com- 
mitted to the keeping of Jeffrey de Wine, 
It is ſaid in that Record, that it con- 
ind 26 Carucates of Land ane Mill, a 
Meadow of 20 Acres, and Woods two 
Miles in Length, and a Mile and half 
in Breadth. At the ſame Time R. de Ogi 
held three Hides of Land in this Place, 
and Woods a Mile in Length, and as 
much in Breadth, which were the Inhe- 
titince of one Alwine in King Edward 
the Confeſſor's Time; when this Lordſhip 
was beſtow'd upon Robert Earl of Mal- 
lint and Leiceſter, we know not particu» 
larly, but need not doubt, but it was one 
of the 64 given Nm by the Conqueror 
"hy that be, it. is certain, that he 
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was in Poſſeſſion of it before the Death 
of King Henry I. and leſt it to hls Son 
Robert, ſurnam'd Boſſu, with the Eatl- 
dom of Leicefter, This Robert, in King 
Stephen's Time, founded a goodly Mona- 
ſtery here, for Nuns of the Bened/#tine 
Order, as thoſe at St. Ebraud in Normandy 
His Counteſs Amice became « Nun 
in it, and was there bury'd. He endow'd 
it plentifully, and befides many other 
Lands, gave them this whole Lordſhip of 
Eaton, except ſome ſmall Parcels in the 
Hamlets before given to the Canons of 
Leiceſter, and the Nuns of Caſa Det in 
rance, | N 

The Nuns of this Place having the Ju- 
riſdietion of it ſettled upon them, ob- 
tain'd a Grant of a weekly Market on 
Tueſday, to Hen. 4. to endure *til1 the 
King ſhould be of Age, and then it was 
alter'd upon ſome Reaſons to Saturday, 
as it now continues. With the Market, 
the Town encreas'd with Inhabitants, 
which made it neceſſary to rebuild and 
enlarge their Church, which the King 
encourag'd by giving them towards the 
Fabrick ten Oaks out of Kenilworth 
Woods, and the next Vear fifteen out of 
Cank-Foreſt, Some Years after this, viz. 
23 Hen, 3. they procur'd a Grant of a 
Charter for a yearly Fair for four Days, 
beginning on the. Invention of the Hol 
Croſs, May 3. The ReQtory of the Puri 
Church of this Place, which had been 
appropriated to the Monaſtery of Lyra in 
Normandy, but upon the Diffolution of 
the Priories alien, 3 Hen. 5. had been 


ſettled by that King on the Carthuſian 


Monks of Shena, when he founded that 
Monaſtery, was given theſe Nuns by the 
Prior and Convent there, 38 Hen. 6. and 
was held by them 'till the Diſſolution of 
their Houſe, which being one of the grea- 
ter Monaſteries was not done "till 31 H. 8. 
Being ( in the King's Hands, the Site 
of it, with all the Lands in this County, 
was given to Sir Marmaduke Conflable, 
Kut. who was then his Servant, and ſoon 
aſter ſold Part of them, but kept this 
Manor, and the Site of it, with other 
Lands, which he left to his Son Robert, 
2 Eliz. He having purchaſed the Rever- 
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on of that Prince, and ſettled them on 


his Heirs General, Reg. 6. ſold them to 
Sir Ambroſe. Cave, Knt. who left them, 
Reg. 10. to Margaret his Daughter and

It 
was founded in a Chapel of his Build ing. 
The only remarkable Monument in the 
Church is for Sir Marmaduke Conſtable 
above - mention'd, who dy'd in 1560. 

Hloreſton- Grange is à Part of the Lord- 
ſhip of Nun-Eaton, and did anciently be- 


long to the Nuns of that Place. It con- 


tain'd.ſix Carucates of Land, and was paſt 
with the. Monaſtery to Sir Marmaduke 
Conftable, Knt. 32 Hen. 8, who ſold the 


Grange itſelf and ſome of the Lands to 


one John Fiſher, Eſq; who dying ſeiz'd of 
them, 21 Elix. left them to his two Co- 
fins and Heirs Katharine Norwood, Wi- 
dow, and Anne the Wife of Richard Wol- 
riche ; but the Lands call'd Horeſton- Fields 
with Horeſton- Mood, were ſold by Robert 


Sir Marmaduke's Heir, to Stephen Hales 
Eſq; 4 Elix. in whoſe Family they may 
yet be. X 

Mr. John Inett, Vicar of this Pariſh, 


is the only Perſon of Note belonging to 
it: He was a worthy Divine, and having 


lived ſome Years in good Repute in thi; 
Place; was at length inſtall'd Chantor of 


the Cathedral Church of Lincoln in 1631, 


and after ſome Time became Reſidentiary 
thereof. He hath publiſh'd an Aſſize Ser. 
mon, ang A Guide to the Devout Chriſtian, 
in three Parts; printed at London, the 


-firſt in 168 1, and the other in 1688, 
long'd to Trinity-Gild in that City, and 


Sutton Cofield, or Colſteld, call'd Sutton, 
1. e. South-Town, from its Situation Sou- 
therly of the City of Lickfield. In Ed. 
ward the Confeſſor's Days, Edwin Earl of 
Mercia, was Owner of it; but after the 
Norman Invaſion, the Conqueror held it 
in his own Hands, as appears by the Ge- 
neral*Survey, wherein it is rated at eight 
Hides of Land, the Woods extending two 
Miles in Length and one in Breadth in- 
cluded. But it continued in the Crown 
no longer than King Henry I's Reign, for 
we find, that that Prince paſſed it away 
in Exchange for the Manors of Hochan 
per Langham in Rutland/ſhire, to Roger de 
Newburgh Earl of Warwick, Habendum G 
tenendum difto Comiti, & Haredibus ſuis 
cum omni Libertate & 'Regalitate, cum Li- 
bero Chaceo inter Tame G Bourne, O. 
which ſhews, that the Chace belonging 
to the Manor extended itſelf beyond the 


Bounds of the County, as well as into 


other Lordſhips within- it. The Earls of 
Warwick after this, were ſo jealous of-any 
Encroachments upon their Juriſdiction 
in it, that the Lord Baſſet of Draiton ha- 
ving erefted a Purk within the Precintts 
of the Chace, was oblig'd to give Maler an 
Earl of Warwick, and his Succeſſors, two 
Deer yearly for the quiet Fnjoyment ot 
it, and the Lords of the Manors within 
the Bounds of it were forced to procure 
Licenſes to hunt in their own Lands and 
Demeſne, Oc. yet not excluſive of him- 


ſelf there, and becauſe his Deer being 


hunted, ſometimes fled, into Kanc- Mood, 
which was the King's Foreſt, the Fil 
obtain'd.a Licenſe of the King to ne 
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them thither, and there to kill them, and 


bring them away without any Diſtur- 
bance from the King's Verderers, or other 
Oficers of that Foreſt. 

After Haleran Earl of Varwick, his Son 
Henry, and Grandſon Thomas, were Lords 


of this Manor z after whoſe Death Ela 


his Counteſs had it aſſigned for her Dower, 
ſhe obtain'd a ſpecial Charter of Free- 
Warren in all her Demeſne Lands here 
for Life, and after her Deceaſe, as the 
Earldom, ſo this, and all other the E- 


fates of Earl Thomas paſſed to Margery his 


Siſter, for want of Iſſue-Male. She mar- 
ry'd John Marſhall, Brother of William 
Earl of Pembroke; but he dying ſo ſoon 
after Thomas Earl of Warwick, that his 
Wife was not gotten into Poſſeſſion of her 
Brother's Eſtate, was not Earl of Warwick, 
ſhe after marry'd John de Pleſſets, who 
was in her Right Earl of Warwick, but 
having no Iſſue by her, her Aunt Alice, 
the Wife of William Mauduit, was her 


Heir, and brought the Title of Earl to 


him. Her Son William ſucceeded in her 
Right, but leaving no Iſſue, William de 
Beauchamp, who had marry'd I/abel his 
Siſter, became Earl of Warwick, and be- 
ing Lord of this Manor, claim'd by Pre- 
ſcription Court-Leet, Aſſize of Bread, Oc. 
and was allow'd them. To this William 
ſucceeded Guy de Beauchamp in the Earl- 
dom of Warwick and this Manor, who 
28 Edæu. 1. procured a Charter for a week- 
ly Market on Tueſday, and a Fair yearly 
on the Eve of the Holy Trinity and three 
Days following; but it ſeems as if the 


Market did not turn to Account, or ra- 


ther were diſcontinued, becauſe Thomas 
de Beauchamp, 27 Edw. 3. obtain'd an- 
other Charter for it to be kept on the ſume 


Day, with the Addition of another Fair 


on the Eve and Day of St. Martin, This 
Lordſhip continu'd thus in the Family 
of the Beauchamps *till the Reign of King 
Henry VI. when with the Earldom it 
came to Richard Nevill Earl of Salisbury 


in Right of Anne his Wife, but he de- 


ſerting the Family of York after he had 
ſet Edward on the Throne, and being 
flain in fighting for the Lancaſtrians, his 
Eſtate was taken from his Wife, 14 Ed. 4. 
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and ſettled on her Daughters I/abel and 
Anne, as it continu'd, till K. Henry VII. 
reſtor'd it to her for Life. In theſe tur- 
bulent Times the Market here was utter- 
ly forſaken, and the Town almoſt quite 
ruin'd, the Manor-Houſe being pull'd 
down almoſt by an Officer of the King's, 
as it continu'd *till John Herman alias 
Veiſy, Biſhop of Exeter, a Native of it, 
bearing a ſingular Affection to it as ſuch, 
and having obtain'd of King Henry VIII. 
Reg. 19. certain Parcels of Incloſure, cal- 


led More-crofts and Heath-yards, andaboye 


forty Acres of Waſte, with a Licenſe to 
incloſe it, proceeded further to advance 
the Good of the Town, for he procured 
the next Year Letters Patent for the ma- 
king it a Corporation, by the Name of a 
Warden and 24 Aſliſtants, with a Steward, 
Serjeant at Mace, Clerk of the Market, 
Oc. as alſo a weekly Market on Mondays, 
and another Fair on St. Simon and St. Fude's 
Day yearly, providing them alſo a Com- 
mon-Hall for their Aſſemblies, and grant- 
ing to them the whole Manor, Chace and 
Park to hold to them and their Succeſſors 
for ever in Fee-farm, at the Rent of 50 l. 
per Annum. And to render theſe his Be- 
nefa&tions more compleat, he built them 
a Priſon under the Hall, and a Market» 
houſe, paved their whole Town, ſtock'd 
their Park with Mares, Colts and Horſes, 
built two Ifles to their Church, and e- 
rected an Organ, deſtroy'd the Chace for 
the Benefit of the Poor, and gave a Mea- 
dow to the poor Widows, He built 51 
Stone-Houſes, and began to ſet up the 
Cloathing-Trade in the Town, but it 
came to nothing. In his latter Days he 
built himſelf a fair Houſe in More-crofts, 
which he nam'd More-Hall, and lived 
there very hoſpitably to his Death, which 
happening here, he was bury'd in the 
Chancel under a fair Monument, having 
his Portraiture Mitred and Veſted on it, 
as it now remains, He was at his Death 
103 Years old. 

The ſame Biſhop Veiſy, out of a pious 
Regard to the publick Good and Benefit 
of this his native Place, made a Feoff- 
ment of divers Lands within the Precins 
of this Pariſh, unto the Warden and-Aſ+ 
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ſiſtante, 3 5 Hen. 8. that with the Profits 
trom thence ariſing, they ſhould find a 
learned Layman fit and skilful to teach 
Grammar and Rhetorick within the ſaid 
Pariſh, and if ſuch an One could not be 
found, then to provide Artificers to teach 
their Trades, paying Taxes for poor Peo- 
Ple, and portion Maidens. A Succeſſion 
of School-maſters was for a- while pro- 
vided, probably in the Biſhop's Time, but 
afterwards they contriv'd to leaſe out the 
Lands at ſmall Rents to their Children, or 
Friends, that the School-maſter might not 
enjoy his Due, or if he did, not have ſuf- 
ficient Grounds to queſtion the ſame; but 
at length one John Michael being choſen 
School-maſter, he diſcover'd the Fraud, 
and by a Decree of Chancery, when the 
I ord Coventry was Chancellor, obtain'd a 
Redreſs, and brought the Revenue to that 
Paſs, as to anſwer the Intent of the pious 
Founder. | 
The Church here dedicated to the Holy 
Trinity had in it a Chantry, founded by 
one Thomas Broadmeadow, tor one Prieſt, 
to ſing Maſs and pray for*the Soul of the 
ſaid Thomas and his Parents,valued 26 H.8, 
at 5 J. 6s. 8 d. per Ann. and at the Diſ- 
ſolution, Reg. 37. at 5 1. The Monu- 
ments found in it, Anno 1640, or there- 
abouts, (perhaps ſince defaced) are for 
Hugh Herman alias Veiſy, Brother and Heir 
of the Biſhop; William Herman alias Veiſy, 
and Joan his Wife, in the North lle 
of the Church; Biſhop Veh himſelf, 
on the North-ſide of the Chancel, and in 
the adjoyning Window, beſides two Mo- 
numental Inſcriptions for Agnes the 
Daughter of William Herman, and John 
Leveſon and Amisia his Wife. 

Hill, er Hull, and Little Sutton, are two 
ſmall Hamlets belonging to this Manor, 
They were anciently given to the Little 
Priory ef Canwell ſituate on the Borders 
of this County, but within Stæffordſhire, 
by one of the Earls of Warwick, but 
which of them we know not, yet ante- 
cedent to Waltran Earl of Warwick, for he 
confirm'd them to that Houſe, and Hull 
in his Grant is ſaid to contain three Yard- 
Lands, given, as he there ſays, by Earl 
' Roger his Father, The Monks of that 

A | 
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Houſe held them *till the Diſſolution, 
17 Hen. 8. when they were granted by 
the Nameof the Manors of Hull and Lit. 
tle Sutton, together with the Houſe itſelf 
and the Lands thereunto belonging, to 
Cardinal Volſey, who conferr'd them pre. 
ſently upon his College, then call'd Car. 


dinal College, but ſince Chriſt-Church, Ox. 


ford. There are alſo two other Hamlets 
belonging to this Lordſhip, viz. Maney 
and Warmley, of which we find no more, 

Solihull, or Solykill, which we add to 
the Market-Towns, not that it is at pre- 
ſent ſuch, but that it is ſo letter'd in our 
Maps, and hath formerly been ſo, as the 
Hiſtory will ſhew, In Dameſd aay- Bool, 
*tis call'd Ulwerley, and was before the 
Conqueſt poſſeſs'd by Edwine Earl of Mer- 
cia, and after it by one Chriſtina, It was 
then certify'd to contain eight Hides, 
and to have Woods four Miles in Length, 
and half a Mile in Breadth belonging to 
it, with a Church. From'Chriſtina this 
Manor came to the Family of Limeſie, 
who had the Seat of their Barony here, 
and a Caſtle, of which there now remain 
no Proofs, but about an Acre of Ground 
moated round, and a Lane leading to it, 
call'd Caſtle-Lane, Ralph de Limeſy was 


the firſt Lord of this Place of his Family. 


He gave two Parts of the Tythes to the 
Church of Piriſon in Hartford/hire when 
he founded it. From the Limeſies, after 
four Deſcents, it came by the Marriage 
of the Heireſs to Hugh de Odingſeils, who 
gave it his younger Son William de Oding- 


ſells. Solihull, in his Time, was riſen out 


of Ulverley, and became ſo conſiderable a 
Place, that he procured a Charter of King 
Henry III. for a Market at it on Wedne/- 
day every Week, and a Fair yearly on 
the Feaſt of St. Alphage, and for three 
Days after, that being the Saint to whom 
their Church was dedicated. He alſo, in 
the ſame King's Reign, Anno 34, obtain'd 
a Charter of Free-Warren for all his De- 
meſne Lands here; and being a devout 
Man, as well as Warlike, gave certain 
Lands in this Town, call'd Hunde/hale, 
to the Friers of Thelesford in this County. 
He left this Lordſhip (inter alia) to his 


Son William, who being made a * 
or 
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for his Service in Wales, claim'd a Court 
Leet, Aſſze of Bread and Beer, Market, 
and Fair, Oc. by Preſcription, and was 
allow'd them in this Place, He founded 
a Chantry in the Chapel of St. Alphage, 
and dy'd 23 Edw. 1. leaving Edmund his 
Son and Heir; but he alſo dying within 
a ſew Months after, his four Siſters be- 


came his Heirs, Upon the Diviſion a- 


mong them, this Lordſhip was allotted 
to Ela the third Siſter, who being marry'd 
to Sir Peter de Bermingham, Kant. left it to 
her Son by him John de Bermingham, who 
being ad vanc'd to the Earldom of Loveth 
in Ireland, fold it with the Advowſon of 
the Church to John Hot ham, Biſhop of Ely, 


and his Heirs. The Biſhop finding the 


Market and Fair diſcontinued, obtain'd a 
new Charter, 13 Edw. 2. for a Market 
weekly on Wedneſday, and a Fair yearly 
for three Days on the Eve, Day and Mor- 
row of St. Peter ad Vincula, Auguſt 1. as 
alſo for Free-Warren in all his Demeſne 
Lands here. Sir John de Hothum, Knt. 
inherited the Biſhop's Eſtates, but leav- 
ing nv Iſfue- Male, this Lordſhip paſſed 
to Anne his Daughter, then marry'd to 
Sir Hugh Deſpenſer, by whoſe Heir-Sene- 
ral it came to Kichard Beauchamp of Ber- 
gavenny, Knt. and 1/abe! his Wife, Siſſer 
and Heir to the Lord Deſpenſer; but they 
held it not long, before King Henry IV. 
order'd his Eſcheator to ſeize it, wherc- 
by coming into the King's Hands, it was 
leaſed out for Years and Life to divers 
Perſons in that King's and his Succeſſors 
Reigns, *till King Henry VIII. Rzg.5. 


for the ſignal Service done by Thomas 


Howard Earl of Surrey againſt the Scots 
in Fledden- field, gave him the Inheri- 
tince of it, with the Advowſon of the 
Church, and many other Lands, at the 
ſame Time* that he mide him Nuke of 
Norfolk. His Son and Heir Thomas Duke 
of Norfolk ſold it to Edmund Knigitley, 
Eſq; and Eyſftace Kiteley, Gent. for the 
Uſe of Sir George Throgmorton, Knt. from 
whom it is now come by divers interme- 
diate Purchaſers to Sir Simon Archer of 
Tamworth, Knt. in whoſe Poſterity we 
fuppoſe it to be. 

The Church of this Town is dedicated 
to St. Alphage, and thougb Hugh Deſpenſer 


above-mention'd was bury'd in the Church 
of the Friers at Stamford, yet Thomas Cul- 
lum, Parſon of this Church, gave a fair 
Miſſale to it, that the Pariſhioners ſhould 
provide a Prieſt to celebrate Divine Ser- 
vice for one Year, for the Souls of Sir 
Hugh and Iſabel his Wife, as he by his 

Will ordain'd a Prieſt to do the ſame for 
two Years. In the Church are divers 
Monuments, and Monumental Inſcrip- 
tions, viz, for Richard Creſuold and A- 
lice his Wife, who dy'd Sept. 17, 15373 
Thomas Greſwold, and Anne his Wife, 
who dy'd July 8, 1577 yz Thomas Da- 
bridgcourt, Eſqy and Alice his Wife, who 
dy'd May 12, 1601 3 Jon Botiler, a 
Lawyer, who dy'd in 15123 Henry Hug- 
ford, Gent. who dy'd Novemb.r 13, 
1592 3 William Hawes and Urſula His 
Wife, who dy'd in 1610 3 William Hill, 
Gent. and Iſabel his Wife, Who dy'd De- 
cember 6, 1549; and William Plaſted and 
Elizabeth his Siſter, with two Children, 
who dying of the ſame Diſeaſe, were bu; 
ry'd together, Sept. 7, 1591. 

William Stow, Pick — Parſon of th is 
Pariſh, gave twelve Acres of Land and 
ſix Acres of Meadow to this Church, and 
the Rectors thereof for the Time being, 
for the finding of two Wax-Candles burn- 
ing therein every Day at the Celebration 
of Maſs, and two Torches always at the 
Elevation of the Hoſt. 2 

The Chantry founded by Sir William de 
Odingſe's, Knt. was ordain'd for one Prieſt 
to pray for the Souls of his Progenitors, 
himſelf, Children, and all the Faithful 
for ever, for the Miintenance of which 
he gave certain Houſes and Lands near 
St. Alphage's Well in thig Lordſhip, and. 
3 1. per Ann. a Rent payable out of his 
other Lands. From this Gift it was cal- 
led the Chantry of Haliwell. The Prieſt 
of this Chantry was to be preſented by 
Sir William and his Heirs, but inſtituted 
into it by the Biſhop of Coventry and Lich- 
field. Ralph Limefi and Joan his Wife, 
gave to it 5 Marks yearly Rent, and Wil- 
liam Hawes, and ſome others, gave He ſ- 
ſuage and 40 Acres of Land ; but this laſt 
being granted without the King's Li- 
cence, was ſeized by King Henry IV. and 
given to one John Birkyn, one of the Yeo- 

men 
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men of his Larder, which reduc'd the 
Re venue to ſo little, that no Prieſt would 
ſorve therein; whereupon Thomas Gre/+ 
old added a. Rent of 60 J. per Annum,

cont inually officiating there, to ſing Maſs 
for the good Eſtate of that King and him- 
ſelf, and for their Souls after their De- 

arture hence, as alſo for the Souls of his 
Father and Mother, and all their Bene- 
factors.

Henry VII's. Reign, aſſiſted the Parſon in

Pariſh was then ſo populous, that 
ed oo Communicants. Having thus fi- 
niſh'd the Market- Towns, we fhall pro- 
ceed to the Villages and Hamlets, viz. 
Aleſley, or Alleſl:y, the Lordſhip and 
Eſtate of Sir Baldwin Frevil, Knt. whoſe 


Son and Heir Balduin dying in his Mi- 
nority, left his Eſtate to his three Siſters, 


to the eldeſt of whom Elixabeth, then 
marry'd to Thomas Ferrers, ſecond Son to 


William Lord Ferrers of Groby, this Lord- 


ſhip, upon the Partition, came in King 
Henry V's Reign. | 

Amington, the Lordſhip and Eſtate of 
Hugh Fitz-Richard, who held it of the 
Earls of Warwick for half a Knight's Fee. 
His Poſterity enjoy'd it, till upon failure 
of.

by ber Marriage with Osbert de Clinton, 
carry'd it into his Family, which enjoy'd 
it many Succeſſions. John de Clinton, his 


Deſcendant, 13 Edw. 1. claimed by Pre- 


ſcription divers Liberties and Privileges 
here, as Court Leet, Aſſize of Bread and 
Beer, Oc. which were allow'd, and his Son 
John obtain'd a_Charter of Free-Warren 
for all his Demeſne Lands here, but in the 
Reign of King Henry VI. Sir William Clin- 
ton ſold a large Part of it to William Re- 
pington, whoſe Heirs at length became 
Lords of it, by the Grant of Edward 
Lord Clinton to Francis Kepington, whoſe 
Poſterity enjoy'd it in 1640, or there- 
abouts, 

Anſley, the Lordſhip of the Counteſs 
Godeva in Edward the Confeſſor's Reign; 
but being in the Hands of the Conqueror 
upon his Settlement, was ſarmed out to 
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one Nicholas; and in the General survey 
where it is written Hanſlei, is join'd with 
Hartfhill, (there call'd Ardreſhili) and 
both valued at 5 J. was poſſeſſed by a Fa- 
mily, who having their Seat there, took 
their Sirname from it. From them, by 


the Female Heir, it came to Ci pe per, of 


whoſe Family Sir Alexander Culpeper paſ 
ſed it to John Luxford, Gent. and after 
him John de Culpeper his younger Son (on 
whom Sir Alexander had ſettled it) ſold 
it to Robert and Edmund Wyethe of Lough. 
oro in Letreſter/ſhire, who (old it to Fohn 
Rampton for 48 J. he ſold it to George 
Wightman, who mortgaged it to William 


Glover, who got a Releaſe of the whole 


from Thomas Wightman his Heir, 43 Eliz,, 
From William Glover, afterwards Knigh- 
ted, it paſſed to his Son Sir Thomas, who 
ſold it to James Wizhtman of Brackman in 
Leiceſterſhire, who paſſed it to George Lud- 
ford of this Place, Gent, whoſe Son en- 


joy'd it about the Middle of the laſt Cen- 


_ and Poſterity may ſtill be Owners 
or it. | 

The Church dedicated to St. Laurence, 
was given to the Nuns of Poleſworth in 
King John's Time by William de Hardreſ- 
hull, and being appropriated, ſoon af- 
ter there was a perpetual Vicarage aſlign- 
ed for ſerving the Cure, which being 
found too little, upon Complaint made to 
the Biſhop there was an Augmentation 
made of the fifth Sheaf of the Corn-Tythe 
throughout the whole Pariſh, to be de- 
liver'd out of the Nun's Barn without 
Charge after they were gather'd in. In 
the Church is only one Grave-Stone, for 
Joanna the Wife of Thomas Palmer of Sto» 
ny-Stanton, Gent. the Siſter of William 


Bret of this Place, Gent. who dy'd Oct. 


31, 1380; and in the Window the Arms 
of Hardreſhull, Manceter, and Botetourt. 
Brets- Hall is a Manor in this Pariſh, 


ſo called from the Brets, anciently Own- 


ers of it. William Bret, to whom William 
de Hardreſhu'l, Lord of Anſley, in King 
Henry III's Time, gave certain Lands, 
was the firſt that ſeated himſelf here, and 
his Son William grew ſo-conſiderable that, 
4 Edww.3. he obtain'd of the Biſhop of 
the Diocefe a Licence to have a private 
4 Oratory 
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Oratory to celebrate Divine Service for 
two Vears. Theſe Brets poſſeſſed this 
Seat above 200 Years, *till the Beginning 
of King Henry IV's Reign, when by 


Daughters and Coheirs it paſſed to George 


Harecourt and William Pouchin, which laſt 
ſold his Part to Fohn Purefey, whoſe Son 
Michael pa ſſed over his Intereſt to John 
White of Busby in Leiceſterſhire. 

| Monwode was anciently a Manor in this 
Pariſh, as it is call'd by Sir John de Har- 


_ dreſhull in a Settlement he made 39 Ed. 3. 


and in the Records of later Times; but 
now there is nothing remaining of it, but 
a Piece of Waſte Ground in the Skirts of 
the Pariſh, call'd Monwode-Lee, which 
only ſerves to point out to us where it 
was. 5 

Aſton juxta Birmingham, ſo cal l'd to di- 
ſtinguiſh it it from another Aſton in this 
County, to which for the ſame Reaſon is 
added, Cant/ow,. This Village before the 
Conqueſt belonged to Edwine Earl of Mer- 
cia, but the victorious Norman in reward- 
ing his Captains, beſtow'd this Manor 
(inter alia multa upon William Fitz- Auſ- 
tulph, whoſe Seat was at Dudley-Caſtle in 
Staffordſhire, It was certify'd, when the 
General Survey was taken, to contain 
eight Hides, with a Church and a Mill, 
as alſo Woods extending three Miles in 
Length, and half a Mile in Breadth, then 
held by one Godmund, Gervaſe Paganel 
was his Heir, who having no'Tſſue, Hanoſe 
his Siſter by Marriage, carry'd it to R. 
Someri, whoſe Son Ralph gave it Thomas 
de Erdingtone, and his Heirs, tòô be held 
of him the ſaid Ralph and his Heirs by 
the Service of a Pair of Gilt Spurs. Henry 
de Erdingtone his Grandſon, in the Reign 
of King Edward I. enfeoffed Thomas. de 
Maiderbach, that King's Valet or Squire,

Iſſue Male, ſo that his Eſtates were di- 
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vided between his three Daughters and 
Heirs, of whom Sibil the ſecond, the Wife 
of Adam de Grimeſarve, had this Lord 
ſhip for Part of her Share. She gave it 
her younger Son John, who dying Child- 
leſs, Maud his Couſin became his Heir,

him, and though he had before his Death 


ſettled this Manor on her for Life, yet 
the better to ſecure it and other Eſtates to 
herſelf, ſhe enfeoffed John of 'Gaunt and 
others with it, by Reafon of which King 
Henry IV. challenged a legal Title to 
it, which William, the younger Son of 
Malter, (a Perſon in great Favour with 
his Prince, for the good Services he had 
done and was likely to do) obſerving, ob- 
tain'd a Grant of it from the King for 
Life, This William dying without Iſſue, 
left John - his Nephew his Heir, who 
finding that Walter had his Lite only in 
this Lordſhip, obtain'd a Patent for it, 
19 Hen. 6. with all the Liberties and Pri- 
vileges thereto belonging, for himſelfand 
his Heirs, to be held of the Chief Lord 
of the Fee, and not of the King in Capite. 
This John was conſtituted Eſcheator for 
this County and Leiceſter/hire-in 16 Hen.6, 
and became afterwards a menial Servant 
to the ſaid King, who found him ſo faith» - 
ful and diligent in his Place, that he for 
His ſo doing, made him Ranger of Sutton- 
Chace. To him ſucceeded two Williams and 
Thomas, which laſt was a learned Lawyer 
and Juſlice of North-Wales, and in Com-

and Lord of this Manor, and appropria- 
ted to the Monks there by Richard Peche 
Biſnop of the Dioceſe, which Hubert 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury confirm'd, and 
Giles de Erdington ratify'd, 15 Edu. 3. 


for which he and his Heirs were to be 


partakers of their Prayers for ever. After 
this, in 39 Hen. 3. 'a: Vicarage was or- 
dain'd by Roger de Weſcham Biſhop of Co- 
ventry and Lickfield, with the Conſent of 
the Monks df Newfort-Paganel, and Wil 
liam de Kelkenny, who was the Rector. By 
this Ordination it appears, that the Dean 
and Chapter of Lichſteld was to receive 20 
Marks out of the ReQory. The Nuns of 
Catesby in Northamptonſhire pretended a 
Title to the third Part of the Tythes be- 
longing to.this Church, but the Monks 
of Tikford recover*'d them by a Writ. of 

Right, and got a Confirmation from the 
King, 5 Eu. 3. Upon the Diſſolution 
of the Monaſteries, this Manor was, with 
the Priory of Tikford, given to Cardinal 
Wolſey, for the Endowment of his Colleges

Edward Ferrers, of the Family of the 
Hrrers Lords of this Place, a Perſon very 
ingenious and witty, can't but be ſome 
Honour to this Town, He was in much 
eſteem for his Poetick Genius, having 
compos'd, while he was at the Univerſity, 
divers Tragedies and Comedies, which 
were written with ſo much Skill and Mag- 
nificence, that they gave the King ſo 
much Recreation, that he conferr'd on him 
ſeveral good Rewards. He wrote theſe 
two Poems, The Full of Judge Triſilean, 


and The unlawful Murder 'of Thomas of 


Woodſtock, Duke of Glouceſter ; The Mir- 
rour of Magiſtrates; and ſeveral other 
Things. He flouriſh'd in, 1654, but 
when he dy'd we find not. Sir Wi'liam 
Dugdale mentions another of the ſame Fa- 
mily, viz. Henry Ferrers, a Perſon emi- 
nent for his Knowledge in Antiquities, 
and a great Ornament to his Family of 
this Place; for which, he was had in 
great Eſteem when Sir William wrote his 
Hiſtory of this County. He liv'd in 
Q. Elizabeth's Reign and K. Janes I, 

Badſley Enſor, written in the Conque- 
ror's Survey Bedeſtei, and therein certi- 
hed to contain two Hides, with Woods of

ThisEarlWilliam having it thus in his own 
Power, paſſed it ſoon after to Elias Savage, 
to be held of him by the Service of a 
Knight's Fee ; and Elias dying without 
Iſſue, the Earl confirmed it to Je ey his 
Brother, under the ſame Tenure, From 
the Family of Savage, by a Daughter's 
Marriage, it came to Edneſoure, or Enſor, 
from whom it had its Name of Diſtinction, 


Enſor, and paſſed by Herthull and Cokain to 
Francis Leving, Gent. who bought it of 


Edward Cokain, Eq; in the Beginning of 
King James II's Reign. His Son and 
Heir Thomas, enjoy'd the Manor about 


1640, but the other Lands in it had di- 


vers Owners. Here was anciently a Cha- 
pel, dedicated to St. Nicholas, which had 
a Meſſuage and half a Yard Land appur-

the Vicarage of Long Itchington, gave 50 
a Year out of this Manor of Balſhall, 
She alſo, by her Will, appointed, That 
out of the Revenues of this her Manor of 
Bal/hall, an Hoſpital ſhould be erected for 
twenty poor Widows, to be choſen out 
of the poor Inhabitants of this Place, or 
if ſo many could not be found there 
then out of Long Itchington, Oc. each of 
them to have 8 l. per Annum, and a Gown 
of Grey Cloth; and 201.a Year to a Mi. 
niſter to read Prayers every Day in the 
Hoſpital, and teach 20 Children, She 
alfo gave to the Poor of Bat/hall, 501. for 
a Dole, to be paid out of the firſt 
Rents of her Eſtate due, after her De- 


ceaſe. In the Church are the Arms 


the King, Peace, Revel, and Weſton the 
Prior, and di vers others in a Chamber of 
tha Houſe. | 


Barfton, an Hamlet in the Pariſh of 


Berkſwell, anciently of far greater Note 
than now it is; for by the Conqueror's 
Survey, it is rated at ten Hides, with a 
Mill, and Woods half a Mile in Length 
and three Furlongs in Breadth. It was 
the Eſtate then of Tunlil of Warwick, but 
being by bim mortgaged to Robert De- 
Ie, it is there recorded as the Lands 
of them both, in two Places. It came to 
Turchib by Deſcent, from Aluoine his Fa- 
ther, who purchaſed it of one Aiſmarus, 
by rhe Conſent of Villlam the Conqueror. 
But befides the ten Hides above ſpecify'd, 
one Robert held here of the King half an 
Hide and a Mill. In the Survey it is 
written variouſly, viz. Bertaneſtone, Ber- 
NRaneftone, and Berceftone, from ſome. an- 
cient Owner of it. It was anciently gi- 
ven, partly to the Templers and partly 
to the Hoſpitalers; the former is ſaid 
to be De Fedo Roberts Marmionis, and the 
latter the Gift of Alan de Faleis, as ap- 


pears from King Fokn's Confirmation to 


them. At the general Diſſolution, the 


whole was granted out of the Crown 
4 Eliz., to John Fiſher and others. It was

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a Cuſtom here, that the Tenants ſhould 
not marry their Daughters without the 
Licence of the Lord of the Manor, nor ſell 
any Horſe-Colts foaled-ypon the Lands in 
the Manor, without the like Licence. 
of this Place, dedicated to 
St, Swithin, hath long fince been annex'd 
to the Church of Berkwell, the Parſon 
whereof is to provide for the Cure. 
Baxterley, an Hamlet involvid in Eren- 
don, and ſo not mentian'd in Domeſday- 
Book; but with it became the Eſtate of 
Henry de Ferrers, from whom it came to 
the Earl of Warmwirk, of whom Richard 
de Harecourt held it :at the fixth Part 
of a Knight's Fee. From Harecourt it 
paſſed to Luvel, whoſe Son John, in the 
Beginning of the Reign of King Edu. I. 
ſold it to Sir Jahn Chat uynd, his Kinſman. 
He had certain cuſtomary Tenants hete, 
which paid him 5 J. per Ann. Rents, and 
fix Yard Lands, 16 Meſſuages, 6 Acres 
zof Paſture, and two Acres of Wood. His 
Deſcendent {b1d William de Henouere, one 


Moiety of it, whoſe Feoffees paſſed it to 


the Abby of Merevale in this County, to 
Ind certain Prieſts to celebrate Divine 
Sorvice in the Chapel of Our Lady, near 
the Gate of the Monaſtry, for his Soul. 
This Part, after the Diſſolution of that 
Houſe, was purchaſed from the Crown. by 
Sir Valter De Vereux, Lord Ferrers of 
Hartley, and ſo was poſſeſſed by Robert 
Earl of Eſſex in 1640. Within this Moie- 
ty is a fair Manſion, call'd Baxterley- Hall, 
built and inhabited by Jan Glover, a 
Retainer to the Lord Ferrers. Hugh La- 


timer, after he was depriv'd. of his Bi- 


ſthoprick of Worceſter, often reſorted to his 
Houſe, and by his Inſtructions, ſo fixed 
Robert Glover his Brother, in the Prote- 
fant Doctrines, that he ſealed it with 
his Blood at Coventry. | 


The other Moiety, was, 12 Edw. 4. 


paſſeſſed by Thomas Littleton, one of the 
Fultices of the Common Pleas, who gave, 


it to Roger Vall, one of the Canons of 
Litchfield, and other Feoffees, for the Per- 
formance of his Will. From him de- 
ſeended Sir Edward Littleton of Pillaton- 
Hall in Staffordſhire, who . ſold it to cer- 
tain Truſtees for the Frecholders in whom 


it now reſteth. 
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The Church, which was anciently but 
a Chapel belong 
(anciently written Overton ſubter Arden) 
was given to the Monks ef Merevale, by 
Kabert Earl Fervers, Pope Lucius III. con- 
firming the Grant, Anno 1185; yet the Pa- 
tronage of it, together with the Advowſon, 
after the Grant of the Moiety to the 
Monks of Merevale, was in the Heirs of 
Herecourt as well as them, by Turns, as 
appears from the Inſtitutions of the In- 
cumbents, from the Year 1302, to the 
Year 1627, as they are found in the Re- 
giſters of the Church of Litchfield. 

Bentley, an Hamlet of the Pariſh of 
Shuftoke, though lying two Miles diſtant 
from it, being united to it by the Foun- 


der of the Church, for the better Support, 


of the Incumbent. When the Conque- 
ror's Survey was taken, Geffrey deWirce 
was. poſſeſſed of it, and it was then 
rated for one Hide, having Woods a Mile 
in Length and three Furlongs Broad. 
It was then recorded by the Name of 
-Benechelie, and held of the ſaid Feffrey, 
by one Anſgot a Prieſt, in 8 but 
afterwards, with Virce's Lands it came 
to Nigel de Albani, who enfeoffed the An- 
eeſtors of Malter de Camvile there with. 
They had large Woods here, and having 
given Part of them to the Monks of 


Merevale, in Henry II's Days, it hath 


born ſince the Name of Monks Fark, and 

been reputed a Member of Merevale. 
The Gamwils being Lords of the Manor, 

had a Park here, which they held, *cill 


for-want of Heirs Male it came to be 


divided between the Heirs general, Pe- 
tranill and Maud, which laſt having in 
the Diviſion moſt of the Lordſhip, and 
a Moiety of the Park, carry'd them by 
her Marriage to Sir Thomas Aftley, who 
granted her Part of the Lordſhip to John 
de Vilnec hote, and his Heirs, to be held 
of him and his Heirs, by the Rent of 
five Marks of Silver.

after which it was of little or no Uſe, 
and is now only a Sheil of a Chapel. 
In the Eaſt Window of the Chapel were

of the Manor of Hether in Socage, with- 
out any Rent to be paid for the ſame. He 
ſettled here, and left it to Villiam his Son 
and Heir, whoſe Son Francis was the Fa- 
ther of William, who was the Owner of 
it in 1640. He rebuilt the Manor-Houſe 
with-Brick and Stone, and in them had 
the Arms of the Family, with their 
Matches, fairly engraven and drawn. . 
The Church is dedicated to St, Theobald 
and St. Chad, and in it are ſeveral fair 
Monuments for divers of the Family of 
Purefoy, as Michael, who dy'd in 1570, 
Jocoſa, who dy*d in 1585 3 another with- 
out Name; Francis, who dy'd in 16133 
William, who dy'd in 1615; and another 
William, whody'd in 1617; Michael, who 


dy'd in 1627; and George Abbot, Eſq; 


who dy'd in the Year 1648, 

Chadleſawic, an Hamlet in the Pariſh of 
Hampton, the Eſtate of Roger de Mowbray, 
but granted by him to Peter de Arden, 
to hold of him by the Tenth Part of a 


Knight's Fee. From Peter it deſcended 


to Roger his Brother, whom he made his 
Heir, and by him it paſſed to William de 
S8$S8 Arden, 
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Arden, who granted it in Dower (inter 
alia) to Amicia his Wife, by the Name 
of Tota Villa de Chadeleinwiz. In the 20 
£3 26 Hen. 3. Peter de Montfort is certify*d 
to Hold it by the eighth Part of a Knight's 


Fee, but how it came fo to paſs we can't f 


diſcover, for it is clear, that 29 Edw. 1. 
r. Peche, deſcended of the Female 
ranch of Arden, enjoy'd it, which is 
all we know of it. 5 
Chilverſcoton, written in wp!) Sm, 
Celverde ſtoche, ſo called from one Ceolfre- 
dus, then the Owner of it. It was then 
rated at eight Hides, and Woods being a 


Mile and half in Length, and a Mile in 


Breadth, held by Haroldus Fitz-Ralph, 
"which Ralph was Earl of Hereford, and 
Ob ner thereof in the Confeſſor's Days. 
Haroldus was Lord of Sudley alſo, and from 
ir his Poſterity took their Name; for 
artho'omery de Sudeley obtain'd, -51 H. 3. 
a Charter of Free-Warren in all his De- 
meſne Lands here. In this Pariſh the 
Templars had certain. Lands given to 
them by Ralph de Sudley, which being at- 
terwards reputed for a Manor, they pro- 
cured a Grant for Free-Warren to them 
and their Succeſſors. It came to the 
Crown 30 Hen. 8. with the other Poſſeſ- 
ons of the Religious, and was by Queen 
Elizabeth, Reg. 4. ſold to Thomas Da- 
bridgcourt, who gave it with to his Daugh- 
ter Chriſtian to William Belcher of Gilleſ- 
Borough in Northamptonſhire, who ſold it 
to Walter Giffard of Chillington in Stafford- 
ſhire, who himſelf or his Son fold it to 
Richard Chamberlain, Eſq; Regiſter of the 
Court of Wards. 
The Church was given to the Canons 


of Erbury in this County, together with 


two Vard-Lands, by Ralph Sudeley Foun- 
der of that Monaſtery. It was in 19 Ed. 1. 
appropriated to that Religious Houſe, 
and a Vicarage appointed, valued 26 A. 8. 
at 71. 4s. per Ann. 

Chur ch- Eikenhill, Hill-Bikenkill, and Mid- 


&le-Bikenhill, are all in one Pariſh, the 


firſt being the Chief. They were all. in 
the Conqueror's Time, poſſeſſed by Tur- 
chile de Var wick, but then reputed, with 
ſome other Hamlets, but two Villages, 
each of them containing two Hides, and 
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the Woods of the one being four Furlongy 


in Length, and as much in Breadth, and 
the other twelve Furlongs in Length, , 


and fix in Breadth, which laft was the E. 
ſtate of Aluric in King Edward the Con, 
effor's Days. In Dome/day-Book it is writ. 
ten Bichehelle, and in after Times Bychens 


halle, and Bigenhull, From Turchil it de. 


ſcended to Henry de Arden his Grandſon 
who ſettled it on his Wife Lætitia for her 
Dowry. His Son Euftace aſſumed the 
Name of Bikenhull, and from him de- 
ſcended Thomas and Alexander de Byken. 
hull, who bound himſelf to Sir Hugh de 
Arden of Hampton, Knt. neither to ſell 
nor pawn any Part of his Lands without 


his Conſent. He was one of the Juſtices 


of Aſſize for this County; and after his 
Death, Alice his Widow had this Lord - 
ſhip in Dower, and aſter her, her Son 
Thomas about King Edward IT's Time, 
at the latter End of whoſe Reign, it was 
alienated to Walter Parles, whoſe Son Wil- 
liam paſſed it away to Sir John Peache of 
Hampton in Arden, Knt. whoſe Grand- 
child Sir John Peache, 28 Edu. 3. ob- 
tain'd a Charter of Free- Warren in all 
his Demeſne Lands here. Whether it 
remains in his Family we know not. 

The Church, dedicated to St, Peter, was 
at its firſt Foundation given to the Nun- 
nery of Heywood in this County, but was 
ſoon after tranſmitted to the Nuns of the 
Holy Trinity. at Mergate in Bedfordſhire, 
to which being appropriated, a V icarage 
was ſet out, which was valu'd, 26 H.8, 
at 71. 17s. 24. per Ann. 

Hill- Bykenhill, and Middle-Bykeniil', 
was anciently reputed but one Hamlet, 
call'd Little Bykenhill, which in King 

ohn's Time was poſſeſſed by Richard de 

ines, who gave them to his three Si- 
ſters, Rahace, Ala, and Margaret; Wi 
liam de Kaines, their other Brother, con- 
firming the Grant, and Henry de Bykenhull 
releaſing to them all his Right and Title 
therein, It was divided by theſe Siſters, 
but a good Part came afterwards to thc 
Nuns of Henwood, who held it 'till the 
Diſſolution, when it was paſſed out of 
the Crown, among other Things, to Ed. 


ward Aglionby of Balfhall, Eſqz and Hen. 
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yy Huzford of Solihull, Gent, and their 
Heirs, by the Name of a Manor with 
certain Lands and Rents in Hil Bicken- 
kill; all whioh were purchaſed a little 
Time after by John Fiſher of Pakyngton, 
Eſq; who dy'd ſeiz'd of them; and from 
him they deſcended to Sir Clement Fiſher, 
Bart, who enjoy'd them in 1640. 

Corley, or, as it is written in Domc/day- 
Lok. Cornelie, in which it is rated at 


one Hide, having Woods of a Quarter of 


a Mile in Length, and half as much in 
Breadih belonging to it, all which were 


in the Hands then of the ſame God vine, 


who was the Owner of them before the 
Norman Invaſion, from whom they paſ- 
ſcd (but how or when we find not) to the 
Family of Haſtings, who enfeoffed Hugh 
de Rinigedon, or his Anceftor therewith, 
and from him they deſcended to Ralph de 
Kynge/don, who in 53 Hen. 3. was certi- 
fy'd to hold them of Henry de Haſtings, 
by the Service of half a Knight's Fee. 
This Ralph left only a Daughter for his 
Heir, who marrying to one of the Fa- 
mily of Manceſter, Lords of Manceſter in 
this County, brought them into that Fa- 
milv, yet holding them of the Heirs of 
Haſti-gs by the ſame Tenure. How long 
they continued in that Family we can't 
diſcover, but believe for ſome conſidera- 
ble Time, becauſe we do not find them 
in any other Hands, *'till 15 Edw. 4. 
when we obſerve, that John de Champer- 
noon dy'd ſeiz'd of them, leaving them to 
his two. Daughters and Heirs, one of 
which, Blanche, marrying to Sir Robert 
Willoughby, Knt. who was afterwards ſum- 
mon'd to Parliament among the Barons 
in 7 Hen. 7. by the Name of Robert Wil- 
loughby Lord Brooke, the Place of his Re- 
ſidence in Wilrfhire. His Son and Heir 
Robert Willoughby Lord Brooke left only a 
Daughter and Heir, who marry'd Sir Fulk 
Grevi/, and by that Means this Lordſhip 
with the reſt of the Willoughby's Lands, 
came with the Honour of Lord Brooke to 
the Family of Grevills. 

The Church of this Place was ancient- 
tv given to the Monks of Coventry, but 
when and by whom we are not inform'd; 
yet tis certain, they were in Poſſeſſion 
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of it in 44 Hen. 3. tho? they had not t 
Patronage cf the Vicarage. In the North 
Window of the Church are the Arms of 
the Champernoons. „„ 
Curdwor th, or, as it is written in Domeſ 
day- Book, Credeworde, from Crida, the 
moſt ancient Owner. Before the Con- 
queſt, in the Confeſſor's Time, Turchilu- 
vinus was the Owner of it; but after the 
Norman Settlement, Turchil de Warwick, 
who in William Rufus's Days wrote him- 
ſelf Turchil de Eardene. He left Iſſue Si- 
ward his eldeſt Son, but he was not per- 
mitted to enjoy much of his Father's 
Lands, the Earl of Warwick, Roger de 
Newburgh, having the greateſt Part aſ- 
ſign'd him by that King, and what he re- 
tain'd, he. and his Pofterity held of. that 
Earl and his Heirs by Military Service, 
He gave to the Monks of Thorney in Cam- 


 bridgeſhire his Mill at Riton, and certain 


Lands in Flekenhoe in this County, and 


left Iſſue Hugh and Henry. Hugh was a 


very pious Man, and gave a large Pro- 
portion of Lands to ſeveral Monaſteries 
and among others, one Meſſuage, on 
Mill, and two Carucates of Land, 60 A- 


cres of Meadow and as many of Paſiure, 


300 Acres of Wood, and 105. Rent in 
this Town, with the Advowſon of the 
Church, to the Canons of Leiceſter, and 
confirmed to the Monks of Canawell in this 
County the Grant made by his Siſter Cice- 
ly of one Yard-Land and a Meadow in 


this Lordſhip. His Brother Henry (who 


was his Heir) was certify'd 12 Hen. 2. to 
hold five Knights Fees of William then 
Earl of Warwick, as his Brother Hugh 
had. He was alſo piouſly diſpoſed to 
the Monks, to whom he gave ſome Lands, 
and confirmed others of his Anceſtors Giſt, 
as Riton, Oc. His Heir Thomas was one of 
thoſe that met at theTourncment at Blithe 
in Nottinghamſhire, contrary to the King's 
Prohibition, and for that his Lands were 
ſeiz'd, but in 7 Hen. 3. they were re- 
ſtor'd to him. He left Iſſue Thomas, who 
ſiding with the rebellious Barons, was ta- 
ken Priſoner at the Battle of Eveſham, 
and th? by the Statute call'd Dictum de 
Keniluorth, he might have redeem'd his 
Eſtates for a tolerable Fine, he choſe ra- 
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| ther to paſs them to others, among whom 


Thomas de Arden of Han-well, and Roſe his 


Wife, obtain'd the Inheritance of all his 
Lands in this Place, and ſome other Towns 
in this County, needleſs to mention at 
this Time. 
This Thomas had his Seat at Hanwell, 
which came to him by Roſe his Wife, the 
Haughter of Ralph de Vernon, and left 
only a Daughter Joan, who, by Reaſon 
of an Entail upon the Heir Male, (as we 
ſuppoſe) did not inherit this Lordſhip 
and other Eſtates of her Father's, but 
they deſcended to his Brother Robert, 
who living at Wykam near Banbury, was 
Governor of Banbury-Caſtle, 15 Edu. 2. 
He obtain'd a Licence of K. Edward III. 
Reg. 3. being then a Knight, to embattel 
his Manor-Houſe at Wykam, and dy'd 
5 Edu. 3. leaving a great Eſtate to his 
Grandſon Giles, who leaving only a Daugh- 
ter, this Lordſhip paſſed by a Deſcent to 
Ralph, Grandſon of Sir Thomas Arden by 
his younger Son Ralph. He was certi- 
fy'd, 17 Edu. 2. to be one of the princi- 
al Eſquires of this County. He left 
fue John and Henry, of whom John was 
a Knight, and a powerful Man in his 
County. His Seat was at Pedimore in 
this County, where he obtain'd by Licence 
to have Divine Service celebrated in his 
Oratory. He endeavour'd to recover the 
Ad vow ſon of this Place from the Canons 
of Leiceſter, but could not. He left none 
but Female Heirs, and ſo his Brother 
Henry ſucceeded him in this Lordſhip, Oc. 
His Seat was at Parkhal! in this Hundred, 
which he bought of — av Botetourt of 
Weoleigh-Caſtle in Worceſterſhire, He was 
a Conſervator of the Peace in this Coun- 
ty, and being a Knight, ſerved in Parlia- 
ment as a Repreſentative of this Shire, 
10 3 Rich. 2. Roſe, his Brother John's 
Heir, about this Time releaſed all her 
Intereſt in this Manor to him, as he left 
it to his Son and Heir Ralph, who was 
one of the Earl of Waravick's Retinue, 
and ferved that Earl as one of his Eſquires 
at the Siege of Calais, where he behaved 
himſelf ſo well, that he was knighted. 
Hedy'd 8 Hen. 5. and left a Son and Heir 
Robert, then a Minor, but being of full 


Age, was eſteem'd one of the chief Cen- 


tlemen of the County, which he ſerved 
as Sheriff, and Knight of it in Parliament 
29 Hen. 3. In his Time, the great Con- 
troverſy about the Crown between the 


Houſes of Lancafter and York happen'd, 


and he unhappily joyning with the lat- 


ter, was taken in Shropſhire as he was 


raiſing Forces for them, and put to Death 
for that. Offence, 3o Hen. 6. 

Walter his Son and Heir ſucceeded him, 
and obtain'd by the King's Precept to his 
Eſcheator a ſurrender of his Eſtate here 
and in other Parts of this County, By 
his Will he order'd his Body to be bury'd 
in the Church of St. Peter and St. Paul 
at Afton near Birmingham, and to be given 
the Vicar for his Mortuary and Tythes 
forgotten, his beſt Ox, and at his Burial 
fix poor Men ſhould carry ſix Torches of 
twelve Pound weight in Wax, and each 
of them to have a black Gown for that 
Service; and alſo that a Trental of Maſſes 
ſhould be ſaid for his, and Parents Souls. 
His Son and Heir John Arden was one 
of the Eſquires of the Body to King Her- 
ry VII. and being taken away by Kichard 

racebrigge of Kingsbury, Eſq; to marry his 
Daughter, his Father Walter was at great 
Odds with the ſaid Richard for ſo doing, 
and when the Difference was made up, he 
was oblig'd to give the ſaid Walter the beſt 
Horſe in his Park at Kingsbury. He alſo 
bequeath'd his Body to be bury'd in Afton 
Church, before the Image of the Lady of 
Pity, and gave his black ambling Gel- 
ding for a Mortuary, that God may the 
rather take his Soul to Mercy 3 s. 44. 
to the High Altar for Tythes and Offer- 
ings forgotten ; his white Harneſs to the 
Church there for a George to wear ; to 
twelve poor Women, his Tenants, each 
a black Gown, a Hood, a Pair of Beads, 
4 4. and a Dinner, Oc. To this Join 
ſucceeded Thomas, 17 Hen. 8. and to him 
Edward his Grandſon, his Father Mil. 
liam dying in his Father's Life-time, 
who by the Earl of Leiceſter's Means, 
whom he had galled by ſome ſharp* Ex- 
preſſions, was condemn'd for High Trea- 
ſon againſt the Queen, and executed in 
Smithfield, London, Upon his mal 
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his Lands were given away to Edward 


| Darcy, Eſq; and his Heirs 3 and though 


this Son Robert, by virtue of an Entail 
made upon his Marriage in his Father's 
Life-time, recover'd much of his Father's 
Eſtate, he did not obtain this of Curd- 
worth, and ſo it remain'd in Dar;y's Fa- 
mily. 7 | 

The Abbot of Leicefter having a large 
Proportion of Land in this Pariſh, (as is 


above ſhewed) claim'd, in 13 Edw. 1. a 


Court-Leet, Aſſize of Bread and Beer, and 
Infangthef, which he juſtify*d by the 
Charters of Henry II. and Richard I. as 


alſo Gallows, and was allow'd them all 


in this Place by the Verdict of a Jury. 
The Church here, which is dedicated 
to St. Peter ad Vincula, was given by Hugh 
de Arden, with the Lands above men- 
tion'd, to the Canons of Leiceſter, in King 
Henry IT's Time, and was ſoon after ap- 
propriated to them by Richard Peache, Bi- 
ſhop of Coventry and Lichfield, and con- 
firmed to them by his Succeſſors Hugh 
Novant, and Jeffrey Muſchamp. In 12gr 
(19 Edu. 1.) it was valued at 7 Marks 


and a half, and a Vicarage was then en- 


dow'd, with a certain Proportion of Glebe 
and Tythes for the Maintenance of the 
Incumbents ſucceſſively, which were va- 
lued, 26 Hen. 8. at 5 J. per Annum above 
all Reprizes. In the North Window of 
this Church are the old Earl of Leiceſter's 
Arms. 

Deretend, (or as it was anciently writ- 
ten, Durp⸗pate⸗hend) is within the Pa- 
riſh of Afton, but is a Parcel of the Lord- 
ſhip of Birmingham. There is nothing at 
this Time more memorable in it, than a 
certain Chapel erected about the Beg in- 
ning of King Richard's Time, wherein, 
by the Agreement of the Monks of Tyk- 
ford in Right of the Rectory of Afton, 
Sir John Botetourt their Patron, and the 
Vicar of Aſton, the Inhabitants of this 
Hamlet, and Dudſton adjoining, ſhould 
have a Font for the Baptiſm of their Chil- 
dren, and have a Liberty to find at their 
own proper Coſts, a fitting. Prieſt to ce- 
lebrate Divine Service therein, as alſo 
for Churching of Women. Provided, that 
the ſaid Inhabitants ſhould repair to the 
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Mother- Church of Afton on Eaſter- Day, 
and the other uſual Times, then and 
there to render, and pay to God, and the 
ſaid Pariſn- Church, all their Tythes 
great and ſmall, with their Oblations, in 
ſuch Sort as they are of Right bound to 
do to the Mother-Church. Which Prieft 
ſo ſerving in this Chapel, was by the ſaid 
Agreement, in Caſe the Vicar of Afton 
for the Time being, or his Parochial 
Prieſt, could not attend it, to viſit- the 
Sick of theſe two Hamſets, as alſo to ad- 
miniſter to them, and confeſs and abſolve 
them, ſo that once a Year they ſhould 
ſhrive themſelves to the Vicar of Afton, 
or his Parochial Prieſt, as of Right they 
ought. After this Agreement ſeveral pi- 
ous Perſons, by Licence, obtain'd 6 R. 2. 
did give certain Lands, of the yearly Va- 
Jue of Ten Marks, lying within the Pa- 
riſh of Afton, for the finding a Prieſt to 
celebrate Divine Service daily in this 
Chapel; but in 37 Hen. 8. all the Poſ- 
ſeſhons thereunto belonging were ſeiz'd 
upon, as Chantry-Lands, being then va- 
tued at 13 J. 19s. per Annum. In the 
Window of this Chapel was the Image of 
Valter Ardern kneeling, and over his 
Head a Label with theſe Words on it, 
Salvator Mundi miſerere mei; and the 
Arms of the Lord Dudley in one Coat, and 
empaled with Berkley in another. 
Didington, an Hamlet in Hampton, of 
which we ſhall give the beſt Account we 
can find in Kinwaldſey, with which it did 
anciently go. we” ; 
Dodenhale, a depopulated Place, which 
anciently did wholly belong to the Nuns 
of Polefeeorth, Part thereof being given 
to them about Henry III's Time, by Vil. 
liam Savage, then Lord of Pooley, and the 
reſt by Richard Dodenhale, Merchant of 
Coventry, 21 Rich. 2. In Conſtderation of 
which Gifts the ſaid Nuns granted, 
1 Hen. 4. that there ſhould be every Day 
and Night a ſpecial Collect ſaid for the 
ſame Richard in their Chapter-Houſe, in 
ſuch Sort as they ufed to do for their 
other Benefactors, and at his Death his 
Name ſhould be regiſter'd in their Mar- 
tirology, as alſo his Anniverſary ſhould 
be kept with Placebo, and Dirige, 1 ſo- 
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lemn Maſs celebrated for the Soul of Hen- 


ry Dodenhale, and the ſaid Richard, with 


Beatrice and Alice his Wives, their Pa- 
rents, Bene factors, and all the Faithful 
deceas' d; over and beſides the Night of 
St. Thomas the Martyr; and likewiſe one 
Collect once a Year for the ſaid - Henry, 
Richard, Beatrice, and Alice, their Pa- 
rents and BenefaRors for ever. And laſt- 
ly, at the Celebration of their Anniver- 
ſary on the Feaſt-Day of St. Thomas tue 
Mertyr, all the Nuns preſent thereat ſhall 
have 12 Eggs, in the Name of a Corrody, 
for their Performance of that Office. 

Dor don, originally a Member of Pol-/- 
worth, and therewith - poſſefled by the 
Marmions of Tamworth Caſtle, was grant- 
ed, together with Part of Vaverton, un- 
to Roger de Grendon by Robert Marmion in 
King Henry I's Time, to hold by the Ser- 
vice of one Knights Fee, But in King 
Edward l's Time, it was in the Hands 
of William Bagot-of Hide in Stafford/hire, 
who ſold the. Inheritance of it to Koger 
M-ulend Biſhop of Coventry and Lichfield, 
reſerving the yearly Rent of a Penny to 
be paid at Eaſter to Sir Ralph Erendon, 
and his Heirs, whonot long after came into 
the Poſſeſſion of it; for 22 Edw. 1. Ralph 
de Grendon, Son of Sir Ralph, had it, and 


from him the greateſt Part of it devolv'd 


with Grendon to the Family of Chetwin, 


and was enjoy'd by them in 1640, but 


the Inhabitants are in the Leet of Pole/- 


worth. 
Dofthill, if mention'd in the Conque- 


- ror's Survey, bears the Name of Derce- 


laithere, and was the Poſſeſſion of Turchil 
de Warwick, but mortgaged or pawned 
to K. de Oilgi. It is then ſaid to contain 
two Hides, a Mill, and Woods two Fur- 
longs in Length, andas much in Breadth ; 
but however that be, *tis certain, that 
in 12 Hen. 2. Hugh Fitz-Richard was poſ- 
ſeſſed of it, having been enfeoffed of it, 


with other Lands, by the Earl of War- 


wick in King Henry I's Time, by the 
Name of Derteulla. By Hugh Fitz-Ri- 
chard it was granted to Thomas Son of. 
Tur ſtan, whoſe Son Robert de la Launde, 
gave the Mill here to Richard Fitz-Ralph 
in Marriace with. his Daughter. It wag 
then written Derchethull., From Kober: 
2 | 
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de la Launde it paſſed to Jamęs his Son, 
who was certify'd to hold it of the Earl 
of Warwick, yet not immediately, be- 
cauſe Albreda Marmion granted his Ser- 
vice to her Son William de Camwile, which 
ſhe could not have done had not he held 
it of the Marmions, who had it of the 
Earls of Warwick. James de la Launde 
paſſed all the Intereſt he had here, a- 
mounting to half a Knights Fee, to Ko- 
bert de Grendon, who granted the ſame, 
40 Hen. 3. to Robert de Wycheford, and 
his Heirs, for the Rent of a Pair of Gilt 
Spurs, and performing the Service of half 
a Knights Fee. This Robert, at the Re- 
queſt of Robert de Erendon, made it over 
to Walter de Manceter, and Erneburga his 
Wife, among whoſe Coheirs being di- 


- vided, it was broken into ſuch ſmall 
Parts, that it would be endleſs almoſt to 


purſue the Succeſhon longer. 
Drakenedge, originally an Hamlet in 
etner-Whitacre, and ſo the Poſſeſſion of 


the Marmions of Tamworth Caſlle, and 


from one of that Family granted with it 
to Nicholas Fit. Ralph, or his Father; 


for 'tis evident, that the Family of Man- 


cetre's, who had it for a Time, held it 
of the Heirs of Nicholas Fitx-Ralph Lords 
of Nether-Whitacre, by the Service of a 
Pair of Gilt Spurs, as they did- of the 


Marmions. Hugh de Mancetre, in 36 H. z. 


procured a Charter of Free-Warren for 
all his Demeſne Lands here, and left it 
to his Grandchild Guy de Mancetre, who 
Paſſed it to Robert de Herle, and his Heirs, 
by the Name of a Manor; but he dying 
without Iſſue of his Body, it deſcended 
to Sir Ralph de Haſtings, Knt. the Son of 


his Siſter Margaret, as his next Heir; in 


whoſe Family having continued ſome 
Succeſhons, it came at length to William 
Lord Haſtings, Chamberlain to King E4- 
ward IV. who left it to Sir Edward Ha- 
ſlings, Knt. his Son and Heir, whoſe De- 
ſcendant Richard had it, g Hen. 8. and 
was preſented for depopulating the Ma- 

nor-Houſe, and 200 Acres of Land. 
Dud ſton, a Village of great Antiquity, 
though there remains now no more of it 
than the Manor-Houſe, for takes its Name 
from Dodo, or Dud, (as Dudley did) whoſe 
Town it was. It was involv'd in Afton, 
when 
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when Domeſday-Book' was compiled, and 
ſo is not found there, but came with if to 


Sir Thomas de Erdington, as a Member of 


Aton, yet was held of the Caſtle of Dude 
ley; for 'tis evident, that Henry de Er- 
nington, his Great Grandchild, 17 Edw. 2. 
did Fealty to Joan de Botetort Lady of 
Weoley, as Coheir of the Somers's Barons 
of Dudley, for this Place with Afton. This 
Henry being then a Knight, granted it 
by the Name of Maneria de Dudefton, to 
Thomas Maidenhathe, and his Heirs, who 
obtain'd a Charter of Free-Warren for all 
his Demeſne Lands here, and at Afton, 
14 Edu. 1. His Lands were divided a- 
mong his ſeveral Daughters and Heirs, 
and this Manor was allotted to Sil the 
Wife of Adam de Grymeſarwe, who left it 
to his Son and Heir John, who ſold it to 
John atte Holt for 40 Marks, 38 Edw. 3. 
His Deſcendant Sir Thomas Holt, Knt. and 
Bart. of Afton, was Lord of it in 1640. 
But notwithſtanding the Holts were e- 
ſteem'd Lords of this Place, the Family 
of Aylesburys poſſeſſed ſo conſiderable a 
Part of it anciently, that Roger de Ayleſ- 
bury, 5 Edw. 2. ſtiled himſelf, Dominus 
de Dodefton, as did his Deſcendant Philip, 
10 Rich. 2. How or when it paſſed from 
the Aylesburys we can't diſcover z but 
find that in 2 Hen. 5. Sir William de Bi- 
ſhop/den, Knt. granted to Richard de Clod- 
Hale all his Lands and Tenements lying 
here, which had formerly belonged to 
Philip de Aylesbury; after which we ob- 
ſerve nothing material of this Place. 
Dunton, ſo called from its Situation on 
an Hill, the Saxon Word Dun ſignifying 
an Hill, and Ton, Town. Of it we find 
no mention in any Record 'til! King Hen- 
ry III's Reign, when Philip de Luvell was 
the Lordof it. He was one of the King's 
_ Clerks, Reg. 34. and became his Trea- 
ſurer by the Interceſſion of Alexander 
King of Scotland, that King's Son-in-Law, 
but being found Guilty of waſting the 
King's Deer in his Foreſts, and other Miſ- 
demeanors, he was outed his Place, and 
retiring to his Benefice of Hameſtable, 
dv'd of Grief. He obtain'd a Grant of 
Free-Warren for his Demeſne Lands here, 
which Hugh de Mancetre did alſo for his 
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Lands here, which were confiderable, tho? 
not a Lordſhip, To Philip.Luvel ſucceed · 
ed Henry his Brother, a Clerk alfo, and 
Lord ot this Manor: He required Suit of 
Court from the Abbot of Leiceſter for 4 
Yard-Land in this his Manor, call'd, 
Monks-field, which to avoid, the Canons 
made it over to William. de Bracebrigg, of 
whom Henry required the like Service, 
and by Agreement obtain'd, that the ſaid 
William and his Heirs ſhould pay 20 d. 4 
Year to the Lords of Dunton for it. This 
Henry dy'd without Iſſue, and Ralph de 
Gorges, who marry'd his Siſter Joan, (as 
we conjecture) became Lord of this Ma- 
nor. He was ſucceeded by Hugh his Son, 
who obtain'd Licence from Guy de Beau- 
champ Earl of Warwick, to incloſe a Wood 
in this Manor, call'd Clapſhaw, for a 
Park, and make fuch a Fence about it as 


to Keep out Deer, Goats, Oc. yet with 


this Exception, that if any of the Earl's 
Deer in Hunting ſhould break in, the 
Earl, or his Servants might purſue them, 
take, and carry them away, without do- 
ing any wilful Hurt to the ſaid Ralph's 
Deer, Oc. This Kalph ſhortly after this, 
paſſed away all his Right here to John 
Love! of Tickmerſh' his Uncle, who in 
3 Edu. 2. ſold it to Hugh de Quilly or 
Cuilly, for 305 1. Sterling. 7 3 

This Hugh de Cuilly was Conſtable of 
Kenilworth Caſtle, under Thomas Earl of 


Lancaſter, and one of thoſe that murder'd 


Piers de Gavefton, for which, with the 
Earl and others, he had a Pardon, 7 Ed. 2. 
He reſided here, and was Knight of the 
Shire in ſeveral Parliaments, but being 
taken Priſoner in the Battle of Burrough- 
Brigg, 16 Edu. 2. he dy'd in Pomfret Ca- 
ſtle. Roger his Son ſucceeded him in his 


Eſtates, and was Priſoner at the ſame 


Time in the ſaid Caſtle, but upon paying 
100 Marks Fine, and giving Sureties for 
his future good Behaviour, he was re- 
leas'd. Roger his Grandfon inherited this: 
Lordſhip, and other Eſtates after him. 
He was much employ'd in ſeveral Com- 
miſſions for raiſing the Taxes given the- 
King Edward III. by Parliament, and 
departing this Liſe, Reg. 33. without I. 
fue, left his Eſtates to Thomas de _ 
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his Uncle, who obtain'd a Licence of Tho- 
mas Earl of Warwick, tocut and fell Tim- 
ber in his Wood cal d Clapſhaww, provided 
he ſecur'd it till it was grown up. He 
left only one Daughter nam'd Eliz.abeth, 
then the, Wife of John Stanhope of Ramp- 
fon in Nottinghamſhire, whoſe Son Sir Ki- 
chard Stanhope, Knt. paſſed away the In- 
heritance of it, 10 Henry 5. to Nicholas 
Rugley of Hawkſherd in Staffordſhire, Eſqs 
whoſe Poſterity enjoy it in 1640. 

This Nicholas Rugley, was the firſt of 
his Family that had any Thing to do 
in this Shire, for his Aficeſtors were of 
Staffordſhire, and Men of good Note there ; 
for William de Rugley, tho' forc'd to ab- 
Jure the Realm for Murther, yet was 
was pardoned for his good Services in 
Flanders, 26 Edw. 1. and Simon de Rug- 
geley being Sherſff of Skrop and Stafford- 
ſhires, had the Caſtle of Salop committed 
to his Cuſtody. . He is ſtiled Valettus Re- 
gis, i. e. A Servant of the King's in an ho- 
nourable Poſt, This Nicholas ('tis proba- 
ble) out of the great Affection he had to 
Hunting, bought Dunton to make his 
Seat, for he had the Rangerſhip of Sutton- 
Chaſe twenty Years before he purchaſed 
this Lordſhip, and continued in that 


Place 10 Years after, till being grown 


old, he became unfit for that Employ- 
ment; yet afterwards, he is put in and 
recorded among the Knights and Eſqrs. 
of this County, who themſelves made 
Oath, and were Commiſſioned to take the 
Oathe of all others in their ſeveral Coun- 
ties, for promoting the Peace ef the 
Nation, and (as it was thought) diſco- 
vering all ſuch as were diſaffected to 
the Lancaſtrian, and favour'd the York 
Claim to the Crown. His Poſterity, in 
a continu'd Succeſſion, were Owners of 
this Lordſhip in 1640. . 

Edgbaſton, a Village ſituate on the Ri- 
vulet Rhea, from Rhe or Rledge, which 
ſignifies to run or flow, and may ſeem 
to have its Original from the Greek 
Word Pic, fluo. It ſtands on the very 
Edge of the County next Worceſterſhire, 
and in Domeſday-Book is certified to con- 
tain two Hides, and to have Woods three 
Furlongs in Length and half a Mile in 
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others. 


Breadth, but there it is written Celbol. 
deftone, which ſhews that its Name was 
taken from ſome ancient Poſſeſſor of it. 
William Fitz- Auſculf was then Lord of it, 
but one Drew then held it under him. 
His Son Henry aſſum'd the Name of 
de Egbaldeftone, who liv'd in King Hen- 
ry II's Reign. His Son Henry was a 
Knight, and is ſaid to have held this 
Manor by Military Service of the Ber. 
minghams, who held it over of the Ba. 
rons of Dudley. To him fucceded Ri. 
chard his Son and Heir, wha was en- 
truſted with ſundry great Employments 
in King Edward II's Reign, and left his 
Son Kickard his Heir, who was alſo em- 
ploy'd in publick Aﬀairs in King Ri- 
chard IT's Reign. He left one Daughter 
for his Heir, who marry'd 

Thomas de Middlemore, to whom he 
transferr'd thereby this Manor and other 
her Eſtates. His Family, before that 
Time, had their Seat at MapleZorough in 
the Pariſh of Studeley, and this Thomas 
founded a Chantry at Studeley, 7 Hen. 4. 
His Arms are in the Church-Windows of 
Studeley. His Son John ſucceeded him, 
and in 12 Hen. 6. was among thoſe Per- 
ſons of Note in this County, who made 
Oath for the Obſervance of certain Ar- 
ticles agreed on by Parliament, and who 
were appointed to take the Oaths of all 
He dy'd 25 Hen. 6. and was bu- 
ried in the Church here, and left Richard 
his Son and Heir, then within Age, and 
Ward to Sir William Birmingham, Ent. 
He bequeath'd his Body to be bury'd 
in the Church Yard of this Place, and 
left Margery his Wife Executrix. She 
built the fair Steeple of this Church in 
her Widowhood, and having vowed Cha- 
ſtity in the remaining Part of her Life, 
appointed her Sepulchre in this Church, 
and 20. to be beſtowed at her Funeral 
among Prieſts, Clerks, and r People. 
To this, Richard ſucceeded Robert Mid- 
dlemore, her Grandſon, to whom ſhe gave, 
over and above the Inheritance of his An- 
ceſtors, certain Lands by her purchaſed in 
Hales-Owen, that he and his Heirs ſhould 
find a Prieſt to be Reſident at Studeley, to 


ſing for her and her Husband's Souls 
5 8 with 
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for ever, giving the Prieſt for the Time 
being, for his Salary, yearly ſeven Marks 
of lawful Money. This Robert, was a 
Juſtice of Peace and Sh iff of this 
County in Queen Mary and Queen E/iz.a- 
heth's Reigns, and left his Son and Heir 
Richard, whoſe Poſterity were Lords of 
this Place in 1640. | 
The Advowſun of the Church, which 
is dedicated to St, Bartholomew, hath 
Jong appertained to the Dean and Chap- 
ter of Litchfield, but when it was firſt 
given them is not known. In 12 Ed. 1. 
Henry de Eggebaſton, brought an Afize 


againſt them for the Right of Preſenta- 


tion, but they ſoon came to an Agreement 
about it; for the ſame Year the Dean 
and Chapter giving him 207. he quitted 
to them all his Right therein, and from 
that Time they have put in a Curate to 
- officiate here. In the Church were Tombs 
for John, Richard, and Robert Middlemore, 
before it was demoliſhed by the Parlia- 
ment Armies in the late Wars, and in 
the Windows the Arms of the Eggebaſtons 
and Middlemores, fingle and quartered. 
Elndon, fo called from the hilly Part 
of the Town, where the Manor-Houſe 
ſands, It was the Poſſeſſion of one Tochi 
before the Norman Conqueſt; but after it 
Turckil de Warwick had a Grant thereof, 
being then rated at half an Hide, having 
Woods thereto belonging, one Furlong in 
Length and as much in Breadth, held by 


one Roger his Under-Tenant. By ſome of 


Turchil's Deſcendents, it was granted to 
the Anceſtor of Simon de Barcheftone, who 
by levying a Fine 8 Hen, 3. enfeoffed Si- 
mon de Whitacre and his Heirs with it, 
to hold this Place of him and his Heirs 
by the Service of half a Knight's Fee; 
but it continued not long ſo, for 20 Hen- 
ry 3. this half Knight's Fee was certi- 
fied to be held immediately of the Earl 
of Warwick z and in the 36th of the ſame 


King, of Thomas Arden, (Heir to Turchil)- 


and by him of that Earl. However, Si- 
mon de Whitacre having the Poſſeſſion, ob- 
kained a Charter of Free-Warren in all his 
Demeſne Lands here, and left it ſo Pri- 
wee os, his Son Richard, who leaving 
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a Daughter and Heir, Joan, ſhe by 
marrying Alan Waldeife carried it into his 
Family, Margaret was his ſule Heir, and 
marrying to Thomas Hore, whoſe An- 
ceſtors had had their Habitation. here 
long before, brought the Manor into 
their Poſſeſſion. He was Eſcheator for 
this County and Leicefterfhire, and left 
Alan Hore his Son and Heir, who leav- 
ing only one Daughter for his Heir, 
named Katharine, then mirry'd t6 Jo 
Boteler of Solihull, made him Lord of this 
Manor. This John was a Lawyer and 
Under-Sheriff to Robert Arten, Eſqz 
16 Hen. 6. but by his Marriage with the 
Heir of Hore, was put into higher Places, 
as Juſtice of Gaol-delivery, and Clerk 
of the Peace. He departed this Life 
4 Hen. 8. and was buried in the Chapel 
of St. Catharine on the North - ſide of Soli. 
hull Church, near his Anceſtors. To him 


ſucceeded John, his Son and Heir, who 


ſold this Manor 34 Hen. 8. to Thomas 
Marrow, Gent. whoſe Son Samuel ſold it 
to Henry Mayne of Bevington in Hertford- 
ire, whoſe Grandchild John enjoy'd it 
1640. The Hall here was built by John 
Boteler, and on the great Beam of it are 
engraven the Arms of Waldeyffe, Whi- 
tacre, Hore, and Boteler. | 
The Church here is « Rectory, and in 
the Windows of it are the Arms of the 
Clintons of Maxtoke, and Earls of Hun- 
tington, and the Hores. | A 
Erdington, was before the Normans Set- 
tlement, the Eſtate of Eduine Earl of 
Mercia, but aſter it, through the Con- 
queror's Favour, the Lordſhip of William 
Fitz-Auſculf. When the General Sur- 
vey was taken, it was valued at three 
Hides, and had a Mill, and Woods a 
Mile in Length and half a Mile in 
Breadth, belonging to it. It probably 
took its Name from one Harding, the 
ancient Owner of it, becauſe. in Dome/- 
day-Book it is written Hardirgton, It 
continu'd in the Poſterity of V. Fitz- Au- 
ſculph, Barons of Dudley, *till near King 
Henry II's Reign, when it was granted to 
Henry, who took his Name de Erdington, 
from it, by Jer vaſe Paganel, one of theſe 
Barons, to hold of him by the Service 
Tttt of 
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of a Knight's Fee. He had his Reſi- 
dence here; and his Deſcendants, who 
held it "till Edward IV's Time, and 
made it their Seat, ſtrongly fortify'd it 
with a double Moat on all Sides but 
the South, where it is defended by the 
River. To this Henry, | ſucceeded Wl. 
Liam, and to William, Thomas, who in 


6 John, was Sheriff of Shropſhire and Staf- 


fordfhire. He had a Chapel in his Houſe, 
but was ſuffer'd to enjoy it by the Parſon 
of Aſton upon theſe Conditions only, 
That the Mother-Church of Afton ſhould 
fuffer no Detriment from it in Tythes 
and Oblations, and that he and his Fa- 
mily ſhould repair to it upon the prin- 
cipal Feſtivals, and eſpecially upon that 
of St. Peter and St. Paul. He was after- 
wards Chamberlain to that Prince, and 
received many Favours from him, and 
particularly, when he was fo greatly di- 
ftreſs'd by his Barons that he knew not 
what to do to ſecure his Crown. This 
Thomas was one of the Embaſſadors ſent 
by him to Murmelius Emperor of Moroc- 
co, to offer him his Kingdom, and be- 
come a Mahometan, if he would aſſiſt 
him to ſubdue his rebellious Subjects. 
He dy'd 2 Hen. 3. and this Lordſhip 
with other Lands, were aſſigned to Roeſe 
his Widow, for her Maintenance, *till her 
Dowry could be ſet forth. | 
His Son Giles was his Heir and Succeſ- 
for in his Eſtate here, 14 Hen. 3. and be- 
came a Perſon of ſo great Honour and 
Reputation, that he was Juſtice of Aſſize 
for this County, from the 34th to the 
51ſt Year of that King's Reign. He was 
a very religious Perſon after the Mode 
of thoſe Times, for he was ſo great a Be- 
nefaftor to the Canons of St. Thomas near 
Stafford, that by a ſpecial Inſtrument 
under the Seal of the Covent, they 
granted him and his Heirs the Power to 
put in a Canon into their Monaſtery, and 
obliged themſelves not only to pray for 
his, and his Anceſtors Souls, but cele- 
brate his Anniverſary in as ſelemn a 
Manner as their Patrons 3 nor did the 
Monks of Tikford promiſe much leſs, ſo 
great a Friend was he to their Houſe. 
His Son and Heir was Henry, who at- 
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tending William de Beauchamp Earl of Tar. 
wick in the Wars of Wales, 5 Edu. 1. was 
knighted by him there, He, for the 
Health of his own, and Maud his Wife's 
Souls, gave ts the Nuns of Catesby in Nor. 
thamptonſhire, the perpetual Patronage of 
the Church of Yerdley in Worceſter/kire 

that the Fruits of it ſhould be wholly ap- 
propriated to their Uſe : In Conſideration 
of which, the Nuns obliged themſelves 

as ſoon as they had the Appropriation, to 
appoint one of their Canons to pray for 
his and his Wife's Souls, and his Ance. 
ſtors, ſolemnly keep their Anniverſaries 

and bury him in the Chapel of St. Ed. 
mund before the Altar there. He dy'4 
10 Edw. 1. and left Henry his Son and 
Heir in his Minority; but this Manor 

was aſſign'd, among other Lands, for his 
Widow Maud's Dowry. 

This Henry had Livery of his Lands, 
23 Ed. 1. and being a pious Perſon, pro- 
cured Walter Langton Biſhop of Coventry 
and Lickfield, to ordain one John de Hull 
Lemynton, a Subdeacon, to celebrate Ni- 
vine Service within his Chapel at Er- 
dington, undertaking to ſettle the Sum of 
3 J. per Annum for his Maintenance, and 
indemnify the Biſhop for fo doing. In 


publick Employments he was very active, 


being in Commiſſion for the Peace and 
Gaol-Delivery for Warwick, an A ſſeſſor of 


the Tax, and Collector of the Scutage, - 


and ſeveral other Offices in K. Edward l. 
and II's Reigns. He built the Southe lle 
of his Pariſn- Church of Afton, commonly 
call'd Erdington's Chancel, and gave a 
Rent-ſeck of 64. a Year to maintain a 
Gutter between the Church and it, in 
which Grant he calls it, Nova Capella B. 
Marie de Afton. His Son and Succeſlor 
Giles, was a Knight, and having been in 
the Wars of France with K. Edward III. 
Reg. 20. was afterward often in publick 
Truſts. To him ſuccceded Thomas his 
Son and Heir, who being a Knight, was 


the Repreſentative of this County'in Par- 


liament, 9 Rich. 2. as was his Son and 
Heir Thomas, 18 Hen. 6, who was alſo 
Sheriff of the County twice in the ſame 
Reign, and in divers other Employ ments; 
but notwithſtanding theſe Truſts put 1 
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bis Hande in King Henry VI's Reign, his 
Heart was with the York Family, and he 
declar'd himſelf for King Edward IV. in 
his greateſt Streights, for which Service 
he 0 tain'd of that King the Manor of 
Bordeſley, eſcheated to the Crown by the 
Attainder of James Earl of Wiltfhire, for 
his own and Wife's Lite, He founded a 
Chantry in Aſton Church; but what be- 
came of him after 7 Edu. 4. we can't 
diſcover. | 
In 11 Eda. 4. we find it in the Poſ- 
ſeſſion of George Duke of Clarence, that 


King's Brother; and in 11 Hen. 7. of one 


Robert Wright, but by what Title or 
Means we can't tell. He ſoon after paſ- 
ſed it, together with the Advowſon of 
the Chantry of St. Mary Magdalen at A- 
ſton, to Sir Reginald Bray, Knt. a great 
Favourite of that King's. Sir Reginald 
having no Iſſue, gave it, with his other 
Eſtates, to his Nephew Edmund, the Son 
of his Brother John, who ſold it, 21 H. 8. 
together with the Advowſon of the ſaid 
Chantry at Aſton, to Francis Englefield, 
Eſq; (afterwards a Knight) from whom 
it was purchaſed, 4 Edw. 6. by Humphry 
Dimock, Eſq; who left two Sons Francis 
and Henry, both of whom were ſucceſſive- 
ly Owners of this Lordſhip, and reſided 
upon it, but leaving no Iſſue Male, Sir 
Walter Earl of Charborrow in Dorſet/hire, 
Knt, poſſeſſed himſelf of it in Right of 
his Wife Anne, ſole Daughter and Heir 
of Francis, and ſold it, 1 Car. 1. to Sir 
Walter Devereux, Knight and Bart. of 
whom Sir Thomas Holt of Afton bought it. 
Fillongley, or as it is written in Dome/- 
day-Book, Filungelei, Filingelei, Felingelei, 
and Filunger, was, when that Survey was 
taken, rated at two Hides, which- were 
then poſſeſſed by four Parts, or Quarters, 
viz, One half Hide by the Biſhop of Con- 
ſtance, and then held by one Leuvinus, 
with Woods two Furlongs in Length, and 
one in Breadth ; another half Hide by the 
Monks of Coventry, with Woods alſo of a 
(Uarter of a Mile in Extent ; a third 
b Hide one Aſi enjoy'd, as he had done 
before the Conqueſt, with Woods worth 
los. per Amum; and the fourth half 
Hide did Robert Di/pen/ator hold. This 
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had the Church on it, and Woods belong-: 
ing to it two Miles in Length, and one in 
Breadth. The half Hide belonging to the 
Monks of Coventry came afterwards to Ge- 
rard de Alſpath, who held it of them in 

King Henry III's Time, it being then 

call'd Old Fillengley, (of which more by 
and by) by the fourth Part of a Knights 
Fee. Robert Diſpenſator's Part devolved: 
ſoon to Marmion Lord of Tamworth Caſtle, ' 
and the Reſidue paſſed to one of the old 
Earls of Leicefter, by whom Hugh de Has. 
ſtings, or Walter his Father rather, were: 
entenffed, yet holding them of the Mar- 
mions, as well as of that Earl and his Po- 

ſterity. *Tis probable, that the Haſtings), 
had their Seat here, becauſe here are ther 
Ruins of two Caſtles, the one on the:

Walter Haſtings was an eſpecial Bene- 

factor to the Nuns of Poleſworth, to whom 
he gave Oldbury, which they made a Cell 
to their Monaſtery, His Son and Suc- 
ceſſor Hugh mirry'd Erneburga, Neice and 
Heir to Robert de Flamvile. 
Church of Baravcll to the Nuns of Pole /- 
worth. Ot his Son and Grandſon Willi- 
ams we find nothing memorable z but 
Henry, the Son and Heir of the Jaſt, mar- 
rying Ada, the fourth Daughter of Da- 
vid Earl of Huntington, by Maud, one of 
the Siſlers of Ranu/ph Earl of Chefier, 
came to have a Share of that Earl's great 
Inheritance; He is thought to have been

«will, in his pompous Paſſage through 


France, and there dy'd. His Son and Heir 
Henry was a Minor at his Death, and his 
Wardſhip being granted to Guy de Luſig- 
nan, the King's half Brother, was by him 
paſſed over to William de Cantilupe, who 
marry'd his Daughter Joan to him. He 
was ſummon'd ſeveral Times to be in 
Arms for the Defence of the Nation by 
King Henry III. but not with a truly 
loyal Heart, for he join'd the rebellious 
Barons againſt the King, and that with 
ſuch a remarkable Activity, that he was 
excepted in that favourable Pecree call'd, 
Diftum de Kenilworth, and oblig'd to ſub- 
mit to the King's Mercy, or undergo ſeven 
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Years Impriſonment; but the King dealt 


very favourably with his Lady, in allow- 
ing her a large Maintenance out of his 


Lands. Where or when he dy'd we find 


not, but to him 42 
Jon de Haſtings his Son and Heir ſuc- 


ceeded. He was one of the Coheirs to 


George de Cantilupe, his Uncle by the Mo- 
ther's Side, and was allot ted for his Part 
the Caſtle and Honour of Bergavenny, the 
Caſtle of Kilgaran in Wales, and Manor of 
Afton-Cantilupe in this County, but being 
in his Minority, he had not Livery of 
them ?till 11 Edw. 1. after which he was 
much employ'd in the Wars againſt the 
Scots and beyond Sea, He had Summons 
with the Barons to Parliament from 
23 Edu. 1. to the 6 Edw. 2. in which 
Time be obtain'd a Charter for a Market 
weekly on Monday at this his Manor, and 
a Fair yearly for five Days, beginning on 
the Eve of St. John Baptiſts Nativity. 
He dy'd 6 Edw. 2. and left Iſſue by I/a- 
bel his Wife, Daughter to William de Va- 


lence Earl of Pembroke, John de Haſtings 


His Son and Heir. He was made Gover- 
nor of Kenilworth Caſtle 16 Edu. 2. and 


 dy'd two Years after, leaving by Julian 


the Daughter and Heir of Sir Thomas Ley- 
bourne, a Son and Heir Lawrence, then 
but five Years old: He was the King's 
Ward, and being educated at Court, was 
by King Edward III's Letters Patent, 
Keg. 13. made Earl of Pembroke, as being 
deſcended of Iſabel the eldeſt Siſter and 
Coheir of Aymere de Valence Earl of Pem- 
broke. He, by Agnes, one of the Daugh- 
ters of Roger de Mortimer firſt Earl of 
March, had Iſſue John Earl of Pembroke, 
a little more than a Year old at his Fa- 
ther's Death. This John being then a- 
bout 25 Years old, was ſent, 46 Edw. 3. 
to raiſe the Siege of Rochel, then be- 
leaguer'd by the French, and being arriv'd 
at the Port there with his Army, was ſet 
upon by the Spaniſh Fleet by Surprize, 
and many of his Men being ſlain, was 
himſelf taken Priſoner ; he continu'd four 
Years in Spain, a Priſoner, under hard 
Uſage, and at length was redeem'd, but 
dy'd (of Poiſon, as was thought) before 
he could reach England. His Son John 
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ſucceeded” him, and at the Coronation of 
King Richard II. claimed to carry the 
great Gold Spurs, but being under Ape, 
the King aſſign'd that Office to Edmund 
Mortimer Earl of March, whoſe Daugh. 
ter Philippa he marry'd, but had no Child 
by her, being lain at a Tilting at pod. 
ſtock by Sir John St. John, and ſo his Line 
was ext inct. | | 

Reginald Lord Grey of Ruthin was found 
his next Heir, being deſcended from Eli. 
zabeth, Siſter to John Great Grandfather 
of the latt Earl; but John his Father ha- 
ving entailed his Lands upon VWillian 
Beauchamp his Mother's Siſter's Son, he, 
upon the Death of the laſt John, poſſeſſed 
himſelf of this Manor, and left it to Ri. 
chard his Son and Heir, who was aſter. 
ward created Earl of Warwick : He was 
ſlain in France, 10 Hen. 5. leaving only 
one Daughter, who being marry'd to Ri. 
chard Nevill, Knt. a younger Son ef the 
Earl of Weſtmoreland, brought this Manor 
into that Family, from whom Jon Nevill 
Lord Bergavenny, the Lord of this Manor 
in 1640, is deſcended, 

The Church here, which is dedicated 
to Our Lady and All Saints, was valued in 
19 Edu. 1. 1291, at 16 Marks; but be- 
ing afterwards purchaſed of Lawrence Ha- 
tings Earl of Pembroke by William de Clin- 
ton Earl of Huntington, was given by him 


to the Canons of Maxſtoke, and ſoon after 


appropriated to them, and a Vicarage ap- 
pointed, which in 26 Hen. 8. was valucd 
at 8 J. 95. 9 d. a Year, Nicholas Bur- 
Sache, Clerk, by the Order of Sir Thomas 
de Haſtings, gave 8 6. per Annum to this 
Church, for the Maintenance of a Lamp 
to burn in the Body thereof, to the Ho- 
nour of the Bleſſed Virgin, and for the Souls 
of his Anceſtors, to be paid out of certain 
Lands in this Pariſh, given for the ſame 

End, by the ſaid Sir Thomas de Haſtings. 
In Old Fillingley, which was the Part 
of the Monks of Coventry, the Prior 
claimed a Court Leet, 13 Ed. 1. and di- 
vers other Privileges, by virtue of King 
Henry III's Charter, and they were al- 
jow'd; but in 20 Edu. 3. they were cer- 
tify*d to hold it of the Lord Haſtings, as 
the Superior Lord, by the eighth Part of 
a Knight s 
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Knight's Fee, We meet with nothing 
more of this Place till King Henry VII“: 
Reign, when Thomas Froxmere, Eſqy was 
found to die ſeiz'd of it, being brought 
into Poſſeſſion of it by his Marriage with 
a Daughter and Heir of PFollingley, of 
whoſe Family there were ſome anciently. 
reſiding in this Place, as William Tilling- 
ley, 51 Edmw, 3. and Henry Tillingiey, who 
was one of the Knights tor this Shire in 
Parliament, 31 Hen, 6, and Sheriff the 


th. : 
often, anciently a Member of Solihull, 
but being ſeparated from it about the Be- 
ginning of King Edward I's Reign, was 
given by William de Odingſells to Nicholas 
his younger Son and his Heirs; reſerving 
to the ſaid William a Penny yearly Rent 
for all Services, and for-the Court-Leet a 


Pound of Cummin-Seed, both to be paid 


at Michaelmas, Nicholas his Son ſucceeded 
him in this Lordſhip, but having no Iſ- 
ſue Male, Margaret his Daughter, and 
Wife of John Waldelfe, Eſq; was his 
Heir. She had by her Husband two 
Daughters and Heirs,of which the young- 
eſt Anne, marrying Sir Thomas Burdet, 
carry'd it into his Family; for Richard 
Burdet dy'd ſeiz'd of it in K. Henry VII's 
Reign, and Joyce his Widow had it for 
her Jointure 3 after whoſe Death it de- 
ſcended to Anne his Daughter, then the 
Wife of Edward Conway, Eſq; who dy'd 
ſeiz'd of it 38 Hen. 8. leaving Iſſue John, 
who was afterwards knighted. Here was 
anciently a Park and Warren, which was 
eſteem'd a Chace in Richard Burdet's 
Time, but now they are deſtroy'd, and 
the Manor - Houſe hath no Signs of it, but 
a double Moat which encompaſſed it, for 
there is now a Coppice-Wood where the 
Houfe ſtood. 

Freſley, a Member of Poleſworth, and 
with it belonging anciently to the Mar- 
mions; by one of whom, Robert de Kally, 
or his Anceſtor, was enfeoffed with it, to 
hold of him by military Service; hence 
it was that Robert de Marmion call'd him 
his Knight; and when KR. de Kaily had 
granted the Mill here to the Nuns of 
Foleſuorth, he confirmed his Gift to them. 
This K. de Kaily gave and ſold to the Ca- 
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nons of Lilſhull in Shropſhire full two Parts: 
of this Village, and order'd his Body tõ 
he bury'd in their Monaſtery, leaving his: 
two Siſters his Heirs, of whom one mar- 


ry'd Simon Whitacres of Upper Wiitacre, 


and the other one Richard Packington.. 
This latter ratify'd her Brother's Grant 
to the Canons ; but the Whitacres had' ma-- 
ny Suits with them for their Part, which 
began 25 Hen. 3. and were not finally ac- 
corded *till 21 Edu. 1. when the Canons 
got a general Releaſe of Richard Whitacre 
of all his Right to them, and ſo they en- 
joy'd them quietly *till the general Dif-- 
ſolution by King Henry VIIT. when com-- 
— to the Crown, this Manor was gran - 

to James Leveſon, Merchant of the 
Staple, to be held in Capite by the twen - 
tieth Part of a Knights Fee. He ſold 


them to one John Beck. But the Whi * 


cres, beſides what they releas'd to the Ca - 
nons of Lil/kull, had ſome other Lands 
here, for which Simon de Whitacre pro- 
cured a Grant of Free-Warren, 4 Hen. 3. 


Fheſe, by the Female Heir, came to- 


Alan Waldeiffe, and from him to one 


Poultney, but who hath them now we 


know not. | 
Gil/don, or as it was anciently written, 
Gudleſdon, ſo called from the Hill on the 


North-fide of the Village of that Name. 


The Lordſhip was, ro Edu. 3. tiie E- 


ſtate of William de Wrounge of Col/hell; Who 
about that Time paſſed away His Right to 


it to Sir Richard de Peſhale, Knt. for 
an hundred Marks of Sitver; but itſeems- 
that the Money was the Earl of Hirting-. 
ton's, who, upon another Agreement with. 
Sir Richard, obtain'd it for his own, and 
paſſed it upon an Exchange to. John de, 
Colleſley,, and his Heirs. From: Colleſley it 
paſſed to his Daughter Margaret, the Wife 
of Thomas Holt; but after. his Death to 


Philip de Budeford, who joining together 


ſold it to William Maſey of Swinley in Che- 
ire; from whom, by divers Sales, it is 
come to Richard Wiſe, who enjoy'd it in 
1640. | 
Glaſeote, which in the Britiſh Tongue 
ſignifies a Green Wood. In this Manor 
William le Franccii gave certain Lands to 
the Nuns of Pole/worth, whoſe Dons 
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and Heir Maud being mitry'd to William 
de Hatton, Son of Hugh in K. Henry II's 
Reign, he confirmed the ſaid Lands to 
the faid Nuns. From him, or his Son, 
this Manor paſſed (but how is not known) 
to Kalph Fitz Ralph, Lord of Nether- 
Whitacre, where his Seat was. He pur- 
chaſed ſome Lands here of Hugh de Culi, 
and left the whole to Giles Fitz.-Ralpn, 
G by whoſe, Daughter and Heir.'1/abe}, it 
26 paſſed to Robert Marmion in Marriage, and 
ſo was united with Nether-Whitacre till 
Ling Edward I's Time. In King Hen- 
ry VI's Reign it belong'd to Sir John Clin- 
200 of Magtoke, in whoſe Poſterity it con- 
tinu'd 'till 29 Hen. 8. Eduard Lord 
Hinton ſold it, together with Bole-hall, by 
the Name of a Manor, to James Leveſon, 
Merchant of the Staple, bo whoſe Daugh- 
ter Elizabeth, it came to Sir Walter Aſton, 
Knt, who marry'd her, and with her Con- 
ſent ſold it, with Bole-hall, to William An- 
fon of Lincoln's-Inn; of whomWilliamCumber- 
{and bou ght it, and left it as Bole. hall above. 
Ferendon, a great Lordſhip, held in the 
Conqueror's Time by Henry de Ferrers, 
under whom one Thurſtane held it. In 
the General Survey it is rated at five 
Hides and an half, having a Mill, and 
. Woods of one Mile in Length, and half 
a one in Breadth belonging to it. One Si- 
ward Barn was Owner of it before the 
Conqueſt. Henry de Ferrers enfeoffed Cam- 
i vile with it, and Camvile, Roger, who 
G | took his Name from this Place in King 
| Stephen's Time, to hold of him by the 
Service of one Knights Fee. His Son Ri- 
chard was a conſiderable Benefactor to the 
Nuns of Pole/wworth, as well in confirm- 
ing his Father's Grants to them, as adding 
balf a Vard-Land more. To him ſuc- 
ceeded Sir Robert de Grendon, who by his 
Mother became Heir to Villiam de Bray. 
He was a Juſtice of Aſſize, Oc. in King 
Henry It's Reign, and bought a Charter 
14 of Free-Warren far this his Lordſhip of 
=_ the ſame King for 5 1. His Son Sir Ralph 
= de Grendon ſucceeded him in this Manor, 
and had ſome Difference with Jeffrey de 
Camvile about the Services to be per form'd 
for this Lordſhip to the ſaid Fe Frey; but 
at length Sir Ralph agreed, that he ſhould 
enſwer 40s. Scutage to the King, and 
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perform Suit of Court to the ſald Fee 
at Clifton- Cumvile. Sir Ralph dy'd 7 Hes 
leaving Robert his Son and Heir, and 
Joan a Daughter, then marry'd to John 
Roch ford, Eſꝗ; Robert was a Man of a 
weak Underſtanding, and was diſinherited 
of this and his other Eſtates by his Aunts 
Husbands, *tiJl putting himſelf under 
the Protection of Henry Duke of Lanca- 
ſter by giving him the Reverſion of ſome 
Part of his Eſtate, he obtained the Reſli- 
tution of the reſt for Life ; but dying 
without Iſſue, the Inheritance of his 
Lands paſſed to Joan his Sifter, then the 
Wife of John de Roche ford, whoſe Son Sir 
Ralph became afterward Lord of it, and 
in his Deſcendents it continu'd divers 
Years, but at length by ſome Accord with 
his Widow it came to | 
Sir Milliam Chetuin, Knt. who ſeated 
himſelf here, and in the 16 Rich. 2. ob- 
tain'd a Licence from the Biſhop of Cove: 
try and Lichfield to have Divine Service 
for his Houſe in his private Chapel. This 
Sir William built a great Part of the Church 
here, as appears by the Pictures of many 
of this Family in the Glaſs Windows, 
To this Sir [i//iam ſucceeded Richard his 
Son, whoſe Brother John was one of the 
chief Perſons that ſubſcrib'd to the Arti- 
cles agreed on in Parliament, 12 Hen. 6. 
and in the ſame King's Reign, Anno 15. 
ſerv'd in Parliament as one of the Knights 
of this Shire. To this Richard ſuccceded 
Philip, a Perſon of great Eminency in 
his Time, and well preferr'd, who was 


ſucceeded by William his Grandchild, af- 


terwards one of the Gentlemen-Ulhers to 
K. Henry VII. in which Poſt he became 
envy'd ſo much by Sir Humphrey Stanley, 
one of the Knights of the Body to the ſame 
King, that having been allur'd out of 
his Houſe at [ngeftrie, he was wav- laid up- 
on Tixhall-Heath by ſome of Sir Humphrey's 
Servants, and others that join'd witn 
them, and barbaroufly lain, Sir Humphrey 
at the ſame Time paſling by as if he were 
Hunting. His Widow petition'd the King 
to oblige Sir Humphrey to anſwer for the 
Murder, but what was done in it don't ap- 

das..." | 

Walter Chetawynd, deſcended lineally 


from the ſaid William, was the Owner of 


2 ; this 
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this Lordſhip in K. Charles I's Reign, and 


tis probable his Heirs are now Lords of it. 
The Church here is dedicated to AI- 


gaints, and was originally a Chapel be- 


long ing to Overton under Arden (now call'd 
Orton on the Hill.) It was confirmed to the 
Monks of Merevale in King Henry II's 
Time, by Pope Lucius III. but never ap- 
propriated, or if it were, they were 
not Patrons of it long, for the Ad vowſon 
was for many Ages in the Lords of the 
Manor, who preſented in 1253, and down- 
wards ; but the Monks, ſo far as we can 
find, not at all. It was valued 26 Hen. 8. 
at 201. Js. 44. per Annum. 

Griff, a Member of Chilverſcoton, when 
the Conqueror's Survey was made, and 
then poſſeſſed by Harold, the Son of Ralph 
Earl of Hereford. To him ſucceeded 
his Son John de Sudley, ſo called from his 


| Refidence at Sudley in Glouceſterſhire. 


Ralph his Son and Heir, founded the Prio- 
ry of Erdbury, adjoining to this his Lord- 
ſhip. He left Iſſue Orwell and Ralph, 
which laſt, by the Death of his Brother, 
inherited this, and his Father's other 
Eſtate. He refided at Criffe, and had a 
peculiar Chapel in his Manor-Houſe, 
in which, by a ſpecial Licence from the 
Canons of Erdbury; he had Divine Ser- 
vice celebrated at ſuch Times as he him- 
ſelf, and Heirs, were preſent, and not 


_ otherwiſe, yet without Prejudice to the 


Mother-Church, and on Conditicn, that 
they ſhould keep the great Feaſts there. 
The Succeſſors of this Sir Ralph were, 
Ralph his Son, and Sir Bartholomew his 
Grandſon, who marry'd Joan the Daugh- 
ter of William de Beauchamp of Elmley, and 
by her left Iſſue Sir John de Sudley. 
Joan the Mother, was bury'd in the 
Conventual Church of Erdbury. Sir John, 
13 Edu. 1. claimed Court-Leet, Aſſize 


of Bread and Beer, Free Warren, Oc. 


in this his Lordſhip, and was allow'd 
them. He was ſummon'd to Parliament 
among the Barons, from 28 Edw. 1. to 
13 Eda. 2. and was a liberal BenefaQor 
to the Canons of Erdbury. His Son Bar- 
tholomew, and Grandſon John, have no- 


thing memorable ſxid of them. This 


laſt, left John his Son and Heir, who. 
leaving no Iſſue, by Inquiſition it was 
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Thomas Butler, Son of Sir William Butler, 
by Joan, the eldeit Daughter of the laſt. 
Bartholomewy, was one of his Heirs, and 
to her, this Manor upon the Partition fell. 
Sir Ralph. Boteler was their Heir, and 
inherited this Manor in his Mother's: 
Right, He was a Man eminently 
employ'd, and highly advanc'd 5 for 
having ſerved King Henry VI. in the 
Wars of France, he was created Baron 
Sud ley, by that Prince, and ſoon after 
made Lord Treaſurer of England, Oc. He 
was in ſo great Eſteem with the Canons 
of Erdbury, for his Bounty to them, 
that by their publick Inftrument they 
obliged themſelves to appoint two of 
their Convent to celebrate Divine Ser- 
vice every Day in their Monaſtry for the 
Health of this Soul, and. obſerve his 
Anniverſary with Placebo, Dirige, and 
Maſs of Requiem. He dy'd 13 Edu. 4. 


without Iffue, and Sir John Norbury and 


William Belknap were his next Heirs 
to the former of which, upon the Par» 
tition, this Manor, with other Eſtates. 
of his, came, 11 Hen. 7. Jane his Grand- 
child, Wife of Sir Edmund Bray, was his 


Heir, and dy'd ſeiz'd of it in the laſt 


Year of Queen Mary's Reign, leaving 
ſeveral Daughters and Heirs, of which 
Frances, the eldeſt of them, who was mar- 
ry'd to Thomas Lifield, Eſq; inherited this 


Lordſhip, and with his Concurrence fold . 


it to John Gifford of Chillington in. Staf- 
ford/hire, whoſe Grandchild Peter, about 
the Beginning of the laſt Century, paſ- 
ſed the Manor. and certain chief Rents: 
to Sir Jon Newdigate, Knt. and the De- 
meſnes to Thomas Lord Coventry, Lord 
Keeper of the Great Seal, which are ac- 
cordingly enjoy'd by their Poſterity, or 
late were. Hallaton, a Member of Col/hil, 


as it was reputed: 17 Hen. 3. and then 


ſettled upon Eliſant, the Widow of O/- 
bert de Clinton, as Part of her Dowry 3 
but after this, it came into the Poſſeſſion 
of Robert Marmion, Lord of Nether-Whit- 
acre, with which Manor it ſeemeth to 
have gone, *till Queen Elizabeth's Time, 
as is evidently ſhewed in that Place, for

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Hall. End, the Lordſhip of the Family 
of Sturmy, from whom it paſſed by a 
"Daughter in King Kichard III's Time to 
the Family of Corbin, whoſe ancient 
Seat was at Corbin/hall, within Swinford 
Pariſh in Stafford/hire, where moſt of 
them have had their Reſidence. Thomas 
Corbin is the latt we find, who was born 
in 1524. ; i 


Hampton in Arden, a large Pariſh, with 


divers Hamlets, of which we ſhall treat 
in their proper Places. It was the In- 
her itance of Lueuinus, before the Norman 
Settlement; but was given by the Con- 
queror to Jeffrey de Wirce, and by the 
general Survey rated at ten Hides, on 
which was a Church, a Mill, and Woods 
three Miles in Length and as much in 
Breadth. In ancient Records 'tis written 
Hantona, and takes its Name from its high 
Situation. All #rce's Lands were after- 
wards given to Nigel de Albani, who had 
Ifue Roger, Sirnam'd Moubray, who fold 
certain Lands in this Pariſh, called 
Chadleſnore, to one Ralph, who aſſum'd 
his Name om" hes Tewn, and was 
called 'Radulphus de Hamptona, and ſome- 
times Radulphus de Ardena, The Manor- 
Houſe and Ad vowſon of the Church, were 
given in Exchange by Koger de Moubray, 
to Ralph de Haca, who ſold them to Robert 
de Arden, Son of the abovemention'd 
Kalph, This Robert being a Clergyman 
and Archdeacon of Lijeaux in Normandy, 
gave all his Eſtate to Peter and Roger, 
His Brothers. Peter being a Clerk, had 
Chadleſwwirk of his Fathers Giſt ; which, 
with all the reſt of this Manor, he gave 
'to Roger his Brother, who, to ſtrengthen 
his Title, obtained Charters of Confirma- 


tion from Roger Moubray, and Nigel his 
Son and Heir, and the Biſhop, Dean, 
' and Chapter of Liſeaux. 


To Roger ſucceeded William, and to 
William, Hugh de Arden, who underwent 
many eminent Employments in his Coun- 
ty ; as Juſtice of Aſſize, Eſcheator, Oc. 
He obtained a Charter of Free Warren 
in all his Demeſne Lands here, and had 
a Grant of a Market to be kept weekly 
on Tueſday, en this his Manor, with a 


yearly Fairon the Eve, Day and Morrow 
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of St, Luke the Evangeliſtz but the Mar- 
ket, if not the Fair, hath been Jong dit. 
uſed; He left Iſſue, Sir William Ar. 

Kint. who having adhered to the rebel. 
lious Barons, fled when they were van. 
quiſh'd, with young Simon Mont fort, in. 
to the Iſle of Axholme, and there re. 
main'd till he had made his Peace with 
the King, according to the Statute call'd, 
Dictum de Kenilworth, and then appearing 
publickly, was flain (as 'twas TuſpeRed) 
by one Richard Liſle, who fook his Trial 
at Warwick, but was not found guilty. 
By the Inquiſition taken after his Death, 
it appears that he had here a Minor. 
Houſe, two Gardens, 460 Acres of Lind, 
according to the large Hundred, a Mea— 


dow, two Parks, one Pool, two Water. 


Mills, a Fiſhing in the River Blithe, thir- 
ty one Yard Lands held in Villanage, the 
Advowſon of the Vicarage, and in the 
Parks ſtood the Manor-Houſe and 4 
Caftle, of which, the Intrenchments do 


yet appear, and are called the Caftle- 


Hills, This William dy'd without Ifſue, 
and left this and his other Eſtates to Ri- 
chard his Brother, but he being an ſdeot, 
the Inheritance reſorted to Harvifia and 
Oliva his Aunts, of which laſt | 

Sir John Peche, Knt. being her Son and 
Heir, aſter ſome Conteſts at Law, gain'd 
the Inheritance of it, and made it his 
principal Seat. He was much employ'd 
in Places of publick Truſt, as a Juſtice 
of Gavl-delivery, a Conſervator of the 
Peace, a Knight, Governor of Warwick 
Caſtle, and Conſtable of Dover Caſlle, Oe. 
He being an aged Man, dy'd 12 Edu. 3. 


and left John his Grandſon his Heir, He 


was alſoa Knight, and as ſuch ſerved in 
Parliament 28 and 32 Edu. 3. for this 
Shire, and was Sheriff for this County 
and Leiceſterſhire, 43 Edw. 3. He de- 
parted this Liſe 50 Ed. 3. and left 
John his Son and Heir, who being alſo 
a Knight, attended John Duke of Lan- 
caſter, then called King of Caſtile into 
Spain, and either dy'd there, or ſoon aſter, 
leaving Joan and Margaret his Daughters 
and Heirs. Joan dy'd either ſingle, or 


without Iſſue, and the whole Eſtate of 


the Family, came to Margaret, who 
2 marrying 
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marrying Sir William Montfort, Knight, 


brought this, and all the Peaches Lands 


into his Family, in which it continu'd 
many Deſcents, till the Attainder of 
Simon Mont fond, 10 Hen. 7. for affifting 
Perkin: Warbeck, when it was forfeited 
to the Crown, and diſpoſed of to other 
Families. Simon Montfort, Eſq; Grandſon 
of the abo vement ion'd Simon, endeavour'd 
to have recover'd it, and by Means of Sir 
Edmund Dudley, (a Perſon of great Power 
in that King's Time) had.a Promiſe of 
it ; but the King's Death happening be- 
ſore the Agreement was perfected, it re- 
main'd in the Crown. King Henry VIII. 
Queen, Mary, and Queen Elizabeth, made 
ſeveral Grants of it to divers Families, 
but being in Tail upon the Heirs Male, 
it return'd to the Crown, and there-re- 
mains to this Day. | Wu, 
The Church here, was dedicated to 
Our Lady and St. Bartholomew, and out 
of it was given by Teffrey de Wirce, a 
third Part of the Tithes to the Mona- 
firy of St. Nicholas, at Angiers, to which, 
Kirby-Monachorum in this County, was a 
Cell 3 but when Roger de Moubray became 
poſſeſſed of Wirce's Lands, he gave the 
whole Glebe and. Tithe, - with all the 
Chapelries to the Canons of Kenilworth, 
which Roger de Arden, and Richard Peache 
Biſhop of Coventry, confirm'd, and 6. M/ 
champ his Succeſſor appropriated. The 
Monks of Kirby, after this, put in their 
Claim for their third Part, and obtain'd 
an Allowance for it from the Canons of 
Kenilworth, who thereupon preſs'd hard 
for an Appropriation of all the Tithes, 
and obtained it of William de Cornhull, 
Biſhop of Coventry, 2 Hen. 3. This was 
no ſooner done, but William de Arden, 
Lord of the Manor, call'd in Queſtion 
their Right to the Ad vowſon, and brought 
them to this Agreement, That upon the 
Election of a new - Vicar he ſhould no- 
minate a fit Perſon, and the Canons pre- 
ſent him to the Biſhop for | Inſtitution, 
which being ſettled, a Revenue for the 
Vicar was ſet out, viz. That he ſhould 


have the Alterage with all the ſmall _ 


Tithes and Obventions, and the Tithes 
of Corn and Peaſe of the Chapelries of 
VOL, V 
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Badſley and Nuthurfſt; and all the Glebe 
belonging to the Church of Hampton z 
upon Condition nevertheleſs, that the Vi- 
car of Hampton ſhould pay all Dues to 
the Biſhop and Archdeacon, and William 
Arden and his Heirs, with their Family, 
ſhould have Liberty to hear Divine Ser- 
'vice in his Chapel at Knoll, without any 
Detriment to the | Mother - Church at 
Hampton, This Vicarage, 26 Hen. 8, with 
the Chapel of Nuthurſf thereunto an- 
nex'd, was valued at 15 J. 6s. 8 4. per 
Annum. In 1643, the Spire of the Church 
was beat down, and the Stee ple and Body 
of it much torn and cleft by Thunder 
and Lightening. In the Windows are 
the Arms of Delabere, Peache, Allain, 
Brad ſton, and Say. Nit 
Hartfhill, which in the Conqueror's 
* is join'd with Anfley, and reckon'd 
Tides, was then the Earl of Cheſter's, 
and held of him by one Hugh, who ſeated 
himſelf here in a fair Manor-Houſe, and 
took his Name from it. Tradition calls 
it a Caſtle, and 'tis probable 'twas em- 
batteled, as the Walls yet ſtanding ſhew. 


To Hugh ſucceeded Robert his Son, and 


after him William his Grandſon, who 


wrote his Name de Hardreſhull. He was 


Sheriff of this County and Leiceſter/hire, and 


gave the Church of Anſley to the Nuns of 


Poleſaworth. Robert his Son and Heir ſuc- 


ceeded him here. He was one of the Juſtices 
Jof Aſſize in this County, 5 auc 6 3 
and left William his Son ide Heir. He 
was in Commiſſion for taking Aſſize of 
Novel diſſeiſin, 10 Hen. 3. and dy'd in the 


46th Year of the fame King's Reign, 


leaving Robert his Son and Heir. He 
-fiding with the rebellious Barons of thoſe 
Times, was lain at the Battle of Eve- 
Nam, and his Lands being ſeized (and 
this with the reſt) were given to Wa- 
vine de Baſſingbourne; but being redeemable 


by Diftum de Kenilworth, Sir John Har- 
Areſhul his Brother, got the Poſſeſſion of 


this Lordſhip, and left it to Villiam his 
gon. He obtain'd a Charter of Free-War- 


ren for all his Demeſne Lands-here, and 
dy'd 32 Edu. 1. leaving. John his Son 


and. Heir. He attended the King, 6 Ed. 2. 


in his Expedition into Scotland, and was 
Uuuu taken 


69% 
taken Priſoner in the Battle of Bahnock/- 
orn. He obtained a Licence from Roger 
Northburgh, Biſhop of the Dioceſe, to 
have a Prieſt to celebrate Divine Service 
within his Manor-houſe here. He left 
three Daughters and Heirs by Margaret 
his Wife, Elizabeth, Joan, and Margaret; 


of which, the Eldeſt marrying John Cul- 


peper, had this Lordſhip for Part of her 


_ Share, and it became the Inheritance of 


Sir Alexander Culpeper, whoſe Son Ho- 
mas of Bedgbury in Kent ſold it to Sir 
Anthony Cooke of Giddy-Hall in Eſſex, who 
dy'd ſeiz'd of it, and left it to Richard 
His Son and Heir. 

Hawkſwell, a Member of Colfhill, and 
being involv'd in it, hath been all along, 


and is ſtill enjoy'd by the Owners or 


that Lordſhip. 

Henawood, bort of Langdon, and by 
Siward de Arden, Son to Turchil de War- 
wick, granted to one Chetilburn, who gave 
jt, in King Henry Il's Reign, to the Nuns 
of Fft9well, for fo the Monaſtry here, 
upon the firſi Foundation of it was called, 
becauſe it was built on the Side of a 
Spring lying Eaſtward of Langdon. This 
Kerelburn, by his Charter, granted the 
"Nuns a Free Court, with all the Cuſ- 
toms and Liberties which he had from 
Hugh de Arden, his Superior Lord, with 
Paſturage for all their Cattle in every 
Place where his own uſed. to feed, and 
gave them Power to take Timber out 
of Languoh Hood, for the building of a 
Church ori any. other Structure, as a 
Mill, Oc. It came afterward to be called 
Hean - Wood, from the tall Oaks growing 
about it. It was one of the ſmall Mo- 


naftries deftroy'd by the Statute of 27 Hen- - 


ry 8. and in Conſideration of 207 J. 55. 
the Site, and ſome Lands belonging to it, 
were granted to Join Higford and. his 
Heirs, 31 Henry 8. to be held of the 
Crown in Capite, by the 2oth--Part of a 
Knight's Fee, and 23s. fer Annum to 
be paid by the Name of a Tenth, He 
ulled down the Church, alter'd the 
Houſe, and made himſelf a Seat of it. 
His Grandſon John ſald all they had here 
to Mr. William, Spooner, who was. the 
Owner in 1640. | 
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'  Heybarns, a Member of Bord: 
by an Inquiſition taken at the Death 
Sir John Botetourt, Knt. certified to con- 
tain one Meſſuage and three Carucates of 
Land, all which have all along been, and 
— are poſſeſſed by the Owners of Bor- 
de ſley. e | 
Holt juxta Kingsbury. See Kingsbury, 
 - » Horefton-Grange, See Solihull. 
Hulverley. See Olton. | | 
Hurley, oras it was anciently written 
Hurnlei; ſo called from its Situation in 
a Nuok or Corner of the Lordſhip of Kings. 
bury ; for Hurn or Hyrne in the Saxon Lan- 
guage ſignifies a Nook or Corner. It was 
anciently a Part of Kingsbury, and ſo the 
Bracebriggs- in thoſe Days were Lords 
of it, as appears from a Grant of it from 
Ralph Bracebrigg, about 25 Hen. z. to 
Amicia his Mother in the Name of her 
Dowry, in which it is called Manorun 
de Horley, which ſhews, that though it 
was reckon'd as a Member of Kingsbury, 
vet it was a Manor in it ſelf, at leaſt 
in Reputation; and-ſo we find, that in 


after-times John Waldeife, Eſq; died ſeizd 


of it 31 Hen. 8.and from him it deſcended 
to Joan, the only Daughter of Nicholas 
: Nightingale, by Joyce, Siſter and Heir to 
the ſaid John, and Wife to Thomas Wil 
lington, whoſe Poſterity enjoy'd it in 
1640 : But the Waldeiffs had lived: here 
long before this; for in 36 Hen. 6. Joan 
the Daughter of William Waldeiff of this 
Place, was married to Robert Willenhale 
of @reenburgh in the Chapel here, by a 
ſpecial Licence from the Biſhop, directed 
to the Vicar of Kingsbury for that.

all conducing to Health and Pleaſure. 
Here, it is reaſonable to ſuppoſe, Ber-

Days the . Eſtate of Leofrick Earl of Mer.

_ reſiding here, aſſum'd the Name of Ar- 
den, becauſe all the Woodland Country, 


North of the Avon, was ſo called. By 
Leverunia he had a Son named Osbert, 
who held this Manor of the Earl of 
Chefter, as his Poſterity did. His Son 
and Succeſſor OsZert, left only two Daugh- 
ters, who, tho* both marry'd, left no 
Iſſue ; and fo this Lordſhip and his other 


Eſtates were inherited by Amicia his Si- 


ſter, then the Wife of Peter de Brace» 
brigg, who had their Seat here, as had 


alſo their Deſcendants *till Queen Elixa- 


beth's Reign. The two Daughters of the 
aforeſaid Osbert, were Amabil and Ade- 
Ia, the former of which gave with her 
Body for her Burial, to the Nuns of 
Foleſworth, the Mill of this Place, with 
ſhme Grounds thereunto belonging; and 
the latter, the Mill of Harley for the 
Health of her Soul. Peter was a mili- 


tary Man, and gave William de Fundus 
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ſome Lands here, to carry his Launces, 
To him ſucceeded John, who had much 
ado to defend his Inheritance' againſt the 
Claim of Thomas de Arden, but at lengtb 


effected it. He confirmed the foremen- 


tion'd Mills to the Nuns of Puleſwworth ; 
and dying without Iſſue, was ſucceeded 
by Wil'iam his Brother and Heir, 2 Hen. 3. 
He was a Juſtice of Aſſize at War wich, and 
confirmed to the Monks of Merevale a 
Yard Land in Holt, and ſome other Fhings, 
which his Brother John had given them. 
He was ſucceeded by his Son and Heir 
Ra'ph, who commenced a Suit againſt 
the Nuns of Mergate, about the Advow- 
ſen of the Church; but ſeeing the Grant 
of Osbert de Arden and Peter de Bracebrigg, 
he ceaſed his Claim. His Succeſſor was 
John de Bracebrigg, his Son and Heir. 
He procured a Fine to ſecure certain 


Lands to himſelf and his Heirs in this 


Place, paying three Shillings yearly Rent 
to the Nuns of Mergate. He paid a Fine 
to reſpite his being made a Knight three 
Years, and was after that knighted. He 
ſided with the Rebellious Barons againſt 


he regain'd it by the Dictum de Ke- 
north ; yet by the Compoſition run 
himſelf 5001. in Debt to one Robert de 
Typetot; who, thinking to make this Ma- 
nor his own, becauſeit was Leaſed to him, 
procured a Charter of Free Warren for 
it, with his other Lands; but John de 
Bracebrizg the next Heir freeing it from. 


the Incumbrance, enjoy'd it again, and. 


29 Edu. 1. procured a like Charter of 
ree Warren for it. He was a Knight, 
and dy'd 9 Edu. 3. leaving John his Son 
and Heir. He preſented to the Chantry 
of Kynebaldeſtey, 25 Edw. 3. and was 
knighted the 31ſt of the ſame King. 
Ralph his Brother ſucceeded him in his 
Inheritance ; he was alſo a Knight, and 
preſented to the abovemention'd Chan- 
try. He dy'd 19 Rick. 2. and left Sir 
John Bracebrizz, Knt. his Heir, who 
dy'd ſoon after, and Ralph his Brother 
ſucceeded him; but the Lady Joan his 
Mother had this Lordſhip for her Dower, 
and 20 Rich. 2. obtained a Licence from 
U u uu 2 | Richard 
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Richard Scroop Biſhop of Coventry and 
Litchfield, to. have Divine Service in a 
Private Chapel in her Manor-Houſe here. 


Kall her Son, who ſucceeded his Father, 


was a Knight, and being reckon'd among 
the chief Gentlemen of the County, had a 


Summons to attend the King in Defence of 


the Realm, 7 Hen. 5, and ſerve the Earl 


of Warwick, in preſerving Calais. Ralph 


His Son and Succeſſor, was one of the Eſ- 
quires who ſuþſcrib'd the Articles agreed 
on in Parliament, 12 Hen. 6. and in the 
24th dy'd, leaving Richard his Son and 
Heir, who being accus'd of ſtealing John 
Arden's Son an Heir to marry him to 
Alice his Daughter, left ſuch a Diſgrace 
upon his Family, that none of his Suc- 
ceſſors were afterwards employed in pub- 
lick Affairs; and Thomas the 4th in Suc- 
ceffion from the ſaid Richard, having diſ- 
Inherited the Children of his firſt Wife 
to ſettle: kis Eſtate on. thoſe by his ſe- 
cond, utterly ruined his Family, part- 
Iy by his own Extravagancies, by which, 
he run himſelf ſo much in Debt, that he 
was forc'd to ſell this Manor to Sir Am- 
Sroſe Cave, Knt. Chancellor of the 
Dutchy of Lancaſter, and partly by his 
Gonteſts. with Thomas. the eldeſt. Son. of 
Mis zd Wife, who alſo ſo entangled him-- 
ſelf with Debts, that he alſo. was oblig'4 
to part with the*reft to Sir F. Willough- 
by:: From Sir Ambroſe Cave, this Manor 
by His Daughter and Heir Margaret, 
fed to Henry Knoles, Eſq; and by his 
Daughters to the Willoughbys, who. were 
the Owners of it in 164130. 
The Church of this Place, dedicated to 
st. Beter; was given to the Nuns of: 
Mergate in Bed ford hire, by the firſt O/- 
vert de Arden, in King Stephen's Reign; 
but they did not quietly enjoy it *till- 
36 Hen. 3. as we have ſhewed in Sir Ralph. 
Bracebrigg and John his Son, above; 
but one Moiety was then appropriated 
only, and the other Moiety, by Reaſon 
of 'theſe Diſputes, was not appropriated 
*till - 12 Rich. 2. and a little after that, 
there was a Vicarage ordained, which 
in 26 Hen, 8, was valued: at 8:1, gs. 
10-4; per Annum. In the North Ile of 
tis: Church, called Bracebrigg's Ile, are

three ancient Tombs for ſome of that 
Family; two of them are Men in Ar- 
mour in their full proportion'd Eg. 
gies, croſs - legg'd, as having been in the 
Holy War; the other ſeems to be a Wo. 
man, but we know not. who. In the 
Windows are many Coats of Arms, ag 
thoſe of Bracebrigg s, Oc. andtwo-Inſcrip- 
tions, one in the Church for Hugh Bereſ- 
ford, and Elizabeth his Wife, who dy'q 
in 1610.3. the other in the Chancel, for 
Francis Bennet of. Dofthill, who dy'd 
Jun. 11. Ann. Dom. 163349. 

King ſhur ſt, the Lordſhip of the Mont. 
forts in Edward IIFs Time; for Peter 
de Mont fort, in the 41ſt Year of that 
King's Reign, - bequeathed by Will to 
Richard his younger Son all his Goods, 
moveable. and immoveable there. He re- 
ſided there, and aſter his Death, Koeſe 
his Widow enfeoffed John de Catesby, who 
Had marry'd her Grandchild, with it. 
But Sir Baldwin Mont fort, Grandthild'of 
Peter by John his eldeſt Son, recover'd the 


Poſſeſſion, and made it His Seat, as did 


alſo- William his Son. He obtained a Li- 
cence of Richard Scroop, Biſhop of. Coven- 
try and Litchfield, to have Divine Service 
celebrated in his Chapel; and: having 
eſtabliſh'd his Title againſt the Claim 
of John de Catesby, incloſed it and gave 
it to Sir Edmund Montfort his Son, by a. 
ſecond Wife. He alſo reſided here, and 
made a Park to his Houſe, 26 Hen. 6. 
leaving it to his Grandſon Simon, whoſe 


Deſcendants Simon and Francis dwelt upon 


it; but this laſt being much diſturbed 
in the Poſſeſſion of it, by George Digby 
of. Col/hull, Eſq; (to whoſe Anceſtor King 
Henry VII. had granted that Manor) 
claiming it, as a Member of Col/kull, 
gave the ſaid.George 1000 l. to quit his 
Title; but that not fully ſatisfying Sir 
Robert his Son, Sir Edward Montfort, Kt. 
Grandchild to the ſaid Francis, paſſed 
over all his Right to the ſaid. Sir Robert 
and his Heirs; who enjoy'd it in 1640. 
Kingſwood, the Eſtate of Hugh de Meinil, 
in 11 Edw. 2. who then entail'd one Ca- 
rucate of Land lying: in it, on the Iſſue 
Male of his Body, with ſeveral Remain- 


ders, In it was a Mefluage called Vard- 


bernes, 
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Fernes, which Maud the Wife of John Char- 
nelle dy*d ſeia'd of, and left it to Joan and 
Katharine her Daughters. How it de- 

ſcended afterwards we find not, but that 
it had the Reputation of a Manor in King 
Henry VI. and: VIIT's Reigns, appears, 
and fince the Cokains of Pooley have had it, 
and have alienated it. , 7 : 

Kington, alias Kingsford, a Lordſhip, 
lying Part in Bikenbill and Part in Soli- 
hull Pariſhes, is a very ancient Place, and 
had a Church in King Henry III's Time, 
- which was granted to the Nuns of Mer- 
gate by one Henryle Notte, but afterwards, 
16 Edu. 2. it was accounted no more 
than a Cha pelry to Bikenkill. In 37 H. 6. 
it was the — the Mont forts, and 
Sir Baldwin, Sir Villiam, and Sir Simon 
fucceſſively inherited it; but the laſt of 
them, who in 7 Hen. 7, gave it by the 
Name ef a Manor to, Henry and Thomas 
his younger Sons, but being altainted be- 
fore his Death; it, with his other Eſtates, 
eſcheated to the Crown, from which it 
was ſoon after granted to Gerard Earl of 
Kildare, and his Heirs Male, and fo it 
came to Sir James Fitz-Gerald, Knt. their 
Son and Heir; who alſo being attainted, 
28 Hen. 8. it was ſeiz d by that King; 
and by King Edward VI. Reg. 7. granted 
to Thomas Lucy of Cherlcote, Eſqz and his 
Heirs, who ſold it to Thomas Dabridg- 
court; and his Heirs. EE" 

Kinwaldſey, a Petty- Hamlet, ſo call'd 
from one Kinwald the ancient Poſſeſſor of 


it in the Saxon Times; but fince reputed 


a Member-of Hampton, and given to-the 
Nuns of Mergate by Roger de eee 
or one of the Ardens; and moſt probably 
by the laſt, becauſe it was demiſed by the 
Prioreſs and Nuns to Hugh de Arden in 
King Richard I's Time, for a reſerved 
Rent of 30 Marks per Annum ; but after- 
wards it came to the Monks of Weſtmin- 
fer with f 

Knolle, a Member of Hampton, and as 
ſuch belonging to the Family of Arden; 
of which, William de Arden granted it to 
Amicia his Wife, as Part of her Dowry, 
to Hold during her Life. Hugh de Arden 
His-Son.and Heir, in 35 Hen. 3. procured 


2 Grant of Free-Warren in all his De- 
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meſne Lands here; and leaving it to his 
Son William, who dy'd ſoon after him, 
Agatha his Widow had it aſſign'd to her 
for Part of her Dowry; but he and his 
Brother dy ing without Iſſue, the whole 
Inheritance went to Amicia, the Wife of 
John le Lou, who. paſſed it away to Queen 
Eleanor, Wiſe: of King Edward I. who- 
ga ve ſt after her Death to the Monks of 
Weſtminſter, to ſing a Placebo and Dirige 
annually upon St. Andrew's Day, her 
Anniverſary, Oc. for her Soul, and the 
Souls of all the Faithful deceas'd, enga- 
ging the Prior and Convent, and their 
Succeſſors, to diſtribute to the Poor that 
ſhall repair to their Monaſtery on that: 
Day, a Penny Sterling each, the Number 
of Poor not exceeding ſeven Score; to bear 
which Charge, ſhe gave them ſix Manors 
in divers Counties, and Lands in ſeven more 
in this County. The Monks being thus 
poſſeſſed of this Manor, leaſed it out for 
a Time to Ralph de Perham, and after-- 
ward held it themſelves, till the Diſſo- 
lution by King Henry VIII. who having. 
made Weſtminſter a Biſhoprick, this Ma-- 
nor was continu'd to it, as it was when 
made a Deanery by King Edward VI. 
"till it was united to the See of London by 
the ſame King; but Queen Elizabeth, 
Keg. 2. having a Commiſſion of Re-aſ-- 
ſumption, took it from the Biſhop of Lon- 
don into her own Hands, and gave it, 
Reg. 15. to Robert Earl of Leicefter and 
his Heirs, who exchanging it with that 
Queen for other Lands, it remain'd again 
in the Crown, 'till King James I. gave it 
to Sir Fulk Grevil Lord Brook, in Conſide- 
ration of his good Services, Reg. 20. to be 
held of the Manor of Eaft Greenwich, for 
the Rent of 687. 16 s. 8 d. per Annum. 
Here was a Chapel erected at the latter 
End of Richard II's Reign, by Valter 
Cooke, a Canon of Lincoln, for the Health 
of his Parents Souls, at his own proper 
Charge, with a Steeple and Bells in his 
Father's own Land, to the Honour of 
John the Baptiſt, St. Lawrence the Martyr, 
and St. Anne, with a Church- yard to it 5: 
purpoſing to endow: it with Maintenance 
ſufficient for one Prieſt to celebrate Di- 


vine Service therein, as: alſo to have a 
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Font for Brptizing all ſuch Infants as ſhall 
be born in the Hamlet of Knolle, and all 
Perſons deceaſing there to be bury'd in the 
Church-yard ; ter the Accompliſhment of 
which, he obtained a ſpecial Bull from 


Pope Boniface IX. a Licence from John 


Burghill, Biſhop of Coventry and Litchfield, 
and a Patent from K ing Henry IV. Rez 4. 
Sy which laſt, a Licence was grented to 
Walter Cook and Adam his Father, to found 
and eſtabliſh a Chantry of one or two 
Prieſis to celebrate Divine Service per- 
petually therein; which having accord- 
ingly done, the faid Walter granted the 
Advowſon and Patronage of it to the 
Monks of Weſftminfter. Some Years after, 
viz. 14 Hen. 4. he obtained a Licence 
for a Gild in the ſame Chapel, to which, 
ſo many Perſons, and thoſe many of them 
of Quality, were admitted, that it main- 
tain'd by their Benefactions, three Priefls 
continually ſinging z the Lands given to 
it being valued 37 Hen. 8. at 291. 15s. 74. 
per Annum. He improved it afterwards 


to'a College, 4 Hen. 5. of which we ſhall.

on a long Ridge or Hill. In the Con- 
queror's Time it was held by one Al- 
mar under Turchil of Warwick, when it 
was certified to contain two Hides and 
an half, having Woods a Mile in Length 
and half as much in Breadth. Siward de 
Arden Son of Turchil, let it to one Chil- 
tebern, his Sewer z whoſe Daughter, Sir- 
nam'd Launde, inherited it, as did alſo 
her Poſterity by that Name, tho' ſhe 
was the Wife of Thomas the Son of Thur- 
fon, called Tamewarda. Her Deſcendants 
were Robert de Launde her Son, and Ralph 
her Grandſon, of whom we find nothing 
memorable, till James de Launde, who 
37 Hen. 3. had a Charter of Free Warren 
for his Demeſne Lands here. He paſſed 
away his Eſtate here, to Gilbert Kirkby, 
who granted it to William de Arden, re- 
ſerving to the ſaid James (as he himſelf 
held it) us Capitalis Dominus Feodi, all 
ſuch Services as did of Right belong to 
the fame. Richard his Grandſon leaving 
no Male Iſſue, Amnice his Daughter, then 
the Wife of John le Lou, inherited it;

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who diſpoſed of it to Queen Eleanor, 
Wife of King Edward I. who gave it 


to the Monks of Weftminfler, to ſolemnize 
her Anniverſary, as is aboveſaid in Knoll, 
with which it paſſed all along, till the 
Re-aſumption by Queen Elizabeth, when 
being held by John de Laund, it paſſed, 
for want of Male Iſſue, by Alice his 
D wughter to Thomis Dabridgeourt, whoſe 
eldeſt Daughter Katharine carried it by 
Marriage ts John Fulwood of Furd Hall, 
as his eldeſt Daughter Frances did to Wil. 
liam Noel of Well:sborough in Leiceſter- 
Hire, whoſe Poſterity enjoy'd it in 1640, 
Langley, a Member of Suften, held of 
the ancient Earls of Warwick by Walter 
de Beresford ; to whom ſucceeded Walter 
his Son and Heir, and to him Osbert, 
and after him Milliau his Brother, a 
Knight, and being learned in the Laws, 
was Chief Juſtice of the Common Pleas 
in 2 Edu. 2. His Son and Heir was Ed- 
mund, who in 1 Edu. 3. obtained a Li- 
cence to fortify his Manor - Houſe here with 
a Wall of Lime and Stone, and embattle 
it. His Title in the Record is, Dilectut 


Clericus naſter, yet was he a Knight. 
It ſeems, that Henry de Beresford, Parſon 


of the Church of Corſon had ſome Title 
to this Manor, which he gave up to 
this Sir Edmund the ſame Year. This 
Sir Edmund, bequeath'd his Body to be 
bury'd in the Church of Chaucomb, leav- 
ing his Son and Heir John to inherit 
his Lands 22 Edu. 3. He had two Wives, 
but by them no Iſſue, ſo that his Brother 
Baldwin, a Knight, ſucceeded him. He 
was Servant to the Black Prince, and af- 
terward to his Son Kichard, both when 
he was Prince of Wales and King ; but 
had the Misfortune to be voted by Par- 
liament one of that King's evil Coun- 
ſellors, and as ſuch, with ſeveral others, 
expell'd the Court, 2 Rich. 2. This Sir 
Baldwin had no Iſſue, and ſo his Eſtate 
paſſed to John Hore and Joan his Wife, 
who was deſcended of Joan the eldeſt Siſter 
and Coheir of Sir Edmund Beresford above- 
mention'd. In the Family of Hore this

*till in King Henry VII's Time, Male Iſſue 
failing, Edith the Couſin and Heir of &/1«

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bert Hore, ma 6.2 Rowland Pudſey, 
brought this Lordſhip into his Family, 
who enjoy'd it in 1640. 

Leos, a Village involv'd in Whitacre, 
and conſequently poſſeſſed by the Mar- 


mions, Lords of Tamworth Caſtle, one of 


whom, the. Anceſtor of James de Laund, 
was enfeoffed with it. He procur'd a 
Charter of Free. Warren in it, and left 
it ſo privileged to John de Laund his Son 
and Heir; who having manifeſted that his 
Anceitors. had enjoy d a Court · Leet, with 
Aſſize of Bread and Beer, Oc. obtained a 
Charter from the King, Edu. 3. Reg. 3. 
for the Confirmation of them to himſelf 
and his Heirs. To him ſucceeded James 
his Son and Heir, Who 41 Edu. 3. 
quitting all his Intereſt in this Manor 
to Eleanor his Mother; ſhe reſerving in 
it her own Life, paſſed it away to Sir 
Baldwin Frevill and his Heirs, which 
happen'd to be his three Siſters ; of whom, 


Elizabeth the Eldeſt, having this Manor 


for her Part, carried it by Marriage into 


the Family of Ferrers, who poſſeſſed it, 


'till in King Charles I's Reign, Sir John 
Ferrers ſold it to Charles Adderley, Eſq; 
afterwards an Equery to the ſaid King, 
who enjoy'd it in 1640. 
Lindon, an Hamlet, but no Manor, but 


lying in divers adjoining Lordſhips. Ca-

Poſſeſſor here, 34 Hen. 3. when ſhe brought

Manceter. anciently a Roman Station, and 
then called Mandeſſedum, ſeated on the 
old Military Way, call'd Vatling: ſtreet. 
The Name fignifies a ſmall Caſtle. In Ni- 
nius's Catalogue it is call'd Gaer Mancegued ; 
and Mr. Canbden tells us, it took its Name 
Mandueſſedum, from a Stone-Quarry near 
it, from Main, ſignifying a Stone, andFoſ- 
wad in the Britiſh Tongue, Digging. Its 
great Antiquity appears from the many 
Coins, Silver and Braſs which are fre- 
quently dug and ploughed up, and an 
old Fort called. Oldbury, of which we 
ſhall. ſpeak afterward. It was involv'd 
in Atherſton, when. the Conqueror's Sur- 
vey was taken, and. ſo tis not mention'd 


he: 
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there. Being P art of the Counteſs Go- 


deva's Lands in the Confeflor's Days it 
came at the Conqueſt to Hugh Earl of 
Chefter and his Heirs, by whom Walter de. 
Haſtings was enfeoffed with it, and from 
him Walkeline, who reſided here and 
took his. Name from it, had it. To him 
ſucceeded 
whoſe Son and Heir Hugh, was one of the 
Juſtices for Gagl-delivery at Warwick, and 
obtained a ſpecial: Charter of Free Warren 
for his Demeſne Lands here, 36 Hen. 3. He 
left Iſſue Walter and Simon, which laſt 
ſertled at Tamworth, and had Iſſue Sir 
Simon de Manceter, who was one of the 
Knights of the Shire in Parliament. His 
elder Brother Valter hath nothing me- 
morable ſaid of him ; but to him ſuc- 
ceeded Sir John de Manceſter, Knt. who

He 
was ſucceeded by Edmund his Son, who, 
dying without Iſſue, his Inheritance came 
to be divided among his four Siſters, of 
whom, Ida the eldeſt marrying John de 
Clinton, had this Lordſhip for her Share, 
and carry'd into his Family. He reſided

after was ſummoned to Parliament among 
the Barons, but *twas thought by his Bro- 
ther's. Means, for William was a much 
more famous Perſon, and being -conſti- 
tuted Juſtice of Cheſter, he was admitted 
into the Higheſt Truſts, as Conſtable of 
Dover Caſile, and Warden of the Cinque 
Ports, in which. Places he gave ſuch con- 
ſpicuous Proofs of his Conduct and Fi- 
delity, that he was ſummoned to Parlia- 
ment among the Superior Nobility, and 
created Earl of Huntington. After which, 
being ſtill much in Favour, he was con- 
ſtituted Admiral of the Weſtern Seas, 
Keeper of the King's Foreſts South of 
Trent, Oc. and being thus highly honour'd 
and enrich'd, he laid the Foundation of 
a fair and ftrong Caſtle here, in a Qua- 
drangular Form, for a Seat for . his Ne- 
phew Sir John Clinton and his Heirs, and 
made a Park of the Outwood. He dy'd 
Auguſt 23, 1354 (28 Edu. 3.) and left 
Sir John Clinton, Kt. his Brother's Son, 
his Heir. He was ſummoned to Parlia- 
ment from 31 Edu. 3. to his Death, 
which happened 20 Rick. 2. leaving Sir 
William Clinten, Knt. Lord Clinton and 
Say (his Mother being one of the Coheirs 


of the Lord Say) his Grandſon and Heir. 


He was alſo ſummoned to Parliament 


among the Lords, and much employ'd 


in publick Services all his Life, which 
ended 10 Hen. 6. leaving John his Son 


and Heir, who paſſed away the Inheri- 


tance of this Caſtle and Lordſhip ſoon 


after to Humphry Earl of Stafford, and Ann 


his Wife, in Exchange for Whiſhton and 
Wodeford in Northamptonſhire.

He enjoy d 
it *till the Duke being attainted and exe- 
cuted thereupon for High Treaſon 


13 Hen. 8. it was ſeized, by the King and 


given to Sir William Compton, Knt. and 
the Heirs of his Body, to be held of the 
Crown in Capite by Knight's Service, 
and to his Poſterity it continued, till 
William Lord Compton his Great Grandchild 
ſold it 39 Eliz. to Sir Thomas Egerton, Kt. 
Keeper of the Great Seal, from whom, 
. Thomas Dilk; Eſq; purchaſed it, 41 Eliz, 
whoſe Poſterity enjoy'd it in 1640. 

Tze Church here, is dedicated to St. 
Michael, and was, by Sir William Clin- 
ton, Knt. given to the Chantry, which 
he founded in it, with divers other 
Lands, for five Prieſts, (one of them to 
be the Warden to celebrate Divine Ser- 
vice daily in the ſaid- Church, where 
his Anceſtors lay interr'd, for the good 
Eſtate of the Souls of himſelf, Wife, Fa-

This Chantry was afterwards by him diſ- 
ſolv'd, and incorporated with the Mo- 
naſtry, which he built in this Place, 
of which we ſhall ſpeak in its Place.

Mireden, or Myredene, called fo from 
its Situation in a miry or dirty Dene or 
Valley, moſt anciently called A!/path, 
but of late grown from an inconfidera- 
ble Hamlet to a Village, of ſuch Credit 
by ſtanding upon. the Road to London, 
and having Inns built in it, that it hath 
almoſt quite eclips'd the Town; yet in 
the Conqueror's Survey it is recorded by 
the Name of Aileſpede, and therein is cer= 
tified to contain four Hides, with Woods, a 
Mile and an half in Length, and a Mile 
inBreadth, In Edward the Confeſſor's Days 
it was the Eſtate of Earl Leofrick, and 
after his Death, enjoy'd by Godeva his 
Counteſs; but when that Survey was 
made, it was in the Conqueror's Hands 
and farmed by one Nicholas, and granted 
ſoon after to the Earl of Cheſter ; but 
Nicholas's Poſterity. ſtill holding it, Ivo 
his Deſcendent, who liv'd in King 
Henry IT's Time, took his Sirname from 
it, being called Ivo de Alſpath. To Ivo 
ſucceeded Valter and Gerard, who had 
each of them a good Share in this Place, 
for Gerard*s Son, of his Name, obtained 
a Charter of Free-Warren for his Demeſne 
here.

Walter's Part de- 
ſcended to William, who proaured Free 
Warren for his Part alſo, 32 Edw.

The Segraves had anciently certain 
Lands and Rents in this 'Parifh, held of 
Hugh de Albini Earl of Cheſter, by the 
fourth Part of a Knight's Fee, which 
in Proceſs of Time came to have the Re- 
putation of 'a Manor. John de Segrave 
made good Additions to them by a Pur- 
thaſe from Gerard de Alſpath, and Maud 
tits Wife. He obtained à ſpecial Charter 
from King Edward" II. Reg. 12. for a 
weekly Market upon Tueſday, anda Fair 
yearly for eight Days, beginning the Eve 
of . Lark ence hte Martyr, but now it is 
o Market Town, tho' the Fair may be 


"tonrinued. From this Family it paſſed 


by a Daughter and Heir to the Mou- 
vreys, Dukes of Norfolk, 1. Edu. 4. and 
from them to the Earls of Darby. 

The Family of Valdeive had anciently 
a Seat here, which continued in their 

Ine divers Deſcents, of whom Gerard 
Walleive gave certain Lands here to the 
Monks 6f Coventry ; and William, an an- 
nual Rent of 20 4. for the Maintenance 
bf two Lamps to burn before the Altar 
of St. Nicholas, and St. Lawrence, in the 
Church of A!/parh, and two Tapers at 
the Elevation of the Hoſt there; but 
Alan Waldeive leaving only two Daugh-- 
ters, Margaret and Ellen; this Taft ob- 


tained this Manor for her Share, and: 


brought it into the Family of the 
Walfies by Marriage, and from them the 
Manor-Houſe was call'd Walſk-Hall. They 


poſſeſſed it *till. the Reign of King 


FamesT, when Sir Richard Walſt”s Daugh- 


ter and Coheir inheriting it, $19, with 


the Conſent of her Husband, Sir Rowland 
Cotton, Knt. ſell it to William Andrews 
Gent. from whom it hath ſince paſſed 


to Sir Robert Fiſher, the Owner in 1640. 


The Church here is dedicated to St. 


Lawyence, and was anciently given to 
the Monks of Coventry, to whom it was 


appropriated in 44 Hen. 3. but no Vi- 
carage was appointed then, ſo far as we 


tan diſcover, for the firſt Preſentation to 
the Vicirage is in 1301. In the South 


af the Church was a Chantry founded by 


John Wyard, 5 Hen. 4. who endowed jt 
with Lands valued at 5 J. per Annum, 
His Monument ſtands in the Ile or Chan- 
try, and hath this Inſeription; Here 
lietk John Wyard, heretofore Eſquire 10

2. by 
Geffrey Marmion, In this Family it con- 
tinu'd fo long as the Male Line laſted, 
for Philip Marmion, in 12 Edu. 1. claim- 
ed a Court-Leet and Gallows here by Pre- 
ſcription, and was allow'd them, but was

here. He having no Iſſue Male, his 


Lands were dfvided between his ſeveral 


Heirs, but became united again in Sir 


Baldwin Frevil, who bought out the reſt, 


and left it entire to his Daughter and 
Coheir Margaret, who left it to Sir Hugh 
Willoughby, *Knt. her Grandſon by Sir 
Hugh her firſt Husband; This Sir Henry 
dy'd 20 Hen. 8, and was bury'd in the 
Church of Wollaton in Nottinghamſhire, 
leaving three Sons, Sir John, Sir Edward, 
and Sir Hugh, which laſt being a skilful 
Sailor, was frozen to Death in the Nor- 


.thern Seas, as he was endeavouring to find 


a Paſſage that Way. Sir youu dying 
without Tue, Henry, his Brother Ed- 
wards Son, became his Heir, and left 
his Honour and Eftate to Thomas his Son 
and Heir, from whom, for want of Iſſue, 
it paſſed to Francis his younger Brother, 
who buflt the ſtately Houſe at Wollaton for 
his Seat and that of his Family. He left 
no Iſſue Male, and ſo the Inheritance of 


this [Lordſhip paſſed with his eldeſt 
Daughter (inter alia) to Sir Percival Wil- 


loughby, whoſe Son and Heir Sir Francis 
Willoughby enjoy'd it in the Vear 1640. 
The Church, which is dedicated to St. 
Johm Baptiſt, was in the Preſentation of 
the Lures of the Manor, *ti11 Sir Philip 
 Marmion ſold the Advowfon to the Dean 
and Chapter of the Collegiate Church of 
Tamworth, 41 Hen. 3. after which it be- 
ing appropriated thereto, it became a

Heir Male of that Family, who after his 
Marriage refided here, and was bury'd 
with her Anno 1476. In the Windows of 
the Church are the Arms of the Marmi- 
ons, Willoughbys, and Frevils, empaling 
one another, and other Families. oe 


 Minworth, the Freehold of one Godrick 


before the Normans coming, was given 
to Turchil de Warwick, who held it when 
the Conqueror's Survey was made, when 
it was certify'd to contain one Hide, with 
Weods half a Mile in Length, and three 
- Furlongs in Breadth. It is called in that 
Record Meneworde. The Lordſhip of this 
Village was in the Family of Ardens 
very early, and ſo continu'd *till the At- 
- tainder of Edward Arden, 27 Eliz. when 
being forfeited to the Crown, it was given 
the next Year to Edward Darcy, Eſq; and 
his Heirs. Edward Arden aforeſaid had be- 
fore empaled the Park, which lieth on the 
North Side of the River, about the Begin- 
ning of that Queen's Reign; and tho' Ro- 
vert Arden his Son recover'd it from Darcy, 
all the Wood was cut dawn and gone, 
 Monwode, a Village in Anſley, lying on 
the Weft Side of it. It had the Reputa- 
tion of a Manor, and by that Name Sir 
John de Hardreſhull calls it, in 39 Edw.j3. 
when he ſettled it with Anſley. and Har- 
dreſhull upon certain Feoffees; and ſo it 
is termed in the Records of later Times 
but as it was originally a Member of An- 
ey, ſo it is now eſleem'd, and there is no 
Part of it that retains the Name, but a 
Piece of Waſte Ground lying on the Skirts 
of it, call'd Monwode Lee. 1 
Morcote-Hall, a Place of great Antiqui- 
ty, for Hamon de Morcote had his Seat at 
it in King Henry II's Reign, and after 
him Alan de Morcote, John de Morcote, 
and Walter de Morcote ſucceſſively inheri- 
ted this Manor. This laſt was one of the 
four Coroners of this Shire, and leaving 
only a Daughter and Heir Elizabeth ; ſhe

3. to Thomas de Beauchamp Earl 
of Warwick, in Truſt for Sir John Lix ours, 
to whom the Earl ſoon after releaſed all 


his Right, in which Releaſe tis call'd a 


Meſſuage nam'd Neu- Hall. In the 15 H. 6. 
Sir Richard Stanhope dy'd ſeized of it, and 
it was preſented by the Homage at the 
Court-Baron by the Name of the Manor 
of New-Hall, held of the Earl of War- 
wick by the Service of 10s, 104. per 
Ann. and an Heriot, which was ' ſeized 
by the Earl's Bailiff, but deny'd by James 
the Son. of Richard to be paid. Soon af- 
ter this, viz. 20 Hen. 6. we find Katha- 
rine, the Widow df William Baſſet, demi- 
ſed it to William Deeping of Sutton, and 
Richard Ley of Maney, for 21 Years, by 
the Name of Dominium vocatum New-Hall, 
which is all that we meet with about it. 

' Newton juxta Auftrey, a Member of Se- 
kindon, was in the King's Hands, and 
then was call'd Newton-Regis, till 5 H. 2. 
when it was granted to Jeffrey Sauvage, 
in whoſe Family it continu'd as long as 
the Male Line laſted, and then deſcended 
to the Siſters and Coheirs of the laſt Vil- 
liam.. It was held of the Crown by the 
Service of half a Knight's Fee. Lucia 
the eldeſt Siſter marry'd to Thomas de Ed- 
neſoure, and Philippa the youngeſt to Hugh 
Meneil, and among them and their Heirs 
was this Lordſhip divided. They claim-

.of the great Diſtance of this Hamlet from 
the Pariſh Church, hath ſome Parochial 
Rights belonging to it.

2 Hen. 3. and by an Agreement with the 
Vicar of Hampton, the Prieſt of the Cha · 
pel was allow'd the Glebe and Tythes of 
Be as, Ponca Oblations, Wc, up- 
on Condition, that he and his Clerk 
ſhould ſerve every. Day in the Chapel, 
Oe. Edmund Fulwead, Eſq; dwelling 
near it, viz. at Cley-Hall, gave a Meſſuage 


and certain Lands to the Uſe of ſuch a 


Prieſt as ſhall be continually Reſident, 
but in Caſe of Non-Refidence. the Church- 
wardens ſhould have Power to give the 
Rent to the Poor of the Place on Epod- 
Friday, or if there were a juſt Occaſion, 
to repair the Chapel therewith. 

* Oldbury, a Place of great Antiquity, 
as appears by a Quadrangular Fort, (from 
which. it takes its Name) containing ſe- 
ven Acres of Ground, incloſed by ſuch 
High Ramparts, as ſhew the great Strength 
af it. It was, without doubt, choſen by 
the Ramans to be one of their fix'd Sta- 
tions, becauſe of its nearneſs to Manceter.

Shire, Fhe Canons foreſeeing the Storm 
coming upon theta, leaſed out theſe Lands 
for 60 Years, to one William Wheeler of 
Kenilworth, who left it to his Son Simon, 
whoſe Widow marrying to this John Fi- 
fer, brought him into Poſſeſſion of his 
Purchaſe, He built the Seat of his Fa- 
mily, a ſtately Fabrick, here, in which 
he f ved in great Repute, being Sheriff of 
the County and a Juſtice of Peace to his 
Death, which happen'd 13 Elix. His 
Son Clement: ſucceeded him, a Perſon much

He much adorn'd 
kis Seat with Things of Delight, and 
dying, left ſeveral Sons and Daughters, 

The Church, dedicated to St. James, 
belonged anciently with the Manor to the 
Priory of Kenilworth, whoſe Canons at 
firſt had only a yearly Penſion of 28 s. 
granted to them out of it by Jeffrey Mu/- 
_ Biſhop of the Dioceſe's Allowance 
in King John's Time; but afterwards, 
6 Edau. 1. was totally appropriated to 
them by Roger Molend then Biſhop, and 
by him a Vicarage was appointed, which 
19 Edw, 1. was valued but at one Mark, 
but afterwards, 26 Hen. 8. was rated at 


71. 10s. 1d. over and above Repriſes. 


In the North Ile of this Church is a mag- 
nifcent Monument for John Fiſher and 
Katharine his Wife, who dy'd Anno 1570; 
and Sir Clement Fiſher and Dame Mary his 
Wife, who dy'd in 1619; and in the 
Body of the Church lyeth John Wright, 
Vicar of this Pariſh, who dy'd in 1527. 


The Arms of Warren Earl of Surrey, and 


of. the Bracebriggs, Benefactors (as *tis- 
ſuppos'd) to this Church, are found. in

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the Eaſt Window of the Chance}, The 
Fiſhers are Patrons of the Living, and 
have been ſo ever ſince their Purchaſe of 
King. Henry VIII. is 7100 
Packington Parua, the Lordſhip and E- 
ſtate of Earl Mallint, from whom deſcen- 
ded the ancient Earls of Leicefter, who 
after him were Lords of the Fee, Under 
them it was poſſeſſed, in King Henry Is 
Time, by Robert de Ceraſo, and after him 
by Gilbert de Picot, in whoſe Line it con- 
tinu'd 'till the Middle of K. Henry III's 
Reign; but then by Daughters-and Co- 
heirs it deſcended two Parts to Murdac 
and Ireys, and a third to Nicholas Pikot. 
Sir Henry Murdac was the Chief of theſe 
Coparceners, for he doing Homage to Ro- 
ger de Quiney Earl of Wincheſter, as Lord. 
of the Honour of Leiceſter, tor the fourth 
Part of a Knight's Fee, had Authority 
thereby given him to receive the Homage 
of the other Coheirs, Sir William Mur- 
dac ſucceeded his Father in this Part of. 
his Lands, but having no Iſſue Male, A- 
lice his Daughter and Heir carry'd it to 
Sir Thomas Boyvile of Stakaſton in this 
County, Knt, He or his Sueceſſors ob- 
tain'd a third Part more of this Lordſhip, 


but John the Jaſt Heir Male leaving only 


three Daughters and Heirs, Elizabeth 
the eldeſt marrying John Cokain, obtain 
this Manor in the Partition, by Name of 
Packington-Picot, Her Son Edmund. inhe- 
rited it after her, and in K. Henry VII's 
Reign ſold it to Sir Robert Brudenell, 
whoſe Deſcendent Thomas paſſed it, 
4 Fac. 1. to Sir Edward Brabazon, Knt. 

whoſe Heirs enjoy'd it in 1640, having 

about the ſame Time purchaſed in the 

other Part, and ſo they became Owners 

of the whole. ao; 

Here was anciently an Hermitage, (ths 
Place where it was, is ſtill ſo called) built 
by one Hemeric, Parſon of the Pariſh, in 
the Time of Robert de Ceraſo Lord of the 
Manor, which with the Church of Fa- 
kington, was given by Gilbert de Picot to 
the Monks of Worceſter, for the Health of 
his Soul, Oc. and confirmed by his Son 
William, who added a large Portion of 
Land more, which was encreaſed by other 
Benefactors; but all being ſeiz d by King 

Henry 
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Henry VIII. at the Diſſolution, were gi- 
ven to the Dean and Chapter of Vorceſter, 


who now enjoy them, and are Patrons of 


the Church, as the Monks were before. 
Park- Hall, a Manor originally belong- 

ing to the Barons of Dudley, and from 

them paſſed to the Ardens, but when, we 


can't diſcover: It was the chief Seat of 


that Family for near 300 Years laſt paſt. 
Their Houſe ſtood upon an Hill, and was 
moated round, They made a ſmall Park 
about it at firſt, which in 2 Hen. 8. was 
enlarged with 140 Acres of Wood and Pa- 
ſture, and ten Acres of Arable Ground, 
by John Arden, Eſq; It was after this, 
viz. 22 Hen. 8. called Manerium de la 
Logge, alias Par k- Hall. | 

Pedimore, an ancient Manor of the. Ar- 
dens, who had a Seat here, but neglect- 
ing it, becauſe they had their Reſidence 
at Park- Hall, it ran greatly to ruin. 


They held it of the Earls of Warwick with - 


Sutton, in which it lies. In 9 Edu. 1. 
one Thomas Arden of Rotley, Eſq; was the 
Owner of it, and convey'd it to Thomas 
Arden of Hanwell, and Roiſe his Wife. 


He being thus in Poſſeſſion of it, took 


great Liberty to hunt in Sutton-Chace, 
which belonging to the Earls of War- 
*wick, William de Beauchamp, the preſent 
Earl, ſued him, and obliged him to ſub- 
mit to his Allowance of Fiſhing in his 
own Lands in the River Ezroke, Agiſt-

Pipe, a Manor lying in the Precincts 
of Erdington, and anciently poſſeſſed by 
one William Maunſel, who reſided here, 
was Sheriff of this County and Leicefler- 
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hire, and in Commiſſion for the Gaol-De- 
livery at Warwick, He leſt only one 
Daughter and Heir EFnme, who marry'd 


Sir Henry Harecourt, Knt. by whom ſhe 


had one Daughter and Heir, who mar- 
rying John Pipe, brought this Manor in- 
to his Family, and had many Children 
by him. Richard the eldeſt ſucceeded 
him, as did Henry his Son and Heir; but 
he leaving only one Daughter legitimate; 
who was prevail'd upon to ſettle this and 
her other Eſtates upon the Abby of Stone. 
ley, Thomas Pipe being then Abbot, whoſe 
Succeſſor John de Col/hull, with the Con- 
vents Conſent, ſold this Manor to Thomas 
de Beauchamp, Earl of Warwick, from 
whom deſcending to his Poſterity, it was 
forfeited to the Crown, 3 Hen. 7. with 
his other Lands, and there reſted till 
36 Hen. 8. when it was paſſed to Sir V.. 
liam Staundford, one of the Juſtices of 
the King's-Bench, who ſold it to John Bo- 
teler, Citizen of London, whoſe Son Ki. 
chard ſold it to Edward Holt, Eſq; in 
whoſe Family or Name, after it had paſ- 
ſed through divers other Hands, it reited 
- 1640, Sir Thomas. Holt being Owner 
of it. | . 
Piricroft, originally a Member of Tan- 
worth, being held of that Caſtle, and 
therewith poſſeſſed by the Marmions about 
King Henry II's Time, who gave it to the 
Anceſtor of Ra'ph Fitz. Ralph, in. whoſe 
Family it continu'd *till William de Clin- 
ton Earl of Huntington, in 16 Edu. 3. ob- 
tain'd a Moiety of it in Exchange for a 
Moiety of the Manor of Nether-Whitacre. 
From him it deſcended to Sir John Clin- 
ton, Knt: who paſſed it to James Leveſon, 
Merchant of the Staple, in . 8 
who gave it in Marriage with Elizabeth 
his Daughter to Sir Walter Aſhton, Knt. 
whoſe Grandſon Sir Walter ſold it, 1 Car. 1. 
but to whom we know not. The other 
Moiety continu'd in the Hands of Richard 
de Whitacre, by whoſe Female Heir it 
paſſed to Edmund. Lord Ferrers of Chartley, 
whoſe Lineal Heir Robert Earl of Eſſex 


was in Poſſeſſion of it (then call'd but a 


fourth Part of a Manor) in 1640.

King Hemp IHT's Time by Valter de 
Plumpton, who held it by a certain Wea- 
pon call'd a Dame Ax, which after. bore 
the Name of The Charter of Plumpton, 
and was a long Time kept in the Hall of 
the Manor-Houſe, in Remembrance of 
the ſaid Tenure; but at length, in the 
Reign of King Edward III. Sir Jon 
Bracebrigg, Lord of Kingsbury, (by what 
Title is not known) ſeiz'd upon it, and 
pull'd the Houſe down to the Ground, 
but the Ax was kept by William de Plump- 
ton at Hard reſhull. Sir John's Poſterity 
enjoy'd it ſome Succeſſions, by the Name 


s of the Manor of Plumpton, *till 12 Hen. 4+ 


when Sir Ralph Bracebrigg ſold the ſame, 
(containing 100 Acres of Land, 40 Acres 
of Wood, and 40 of Moors) to Robert Va- 
terton, Eſq; and his Heirs; from whom 
it came to one Roger Horton, who dy'd 
ſeiz d of it, and left it to his Son William; 
but he never enjoy'd it, for upon Roger's 
Death, it was ſeiz'd by King Henry V. 
and continu'd; in the Crown till 13 Hen. 6. 
when Piiliam -Wal/deiffe obtain'd a Grant 
of them for 10 Years, and making it ap- 
pear, that he was Couſin and, Heir to Joyce 
Plumpton, Daughter and at length ſole 
Heir of Rager Plumpton, of whoſe Inhe- 
ritanee they were, he granted them to 
Thomas his Son, by whoſe Daughter and 
Heir they paſſed to the Villingtons of Hur- 


ey, who are ſtill Owners of them. 


' Poleſworth, a Village, chiefly: famous 
for its Monaſtery, of Nuns, of which we 


ſhall give an Account afterwards in its 


proper Place, but now + we ſhall only 
ſpeak of it as a Village. It is ſituate up- 
on the Bank of the River Anker, which 
being deep there, it was call'd Poleſworth, 
Pol ſignifying Deep, and Worth a Dauel- 
ling or Habitation. The Lordſhip, in the 
Saxon Times, was chiefly in the. Crown, 
but at the: Conqueſt. was given, with 0- 
ther Eſtates, | to Robert Marmion by the 
Conqueror. He expell'd the Nuns from 
thence, and forc'd: them to retire to Old- 
bury, where they had a Cell; but with- 
in a Twelve-month- after, St. Edith ap- 
pear'd to him as he Jay in his Bed in the 
Habit of a veil'd Nun, and told him, 
That if be did not reſtore the Abby of 
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Polefworth unto her Suoceſſors, he ſhould 
come to a bad Death, and go to Hell ; 
at which being rous'd, he rode immedi- 
ately to Oldbury, and begging the Nuns 
Pardon for the Injury he had done them, 
brought them back to their Houſe here, 
and gave them totally the whole Town 
of Pole/worth. Being thus reſtor'd, and 
their Foundation confirm'd by King Ste- 


2 they ſoon had BenefaQors in great 


Jumbers, (whoſe Gifts ſhall be more par- 
ticularly mention'd when we ſpeak of 
the Monaſtery; ) and that they might 
want no Convenience, they obtain'd a 
ſpecial Charter from King | Henry III. for 
a weekly Market on Thurſday, and a Fair 
yearly for three Days, beginning on the 
Eve of St. Margaret, July 20. with a 
Power to hold a See for all their 
Tenants, Sc. The Market hath been 
long d iſuſed, but the Fair and other Pri- 
vileges (for ought we know) continue. 
Theſe Nuns; held this Lord ſhip and Redto- 
ry, with the Ad vowſon of the Vigarage, 
peaceably, till the Diſſolution of their 
Houſe by King Henry VIII. Reg. +30. 
when all their Eſtates coming into that 
King's Hands, the Site and Demeſne of 
this Houſe, with the whole Lordſhip of 
the Town, was ſold to Francis Geodere, 
Gent. , whoſe Son Sir Henry :Goodere, Kant. 
leaving-only two Daughters and Heirs, 
the eldeſt of which marrving her firſt 
Couſin Sir Henry Goodere, Knt. had this 
Lordſhjp for her Share, and having four 
Daughters and Heirs by him, Lucia the 
eldeſt had this Manor for her Purparty, 
and by her Marriage brought it to Sir 
Francis ;Netherſole, Knt. Agent to King 
James in Germany, and Secretary to the 
Queen of | Bohemia, Far! 1 7 
This Sir Francis, at the earneſt Requeſt 
of his Lady, who bore a ſpecial ffection 
to this Town, which had Jong been the 
Poſſeſſion of her Anceſtors, erected a 
School- Houſe of Stone, and on the Front, 
under their Arms, is this Inſcription.

Maſler and Miſtreſs, to teach the Boys 
to write'and read, and the Girls to read 
and work with their Needle, and both 
to be inſtructed in their Catechiſm, and 
otherwiſe to be employ'd for the Benefit 


of the Poor; and in Defect of theſe, to 


be apply'd to increaſe the Maintenance 
of the Vicar for the Time being, Oc. or 


to ſet up another School for the teach ing 
of the three learned Languages; or re- 


The Church here, is dedicated to St. 
Edith, and is ſupply'd by a Vicar, the 
Reftory being appropriated to the Nun- 
nery, Which alſo had the Ad vowſon of 
the Vicarage till the Diſſolution; but 
fince, the Crown hath preſented to it. 
In the Church are three good Monu- 


ments, viz, One without any Inſcription, 


but by the Arms on the Sides, we judge 
it to be for one or more of the Family 


of Herthull; another for one of the Fa- 
mily of Cokain, the Arms quartering 


Herthull's 5 and the third for the above- 
mention'd Lady Lucia, Wife of Sir Francis 
Nether/ole, Kt. whody'd in 165 2. Et. 58. 
On the South Side of this Church is a Place 
for the including of an Anchoreſs, where 
one Margaret Salle dwelt, and had a Con- 
feſſor aſſign'd her by the Biſhop. in 
36 Hen. 6. e. 

Within the Precincts of this Town 
was anciently an Hermitage, which being 
built of Stone, ſtill remains, though now 
put te other Uſes. It ſtands near the 
Road lead ing from this Town to Tamworth, 
and by it is St. Edith's Well. It ſeems, 


that ſuch as liv'd an Hermit's Life in 


it, were Women only, as is plain from 
a Window in it, where are the Pictures 
of two Women in Surcoats of Arms. 
As alſo a Chapel, dedicated to St. Leonard, 
built and endow'd with Lands, by Roger 
de Grendon, in King Henry I's Time. 
His Succeſſors had the Patronage of it, 
and Roger, a younger Son of that Family 
was admitted to it by G. Muſchamp, 
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Biſhop of Coven#ry and Lic hela, in King 


Foin's' Time, by the Preſentation of Sir 


Robert Erendon, Kit; whoſe Son Robert 
gave it to the Nuns of this Place; for 
the Maintenance *of two Prieſts to cele. 
brate Divine Service therein daily, for 
his own Soul; and the Souls of his Grand- 
father, William Bray, and all the Faith- 
ful deceas'd ; which Service was perform'd 
*till the Diſſolution of the Nunnery; 
for in 26 Hen. 8. it appears, that the 
Prieſts ſerving there had a Stipend of 


of 10 J. per Ann um. „ 
Pooley, a Member of Poleſworth, an- 


ciently belonging to the Marmions of 
Tamworth Caſfle, who made it over in 
Fee- Farm to one Burdet, as he did to one 
Sa vage abdut King Ste phen's Time, for 
the Rent of 10 s. yearly, which Robert 
Marmion afterwards releaſed to Jeffrey 
Savage, for the yearly Payment of a Sore- 
Spar-Hawk to himſelf and his Heirs, or 
2 6. to be paid on the Feaſt of st. 
James the Apoſtle. From the Family of 
Savage, this Lordſhip by a Daughter 
and Heir, came to Sir Thomas Endeſhoure 
of Derbyſhire, Knt. who ſometimes re- 
ſiding here, - obtained: a ſpecial Licence 


from Pope Urban IV. to build a Chapel 


here, and have a Prieſt for the celebration 
of Divine Service, and adminiſtring Sa- 
eraments; but it reſted in his Family 
but two Deſcents, and then, by a Fe- 
male Heir, paſſed to the Herthulls, in 
whoſe ' Male Line it continued divers 
Ages ; but at Length, by the Marriage 
of Elizabeth, the Daughter and Heir of 
Sir Richard Herthull, the Wife of Edmund 
Cokain, came into his Family, of which 
Sir Afton Cokain, Bart. the Lord of it in 
1640, is linealby deſcended. 

- Theſe Cokains were originally Derzy- 
ſhire Men, 'and had their chief Seat at 
Aſhburne in that County; but Sir Join 
Kokain, Knt. Son and Heir of the above- 
mention'd Edmund and Elizabeth, had his 
Reſidence here for ſome Time; for 
13 Hen. 4. he made his Will at this Place, 
being then about to go into France, in 
that King's Service. His Son John re- 
ſided here alſo, but was ſlain by Thomas 


Burdet of Bromeote, Efqz before his Fa- 
| ther's 
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ther's Death, and Thomas his Son ſuc- 
ceeded his Grandfather in this Eſtate. 
He was a brave ſpirited Gentleman, and 
was with King Henry VIII. at the Sieges 
of Therounene and n in France, where 
he was Knighted, He built the Manor- 
Houfe here of Brick, and, impark'd the 
Woods on the Weſt of it, but was bury'd 
among his Anceflors at A/hburne. To 
him ſucceeded Francis, and to him Sir 
Thomas, who reſided here frequently in 
Queen Elizabeth's Reign, but fince, his 
Deſcendents have'ſeldom dwelt here. 
Saltley, or as it was anciently written, 
Saluthley, was originally a Member of 
Afton, and ſo poſſeſſed by Ferwvace de Pa- 
gane! Lord Dudley. He granted it to the 
Anceſtors of Henry de Rokeby, to hold by 
the fifth Part of a Knight's Fee. Of him 
deſcended Ranulph de Rokeby, whoſe 
Daughter and Heir Annabil marrying to 
Sir John Goband, Kt. carry'd her Inhe- 
ritance into his Family, but then it was 
held of John de Someri Baron of Dudley, 
by the ſame Service, Sir John and Anna- 
bil, 5 Ed. 3. granted it to Walter de 
Clod/hall and Richard his Son, to hold of 
of them for 10 J. per Annum Rent, during 
their Lives, and then to return to them 
or the Heirs of Annabil; but ſurviving 
her Husband, and marrying again to one 
Mr. Brown, made over all her Right + 
and Title to it to them, 17 Edw. z. 
They and their Deſcondents in the Male 
Line had their Seat here, and having 
much increaſed the Eſtate by Marriages, 
were accounted among the principal Gen-

Their Anceſtors were originally Townſ- 
men of Birmingham; and this Walter, 
out of the good Affection he bore to that 
Place, obtained a Licence, 3 Edw. 3. 
from Sir William Bur minglam, then Lord 
of it, to amortize four Meſſuages, twen- 
ty Acres of Land (held of him) and 
18 4.

The Church here is now dedicated to 
St. Cuthbert, but was not ſo at its firſt E- 
rection, for the preſent Fabrick was erect. 
ed in King Edward II's Days, whereas 
we have the Names of the Rectors as an- 
cient as King Henry III's Time. Who 
was the Founder we can't diſcover, but 
Have Reafon to think that John Lord 
Moubray, who -was beheaded at York for 
his adhering to Thomas Earl of Lancaſter, 
and whoſe Portraiture in one of the Nerth 
Windows appears kneeling beforeSt. Cuth- 
bert, was doubtleſs a great Benefactor to 
the new Structure, and bearing an ex- 
traordinary Reſpect to St. Cuthbert, ſome 
Time Biſhop of Duran, did, upon the 
rebuilding of it, Honour him with the 
Dedication. William Clinton Earl of Hun- 
Yington, gave the Advowſon of it, toge- 
ther.with their Manor, to the Priory of 
 Maxftoke, when he founded it, and there- 
upon enſued the Appropriation, and the 
Appointment of the Vicarage, which was 
valued, 26 Hen. 8. at 50. 75s. per An- 
Shuttenton, an Hamlet in that Part of 
Sekindon which was poſſeſſed by the Earl 
of Mallent, from whom, or his Son Ro- 
vert, ſurnamed Boſſu, Earl of Leiceſter, 
William Burdet was enfeoffed with it, He, 
upon his Foundation of the Priory of Au- 
cote, gave all the Lands of it therets, ex- 
cept thoſe. eall'd Coppenhull,. which he 
had before difpoſed of to the Nuns of 


Poleſworth. Tt was then written Sche- 


tynton, and continu'd a pretty Village *till 
King Henry VIITs Time, when the Nuns 
of Aucote:depopulated fix Meſſuages and 
two Cottages in it.

The Church here was very anciently 
appropriated to the Monks of Aucote, but 
no Vicirage appointed, ſo far as we can 
find; but when the Rectory, together 
with the Site of the Priory, was granted 
to Chancellor Audle), in 34 Hen. 8. there 
was a Reſervation of 6 J. per Annum made 
for a Curate to perform Divine Service 
therein. There never was, ſo far as we 
can diſcover, above one Preſentation made 
to this Church, and that was by the Pri- 
or of Great Malven, to which Monaſtery 
the Priory of Aucote was a Cell, and the 


Perſon preſented was one Richard, then 


Prior of Aucote, who was inſtituted July 
I7, 1341. | 
Slately, is a pretty Hamlet, Parcel of 
the Manor of Kingsbury. 

Stanidelf, lies in the Precints of Vi- 
necofe, and is now a Manor in Reputa- 
tion. It was the Seat of Henry, the Son 
of Jeffrey Stanidelf, in King Edward IIl's 
Time. This Henry left Iſſue two Daughters 
and Heirs, Joan the Wife of Robert de A- 


Hon, and Katharine of William Rodburne. 


To which of them this Lordſhip upon 
the Partition came we find not, nor any 
Thing of it, *till it came to the Ferrers 
of Tamworth Caſtle, of whom Sir John 
Ferrers, Knt. dy'd ſeiz'd of it, 20 Her. 7. 
How and when they parted with it we 
do not know, but that it came to the 
Crown, appears by a Grant made from 
Queen Elizabeth for three Lives to Sir 
Chriftopher Blount, Husband td Lettice 
Counteſs of Leiceſter, Reg. 38. | 
Stiper/hill, a Place where the Ground 
hath a natural and ſteep Deſcent to the 
River Anker, a little above Pole/worth. 


Tt ſeems to have been a little Fortifica-

Fee doing their Suit and Service there, but 
now'tis kept no more than twice a Year. 


Stokinford, à Member of Nun-Eaton, and 
as ſuch given to Robert Earl of Mallent, 


from whom it deſcended to his Son Ro- 


ert Boſcu Earl of Leicefler, who granted 


it in Exchange for Vittewike in Leiceſter- 
ſhire, to William de Newmarche, who gave 
it to the Canons of Leiceſter, Theſe Ca- 
nons, at that Time, had a Chapel here, 
by the Grant of Jeffrey de Turvil, and 
certain Lands bordering on Hardreſhul, 
given them by Zeffrey the Hermit: With- 
in the Precincts of this Place the Nuns of 
Eaton had a Grange, containing three Ca- 
rucates of Lands, but it ſeems to have 
been by the Grant of the Canons of

In 10 Edu. 3. this Lordſhip appears to 
have been in Lay-Hands, though by what 
means we cannot diſcover, for it was then 


in the Family of Jabet, and entaiFd upon 


the Male Iſſue of William Jabet and Maud 
his Wife; and in Default of ſuch Iſſue, 


on the right Heirs of Maud. After this 


we find ho mention of it *till 14 Hen. 4. 
when the Reverſion of it belong'd to Hugh 
Lilbourne, and was granted 1 Hen. 5. to 


the Canons of Erdbury in this County, 


by the Licence of the Canons of Leiceſter, 
of whom it was held by the yearly Rent 
of 31. 3s. 44. as appears by the Sur- 


vey of 26 Hen. 8. Upon the Diſſolution 


of the Priory of Frdbury, it came into 
that King's Hands, and was by him grant- 
ed to Charles Brandon Duke of Suffolk, 
Reg. 30. who paſſed it to Sir Edward 


| Wotton, Knt. John Danet, and Anthony 
Cooke, Efqrs. between whom, it was not 


long after divided; and Mary Danet con- 
vey'd her third Part to George Medley 
for certain Uſes. The other two Parts be- 
came Mr. Cooke's, who died (eiz'dof them

and Heir, But that Part (which was much 
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Nuns of Eaton, was granted out of the 
Crown to Sir Marmaduke Conftable, Knt. 
and hath been poſſeſſed by divers Owners

Stretford by Tamworth, is now a de- 
populated Place, and had its Name ori- 
ginally from the Situation thereof upon 
Watling-ftreet, where it croſſes the River 
Tame, near Faſeley. In 37 Hen. 3. one 
James de Launde was poſſeſſed of it, and 
had Free Warren granted to him in all 
his Demeſne Lands here, It was anciently 
a Member of Tamworth, and granted by 
one of the Marmions to the Anceſtors of 
the ſaid James, whoſe Sirname was de 
Tamworth. In the- Line of theſe de la 
Launds it continu'd to 19. Edu. 3. but 
was ſoon after paſſed to the Frevils, Lords 
of Tamworth-Caftle, as appears from a Feoff- 
ment in Truſt made of it by Sir Bald- 
win Frevil the Elder, Knt. to. Sir Wil- 
liam Beauchamp, Knt. and others, about 
that Time. In 31 Hen. 6. the Eſtates 


of the Frevils. came to-be divided among 


Female Heirs, and then this Lordſhip. 
was allotted to the Ferrers, in which 
Family, with Tamworth-Caftle it continu'd 
in 1640. | 

Tamworth, or Tameworth, the moſt emi- 
nent Town for Situation and Antiquity 
on this Side of the County ; but of it 
there is but one half in this Shire, 
wherein the Caſlle is included; the other 
half, with the Church, is in Stafford/hire, 
where we have deſcrib'd it as far as came 
then to our Knowledge, and ſhall only 
add what we have diſcover'd of it ſince 5 
which, tho? it may not concern the Caſtle 
Part, but ſomething of the Town, we . 
hope the Reader will pardon, becauſe we 
trangreſs our Limits, only to compleat 
the Hiſtory of it. 

It is a Place almoſt encompaſs'd by the 
Wood-Land, and water'd with delightful 
Rivers, which make rich Meadows, yet 
wants not a ſpacious Campaigne near at 
Hand, which- invited the Mercian Kings 
to make it one of their Royal Seats, as 
appears not only from. O//a's Grant to 
the Monks of Worcefter, but Coenulf's 


Charter, dated 814, as alſo Bertkuulf s.

King's Dyke is taken for another Proof 


of it, not only from the Name, but Great-

Ba iliffs, ſuould have a Power to call Courts, 
chooſe Serjeants at Mace, be Juſtices of 
the Peace in their Borough, keep a three 
Weeks Court of Record, have a Gaol, a 
weekly Market on Saturday, and three 
Fairs yearly, on St. George's, St. Swithin's, 
and St. Edward's Days, and tour Days 
after; to have a Court Leet twice a Year, 
have a Steward, chooſe a Recorder, have 
a Common Seal, Oc. | 

Of the Caſtle, and that Part of the 


Town that lyeth in this County, we ſhall 


now give the beſt Account we can find. 
It was in the Conqueror's Hands at his 
Settlement on the Throne, and given 
by him to Robert Marmion, one of his 
Captains, who left it to his Son Robert, 
who renew'd the Privilege of Free War- 
ren to it which it had in his Father's 
Time, He had two Sons, both named 
Robert, by two ſeveral Wives, the young- 
eſt of 'which obtained the keeping of this 
Caſtle for 500 J. of King Henry III. Reg. 2. 
and gave that King good Security to 
keep it for his Uſe, and deliver it up 
to him when required ; -which was done 
when Robert his elder Brother had made 
his Peace, for then the Poſſeſſion of this 
Caſtle was deliver'd up to him by that 
King's Order, Reg. 5. His Heir Philip 
was a very eminent Perſon, and much 
in publick Truſt, *till the Barons broke 
out in Rebellion, in which, he ſo ſted- 
faſtly adhered to the King, that Reg. 50. 
he had, for the Reward of his faithful 


Services, a Grant of all the King's De- 


meſnes in this Town, as well in this 
as Stafford Shires. He claimed a Court- 
Leet, Gallows, Weyfs, and Free Warren 
in this Manor, and was allowed them. 


At his Death, which happen'd 20 E/.1. 


it was certified that he held this Caſtle 

of the King in Capite, by a Knight's Ser- 

vice, to find' three Knights at his 44

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ft. forty Days in the Wars of Wales. 
| 2 be Iſſue, and ſo by Joan, one of 
the Coheirs, it paſſed to 855 
Alexander Frevile, by her Marriage, and 
Baldwin her Son and Heir, inherited it, as 
did two Baldwins more ſucceſſivel y, which 
laſt, claimed at the Coronation of King 
Rich, II. to have the Office of the King's 
Champion, by the Tenure of this Caſtle, 
4s his Predeceſſors the Marmions had had; 
but it being proved before the Conſtable 
and Marſhal of England, that the Mar- 
mions enjoy'd that Office not as Owners 
of this Caſtte, but as of Sonvelby a Ma- 
nor in Lincoln/hire, then in the Poſſeſſion of 
Sir John Dimock; it was adjudg'd to him, 
and his Family have enjoy'd it ever 
ſince, To this Sir Baldwin, ſucceeded 
| another, who, for want of Iſſue left his 
three Siſters His .Heirs, to the Eldeſt of 
whom, Elizabeth, marry'd to Thomas Fer- 
rers, and her Iſſue, Thomas, this Caſtle 
and Lordſhip came upon the Diviſion, 
He dy*d 14 Hen. 7. and was bury'd in the 
Collegiate Church of this Town, as was 
Sir John Ferrers his Grandehild and Suc- 
ceſſor, in the Chancel. From that Time 
to this the Ferrers have been Owners of 
this/Caſtle, and John the Son of Hum- 
prey was Owner of it in 1649. 
The Church here is Collegiate, and 
hath two Monuments on the North Side 
of the Choir for the Trevill's, and one 
for Sir John Ferrers and Dorothy his Wife, 
who dy'd in 1512, and in the Chancel 
are two other Tombs for Sir John and Sir 
Humphrey Ferrers, who dy'd in 
Queen Elizabeth founded a Grammar- 
School-here, on the Staffordſhire Side, but 
we have had no other Account of it, 
either in that Shire or here. | 
Ward-End, was anciently called Brom- 
wich the leſs, which ſee in Bromwich 
above.

Warmley, an Hamlet in Sutton, where 
it is ſpoken to. ; 
Water-Orton, a Village, fituate upon 
the River Tame, whoſe Manor originally 
belonged to the Barons of Dudley, as a 
Member or Hamlet of Afton. Cervaſe 
Pagare!, whe held the Caſtle of Dudley 
for the Empreſs Maud, or the Someries, 
deſcended from him by his Daughter 
VOL. V. ; | 
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' Hawiſe, granted it to the Anceſtors of 
Richard de Clodſhale, by whoſe Daughter 
Elizabeth, it came to Ralph de Arden, 
her Husband. His Family had ſome 
Lands in this Place before' this Match 
with Clodfhale's Heir, but had not the 
Manor *till his Marriage with her. There 
is another Manor (at leaſt in Repute) 
within the Precints of this Hamlet, 
which was in 6 Edw. 6. held by one 
Richard Tate, whoſe Deſcendent William 
Tate was in Poſſeſſion of it 43 Eliz. when 
it was certified to be held of Arden's Ma- 
nor abovementioned. 3 
The Inhabitants of this Village being 
in the Pariſh of Afton, did uſe to hear 
Divine Service in the Chancel of Brom- 
wich; but in 20 Edu. 3. they built a 
Chapel of their own, and obtained a Li- 
cence from Roger Nortburgh, then Biſhop 
of Coventry and Litchfield, for a Prieſt to 
erform Divine Service therein for one 
ear, provided they did not keep back 
any of their Dues from the Vicar of Aſton. 
The ſaid Licence is dated Auguſt 2, 1346. 
Here is a Bridge over the River Tame, 
it lying in the Road from Sutton to Col- 
/hil, and from thence to Coventry, Who 
was the Builder of it is not diſtinaly 
known, but there is a Tradition that 
John Harman, alias Veſſy, Biſhop of Exe- 
ter in King Henry VIITs Time, erc&ed 
this, and that at Curdworth, at his own 
Charges, cauſing the Stone for that Pur- 
poſe to be brought from the Old Manor- 
Houſe of Sutton; but this we cannot be 
certain of, wherefore we have no more 
to ſay of it but this, That in 37 Hen. 6. 
Reginald Bowlers, then Biſhop of this 
Dioceſe, confidering that it was out of 
Repair, and become dangerous to Tra- 
vellers, granted a ſpecial Indulgence of 
forty Diys to all the Inhabitants in 


the Archdeaconry of Coventry, who ſhould 


within the Space of three Years next 
following, Charitably contribute to the 

Reparation thereof. | 
Mavers-Mer ſton, an Hamlet in Church - 
Bickenhill, and as ſuch, being of Ardens 
Fee, from ſome one of which Family 
Anketill de Crafte, was firſt enfeoffed with 
it about King Stephen's or King Henry II's 
Reign. He was the Lord of it, and had 
2 2 22 his 
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his Reſidence here, and from him it paſſed 
to Roger de Crafte his Nephew, his Bro- 
ther Roger's Son, who about the Beginning 
of King Richard I's Time fold it to 
William de Waver,' Son of Robert de Va- 


wer his Kinſman, for 4ol. in Silver, to 


be held of him the ſaid Roger and his 
Heirs, by the 6th Part of a Knight's 
Fee: Whereupon, for Diſtinction of it 
from other Places of the Name of Mer/70n 
in this County, it came to be called Wa- 
wers-Merfton, His Grandchild William 
fucceeding to this Lordſhip, obtained 
41 Hen.3. a Charter of Free Warren in 


all his Demeſne Lands here. But taking 


Part with the rebellious Barons, in the 
4agth of the ſame Reign, his Lands were 
ſeized, and this Manor was given to 
Koger de Someri Lord of Dudley, to whom, 
tho? he had the Benefit of redeeming it 
by the.Statute of Kenilworth, yet being 
neceſlitous, he was forced to ſell it out- 
right for 200 Marks of Silver. But all 
this notwithſtanding, his Son Robert re- 
deemed it; for in 35 Edu. I. he entail'd 
it upon his Son's Marriage. In the Line 
of this Family it continu'd *till 6 Hen. 6. 


when John Waver of Th'Efter-Waver, Eſq; 


paſs'd it to John Catesby of Lapworth, in 
whoſe Family it continu'd ſome Succeſ- 
ſions, til! about the Beginning of King 
Fames I's Reign, when John Catesby ſold 
it to Henry Maine of Bovington in Hert- 
frdſhire, from whom, it is now come to 
John Maine of Elmedon, Gent. in 1640. 
IWaverton, ſo called from its high Si- 
tuation, Wgver ſignifying Over or Supra, 
is a Member of Foleſorth, and with it 
belonged to the Marmions of Tammworth- 
Caſtle. It was given entirely by Robert 
de Marmion and Miliſent his Wife, to the 
Nuns of Poleſworth, about King Henry 1's 
Time, yet it appears, that the ſaid Ko- 
gert Marmion did enfeoff Robert de Gren- 
don with ſome Lands in this Village, 
which, with the Female Heir of the 
Erendon's, paſſed with Grendon to the 
Chetwins. Several other Parcels there 


were in this Village, held of the Mar- 


mions by the Culies, and the Heirs of Lang- 
dun, Fago, and Hillary; but when, or how 
granted, we can't diſcover, 


Medington, the Poſſeſſion of oneHereuiarq; 
before the Conqueſt, but after the Norman 
Settlement, given with divers other 
Lordihips in this and other Counties, to 
Robert Earl of Malleut, who was in Poſſeſ. 
ſion of it at the General Survey, when it 
was rated for three Hides of Lands, having 
Woods belonging thereto of two Furlonys 
in Length and one in Breadth, but in 
that Record it is written Vatitune. From 
the Earl of Ma lent it deſcended to Henry de 
Newburgh his Brother, the firit Norman 
Earl of Warwick, who granted it (with 
Aſtley and Hill. Morton) to the Pr. genitor 
of the Aſtleys in King Henry I's Time, to 
be held by the Service.of one Knight's 
Fee. It continued in their Family to 
49 Hen. 3. when it was ſeized into that 


King's Hands for the Rebellion of Jo- 


mas de Aſiley, who was ſlain in the Battle 
of Eveſham that Year. and given to Warine 
de Baſſingbourne, with all his other Poſ. 
ſeſſions, which were then forfeited; but 
afterwards Andrew de Aſtley, compound. 
ing for his Eſtate according to the Statute 
of Kenilworth, recovered it from the ſaid 
Marine. This Andrew, in 13 Edu. 1, 
claimed here by Preſcription, a Court- 
Leet, Gallows, Free Warren, and Weyf, 
and was allowed them. In his Family 
it continu'd ſo long as the Male Line 
laſled, but then by the Female devolving 
to Grey, it was incloſed, and then depo- 
pulated by Thomas Grey Marqueſs of Dor- 
ſet, who demoliſhed ten Meſſuages, to 
which 300 Acres of Land belonged ; at- 
ter which, Henry Duke of Suffolk, his 


Grandſon, being attainted, it eſcheated 


to the Crown, and 4 Eliz. was granted te 
Henry Earl of Huntington and his Heirs, 
to be held by the twentieth Part of a 
Knight's Fee, who ſold it to Humpirey 
de Aderley, Eſq, who died ſeized of it 
41 Eliz, and his Grandchild enjoy'd it 
in 1640. | 

The Church here was valued 26 Hen. 8. 
at 80. 105. 64. per Annum. 

Mhateley, originally a Member of King/- 
bury, had in it certain Lands, anciently 
given to the Canons of Studley, which 


after the Diſſolution of the Monaſtries, 
were paſſed out of the Crown (with other 
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Eſtates) 35 Hen. 8. to John Beaumont, Eſq; 
by the Name of the Manor of Whateley. 
He ſold them the ſame Year to one Vi- 
»holas Wilſon, by whom they were con- 
yev'd ſoon after to one Thomas Overton, 
who died ſeized of them in 32 Elix. 
leaving them to Nicholas his Son and 
Heir, which is all we know of it. | 

Whittington, a ſmall Village, originally 


a Member of Crendon, in which Parith it 


lies. Robert Earl Ferrers gave Part of it 
to the Monks of Merevale, when he found- 
ed that Monaſtery. The Reſidue of it 
did the Family of Grendon (Lords of 
Grendon ) poſſeſs, as a Branch of that 
Lordſhip z but granting it away in Pro- 
ceſs of Time, it came to be reputed a 
Manor; and one Margery Ribzif, in 6 R. 2. 
held it for Life by that Name, the Inhe- 
ritance being then in Sir Zeffrey Fuljambe, 
Knt. who about fix Vears after dying, 


left Alice his Daughter and Heir, then 


very young. After this, we have no Ac- 


count of this Place 'till the 13 Hen. 6. 


when it was granted by Jon Helling, and 
Joan his Wife (how it came to them we 
find not) unto William Repirgton of Aming- 
ton in this County, Eſq; under the Name 
of ten Meſſuages, 400 Acres of Land, 30 
Acres of Meadow, and 40 Acres of Pa- 
ſure, from whom it hath paſſed ever 
ſince in his Family; and Sir John Reping- 
ton of Amington, Knt. was the Owner of 
it in 1640. That Part which the Monks 
of Merevale had here, to whom it vield- 
ed 545. yearly Rent of Aſſize in 26H. 8. 
came to the Crown by the Diſſolution of 
the Abbevs in 32 Hen. 8. and was granted, 
with the Site thereof, and many other 
lands thereunto belonging, to Sir Walter 
Devereux, Knt. Lord Ferrers of Chartley ; 
and after ſome Succeſhons, deſcended to 
Robert Devereux Earl of Eſſex, who was 
the Owner of it in the Year 1640. 
Whitatre Superior, and Inferior, which 
have of a long Time been diſtin Lord- 
hips and Pariſhes, yet were not origi- 
nallv ſo. In the Conqueror's Reign, ſe- 
veral Perſons had Poſſeſſions in it, viz. 
Turchil de Warwick had two Hides, all 
but one Virgate, to which belonged Woods 
one Mile in Length, and half a one in 


Breadth, all which were then held of 
him by one Edwinus, and in Edward the 
Confeſſor's Days appertain'd to the two 
Ulric's; Hugh Grentemaiſnill had half an 
Hide, then held of him by one Walter, 
and had before the Conqueſt been the 
Freehold of one Baldwin. And Robert de. 
Veci had three Virgates, held at that 
Time of him by one Robert, which had 
been before the Conqueſt the Freehold of 
Ailricus; but in that Record it is writ- 
ten in two Places Witecore, and in a third 
Vitacre. 5 * 
FTheſe Parts became ſoon united in the 
Family of Marmions, Lords of Tamworth, 
who enfeoffed that which is now called 
the Upper Whitacre, upon the Anceſtor of 
Simon, Sirgam'd Whitacre, from his Reſi- 
dence on this his Lordſhip, to hold of 
them by the Service of half a Knight's 
Fee. This Simon obtain'd the Refidue of 
this Lordihip of the Family of Ardens, 
whoſe Seat was at Hampton in Arden, and 
his Potterity enjoy'd the whole *till about 
the End of King Edward III's Reign, 
when it was, by Daughters and Heirs, 
transferr'd toother Families, as will here- 
after appear. But to this Simon ſuc- 
ceeded | 

Alan Whitacre, and to him another Si- 
mon, who ſeating himſelf at Barchefton, 
aſſumed his Sirname from that Place; but 
he granted this Place to his Kinſman Si- 
mon, the Son of Jordan Wiitacre, to be 
held by the Service of half a Knight's 
Fee, * and to perform Military Service in 
Warding Tamworth Caſtle for the ſaid Simon 
Barcheſton, As to that Part of this Lord- 
fhip which the above-mention'd Simon ob- 
tain'd of the Arden Family, Simon de Bar- 
chefton granted it again to Hugh Arden, 
Superior or Lord of the Fee, for the tenth 
Part of a Knight's Fee. This Succeſſion 
of Simon's in this Place gave Occaſion to 
call it Whitacre Simon, The laſt Simon de 


Whitacre was a Knight, and in 41 Hen. 3. 


procured a Charter of Free-Warren in all 
his Demeſne Lands here, To him ſuc- 
ceeded Fordan Whitacre, who was after- 
wards a Knight, and one of the Juſlices 
of Gaol-delivery in this County, He 
was ſucceeded by Richard de Whitacre, Kt. 
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who among other Things was an Aſſeſſor 
and Collector of the Tax given by Parlia- 
ment to King Edward I. Keg. 25. for his 
Confirmation of Magna Charta and Charta 
de For:fta. He left Iſſue Richard his Son, 
and Heir, who having engag'd in the Re- 
bellion of Thomas Earl of Lancaſter, 
15 Edw. 2. purchaſed his Pardon for an 
hundred, Marks, and finding good Secu- 
rity for his future Behaviour, was knight- 
ed and employ'd in many publick Offices. 
He left Iſſue only one Daughter, who 
marry'd to Alan Waldeif of Alſpath, who 
had by her two Daughters and Heirs ; 
Eleanor, marry'd to Richard Walſh of 
Onelip in Leicefterſhire, and Margaret, to 
Thomas Hore of Elmedon. The Walfkes en- 
Joy'd their Share for a while, but at length 


alien'd it to Hore, whoſe Son enjoy'd the 


wholez but leaving only a [Daughter 
Katharine, marry'd to John Boteler of 
Solihull, his Son ſold the whole to Ho- 
mas Marow, from whom the Lordſhip 


was paſſed to John Miller, but moſt of 


the Terms were ſold before to the parti- 
cular Tenants. 
The Church here, dedicated to St. 
Leonard, was originally a Chapel belong- 
ing to Col/hil/, yet did the Patronage then 
paſs by the Name of a Church, 3 Joh. 
as appears by the Grant thereof then 
made unto the Nuns of Mergate in Bed- 
fordfhire, by Jordan Whitacre; but we 
do not find the Appropriation thereof, 
becauſe of the Antiquity of it, but it has 
been officiated in by a ſtipendiary Curate, 
which ſhews there was no Vicarage ap- 
pointed, if it were ever appropriated. In 
the Church are the Arms of Bottler, Whit- 
«cre, and Waver, upon the Rood-lott, to 
which *tis probable they were Benefa- 
ctors; and in the Belfrey Window are the 
Arms of Vaver empaling, and in the 


Eaſt Window of the Chancel the Arms of 


Waver, ſignifying, that thoſe Families 
either built or glazed thoſe Windows. 
Whitacre-Inferior, or the Under, being 
one with the former, viz. Whitacre-Su- 
. perior, while they remain'd without di- 
flinQion, belong'd with it to the Mar- 
mious of Tamworth Caſlle, as the former 
did, and in King Szephen's Reign, or 


King Henry II's, was granted by Robey x 
Marmion to William Fitz-Ralph, to hold 
of him and his Poſterity by the Service 
of one Knight's Fee. His Son and Suc- 
ceſſor was Ralph Fitz-Raphe, who in 
20 Hen, 3. was certified to hold this Ma- 
nor of the ſaid Robert Marmion by the 
Service of one Knight's Fee. He and his 
Succeſſors, for ſome Deſcents, reſided here 
at the Manor-Houſe, which ſeems to have 
been a fair Place, and had anciently a 
Park belonging to it. His Son Nicholas 
Fitz,-Ralph inherited this Manor after 
him, and being knighted 29 Hen. z. left 
Iſſue Giles his Son and Heir, whoſe 
Daughter and Heir Iſabel, by Marriage 
to Robert de Marmion, a younger Son 
of Philip Marmion, Lord of Tamworth 
Caſtle, brought him into Poſſeſſion of this 
Manor, and he gave to the Nuns of Pole/: 
worth, a Yard Land here, for the Health 
of his own and Wiſe [/ahel!'s Souls; 
and, 14 Edw. 2. in Conſideration of an 


Annuity of 40 J. to be paid him dv- 


ring his natural Life, did by Deed paſs 
away all his Right to this Manor, and 
ſome others, to Ralph Lord Baſt of 
Draiton, to hold during that Term. This 
Robert had Iflue a Daughter named 
Amice, married to Euſtace de Hardreſhull, 
who with her covenanted to paſs over 
all her Intereſt and Right in it to 
Ralph Lord Baſſet of Draitun, aforeſaid, 
who having gotten Poſſeſſion of this Lord- 
ſhip, gave 201. in Lands and Rent lying 
therein, for the Endowment of a Chantry, 
conſiſting of three Prieſts founded by him 
in the Church of Draiton Baſſet, by a 
Licence obtained of the King, Edw. III. 
and Sir Baldwin Frevile, ſuperior Lord 
of the Fee; and not long after, paſſed 
away all the Reſtdue thereof to William 
de Clinton Earl of Huntington, and his 
Heirs; which Earl granted away the 
fame in Exchange to Richard de Whitacre, 
and Amabil his Wife, who it ſeems had 
ſome Lands here before, deſcended to 
them by the Marriage of Amice with 
John de Whitacre, their Anceſtor, 16 Ed. 3. 
After this, we find John Waryn and Hulm3 
his Wife, granting two Meſſuages, tw? 


Yard Lands, ſixteen Acres of Paſture, _ 
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the Moiety of a Meſſuage, to Sir Fulk 
de Bermingham, and his Heirs, from 
whom they deſcended to Edmund Lord 
Ferrers of Chartley, and George Longville 


of Little Billington in Northamptonſhire, 


who, 10 Hen, 6. were certified to be 
Lords of the whole in their Wives 
Right. | 
From George Longville, the Moiety of 
this Manor deſcenged to Arthur his Son, 


in 34 Hen. 8. who ſold it to John Cheyney 


of Cheſham-Waterſide in Buckinghamſhire, 
and the other Moiety coming by the 
Daughter and Heir of the Lord Ferrers, 


to Walter Devereux, was purchaſed of his 


Deſcendent Valter Devereux, Viſcount 
Hereford, and Lord Ferrers of Chartley, 
by Edmund Skerning of Erdbury in this 
County, Eſq; who 18 Elix. ſold it to 
Henry Cheyney, Son and Heir of the above- 
mentioned John, and ſo the whole Manor 
became the Eſtate of the ſaid Henry, who 
conveyed it the next Year to John Pure- 
ſey, Gent. who, about five or fix Years 
after, paſſed it to Lawrence Waſhington of 


| Grays-Inn, Gent. who ſold it to George 


Villers of Brokesby in Lincolnſhire, 31 E'iz. 
from whom, in leſs than ten Years it was 
purchaſed by Sir Edward Brabazon, Kt. 
whoſe Son and Heir William Earl of Meath 
in Ireland, 6 Car. 1. ſold it to Sir' John 
King, and Sir Robert his Son, Knts, which 
laſt enjoy'd it in 1640, | 


The Church of this Place, dedicated to 


St. Giles, was anciently given and ap- 
propriated to the Nuns of Mergate in 


Leicefterſhire, as Over-Whitacre was, but 


was anciently reputed a Chapel belong- 
ing to Co il. Sir Nicholas Fitz- Raphe, 
22 Hen. 3. challenged a Title of Pre- 
ſentation to it, tt being then void, end 


to that End put in his Caveat to the Bi- 


ſhop, that he ſhould admit no other Clerk 
but his; but we don't find he did pre- 
ſent: But there never having been a 
Vicarage endow'd, and the Nuns of 
Mergate receiving all the Tithes, they 
provided a Stipendiary to ſerve the Cure. 
In the South Window of this Church are 
the Arms of the Ferrers of Chartley, Bel- 
4% ps, and Clintons, Earls of Huntington. 

Wideney, an ancient Manor, but no 
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Village ever as we can find, was in the _ 


Beginning of King Henry III's Reign, 
the Eſtate of one Philip de Cumptune, who 
about that Time granted to William de 
Parles his Kinſman, fixty Acresof Land 
here, per magnam menſuram de Ardern, 
which were certainly much larger Acres 
than what we now repute ſo. In that 
Deed it is written Withenhall. From 
this William, deſcended another William, 
who in King Edward I's Time granted 
to Walter de Aylestury all his Lands in 
Wydenay, ag it is called in the Deed in 
which Sir William Bagot of Hide near 


Stofford, Knt. is acknowledg'd the ſu- 


perior Lord. This Walter, in 13 Edu. 1. 
obtained a Charter of Free Warren ia 
all his Demeſne Lands here. His Po- 
ſterity continued Owners of theſe Lands 
(tho' their Seat was at Edſton in this 
County) as long as the Male Line laſted, 
and John de Aylesbury, in 17 Hen. 6. 
had a Patent for the contirmation of the 
Charter of Free Warren, procured by 
his Anceſtor, granted him; but at length, 
by Joan a Daughter and Heir of that 
Family, it came in King Menry VIPs 
Time to the Somerviles, of whom John 
de Somervile being attainted in Queen Eli- 
abeth's Reign, Anno 33, it eſcheated to 
the Crown, and whether it is granted 
out of it or remains in it, we know 
not. 

Wiggin/hil, an Hamlet of Sutton, pof- 
ſeſſed in. the Conqueror's Time by Tur- 
chiF de Warwick, as appears by the Con- 
queror's Survey, when it was certified to 
contain three Yard Lands, and to have 
Woods three Furlongs in Length and as 
much in Breadth, one Bruning being Te 
nant thereto, whoſe Freehold it had been 
before the Norman Settlement, In that 
Record it is written Winchicelle, With 
the reſt of Turchil's Lands ir paſſed to 
Henry de Neauburga, the firſt Earl of 
Warwick, in whoſe Poſterity it was 
20 Hen. 3. when one William Boncheva- 
lier held it; but in the 36th Year of 
the ſame Reign it was in the Poſſeſſion of 
Ralph de Willington, who held it of thoſe 
Earls by the Service of the fourth Part 
of a Knight's Fee, John de Willington 

fucceeded

ſucceeded him 9 Edw. 2. and held it 
by the ſame Rent, but had William de 
Lucy and John de Hull his Under-Tenants. 
In 35 Edw. 3. Baldwin de Berefford was 
Lord of this Place; and in 10 Hen. 6. 
John Hore of Wiſhaw deſcended of the ſaid 
Balduin, inherited it, by the Name of 
three Meſſuages, then held by the fourth 
Part of .a Knight's Fee. They were in 
Queen Elizabeth's Reign ſold to Thomas 
Gibbons, then of New: Hall, by Robert 
Pudſey, Eſq, Heir to the ſaid Thomas Hore, 
_ reſerving the ancient Rent of 46 5.2 d. 

Annum, to himſelf and his Heirs. 
There were in this Hamlet nine Yard 
Lands, ſix of the Earl of Warwick's Fee, 
and three of the Fee of Thomas de Arden, 
which. pertained to the Church of Curd- 
worth, which Diſtinction not being care- 
fully obſerv'd, there aroſe a Contro- 
verſy about the Tithes between the Par- 
fon of Sutton and Rector of Curdworth, 
which by the Pope's Authority was thus 
ſettled. That two Parts of the Tithe- 
Corn of the whole 9 Yard Lands ſhould 
be paid to the Church of Sutton, and 
the third to Curdworth, with all their 
Oblations and Obventions, becauſe the 
Prieſt miniſtring at Curdworth, being 
neareſt, might better adminiſter to them 
ſpiritual Comfort, as Occaſion requir'd, 
yet they ſhould communicate at the Mo- 
ther-Church of Sutton, and pay their 
ſmall Tithes to it, Oe. 

Wilnicote, an Hamlet of Tamworth, 
which in Edward the Confeſſor's Days 
was the Freehold of one Levenot, but 
after the Conqueſt was given to the 
Earl of Mallent, when it appears by the 
Conqueror's Survey to have contained 
three Hides, and Woods extending one 
Mile in Length and half a Mile in 


Breadth. In that Record it is written 


Wilmundcote, and is ſaid to have in it an 
Iron Work, From the Earl of Mallert, 
Part of it paſſed to the Earls of Warwick, 
as his other Lands did, and fo came to 
the Marmions, of whom it was held by 
William de Ludington, and fo devolv'd to 
the Camviles, who held it of thoſe Earls. 
The other Part, which had the Reputa- 
tion of a Manor, paſs'd (but how we 


know not) to Robert de Valle, whoſe po- 
ſterity were in Poſſeſſion of it, *till Sir 
Kobert de Valle fold it, 18 Edu. 2. to 
* de Culi, who was certified to hold 
it Bf Henry Duke of Lancaſter (to whom 
great Part of the Earl of Mallent's Lands 
came) by the fourth Part of a Knight's 
Fee. From the Culi's it paſſed to Sir 


Ralph Bracebrigge of Kingsbury, Knt. who 


dy'd poſſeſſed of it, 14 Hen. 6. and left it 
to Jane and Margery his Kinſwomen and 


Heirs, whoſe Husbands, in Right of 


their Wives, kept the Court here 8 Eliz. 
after which Time Thomas Willington, Son 
of the ſaid Margery, was Lord of it, 
and in his Poſterity it continu'd *tijl 
the Year 1640, and may ſo (till for ought 
we know. Sir William Barbazon Earl of 
Eaft- Meath in Ireland, had certain Lands 
here, but we do not find by any Records 
that they had the Name of a Manor. 
The Chapel here was a Prebend, belong- 
ing to the Collegiate Church of Tan- 
worth. : 

Wifhaw, called in the Conqueror's Sur- 
vey, Wit/caga, was poſſeſſed by one Or- 
dric, before the Norman Conqueſt ; but 
afterwards diſpoſed of to William Fitz. 
Corbucio, when it was certified to contain 
two Hides, a Church, and Woods three 
Furlongs in Length and one in Breadth. 
Who was Lord of it after this, we can't 
diſcover, but find that in 29 Hen. 2. John 
de Doura had ſome Lands here, as the 
Knights Templars had alſo, who granted 
under their publick Seal unto Margaret 
de L' Iſle two Vard Lands and an half, 
lying here, 12 Hen. 3. This Family of 
L' Iſle have been long Poſſeſſors of Lands 
in this Lerdſhip, for Helewis the Widow 
of Nicholas de J. Iſlz, had certain Tene- 
ments here: Nor did the Templars paſs 
away all their Lands here to the L' Iles, 
for 'tis plain they had in their Hands 


two Vard Lands more, for which they 


withdrew their Suit from the Hundred- 
Court. In 16 Edw. 1. the Family of 
Beresford had to do here, but it doth not 
appear that they were Lords of it; for 
about that Time Osbert de Beresford, by 
a Deed of Entail, did ſettle all his Lands 
here upon William de Beresford his Bro- 

ther. 
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ther. It ſeems that theſe Lands were 
thoſe that before belonged to the Templars, 
and which William de Beresford held of 
the Hoſpitallers by the Service of 17 d. 
per Annum, te be paid at Michaelmas and 
Lady, for all Services, by equal Portions, 
In 19 Edw. 3. Edmund de Beresford ob- 


| tained a Charter of Free Warren in all 


his Demeſne Lands here. From this Fa-; 
mily it came by the Female Heirs to Hore, 


and after them to Pud/cy, as is ſhewed in 


Langley. | 

The Church, dedicated to St. Chad, was, 
19 Edw. 2. in the Patronage of Sir Ed- 
mund Caſtel, whoſe Deſcendent Sir William 
granted it to William de Beresford, whoſe 
Deſcendents preſented to it ſeveral 
Turns, viz. from 1342, to 1416, after 
which, the Right of Patronage came with 
the other Eſtates of the Beresfords, to 
Hore, Pudſey, Oc. In the Eaſt Window 
of the South Iſle of this Church are the 
Arms of the Beresfords quartering ; Elleſ- 
field, Dethick, with Quarteringsz Liſt? 
and Curſon with Quarterings; and in the 
Chancel, in the Eaſt Window, of Caſtel, 
Bois, and Liſles. 

Vitton, the Freehold of one Staunc hel, 
in the Confeſſor's Reign, but after the 
Norman Settlement it was given to Vi- 
liam Fitz- Auſculf, to whom, Staunchel 


became Tenant. When the general Sur- 


vey was made, it was certified to con- 
tain one Hide, and then was written 


Witone. In 25 Hen. 3. Andreu de Victon 
held it of one of the Barons of Dudley. 


How long it continu'd in his Family 
we find not, but 'tis plain it was not 
in it 19 Edu. 1. for upon the Death of 
Roger de Someri Lord of Dudley, it was 
tound, that John the Son of William 
Dyxell, held it by the eighth Part of a 
Knight's Fee. His Son John wrote him- 
ſelf Dominus de Witton, 18 Edw. 2. His 
Widow Sarra, and John de Barre, ſen, 
paſſed the whole Manor (except an hun- 
dred Acres of Paſture, and 40 8. Rent) 
to Richard de Pyrie, whoſe Son Philip's 
Widow held it 35 Edu. 3. and Daughter 
and Heir of Marion, by Marriage, car- 
ried it to William de la Hay, as did his 
Daughter and Heir Marion to Thomas 
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Faft, a Yeoman of the Crown, whoſe 


| Grandſon Henry ſold it to John Bond, a 


rich Draper in Coventry. Mr. Bond 
left only three Daughters and Heirs, 
the eldeſt of which, Alice, being mar- 
ry'd to Michael Joyner of Coventry, had 
this Manor for her Share in the Parti- 
tion, and with him ſold it, 15 Eliz. to 
Ed ward Kynardfley, who marry'sd Marga- 
ret another of the Sitters. His Son and 
Heir John having firſt ſold the Farms to 
ſundry other Perſons, aliened in 18 Ja. 1. 
the Manor to William Booth, Eſqz a Bar- 
riſter of the Middle Temple, whoſe: Son 
and Heir William, a Gentleman well 
vers'd in the Antiquities of this Coun- 
ty, which he communicated to Sir Wil-. 
liam Dugdale, when he wrote the Hiſtory 
of it, was in Poſſeſſion of it in the Year 


16.40, 


The Hundred of KINE TON, or 
KINGTON. | 


This Hundred is bounded on the Eaſt 
with the Hundred of Knightlow and Nor- 


_ thamptonſhire, on the South with Oxford- 


ſhire and Glouceſter /hire, on the Weſt with 
the laſt Shire in Part, and the Hundred 


of Bar ichanay, and on the North with that 


Hundred and K»night'ow. It takes its 
Name from the Town of Kineton, ( an- 
ciently written Chintonor Kinton) once the 
chief Town of the Hundred, tho' now 
Warwick much excels it. The Fee of this 
Hundred was in the Crown moſt of King 


Henry II's Reign; but before the End of 


it, that King granted it to Walter Cherle- 
cote, in Fee Farm for 40 8. yearly Rent, 
ta be paid by equal Parts, at Michaelmas 
and Lady-Day. His Heirs did not conti- 
nue Farmers of it aſter him, for in King 
Fohn's Time the Sheriff accounted for the 
Profits of itz but 6 Hen, 3. William Lucy, 
upon an Inſpection of King Henry II's 
Charter to Cherlecote, was admitted as his 
Heir to farm it, but he held it no more 
than 15, Years, and then it came again in- 
to the King's Hands, and was managed by 
the Sheriffs *till the 54th of that King, 


when the Farm of it was demiſed to Ki- 
chard 
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chard de Here, during the King's Plea- 
ſure, the Rent being advanc'd 5 l. a Year 
more. He held it about ſix Years, and 
then being again in the King's Hands, it 
ſo remained many Years, and then was 
farmed, 15 Edu. 2. to Thomas de Blaunk- 
front, for the former Rent, and afterward 
to John de Waltham, 4 Edw. 3. after which 


we find none that farmed it, and fo we 
ſuppoſe it 'reſted in the Crown, and the, 


Sheriff accounted for the Profits of it, 
which ameunted to 157. 18s. 94. per 
Ann, This is all we have to ſay of this 
Hundred, and ſo ſhall proceed to the Mar- 
 ket-Towns ; of which, we ſhall prefer 

Kineton, as the moſt ancient, and be- 


cauſe the Hundred takes its Name from 


itz but chiefly becauſe (as the Name im- 
ports) it was the King's Town, 7. e. held 
by the Kings themſelves, if not before, 
yet certainly by King Edward the Con- 
feffor, and Villiam the Conqueror, and fo 
was ancient Demeſne, and on that Ac- 
count not mention'd in Domeſday-Book. 
King Henry J. firſt put it out of the Poſ- 
ſeſſion of the Crown, when he gave the 
Church to the Canons of Kenilworth, 


immediately after the Foundation of it, - 


and many of the Lands to Milo de Oxinford, 
and his Brethren, which William their Fa- 
ther before held. But they held them 
not long; for King Stephen, when he con- 
firmed King Henry's Grant of the Church 
to the Canons of Kenilworth, took thoſe 


Lands called Swinly, from Milo and his 


Brethren, and gave them to thoſe Canons ; 
but all this while the Manor itſelf was in 
the King's Hands, and ſo continu'd "till 
King Johngranted it in Fee-Farm, Reg. 18. 
to Stephen de Segrave and his Heirs, pay- 


ing a Rent of 121. per Ann. into the Ex- 


chequer, being the ancient Rent, that it 
yielded to the Crown. Stephen de Se- 
grave being thus in Poſſeſſion of this 
Lordſhip, obtain'd, 4 Hen. 3. that King's 
Charter for a weekly Market on Tueſday, 
which he got confirmed, Reg. 13, with an 
Addition of a Fair yearly, to continue two 
Days, viz.. Upon the Even and Day of 
St. Peter and St. Paul, June 29. To this, 
Stephen ſucceeded Gilbert de Segrave, and 
to him Nicholas his Son and Heir, who, 


having been engag'd in the Rebellion 


with the Barons, 49 Hen. 3. forfeited his 


whole Eſtate ; and this Manor being there- 
upon in the King's Hands, was given te 
Edmund that King's Son, then newly cre. 
ated Earl of Lancaſter, to whom Nicholas 
made ſuch Application, that he not only 
recovered this Manor the next Year, but 
many other extraordinary Reſp2Qs, t ho' 
Edmund had given it to Ralph de Botele 
and his Heirs, 1 . 
Nicholas de Segrave, being thus reſtor'd 
to his Eſtate here, was certify'd, 7 Edu. 1. 
to hold it in Fee- Farm of the King, by 
the Rent of 127. per Ann. as is above- 


ſaid; and that it contain'd four Carucates 


of Land in Demeſne, two Windmills, 
and two Dove-houſes, with a Court-Leet, 
Gallows, and other Liberties, beſides the 
Market: As alſo that it had 37 Sokemen, 
who held 31 Yard-Lands, under ſeveral 
Rents and divers ſervile Employments, 


and Free-Warren in all his Demeſne Lands 


here. In this Family of Segraves this 
Lordſhip continued two Succeſſions more, 
viz, To John his Son, and Fohn his Grand- 
ſon ; but Male Iſſue failing in this laſt, 
it devolv'd by the Female Heir Elizabeth, 
Wife to John de Moubray, 29 Edw. 3. and 


u pon the Partition of the Moubrays Lands: 


betwixt the Coheirs Howard and Berkley, 
it came to this latter, and was aſſign'd, 
9 Hen. 7. to Ann the Wife of William, 


Marqueſs Berkley, in Part of her Dowry. 


It continued in that Family to the Reign 
of Queen Elizabeth. 

There hath been anciently a Caſtle 
here, ſtanding on the North-Eaſt Side of 
the Town, about two Furlongs diſtance ; 
at which, as the Tradition among the 
People is, King John ſometime kept his 
Court. There is alſo an Hamlet belong- 
ing to this Town, called Kineton-Parva, 
in which it was certified, 7 Ed. 1. That 
Nicholas de Segrave had three Tenants 
which held Lands of him by ſeveral Ser- 
vices; and it appears, that thoſe Lands 
which the Canons of Kenilworth had with- 
in the Precints of this Pariſh, lay in 
this Hamlet, for in the Grant made by 
King Henry VIII. to Richard Andrews, 
and Leonard Chamberlain, of this —

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and fix Yard-lands belonging to it; it 
is ſaid, that it was Part of the Poſſeſſi- 
on of that Monaſtery. 

The Church which is dedicated to 
St. Peter, and was given to the Canons 
of Kenilworth by King Henry I. was con- 
firmed to them by Baldwin, Biſhop of 
Worcefter, in King Henry II. 's Time, and 
is probable, that a Vicarage was then 
ordained to be the Value of 87.

a Year, It was rebuilt in the Beginning 


of King Edward II. s Reign, and conſe- 
crated a- new by Walter Maydenſton, Bi- 
ſhop of 4 in 1315. and the Vi- 
carage 26 Hen. 8. was valued at 8 J. 6s, 
$4, per Ann. The Prior and Convent of 
Kenilworth were Patrons of the Church, 


till the Diſſolution, when it being in

the Crown, Queen Elizabeth 
to it three Vacancies. 2 
Near this Town was the Battle called 
Edg-hill Fight, or Neinton field, fought 
October 23, 1642. between the King's 
and Parliament's Armies, which laſt was 
led by the Earl of Eſſex, who had for 
ſome Time been watching the Motions 
of the King's Army, and at length came 
to this Town, which when the King, 
who lay before Banbury, heard, he re- 
ſolved upon a Battle, and accordingly 


marching towards Neinton met with the 


Parliament Army at Edg-bill near the 
Town. The Fight began immediately, 
and was very terrible and bloody; no 
leſs, as was ſaid, than 5ooo being lain, 


before Night, tho” the Battle was not 


joined till 3 a-clock in the Afternoon, 
(but really no more than 1300 and odd) 
and had not * * prevented, the 
Slaughter on both Sides had been much 

ter. The Victory was given to the 


ing 's Side, though both Armies kept 


the Field all Night; and it was certain- 
ly his due, becauſe he thereby opened

Wawick is. the chief Town in 'thb 


County, from which the whole Shire 


taking its Denomination, is called Way- 


evickſhire, and ſo muſt ar leaſt be of as 
great Antiquity as the firſt Diviſion" of 


the Kingdom of England into Shires. 
Nor may it boaſt leſs of its Situation, 
which is on the North Side of the Ri- 


ver Avon, upon a rocky Aſcenton every 


Side, and a of fertile Soil, having the 
Benefit of rich and pleaſant Meadows 

on the South Parts, with lofty Groves 
and ſpatious Thickets of the Wood- 
land on the North, which may juſtly 

render the Account of Foby Rous con- 
cerning its being. built by the Britains 
vor probable, © fince they delighted in 
nothing more than ſach Places. This 
Hiſtorian, who was a great Searcher 
into N in general, and partieu- 
larly of this County, tells us, That Ga- 


tbeline, or Kimbeline, one of the Britiſb 


Kings, contemporary with our Saviour, 
laid the Foundation of it, and Gniderins 
his Son and Sueceſſor much enlarged it, 
and granted it many Privileges. The 


Picts and Scots almoſt deſtroyed it, and it 
lay ſome Time in irs Ruins, *till. Carace 


tacus rebuilt it, erecting a Palace there- 


in for himſelf, and founding a Church 
to St. Fobn Baptift. In his 8 Ro- 
mans, under the Conduct of P. Oftorins, 
made e over the Britains; 

ecure them againſt their At- 
tempts, built divers Forts and Garriſons 
upon the River Avon, of which Cambden 
is of Opinion this Town was one, and 
was by them called Preſidium + Bur 
Wars ſtill continuing, it was again al- 
moſt deſtroyed, and lay waſte till Con- 
ſtantine the Father of Uter Pendragon re- 
paired it. He was ſlain by a freſh In- 
curſion of the Pi#s; and this Town was 
thereby reduced to a ruinous State, but 


-was at length reſtored by a 33 


Prince named Gwayr, and flouriſhed for 
ſome Time ſo much, that S. Dubritius 
ASST FE made

made it bis Epiſcopal Seat, and the 
Church of A See, his Cathedral, 
here afterwards the Caſtle was built. 
He. much promoted the . Worſhip of 
God, while he ſar here, building di- 
verſe private Oratories in theſe Parts; 
in one of which, dedicated to Mary 
Aagdalen, Guy, Earl of Warwick, the 

famous Hero, lived an Hermit's Life. 


About this Time happened the Com- 


ing of the Saxons, invited by King 
Fortigern, which brought ſuch Trou- 
bles into the Nation, that the Biſhop 
was forced to fly into Wales for Safety ; 
and this Town was again laid in Ruins 
by the Wars, and ſo continued, till 
King Warramund, from whom the Kings 
2 Mercia deſeended, rebuilt it, and 
rom his own Name called it Warre-wyk. 
After this it flouriſhed much under the 
 AMerciaxs, till the Danes by their fre- 
quent Invaſions deſtroyed it; but it was 
again reſtored by the renowned Lady 


.Ethelfleda, who after ſhe had repaired 


its Ruins, built a Fortification called 
the Dungeon, to be its Defence againſt 
all Enemies for the future.

.  Wareick, at the Settlement of the 
Normans here, was a Borough, or for- 
tified Town containing 261 Houſes, of 
which 130 were the King's Poſſeſſions, 
and 172 the Barons, and the other 19 
the Burgeſſes, who enjoyed them with 
Sec and Fac; and all other Cuſtoms which 
they had in the Confeſſor's Days; bur 
for them they paid yearly 6.Sextars of

And becauſe his Anceſtors, by ſome o- 
ther exceſſive 'Tolls, had oceaſioned the 
Traders to leave the Market, to the 
great Prejudice of the Town; he, at the 
Suit of his Lady, and for the Healthof 
his own and his Anceſtors Souls, freed 
them for the future from Terrage, Sal- 
lage, and: all other Sorts of Toll.

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hat this Town. was an ancient Cor- 
joration, copliſting of a Mayor, Bailifs 
and Burgeſſes, is evident from our Hi- 
ſtories, and as ſuch had the Privilege 
of ſending Burgeſſes to Parliament, we 
have ſeveral Proofs of, though when it 
was ſo conſtituted we find not the exact 
Time, for in Edu. 1. one Thomas Pain 
is ſaid ro be Mayor of this Town ; and 
in the 2$th Year of the ſame King, the 
Mayor and Bailiffs of Warwick are com- 
manded to allow to William de Stodeley 
and Philip le Rout reaſonable Expences 
for their Service in Parliament for that 
Year ; but afterwards, viz. 1 Edev. 3. 
that King's Mandates for the ſame Pur- 
poſe are directed to the Bailiffs only, 
as if there were no Mayor. As to 
their ſending Burgeſſes to Parliament, 
it appears from the Parliament Rolls, 
that this Town ſent theirs as ſoon as 
any other, viz. from 26 Edw.

Whatever Pretences to their being a 
Corporation from Preſcription the In- 
habitants might have, it was thought 
neceſſary to have ſome better Proofs of 
it; and hence it was that 1 & 2 Phil.

2 by the Name of a Bailiff 
and Burgeſſes, who ſhould (as the Pa- 
tent expreſſes it) be one Commonalty,

Places and Things moſt 
in this Town are, a” 
1. The Caſtle, built either by Kime 
beline, the Romans, or the Mercian Lady 
Ethelfi:da ; tis not poſſible nor material 
to determine which, Tis certain, that 
William the Conqueror finding the Uſe 
of ſuch Fortifications, raiſed many of 
them in other Places, and much en- 
larged and ſtrengthned this, commit- 
ting the Cuſtody of it to Henry de New- 
burgh, firſt Earl of Warwick.” Within 
the Preeindts of this Caſtle was a'Church 
dedicated to All Saints, which had di- 
verſe Privileges belonging to it; but 
was united in Kin Henry I. s Time, to 
the Collegiate Church of our Lady 
built by Roger Earl of Warwick.

This Town hath given the Titles of 
Honour to Earls and Dukes, as ſoon, 
2 ſooner, than any other in England. 
or . 1 : 
Rohand is by F. Rous ſtiled Earl of 
Warwick in the Days of King Alfred, 
and King Edward ihe Elder, Anno 890. 
He was à famous Warrior, and had great 
Poſſeſſions, but having only one Daughter 
named Felicia, ſhe marry'd Guy, the Son 
of Siward, Baron of 'Wallineford, who 
in her Right became Earl of Warwick ; 
and being a Man of great Valour, is 
that E 3 va 
Guy Earl of Warwick ſo renowned in 
our Hiſtories, that his Actions are ac- 
counted mere Romance; yet not ſo 
wonderful, but that ſome of them are 
thought true; and — others, his 
Duel with Col:brond the Daniſh Giant, 
who was by his Countrymen thought ſo 
invincible, that the 1 Generals, 
Acclaffe and Govelaph, who had long ha- 
raſſed this Kingdom, and ſought to make 
it tributary to their Nation, came to 
'this Agreement with King Atbelſtan, 
Anno 926, to end the whole Diſpute a- 
bout the Kingdom, by a ſingle Combat 
between him, and any Engliſbman that 
King ſhould produce, agreeing, that if 
Colebrond overcome, he ſhonld ſubmit his 


not 
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and the Eaſtern Suburb on the North- 


Kingdom to the Danes; and if the Bur- 
liſh Champian vanquiſhed, they would 
egg epart his Realm with their 

rmy. This Propoſal being excepred, 
this Guy Earl of Warwick was choſen for 


the Engliſh Champion; and the Place 


for the Duel was appointed near Mu- 
cheſter, in a Valley called Chiltcumb. Guy 
happened to be there firſt on the Time 


fixed, and waited for Colebrond, who ſoon 


after came, and the Fight preſently be- 
an. Guy made the firſt Atrack, and 
roke his Spear in the Giant's Shield, 


which . the Giant, that he made 
ft 


at Guy with all his Force, and cut off 
his Horſe's Head: Guy being thus diſ- 
mounted fought on Foot, and vigorouſly 
ſtriking at the Giant's Target, beat his 
Club, which was boſſed with Tron, out 
of his Hand, which when the Giant 


. Kretched out his Arm to reach, he cut 


it off, The Danes ſeeing this were much 
diſmayed; but Colebrond held out the 
Combat till Night, when by Loſs of 
Blood he grew fo faint, that he fell to 
the Ground, as unable to fight, but 
ſcorned to yield ; which when Guy ſaw, 
he made Uſe of the Opportunity, and 
with,/all his Strength ferching a Blow, 
cut off his Head. The Victory being 
thus obtained, the Danes haſtened away 
to their own Country, and Guy repaired 
to the Cathedral to give God Thanks 
for it, and there offered Colebrond's Ax 
at the Altar, which was preſerved many 
Ages after. Guy after this lived an Her- 
mit's Life, in the Place ſince called 
Guy's Cliff, near this Place where he 
died, Anno Dom. 929. 

Reynburn ſucceeded him in this Earl- 
dom. He was the Son of Guy before- 
mentioned; but being ſtolen away in his 


Childhood, and carried into Ruſſia, was 


unknown in this Nation, till about the 
Time of his Father's Death; when 
coming into England, he obtained this 
Earldom in his Mother's Right. He 
married the beautiful 'Lady Leonatta, 
Daughter of King Athelftan, but ſtayed 
— with her; for going beyond 
Sea, he there died and was buried in an 
Ifland near Venice, leaving 
| I Megent, 
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. Wageat, alias Weyth the Humed, his Suc- 
ceſſor. He was a Perſon of great Cou- 
rage, and much honoured for his Skill 
in warlike Affairs. He was a Benefac- 
tor to the Monaſtery of Eveſham, and 
had Iſſue | 
, Uſa, commonly called Hate the Hu- 
med, a very devout Man, and a ſpecial 
Friend to the Monks of Eveſham, to 
whom he confirmed his Father's Gifts, 
and added more. He order'd his Body 
to be bury'd in their Monaſtery, and 
doparring this Life in the Reign of Kin 
Edward the Martyr, left for his Succel- 
ſor, his Son and Heir. | | 
Molgeat, then Eart of Warwick. In 
his Time the Monks were expelled out 
of the Abbey of Ezeſbam, and ſecular 
Canons put in their Places, of whom he 
.rented five Hides of Land at an caſy 
Rate. He was for a Time in ſpecial 
Fa vour. with King Ezhelred, but for ſome 
wicked Courſes and Oppreſſions, had 
his Lands and Honours taken from him. 
Warwick about this Time was much 
waſted by the Danes, and a Nunnery 
and Abby burnt down. 
Mood was his hereditary Succeſlor,. 
and lived in the Reigns of King Ethel- 
ved, King Edmund, and the Daniſp Kings. 
He was a potent Man, and a great War- 


rior, and was a ſpecial BenefaQor to 


the Monks of Eveſbam. He marry d the 
Siſter of Earl Leofrick, and had by her 

Alwine, who was contemporary with 
King Edward the Confeſſor, and William 
the Conqueror, in whoſe Survey, he is

reputed the true Earl of this County,

He reſided here at Warwick, 
and had great Paſſeſſions. in this Coun- 
th when Miliam Duke of Normandy ſet- 
tled himſelf in England. He was very

ife, yet it is clear, that his Son, & 
joyed none of them as his Heir, but;

Henry de e ſo called from the 
Caſtle of Newburgh in Normandy, where 
he was born. He was a yonnger Son of- 
Mallent; and' 
being a faithful Norman, after King 
William had well walled the Town, and 
drawn a mighty Ditch-roundiit,. he pro- 
moted this Henry to the Earldom; an& 
annexed thereto the Royalty. of the 
Borough with its Appertinances.. He- 


had been truſted: with- the Cuſtody- of 


Warwick Caſtle before,. but did not ob- 
ta in Turebil's Eſtates entirely, till King: 
William Rufus beſtowed upon him his. 
whole Inheritance. He was, ſaith Man- 
bury, a Perſon of a ſweet and peaceable 
Temper; and as he lived, ſo he died. 
He reconciled the Conqueror to his-Son. 
Robert, was inſtrumental in procuring: 
the Charter of the Confirmation o 

King Edward's Laws from K. Hinry I. 
with whom he had great FriendiMip de- 
fore he was King,, and contributed — * 
to his being ſo. He made Wedęnock Park, 
which is near his Caſtle of Warwick; 
following King Henrys Example, who 
made Mod ſtock Park, the firſt? in Eug- 


land. He founded the Priory of War- 


wick; and gave the Church. of! Conyten.

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that Town, before it was made Colle- 
Fiate. He had five Sons by his Coun- 

teſfs, Margaret the Daughter of Rotrode, 

2 of . and dying Anno. 1123. 
5 Roger his eldeſt Son Heir of his Eſtates, 
and Succeflor in this Earldom. He was 
one of the Nobles, that were Witneſſes 
to the Charter of King Stepbens Laws, 
but had no Commendation for military 


Wincheſter with the Earl of Glonceſter, 
and other great Men, who adhered to 
the Empreſs, and is reputed to have 
been the Conqueror of Gocvperland in 
Wales, which hjs Poſterity enjoyed a 
Jong Time after. He compleated the 
Foundation of the Priory in this Town, 
which his Father had begun, founded 
the Collegiate Church of Sr. y here, 
and built St. Michael's Hoſpital for Le- 
pers. To the Canons of Nenilwortb, he 
pave ſome Lands in this Town, "Twas 
-Gundred this Earl's Counteſs, that outed 
King Stephen's Soldiers out of this Caſtle. 
By her he had three Sons, of which 
the Eldeft, 
Milliam, was his Succeſſor in this Earl- 
dom. He had 105 Knights Fees, and an 
Half. He founded the Hoſpitals of St. 
ohn and St. Thomas in this City, and 
built a new Church for the Templers 
here alſo; whoſe Poſſeſſions he had alſo 
.enlarged. He had two Wives, but had 
mo Child'by either of them; ſo that de- 
| parting this Life in the Holy Land in 1184. 
Waleran his Brother ſucceeded him in 
his Earldom and Eftate ; but he ſeems 
mot to have had an abſolute Poſſeſſion 
of the Earldom till 75 Rich. 1. when he 
gave 20 Marks to have the Tertium de- 
narium de Placitis comitatus. He granted 
to Hubert, Archbiſhop of Canterbury, the 
Advowſon of all the Prebendaries he-

mas Baſſet; and moreover, that he ſhould 
have all the Rebels Lands, that held of 
his Fee, during the King's Pleaſure : 
Nor did his Loyalty die with his Prince, 


but he joined with the Earl of Chefter 
in oppo ng 5 III.'s Barons, in

beſieging divers Places held by the Re- 


bels. He left two Children, a Son and 


a Daughter. t 

T homas his Son and Heir ſucceeded 
him in this Earldom ; and being of full 
Age at his Father's Death, had Livery 
of his Lands, but was not in full Sei- 
ſin of the Earldom, till four Years af- 
ter, when he was cinctus cingulo comitatus 
at Glouceſter 1 the King. He married Ela, 
Daughter of William Long ſbe, Earl of 
Salisbury, but died without Iſſue in 1242, 
and was bury'd in the Quire of St. Ma- 

s Church in this Town. Margery his 
Siſter was his Heir. She was married in 
her Brother's Life-time to Jobn Mar- 
ſvall, Brother of William Earl of Pem- 
broke ; but he dicd either before her 


Brother, or ſo ſoon after, that he never 


had any Seiſin of this Caſtle, or Earl- 
dom; and ſo though Dr. Heylin placeth 
him in the Catalogue of the Earls of 


Warwick, it ſeems to be a Miſtake, as 


Dugdale plainly enough intimates, by 
ſhewing that King Henry, upon her

Choice, as moſt pleaſing to him,

John de Pleſſets, one of his Domeſtick 
Servants, and in ſpecial. Faveur with 
him, and ſealed a Charter to him, where- 
by he granted her Marriage to him, if 
he conld obtain her Conſent ; which he 
ſoon after did, and marry'd her 27 Hen. 
z. The King was ſo pleaſed with her 
Compliance to his Deſire, that he for- 
gave the Relief due at her Brother's 
ath, and a Debt of Two hundred 
pounds; and the next Year, three Bucks 
out of the Foreſt of Havering in Eſſex: 
But for ſome Time after his Marriage, 
Margery his Wife had only the Title of 
this Earldom, being called Counteſs of 
Warwick, and he ſtiled only Fohn de Pleſ- 
ſets, till four Years after, when the 
Ki 
Outs in the Foreſt of Dean; for there 
he has the Title given him of Comes 
War<vici, being much in Eſteem with the 
King after this. He never was out of 
ſome Places of great Truſt, for he was 


made Governor of the Caſtle of the 


Deviſes, with the Manors thereunto be- 
longing, and Keeper of the Foreſts of 
Melkeſham and Chippenham ; and being a 
martial and active Man, was often em- 
ployed in Expeditions into Normandy 
and Wales. He lived to ſee the Begin- 
nings of the Troubles that aroſe by the 
diſcontented Barons, and was for his 
Fidelity entruſted with the Cuſtody of 
this County and Leiceſterſhire, with the 
Caſtle of Sautey; but died before he ſaw 
the Iſſue of hens 47 Hen. 3. When 
his Counteſs Margery dy'd we find not, 
and have no more to ſay of her, but 
that ſhe confirmed her . Grandfather 
Waleran's Gift of the Aſſarts of Wedg- 
ck, Ec. to the Hoſpital of St. Michael 
in this City. She left no Iſſue by either 
of her Husbands, and ſo this Honour, 
with the Eſtate thereunto belonging, 
paſſed ro Alice the Daughter of Earl 
Maleran, who being married to | 
William Mauduit of Hanſlape in Bucks, 
he in her Right became Earl of War- 
wick, He was Chamberlgin of the Ex- 
chequer to the King by Inheritance, as 
Lord of Hanſlape, and had Livery of 
Warwick Caſtle, and his Wife's, other

gave him a Permiſſion to fell ſome 


26 Ed. I. 1298. leaving 
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Eſtates ſoon after, doing his Homage. 
The rebellious Barons in his Time grew 


very ſtrong, and he was employed by 
the King to fortify and defend his 
Caſtle of Warwick againſt them, becauſe _ 
they had got the Poſſeſſion of the Cal- 
tle of Kenilworth in his Neighbourbood. 
Jobs Gifford, a vigilant Commander, was 
zovernor of it; and, whether by Trea- 
chery or Negligence is. the Earl of 
Warewick's Guards, od 2s it; and ha- 
ving ſlain many of the Soldiers, took 
the Earl and Counteſs Priſoners, and 
kept them in his Caſtle, till he paid 
Nineteen hundred Marks for their Ran- 
ſom, at the ſame Time diſmantling. the 


. Caſtle of Warwick, that it became uſe- 


les. But notwithſtanding. this Misfor- 
rune, his general Character was, that 


he was, Vir in conſilio providus, & in ca- 


teris virtutibus merito laudandus. He was 
marry'd to Alice, the Daughter of Gil- 
bert de Segrave ; but having no Iſſue by 
her, his Siſter, and Heir [/abel, by her 
Marriage with William de Beauchamp of 
Elmeley Caſtle in Worceſterſhire, brought 
the Honour and Eſtate of this noble Fa- 
mily into his; ſo that tho* he was not, 
yet his Poſterity for divers Succeſhong 
were. Earls of Warwick; and the firſt 
of them was h | 
William de Beauchamp, his Son and 
Heir by the ſaid [/abel. It is remarkable, 
that this Earl bore the Title of Earl 
of Warwick, as Heir to Jabel his Mo- 
ther, ſome Years before his Father's. 
Death, of which Leland gives us this 
Reaſon, That he had, with his Father 
the Lord Beauchamp of Elmley, and two 
or three of his Brothers, done King 
Henry ſignal Service in the Battle of 
Beten, in which they with their Bri- 
gade had vanquiſhed the Hoſt of Mount · 
ford, for which he not only highly me- 
rited of King Henry, but of his Son 
King Edward I. in whoſe Reign, he was 
in great Eſteem and Truſt, as upon ma- 
ny other Accounts; ſo. eſpecially fog 
two Victories, the one over the Welſh, 
and the other over the Scots, in recos 
vering the Caſtle of Dunbar. He dy'd, 
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— "Guy de Beauchamp his Heir and Sue- 
ceſſor. Tis probable he had his Chriſ- 
tian Name from the warlike Guy, the 
Saxon, of whom we have ſpoken above, 


and to whom, tis probable, his Parents 


deſired he ſhould be like, as he really 
was in ſome Meaſure, of which he 
pave ample Proof in the Battle of Fu- 
Ark, and Siege of Kaerleverock in Scot- 
Jani, and many other Exploits in King 
Edev. 1.'s Days. But in King Edward 
II's Reign, he took Part with Thomas 
Earl of Lan after, and other diſcon- 


rented Barons, who could not bear, 
that Piers de Gaveſtone ſhould  engroſs 


that King's Favour, to the Prejudice of 
all the Nobility of England; and there- 
fore raking Arms, they made him their 
Priſoner at S arborougb. The King was 
much diſturbed at this Succeſs, and 
promiſed the Barons full Satisfaction, 

if they would ſend him to him. The 
Reſt of the Barons, by the Perſwaſion 
of the Earl of Pembroke, conſented to 
the King's Defire ; bur as he was car- 
Tying him, this Earl intercepted him, 
and carry ing him to Warwick Caftle, cat 
off his Head: Ir ſeems, this Earl bore a 
deadly Hatred to Piers for his abuſive 
Character of him, calling him, The 
Black Dog of Arderne, becauſe he was of 
a black ſwarthy Complexion. The King 
took this Murder greatly to Heart, but 
knew nor how to puniſh the Actors; 
nay, ſecing how powerful they were, 
was ſo glad to pleaſe them, that he par- 


doned them, and all their Adherents, 


within two Tears after; and particular- 
ly was fa far reconciled to this Earl, 
that upon making his Will, he promiſed, 
that his Exccutors ſhould have the 
Care of his Heir, and his Eſtates in his 
Minority, which after his Death he con- 
firmed ; bnt within two Years took his 
Guard1anfhip out of their Hands, and 


gave it to Hugh Deſpencer the Elder 11 


Exev. II. who was then come into that 
' King's Favour with his Son Hugh. 
' Thomas, the Son and Heir of Guy, 


though under Ape, ſucceeded him in 


is Ear}dom ; and tho* during King E4- 
ward II. 's Reign, Hugh Def, encer had the 
2 « # 
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Care and Cuſtody of his Perſon and 
Eſtate; yet when King Edward III. 
came to the Crown, the Cattle of this 
Place, and the Reſt of his Lands, vere 
committed to Roger Mortimer of Wien, 
till he came of Age. After which, to 
his Death, he was ſcarce out of ſome 
notable and high Imployment in the 
Peace, as Governor of Gernſey, Serbe and 
Aureney, and Confervator of the peace, 
and in War againſt the Scots, We!ſh and 
French; for he was in the Battle of Cref- 
h and Poitiers; yea, of fo heroiek a 

pirit was he, that he ſpent three Years 
in the Holy Wars againſt the Pagan, 
To his ſecular, we may join his pious 
Actions, which are ſo many, that we 
ſhall mention no more, than what con- 
cerns this Place, that we may not be 
tedious, viz. By his Will, he gave to 
the Collegiate Church here, the Ad. 


_ vowſon of Pillerton Hercey in this Coun- 


ty ; and becauſe he ordered his Body to 
be buried in the Quire of it, he ap- 
pointed his Executors to build it anew, 
and give all the Veſtments in his own 
Chapel to it, and to the Hoſpital of St. 
yoby Batt in this Town; he gave one 

oicty of the Church of Morton Dau- 
beny in this Shire. He dy'd of the Peſ- 
tilence in France 43 Edw. III. He had 
ſeyeral Sons, of which Gu the Eldeſt 
died before his Father, and Alice his 
Widow, vowed Chaſtity in the Collegiate 


Church of this Place, before Reginald 


Br an, Biſhop of Worceſter ; and ſo 
Thomas his Brother ſucceeded him, 
and was the ſecond Son of the laſt Earl 
Thomas. He was of a martial Diſpoſi- 
tion, as well as his Anceſtors; and all 
King Edward III.'s Reign, was in ſeve- 
ral Expeditions into Foreign Parts, viz. 
Into Fan e to raiſe the Siege of Rs bel, 
and into Britanny, on the Behalf of John 
de Montfort, Duke of it; yea, fo well 
did he approve himſelf to be juſt and 
prudent, as well as valiant, that in 3 
Rich. II. he was chofen Governor to 
that King being young, by the Com- 
mons allembled in Parliament ; but the 
King not being pleaſed with his Tute- 


lage, took the Reins of Government 
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into his own-Hands, and ſuffered them 
to be guided Favourites (of whom 
Robert de Vere, Earl of Oxford, was the 
Chief) to his own and their Ruin, as 
the Event proved. This Earl Thomas 
was one of thoſe, who was ſuppoſed to 
envy the Greatneſs of the Earl of Or- 

d; and therefore was ſo obnoxious to 
the King's Difpleaſure, that his Life 
was in Danger; which this Earl finding 
by being turned out af the Council, he 
with the Duke of as” ao and ſome 
other Nobles, put themſelves in Arms 
at Haringay Park, in their own Defence ; 
but their Fears vaniſhing, the Duke of 
Glouceſter was treneherouſſy hurried away 
to Calli, and there murder d; and this 
Earl taken from a Feaſt to which he 


had been invited, and made a Priſoner, 


tried, condemned and baniſhed to the 
Ile of Man; but removed to the Thwer 
at length, where he remained till King 
Richard was depoſed ; and King Henry 
IV. gave him a Releaſe from his Frou- 
bles, and reſtored him to all, which he 
enjoyed abour three Years, and then died 
Anno 1401. 2 Hen. IV. His Son and Heir 
Richard ſucceeded him in his Honour 
and Eſtate, a Perſon rather ſuperior, than 
barely equal to his Anceſtors, in Virtue or 
Proweſs; for he quelled two Rebellions 
at home, overcame ſeveral great Cham- 
pions at Jults, as Sir Pandulph Malet. at 
Verona, three French Knights at * 
and a great Duke at the Coune 
Conſtance, where the Empreſs, in Admi- 
ration of his. Courage, took his Livery 
from one of his Knight's Shoulders, and 
ur it upon her own, in ReſpeT to him. 
n fine, he demeaned himſelf through 
his whole Life ſo, that he was thought 
not to have his Equal for Wiſdom, Man- 
hood and Curteſy in the World; inſo- 
much that the Emperor Sigi/mund gave 
him the Name of the Father of Curteſy; 
and King Henry V. at his Death en 
ed, that this Earl. ſhould have the 
'Furelage of young Henry his Son, till 
he was ſixteen Years of Age ; which b 
the Approbation of Parliament he had, 
and held it till, upon the Occaſion of the 
Death of the Duke of Bedford, he was 


he continued to his Death, which hap- 
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made Lieutenant General of the whole 
Realm of France 14 Hen. VI. in which 
pened four Years after; when he was 
ſucceeded in his Honour and Eſtate b 
Henry de Beauchamp, his Son and Heir, 
then hardly fourteen Years old; but 
was of ſo martial a Diſpoſition, that be- 
fore he was 19 Years of Age, he offered 
his Service to defend Aguitain, which 
was ſo well taken, that the King to en- 
courage his Bravery, created him firſt 
primier Earl of England ; and not long 
after, a Duke, giving him the Place in 
Parliament next to the Duke of Norfolk, 
and above the Duke of Bucks, who was 
ſo diſguſted at it, that the King was 
forced to grant them the Predency by 
Turns for Peace-ſake. His promiſing 
Genius ever after procured him many 
great Preferments, ſome in Reverſion, 
and others in Preſent, of which laſt, 
was his being King of the Iſie of Wight, 
to whieli he was crowned by the King's 
own Hands: But he lived not long to 
enjoy either, for he died ſoon after he 
was twenty-two Years of Age, and was 
buried in the Abby of Tewksbury, leaving 
only a Daughter named Anne, then but 
two Years old, who had the Title of 
Counteſs of Warwick ; but dying about 
ten Years after, her Honour and Eftate 
devolved to Anne, her Father's Siſter, 
who was then married to 5 | 
 Richavd Nevill, Son and Heir to Ri- 
chard Nevill, Earl of Salisbury, who by 
Reaſon of this his Marriage, and his 
ſpecial Services about the King's Per- 
ſon, and in the Wars of Scotland, was 
the ſame Year declared Earl of War- 
wick, and the Honour confirmed to him- 
ſelf, his Wife, and their Heirs. This 
was he by our Hiſtorians called, The 


ſtout Earl of Warwick, and Richard 


Make- King ; becauſe in the Controverſy 
between the Families of York and Lax- 
cafter, he raiſed of depreſſed either Fa- 
mily as he pleaſed ; for by the Battle 
of St. Albans, he-made Richard Duke of 
York, Protector of the Kingdom; and 
when that Duke. was ſlain at Wakefield, 
he raiſed his Son Edward to the Throne, 
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by the victory at Thevton." Edward well 


rewarded him for his Services, but ha 


ving diſguſted him in not accepting 
what he had done to accompliſh a Mar- 


riage for him in France with the Lady 


Bona, the French Queen's Siſter; he made 


bis Peace with the Queen Margaret, 
Henry VI. 's Wife; and having ob-

tained conſiderable Aids by her Means, 

oclaimed King Henry, and forced 

ing Edward to fly the Land; bur it 
was but for a while; for within the 
Year, King Edward returned with conſi- 
derable Forces ; which after his Land- 


ing, ſoon increaſed 'by the Addition of 


His Priends, and came to a Battle with 


this Earl in Barnet-Field, where he was 


Nain, and King Edward immovably ſet- 
tled on the Throne. He left two Daugh-

tent; but being charged with diverſe 


great Offences towards the King, viz. 


That he uſed Necromancy and Poiſon, 
to rid himſelf of ſuch as he hated, and 
to make Way for himſelf to the Throne, 
Save it out, that the King was a Ba- 
ftard, Sc. He was attainted by Parlia- 
ment; and being . impriſoned in the 
Tower, was drowned in a Butt of Malm- 
fey. He had by the Lady Jabel two 
Sons, Edward and Richard, which laſt 
died young; and a Daughter named 
Margaret, married ro Sir Richard Pool, 
Knt. Edward was living when Henry VII. 
came to the Throne, and divers Years 
after; but being thought to be a Bar to 
the Succeſſion of King Henry, he was 
charged with furthering Perkin Warbeck's

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was attainted in Parliament. After his

all that King's, and King Henry VIII. 

2 121 | 1 
ohn Dudley having been advanced to 
of Viſcount Liſte, 34 Hen. 
VIII. in Right of his Mother, was, by 
the Favour of the Duke of Somerſes, 
Protector of the Kingdom, created Earl 
of Warwick, as deſcended of Margaret, the 
eldeſt Daughter of Richard Beauchany, 
Earl of Warwick. His Father was that 
Edmund Dudley, who with Richard Emp- 
ſon, by putting in Execution: the Penal 
Laws, raiſed ſuch great Sums of Money, 


as filled King Henry VII.'s Coffers be- 


pus Exprefſion ; but at the fame Time 
rought ſuch an Odium upon himſelf, 
that nothing would ſatisfy the People 
bur his Life ; whereupon he was attaint- 
ed in Parliament, and beheaded on Y- 
er- Hill. This his Son was not above 
eight Vears old at his Death; but being 
put under the Guardianſhip of Edward 
Guilford, Squire of the King's Body, his 
Father's Attainder was by his Means 
reverſed by Parliament ; and he being 
reſtored in Name, Blood and Inheri- 
tance, had a fair Way made for Action, 
when he came of. Age, which he made 
Uſe of to his great Advantage; for 24 
Hen. VIII. he was made Knight; and 
34 * VIII. Viſconnt Lifte, and Lord 
Admiral of England for Life, in which 
Office he did Wonders. For he paſſing 
over Sea, took Bolein in France, ſecured 
the Scotch Seas, drove the Spaniſh Fleet 


- home, when they at great Charge came 


to invade England ; and landing 5000 of 
his Men, fired Trete in France, and di- 
vers Villages round it; by which Ac- 


tions and many others, in which he was 


always attended with Succeſs, he got 
ſuch Reputation with King Henry VIII. 
that he was cenftirnted one of the ſix- 
teen Exeeutors of his will. After King 
Henry's Death, he courted the Duke © 
Fomerſets Favour, (who was then the 
Protector of the Kingdom in King Ed. 
evard's Minority) and was made Lord 


High Chamberlain of England, and Earl

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of Warwick, obtaining thereby the Caſtle 
and Lands belonging to it. In this 
high Station his Ambition led him to re- 


move the Protector and his Brother 
from their great Offices, and place 
himſelf in them; cauſing himſelf to be 
made Lord Great Maſter of the King's 
Houſhould, Earl Marſhal, and Duke of 
Neribumberland; placing his Son Robert 


among the fix Gentlemen that conſtant-

folk, by Frances the Daughter of Mary, 


King Henry VIII.'s youngeſt Siſter, . and 


roduced. a Patent of King Edward for 
Re Succeſſion ;. which had he gained, 


he had had the Power of a King tho' ſhe 
had the Name of the Queen; but tlie 


Fates order'd it otherwiſe ; Q. Mary got 
to the Throne, maugre all his Attempts 
to the contrary, and his Head came to 
the Block, 1 Mar. I. Fobn his eldeſt 
Son, was in his Father's Life-time, by 
the Courteſy of England, called Earl of 


Marui N; but being attainted, never 
came to his Father's Honour: But | 


Sir Ambroſe being reſtored in Blood 


by Queen Mary, obtained great Favours 


from Queen Elizabeth, being made Pant- 
ler to the Kings and Queens of England 
at their Coronation, as his Anceftors 
Earls of Warwick had been, and Maſter 
of the Ordinance; was at length made 
Baron Liſle and Earl of Waywick by the 
ſame Queen; who granted him at the 
ſame Time the Caſtle, Manor, and Bo- 
rough of Warwick, with divers Lord- 
ſhips thereunto belonging, which had 
eſcheared to the Crown by his Father's 
Attainder. He had three Wives, but 
by none of them had any Iſſue; and 
dying 32 Eliz. 1589. was buried in our 
Lady's Chapel adjoyning to the Collegiate 
Church, where his Brother Robert, Earl 
of Lei efter, and his Son Nobert Lord Den- 
bieb liealſo interred. From his Death this 
Honour lay cormant to the 16 Fac. I. 
when it was revived in the Perſon of 
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Robert Lord Rich, Baron of Leeze in 
Eſer. This Family derive "themſelves 
from Richard Nich, an opulent Mercer 
of London, where he underwent the Office 


of Sheriff. He was buried in the Church 
of St. Lawrence Fury in that City, Anno 


1469, leaving Ifſue Fohn, who was in- 
terred in Mereers Chapel, and left Tbo- 
mas his Son and Heir, whoſe Son Richard 
raiſed this Family, he having been & 
great Proficient in the Study of our 
municipal Laws in Middle Temple, where 
he was Autumn Reader 21 Hen. VIII. 


arrived afterwards to many eminent Em- 
ployments; as Attorney General of 


Wales, the King's Solicitor General, 
Chirographer in the Court of Common 
Pleas, and Chancellor of the Court of 
Augmentations, in which laſt Office, 
when the Religious Houſes were diſſol- 


ved, he obtained a Grant of the Site of 
the Priory of Leeze, with the Manor of 


Lesze, and many other Lands thereunto 
belonging, 28 Hen. VIII. it being valued 
under 200 J. In K. Henry VIII. 's Will, he 
was conſtituted one of the Aſſiſtants to 
his Executors in Matters of great Con- 
ſequence. In 1 Edw. VI. being then a 
Knight, he was advanced to the Title 
of a Baron of this Realm, by the Stile 
of Lord Ri b, and ſoon after eonſtitu- 
ted Chancellor of Eneland, bat held 
this great Office but four Years; and 
then foreſeeing what dangerous Times 
were coming, got a Diſcharge from it, 
and lived privately, doing good, for he 
built Rochford Steeple, and founded Alms- 
houſes there, and at Felftead, with a 


Free School for $0 Boys of the Villages 
about it, and other Parts of the County. 


He died Zune 3, 1568. leaving Robert, 
his Son and Heir, and nine Daughters. 


Robert his Son ſucceeded him in Ho- 


nour and Eſtate, and was appointed one 
of the Peers for the Trial of Fhomas 
Duke of Norfolk, and afterwards was 
ſent with the Earl of Eoin, Lord Ad- 
miral, to conclude a Peace with the 
en þ at Blois, 15 Eliz. He dicd in 1587. 
and left Ine by Mary bis Wife, 3 Sons 
and one Daughter, of which 
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Robert, the Eldeſt, ſucceeded him in 
his Honours and Eſtate. He attended 
Robert, Earl ot Eſer, in his Voyage to 
Cadiz, and afterwards was advanced by 
King Fames I. Letters Patent Reg.

of Warwick. He died within 8 Months 
after his Creation, and was buried at 
Felſted, leaving two Sons and ſeveral 
Daughters.

this innocent Earl. He was beheaded 
Anno 14999 P'S 9 
Jahn Ron ſe, Son of Feffrey Nouſe, was 
born in this Town, but deſcended of the 
Nouſes of Brinkloe in this County. He 
was bred in _— and attained to great 
Eminency in Learning; and after he 
came from that Univerſity, was Chan- 
try Prieſt in the Chapel of Guy's Clif. 
While he was at the Univerſity, he had 
an incredible Thirſt after the Antiqui- 
ties of this Nation, and by ſearching 
into almoſt all the Libraries in England 
and Wales, had acquir d a great Know- 
ledge of all Britiſh Affairs; which that 


it might not be loſt, he withdrew him- 


ſelf into the Privacy of Guy's Clif, 
that he might have the greater Leiſure 
for Writing as well as Devotion. And 
here it was that he wrote the Antiqui- 
ties of Warwick, with a Catalogue of 
the Earls thereof ; a Chronicle of our 
Engliſh Kings, and the Hiſtory of our 
Univerſities ; with ſeveral other Things 
which are loſt, or otherwiſe periſhed : 
He was as good at the Pencil} as Pen; 
of which he hath left Proofs in his 
Drawings of the Earls of Warwick and 
himſelf. He died a very aged Man 1n 
the Year 1491. 
Fobn Murcot was born in this Town, 
and having been educated in Grammer 
by Mr. Thomas Dugard, was entred a 
Student in Mert n College, Oxford, in 
1642. Soon after his Admiſhon, Oxford 
was garriſoned for the King, and he to 
avoid hearing Arms, fled in Diſguiſe to 
Mr. Ley, Vicar of Budworth in Cheſhire, 
Where by cloſe Study he much improved 
himſelf in practical Divinity. Oxford 
being furrendred he returned to his 
College, and took his Bachelor of Arts 
Degree, which having sccomplifh'd, 
he return'd to Mr. Ley, and by his 


Means became Minifter at Aſbury in 
| Cheſhire, from whence he removed to 


Eaſtham and Chefter, and at length 
fettled at Dublin, Where he was accept- 
ed for one of the Preachers in Ordina- 
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ry to the Lord Deputy and his Council · 
He died young there in * 2 | 
Fobn Ley was born here, but deſcend- 
cd of the Leys of Cheſhire. He was ſent 
from the Free-School here to Chrip- 
Church, Oxford, where being Maſter of 
Arts he was preſented by the Dean and 
Canons to the Vicarage of Great Bud- 
worth, where having continued ſome 
1 14 eonſtant Preacher, he was made 
a Prebendary and then Sub- Dean 
of the ſaid Church in 1605. He ſided 
with the Presbyterians in 164r. yet was 
eſteemed a Man of Learning and Piety, 
inſomuch, that Biſhop Uſher approved 
of ſeveral of his Writings. He died in 
May, 1662, * | E 
Theſe are all the Market-towns of 
this Hundred, and ſo we proceed to the 
Villages. | 
Arleſcote, or as it is written in Domeſ-

Hugh de Bromley held 
certain Lands here at the ſame Time of 
the ſaid Robert de Haſftang, by the 3d Part 
of a Knight's Fee, of which he gave a 
Part to the Monks of Bordaſiey, and 
Friers of Thelesford. Nicholas Balaunce 
was the laſt Male Branch which had to 
do here; for his Daughter and Heir 
oan, marrying to Fohn Veſſy, granted 
it 32 Edw. III. to Thomas Beauchamp, 
Earl of Warwwik, in whoſe Family it 
continued till Rich. Beauchamp E. of War- 
wick gave it to his Chantry in Gay's Cliff, 
which Chantry, with all the Manors 
thereunto belonging, was granted by 
T. Moor and R. Higbam, the laſt Chantry 
Prieſts thereof, to Sir Andrew Hamock, 
Knt. and his Heirs, 1 Ed, VI. but who 
have ſince owned it, we know not. 
Atberſton on the Stour, fo called to di- 
ſtinguiſh it from another Place in this 
County, named Aiberſton.

upon King Hen gave it to Godfrey Crau- 
cumbe, who had a Grant of it Fg 
Ralph de Ruperys, who reſerved to him- 


ſelf and his Heirs a Pair of Gilt Spurs, 


to be paid yearly at Eaſter for all Ser- 
vices: But Craucumbe ad it not long, 


for the King, Reg. 32. beſtowed the In- 


heritance of it upon Feffrey de Langley, 


in whoſe Charter tis called, Eſcbaeta 


noſtra de terris Normannorum. To this Fef- 


frey ſueceeded Fobn de Langley, his Grand- 


child, who is found 7 Ede.

great Man in thoſd Days) with this 
Lordſhip,” and other large Poſſeſſions;

ed it. He was the younger Son of Thur- 
ſtane de Montfort.

The Church here in King "Henry I's 
Time, was a Chapel to Welleiburne, and 
was confirmed to the Canons of Kenil- 
worth, by Simon Biſhop of Marceſfter, and 
William Earl of Warwick, in King Henry 
II's Time.

In the Church are two Marble Grave- 
ſtones, for Edmund Mickbam, Son of

markable Tombs are for the Lady Foyce 
Lucy, Wife of Sir Thomas Lucy, Knt. 
who died Feby. 10.1595. and for Sir Tho- 
mas Lucy, Knt. who died in '1693. and 
another Sir Thomas Lucy, who died Dec. 


8. 1640. and Alice his Wife. In the 


Chapel, on the North-fide of the Chan- 
cel, there is alſo a Monument ſumptu- 
ouſly built, but without any Incription, 
but may be juſtly ſuppoſed for one of 
the Lucys Family. 

Cbelmeſcote, abridged from Chelmundeſ- 
cote, was originally a Member of Brailes, 
and poſſeſſed with it by the Earls of 
Marei k ; but in the 20 Hen.

Ob ha 
In the Chapel here at Chelmeſcote was 
a Chantry founded by one Thomas Pa-

"himſelf to be the Founder of the Chan- 
try, conſiſting of four Prieſts, within 
the Pariſh of Brailes, did by and with 
the Conſent of the Biſhop of Worceſter, 
Prior and Convent of Kenilworth, and 
Vicar of Brailes, for the Time being, 
appoint, and direct that they ſhould ce- 
'Jebrate Divine Service for his Lord the

enure 9 Edward II. but -tis probable 
ſome ways alienated it not long after, 
becauſe Sir William Lucy, Knt. was pol- 
ſeſſed of it 3 Ede.

The Church here was controverted 


as to the Right of Patronage for ſome 
Time by Henry Falconer, and afterwards 


by Lucia —_— with the Earl of War- 
wick; but after it eame into the Family 
of Lucys, it ſeems to have never been 
diſputed from the Vear 1328. to the 
Year 1537. tho“ Baldwin de Berisford pre- 
ſented twice, Richard Archer once, and 
Richard Earl of Warwick once, moſt pro- 


bably by ſome Agreement with the Lu- 


cys. It was valued 26 Hen. VIII. at 12}. 
Cheſterton, or Cea ſtreton, and Ceſterton, 


ſo called from a Roman Fortification or 


Caſtle, which ſtood upon the Foſſe, 3 


Roman Way, that paſleth through this 
Town, 
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Town, as is evident from diverſe old 
Coins, which have at Times been digged 
up here. This Place anciently was a 
pulous Town, having no leſs than 79 
— inhabiting in it (as Fob» Nous 
tells us) which by the Depopulation of 
his Time were reduced to three; but 
now are increaſcd to fourteen or more. 
The Lordſhip of this Village was, in 
the Confeſlor's Time, divided into three 
Parts, viz. Earl of Leofricke, at his Foun- 
dation of the Monaſtery of Coventry, gave 
thoſe Marks a Part, which by the gene- 
ral Survey 1 to have been an 
Hide and Half: Henry de Feriers (a great 
Man at that Time) had Half an Hide 
here, then held of him by one Wexeli- 
nus; but the greateſt Proportion was 
held by Richard Foreſtarius, viz. three 
Hides, then poſſeſſed by four Theins 
(King's Servants). He was alſo called 
Richard Venator, and Richard Chinen; and 
| what he had here, was a third Part of 
the T own. William the Conqueror con- 
firmed them to him, to hold of him by 
the Service of keeping the Foreſt of 
Canok in Staffordſhire, paying him ren 
Marks yearly for that Bailiwick : He 
built rhe Church here, and endowed it 
with Lands of two Marks Value. He 
had Tue only one Daughter called Mar- 
gery, who married Walter Crok, who for 
three Marks, purchaſed her Father's 
Office to be Keeper of Canock Foreſt. 
To this Walter ſucceeded William, who 
conferred this Church on the Canons of 
Kenilworth, and gave the Templers a 
Yard-Land in this Lordſhip. He was 
hanged, and his Lands ſeiſed by the 
King, but given with his Siſter Margery 
in Marriage to Robert le Broc, a Man of 
Note in his Time; for he is called Ma- 
reſcallns Anglie, and Foreſtarius de Canoc. 
He left Iſſus a Daughter named Marge- 
7 who being his Heir married to Hugh 
e Loges ; who having contributed libe- 
rally to King Richard I. 's Redemption, 
had the Cuſtody of the Foreſt of Canoc, 
and all the Lands of Nobert de Broc, his 
Wife's Father, confirmed unto him. 
Hugh his Son and Heir held this Ma- 
nor, and the Foreſterſhip of Canoe, of

This Hugh de Loges lived 60 
be a very old Man, and not Compos men- 
tis, and in that Condition having taken 
ſome Diſguſt to his Son and Heir Richard, 
endeavoured to diſinherit him, and to 
that End fold this Manor to the Knights 
Templers, but without the King's Li- 
cence ; whereupon Richard, tho' he had 
been an Actor againſt King Henry III. 
in the Barons Rebellion, yet having 
made his Peace according to the Dictum 
de Kenilworth, found ſo much Favour as 
to be reinveſted in it for 120 Marks 
Fine ; and obtain'd the King's Promiſe, 
that his Father ſhould not diſinherit him 
of it, nor any of his other Lands. He 
held a Court-Leet here, and claimed 
Aſſiſe of Bread and Beer within this 
Lordſhip; for which being queſtioned, 
he pleaded Preſcription, and was allow- 
ed them. He was knighted 14 Edev. I. 
and died 21 of the ſame King, leaving 
Richard his Son and Heir ; but he en- 
joyed them not long, for 28 Edw. I. he 
died, leaving only one Daughter and 
Heir, Elizabeth, who by Marriage car- 
ried this and her other Eſtates to N;cho- 
las de Warrewyk, whoſe Son Fobn's Heir 


Eleanor, by her Marriage, brought them 


to the Family of Peto, who ſeated them- 
ſelves here 4 Ed. III. 

Theſe Peito's, before they poo this 
Lordſhip, had Lands in rhis County, 
and were ſome of them Men of Re. 
nown ; for Richard de Peito had Lands 
at Draiton near Stratford upon Avon, 
which came to him by Roeſe de Truſſel 
6 Edav. I. and was then in the ſuperior 
Rank of the Gentry, being written de 
Pictavia. His Son and Grandſon Fohns, 
both famous at the ſame Time, being 
learned in the Laws, were chief Men in 
moſt publick Offices and Employments, 
all King Edw. II. and 1II.'s Reigns; and 
the Son died, as we guels, near the 4 
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Richard II. leaving three Sons, William, 
Fobn and Thomas, of which William dy- 
ing ſoon after his Father, Fobn was his 
Heir, and became the firſt Lord of this 
Place by the Marriage of the aforeſaid 
Eleanor de Warrewyk. He was a Knight, 
and ſerved as ſuch for this County in 
ſeveral Parliaments in King Eacvard III. 
and King Richard II.'s Reigns. He died 
19 Nich. II. leaving William his Son and 
Heir. He was alſo employed in publick 
Affairs, but lived not long after his In- 
heritance came to him; for he died 8 
Henry IV. leaving William his Son and 
Heir, a Minor. He was knighted when 
he came of Age, and attended the Kin 

in the French Wars, in which he merite 

fo much, that he was made Lieutenant 
General of the Marſhalſhip of France, 
under the famous Fohn Talbot, Earl of 
Shbrewsbury 27 Henry VI. and Captain of 
the Baſtile before Diepe ; but being taken 


Priſorer by the French, he was put to ſo 


great a Fine for his Ranſom, that he 
was forced to mortgage this Lordſhip, 
and ſome other Eſtates, to raiſe it, to 
Sir Drew Barentine, and others. After 
this he retired from thoſe publick Ser- 
vices, and died 4 Edw IV. leaving Fohn 
his Son and Heir. He rebuilt the anci- 
ent Manor-houſe in this Town, and 
cauſed the Arms of his own, and other 
Families related to it, to be painted in 
the Windows, being in Number thirty. 
ive Coats. His Succeſſor Edward ſur- 
vived his Father but a few Years, and 
left John his Son and Heir nine Years 
old. He, after he came of Age, mar- 
ried two Wives, and left Iſſue Fobn his 
Heir, from whom deſcended the Succeſ- 
fron of Humphrey, William, Sir Edward 
and Edward, who was living in 1640. 
Within the Precin&s of this Pariſh, 
was another Manor held by one Gilbert 


de Harpour, to whom it deſcended from 


Henry de Broc, and Confian-e his Wife, 
the Daughter and Heir of Feffrey le 
Brune. "Tis probable that this was the 
Part which belonged to the Monks of 
Coventry, becauſe we find that the Tem- 
plers made over a Part to them ufter 
then Marriage, for a Rent of 201. per 


Ann. ſo that the ſaid Henry and Conſtance 


had at length here four Meſſuages, and. 


four Yard-Lands ; yet held of Brune and 
bis Heirs, by a yearly Rent of 20 5. The 
aforeſaid Gilbert le Harpour had a certain 
Place here, which he held of the King 
by Serjanty, to keep Teddeſly Hay in the 
Foreſt of Canoc. John le Harpour, who 
lived 25 Edav. III. was the laſt of his 
Family, who had to do here; for he 
paſſed away all his Lands here to il. 
liam Peito and his Heirs, who have ever 
ſince enjoyed them together with the 
Manor of Cheſterton. 
The Church here, which is dedicated 
to St. Giles, was given to the Canons of 
Kinilworth by William Croc; yet King 
Richard I. preſented to it Reg. 5. becauſe 
by the Death of Robert de Bro:, the Lands 
being held in Serjeanty, were in the 
King's Hands; yet the Right was in 
the Canons of Kenilworth, and ſo conti- 
nued, till they paſſed it away to Neger 
Molend, Biſhop of Coventry and Litchfel:, 
and his Succeſſors, of which Walter 
Langton having given King Edev. II. the 
Manor of Greneford in Middleſex, the 
King granted him and his Sueceſſors a 
Licence to diſpoſe and aſſign the Ad- 
. vowſon of it inter alia in pure Alms, to 
be appropriated for the Founding of 
Chantries, and other pious Works, for the 
Good of the Soul of King Ede. I. and his 
Anceſtors, Kings of England; but this 
royal Order being negleCted, K. Hen. IV. 
Reg. 14. iſſued out a new Licence to 
the preſcnt Biſhop, to beſtow it upon 
the Vicars Choral of Lichfield, which 
was done by Fohn Burghill, Biſhop of 
Coventry and Li hfield, and a Vicarage 
was inſtituted ; bur the Vicar had no 


more than 51. per Annum paid him by 


the Vicars Choral of Lichfietd, to whom 
the Church was appropriated. In the

continued divers Succeſſions. But after 


the Death of the laſt Earl of Eſex of 
that Name, Maud his Siſter and Heir 
had the Honour of Eſex with this Ma- 
nor, and other Lands of his Inheritance. 
She married firſt ro Henry de Bohun, Earl 
of Hereford, 1 Fob. and afterwards to 
Roger D'antſey, or de Anteſſera, who to- 
gether paſſed away one Moiety of this 


Lordſhip to Hubert de Burgh, Earl of 


Kent; and the other to William Marſhall, 
Earl of Pembroke ; but the Manor- houſe 
-went along with the firſt Moiety. Ri- 
chard ſucceeded his Brother in the Earl- 


dom, and had his Lands here; but it 


ſeems, they came to be another Village 


called Weſton juxta Chiriton, of which we 


ſhall ſpeak hereafter. | 

Hubert de Burgh, being thus poſſeſſed 
of the Demeſne, obtained a Charter to 
himſelf and his Heirs, for a Weekly 
Market here upon Monday, and a Fair 
every Year, to begin on St. Peter's Eve, 
and to laſt for three Days. He was at 
this Time Fuſticiarius Angliæ, a great 
Place, and held ſome Time in great Fa- 
vour ; but Peter de Rupibus rivalling him 
in the King's Affections, laid ſuch Crimes 
to his Charge, as turned the former 
Love to him into a perfect Hatred; ſo 
that he was not only deprived of his 


Juſtice's Office, but was impriſoned, his 


Money extorted from him, and his 
Lands ſeiſed; ſo that this Lordſhip came 
into the King's Poſſeſſion : Bur after- 
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wards the King became -reconciled, 1 
him again, and his Son Fobn inherite. 
moſt, if not all his Lands, and parti- 
cularly came into Poſſeſſion of all his 
Moiety, by an Agreement with Margery 
his Mother for her third Part. This 
Fokn having no Iſſue of his Body, ſet- 


Hed divers Lordſhips upon the King 


and his Heirs ; and this among orhers, 
reſerving to himſelf only an Eſtate for 
Life in them; whereupon King Edw. I. 
came into Poſſeſſion of them, and had 
here two Carucates of Land in Demeſue, 
and forty-two Tenants, holding them by 
divers Rents and Services ; yet at the 
ſame Time, Ralhb Pipard had here one 
Yard-Land and an Half, held of the 
Earl of Hereford, with a Water-Mill, 
Wood of twelve Acres, and chiſty-ons 
Tenants, a Gallows, Court-Leet and 
free Warren; and the Nuns of Stodeley, 
in Oxfordſhire, had a Carucate of Land 
here, given them by Feffery Crawcumb, 
in pure Alms, which he had of the Earl 
of Hereford, nine Tenants, and three A- 
eres of Land in Demeſne, held of them 
by Hubert de Burgh, as had alſo ſome 
others ; but being thus in the King's 
Poſſeſſion, the Lordſhip was granted to 
Euſtace de Hacche, Hugh de Pleſſets, and 
Ralph Pippard, Reg. 13. and at length 
Reg. 27. to Fohn de Mohun and Ada his 
Wife, and their Heirs, in Exchange for 
the Lands of the ſaid Jobn, in Kildare 
in Ireland. 

As to Ralph Pipard's Part, which was 
reputed a Manor from this Time, he 
granted it to Edmund de Botiller, and his 
Heirs, to be enter'd upon by him after 
his Deceaſe ; afrer which 1t came to 
Edmund, and from him to Fames his 
Heir, created Earl of Ormond 2 Ed. III. 
in whoſe Family it continued till King 
Edward IV. s Time, when James Botiller, 
Earl of Wiltſhire, (Son and Heir to 
Fames, the 4th Earl of O-mozd)advanced 
to that Honour in his Facher's Life time 


27 Hen, VI. ſtoutly adhering to the Lan- 


caſtrians, was attainted by Parliament, 
and his Lands ſeiſed; and among them, 
this Lordſhip ; which, with other Lands, 
that King gave to Walter Lord Deverenx, 
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But Thomas his Brother and Heir, find- 
ing Favour with King Edward, was a- 
gain reſtored by Parliament, and reco- 
vered his Lands, which he left to his 
two Daughters and Heirs, Margaret and 
Anne ; between whom being parted, 
Aargaret's Moiety came to Sir William 


Compton, Knt. whoſe Deſcendants the 
Earls of Northampton now enjoy it in 


1640. 

The Manor here, which was granted 
fo John de Mobun, as is aboveſaid in 
King Edward I1.'s Time, continued in the 
Line till the Reign of King Henry IV. 
but then Sir John Mobun dying without 
Iſſue Male, it came by Partition to Ri- 
chard l Strange, Son and Heir of Fobn 
Le Strange of Knokin, by Maud, the 
youngeſt of his three Daughters, who 
died ſeiſed of it 27 Hen. VI. leaving Sir 
Fer Le Strange his Son and Heir; but 

e died without Iſſue Male, and Joan 
his only Daughter and Heir, marrying to 
George the eldeſt Son of Thomas Lord 
Stanley, ( afterwards Earl of Derby) 


brought it into that Family, in which it 


continued ſeveral Succeflions, till Ni- 
liam Earl of Derby fold ir, in King 
ames I.'s Reign, to William Earl of 
orthampton, Grandfather to that Earl, 
who was the Owner of it in 1640. 
The Church is of no leſs Antiquity, 
than the Britains Time ; and if we may 
believe Fobn of Tiamouth's Story of Au- 
guſtine the Monk's coming hither in 
604. and the Parſon's Complaint to him 
of the Lord of the Manor's refufing to 
y his Tithes ; but if nothing more 
can be with Certainty gathered from it, 
this may ; That Tithes were very anci- 
ciently paid for the Support of the Mi- 
niſtry here, as well as m other Parts of 
the Chriſtian Church, which is as much, 
as need to be inferred from it; but la- 
ter Times being better known we will 
deſcend to them, and then we find, that 
about the Beginning of King Stephen's 


Reign, Feffery de Magnavile gave this 


Church to the Abbey of Walden in Eſex, 


"which he had newly founded: But it 
not being yet appropriated to that Mo- 
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for his ſignal Services againſt them: 


naſtery, it was divided rather 
certain religious Houſes, than given to 


any; for though the Abbey ot Walden 


had the biggeſt Share, viz. 12 Marks 
per Anmum out of it; yet the Nuns of 
Hurley in Berkſbire, and the Chapel of 
Pleſby in Eſſex, had alſo Penſtons out of 
it; but how much exactly, we find not. 
At length in the Year 1316. 10 Edu. II. 
Walter de Maydeſton, Biſhop of Morceſter, 
appropriated it to the Abbey of Walden, 
and appointed a Vicarage, which was 
valned 26 Hen. VIII. at 13 L 6s. 8 4. 
per Ann. That Part which the Canons 
of Walden had here, was after the Diſ. 
ſolution of that Monaſtery, granted by 

King Henry VIII. Reg. 30. to Thomas 
Lord Audley, Chancellor of England, and 

his Heirs, by the Name of a Manor, 

together with the Rectory of this Place; 

but it ſeems, as if it went again to the 

Crown; for 4 & 5 Phil. & Mar. I. Sir 
Thomas Pope, Knt. had a Grant of them. 

In the Windows of this Church are the 

Arms of England, Edmund Earl of Corn- 

all, Bobun Earl of Hereford, and Beau- 

champ Earl of Warwick; and in the 

South Window of the Chancel are the 

Arms of Botetourt and England, ſhewing 

them Bene factors to it. 

Compton Murdac, ſo called from its low 
Situation, and the Addition of Murdac, 
the ancient Lord for DiftiQion-Sake 
from other Villages of the Name of 
Compton in this Hundred. In the Con- 

ueror's Time, it was the Poſſeſſion of 
the Earl of Mallent, and contained ſe- 
ven Hides, as appears from Domeſday- 
Book, wherein *tis called Contone : It 
had then a Church. From the Earl of 
Mallent, it deſcended to his Brother 
oy de Newburgh, Earl of Warwick, 
whoſe Son and Succeffor Roger granted 
it with the Advowſon of the Church, 
to Robert Murdac and his Hetrs, to hold 


by the Service of one Knight's Fee, in 


the Reign of Henry I. to whoſe Son Ro- 
ger Wilkam Earl of Warwick confirmed 
it. From Roger, by divers Deſcents, it 
came to William Murdac, in the latter 
End of King Henry HI.'s Reign. He 


had a Charter of Free Warren gran _ 
im 
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him in all his Demeſme Lands here, and 
held them till 7 Edw. I. when an Inqui- 
firion of them was taken, and they were 
found to be two Carucates of Land in 
the Demeſne, fifreen Tenants holding 
by ſervile Labours, three Freeholders, 


and fifteen ag on He died 26 Edev. - 


L leaving Iſſue John his Heir, who ha- 
ving no Child, Thomas his Brother ſue- 
ceeded in his Eſtate. He was a Knight, 
and was in the Expedition with Ting 
Edward I. againſt the Scots, 29 Ede. I. 
but died 9 Edw. II. and was ſucceeded 
by John his Son and Heir. He was made 
a Conſervator of the Peace 1 Edu. III. 
and was Reg. 20. at the Battel of Creſſy 
with the Earl of Warwick. Thomas his 
Son and Heir ſucceeded him ; and Reg. 
44. paſſed” over all his Intereſt in this 
Lord! ſhip to Alice Perers or Peres, King 
Edward III.'s Concubine. She enjoyed 
it about ſeven Years, the Reſt of that 
King's Reign, but was baniſhed 1 Rich. 
II. and all her Goods being confiſcated, 
this Lordſhip came into the King's 
Hands, and was put into the Cuſtody of 


Fobn Spenſer. She about two Years af- 


ter married to Sir William Windſor, Knt. 
a Perſon for whom rhe King had a ſin- 
gular Reſpe&, not for his former Ser- 


vices only, but for his preſent Under- 


taking for the Expedition into Britanny, 
under Thomas de Woodſtock, the King's 
Uncle ; and on that Account, granted 
this Manor to him and his Heirs for 
ever, in Right of his Wife, who pur- 
chaſed it (as the Patent ſays) when ſhe 
was a ſingle Woman. Sir William's Heirs 
were only Daughters, the Eldeſt of 
which Foan being married to Robert 
Skerne, carried this Lordſhip to him and 
his Family 3 Zen. VI. but it was not 
long before he parted with it ; for in 
the 20 Hen. VI. 

Richard Verney, Eſq; (afterwards knight- 
ed) was in Poſſeſſion of it, and built a 
great Part of the Manor-houſe, as it 
now ſtandeth. From what Family of the 
Verneys this Richard was deſcended we 
know not, but find that as foon as he 
ſertled here, he was put into publick 
Employments, as a Conſeryator of the 
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Peace, a Commiſſioner of Array, and 


knighted. . He died 5 Hen. VII. and left 
Edmund his Son and Heir, He was E(- 
cheator for this County and Leiceſter, 
and a Commiſhoner of Array 2 Rich. III. 
He died 11 Hen. VII. and left Richard 
his Son and Heir, of whom our Hiſto- 
ries relate this Thing memorable of 
him; That he was in great Eſteem 
with King Henry VIII. who being inform- 
ed, that he had ſome Infirmity in his 
Head, gave him a Licence to wear his 
Bonnet at all Times, and in all Places; 
yea, in his own Preſence, without In- 
terruption from any Man. He lies bu- 
ried with his Wife and Children, in the 
Chapel, on the North-ſide of this 
Church. From him deſeended Sir Gre- 
vil Verney, a Gentleman of ſingular En- 
dowments, whoſe Son Richard, an ingeni- 
ous Gentleman, had it in 1640. Mr. 
Rous has placed this Town among thoſe, 
whoſe Depopulation he laments in this 

County. | 
The Church here was given by Henry 
de Newburgh, Earl of Warwick, to be a 
Prebend, for the Maintenance of one 
Canon, in the Collegiate Church of Our 
Lady at Warwick, and confirmed to it b 
Walter Durdent, Biſhop of C „ in 
King Stephen's Time, and by Grey 2 
champ, Earl of Warwick 4 Edw. II. The 
Earl of Warwick anciently preſented to 
this Prebend. In the Church and Chan- 
cel are divers ſumptuous Monuments 
for ſeveral of the Family of Verneys, 
and ſome others; as for Sir Rich. Ferney, 
and Margaret his Wife, who died, he 
in 1630. and ſhe in 1631. for George 
Verney, Eſq; who died in 1574. for Ri- 
chard Verney, Eſq; and Anne his Wife, 
who died, Anno Dom. 15 . Mrs. Anne 
Oaingſnle, Wife of Mr. Edward Oding- 
ſale, and Daughter of Richard Verney, Eſq. 
who died in 1523. for Sir Gre; Van, 
Son of Richard Verney, Eſq; and Marga- 
ret, the Siſter of Fulk Grevil, Lord Byook, 
who died in 1642. and Grew his Son 
and Heir, who died in 1648. as alſo for 
George his fourth Son, who died in 1649. 
and Fobn an Infant, who died in 1620. 
In the Windows of this Church were 
many 
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e ſuppoſe are ſince deſtroyed. 
Compton Scorſen, a Lordſhip of Robert 


de Sad ſord, in the Conqueror's Time, 
containing (as it was then certified) fix 
. Hides of Land, five of which one Wari- 


nus held, and the remaining one Alui- 
unt. In the Conqueror's Survey it is 
written Contone only without Diſtinction, 


perhaps, becauſe theſe Comptons were 


"then all one Pariſh with divers Manors 
in it; which after were made ſeve- 


ral Pariſhes by the Lords of them. In 


36 Hen. III. Robert de Haleford anſwered 
for Half a Knight's Fee here, held of 
the Lord Stafford, when it was called 
Hethin Comptcn. In the 7 Ede. I. it had 
the Name of Scorfen added to it, and 
was then the Lordſhip of Robert t- 
Petri, who held it by the Service of 
Half a Knight's Fee, Peter the Fath 

of Robert was ſurnamed De Valle, and 
had to do here long before this. It was 
certified at that Time to contain three 
Yard-Lands in Demeſne, and three Te- 


nants, holding by Payment of 4 


Rents, and Performance of ſeveral baſe 
Services. Robert Fitz- Peter was in Poſ- 
ſeſſion of it 9 Ede. II. and Nobert his 
Son and Heir ſucceeded him; but ha- 


ving no Iſſue ſurviving him, Jobn Bur- 


det of Arrow, and Fobn Norris, his Si- 
ſter's Sons, became his Heirs ; to the 


former of which this Manor fell in the 


Diviſion, and continued in his Poſterity, 
till Robert Burdet of Bramcote, his Great 
Grandſon, ſold it to William Sheldon, of 
Weſton, in this County, and Robert Pal- 
mer, &c. 

Compton Wineyate, which Addition was 
given it from a Vineyard; which, as the 
Inhabitants tell us from Tradition, was 
anciently in this Lordſhip. In the Con- 
queror's Time, it was poſſeſſed by Tur- 
chil de Warwik, and was then ſaid to 
contain eight Hides, and one Virgate of 
Land, of which two were held of Tur- 
chi! by one Almarus, three and the Vir- 
gate by one Roger, and the Reſt by A.

that Earl. From one of theſe, but 
which we know not, was the Anceſtor 
of the Family of Compton, which took 
their Name from hence, enfeoffed; but 
we find not any of them ſtiled Lords of 
this Manor, till 7 Edw. I, when it is 
certified, that 7 de Compton wag 
Lord of it, by the Name of Compton M. 
niate, and that he held it of Thomas de 
Arden, by the Service of Half a Knight's 
Fee, and he of the Earl of Warwick; 
at which Time the ſaid Philip had here 
two Carucates of Land in Demeſne, 
... « Frecholders, who held of him fix 
Yard-Lands by ſeveral Rents, and five 


Tenants holding three Yard-Lands, pay- | 


ing certain Rents, and performing di- 
vers ſeryile Labours. It Was alſo then 
certified, that the Templers had three 
Frecholders here, who held two Yard- 
Lands, for which they paid a certain 
Rent, and did Suit of Court at Warwick. 
From this Philip deſcended Robert de 
Compton, who was 1n the Expedition a- 
gainſt Wales, in 5 Edw. II. John de 
Compton, who was Knight for this Shire, 
in the Parliament held 16 Eg. III. 


Thomas de Compton, Who was one of tho 


Coroners for this Shire, from the 23 to 
50 Ede. III. and Edmund, who held the 
ſame Office (which in thoſe Days was of 
great Account) in the Beginning and 
End of Richard Il.'s Reign. 

But the moſt memorable Perſon of 
this Family, who laid the Foundation 
of their ee by his Merit, was 
William de Compton, who from a Page to 
Henry, the 2d Son of King Hey. VII. roſe 
to be chief Gentleman of rhe Bedchamber 
to his Maſter, then become K. Hen. VIII. 
who further, in Conſideration of his 
faithful Services, augmented his Arms 
out of his own Enfigns, made him a 
Knight, Chancellor of Ireland, and Cap- 
tain of the Rear- Guard, in the King's 
Army, at Tberouene, and had the Title 
of Burſarius Regis. He erected a fair 
Manor-houſe here, out of the Brick of 
Fulbrooke Caſtle, which he was allowed to 
pull down. To it he built a Chapel, in 


which was a Window of rarc Workman- 


ſhip, 


ſhip, having in the Top a Repreſenta- 
tion of our Saviour's Paſſion; and in 
the lower Part, the Portraiture of him- 
ſelf and Lady kneeling in their Surcoats 
of Arms, as they remain in Baſiol Col- 
lege Chapel, Oxford; and added to the 
Whole, a very large Park, for the Uſe 
of himſelf and Heirs, for ever, as the 
Patent for it ſays; in which Place it is 
called Compton Inferior, or Compton Vyne- 
yatys. He died 20 Hen. VIII. and was bu- 
ried in this Church, under a ſumptuous 
Alabaſter Monument, wherein he order- 
ed his Father and Mother, and Lady, 
to be interred with him. To him ſuc- 
ceeded ; 
Peter his Son and Heir, then a Minor, 
whoſe Wardſhip was committed to Car- 
dinal Wolſey. He died before he was of 
Age; but having married Anne, the 
Daughter of George Earl of * 
left Iſſue Henry, then but 49 Weeks 
and 5 Days old., Being arrived at full 
Age he was knighted, and in 8 Eliz, 
was ſummoned to Parliament among 
the Barons, and died 31 Eliz. lea- 
ving Iſſue by Frances, Daughter of the 
Earl of Huntington, William his Son and 
Heir, whom King Fames I. Reg. 16. cre- 
ated Earl of Northampton. He was made 
Preſident of that King's Council, Knight 
of the Garter, and Lord Lieutenant of 
this County; and having wedded Eli- 
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which were very beautiful and ſtately, 
utterly razed, and beat to Pieces. Whe- 
ther the Church be ſince built again we. 
know not; but. ſuppoſe it is, becauſe 
that noble Family having a Seat here, 
will not want an Houſe for God's Ser- 
vice.

He gave certain 
Lands lying here to the Churches of 
Our Lady and All-ballows at Warwick, 
and his Son Rogey confirmed them, add-- 
ing his Grant of the Tiche thereof, and 
an hundred Aeres of Land, in 23 Hen. 
I, when he united thoſe two Churches, - 
and made Our Lady's Collegiate; and 
being ſo united, we have no more to 
ſay of it, becauſe the Earl kept the 
Reſt in his own Hands.

the Conqueror's Time, the Earl of 


Mallent had ten Hides here, which was

The 
Reſt of ir, which contained 15 Hides, 
was held by Harold, the Son to Ralph 
Earl of Hereford, as he had done in the 
Confeſſor's Days.

In each of theſe Parts 
there was a Prieſt, and conſequently a 
beſides the Mother-Church, 
which good in Harold's Part. From Ha- 
roll deſcended. the Family of Sudley, 
who took their Name from their Scar, 
at Sualey in „ and inherited 
his Part, as the Earls of Warwick did 
the Earls of Mallents Part for ſome 
Time; as ſeems plain from this, That 
Robert Mauduit held one Knight's Fee 
and an Half here 20 Hen.

III. left his Siſters Joan and 
his Heirs, of whom Foan's Son 
Thomas Boteler, became Heir of Half, 
and by the Death of Margery without 
Iſſue, of the whole Eſtate of the Sudleys ; 
it was then called, Cheping-Dercet, 
This Thomas Boteler, thus becoming 
Lord of this Town, was afterwards 
knighted, and died ſeiſed of this Ma- 
nor, leaving Fohn his Son and Heir, 14 
Years of Age, 22 Rich. II. but this Ma- 
nor was before ſettled in Feoffees, for 
the Uſe of Alice his Wife, Daughter of 
Sir Fobn Beauchamp of Powyk ; and her 
Son, when he came of Age 8 Hen. IV. 
confirmed it to her for Life, though ſhe 
was at that Time married to Sir Fobn 
Dalynerngee, Knt. This Fobn and Wil-

From him deſcended ſucceſſively Sir 
you de Montfort, Knt. Sir Baldwin, who 
ardly kept Poſſeſſion of this Manor, 
but Sir Edmund, his Brother by Father's 
Side, ſought to ſuc him out of it.

ſtate of Hugh de Grentemaiſnill, in the 
Conqueror's Time, when it was certified 
to contain ten Hides of Land, a Church, 
and two Mills; but not long after Rab 
Boteler of Overfley bad a Grant of it; 
for in King Stepken's Time, he gave the 
Church to the Monaſtery of Alceſter, 
which he had founded. , This Grant was 
from the ſaid Hugh. From the above- 
mentioned Ralab deſcended William de 
Boteler, who in ) Ew. I. held it of the 
Earl of Leiceſter, by the Service of two 
Knights Fees, having then one Water- 
Mill in it, two Carucates of Land in De- 
meſne, thirty Tenants holding one Yard- 
land and an Half; by certain Rents and 
Services, and ten Cottagers, who paid 
their Suit to the Conrt-Lecr, held for 
the Honour of Leiceſter. Ralph de Ar- 
dern had ſeven Yard-Lands here, which 
he held of Fohn Mallore, and he of the 
ſaid William le Boteler ; of whoſe Family 
Sir William le Boteler, Knt, was the lait 
that had to do here; for he leaving Eli- 
zabeth his Daughter and Heir, ſhe mar- 
ry ing to Robert de Ferrers, had by him a 
Daughter and Heir, Elizabeth, by whoſe 
Marriage it paſſed to Nevill, and after- 
wards to Gaſ.oign; and was, by Sir Mil- 
liam Gaſ.oign, ſold to Thomas Lord Crom- 
well 29 Hen, VIII. He was attainted by 
Parliament the next Year, and thereby 
his Eftate eſcheating to the Crown, was 
granted by that King to Richard Furmour 


and Anne his Wife, and Fohn their Son 


and Maud his Wife, and their Heirs 


Male, 36 Hen. VIII. John died without 


Iſſue Male; and reverting to the Crown, 
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it was given 7 Edw. VI. to Peter Tem- 
ple of Derſet in this County, and T bo- 
mas Lee of Clatercote in Oxfordſbire, and 
their Heirs, to hold in Capite, by the 
fourth Part of a Knight's Fee. Petey 
Temple ſold away ſeveral Parccls of it 
to ſeveral Perions in Queen Mary's 
Reign; and among them, Job Wood- 


dard purchaſed the Manor-houſe, and 
a large Portion of the Demeſne with 


it. He died 2 & 3 Ph. & Mar. I. lea- 


ving Richard his Heir, who died two 


Years after, leaving Fobn his Heir. Bur 
the greateſt Proportion beſides, (viz. 
one Meſſuage, one Garden, ane Or- 
chard, three hundred Acres of Land, 
ten of Meadow, eight Acres of Paſture, 
and fifty Acres of Heath) was ſold to 
T homas and Edward Savage by the ſaid 
Peter and Thomas ; Edward died ſeiſed 
of it, leaving it to the Survivor 7 bo- 
mas, who departed this Life, 5 Eliz. and 


left it to Fobn his Son. | : 
The Church here was given to the 
Monaſtery of Alceſter, by Ralph le Bote- 
ler, Founder thereof, in King Stephen's 
Time ; and being appropriated to the 
Monks there, a Vicarage was appointed; 
which in 19 Edu. I. was rated at twelve 
Marks. At that Time, the Priory of 
Ware had a Portion of Tithes belonging 
to it in this Place, valued at one Mark. 
In 26 Hen. VIII. the Rectory was va- 
lued at 17/7. and the Vicarage at 8, 55. 
4 d. per Annum. The Patronage of the 
Vicarage went along with the Manor, 
and was preſented to by Thomas and Ri- 
chard Woodward, and Frances the Widow 
of the latter. on 
Merſton- Priors is @ Lordſhip in the 
Pariſh of Herdqvick-Priors, and was given 
with it to the Monks of Coventry, by 
Earl Leofrick, in Edward the Con eſſor's 
Days. It was always involved in Herd- 
cbick, and therefore is not mentioned in 
the general Survey. In 41 Hen. III. the 
Monks had a Charter of Free Warren 
Sheng them in all their Demeſne Lands 
ere; and in 7 Ed. I. had twenty-eight 
Tenants, which held twenty-three Yard- 
Lands in this Place, paying ſeveral

In 7 Edw. I. Exftace Hacche was a me- 
nial Servant of that King, and obtain- 
ed of him Neg. 10. a Charter of Free 


Warren, in all his Demeſne Lands here. 
He was a Perſon employed in War and 


Peace by that Prince; for he was a 
Juſtice for the Goal. delivery at War- 
wick, and ſeveral Times in the Wars in 
Scotland; and partieularly at the Battle 
of Fawkirk. He died 34 Edew. I. lea- 
ving Fullan, the Wife of Fohn Hanſard, 
his Heir; but it ſeems, that he did not 
inherit it, becauſe Avicia his Wife le- 
vying a Fine, ſettled it on Nicholas. Trim- 
ne and Margery his Wife; after her 
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Deceaſe, Nicholas was a Knight, as Was. 
his Son Fabn, who ſucecaded him. This 
Manor was then called Adorton Daubeny: 
and being come to Fobn Trimnell, was. 
fold to Thomas Beauchamp, Earl of War- 
avick, with the Advowſon of the Church, 
in Whoſe 'Faniily.*they remxined, till 

the great. Poſſeſſions of that Barldom. 
came to the Crown in King Henry VII. & 
Reign. King Edward VI. granted this 

Manor to John Dudley, then Earl of 
Warwick,' and afterward Earl of Norm,

to ahn Coleburne, Gent. who died ſeiſed 

of it, and left it to his Son and Heir

Mary, then wedded to Sir Stephen Harvey, 
Knight of the Bath, had two Sons who 
died unmarried, and five Daughters;

The Church of this Place is dedi- 
cated to the Holy Croſs ; and was 19 
Ede. I. divided between two Rectors, 
according ro the two Parts of the Town. 
—— de Hacche, who had the Earl of 

arwick's Part; preſented th it from 
1280 to 1300. This Moiety was intend- 
ed to have been appropriated to tho 
Nuns of Pinley in this County, and a 
Licence was obtamed of the King for- 
that Purpoſe ; but it doth not appear, 
that it took Effect, and ſo the Patro- 
nage continued in the Lords of it; and 
Nicholas Trimnell, and Jahn his Son, pre- 
ſonted to it in 1314 and 1322. As to 
the Earl of Leicefter's Part, which was. 
given as is above ſaid 75 William de Bi- 

obſden, his Son Sir John de Biſbopſder 
— 6, Ede. III. gave the Adee ot 
his Moiety ro the Hoſpital of St. 7obn 
Baptiſt at Warwick; and it was appro- 
priated thereto, Anno 1359.

bove four Houſes in it; but was ancient- 
ly more populous. In 7 Rich. I. one Ri- 
chard des Apes paid one Mark to the 
King for the Seiſin of his Lands here; 
and in 9 Edcyu. II. it was certified to be 
an Hamlet belonging to Tachebrooke E- 
piſcobi above ſpecified, © T% 
VNortbend, a Member of Daſſet, ſo call- 
ed from its Northern Situation in that 
Pariſh; we obſerve nothing memorable 
in it but a Chapel, which it had an-

Neapbold-Pacy, ſo called to diſtinguiſh 
it from the other Villages, called Neu- 
bold in this County, from the Parys, an- 
cient Lords of it. It was one of thoſe 
Towns, which the Conqueror gave to 
Haſculf Maſard, one of his warlike Fol- 
lowers, of whom at the Time of the 
pomp? Survey, Humjredus de Haſtang 

Id it, when it was certified to con- 
tain five Hides. One of the Haſtangs 
(but which we know not) enfeoffed the 
Pacys with it; for in ) Edw. I. William 
de Pacy or Paſci, is certified to hold this 
Manor of Robert de Haſtang, by the Ser- 
vice of one Knight's Fee, having then 
but one Acre of Land in Demeſne, four- 
teen 'Tenants occupying eight Yard- 
Lands under ſervile Works, five Cot- 
tagers, and three Freeholders, holding 
diverſe Parcels of Land. At the ſame 
Time, the Knights Templers had eight 
Yard-Lands in this Lordſhip, viz. four 
in Demeſne, and four in Villenage ; 
which upon the Diſſolution of the Ho- 
ſpitalers 7 Edu. VI. was given to Tho- 
mas Lucy, Eſq; and his Heirs. Of the 

Tacys we find nothing more of Note af- 
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of them for a Time longer.. 
The Church here was given to the 
Canons of Noſtell in Yorkſbire, by Atrou 
Ha fang, in King Henrys I.'s Time; but 
it ſeems to have been claimed: by tho 
3 Pacys, as Lords of the Ma- 
nor, 
William Pacy, about the Advowſon in 
28 Ede. I. but he being in the King', 
Buſineſs, the Juſtices of the Common 
Pleas. were forbidden by a Mandate 
from the King to proceed in the Cauſe, 
And what was after done in it, we don't 
diſcover ; but obſerve, that not long 
after it was ſettled on the Provoſt and 
Scholars of Queen College in Oxford, who 
obrained an Appropriation thereof from 
the Pope, which was made to them by 
Fobn T boresby, then Biſhop of Worceſter, 
who having reſerved to himſelf and his 
Suceeſſors, a Penſion. of 205. per Ann. 
to be paid yearly at Chriſtmas, ordained 
and cndowed a Vicarage, Anno 1349. 
but we find not the Value of it. 
 Oxbill, or as it is written in the Con- 
8988 Octeſelbe, was then in 
the Poſſeſſion of Hugh de Grentemaiſnill, 
and certiſied to contain ten Hides, and 
a Mill, having been before the Norman 
Settlement, the Eſtate of one Toli. In 
the Reign of King Henry IT. Engelram de 
Dumart was Owner of it; and becauſe 
he died without Iſſue, his Siſters Emma 
and Eliz. ſucceeded-him in the Inheri- 


rance of it. King Jobn ſeiſed upon it, 


(but for what Reaſon is not known) and 
commanded the Sheriff, Reg. 18. to give 
the Poſſeſſion of it to T heodoric de 
IV hicheford, to whom he had granted it 
by the Name of Ho#eſbulve ; but in 5 
Hen. III. Thomas de Periton, as Heir to 
Engelram de Dum mariſb, obtained the Re- 
ſtitution of it; and dying 11 Hen. III. 
left it his Son Adam, who had Livery 
of it the ſame Year. He left only a 


Danghter and Heir Margaret, who by 


Marriage carried this Manor to Sir Mi- 
liam Keyns, who left Iſſue Robert; who 
in 7 Ede. I. held it of the King in Ca- 
pite, by the Service of one Knight's Fee, 
having 


cauſe the Canons impleaded 


ving one Carucate of Land in De- 
Len ive Tenants holding ſeveral 
Parcels of Land under ſervile Labour, 


and ſome particular Rents ; as alſo di- 


verſe Frecholders. They were an emi- 
nent Family, but for Want of Iſſue 
Male became extin& ; and this Manor 
by the Female Iſſue paſſed to the Creſſys, 
of whom afterward. - SD gp 

At the ſame Time, the Prior of Ware 
'had one Yard-Land here, and the Monks 
of Bordeſley two Carucates, and fix Vir- 
gates, and nine Tenants, holding ſundry 

roportions, by ſeveral 

vile Works, with a Court-Leet, by the 
Grant of King III. The Family 
of Creſſys poſſeſſed this Manor ſeveral 
Deſcents ; as after the former Robert 
ſucceeded two more of that Name, 
William and Fobn, whoſe Son Fobn's 
Male Iſſue failing, I/abe] the Wife 
of Sir Thomas Chaworth, Knt. was one 
of his Coheirs ; and Eleanor the Wife of 
Sir Humphrey Stafford, the other oy 
which laſt upon the Partition this Ma- 
nor fell; but he was ſoon diſſeiſed ot 
it by John Hatheuyte 2 Edw. IV. who 
fold it to William Catesby, by whoſe At- 
tainder it eſeheated to the Crown 1 Hen. 
VII. and from thence paſſed to Sir Da- 
vid Owen, Knt. whoſe Son and Heir 
Henry fold it to Simon Walweyn, Gent. 
10 Eliz, who died ſeiſed of it. Reg. 20: 
leaving it to Matthew his Son, who, by 


his Laſt Will and Teſtament, entailed 


it upon the Iſſue Male of his Brother 
Francis; and for Default thereof, upon 
Urſula his Brother's Daughter ; who 
marrying Matthew Clarke, left it to his 
Poſterity: What the Monks of Bordeſle 

had here came to the Crown at the Dit- 
ſolution of the Monaſtery, and was gi- 
ven by Queen Mary to Peter Temple, Eſq; 
and Richard Peteter, Gent. and their 
Heirs; but Peter 1 Eliz. ſold it to Gecrge 
Eiſ:op and John his Son, whoſe Poſterity 
enjoyed it in 1640. . 
The Church is dedicated to St. Lau- 


r-nce ; und in 26 Hen, VIII. was valued 
at 151. 16s. 8 d. Pillerton Nether, A 


Large Pariſh containing eleven Hides of 
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Rents and ſer- 


Land, one of which in the Conqueror's 
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Reign, Hoch Earl of Cheſter ſſeſſed 


with three Virgates, and the other Ten, 
befides the Wood one Mile in Length, 
and as much in Breadth, and à Mill, 
Hugh de Grentemaiſnill was Owner of. It 
was then written Pilardetune; but they 


had them not long; for King Henry I. 
gave the Whole to Henry de Nerobureb, 


or Roger his Son, Earls of Warwick 

for William Earl of Warwick, Son © 

Roger, 12 Hen. II. declared himſelf to 
hold it by one Knight's Fee de Verert 
Feoff mento, and that Robert Fitz-Williams 
was his Tenant of ic. He aſſumed tho 
Name of Pitardinton from this Place; 
and was the Founder of the little Mo- 
naſtery of Pinley. We find ſeveral of 
his Name in this Place, but none of 
them Lords of it after him; for in R- 
chard 1.'s Time, Gilbert de Waſevilt poſ- 
feſſed it; and having forfeited it to the 
Crown by commitring Felony, that King 
ſeifed, and gave it to Hugh de Hercy 
but Waleran, Earl of Warwick, claiming 
it as his Right obtained it, and at the 
King's Requeſt continued it to Hagb ds 
Hercy, He was diſturbed in the Enjoy- 
ment by Hugh de Gornas ; but he kept 
the Poſſeſſion, and left ir to his Poſte- 
rity. In 7 Edu. I. Fobn de Hercy, Great 
Grandſon of Hygh, was found to hold 
this Manor of the Eartof Warm by 
the Service of one Knight's Fee, having 
then one Carucate of Land in his De- 


meſne, and feven Tenants holding of 


him by ſeveral Rents, and ſervile Em- 
ploy ments. He had no Iſſue, and there- 
fore ſettled this Manor 33 Edu. R after 
his own and Wife's Deceaſe, upon 7 ho- 
mas Wandak and Alice his Wife, and the 
Heirs of Thomas his Kinſman. From 
this Family of Hercy, was this Town for 
Diſtinction- ſake called Pillewon- Hercy.

luation 26 Hen. VIII. 8 
Radway, a Village ſituate at the bot- 
tom of Eag - bill, ſo called from the red 
Earth, which ſhews it ſelf on the Road. 
In the Conqueror's Time it contained 
x Hides, of which three belonged to 
the Monks of Coventry, two to Earl A- 
beric, the Progenitor of the Veres, Earls 
of Oxford, and: Richard Foreftarins ; it was 
then called Radwei, or Rodexveie. The 
Monks Part was made over by them to 
Roger de Clinton, . Biſhop of Coventry, who 
gave two Hides of it to the Monks od 
1 þ 


Rad more in Frank · alms, in King Stephens 
Days; and the other Hide to Feffrey de 
Clinton of Kenilworth, who beſtowed it 
on the ſame Monks for the Health of his 
own, and Anceſtors Souls. The Earl 
Alberic's Part was given in Marriage 
with his Daughter Julian to Hugh Bigott, 
Earl of Norfolk. It was then accounted 
Half a Knight's Fee, and being granted 
out to ſeveral Perſons, was partly given 
to,-or ſold to the Monks of Stoneley, 
and partly to the Canons of Erabury, 
viz. one Hide beſtowed on them by Rath 
Sudeley, which was rated 5 Edv. I. at 
two Yard-Lands, held by five Tenangs, 
which paid ſeveral Rents, and perform- 
ed divers ſervile Labours. At which Time 
the Monks of Stoneley's Lands here were 
four Carucates of Lands, two of which 
they held in Demeſne, and the reſt 
were in the Hands of Tenants, who paid 
ſeveral Rents, c. Richard Foreſtarins's 
Part, which was one, and contained ſe- 
ven Yard-Lands u an Half, deſcended 
lineally to the Family of Loges, and by 
Hugh de Loges was alienated to Alan de 
Mar-ote. The Monks of Stoneley had 


Free Warren here in their Part; and a 


Grange called Egg-grange. They alſo 
purchaſed a. Part of Marcote's Lands, 
which were ſeven Meſſuages, one Toft, 
and ſeven Yard-Lands and an Half, 
which Robert de Walden of Warwick after- 
wards granted wholly to them. After 
the Diſſolution of the Monaſteries, Egg- 
granze was ſold to Richard Andrews, Gent. 
and his Heirs, 34 Hen. VIII. Radway- 
grange to Francis Goodere, and his Heirs, 
36 Hen. VIII. and in 7 Ede. VI. the 
reſt was ſold to Thomas and Humphrey 
Cox, Brethren, and the Heirs of Thomas. 

The Church dedicated to St. Peter 
was antiently appropriated tothe Mona- 
ſtery of Stoneley, and a Vicarage then 
appointed, which 26 Hen. VIII. was va- 
lued at 5 12s. per Ann. 

Ratley, a Village near Eag- bill, which 
by the Conqueror's Survey is certified 
to contain five Hides, being then held 
of Turchil, Earl of Warwick, by one A1 
marus ; but before the Conqueſt it was 
the Freehold of one Ordric. In that 
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Record 'tis called Rotelei. From Tur 
chil chis Lordſhip deſcended to his P 

ſterity, Hugb de Arden his Granꝗ - child 
enjoying it in King Henry II. “s Time. 
He gave ſome Lands here to the Monks 
of Stoneley, as did alſo Thomas his Ne- 
phew and Heir, who granted to them 
three Carucates of Land, which in his 
Deed is ſaid to be 330 Acres. He or 
his Son was taken Priſoner in the Bat- 
tle of Eveſham, fighting on the Barons 
Part, but recovered their Lands here 
by Dictum de Kenilworth ; and in 75 Ed. I. 


he was certified to hold of the Earl of 


Wareick, by the Service of a Knight's 
Fee, two Carucates of Land in Demeſne, 


two Acres of Incloſure, the Patronage 


of the Church, and Free Warren, vith 
18 Servants, who held 11 Yard-Lands 
under ſeveral Rents and Services, | 

The Monks of Stoneley at the ſame 
Time held four Yard-Lands here in 
Demeſne, given to them by the above- 
mentioned Hugh de Arden; but Thomas 
or his Son for 1001. ſold this Manor 
with the Capital Houſe, Park, and Ad- 
vowſon of the Church, to Nicholas de 
Eaton, who thereupon did his Homage 
for it to William Beauchamp, Earl of 
Warwick, at his Seat in Beoley in Wor- 
cefterſhire. In 18 Edw. I. he obtained 
a Charter of Free Warren in all his De- 
meſne Lands here, and in the zoth of 
the ſame King entailed it upon the Iſſue 
of his Body by Margery his Wife, with 
Remainder to his right Heirs. His 
Grand-child Nicholas, by Deſcent from 
him, enjoyed it, but leaving only one 
Daughter Cicely, who married Sir Ed- 
ward Warren, ſhe brought it into his 
Family. His Poſterity enjoyed it but 
two Succeſſions, for Laurence Warren ſold 


it to Thomas Tropnell and other, who 


parted with it in King Henry VIII. 's 
Reign, to John Warner, whoſe Deſcen- 


dant Fchn was in Poſſeſſion of this Ma- 


nor in the Year 1640. 

The Chureh dedicated to St. Peter ad 
Vincula was given by Thomas de Arden, 
Lord of the Manor, to the Monks of 
Stoneley, notwithſtanding the Grant he 
had before made of the Adyowſon to 


Gg888 Ni- 
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Nicholas de Eaton, as is above obſerved. 
'Theſe Monks gave it to one Guy Gylle- 
broke, a Prieſt, and his Heirs, to whom 


after Thomas de Arden had confirmed it, 


Guy diſpoſed of it immediately to Mi- 
liam de Beauchamp, Earl of Warwick, 
ſo thar neither the Monks of Stoneley 
or he had fo much as one Preſentation. 
Thomas de Beauchamp, his Grand child, 
preſenred once, and ſoon after, viz. in 
16 Edw. III. conferred it on the Canons 
of Clatercote in Oxfordſhire, who obtained 
an Appropriation of it within two Years, 
from Roger de Northburgh, Biſhop of Co- 
venty and Litchfield, who in 1348 or- 


dained a Vicarage, which in 26 Hen. 


VIII. was valued at GJ. 1os. per Ann. 
In the Church is but one Grave-Stone 
of Note for Fobn Warner, who died in 
1520, | 
or the Corner of Ed bil, in this 
Pariſh, is a great Fortification of a 
Quadrangular Form, containing abour 
twelve Acres, as may be judged by the 
Eye; near unto which in the laſt Cen- 
tury was found a Brazen Sword and 
Battle Ax, of which Weapons Mr. Camb- 


den makes Mention in Cornwall. It it 


doubtleſs a Roman Work, as we have

Shotſcwell, a Village ſituate on the 
Brow or Ledge of Edp-hill. It is not

"thoſe Earls granted it to the Anceſtor 
of Fohn de Dyve, who paſſed it to one of 
the Progenitors of Robert Fitzavith, who 
fold it to Robert Wandard ; but he held 
it of John Fitzavith by the Service of 
Half a Knight's Fee, which Fobn at the 
ſame Time, being the Superior Lord, 


had one Carucate of Land in Demeſne, 


and two Servants, the Canons of Cla- 


tercote ſeven Yard-Lands, and the Canons 
of Studley a Carucate and fix Cottages.

This Robert Wandard was a Knight 15 
Ede. I. and the Coroner for this Coun- 
ry. He had Iſſue Thomas, who ſold this 
Manor to William de Bereford, who in 
9 Edw. II. was certified to be Lord of 
it. He died ſeiſed of it 20 Edw. II. lea- 
ving Edmund his Son and Heir, who in 
9 Edw. III. obtained a Charter of Free 
Warren for it, and left it to Sir Balduin 
de Bereford his Son, who paſſed away 
the Eſtate he had in this Manor to 
Sir John Beauchamp of Holt, Knt. He was 


attainted in Parliament 11 Rich. II. and 


put to Death; but his Son Fohz inhe- 
rited it, and died ſeiſed of it 8 Hen. v. 
leaving Margaret, the Wife of Foby 
Paunceſot, his Daughter and Heir, who 
afrerwards became the Wife of Foby

one or both of theſe her Hus- 
bands, ſhe ſeems to have had two Daugh- 
ters, who marrying to Fobn Aſhton and 
Yoon Blount of Oxfordſhire, carried this 
.ordſhip into their Family; but the 
greateſt Part came to Aſhton, who grant- 
ed ic to Fames Botler Earl of Ormond, 
whoſe Son and Heir James, created 
Earl of Wiliſpire, 2) Hen. VI. following 
the Fate of the Lancaftrians, was at- 
rainted by the Parliament 1 Ed. IV. and 


— to Death at Newcaſtle, leaving no 


ſſue. His Eſtate being thereupon con- 
fiſcated, was given by King Edward to 
Richard Harecourt, Eſq; and Eaitb his 
Wife, and the Iſſue Male of their Bo- 
dies, he having from the Beginning been 
a ſteady Adherent to the York Intereſt ; 
but it doth not appear that they had 
the whole Manor of this Place ; for 
Thomas Croſt, and Elizabeth his Wife, 
were by Fine inveſted with a third Part 
of it to them and their Heirs, 12 Ed. IV. 
_ Croſt their Son ſacceeded him; 
ut ſome way alienated it, ſo that it 
became inveſted in Thomas Pope and his

The Church dedicated to St. Laurence, 
was veſted in Robert Wandard and his 
Heirs by the Monks of Preaux in Nor- 
mandy, paying 104. annually to the 
Parſon of Warmington, which was in the

and his Suceeſſors. It was afterwards 
anted to the Monaſtery of Lavenden 
in Buckinghamſhire in King Edward II's. 
Time, and appropriated to it 2 Rich. II. 
by Pope Urban VI.'s Bull ; Simon Sudbury, 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury the ſame Year 
ordaining a Vicarage, which in the 26 
Hen. VIII. was valued at 5 J. 13s. 44. 
per Ann. | | 
. Shikburgh inferior, or Nether Shuck- 
boroveh, a Village reputed for 3 Yard- 
Lands, in which Richard Foreſtarius in 
the Conqueror's Time held Halt an Hide. 
From him (who 1s there called Richard 
Chenew) it deſcended by Margery his 
Daughter and Heir to William Crock, 
and ſo by Margery his Daughter to Ro- 
bert de Brok, who by a fair Charter, 
in which he calls him Domini Regis An- 
glie Mariſcallus, gave all his Land here 
called Succeberge to Roger Helie, alias de 
Bentley. From him deſcended Fobn de 
Bentley, who 28 Ed. I. was certified to 
hold here one Hide of Land of Richard 
de Loges, lincal Heir to Robert de Broc. 
His Son William de Bentley, Lord of 
Bentley in Staffordſbire 47 Edæ. III. grant- 


ed to Fobn de Catesby and his Heirs, all 


his Lands in this Place, with the Court- 
Leet. We have no Account of it fur- 
ther till 3 Eliz. when Thomas Shukbo- 
rough, Eſq; was found to die ſeiſed of 
it; and. from him it deſcended to Sir 
Richard Shukborough the Owner of it in 
1640. | 

Stokebull, a ſmall Hamlet lying on 
the North- ſide of Warwick heretofore, 
but now hath no Signs of it, bur certain 
Grounds that are ſo called. In King 
Henry 1.'s Time, Roger, Earl of Warwick, 
when the Collegiate Church there was 
founded, granted- to it the Tithes of 
certain Lands lying here, which proves 
it to be his Eſtate, and ſo he left it to 
Henry his Son, as he did the reſt of his 
Lands. Again, in 14 Ede. I. a Moiety 
of this Manor was by Fine ſettled upon 
go de Lou and Amice his Wife, and 
er Heirs, This is all our Hiſtories af- 
ford us concerning this Hamlet; and 
no Wonder, ſince it is one of thoſe Vil-

Stourton, ſo called from its Situation 
on the River Stour, was originally 4 
Member of Whichford, and as ſuch was 
granted away by one of the Mobuns to 
William Cumin, or ſome of his Anceſtors, 
He having no Male Iſſue, Margery his 
Daughter and Heir ſucceeded - him in 
his Eftate here and elſewhere; and mar- 
rying Fohn de Cantilupe, brought the 
Inheritance of this Lordſhip into his 
Family; and in 7 Ede. I. he is certifi- 
ed to hold it of Fohn de Mohun, or 
Moun, by the Service of two Parts of a 
Knight's Fee, having two Carucates of 


Land here in Demeſne, and 18 Tenants - 
holding ſeveral Parcels of Land by cer- 
tain Rents and Services in Husbandry; 


but in that Record it is called N:rton 
from its Northern Situation. Theſe 
Cantilupes had their Scat at Snitfield, in 
this County ; but having no Heir Male, 
the, Heir General married to Sir Thomas 
Meſt, and made him Lord of it. Queen 
du the Conſort of K. Edward III. 
would fain have given it to the Monks 
at Meſtminſter, bur her Deſire took not 
Effect; and ſo it was ſold by Sir 
T. Weſt to Fobn Harwell 20 Rich. II. 
and Roger and William Harwell were 10 
Hen. VI. certified to be Lords of it. 
Stretton ſuper Foſſe, ſo called from its 
Site on the Roman Street-way, called 
the Foſſe, in the General Survey 1s 
compured at eight Hides, of which fix 
with the Church were poſſeſſed by Giſte- 
bert Fitz Turold, and then held by one 
Walter, but were the Inheritance of one 


Cheward and Brictric in the Confeſſor's 


Time, when the laſt poſſeſſed the other 


two; but in the Conqueror's Days they 


belonged to Osborn Fitz- Richard, and were 
held by the ſaid Walter. The firſt Part 
of this Manor, poſſeſſed by Giſlibert, we 
have no other Account of but this, viz. 
That Ralph Todeney held a Knight's Fee 
here, 20 Hen. III. which 36 Hen, III. 
was in the Poſſeſſion of Milian de Bretun; 
that Walter Pykerell had the Advowſon 
of the Chapel, and preſented to it in 
1298 ; that the Abbot of Bordeſley, after 
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Falter Cumin had given thoſe Monks all 
he had here, was Lord of the Town ; 
but this not happening till 9 Edw. II. 
Fohn de Leiceſter, Clerk, poſſeſfed it, and 
preſented to the Chapel in 1330, and 
twice afrerwards. From him it came to 
Roger Hillary, who procured a Grant 
for Free Warren in all the Demeſne 
Lands of it; but he is ſaid to hold it 
of the Earl of Warwick by the fourth 
Part of a Knight's Fee. He alſo pre- 
fented to the Chapel in 1393, but ha- 
ving no Iſſue, this Lordſhip fell ro his 
Danghter Elizabeth, the Wife of William 
de Plaunch; but ſhe dying Childleſs, her 


Siſter Joan married to Sir Fohn Roch- 


ford, became her Heir, and his Daugh- 
ter and Co- heir Foan carried it by 
Marriage to Sir Robert: Roos, Knt. He 
preſented alſo to the Church in 1426; 
but dying 20 Hen. VI. left ir to his 
Daughters, of whom Margaret the eldeſt 
marrying firſt to Thomas Pinchbeck, and 
then to Fobn Whittlebury, brought it into 
their Poſſeſſion, and they preſented five 
Turns, viz. from 1429 to 1506, but at 
length W/hiztlebury parred with it to Sir 
Richard Clement, Knt, with Arne his 


Daughter and Heir. 


The other Part of this Town poſſeſ- 


fed by Osbert Fit · Richard, as is above- 


faid, was by his Grand-child Osbert 
Fitz- Hugh, granted to Hugb Hubald and 
his Heirs, to held by the Service of a 
Footman in the Marſhes of Wales. eight 
Days yearly. He ſold it ro Walter 
Cumin to hold by the fame Tenure, and 
his Son Walter gave it to the Monks of 
Bordefley, which Henry F:bald having 
eonfrrmed to them, and they having 
four Hides in the Town before of Walter 
Cumin's Gift, became compleat Lords of 
the Town, and enjoyed them till the 
Diſſolution of their Houſe ; when this 
and their other Lands coming to the 
Crown, it was paſſed 37 Hen.

Thomas Fowler, and Robert Dyſon ; from 
whom it came at length to one 
Freeman, who in 1 Eliz. died ſeized 
thereof, leaving Faiz. his Coſin end 
Meir.

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The Church was rated 14 Ede. m.

at three Marks and an Half; but in 
26 Hen, VIII. when the general Valua. 
tion of the Benefices was made, there 
is no Mention made of it. 

Tachebrooke Epiſcopi, or Biſbo's Tache- 
brooke, fo called for Diſtinction from an- 
other Village of the fame Name, and 
in the ſame Pariſh. In the Conque. 
ror's Time it was held by the Biſhop 
of Cheſter, (i. e. Litch. and Cov.) and 
contained ſeven Hides and two Mills, 
being Part of the Poſſeſſions belonging 
to the Church of St. Chad at Litchfield. 
In his Survey tis written Taſchebroc, 
The Biſhops of that Dioceſe held it 
till King Edward VI.'s Time. Roger MA 
lend, who was Biſhop there in 43 Hen. 
III. obtained a Charter of Free Warren 
for himſelf and his Succeffors in all his 
Demeſne Lands here; and in 7 Edu. I. 
he was certified to hold three Carucates 
of Land here in Demeſie, and to have 
19 Servants to work for him three Days 
in every Week through the whole Year, 
and to mow ad magnam precariam (i. e. 
on his general Reaping Day), fix Free- 
holders that did the like, and a Court- 
Leer, with Gallows, and Aſſiſe of 
Bread and Beer, which he held by Pre- 
ſcription. In 1 Eu. VI. Richard Samp- 
ſon, Biſhop of that See, paſſed it (inter 
alia) to Thomas Fiſher, - and the 
Dean and Chapter confirmed the Grant 
with the Concurrence of the King, who 
added certain Liberties to it. Thomas 
died poſſeſſed of it 20 Eliz. and left it 
to his Son and Heir Edward, who 
ſold it. 


The Chureh dediested to St. Chad, 


hath for a long Time been a Prebend 
in the Cathedral of Zitchfeld, and. hath 


had a Vicarage endowed antiently, which 


was valued 19.Zdew. I. at 30 Marks, but 
in 26 Hen. VIII. at 51. 13s. 4d. per 
Ann. 1 5 8 

Tiucbebroot - Malory, though in Knighthw 
Hundred, yet being in this Pariſh is . 
per to be ſpoken of here. In the Con- 
queror's Time it was certified to eon- 
tain eight Hides, except one Virgate, 


all which were then poſſeſſed by 


forfeited all his Lan 
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Earl of Mallent, and after him by his 
Son Nobert Earl of Leiceſter, who en- 


feoffed Ralph Boteler of Overſley with it. 


He granted it to Feffrey de Clinton (the 
Founder of the Caſtle and Priory of 
Kenilæworth, in K ing Hen. I.'s Time) and 

his Son who inherited it; but 
Henry his Son gave the whole Village, 
with the Mill and Services of the Free- 
holders, to the Canons of Kenilworth, 
in which Grant it is called Tachelesbroc, 
(as in the Conqueror's Survey it is writ- 
ten Tacesbroc.) The Templers at this 
Time had ſome Lands lying in this 
Lordſhip ; but it feems that one Malory 
had as conſiderable a Part of this Lord- 
ſhip as any, granted to him from Ralph 
Boteler before his Grant to Clinton ; for 
though it was in Diſpute a while, yet 
it was at length agreed, That the Ca- 
nons of Kenjlevorth ſhould quietly enjoy 


one Half of this Lordſhip, holding it of 


H. Clinton and his Heirs, by the Ser- 
vice of Half a Knight's Fee, and Henry 
Malory the reſt, holding it of R. Boteler, 
by the ſame Service, the Tenants in 
Villenage agreeing to it. 8 
Askitel' Mallory ſueceeded to his Fa- 
ther Henry, and ſiding with young King 
Henry againſt his Father King Henry II. 
E s which were kept 
in the King's Hands, till 1 Fohn he ob- 
tained the Reſtitution of them by the 
Payment of 60 Marks. This Family 
continued long Lords of this Manor, 
and Fohn Mallory obtained a Charter of 
Free Warren to him and his Heirs for 
his Demeſne Lands here. This * 1g in 
10 Edw. III. procured a Licenſe to a- 
mortize one Meſſuage, with its Appur- 
tenances in this Place, for the Main- 
tenance of a Prieſt to ſing Maſs daily 
in the Chapel of St. James for the 
Health of the Souls of himſelf, Mar 
his Wife, and all the Faithful Needed. 
In the Reign of King Henry we find this 
Manor in the Poſſeſſion of Benedict Med- 
ley, Clerk of the Signet ro that Prince; 


but how he came by it we know not. 


Certain it is that he died ſeiſed of it 
19 Hen. VII. leaving it to William his 
Sen and Heir, who with. Ralph Maxfield,. 


Prior of Kenilworth, depopulated eight 
Meſſuages, and converted 3 10 Acres in- 
to Paſture; ſo that there was in 1640. 
but four Houſes in all this Village. Af- 
ter the Diſſolution of the Abbies, the 
Part which the Canons of Nenilcwortb 
had here was granted by Queen Eliz. 
Reg. 4. to Bartholomew Brakesby. and Ed- 
ward Docuning, who ſold it to George 
Medley, Eſq; Heir of the forementioned 
Benedict. To him ſucceeded Henry. his 
Son, who died ſeiſed of it 21 Elz, and 
left ir to his Son and Heir Henry, im 


. whoſe Poſterity we believe it is. 


Thelesford, the Lordſhip and: Eftate of 
the Family of Cberlecote, who had here 
the Privileges of Toll, Tax, Stallage 
and Bloodſhed, but of them we have no» 
farther Mention than of Sir Walter Cber- 
lerote, Knt. Father of Sir William de Lucy, 


who founded a little Monaſtery in this- 


Place dedicated to God, St. Fobn Bap- 
tiſt, and St. Radegund, and gave to it 
13 Aeres of his Demeſne Land belong- 
ing to Cheylecote, and a Meadow there- 
unto belonging, adjoining to the High- 


way from Cherlecote to T heſlesford-Bridee,, 


as alſo all the Lands Eaſtward of the 
ſaid Way. This is all we find of the 
Manor, which being given to the Mo- 
naſtery, will properly be treated no 
more of till we come to ſpeak of that 

Houſe in our Eceleſiaſtical Hiſtory. 
Thorndon, an Hamlet of Nether Eaten- 
don, «nd poſſeſſed therewith by. Shirleys: 
Anceſtors ; for 36 Hen. III. it appears 
that Villiam de Biſhopſden held three Parts 
of a Knight's Fee here of Sewall de Ea- 
tendon, whoſe Anceſtor had enfeoffed 
Fraricus de Bi ſhopſden with it, the Fathez 
of Sewall. This William reſiding here 
held this Manor of Ralþh de Eatendon, 
who aſſumed the Name of Shirley, by 
the Service of Half a Knight's Fee, and 
had two Carucates in Demeſne herc,, 
and ſifteen Tenants holding ſeven Yard- 
Lands and an Half by ſeveral Rents and;

Thomas Nevill, Eſq; died ſeiſed thereof, 
leaving it to William his Son and Heir, 
and afterwards in the Endof Queen E- 
lizabeths Reign, John Watſon of Better- 


ron in Worcefterſhire, Nephew of John 


Watſon, Biſhop of Wincheſter, poſſeſſed it, 
and his Son ſold it to Lewes Hobdy in 
King Fames I. or King Charles II.“s 
Reign. EY $ \ 

Tiſoe, a Pariſh ſituate on the Skirts of 
Edg-bill, a great Lordſhip containing 
23 Hides in the Conqueror's Days, as 
appears by Domeſday Book, where it is 
written Ticheſboe. It was then the Poſ- 
ſeſſion of Robert de Stadford, a Perſon of 
eminent Note, and had a Church on 
it; but before the Norman Settlement 
one Maga was Lord of it. The Poſteri- 
ty of Robert held it divers Ages; and in 
7 Edev. I. Nicholas de Stafford poſſeſſed it 


as Part of his Barony by the Service of * 


one Knight's Fee, having at that Time 
two Carucates in his Demeſne, and 13 
Tenants holding diverſe Parcels of Land 
at ſeveral Rents and particular Ser- 
vices, c. and Robert his Son held ſo 
much Land as he had nineteen Tenants 
upon it, who paid the like Rents, Ec. 
The Monks of Bordefley alſo had three 
Yard-Lands and an Half here, the Nuns 
of Brewood two and an Half, the Biſhop 
of Worcefter four, the Canons of Stone 
three, with the Advowſon of the Church, 
the Canons of Kenilworth five, the Ca- 
nons of Erbury two, and the Templers of 
Balſhall one; all of the Gift of the Ba- 
rons of Staffird. This Part at the Diſſo- 
Jution was granted 7 Edw. VI. by the 
Name of a Manor to Edward Aglionby 
and Henry Hugferd, and their Heirs, and 
for Diſtinction ſake from the other Ma- 
nors is called Temple Tiſoe. Within the 
Precin&s of this Manor is cut upon the 
Side of Edg bil, the Figure of an Horſe 
in a large Shape; and becauſe the 
Earth is red, it is called the Red Horſe, 
and gives a Denomination to the fruit- 
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ful Vale about it, called the Vale of 


the Red Horſe. The Trenches about 


.the Horſe arc cleanſed every Year þ 
a Freeholder of the Lordſhip, who holds 
his Land by that Service, 

The Church dedicated to the AC 
ſumption of the Bleſſed Virgin, being 
given to the Canons of Stone, by Robert 
de Stafford, Grand-child of the Robert 
who lived in the Conqueror's Time, 
was valued 19 Edw. I. at 30 Marks, 


port oo wigs to thoſe Canons by 


Godfrey Giffard, Biſhop of Worceſter, and 
a Vicarage appointed, which was valu- 
ed 26 Hen. VIII. at 101. per Ann. 
Upton, a Member of Ratley, and there- 
fore not particularly mentioned in the 
Conqueror's Survey, is firſt ſpoken of 
in King Henry II.'s Reign, when Harald 
FE lius Gunfridi fold to Godfrey de Arden, 
a Monk of Coventry, certain Lands lying 
here for the Uſe of that Monaſtery, 
After this Thomas de Arden granted ſome 
Lands lying in this Hamlet, to the 
Priory of St. Se, ulchres, in Warcvuick, and 
then it was written Hoptone ; but ſuch 
Lands as ftill remained to the Ardens 
were held. by a Family who were en- 
feoffed therewith by them, and reſidin 
here aſſumed the 8 of de Upton, o 
whom Roger de Upton is ſaid in an anti- 
ent Record to hold it of Thomas de A, 
den, by the Service of the 1oth Part 


of a Knight's Fee; and his Son Fob is 


certified to be Lord of it 9 Ede. 11. 
but not long after Thomas de Arden ſold 
this Lordſhip, with the Services due to 
his Family, to Guy de Gillibrock, who 
preſently paſſed them to Guy de Beau- 
champ, Earl of Warwick, of whom and 
his Deſcendants it was afterwards held, 
but how long we find not, for we meet 
with nothing of it till 30 Hen. VI. when 
William Verney of Great Wolford, in this 
County, Eſq; ſold it to Richard Daly, 
of Brockhampton, Gent. who ſold it to 
Sir William Danvers, who depopulated 
one Meſſuage, and encloſed 28 Acres of 
Arable Land, and 200 Acres of Paſture 
in this Place; and from him is line- 
ally deſcended Fohn Danvers, Eſq; who

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Walton D. Eivile, the Lordſhip and E- 


fate of the Earl of Mallent in the Con- 


ueror's Time, and by him left to his 
Brother Henry Earl of Warwick. It was 


then certified to contain, five Hides and 
2 Mill. Earl Henry enfgoffed Nicholas 


de David - villa (or D'aiville) with it, and 
ſo his Family became Owners of it. 
From them it became diſtinguiſhed from 
the other Walton, by their Name, where- 
as it was, before called Walton Tbeodo- 
rick from one Tbeodoric Tenant in King 
Hen. 1.'s Time, Of this Family was Wal- 
ter D'aiville, a Juſtice of Aſſiſe for this 
County in King Henry III. 's Reign ſeve- 
ral Years. He beſtowed on the Nuns of 
Finley the 1oth Part of the Toll of the 
Mill here, and the 10th of the Rent 
when farmed. Another Walter D'aiville 
in 36 Hen. III. had a Charter of Free 
Warren granted him for all his De- 
meſne Lands here. 'The laſt of this Fa- 
mily that had to do here was Roper 
D'eiville, who towards the latter End of 
King Henry III.'s Reign fold this Ma- 
nor to Simon de Wauton, Biſhop of Nor- 
wich about that Time. 

Simon de Mauton being thus Lord of 
this Manor, left it at his Death ro 
Maud his Daughter and Heir, who was 
2 Edav. I. certified to be the Owner of 


this Lordſhip, bolding it of the Earl of 


Warwick, by the Service of one Knight's 
Fee; and having here three Carucates 
of Land in Demeſne, a Water-Mill, 
Free Warren, and a Court-Leer, with 
ſeveral Tenants paying ſeveral Rents 
and divers Services. She married Fobn 


lie Strange, of Knokin, for at his Death it 


appears that he died ſeiſed of this Ma- 
nor, and left it his Son John. From 
him deſcended Alan le Strange, Eſq; who 


died ſeiſed of it 3 Hen. V. leaving Alice 


his Daughter and Heir, who 'tis proba- 
ble died ſingle, and. ſo Sir Thomas le 


Strange inherited it; for he appears to 


be Lord of it 9 Her. VI, His Grand- 
child and Co-heir Anne, married Robert 
le Strange, of Hunſtanton in Norfolk, who 


depopulated ſeyen Meſſuages and one 


Cottage here, and incloſed 160 Acres 
of Land; and Margaret the other Co- 


heir to Fobn le Strange, of Maſingham, 
whereby this Manor became to be di- 
vided ; and her Half, by Barbara her 
Daughter, paſſed in Marriage to Robert 
Mordant of Hampſted, one of the Pro- 
thonotaries in King Henry VIIT.'s Days, 
in the Common Pleas. This Robert pur- 
chaſed the other Moicty of Sir Thomas: 
le Strange, and ſo left the Whole to his. 
Poſteriry, of which Sir Charles Mordant, 
Knt. was Lord of it in 1640. wi 
The Church here was antiently a. 
Chapel to Welletburne, and endowed with. 
a Glebe and Tithe at its Dedication ;. 
the Service to be performed in it being 
at the Diſpoſition of the Mother-Church,. 
and as a Member thereof being given 
to the Canons of Kenilworth by Roger - 
Earl of Warwick, between whom and 
William D'aiville this Agreement was-. 
made touching Divine Service to” be- 
performed therein, viz. That the Ca- 
nons ſhould find a Prieſt at their own- 
Charge to officiate therein daily; in 
Conſideration of which the ſaid William- 
gave to the Canons and Church of' 


Mellesburne eighty Acres of Land, and 


the Tithe Hay of his Demeſne, and Tithe- 
of his Garden, and allowed the Pricſt- 
doing Service there, Paſture for eight 
Bere two Cows, fifty Sheep and his 

orſe; but upon Condition that ſome 
one of the Inhabitans of Walton, in the 
Name of the reſt, ſhould every Vear 
upon the Feaſt of St. Peter, offer 6 d. 
upon the Altar of the Church of Welles 
burne, by way of Acknowledgment of 
their Subjection to it; and that Milli- 
am D'aiville ſhould yearly give 64. and” 
his Tenants 1d. for every, Yard-Land- 
they held, towards the Repairing of the- 
Chapel. This ReGory. 26, Hen. VIII. 
was valued at 5.1. | 

Walton. Mauduit was alſo the Lord- 
ſhip of the Earl of Mallent in the Con- 
queror's Time, when it was certified to 
contain ten Hides, two Mills, and Woods 
four Furlongs in Length and two in 
Breadth, It was then called Walton 
Spilibert, from one of that Name that 
held it. From the Earl of Mallent it

Fare with other Barons, had all his E- 
fates ſeiſed, and this with other of 
his Lands given by that King firſt to 
Fulk de Breant, and afterwards to Robert 
de Mara; but he did not remain long 
diſpoſſeſſed, for in 1 Hen. III. upon his 


returning to his Allegiance, all his Lands 


were reſtored. He left Iſſue 
Milliam - Mauduit,, who through his 
Mother's Intereſt, became Earl of War- 
wick. He ſold this Lordſhip to Simon de 
Nauton, Biſhop of Norwich, reſerving 
ro himſelf and his Heirs, the 2oth Part 
of a Knight's Fee ; and the Biſhop ſoon 
after paſt away the Inheritance of it by 
Deed to Fohn de Wauton, his Son, and 
his Heirs, reſerving the 2oth Part of 
a Knight's Fee to the chief Lord. He 
had a Court-Leet, with Aſſiſe of Bread 
and Beer therein ; and departing this 
Life, left it to Maud his Daughter and 
Heir, who in 7 Edav. I. was certified to 
be the Ovner of it, holding it of the 
Earl of Warwick, by the 2oth Part of 
a Knight's Fee, having two Water-Mills 
and one Wind-Mill, two Carucates of 
Land in Demeſne, and diverſe Tenants, 
aying ſeveral Rents, and doing ſeveral 
Works. At length his Moiety came 
alſo to the Family of Strange, and from 
them to Mordant, whoſe Deſcendant. Sir 
Charles Mordant poſſeſſed it in 1640. 
Warmington, a Village fituate on the 
Side of Ede hill, the Lordſhip of the 
Earl of Mallent, containing fifteen Hides 
and an Half; which before the Conqueſt, 
had been the Freehold of one Axor. 
In the general Survey tis written Wer- 
mintone, and Warmintone from Weremun- 
dus, ſome ancient Owner of it. From 
the Earl of Mallent this Lordſhip de- 
ſeended to Herry de Newburgh, Earl of 
Warwick, his Brother, who gave it wholly 
to the Monks of Preausx in Normandy,

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and built them a Cell, to which they 
ſenr over ſome of their Covent. He en- 
dowed it fo well, that when William de 
Beauchamp, Earl of Warwick, confirmed

Robert Earl of 
Mallent had before given the Monks of 
Preaux the Manor of Toft in Norfolk ; 
to which Place, after they had built a 
Cell there, they removed the Monks of 
this Place, allotting this Lordſhip for 
their Maintenance; but when the Prio- 
ries alien were given the King for main- 
taining his Wars with France, this Ma- 


nor was ſeiſed for that Uſe, and com- 


mitted 33 Edu. III. to the Cuſtody of 

Fobn Hardewik a- while, till the Prior of 

afts gained ſo much Favour with the 
King, as to be permitted to farm it, 
While he held it, he made much Waſte 
here by felling 200 Aſhes prized then 
ar 20]. but he continued not Tenant 
long, for the Monks of Preaux, in King 
Richard II.'s Reign, granted it to Lewis 
Cl ford for Life, with Remainder to his 


Son Lewis. for Life, upon a certain Rent, 


to be paid to the King, during the 
Continuance of the Wars ; and after- 
wards to them, if Times favoured. ' 
In 6 Hen. IV. that King granted the 
Priory. of Tofts, and this Manor there- 
unto belonging, to Thomas Erpingham 
and Fobn Heylles, Clerk, for the Life of 
T bomas, who paſt away all their Right 
in them to ihe Monks of Wytham in 
Somerſetſhire, who had not only that 
King's Confirmation of it, but a Li- 
cence to purchaſe all the Right of the 
Monks of Preaux ; but they not being 
able to do it before the Parliament at 
Leiceſter 2 Hen. V. all the Priories alien 
were then given to the King, his Heirs 
and Succeſſors, for ever; and all their

Edward the IV.'s Reign, and fo held it 
to the general Diſſolution of the Reli- 
zious Houſes, in the Reign of King Hen- 
oy VIII. who having it in his Hands, 
granted it Reg. 35. to William and Fan- 
cis Sheldon, Gent. from whom it hath 
paſſed ſince to Sir Jobn Brown, Kat. 
who 5 Edw. VI. obtained a Licence to 
alienate it to William Byrt, and others. 
Near this Place, ar the End of the 
Hills, is a large fquare military Eu- 
trenchment caſt up (as is ſuppoſed) to 
be a Defence againſt the ſudden Inroads 
of ſome Enemy. It contains about 
twelve Acres, near which not . 
Years ſince, was found a Brazen Sword, 
and a Battel-Ax. | EE rand 
The Church dedicated to St. Michael 
was never appropriated, ſo far as we can

I. the Monks of Coventry are 
certified to have had here two Caru- 
cates of Land in Demeſne, twenty-two 
Tenants holding fourteen Yard-Lands at 
Will, and performing ſervile Labours 
inſtead of Rent, and three Cottagers, 
who paid ſome Rents in Money : As alfo. 
Liberty to fiſh in the Avon, in their own

this Monaſtery, this Lordſhip was given 
by King Henry VIII. Reg. 31. to Williams 
Whorevood, his Solicitor General, and 
Willam Walter, and Katharine his Wife; 
and their Heirs, who purchaſing Whor- 
wood's Intereſt, became ſole Proprictors 
of it, and left it to their Poſterity, ot 
whom Katharine, one of the Daughters

the ſaid Margaret; and for Default 


thereof, upon the ſaid Earl, Xatharine

- Tho. Boteler, Knts. by a Writ of Forme- 


don recovered this and other Lordſhips 
ſo entailed, as Couſins and Heirs to Pe- 
ter de Montfort ; whereupon by a Parti- 


tion made between them in 9 Rich. II. 


this Manor was allotted to Sir Thomas; 
but his Iſſue Male extinguiſhing in Sir 
Ralph Boteler, Knt. his Son and Heir, 
Lord Treaſurer of England, in King 
Henry VI.'s Time, Sir Fobn Norbury, Knt. 
and William Belknap, Eſq; being the De- 
ſeendants of Elizabeth, and fer his 
Daughters, became Heirs to this Inhe- 
ritance; and upon a Divifion between 
them, this Manor fell to Sir Nobn, and 
after him, by Anne his Daughter and 
Heir, Wife to Richard Halliwell, to Fane 


his Couſin end Heir, wedded to Sir Ed- 


mond Bray, Kut. She died ſeiſed of it 
5 Os Phil. & Mar. L and left diverſe 


more of this Place. . 

Weftcote, a Member of 7iſoe, the Lord- 
ſhip of the Barons of Szaffrd, who en- 
feoffed Robert Fitz-Otes with it, to hold 
of them by a certain Rent. He left 
three Daughters and Heirs, of which 
Baſilia, who was married to Peter de 
Mora, inherited this Manor. She had 
Hue by him five Daughters, of which 
Ralþh de Fal oner, alias Mora, married 
the Eldeſt, who had this Lordſhip for 
her Part. By her he had Iſſue Peter de 
Mora, who about 38 Hey. III. paſſed a- 
way all this-Village to the Canons of 
Kenilworth ; whereupon in 7 Edav. I. the 
Prior of 'that Houſe was certified to be 


Lord of it, and to hold it of the Baron 


of Stafford, by the Service of Half a 


Knight's Fee. The Hoſpital of St. Jobs 
at Orford, which is now Part of Magda- 
lene ge, had at that Time a Caru- 
cate of Land in this Village, and the 


Monks of Stoneley a Yard Land. What 


the Hoſpital had was purchaſed by the 
Maſter, Brethren and Siſters, in King 
Edward I. 's Reign, aud was found. to be 


four Yard Lands; which upon the Foun-. 


dation of the College, Temp. Hen. VI. 
were tranſmitted to it: But the greateſt 
Part of the Manors which the Canons 


of Kenikvorth had, were at the Diſſolu- 
tion of the Houſe 34 Hen. VIII. granted 
to Richard Andrecus, and his Heirs. 


Weſton juxta Cheriton, a Member of 
Long. Compton, and Lordſhip of Marſball 


Earl of Pembroke, who paſſed it to Ralph 


Pipard, of whom 2 Me ſton, held it. 
by the fourteenth Part of a Knight's Fee, 
having then two Carucates of Land in 
Demeſne, one Mill, and eight Tenants, 
who held eight Yard-Lands, A 
ſervile Services; and were ohliged to 


appear at his Court Leet at Compton year- 


ly. This Fobn cntailed this Manor 27 
Edev. I. after his Deceaſe, on Fob da 


Broughton and his Heirs, who obtained a 


Charter of Free Warren for all his De- 
meſne Lands here. How it deſcended 
after this we know not, bur find that in 
Edward III. s Time, Ralph Earl of Staf-; 


der to Hugb the Earl's Son, for Want of 
Iſſue, and his Heirs Male; and for, 
Want of them, to the right Heirs of. 
Peito ; but Peito kept it not long enough 
to have any Succeſhon of it in his Fa- 
mily; for Alice de Perers, formerly King 
Edavard's Concubine, but then Sir Mi- 
lam Windſor's Wife, juſtled him out of it 

under a Pretenco of being a Part o 

Malter Chiriton's Land, which was ſeiſed 
for a Debt due to the King; whereas 
he had no- Right to it longer than tho 
Life of Fobn de Segrave of Folkeftote'; 


however, being in the King's Hands, it 


was given by him to Rob. Brown, \Adice's

Daughters Coheirs; but to which of ford, and William de Peio had it; the 


them it fell we know not, nor any Thing laſt to himſelf and Heirs Male, Remain-. 
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vards attainted, and this Lordſhip was 
again in the King's Hands, who gave it 


to Sir William Windſor, who paſled it to 


Sir William Beauchamp, and others, who. 


granted their Right to Sir Miliam Mur- 


rers and "Chriftian his Wife, and their 
Heirs; in whoſe Family the Tnhericance 
remained ſome Time. oy” 


But 3 theſe Settlements, 


Thomas Moubray, Duke of Norfalt, had 
no ſmall Intereſt here; for beſides what 
he granted to Richard de Burgh for Life, 
be died ſeiſed of two Parts of it, which 


were aſſigned for the Maintenance of 
his Son and Heir Fier; then in his Mi- 
nority ; and the third Part the Dutcheſs 


had in Dower. John Duke of MWorſolk, 
being" at full Age, enfeoffed Richard 
Water and. Henry Bra field with it, as 
they did William Brandon, who held it 
ill 7 Hen. VII. and then paſſed it to. 
Henry © Keble, Alderman of London, who 
depopulated ſeven Meſſuages, and one 


Cottage here, and incloſed 355 Acres.

the Manor-houſe, and eighty Acres of 
the Demeſhe occupied with it. He left 
it by his Will to his Grandehild Thomas 
Keble, by whoſe Female Iſſue it came

Poſſeſhon of Edmund Earl of Stafford, 
who being ſlain in the Battle of Shreuſ- 
bury 4 Hen. IV. Ame his Widow, had it 
aſſigned to her for Part of her Join- 
ture. The Poſterity of the ſaid Earl 
enjoyed it till the 12 Hen, VIII. when, 
Edward Duke of Bucks paſſed it to Ri-- 
chard; Biſhop of Wincheſter, and others, 
for the Uſe of Sir Miliam Compton, Knt. 
whoſe Poſterity, now Earls of Northam-- 
ton, have been ever fince,, as they now. 
are, Lords of it. 

The Church, dedicated to St. Peter, 
was originally. endowed with Half a, 
Yard-Land, and, valucd. afterwards 19. 
Ede. I. 1291. at fix Marks. and an Half. 
Philip. le. Lou, and. Margery: his Wife, ha- 
ving the Adyowſon, obtained a: Licence:

Wim 25 a Member of Whitchurch, 
x Moll by the Family of Montfort, is 
Ain reputed a Part of that Manor. It 
Was anciently written Mimeton, Wilmeſ- 
ton and Wilmy 


the Family of Mabun, in the Reign of 
King Henry I. for then William de Moion 
and Agnes his Wife, gave the Church of 
this. Place to the Monaſtery of Brid- 
lington in Yorkſhire, Which that King con- 
firmed ; but this William fiding with 
Maud the Empreſs againſt King Stephen, 
and fortifying the Caſtle of Dunſter for 
her, forfeited this and his other Eſtates 
to that King, who ſeiſed it; but how it 
was diſpoſed of, we do not know, but 
find that 9. Rich. I. Ralph de Welleford 
farmed it of that King, who had it in 
his Hands, as an Eſcheat from Foelinus 
de Pomeria, a Nornuan. The Extent of 
it there appears to have been 8 J. 16.5. 
Rent of Aſſiſe, three Carucates of Ara- 


ble Land in the Demeſne, ſtocked with 


forty-five Oxen, three Horſes, eight 


Hogs, five Kine and a Bull, and. 200 


Sheep, valued yearly at 15.1. 

King John Reg. 6. reſtored the Land 
to. Reginald de Mobun, (but otherwiſe 
diſpoſed: of the Stock) to hold of the 
Crown, by the Service of one Knight's 
Fee: Reginald his Son ſucceeded him. 
He obtained a Licence of King Hen. III. 
Reg. 36. to ſtop a Road; which. lay. 


through his Park here, and aſſign ano- 


ther on the Outſide of ir, if Paſſengers 
did not ſuffer Prejudice-by it: He left 
Iſſue Jabn his. Son and Heir, of whom 
it was certified 75 Edev. I, That: he had 
here 3 Carucates. of Land in Demeſne, 
ſeventeen. Tenants. holding diverſe Par- 
cels of Land by certain ſervile Works, 
a Court Leet, Free Warren, Gallews. 
and a Wood. He died the ſame Year, 
and left a Son and Heir. Fobn, who lea» 
ving three Daughters only, Elizabeth, 
Maud and Philippa; all married; but the 
Eldeſt and Youngeſt dying without Chil- 
dren, their Eſtate here and,clſewhere:

To him ſucceeded Wit- 
liam his Brother, who ſold this Lord- \ 
to Ralph Sheldon. of Beoley, Eſq;. 
Grandfather ro William Sheldon, who was“ 
the Owner of it 1640. and. tis probable: 
his Poſterity ſtill is. 2 
The Church is dedicated to St. M- 
chael ;. and though. it was given, as '1s: 
aboveſaid, to the Canons of Bridlington, 
by William de Moion and Agnes his Wite ;; 
yet it ſeems as if the ſaid Canons had 
granted back the Patronage of. it to the 
Mobuns; becauſe it appears, that they 
and their. Deſcendants did- all along pre- 
ſent to it: It was valued 26 Hen. VIII. 
at 201. In the South Iſle of the Church, 
within an Arch. of, the Wall, lieth an 
ancient Stons-Coffin, on the Cover of 
which is a large Croſs engrailed, ex- 
tending from. the Head to the Foot ; bur 
without Name or Date; In:the Chan- 
oel, on the South-ſide, is a Monumer te 
for Nicholas. Aſbeton, P. B. Rector of 
this Church, and Chaplain: to the Barl 
of. Darby, who died Septemb. 50; 182. 
24 Eliz. And on the North ſide another 
raiſed Monument of Alabaſter, for Fobn- 
Marton; M. A. Rector of. this Church, 
and Chaplain to the Earl. of Darby, 
ſans: date : And at the upper Rnd to- 
wards the North- ſide, a flat blew: Stone, 
for: Lionel Day, S. S. T. B. Rector ofthis. 
Church, who died Anno tat. 507 
Whitchurch was, in the Conquerors. 
Pi me, reputed two Manors; and bot. 
poſſeſſed by. the Earl, of. Mallenig v hen 
they were certified to contain ſeven: 
Hides, two Mills, and a Church. Henry, 
de Newburgh; the firſt: Earl of. Warwik,, 
Brother. to the Earl. of Mallent, inhe-- 
rited them among others of. that Earl'ss 
Lands. This Henry, on bis Son Reger, 
onfeoffed I hurſtane de Montfort with this,, 


and other: Eftares, Temp. Hen. I. to holdt 
of him by the Service of, a Knight's:

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| Bee; and he certified 12 Hen, II. that 
he held it of Nliam Earl of Warwick 
de Veteri Fegffmento. Peter de Montfort, a 


Deſcendant from him,” held ir 20 Hen. 


III. by the ſame Service, of Miliam Earl 
of FVarwick; and in the fame Reign, 
Anno 34- obrained a Charter of Free 
Warren in all his Demeſne Lands here. 
He was flain in the Battle of Eveſvam, 
fighting againft that King, and his E- 
ſtates wore ſeiſed ; hut by the Deerce, 
called Difum de Kenilworth, his Son Pe- 
Fer Tecovered it, and 7 Edw. I. was 


found to hold ic by the Service of one 
e 


Knight's Fee of the Earl of Warwick, 
having then four Carucates of Land in 
Demeſne, divers Tenants holding ſeve- 
ral Parcels of Land by divers Rents 
and ſervile Employments, as Court- 
Leet, Free Warren, Sc. To this Peter 
ſueceeded Fobn, and to him another 
Peter, who entailed it upon Gry de Mont- 
fort, and Margaret his Wife, Daughter 
of Thomas Beauchamp, Earl of Warwick, 
and the Heirs of their two Bodies; and 


For want of them, on the ſaid Earl and 


Katharine his Wife, and the Heirs of the 


ſaid Earl. 
Guy de ort died without Iſſue, 
whereupon the ſaid Earl did enter up- 
on this Manor, and in 35 Edw. III. en- 
tailed it again upon Thomas Beauchamp, 
his eldeſt Son, with ſeveral Remainders. 
But notwithſtanding theſe Entails, the 
Heirs of Jobn de Montfort, Father of Pe- 
ger, viz. Sir Baldwin: Frevil, and Sir Tho- 
mas Boteler, Knts. recovered it by a 
Writ of Formedon by Virtue of a Pre- 
_ weeding Entail ; and upon the Partition 
ac fell to Boteler, whoſe Heirs marrying 
to Sir John Norbury, Knt. and Edward 
Belknap, Eſq; it came to this laſt upon 
the Diviſion, who much depopulated 
it, and ineloſed it; but being one of 
the Eſquires of the Body to King Hen- 
y VII. he obtained a Pardon in the 
24th of the ſaid King for it, and after- 
wards, viz. 4 Hen. VIII. paſſed it away 
with other Lands, in Exchange, to Fohn 
Cotes of Honingbam, in this County, From 
him it deſcended to 2 Cotes of Be- 


neſſeld in Northamptonſhire, Eſq; who in 


Meſſuage, and ineloſod 100 las — 
Land here, and apa 18 2 Phil. May, 
levied a Fine of it to Thomas Gibbons. 
The Chureh in 19 Edw. I. 1291, was 
valued at 25 Marks, and in 26 Hey, 
VIII. at 218. 6s. 8 d. Millington, a pet- 
ty Hamlet, in which Robert de Stafford 
poſſeſſed an Hide and Half when the 
General Survey was made, held by 
one Luvein, but before the Conqueſt waz 
the Free-hold of Dodo and Leuric. The 
Reſidue belonged to Giflebert de Gand, 
a Great Man in Lincolnſhire, viz. one 
Hide, one Virgate and Half, which was 
held by one Fulbric, with a Mill, and 
had been the Eſtate of A/urardrs, in the 
Confeſſor's Days; it was then written 
U#avintone. In the 56 Hex. III. Robert 
de Hamme was Lord of it, but it was 
reckoned among the Fees of the Lord 
Stafford. He, with Mabel his Wife, re- 
leaied to the Nuns of Sewaradſlee in Nor- 
thamptonſhire, Suit of Court for the Lands 
they held here. This Robert, in J Ed. I. 
held four Yard-Lands of the King's here, 
by the Service of the 7th Part of a 
Knight's Fee, and Suir of Court twice a 


. Year to the Court of Eong-compton, of | 


which it was then a Member. Jobs 
Ham me his Son inherited it 15 Edv. I, 
but 9 Edw. II. it was reckoned an 
Hamlet of Barchefton. Robert his Bro- 
ther was his Heir, being then Parſon of 
Kuriwent. He ſold it 17 Edu. II. to 
T homas de Hamme, who paid five Marks 
for a Licenſe to purchaſe it to the 
King, becauſe it was held in Capite of 
him by the Service of a 4th Part of a 
Knight's Fee, though there was no more 
belonging to it than one Meſſuage, 
Half a Carucate of Land, and 11s 
Rent of Aſliſe, per Ann. In the 46 Edu. 
III. and 16 Rich. II. it was certified to 
be among the Lord Stafford's Fees ; and 
that Robert Holewey held Half a Knight's 
Fee here, after which John Nous tells 

us, that it was wholly depopulated. 
Winderton, an Hamlet in the Pariſh of 
Brailes, not mentioned in any Record 
till 20 Hen. III. when it was in the Poſ- 
ſeſſion of one of rhe D'ejvills, and * 
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of the Earl of Warwick. by Half 4 
Knight's Fee. The D'ejvills, became en- 
offed of it firſt by Roger de Clifford, 


who 7 Edt. I. was Lord of it, and held 
fa Great Man before the Norman Set- 


it of the ſaid Earl of Warwick by Hal 
a Knight's Fee, having then one Caru- 
cate of Land in Demeſne, and 19 Yard- 
Lands held of him in Villenage. To 


this Roger ſucceeded Roger his Son, who 


made over his Intereſt here to Fobn de 
crumbaell and his Heirs, in Exchange 
for other Lands. This Fobn, for ſome 
Miſdemeanor, forfeited his Eſtate to 
the King, who ſeiſed it, yet out of Re- 
ſpect to 1 his Wife, permitted her 


to take the Rents for Lite towards her 


Maintenance. After her Death it de- 
volved to Edevard le Spencer, by Virtuc of 
an Entail made in 15 Edv. II. but it 


feems what thus paſſed to Spencer was 


but a Moiety of this Village, though 
called a Manor. The other Moiety re- 
mained in the Family of Clifford, and 
was given 14 Edw. III. by Robert Clif- 
ford, Lord of Weſtmorland, to the Ca- 
nons of Haghmon in Shrof ſpire, by the 
King's and Earl's Licenſe. 

Spencer's Manor or Moiety, came at 


length by Deſcent to [ſabel, Daughter 


of Thomas Lord Spencer, as Siſter and 
Heir to her Brother Richard. She had 
to her ſecond Husband, Richard Beau- 
champ Earl of Warwick, after whoſe 


Death ſhe ſettled it upon Sir Rahb Bo- 
and 22 Rich. IT. But at length this Lord- 


zeler, Knt. and others, and their Heirs, 


for the Performance of her laſt Will, 
as to what ſhe ſhould therein order for 


the Health of her Soul; but notwith- 
ſtanding this her Purpoſe, it deſeended 
to her Heir by the Earl of Marwick, 
and came to the Crown with the reſt 
ef that Earl's Lands, and was not granted 
away till 1 Mar. I. when that Queen diſ- 


- poſed of it to Michael Throckmorton, Eſq; 
and his Heirs, who died ſeiſed of it 


5 & 6 Phil. & Mar. I. leaving Francis 
his Son and Heir, then 7 Years of Age. 
As to what the Canons of Haghmon had 


here, it remained in the Crown from the 


Diſſolution to 1) Eliz, when it was given 
by that Queen to Fohn Dudley and Fobn 
Aſcough, and their Heirs, © 
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- WW; d magna, the Lordſhip of Robey? 
4 who held even Hides (in 


which were a Church and Mill,) in his 


own Hands, the Poſſeſſions of one Maga, 


tlement, There were four Hides more 
in this Pariſh, two of which were held 
by Orduui, and the other two by Aluuin, 
which were his own Eſtate in the Con- 
feſſor's Time. It continued in the Line 
of the Staffords till the Reign of King 
Hemy VIII. What is memorable of them 
in relation to this Place, we ſhall take 
Notice of: In 11 Jobn, Harvæus de Staf- 

d anſwered for one Knight's Fee here, 


as a Part of his Barony. We read in- 


deed that Richard Chance, 13 Edw. I. 
claimed a Court-Lecr, Aſſiſe of Bread, 


Sc. by Preſcription, and was allowed 


them; and in 9 Edev. II. was certified 


to be Lord of it; and that Jobn de U 


ton and Joan his Wife had an Intereſt 
in a 4th Part of it; but it muſt be- 
only in Truſt, for in 25 Edw. III. Ralph: 
Earl of Stafford, entailed it upon Hugh 
his Son, and his Heirs of the Body of 
Philippa, the Daughter of Thomas Beau- 
champ, Earl of Warwick, and by him or 
his Anceſſors, ſundry Perſons were en- 
feoffed with good Quantities of Land;. 
as Adam de Grenevil held Half a Knight's- 
Fee of them, Robert Ferney as much, 
William Clarke the ſame, and William+ 
Ingram a whole Knight's Fee in the 16. 


ſhip 12 Hen. VIII. by Edward Stafford, 
Duke of Buckingham, was paſſed away 
to Richard, Biſhop of Wincheſter, and o- 
thers, to the Uſe of Sir William Compton, 
Knt. and his Heirs, who. are the Noble 
Family of the Earls of Northampton. 
The Church is dedicated to St. Mi. 
chael, and was given to the Canons of 
Stone in Staffordſhire, by Robert dt Stafford, 
Grand-child of the firſt Robert, who- 
lived in the Conqueror's Time. In 26 
Hen. III. the Advowſon was diſputed be- 
tween Hawiſe, Widow of Richard de Glo 
cefter, and the Prior of Kenilworth, to» 
which the Monaſtery of Stone was a. 
Cell; and after a full Hearing, was. 
adjudged. to be the Prior s Right; 2 
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d continued till 31 Hen. III. when the 
Canons of Stone paſſed it away to the 
Warden and Scholars of Merton College, 
Oxford, to whom it was appropriated 
the next Lear by Godfrey Giffard, Biſhop 
of Worceſter, anno 1268, and in 1291, was 


valued at 26 Marks, In 16 Ede. II. 


it was again appropriated to them / by 
Thomas Cobham, Biſhop of Worceſter, but 


not valued again till 26 Hen. VIII. when 


the Vicarage was rated at 81. 
Wolford - parva, the Eſtate of the Earl 


of Mallent in the Conqueror's Time; 


and being held of him by one Radul- 
pins, was then certified to contain four 
Hides and an Half, having before the 


Normans Coming 'been the Eſtate of one 


Aluric. From the Earl of Mallem it came 
to the Barons of Stafford, who enfeoffed 
the Family of Ingram with the greateſt 
Part of it, but the Time when we do 
not know, but it muſt be certainly an- 
tiently ; for 3 John, one Ingram of Wal- 
«@vorth levied a Fine of Lands here, and 
36 Hen. held Half a Knight's Fee here 
of the Barons of Stafford. In the Re- 
cord of 7 Edw. I. Thomas de parva Mole- 
ward is ſaid to be Lord of it; and to 
have ewo Yard-Lands here with certain 
Freeholders and Cottagers, which were 
held of the King; yet the Poſterity of 
the Baron of Stafford were reputed the 
Lords of it, till 12 Hen. VIII. when Ed- 
cvard Duke of Bucks conveyed it, with 


Great Wolſerd, to Richard, Biſhop of Win- 


cheſter, and others: However the Ingram: 
ſtill had a Manor here, of which Richard 
Ingram died ſeiſed 5 Eliz. and Haſftang 
Ingram was in Poſſeſſion of it in 1640. At 
preſent it has but few Inhabitants; but 
antiently had 43 Families. 

Woodlow was originally Part of the 
Poſſeſſions of Henry de Newburgh, the 
firſt Earl of Warwik, who at the 
Foundation of the Collegiate Church of 
Warwick, endowed it with the Tirhes 
of certain Lands here ; and in his Grant 
ic is called Wudulai. In King Henry J. “s 
Time, Richard Son of Ivo, Earl Roger's 
Cook, held it, and left it to his Son 
Alan, who ſuccecding in the ſame Office 
10 William Earl of Warwick, Earl Reger's 
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Son, he obtained of King Henry II. 4 
Special Charter of this Lordſhip to him. 
ſelt and his Son, impowering him to 


keep a Court of his own proper Te. 


nants, and to take Toll of them for all 
Things bought or ſold by them in the 
Borough of Warwick; and ratifying to 
him and his Heirs the Office of Maſter 
Cook in his Kitchen, with all the Fee; 
and Privileges to the ſaid Place he- 
longing, paying yearly to the ſaid Earl 
a Pair of Gloves at Eaſter, Er. 

From this Alan deſcended the Family 
of Woodlow, ſo named from this Place 
of their Reſidence, of whom Thomas de 
Ioodlow was Feodary to Richard Earl 
of Warwick, for all his Lands in this 
County, and in 5 Hen. V. was one of 
that Earl's Council. In his Family it 
continued to 15 Hen. VI. when Fobn de 


FWedlow having no Iſſue Male ſettled it 


upon his Daughter Alice's Son, George 


Herthull, with divers Remainders ; but 


ſome of theſe Herthwlls paſt away their 
Right in it to Alice the Daughter of 
Richard Cheſter, by Avice, one of the Co- 


heirs of Alan de Wodelaw, who being in 


a State of Widowhood after the Death 
of John Mayell, her ſecond Husband, 

ranted the Capital Meſſuage of this 
Pace: with all the Lands thereunto be- 


longing (except ſome that had been ex- 


changed away) to Fchn Brome of War- 
chick, from whoſe Son Nicholas Brome is 
deſcended Robert Brome, who reſided 
here, and had the Inheritance of it in 
1640. 


Mormleigbion, the Lordſhip of the 


Earl of Mallent in the Conqueror's Time, 
and held of him thus, viz. ore Hide 


and an Half by one Giſlebert, then writ- 
ten 8 Another Part, viz. Three 


Hides poſſeſſed by Turchill of Warwick, 
held by one Marinus, then written Mi- 
mene ſtone. A third Portion one William 
held at the ſame Time of Goi:frid de 


Mannevile, viz. Half an Hide and a 


4th Part. From the Earl *tis probable 
it deſcended to Henry de Newburgh Earl 
of Marwick, as his other Lands moſt o 
them did, who enfeoffed Feffrey de Clin 
ten the King's Chamberlain, and Trea- 
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ſurer with it, Temp., Hen. I. His Son 
Feffrey ſneceeding to his Father, gave 
the Church of this Place to the Ca- 
nons of Keniluurth, and afterwards en- 
feoffed Richard his Son in the whole 
Manor, to hold by the Service of a 
Knight's Fee, which Grant Henry de 
Clinton his Son ratified to the ſaid Ri- 
chard and his Heirs, for eight Marks of 
Silver, and then it was written Mi- 
melatbtune. This Richard had Iſſue Wil- 
liam and two Daughters, Petronili and 
Sibil; William died without Heirs; and 
the ſaid Henry de Clinton confirmed this 
Manor to his ſaid Sueceſſors and their 
' Heirs, to hold by the Service of a 
Knight's Fee; and in Conſideration of 
20s. in Silver quitted unto them their 
Relief. Petronil{ married Feffrey Peache 
about King Rich. 1.'s Time; and he had 
with her the Inheritance of this Lord- 
ſhip, which continued in his Poſterity 
to King Henry IV.'s Time. 

To Feffrey ſucceeded Richard, and to 
him Fobn, who in 7 Edw. I. was certi- 
fied to hold this Manor immediately 
of Theobald de Nevill, by the Service of 
a Knight's Fee, as he did of Richard 
Harecourt, who held it of the Earl of 
Warwick. Fohn had then here two Ca- 
rucates of Land in Demeſne, and thir- 
teen Tenants holding ſeven Yard-Lands 
and an Half, and three Free-holders ; 
as alſo Court-Leer. It was then like- 
wiſe found that FJobn Peſſeleww held of 
the ſaid Fohn Peache two Carucates of 
Land here, by the Service of Half a 
Knight's Fee, and had fourteen Tenants 
holding ſeveral Parcels of Land, for 
which Court- Leet and Aſſiſe of Bread 
and Beer, he pleaded Preſcription in 
33 Ed. I. 
divers bore the Name of John, and to 
one of them in 28 Edw. III. there was 
a Charter of Free Warren granted in 
all his Demeſne Lands here. After this 


in the 12 Hen. IV. this Manor was, by 


a Fine levied, ſettled upon Katharine, 

the Widow of Sir John Peache, for Term 

of Life ; and after her Deceaſe, upon 

William Montfort of Colſpill, and Margaret 

his Wife, and the Heirs of their Bodies, 
VOL.

Being come to William it, was leſt 
by him to Sir Simon Montfert his Son, 


who being attainted 10 Hen. VII. this 


Lordſhip was forfeited to the King. 
who granted the Inheritance of it 


out of the Crown, Reg. 13. to Miliam 


Cope, Eſq; Cofferer of the Houſe- hold 
of that King, to be held in Socage, 
paying 20 Marks per Ann. into the Ex- 
chequer. He in the 14 en. VII. de- 
populated twelve Meſſuages and three 
Cottages here, and incloſed 240 Acres 

of Land. One Sir Edward Raleigh, Knt. 
alſo waſted ſix Meſſuages more; at 


length the ſaid William Cope fold this 


Lordſhip to Fohn Spen er, Eſq; who 
ſoon afrer built on it a fair Manor- 
Houſe, wherein making his Abode wich 


a large Family of fixty Perſons, he be- 


came a great BenefaQor to the Church 
in Ornaments and other Things. From 
him deſcended Sir Robert Spencer, Knt. 
created Baron Spencer of Wormleighton, 
1 Fac. I. whoſe Grand- child Henry Lord 
Spencer enjoyed it in 1640. 

The Church here is dedicated to 
St. Peter, and was given to the Canons 
of Kenilworth in King Stephen's Days, by 
Feffrey de Clinton, Son to that Feffery 
that founded that Monaſtery, and con- 


firmed to them by 2 chard Peache, Bi- 


ſhop of Coventry, in King Herry II.'s 
Time. Feffrey ce Mf hamp, Biſhop of 
that See, in King Jobu's Time appro- 
priated it to thoſe Canons, and appoint- 
ed that the Canons ſhould receive a 
Penſion of 40 3. per Ann. during the Life 
of Adam de Kelinton, the preſent Incum- 
bent; but after his Deccaſe or Reſig- 
nation, two Parts of the Fruits and 
Profits belonging to it, as well in Lands 
and Rents, as Obventions of the Church- 
Yard and Altar, ſhould be appropriate 
to the Monaſtery ; and the other third 
Part to be entirely paid to the Vicar ; 
but notwithſtanding this Determination 
of the Biſhop, there aroſe a Contro- 
verſy between the Lord of the Maror 
and Canons of Kenilworth, touching the 
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Advowſon ;* but at length they eame 
to an Agreement, by which Richard 
Pea he, then Lord of the Manor, quir- 
ted all his Inrercſt ro the Canons. The 
ReQtory, when it was appropriated in 
11291, 19 Ew. I. was valued at fifteen 
Marks, and the Viearage at 10s. but 
in the 26 Hen. VIII. the Vicarage was 
rated at 6 J. 13 5. 4 d. In the Windows 
of the Church are the Arms of the

The Hundred of Knightlow. 


This Hundred 'in antient Records ts 
written ſo many Ways, that I cannot 
but take Notice of them, viz. 16 Hen. Il. 
it is called Cnuchetalawa ; 21 Hen. III. 
Kniſtelaue; 4 Edw. I. Knybtelawe ; 11 
Ed. I. Knytelowe ; 9 Edv. II. Knyth- 
lacbe, and now Knightlow, taking its 
Name from a Tumulus or little Heap of 
Earth upon the great Road from Coven- 
try to London, at the Entrance upon 
DPrnſmore-heath, called XKnigbtlow. hi or 
Knightlow-croſs. This Hundred is bound- 
ed on the Eaſt by Leicefter and North- 
ampton Shires, on the South by the Hun- 
dred of Kineton, on the Weft by the 
Hundred of Hemline ford, which bounds 
the North-fide. The Fee of it was in 
the Crown, till 4 Edw. III. when that 
Prince by his Letters Patents granted 
the Bailiwick of ir to his beloved Eſq; 
Edmund Shireford during Life, paying 
the antient Ferm to the Sheriff, but af- 


ter him we find none that had it in 


Ferm, and ſo we conclude, that as it 
returned to the Crown, it remains there 
ſtill, and is govern'd by the Sheriff and 
his Officers, who account for it in the 
Exchequer. The Market-Towns are, 
Rugby, written in Domeſday-Book 
Roc bberie. In the Conqueror's Time 
Turchil de Warwick was the Owner of it, 
and one Erdalfſus held it of him, (it then 
containing two Hides and an Half) by 
the Service of Half a Knight's Fee: 
NJurberi de Rokebe ſucceeded his Father 
Ed lulfus, and was a great Benefactor to 


the Monles of Combe, Sc. His Son Hey: 


+y de Robeby built here a little Caſtle a- 


bout a Furlong from the Church north- 


ward, as is to be ſeen by the Banks of 


Earth, and Part of the Mote yet re. 
maining. It was built in K. Stephens 
Time, who fearing the coming of the 
Empreſs Maud, gave the Nobles Liber. 
ty to build Caſtles on their own Ground 
for their Defence , but when King Hen. 

II. arrived at the Throne, he cauſed 
all, or moſt of them to be demoliſhed 
He gave certain Lands here to the Ah. 
bey of Pipwwell in Nortbamptonſpire, upon 
which thoſe Monks bad a Grange. He 


had a Controverſy with the Canons of 


Leiceſter about the Advowſon of the Cha- 
pel, and obtained that he ſhould no- 
minate a fir Clerk to it, and the 
ſhould preſent him to the Biſhop, His 
Son and Succeſſor was Henry, who con- 
firmed all the. Grants of his Father and 
Grandfather to the Abbey of Combe. 
He was a Knight, and as he granted a 
Yard-Land here to the Prior and 
Monks of Kirby, fo in 39 Henry III. he 
obtained for himſelf and his Heirs a 
Charter for a weekly Market here on 
Saturday (as it ſtill continues) and a 
Fair yearly to continue for three Days, 
beginning on the Evening of S. Lau- 
rence, with Free Warren in all his De— 
meſne Lands in this Shire. After bis 
Death Annabil his Widow held this Ma- 
nor in Duwer, and becauſe ſhe cxerci- 
ſed a larger Juriſdiction than her Char- 
ter allowed, the Sheriff ſeized upon the 
Market, Fair and Free Warren for the 
King, but upon her Death all was re- 
ſtored to her Son and Heir Nanuhh, 
who died, leaving Iſſue Anmbil, his 
Daughter and Heir, the Wife of Sir 
Fobn Goband Knt. 

In 1 Edward III. Sir John Goband, and 
Annabil his Wife had a Court- Leet and 
other Privileges granted to them in 
this their Manor, but it continued not 
long in their Family; for Jobn their 
Son and Heir in 23 Edward III. paſſed 
the Inheritance of it with the Adyow- 
ſon of the Church to Ral:h Lord Staf- 
ford and Sir Fohn Oddingſells Kut. = 
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their Heirs, but Annabil his Mother ſur- 
viving and marrying to John Brosun, he is 
ſaid ro be Lord of Rugby in 20 Edu. III. 
in her Right; for after her Deceaſe 
Hugh Lord Stafford was entirely inveſt- 
ed in it; but by the Releaſe of Nicholas 
Goband, and Sir Fobn Oddingſelli, of all 
their Right. 'This Manor remained in 
the Family of Stafford, till the Death of 
Humphrey ; 
longer, which 1s probable, becauſe we 
fad no more Mention of it, till Ri- 
chard III. Reg. 1. granted it to N 
Lord Dudley and his Heirs, for his faith - 
ful Services to him. It came to that 
King by the Death of Margaret, Coun- 
teſ of Richmond, Mother of King Hen- 
VII. then the Wife of Thomas Lord 
Stanley, who was ſuffered to enjoy it for 
his Life, and ſo the Lord Dudley had it 
not till the Lord Stanleys Death, but 
when that happened we find not, nor 
whether the Lord Dudley or his: Family 
ever enjoyed it, for in K. Henry VIII.'s 
Days it was again in the Houſe of Haf- 
ford; for upon the Attainder of Edward, 
Duke of Backs, in that Reign, it was 
granted to Sir Gilbert Talboys, and Eliza- 
| beth his Wife, and the Heirs of their 
Bodies. 'This Sir Gilbert and Elizabeth 
had Iſſue Elizabeth their Daughter and 
Heir, who was wedded to Ambroſe Dud- 
ley Earl of Warwick, who 2 Eliz. fold 
it with the Advowſon of the Church to 
Fobn Wyrley and Dorothy his Wife, who 
died ſeized of ir 28 Elix. and left it to 
Francis her Son and Heir, then forty 
Years of Age. Y 

The Church here is dedicated to 
St. Andrew, and was valued in 19 Ed- 
avard I. 1291. at ſeven Marks, but in 
26 Henry VIII. at 171. 19s. 2 d. above 
xx s. yearly paid to the Abbey of Lei- 
ceſter by Way of Penſion. 

Southam, a Lordſhip given by K. E- 
thelred (about eighty Years before the 
Norman Invaſion) unto Earl Leofwin, 
whoſe Son Leofrick beſtowed it on the 
Monks of Coventry, when he founded 
that Monaſtery in 1047, 1 Ede. Conf. 
By the Conqueror's Survey it appears 
to contain four Hides, two Mills, and 
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Duke of Buckingham, if not 


band. 
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Woods one Mile in Length and Half an 


one in Breadth, which at that Time 


were in the King's Hands. In that Re- 
cord it is written Sucham for Suibam, 
which ſignifies a South Dwelling. The 
Monks of Coventry held it to the Diſſo- 
lution, and procured for it 11 Henry III. 
a weckly Market on Wedneſday, with 
a Fair yearly, to laſt eight Days, be- 
ginning on the Day of St. Leodegarus the 
Martyr, which is on Octob. 2. but both 
theſe Times being found inconvenient, 
they were by a new Charter granted 23 
Henry III. changed; the Market to 


Monday weekly, and the Fair to St. 


Georze's Day, and ſeven Days after, 
early. Upon the Diſſolution of the 
3 Houſes, this Manor was in 
34 Hensy VIII. granted to Sir Edmund 
Knightley, Knt. and his Heirs, who died 
ſeiſed of ir, leaving Joan, the Wife ef 
John Knotsford, Serjcant at Arms, Anne, 
the Wife of George Throkmorton, c. his 
Heirs, among which his Eſtato bein 
divided, a fourth Part of this Manor ef | 
to Anne, who left it to Fulk Porter her 
Son, by Thomas Porter her ſecond Huſ- 
In 21 Rich. II. the Prior of Co- © 
ventry was preſented for not repairing a 
Bridge over the River [chene, lying in 
this Pariſh, and on the Road between 
Southam and Warwick; but it being 
proved, that the Bridge it ſelf was built 
and repaired by certain Perſons, pure- 
ly out of Devotion, the Prior was diſ- 
charged, | x . 
The Church of this Place is dedi- 
cated to St. Fames, and was in the Pa- 
tronage of the Monks of Coventry, 32 
Henry III. as Lords of the Manor; who, 
upon an Agreement with the Biſhop of 
Coventry and Litchfield, aſſigned 30 Marks 
yearly, to be paid to the Cathedral of 
Leiceſter, for ever; but in 11 Richard II. 
it appearing that the Dean and Chapter 
had purchaſed the ſaid Annuity without 
the King's Licenſe, it was ſeiſed into that 
King's Hands, as it remained afterward 
to his Sueceſſors; but in 30 Henry VI. 
the Prior and Convent of Coventry had 
Licence from the King to appropriate 
it to their Houſe, which was according-

the ſame Year, who appointed a Vica- 
rage at the ſame Time of twelve Marks 
Annum, and a convenient Habitation ; 
but it ſeems the Appropriation did not 
hold god; for in 26 Henry VIII. there 
was no Vicarage here, but the ReQtory 
was certified to be worth 22 J. 17s. 3d. 
fer Annum, over and above an annual 
Penſion of 107. paid to the Cathedral 
of Lichfield, Theſe are all the Market- 
Towns of this Hundred, and therefore 
we ſhall now proceed to the Villages, 
.. ; 

Aſhocve, the Poſſeſſion of Turchil, Earl 
of Warwick before the Nermans Settle- 
ment, containing two Hides, held by 
one Ermenfridus, with two Mills, and 
Woods Half a Mile in Length, and three 
Furlongs in Breadth, as the general 
Survey ſhews, in which it is written 
Eſebo. Turchil's Iſſue were diſpoſſeſſed 
of moſt of his Lands, and this Lordſhip 
was beſtowed by King Henry I. upon 
Feffrey de Clinton, who having founded 
the Caſtle and Priory of Kenilworth, gave 
a Meadow here, called Ruggenbale, to 
the Canons of it, He had a Daughter 
named Lecelina, whom he married to 
Norman le Verdon, and with her gave 
him this Manor : She was the Mother 
df Bertram de Verdon, who, or ſome other 
of his Family, enfeoffed one of the 
Simelyes in this Manor; for 36 Hen. III. 
Feffrey de Simely held here Part of a 
Knight's Fee of Roiſe de Verdon, who held 
it of the Earl of Warwick. William 
Simely ſucceeded Feffrey, who, with the 
Abbor of Stoneley, was certified to be 
Lord of this Place, 7 Edward I. then 
written Aſſche, and holden by both, of 
Theobald de Verdon. William had eight 
Acres in Demeſne, two Cottages, and 
eleven Freeholders, who held four 
Yard-Lands and an Half, and nine Acres 
and an Half, beſides two Woods of fix 
Acres each. 

The Abbot of Stoneley's Part contain- 
ed three Cottagers and three Frechold- 
ers, who held three Yard-Lands and a 
Quarter, and four Acres, doing Suit at 
the Court at Brandon, as the Sinely's

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did. Feffrey de Simely, the Son of N 
liam, inherited this Lordſhip; and in 
29 Edward I. alienated to Thomas Ear] 


of Lancaſter, and his Heirs, all hig 


Waſtes and Woods, called Widenhaye, 


lying in this Lordſhip, and Richard Baſ- 


ſet and Eſilia his Wife, Mother of the 
ſaid Feffrey, confirmed the ſame. The 
Male Line of the Simely's failed, after 
this, and as we ſuppoſe, the female Iſ- 
ſue inherited, for 20 Edward III. Jahn 
de Hokkeley is certified to hold Part of a 
Knight's Fee here, of the Heirs of Ver. 
don, as alſo 34 Ede. III. when it is ex- 
preſly mentioned to be that Land which 


William Simely held; but in 2 Henry Iv. 


William Alleſley held it. We meet with 
nothing more relating to this Place, till 
13 Edward IV. when Fohn Hug ford Eſq; 
and Thomas Waldeive had a Licence to 
grant eight Meffuages, two Carucates, 
rwenty Acres of Land, twelve Acres of 
Wood, 12 5. Rent, a Pound of Pepper, 


and a Red Roſe, all lying in this Pa- 


riſh, to the Monks of Stoneley, for ever. 
All theſe Things, at the Diſſolution of 
the Monaſtery, came to. the Crown, 
and were poſſeſſed” by the Lord Leigh; 
together with Szoneley. 

The Church here is dedicated: to the 


Aſſumption of our Lady, and was an- 


tiently a Chapel to the Mother- Church 
of Wotton, with which it was given by 
Feffrey de Clinton to the Canons of Kerit- 
evorth, to whom tt was confirmed in 
King Henry II.'s Time, by Richard Pe he, 
Biſhop of Coventry, and a Penſion of 205. 
a Year granted out of it by Feffrey Mvſ- 
champ, one of his Succeſſors in K. John's 
Time. In 1291, 19 Edward I. it was 
valned at five Marks, and in 26 Hen- 
ry VIII. at 6 25, over and above the 
20's. paid to the Canons. But though it 
doth not appear either by the Appro- 
priation above-mentioned, or the Lift 
of Preſentations, that there was a Vi- 
carage appointed; yet by the Will of 
that excellent Lady, Alice, Dutcheſs Dudley, 
who died in 1669, it appears that it was 
a poor Vicarage from this Legacy : Item; 
I give to the Churches of Stoneley, Mance- 
ter, Aſbow, &c, all in the County of

Warwick, 201. per Annum to each of 
them, in Augmentation of their reſpec- 
tive poor Vicarages. Dugd. pag. 227. 
4 a e an 4, Ss Lord- 
ſhip of which, in the Conqueror's Days, 
belonged to one Craſtina, a great Wo- 
man, who by Marriage carried it, with 
many other Lands, to Ralph de Limeſi, 
a Baron of Note, whoſe Seat then was 
at Wulcerley, In Domeſday-book it is 
recorded 2 one Hide, with Woods a 
Mile in Length, and Half a Mile in 
Breadth. In King Henry III.'s Time 
one Ralph Limeſi had it, and granted 
the Inheritance thereof to Richard de Li- 
meſs his Brother, and to his Heirs. It 
ſeems that this Ralph and Richard de- 
ſcended from the Family of Odingſels, 
but changed their Name into Limeſi, in 
Remembrance of their | Grandmother 
Baſilia de Odingſels, who being married 
to their Anceſtor, Gerard de Odingſelt, 
brought the great Eftates of the 2 Se 
into their Family: Richard had Iſſue 
Peter, who being poſſeſſed of this Ma- 
nor, obtained a Grant of Free Warren 
to himſelf and his Heirs in his Demeſne 
Lands here 4 Edward II. He bein 
then a Knight, was put into diverſe 
publick Employ ments (after he had got 
his Pardon Gr aſſiſting the Earls of Lan- 
caſter, Hereford, and Warwick, in Be- 


heading Peter de Gave ſtan, 5 Edward II.) 


as a Commiſſioner to raiſe Foot Soldiers 
for the Wars in Scotland, Reg. 9. and 
Knight of the Shire for the County in 
the Parliament of Lincoln, and in Com- 
miſſion for Gaol- delivery at Warwick ; 
dut afterwards being in the Rebellion 
with Thomas Earl of Lancaſter, his Lands 
being thereby forfeited, were ſeiſed into 
the King's Hands, and he died at Tork, 
18 Edward II. but whether a natural 
Death, or no, we find not. 

John de Limeſy his Son and Heir, not- 
withſtanding his Father's Forfeiture, en- 
tred upon this Manor immediately upon 
his Father's Death, becauſe it was ſet- 
tled upon him before, by the Grant of 
Ri hard Limeſy his Grandfather. Whe- 
ther this John had any Iſſue, we find 


aot, but ſuppoſe he had none, becauſe 
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in 2 Edward III. Sir Roger Corbet of 
Caus, Knt. and Amicia his Wife, granted 
the Reverſion of this Manor to. Sir 
Witiam Camvile, Knt. Son of Thomas 
Camvile. He had a Daughter Amicia, 
the Wife of John de Odingſels, but ſhe 
had not all this Manor, for Sir Roger 
Corbet of Lygb, Knt. died ſeiſed of a 34d 
Part thereof, and left it to his Son Tho- 


mas. Sir John Odingſels died in 5 Hen- 


7 IV. and it was then found, that Sir 
alph Rochford, Knt. then held it of the 
ſame Sir Fohn, by the Service of one 
Knight's Fee; and alſo that in 8 Hen. V. 
Thomas Corbet of Leigh, then deceaſed, 
held eight Meſſuages and four Yard- 
Lands here, leaving them to Thomas his- 
Son and Heir, Henry Rochford, Eſq; ſuc- 
ceeded his Father Sir Ralph, but held 
it not long before he paſſed all his 
Title to it, to Thomas Bate, Eſq; of 
whom Edward Lord Ferrers of Groby ob- 
tained it in 35 Henry VI, How it de- 
ſcended after this to the 13 Eliz. we 
know not, but then find that Thomas, 
the Son of William Skeffington of Skef:

Monument, for William Bagot, Knt, and 
Margaret his Wife, who died in 1400, 
and on the North Wall of the Chancel 
a ſumptuous one for Elen Campion, Wife 
of Edward Campion of Witham in Eſſex, 
Gent. who died Fan. 23. 1632. ſhe was, 
the eldeſt Daughter of William Bromley 
of this Pariſh, Eſq; and Katharine Mil- 
lard his Wife. 
Baſcote, originally a Member of Long 
Itchington, and then the Lordſhip of Jahn 
de Limeſi, as that was.

Tfſue Male, this Manor paſſed by one

This Thomas, 
by his Deed of Feoffment, granted it to 
Fiilliam Liſte and Thomas Magot in Trevi, 
for the Uſe of the Town of Walſball, but 
they were kept out of it a-while by 
Fohn the Son of W. Liſte, till at Length 
upon a cool Debate, Richard Hurſt and 
John Ford of Walſhall raiſed . another 
 Feoffment to the Uſe of the Town, in 
the Name of other Inhabitants, who 
by the like Methods do keep it to this 
Day.

ries ; and being ſo charged, it deſcended 


to Henry Duke of Suffolk, by whoſe At. 


tarnder it eſeheated to the Crown, and 
was by Queen Elizabeth, Reg. 2. granted 
to one Mr. Gerard, and others, to hold 
in capite; and afterwards by the ſame 
Queen, Reg. 44. to Clement Fiſher, Eſq; 
and his Heirs, with the Coal-mines, and 
Ad vowſon of the ReQtory, which is all 
we know of theſe Lordſhips. 

The Church here is a Rectory, and 
19 Edward I. 1291. was valued at eight

From Boſcher it de- 


ſcended to Henry his Son and Heir, who 
granted it to Stephen Segrave, who be- 


ſtowed it on the Monks of Stoneley, re- 


ſerving to himſelf and his Heirs for e- 


ver 51. a Year Rent; but this Annuity 
Gilbert his Son and Heir releaſed to 
them, to augment their Convent with 
one Monk more. Being thus in the 
Poſſeſſion of thoſe Monks, it was certi- 
fied 7 Edevard I. to contain thirteen Cot- 
ragers, and three Freeholders, with a 
Wood of four Acres incloſed'in the Na- 
ture of a Park. After this it was depo- 
pulated ſo much, that 33 Henry VIII. 
there was nothing left but the Grange, 
which that King granted the ſame Year 
to Charles Brandon Duke of Suffolk, who 
ſoon after transferred it to Matibec 
Wrotteſley, Eſq; and his Heirs, who ſold 


it to Tho. Marrow Sen. who 2 Phil. & 


Mar. aliened it to John Harreyoung Gent. 
of whom it was purchaſed by Thomas 
Leigh Eſq; whoſe Deſcendant Tho. Lord 
Leigh enjoyed in 1640.

in the Conqueror's Time, held by Tur- 
chil of Warwick, and his Under-renants.

others, with Part of it. What the Cam- 
viles had here was by Richard de Camvile 
granted to Henry de Rokeby, and came to 
the Canons of Leiceſter in King Henm II. s 


Time, in Conſideration of the Chapel 


of Rugby, given to him and, his Heirs 
by them: But the Mill was given by 
Robert de Holme to the Monaſtery of 
Combe. He was certified 20 Henry III. to 
hold at that Time the tenth Part of a 
Knight's Fee of the Earls of Warwick. 
The Canons of Nouceſter alſo held the 
ſixth Parr of a Knight's Fee here of 
the ſaid Earls, as did alſo Joan de Beau- 
champ, 3 Bergavenny, 14 Henry VI. 
all which Particulars, except what the 
Monks of Combe had, came at length to 
William Leigh and Elizabeth his Wife, 
who dying ſeiſed of ir 29 Henry VIII. 
hey devolved to Henry Leigh, Eſq; who 
poſſeſſed them in 3 Eliz. But the Mill

Son and Heir in the Church-yard of 
Pit vel, he gave to thoſe Monks, for 
the Health of her Soul, eleven Selions 
. (Acres)of Land and a-picce of Meadow 

here; and being further pioufly diſpoſed, 
added of his own Gift, Common of Pa- 
ſture in this Manor for 300 Ewes, 
twelve Kine and a Bull, five Sows and 
a Boar, with their Piggs, ſixteen Oxen, 
and fix young Beaſts, with Fuel from 
Bilton-moor for Fiie in their Grange, 
called Dunchurch- grange, becauſe much 
of the Lands thereunto belonging lay 


in the Fields of Dunchur h, though the 


Houſe is in this Pariſh. This Roger be- 
ing in Rebellion againſt King Jobn with 
Robert Fitz-<calter, a great Baron, whom 


his Followers tiled, Marſhal of GOD's 
and the Church's Army, had his Eſtates 


ſeiſed; but returning to his Allegiance, 
had his Lands reftored by K. Henry III. 
and anſwered for a Knight's Fee in this 
Place 20 & 25 Henry III. as did alſo his 
Son Roger de Craſte, 36 Henry III. upon 
the Collection of an Aid. 

Iſſue Male failing in the Family of 
Craſt, this Lordſhip, by the Marriage 
of the Heir general, paſſed to the Fa- 
mily of Charnels, of whom Ni holas de 
Charnels was in Rebellion againſt King 
Henry III. but thro' that King's Mercy 
obtained his Pardon, and in King Ed. 
card I. s Reign was conſtituted one of 
the Juſtices of Gaol- delivery. He en- 
tailed this and other Lordſhips upon his 
Son George, and the Heirs Male of his 
Body, and for Want of ſueh, on his Bro- 
ther Sir William Charnels; but his Son 
George having Heirs Male, defeated the 
Entail. He went with King Edward I. 
Reg. 29. into the Scotch Wars, and af- 
terward, 2 Edward II. entailed this Ma- 
nor, with the Advowſon of the Church, 
upon his Son Nicholas Charnels and his 
Heirs, reſerving to himſelf an Eſtate for 
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Life in it. He was one of the Rnights 
of this Shire in the Parliament of 6 Ex. 
ward II. but lived not long after, for 
Lucia his Widow had it in Dower 13 Ed. 
ward II. To him ſueceeded Nicholas his 
Son, who was one of the Knights of the 
Shire in the Parliament of that Year, 
He had Iſſue Thomas and Maud, who 
being married to Laurence Trufſet of Cu- 
bleſdon in Stafford ſpire, this Manor, after 
the Death of her Brother, without Iſfue, 
came to him. f

Suits a long Time, for Fobn Charnels of 


Bedworth, under various Prerenees, 
claiming a Right, intruded himſelf in-

Binley, in the Conqueror's Time, had

Length, and one Furlong in Breadth, 
which they purchaſed of Osbern Htz- Ri- 
chard, a great Man in that Age; but in 
the Confeſſor's Days, Alagid, Widow to 
Grifin, was Owner of it: The other 
Part containing two Hides, and Woods 
four Furlongs in Length and two in 
Breadth, was poſſeſſed by Hadulfus or 
Hadecvolfus, Anceſtor of the Family of 
Rokeby, as Tenant to Turkif de Warwick. 
The Monks of Coventry's Part, whereon 
was the Chapel dedicated to St. Bartho- 
lomew, was confirmed to them by Ra- 
nulph Earl of Cheſter in King Henry 1.'s 
Time, and appropriated to their Houſe 
by Roger Mealand, Biſhop of Coventry and 
Lickfield in 44 Henry III. In King Ste- 
phen's Time, Laurence the Prior of Co- 
zentry granted Half an Hide of their 
Part to the Monks of Combe, to hold in 
Frankalmoigne at eight Shillings per 
Annum ſor all Services, which, with the 
Reſt of rhe Monks of Coventry's Part, 


and the Tithes of it at the Diſſolution, 


King Henry VIII. granted with other 
Things to Rog. Burgoigne and Fohn Scudi- 
more, and their Heirs, in the 36th Year 
of his Reign. 

As to the Part which Hadulfus had 
here, Thurbert (in ſome Records called 
Thurbert de Bilneja) his Son gave a large 
Portion of it to the ſaid Monks of Combe 
upon his and his Wife's Retiring into 
their Monaſtery, which Grant Roger 
Earl of Warwi k confirmed, becauſe 
moſt of Twrchil's Lands came to thoſe 
Earls, the Extent whereof was the fifth 
Part of a Knight's Fee. Foeſlinus the 
Son of Ralph Bilney gave one Hide. more 
to thoſe Monks, ro. hold by the ſixth 
Part of a Knight's Fee which his Bro- 
ther Robert confirmed, and his Son Ro- 
bert gave them a large Part in his Woods. 
Henry de Rochebe the Son of Thuvbert, 
confirmed to them what his Father had 
given them, and add ed a Mill, and Half 
Munichet ævood, fo | 
Grants it appears, That the Monks of 
Comb had here 7 Edward I. one Caru- 
cate of Land, a Water-mill, and two- 
Wind-mills in Demeſne, five Cottages, 
ſeven Yard-Lands, ſeyen Acres held by

Outwood, Court-Leer, Gallows, and As- 
ſize of Bread and Beer, but they paid 
Tithes to the Monks of Coventry for all 
their Lands here, except a Meadow, a 
Croft and the Milh for which they paid. 

After the Diſſo- 
lution of their Abbey, their Lands here, 


which were reputed a Manor, were gi- 


ven 1 Edward VI. to Fobn Dudley Earl. 
of Warwick, together wich the Site of 
the Monaſtery, but coming to the Crown: 
by his Atrainder 1 Mar. I. were granted 
to Robert Keylway and his Heirs. | 

In this Village the Hoſpitalers had: 
two Cottages held in 5 Edward I. by 
Freeholders, but they belonged: origi- 
nally to that Part which the Monks of- 
Coventry had antiently here; for ir was. 
then certified, that the Hoſpitalers held. 
them of Robert de Mortimer, who. was de- 
ſcended by the Heirs general of Osbert 
Fitz Richard, of whom the Monks of 
Coventry purcha ſed that Part in the Con- 
queror's Time, as is above- mentioned. 

Wirhin the Precin&s of this Pariſh. 
there is an Houle called Erne tſord Grange, 
belonging ſome Time to the Abbey of 
Combe, in which thoſe Monks had 7 Ad- 
ward I. one Yard-Land in Demeſne, 
and one Freeholder, that held two: 
Yard-Lands-and'four Acres, by the Ser- 
vice of 2 s. a Year, and. Homage, and: 
Suit of Court twice a Vear; but they: 
were obliged to pay Tithes of thoſe: 
Lands to the Monks of Coventry, whe- 
ther they held them in their own Hands. 
or let them. This Grange in 36. Hen- 
ry VIII. was granted by that Kipg to 
Thomas Brooke, and his Heirs, from 
whom it was ſoon. after conveyed to. 
Chriſtopher Waryn, and his Heirs, to hold. 
by the fixtieth Part of a Knight's Fee,, 
and 4.s. yearly Rent paid into the- 
Court of Augmentations. William Wa- 
ryn his Grandchild: inherited it. 14 E- 
liz. but whether it be now in that Fa- 
mily, or no, we know nor. 

Birdingbury is one of thoſe Towns that: 
Earl Leofrick gave to the Monks of Co- 
ventry, when he founded that Monaſte-- 
ry. The Monks had two Hides in the-

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the Clerks in Chancery, whoſe great 


Conqueror's Time, and Turchil de War- 


evick*one; and Half a Yard-Land, held 


by Gaſtinus his Under-tenant. The Monks 
granted their Part to one' of the Ha- 
ſtings of Alleſley, to hold by the Service 
of one Knight's Fee 18 Edvard II. His 


Son Henry inherited it, and left ir to his 
Son Henry, who being an active Man in 


the great Rebellion againſt King Hen- 
ry III. forfeited all his Lands thereby; 
but by the Decree called Dictum de Ke- 
nilzworth, they came to his Poſterity ; 
and this Manor through the, King's Fa- 
vour to Joan his Wife, was continued 
in the Family as her Dower, and ſo 
Fohn de Haſtings his Son poſſeſſed this 
Lordſhip, and in 13 Edward I. claimed 
a Court- Leet, and other Privileges in it, 
which vere allowed: He granted it to 
Sir Fobn Paynell, Knt. for Life, and fo 
he was ſtiled Lord of this Place, and 
procured Free Warren for it. He ſat 
among the Barons in Parliament, bur 
after 2 Death this Manor was aſſigned 
to . the Wife of Thomas de Blount, 
as Part of her Dowry from Fobn de Ha- 
ings her former Husband; but the In- 
heritance of it belonged to Laurence de 
Haſtings Earl of Pembroke, Son and Heir 
of the ſaid Fehn, from whom it came to 
William Beauchamp, ſecond Son to Tho- 
mas Beauchamp Earl of Warwick. This 
Earl granted it 16 Richard II. to Fohn 
Olney His Steward, in Conſideration of 
his good and faithful Services, to hold 
during Life, paying to the ſaid Earl 
40s. a Year; and he was certified 
2 Henry IV. to hold Half a Knight's Fee 
in this Place of the Earl; but it ſeems 
that the Inheritance was afterward 
granted to him; for Margaret the Daugh- 
ter and Heir of his Son Robert, marrying 
Thomas Throkmorton of Cowton, brought 
it into that Family, whoſe Grandſon Sir 
George Throkmorton, Knt. with Robert his 
Son and Heir, paſt it by Deed to Fohn 
Hylmes, Citizen of London, and his Heirs, 
from whom Faſper Leek of Grays-Inn ob- 
rained it, and 10 Eliz. granted it to 
Henry Goodere of Baginton, Eſq; who ſoon 
after ſold it to Fohn Shakburgh, one of 
I : 


Grandehild Thomas had it in 1649. 

As for Turchil's Part it came to H- 
Armentiers, who held it by the Service 
of Half a Knight's Fee, and was certi- 
fied in 36 Henry III. to be held by Thy 
mas de Clinton of the Earl of Warwick, 
There were alſo certain Lands lying near 
this Town, very antiently given to the 


Nuns of Poleſworth, by Edelina the Siſter 


of Robert Boteler of Englebi, for the Health 
of the Soul of Walter de Sumervile, and 
Roger his Brother, as alſo of her own 
Soul and thoſe of her Anceſtors and Sue- 
ceſſors, for an Anniverſary to be per- 
formed on St. Mary Magdalene s Day : 
In Conſideration of which Grant the

Biſſeley, a Village antiently, which

Gallows in terrorem for Paſſengers tra- 
velling on the Foſſe- way. on which it lies, 
Oc. When the Verdon Lands were part- 
ed among the Coheirs, as is mentioned 
in Brandon, this Lardſhip fell ro Sir Bar- 
tholomecu Burgherſb in Right of Elizabeth 
his Mother, and hath not been parted 
from Brandon ſince. Here was a Kind of 
Hoſpital or Chapel dedicated to St. El- 
mund, and founded, as is thought, by 
the Turviles, Lords of Wolſton, who were 
the Patrons of it as long as it ſtood. 
Brinklow, Part of the Poſſeſſions which

Brockhurſt, an Hamlet in the Pariſh of 
Monks kirby, ſo called from its Situation 
upon the Bank, or Hurſt of a Brook on 
which it ſtands, We find no other Men- 
tion in our Records, than that the 
Knight's Fee which the Prior of Xirly 
held of the Lord Mowbray, extended into

Bubnell, as it is commonly called, but 
more truly Bobenbull, or as it is written 
in Domeſday-book Bubenhalle, was in 
the Conqueror's Time the Poſſeſſion of 
Robert de Stratford, and held of him by 
one Aluric, whoſe Freehold it had been 
before the Coming of the Normans. It 
contained then five Hides,” with Woods 
two Furlongs in Length and two in 


Breadth, with a Mill. In 13 Fohn, this 


Lordſhip anſwered for-a third Part of a 
Knight's Fee among the Lands of Har- 
deus de Stafford, and in 36 Hen.

This Fobn Fitzevith was the firſt that 
aſſumed that Name, being the Son of 
one Guido Fitz, Robert. To him ſuccceded 
Robert Fitz Guido, who wrote himſelf. of 
this Place. He had Iſſue Gry, whole 
Davghter and Heir Elizabeth dying with- 
in Age, his Inheritance came to River? 
Fitzwith, Son of Fobn his Brother. He 
had one Daughter and Heir Joan, who 
was married to Jobn Beauchamp of * 
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in Morce ter ſbire. He had the Honour to 
be created the firſt Baron by Patent 
11 Rich. II. He, with Judge Treſilian and 
others, were attainte of High Treaſon, 
and executed by the rebellious Barons, 
who forced the King to call a Parlia- 
ment to authorize their lawleſs Pro- 
ceedings, and his Eſtates according 
ſeized ;_ but it being proved that this 
Lordſhip was long before demiſed to

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' Bulkington, a large Pariſh, having di- 
vers Hamlets in it, as in their Order " | 
ſhall obſerve. In the Conqueror's Days 
it was obſerved to be the Lordſhip of 
the Earl of Mallent, held by one Salo 
his Under-Tenanr, and at thar Time 
containing four Hides and one Virgate 
of Land. The Earl is juſtly ſuppoſed to 
have enfeoffed one of the Family of 
Witervile with it, becauſe Robert de Water 
vile gave the Church here ro the Abby 
of Leiceſter, upon or near the Time of 
the Foundation of that Monaſtry in 1143, 
8 Steph. and to it then belonged two 
Yard-Lands called the Glebe, with di- 
vers Chapels. To this Roger ſucceeded 
Robert his Brother, who having no Iſſue, 
left this Lordſhip to his Nephew Ernauld 
de Boys, Steward to Robert Boſſu, Earl of 
Leiceſter. He confirmed the Grant of 
Roger de Watervile to the Monks of Lei- 
ceſter. Fobn his Heir ſucceeded him, and 
claiming Court-Leet, Gallows, Weyfs, 
Aſſiſe of Bread and Beer, and Free 
Warren here by Preſcription was allowed 
them. To him ſucceeded William his 
Brother and Heir, who ſettled this Ma- 
nor, with diverſe others, upon himſelf 
for Life, and afrerwards upon William de 
la Zuche, and Maud his Wife, and the 
Heirs of their Bodies, and for lack of 
ſuch Iſſue, to the ſaid Maud and the Heirs 
of her Body, the Remainder to his 
Right Heirs, 

In the Line of Zuche it continued di- 
vers Generations, and as ſoon almoſt as 
it came into the Poſſeſſion of William de 
la Zuche and Maud, they procured a 
Grant from the King, Edw. 2 Reg. 7. for 
Free Warren in all their Demeſne Lands 
here, which they enjoyed from that 
Time till Edward, the laſt Male Branch 
of the Family, who was of Age 19 Eliz. 
waſted the great Patrimony of his An- 
ceſtors, and ſold this Lordſhip, with all

endowed, and a Penſion of 26 s. 84, re- 
ſerved ont of the ſame. The Rectory 


Was valued 19 Edward I. 1291. at twen- 


ty-fix Marks, and the Vicarage at ele- 
ven, which laſt in 26 Henry VIII. was 
rated at 61. 10s. 6d. When the Mo- 
naſtery of Leiceſter was diſſolved, the 
ReGory fell to the Crown, in which ir 
remained till 33 Eliz. when that Queen 
gave it to the Frec-School of Upting- 
ham in Rutlandſhire. The North Win- 
dow of the 'Church hath divers Images 
and Arms in it, which render it aboye 
common Obſervation; it is probable 
moſt of them relating to the Zuches. 

. Burtor-Haſtings, ſo called from the 
Haſtings ſomerimes Lords of it, tho“ not 
of the greateſt Antiquity, for Siuuard 
ſurnamed Barn, a potent Man among 
the Engliſh, poſſeſſed it before the Con- 
quent bur the Norman King took it 

rom him, and gave it to Henry de Fer- 
rers (whoſe Poſterity were afterwards 
Earls of Derby): It was then certified 
ro contain Che Hides, and two Mills. 
In King Henry IT.'s Time Half this Town 
was given to the Monaſtery of Nun- 
Eaton, by Feffrey le Abbe and Emme his 
Wife (it being of her Inheritance) with 
the Conſent of Ralph Turvil and Richard 
le Abbe, the Heirs of Feffrey and Emme, 
and confirmed by that King's Charter. 
The other Moiety came ſoon after to 
the Family of Haſtings, for in 36 Hen- 
ry III. Henry de Haſtings is certified to 
hold one Knight's Fee here of Earl Fer- 
vers; and in the 53d Year of the ſame 
King, upon his Death, Foan his Wife 
was aſſigned one in this Place. Their 
Intereſt here came in firſt by the Mar- 
riage of Margaret the Heir of Sir Robert 
Herle, with Sir Ralpb Haſtings, who by 


her had Ralpb his Son and Heir, Whoſe 
Son Rafph died 21 Edward II. leaving 
Iſſue another Ralph, who being attaint- 
ed for Treaſon, loſt his Head 6 Hey. IV. 
for conſpiring with Richard Scroop Arch- 
biſhop of York, and others, againſt the 
King. Richard his Brother was his next 
Heir, and being a Perſon better affected 


to the Crown, had Reſtitution of his 


Lands, and was much entruſted in King 
Henry V. 's Service: He died 15 Hen. VI. 
leaving Leonard his Brother for his Heir, 
whoſe Son William was made Lord 


Chamberlain to King Edward IV. and 


raiſed to the Dignity of a Baron; but 
not conſenting to the Deſigns of Richard 
Duke of Gloceſter (afterwards King Ri- 
chard III.) was thruſt from the Couneil- 
Table into the Tower, and immediately 
beheaded upon a Piece of Timber with. 
in the Walls of it. To him ſucceeded 
Edward his Son and Heir, who bore the 
Title of Lord Haſtings and Hangerford : 
His Son and Heir George was created 


Earl of Huntington, and ſold this Manor 


to. Thomas Harvey Eſq; a rich Merchant, 
who by Will ſettled it on three Prieſts, 
with a Meſſuage in Wodcote in this Coun- 
ty, for twenty-one Years, to keep an 
Obit for his Soul: After the Expiration 
of that Term it returned to his four 


Daughters and Heirs, of which Lucy the

Caldecote was in the Conqueror's Time 
Part of the Eſtate of Turchil Earl of 
Warwick, of whom it was held by ſeve-

Hide. After the Conqueſt it was given 


with the Reſt of Turchil's Lands to the 
Earls of Warwick, of whom Roger in 23 
Henry T. gave Half of it to the Colle- 
iate Church of Y/arwick, then newly 
Punded. The other Half came to Wil- 
liam Pludio by the Marriage of the Heir, 
and Half a Yard-Land of it was by him 
given to the Monks of Combe. Richard 
| Foreſtarius 
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Foreftarius had ſome Lands in this Vil- 
lage, which Gilbert Crok enfeoffed Adam 
Crok in. 'The Family of Verdon had alſo 
ſome Intereſt here, for in 36 Henry III. 
Feffrey de Simely held Part of a Knight's 
Fee in this Place of Roeſs de Verdon, 
which ſhe held of the Earl of Warwick. 
The Village is wholly depopulated and 
hath been ſo a long Time, but by 
whom we. do not diſcover; the Manor 
is ſtill kept up, and in 6 Edward VI. 
was ſold Thomas Newnham to Wil- 


liam Marquis of Winchefter, who ſettled 


it on Giles Paulet, one of his younger 
Sons, who paſled it to Thomas Staple- 
ton, Gent. and his Heirs, of whom the 
Lord Stanhope of Harington purchaſed it. 
. Canle, an Hamlet involved in Stoneley, 
and with it given to the Monaſtery 
there at the Foundation thereof, but 
the Monks ſeem to have been diſpoſ- 
ſeſſed of it by a Family who took their 
Name from the Place; for at the Time 
of the Siege of MXKenilworth-Caftle in 
51 Henry III. Richard de Alorynton, then 
Abbot of Stoneley commenced a Suit a- 


gainſt Robert the Son of Peter Canle for 


it, and having recovered it, had the 
Poſſeſſion delivered to him by the She- 
riff upon the King's Command, at the 
Croſs in Stoneley, and the Tenants there- 
upon did their Fealty to the ſaid Abbot. 
After the Diſſolution the greateſt Part 
of it paſſed by Purchaſe to Sir Thomas 
Leigh with Hurſt, and other Lands, and 
ſo it deſcended to his Great Grandchild, 
who was in Poſſeſſion of it in the Year 
1640. 

Careſley, a Village belonging to Ra- 
nulph Earl of Cheſter in King Stepben's 
Time, who then ſurrendered the Cha- 
pel belonging to it to the Monks of Co- 
2 being then written Kereſley. From 
the Earl it came to Montalt, as Coventry 
did, whereof it was originally a Mem- 
ber.

Cauſton, a Lordſhip of Turchil de War- 
wick in the Conqueror's Days, and held 
of him by one Uf, containing one Hide; 
it was the Poſſeſſion of one Edvinus be-

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phen's Days Ingelram Clement was Owner, 
of ir, himſelf or his Father having been 
enfeoffed of it by Siward de Arden, Tiur- 


chil's Son: He granted it to the Monks 
of Pipwell, and Henry de Arden, as chief 
Lord, confirmed the Donation, as did 
alſo Turchil de Cau ſon, whom Ingelram - 
had enfeoffed with all his Intereſt in it;

ward I. the Monks of Pipevell had Free 
Warren granted them in all their De- 
meſne Lands here; and much about the 
ſame Time the Prior of. Kirby implead- 
ing them for the Grange of Cauſton, by 
the Subtlety of his Attorney, recovered

Judgment given, Judge Seyton perceiv-

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which good Service, the Monks of Pip- 
well agreed ro keep the Judge's Anniver- 
fary for ever in their Monaſtery on A- 
pril 19. Sr. Alphage's Day. After this, 1n 
3 Edward II. this Grange of Cauſton was 
almoſt totally burnt down. | 
This Village hath been 1 
lated, for Mr. Rous making Mention of 
it, ſays, That in his Time there was 
nothing but 1 remaining, and 
that the Place was become a Den of 
Thieves and Manflayers, by whom the 
Roads from Coventry to Dunchurch were 
much infeſted, ſo that the Travellers 
over Dunſmore· heath were in great Dan- 
ger, for which he doth not a little blame 


the Monks, who minded their own par- 


ticular Benefit by Depopulation, more 
than the common Good: By the Diſſo- 
lution of the Monaſteries this Manor 
eame to the Crown, and was granted by 
King Henry VIII. Reg. 37. to Thomas 
Boxehton, Gent. and his Heirs, from 
whom ir deſcended to Edward his Son 
and Heir, who being in Favour with 
Robert Earl of Leiceſter, (a porent Man 
in Queen Elizabeth's Days) bore a great 
Sway in this County ; and having got- 
ten Materials by pulling down the 
White-fryars Church in Coventry, raiſed 
here the moſt beautiful Fabrick that 
then was in all theſe Parts, of which 
William his Great Grandchild was the 
Owner in the Year 1640. 
Ceſter Over, an Hamlet of Monkskirby, 
corruptly made from Theſter-<vaver, or 
Maure, the true Name being Wara, or 
Waure, and the Addition of Tbeſter, ſig- 
nifying the eaſtern Situation of it in 
Monkskirbys In the Conqueror's Days it 
was the Lordſhip of Feffrey Wirce, and 
was then certified to contain five Hides 
of Land, and a Mill, one Robert then 
holding it of the ſaid Feffrey. This Ro- 
bert was the paternal Anceſtor of the 
Family of Waure, afterwards written 
Waver, taking their Name from this 
Place. Of this Family was Sir Robert 
de Wavere, Knt. who was a good Bene- 
factor to the Monks of Combe; for be- 
ſides his Grant of two Yard-Lands, and 
Common for 100 Sheep, twenty-four 


Beaſts and thirty Hogs, he, for twenty- 


two Marks of Silver, gave them ninety- 


ſix Acres of arable Land in this Village, 
cum corpore to be buried in their Mo- 


naſtery, with the like Solemnity at his 


Obit, as for one of their Monks. To 
him ſucceeded William his Son and 
Heir, who 35 Henry III. founded a 
Chantry in the Priory of Monk.kirly, 
and 41 Henry III. obtained to himſelf 
and his Heirs, for a weekly Market 
here upon Tueſday, and a Fair yearly 
for three Days on the Even of St. 
Fames, and two Days following. He 
adhering to the rebellious Barons 48 


Heyry III. was taken at the Battle of 


„ e and being impriſoned, had 
all his Lands ſeized, and given to Roger 
de Somery, Lord Dudley; but his Wife 
taking Advantage of the Dictum de Re- 
nilewcrth, had them reſtored after an 
Agreement with Roger, and he was a- 
gain entruſted in the publick Affairs, as 
a Commiſhoner for Gaol-delivery ar 
Warwi-k ſeveral Times. He died 56 
Henry III. leaving Robert his Son and 
Heir, whoſe Grandchild Robert paſſed a- 
way the Inheritance of it to | 
Sohn Lovet of Newton, 32 Edward III. 
whoſe Son William Lovet of Liſcumb in 
Buckinghamſhire, in 9 Richard II. granted 
twelve Meſſuages, three Tofts, and 13 
Yard-Lands, lying Part of them in this 
Lordſhip, after the Death of Clementia, 
his Mother, then the Wife of Fohn Pa- 
rauxt, unto William Purefey of Church- 
Over, and his Heirs, from whom the 
deſcended to William his Grandchild, 
who, 10 Henry VI. with one John Wa- 
ver (for that Family, tho' then very 
low, had ſome Intereſt here) were cer- 
tified to be Lords of this Manor, which 
ſmall Title ſeryed to recover the Fami- 
ly, which otherwiſe had quite ſunk to 
nothing; for Henry Waver, Citizen and 
Draper of London, from hence took an 
Opportunity to raiſe it thus: In 39 Hen- 
Sg he obtained a Leaſe of William 
oke of one Moiety of this Manor for 
the natural Life of himſelf, and twelve 
Years after at the yearly Rent of 11 l.

a ſpecial Patent from that King to re- 


build it with Turrets, and embattle it 
with Walls, and to incloſe 500 Acres of 
Land and Paſture, with twenty Acres 


of Wood for a Park, as alſo to have a 


Court-Leet here with Free Warren and 
Fiſhing in all his Demeſne Lands there- 
unto belonging. He died 10 Edward IV. 
and in his Will bequeathed this Manor 
of Theſturwaver to his Son Harry, and 
the Heirs of his Body lawfully begotten, 
and for Want of ſuch Iſſue to his Son 
Thomas, with the like Remainder to his 
Son Fohn, and ſo ro his two Daughters 
Anne und Flizabeth, but was buried in 
St. Peter's Cornbill, London. | 
Henry, the Heir of this Place, died 
19 Edward IV. leaving Chriſtian his only 
Child and Heir, then 
who at proper Years married to Wil- 
iam Brown, Eſq; who being Juſtice of 
the Peace great Part of K, Henry VII.'s 
Reign, had his Reſidence here and 
built the Gate houſe of Timber, which 
was ſtanding in 1640, as appears by the 
Arms carved thereon. She ſurvived 
Mr. Brown, and became Wife to Hum- 


phry Dimock, Eſq; and died 36 Hen. VIII. 


leaving Edward Brown her Grandchild 
(Son of Fobn Brown her Son, who died 
in her Life- time) her Heir. This Ed. 
ward the Year following his Grandmo- 
ther's Death, fold it to Sir Fulk Grevil, 
Knt, from whom it hath deſcended to 
Sir Fulk his Grandſon, created Lord 
| Brook of Beau:hamps-Court, 18 Fames I. 
from whom it is ſince come to Robert 
Lord Brooke his adopted Heir, with his 
other Poſſeſſions. 

Chadſhunt is one of the twenty-four 
Towns given by Earl Leofrick to the 
Monaſtery of Coventry at the Foundation 
of 1t, about twenty Years before the 
| Conqueſt, and is in his Charter called 


Chaddeſleyhunt, but in Domeſday-book 
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Cedelſhunt. In King Stephen's Days ic 
was confirmed to the Priory of Coventry, 
among the Lands of their antient Pot- 
ſeſſions, by the Name of Cbadeſeiſont, 
but afterwards it was paſſed with Biſbops 
Itehington from thoſe Monks to the Biſhop 
of Cheſter (now Coventry and Lichfie:d) 
and in 7 Edward I. was certified among 
that Biſhop's Lands to contain ſix Caru- 
catcs of Land in Demeſne, and ſeven- 
teen Servants occupying ſeveral Parcels 
of Land in it, as alſo two Cottagers and: 
three Freeholders, which laſt held other 
Tenements by a certain Rent and Per- 
formance of ſome Services. The Suc- 
ceſlors of that See enjoyed it till 1 Ed- 
ward VI. when Richard Sampſon, thew 
Biſhop, aliened it to Thomas Hawkins,, 
alias Fisker, who paſſed ic away in Ex- 
change 6 Edward VI. to Thomas Neuſam, 
Gent. for thirteen Vard- Lands, lying in 
Over and Nether Itchington, and an Hun- 


dred and forty, Pounds in Money, whoſe: 


Grandchild Thomas Newſam enjoyed it 
in the Year 1640. | | 


Within this Manor, while it belong- : 
ed to the Biſhops, the chief Chanter of

and Judgment given, that the Abbot of 


Combe was to repair it; but being again 
tried 26 Edward III. it was found, that 


that Abbot having no Ground on either 
Side; ought not to repair the Ends of 


it, bur only the two middle Arches, 
which were not then in Decay ; but one 
of them being broken down, the Abbot 
was again queſtioned, and ſaying no- 
thing in his own Defence, was diſtrain- 
ed by the Sheriff. | 
Chur bh. Over, a Lordſhip of great An- 
tiquity, though now it hath but one 
Houſe in it. In the Time of Edward 
the Confeſſor, one Waga, (as we find in 
Domeſday-book) was Lord of it, but af- 
ter the Conqueſt it was given to Robert 
de Stadford, Anceſtor of the Barons of 
that Name. In that Survey it is writ- 
ten Fara, and certified to contain ſeven 
Hides. This Earl enfeoffed cither Ro- 
bert de Waver, or Siward his Father, with 
all, or the greateſt Part of this Village, 
of which Robert gave much of it to the 
Monaſtery of Combe; for ſuch was the 
Affection of this Robert to thoſe Monks, 


that he gave them ninety-ſix Acres of 


Arable Land here, cum corpore to be bu- 
ried with them, and have his Obit, as 
ſolemnly kept, as if he had been a 
Monk. This Grant Roger (in ſome Re- 
- cords, called Rogerus de Church-waver) 
his Son, confirmed to the ſaid Monks. 


After him Ernaldus filius Ernaldi de Wa- 


: wer, gave other Lands in this Town cum 
corpore ſus, and Radulpbus filius Elenæ 
! die de Church-waver ratified the ſame; 


ſo that the Lands, which the Abbot of 


Combe had in this Place in King Ri- 
chard II. 's Time, was fix Meſſuages and 
three Vard- Lands, containing in the 
whole 155 Acres and an Half, with 
two Acres and five Doles of Meadow. 
This Village was then called Waver-Ro- 
ger by Way of Diſtinction from Brunes- 
waver and Tbeſter-waver, becauſe Roger 
de Wader was the moſt famous of the 
Lords of it in that Family. How it 
came to be called Church-waver, or O- 
ver, and when it was firſt ſo called, we 
can't diſcover, becauſe we have no 
I ; 


certain Account, when the Church here 
(or indeed any where elſe in the Coun. 
ty) was built, | 

When, or how this Lordſhip paſſed 


from the Waters doth not appear, be. 


cauſe we meet with nothing relating to 
this Manor, till 20 Edward I. when 5, a 
frey Stapleford and Foan his Wife ſettled 
it upon their Heirs, nor from thence 
till 9 Edward II. when Fobn de Shireford 
and Feffrey de Morton were mi to 


be Lords of it. Morton's Part came ſoon 


after to the Canons of Kenilworth by 
Purchaſe, and Shireford's Part ſoon after 
devolved to the Family of Purefey, by 
the bk of Margaret, John de Shire. 
ford's Daughter to Philip Purefey of Mun- 

erton in Leiceſterſhire, in which Families 
it continued divers Ages, as appears 
from the Preſentments of the two Fa- 
milies by Turns to the ReQtory. It is 
evident, that the Monks of Comb had 
ſome Lands in this Place, which were 
given them as is above-mentioned, but 


where it was doth nor appear; but cer- 


tain it is, that after the :Difſolution of 
that Lr what they had here 
paſſed by the Name of a Manor, as is 
manifeſt by the Licenſe, which Mary 
Dutcheſs of Richmond obtained 36 Heu- 
ry VIII. for alienating thereof to Mi- 
liam Dixwell and his Wife, in whoſe Fa- 
mily it hath continued ever ſince, the 
Dixevells of Coton being Owners of it in 
1640. | | 

In this Pariſh, upon the old Roman 
Way, called Watling-ftreet, there is to be 
ſeen a very great Tumulus of that Mag- 
nitude, that it puts Paſſengers out of 


the Way. 


The Pariſh Church here dedicated to 
the Holy Trinity, was valued 19 El- 
ward I. 1291. at ſeven Marks, and in 
26 Henry VIII. at fifreen Pounds. In 
the Church are the Arms of Purefey and 
Shireford. 

* or as it is written in Domeſ- 
day- book Clipſton, was in King Ea- 
ward the Confeſſors Time poſſeſſed by 
Akwvine, then called Alwine Vicecomes, a 
great Man in thoſe Days, and lineal 


Anceſtor of the Family of Arden, 8 ä 
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hath flouriſhed almoſt ever ſince in this 
County. He gave it to the Priory of 
Cventry for the Health of his Soul, by 
the Conſent pf King Edward and his 
own Sons ; but after the Conqueſt, Earl 
Alberic (the Progenitor of the Family of 
Veres, Earls of Oxford) outed the Monks, 
and poſſeſſed it as his own, containing 
then five Hides, and having a Church 
and a Mill, as appears from Domeſday- 
book. But what Earl Alberic got ſo ill, 
was ſoon loſt; for tis plain, that Ernald 
de Boys, who lived in King Stephen's 
Days, was Owner of it, being given to 
him by Robert ſurnamed Baſſu, Earl of 
Leiceſter, as is plain from the Grant of 
the Cuſtody of his Heir 7 King Fohn, 
wherein 'tis ſaid to be de Feodo Saberi de 
Quinci, who by his Marriage with Mar- 
garet Fitz-Parnel, had by her a Moiety 
of che Honour of Leiceſter. 'This Manor 
continued divers Succeſſions in the Fa- 
mily de Bois; but Iſſue Male failing in 
Sir Fobn de Boys, 1ſabel his Siſter became 
his Heir; ſhe was the Wife of Sir John 

Lovel, and by him had only one Daugh- 
ter Maud, who marrying to William Ia 


Zouche of Haringworth, brought this E- 


ſtate into his Family, but whether it 
continued in it, we know not. 
The Church is dedicated to the Aſ- 
ſumprion of our Lady, and was antient- 
ly a Prebend of the Caſtle of Leiceſter, 
but was afterward granted to the Abbe 
there, being need to it by Ze. 
frey Muſchamp, Biſhop of Coventry and 
Lichfield in King Fobn's Time, a Vica- 
rage, being at that Time appointed. In 
King Edward I.'s Time, Reg. 19. both 
were valued by Pope Nicholas's Order, 
the ReQory at twenty-five Marks, and 
the Vicarage at five, which laſt in 
26 Henry VIII. was rated at 8/. 1s. $4. 
Chriſtopher Harvey, a Cheſbire- man born, 
was Vicar of this Place. He happened 
to live in the turbulent Times of the 
Conteſt between King and Parliament, 
and ſeems to have been much concern- 
ed when the Civil Wars began, and 
therefore buſied his Thoughts and Time 
about the Nature of Rebellion, which 
VOI. V. 


he publiſhed in two Books, with Deſign 
doubtleſs to give a Check to the furious 
Spirit reigning in thoſe Times; but tis 
plain they did little or no good, be- 
cauſe the laſt of them was finiſhed 
in 1645, when the Wars were as hot 
as ever, and ended not, till they had 
brought the King to the Block. Ho 
lived to the Reſtoration, hut whether 
he were ſequeſtred we know not, 
Cloud, now known only by a W 
n 


over the Aven, called Cloud- bridge. 


the Conqueror's Days there was a Prieſt 
at Stoneley, who had. a Chapel here, 
which ſhews it was an Hamlet, He was 
called Edmund the Hermite, becauſe there 
had been antiently an Hermitage here. He 
had for his Maintenance certain Parcels 
of Land in Starton, given by William 
ſurnamed Haſteler, Brother and Heir to 
Simon, King Henry I. s Cook. The Cha- 
pel was after wards burnt by Thieves ; 
and becauſe neither the King nor Lord 
of Stayton re-edified it, the Canons of 
Kenilworth, as Patrons of Stoneley, entred 
upon the Lands belonging to it, and 
appropriated them to their Monaſtery. 
As to the Bridge it was built by ſome of 
the Hermits, out of the Alms beſtowed 
upon him by good People, but falling 
into Decay, the Prior of Kenilworth was 
2 by the Hundred to amend it; 

ut he proving, that no Body was obli- 
ged to the Repairs of it, becauſe it was 
built by an Hermit, and that there was 
no Neceſſity to keep it up, becauſe 
there was another near, he was ac- 
quittec. 

Cloudeſley Buſh, an eminent Tumulus 
in the Pariſh of Monkkirby, ſtanding on 
the Weſt-ſide of the old Roman Way 
called the Foſſe, which there lies open 
like a Ditch, having not been filled 
with Stones and Gravel there, as in moſt 
other Places it is. There is now a Bea- 


con ſet upon it, but antiently tis likely 


there grew upon it ſame noted Buſh, 
which gave it the Name of Chudeſley- 
Buſh, which it hears at this Day. 
Whence it had its other Name, tis hard 
to gueſs, whether from one Claudius a 
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Roman Soldier, who lies buried under it, 


or from the Brit iſu Word Claude, ſignify- 
ing a Diteh, beeauſe it is ſo near the 
7, nor is it much material to know. 
Copſton parva is now a Place ſo depo- 
vlated, that it is known by certain 


eces of Ground called Copſton Field: on- 


ly: It was antiently an Hamlet of Wol- 
vey, and is thought to take its Name 
from one Copſ, the Owner of it in the 
Saxon Times. In King Henry II. 's Time, 
Ivo de Harecurt having Lands here grant- 
ed them to Robert Baſſet, in Frankmar- 
riage with Beatrix his Siſter, who ſoon 
after gave one Carucate of Land in it 
to the Monks of Combe in perpetual 
Alms, and King Henry II. confirmed his 
Grant. From Baſſet it paſſed to Thomas 
de Aſtley in King Henry Ili.'s Time. He 
was flain in the Battle of Eveſham fight- 
ing againſt the King, and his Eſtates be- 
ing ſeiſed, this Manor was given to Wa- 
rine de Baſingburne by that King, but 
Andrew de Aſtley his Son having recover- 
ed it, by the Statute called Dictum de 
Kenilworth, ſold it to the Monks of 
Combe, and their Succeflors for ever, 


for 320 Marks Sterling, to pay his Com- 


ſition for it aud his other Lands. The 
Nionks in 18 Edward I. obtained a Char- 
ter of Free Warren here for all their 
Demeſne, and ſo held it till the Diſſo- 
lution. - I : 
Cop ſton Magna, a Lord{hip given by 
Tſp, re the Monattcry of St. Ni- 
cholas, at Angiers, 12 Conq. with Monks- 
kirby, with which it continued in their 
Poſſeſſion, till Thomas de Moubray, Earl 
of Nottingham, 20 Richard TI. procured 
that King Letters of Licence for the 
Abbot of St. Nicholas at Angiert, to paſs 
them both to the Cartbhuſian 1 
dy him then lately founded in the Iſle 
of Axholm in Lincolnſbire, as it continued 
till the Diſſolution, when it followed the 
Fate of Monkskirby, as we ſhall there ſhew. 

Cosford, a Member of Newbold, was 
the Eſtate of the Stutevils in Henry II. 's 
Time, for then William de Stutevill con- 
firmed to John de Stutevill his Kinſman, 
what Nobert his Father had given him 
lere and elſewhere, What William did 


did retain in this Rlapp pallet to his Son 
er, who gave it in 

Siſter Burgia to Roger Pantolf, who 
left it to Miliam their Son, who dying 
without Iſſue, Bargia and Emme his 
Siſters became his Heirs. Burgia be- 
ſtowed her Part on the Monks of Pip- 
nell, but Emme marrying to Nobert de 
Mader, brought her Part into his Fami- 
ly, in which it continued and paſſed 
with the Manor of Theſter-wwaver. As to 
that Part which belonged to the Monks 
of Pipevell, it was after the Diſſolution 
in 7 Edward VI. granted to Fobn Green 
of V. eftminſter, and Ralpb Hall of London, 
Scrivener, and their Heirs. Fobn in 
1 EP 2 Phil. & Mar. I. had a Licence to 
alienate it to Mrs. Elizabeth Boughton 
from' whom they were afterward granted 
to Thomas abs ge Gent. who by Li- 
cence granted 4 Eliz. paſſed them to 
Sir Thomas Leigh, Knt. 

Coton juxta Church-Over, of which it is 
a Member, was after the Conqueſt the 
Poſſeſſion of the Earl of Mallent, from 
whom it deſcended to the Earls of War- 
wick, one of whom enfeoffed Robert t- 
O.io, or his Father with it: Robert had 
Daughters only, who being Heirs to this 
Lordſhip with his other Eſtates, upon 
the Diviſion it came to Margery the 


Youngeſt, then the Wife of William Ba- 


got, whoſe Son Roger inheriting it, gave 
it to Ingram his Brother, and Hugh his 
Son confirmed it to him, as did alſo 
William Trufſel, who married another o 

the Cohcirs, as Chief Lord of the Fee, 
when Ingram paid Homage to him in the 
Hundred of Barlichway. A ty, who 
called themſelves Cotes from this Place, 
held Bagot's Part, and one of them gave 


ſome Lands out of it to the Monks of 


Combe, with 3 5. per Annum Rent, cum 
corpore: But Simon Bagot gave moſt of 
the Lands here to that Monaftery, be- 
ſides the Homage and Service of Robert 
Cotes, and his Heirs, which being con- 
firmed by William Trufſet, thoſe Monks 
had here Half a Knight's Fee, which 
was held of the Baron of Stafford, as 
the ſupream Lord 36 Henry III. with a 
Court-Lcet, and other Privileges, = 


arriage with his 
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ing it the Manor of Coats, ſuper le Wans 
(or Waldas, i. e. the Woulds). Afterwards, 
viz. 18 Edward I. they obtained a Char- 
ter of Free Warren to them and their 
Succeſſags, in all their Demeſne Lands 
here. In Richard II.'s Time their Poſ- 
ſeſſions here were rated at nine Yard- 


Lands, eighty-four Acres and an Half, 


accounting eighty-four Acres to a Yard- 
Land. After the Diſſolution of the Ab- 
bies, this Manor that belonged ro the 
Monks of Combe, then called Coton-lay- 


wood, was given to Edward Clinton in 


5 Edward VI. who ſold it ro Thomas 
Marrow, who by a Licence from the 
Crown the ſame Year, paſſed it to Mil- 
liam Dixwell, whoſe Poſterity enjoyed it 
in 1640. TY 

Coundon, one of thoſe Lordſhips which 
Earl Leofrik gave to the Monks of Co- 
ventry, upon the Fou dation of their 
Houſe, 1 Ed. Conf. containing, as the 
Conqueror's Survey has it, three Vir- 
ates of Land Ar. Woods, three Fur- 
— and thirty Perches in Length, and 


three Furlongs in Breadth. It appear- 


eth alſo by the ſame Survey, that Mi- 
liam Fitz Corbucion had one Virgate of 
Land here, with Woods Half a Mile in 
Length, and four Furlongs in Breadrh, 
and there it is written Condelme. In 
41 Hemy III. the Monks of Coventry had 


Free Warren granted them in all their 


Demeſne Lands here; and in 44 Hen- 


y III. the Tithes of this Place, which 


before belonged to Trinity Church in 
that City, were appropriated to the 
Monks. The Part of V. Corbucion ſeems 
to have paſſed to Fohn Beneth of Alleſley, 
who in 53 Henry III. is faid to have 
— 1 Part of a Kni a 
Fee of Henry Haſtings, being Half a 
vard- Land — — 1 Ma in the 
Hands of three Freeholders: So that 
the Monks having all the reſt, had a 
Yard-Land in Demeſne, and nine Free- 
Holders, who held of them Half a Ca- 
rucate and twelve Acres, paying feve- 
ral Rents, and performing certain ſer- 
vile Works in Harveſt. They had here 
alſo Court-Leet, Gallows, Aſſize of 
Bread and Beer, Waifs, c. At the 


Diſſolution the greateſt Part of their 
Lands, with the Tithes, were granted 
to Richard Andrews, Gent. and Leonard 
Chamberlain, Eſq; but how they have 
paſſed fince we know not. 
 Cryfield, or as it was antiently writ- 
ten Crulesfeld, or Croilesfeld, an Hamlet 
in the Pariſh of Stoneley. The Kings of 
England, before the Norman Invaſion, 
had an Houſe here, and the Place 
where it ſtood was a long Time after 
called Bury- ſtede, to which belonged fix 
Carucates of Land. It was inhabited 
ſome Time by a foreign Earl, but at 
Length King Henry II. having exchang- 
ed Radmore for Stoneley, brought the 
Monks of Radmore hither, but they ſoon 
finding it inconvenient, choſe another 
Place in the ſame Pariſn, and there 
built their Abbey, to which — Henry 
ave four Carucates of Land in this 
Place, which King Fobx confirmed, and 
the Monks built a Grange upon it. But 
this Village hath ſuffered great 
pulations, for of twelve Tenements that 
were antiently here, there was no more 
ſtanding than the Grange in King Hen- 
ry VIL.''s Time. After the Diſſolution, 
the Grange, with the Lands thereunto 
belonging, was granted 36 Hen. VIII. to 
Robert Bocher, then a Servant in Court, 
Elizabeth his Wife, and their Heirs, who 
left it to Robert Bocher their Couſin and 
Hetr, 3 Phil. & May. BET. 
Cubington, written in the Conqueror's 
Survey Cubitone, Cobintone, and Cumbyngton, 
a large Pariſh; wherein the Monks of 
C had two Hides, . the Earl of 
Mallent three, and Roger de Furi five. 
The Monks Part, was Half a Knight's 
Fee, and was held by Simon de Cubinton, 
20 Henry III. and by Henry de Cubinton 
36 Hemy III. The Earl of Mallent's 
Part, held by one Boſcher, came to the 
Monks of Stonely, given them either by 
Boſcher's Heirs, or ſome whom they en- 
feoffed with it; being five Carucates of 
Land, and 2475. 3d. Rent of Aſſize. 
Henry Boſcher, the Grandchild of the 
firſt Boſchew confirmed them to the 
Monks 49 Henry III. As for Furi's Part, 


the Haſtings of Alleſley were enfeoffed 
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with it, and by them it was given to 


Semely and St. Mare. In 7 Edward I. 


what William de Semely had here, he 
held of Fobn de Haſtings by the Service 
'of Half a Knight's Fee, viz. two Yard- 
Lands in Demeſne, and three held by 
fir Servants, fix Cottages, and four 
Freeholders occupying two Yard-Lands 
and three Quarters. Thomas Waldeive 
and Fohn Hupford (though how it came 
ro them we know not) gave this Part to 
the Monks of Stoneley. What Henry S. 
Maure had here, he forfeited by com- 
mitting a Murder, 4 Edward I. and be- 
ing ſo come into the King's Hands, he 
gave it to the Templars, who 7 Ed- 
wurd I. were certified to have three 
. Yard-Lands in Demeſne, and a Grove 

incloſed like a Park here. They 
ftrengthened their Title by a Fine le- 
vied by Henry S. Maure, and his Wife, 
to them and their Succeſlors for ever; 


dut they poſſeſſed it not long, for the 


Order of Templars being diſſolved in 
this Kingdom 1 Edævard II. the og 
Feiſed this Manor, but ſoon after tranſ- 
mitted it with their other Lands to the 
Knights Hoſpitallers, in whoſe Hands it 
continued till the Diſſolution, as did 
that which the Monks of Coventry and 
Stonele had. 3 5 

When they came to the Crown 
38 Henry VIII. they were granted by 
that King to Edward Watſon and Henry 
Herdſon, and their Heirs, with all that 
belonged to the Abbey of Sroneley, and 
this particularly by the Name of Co- 
zington- Grange. They obtained a Licenſe 
the ſame Year to alienate it-to Richard 
iFalkoner, and his Heirs, who ſold it to 


' » Thomas Faukenor. He having reſerved 


to himſelf an Eftate for Life, intailed it 

upon his two Daughters, Etzabeth, the 
Wife of George Bodyngton, and her Heirs, 
and after her to Agnes, the Wife of 
bd Fermour, and her Heirs, and 
for lack of ſueh Iſſue, to the right Heirs 


of the ſaid Richard Fawkener, He died

and the Hoſpitallers Manor was given 
+ Queen Elizabeth to Fohn Fiſher, and 
Others.

The Church here dedicated to the 


Nativity of Our Lady, was antiently a 
Chapel, and belonged to Wotton, with 


which it was granted to the Canons of 


Kenilworth ; and in 1291, 19 Edward I, 
was valued at twelve Marks. They ob- 
tained a Licenſe 5 Edward III. to appro- 
priate the Fruits thereof to the Uſe of 
their Monaftery, which being done, 
there was a Vicarage endowed out of it 
19 Edward III. which in 26 Henry VIII. 
was rated at 64 63. 8d. The Patro- 
nage of the Vicarage was in the Prior 
and Convent of Kenilworth, till the Dif- 
ſolution, and after that was in the Fa- 
mily of Sbugburgb; but William Liſſey 
of Evenley in Northamptonſhire, preſented 
in 1626. In the Church and Chance! 
Windows are the Arms of the Beau- 


champs, Earls of Lincoln, Gloceſter and A. 


rundel, and Sbugburgbs, BenefaCGors to 


them. 
Cuckow- Church is now nothing but a 


Parcel of Ground in Wedgnock-park, 
where antiently ſtood a Chapel, which . 


then belonged. to a Village (long fince 
depopulated) called Rykmersbury. The 
Earls of Warwick were the Patrons of 


it; but it being fallen into Decay, and 


none taking Care to repair it, King 
Henry VII. Reg. 16. reciting that it had 
been down a long Time, and that the 
Place where it ſtood, and the Vard a- 
bout it, had been put to prophane Uſes, 
and there were no Inhabitants to re- 
build it, that it might be put (as it 
ought) to pious Uſes, beſtowed it upon 


the Dean and Chapter of the Collegiate 


Church of Warwick, and their Succeſ- 
ſors, with 40. yearly Rent, which 


had been given to it by the Earls of 


Warwick, in Exchange for the Glebe. 
This Chapel was dedicated to St. John 
the Evangelift, and endowed by Margery, 
the Wife of Osbert Clinton. 

Draicote, the Lordſhip of a Family 
that took their Name from it, of whom 


Foy 
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Fobn de Draicote, 5 Fobn, levied a Fine 
to Richard Corbicun » From whom, after 
ſome Deſcents it came to Henry Burton, 
and from him, by the Marriage of Joan 
his Daughter, to the Family of Verdon. 
Theſe were Men of Note in this Coun- 
try, as Robert de Verdon was in Commiſ- 
ſion for Gaol-Delivery at Warwick twice, 
and aſſeſſing the Nones of Movceables, 
Goods, and Sheriff of this County and 
Leiceſterſhire. His Sueceſſor was Jobn de 
Verdon his Son, who was one of the 
' Knights of the Shire in the Parliaments 
of 29 & 37 Edward III. He made an 
Attourment of this Place to Sir Fobn 
| Delves, upon his Purchaſe of Brandon. 
He left Iſſue Nicholas his Son and Heir, 
who had his Reſidence here, but at 
length ſold it to Sir Muiam Bagot of 
Baginton, who left it to I/abe] his Daugh- 
ter and Heir, who with her Husband 
Thomas Stafford, Eſq; alienated it to 
Fobn of Gaunt Duke of Lancaſter, from 
whom it deſcended to Henry of Bulling- 
broke his Son and Heir (afterwards King 
Henry IV.) He by his Letters Patent 
bearing Date, Reg. 13. gave it to the 
| Dean and Chapter of the Collegiate 
Church of Leiceſter, and their Sueceſſors 
for ever, paying ten Marks to the 
Chantry Prieſts in that Church, to ce- 


lebrate Divine Service for the good E 


ſtate of him the ſaid Henry, and his. Fa- 
ther and Mother's Souls, whoſe Body 
was interred there. At the Diſſolution 
it came into the King's Hands, and was 
by King Edward VI. Reg. 3. granted to 
Thomas Hawkins and his Heirs, who 
granted it to Fohn Smith, then Farmer 
thereof, by his Deed of Bargain and 
Sale, who died ſeiſed of it; he left 
three Daughters, and Heirs, of whom 
Thomas Worcefter marrying the Second, 
urchaſed out the Reft, and left it to 
is Poſterity, who now enjoy it, 1640. 
Dunchurch, the Lordſhip of Osboyn 
Fitz-Richard in the Conqueror's Time. 
In his Survey 'tis written Donecerce, and 
certified to contain five Hides, of which 
before the Conqueſt one Ulmarus was 
Owner, In King Stephen's Time Hengel- 
ra mus Clement was Lord of it, and gave 
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it to the Monks of Pipevell, which his 
Son William ratify'd, and added to it 
the Advowſon of the Church, which Ri- 
chard Peache, Biſhop of Coventry, con- 
firmed. It was held of th-: Honour of 
Riccard's Caftle in Herefordſhire Oy Half a 
Knight's Fee. By the Daughter of this 

wliam, named Chriſtian, this Eſtate 
came to Jobs Dunheved, who, upon the 
Death of the Incumbent purpoſed tv 
have poſſeſſed himſelf of the Rights of 
the Church ; but being prevented by the 


Abbot of Pipwell, he was wrought upon 
to quit all his Right to the Advawſon 


to the Monks. Within the Precin&s of 
this Lordſhip, one Wigan was enfeoffed 


by King Henry II. with eight Yard- 
Lands, of which Raljh his*Son gave ſe- 
ven and an Half to the Monks of Pi;- 
well, and the Reſt to the Church of this 
Place. The Monks having ſo large a. 


Portion here, procured a Charter of 


Free Warren for it. To the aforeſaid 


Fohn ſucceeded Fohn his Son and Heir, 


who enfeofted Sir Fohn Peche with two 
Parts of this Maner to the Uſe of him 


the faid Sir Fobn and his Heirs, upon 
Condition, that he ſhould provide for 


him during Life, Oc. and pay him 107. 


per Annum quarterly. In his Family it 


continued ſo long as the Malg,Line laſt- 
ed, and then by Margaret, one of the 
Daughters and Heirs of the laſt Sir John 


Peche, came to Sir. William Montfort of 


Colsbill, Knt. in whoſe Poſterity it conti- 


nued till the Artainder of Sir Simon 


Montfort in 10 Henry VII. when cſcheat- 
ing to the Crown, it was given by that 
King to. Gerard Earl of Xildare, and Eli- 


zabeth S. Fobn his Wife, and the Heirs- 


Male of their Bodies. 


By another Patent granted by the 


ſame King, this Lordſhip was not only 
confirmed to them, but Free Warren 
was alſo allowed them in all their De- 
meſne Lands here, which was ratified to 
them by King Henry VIII. Reg. 2. By 
Virtue of the aboye-mentioned Entail it 
devolved to Sir Fames Fitz-gerald, Knt. 
one of that Earl's Sons by the ſaid Ekz, 
S. John. But the ſaid Sir James being 
attainted in 28 Henry VIII. it eſcheated 
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to this Crown again, and was by that 
King, Reg. 32. beſtowed upon Sir John 
Fitz-Williams, Knt. and his Heirs. From 
him ir came very ſoon (but by what 
Means is not known) to Anthony Stringer 
of London, to whom King Henry, Reg. 35. 
granted the Site of the Priory of St. 
Margarets near Marlborough in Wiltſbire, 
in Exchange for it and ſome other Lands. 
It remained in the Crown till Queen 
Mary's Time, when it was given by her 
Reg. 1 & 2, ro one Mr. Smith, and o- 
thers, who in the ſame Year ſold it to 
Sir Roevland Hill and Sir Thomas Leigh, 
Aldermen of London, to which laft be- 
ing allotced in the Partition, he ſettled 
it upon Sir William his younger Son, 
from whom it deſcended to his Son and 
Heir Sir Francis. He, in 18 James I. 
obtained a ſpecial Patent for a Court- 
Leet to be held yearly within this 
Lordſhip. . From him it deſcended to 
Francis Lord Dunſmore his Son and Heir, 
who was in Poſſeſſion of it in 1640, who 
alſo had then the Monks of Piptvell's 
Part upon the ſame Partition. | 
The Church dedicated to St. Peter 
being given, as is aboveſaid, by Millam 
Clement, and confirmed by Fohn Dunhe- 
ved and Margaret his Wife, to the Monks 
of Pipes, was appropriated to their 
Monaſtery by Richard Peche, Biſhop of 
Coventry in King Henry II. 's Time, and a 
Vicarage endowed out of it by Alexander 
Savensby, his Succeſſor, in 1229, 13 Hen- 
1y III. when there was 10 J. per Annum 
Teſerved to be paid out of the Fruits of 
the ReQory to the Cathedral of Lieb- 


Feld for ever. In 7 Edward I. 1291. the 


ectory was valued at fifreen Marks per 
Annum over and above the fifteen 
Marks, a yearly Penſion payable to the 
Dean and Chapter of Lichfield, and the 
Vicarage at 3 J. but in 26 Henry VIII. it 
was rated at 14]. 1s. 10 d. 

Sir Rowland Hill above-mentioned, 
who was Lord Mayor of London in 1349, 
deſerves here a particular Mention Be 
his great Charity and Compaſſion an- 
ſwerable to his great Wealth, for among 
other good Deeds of great Expence, he 
cauſed a Cauſey to be raiſed from this

Place to Branſon in this County, being 
more than two Miles in Length. | 
Emſcote, or as it is written in antient 


Records Edulſeſcote, Edelmeſcote (from 


which Emſcote ſeems to be contracted) 
and Edelvecote, the Lordſhip bf Walter 
Spigurnell, who granted to the Monks of 
Combe certain Common of Paſture here. 
To him ſucceeded in this Eſtate Walter 
Spignrnell, who lived in King Fobn's 
Time, and in the Beginning of Kin 

Henry III. his Son Mill. Truſſel brought 
an Action againſt him for Common of 
Pafture in this Village. His Son Foby 
inherited this Eftate after him, and in 
7 Edward I. was certified to be Lord of 


this Manor, holding it of Elen la Zouch 


by Suit of Court twice a Year. He alſo 
then held a Meadow here, paying Wil- 
liam Truſſell, and the Prioreſs of Grace 


Dien, each of them a Mark yearly, and 
had five Servants holding two Yard- - 


Lands and an Half by a certain Rent, 
and certain ſervile Works, and twe 
Cottagers, who held by a certain Rent, 
and making his Hay. To him ſucceed- 
ed Henry 8 who was in Commiſ- 
ſion for Gaol- delivery of Warwick, but 
left no Iſſue, nor do we find any of the 
Name concerned here, but Maud Spi- 
garnell, who 20 Edward III. held Part 
of a Knight's Fee here. £ 

The next Lord of this Manor (but 


how he came by it, we know not) is 
William Revel, deſcended of the Revell. 


of Newbold Revell in this County, who 
dying without Iſſue, Joan his Sifter, the 
Wife of Feffrey Reynolds, was his Heir; 
ſhe had by him a Son named Richard, 
who took upon him his Mother's Name, 


and married Margery the Daughter of 


Robert Hugford in 7 Henry IV. He came 
into the Inheritance of this Lordſhip, 
bur kept it but a few Years before he 
made it over by Fine to his Father-in- 


Law and Foyce his Wife, and their Heirs. 


This Robert obtained a Charter of Free 


Warren in all his Demeſme Lands here 


12 Henry IV. and in his Family it con- 
tinued till the Reign of King Henry VII. 
He was deſcended of the Family of that 
Name in Shropſhire, and ſeems to _ 

riſen 
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riſen to ſo good a Fortune by his Rela- 
tion to the Earls of Warwick, to whom 
be was Comptroller of the Houſhold ; 
and for his good Services had an An- 
nuit 
for Life by Thomas Earl of Warwick, or 

Richard his Son, but on Condition that 
he ſhould ſerve him and his Son during 
Life, as well in War as Peace, at the 
Earl's Charge. In 5 Henry IV. he ſerved 
as one of the Knights of the Shire for 
the Parliament then holden. 

To this Robert ſucceeded Thomas his 
Son and Heir, to whom this Manor de- 
ſcended after rhe Death of his Mother, 
3 Henry V. He was a Perſon of great 
Reputation in this County, and bore 
divers publick Offices, as well as much 
entruſted by the Earls of Warwick; for 
# he was a Juſtice of the Peace, one of 


the Knights of the Shire, in the Parlia- 


ment of 20 Henry VI Sc. His Son and 
Heir Fohn Hugford was likewiſe a Man 
of great Note, and as much employed 
in publick Affairs, and much in Fayour 
with King Edward IV. all whoſe Reign, 
and Richard his Brother's, he was a ſu- 
ſtice of the Peace, as alſo Sheriff of the 
Counties of Warwick and Leiceſter, &c. 
He married the Daughter an 
Nicholas Metley (who brought him a 
great Addition to his Eſtate) and dying 
1 Henry VII. left by her three Daugh- 
ters, who were his Hcirs, of which Joan 
the Eldeſt married to Humpbry Beaufo of 
Bereford &. Fohn in Oxfordſhire, Eſq; and 
had by him a Son and Heir John, to 
whom, upon the Partition of her Lands, 
this Manor came, and a Part of her 
younger Siſter's Share, who was mar- 
ried to Fobn Danet, Eſq; and died with- 
out Heirs. He died in 1516, 8 Hen- 
ry VIII. and was buried with divers of 
his Anceſtors, the Hugfords in the South 
Part of the Collegiate Church of War- 
wick, where are ſtill remaining four 
large Monuments for ſome of that Fa- 
mily, with their Wives, but only two 
of them are legible, viz. for Thomas 
 Hugford, who died in 1469, and Fobn 
Beaufo and Joan his Wife, who died in 
1516.

 Finborgh, an Houſe with two Yard- 
Lands belonging ro it, within the Bounds 
of the Pariſh of Stoneley, given by King 
Henry I. to one William his Falconer, by 
the Service of keeping a Falcon for his 
Uſe. This Land one of the ſaid N- 
liam's Poſterity charged with an Annui- 
ty of five Shillings a Year to the Ca- 
nons of Kenikvorth, by Reaſon of which 
Rent the Canons challenged to them- 
ſelves to be Lords of the ſaid Tenement, 
and exacted Heriots, and Suits of Court 
of the Poſſeſſors thereof, but whether 
their Claim was owned, doth not ap- 
pear; for we find no more of it, till it 
came by Succeſſion at length to Alex. 
de Fynborgh, who dying without Iſſue, 
Foan the Wife of Stephen Streeton and 
Alice, the Wife of John Eynborgh, beirg 
his Siſters, inherired it; but neither of 
them having Children, Joan the Survi- 
vor had it all, and gave it in her Wi- 
dowhood to William de Hull, a Prieſt, 
who paſſed it ro one Fohn Bacon of Wol- 
fron, who ſold it to Sir William Bagot of 
Baginton in Richard II.'s Time, ſince 
which Time we obſerve- nothing of ir ; 
"ris probable it makes now a Part of 
Stoneley, and is not regarded. 

Fynbam, a Member of Stoneley, poſ- 
ſeſſed by the Monks of that Place from 
the Foundation of their Abbey, They 
had Free Warren granted them here in 
12 Edward I. In it were twelve Houſes 
antiently, but eight of them were gone 
before King Henry VII.'s Reign. After 
the Diſſolution it came to the Crown, 
and when it paſſed out of ir we find not. 
In 3 Eduard VI. Cuthbert Foyner, a Citi- 
zen of Coventry, and Thomas Kevet were 
Owners of ir. This Thomas died ſeiſed 
of ſix Meſſuages here, and certain 
Lands thereunto belonging in 1 Eliz. 
lea ving George his Son and Heir, 

Flekenho, one of the largeſt and chicf 
Villages in the Pariſh of Wolfhamcote, in 


which one Leuuinus, in the Conqueror's 
Time, 
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Free Warren, and other Privilege, 
which were allowed him. His Son Thee- 


Time, held one Hide and an Half of 
the King, and two Hides, and Half a 
Yard-Lind, of Vol fan Biſhop of Wor- 
ceſter; but the Biſhop not being able to 


-make good his Title, he was at the 


King's Mercy, At the ſame Time one 
O/acb held here two Hides and an Half 
of Turchil de FVaravick, which had been 
the Freehold of Edæinus before the 
Conqueſt, and Ailricus one Hide, and 
Half a Yard-Land, being .Part of that 
which Turcbil's Poſterity f ech for 
Siward de Arden his Son gave ſome of it 
to the Monks of Thorney in Canibridge- 

ire. From the Ardens 1t paſſed to the 

erdons, but Leuuinuss Part one Muſard 


was enfeoffed withal, and Haſtang bad 
it from him, but the Perdons having 


much the greater Part of the Village 
obtained that which Haſtang had here, 


and ſo made it all their Own. This was 
done by Nicholas Verdon, who left it to 


Roes his Daughter and Heir, who gave 


to Fobn Fitz-alan, with Maud her Daugh-

obn de Verdon, the Son of Roes, had 
ſtill the Manor and Lands of a good 
Value thereunto belonging here, in 
which he obtained a Grant of Free 
Warren in 42 Henry III.

Son, who being ſeiſed of it, gave it to 
H his younger Son, to hold during 
his Life, Remainder to Thomas his Son 
and Heir, from whom deſcended Sir 
Fobn Ferrers, Knt, who gave them with 
Anne his Daughter in Marriage to Sir 
Simon Avcher, Knt. and his Heirs, whoſe 
Seat was at Tamavorth. 

| Fletchamfted, now divided into Over 


and Nether, was antiently all one, and 


in the Tenure of the Crown, till Kin 
Henry I. obſerving it to be a Place o 
reat Solitude, by Reaſon of the great 
oods and large Waſtes, gave to one 
Gerard, an Hermit and Prieſt, a Caru- 
cate of Land, who built a Chapel on it, 
as the King did Houſes, and Walter Dur- 
dent, Biſhop of Coventry, conſecrated it, 
and the Yard thereunto belonging ; yet 
upon Condition, that Gerard and his 
Succeſſors ſhould pay Tithes to the Ca- 
nons of Kenilworth, in Right of their 


Church of Stoneley, In this Chapel Ge- 


rard did celebrate Divine Service daily 
to his Death, and was after buried in 
it. After him the King preferred one 
Bryan to it, who being the Brother of a 


Templar, and dying ſoon after in Ire- 


land, whither he was ſent about the 
Templars Buſineſs, that Order made an 
Intereft with King Henry II. and obtain- 
ed of him to preſent a Prieſt to it, for 
their Uſe, by which Means they got in- 
to Poſſeſſion of it, and kept it till they 
were diſſolved. In 7 Edward I. the 
Templars were certified to have one 
Carucate of Land and a Mill herc, 
held by the Service of finding a Prieſt 
to ſing Maſs for the Souls of the King's 
Anceſtors, and Gerard the Hermit. 

In the Time that the Templars thus 
held it, Guido de Firefta, Maſter of that 
Order in England, purchaſed of the 


Monks of Stoneley for an hundred Marks,

Ward II. 1311. Robert Hookele, Abbot of 
Stoneley, entred upon the Chapel and 
Lands, and held them forty Days, till 
hi: Brother Thomas adviſing him to the 
contrary, he ſurrendered them to the 
Hoſpitallers, to whom that King and 
the Pope had granted them. All theſe 
Lands paid Tithes to the Church of 
Stoneley ; and in 21 Henry VII. were held 
in Leaſe by — Beufitz, of Balſball, 
who by Will diſpoſed thereof to Helena 

The Hoſpitallers being diſſolved with 
the other great Monaſteries by Kin 
Henry VIII. Reg. 3o. all that they ha 
here was' granted away by that King, 
Reg. 36. to Jobn Beaumont, Eſq; and 
his Heirs, by the Name of a Manor, 
the Lands rhereunto belonging being 
ſaid to be in | 5 

Over tete bamſted. He had a Licenſe 
the ſame Year to alicnate it to Miliam 
Humbeſton, and his Heirs, which he did 
by a Fine "levied 2 Edward VI. From 
him it came by Purchaſe to Sir Thomas 
Leigh, Knt. and Dame Alice his Wife, 
whoſe Son and Heir Thomas made a 
Park here, and built a fine Houſe in 
it, which now his Grandſon enjoys in 
1610. „ 

Nether Hetehamſted was in 3 Henry VII. 
the Eſtate of Sir Fohn Cateily, of whoſe 
Son and Heir Humpbry, ' Fohn Smith a 
wealthy Citizen of Coventry, purchaſed 
it with other Lands of good Value. He 
was a Conſervator of the Peace from 8 
to 15 Henry VII. and then one of the 
Juſtices for Gaol-delivery at Warwick. 
His Son Henry ſucceeded him here, and 
12 Heng VII. made a Park of one Half 
of this Lordſhip, and turned the Reſt 
into Paſture ; whereupon four of the five 
Meſſuages in it fell to decay. He ob- 

tained dy Exchange for other Lands of 
the Abbot of Stoneley, all the Lands be- 
longing to that Houſe here. His De-

Frankton, a Pariſh, where in the Con- 

queror's Time Roger Earl of | Shrewsbury 
had four Hides wanting one Virgate, 
which.in the Confeſſor's Time had been 
the Freehold of one Uluuinus; and the 
Earl of Mallent one Hide, which was 
the Poſſeſſion of Chentin before the 
Norman Invaſion. - What the Earl of 
Shreewsbury had, he enjoyed by Intruſion 
upon the Rights of the Monks of Co- 
ventry, to whom Earl Leofrick had given 
it at the Foundation of it, for they re- 
covered it again; and in 9 Edward IL 
the Record calls it, De Baronia Prioris de 
Coventry. The Advowſon of the Church 
and ſome Lands in this Place were in 
other Hands, but they mult be no more 
than the Earl of - Mallent's Part, on 
which the Church was built, and en- 
dowed out of it. As to the Prior's Ma- 
nor the King, Henry III. granted the 
Monks Free Warren in all their De- 


meſne Lands here, with other Privi- 


leges, which continued till the Diſſoln- 
tion of the Monaſteries, when it remained 
in the Crown till 32 Eliz. when it was 
granted to Thomas Thornton and Thomas 
Woodcock, and their Heirs, who ſold ir to 
John Temple, who gave it to his younger 
Son Fohn, whoſe Son Thomas enjoyed it 
in 6 W 2. K 5 

The Earl of Mallent's Part, wich the 
Ad vowſon, came to the Earls of Mar- 
wick, of whom in 12 Henry II. Nobert de 
Frankton held one Knight's Fee de Veteri 
Feofmento, which ſhews that his Anceſtor 
was enfeoffed with it in King Henry I. 
Reign. His Poſterity held it till 21 Ed- 
ward I. when Ralpþb Franbton paſſed this 
Manor over to Roger de Elinbale, who 
gave it with Alice his Siſter to Ralph 
Okeover, who ſold it to Fobu Palmer of 
this Place, 'with the Advowſon of the 
Church, one Meſſuage, two Yard-Lands, 
three Acres of Meadow, and three Shi'- 
lings Rent, holding the Whole of the 
 Nonnn {i t 6;

15 me 
Hunt, in which Wilkam le Boteler had a 
Freehold, for which 7 Rich. I. he gave 
a Mark to have Seifin ot; and after 
wards 7 Edev.1. the Biſhop of Coventry and 
Lichfeld (then of Cheſter) is certified to 
have had 23 Tenants in it, who perform- 
ed divers ſervile Labours, and ten Free- 
holders, of whom William le Boteler had 
four Yard-Lands, to whoſe Succeffors 
they continued, till 1 'E4ward VI. when 
they were granted to Thomas F ſber of 
Itebington, and confirmed to him by that 
King, Reg. 3. and in 4 & 5 Pbil. & 
Mar. by Ralph Bane the ſueceeding Bi- 
Mop. Edward Fiſher his Son and Heir 
facceeded him in the Inheritance of it, 
but ſold the greateſt Part of what he 
had here, being nineteen Vard-Lands to 
one John Atkel, and his Heirs, 27 Hlix. 
whoſe Pofteriry enjoyed it in 1640. The 
other Five he ſold to others, whieh 
were all the Biſnop had here, for the

left only two Daugbters his Heirs, who 


yet did not enjoy it preſently, becauſe 
Margaret their Mother had it in Doyer, 
After her Death it fell to the Lot of 
Alice the eldeſt Daughter, then the 
Wife of William de Havecourt, whoſe Son 
Richard in 36 Henry III. was certified to 
hold the ſame of the Prior of Coventry, 
and dying 42 Henry III. left ic to Wi 
liam his Son and Heir. This William 
was a Man of Note in thoſe Parts, but 
cither himſelf, or his Son William paſſed 
away this Lordfhip to LOTS: 

' Hugh de Brandeſton, who being ſo poſ- 


ſefled of it 21 Edward; procured a Grant. 


of Free Warren to himſelf in all his 
Demeſne Lands here. Unto him ſue- 
ceeded Henry de Brandeſion, who 6 E- 
evard II. aliencd it to William Bereford, 
and Edmund his Son, and to the Heirs 
of the ſaid Edmwnd. He granted it to 
the Monaſtery of Chancambe in North- 
amptonſbire, but doing it without Licenſe, 
the Canons there did not long poſlets it, 
before the Heirs of Brandeſton had it a- 
gain ; for Roſe and Agnes, the Daughters 
and Heirs of Hugh de Braudeſton, the one 
the Wife of | Philip Aylesbury, and the 
other of Richard Montfort, inherited it, 
and held that Part of this Town, which 
is called Harecourt's Fee, of the Monks of 
Coventry, by the Service of Half a 
Knight's Fee, 2 s. per Annum, Suit of 
Court, Wards, e. 

In 14 Richard IT: Roger the Son of 
Philip Aylesbury releaſed to William Mont- 
fort the Reverſion of his Part m— 
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Death of Agnes his Mother, who upon 
the Marriage of Margaret one of Fs 
Daughters, to Fohn Catesby of Aſpby S. 
Legers in Northamptonſhire, made over 
the Reverſion of the Whole to him af- 
ter the Death of Roſe his Mother. In 
the Line of Catesby it continued till 23 

VIII. when it was conveyed. to 
vit Valentine Knightley, Knt. who gave it 
by Will to Edmund his ſecond Son, and 
the Heirs Male of his Body, and for 
Want of ſuch to his own right Heirs. 
Edmund left it to Richard his Son, who 
dying without Iſſue, it returned to Sir 


Richard Knightly, Knt. as right Heir 
Male to Sir Valentine. Sir Richard ſold 
it 9 James I. to Laurence Bolton, from 


whom Hugh Audley, 15 one of the 
Clerks of the Court of Wards purcha- 
ſed it in. 6 Car. I. Anno 1629. 

| Richard Foreſtarius s Part (which was 


two Hides) deſcended to Walter Crok, 


who enfeoffed Gilbert Crok therewith, to 
hold by the Service of 10 5s. and Ser- 
geanty, who left it to his Siſter Alice, 
from whom it paſſed to Henry Bray, a 
Prieſt, who firſt ſettled it on Thomas 


Frrendone and Emme his Wife, and in 
Want of Iſſue upon his Brother. Thomas 
and Sarab his Wife, and the Heirs of 


their two Bodies, which accardingly 
happened; and from them it came to 
the Family of Haſtang, of whom John de 
Haſtang, 20 Edward III. held it of the 
Heirs of Loges: by Half a Knight's Fee. 


This John left only two Daughters and 


Heirs, the younger married to Sir Fobn 
Salisbury, and the Elder, Maud, to Rab 
Stafford, who died ſeiſed of her Moiety 
called Brays- Manor, and left it to Hum- 
pbry his Son, who ſold it to Richard Row- 
ley, as be. did to Mr. Thomas Bradgate, 
with whoſe Son Milliam's Daughter Alice 


it paſſed in Marriage to Mr. 70h. Hill, 


who was the Owner of it in 1540. 

The Manor, which belonged to the 
Monks of , continued in their 
Poſſeſſion till the Diſſolution of their 
Houſe 30 Henry VIII. and then falling 
to the Crown, was not alienated from 
it till 7 Edward VI. when it was given 
to Edward Aglionby of Bal ſpall, and Hen- 
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it away to Valentine Nuigbiley, Elq; and 
his Heirs, ho was afterward knighted, 


and ſettled it on Edmund his younger 


Son, who died ſeiſed of it in 38 El. 
leaving it to Richard his Son and Heir, 
who dying without Iſſue (as is ſhewed 
above 1n Catesby's Manor) it came to Sir 
Richard Knightl 


The Church here dedicated to St. 


aul was appropriated to the Priory of . 


Ronton in Staffordſhire, which alſo had 
Lands of a good Value in this Town 
belonging to it, but by whom they were 
ven we can't diſcover, but tis proba- 
ble, by the Noels or Harecourts, Who 
married their Heir. In 19 Edward I. it 
wag certified, that the Prior of Ronton had 
here three Yard-Lands and an Half, and 
the Profit of their Store, and the Church 
was then valued at thirty Marks, and 
the Vicarage at Six; but this latter be- 
ing again endowed by Walter Langtor, 
Biſhop of Coventry 
more enlarged than the Canons of Ren- 
ton well liked; whereupon 2 Henry IV. 
they obtained a. Licenſe to appropriate 
it wholly to the Uſe of their Monaſtery, 
allowing the Biſhop. according to the 
Statute of 15 Richard II. cap. 6. to diſ- 
tribute to the Poor of the Pariſh a 
competent Sum out of the Fruits of it ; 
but whether it was done we know not, 
but the Vicarage thereby was ſo much 
leſſened, that in 26 Henry VIII. it was 
valued at bur five Pounds. 
Guys-cliff, a great Rock on the weſtera 
Bank of the Aon, which was made 
choice of by S. Dubricius {who in the 
Britons Time had his Epiſcopal Seat at 
Warwick) for a Place al Devotion, and 
for that Purpoſe he built an Oratory 
there, dedicated to St. Mary Magdelene. 
In the Saxons Time, a devout Hermit 
finding it a Place fit for Solitude, made 
himſelf a Cell in the natural Rock, and 
dwelt there, which invired Gay Earl of 
Warwick, after he was wcaried with his 
worldly Atchievements and Pleaſures, 
to, retire thither, and cohabit with the 


Hefmit, where he ſpent his Days in

tley, and from him to Hugh 
. Audley, Lord of it in 1640. | 


and Lichfeld, was 
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Pious and divine Thoughts and. Exer- 
eiſes to his Death, and from him it was 
denominated Guys cliffe. This Hermi- 
tage was kept up a long Time after, for 
ve find Thomas de Leqwwes was Hermit 
here in in 8 Edward III. and 7ohn Burry 
10 Henry IV. Richard de Beauchamp, Earl 
of Warwick, gave a Salary of five Pounds 
zer Anzum to this Hermit, to pray for 
his own good Eſtate, and for the Souls 
of his Father and Mother. Great Ve- 
neration was about that Time paid to 
this Place and the Hermit in it, inſo- 
much that King Hen V. being on a 
Time at Warcuick, went to ſee it, and 
did, determine ro have founded a Chan- 
try for two Prieſts here, but he was 
prevenred by Death, and ſo it was ne- 
ver done. 855 | 
. Richard Beauchamp Earl of Warwick, 
after this, ſtill continued to have a great 
Devotion for this Place, in which there 
was as yet nothing but a ſmall Chapel 
and a little Cottage, in which the Her- 
mit dwelt ; whereupon he in 1 Henry VI. 
obtained a Licenſe to eſtabliſh a Chant 
for two Prieſts, who ſhould ſay Mats 
daily in the Chapel there, for the good 
Eftare of himfelf and his Wife during 
rheir Lives, and after for the Health of 
their Souls, and the Souls of all their 
Parents and Friends, with all the Faith- 
ful deceaſed. William Berkſeell (after- 
wards Dean of the Collegiate Church 
of Warwick) and one Fobn Sante were 
the firſt Chantry Prieſts of it, for whoſe 
Maintenance and their Sueceſſors he 
granted them the Manor of Afborne in 
his County, with one Meſſuage, one 
Carucare of Land, and 51. 17s. 10 d. 4 
yearly Rent, lying in Whitnaſh and 
Wellelburne. By his Will alſo he ap- 
pointed his Executors to fettle on them 
a further Maintenance as he deſtgned, 
and to rebuild the Chapel and other 
Dwellings for the Pricſts, which being 
done accordingly, coft 184 , 5d. 1. He 
alſo erected in Memory of the famous 
„a large Statue of him, and placed 
it in the Chapel on the South ſrde, and 
raiſed a Roof over the adjacent Springs, 


which be had before walled Round. 
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ohn Rouſe the learned Antiquary, va 
Tea Prieſt here. See be Deferine 
tion in Warwick. 

In 26 Henry VIII. by the Survey then 
taken, the Lands belonging to the Chan- 
try here were certified to be worth 17 7, 
2 5. 4d. per Annum. Nicholas Launder 
and Thomas Moor, being then the Prieſts 
that ſerved therein; but by another 


Survey in 37 Henry VIII. it was valued 


higher, viz. at 19 J. 10 f. 6 d. per An- 


num. All which Poſſeſſions, with the 


Chapel and Houſes, were by Thomas 
Moor and Roger Higham the Chantry 
Priefts (the King's Licenſe being firſt 
obtained) granted to Sir Andrew Flam- 
mock, Knt. and his Heirs, and his Son 
William died ſeiſed of it 2 Elix leaving 
it to Katharine his Daughter, containing 
in them fifteen Meſſuages, 500 Acres of 
Land, fifty Acres of Meadow, and thirty 
Acres of Paſture in this Place, 4ſhors 
and Whitnaſh. 12 5 | 
The Chapel here was dedicated to 
S. Mary Magdelene, as appears from the 
Grant of Queen Elizabeth, Reg. 22. to 
Fohn Coleburne, and is in the Pariſh of 
S. Nicholas in the Suburbs of Warcvick: 
He wedded Katharine the ſole Daughter 
and Heir of William Flammock aforcſaid, 
who ſold it ro William Hudſon of War- 
wick, whoſe Daughter and Heir Urſula 
carried it in Marriage to Sir Thomas 
Beaufo of Enſcote, Knt. in whoſe Family 
it now is in 1640. 


Within the PrecinQas of this Place, 


called in Records, Gibbeclive and Chibbe- 


clive as well as Gnys-cliffe, there is only a 
Mill beſide, whieh was here at the Nor- 
man Conqueſt, and after given by Fef- 
frey Clinton the ſecond to Gilbert Nutri- 


t ius, but it was only for a certain Term; 


for Henry de Clinton, Son of thoſaid Jeffrey, 
had it again, and mortgaged it to Ran- 
duiph de Cocton for ten Pounds; but the 
Fee ſeems to have been given to the Ca- 
nons of Kenilworth by Feffrey, and con- 
firmed by Henry his Son, who. granted 
to them therewith the Miller and his 
Children ; but it can hardly be ſaid to- 
be given, becauſe the Canons were obli- 
ged to diſcharge twenty Marks of Sil- 


Ver, 
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ver, which the Miller was tied to pay, 
and pay two Marks of Silver yearly to 
Feffrey de Clinton during his Life. In 
7 Edward I. the Prior of Kenilworth 
had two Mills here, which after the 
Diſſolution of the Monaſteries were 
granted. to Richard and Thomas Lawley, 
and their Heirs, anno 37 Henry VIII. 
Harborow Magna, or Great Harborow, 
which, with Little Harborotm (though the 
are ſince divided) were but one Lord- 
ſhip, and the Eſtate of Richard Foreſta- 


rius, who then had four Hides and an 
Half here, poſſeſſed before the Conqueſt 


by four Theins. At that Time alſo one 
Anſeiſus held four Hides more in this 
Place, which in the Confeſſor's Time 
were the Frechold of one Braning, and 
on it was a Church with a Prieft and a 
Mill. In that Record it is called Her- 
deberge from its Situation on an Hill, 
and ,the Herds of Cattle fed there. 
From Richard Foreftarius his Part paſſed 
to a Family, that took their Name from 
this Place, as Ansketil de Herdeberge, who 
lived in King Henry H.'s Reign, whoſe 
Son Hugh de Herdeburge was one of them, 
who, with the rebellious Barons, was in 
Arms againſt King Fohn, but returning 
to his Obedience in 1 Henry III. had his 
Lands, before ſeiſed on, reſtored, His 
Grandſon Hugh was 3 Edward I. one of 
the Juſtices of Gaol-delivery at War- 
wick, and left this Lordſhip to Roger his 
Son, whoſe two Daughters inherited it; 


Ela married to Walter Hopton, and Iſabel 


to John Hulls. Ela paſſed over her 
Right to her Siſter Iſabel and her Heirs, 


Remainder to Sir Walter Hopton and his 
Heirs, by which Means it came to Sir 
Fohn Hopten, whoſe. Poſterity enjoyed 
this Manor till 1 Edward IV. when Wal- 
ter Hopton died ſeiſed of this Manor, 


and left it to Elzabeth his Sifter and. 
Heir, then wedded to Roger Corbet of 
Morton in Shropſhire, from whom de- 
ſeended Robert Corbet, who died ſeiſed 
of it, leaving it to. Elxabeth and Anne 
his Daughters and Heirs, within Age 
25 Eliz. 


As for Anſeiſus's Part, it came very 


antiently to the Family of Langley, of 


whom Feffrey Langley gave ſome of it to 
the 9% Comb. — King TI's 
Time, and Feffrey his Grandchild ſold 
them all the Reſt, amounting to two 
Carncares, but reſerving the Advowſon, 
and a Rent of ten Pounds fix Shillings 
Sterling a Year to himſelf and his Heirs, 


iſſuing out of them, to be paid in the 


Church of Coventry, at the four uſuat 
Terms of the Ycar. Something theſe 
Langleys had to do here upon the Ac- 


count of their Marriage with Ela the 


Daughter and Heir of Foby Hulls, whom 
Fohn Langley married; for his Poſterity 
paſſed it away to Sir Baldwin Frevil, by 
whoſe Siſters and Coheirs, when his E- 
ſtates were divided, this Part was allot- 
ted ro Thomas. Ferrers in Right of Eliza- 
beth his Wife, the Eldeſt of them. As 
for the 101, 65. Rent, and the Adyow- 
ſon of the Church, Sir Peter Careſwell, 
Son of Sir William, by Mary the Daugh- 
ter of Feffrey Langley, obtained them, 
and by his Deed dated 45 Edward III. 
granted them to the aforeſaid Sir Bald- 
win and his Heirs, by which Means, they 
alſo devolved to the ſaid Mr. Ferrers. 
The Church, which was dedicated to. 
all Saints, was valued in 19 Edwprd I- 
1291, at ſeyen Marks and an Half; bur. 
in 26 Henry VIII. at 141. 13s. 2d. In it 
are the Arms of Langley, Odingſels, S- 
Fobn, Hides, and Haſtings Eml. of Pem- 
broke, ſuppoſed Benefactors to it. | 
Harborow parva or Littſe Harbprow, a. 
ſmall Hamlet in Great Hartorow, divided, 
between the Monks of Combe and Kirby, 
the former having here three Meſſuages, 


and thirty-three Acres of Land, and

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Commonalty of the City of Coventry, and 
their Succeflors for ever, who are Rill 
the Owners of it. | | 

Herberbury, a large Village wherein 
divers Perions had Shares in the Con- 
queror's Time, viz. The Monks of Co- 
ventry one Hide and a Virgate, which was 
then waſted by the King's Army; tho 
Earl of Malleni four Hides and an Half, 
held by Leuuinus and Alricus in the 
Confeſſor's Days; Turchil of Warwick 
four Hides, of which Willielmus was his 
Tenant, but one Ordric was the Owner 
of it before the Conqueſt, In this Part 
ttood the Church ; Henry de Ferrers two 
Hides, held by Wazelinus, but before the 
Freehold of Siward Barn, and William 
Bruervaſleth three Virgates. In Domeſ- 
day-Book it is variouſly written, viz. 
Edburbury, Erburbery, and Erbergebery, as 
having been the Poſſeſſion of one Erbur- 
ga, a Saxon Woman. | 


The Monks of Corentry's Part came to 


. — 


the Canons of Nenilcworib (tho' by what 
| Means we cannot tell) being five Yard- 
Lands, of which they held four in De- 
meſne, and the Fifth was occupied by 
three Servants. The Earl of Mallent's 
Part deſcended to his Son Robert Earl 
of Leicefter, who enfeoffed Feffrey Clinton 
with ir. His Grandchild Herry paſſed a 
great Part of it to Reginald Baſſet, and 
Robert Fitz-Paynel confirmed it to him 
in King Fobn's Time. Reginald diſpoſed 
of all he had here to the Monks of 
-Comb, and Henry | MaHore, who had a 
Part with Reginald; gave his Lands here 
to the Canons of Nenilwortb. But the 
Monks of Comb had much the greater 
Proportion, viz. two Carucates, except 
one Virgate in Demeſne, two Wind- 
mills, twelve Servants, two Cottagers, 
and two Frecholders, which they held 
of Reginald Baſſet by the eighth Part of 
a Knigbt's Fee; that which the Canons 
of Kenilwbrth had being two Wind- mills 
and two Tard- Lands, which they held 
in Demeſne; three Servants, who oc- 
cupied one Yard-Land and an Half, and 
ſeven Freeholders holding one Meſſuage, 
two Yard-Lands, a fourth Parr, and 
two Acres. Another Part of what the

Earl of Mallent had here was given by 
ſome of his Deſcendanrs to the Monat. 


tery of Nun-Eaton. Feffrey de Clinton and 


Henry his Son gave allo five Yard-Lands 
(which was called Clinton's Fee) to the

card I. to have one Carucare, two 
Yard-Lands and eight Acres here, held 
by fix Freeholders, who paid certain 
Rents, beſides two Cottages. They were 
alſo certified to hold at the fame Time

That which Turebil had here was gi- 
ven to Henry de Neuburgb Earl of Mar- 
wick, who cnfeoffed Feffrey Clinton with 
it ſoon, and he beſtowed the Church on 
the Canons of Kenilworth immediately 
upon the Foundation of it, Henry his 
Grandchild confirming the Gift. One 
of the Anceſtors of the Family of Lod- 
broke had alſo a Grant of the Earl of 


Warewick's Part, which cauſed ſome Dif- 


ference between him and Clinton, but ar 
length it was agreed, that Lodbroke 
ſhould hold of Clinton, whoſe Gift to 
Kenilworth was thereby confirmed. Rath 
de Lodbroke, ſurna med Macer or Meagre, 
4. e. the Lean, inherited their Part. He 
confirmed this Church to the Canons of 
Kenilworth, with two Yard-Lands there- 
unto belonging. To him ſucceeded Ro- 
bert Ie Meagre his Son, who not only ra- 
tified his Father's Grant, but beſtowed 
two Yard-Lands more upon the ſaid 
Canons in this Place, as he did alſo on 
the Nuns of Eaton, who had ten Te- 
nants here, that held by fervile Works 
and two Frecholders that held Half a 
Yard-Land. Robert his Son ſucceeded 
him, who 20 Henry III. anſwered for 


Half a Knight's Fee in this Place, which 


he held of the Earl of Warwick. He 
was a Man of very great Emineney for 


Knowledge, and left Iſſue Wilian, 


whoſe Heirs were his two Daughters A- 
miciæ and Margery, but his Eſtate paſſed 
to Fobn de Lodbroke either by Entail or 
Purchaſe, and his Poſterity enjoyed it. 
Henry de Lodbroke his Son, 9 Edward II. 
was certified to be Lord of this Manor, 
and to hold ir by a Knight's Fee _ 
| ar 
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he was a Knight) in 17 Edward II. ſet- 
tled this Manor upop Jahn his Son and 
Haiſe his Wife, and the Heirs of their 
Bodies, Remainder to Themas his next 
Son, who both dying without Iffue, A 
lice the Wife of Lewes Cardian became 
their Heir at Law, from whom deſeend- 
ed Fohn Hathewy:k, who 10 Henry VI. 
was certified to hold this Manor by the 
eighth Part of a Knight's Fee, He re- 
ſided here and had the Title of Genero- 
ſus. After this we meet with nothing 
relating to this Manor, till 21 Henry VIII. 
when Robert Corbet and Joan his Wife 
were ed of it, and Jean after his 
Death canveyed it to Edward Underbill, 
23 Henry VIII. whoſe Paſterity enjoyed 
it, till 1 Afar. I. and then ſold it to 
Thomas Freman, and others, | 

Henry Ferrers's Part paſſed to Robert fil. 


Odonis, who was in Poſſeſſion of it in 


King Fikn's Time, but held it of il. 
liam de Boskervill, who held it of Earl 
Ferrers with other Lands. 'This Robert 
was a BencfaQor to the Canons of Ke- 
nilworth, by giving him Part of his Poſ- 
ſeſſions lying in this Place, of which 
two Acres were appointed for the Cele- 
bration of a Maſs every Saturday, and 
the Whole 7 Edward I. was certified to 
he two Yard-Lands and nine Acres, of 
which the Yard-Lands were held by 
four Servants, and the nine Acres by 
fire Freeholders, who paid certain 
Rents for the ſame. Odo de Herberbury 
was his Son and Heir; and in 36 Hen- 
44 III. held the ſaid Lands by the ſame 
Knight's Fee of Ralyb de Picbford, who 
held them of Earl Ferrers, Robert fl. O- 
donis, ſecond Son of Odo de Herberbury, 
was the laſt of this Family that had 
theſe Lands. He 7 Edward I. is record- 
ed to have beſtowed upon the Monks of 
Combe his Manor-houſe and all his Lands 


thereunto belonging here, for the Health 


of the Souls of himſelf and Elizabeth 
his Wife, and all his Anceſtors and Suc- 
ceſſors. They had a Court-Leet and 
other Privileges here, which, with the 
Lands, they held till the Diſſolution ; 
after they had reſted in the Crown a- 


ventry in King Henry II. 
ſucceeded in the ſame See G. Muſchamp, 
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while, were given by Queen Elizabeth, 
— 24 do Bot and Fohn Walker 
and their Heirs, from whom; they were 
alienated to Thomas Wagſtaffe, who fold 


them to Miliam Cookes,of Snitfield, whoſe 


Poſterity enjoyed it in 1640. 

What⸗- the . of Xenilworth had 
here, after the Diſſolution, was granted 
out of the Crown, all but the Advow- 
ſon of the Church, to Fohn Fiſher und 
T homas Datridgcourt, by the Name of a 
Manor, and with it in the ſame Patent, 
the Lands belonging to Nun-Eaten lying 
in this Town. They aliened them the

others held ſome diftin& Parcels af 


Beſides theſe ſeveral Manors, 
Land here, viz. Fobn Mallory a Leiceſter 
ire Gent, held the fourth Part of a 
Knight's Fee 10 Henry VI. and Puſta.e 
Hatch had three Carucates of. Land 
here, except ten Acres, of Fobn de Lod- 
broke, and ſomething of the Earl: of 
Leiceſter, but of theſe we are not able to 
give a diſtinct Account. 
The Church here, dedicated to A 


Saints, was given to the Monaſtery of 


Kenilworth by Feffrey de Clinton, in King 
Henry 1.'s Time, which Grant was con- 
firmed by Richard Peche, Biſhop of Co- 
II. 's Days. To him 


who in King Fobhn's Days appropriated 
it to thoſe Canons, aſſigning Half a 
Mark yearly to them out of the Vica- 
rage. In 1291, 19 Edward I. the Rec- 
tory was valued at eizhtcen Marks, four 
Shillings and Eight-pence, and the Vi- 
carage at two Marks, but in 26 Hew 

ry VIII. ar five Pounds. 5 
Hodnell, or. Hodenbull, u Pariſh of a 
large Extent, antiently well inhabited, 
and had a Church of which there are 
ſcarcely any Remains. In the Conque- 
ror's Time the Earl of Mallent had

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by one Giſleberi, his Tenant,” but before 
the Conqueſt was the Eſtate of one Ordric. 
At the ſame Time Turchil de Warwick 
had - five. Hides: here, which had alſo 
been the Frechold of the ſame Ordric 
and one Uinod before the Conqueſt. And 
William fil. Corbucionis had one Hide, as 
we find in the General Survey, in which 
it is written Hodenelle, or Hodenhelle, i. e. 
Qdo's. Hill; but all theſe Parts ſoon be- 
came united in one Owner, the Earl of 
Marcvick, who enfeotfed Hugo Fitz - Ri hard 
with it, as he did Richard de Burton, who 
gave it to the Nuns of Eaton ſoon after 
zts Foundation, to whom Hugh Fitz-Richard 
and the Earl of Warwick confirmed ir. 
Bur notwithſtanding this, Robert de Tayden 
had ſome Lands here, with which he 
enfeoffed Muiam Angevin, which he and 
his Son Nigel gave to the Monks of 
Combe. The Nuns of Eaton had the 
Church in their Part, and therefore re- 


quired . the Tithes of the Monks of 


Combe's Lands, but they refuſed to pay 
tnem, becauſe they were of the Ciſter- 
. cian Order; yet at length they agreed 
the Nuns ſhould have them to increaſe 
their Diet yearly upon Tueſday in the 
third Week in nt. | IT 

Bur: this Pariſh came afterwards to 
be divided into two Parts, the one 
called Hadenbull. Gurmund, becauſe one 
Gurmund held the fifth Part of a Knight's 
Fee here of the Earl of Warwi k, and 
his Family continued here ſome De- 
ſents, holding the ſame Part of a 
K night's Fce here; the other called Ho- 
Aenbull-Oibert, from one Oibert, that held 
the fourth Part of a Knight's Fee here 
of the ſame Earl. Simon de Hoderhull 
anſwered at that Time for Half a 
Knight's Fee in this Parr, then called 
Schiten- Hodenhull. The Monks of Comb 
were Lords of this Manor, and had a 
Court--Leet and other Prileges in it al- 
Led them. It contained then fix Meſ- 
ſ1ages, with ſix Yard-Lands and an 
Half, forty-eighr Acres being reckoned 
a Yard-Land.

Fobn Burnell, the 
eighth Part of a Knight's Fee, Simon 
Gurmund the fourth Part, Robert Burneſi 
a fourth Part, and Richard Gurmund a 
fifth Part, which Fobn Harryes held 
2 Henry IV. of which we find no more, 
The Manor, which in this Place be- 
longed to Nux-Eaton, continued in that 
Houſe's Hand, till the Diffolution.

Henry VIII. when it fell to the Crown, 
and was purchaſed from thence by Jobn 
Spenſer, an Inhabitant of it, and Thomas 
Brauncefield, who ſold it to Thomas Wilks 
a Merchant of the Staple, who dying 
without Iſſue, left it to his Brother MI. 
liam Wilks, whoſe Son Robert dying alſo 
without Iſſue, his Eſtates fell to his 


Daughters and Heirs, of whom Frances 


the Second, married to Eraſmus Dryden, 
Eſq; had this for her Part, and her 
Son Sir Fohn Dryden of Canons Aſbby in 
nt. enjoyed it in 1640, 
To give ſome Account of the Depo- 
pulation of it, we obſerve, that in 18 
there was but four Houſe- 
holders, but the Church was ſtanding in 
23 Henry VIII. when Thomas Spenſer or- 
dered by his Will, that his Body ſhould 
be buried in the Chance] near the Image 
of the Bleſſed Virgin by his Father, 
and appointed his Executors to pale 
the Church-yard round and keep it up. 
The Church dedicated to S. Helene, 
was of old Time a Chapel only, but 
had a Mark. per Annum, and a Stone of 
Wax granted out of it to the Canons of 
Kenikvorth, by G. Muſchamp, Biſhop of 
Coventry 1n King Fohn's Time; and being 
appropriated to the Monaſtery of Nun- 
Eaton, was valued 19 Edward I. at five 
Marks; but no Vicarage was then ap- 
pointed, nor in 26 Henry VIII. fo much 
as a Curate allowed; bur all the Tithes 
were farmed by the Nuns of Eaton to 
Fobn Audley, Eſq; at 111. 13s. 104. per 
Annum. 

Honingbam, the Lordſhip and Eſtate of 
William fil. Corbucionis in the Conqueror's 
Time, then held by Oſmund and Chetel 
his Tenants, containing three Hides and 

an 


Huningbam. In this Family it continued 
till Henry III.'s Reign, for Sir Feffrey 


Corbicun, Knt. in King Fobn's Reign, 


gave to Edmund, Rector of the Church 
of Wapenbury, and his Suceeſſors (with 
the Conſent of Sir Richard de Wapenbury 
the Patron) one Meſſuage, with Half a 
vard- Land and a Flood-gate lying in 
this Village, with all the Tithes of the 
Fee there, for the Maintenance of a 
Prieſt to celebrate Divine Service on 
Sunday, Wedneſday and Friday every 
Week in his Chapel here, becauſe the 


Floods of the River Leame hindred the. 
Inhabitants of it in going to the Mother 


Church, giving at the ſame Time to the 


ſaid Sir Richard, all his Right in the Cha- 
pel. In the 20 Hen. III. Walter D'ayvill an- 


ſwered for the fourth Part of a Knight's 
Fee here, which Robert D'ayvill his De- 
ſcendant held of Muiam de Cantilupe, 
who held it over of Feffrey de Corbicon. 
This Walter 36 Henry III. obtained a 
Charter of Free Warren for all his De- 
meſne Lands here; but Fohn de Haſtings, 
as ſuperior Lord of the Fee, claimed 


Court-Leet and other Privileges, his 


Mother being one of the Siſters of George 
de Cantelupe. | 

How the D'aivills parted with it we 
find not, but obſerve, that in King Ed- 
ward I.'s Time, Roger de Clifford had 201. 
a Year here, which he paſſed over to 
Sir Urian Saint Pere in Exchange for o- 
ther Lands. 
Manor-houſe and divers Lands and Te- 
nements here, which he held of Fohbn de 
Haſtings by the third Part of a Knight's 
Fee, leaving them to Urian his Son and 
Heir. He had Iflue Fobn, but he died 
without Iſſue, and Iſabe] his Daughter 
being his Heir, brought it by Marriage 
to Sir Walter Cokeſey, who had another 
Manor before in 1515 Place, which with 
it continued in the Line of the Cokeſeys 
for divers Generations. This Walter 
died ſeiſed of this Manor of Honingham, 
as Tenant by the Courteſy of England 
after the Death of Iſabel, and left it to 
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an Half, and was the Freehold of E-

Days. In Domeſday- book it is written 


Sir Urian died ſeiſed of the 
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Walter his Son and Heir, ' whoſe Son 
Hugh dying without Iſſue, Joyce his Sif- 
ter was his Heir, and marrying to Fobn 
Grevill, had Iſſue Sir John Grevill, who - 
died ſeiſed of this Manor 20 Edward IV. 
leaving it to Thomas his Son and Heir, 
who dying without Iſſue 14 Henry VII. 
left Robert Ruſſel and Robert Winter his 
Couſins and Heirs, of whom we ſhall 
ſpeak by and by. $ 
In the mean Time we ſhall take No- 
tice of ſome others who had to do here, 
viz. William Cotes, who died ſeiſed of a a 
Capital Meſſuage, and certain Lands 
here, leaving his Son and Heir, Jobn 
Cotes, who, with others, held the fourth 
Part of a Knight's Fee here of the Earl 
of Lancaſter and Heirs of Haſtings, and 
Edward Metley, who held four Parts of a 
Knight's Fee of the Earl of Warwick. 
The Cotes's wrote themſelves of this 
Place, whereby tis manifeſt that they 
had their Reſidence here. Roger, the 
Father of the aforeſaid* William, ſtiled 
himſelf in a Deed dated 30 Edward I. 
Roger fil. Silveſtri de Honingham. Some 
others of them were of Note in this 
County, but having no other ſpecial 
Reference to this Place, we ſhall ſay no 
more of them. | 
Robert Winter above-mentioned, upon 


the Partition of the Cokeſey's Inheritance, 


had this Manor of Honingbam allotted. 
to him, but kept it not long, before he 
conveyed it to Fohn Underhill of Nether- 
Etyndon, who 5 Henry VIII. paſt it into 
the Hands of Jobn Acard, Gent. and o- 
thers, to the Uſe of himſelf and Suſan: 
his Wife, during their Lives, Remainder 
to Thomas Underhill his Son, and Anne his 
Wife, Daughter of the ſaid Robert, and 
the Heirs of Thomas. This Thomas had 
Edward his Son and Heir, who ſold it to 
Richard Newport, Gent. who died ſeiſed 
of it $ Eliz. leaving it to William his 


Son and Heir, then a Minor.

Chapel dedicated to S. Margaret, and 
belonging to Mapenbury, was therewith.

it. were valued at 51. beſides the Stipend 
allowed to a Prieſt, that ſeryed the 
Cure, who had no Inſtitution.

Heath, a Member of Hill. Wotton, the 
Lordſhip of Roger Earl of Warwick in 
23 Henry I. for upon the Foundation of 
the Collegiate Church of St, Mary in 
Warwick, that Earl gave to it an Hide 
of Land lying here. Shortly after 
which did Feffrey de Clinton, Son of Fef- 
frey, the Founder of Kenilworth Priory 
(inter alia) confirm the Grant of Odo de 
Turri made to that Monaſtery of all the 
Reſt, as it ſeems, of this. Village. In 
7 Edward I. Thomas de Edneſoure, one of 
rhe Coheirs of Savage, was certified to 
be Lord of this Hamlet, having here one. 
Meſſuage.and Half a Yard-Land in De- 
meſne with three Freeholders, who oc- 
cupied thirty-one Acres of Land, and 
two Acres of Meadow under a certain 
Rent, beſides ten Acres, of Land, two 
Acres of Meadow more, there held of 
him by the Hoſpital of St. Fohn at Co- 
ventry. More than this, in 19 Edward I, 
the Canons of Marwick had a Carucate 
of Land here, which being ar firſt given 
by Roger to. the Collegiate Church there, 
came afterwards. to the Priory of Kenil- 
auorth, but now that Part belongs to the 
Grange, called. Crofſe-grange, as it did 
before the Diſſolution. As to that Part 
which Savage held, it is ſo intermixed

Helenbuil, a Grange belonging to Stone- 
- Abbey, which ſcems to. have rifen 
from hence. Edmund Earl of Lancaſter, 
6 Edcuard I. granted to the Monks of 
Stoneley a Licenſe (inter alia) to enjoy 
quietly, what they had improved by In- 
cloſure here; and thereupon they built 
an Houſe: upon it to be a Grange to ſup- 
ply their Monks with Proviſion. R was 
held by thoſe Monks till the. Diſſolu- 
tion, and hayipg been a-while in the 
Crown, was paſſed to Thomas Gregory 
with Kingsbul, who 4.

PFoltſoull, of which there is no Memory 
of it, but by a Mill, called Henley-111, 
but that it was antiently a Manor, ap-

ſiderable Value, ſuffered it to be depo. 
pulated, and ſo it became united with 
ſome of them, and can't now be diſtin-

Herdæeuick, an Hamlet in the Pariſh of 
Lemington- Haſtang, of which one of the 
Family of Haſtang enfeoffed a Perſon, 
who took from it the Name de Herdwick, 
as William de Herdewich, whom Nobert 
Haſtang ſued 20 Henry III. for certain 
Cuſtoms and Services due to him for the- 
Lands he held here; and Fobn de Herde- 
wick, whom the Vicar of Lemington ſued 
for certain Lands in this Place 21 Ed. 
ward III. Their Scat was at Lynley in 
Leicefterſbire, but this Lordſhip belong- 
ing to them as long as their Male Line 
laſted, ſome of them reſided here. For 


Fobn de Herdewick, 31 Edward III. was 


an Aſſeſſor and Collector of the Tax in 


this Shire, and a Commiſſioner for ar- 


raying of all Men in the County; and 
in 1 Richard II. a Juſtice of the Peace 
for the Town of Coventry : Another John 
Herdeawick dying, without Iſſue Male in 
the Reign of K. Henry VIII. and leaving: 
only female Heirs, this Manor, upon 
the Partition (there called Herdewick- 
Grimbald) was aſſigned ro Alice, then the 
Wife of Millam Dingley, Eſq; being one 
of his Daughters, and their Heirs, of. 
whom Francis Dingley was the Firſt, be-

taining two Hides, to which King Wi- 
liam added four Yard-Lands more, for 
the Service of Caſtle ward, to be done at 
his Caſtle of Windſor: Out of theſe 
Lands ſo given, one of the Abbots en- 
feoffed one of his Servants, named Hen 
, with four Virgates, to perform the 
Service of Caſtleward. From him it 
deſcended to Hugh his Son and Heir, 
who fold them to Robert de Haſtang. One 
Ralph the Son of Wigan put in his Claim 
to one of the two Hides, as given by 
King Henry I. to his Father Wigan, his 
Marſhal ; but the Abbot 2 John reco- 
vered it of him, and by Fine ſettled it 
on the aforeſaid Henry, who is therein 
ſtiled Henricus 2 agani. To this 
Henry ſucceeded Hugh ſurnamed de 4- 
bendon ; but ir ſeems as if the two Hides 
were now parted, and one of them was 
given to William de Curly; for both Hugh 
and he held by the ſixth Part of a 
Knight's Fee, and the Service of Caſtle- 
ward, of the ſaid Abbot, who at length 
agreed to accept 40 d. of William de 
Curl: inſtead of it. This Hide came al- 
ſo to Robert de Ha ſtang above-mentioned 
by the Marriage of one of Curly's 
Daughrers and Heirs, and he leaving 
only female Heirs, one of them married 
to Ralph de Stafford, whoſe Poſterity en- 
joyed it a-while, and then ſold it to Ba- 
ron Trevor, who had it in 1640. | 
Hill, or Hull, fometimes called Kings 
Hulle, a Village in the Pariſh of Stone- 
ley, the Monks of which Place had a 
Grange there, which after the Diſſolu- 
tion of that Houſe, 34 Henry VIII. was 
granted to Leonard Chamberlain and Ri- 
chard Andrews, Gent. among other Things, 
and to their Heirs; bur they kept it not 
long, for in 38 Henry VIII. it was in the 
Poſſeſſion of John Wade, whoſthe ſame 
Year made over his Title therein to

Thomas Gregory, in Conſideration. of 
Lands of the like Value transferred to 
him at Hechamſted. He died ſeiſed there- 
of in 16 Eliz. leaving it to Arthur his 
Son, whoſe Son had it in 1640, © 

Hill- Morton, the Poſſeſſion of the Earl 
of Mallent in the Conqueror's Time, 
and after him of de Neuburgb his 
Brother, being then called (as Domeſ- 
da y boolc ſhews) Mortone only. He was 
then Earl of Warcui k, and he, or one 
of his Deſcendants, enfeoffed Philip de 
Efllegs with it, by the Service of = 

night's Fee, as his Grandſon Malter 
held it 20 Henry III. Thomas de Aftley, 
Son of Walker, inherited this Lordſhip 

6 Henry IH. and having ſeveral Sons, 
cttled his Eſtate upon Tbomas his Eld- 
eſt, and his Heirs, and for Want of 
ſuch, to all the Brothers and Sifters of 
the whole Blood. Thomas the Son, be- 
ing in Poſſeſſion of it, procured for 
himſelf and his Heirs, in 49 Henry III. 
a Charter for a weekly Marker on Sa- 
turday, and a Fair yearly for three 
Days, beginning on the Eve of St. ohn 
Baptift; but the King being then in Pri- 
ſon, the Barons, who then ruled, diſal- 
lowed the Grant, and therefore he was 
forced to renew it in the 52d Year of 
the ſame King, when the Fair was rati- 
fied, and Market altered to Wedneſday, 
and Free Warren granted him and his 
Heirs in all his Demeſme Lands here. 
He died without Iſſue 13 Edward I. and 
left this Lordſhip and his other Eſtates 
to Ralph de Aſtley his Brother and Heir. 
He claimed a Court-Leet and other Pri- 
vileges in this Manor by Preſcription, 
which were allowed. 

Thomas his Son ſucceeded him, and 
in 9 Edward II. was certified to be Lord 
of this Place; but he not liking the 
Wedneſday Market there, procured a 
Patent 8 Eaevard III. to have it on Tueſ- 
day Weekly, continuing the Fair as it 
was, and renewing the Charter of Free 
Warren. In the ſame Year he obtained 
a Licenſe to amortiſe certain Lands ly- 
ing in this Lordſhip, to maintain a 
Chantry Prieſt to fing Maſs for ever in 
the Chapel of our Lady, contiggons to 
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the Pariſh Church, for the Souls of 
Himſelf, Margery his Wife, Eaith his 
-Grandmother, his Father, Mother, their 
Heirs and Anceſtors, and all Chriſtian 
Souls: There can be no Doubt but this 
Chantry was eftabliſhed, but it was not 
found in the Survey of 37 Henry VIII. 
This Thomas in 17 Edward III. gave the 
perpetual Patronage of the Church here 
to the Dean and Canons of the Colle- 
giate Church of Aſtley, - then newly 
founded by Thomas Lord Aſtley, the 
Chief of the Family, and died before 
the 20 Edward III. leaving Iſſue Sir Mi- 
liam, Sir Tbomas and Giles; but foraſ- 
much as we find nothing memorable of 
them relating to this Place, we pals 
them over. 
The Church is dedicated to St. Fehn 
S and being appropriated to the 
Collegiate Church of Aſtley, a Vicarage 
was appointed, which were valued 19 
Edward I. 1291. at eizhteen Marks the 
ReQory, and in 26 Henry VIII. at 61. 
103. the Vicarage, a Penſion of 13s. 
4d. _ e out of the ReQory 
to the Biſhop, when it was appropriated, 
as was uſual in ſuch Caſes. 
- In this Church were two Chantries 
founded, the one by Sir Edmund Truſſel 
in the Chapel 'of our Lady, for the 
Souls of Sir Thomas Afley, Margery his 
Wife, and their Children alive and 
dead, as alſo of the Lady Edith Aſtley, 
Sir Ralph Aftley and Agnes his Wife, Sir 
Edmund 1 and Margery his Wife, 
.&%. And for the Maintenance of a 
Prieſt perpetually to ſing Maſs there, 
the King, Edward III. Reg. 16. gave Li- 
cenſe to rhe ſaid Sir Edmund to amortiſe 
four Meſſuages, fifty Acres of Land, 
ſeven Acres of Meadow, and 26s, Rent 
in this Place. While Sir Edmund lived, 
he was the Patron of it, but after his 
Death, the Biſhop by his Inſtrument of 
Ordination reſerved it to Thomas Aſtley 
. and Margery his Wife, Tis probable 
this Chantry ſvallowed up. Thomas Aſt- 
ley's above-mentioned, for there was no 
other in our Lady's Chapel, 3) Hen- 
ry VIII. but this. This Chantry was 
then valued by the Commiſſioners ap- 


ber of Wotton, Soutli-ea 
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pointed thereto, at 4. 18s. 104. above 
all Reprizes. 

The other Chantry was erected in St. 
Fames's Chapel in, Hull ſuper Dunſmore, 
by Mr. Thomas de Moreton, in 18 E- 
ward III. from whom he obtained a Li- 
cenſe to amortiſe, one Meſſuage, one 
Yard-Land, and four Acres, as alſo 
Four Acres and one Rood of Meadoy, 
for a Prieſt to fing Maſs for the good 
Eftate of him the ſaid Thomas, bag A- 
Tice his Wife, and Margery- their Daugh- 
ter, during their Lives, and for their 
Souls, when they ſhall depart this 
World, as alſo for the Soul of Adam de 
Morton his Father, and their Anceſtors, 
The Value of it in 37 Henry VIII. was 
certified to be 2/. 6s. 8 d. per Annum. 
In this Lordſhip there were alſo eight 
Meſſuages, one Yard-Land and a Quar- 


ter, given by one William Poyntell to the 


Hoſpital of St. Fohn Baptiſ in Lutter- 
— Fo the ande of * 4 Prieſt 
there to ſing Maſs for the Souls of him- 
ſelf and his Wife. 3 Edward III. 
Hill-Wotton, antiently reputed a Mem- 
of which it 
lies about a Mile. It had the ſame Lords 
as Wotton. and being given by King Hen- 
1. to Feffrey de Clinton, he enfeoffed 
2 de Savage with it. The Savages 
eld it ſome Sueceſſions, in whoſe 
Time divers Owners had Lands here, 
viz. Godwin, the Son of Godewine de 
Wotton, who gave it te the Canons of 
Kenilworth, with his Body, which he de- 
fixed to be buried in that Monaftery, 
an annual Rent of five Shillings iſſuing 
out of certain Lands here, held of Sir 


Hugh de Beckbirie, Knt. which Gift Aliva 


de Beckbirie in her Widowhood confirm- 
cd; but belonging to Wotton, it was held 
of the Savages, who were Lords there, 
In the PrecinQs of this Place there was 
a Mill called Tatford mill, of which two 
Parts were given by Jeffrey Savage, and 
the other Part by Sir William de Wholten, 
Ent. to the Monks of Stoneley. To whom 
Sir Thomas de Edneſonre, Knt. (who ma- 
ried one of the Coheirs of Savage) gave 
alſo. certain Lands ly ing here. 


Holm, 


was antiently ſo called. 
. Hopsford, an Hamlet in the Pariſh of 
Miitbibrooke, a Place almoſt depopulated, 
the Manor-houſe being unfit for Habi- 


tation, and no more but two Cottages 


remaining; but in the Conqueror's Days 
it was poſſeſſed by Feffrey Wirce, and 
certified to contain three Hides. Mirce's 
Lands came to Moubray, and were by 
him Son after granted to Herbert Putot, 
who gave three Yard-Lands: here to the 
Monks of Combe, which King Henry 11. 
confirmed, being de Fodo Rogeri de Mou- 
bray. His Son Euſtace ſucceeded him in 
this Manor, bur enjoyed it not long, 
for among the Fees of Nigel de Moubray, 
Son of Roger, Rohert Haſtang is certified 
to hold a 24th Part of a Knight's Fee 
in this Place. His Family held it di- 
vers Succeſſions, but in 31 Edward III. 
it was made over, by Fobn de Lyouns, 
who had his Life in it, to William Cateſ- 
by, to whom Sir John Haſtang not only 
confirmed it, but at 4 granted him 
the Inheritance thereof by his Deed 
dated at Coventry the next Lear. 
The Heirs of Catesby enjoyed 1t till 
King Henry VI.'s Time, when there 
growing Suits of Law between Sir Hum- 
phry Stafford, Knt. Son of one of the Co- 
eirs of Fohn de Haſtang and Robert Cateſ- 
by, it was at length agreed, 'That Ro- 
bert Catesby and Lettice his Wife ſhould 
have this Manor during their Lives, and 
the longer liver of them, paying to Str 
Humphry 13 s. 4 d. per Annum, and after 
their Deceaſe, in Conſideration of 38 . 
payed to the ſaid Robert, the ſaid Manor 
and other Lands of his Purchaſe ſhould 
be and remain to the ſaid Sir Humphry 
and his Heirs for ever. This Sir Humpbry 
left Iſſue Sir Hamphry his Son and Heir, 
who being .attainted in Parliament 1 
Henry VIE this among other Eftates of 
his; was ſeiſed into that King's Hands, 
and by him given to Sir William Vam- 
page, Knr. his Servant, and the Heirs 
ale of his Body. Humphry his Son and 
Heir was nevertheleſs reſtored in 6. Hen- 
1 VIII. and became poſſeſſed of it, but 
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Holm, near Newton. Sec Biggin, which

ſoon after paſſed it over to Sir Edwari 
Belknap, Knt. who in 10 Hi 
it to Richard Wright of this Place, and 
Humpbry his Son for 3121. 3 . 9. Ster- 
ling, which Humpbry reſided here, was a 
uſtice of the Peace divers Years in 
ueen Elizabeth's Reign; and died in 
the laſt Year of it, 162. | 
HFurſt, a Village, to which King Hen- 
II. tranſlated the Monks of Radmore,. 


and ſettled them here. That Prince, 


upon the Foundation of Stoneley-Abbey, 
— the Monks of it this Plzce in Aug- 
mentation of their Poſſeſhons, and King 
Fobn afterwards confirmed it to them. 
They in the following Times made 
themſelves a Grange out of the Eſſarts 
here, called Bokendene, ſtanding about 


Half a Mile from the Village. It was 


antiently a pretty Hamlet, conſiſting of 
nineteen Houſes, but it was afterwards ſo 
depopulated, that in the Reign of King 
Henry VII. there was but one left. It is 
now for the moſt part poſſeſſed by the 
Lord Leigh of Stoneley, and deſcended to 
him by his Great Grandfather, who pur- 
chaſed it in the Beginning of Q. Eliza- 


betb's Reign. 


Hyde, a Village, which had antiently 
a Chapel belonging to Hinkeley in Lei- 
cefterſhire, but is now a depopulated Place. 
In King Fohn's Reign William Marſhall 


was the Owner of the Lordſhip, and his 


Son William, who ſucceeded him, is in 
55 Henry III. certified to hold. Part of a 
Knight's Fee in this Place, In 20 Ed- 


ward III. William Moton anſwered for 


the 8th Part of a Knight's Fee here, held 
of the Honour of Wincheſter. His Title 
therein devolved to Richard Gray anct 
Laurence Dutton, who in 11 Richard II. 
were certified to hold the Half Knight's 
Fee here of Henry Lord Ferrers of Groly. 
In 1 Mar. I. Sir Walter Smith is found 
to die ſeiſed of the third Part of this. 
Manor, as alſo 300 Acres of Paſture, 
ſixty Acres of Meadow, and as: Rent, 
lying here and in Hinkley above-men- 
tioned, which he had purchaſed of John 
Leeke and Richard Aſtell, leaving Richard: 
his Son and Heir, who 35 Eliz, ſettled it 
upon

upon William Litilston in Marriage with 
Margaret his Daughter, ſince which it 
has gone with Sbirford. 117 
 ſchington Biſbops, ſo called from the 


River [chene on whoſe Banks it ſtands, 


and the Biſhops of Coventry and Lichfield, 
who were onee the Poſſeſſors of it; but 
it is evident, that it was one of thoſe 
twenty-four Towns which Earl Leofrick 
gave to the Monks of C:rentry upon the 
Foundation of that Monaſtery in King 
Edvard the Confeſſr's Reign. In the 
Congueror's Survey it is certified to 
be in the Hands of thoſe Monks, and 
to contain five Hides, as it remained till 
the latter End of King Henry III. for 
the firſt Biſhop of Coventry that had it 
(as far as we can find) was Roger Mo- 


lend, Nephew to King Henry III. elected 


to that See by the Monks of Coventry, at 
the earneſt Requeſt of Richard Eurl of 
Cornwall, that King's Brother 42 Hen- 
y III. Tis moſt probable that the 
Monks paſſed it to this Biſhop, becauſe 
in the next Year the ſame King granted 
'him Free Warren, and a Market every 
'Week upon Wedneſday, and a Fair 
yearly on St. Peter and St. Paul, and 
three Days after. In 7 Edward I. what 
the Biſhops poſſeſſed here was certified 
-at five Carucates, and a Wind-mill, 
which they held in Demeſne, ſixteon 
Servants, who held twenty-five Yard- 
Lands and an Half by doing ſervile 
Works in Harveſt, and ten who held 
eight Yard-Lands and an Half by the 
Service of Plowing, Sowing, Sc. fix- 
teen Cottagers paying certain Rents, 
and eight Freeholders, who held each 
of them a Yard-Land, with Infang- 
thef, Sc. | 

The Biſhops ſucceſſively enjoyed thoſe 
Things till 1 Edward VI. when Richard 
Sampſon the preſent Biſhop, paſſed the 
Whole to one Thomas Fiſher, Eſq; Se- 
eretary to the Duke of Somerſet, at that 
Time Protector of the King, for Ready 
Money, 100 J. and an Annuity of <o/. 
per Annum, to be paid to him and his 
Sueceſſors, which the Dean and Chapter 
confirmed ; but the Annuity was relca- 
ſed by the ſame Biſhop the next Year,

and confirmed by the King, who arant- 
ed him alſo the Return of Writs with 
this Lordſhip, Why the Biſhop was 
thus prodigal of the Church's Eſtates, is 
thought to have been only to make 
Eſber his Friend, if he were turned out, 
as ſame were, that would not come into 
the Meaſures of the Reformers : Fiſher 
being thus in Poſſeſſion of this Manor, 
made an abſolute Depopulation of that 
Part where the Church ſtood, which he 
pulled down to build the Manor-houſe, 


and changed the Name of BEifbops to 


Fiſbers Ic bington; but not yet thinking his 
Tule firm enough, he procured Ralph 
Banes the ſucceeding Biſhop to levy a 
_ 4 5 Phil. & Mar. ta ſettle it on 


m. ä 

This Thomas Fiſher having done all 
he could to ſecure his Title, died 20 E- 
liz. and his Son Edward was Heir to his 
great Eſtate, which he conſumed almoſt 
all, but this Lordſhip, and died in Pri- 
ſon, leaving it to his Son Fobn, who 
fold it to Thomas Cox of Honingbam in 
this County, which Thomas had Iflue 
Thomas, who being poſſeſſed of it, ſold 
it to Sir Fames Enyan of Hore in North- 
amptonſhire, Bar. 12 Charles I. who ha- 
ving only Daughters, paſſed it away five 
Years after his — to Sir David 
Conyng bam, Knt. 

The Church here dedicated to 4 
Saints, belonged very antiently to the 
chief Chanter of Lichfield Cathedral, be- 
ing given (as may be ſuppoſed) by Ro- 

er Molend the firſt Biſhop that had the 

ordſhip wholly. In 7 Edward I. it was 
held appropriate by the ſaid Chanter, 
who had then there a Carucate of Land 
in Demeſne, with eight Frecholders, 
who held four Vard-Lands. It is pro- 
bable, that then the Vicarage was or- 


dained. In 19 Edward I. the ReGory, 


with the Chapels thereunto belonging, 
was valued at nine Marks, and the Vi- 
carage at five, which in 26 Henry VIII. 
was with the ſame Chapels rated at 13“ 
6 s. 8 d. per Annum. 


It-hington-Longa was in the Conque- 
ror's Time the Lordſhip of one Criſtina, 
who had it of that King's Gift, e 

then

then it was eertified, upon the Compo 
ſing of the General Survey, to contain 
twenty four Hides, being there written 
ſcemone: At that Time it had a Church, 


with two Prieſts oſheiating in it, and 


two Mills with Woods two Furlongs in 


Length and one in Breadth. From Criſ- 
tina it deſcended to the Family of Lime- 


fie, antientiy Men of great Note, by 


Marriage with her, tis probable ;. but 
certain it is, they enjoyed her Lands 


and flouriſhed in great Honour till King 


's Time,. when the Male Line fail- 
ing, the Barony of the Limeſy's was di- 
vided between Hugb. de Odingſells and Da- 
vid de Linde 5 

Of rhe Family of Limefy's we obſerve, 
That Ralph having founded the Priory 
of Hertford in King Henry I. s Time, gave 
certain Lands lying in this Lordſhip to 
it. Alan his Succeſſor alſo gave this 
Church to the ſame Monaſtery, which 
Gerard his Son, and Jobn his Grandſon 
confirmed, This John died 9 Rich. III. 
and Alice his Widow married Walleran 
Earl of Warwick. 

From Hugh de Odingſeils, who married 
Baſilia, one of his Coheirs, ſprang two 
worthy Families, of which the Chief re- 
ſiding here muſt: be the Subject of our 


Reſearches. Hugh was a Knight, and 


eldeſt Son, a Perſon of great Note in 


his Time: He died 23 Henry III. and his 


Son Gerard inherited this and his other 
Eſtates. He had a Licenſe to levy Eſ- 


cuage upon all his Tenants here and 


elſewhere; that held by military Service. 


Hagh was his Son and Heir, and being 
knighted, purchaſed the other Moiety 
of this Manor from John de Pinkney, to f 


whom it deſcended from his Great 
Grandmother. This John being the 
next Year hanged for Felony, his Son 


Robert had great Suits: with Hugb for this 


Manor; but the King having ſeiſed for 
his Crime, ordered his Sheriff to give Hugb 
the Poſſeſſion of it, and he died ſeiſed of 
it in 33 K. Edward I. when it was cer- 
tiſted that he held this Manor of the 
King ix Capite, by the Service of Half a 
Barony, To him ſucceeded John his 
Son and Heir, who being one that af- 


ey his Coheirs. : 
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ſiſted: the Earls of E y and War: 
wick in killing Piers de Gadeſton, had the: 
King's Pardon for that Fac. 7 Ed. II. 
His Son Fohn, who alſo was a Knight, 
was for divers Felonies outlawed, where- 
upon this Manor was ſeiſed into the 
King's Hands, and extended; but his: 
Son Fobn paying & Fine of 200 Marks: 
to the King, recovered; them. He was. 
a Knight in 32 Edward III. and dying: 
4 Richard II. left Fobn his Son and Heir, 
as he did Edward, and he Gerard; who by 
his Will ordered his Body to be buried 
before the High Altar in this Church, 
and that Margaret his Wife, for the 
Health of his Soul, ſhould give 44- to 
a Friar or Prieſt, to ſing a Trental of 
St. George there for the Space of one 
Year next after his Deceaſe: Edward his: 
Son and Heir ſucceeded him, and dying. 
left Edmund his Succeſſor, whoſe Son 
and Heir Fobn mortgaged this Lordſhip» 
to Sir Jobn Throckmorton, who paſſed his 
Title to: Robert Earl of Leicefter, 14 Elix. 
who gave it by his Will after the De- 
ceaſe of his Lady, to his natural 'Sons 
Sir Robert Dudley, Knt, ; 
There are ſome Things of Note in this. 
Place, which may not be paſſed over, 
and are, 1. The Birth of Wolſfon, who. 
having his Educatiow in the Abbey of 
Peterborough, firſt became there a ſhorn: 
Monk in the Abbey of Worceſter; and ha- 
ving given Proof of a ſingular Piery, 
was removed from thence ts the Sce of 
Worcefter. Dr. Paller tells us, he was a- 
lain and honeſt: Man without Guile, . 
ut not complying with.the Humour of- 
the King: to talk French, or Pride of Lan- 
runke, he was hated: by them, and dealt 


withal ſo as to make him refign his 
Biſkoprick ; but his Reply- was, he had: 
it from St. Efward; and would only re- 
ſign it to him, and ſo went to his Tomb, 
and reſigned all his Epiſeopal Habili- 
ments there. This Behaviour ſo wrought» 
upon his Adverſaries, that he was not 
only continued in his Biſhoprickꝭ bur- 
canomzed after his Death. The Second: 
is, that it was once the largeſt 'Town in 
this Shire, or at leaſt one of them, and: 
in 15 Henvy II. was ranked with the Bo- 
roughs,. 
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roughs, that were to contribute towards 
the Marriage of the King's Daughter; 
and laſtly; Thar Robert Earl of — 4 
gave Queen Elizabeth a magnificent En- 
tertainment here in her Progreſs to Ke- 
nilworth-Caftle, erecting a Tent of ſuch 
extraordinary Bigneſs, that the Pins of 
it were ſeven Cart- loads. Beſides the 
Odineſells, ſome others had good Eſtates 


in this Place, as Robert de Collingbam, 


who held here Half a Knight's Fee, Mil- 
- liam de Saiz a fourth Part, and Nicholas 
de Breton the ſame. 


The Church here is dedicated to the 7 


Holy Trinity, and being given to the 
Monks of Hertford by David de Lindeſey, 
and confirmed to them by Gerard his 
Brother, they made this Benefit of it, 
that they received two Parts of the 
Tithe-Corn throughout all the Demeſne 
Lands of the Town, but the other Moie- 
ty was granted by the ſaid David to 
William de Odineſells, who paſſed it to 
Gerard his Brother, It was valued 19 
Edward I. at thirty-three Marks. How 
the Whole came to the Odingſells we 
can't diſcover, but find that John de O- 


dingſells fold the perpetual Advowſon of 
it to Hugh de Meryngton of Coventry, who 


died ſeiſed of it in 1 Edward III. and 
leaving it to his Son Fohn, be paſſed it 


ro Sir Milliam de Clinton, who gave it 


with eight Meſſuages, fix Yard-Lands, 
and twenty Shillings Rent, all in this 
Place, to Fobn Lynye, Warden of the 


Chantry of Maxſtock, and his Succeſlors, 


for the Health of his Soul, and the 
Souls of his Anceſtors and Succeſſors: 
But the ſame Sir William having found- 


ed a Priory of Canons of St. Auguſtine 


in the fame Place, ſoon after annexed 
that Chantry to it with the Appurte- 
nances. Whereupon the Church and 
the Lands thereunto belonging were ap- 
propriated to the Uſe of the ſaid Ca- 
nons, by R.. Northbureb, Biſhop of Coven- 
try and Lichfield 10 Edu ard I. and a Vi- 
carage ſoon after endowed, which in 26 


Henry VIII. was valued at 7. 175. 6 d. 


per Annum. | 

The ſaid ReRQory, after the Diſſolu-

to Walter Whithers, and Iſabel! his Wife, 
and the Heirs of Walter. From him de- 
ſcended Sir Ral;h Whithers, Knt. who 
granted it to certain Feotfces and their 
Heirs, who again paſſed their Title to 
others, but all of them in Truſt for the 
Family of Stafford, in whoſe Line it 
continued till the Attainder of Edward 
Duke of Buckingham, 13 Henry VIII.

The Church here, dedicated to S. 


was antiently in the Patronage of the 
Abbot and Convent of S. Peters ſuper 
Dinam in France, in Reſpe& to the Prio- 
ry of Wolfrichſton (now called Wolſton) in 
this County, which was a Cell to that 
Houſe; but afterwards the Prior and 
Convent of Carthuſians near Coventry 
were Patrons, but it never was appro- 
priated to either of thoſe Monaſteries, 
and ſo there was never any Vicarage, 
It was valued 19 Ede. I. at ten Marks, 
and in 26 Henry VIII. at 121. 155. 44. 

Lawwford-long is a Village in this Pariſh 
of Church Lawford. In the Conquerors 
Survey it is? called Lelleford, and Feffrey 
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Mirce is ſaid to be Lord of it, and that 
it contained five Hides held by him. 
He gave (inter alia) to the Monaſtery of 
St. Nicholas at Angiers in France, two 
Parts of the Tithes of the Corn and

them confirmed to them by William de 
Stotevile, and his Succeſſors oba and Ro- 
ger his Sons, and Roger de Moubray Chief

In the 11 Edward I. the Monks of 
Pipevell obtained a Grant of Free War- 
ren in their Demeſne Lands here, with 
other Privileges, which they held till 
the Diſſolution of their Monaſtery by 
King Henry VIII. in whoſe Hands it re- 
mained, till the 33d Vear of his Reign, 
when he gave it among other Things to 
Edward Boughton, Eſq; and his Heirs, 
under the Title of the Grange of Long 
Lawford, Thyrn-mill, and divers other 
Lands there, which- were belonging to 
Pipwell- Abbey, but the Manor it ſelf was 
granted 7 Edward VI. to one Fohn Green 
of the City of Neſtminſter, and Ralph 
Hall of London, Scrivener, and their 
Heirs. Mr. Green paſſed away his Part 
to Elizabeth Bougbton, and Haus Part 
came to one Thomas Wightman, who 
4 Eliz. granted it, by the Name of the 
Manor of Lawford, late belonging to 
the Monks of Pipwwel, to Sir. Thomas

| Lawford parva, or Little Lawford, a 
Lordſhip poſſeſſed before the Conqueit 
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by Aliuine the Saxon, and left by him to 
Turchil de Warwick his Son, of whom 
one Leveba held it as his Tenant. «In 
Domeſday-book it is ſaid to contain two 
Hides, and a Mill, being there written 
Lilleford. From Turchil it came to Henry 
the firſt Earl of Warwick after the Con- 
queſt, whoſe Grandchild Earl Milliam 
granted 1t to Robert de Craft, whoſe Son 
" Roger granted the Mill here to the 
Monks of Pipwell in Fee-farm, for the 
yearly Rent of five Marks, which af- 
terwards were releaſed to them by Roger 
his Son, who granted the whole Village 
to John de Chavini, and his Heirs, _ 
then rated at two Hides, i. e. eight Yard- 
Lands: This John paſſed it away to the 
Monks of Combe tor 100 Marks of Silver, 
bur it ſeems to have returned to the Fa- 
mity of Crafts again ſome Way or other, 
for in 20 Henry III. Roger de Craft an- 
ſwered for the fifth Part of a Knight's 
Fee here, and Feffrey Craft, a Deſcen- 
dant from him, 4 Edward I. ſtiles him- 
ſelf Dominus de parva Lalleford. Nicholas 
was the laſt of that Name that had to 
do here, and from him (but how we 
know nor) it came to Feffrey de Alleſley, 
wlto' was 4 Juſtice of the Peace, and 
Commiſſioner for the: Aſſeſſments: He 
departed this Life in 1441, leaving 
Margaret his Daughter, the Wife of 
Thomas Boughton, Gent. his Heir, who 
brought ir into his Family, in which ir 
hath continued ever ſince, as we ſhall 
ſew; for E Ane 
This Thomas flouriſhed much in this 
County, being a Juſtice of the Peace 
from 21 Henry VI. to the End of that 
King's Reign, one of the Knights of 
this Shire in Parliament, 31 Hexry VI. 
Sec. To him ſucceeded his Son Richard, 
who was the King's Eſcheator in this 
County 13 Edward IV. and Sheriff in 
the 2oth of the ſame King, as he was 
alſo 2 Richard III. He had the Misfor- 
tune to be ſlain in the Quarrel of that 
King with the Duke of Richmond before 
the Battle, and not in the Battle in Boſ- 


worth field, as Tradition will have it. 


However his Poſterity came again into 
Fayour with Hmm VII. and his Son 


tens yea Squire of the Body to Kin 
enry VIII. and in the twenty-ſeventho 
the ſame Reign was Sheriff for this and 
Leiceſter Shires : As was allo William his 
Grandſon in the 17th and 32d of Elz. 
being alſo in Commiſſion for the Peace 
the greateſt Parr of thar Queen's Reign, 
Edward his Son and Heir was a Juſtice 
of Peace in King Fames's Reign, in the 
greatelt Part of ir, and Sheriff 4 Fac. I, 
was afterward made a Barone: by King 
Charles I. He married his Son William to

ker of Shobery in Eſſex, and his Brother 
Henry, Fudith the other. Tis probable 
their Potterity are ftill Lords of this 
Town. 5 

Lemington- Haſtang, the Lordſhip of 
Haſculf Muſard in the Conqueror's Time, 
containing then twelve Hides and an 
Half, and Half a Virgate, a Mill and a 
Church, having been the Frechold of 
one Axor in the Confeſſor's Time. This 
Haſculf was a great Man in his Time, 
and had great Poſſeſſions in this and o- 
ther Counties; but his Seat being at 


Muſardere in Gloceſterſbire, they were all 
comprehended under the Title of Baro- 


na de Muſardere. Nor was he greater 
than good, being ſo eminent for his 
Piety, that the Regiſter of Ey calls 
him, Bonus Decurio, & apud Regem valde 
Honoratus, of which he gave this Proof, 
that he became a Monk in that Mo- 
naſtery, and gave them the Manor of 
Eſtune in Gloceſterſhire. But this Lorc- 
ſhip he enfeoffed upon one Unfridus, Pro- 
genitor of the Haſtangt. He held this 
and ſome other Lordſhips in this Coun- 
ty by the Service of five Knights Fees, 
as did his Poſterity 12 Hen II. His 
Poſterity aſſumed the Name of Haſtang, 
and continued Lords of this Place till 
39 Edward III. when by an Heir Fe- 
male it devolved to the Staffords, 
both which Families, becauſe they had 
their Seat here, we ſhall relate what 
particularly concerns this Place. 
Atrop Haſtang, the Son of Unfridus, 
gave to the Canons of Noſtel in Yorkſbrre, 
the Church of this Place, Humphry his 
Son forfeited his Lands here by being in 
Rebellion 
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had them again reſtord. His Son Robert 
being of a turbulent Spirit, took Part 
with the Barons againſt King Hemy III. 
and held out Kenilworth-Caftle again 
him, for which his Lands were iſed, 
and given to Sir Fames Aſtley, and Sir 
Hugh Turbervile, but taking Advantage 
of the Decree called Diftum de Kenil- 
worth, he recovered his Eſtates; but to 
clear it, he mortgaged this Lordſhip for 
the Payment of Three hundred Marks 
Sterling to Sir Hugh.

His 
Succellor was Fohn his Son and Heir, 
who obtained of King Edward I. a Grant 
of Free Warren in all his Demelſne 
Lands here. He 2 Edward II. entailed 
this Manor, then called Eaſt Lemington, 
upon his Iſſue by Eva his Wife. Thomas 
was his Son and Heir, knighted 6 E- 
ward III. and in Commiſhon for the 
Peace and other publick Affairs. His 
Brother Richard was equally eminent. 
His Son Fobn (who had been knighted 
in his Father's Life-rime) inherited this 
and his Father's Eſtate, and though he 
had two Wives, left only two Daughters 
for his Heirs, Maud and Foan, the Eld- 
eſt of which marrying Ralph de Stafford, 
had this Lordſhip for Part of her Share 
in her Father's Eſtate, and brought it 
into his Family, | 
This Ralph de Stafford was a Deſcen- 
dant of the antient Barons of Stafford, 
and being fo married, had Livery of his 
Wife's Lands 49 Edward III. doing his 
Fealty, and among them of this Lord- 
ſhip. To him ſucceeded Sir Humphry 
Stafford of Graften, Knt. his Son and 
Heir. He died feiſed of this Manor in 
7 Henry V. leaving his Son Fohn his 
Heir, who was alſo knighted, but he 
dying without Iſſue, his Brother Sir 
Humphry became his Heir: He was ſlain 
by the Commons of Kent in the Inſur- 
rection of Jack Cade, 28 Henry VI. with 
his Brother William.

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The Part which the Canons of Xenil 
worth had here, was in 7 Edward I. cer- 
tified. to be one Carucate of Land held 
by them in Demeſne, and ſixteen Vard- 
Lands managed by twenty Servants, 
who, beſides ſervile Works which they 
did for the Canons, paid certain Rents 
for the ſame.

Marton, ſo called from the marſhy 
Ground adjoining to it, is (as we, ſup- 
poſe) the Place which at the Time of 
the Conqueror's Survey was held by Ri- 
chard Fireftarius, and is there ſaid to be 
the Freehold of one Wiching before the 
Norman Settlement. In King Henry II. 8 
Time, Robert de Crafte was the Owner, 
and ſaid. to have held it of Hoh Fitz- 
Richard, and William Earl of Warwick, 
as is expreſly ſaid in the Confirmation 
of the Church here to the Nuns of 
Eaton ; ſo that it can't be doubred bur 
that the ſaid Robert was Lord of the 
Manor. In 12 Fohn, Walter Walerand 
held Half a Knight's Fee here, bur be- 
fore the Rebellion in that King's Reign, 
it appears that the Canons of Chaucomb 
in Northamptonſhire had the greateſt 
Part of this Manor, for 1 Heyry III. 
the Sheriff received a Command to give 
them the like Poſſeſſion thereof, as the 
had before the War, which they alledg- 
ed was unjuſtly taken from them by 
William Baſſet ; yet in the ſame Reign, 
anno 20. Ralph de Meri haneleg is certified 
to hold a Knight's Fee of the Earl of 
Warwick here, which Thomas de Clinton 
held, anno 36. In 50 Henry III. Ralph 
Baſſet had forty Shillings Rent here, 
but what that was to the Manor we 
can't tell; yet afterwards we find, that 
he held Half a Knight's Fee of the Earl 
of Warwick, 9 Edward II. which in 29

There were in this Town two other 
Manors, viz.

Wileby and Emme his Wife, and the 
Heirs of their Bodies, and for Want of 
ſuch Iſſue, on the right Heirs of Mieby.

As to Brown's Manor we can fay no 
more than this, That that Family being 
poſſeſſed of ſeveral Parcels of Land here, 
they came in Time to have the Repu- 
ration of a Manor, which at length b 
Foan the Daughter of Henry Brown, Wife 
of Fobn Cranow, deſcended to Chriſtopher 
Cranow their Son and Heir. He in 24 
Henry VII. paſſed all his Right in this 
Lordſhip to Richard Willys and his Heirs, 
from whom deſcended George Willis late 
of Fenny Compton, Gent. who in 16 Car. I. 
alienated the greateſt Part, if not all of 
it, to Richard Shukburgh, then Eſq; (but 
afterwards knighted) who was Owner o 
it in 1640. ; 
The Church here, dedicated to St. 
Laurence, was in the Patronage of the 
Family of Napton, till Sir Fohn Poultney, 
Knt, procured Richard de Napton, Rector 
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ſpire, ro releaſe all his Right and Title 
to the perpetual Patronage to him, who 


thereupon obtained a Licenſe of the 


King, Edward III. Reg. 22. to beſtow it 
on the Church of St. Laurence in Candle- 

cke. ſtreet, London, by him the ſaid Sir 
ibn then newly founded. But before it 
was appropriated to it, as he intended, 
Fohn Stratford Archbiſhop of Canterbury 
got it, and-defigned to annex it to the 
Chapel of St. Thomas the Martyr, newly 
founded by him at Stratford upon Auon 
in this County; but he did not effect it; 
for Robert de Stratford, Biſhop of Chi- 
cheſter, his Brother and Heir, granted it 
to William Sbareſbul and others, in 35 
Edward III. who had that King's Li- 
cenſe to beſtow it on the Monks of 
Combe, which they not doing, paſſed ir. 
to Richard Earl of Arundel, and his Heirs, 
and by that Means it came to the Col- 
legiate Church of St. Laurence Poultney, 
and was incorporated with it by Pope 
Urban VI. a Vicarage being then en- 
dowed in 11 Richard II. by Richard Scroote 
Biſhop of Coventry and Lichfield, which 
26 Henry VIII. was valued at 9 J. 14s 
Within the Precin&s of this Pariſh was 
alſo a Chapel dedicated to Sr. Laurence, 
in which the ſaid Biſhop licenſed Fohn 
Odams of this Place to have Divine Ser- 
vice celebrated. 

Nethercote, antiently called, Little Fle- 
kenho, of which Pariſh it was originally 
a Member. In 10 Edward II. it was held 
by Fohn Coigne of Theobald Verdon, for 
Half a Knight's Fee, and afrer him by 
William Coigne in 2 Edward III. who 
wrote bimielf Dominus de Nether. His 
Poſterity inherited it till 31 Henry VIII. 
when Robert Cuny, Eſq; paſſed it to Ro- 
ger Migſton, Eſq; and his Heirs. His Son 
on, Knut. levied a Fine 
Edward VI. 


to Eliz. Onely, Widow, in 
it, and ſold 


but Roger his Son inherite 


f it to Thomas Lee of Clatercote in Oxford- _ 


ſvire, who died ſeiſed of it 14 Eliz. leav- 
ing William Watſon, one of his Siſter's 
Sons, his Heir. He paſled it to Thomas 
Wilcox, who ſold it to Robert Clerke, the 
late Owner of it in 1640, | | 

Newbold 
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-., Newbold ſuper Avon, the Lordſhip of 


Feſfrey Wirce in the Conqueror's Days 
who gave to the Monks of St. Nicholas 


at Angiers, two Parts of the Tithes of 
Corn and Cattle, and all the Tithes of 
Wool and Cheeſe, as alſo of the Mill 


here. In the general Survey it 1s ſaid 
to contain eight Hides, and that Leuui- 
nus held it before the Normans Settle- 
ment. From Mirce it paſſed with his o- 
ther Lands to Nigel D'albani, (the Foun- 
der of the Family of the Moubrays,) who 
enfeoffed Robert de Stuteril with it in the 
Time of King Henry I. His Son Roger 
granted away this Manor to Roger Pan- 
to'f his Nephew by Burgia his Siſter; 
bur William his Son and Heir dying 
without Iſſue, left his two Siſters, Burgia 
and Emme, his Heirs. Bargia gave her 
Part to the Monks of Pipwell, and 
Emme married to Sir Robert Waver, Knt. 
but Wikiam Pantolf having before be took 
himſelf to a retired Life, lived firſt in 
the Monaſtery of Pipaelf, and from 
thence upon a Diſtaſte removed to the 
Priory of Menkskirby ; he gave to this laſt 
Houſe the Manor-houſe of this Place, 
three Carucates of Land, and the Fiſh- 
ing in the Avon. N 

To Sir Robert Water and Emme his 
Wife, ſucceeded Sir Willian Maver, 
who parted this Manor with the Nuns 
of Pipævell, who had Burgia his Mother's 
Siſter's Part, after which the Abbot and 
Convent of Pipeel! obtained Free War- 
ren in all their Demeine Lands here, 
and claimed a Court-Leet, and divers 
other Privileges therein, which upon 
their Exhibiting of their Charrers were 
allowed. -Bur the Monks of Kirby ha- 
ving the Manor-houſe, got ſo many 
Lands more here, that they were ſaid 
to have a Moiety of the Town, called 
Newbold-paunton, and further obtained a 


Court-Leet, and Charter of Free War- 


ren here; yet in 26 Edward III. Tho- 
mas Maver held the fourth Part of a 


Knight's Fee here of Joan Counteſs of 


Kent, the Heir of the Stutviles. William 
Bat bor purchaſed theſe Lands in King 
Facvard III.'s Time, and left them to 
Jebn his Son, by whoſe Daughter and 


Heir Agnes, Wife of Richard Dalby of 
Brokhampton, they came to his Family 
and had the Reputation of a Manor. 
He died ſeiſed of it 20 Edward IV. leay- 
ing Robert his Son and Heir. | 
After the Diſſolution of the Monaſte- 
ry, the Monks of Pipwe/'s Part was thus 
diſpoſed of, viz. The Lands called New. 


Boughton, Eſq; and his Heirs, but the 
Manor was. given to one Thomas Wiebt- 
man, who 4 Eliz. ſold it to Sir Thomas 
Lee, Knr. Alderman of London, whoſe 
great Grandchild Francis Lord Dunſmore 
had a Confirmation of it from King 
Charle: I. Reg. 15. but the other Manor 
which belonged to the Monks of Kirby, 
was obtained by the Bougbtons of "2A 
Jord, as ſeems evident from this, that 


Milliam Boughton, Eſq; had the like Con- 


firmation of his Part at that Time. 

The Church, dedicated to St. Botol»h 
belonged moſt antiently to the Monks 
of Kirby ; for Feffrey Wirce ranted unto 
them the greateſt Part oc the Tithes 
and Roger de Stutevil confirmed it ro 
them, as of the Grant not only of John 
his Father, but of his Anceſtors Jeff 
Wirce and Nigel de Albani. In K. Jahn 
Time, G. Muſcbamp, Biſhop of Coventry, 
confirmed it to the Monks of Xirby, up- 
on Condition, that during the Life of 
Alardus the preſent Incumbent, they 
ſhould receive only fix Marks out of it, 
but afrerward; two Parts of the Profits 
to their proper Uſe; and to the Third, 
the Prior of Xirby ſhould preſent a fir 
Clerk to the Biſhop to diſcharge all 
Duties. In 19 Edward I. 1291. it was 
valued at nineteen Marks, and the Vi- 
carage at five, which laſt in 26 Hey» 
ry VIII. was rated at 8]. 12 5. 

There are five ſumptuons Monuments 
in this Church and Chancel, «iz. In the 
middle Alley of the Church, near the 
Entrance into the Chancel, is a Monu- 
ment for Feffrey Ulleſley, and Eleanor his 
Wife, who dicd in 1401. Another in 
an Arch of the Sourh Wall for Thomas 
Poughton and Elizabeth his Wife, who 
died in 1454. Another in the Sonth- 
face of the Church for Edward Boughton

Newbold-Comin, an Hamlet in the Pa- 
riſh of Lemington-Priors, which 'in King 
Edward the Confeſſor's Days was the E- 
ſtare of one Nuuine, who gave it to the 


Abbey of Malmsbury, when he became a 


Monk there. It then contained three 
Hides of Land and a Mill. After the 
Conqueſt the Monks of Malmsbury en- 
feotted Ralph Vicecomes with it; but his 
_ Grandſon Anſelm leaving a Daughter his 
Heir, ſhe, by marrying Elyas Comin 
brought it into his Family, who ſeated 
themſelves here, and gave the Name of 
Diſtinction to the Place. From him de- 
ſcended John Comyn, who held this Lord- 
ſhip of the Abbot of Malmsbury, by the 
Service of 409. per Annum, 31 Hen- 
ry III. and was found in ) Edward I. to 
have here at that Time one Carucate 
of Land, and a Water-mill in Demeſne, 
fixreen Villains holding of him twelve 
Yard-Lands by baſe Service ; as alſo a 
Court-Leet and Aſſize of Bread and 
Beer. He left Iſſue Fobn, who was cer- 
ried. 17 Edward, to be one of the 
Eſquires and Men of Arms of this Coun- 
ty, and ſerved as one of the Knights of 
the Shire in the Parliament of Lincoln, 
1 Edward III. He being Lord of Xing- 
fale in Ireland, went into that Nation 
and died there, leaving no Iſſue Male, 
but four Daughters, among whom this 
Manor and his other Eſtates were di- 
vided, viz. Melicent married to William 
de Aghton, Elene to Fames Dingley, and 
Joan to Fobn Farington ; Dingley obtained 


Melicents Part, 11 Henry IV. and Robert 


his Coulin and Heir ſold their Moiety 
to Thomas Gower of Whoodhall and his 


Heirs, whoſe Son Fohy, with the Con- 


currence of his Son Miliam, ſold it to 
Sir Clement Fiſher of Packington, Kat. 
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of it in 1640. Fxrington's Part deſcend- 
ed to Chriſtopher his Son, who levying a 


Fine, ſold it to Thomas Huvford of Emſ- 


cote, Eſq; and his Heirs. The four:h 


Part, 1 Henry VII. was certified to con- 


tain 100 Acres of arable Land, forty 
Acres of Paſture, and rwenty- four Acres 
of Meadow. John Hue ford, who inhe- 
rited it from Thomas, left only female 
Heirs, the eldeſt of which, Alice, carried 
it by Marriage ro Fohn Beaufo, whoſe 
lineal Heir Henry Beaufo of Emſcot, Eſq; 
is now in 1640; in the Enjoyment of it, 
Some Part of this Newbold-Conyn did 
antiently belong to the Monks of Stone- 
ley (though by whom given, or when, 
we can't diſcover) and at the Diſſolution 
of that Abbey was granted inter alia to 
Fames Cruce of Kenilworth, Gent. 29 Hen- 
ry VIII. and by him. ſoon after fold to 
William Morcote of Lemington-Priors and 
Richard Willys of Ufton, Gent. for to /. 
30 Henry VIII. He died ſeiſed of it in 
6 Eliz. it being accounted for 100 Acres 
of Paſture, and three Acres and an 
Half of Wood; all which Peter Willys his 
Great Grandchild enjoyed in 1640. 
Newbold Revel, the Poſſeſſion of one 
Leuuinus in the Confeſſor's Days, was, af- 
ter the Conqueſt, given to Feffrey Wirce. 
In the General Survey then taken, it is 
written Feni-Newwhold, and certified ro 
contain eight Hides. © Feffrey's Lands 
came to Nigel de Albani, Anceſtor of the 
Family of Moubrays, who enfeoffed Tho» 
mas de Wapenbury with it, from whom it 
came to the Family of Revel (from 
whom this Place took the Name of 
Newhold-Revel) by the' Marriage of Alice, 
the Grandaughter of Thomas de Wapen- 


bury. Hugh Revel, the Husband of the 


ſaid Alice, was the firſt of that Family 
that had ro do here, and being a Rebel 
to King Fohn, forfeited his Lands here 
and elſewhere, but returning to his O- 
bedience, 1 Henry III. had them reſto- 
red to him, and Miliam his Son and 
Heir inherited them. He obtained &

their Son inherited. He was a Conſer- 
vator of the Peace 13 & 14 Richard II. 
and being a Knight, was Sheriff of the 


County 15 Richard II.

1 Henry V. and Sheriff of theſe Counties 
4 Henry V. and much entruſted after- 
wards in publick Affairs to his Death, 
which happened 12 Henry VI. He left 
Thomas his Son and Heir, who being a

cholas his Grandſon, who left only 
two Daughters for his Heirs, viz.

Village with few Inhabirants but in the 
Manor-houſe, but being Part of the 
Earl of Warwick's Poſſeſſions deſcended 
to him from the Earl of Mallent and 
Turchil ds Warwick. Hugh Eitz- Richard 
obtained it of one of them, to hold it of 
them by one Knight's Fee. He paſſed it 
to Feffrey de Clinton, Chamberlain and 
Treaſurer to * Henry I. who gave it 
to the Canons of Kenilworth upon his 
Foundation of that Monaſtery, having 
firſt procured ſpecial Grants of him and 
the King, to acquit it from all ſecular 
Services, and by a Preſent to Roger Earl 
of Warwick, of whom it was held, freed 
it from all Service to him. It is called 
Newham Regis, becauſe the King was 
antiently poſſeſſed of ir, viz. K. Richard T1. 
and his Sueceſſors, but how they were 
diſſeiſed we find not. 

The Canons of Kenilworth enjoyed it 
till the Diſſolution, and had an Allow- 
ance of a Court-Leet here, and divers 
other Privileges of Value, but fell with 
the Reſt of the Monaſteries, and conti- 
nued ſome Time in the King's Hands, 
but was at length, 7 Edward VI. grant- 
ed to Fohn Dudley, Duke of Northumber- 
land, and his Heirs ; but he being at- 
tainted 1 Mar. I. ſhe gave it to Sir Row- 
land Hill, Knt. and Citizen of London, of 
whom Sir Thomas Leigh, Knt. and Al- 
derman of the ſame City obtained it; 
for he preſented to the Vicarage 1 Eliz, 
Sir Thomas ſettled it on Sir William 
Leigh, a younger Son, and the Heirs 
Male of his Body, who incloſed it, and 
left Iſſue Francis his Son and Heir, who 
was created a Baronet 16 James IJ. His 
Son and Heir Francis was advanced to 
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the Honour of Lord Dunſmore, 4 Charles I. 


and afterwards Earl of Chicheſter, who

In King Richard II.'s Time, what the 
Abbey of Combe had here by new Gifts, 
or ſmaller Meaſure, was rated at eleven

King granted away (inter - alia) that 
which belonged to the Monks of Comb

Lands here. In 7 Edward J. it was cer- 
tified, that the ſaid Prior held this 
Lordſhip in Capite of the King, and that 
it contained three Carucates in the De- 
meſne, three Water - mills, twenty-eight 
Servants. holding fourteen Yard-Lands 
and an Half at the Will of the Lord, 
and performing divers ſervile Labours, 
As alſo that he had Court-Leet, /Gal- 
lows, and other Privileges, as Aſſize of 
Bread and Beer, SW. OT 
After the. Diſſolution of the Monaſte- 
ry, the Capital Meſſuage and Demeſne 
Land was given by King Henry VIII. 
Reg. 34. to Sir Edmund Xnigbtley and 
Dame Urſula his Wife, and the Heirs 
Male of their Bodies, for Want of which 
it paſſed to his Brother Sir Valentine 
Knightley, , who obtained another Grant 


of them 4 Eliz. and died ſeiſcd of them 


8 Eliz. leaving Richard his Son and 
Heir, but ſetiled this Manor upon Eda- 
ward his younger Son, who lived upon 
it, and left it to Robert his Son and 

Heir, who enjoyed it in 1640. 
The Church dedicated to St. Gregory 
having a Yard-Land and an Half be- 
longing to it, was appropriated to the 
Priory of Coventry, by R. Molend, Biſhop 
of Coventry and Lichfield in 1260, 44 
Henry III. and in 19 Edward I. 1291. 
was valucd at ten Marks and an Half, 
and the Vicarage at ſixty Shillings, be— 
ing antiently endowed with two Yard- 
Lands and an Half, as alſo with a cam- 
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tent Houſe and a Croft, and a Piece 
of Meadow, called Halemedo, in Lieu 
of the Tithes of the Water-mill, and 
three Holmes of Meadow thereunto be- 
longing. In 26 Henry VIII. the Vica- 

| rage was valued at 771. 7s. 6d. over and 

above the Procurations and Synodals, 

Pailington, the Lordſhip of William de 
Turevill in King Henry III.'s Time. From 
him it deſcended to Nicholas his Son, 
who 25 Edward I. is certified to hold 
here the fourth Part of a Knight's Fee 
of the Earl of Lancaſter. Hugh de Herde- 
beroh and Fohn Charnells held each of 
them the fourth Part of a Kaight's Fee 
at the ſame Time here. Jabella de 
Hulles was the Heir of Hugh de Herde- 
burgb, and inherited his Lands here, 
which after her Death paſſed to Alice 
the Wife of Fohn de Peyto, her Daughter 
and Coheir. The Reſidue, or a great 
Part thereof, was obtained by the Re- 
ves of Newbold, and William Revel, 32 
Edward I. procured a Grant of Free 
Warren in his Demeſne Lands here. 
From theſe Revels it deſcended by the 


Heirs General firſt ro Malory, then to 


Cave, and laſtly to Andrews and Boygh- 
ton, who were in Poſſeſſion of, the firſt 
31 Henry VIII. and laſt 8 Eliz, In 1 Ed. 
ward IV. Walter Hopton died ſeiſed of 
four Meſſuages and four Carucates of 
Land here, then efteemed a Manor, 
leaving Elizabeth his Siſter and Heir, 
then the Wife of Roger Corbet of Morton 
in Shropſhire, in whoſe Family it was re- 
maining in the 37 Eliz. inherited by 
Daughters. 5 

Prin ſt borpe, or Preneſthorpe, a Member 
of the Pariſh of Wolſton, of which we 
meet with nothing conſiderable till 31 
Edward III. when William de Peeke, and 
others, by Fine ſettled it upon himſelf 
for Life, Remainder to Sir Richard 
Trewhw, Knt. and the Heirs of his Bo- 
dy, and for Lack of ſuch Iſſue, to John 
Hockele and Cicely his -Wife, and the 
Heirs of their Bodies ; and for Want of 
ſuch, to Nicholas de Eyr, and his Heirs. 
After this, in King Henry VI.'s Time, it 
came to the Hugfords, and in their Fa- 
mily it continued, till Fohn Hugford, 
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Turchil's Lands deſcended to Henry 
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9 Hemy VIII. fold: it to Sir Williane. 
Compton, Knt, whoſe Great Grandchild . 
Sir Henry Comptong Knight of the Bath, 
enjoyed it in 1640, — 
Radford Simely, ſo called from the 
Ford in the Road to Warwick at this 
Place, and Simely, to diſtinguiſh it from 
another Village of that Name, becauſe 
the Simelys were Lords of it. In tho 
Conqueror's Time it belonged to Turcbil 
de Warwick, and was held of him by 
Ermenfridus, as containing five Hides of 
Land. In the Confeſſor's Days it was 
the Freehold of Edwin Earl of I e 
Ear 
of Warwick, of whom Feffrey de Clinton 
held it, who enfeoffed Henry de Simely 
with it. He conferred the Church here 
on the Canons of Kenilworth. To Henry 
ſucceeded Feffrey de Simely, who was 
certified to hold Half a Knight's Fee in 
this Place of the Earl of Warwick. He 
gave a yearly Rent of two Shillings out 
of his Lands here to the Hoſpital of St. 
Fohn at Warwick. William ſucceeded 
effrey, and in 52 Henry III. anſwered 
or Half a Knight's Fee here, held of the 
Earl of Warwick. His Son and Succeſ- 
ſor Feffrey, in 7 Edward I. was certified 
to hold two Carucates of Land in De- 
meſne and one Water-mill, having at 
the ſame Time two Servants holding 
two Yard-Lands at Will, and eight Free- 
holders, who held three Yard-Lands and 
an Half. This Feffrey was living 9 Ed- 
ward II. and was found to be Lord of 
this Place, and after him we find none 
of that Family concerned here, but Jobn 
de Simely, who made over this Manor 
and four Carucates of Land to the Ca- 
nons of Xenilævorth. 3 
Theſe Canons had got a good Share 
of this Village before, by Purchaſe of 
divers Freeholders, ſo that in 20 Ed» 
ward III. they anſwered for the fourth 
Part of a Knight's Fee, held of the Earl 
of Warwick, as only Lord of it, tho' the 
Templars had three Yard-Lands here, 
and the Nuns of Wroxha// one given 
them by Roger. Earl of Warwick. In 
11 Richard II. the Canons of Kenilworth 
had Free Warren granted them in all 
RT EIA their 


their Demeſne Lands here, which they 
enjoyed till the general Diſſolution of 
the Religious Houſes by K. Henry VIII. 
The Monaſtery being diſſolved, the 
Lands of it were diſperſed to divers 
Owners, and this Manor was granted to 
Sir Thomas Darcy, Knt. and his Heirs 
37 Hen. VIII. He was afterwards crea- 
ted Lord Darcy of Chich in Eſſex, and 
paſſed away this Lordſhip to Richard 
FKnevit, and Flene his Wife, and their 
Heirs Male, with divers Remainders ; 
but they left a Son and Heir Henry, 
who in 36 Eliz. ſold it to John Brown of 
Barnam in Suſſex, who had Iſſue Sir Mil- 
liam Brown, who had his Scat here, and 
died ſeiſed of it, leaving George Brown, 
Eſq; his Son and Heir, Owner of it in 
1640. 8 5 
The Church, dedicated to St. Ni holas, 
and given to the Canons of Kenilworth 
by Henry de Simely, as is aboveſaid, was 
appropriated to it by G. de Muſchamp, 


Biſhop of Coventry in King Fobn's Time, 


who _appointed the Vicarage. They 
were valued 19 Edw. I. 1291. the Rec- 
tory at fix Marks and the Vicarage at 
two, which laſt was valued in 26 
Hen. VIII. at.. . . over and a- 
bove the Procurations and Synodals. 
Rieton juxta Bulkinton, an Hamlet of 
Bulkinton, or rather of Weſton, the Tithes 
of which were given by Roger de Water- 
vile to the Abbey of Leiceſter, when he 
gave the Church of Bulkington to that 
Houſe, which is all we find of it. 
Rieton ſuper Dunſmore, was one of the 
Towns given by Earl Leofrike to the 
Priory of Coventry at the Foundation of 
it 1 Edw. Conf. But ſome way alienated 
ſoon after, becauſe Aluin the Father of 
Thrchil had it before the End of that 
Reign, and left it to his ſaid Son, who 
held it in the Conqueror's Time. It 
then contained three Hides and Half a 
Carucate, and had a Church, a Mill, 
and Woods Half a Mile in Length, and 
two Furlongs in Breadth. Tirchil's Po- 
ſterity were ſuffered to enjoy it, till 
they granted it away to the Hoſpitallers; 
for Siward de Ardern, Son and Heir of 
Tyrchil, gave to the Monks of Thorney 


in Cambrideeſbire his Mill at Nieto 

Henry his wy confirmed it. In; + Pa 
Thomas Ardern was certified to be Lord 
here, and that he held ir of the Earl of 
Warwick by Half-a Knight's Fee, and 
that he had here three Carucates in 


Demeſne, a Water-mill, three Servants 


holding each of them a Yard-Land and 
Half at certain Rents in Money and 
ſervile Labours; thirteen Cottagers and 
fifteen Frecholders, who held eight 
Yard-Lands and a fourth Part, This 
Thomas, for what Conſideration we find 
nor, granted all his Right here to the 
Hoſpirallers, and their Sueceſſors, who 


incloſed it 14 Edw. I. The Abbot of 


Thorney had at the fame Time one Yard- 
Land and a Water-mill. 

After the Diſſolution of the Monaſte- 
ry, King Edæ. VI. Reg. 4. granted this 
Manor to Fobn Dudley, Earl of Warævick, 
and his Heirs. He was afterwards made 
Duke of Northumberland, but being at- 
tainted and loſing his Head x Mar. that 

ueen thinking to reſtore the Romiſh 
Faith, granted it to Sir Thomas Treſham, 
Knt. Maſter of the Hoſpitallers in Eng- 
land, and his Succeſſors; but her De- 
ſigns being prevented by her Death, Q. 
Elizabeth granted it with many other 
Lands, which were the Duke his Fa- 
Father's, to Ambroſe Dudley his Son, Earl 
of Warwick, and the Heirs of his Body ; 
but he dying without Iſſue, it returned 
to the Crown 31 Eliz. and was paſſed 
by her to Randle Crew and Richard Cart- 
epright, and their Heirs, who ſold it to 
Thomas Dilke, Eſq; and his Heirs, whoſe 
Grandchild Miliam of Maxſtoke-Caftle 


enjoyed it in 1640. 


The Church here was very.antiently 
given by the Prior of Coventry unto the 
Cathedral Church of Lichfield for a Pre- 
bend, and in the 19 Edw. I. 1291. was 
valued at fifteen Marks, but in the 26 
Hen. VIII. at 11 J. 6s. 8 d. the Preben- 


dary putting in a Curate to perform 


Divine Service. 
| Rodburne was Part of the Poſſeſſions 
of Turchil de Warwick, and after him of 
his Poſterity, yet to be held of the 
Earls of Warwick, by the tenth *

the Gra ndehild of Turchil made his Seat, 


and gave to the Nuns of Henod one 


Yard-Land here, beſides the Church, 
which G. de Muſchamp, Biſhop of Coven- 
, try, appropriated to them. William his 

Son and Heir was more bountiful to 
theſe Monks of Combe, for he beſtowed 
on them 200 Acres, and Half a Yard- 
Land, with Paſture for 600 Sheep, two 
Teams of Oxen, five Kine and a Bull, 
two young Heifers, and their Calves, all 
in this Lordſhip. Nor were any of his 
Poſterity ſparing to them, eſpecially 
ſuch as bequeathed their Bodies to Se- 
pulture with them. Theſe Monks ob- 
rained divers Privileges here, as Court- 
Leet, Aſſize of Bread and Beer, Gal- 
lows, Free Warren, Sc. The Ardens, 
Lords of this Manor, ſometimes called 
de Rodburne, but at length William aſ- 
ſumed the Name of Arden, and in 43 
Ede. III. ſold all his Intereſt to John de 
Catesby. | "oo 

In 13 Hen. IV. after the Death of the 
ſaid Fohn, Emme his Widow and Fohn 
his Son obtained a Charter of Free 
Warren in all their Demeſne Lands 
here. In his Family this Manor conti- 
nued many Sueceſſions; and in 21 Ew. 
IV. the Monks of Combe quitted all their 
Intereſts here, by the Name of the Ma- 
nor of Rodburne-grange, to William Catesby, 
Eſq; Son and Heir of Sir William, which 
Alienation King Hen. VII. allowed. But 
this William being a Partiſan for the 
Houſe of York, he was attainted in Par- 


liament 1 Hen. VII. and his Lands eſ- 


cheating to the Crown, were given b 
that King to Sir Fobn Riſley, and his 
Heirs Male, for Want of which it eame 
to the Crown again, and was given 2 & 
3 Phil. & May. to Tho. Wilkes, a Mer- 
chant of the Staple, whoſe Brother and 
Heir Wiliam Wilks dying ſeiſed of it, 
left it to Robert his Son, who dying 
without Iſſue, his three Sifters, Anne, 
Frances and Margaret, were his Heirs. 

A Part of this Village, called Lite 
Rodburne, did antiently belong to the 
Priory af Coventry; and coming to the 
Crown at the Piſſolution, was granted 
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of a Kni ht's Fee. William de Arden,

by Queen Eliz. Reg. 6. to Henry Goodere 
of Poleſworth, EQ; and — _ Throg- 
morton, and their Heirs, which laſt ob- 
tained the Whole by a Releaſe from 
Henry to him and his Heirs, He fold it 
15 Eliz. to William Catesby of St. Legers 
in Northamptonſhire, and his Heirs. Ro-, 
bert Catesby in 43 Eliz. inherited it, and 
ſold it to Ranulph Crew, Eſq; (afterwards 
Chief Juſtice of the King's Bench) 


Whoſe Grandchild Fobn Crew in 16 50, 


ſold it to Sir Fobn Dryden of Canons Aſbby. 
in the ſame Shire, | 

The Church here was very antiently 
appropriated ro the Nuns of Henwood; 
bur ir doth not appear how long they 
had the Benefit of it, for the Catesbys 
preſenred to it in 1417, as a Rectory in 
their Patronage, as Lords of the Ma- 
nor; and in 26 Hen. VIII. the Parſon is 
ſaid to receive only 41. 16s. 2 d. year- 
ly from Richard Catesby, then the Pa- 
tron of it. From which it appears, that 


there was no Church then ſtanding; but 


how long it had been down we know 
not: Mr. Rous ranks it among the de- 


| * Villages of his Time, ruined

Ine loſures; but he gives us no di- 
ſtinct Account by whom, or when. 


| Rudfen, the Lordſhip of Feffrey de 


Clinton, the Son of that Feffrey that 
founded Kenilworth Priory, who gave it 
to thoſe Canons. Their Prior in 4 
Hen. VII. made a Park here, and inclo- 
ſed forty Acres'of arable Land in it, 
ſtoring it with Deer. By the Diſſol u- 
tion of that Monaſtery it came to the 
Crown, and was granted by K. Hen. VIII. 
to Thomas Marrow of London, Eſq; and 
his Heirs, by the Name of the Manor 
of Wrydfen, or Rudfyn, Reg. 37. Thomas 
ſoon after exchanged it with Queen 


Mary for other Manors, and ſhe paſſed . 


it to Fobn Throkmorton, Eſq; for twenty- 
one Years; but the Leaſe was ſurrender- 
cd to Q. Elizabeth, and the Reg. 7. con- 
veyed it to Robert Earl of Leiceſter, and 
his Heirs, After his Death, Lettice his 
Counteſs held it for Life; but the Inhe- 
ritance being in Sir Robert Dudley (the 
Earl's natural Son) by his Father's 
Will, he paſſed it to Prince Hemy, with 

RETTET 3 Kenil- 
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Kenilevorth Caſtle ; and it hath accompa- 
nied the Poſſeſſion of ir ever ſince. 


There is but one Houſe in this Place, 
and that was antiently the Grange of 
the Priory of Kenilworth. 

- Sawbridee, a Member of Wolfhamcote, 


the Lordſhip of the Arderns till King 
Fobn's Time, when Thomas de Ardern 


granted it to the Monks of Thorney in 
Cambridgeſhire, who in 19 Edw. III. were 
certified to hold in this Place one Ca- 
Tucate, and Mill, with a Stock upon 
the Ground. L . 
After the Diſſolution, it continued in 
the Crown till 2 Eliz. when that Queen 
paſſed it away to Mr. Gerard, and others, 
by the Name of the Manor of Saw- 
bridge. How it came into the Queen's 
Hands again, we find not, but that it 
was ſo, appears from hence, that ſhe 
paſſed it, Reg. 4. to Ranulpb Crew, Eſq; 
and Richard Cartwright, Gent, and their 
Heirs, to be held in Fee-farm Rent, 
paying 207. yearly into the Exchequer. 
Ranulpb and Richard kept it not long, 
before they paſſed it to Edward Brooke of 
Flekenho, and others, and their Heirs. 
Shilton was the Eſtate of the Earl of 
Mallent in the Conqueror's Time, and 
one Wallef, whoſe Freehold it had been 
before the Normans Settlement, held it 
of him. In the general Survey it. is 
called Selſtone, and is therein ſaid to 
contain two Hides, with Woods two Fur- 
longs in Length and one in Breadth. In 
8 Hen, V. Fohn Beauchamp of Holt died 
ſeiſed thereof, and Margaret the Wife 
of Fobn Pauncefot was his Daughter and 
Heir. In 5 Hen. VIII. Ralph Swillington 
and Alice his Wife, paſſed it to. Richard 
Biſhop of Winchefter, and others, tho' for 
wnat Uſes is not known. 
This Village is now reputed to be a 
Pariſh of it ſelf, whereas antiently it 
belonged to the Pariſh of St. Michael's in 
Coventry, the Chapel here being appro- 
priated to the Priory of Coventry ; for 
the Inhabitants had not Liberty of Bu- 
rying in the Chapel-yard, which was 
made and conſecrated by R. de Clinton, 
Biſhop of Coventry, with the Permiſſion 
of the Prior and Coyent, but were cn- 


Joined to bring the Bodies of their Dead 


to be buried at the Mother-Church of 
Coventry, the Curate being put in by the 
Prior. of Coventry, and removable. at 
Pleaſure: He had the ſmall Tithes for 
his Stipend, Which in 26 Hen. VIII. a- 
mounted to 51. per Annum. It ſeems, 
that the Intereſt that the Prior of Coven- 
try had here was by Compoſition of 105. 
per Annum, paid to the Canons of Lei- 


ceſter, to whom Roger de Watervill had gi- 


ven this Chapel. RN 

_ Shirford, antiently a Member of the 
Pariſh of Ws, 0. and the Lord- 
ſhip of the Ferrers ; but in King Hen. II. s 
Time it was the Eftate of Robert de 
Chartres, who then confirmed a Yard- 
Land here to the Canons of Erabury, 
and afterwards, with the Conſent of his 
Son Richard, granted them ten Acres 
in pure Alms. In King Hen. III. 's Days, 
one Thomas Trove was Lord of this M. 


nor, and gave certain Lands here to 


the Monks of Combe. From him de- 
ſcended Fohn de Shirford, whoſe Daughter 
and Heir Margaret marrying Philip Pure- 
fey of Munſterton in Leiceſterſpire, brought 
this Lordſhip into his Family, in which 
it continued to the Reign of King 
Hen. VIII. and was their principal Scat 
in this County. And to improve it, 
William his Son, 14 Rich. II. had a Li- 
cenſe granted to him by Richard Scroope, 
Biſhop of Coventry and Lichfield, to have 
a private Chapel in his Houſe here. 
Many of his Deſcendants named Mi. 
liam, and ſo hardly diſtinguiſhable, were 
Conſervators of the Peace, Sheriffs, Aſ- 
ſeſſors and Collectors of the Taxes, but 


have nothing memorable ſaid of tbem 


more, than that they had their Reſi- 
dence here. MNicholas de Shirford was the 
laſt that had to do here, for he ſold ir 
ro Henry Smith, Eſq; a wealthy Citizen 
of Coventry, who had ſuch a Love for 
that City, that he gave 50 J. per Annum 
to the Gilds of the Holy Trinity, of St. 
Fohn Baptiſt, and St. Katharine. His Son 


and Heir Walter (who was knighted) 


marrying a young Lady, when he was 
old, was murdered by her Contrivance, 
and the Aſſiſtance of her Maid and her 

| Husband's 
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Husband's Groom, who two Years after 
diſcovered it to his Son Richard, who ſo 
followed the Murderers, that ſhe: was 
burnt on Molvey-heath near this Town, 
and the Groom and the Maid ſuffered 
Death at Warwick, 3 Mar. I. two Years 
after the Fact. This Richard inherited 
the Eſtate of his Father; bur havin 
nly one Daughter, was juggled out © 
it by Sir FJobn Littleton of Frankley in 
| Worcefterſbire ; and though himſelf and 
Heirs ſought to recover it by many Suits 
of Law, they could not, but it never 
throve with the Owners. | 
Sbuckborough Superior, of which Part 
lies in Kineton Hundred, was in the Con- 
queror's Time Part of it, «iz. four 
Hides the Earl of Mallent's, and Half a 
Yard-Land Turchil de Warwick's Eftate, 
and both of them the Poſſeſſions of Leuvi- 
nus before the Conqueſt. The Earls of 
Warwick came ſoon after into the Poſ- 
ſeſſion of the whole Town, and Roger 
Earl of Warwick, in K. Stephen's Days, 
gave the Church to the Nuns of Wrox- 
hall, and confirmed the Grant of one 
Robert, the Lord of it, of four Yard- 


Lands, and twenty Acres of Incloſure to 


them. After this Osbert de Lemintone 
was Lord of this Manor: He gave an 
| Oxgang of Land, i. e. Half a Yard-Land 
to the Abbey of Leiceſter, which the Ca- 
nons ſoon after made over to Thomas the 


Son of Oliver Shuckburgh, for 9 s. a Year 


Rent to be paid to their Houſe. This 
Thomas aſſumed the Surname of Oliver 
and his Deſcendant Thomas, in 7 Edw. I. 
held ſeven Yard-Lands in this Place, 
and had two Yard-Lands in Demeine art 
the ſame Time, with two Servants, who 
held other Lands of him by particular 
Rents; bur the Earls of Warwick and 
Cartilupes were the ſuperior Lords. The 
Family of Haſtings, Say, and others, 
had Portions of Land here; but all at 
length came to Simon de Shuckboyoav.. 
Theſe Shuckboroughs were antientl! 

poſſeſſed of Lands here, for we find, 
that William de Suckeberge, in 3 Foh. who 
tis probable firſt aſſumed that Name, 
was an Owner here, but of no great 
Matter, till Simon de Shuckborow, 1n 6 


Ede. II. is found to hold Half a Knight's 
Fee here. From him deſcended Fobn 
de Shuckborough, who was one of the Co- 
roners of this County, and was, 20 
Edv. III. certified to hold the third 
Part of a Knight's Fee in this Place. 
Of him deſcended another Jobn de Shuck- 
borow, who in 10 Hen. VI. was certified 
to hold a Manor here by the fourth 


Part of a Knight's Fee, It ſeems as if 


here were alſo a Manor, very: antient, 


that belonged to the Family of Dive,

for which Emme, the Widow of Fohn 
Dive, 15 Hen. IV. obtained a Charter of 
Free Warren for her ſelf and her Son 
Fobn, who paſſed it to Richard Collings 


of Waver - Merſton, Gent. who ſold it to 
Thomas Shuckburge, Eſq; and his Heirs, 
Lord of the other Manor, whoſe Grand- 


child Sir Richard Shuckburgh enjoyed it 
in 1640. | 

The Church here, dedicated to St. 
Fohn Baptiſt, being given to the Nuns 
of Mroxball, as is above ſhewed, was 
appropriated to their Uſe; but there 
was no Vicarage appointed, the Cure 
being ſupplied by a Perſon put in by 
the Nuns, and removable at their Plea- 
ſure, and fo continuing a- ReQory,. it 
was valued in 26 Hen. VIII. at 84 65s. 
84d. At the Diſſolution it was given to 
Sir Fohn Williams, Knt. 32 Hen. VIII. 
who had a Licenſe the Year following to 
alienate it to Thomas Shuckborough, Eſq; 
from whom it is deſcended to Sir Ri- 
chard Shuckborough, Lord of the Manor 
above-mentioned. . 

Shxwley, a Place known now by th 

Name of Sloley-bill, near which is an 
Houſe called Sloley-hall,, which ſhews, it 
was a Manor-houſe, in which ſome Per- 
ſon of Note did dwell; but our Accounts 
of it are but broken, (viz. that Regi- 
nald Eton and Peter de Limefs had ſome 
Lands here, which were ſeited for their 
Rebellion in King Hen. II. and King 
Edav. II. 's Days) till 9 Hen. V. when Ri- 
chard Sloley.of Shley is found to hold of 
the King i» Capiie, one Meſſuage and 
four Acres of Land by Serjeanty, 5. e.

being joined with Seule (now called

have been 'the Poſſeſſion of the Earl of - 


Mallent, and to contain one Hide, with 
Woods of a Mile in Length, and Half 
a Mile in Breadth, having bcen the 
Freehold of Sexi in the Confeſſor's 
Time. In King Hey. III. 's Reign, Roger 
Craft claimed common of Paſture and 
certain Lands lying here; and in 13 
Edev. I. William le Boteley had a Grant 
of Free Warren in all his Demeſne 
Lands here, which Charter was exem- 
plified by Sir Thomas Boteler, Knt. 15 
Hen. VII. Bur the Subſtance of both 


theſe Smercotes did belong to the Hoſpi- 


tal of St. John Baptiſt at Coventry, and 
after the Diſſolution of that Houſe, was 
granted to Fohn Hales, Gent. and his 
Heirs, 37 Hen. VIII. from whom it de- 
ſcended to Charles Hales of Newland, 
Eſq; who had it not long before 1640. 
Smite, which are only Paſture Grounds 
called by the Names of Over-Smite and 
Nether-Smite; where antiently ſtood two 
Villages, but ſo long ago, that there 
are no Footſteps of them diſcernable. 
At the Conqueſt they were held of the 
King by Earl Alberic; but when the ge- 
neral Survey was made, they were in 
the King's Hands, as the other Lands 
of Earl Alberic were, and committed to 
the Cuſtody of Feffrey Wirce, being ſaid 
then to contain ſix Hides of Land, with 
Woods Half a Mile in Length, and as 
much in Breadth, of which in the Con- 
feſlor's Time one Harding was Owner. 
The Conqueror, or . Hen. I. grant- 
ed it to Robert Earl Mallent, from 
whom it paſſed to Nigel de Albani, whoſe 
Son Roger de Moubray gave the Church 
to the Canons of Kenilworth, and ſoon 
after the whole Lordihip to Richard de 
Camoill, and his Heirs, to be held by 
the Service of one Knight's Fee. This 
Richard being a devout Man, and much 
affected to the Ciſtercian Order, then 
newly come into England, and finding

The Monks of Waverley being thn 
poſſeſſed of this Lordſhip, and ning 
the Conditions upon which twas given 
them, began preſently to build, and 


having ereQed the Church, which they 


dedicated to the Virgin Mary, they ſent 
Monks out of their — 8 5 
bit it, calling it the. Abbey of Cumbe or 
Combe, in Reſpe@ to its low and hollow 
Situation, as Combe in Saxon ſignifies, 
Roger de Moubray, Chief Lord of the Fee, 
being pleaſed with this pious Deſign, 
confirmed the Gift of Richard de Camvill, 
and acquitted the Monks of the Service 
of the Knight's Fee that Richard was to 
pay, granting them beſides a large Com- 
paſs of W here, with dead Wood for 
their Uſe out of his Wood called Burch- 
ley, with Paſturage for their Cattle, and 
Paunage for their Hogs; and becauſe 
he held this Manor of the Earl of Lei- 
ceſter, he procured a Ratification of all 
theſe Grants of the ſaid Earl, upon 
Condition that he ſhould be reputed the 
principal Founder. What more is ne- 
ceſſary to be ſaid of this Abbey, we 
ſhall refer to our Hiſtory of the Mo- 

naſteries. e 
Starton, a Member of Stonely, with it 
continued in the Crown till K. Her. I. 
granted 1t to his Cook, ſurnamed Ha- 
eng de Ardern, and his Heirs. From 
im it deſcended to William his Bro- 
ther, who gave ſome Parcels in it to 
Edmund the Hermit. To him ſucceed- 
ed Feffrey ſurnamed Ardern, and after 
him Rheſe, who pafſed this Manor to 
Walter Marſvall, Earl of Pembroke, who 
ſoon after conveyed it to Feffrey de Lang- 
ley, and Maud his Wife, and their 
Heirs. He obtained a Charter of War- 
ren in all his Demeſne Lands here, and 
the next Year paſſed away the Manor 
to the Monks of Stonely, and their Suc- 
ceſſors in Fee-farm, paying 201. a Year, 
which he afterwards releaſed to thoſe 
| Monks, 
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Monks, and obtained a Confirmation of 
his Grant from the King. _ | 

In 7 Edu. I. the particular Poſſeſſions 
of the Monks here were given in, and 
certified to be, two Carucates of Land 


and one Water-mill in Demeſne, ſix 


Villains and ſeven Cottagers, holding of 
them by ſeveral Rents and Services, All 
which, with Liberry of Free Warren, 
were renewed to them by another Char- 
ter granted them 12 Edw. I, and they 
enjoyed them till the Diſſolution of 
their Houſe in 27 Hen. VIII. But then 
the whole Poſſeſſions of the Monaſteries 
coming to the Crown, this Lordſhip 33 
Hen. VIII. was granted to Charles Bran- 
don Duke of Suffolk, who in the ſame 
Year conveyed ut to Matthew Wriotſley 
and Anthony Fiſher, who ſold it to Tho- 
mas Marrow ot Rudfyn, Eſq; of whoſe 
Grandchild Samuel it was purchaſed by 
Sir Thomas Leigb, Citizen and Alderman 
of London, in whoſe Poſterity it conti- 
nued in 1640. 

Stockton, a Member of Long Itchington, 
and therewith the Lordſhip of the F4- 
mily of Limeſi, a Daughter of which, Ce- 
cilia de Limeſs marrying to Walter de Su- 
mervile, brought it into his Family, being 

iven with her to him in Frank-marriage, 
The Seat of the Somerviles was at Which- 
_ wore in Staffordſhire, which was given by 

the Conqueror to Sir Walter Somervile, a 
Norman, and from him the aboye-men- 
tioned Walter was deſcended. John de 
Somervile deſcended from him, and be- 
ing Lord of this Manor, had a Contro- 
verſy with the Prior of Hertford, about 
the Advowſon of the Church in 27 
Hen. III. and though we know nor the 


Iſſue, yet the Prior finding his Title 


not ſo good as he could wiſh, ga ve John 
100 J. to levy a Fine to the Uſe of him- 
ſelf and Succefſors, to render their 
Right indiſputable for the Future, and 
ſo ſecure the Gift of his Anceſtors to 
them. To this Fohn ſucceeded Sir Ro- 
bert Sumervill, Knt. who in 18 Ede. I. 
procured a Charter of Free Warren in 
this Manor, and left ſeveral Sons, of 
whom they all died without Iſſue, ex- 
cept the Youngeſt, Sir Philip, who left a

Daughter and Coheir Joan, who marry- 
ing Reſe ap Griffith, brought it into his 
Family. ee, 169 

For upon the Partition of her Fa- 
ther's Eſtate with Elizabeth her Siſter, 
this Lordſhip came to her Share, and 
ſo was inherited by Sir George Griffith 
her Son, who in 35 Hen. VIII. alienaced 
it to Sir Walter Smith, Knt. who ſold it 
to Nicholas Purefey, t Edw. VI. George 
Purefey inherited it from his Father, and 
ſold it in the Beginning of the laſt Cen- 
rury to FJobn Clapham, one of the Six 
Clerks in Chancery, who dying with- 
our Iſſue, left Fohn Clapham of Winnal 
by Coventry, his Heir, not long before 
the Year 1640. 

The Church, dedicated to St. Michael, 
belonged to the Priory of Hertford, be- 
ing given to it either by Robert de Lime- 
ſi, the Founder of it, or Walter Somer- 
vile, Husband of Cecilia de Limeſi, and 
was valued in 19 Edu. I. 1291. at nine 


Marks; but in 26 Hen. VIII. at 101. 77. 
But the Priory of Heriford held neither 


this Advowſon, nor their Land here, 
longer than the Diſſolution, when it was 
given with tlie Site of the Monaſtery to 
Anthony. Denny and his Heirs. | 
Stonythorpe,. antiently an Hamlet, but 
now but one Houſe, belonging to Long 
Itchineton, and held thereof, but ar 
length granted away from it, for in 2 
Edey. II. Robert Sampſon was: poſſeſſed of 
it; and in 4 Ede. II. ſold it to Sir Mil- 
liam Bereford, Knt. Chief Juſtice of the 
Common Pleas, reſerving an Eſtate for 
Life in it to himſelf, and Margery his 
Wife. From him it deſcended to Ed- 
mund de Bereford his Son, who being ſei- 
ſed of it in the 3. Edev. III. entailed it 
upon the Heirs of his Body 20 Ede. III. 
of whom was Fohn de Bereford, who died 
ſeiſed of it 30 Ee. III. leaving Baldwin - 
his Brother his Heir; he left no Iſſue; 
but Eva his Wife had it after his Death 
aſſigned to her for her Dower. After 
her Deceaſe it devolved to Joan the 
Siſter of Edmund Bereford, and Wife of 
Fobn Hore of Childerley in Cambridgeſhire, 
who joining together, ſold it to William 
Hore of Elnden in this County. in 8 
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Her. V. His A enjoyed it di- 
vers Succeſſions, till the 
King Hen. VIII. 's Reign, when Nicholas 
Han 8 of Ainbo in Northamptonſhire had 
it in 
Heir to Robert Hore. From this Nicholas 
is lineally deſcended Mr. . . . . Hanſlap, 
Owner at it in 1640. | 

Stoneley, a very ſpacious Pariſh con- 
taining ſeveral Hamlets in it, moſt of 
which we have deſcribed in their Place, 
Before the Norman Entrance, King Ea- 
ward the Confeſſor held it in Demeſne, as 
did the Conqueror, when the general 
Survey was taken, and then it was cer- 
tified to contain fix Hides, and Woods 
extending four Miles in Length and 
two in Breadth, in which the King fed 
2000 Hogs, and had two Mills. In the 
Crown it continued till King Hen. II.'s 
Time, who had within the PrecinQs of 
ic two Houſes, and ſeveral Tenants 
called Sokemanns, who paid their Suit 
at his three Weeks Court, kept upon 
Mot ſtoav bill, each Tenant holding a 
Yard-Land, and paying e © thirty 
Pence. Here it was that the Empreſs 
Maud, and King Stephen, though utter 
Enemies in all other Things, yet con- 
curred to ere& a Monaſtery of the Ci- 
feercian Order, firſt at Radmore, but that 
Place being inconvenient, they petitioned 


K. Hey. Il. to give them Liberty to remove 


it to this Place, which that King gra- 
ciouſly conſenting to, they ſettled them- 
ſelves here, and ſo continued till the 
Diſſolution in 27 Hen. VIII. when all 
the Monaſteries under 200. a Year, 
were by Act of Parliament given that 
King. What particularly concerns this 
Houſe more, we ſhall relate in our Hiſ- 
tory of Monaſteries hereafter. 

After the Diſſolution, this Lordſhip 
continued not long in the Crown, for in 
30 Hen. VIII. it was granted to Charles 
Brandon Duke of Suffolk, and his Heirs, 
who left indeed two Sons, Henry and 
Charles; but they dying without Iſſue, Sir 
Richard Cavendiſb, one of their Heirs, up- 
on the Dividend of their Eſtates, was al- 
lotted this Lordſhip in Part, and the 
Sue of the Monaltery, which his Son

and Heir Mllliam inherited, but ſoon af. 
ter ſold it to Sir Roxland Hill, and Sir 
Thomas Leigh, which laſt obtaining this 
Manor for his Part, bought in all the 
Reſt, and ſo became compleat Lord of the 
Manor of Stoneley. 4 Eliz. He left three 


Sons, Rouland, Thomas and William. 


Thomas, who was knighted by Queen E- 
lizabeth, and created Baronet by Kin 

Fames I. at the Eredtion of that Digni- 
ty, had his Eſtate here, where alſo his 
Mother lived in her Widowhood many 


' Years. His Grandſon Thomas, his Son 


obn's Son, who died in his Life-time, 
inherited this Lordſhip. He was Lord 
of this Manor in 1640, and afterwards 


adhering firmly to K. Charles I. in his 


Troubles, was advanced to the Degree 
of a Baron of this Realm, by the Title 
of Lord Dunſmore, and at length Earl of 
Chicheſter. 3 - 

The Church here, dedicated to Oxy 
Lady, had eight Yard-Lands belonging 


to it, being given by King Hey. I. to the 


2 of Kenilworth, ſhortly after the 
oundation of that Monaſtery, and was 
appropriated to them by Feffrey Muſ- 
champ, Biſhop of Coventry and Lichfeld in 
King Fobn's Time, with a Penſion of 
five Marks out of the Vicarage, and 
confirmed by Tn Gregory IX. in 1228, 
12 Hen. III. In the 19 Edw. I. 1291. it 
was valued at twenty-four Marks, and 
Vicarage in 26 Hen. VIII. at 6 15%. 
4d. which has fince been augmented 
28 J. per Annum, by the Lady Alice Dud- 
77 out of Lands lying in Manceter: She 
alſo gave three large and fair Pieces of 
gilt Plate, for the Uie of Communicants, 
to remain in this Church for ever, 
where ſhe was interred. 

Here is an Hoſpital in this Town 
founded by the Lady Leigh, Relict of 
Sir Thomas above-mentioned, for five 
Men and five Women unmarried, no- 
minated by her in her Life-time, and 
after her Deceaſe, by Sir Thomas Leieh 
her Son, and his Heirs for ever. To 
whoſe Maintenance ſhe charged 291. 
per Annum, to be paid out of Milburn- 
grange in this Pariſh, and thus diftri- 
but ed, viz.

Stretton- Baskervile, ſo called from its 
lying on the Roman Way, called Wat- 
ling-ſtreet, and the Baskerviles, antient 
Lords of it: In the Confeſſor's Days it 
was the Eftate of one Earic, but upon 
the Norman Settlement it was beſtowed 
on Ralph de Mortimer, Anceſtor of the 
Mortimers of Wigmore in Shropſhire. In 
the general Survey it is rated at three 
Hides. From the Mortimers it ſoon came 
to the Baskervills; for in 12 Hen. II. it 
was certified, that Ralbb de Baskerzill 
held a Knight's Fee here de Veteri Feof- 
mento, and ſo William his Father muſt 
have been enfcoffed with ir, by Robert 
Earl of Ferrers, in King Hen. I.'s Time. 
Walter de Bakervile poſſeſſed it in King 
Fohbn's Time, and died in the ſame 
Reign, Anno 16, leaving no Iſſue; where- 
upon 
Ralph Fitz- Nicholas, Steward to William 
Earl of Ferrers, became Owner of it by 
Deſcent from Alice de Baskervile his 
Grandmother. He aſſerted his Right 
to the Adyowſon of the Church againſt 
the Prioreſs of Burton by Fine, who had 
contended with Walter de Baskervile for 
It, He had a Manor-houſe here, and 
14 Hen. III. obtained a Freedom from 
paying a Tax called Auxilium Vicecomiti 
for this Town. He died 41 Hen. III. and 
lefr Robert his Son and Heir ; but he ad- 
hering to the rebellious Barons led by 
Simon Montfort, loſt his Eſtates, till re- 
turning to his Obedience, he was re- 
ceived into Favour, and recovered his 
Lands. He died without Iſſue 1 Ede. I. 
VO | V, | 
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leaving Ralph Pipard his Nephew and 


Heir. He claimed a Gourt-Leet here 
and other Privileges, which were al- 
lowed ſo far, as appeared that they 
b N. Anceſtors, but 
others were denied him. He alienated 
this Lordſhip to Jobn de Twyford, with 
the Advowſon of the Church, reſerving 
to himielf an Eſtate for Term of Life. 
This Foba Twyford made his Reſidence 
here, and 8 Poſterity it continued 
till King Heu. VII.;'s Reign, when Tho- 
mas Twyford having firſt depopulated 
4 Meſſuages and 3 Cottages, to which 
160 Acres of arable Land belonged, 
ſold it to Henry Smith, Gent. who inclo- 
ſed 640 Acres of Land more, whereby 
twelve Meſſuages and four Cottages 
came to ruin, and eighty Inhabitants 
were obliged to remove to other Places; 
by which Means the Church alſo de- 
cayed ſo much, that it was not conve- 
nient for the Service of God. In the 
Line of the Smiths it continued, till Ri- 
chard Smith united it to Shireford, as it 
hath continued ever ſince under the 
ſame Lords. 
Stretton upon Dunſmore, the Lordſhi p 
of Roger de Montgomery, Earl of Arundel, 
but held by one Rainaldus, when the 


Conqueror's Survey was taken. Within 


this Place was antiently a Mill, called 
then Purmulne, but now Perry-mill, given 
to the Monks of Combe, by Robert Chet- 


cbood and Sibilla his Wife; but being 


paſſed by the Monks to Albreda Marni- 
con for twenty Marks, ſhe returned it 
to them again for ſolemnizing the An- 
niverſaries of her ſelf, her Husband, 


Sons and Daughters, but the Manor be- 


longed to Alanus filius Hadaldi, who 
gave ſome Lands in it to the Abbey of 
Burton. Roger Frevil and Ralph Strange 
held it ſucceſſively of his Family, and 
from this laſt it paſſed to Thomas de Gar- 
ſbale temp. Ede. I. who fold it to Robert 
Heriz, and his Heirs, to hold of him by 
1d. yearly Rent. He ſoon after fold it 
to Henry de Haſtings for thirty Marks of 
Silver, to hold of him and his Heirs by 
the ſame Rent; bur he kept it not long

whoſe PoRteriry refided here, and inhe- 
riced it for divers Deſcents, but at 
length by Helena; the Daughter of Ri- 
chard Bray, Wife of Edmund Starky, Gent.

19. granted him. a Licenſe to a- 
mortiſe three Meſſuages, three Yard- 
Lands, four Acres of Meadow, three 
Acres of Wood, and 209% Rent in this 
Place, to which Richard de Stretton, a 
Native here, and Biſhop of Lichffeld and 
Coventry, added by Licenſe from King 
Rich. II. four Meſſuages and eight Yard- 
Lands, with the Appurten:inces lying 
here, to maintain 4 Prieſt to fing Maſs 
in the ſame Chapel, for the good Eſta te 
of the King in this Life, and for his 
Soul: after his Death. The Lands of 
this Chantry were valued 37 Hen. VIII. 
at4l. 17 75 

Stretton ſubter Foſſe was a Member of 
Newbold Revel, and ſo being poſſeſſed by 
- the Family of Revel, and deſcended by 
the female Heirs to Malory, Cave, An- 
drews, and Boughton, of which laſt Fa- 
mily Margaret Boughton died ſciſed of it 
8 Eliz. and left it to Edward her Son.

Two other Hides one 
Hubert held of Hugb de Grentmaiſnill, 
which before the Conqueſt had been the 
Freehold of Baldevin. But theſe laſt 
were taken from Hugh, and given by 
King Hen. I. to one Wigan ſurnamed 
Mar ſball, who held them by Serjeanty. 
Ralph was his Son and Heir, as Muiam 
was his. He granted them to William 
Cantilupbe, who 13 Hen. HI. paſſed them 
to Stephen de Segrave, and his Heir, who 
being then Fuſticiarius Anglia, changed 
the Tenure from Serjeanty to Knight's 
Service. His Part was, then reputed 
Half the Town, and contained ten Yard- 
Lands. This Manor continued in the 
Family of Segraves, as long as the Male 
Line laſted, and at laſt by Elizabeth, the 
Daughter of John Lord Segrave, it came 


to Thomas Moubray, Duke of Norfolk, 
whoſe Son Jobn, 10 Hen. VI. was certi- 


fied to hold here nine Mefſuages and 
nine Yard-Lands, by the Service of Half 
a Knight's Fee. He had no Iſſue Male, 


and ſo theſe Lands, by Iſabel, one of his 


Coheirs, paſſed in Marriage to the Fa- 
mily of Berkeley, and Thomas Lord Berke+ 
ley died ſeiſed thereof 26 Hen.

In this Village was a great Quantity 
of Land given by particular Perſons to

ſometime belonged ro Migan le Marſball 
above- mentioned: The Monks had a 
Grange upon their Lands here, called 
the Bigging, i. e.

Furlong, and 11 Edw. I. obtained a Char- 
ter of Free Warren in all their Domeſne 
Lands here. The Family of the Verdon 
had antiently a Knight's Fee here held 
of the Earls of Warwick, which paſſed 
through divers Hands to William Cave, 
25 Hen.

IV.'s 
Time. He conveyed it to Humphry 
Swinnerton, who ſettled it upon Humphry 
Hill of Blore, and Joan his Wife, and 
their Heirs : She was Daughter of the 
ſaid H. Swinnerton. Their Son Hunphry 
inherited it; and in the 18 Hen. VIII. 
' granted it to Fobn Lyſley of Dunchurch, 
whoſe Son 'Fohn, then living ar Thur- 
laſton, ſold itgto John Fawks, whoſe 
Grandehild John enjoyed it in 1640. 

' Ufton, one of the Towns which Earl 
Leofrick gave to the Monaſtery of Coven- 
try, at the Foundation of it, 1 Edw. Conf. 
in whoſe Charter it is written Ulchtune, 


and in the general Survey, where it is 


their Intereſt from ſome, that 
lived in the Capital Meſſuage, that be- 


ember of Duncbhurcb, and 
came to Montfort by Deſcent from 
Peche, as Dwnchurch did, and was after 
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certified to contain four Hides, J ſetene ; 
but the Monks were diſturbed in the 
Enjoyment of it a-while, and did not 
recover it till King Stenben s Reigu. Af- 
tor which, viz. in 41 Hen. III. they had 
Free Warren granted them in all their 
Demeſne Lands here, which in 7 Edv. I. 
were of this Extent, viz. two Carucates 
of Land in Demeſhe, thirty Servants 
holding fifteen Yard-Lands under ſervile 
Employments, four Cotragers and fix 
Freeholders, who held four Yard-Lands 
and a fourth Part, and ten Acres of 
Wood-lands, with a Court. Leet, Aſſize 
of Bread and Beer, and other Privi- 
leges, and in that Record it is written 
Olnecveton, Oulfton, Olufton and. Olagbton. 
Robert Pinkney commenced a Suit againſt 
the Prior of Coventry for this Lordſhip ; 
and though he provege that ic had been 
confirmed to them by. four Kings, Re- 
bert 's Pleas were ſo good, that the Prior 
though fit to come to an Agreement 
with him, vz. that Rebert ſhould. ac- 
knowledge their Right by Fine, and 
for ſo doing ſhould be Partaker of their, 
Prayers, and all other their devout Ex- 
erciſes. From which Time the Monks 
enjoyed it quietly to the Diſſolution. 
Upon the Suppreſſion of the Monaſte- 
ries in the 30 Hen VIII. this Lordſhip. 
with their other Eſtates came to the 
Crown, and there continued, till King 
Hen. VIII. 37 Reg. granted it to Thomas 
Lord Mriotbeſley, at that Time Lord 
Chancellor of England, and his Heirs, 
who paſt it the ſame Year to William 
Stamford, Eſq; and his Heirs, who the 
Year following cenveyed the Inheri- 
tance thereof to Sir Andrew Flammoeck, 
Knt. whoſe Son and Heir Francis Flan- 
mock, Eſq; 1 Eliz. ſold it to Sir Fohba 
Spenſer of Althorje. in Northamptonſhire; 
from whom it came to Thomas Spenſer. of 
Clardon, -Eſq; a younger Son of the ſaid 
Sir John. 1.3 303.211 25 
The Church, dedicated to St. Michael, 
was appropriated to the Prior of Coven» 
try, by Roger de Molend, Biſhop of Coven- 
try and Lichfield in 1260, 44 Hen. III. 
having been antiently endowed with 
one Lard- Land. In 1291. 19 Edu. Lit 
8 was 
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was valued at 'fourteen Marks, but in 
King Hey. VIIIAs Reign it was certified 


to belong to two Prebendaries in the 
Cathedral Church of Lichfield, who pro- 
vided a Cura te to officiate, co whom they 
allowed eertain ſinall Tithes, valued at 
that Time at 4. 13 44. per Anum. 

Malte, an Hamlet in Granborongb, 


called at this Time Walcote- end, but was 


in the Conqueror's Time the Eſtate of 


Thvchil de Warwick, of whom one Ordric 


held it. From Turchil it came to the 


Earls of Wiwwick, of whom 20 Hen. III. 


it was held by the fifth Part of a 


Knight's Fee. Afterwards in 36 Hen. III. 


one Warine de Walcote held it of Thomas 


as Arden, as he did of the Earls of War- 


wick, as did alſo William Raymund ; but 


then the Service was ſhrunk to the 
ſixth Part of a Knight's Fee, and it was 
then held by Thomas de Flamvill. Out 
of this Village there was a Tard. Land and 


Quarter given to the Hoſpital @f Sr. 
Fohn, without the Eaſt gate at Oxford, 


by one Grxia de Wellecote, which is all 
we know of it. 8 © 
Walton, a Parcel of Monkhirby, and 
the greateſt Profits of it belonging to 
the Priory there. In 19 Eqs. I. upon 
the Payment of a Tenth to the Pope by 
all the Monaſteries, it was certified, 
that che Prior of Nyrby had four Caru- 
cates of Land here. It was afterwards 
granted with the Priory of Kirby to the 
Houſe of Carthuſians at Arboſm, and 
with it, at the Diſſolution, came to the 
Crown, and having attended the Poſ- 
feſſion of that Lordſhip ever ſince, is 
now the Eftate of the Earl of Denbieh 
m 1140. | 
_ Wapenbury, one of the Lordſhips in 
this Shire, given by the Conqueror to 
effrey Mirce, Who beftowed upon the 
Monks of St. Nicholas at Angiers in 
Fance, the greateſt Part of the Tithes 
of this Village. In the Conqueror's 
Survey it ts certified to contain five 
Hides, a Mill, and Woods Half a Mile 
in Length, and two Furlongs in Breadth, 
all of them in the Poffeſhon of the ſaid 
Feffrey. Mirces Lands came to Nigel de 
Albani, the Progenitor of the Monbrays, 


who enfeoffed him, that took his Name 
from this Place; for Tbo 
bury, 12 Hen. II. held five Knights Fees 
of Roger de Moubray, Son of MNigellus de 
Veteri Feofmento. To him ſuccceded Ri- 


chard de Wapenbury. He coycnanted with . 


Feffrey Ff plers, Earl of Eſſex, not to 
alienate. theſe Lands or Woods to any 
Perſon, to the Diſinheriting of his Son 


Thomas, 10 Foh. provided he might 


have reaſonable Eſtovers out of the 
Woods for himſelf and Friends, Thomas 
accordingly inherited it, and was cer- 
tried to hold one Knight's Fee of Nigel 
de Mowbray here. He took Part with the 
Barons againſt King Fobn, and had his 
Lands ſeiſed; but returning to his Obe- 
dience 1 Hen. III. he had them reſtored 
to him again. He had Iſſue Foby and 


three Daughters; and Foha dying with- 


out Iſſue, his Siſters were his Heirs. 
Upon the Partition of his Inheritance 
this Lordſhip was allotted ro Marge 
bis ſecond Sifter, the Wife of Mr. 2 
ſingelegh, whoſe Son Thomas inherited it, 
and entailed it upon the Ifſne of his 
Body by Maud his Wife, and for Want 
of ſuch Iſſue, to his right Heirs; but he 
died without Iſſue, and ſo his Part 
came to Mr. Beyrvill, who married 
Agnes, the eldeſt Siſter. Lora, the Wi⸗ 
dow of Richard Beynvill, held this Manor 
in Dowry 24 Edw. III. To this Richard 
ſucceeded Robert his Son, who entailed 
it, but of his Heirs we find nothing, nor 
any Mention of this Manor, till 7 
Hen. V. when Thomas Stafford wrote 
himſelf Lord of it; yet 10 Hey, VI. 
Ralph Bellers was joint Lord with Ri- 
chard Staffcrd his Son; and *tis probable 
Ralph bought his Intereſt, becauſe we 
do not find that any-of the Stafforui had 
to do here after him. alph paſt his 
Title 16" Hen. VI. to 'Nichelas Motley, 
whoſe Daughter Margaret by Marriage, 
carried it to Fob Fugford, He left 
three Daughters his Heirs, and this 
Manor by Alice, one of them, paſſed to 
Cotes, who paſſed it in Exchange to Ed- 
ward Belknap, Eſq; who left it to his 
Couſins and Heirs, of whom Sir Anthony 
Cooke of Gaddy-ball in Efſex being 69%,

he bought ont the Reſt, and ſo became 
compleat Lord of it, and left ir to his 
Son Richard, whoſe Son Anthony aliena- 


red it to Richard Fenys of Broughton in

ſold it to Thomas Morgan, Eſq; whoſe 
Son Thomas had it in 160. 
The Church here, dedicated to St. 
Fohn, being in the Power of the Monks 
of Kirby, by the Conceſſion of the Monks 
of Angiers, to whom Feffrey de Wirce had 
given the greateſt Part of the Tithes of 
this Town, that they ſhould have them, 
they obrained a Confirmation thereof 
from Feffrey Muſchamp, Biſhop of Coven- 
try in King 
chem out of them 2os. Rent, and a 
Stone of Wax. By the Union of the 
Priory of Monkskirby with the Monaſte- 
ry of the Carthuſian Fat Axholm, it came 
into the Power of the latter, who two 
Years after obtained a Licenſe to paſs ir 
to the Canons of Sulby in Northampton- 
ſpire, who thereby were affured of the 
Penſion of 205. and the Stone of Wax, 
with the perpetual Patronage of the 
ReQory, which was appropriated to 
thoſe Canons by Reginald Bowlers, Biſhop 
of Coventry and Lichfieli, 52 Hen. VI. 
1454. In 19 Edw. I. it was valued at 


fifreen Marks, and the Vicarage in the 


26 Hen. VIII. at $7. being paid to the 
Incumbent by the Canons of Sulby. 
Watling ſtreet meeting with the Avon 
aſt at its Entrance into this County, it 
may not be amiſs to ſpeak ſomerhing of 
it, viz. That it was a Work of the Ro- 
mans, both Tacitus and Bede teſtify ; 
that Verulamium, which ſtood near St. 
Albans, was called Watlingcefter, from its 
Situation upon it; that it muſt be made 
with vaſt Labour and Colt in carrying 
Stones, Gravel and Sand, becauſe the 
Soil within muny Miles of it yields no 
ſach- Materials; that it hath been found 
near St. Albans ten Foot deep, and 
eighteen Foot broad; that Auguſtus Ce- 
far, and other chief Men among the 
Romans, were appointed by the Senate 
ro be Officers to take Care of thoſe 
Roads; that the Romans had Lepes Via- 
ri4 for the Preſervation of thoſe Roads, 
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and committed them to the Paition of 
the Gods, called by them Dy Vij & 
Laren Viales, and that they were of 
reat Account among the Saxons; for 

t. Edward made a Law, De Pace 4 
Viarum, and the Statute of Marlbridze + 

forbids Diſtreſſes on the King's High-

Matergall, an Hamlet in Hodnell, or 
Hodenbull Pariſh, of which we find the 
Name only, and that Thomas Gibbs had 
it with his Wife, the youngeſt Daughter 
and Coheir of William: Wilks, whoſe Son 
Edward enjoyed it in 1640. 1 
Med 5 one of — moſt an- 
tient Parks of England, made b — 
de Neæuburgb, the Eft Earl of Warwic : 
after the Conqueſt, in Imitation of King 
Hen. I. who made Woodftock-Park, the 
firſt in England, containing ſeven Miles- 
in Compaſs. The ſucceeding Earls en- 
larged it, but the Name of the old 
Park is continued. Margery de Marſball, 
Counteſs of Warwick, gave the Tithes of 
the Paunage and Venifon in K Hen. HI. “s 
Time, to the Hoſpiral of St. Mi hae! in 
Warwick, in pure Alms. This Park con- 
rained but rwenty Acres, till Thomas 
Beauchamp, Earl of Warwick, enlarged it 
with certain Woods, called Wegenock- 
Donele. The fucceeding Earls enjoyed 
it, till coming to the Crown 1 Ede. VI. 
with their other Lands, it was granted 
to Fohn Dudley, Earl of Warwick, upon 
whoſe Attainder coming aguin to the 
Crown 1 Mar. I. ſhe demiſed it for thit- 
ty Years to Henry Fernegan for ten Marks 
per Aunum; and when Queen Elizabeth 
came to the Crown, ſhe paft the Inhert- 
tance of it with the Manor-houſe called 
Good-Reft, to Fulk Grevill, Eſq; and his 
Heirs, whoſe Deſcendant Robert Grevil! 
Lord Brooke, by Virtue of an Entail 
made by the ſaid Fiſh, enjoyed it in 1649. 
As to Good-Ref, the Manor-houſe, it 
was built by Thomas Beauchamp, the ſe- 
cond Earl of Warwick of that Name, 
and was ſo called, becanſe ſome of the- 
Counteſſes of MW .rrwicz, to avoid the- 
Concourſe of People, when they: were 
near Child- birth, retired thicher ; for *tis- 
evident many of their Children were- 
* bern. 
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born there, King Hen. VII. having the 
Earldom of Warm k. in his Hands, 
granted the Cuſtody of it with the Gar- 


dens, and Waters in the Park, to EA- 


ward Belknap, Eſquire of his Body, for 
* after which we have no Account 
of it. . 5 | 
Meſton in Arden, in the Conqueror's 
Days the Poſſeſſion of the Earl of Mal- 
ent, and then certified to contain two 
Hides. It went from that Time all a- 
long with Bulkington, of which it was 
the moſt conſiderable Hamlet, becauſe 
the Lord of it had his Manor-houſe 
there. What we find material of--it in 
particular, we ſhall thus relate, viz. 
That. Ernald de Boys, in 5 Edw. I. held 
this Manor in Caprte of the Heirs of the 
Earl of Mincheſter, as Part of the Ho- 
nour of Leiceſter; that 7 Ede. II. William 
la Zonch and Maud his Wife had Free 
Warren granted them here, and that he 
had Licenſe in 19 Edev. III. to amortiſe 
eight Meſſuages, nine Yard-Lands and 
an Half, and 305. annual Rent, with 
the Appurtenances lying Part here, for 
the Maintenance of two Prieſts to ſin 
Maſs daily in the Chapel bere, for his. 
good Eſtate while he lived, and the 
Health of his Soul after his Death, cc. 
To the Manor houſe here there antiently 
belonged a Park, which to enlarge, Sir 
Wiliam la Zouch had Licenſe to turn the 
Way. 46 Ede. III. John Lord Zouch, a 
Deſcendant of this Family, being attaint- 
cd 1 Hen. VII. that King granted this 
Lordſhip to Sir James Blount, and the 
Heirs Male of his Body, but the Fami- 
ly of Zouch recovercd it again; and in 
Ed. VI. George Lord Zouch was found 
to be in Poſſeſſion of it, and died ſo 
ſeiſed 19 Elix. leaving it to Edward his 
Son and Heir, who ſold it to Humpbry 
Davenport. and Richard Bucknam, with 
Bulkinton, by which Means 'tis now in 
1640, come to Sir Chriſtopher Telverton 
and Anthony Storghton, Eſq; the Lords of 
ar, with Bullintan. Here is a Tradition, 
that one of the Lord Zouches wanting 
mowing Ground, invited the Owners of 
a common Mead to his Houſe, and ha- 
ving feaſted them well, propoſed to pur- 
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chaſe. all their Parts, which all con- 


ſented to but;one Rogers, who could not 
by any Means be, prevailed with ; where- 
upon the Lord ſaid, Let the Churle alone 
with his Piece; whereupon Rogers's Poſte- 
rity enjoy it by the Name of the Chuyle's

Weſton ſubter Wetheley, ſo called from 
Wetheley-<voods ly ing North of it. In the 
Conqueror's Time the Earl of Mallent 
was Lord of it, being poſſeſſed of three 
Hides here, except a third. Part of a 
Virgate, and Woods three Furlongs in 
Length, and one in Breadth, all then 
held by one Robert, who held alſo one 
Yard-Land. and an Half of Turchil de 
Warwick, which in King Edw. the Con- 
feſſors Time was the Poſſeſſion of one 
Uluui. William fil. Corbucion had alſo 
here two Yard-Lands and an Half held 

one 2 Robert held alſo Napton 
of the Earl of Mallent, and having his 
Reſidence there, aſſumed his Surname 
from it. Adam Napton his Deſcendant, 
held this Manor 20 Hen. II. and paid 
22 J. Fine for adhering to the Rebels. 
He anſwered for a Knight's Fee here, 


as held of the Earl of Wincheſter, and 


Part of the Honour of wh; Divers 
of theſe Naptons bore the Name of A- 
dam, and of them Sir Adam de Napton 
entailed this Manor on Adam his Grand- 
child and his Heirs; and in 7 Edu. I. 
it was certified to be held of the Earl 
of Boghan (one of the Heirs of the Earl 
of Wincheſter) by the Service of one 


Knight's Fee, containing then a Water- 


mill, three Yard-Lands and an Half in 
Demeſne, and as much in the Hands of 
Tenants, who held by ſervile Labour ; 
as alſo two Freeholders holding two 
Cottages, and eight more occupying 
three Yard-Lands and three Quarters. 
At the ſame Time alſo one Sylveſter Ho- 

neham was certified to hold another 
7248 here of Fobn de Haſtings, which 
was the Part which Corbicon had in the 
Conqueror's Time. Turchil's Part was 
at that Time held by Fohn de Wileweby 
of Robert Compton, under the Earl of 
Warwick as ſupream Lord. 
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The Naptons continued Lords of their 
Manor, till King Hen. IV.'s' Reign, for 
1 Hen. IV. John Napton and Elizabeth his 
Wife ſettled it on Feoffees, but it took 
no Effect, for 4 Hen. IV. Edward Metley 
had it in Right of Margaret his Wife, 
on whoſe Account he recovered ſeven 
_ Meſſuages, three Tofts, ten Yard-Lands, 

and 74s. Rent here and in Napton. From 
this Edward it devolved to Nicholas Met- 
ley, and from him (after ſome interme- 
diate Owners) to Sir Edward Belknap, 
who had his Reſidenee here, and built 
the Manor-houſe new in a ſumptuous 
Form, with his Arms, Sc. on it. He 
left it by Will to Alice his Wife for 
Life, and after her to Fobn Shelley, Eſq; 
his Siſter's Son, 12 Hen. VIII. From 


him it came to Sir Thomas Newnham, 


Knt. from whom it paſſed to the Crown, 


4 & 5 Phil. & Mar. and by them was 


granted to Sir Edward Sanders, Kor, and 
Thomas Morgan, and their Heirs, which 


laſt married Mary, the only Daughter 


and Heir of Sir Edward; but having no 
Iſſue by her, and being deſirous to keep 
his Eſtate in his Name, he ſettled it 
upon his Niece Bridget, and married 
her to Autbony Morgan of Mytchel-Town 
in Monmouthſhire, by whom ſhe. had Iſſue 


Thomas Morgan, Eſq; the Owner of this 


Lordſhip in 1640. £ | 

The Church, dedicated to St. Michael, 
did very antiently belong to the Canons 
of Erdbury, to which it-was appropriated 
many Apes ſince, and a Vicarage ap- 
pointed, to which they preſented, as 
early as 1301, 29 Edu. I. — had it a 
good while before, becauſe 19 Edv. I. 
the ReQory was valued at eight Marks, 
and the Vicarage at Two, which laft in 
26 Hen. VIII. was rated at 51. 9 5. near 
Half of it being paid to the Vicar by 
the Canons of Erabury. In the Eaſt Wall 
of the North Iſle is the Monument of 
Sir Edward Sanders, Chief Baron of the 
Exchequer, in his Robes, and Margery 
his Wife, ſhe died in 1563. In a large 
Tablet on the North Wall there is alſo 
a monumental Inſeription for Margaret 
and Mary, the Daughters and Heirs of 


Thomas Morgan, by Mary the ſole

Daughter and Heir of Sir Edward' Sax- 
ders, who died both of them 1568; and 
upon a braſs Plate fixed in Marble on 
the South fide of the Chancel, an In- 
ſeription for Joyce Tomer, who died in 
1566. Alſo in the Chancel is a Tomb 
for Anne Danet, Wife of Gerard Danet, 
and one of the Coheirs of Fobn Hugford, 
Sc. who died in 14977. 
Whaberley, Whitley, and Whitmore, ſee 
in Coventry Liberty. - 4 
Mpitnaſp, the Lordſhip of Haſculf 
AMuſard in the Conqueror's Time, held 
of him by one Humfridus, and then cer- 
tified to — Hides. It was the Free- 
hold of one Alured before the Norman 
Invaſion, From Humfridus deſcended- 
the Family of Haſtang, who poſſeſſed 
this Manor ſome Deſcents. One of 
them confirmed the Grant of Half an 
Hide of Land here, made by Richard 
Cretenſis to the Canons of Oſney. To them 
ſucceeded Roger de Cherelcote, who lived 
in King Fobn's Time. From him de- 
ſeended Sir Thomas de Haſeley, Knt. who 
took his Surname of Haſeley from his 
principal Seat there. In 7 Edu. I. this 
Thomas is certified to hold this- Manor 
of Robert de Haſtang; by the Serviee of 
Half a Knight's Fee, all but 4. and 
that it then- contained a. Water- mill, 
and three Carucates of Land in De- 
meſne, a great Pool, nineteen Servants 
holding ſeven Yard-Lands, fix Acres 
and a 6 at the Will of the Lord, 
to do divers ſervile Works, and fix 
Freeholders occupying three Yard- Lands 
and an Half. It was then certified alſo: 
that the Knights Hoſpitallers had four 
Meſſuages in this Village, held by four 
Frecholders, given to them by Atrop 
Haſtang : He had Iſſue Robert, who gave 
this Manor to Fobn his Son, from whom 
deſcended Thomas Haſeley of this Place, 
who by Deed paſſed it to Thomas Savare 
of Tachebroke Malory in this County, who 
had a fair Eſtare in this Village be fore 
purchaſed, by Fohn his Father, of the 
Malorys. He by Deed made over all 
his Lands here to Benedict Medley of Mar- 
wick, and his Heirs, who before had pur. : 


chaſed another Manor in this Place of 
Sir 
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Sir Henry Willougbby deſcended; from the 
Heirs of Sir Baldwin Frevill. This Be- 
medick was Clerk of the Signet to King 
Hen. VII. at that Time, and died 19 
Hen. VII. leaving William his Son and 
Heir. His Deſcendants held all theſe 
Lands divers Succeſhons, till Clement 
Medley, 2 Fac. I. paſſed away the Ma- 
nor to Robert Wal, Gent. 5 
The Church here, dedicated to St. 
Margaret, was given to the Canons of 
Nenileworih in Hen. I. s Time, by Atrop Ha- 
fang, who endowed it with one Yard- 
Land and an Half, and at the ſame 
Time confirmed eighteen Acres of 
Land, which his Freehold Tenants had 
given to it, at the Dedication thereof 
{fo devont were even the meaner Sort 
to the Church in thoſe Times). Feffrey 
Juſchamy granted the Canons a yearly 
Penſion of two Shillings out of it. In 
#9 Edu I. 1291. it was valued at fix 
Marks; and in 26 Hen. VIII. at5l. 9 5 
8 d. In the Chancel of this Church is 
a marble Grave-ftone for Richard Ben- 
wet, M. A. and Paſtor of it, who died 
in 1531. 1 * | 

Milioſt, a ſmall Village fituate in a 
Place where the two famous old Reman 
Ways, viz. Watling: ffireet and the Foſſe 
meet, in which ſtood a flouriſhing City 
of the Romans, called Cleycefter, the Sta- 
tion of the Benones, as Mr. Cambden aſ- 
ſerts. Large Stones, Roman Bricks, and 
Coins, with Ovens and Wells, have 
formerly been diſcovered here; but now 
nothing but a darker Soil gives us any 
Sign of its being inhabited. Upon the 
Croſſing of theſe Ways ſtood, in the firſt 
Chriſtian Times, an eminent Croſs 
(which makes it called Higb Croſs) tho 
now there is nothing but a Pole bear- 
ing that Name. It lies in this County, 
but belongs to Cleybroke in Leiceſterſhire. 
It is a very antient Place, being before 
rhe Conqueſt fixty Years the Eſtate of 
Ulfric Spot, a potent Man at thar Time, 
who gave it by Will to one Athelric for 
Life, and after him to the Monaſtery 
of Burton in Staffordſhire.” In the Con- 
queror's Time twas the Earl of Mal- 
lent's Eftate, but in the Confeſſor's Time

the Frechold of one Saxi: From the 
Earl it paſſed to Exnald de Bois, who was 
enfeoffed with it by the Earl of Man 
avick, and from him it deſcended to his 
Poſterity a-while, and then came to 
Zouch, as Bulkinton did. Ralph Arab 
granted to the Abbey of Leiceſter ſeven 
Meſſuages, ten Crofts, five 'Yard-Lands 
and an Half, and a Mill lying here, 
but they were confirmed by.

queror's Days by the Earl of Mallent, 
and containing three Hides. The Earl 
of Warwick inherited the Earl of Mal- 
lent's Lands, and enfeotfed the Haſtings 
with it, who granted it to Herdebergb and 
Turvile: Herdebergh had a mach greater 
Intereft here, and when Robert de Herde- 
bergh reſided here, he called himſelf de 
Wilega, but de Herdeberygh, when he in- 
habited there. In 33 Hen. III. the Ab- 
bot of Preaulx in Normandy had a Trial 
with Roger de Herdebergh touching the 
Advowſon- of the Chureh, as belonging 
to their Cell at Warmington and recover- 
ed it. To him ſuceeeded Hugh, who 
held this Manor immediately of Ha- 


ſtings, and had Iſſue Neger, who dying 


m the Life-time of his Father, he left 
only two Daughters Ela and Iſabel, of 
which Ela the Eldeſt married William le 
Boteler, and her Son Edmund inherited 
the Whole, her Siſter's Heirs dying 
without Iſſue. Edmund being a Prieſt, 
died 49 Ed. III. and his Siſters inhe- 
rited his Lands, viz. Diomyſia married 
ro Hugh Cokeſey, by whom the had Sir 
Walter Cokeſey, ro whom Sir Fulk Pem- 
bruge, Knt. and Margaret his Wife, 
Daughter and Heir of Ia, the ſecond 


Siſter, by William Truſſel of Odibam, re- 
leaſed their Righr in their fourth Part; 


ſo that Sir Walter Cokeſey his Son had 
two Parts, which by the Heir general

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paſſed to the Greviles, and from them to 
Winter, of whom George ſold them to the 
Tenants. The other two Parts, which 
fell to Anchoret the third Siſter, came 
after ſeveral Deſtents to Gilbert, Earl 
of Shrewsbury, and was given with that 
Earl's Daughter Elizabeth, to Henry 
Earl of Kent, who enjoyed it in 1640. 
Alice the fourth Siſter's Part came by 
Langford to — Leigh, whoſe Son Ed- 
ward ſold it to ſeveral Perſons. 

The Church, dedicared to St, Leonard, 
was granted by the Earl of Mallent to 
the Monks of Preaux in Normandy in 
King Hen. I's Time; and in 19 Ede. I. 
1291. was valued at five Marks; but 


in 26 Hen. VIII. at $7. 6s. for there 


was no Vicarage appointed, 

Willoughby, in the Conqueror's Time 
was the Eſtate of Turchil de Warwick 
moſt of it, and the Reſt of Hugb de 
Grentmaiſnill, but how much each of 
them had is not exactly known. King 
Hen. I. having it in his Hands (but how 
he came by it, we know not) enfeoffed 
one Wigan his Servant with twelve 
Yard-Lands here, to hold by Serjeanty: 
He held it all his Life, and left it to 
Ralph his Son, from whom it deſeended 
by Milliam and Ie, the Sons, to Thur- 
ſtane the Uncle, who the whole 
Manor to the Hoſpital of * with- 
our the Eaſt Gate of Oxford, founded by 
King Hen. III. with the Advowſon of 
the Church. One Waltham alſo 
held one Carucate of Land here, and 
17 d. a Year'by Serjeanty, to be the 
King's Marſhal in the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas.

ter for a weekly Market on Tueſday,

and Tueſday. After this John the Son 
of the ſaid Peter gave to the ſame Hoſ- 
pital one Meſſuage and a Carucate of 


Land, lying here, and one Hamund, 


alias Clerk, was a good Benefactor to it, 
and from him deſcended Richard Ha- 
mund alias Clerke, who held the whole

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Manor by Lea& of the ſaid: Hoſpital. 
Magdalen College Oxford, founded by 
William Wainfleet, Biſhop of Wincheſter, 
is built in the very Place where this 
Hoſpital ſtood; but that he might do ir 
without any Injury to any Perſan, hg 
not only obtained a Grant of this Lord- 
ſhip of the Guardian and Brethren of 
the Hoſpital, and ſettled it upon the 
Preſident and Fellows af his College, as 
it hath continued ever fince, but it hath 
been leaſed from that Time to the De- 
ſcendants of the ſaid Richard Clerke, who 
held it of the College in 1640. Jobn 
Clerke, a Merchant of London, being 
then the College Tenant for this Manor. 
The Church here, dedicated to Sr. 
Nicholas, was very antiently appro- 
priared to St. Fohn's Hoſpital without 
the Eaſt Gate of Oxford, and a Vicarage 
appointed, to which the Maſter of the 
oſpital preſented, till it was incorpo- 
rated into Magdalen College, as is a- 
boveſaid, and then the Preſident, and 
Scholars of that College having the 
Manor, preſented and have ſo conrti- 
nued ever ſince. To this Church did 
one John Haward in 15 Hen. VI. give 
one Meſſuage lying within this Pariſh, 
and twenty Acres of Land fituate in 
Kyte-herdwick and Bradevell in this Coun- 
ty, for the Finding a Lamp to burn 
therein for ever. In 19 Edw. I. 1291. 
it was valued at eight Marks; but in 
26 Hen. VIII. the Vicarage was rated at 
91. 4s. 4 d. per Annum. Fe 
Winnall, a Lordſhip given by Earl 
N to the Priory of Coventry at the 
firſt Foundation of it by that Earl. In 
41 Hen. III. that. King granted thoſe 


Monks Free Warren here and in divers 


other Manors, where they had the 
Tithes appropriated to them by Roger 
Newland, Biſhop of Coventry and Lich- 
eld. In 7 Ed. I. it was certified, that 
the Prior of Coventry had here in Demeſne 
Half a Yard-Land and a fourth Part, 


with four Acres and an Half of Mea- 


dow, eight Servants holding three 


| Yard-Lands, fix Cottagers, and two 


Freeholders, as alſo an Outwood con- 
taining cight Acres, After the Diflolu- 
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tion of the ſaid Priory it was granted 
out of the Crown 36 Hen. VIII. to Sir 
"Richard Lee, Knt. who at or near the 
ſame Time had a Licenſe to alienate it 


with the Tithes to Fohn Hales, Gent. 


whoſe Nephew and Heir Fobn Hales of 
Coventry, Eſq; enjoyed it in 1640. 

 Withibroake, the Lordſhip of Feffrey de 
Wirce in the Conqueror's Time, from 
whom deſcending to Neel de Albani, the 


Father of Roger de Moubray, who enfeoff- 


ed the Family de Morevis with it, and 
Richard Morevill in 12 Hen. II. held it as 
Part of thoſe Fees, which he beld of 
Roger de Moubray de Veteri Feoſmento, 
which proves that it was in his Family 


in King Hen. I.'s Days. This Richard 


gave the Monks of Comb fix Yard-Lands, 
with the Appurtenances in this Lord- 
ſhip, with his Body to be buried there 
after his Deceaſe. From him it paſſed 
to Nicholas F.tz- Hulf, who having reco- 
vered' the Right of Preſentation to this 
Church againſt the Abbot of Comb, as 
made compleat Lord of this Place, took 
his Name de Withibroke from it. He and 
the Frecholders ſettled the Right of 
Common of Paſture with the Monks of 
Comb. To him (as is probable by the 
Marriage of his Davghter and Heir) 


ſucceeded, as Lord of this Manor, Mii- 


liam de Caſtel, 37 Hen. III. He gave the 
Monks of Comb certain Lands in this 


Place. Nicholas de . his Suc- 
ceſſor here. He was 


ing Ede. I.'s Re- 
membrancer in the Exchequer. William 
his Heir paid a Fine of 40. for a Re- 
plevin of the Liberties of Withybrooke, 
tiz. Court-Leet, Aſſize of Bread and 
Beer, Sc. He had Iffue George, a Knr. 
whoſe Widow Alice held this Lordſhip 
in Dower; but William his'Son was Hetr 
of this and his other Eftates, and after 
him Robert his Son, whoſe Daughter and 
Heir Elizabeth transferred it to Thomas 


Compworth, who ſold nt to 


William Botener, a wealthy Tradeſ- 
man of Coventry, who ſettling himſelf at 
this Place, grew to be a Man of fome 
Account in theſe Parts; for the fame 
Year he was made a Juſtice of the 
Peace, Sc. but we do not find, that he 


left it to his Heirs, for in the 29 HenVIl. 
this Manor was ſettled by Fine upon 
Richard Everingbam, and Alice his Wife, 
and the Heirs of Alice; and in 15 
Hen. VII. Humphry Grey died ſeiſed of 
it, whoſe Deſcendant was in Poſſeſſion 
of it, 4 Elz. named Fohn. That Part 
of this Town, which was given to the 
Monks of Comb, was paſt after the Dif. 
ſolution to Thomas Broke and Fobn Wil- 
liams, and the Heirs of Broke, 36 Hen, 
VIII. by the Name of a Manor. 

The Church here was antiently a 
Chapel belonging to the Priory of Kirby, 
of which Pariſh this Village was a Part. 
Hence it was, that by a Compoſition 


made between the Monks of Kirby, and 


the Incumbent of MWithibroke, it was a- 
greed, that the Monks of Combe ſhould 
receive all the Tithes of the Lands they 


then held in Kirby and Withibroke, pay- 


ing to the Prior and Covent of Kirby 
two Marks of Silver yearly ; but the 
Priory of Monkskirby being granted to 
the Houſe of Carthuſfians in the Iſle of 
Axholme, by Thomas Monbray Duke of 
Norfolke, the Carthuſians obtained a Li- 
cenſe in 22 Rich. II. for its Appropria- 
tion to them and their — for 
ever. It is dedicated to A Saints. In 
19 Hen. VII. it was valued at eight 
Marks, and in 26 Hen. VIII. at 8 65. 
8 d. per Annum. In the Body of the 
Church is a monumental Inſeription for 
Richard Wright and Elizabeth his Wife, 
who died in 1501, and in the Chancel 
for Chriftopher Wright, Eſq; who died in 
1602, and Chriſtopher Wren and Chriſtian 
his Wife, who died in 1543. 
Wolphamcote, vulgarly called Ovencote, 
which in the Conqueror's Time was the 
Poſſeſſion of Turchil of Marwick, and 
contained four Hides and an Half, and 
m ir a Church. Before the Nerman In- 
vaſion it was the Freehold of Af hil. Si- 
award de Arden, the Son of Turchil, ſue- 
cceded his Father here, and granted it 
to Le-elina the Daughter of Feffrey Clin- 
ton, who marrying to Norman de Verdon, 
carried it into his Family, Bertram de 
Verdon was their Son and Heir, and in 
his Line it continued till towards => 


End of Hen. III.'s Time, when

Walter de Langlegh and Alice his Wife, 


and their Heirs, for the Service of Half 
a Knight's Fee in 40 Hen. III. and they 
the next Year had a Charter of Free 
Warren granred them in all their De- 
meſne Lands here. Alice : ſurvived her 
Husband ; and in 23 Edu. I. ſettled it 
upon Robert de Langley her younger Son, 
and his Heirs. To him (having no Iſſue 
Male) ſucceeded Margaret his Daughter 
and Heir, who marrying Edward Peyto 
brought it into his Family in the Be- 
ginning of King Ede. III's Reign, His 
Poſterity continued Lords: thereof from 
tnat Time to the 11 Fac. I. when Sir 
Edward Peyto of Cheſterton, Knt. in Con- 
ſideration of 25201. fold it to Robert 
Clerke, Yeoman, the Tenant to it. It 
was held from the Beginning of the 
Verdons by Half a Knight's Fee, and af- 
ter of Ferrers of Groby. We 
The Church here, dedicated to St. 
Peter, was granted in 38 Ede. III. by 
Sir Fobn Peto, Knt. to Thomas Beauchamp, 
Earl of Warwick, and Thomas his Son, 
who being Earl of Warevick, obtained 
that King's Licenſe to ſertle it on the 
Dean and Canons of the Collegiate 
Church of Warwick, and their Succeſ- 
ſors, for the good Eſtate of K. RI bh. II. 
and Queen Anne, himſelf and Margaret 
his Wife, Sec. in this Life, and for the 
Health of their Souls after Death. 
Whereupon it was appropriated by Ri- 
chard Scroop, Biſhop of Coventry and Lich- 
field, and a Vicarage appointed, which 
was valued 26 Hen. VIII. at 12 J. 185. 
2 d. per Annum. . 
Molſton, a large Pariſh containing five 
| Hides and one Virgate, the Lordſhip of 
Roger de Montgomery, held by Rainaldus 
his Under-tenant. In Domeſday-book 
it is written Uluricet#e and Ulveſtone, 
and had a Church. This Earl Roger 
was one of the chief Adviſers of King 
Witiam in his Expedition into England, 
and being with him in the Battle with 
King Harold, ſhared in the Victory, 
being made Earl of Arundel and Shrewſ- 
bury, and enriched with many Lands in 
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this and other Counties. One of his 
Sons enfeoffed A4lanns fil. Fladaldi, with 
this Manor, from whom 1t paſſed wich 
Sibilla his Daughter to Roger de Fred- 
vil, who gave certain Lands out of it 
to the Monks of Nurton upon Trent 
33 Hen. I. and one Hide and a Virgate 
of Land here to the Canons of Kenilworth. 
Richard his Son ſucceeded him, and 
gave his Mill here to the Monks of 
Combe. He left no Children, and ſo his 
Siſters Agatha, married to Feffrey Thor- 
vile, and Sibilla, the Wife of Robert Chet- 
evode, were his Heirs, who confirmed the 
Gift of the Mill given by their Brother 
to the Monks of Comb. 

Teffrey Twroile had Iſſue by Agatha, 
Hamon his Son, but ſhe by a former 
Husband, Hamon Strange, had a Daugh- 
ter Agatha, and while ſhe was his Wife 
confirmed Roger Frevil's Gift aboye- 
mentioned to the Monks of Comb. Ha- 
mon Turvile gave ſome Lands here to 
the ſaid Monks, She had alſo other 
Sons by Feffrey, as Feffrey Biſhop of O/- 
ſory in Ireland, and Richard who was af- 
rerwards Lord of this Place. He was 
one of the Coroners of this County, 
being then a Knight (for none but 
Knights were capable of that Office) 
but by Reaſon of ſome Impoteney he 
was diſcharged from it, and ſoon after 
died, leaving Rohert his Son and Heir, 
to whom ſucceeded Fohn, whole Son 
Thomas was the laſt of this Family, 
which had to do here, ſo far as we can 
find; for by Iſmania his Daughter, 

Sir William Bagot, 'Knt. who having 
married her, became Lord of this Place 
10 Rich. II. He left by her [/avel his 
Daughter and Heir, the Wife of Thomas 
Stafford, who in Hen. V.'s Time paſſed 
it to the Canons of Kenilworth, but do- 
ing it without Licenſe, the King ſeiſed 
it, and gave it 6 Hen. VI. to Fobn Weſton, 
and others, to hold of the Crown by the 
fourth Part of a Knight's Fee; but they 
had it not long; for Nicholas Metley, a 
Lawyer, was in Poſſeſſion of it 16 
Hen. VI. and by his Will gave it to 
77 his Wife for Life, and to Margaret 
is Daughter for ever. She by Mar-

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Paſſed it in Exchange to Sir Edward 
Belknap, Knt. who gave it William Shel- 
ky and Alice his Wife, Sir Edward's Siſter, 


in whoſe Family it continued till 10 


Fat. I. when Sir Fobn Shelley ſold it to 
George Warner and his Heirs, who was in 
Poſſeſſion of it in 1640. | 

Nobert de Chetawood, who married the 
Daughter and Coheir of Roger de Frevil, 
had Iſſue by her Ralph and William. 
Ralph confirmed his Uncle's Grant of 
the Mill here ro the Monks of Comb, 
but leaving no Ifſue, his Brother Wil- 
liam inherited his Eſtates. He gave to 
thoſe Monks certain arable Lands in 
Walftay-feeld, but left only one Daughter 
and Heir, married to William le Bretun 
of Long Itchington, who had by him Iſſue 
Guyle Bretun ; ſhe was a Benefactreſs to 
this Church in enlarging and beautify- 
ing it, as her Picture in the North 
Window doth manifeſt. Her Son Guy 
was a Man of great Note in this Coun- 
ty, and left Sir William Bretun his Son 
and Heir, who ſerved twice as one of 
the Knights of rhis Shire in Parliament, 
and left Iſſue Gry, of whom we find 
nothing memorable, nor any. of his 
Iſſue. 9 e 

The Church here being given by 
Roger de Montgomery to the Abbey of St. 
Peter ſuper Dinam in the Dioceſe of Sais 
in France, to which it was very antient- 
ly appropriated, as appears by an En- 
quiry made by Alex. Saveniby, Biſhop of 
Coventry and Lichfield, about rhe Ordina- 
tion of the Vicarage about the Begin- 
ning of King Hen. III's Time, when he 
ordained that the Vicar and his Succeſ- 
ſors ſhould have all the Obventions of 
the Altar, as well of the Chapels, as 
Mother-Church, with a Meſſuage and 
Croft, which one Alanus then held; but 
theſe not being thought a ſufficient 
Maintenance of the Miniſter of ſo large 
a Pariſh, it was alſo appointed by the 
ſaid Biſhop, that the Rector ſhould pay 
the Vicar four Marks yearly, over and 
above his other Income; but Time 
bringing a further Alteration in Ex- 
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Coheir carried it to Fobn Cotes, who 
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pences, the Vicar here complained to 
the Biſhop of Coventry and Lichfield, that 
his Maintenance was ſo ſlender, that he 
could not maintain himſelf, much leg 
Hoſpitality, Sc. by the Profits of the 
Place; whercupon : the Biſhop 33 Hen. 
VI. took Care to have it augmented, 
as the Laws allow, and as Dr, Ryves in 
his Vicar's Plea, printed at London, 
1620, proves, Biſhops ſtill may the 
many poor Vicarages in this Nation, 
which are not a Competency for the 
married Clergy, and might be well aug- 
mented out of the Parſonages, which 
the Laity live riotouſly in. In the 
Church are ſome antient Monuments 
not known for whom they were eredted, 
but there are two fair Grave-ſtones, for 
1 the Wife of Richard Hotoft, and 

fore of Richard Metley, who died in 
1473, and Margaret the Wife of Fobn 
Hugford, Daughter of Nicholas Metley, 
who died in 1474 ; and in the Chancel 
is an Altar-Monument for Sir Milliam 
M ſton, Knt. who died Sept. 27. 1577. 
In the Windows are the Arms of Tyr-

Wolverſhill, an Hamlet in Bulkinton, 
the Lordſhip. being with that the Eſtate 
of William de Boys, who ſettled it 21 
Eau. I. with Bulkinton, upon William la 
Zouch and Maud' his Wife, and the 
Heirs of Maud. They had Free War- 
ren granted to them in all their De- 
meſne Lands here, 7 Edw. II. It con- 
tinued in the Line of the Zouches, till 
the Reign of Queen Eliz. or King 
Fames Il. when Edward the Son of George 
Lord Zouche fold it to Humphry Daven- 


port, Eſq; from whom George Purefey, 


fifth Son to Michael Purefey of Caldecote 
in this County purchaſed. it, and lefc 
it to his Son Gamaliel, Owner of it in 
1640. l | 
Molvey, the Frechold of Alri us the 
Son of Meriet in the Confeſſor's Time, 
but given by the Conqueror to Robert 
de Veci, with other Lands, By the gene- 
ral Survey *ris certified to contain five 
Hides and an Half, with a Church upon 
them. From Veci it had paſſed to the 
Earls of Warwick in King Hen. 11.s 
5 Time, 


Time; for he then enfeoffed the Family 
of Harecourt with it, and Ivo de Harecourt 
was pollefled of it 12 Hen. II. and ſoon 
after diſpoſed of it to Robert Baſſet with 
his Siſter Beatrice in Frank- marriage. 
He, with the Conſent of Beatrice his 
Wife, gave to the Monks of Combe 100 
Acres of Land lying in this Lordſhip, 
with Paſture belonging to the ſame, 
which King Hen. II, confirmed. Regi- 
nald Baſſet ſucceeded Robert, and not 
only confirmed his Father's Gift afore- 
mentioned to the ſaid Monks, but ad- 
ded of his own, Paſture for 500 Sheep 
on MWolvey beath, and the Patronage of 
the Church with all the Lands, Tithes 
and Obventions thereunto belonging; 
whereupon one Moiety of it was appro- 
priated to them by G. Muſchamp, Biſhop 
of Coventry and Lichfield, and the other 
Moiety made a Prebend in the Cathe- 
dral of Lichfield, of which the Biſhops 
of that See were to have the Advowſon. 
This Reginald. gave alſo to the Monks 
of Kirby Common of Paſture upon his 
Heath here at Wolvey, for their Draught 
of Oxen at Co:ftone, with five Kine and 
a Bull, and to their Tenants for all 
Kind of Cattle, and twenty Loads of 
Heath and Fern yearly for themſelves, 
from the ſame Heath, and for their Te- 
nants as much as they could cut and 
carry away in fifteen Days before Chriſt- 
mas, and eight before Eaſter. He had 
his Seat here; and though he had great 
Suits with William de Harecourt, and o- 
thers, abour the Title of this Manor, 
he had the better, and lefc it to his two 
Siſters, (for he had no Iſſue of his Own) 
who. were married. to Ivo de Dene, and 
Robert de Leiceſter. Ivo de Dene had his 
Seat at Dene in Northampton ſpire; but be- 
ing extreamly devoted to the Monks at 
Comb, made large Conceſſions to them 
in this Place for ſome Time, and at 
length beſtowed on them the Manor- 
houſe and whole Lordſhip of Wolvey, 
with the Homages and Services of all thar 
held of it, which Nicholas his Son and 
Ju» de Harecourt, as ſuperior Lord con- 
firmed. The Monks having now the 
Lordſhip for their Own, in 20 Hen. III. 
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anſwered for a whole. Knight's. Fee 20 
Ed. III. and claiming Court-Leet, and 


other Privileges, had them allowed, 
They alſo obtained Free Warren in all 
their Demeſne Land here; and 19 
Edw. II. a Market weekly on Wedneſ- 
day, and a Fair on St. Mrrk's Day, and 
two Days after, yearly. PR 

Beſides the former Lands, of which 
the Demeſne conſiſted, there were o- 
thers in this Pariſh of no ſmall Extent, 
which were the Eſtate of Sir Thomas Wol- 
vey, Knt. who having Iſſue only two 
Daughters, Foan the Wife of Henry de 
Erdington and Alice, the Wife of Giles the 
Son and Heir of Andrew Lord Aſtley; he 
towards the latter End of King Edu. I.'s 
Reign, ſettled upon the ſaid Giles and 
Alice, and the Heirs of Alice, this Manor 
and other Eſtates, reſerving to himſelf 
in them the Rents for his own and 
Wife's Life. Alice his Wife ſurvived 
him, and was in her Widowhood tiled, 
Domina de Molvey. She founded a Chan- 
try in the Pariſh Church here 17 
Edev. III. and endowed it with two Meſ- 
ſuages, and two Yard-Lands lying in 
this Place, for the Maintenance of a 
Prieſt to ſing Maſs daily there for ever, 
for the good Eftate of herſelf, while 
ſhe lived, and Health of her Soul when 
ſhe died, and the Souls of her An- 
ceſtors, and all the Faithful. She left 
Iſſue Thomas Lord Aſtley. He gave 4 
Meſſuage and thirty- ſix Acres of Land 
lying here, to the Prior and Covent of 
Erabury, and their Sueceſſors, to main- 
tain a Canon to ſing Maſs daily for the 
good Eſtate of himſelf and Wife in this 
Life, and the Healrh of their Souls in 
another, Sc. To him ſucceeded Mi- 
liam Lord Aſtley, who in 15 Rich. II. 
ga ve to Giles his younger Brother, and 
Katharine his Wife, and their Heirs, 
this Manor of Wolvey, paying him a 
Grain of Wheat at Eaſter yearly for all 
Services. He in 18 Rh. II. with the

ſaid Giles, his Anceſtors, and all the 
Founders, and Benefactors of the Mo- 
naſtery of Combe. This Hermitage was 
of an antient Foundation, and ſtood in 
Ja ſolitary Part of Molvey beatb. This 
Giles had a Controverſy with the Monks 
of Combe, concerning Common on the 
ſaid Heath, and the Preſentation to the 
Hermitage, which was determined by 
an Award made by the Lord Haſtings 
and the Prior of Coventry, that the Ab- 
bot of Combe and Giles ſhould have an 
equal Right in all but the 100 Acres 
given by Robert, and his Son Reginald, 
which ſhould be peculiar to the Monks. 
Giles died 6 Hey. VI. and from him was 
deſcended Giles Aſtley, Eſq; who was Lord 
f this Manor in 1640. | 

In King Ede. II.'s Reign the Tem- 
plars had Lands here, for which they 
received ſeven Shillings Rent of Aſſize 
of certain Freeholders and Copy holders, 
and 20s. for the Rent of the Water- 
mill, and a Wind- mill let to farm at 
40. a Year, which they had held long 
before of Alan la Zouch, by the fourth 
Part of a Knight's Fee. Upon the Sup- 
preſſion of the Templars, 7 Ede. II. 
their Poſſeſſions were moſt of them pi- 
ven to the Hoſpitallers, who held them 
till the general Diſſolution, when they, 
vith the Lands of the other Monaſte- 
ries, came to the Crown, and this Ma- 
nor remained there till 7 Ew. VI. 
when it was granted to Edward Aglionby 
of Balſhal, Eſq; and Henry Hrgford of 
Solibull, Gent. and their Heirs. Edvard 
alienated it to Thomas Marrow, Eſq; 
who the ſame Year ſold it to William 
Newman, of whom 3 Eliz. it was pur- 
chaſed by Edmurd Scarning, Eiq; who 
died ſeiſed thereof 1 Fac. I. leaving He- 
zekiab his Son and Heir. 

As to the Manor which belonged to 
the Monks of Combe, it was granted in 
8 Hen. VI. by the Abbat and Covent 
of that- Monaſtery to Humpbry Earl of 
Stafford and his Beirs, the Advowſon of 
the Church, and the Lands thereunto 
belonging excepted. Here it was, that 
King Ede. IV. being ſurprized by Ri- 
chard Nevil the ſtout Earl of Warwick

was taken, and carried away 
to Middleham-Caftle in Yorkſhire. 
The Church here, dedicated to St. 
Fohn Baptiſt, which was divided, as is 
aboveſaid, was in 19 Ede. I. valued ar 
twenty Marks, at which Time the Vi- 
carage was rated at one Mark ; but in 
26 Hen. VIII. the Vicarage was valued 
atG6l. 6s. 4d. In the North Ifle of the 
Church 1s a fair Altar-Monument for a 
Man and his Wife, whoſe Statues are 
cumbent on it, but without Name. In 
two of the Church Windows is the 
Picture of the Lady Alice Aftley, who

built a Chapel to the Church, dedi- 


cated to Our Lady, in which ſhe found- 
ed her Chantry. 1 | 
Moodcote, now a ſingle Honſe among 
Woods, but in the Conqueror's Days a 
Village of divers Inhabitants. It was 
given the Earl of Mallent by that King, 
and by his Survey is ſaid to contain 
two Hides, one of which was the Free- 
hold of Leuricus before the Normans 
Coming, and the other of Cantuin and 
Turbern, having Woods a Mile in 
Length, and Half an one in Breadth. 
From him it deſcended to the Earl of 
Leiceſter his lineal Heir, who held it in 
20 Hen. II. This Earl gave it to Robert 
Boteler, a chief Officer under him, and 
Ralph his Son granted it to John Belet, 
and his Heirs, to hold of him and his 
Heirs by the fourth Part of a Knight's 
Fee. But this it ſeems was Woodrote in- 
ferior, as it is diſtinguiſhed in our Re- 
cords ; the other, vix. | 
Moodcote ſuperior, being held at the 
ſame Time by Simon de Turvill and 
Roger de Craft, of the Earls of Warwick, 
by the fourth Part of a Knight's Fee, 
in the 20 Hen. III. which was in 36 
Hen. VI. in the Tenure of Roger Craft 
and Joln Mace; and afterwards of 
Henry Hubaud. In 7 Ede. I. this Manor 
had many Sharers; for Henry Hubaud, 
Hugh de Herdeberge, Robert Parſon of Bed- 
cvorth, and Dionyſia Mace held it of the 
Earls of Warwick by the fifth Part of a 
Knight's Fee, and then Moodcote inferior 
was held by Robert Moſſe of Ralph Bote- 


ter, by the fourth Part of a Knigbt's po 
| e 
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He had cleven Tenants who held three 
Yard-Lands and an Half, with three 
Acres and an Half at the Will of the 
Lord, performing Aid at Mi. baelmas, 
and paying Scutage. 

What Hubaud had here continued to 
his Poſterity ſome Succeſſions, for Tho- 
mas Hubaud, in the 6 Edw. IV. held the 
ſixth Parr of a Knight's Fee here of the 
Earl of Warwick. Herdebergb's Part was 
in the 19 Ede. II. ſettled on Fohn de 
Peyto and Alice his Wife, Heir of Herde- 
bergh, and after them on Sir Walter 
Hopton, Knt. and Foan his Wife. But in 
43 Edw. III. Fohn Mauduit had here 
63s. and 4 d. yearly Rent, iſſuing out 
of the ſeveral Tenements held o 
Duke of Lancaſter, as of the Honour of 
Leiceſter, but he dying without Iſſue 
Male, they came to William Molins and 
ZEgidia his Wife, who left them to Sir 
Richard Molins his Son, whoſe Gran- 
daughter and Heir Eleanor, matching to 
Robert Hungerford, brought this and other 
her Eſtates into his Family, as his Son's 
Daughter did into the Family of the 
Lord Haſtings, whoſe Son George, created 
Earl of Huntington, fold it to Thomas 
Harvey, a rich Citizen of London, from 
whom by Daughters it came after a 


Deſcent or two to Sir Thomas Cotton, 


Lord of it in 1640, Mr. Rouſe com- 
pes of the Depopulation of theſe Vil- 
ages among many others.

It then contained three Hides, a Mill 
called Guys:chf Mill, and Woods two 
Miles in Length and one in Breadth. 
Roger by his Rebellion loſt all, and fo 
his Eſtate coming into the King's Hands, 
King Hen.

From this William 
deſcended' Sir Hugh Meni, Knt. who 
24 Edw, III. granted one Moiety of this 
Village (which we ſuppoſe was all he 
had at that Time) to Henry Earl of Lan- 
caſter, who being in Poſſeſſion of Kenil- 
worth Caſtle, much deſired it, and with 
Him it came to the Crown, as it re- 
mains, going along with Kenilevorth- 
Caſtle.

2. Good Water is the Thing which 


next much conduceth to Health, and a 


convenient Habitation, and in that this 
County aboundeth, having ſuch Plenty 
of Rivers, and ſmaller Streams, upon 
which moſt of their Towns and greater 
Villages are built, that every Man al- 
moſt hath good Water at his Doors. 
The moſt conſiderable of them are, 
1. The Aron, which coming out of 


Northampton ſpire, runs quite croſs the 


Country, having the greateſt Towns 
ſtanding on the Banks of it, as Rugby, 
Warwick, Stratford upon Aton, and Bit- 

ford, all of them Market-Towns. Into 
this River run divers Rivulets on the 
South-ſide, as the Leam, on which Le- 
mington-Haſtarg ſtands, and the Ichene, of 
which this Thing peculiar is related, 
viz, That at Over Itchington, upon a 
Common within little more than two 
Miles off the Head thereof, which 
is at the Skirt of the Hills near Hod- 
neſſe, there is a Pool, from which 
paſſeth a ſmall Stream, that enters the 
Ground, and running through divers 
intricate Paſſages, or Clefts of the 
Earth, for the Space of about Half a 
Mile, at laſt findeth a Vent, and taketh 
its Courſe into the Leam, in Order to 
its Way to the Avon. It is probable the 
Name is taken from the Greek Word 
tyive, to try or ſearch diligently, as 


this Brook ſcems to do thro' the Cavi- 


ties of the Earth, and the Stoar, and 
on the North-ſide is augmented by the 
Swift, the Shirburn, the Holbroke, which 
hath its Riſe in the Pool in Wedgnock 
Park; the .{rrow and Aln, on which 
laſt ſtands Henley and Alceſter, where 


they join, and with united Streams fall 
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into the Avon juſt at its leaving this 
County. 

2. The Tame, which coming out of 
Worceſterſhire, enters this County at Bir- 


micham, and having run ſome Miles 


croſs Hemlingfayd Hundred, leaves it at 


Tameworth, which takes its Name from 
it. In the Way it receives divers Cur- 


rents on both Sides, the Chief of which 
are the Anker, and the Blithe. The 


Fiſhery in theſe Rivers was antiently 


ſo advantagious, that as the Monks 
eſteemed it to be a great Privilege to 
have it in the Diſtricts near their 
Houſes; ſo the Lords of Manors always 


were, and till are very careful to pre- 
ſerve it within their Juriſdiction, tho“ 


we do not find that they breed any 
more rare or dainty than orher Rivers, 


bur only Plenty of common River Fiſh; 


yet there were a Sort of Fiſh in this 
County of great Eſteem and Price in 
antient Times, which though chiefly 
nouriſhed in Pools and Ponds, we can't 
but take Notice of here, and they were 
Bremes, or Breams, of which the Kin 
had a Pool at Kenilworth, and the Ear 
of Warwick three or four more at Sutton, 
which he let out to Ralph Bracebrigg for 
10 J. per Annum, or 120 Breams, which 
was a great Price at that Time, viz. 
7 Hen. V. | a | 
Other Sorts of Water there are in this 
County, which may not be paſſed over, 


viz. 1. A ſalt Spring at Leamington, which 
is uſed for no other Benefit, but by the 


poorer Inhabitants to ſeaſon their Bread. 
"Tis probable it is not of a very ſtrong 
Brine, becauſe it riſes not above a Stone 
throw from the River Leam, otherwiſe 
it would be uſed to make Salt, as the 
Salt Springs at Nantwich and elſewhere 
are. 2. Medicinal Waters; for at Newn- 
ham Regis over againſt Rygby ariſe three 
Springs percolated, as is probable, thro' 
an Allom Mineral, whoſe Waters, tho 


of 'a milky Colour and Taſte, have the 
Reputation of being a good Medicine 


for the Stone. They are a weak Cha- 
lybiate, and certainly very diuretick, 


and cloſe and heal green Wounds. Bein 
| | drun 
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drunk with Salt they are laxative, and 
with Sugar reſtringent. 

3. The Earth, or Soil, whoſe natu- 
ral Product cauſed the antient Diviſion 
of it into two Parts, ſeparated from 
cach orher by the River Avon, on the 
North of which was the Wood-Land, 
and on the South the Feldon. This laſt 
was very populous, till the Tron-works 
in the adjoining Counties ſtripp'd the 
Wood-Lands ſo much, that the Inhabi- 
cants of them finding that there was 
Room made for the Plough, betook 
chemſelves to Agriculture, and part! 
by their own Induftry, and by the Af- 
fitance of Marl and other Improve- 
ments, having turned ſo much of the 
Wood-Land into Tillage and Paſture, 
that now they raiſe Corn, and Cattle, 
and make Butter and Cheeſe enough, 
not only for their own Uſe, but alſo ro 
furniſh other Counties; whereas before 
they were ſupplied with Corn, and 
Cheeſe and Butter from the Fe/don ; but 
this Part hath ſuffered not a little by it, 
their Tillage being much leſſened, and 

reat Parcels of Ground made Paſture 
or Sheep; fo that where there were 
many Villages, there are now only 
Shepherds, Cottages and Tents; yet 
take the Whole together, and 'tis a very 
fruitful and pleaſant Country, and whe- 
ther it proceeds from the Richneſs of 
their Meadows and Paſtures, or from 
their artful Management we can't tell. 


The Cheeſe made here hath a conſider- 
able Eminency almoſt all over England, 
inſomuch, that the very Name given to 


the Cheeſe of other Counties, though 
much inferior in Goodneſs, is readily 
bought on that Account. 

Having given an Account of the Pro- 
duct of the Earth upon the Surface, we 
ſhall come to diſcover the inward Trea- 
ſure, ſo far as we have been able to 
diſcover it, wiz. a Stone Quarry at 
Rugby, Weſtwards of the Town about 
Half a Mile. Sir William Dugdale is of 
Opinion, that as the Name of Rugby 
ſignifies a Dwelling upon a Rock, ſo 
the Town ſtanding high, is ſituate upon 
= Ground of the Fike Nature, -tho' the 


- 
Quarry lie not very near the Top of 
the Earth. Two Coal mines at Bed- 
worth; and three Stones in the Likeneſs 
of Eſea lops at Nabton, and four Aſtroites 
at Shugborongh, whoſe Lords, the Nap- 
tons and. Shugboroughs, took thoſe Stones 
for their Arms, as was uſual in thoſe 
early Times to aſſume that for their 
Bearing in Arms, for which the Place 
of their Reſidence was famous; Wirnels 
the Ermines by the Duke of Britany, 
being a Fur, wherewith his Country 
much abounded, by Reaſon of thoſe - 
little Beaſts breeding there; and Maſ- 
cles by the Dukes of Roan, becauſe the 
Carps of that Dutchy have ſuch Marks 
upon their Scales. 5. Iron Mines and 
orks are common in the Counties ad- 
jacent to this, and have conſumed the 
Wood of it, but none are yet found 
in it. | 
4. Fire, which being as neceſſary in 
theſe northern Regions, as Food or 
Water, Nature hath in all Places pro- 
vided a ſuitable Fuel for it, as in this 
County Wood ; for though the Wood- 
lands are made much thinner than they 
were, yet they have reſerved a ſufficient 
Quantity for Fuel, unleſs in ſuch great 
Men's Houſes, as there is a mighty 
Conſumption, and they are provided 
with Coal; ſo that this County is ſtored

HIS County is now divided be- 

tween the Biſhops of Coventry and 
Lichffeld and Worceſter ; it never had a 
Biſhop of its own, (except Dubritius men- 
tioned in Warwick, may be ſo accounted. 
Vide Warwick.) but for a few Succeſ- 
ſions, when Robert de Limeſy removed 
the- Epiſcopal See from Cheſter to Coven- 
try, Anno Dom. 1095, and fat there a- 
bove twenty Years. After his Death, 
which happened in 1117, theſe Biſhops 
ſuccecded him in the See of Coventry.

tho' there was a ſmall Inter: uption in 
their Succeſſion by the Removal of che 


See to Cheſter, one Turn, and to Cover- 
try ten, yet they continued Biſhops of 


Lichfield fill, and we could not well 
break off our Deſcription of the Biſhops 


of Lickfield on the Account of it, and fo 
ſhall refer our Reader thither. 
Alexander de Stavensby, or Savensby, 


who brought the Epiſcopal Sce back to 


Lichfield, and ſettled it there, as it hath 
continued ever fince. Hugh de Nonant 
his Predeceſſor attempted it, and re- 
ſided ſometimes at Lichfield, but with 
ſuch Oppoſition from the Monks and 


City of Coventry, that the Sce ſecmed to 


te fixed in neither Place, till this 
Biſhop was made, who brought the Dif- 
ference to a Concluſion finally, aficr 
this Manner, viz. That the Biſhop 
ſhould be denominated from Lic gell 
and Coventry; and though Lichfield ha 


had the Precedence in Time, the Seo 
| being 
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being firſt fixed there, and from thence 
removed to Cheſter, and laſt of all to 
Coventry, yet for the Future the Prece- 
dency 1n the Stile Epiſcopal ſhould be 
given to Coventry, and they ſhould chuſe 
their Biſhop by Turns, bur ſhonld make 
bur one Chapter to the Biſhop, in which 
the Prior of Coventry ſhould be the prin- 
cipal Man; and thus it ſtood, till the 
Priory of Coventry being diſſolved by 
K. Henry VIII. the Stile and Title of 
the * remained as before; but 
there paſſed an Act of Parliament 33 
Hen. VIII. to make the Dean and Chap- 
ter of Li hfeld, the only Chapter of 
the Biſhop, as it ſtill continues. 


The Monafteries of this County are, 


Alceſter, founded by Ralph de Pincer- 
na or Boteler, upon a Piece of Ground 
encompaſſed with the River Arrow on 
the North and Eaſt, and a Moat on the 
Weſt and South Sides, making it a Kind 
of Iſle, and being dedicated to the Tri- 
n.ty and Virgin Mary, was called the 
Church of Our Lady, or St. Mary of the 
Iſle. He conſtituted Robert, a Monk of 
Wercefter, the firſt Abbot, and ordained, 
that there ſhould be a conſtant Love, 
and Brotherhood between the Abbey of 
Worceſter and this; and that upon the 
Death of the Abbot here, another 
ſhould be choſen cither at Worceſter or 
here. He endowed theſe Monks plen- 
t.fully, giving them the Ifle in which 
their Houſe was, and many other E- 
ſtares, appointing that who-ever was 
Abbot of it, ſhould not fpend any of 
the Revenues of this Monaftery upon 
his ſecular Kindred, but on the Poor, 
and in Hoſpitality, nor grant away any 
of the Lands belonging thereto, and 
that he might not make any Knights, 
but in Sacra veſte Chrifti, & Maturos, &c. 
which ſhews, that in King Ste, hen's 
Time, when this Monaſtery was found- 
ed, Eceleſiaſtiexk Perfons had Power to 
make Knights; but it was ſoon after ra- 


ken from them, and rcftraincd to the 
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King the Fountain of Honour, unleſs in 
ſome Caſes. | 
Robert Earl of Leiceſter, of whom the 
aforeſaid Founder, Ral:h le Boteler, held 
this Iſle and the Lands about it, as alſo 
King Stepen and King Hen. II. confirm- 
ed all the Grants made by him to it; 
and his Succeſſors and Kindred, beſides 
divers other pious Perſons, made conſt- 
derable Additions to the Revenues of it, 
which, with the Liberty given them to 
chuſe their Abbot from among them 
ſelves, and divers Privileges granted 
them by the Earl and ſucceeding Kings, 
made 1t a flouriſhing Monaſtery, as it 
continued rill the Reign of K. Hen. IV. 
But after this the Monks here did find 
few, or no Benefactors; and by their ill 
Management, and Negligenee of ſome 
of their Abbots, their Stock was ſo waſt- 
ed, and their Houſe ineumbred with 
Debts, that William Pole, Abbot, made a 
Complaint to King Hen. VI. Reg. 10. 
That their Debts were ſo great, that 
unleſs they were ſpeedily helped, he 
and his Covent could not poſſibly ſub- 
ſiſt. The King took all poſſible Care 
to retrieve them from their bad Cir- 
eumſtances, but without Effect all his 
Time; wherenpon K Edev. IV. Reg. 5. by 
his Letters Patent expreſſing, that this 
Monaſtery being in his Patronage, and 
through divers Misfortunes brought in- 
to ſo low a Condition, that there was 
not, nor of a long Time had been any 
Monks to keep the Abbot Company, 
the Revenues being ſo much diminiſhed, 
as not to be ſuffieient to maintain any, 


granted to Richar4 then Abbot of Eveſ. 


bam and his Succeſſors, the Patronage 
and Advowfon thereof to be united and 
appropriated to the Abbey of Eveſham 
for ever, to become a Cell to the ſaid 
Houfe, which the faid Ri hard ſoon pro- 
cured to be done by Fobn Carpenter, 
Biſhop of Mreeſter, and from thence- 
forth it was ſo reputed, and the Reve- 
nues of it valued as fuch 26 Hen VIII. 
at 651. 7s. 11 d. per Annum, and fo bo- 
came ſuppreſſed as one of the ſmaller 


Houſes, by the Act of Parliament in 27 
Hen. 
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Hen. VIII. Thomas Cromavell, Earl of Eſſex, 
upon. the Diſſolution obtained it; but 
upon his Attainder returning to the 
Crown, the King demiſed the Site of it 
to Fulk Grevil, Eſq; who pulled it down 
to enlarge his Scat at Beauchamp's Court, 
but the Inheritance to Miliam and John 
Sweſter, and the Heirs of Fobn, who 
ſold it 4 & 5 Phil. & Mar. to the ſame 
Sir Fulk Grevill. | 55 
| Ape à Collegiate Church, founded 
by Sir Thomas Aſtley, Knt. who having 
founded and endowed a Chantry in Si. 
Mary's Chapel for ſeven Prieſts and a 
Clerk, procured a Licenſe of King Ed. 
<vard III. to convert it into a Dean and 
ſecular Canons, which being confirmed 
by Roger de Nortbburgb, Biſhop of Coven- 
try and Lichfield, theſe Orders were made 
for the Eſtabliſhment of it, viz. That 
the Dean ſhould be ſworn to perſonal 
Reſidence in the Reftory-houſe, diſtri- 
bute 10. yearly to the Poor, find a 
perpetual Vicar to officiate in the ſaid 
Church, and pay him five Marks year- 
ly by the Quarter: That he alſo find a 
Pariſh Chaplain and fitting Clerk, to 
celebrate in Perſon on the greater 
Feaſts, and provide Lights, pay Procu- 
rations and Synodals, and bear all other 
Charges except Books and Veſtments : 
That every Canon find a Vicar preſent- 
-able, and pay him five Marks yearly, 
and one Prieſt, unleſs he wall reſide 
and celebrate Maſs daily in Perſon : That 
the Dean and Chapter have a common 
Seal to be in the Cuſtody of the Dean, 
and three Vicars, Sc. which Orders 
were ratified under the Seals of the ſaid 
Biſhop, and Thomas Lord Aftley the 
Founder. In 19 Edev, I. 1291. the Rec- 
tory here was valued at ten Marks; 
but 26 Hen. VIII. the yearly Revenues 
of the Collegiate Church were certified 
at 46 J. 8 d. but at the Diſſolution at 
391. 10s. 6d. 8 
Aiberſton, an Houſe founded by Ralph 
Lord Baſſet of Draiton, for Friars Ere- 
mites of St. Auguſtine, as may be judged 
by his Arms cut in Stone over the 
Gates. They were called Eremites, be- 
cauſe at firſt they lived in the Wilder- 
I 
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neſs, but after had Houſes, but were 
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Mendicants. The Houſe was the only 
one they had in this County, and was 
built upon certain Lands, being twelve 
Acres, given by the ſaid Lord Baſſet; 
but being an Hamlet of Manceter, theſe 
Monks, when they began to build their 
Church, came to an Agreement with 
the Parſon of it, to pay him and his 


Succeſſors annually, 20 s. for the Tithes 


of the ſaid Lands, and if they ſhould 
acquire more Lands, they would pa 

Tithe in Kind for the ſame ; but it doth 
not appear that they ever had an 

more, for 26 Hen. VIII. all that belong- 
ed to them was valued at 17. 103. 3d. 
fer Annum, and being no more, came 
to the Crown by the Act for diſſolving 
the leſſer Monaſteries in 27 Hen. VIII. 
That King kept it a-while in his Hands, 
and then gave it, with the Appurtenan- 
ces and two Meſſuages, to one Henry 
Cartwright, Reg. 35. and his Heirs, to 
hold of the Crown by the thirtieth Part 
of a Knight's Fee. He ſold it to one 
Mr. Hu, and he to Sir Fohbn Repington, 
Knt. who builc a fair Brizk-honſ. upon 
the Ruins of the Priory, where he re- 

ſided, and died in the Year 1625. 
Aucote, Aulcote, or Avecutera, a Priory 
of Benedictine Monks founded by William 
Burdet, Knt. 5 Hen. II. 1151. to whom 
he gave all his Lands in this Village, 
and made it a Cell to the Monks of 
Great Malvern in Worceſterſhire, upon 
Condition that they ſhould ſend two of 
their Covent to ſerye in the Church 
here for a Twelve-month, and after that 
two more; and as ſoon as the Buildings 
of the Monaſtery could be compleated, 
as many Monks as could conveniently 
be received into it, by the Advice of 
the Abbot of Weſtminſter, &c. and the 
Prior here to be conſtituted by the 
Prior of Malvern. The Benefactors to 
this Houſe were but few, viz. only Ro- 
bert Bramcote, who gave a Meadow call- 
ed by his Name, and William Burdet, 
Grandchild to the Founder, who gave 
12 d. annual Rent out of a Tenement 
here, for the Maintenance of a Lamp 


to burn before the Altar in this Church, 
Half 
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Half a Yard-Land and a Water-mill in 
Ratclive; ſo that the Revenues, 26 Hen. 
VIII. were valued at no more than 287. 
6 s. 2 d. all Reprizes deducted. It was 
diſſol ved by the Act of 27 Hen. VIII. 
and granted by that King with Shwtten- 
ton to Thomas Lord Audley, who parted 
with it to Joan Nobinſon Widow, who 
left it to William her Son and Heir, who 
mortgaged to William Paramour of Lon- 
don, whoſe Intereſt Robert Dudley, Earl 


of Leiceſter, having gotten, juſtled out 


Robinſon, and exchanged it with Shutten- 
ton with Q Elizabeth for other Lands, 
and ſo made it the Lands of the Crown, 
as it now continues. 


Balſball, a Preceptory, or Cell of 


Templars ſubordinate to their chief 
Manſion, the Temple of London, founded 
by Roger de Moubray, who gave all his 
Lordſhip of this Place to them, beſides 
which, in Aftertimes they had divers 
other Lands given them by others, lying 
in this County, the Revenues of which 
were for the moſt part employed in 

maintaining the Knights Templars reſi- 
ding here. They enjoyed at the ſame 
Time divers Privileges here, viz. a 
Charter of Free Warren in all their 
| Demeſne Lands, a weekly Market on 

Thurſday, and two Fairs yearly, on 
the Feaſts of St. Gregory and Matthias. 
The Order of Templars being con- 
demned at London firſt, and afterwards 
at Vienna, for divers Impieties, was ut- 
terly aboliſhed throughout Chriſtendom ; 
and their Poſſeſſions being ſeiſed into 
the King's Hands, what they had here 
was committed to the Cuſtody of Alex- 
ander de Compton, who paid Gol. a Year 
Rent for the Lands thereunro belonging 


a-while; but afterwards the Heirs of 


the Donors enjoyed them, till Pope 
Clement V. calling a General Council to 
Vienna, annexed all the Templars Lands 
to the Knights Hoſpitallers. Theſe did 
not live in the Preceptory here, but 
farmed it out to Fohn Beaufitz, Eſq; 
whoſe Daughter and Heir by Marriage 
carried it to Sir Robert Belingham. The 
Tenants of this Manor could not marry 
their Daughters without the Conſent of 
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the Templars. After the Diſſolution it 
was ſettled upon Q. Katharine, King 
Hen. VIIL.'s laſt Wife, in Part of her 
eos Sec. as in Balſba/l aforegoing is 
aid, | 

 Bermicham, an Hoſpital erected by 
ſome of the Lords of that Name, for 
one Prieſt to ſing Maſs daily therein for 
the Souls of rhe Founders for ever, and 
ſpecially Edward Bermicham, Eſq; who 
inter alia granted the Patronage of it to 
one Fohn Petty for 99 Years. The 
Bermichams were great Benefactors, and 
others beſtowed Lands upon it of ſome 
Value, which, ſome of them being given 
after the Statute of Mort main, the Prior 
and Brethren got the King's Pardon 
for, all which Lands were valued 26 
Hen, VIII. at 8 J. 5s. 3 d. per Annum. 

Comb, or Cumb, a 3 Monaſtery 
built by the Monks of Waverley in Sur- 
rey, in the Pariſh of Smite, the whole 
Manor of which Town was given them 
for that Purpoſe by Richard de Camvill, 
and repleniſhed with Monks from their 
Houle. The Ciftercian Order was then 
but new come into England. The Monks. 
here found many BenefaQors, who en- 
dowed them with ſeveral Lordſhips, 
Lands and Rents, and the Kings en- 
dowed them with many Privileges, as 
Free Warren, Court-Leet, Exemption 
from the County and Hundred Courts, 
c. And the Popes Innocent and Honorius 
exempted them from Payment of all 
Manner of Tithes for their Lands, as 
well before as after the Council of La- 
teran. Thus enriched, this - Monaſtery 
flouriſhed little leſs than 400 Years, 
bur could not eſcape the Hands of King 
Hen. VIII and his Courtiers, who. 
wrought upon the Abbot Robert Bates, 
and his Monks, to ſurrender it, Fay. 
21. 30 Hen. VIII. when it was valucd at 
311/, 15% 14, per Ann. Dugd. 302 1. 
15% 3 d. Dugd. Warw. 343 J. 5 d. per 
Ann. Speed ex Lel. | 

The Site, and many of the Lands he- 
longing to this Monattery were 1 Faw, 
VI. granted out of the Crown to 7obn, 
Earl of Warwick, afterwards Duke of 


Northumberland ; but by his Attainder 
| return 
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returning to the Crown, they were 


leaſed out to Robert Keilway for 196 J. 
8 . 1 d. yearly Rent, and he died poſ- 
ſeſſed of them 23 Eliz. leaving them to 
his ſole Daughter and Heir Anne, then 
the Wife of Fohn Harrington, Eſq; 

Coventry had many Religious Houſes 
and Hoſpitals in it, which we can't 
otherwiſe deſcribe than by the Names 
of ſuch Saints as they were dedicated to, 


- exceptihg that which. was called 


The Priory of Coventry, which for the 
Antiquity of its Fhndation, and ample 
Revenues as well as ſingular Privileges, 
excelled all other Religious Houſes in 
this County. Mr. Speed places King 
Canute in the Front of its Founders, 
and ſays, ic was at firſt built by him for 
Nuns; but Dugdale, both in his Mo- 
naſticon and Hiſtory of Warwi k, men- 
tioning no ſuch Thing, we ſhall aſſert 
Earl Leofrick, Earl of Cheſter, and Go- 
deva his Wife, the ſole Founders of it, 
as Durdale fully proves from Hoveden 
and Malmsbury. This noble Earl, by 
the Advice and Licenſe of King Edward 
the Corſeſſor and Pope Alexander, at the 
Dedication of the Church to the Ho- 
nour of God, the Virgin Mary, St. Peter 
the Apoſtle, St. Osburg the Virgin, and 
All Saints, gave for the Maintenance of 
the Monks there ſerving God, which 
were then but an Abbot named Leſwvin, 
and twenty-four Monks, beſides that 
Half cf the Town, wherein the Mona- 
ſtery was ſituated, twenty-four Lord- 
ſhips, with al! the Liberties and Privi- 
leges which he had enjoyed in them, 
which Charter bcing confirmed by King 


Erward, he added theſe further Privi- 


leges, viz. that the Lands fo given 
ſnould be free from all Taxes for ſet- 
ting forth Soldiers, building Bridges or 
Caitles, and all Payments to the Biſhop, 
or any other Perſon, the King himſelf 
not excepted, 

To theſe Immunities Pope Alexander, 
who ruled the Roman Sce at that Time, 
by his Bull directed to King Edward, 
Anno 1043, not only confirmed all 
former Grants and Exemptions, bur by 


his Apoſtolick Authority further added, 
| 2 


that this Priory ſhould not be ſubjz& 
to any Dioceſan. Biſhop, or judiciary 
Power, of what Order or Digniry ſo- 


ever, and that the Monks ſhould upon 


all Vacancies have a Liberty to ele& an 
Abbor out of themſelves, or any other 
Religious Body where they pleaſed. 
Nor was this Houſe richly endowed on- 
ly, yea, as our Hiſtories have it, ſo 
plentifully enriched with Gold and Sil- 
ver, that the Walls ſeemed too narrow 
to contain them (of which this is an e- 
minent Inſtance, that Robert Limeſy, 
Biſhop of the Dioceſe, ſcfaped from 
one Beam that ſupported. the Shrines, 
500 Marks of Silver) but the People 
had a mighty Veneration for it, it be- 


ing the only Houſe of Monks in the 


County, and honoured with an extraor- 
dinary Relick, the Arm of St. , e 
Biſhop of Hippo, placed in a filver 
Shrine, given by Archbiſhop Agelnoth, 
who returning from Rome, bought it at 
Pavia for 1009 Talents of Silver, and 
one of Gold, and gave it ro thoſe 
Monks, | 

The Founder Ear] Leofrick, died in 
1057, and was buried in this Monaſte- 
ry, as was alſo his Lady Godeva, yet not 
in the Church, as was common after- 
wards, but in the two Porches. They 


left their Monaſtery in the full Enjoy- 


ment of all the former Privileges; but 
in the Reign of William Rufus the 
Biſhops got the Government of their 
Houſe into their Hands, ſo that the 


Prior was but a Subſtitute to the Biſhop. 
Robert Limeſy, upon the Death of Lecuy- 


nus the Abbor, obtained it of King Hen. I. 
and conſtituted it his Cathedral; but 
the Monks ſtill kept in, tho very un- 
eaſy under his Government, for he kept 
them low, to diſable them from ſceking 


a Redreſs of his Encroachment, which 


yer was ſo manifettly deſigned, that 
Huzh de Nonant his Succeſſor in the 
Biſhoprick of Coventry, as it was after 
this called for a-while, never ceaſed till 


he had utterly expelled all the Monks, 


and placed in their Rooms ſecular Ca- 
nons, who continued therein, till Pope 


Innocent, ſolicited by the ejedted Monks 
| (whoſe 
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(whoſe chief Rhetorick was a round 
Sum of Money) was prevailed upon to 
ſend his Letters mandatory to Hubert, 
2 to go preſently to the 
Church of Coventry, and putting out the 
Canons, re- inveſt the Monks; which the 
Archbiſhop accordingly did in 1198. 
The Monks being thus re-eſtabliſhed, 
took ſpecial Care to guard themſelves 
againſt ſuch like Misfortunes for the 
Future, and obtained ſeveral Letters of 
Protection of themſelyes and their Privi- 
leges, from the Popes and Kings, and 
from hence to the Diſſolution continued 
in a flouriſhing Condition, and had ſe- 
veral new Additions to their former 
Rents and Immunities, from K. Hen. III. 
Roger de Montalt, and his Wife, and o- 
thers. The Priors had à Place in Par- 
liament among the Barons, and though 
from the Time of Leofwin the firſt Ab- 
bot, the Heads of it were called Priors, 
it did neither diminiſh their Dignity or 
Authority, but they were equal with 
the greateſt Abbots. But nothing was 
able to defend it from the fatal Over- 
throw intended, when the Survey was 
made of the Revenues of the Religious 
Houſes in 26 Hen. VIII. for that Purpoſe, 
and this Houſe was certified to have in 
8 Rents and Profits 731 J. 19s. 5 d. 
ut there being ſeveral Penſions to be 
paid out of it to the Crown, and other- 
wiſe, amounting to 249 J. 55s. 94. the 
clear yearly Value was but 499 “J. 75. 
4d. per Annum. After the Diſſolution 
of. it, the Site thereof, with divers Meſ- 
ſuages, Gardens, Mills, Sc. were grant- 
ed 38 Hen. VIII. to Fohn Combes, Gent. 
and Richard * and their Heirs, 
to hold of the Crown in free Burgage. 
From whom it came to FJobn Hales and 
his Heirs, who inherited it a Sueceſſion 
or two, but it is long ſince gone out of 
their Families. There was 164 /. paid 
carly out of the Revenues of the Ab- 
ey to the Prior and Monks that ſur- 
rendred it. 

To this Priory belonged two Chan- 
tries, v.2. Leiceſters Chantry, founded 
by Robert and William Leicefter, Canons 
of Lichfield, who entred into Covenants 
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with the Prior for the Time being, 
that he ſhould undertake for himſelf 
and Succeſſors, ro find two ſecular 
Prieſts to ling Maſs daily in the Cathe- 
dral, at the Altar of the Holy Trinity, 
for the good Eftate of the Prior, Robert 
and William Leiceſter, their Parents, &c. 
Upon the Survey in 26 Hen. VIII. it was 
found, that the ſaid Prieſts had 4 J. per 
Annum each, paid by the Prior, and re- 
movable by him at Pleaſure. 2. Cop- 


ſton's Chantry joining to the Wall of this 


Priory, founded by William Copſton in 
the 19 Edw. I. The Revenue of it in 
26 Hen. VIII. was found to be 11 . 85. 
2 d. Dr. Molineux being then Warden of 
it. In 38 Hen. VIII. it was tranſlated 
into St. Michael's Church. 

St. Anne s Monaſtery adjoining to Co- 
ventry, being of the Order of Curthuſians, 
and dedicated to St. Anne, was firſt 
founded in the Year 1381. by Milliam 
de la Zouche, and at firſt ſupplied with 
three Monks from the Carthuſians at 
London, and with three more from Bel- 
levalle. Beſides this Lerd Zoucbe, the 
Monks here had many other Benefac- 
tors, as Richard Luff, Mayor of Coventry; 
Fobn Northburgh, a Cartbuſian Prior; 
gow Holmeton, of Sleford; John Bokenton, 

iſhop of Lincoln; Thomas ds Beauchamp, 
Earl of Warwick, and others, who e- 
refed ſeveral Parts of the Building. In 
the Year 1385, King Rich. II. became 
the principal Founder, with his own 
Hands laying the firſt Stone in the Foun- 
dation of their Church, proteſting pub- 
lickly to be the Founder, and to finiſh 
the Buildings, To this Houſe were di- 
vers Churches appropriated, and divers 
Lands given, and among other the Ma- 
nor of Ediæeſton in the County of Nut- 
land, by the Abbot and Convent of St.

Grey Friars in Coventry, otherwiſe 
called Franciſcans, becauſe one St. Fan- 
cis, a Perſon famous for his ſtrift and 
holy Life, was the Perſon from whom 
this Order ſprung, and Minorites were 4 
„ Sort 
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and concealed from- the Crown, whietr 


Sorr of Mendicants, living on Charity 
only; and fo as they had no Lands, fo 
they had no Houſe, but what was built 
by the Charity of good People, who 
alſo at length furniſhed them with a 
ſumptuous Church, the Ground where- 
on they were erected being given them 
w Ranulph, the laſt Earl of Chefter, out 
of his Manor of Cbeyleſmore; the Black 
Prince allowing theta Stone out of his 
Quarry in his Park at Chieleſmore, and 
other Benefaftors liberally contributing 
to it, eſpecially fome of the Haſtings's 
Family, becauſe divers of them le bu- 
ried iv a Chapel ef the ſame Church, 
caljed Faftings Chapel, and ſome of 
them in the Habit of theſe Friars. 
Theſe Fitars uſed to play Pageants up- 
on Corpus Chriſti Day, called Ludi Coven- 
frie, or Corpus Chrifti, which bringing a 
great Confluence of People to the City, 
were no ſmall Advantage to it. This 
Eouſe having no Lands or Tenements, 
bur only a 1 to go into the Coun- 
try, as well as about the City, to ask 
the Alms of good People, was rot 
ſwept away with the. leſſer Priories 27 
Hen. VIII. but ſtood to the general Dil- 
folution of all the Monalteries, and fo 
came to nothing, becauſe it was a Mo- 
naſtery, tho* worth nothing. The Houſe 
and Site was granted 34 Hen. IV. to the 
Mayor, Bailiffs and Commonalty of this 
City, and their Succeffors, for ever. 
The Steeple of their Church is yet 
ſtanding. | 

Grey Friars Hoſpital, ſo called, becauſe 
it ſtands near the Ruins of the Priory 
ſo called: It was founded, as the In- 


ſcription on the Walls ſignifies to us, 


Anno 1529, by Mr. William Ford of this 
Tiry, Merchant of the Staple, for five 
Men and one Woman, and gave each 
of them five Pence a Week for their 
Maintenance. William Pifford, his Exe- 
cutor, appointed five Men and their 
Wives to be placed in it, and to have 
ſeven Pence Half-penny a Week each 
Couple; and Mr. William Wigfton added 
a Woman for their Nurſe with the ſame 
Allowance. King James I. ſeiſed the 
Lands as belonging to the Grey Friars, 


obliged the City to purchaſe them, that 
they might be continued to the ſame 
Charitable Uſes. Since they have made 
uy Additions, not only to the per- 
ons, putting in a Man and a Woman 
more, but to their Allowances, each 
Perſon being allowed & Shilling a weck. 
Mr. Simon Norton hath alſo given Main- 
tenance for ene Man and a Woman 
more in this Hoſpital, at one Shilling a 
Week each, who are paid ont of the 
Ciry Chamber, and make ſeyen Couple, 
and their Nurſe. 

White Friars, or Friars Carmelites, 
are another Sort of Mendicants, which 
Order fome will have to be firſt inſti- 
rated by Elias the Prophet in Mount 
Carmel, whither he retired to ſpend his 
Days in the Service of God, which 
crew the Admiration of divers pious 
Perſons to him to become Anchorites- 
with him. We ſhall nor diſpute the 
Truth of this now, it is ſufficient for us, 
thar the Obſervance of this Kind of 
Life was nor received among Chriſtians 
till the Time of Pope Alexander III. 
Anno 1170, nor became a direct Order 
till forty Years after, in the Days of 


Pope Innocent III. when Sir John Veſt: of 


Alnwite in Northumberland, returning 
from the Holy Land, brought this Order 
of Friars into England in 1250, near a 


Century after which, viz. in 1342, Sir 


Fobn Poultney, Knt. who had been four 
Times bad Mayor of London, eredcted 
an Houſe for them here, as his Arms 
over the Gates ſhew. They had no 
Endowments of Land, but lived on the 
Charity of good People, which was not 
ſtall, the People in general having ſo 
kigh an Opinion of their ſtri&t Holineſs; 
for the Lord Baſſet of Draiton ga ve them a 
Legacy of 3001. and few Perſons of Qua- 
lity died, bur they left theſe Monks a Le- 
gacy. Sir Tho. Poulton of Miſterion, Kut. 
Heir to Sir ohn, was buried in the Chan- 
cel of their Chureh. Upon the Survey 
taken 26 Hen. VIII. this poor Houſe was 
found to be worth 71. 135. 8 d. per Ann. 
above all Reprizes; ſo that this Priory 
fell not with rhe firſt, but could not 
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Hoſpital, and Edmund, Archdeacon of 


eſcape the laſt ; and the Monks who re- 
ſigned it had no Penſions, as thoſe of 
greater Houſes had, becauſe their Re- 
venues were ſo ſmall ; and ſo becauſe 
their Profeſſion was beg ing, they were 
abandoned ro their Buſineſs, The 


Houſe and all that belonged to it was 


given to Sir Ralpb Sadler, to hold in 
Burgage, who ſold it to Fobn Hales, 
who made it his Sear, and called it 
Hales Place, and his Nephew enjoyed 
it in 1640. | 

St. Fobn's Hoſpital, founded by Lau- 
rence, Prior of Coventry, and his Convent, 
about the Beginning of King Hen. II. 's 
Time, who granted the Site of the 
Houſe, and the Appurtenances in per- 
petual Alms, for the Receipt of poor 
and infirm People, at the Requeſt of 
Edmund, Archdea con of Cotentry, who 
having got it confirmed by Kichard, 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury, and by the 
Bull of Pope Hanorins IIT. was at the 
Charge of the Buildings upon ir, and 
endowed it with the Manor of Smercote 
in Bedworth Pariſh, King Hen. III. Reg. 
45. granted to the Brethren and Siſters 
of this Hoſpital, Liberty and Protection 
by 2 or Meflengers to ask, 
gather and receive Alms abroad, for 
the Relief of their Houſe for the Space 
of ſeven Years, in which their Condi- 
tion was ſo repreſented to all ſuch, as 
they ſhould repair unto, that by giving 
them they might expeR a Reward from 
God, and Thanks from him. They found 
many Bene factors to their Houſe, inſo- 
much that at the Survey made in 26 
Hen. VIII. their Revenues were certi- 
fied to be 99 J. 13 s. 6d. but out of it 
ſo many Penſions and Reprizes were 
paid, that the clear yearly Value was 
no more than 67 J. 3s. 2 d. but in the 
Monaſticon tis fer at 81 J. 3s. 3d. and 
Speed ma kes it 101 L 14s. | 

In the Year 1425, Richard Crosby being 
then Prior of Coventry, and Thomas E- 
verſden, Maſter and Cuſtos of this Hoſpi- 
tal, theſe ſeveral Orders were by them 
made for the Government of it, viz. 
That the Prior and Convent of Covent 
ſhould be accounted Founders of this 
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Coventry, principal Benefactor; that 
the Maſter of the Hoſpital ſhould be 
ſubzeU& to the Prior, who-1s to have the 
Placing, Creation, and Reception 
the ſaid Maſter, and all rhe Brethren 
and Siſters; thar the ſaid Prior and his 
Succeſſors may vilit in the ſaid Hoſpi- 
tal once a Year, artended with eight 
Perſons only ; that the Maſter make 
Oath of Fidelity to the Prior at his Ad- 
miſſion, and the Brothers and Siſters a 
Promiſe in Writing ſigned and scaled; 
that che Maſter be in Priefi's Orders, 
and hold a Chapter every Friday, or 
other Day in the Week ; that the Di- 
vine Offices be celebrated ſecundum u- 
ſum Sarum ; that the Silters be always 
intent and ſolicitous about the Care 
and Service of the Sick; that the Ma- 
ſter ſhall pay predial Tithes to the 
Prior, but not of Cattle and Wood, &?:. 
Erdbury, a Priory of Canons of St. 
Auguſtin, built in Hen. Il.'s Time, by 
Ralph de Sudley, who endowed it with 
the Church of Cbelverdeſcote and divers 
Lands an the ſaid Village, and elſe- 
where; as alſo with the Church of 
Dercet, and divers Lands there, about 
which Alexander, the Biſhop, of Lichfeld 
and Coventry, made the following Settle- 
ment berween the Prior of :this Houſe 
and the Vicar of Dercet, and their Suc- 
ceſſors, viz. That the Vicar ſhould have 
all the Alterage of the ſaid Church, 
and the Tithe-Corn of eight Yard-Lands 
in Radway, and two in Dercet in the 
Demeſnes of the ſaid Prior, with an 
Houſe, c. That the Vicar ſhall be a 
Prieſt, and have an Aſſociate and Dea- 
con to officiate in the ſaid Church : 
That the Vicar ſhall bear all uſual 
Charges, except the Repairs of the 
Chancel, of which he ſhall bear bur 
Half. The Monaſtery being decayed in 
its Revenues, King Hen. VI. Reg. 23. 
granted the Prior and Covent Licenſe 
to obtain and receive Lands and Tene- 
ments to the Value of One hundred 


Marks, without Fine to the King, The 


Revenues of this Houſe being valued 
26 Hen. VIII. at 94. 6% 1d. fer An- 
PSS Ss num, 
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ſolved with the leſſer Monaſteries 27 
Her. VIII. and given to Charles Brandon, 


Duke of Suffolk, from whom by ſeveral 


intermediate Owners it came at length 
to Serjeant Neudigate, whoſe Deſeendant 
Richard, then Serjcant at Law, was the 
Owner of the Site and Lands (for the 


Church and Houſe had been long be- 


fore demoliſhed by Sir Edmund Ander- 
fon in Q. Elizabeth's Reign) in the Year 
1640. 

Henwo:d, a BenediQtine Nunnery, 
founded by Ketelburn de Langedon, who 


gave to God, St. Margaret, and the Nuns 


of Eaftwwelt (for ſo the Monaſtery was at 
firſt called from its Situation on the 
Faſt-ſide of Langdon, by a Well) the 
Lordſhip of Kenwood belonging to Lang- 
on, in which the Nunnery ſtood, with 
divers other Lands, and Liberties, to 
hold as freely as he himſelf held them 
of the ſuperior Lord, Hugh de Arden. 
In After-time this Nunnery of Eaſtævell 
grew out of Uſe, and it came to be 
called Hencbood. They had many Bene- 
factors in After-times, whoſe Gifts Pope 
Gregory IX. confirmed, as did Pope Inno- 


cent IX. divers Churches given to them 


by King Rich: II. and King Hen. IV. 
Upon the Survey taken 26 Hen. VIII. 
the Revennes of it were ſound to be bur 
211. 25. Od. 1. fer Annum; Whereupon 
being accounted one of the leſſer Mo- 
naſterics, it was diſſolved in 27 Hen. 
VIII. and fold 31 Hen. VIII. to John

early Rent. His Poſterity held it ſome 
83 but it was at length ſold to 
Mr. William Spconer. 

Kenilworth, a 
Canons, or Canons Regular of St. Au- 


guſtir, founded by Feffrey de Clinton, 


Chamberlain and Treaſurer of King 
Hen. I. who for the Redemption of his 
Sins, and for the good Eſtate of the ſaid 
King, (whoſe Conſent he had to it,) his 
own Wife and Children, endowed it 
with all the Lands and Woods he had in 
the Pariſh of Kenilworth, except what 
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zum, clear of all Reprizes, it was diſ- 


he had reſerved for the Building a 
Caſtle and making a Park, with many 
other Lands, and Liberties, all which 
he enjoined his Heirs to obſerve on Pain 
of his Curſe and God's Wrath. Feffrey 
his Son, and Henry his Grandſon, not 
only confirmed his Gifts, but made con- 
ſiderable Additions to the Revenues of 
it out of their own Eſtates, the former 
of them granting them the Tithes of all 
Manner of Proviſions whatſoever, that 
were carried into the Caſtle. There 
were many other BenefaQors to this 
Monaſtery, whoſe Lands and Rents 
King Hen. I. briefly reciting in his 
Charter, confirmed and granted the Ca- 
nons great Libertics and Immunities at 
the ſame Time, as did King Hen. II. ſo 
that they had the Privileges of Court- 
Leer, Aſſize of Bread and Beer, Autho- 
rity to try and puniſh MalefaQors, 
freedom from County and Hundred 
Courts, Free Warren in divers of their 
Manors, c. The Priory of Bree in 
Rutlandſbire, and Stone in Staffordſbire, 
were Cells to this Houſe, but the laſt of 
them was frecd from their SubjeQion to 
it, by Roger Meuland, Biſhop of Coven 
and Lichfield in 1260. 44 Hen. III. Theft 
Canons lived in a very plentiful and 
proſperous Condition from the Founda- 
tion to the Diſſolution, about 430 Years, 
it being in order thereto valued in 26 
Hen. VIII. at 533 J. 15. 4 4 oo An- 
num, above all Reprizes, which being 
included, the true Value was 643 J. 145. 
Od. 3. per Annum. 

This Monaſtery was ſurrendered by 
the then Abbot and Covent, April 15. 
29 Hen. VIII. and the Site of it was gi- 
ven by the ſame King to Sir Andrew 
Flamock, a Courtier in thoſe Days, by 
whoſe Daughter it came to Fohn Cot 
born, Eſq; who was frighted out of it by 
Robert Earl of Leicefter, to whom the 
Manor and Caftle were before given, 
6 Eliz. | 

Kingſwood, a Nunnery of Auguſtinian: 
mentioned in Mr. Speed's Catalogue of 
Monaſteries out of Leland, but without 
Founder or Revenue. Sir William Dug- 
dale in his Hiſtory of Warwick mentions 

on 


no ſuch Things in either of the Ham- 
lets of that Name. FFD 
- Kirby-Monachorum, or Monks-kirby, the 
Lordſhip of Feffrey de Wirce, who came 
in with the Conqueror into England, and 
had this and many other Lordſhips, as 
a Reward for his Service. He having a 
great Reſpe& for the Monaſtery of St. 
Nicholas at Angiers in France gave (inter 
alia) the Church of Xirby, which he 
had lately rebuilt, and dedicated to the 
Bleſſed Virgin and St. Dennis to that 
Houſe; whereupon the Monks of An- 
giers ſent over ſome of their Covent, 
and made it a Cell to their Monaſtery, 
the ſaid i fro having given them 
Lands and Tithes ſufficient for their 


Maintenance. Roger de Moubray, a De- 


ſeendant of Nigel de Alban, to whom 
Mirces Lands came, gave to the ſaid 
Monks of Angiers, the Church of Ner- 
bold ſuper Avon, and Nigel de Moubray 
confirmed to them all the Lands, Tithes, 
and other Poſſeſſions given to them by 
his Anceſtors in ſeyeral Places. Some 
other Benefactors gave conſiderably 
to this Houſe, but it being a Priory 


alien, it was with other Houſes of. 


the like Nature ſo ofcen given to the 
Kings in the Wars with France, and by 
them ſeiſed on, and the Revenues farmed 
out, that the Monks of Sr. Nicbolas re- 
ceiving no Advantage from it, ſold it to 
Thomas Moubray, Earl of Nottingham, at 
an eaſy Rate. This Earl, about the 
ſame Time, had obtaincd a Liberty to 
found a Religious Houſe of Cartbuſian 
Monks at Epevorth, or elſewhere in the 
Iſle of Arbolme in Lincolnſbire, and in or- 
der to the Endowment procured the 
King's Licenſe, and the Abbot and Co- 
vent's Conſent, with that of all other 
Perſons any Way concerned, to unite 
this Cell with all the Lands thereto be- 
longing to that his Monaſtery of Ar- 
tolm, which after a little Interruption 
in King Hen. IV.'s Reign, they enjoyed, 
till the Diſſolution, when the Manor 
and Tithes being in the King's Hands, 
the ReQory was ſettled on Trinity-Col- 
lege, Cambridge, and the Manor given 
to Charles Brandon, Duke of Suffolk, to 
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be held in Capite by the tenth Part of =

Num Eaton, a Benedidſ ins Nunnery, 
founded by Robert ſurna med Baſſu, Earl 
of Leiceſter in King Stephen's Time, be- 
ing of the fame Grder (according to his 
Deſire) with the Nuns of Font-Ebraud in 
Normandy. Amice his Counteſs after- 
wards became a Nun in this Monaſtery, 
and was buried in it. He plentifully 
endowed it with all his Part in this 
Manor of Eaton, and other Lands, and 
confirmed the Donations of others to 
them, King Hen. II. alſo gave them 
his Confirmation of all the Founders, 
and BenefaQors Lands, and. conferred 
upon them himſelf} the Chureh of Chau- 
ton in Hempſvire. But it ſeems, as if 
this Nunnery. were not founded in Imi- 
tation of the, Nunnery at Font-Ebraud, 
but in a Dependance upon it, as if they 
had nothing of their Own, but what 
might be claimed by that foreign Nun- 
nery; for we find an Agreement, That 
the Prioreſs and Convent of Font-Ebraud 
granted to this Houſe the: Immunity to

Oldbury, a Cell ro Polefworth, dedi- 
cated to St. Laurence, and belonging to 
that Monaſtery before the Conqueſt, for 
| Nuns of the ſame Order. They were 
endowed with this Manor, and had 
Lands in Waverton given them by Ralph 
Boteler of Tamworth. The Nuns of Poleſ- 
worth had ſome Controverſy with the 
Parſon of Manceter, about the Oblations 
made in the Chapel of this Houſe, but 
it was determined that the Nuns here 
ſhould have: the. Benefit of them all, 
bringing 3 1b. of Wax to the Church of 
Manceter, unleſs by a Miracle there 
ſhould be an extraordinary Concourſe 
of People. The Lands belonging to 
theſe Nuns were in 26 Hen. VIII. va- 
tved at 61. 10s. and coming to the 
Crown with the Nunnery of Poleſworth, 
go Hen. VIII. were given to Charles 
Brandon, Duke of Suffolk, and his Heirs, 
from whom they at length came to Ri- 
chard Whiteha/l, who now owns it. 

| Pinley, an Houſe of Benedictine Nuns, 
founded by R.. . . de Pilardinton, who 
ave to God and the Nuns of this 
lace totam terram de Pinleia aſſenſu Ro- 
berti de Pincerna de Overſleia, They had 
ſeveral Benefactors, who gave them 
Lands and Churches, which were con- 
firmed to them by Walter Cantilupe, Bi- 
ſhop of Worceſter, who, with Hubert Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury, and Simon Wauton, 
Biſhop of Morceſter, much encouraged 
ſuch Donations, by promiſing Pardon 
of Penance for certain Days, for giving 
ſomething of their Subſtance to theſe 
Nuns. King Hen. II. and K. Hen. III. 
ranted theſe Nuns divers Immunities 
* their ſeveral Charters, and Fobn the 
Son of Feffrxy de Langley gave to God 
and St. Mary at Pinley the Homage, and 
Service of his Brother Robert, and a 
Rent of 64. a Year for the Maintenance 
of Our Lady's Lamp in this Church. 
But neither could the Piety, and holy 
Lives of theſe Votaries, nor the Priyi- 
leges of Kings preſerye them from the

9 Deſtruction reſolved upoh by 

ing Hen. VIII. who caufed It to be va- 
Jued in 26 Reg. and ſeiſed upon all, viz. 
221. 6s. 4d. per Annum above Reprizes. 
It was ſold to Mid. Wigſton, 36 Hen. VIII. 


for 342 J. 11 s. 5 
Poleſworth, a Nunnery of the Bene- 
dictine Order, founded by Egbert, Kin 
of the Meſt-Saxons, Who having invitec 
St. Modwen, an holy Nun, who had 
cured his Son Arnulþh of a Leproſy, in- 
to England, firſt built her and her Com- 
pore St. Lyne and Sr. Ofyth, a Dwel- 
ing in the Foreſt of Arderne, and put- 
ting his Daughter Editb to be inſtructed 
in the Rule of St. Bennet, built an 
Houſe for Nuns in this Place, and made 
his Daughter Edith Abbeſs of it, giving 
this Manor to it for the Maintenance 
of ſuch Nuns, as would come under her 
Government. This Nunnery continued 
to the Conqueſt, and then being giver 
to Sir Robert Marmion, he expelled rhe 
Nuns from hence, and made them fly 
to their Cell at Oldbary, where having 
continued a Twelve-month, they were 
by him recalled to their Houſe here, 
upon Condition, that he and his Wife 
ſhould be reputed their Founders. From 
this Time the Marmions themſelves 
were BenefaGors to it, and many fol- 
lowed their Examples, ſo that they were 
enriched with many Lands, Meſſuages, 
Mills, Churches, and other Revenues, 
inſomuch, that at the Survey taken in 
26 Hen. VIII. their Eſtates together were 
valued at 109 J. 6s. 6d. Reprizes in- 
cluded ; but being excluded at 87 J. 
16 4. 3 d. per Annum. Here was an Her- 
mitage for Women, near which was a 
clear Spring running from a Rock, 
which made a Well, called St. Edith's 
Well, and near the Town was a Chapel 
dedicated to St. Leonard, endowed with: 
Lands by Roger de Grendon in King Ste- 
phen's Time. His Poſterity had the Pa- 
tronage of it, and Robert de Grendon 
ave it to the Nuns of Poleſcworth, for the 
6 of two Prieſts to celebrate 
Divine Service daily therein, for tho 
Soul of the ſaid Robert, and of William 
de Bray his Mother's Father, and — 
the 
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the Faithful deceaſed ; which Service 
was accordingly performed to the Diſ- 
ſolution ; for in 26 Hen. VIII. it appears, 
that the two Prieſts officiating there, 
had between them a Stipend of ten 
Pounds a Year. | 
Shortley, a e Monaſtery built 
in Sbort ey: feld, within the Liberty of Co- 
ventry, after this Manner: Villiam Lord 
Zouch, 5 Rich. II. deſirous to found an 
Houſe of that Order in Honour of St. 
Anne, obtained of Sir Baldwin Frevill 
the Elder, fourteen Acres of Land in 
Shcrtly, in which he intended to erect it, 
and to that End procured before- hand 
from the Carthuſians at London, three of 
their Monks; but being prevented by 
Death, he did no more towards it, than 
leave 601. a Year to be paid towards their 
Maintenance, until his Heirs could pro- 
cure as much in Churches appropriate 
to be ſettled on them. But his Death 
did not put a Period to his Deſign, for 
K. Rich. II. Reg. 5. took upon him the 
Execution of ir; and having cauſed the 
fourreen Acres to be ſer out by Sir 
Baldevin Freeill, divers Perſons ſet about 
the Building of it, and in a little Time 
13 eleven Cells; and King Richard 


imſelf, at the Inſtigation of Qu. Anne, 


undertook the Building of the Church, 
of which he himſelf laid the firſt Stone. 
The Houſe being thus built, K. Richard 
ordered the Monks to be put in Poſſeſ- 
ſion of it, and granted them a Licenſe 
to obtain the Advowſons of Churches to 
the Value of 100 J. per Annum, over and 
above what ſhould be aſſigned out of 
them to a Vicar. Nor did the King 
think what he had already done ſuffi- 
cient, but Reg. 9. he gave them the Ad- 
vowſon of the Church of Ecclesfield, and 
through his whole Reign gave all the 
Encouragement he could to Benefac- 
tors, and Allowances for advantageous 
Purchaſes, Freedom from Taxes, with 
many other Privileges, which rendered 
this Houſe very conſiderable in his 
Time; and King Hen. IV. Reg. 1. re- 
aſſumed many of his Gifts, yet moſt of 
them were reſtored by King Hen. VII. 


Leg. Io. ſo that the Revenues of this

Monaſtery in 26 Hen. VIII. were certi- 
fied to be, over and above all Reprizes, 
131 J. 6s. 8 d. per Annum ; but though it 
was under 2001. per Annum, and might 
have been diſſolved 27 Hen. VIII. it was 
reſerved to 30 Hen. VIII. when the utter 
Deſolation of them all happened: Being 
in the King's Hands, it was four Years 
after given to Richard Andrews, Gent. 
and Leonard Chamberlain, Eſq: but they 
kept it not long, for 9 Elix. Henry Wa- 
ver died ſeiſed of it, and left it to his 
Son Richard, from whom it paſſed thro' 
divers Hands to Edward Hi, Gent. 
whoſe Son and Heir Edward enjoyed it 


in 1640. 


Stoneley, a Ciſtercian Monaſtery, found- 
ed by Maud the Empreſs, with the 
Conſent of King Stephen, in a certain 
deſert Place called Radmore, in the Fo- 
reſt of Canack. At firſt the Monks lived 
an Hermit's Life, in great Deyotion, 
but took upon them no Rule. Here 
they lived thirteen Years, but being of- 
ten diſturbed in their pious Exerciſes 
by the Riding of the Foreſters back- 
ward and forward, they humbly be- 
ſought the Empreſs, that ſhe would 
vouchſafe to change their Scat, which 
ſhe 2 to, and bearing an Af- 
fection to the Ciſtercian Order, told 
them, that if they would undergo their 
Rule, ſne would grant their Requeſt. 
To which, upon Deliberation they con- 
ſented, and thereupon their Houſe was 
made a Ciſtercian Abbey, one William be- 


ing made their firſt Abbot, by Henry her 


Son, then Duke of tas After 
this they found many Benefactors, and 
remained at Rad more a- while, and that 
they might be fully inſtructed in the 
Rule of the Ciftercian Order, they re- 
queſted Hamon the Abbot of Bordeſley in 
Worceſterſhire, to ſend two of their Co- 
vent to inform them therein, which was 
accordingly done. 

But ſtill the Foreſters were not only 
troubleſome ro them, but by their fre- 
quent Viſits grew burdenſome, where- 
upon they petitioned King Hen. IT. uſing 


their Intereſt with his Mother the Em- 
preſs, to tranſlate them to his Manor of 


Stoneley, 
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Radmore in Exchange for it; to which 
the King graciouſly yielding, they re- 
moved thither with the Aſſent of the 
Canons of Kenikvorth, to whom the Pa- 
riſh Church of Stoneley belonged, upon 
Condition, that they ſhould no Ways 
diminiſh the Rights of the Church. 
This was done, Anno 1154. King Henry 
having thus ſettled theſe Monks, not 
only procured that they ſhould have 
this Lordſhip, by Purchaſing ont all 
other Owners, but endowed them with 
divers other Lands and Revenues, and 
beſtowed on them many Privileges. 
Divers other BenefaQtors theſe Monks 
had, which enriched their Monaſtery 
fo, that upon the Valuation of the Mo- 
naſteries in 26 Hey. VIII. this Houſe was 
certified to have in good Rents, over 
and above all Reprizes, 15th. 3s. 1 d. 3. 
per Annum. It was diſſolved in 27 Hen. 
VIII. and the Monks were diſpoſed of 
to the greater Religious Houſes: The 


Site being given to Charles Brandon, 


Duke of S»fi!k, from whom it paſſed to 
Sir Thomas Leigh, whoſe Poſterity en- 
joyed it in 1640. 

Stratford upon Avon, a Collegiate 
Church, to which it arrived by theſe 
Degrees, It was at firſt a Chantry 


founded by Fobn de Stratford, Biſhop of 


Winchefter, in the South Iſle of the 
Church, then newly built by him for 
five Prieſts to celebrate Divine Service 
for the Honour of God, in the ſaid Ifle, 
at the Altar of St. Thomas, to pray for 
the good Eſtate of King Ew. III. the 


Biſhop of Winchefter, and his Succeſſors, 


in this Life, and for the Souls of all the 
Kings of England, his Father and Mo- 
ther, Sc. and all the Faithful departed. 
For the Maintenance of his five Prieſts 


he gave one Meſſuage, and certain 


Lands in Stratford of 691. yearly Rent, 
and appointed, that one of them ſhould 


be Warden, and another Sub-warden, and 

the other three removable at Pleaſure. 

He alſo obtained divers Immunities and 

Privileges for them and their Tenants; 

and Ralpb de Stratford, Biſhop of London, 

built them an Houſe of ſquared Stone

many other Benefactors, that increaſed'

bomas Balſbal, D. D. to F Warden 
ſhip of ir, by the Name af the Colle- 
giate Church of Stratford upon Avon. He 
rebuilt from the Ground a fair and 


beautiful Choir at his own Charge, and 


Dr. Ralph Collingwood, Dean of Lichfield, 
purſuing the pious Intent of Dr. Baljball, 
inſtiruted four Children Chorifters, to 


be daily Aſſiſtant in the Celebration of- 
Divine Service in the ſaid Chureh, and 


pray for his Soul ; and for their Main- 
renance gave certain Lands lying in this 
Town; but *rwas not long after this Col- 
lege was thus compleated, that it came 
to ruin with the other Religious Foun- 
darions, being valued 26 Hen. VIII. at 
128 J. 9s. 14. per Annum. After its 


Diſſolution, the Site of it 4 Edw. VI. 


was granted to Fobn Dudley, Earl of 
Warwick, afterwards Duke of Northum- 
berland; but by his Artainder 1 Mar. it 


returned to the Crown, and therein re-

Studeley, a Monaſtery for Canons Re- 
gular of Sc. Auguſtin's Order, firſt found- 


ed at Wigton near Wiche in Worceſterſhire, 
and within a little Time after tranſlated 
to Studeley, or Stodeley on the Bank of 


the Arrow; their Lands and Revenues 
which they had there being continued 


to them, which Petey Corbicon, alias Stod- 
ley, with other BenefaQors, had endow- 
ed them with. 'They found ſeveral Be- 
ne factors in this their new Settlement, 
and after ſome Time, having a new Pa- 
tron William de Cantilupe, to whom Peter 
de' Corbicon, Son of the Founder, reſigned 
all his Intereſt, they became more 
flouriſhing and ag opt by his ad-

Not worth our while to inquire. 
The Hoſpital. of St. Fob Babel, in 
the eaſtern Suburbs of this Town, 
founded by Wiktiam, Earl of Warwick, 
in King Hen. II.'s Time, for the Enter- 
tainment and Reception of Strangers 
and Travellers, as well as the Poor and 
Infirm. It doth not appear what En- 
dowment it had at firſt, but that it had 
ſomething conſiderable is not improba- 
ble; but however that be, it had ſome 
conſiderable BenefaQors. afterwards, as 
Francis de Ditchford, who gave to it one 
Meſſuage and Half a Yard-Land, and 
Sir .Fohn Biſhopſdon, Knt. who gave the 
Moiety of the Church of Morton Mer- 
bull, and Thomas de Beauchamp, Earl of 
Warwick, giving the other Moicty; the 
entire Adyowſon was appropriated to it 
by Reginald Bryan, Biſhop of Worceſter, 


"In 1359 ; before this, in 19 Edw. I. 1291. 


it was certified, that this Hoſpital had 


a Carucate of Land and a Dove houſe 


belonging to ir, but of whoſe Gift, or 
where it lay, 1s not known. In 37 
Hen. VIII. it was certified, that the 
Revenues of this Hoſpital were 19 J. 
17. 3d. 2. per Annum ; and that it was 
founded to maintain one Maſter, two 
Chaplains, and two poor Folks conti- 
nually, and keep Hoſpitality. It was 


given by that King at the Surrender of 


It, to one Anthony Stoughton, a Servant of 
the Queen's, for Life, to whom Queen 
Elizabeth, Reg. 5. granted the Inheri- 
rance, and his Grandſon Anthony was in 
Poſſeſſion of it in 1640. 

St. Mccbaet's Hoſpital, firuate on the 
North-ſide of the Town near the Cha- 
pel of St. Michael, was founded by Ro- 
ger, Earl of Warwick, in King Hen. I. s 
Time. What it was endowed with by 
him, we find not, nor any great Matter 
afterwards, beſides certain Obventions 
and Tithes of the Aſſarts of Wedgnock, 
as alſo of the Paunage and Veniſon gi- 
ven by Waleran, Earl of Warwick. The 


Intention of the Founder was to piye 
Alms weekly to poor People, and har- 
bour them, It conſiſted of a Guardian 
and certain Brethren, but how many 
we are not fully informed. In 37 Hey, 


VIII. there was a Survey taken of ſuch 


Houſes, and then there was no Maſter 
reſident; but it was demiſed by Leaſe 
with all the Rent and Profirs thereunto 
belonging, to one Richard Fiſher, paying 
ten Pounds, and diſtributing weekly to 
the Poor eight Pence, and finding Box 
Beds for their Lodging, giving 8 4. 
a Week toa four Woman to atrend the 
poor Men and make their Beds; but 
then there were reſident in it eight 
poor Women only, having four Pounds 
a Year diſtributed among them out of 
the priory Lands, late Sir Thomas Pu- 
kering's. The Value of it at that Time, 
over and above Reprizes, was 10 J.

The Earl of Leiceſter's Hoſpital, found- 
ed by Robert Dudley, Earl of Leiceſter, 
for twelve Men behdes the Maſter, viz. 


1mpotent Perfons not having above 51. 
per Annum of their Own, and ſuch as 


either had been or ſhould be maimed 


in the Queen's (Elizabeth's) her Heirs 


or Sueceſſor's Service, or had been Ser- 
vants and Tenants to him, and his 
Heirs, born in this County or Gioceſter- 


ſpire, & c. This Hoſpital had been St. 


George's Gild in this Town, and at the 
general Diſſolution, 37 Hen. VIII. was 
granted to Sir Nicholas Leſtrange, Knt. 
of whom the Earl of Leiceſter acquired 
ir. It was valued at the Diſſolution, at 
320. 10s. 5d. per Annum. 

| Puckering's Hoſpital, ſituate without 
the Weſt Gate, in the Part of the Build- 


' ings formerly belonging to St. George's 


Gild before-mentioned, for eight poor 
Women, who have 34 s. and 8 d. diſtri- 
buted among them by even Portions, 
once a Quarter, out of Sir Thomas 
Puckering's Eſtate, which Women do 
alſo receive Clothing for two Years in 
December, from the Bailiff of Warwick 
and Miniſter of St Mary's; provided for 
them out of the Sum of 8 J. per Annum, 
payable likewiſe out of the ſaid Sir Tho- 
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mas Puckering's Eſtate for that Purpoſe, 


and for the like Clothing in St, Michael's 
Hoſpital ; and every third Year they 
have the like Sum of eight Pounds 
ſhared equally among them. Two o- 
ther Houſes for People which have been 


of Trades, did the ſame Sir Thomas 


Puckering, Knt. and Bar. build of fair 
Ajbler Stone, within this Town, viz. the 
one in Foice-pool Lane, and the other in 
the Lane leading from the Market- 
place towards the Weſt Gate. Both of 
them buile by him in his middle Age 
to encourage Induſtry in Trade, Anno 
Dom. 1633. | | 

The Temple, or Houſe of Templars, 
ſi tuate in the South Part of the Suburbs, 
founded and endowed with Lands b 

Roger, Earl of Warwick, in K. Hen. II. 's 
Reign. In it was a Chantry for the 
antient Earls of Miri k, the Revenue 


whereof was certified to be 3 1 6s. 8 d. 


per Annum. But upon the Suppreſſion 
of this Order of Templars, all their 
Lands were given to the Hoſpitallers, 
and then this Houſe was given to the 
Preceptory of Balſba in this County, 
about 9 Edw. II. and then it was certi- 
fied to be of the yearly Value of 14 J. 
Gs. 84. in arable Land, meadowing 
Paſture, a Water-mill, Court, and twen- 
ty-four Frecholders. The general Diſ- 
ſolution ſwept the Hoſpitallers away 
with other Religious Houſes 30 Hen. 


VIII. and then theſe Templars Poſſeſ- 


fions, as Parcel of the Preceptory of 
Balſha/l, were granted 3 Edw. VI. to 
8 Dudley, Earl of Warwick, and Fane 

is Wife, and their Heirs ; but return- 
ing to the Crown by the Attainder of 
the ſaid Earl, were diſpoſed of by Qu. 
Mary, but to whom our Knowledge doth 
not reach. 

Molſton, a Religious Houſe ſubordinate 
to the Abbey of St. Peter fuper Dinam in 
— _ in France, founded 
moſt probably by Roger de Montgomery, 
or ſome of his Poſterity, and by them 
made a Cell to that Abbey. All that 
we further find of it is, that the Abboc 
and Covent of St. Peter ſuper Dinam, 


10 Hen. III. granted ta the Prior and 
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Covent of Tytbury, this Church, with 
all the Appurtenances, in Conſideration 
of a Payment of 10. a Year to them, 
and their Sueceſſors, by the Prior and 
Covent of Tutbury, except their Right 
of Preſentation to rhe Churches of which 
they had the Advowſons. But this Houſe 
being a Priory alien, and as ſuch given 
to the King to maintain his Wars with 
France; the Abbot and Covent of St. 
Peter, by Reaſon of thoſe Wars and 
Seizures made upon that Account, made 


no Advantage of this Cell for near fifty 


Years; and thereupon conſidering, that 
it was never likely to yield any Profit 
to them, if a Peace ſhould be made, 
and that it might be of Benefit to the 
Priory of Cory near Coventry, late- 
ly founded by King Rich. II. they grant- 
cd and confirmed to the ſaid Carthuſiant, 
this Cell with all the Lands, Churches, 
and other Profits and Emoluments 
thereunto belonging, to have, hold, 


poſſeſs and enjoy to them the ſaid Prior 
and Covent of e e, and their 


Succeffors for ever, for Two thouſand 
four hundred gold Franks of French 
Coin, which they would employ in 


- purchaſing: Rents and Poſſeſſions lying 


nearer, and more profitably for them. 
All which King Rich. II. by his Letters 
Patent confirmed, Reg. 20. and th 
were continued to the Carthuſians, ti 
the general Diſſolution of the Monaſte- 


ries by King Hen. VIII. when the Site 


and Lands of this Houſe came to the 
Hands of Roger W; 
paſſed by the Heir General to the Went- 
evorths, Owners of them in 1640. 
Wotton-Wawen, a little Monaſtery of 
Benedict ine Monks, an alien Priory, be- 
ing a Cell to the Abbey of Conchis in 


Normandy, founded by Nicholas de Staf-- 


ford (Son of Robert de Toney, whoſe Fa- 
ther Roger founded the Abbey of Conchis) 
and endowed by his verbal Grant, with 
the Church of Wotton, and the Tithes 
and Oblations of the whole Town, with. 


two Hides of Land. Divers of theſe. 


Families of Tunei and Stafford, made 
conſiderable Additions to the Revenues 


of this Houſe, by their Gifts of man 
| | 1 


from whom they 
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moſt conſiderable of them was the Gift 
of Ralph de Tonei, who gave them the 


whole Manor of Monkenlane in Hereford- 


| Tire, with ſeveral other Lands and 

ithes, which were confirmed to them 
by Willian de Vere, Biſhop of Hereford. 
This Houſe being a Priory alien, was 
often ſeiſed daring the Wars with France, 
and being farmed out to the Priors and 
others at a Rent payable to the Kings, 


Henry IV. and V. during the Wars with 


France, was of no Benefit to the Monks 
of Conchis; and in Times of Peace it be- 
ing thought prejudicial to the Nation 
to carry over Sums of Money yearly to 
foreign Monaſteries, the Revenues of 
ſach Cells were given by Parliament 
2 Hen. V. to the King and his Heirs for 
ever. But King Hen. VI. conſidering 
that theſe Religious Houſes were by 
the Founders intended to promote 
God's Service and Honour, and Works 


of Charity, thought of reſtoring them 


to their primitive Inſtitution, and to 
that End Reg. 16. cauſed one Fohn, a 
Monk of Conchis, to be inftituted Prior 
of this Cell; but he held it not long; 
for the ſame King, Reg. 22. beſtowed 
the ſame upon the Provoſt and Scho- 
lars of his Royal College in Cambridge, 
then newly founded by him, to have 
and enjoy it to them and their Succeſ- 

ſors for ever. They ſoon after pro- 


cured a Releaſe from the Prior, of all - 


his Right and Title, and a Confirma- 
tion of it from King Ede. IV. and fo 
the faid' Provoſt and Scholars have had 
an immovable Poſſeſſion of ir ever 
fince. 3 I 

 Wroxhall, a Monaſtery of Benedictine 
Nuns, built by Hugh Fitz-Richard, Lord 
of this Town, who having been raken 
Priſoner in the Holy Land, and there 
endured great Hardſhips ſeven Years, 
was by praying to St. Leonard, ro whom 
the Church of this Town was dedicated, 
taken up with his Chains on him, and 
ſet down in a Wood in this his Lord- 
ſhip of Wroxhall, where, when he found 
himſelf, he remembred Sr. Leonard's In- 
junction given him in two Apparitions, 
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Patcels of Lands and Tithes; but the 
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while he was in Priſon, That he ſhould, 
when he came home, build a Monafte- 
ry of Nuns of St. Benet s Order, and 


accordingly had Directions where to 


build it, and having erected it, made 
two of his Daughters Nuns in it. Be 
this a legendary Tale, or no, we may 
gather from it, who was the Founder of 
this Nunnery, which doth no where elſe 
appear, and it is rendered certain, by 


his giving the whole Manor to it, with 


a Quantity of Lands and Woods there- 
abouts, as alſo the Church of Hatton, 
and the Appurtenances. Several other 
Perſons of Quality, and of an inferior 
Rank, gave divers Lands and Rents 
to it, which were confirmed by King 
Henry II. Rich. I. King Fobn and King 
Henry III. who added many Privileges 
and Immunities, as Court-Leet, Gallows, 


and Waifs, which the Nuns claimed 


13 Edw. I. and were allowed them. 
They in 9 Edw. II. having compleated 
the Building of a new Church, Walter 
de Maydenfton, Biſhop of Worceſter, dedi- 
cated it and the High Altar. Thus this 
Nunnery ſtood till the Reign of King 
Hen. VIII. for Anna Lytle was choſen 
Prioreſs 28 Hen. VIII. the Year after 
the Act for diſſolving the ſmaller Houfes 
was paſt, under which it came by the 
Valuation made 26 Hen. VIII. but to be 
rated at 72 J. 125. 6 d. per Annum, above 
all Reprizes. After the Diſſolution, 
the Site with the Church, and all the 
Lands in Mrorbal thereunto belonging, 
were given to Robert Burgoin, from whom 
Sir Jobn Bargoin of Sutton in Bedfordſhire, 
Bart. is defcendant, who was the Owner 
of it in 1640. | 


7 The Martyrs of this Connty. 


Martyrs being properly ſuch as bear 
Witnefs to the Truth, under any Kind 


of Sufferings, as well as Bonds, Im- 


priſonments and Death; theſe eight Co- 


ventry men, who were brought before 


John Hales, Biſhop of Coventry and Lich- 


Feld, and proſecuted as Hereticks, and 


forced to recant of their Opinions, 
though 
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though true, may doſerve that Name, 
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Fon Blomſton, Richard Hegham, Nobert 
Crocuther and Fohn Smith, Roger Broaun, 
Thomas Butler, Fohn Falkes and Richard 
Hilmin,' who. were charged with theſe 
Doctrines, as falſe, erroneous and here- 
tical; viz. That the Power attributed to 
St. Peter in the Church of God by 
Chriſt, did not paſs from him to remain 
with his Succeſſors; that Prayer and 
Alms avail not the Dead, but after 


Death every Man goes to Heaven or 


Hell, and conſequently: there is no Pur- 
gatory ; that it is meer Fooliſhneſs to 


on Pilgrimages to viſit the Image of 
in the Tower, for ſhe may as 


Our L | | ] 
well. be worſhipped by the Fire- ſide; 


that a Chriſtian at his Death ſhould. 


renounce his own Works, and ſubmit 


himſelf to God's Mercy; that it is 


better to deal Money to poor Folks, 


than to offer it to the Images of 
Saints; that every Man is bound to 
know the Lord's Prayer; that the Sa- 


crament of the Altar is but Bread. All 


theſe Men, as alſo Margery Gyt, who 
held the ſame Opinions, were forced to 
recant them, and do Penance. This 


was done in 1485, in the Reign of King 


Hen. VII. when the Reformation was 
but in Embryo. We-ſhall now come to 
the Confirmation. of the reformed Doe- 
trines eſtabliſhed, and preached in King 
Edw. VI. 's Days, by ſuch as ſealed them 


with their Lives. in this County in Q. 
Mary's Reign, ix: .) 
Laurence Saunders, Miniſter of Bread- 


ſtreet, London, who was burnt in the 
Park at Coventry, Feb. 8. 1555. This 


good Man was educated- in Eaton - School, 
but his Mother being a Widow, and left 
in a wealthy Condition, deſigned not to 
bring him up a Scholar, but bound him 
out to a Merchant on London, named 
Sir William Cheſter, wth whom he lived 
fome Time; but being diſcontented, 
and not at all delighted with his Trade, 
Sir Milliam, as ſoon as he perceived it, 
wrote to his Mother, and at length 


threw up his Indentures, and diſmiſſed 


him. Saunders thereupon went to Cam- 
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bridge, : where having continued, - ſome 
Years a diligent Student, he began to 


reach the reformed Doctrine in the 


ginning of King Edward's Reign wirh 
great Zeal, as well as Learning and 


Judgment. He was ſoon taken Novice | 
of, and having been made the Reader 


of Divinity firſt in the College of Fo- 
theringay, and then in the Minſter of 


Lichſteid, he was at Length preferred to 


the Living of Charch-Langton in Leiceſter- 


ſhire, and All- hallog“s Bread ſtreet in i 0n+ 
don, which - laſt he obtained but a little 


before Queen Mary came to the Crown. 
He had a Deſigu of Reſigning the 
former, that he might apply himſelf 
wholly to the Cure of the latter; but 
after the Queen's Proclamation came 
out, forbidding Preaching, the Prote- 
ſtant Doctrines taught in King Edw. VI. 's 
Days, he gave over thoſe Thoughts, 
not being willing to. reſign his Pulpit to 
the Popiſh Preachers, and ſo went on 
in Preaching. as. he had done before. 
But foreſecing to what Concluſion the 


preſent State of Affairs tended, vix. to 


the Re- eſtabliſnment of Popery, he 
ſhewed: a great Concern, an 


he had preached; or muſt fly. This he 


ſhewed: among his Friends, and eſpe- 
oo to Dr. Pendleton, who had: preach- 
e ſame Doctrine, and ſeemed: re- 


ed-t 
ſolved to die rather than forſake it; 
but the contrary. happened, for when. 


they both came to London, Sanders ſuf- 


fered Impriſonment long, and under- 
went great Hardſhips for a Year and: 


more; but Pendleton turned, and endea- 


voured to build what he had doſtroyed. 


Sanders had di vers Diſputes before the 


Biſhops of Mincheſter and London, who 
offered him Mercy, if he would return 


to the Church; but not accepting it 
upon theſe Terms, was burnt, as is a- 


boveſaid, and his Sufferings may be 
termed a double Martyrdom almaſt, 
becauſe his Enemies burnt him with 


green Wood, that his Pain might be 


more intenſe, and Death ſlower. 
Mr. Robert Glover, who ſuffered Death 


at the Stake with Cornelius Bongey at Co- 
| - ventry, 


thought 
he ſhould: fall away from the Goſpel 
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ventry, Sept. 20. 1555. He was a Gen- 
tleman born, and being converted to 
the Knowledge of the true Goſpel, with 
his elder and younger Brothers Fobn 
and William, was in en Mary's Days 


_- apprehended, impriſoned at Coventry 


and Lichfield, and at length ſuffered 
Martydom at the former City. His 
elder Brother Jobn it ſeems was the 
moſt zealous for the Goſpel, and be- 
ing informed of to the Biſhop of Coven- 
try and Lichfield, Dr. Ralph Banes, a War- 
rant was ſent to the Mayor of Coventry, 
(where all the three Brethren then 
lived) to apprehend Fobn; but the 
Mayor having given him ſome private 
Notice, he was fled with his Brother 
William ; but Robert being ſick, the Of- 


ſicers found him and ſeiſed him; the 


Sheriff, who was with them would have 
let him go, becauſe their Warrant did 
not mention him; but the Officers re- 
fuſed to do it, till the Biſhop's Coming. 
When the Biſhop came, he was brought 
before him, and examined about the 
true Church, the Number of Sacra- 
ments, the Maſs, and Confeſſion of Sins 
to & Prieſt; to which not giving ſatiſ- 
factory Anſwers, he was ſent to the 


common Gaol at Coventry, and from 


thence to Lichfield, where after an Exa- 
mination or Two, and a poſi tive Refu- 
ſal to return to the Church, which he 
eſteemed Antichriſtian, as then eſta- 


'bliſhed in this Realm, he was condemn- 


ed to ſuffer Death at Coventry, and a 
Writ from London ca me down ſoon for 
his Execution. In the Interval, Mr. 
Glover fell into great Anxiety of Mind at 
the Bearing of the Croſs juſt ready to 


be laid on his Shoulders, which, when 


his Friend Mr. Auſtin Bernber perceived, 
he exhorted him to wait the Lord's 
Leiſure, and ſtiek to the Cauſe he had 
eſpouſed; for God, who ſeemed to have 
withdrawn his Preſence, would again 
viſit and ſupport him, as he ſhould 
find, and as he did; for as he was going 
to the Stake, praying for Strength and 
Ccurage, he was ſo filled with Comfort 
from God, that he cried out to Auſten 
wüh great Joy, He is come, He is come, 
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Sc. and fo with Chriſtian Patience ex- 
pred in the Flames. With him ſuf-

Cornelius Bongay, a (omar of oo 91

Biſhop of holding the ſame Doctrines, 
called heretical, by his own Confeſſion, 
was condemned ho 
and haſtily executed at the ſame Place, 
with Glover. | | | 
Fobn Glover, and William abore-men- 
tioned, though they neither of them en- 
dured the Fire as their Brother Nobert 


did, yet may be reckoned equally Mar- 


tyrs for their Sufferings in the ſame 
auſe; for Fobn, who had born ſuch 
Anguiſh of Soul as almoſt threw him 


into Deſpair, was often ſought for, and 


forced to lurk in Woods and Cold ſo 
long, to avoid the Snares of his Ene- 


mies, that he at length catched an 


Ague, of which he died. But Dea h 
did not ſecure him from the Hands (f 
his Perſecutors, for after he was dead, 
and buried in the Church-yard, Di. 


Draitot, then Chancellor, ſent to the 


Parſon of the Pariſh to know the Rea- 
ſon why he was buried there. 'To whom 
when the Parſon pleaded he was ſick 
and knew nothing of it, the DoQor or- 
dered him to go home, and taking up 
the Body, caſt it into the 1 cen : 
The Parſon being againſt it, becauſe 
the Body havin Net dead fix Weeks, 
would ſend forth an intolerable Savour, 
the Doctor gave him a Bill, and bad 
him from the Pulpit pronounce him a 
damned Soul, and when the Body had 
lain a Twelvemonth caſt it into the 
Road, and he'd come and conſecrate 
the Place, where he-was buried. And 
in like Manner was 

William Glover dealt with. He died 
not long after his Brother Fohn, and 
the good People of the Place brought 
his Body to the Pariſh-Church to bury 
it, but the Curate forbad the Burial of 
it, till he had the Biſhop's Advice, to 
whom he accordingly went. -In the 
mean Time the Corpſe lay a whole 


Day, and in the Night one Richard. 


Morrice, a Taylor, attempted to bury 


ut the ſame Time, 
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it, but was hindred by one Thorlyne, and 
others, ſo that it was two Days and a 
Night before the Body. was diſpoſed of, 
— then by the Biſhop's Order it was 
to be carried away by them that brought 
it, at their own Charge; and ſo it was 
back again, {becauſe the Smell was not 
to be endured by Bearers,) in a Dung- 
cart, and buried in a Broom Field. 
John Careleſſe, of Coventry, Weaver, 
who, tho' he died in Priſon after two 
Years Reſtraint at Coventry and London; 
yet. as he deſired to arrive at the Pro- 
inotion to die in the Fire, for his Pro- 
feſſion of the true Faith, and endured 
Hardſhips for it, which brought him to 
his End, ſo he deſerves as much to be 
placed in the Kalendar of Martyrs, as 
ſuch as finiſhed their Teſtimony by 
their open Sufferings. He was examin- 
ed by Dr. Martin chiefly about the 
Point of Predeſtination, which was thus 
interpreted, as if a Perſon predeſtinated 
to Life, can't periſh, in what ever Opi- 
nion he dies; which ſeeming to imply, 
that a Man in never ſo great Errors or 
Sins, if he be predeſtinated to Salva- 
tion, he ſhall be ſaved; this Careleſſe 
would not own, but ſtated the Doctrine 
fully thus, as his Belief, viz. I believe 
that Almighty God, our moſt dear and 
loving Father, of bis great Mercy and inſi- 
nite Goodneſs (through Jcſus Chriſt) did 
elect and appoint in him, before the Founda- 
tions of the Earth were laid, a Church, or 
Congregation, aubich he doth continually guide 
and govern by his Grace and Holy Spirit, ſo 
| that not one of them ſhall ever finally pe- 
wiſh, becauſe bis Holy Spirit by which they 
are ſealed, will ſo preſerve them from all 
Hereſies and evil Opinions, that none of 
them ſball die; and in this Senſe he de- 
clared, that he believed himſelf pre- 
deftinated ſo, that he was ſure of Sal- 
vation. Yet for all this, while he was in 
Priſon in the King's Bench, London, he 
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fell into great Trouble of Mind and 
Conſcience, about the Greatneſs and 
Unpardonableneſs of his Sins, and con- 
ſulred Mr. Philpot, then lying in the 
Stocks in the Biſhop of London's Cole- 
houſe, about them, and received migh- 


ty Conſolation in an Epiſtle from him, 


wherein, tho' there were ſome Jingles 


upon his Name, yet there were ſuch 


melting Expreſſions of God's Mercy to 
Penitents, that Careleſſe ſays: I will 


now, according to your loving Requeſt, ca ſt 


away all Care, and caſt all my Care upon 


Chriſt, who wi Care for me, and will be 


careleſs according to my Name; for as ſoon 
as ] had read your comfortable Letter, my 
Sorrows vaniſhed away as Smoke in the 
Wind. I am ſure the Spirit of 'God was 
the Author of it. Being thus comforted, 
he not only comforted others in the 
like Caſes, and particularly Mrs. Agnes 


Glaſ.ock, who had relapſed through 


Fear of Sufferings, into Popery, but 
was under great Affliction for her ſo 
doing; but he kept a Chriſtian Corre- 
ſpondence with his Fellow-ſufferers for 
the Truth of the Goſpel, in Newgate, 
and other Priſons, as Mr. Bradford, 
Mr. Sym, Mr. Whittle, Mr. Bernher, 
Mr. Aalington, &c. Worn out with 
Hardſhips and Afflictions, he at length 
died in Priſon, and was buried in a 
Dung-hill, in Fuly, 1556, To theſe 
Dr. Fuller adds, 

Fulius Palmer; for though he con- 
ſummated his Martyrdom at Newberry 
in Berkſhire, with two others, Gin and 
Askin, yet he may be reckoned among 
the Martyrs of Coventry, becauſe his 
Father was an Inhabitant there, and he 


born there: It is remarkable of him, 


that in King Edw. VI.'s Days, he was 
an obſtinate Papiſt, and turned out of 
Magdalen College, Oxford, for it, and 


yet died a Proteſtant in Queen Marys 


Days.

Sufferers for our Conſtitution in Church and State. 


| Homas Baker, A. M. Rector of 
Baxterly, who was not only ſe- 
queſtred, but his Wife and Children 
were caſt out of the Parſonage-houſe 
forcibly: by an Officer of the Parlia- 
ment-Army, who, when Mrs. Baker 
rook Courage to ask him by what Au- 
thority he ated, drew out his Piſtol. 
Mrs. Baker, after this, was put to great 
Hardſhips with her Children, becauſe 
her Husband lived wholly upon the 
Charity of ſome neighbouring Gen- 
tlemen. At length he got a School at 
Saffron-Walden in Eſſex, but was alſo 
put out of that. He lived to the Reſto- 
ration; and obtained the ReQtory of 
Grindon, where he lived till his Death. 
He was a learned Man, an approved 
Preacher, and very much beloyed by 
his Pariſhioners. | 
Francis Holyoke, a noted School-maſter, 
and Rector of Southam, out of which 
being ſequeſtred, he ſuffered much for 
the King's Cauſe, and died in 1653. 
Fobn Riland, M. A. Rector of Exbal, 
which he held with his Fellowſhip in 
Magdalen College, Oxford, but was turn- 
ed out of both in 1647, by a Party of 
Soldiers from Marwick. Sometime af- 
ter he had been dragooned out of his 
Living, he was in great Danger of his 
Life from the ſame Soldiers that expel- 
led him; for meeting them one Day 
upon the Road, one of them rode up to 
him, and diſcharged a Piſtol fo near 


him, that the Fire ſinged his Hair and 


Hat, -but the Ball miſſed him, which 
Eſcape he celebrated ſolemnly on the 
Day of it, as long as he lived. At the 
ſame Time that he was ejected, his 
Study was plundered of all his Books 
and Collections, which laſt he eſteemed 
his greateſt Loſs. After his Ejectment 
he lived a private retired Life, till the 
Year 1660, when he was preſented to 
Biltoy in this County, and made Arch- 
deacon of Coventry, and a Prebendary 


in the Church of Lichfield ; and in 1665 


obtained the Rectory of Birmicham, 
where he reſided to his Death, which 
happened in 1672, tat. 53. He was a 
very learned, humble and pious Man, 
of unwearied Induſtry in Studying the 
Scriptures, Pathers, and Philoſophers in 
their original Languages. His Conver- 
ſation was ſo ſtrictly and conſtantly 
pious and holy, that he is remembred 
at Birmicham by the Name of That Holy 
Man. He was ſuch a Lover of Peace, 
that if his Pariſhioners at Variance 
could not be brought to an Agreement, 
he would make up the Difference out 
of his own Pocket. He carried a poor 
Man's Box always about him, and did 
not call himſelf Poor, but when that 
was empty ; what he got for them he 
diſtributed with ſuch wholeſome Admo- 
nitions, that by relieving their Bodies, 
he made Way to ſave their Souls. 

Gains White, Miniſter of Packington, 
who was ſeveral Times ſequeftred and 
8 of all he had, and four 

imes depri ved of his Library of Books, 
whereby he was reduced to great Ex- 
tremities, while he lived, and at his 
Death left a poor Family, ſome of 
which came at length to be relieved 
by the Corporation eftabliſhed for the 
Relief of Clergymens poor Widows and 
Children. 85 

Samuel Wilks, Vicar of Wappingb 
and Weſton, was impriſoned, and ſut- 
fer'd the utter Ruin of his Eftare. At 
his Death he left a diſtreſſed and help- 
leſs Widow in great Extremities, ha- 
ving ſeven Children, and no Proviſion 
for their Maintenance, and therefore 
was neceſſitated to beg Relief from 


the ſaid Corporation for Minifters Wi— 
dows and Children. He was a Perſon 


of eminent Learning, a very good 
Preacher, and by his Prudence while 
he lived, of great Advantage to the 
Gentlemen of the Neighbourhood. HE 
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The C harity- Schools of this Count) are at

Atherſtone, a School for twenty Girls, 

who arc taught to read, knit, ſew and 
ſpin Linen and Jerſey. Part of them

y, a School endowed with 10 l. 
per Annum, to teach the poor Children 
of the Place. 

Badgeley, a Charity-School endowed 
with 41. 10s. a Year, and ten 2 
a Year to purchaſe Books for the Chil- 
dren taught in it. | 

Baginton, a School wholly maintained 
by the honourable Perſon, who is Lord 
of the Manor, who pays for the School- 
ing of all poor Children of the Place. 

Baxterley, a School at which fixteen 
poor Children are taught to read, ca- 
techized, and brought up orderly in 
going to Church. 

Bedevorth, where are two Schools, one 
for forty Boys, and the other for twen- 
ty Girls, endowed by the late Rector 
of the Pariſh, with twelve Pounds per 
Annum for the Boys School, and five 
Pounds per Annum for the Girls School 
for ever. Both Schools are now full 
according to the Will of the Founder; 
the Boys School being opened Fune 
1716. and that for the Girls in Fuly 
1717. 5 

Berkeſwell, a School erected for all 
the poor Children of the Town, which 
are about fifty, and to that End en- 
-dowed with 13 J. per Annum. 

Caſtle- Bromwich, a Charity - School en- 
dowed with 47. per Amiam, for the 
Teaching of the Children of the Place 
to read. 

Cbaldecot, a School on which there is 
ſettled the like Sum of 47. a Year for 


Teaching, beſides an Endowment con- 
| - mily, and endowed it with 367. a Year 


ſiderable to buy Bibles, 


Colesbill, where the Under maſter of 
the Grammar-School teaches all the 
Children of the Pariſh to read 1 
and hath 127, a Year allowed him fo 
that Service. In the Pariſh alſo is a 
Piece of Land known by the Name of 
the Pater noſter Piece, given by the An- 
eeſtors of the preſent Lord Digby, to 
encourage Children to learn the Lord's 
Prayer. 'The Manner of it is thus: 
One Child comes every Morning to 
the Church, at the Sound of a Bell, 
and on his Knees ſays the Lard's 
Prayer in the Preſence of the afore- 
ſaid Under-maſter, who immediately 
rewards him with a Penny. Every 
Houſe or Family in the Place, when 
its Turn is come, ſends a Child, for 
they go in the Order of their Houſes, 
as they are fituate in the Town, and 
never fail, whether they are poor or 
rich. Alſo a Perſon of Honour hath 
fitred up, and given an Houſe for an- 
other School, and is a good Benefac- 
tor to it. There are in this laſt twenty- 
one Girls clothed, taught to read, ſpin 
and ſew. : 


Coventry, a School for twelve Boys, 


who are _ and clothed by a Le- 
gacy given for that Purpoſe by Mr. Sa- 
muel Baker of London. Beſides which, 
Mr. Samuel Billing, a Truſtee for the 
former Charity, did, about the Year 
1710, give 300}. in Money, and 187. 
a Year in Land for Clothing, Teach- 
ing, and putting out Apprentices, fo 
many poor Boys as the annual Product 


of the ſaid Legacy would be ſuthcient 
fo to diſpoſe of. 


Dunchurch, a School provided by Mr. 
Boughton of Cawſton in the Pariſh of 
Dunchurch, who died Anno 1707, and 
left ſo much of 400 J. as ſhould be re- 


quiſite to build a School-houſe with an 


Habitation for the Mafter and his Fa- 
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6 a Year of the Pariſh Land to the Uſe 
of the School, and by ineloſing Part of 


in Land, beſides a competent Mainte- 
nance for the Maſter, and ordered his 
Executors to pay 2001. more to be veſt- 
ed in Land, the Rents of which to be 
employed to place out two Boys of that 
Pariſh ycarly; and they now enjoy 


this Charity. 


Hampton in Arden, a School endowed 
with 2071. a Year, for the good Educa- 
tion of poor Children in Reading their 
Catechize, and other proper Works. 

Kingsbury, a Charity-School for ten 
Girls to be choſen out of this Village 
and Ma ſton, to be taught to read, ſpin, 
and ſew, as is uſual in other Schools. 

Leamarſton, a School for ten Girls 
endowed by a Lady deceaſed. } 

Manceter, a School endowed with 
10h. per Annum, for the poor Children 
of the Place. 

Middleton, a School for ten Children, 
near the Church, endowed with 41. a 


Year for their Teaching, and 20 s. per 


Annum, to purchaſe Bibles to be given 
the. Children, when they can read 
perfectly, and are put out to be Ap- 
prentices. - | . 

Poleſworth, a School endowed with 
30 J. a Ycur for Teaching all the poor 
Children of the Place; and to them 
there are to be given yearly twenty 
Bibles, by a peculiar Settlement to en- 
dure for ever. | 

Rugby, a School erefted and endow- 
ed by Mr. Elbrow ſome Time before he 
died, for the Teaching of fifteen Boys, 
and as many Girls, Theſe Children 


are kept under a very pious Diſcipline, 


and are all clothed againft Good Friday 
yearly. 

Sheldon, where is a School-houſe, be- 
ing built by a Perſon of Quality, near 
the Church. The Children go to 


Prayers every Day, to which the ſame 


Perſon alloweth 61. a Year, for the 


Teaching of fifteen Children out of 


the Manor of Marfton-Culy adjoining ; 
bur this is done only till ſome larger

Southam, a School is here erected for 
twenty Boys by a Perſon of Quality, 
Temple, a School for the Teaching of 


twenty Boys or Girls, endowed by the 
Lady Leveſen deceaſed, | 


Mater Orton, where a late Benefaction 


of 6 J. per Annum being given for a 
Sermon once a Month, it is applied for 


the Teaching of the' poor Children of 


this Village, twelve of the neighbour- 
ing Clergy having undertaken to preach 
the ſaid Sermons in their Turns gratis, 
that it may be fo uſed. 

Warwick, a School erected for the 
Inſtruction of twenty poor Children, 
who are all cloned every Chriſtmas. 
The Corporation out of an old Charity 
payeth 107. a Year towards the Clo- 
thing and Teaching of thirteen of the 
Children, and the other Seven are 


clothed and taught by a Benefaction 


of the Lady Gmilford deceaſed. There 
is alſo another School in this Town for 
twelve Girls, clothed; and taught to 
read and ſpin at the Charge of a No- 
bleman. Further, about Midſummer 
1712. a Charity-Box was ſet up in the 
Church, with this Inſeription over it, 


For the Uſe and Increaſe of the — 1 


School, which had ſo good an Effe 

that ſeveral Children have been taught 
and clothed: out of what was found in 
it. There are alſo three Boys taught 
and clothed, partly out of the Offer- 
rory, and partly at the Charge of the 


Vicar of St. Mary's Pariſh, and two 


Boys more are taught and clothed at 
the Expenee of ſome private Perſons 
of the Town : So that now in all the 
Charity-Schools of this Place, which 
are three, there are taught and clothed 
ſixty-two Boys and forty-rwo Girls. 

| Divine: 
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Divines of Eminency born or inhabiting in this 
County at Places unknown. 


Icholas Bifield, bred in een 
N College, Oxford, which leaving, 
and taking Orders thereupon, he was 
invited into Ireland to a Place of Emi- 
nency, but being wind-bound at Cheſter 
preached there, and was choſen a Mi- 
niſter thereupon in that City. He was 
a ſtrict Obſerver of the Lord's Day, 
and zealouſly oppoſed the Recreations 
allowed at that Time, which. cauſed: 
ſome Writings to paſs pro and con. be- 
tween him and Mr. Breerwood. In his 


declining Age he: was preſented to the 


Benefice of [/leworth in Middleſex, where 
he dwelt a:conftant and diligent Preacher 
fifreen Years; and dying of the Stone 
in the Bladder, he was opened, and a 
Stone taken out of him weighing above 
thirty - three Ounces, being thirteen 
Inches Jong, and almoſt as much broad. 
William Biſhop, born of an eminent 
Proteftant Family of this County, pro- 
bably Patrons of Brailes, but himſelf 
a Papiſt, bred at Rbemes, and ordained 
a Prieſt at Rome, from whence bein 
ſent into Exgland, he was an active — 
zealous Promoter of the Catholiek Cauſe 
ſeventeen Years. He was twice impri- 
loned, and therein engaging in Diſ- 


putes ſeveral Times with the Engliſh 
Divines, received an utter Defeat by 


Robert Abbot, afterwards Biſhop of Sa- 
liabury. He eſcaped at laſt with his Life, 
(having loſt his Credit) and ſettling in 
Paris, died there. 

Henry Bud, perpetual Fellow of Mag- 
dalen College, Oxford, made in 1540. 
He was a Perſon very zealous for the 
Reformation in King Faw. VI.'s Days, 
and 1s noted in onr Hiſtories, that when 
the Prieft in his Callege was offering 
Incenſe, he ſnatched the Cenſer out 
of his Hand, and threw ic down, in 
Deteſtation of the Superſtition, though 
his Raſhneſs was as deteſtable. He was 
an Exile in Queen Mary's Days, and 
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returned with Queen Elizabeth, when 
he found Preferment enough, being a 
double, if not a treble beneficed Man. 
He compoſed a Book or two of Devo- 
tions, and tranſlated the Latin Lec- 
tures of Luther upon the Pſalms in- 
to Engliſh, publiſhed with an Epiſtle 
of Mr. Fox the Martyrologiſt before it, 
in 1577. When, or where he died, our 
Accounts inform us not. 

Fohn Smith, made Scholar of St. John's 


College, Oxford, in the Coventry-place 


at his Entrance, and after Fellow. 
there. A Perſon highly valued in that 

Univerſity for Piety and Parts, by ſuch 
as excelled in both. Being Bachelor 
of Divinity, he was choſen Lecturer in 

St. Paul's Cathedral, in the Room of 

Dr. Lan Andrews, and diſcharged the 

Place with great Applauſe. He after-- 
wards became Miniſter of Clavering in 
Eſſex, where he was highly reveren-- 
ced for his Learning and Holmeſs of 

Life. His Learning abundantly. ap- 

pears in his Expoſitions of the Lord's 

Prayer and Creed, with his other Wri- 

tings. He died in 1616, and was bu- 

ried in Clavering Church, leaving ſeve- 

ral Books, by his Will, to St. John's 

College Library, 


Richard Kilby, deſcended of a Ple- 
beian Family in this County, and after 


his School Education further improved : 
in Learning in 'Glocefter-hall, Oxford, 
from whence he removed to Emanuel“ 
College Cambridge, where having taken 
his Degrees in Arts, he became a 
School-maſter in Kent, and at length 
removed to Derby, where he was firſt; 
Miniſter of Sr. Alkmonds, then of Al- 
ballows. He was much followed for bis 
familiar Way of Preaehing, and wrote 
ſome Treatiſes of Conſcience. He died 
in 1617, and was buried in the Chan- 
cel of All ballows Church. He left all 


he had to the Poor.
